RESTORATION OE AUTHORITY IN THE AlLAHABAD DISTRICT IN 1858. 


No S76, dated Allahabad, 9fch November 1858

In I’eply to your lettei, No 783, dated 8th May last, I have the honor to 
foi ward you a statement of occurrences fiom the fiist commencement of the 
mutiny up to the 14th of July last, when the foit of Dehiya was taken, and 
the district completely cleared of rebels Tlie statement has been diawn out 
by Mr Monteath, Assistant Magistiate, from the records in this office, and 
from the viva voce evidence of several officeis, who were in the station from 
the commencement of the outbreak. 

2 The fiist perceptible excitement in Allahabad was during that event- 
ful pel lod, — the fiist half of May,' — when the Biitish power in India was 
iec6iving the great shock which fiist levealed the gigantic proportions of the 
storm which had been brewing. An almost simultaneous outburst was taking 
place in widely sepaidted places. Lucknow, Meerut and Dehli, Derozepoor 
andLahoie, and wheiever such aivlul news ivas h&tened to, a sympathetic 
excitement might be expected to arise The 12th of May, on which day the 
lepoit of the emeute at Meerut reached Allahabad, is the day' from which 
was dated the commencement of excitement here. Tales of mutiny and out- 
break went their lounds in the ranks and the bazar, and along with them 
was also canva'^sed another momentous question The report of the prose- 
Ij tizing intentions of Government was fast becoming a belief, both in the 
tonn and bariacks , clinging native seivants in some instances took Ohustian 
names to show their non-iesistance to the scheme, and the general panic was 
indicated by the sudden use in the puce of gram and other articles of food. 

3. On the 17th, news of the fearful progress, and the awful character of 
the mutiny at Delhi arrived, and on the 18th the European community at 
Allahabad assembled to conceit plans for united action, and agreed on an alarm 
signal in case of sudden distuibance. On the 19tl), two troops of the 3rd 
Oudh Ii regulars ariived fiom Peitabguih, under Lieutenant A Alexander, 
and on the following day, a letter fiom Captain Hardinge, Saying that Sir H. 
Lawrence had despatched these troops to be placed under civil authority here. 
Twenty-five of these were detached for the piotection of the treasury, another 
twenty for the jail, and night patrols weie arranged from Daiagunge by the jail 
up to the treasury In the fort were a wing of a Sikh Regiment (Eerozepoor 
Regiment), and one company of the Orh Native Infantry The lest of the 
6th Native Infantiy were in their lines between two and three miles from the 
fort. Soon after this sixty European invalid artilleiyraCn were brought from 
Chunai, and constituted the only European element in the garrison of the foit 
at the time of the mutiny Such was the disposition of, tioops in this station 
duiing the next eventful and anxious foi tmght. Sikhs, sepoys, and a few invalid 
Euiopeans inside the fort, and sepoys and Oudh luegulars outside. Some there 
weie, especially officeis, wdio, thiough all the alarming news and alaiming 
symptoms, trusted to the last the fidelity of the native troops in tlie sta- 
tion. Otheis there were, who distiusted the sepoys of the 6th, but who lelied 
still on the Sikbs and Iiregulais, and Iboked to them as the gieat countm- 
poise to the other dangerous element Theie weie others, who looked with 
equal distrust on all native tioops w'hatsoevei, and who regarded the few inva- 
lid Euiopeans as the only safety in case of danger. It w'as then a question of 
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Mussulman Eed, and many tlierefore were the fears it brought with it. The 
day however passed off quietly. 

6 In the evening a parade of the 6th Hegimeut was held, at which the 
sepoys, who had given up the spies, were presented with the ranks of Naik and 
Havildar, and the piisoners were removed to the Oential prison On the fol- 
loMung day, a sepoy of the 6th complained in a mutinous way of the promo- 
tion of the day before by winch he had been superseded Colonel Simson 
believed he was unsupported by the men generally, and the officers declaied 
their entire confidence in the regiment The spies, nho had been given up, 
were lemoved to the fort, as information of an attempt at release by the 
Mewatis of Sumdabad and Russoolpoor was leceived Mr Willock, Joint 
Magistiate, also was posted to the jail along with a company of tlie 6th. 
Tiom the 27th of May to the 3id of June, eveiything seemed gradually le- 
assuming its wonted peace and quietness. Offices weie re-opened, and 
business in all quarteis lecommenced. Pear began to subside, and those 
European detachments which arnved were forwaided on to Oawnpoor, yet 
all this was but the lull before tlie storm , while tlie feeling of insecuiity m 
the European community was daily lessening, the schemes for their destruc- 
tion neie daily being matured About ibis time a telegraphic message 
was received from Sir H. Lawrence, advising not in any way to trust the 
Sikhs , and to this advice, as has already been mentioned, is due, in all pro- 
bability, the preservation of the fort The intention here bad been, in case of 
necessity, to remove the treasure to the fort, where tlie Sikhs were stationed , 
and had that been done, the possession of the treasure would have formed 
one of the strongest possible temptations to them to join the absorbing tide of 
mutiny. Sii H Lawrence’s message showed to all the extreme danger of the 
ground on which they were resting, and the absolute necessity of not trusting 
too implicitly to any native troops whatsoever Eiora that date (June 4ith) the 
lull of quiet began to bo bioken up, and the rising storm to gather lapidly 
around Telegiapliic communication, with both east and west, was broken 
off, and the dflk coachman hurried back vith the news that Benares was lu 
flames The meditated outbreak had been theie piecipitated by the eneigetic 
measures of Colonel Neill, and both Sikhs and sepoys mingled together in 
the geneial meUe , — had shared in the general destruction in which it ended. 
The news that the 13th Irregulais, with the Native and Sikh Kegiments, 
having escaped from Benaies, were in full maich on Allahabad, gave a more 
definite shape to the alarm. The stoim had long been known to be gathering, 
but people Icnew not on which side to look foi its bui sting. 

7 Now all eyes were dll ected to the Benares road, and even the inde- 
finite fear of mutiny within, gave place in a great measure to what was now 
considered a certain and definite danger fiom without. 

8 Measures were at once taken by the authorities to meet this supposed 
danger (J une 6tli), and so entirely did they regard it as the one imminent 
danger to be met, that steps were taken, which the result proved to have been 
very unwise A company of the 6th Native Infantry, undei Lieutenant Hicks, 
was sent to Daiagunge, and two 9-pounders, under Lieutenant Harwaid, were 
put into their hands by Colonel Simson’s oiders, though a strong remonstiance 
was made against it by Captain Russell of the Aitillery. Means were also fur- 
nished to the gh^t establishment for destroying the passage by cutting away two 
or more boats, and sowar pickets were sent out on the Benares road Eveiy 
European was ordered to the fort, and there, to the number of sixty-four, they 
were at once embodied, armed, and placed under a European officer During 
the whole of this day (6th) great alaim was felt, but few probably thought 
liow soon, and in what way, the danger would develop itself. The night passed 
off peaceably, and the morning of the 6th June, dawned in outward quiet on 
the city and the station of Allahabad. Several Europeans had refused to enter 
the fort, either from a belief that there was not just cause for such a step, or 
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from unwillingness to abandon all tlieir property to plunder, and sercral, tins 
very morning, who had previously gone to the fort, returned to their Jiouses, 
and to this is owing in a great measure the bloody character v, Inch the mutiny 
was enabled to assume At 6 r M the Gth Native Infantry, who had volunteered 
with enthusiasm to march against the insurgents at Delhi, were paraded to 
hear read to them the letter of thanks from tlic Govcrnor^General in Council 
The men seemed highly pleased, and cheered loudly Tlie European ofTiccrs 
were more than over confirmed in their implicit reliance on the fidelitj of their 
men; yet in three hours and a half this lojal cheer was chanced for the 
shout of mutiny and murder At 9-15 r M the mutinj broke out at Darn- 
gunge Lieutenant Ilarwaid in vMin tried to stem the tide The sepoys, who 
liad turned out all accoutred, rushed at the two guns, seired them, and imme- 
diately commenced diagging them towards cantonments Lieutenant Ilarward 
then galloped off to Lieutenant Alevauder, who was posted with two Hoops of 
3rd Oudh Iiregulars at Alopeebigh, between Daragungc and cantonments 
The latter officer at once ordered out his men, and thej oheved, though very 
tardily, and by the time thej weie ready, the noise of the guns bting dragged 
along the road to cantonments could bedistiuctlv hoard Dnrward dc>-paiclied 
a short note to the fort, lufoiming Brasjer of what had happened, and then set 
out with Alexander and the irregulars in pursuit of the guns. Tliev soon came 
up with them, and the order to charge was given Only three men followed their 
gallant leadei, who fell, sliot thiough the brc.ast in the vollej which met them 
All but one or two irregulars now joined the mutineers, and IJarward had 
again to escape for his life This firing was the first intimation, to the fort 
and station, of the outbreak It was at fiist almost universally thought to 
indicate the approach of the expected enem} from Etnarcs. Ilarward’s note 
first told the truth to those inside the fort, but it did not so quickly roach those 
outside There was a largo gathering in the 0th Mess-house that evening of 
seventeen officers, including eight unposted cadets, who had just arrived 
The officers talked of the fight, which had probably commenced, and were 
eager to share in it^ success The bugle at this time sounded at the Cth 
lines, and thither manj an officer hastened But the call was a tieacher- 
ous one, as each officer arrived, he was deliberately imiidercd Colonel 
Simson was received with a volley, but managed to escape into the foit, as 
also did Captain Gordon, Lieutenant Ilicks, and Ensign Currie. Of the 
cadets, only two escaped, ^lessrs Pearson and ’W'’oodgato They, together 
with Lieutenant Dicks, weie at Daiagunge when the mutiny broke out, as 
mentioned before Lieutenant Dai ward managed to escape, after finding that 
all attempts to stop It weie unavailing These three, however, were not so 
fortunate, they were taken piisoncrs by the sepoys, and marched triumphantly 
tow'aids cantonments They liad just reached the mess-house compound, when 
suddenly a shout and noise were heaid in the direction of the treasury, and the 
sepoys rushed off, it is supposed, to sccuie tlieir sliare of tlie plunder, leaving 
their thiee prisoneis standing alone Tlicy immediately made for Ilicks’s 
liouse, and as they passed along the road, bounding the mess-house compound, 
they distinctly heard inside, the firing and shouts of murderers and the shrieks 
of the murdered They at last got into Hicks’s buggj, and drove to the banks 
of the Ganges at Papphamhow glidt, w here they swam across the river, and 
going dow'u Its left bank, till they came opposite the fort, they again swam 
aeross and landed at the fort walls, inside which they soon managed to get. 
Meanwhile the work of blood and destiuction had no lack of Iiands to perform 
It Early m the morning the jail gates were thrown open, and 3,000 ruffians 
from Its w'aids, and many thousand Mewatees and olhei miscreants fiom the 
city, rushed eagerly to help m the deeds of that niglit Soon the whole 
horizon, looking north and west from the inmparts of the foit, became one 
mass of flame and lui id smoke, from which issued tlie yells and shiieks of 
thousands of infuriated devils doing the work of murder and lapine By 
morning’s dawn, thirty-one Euiopeaiis had peiished, and it may bo as well 
that the details of but few of so many muiders aio known with any certainty 
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Next day saw the green flag of the prophet waving over the cotwallee, in 

acknowledged haimony with the scenes 
of blood and atiocity around it While

these scenes were being enacted outside 
the foil, a ciisis of inexpressible dangei 
had passed off within its walls in our 
fdvoi. When ifc was ceitain that the 
6th N I had mutinied, it became necessaiy 
of couise to disaim the company of that 
legiment within the foit This was 
accomplished by Lieutenant Brasyer, with 
consummate courage, tempei, and tact, 
ably suppoited by Captains Hazlewood 
and Russell The company of sepoys 
was assembled neai the main gate , they 
had then muskets loaded, lor they had 
been ordeied to load by Lieutenant Wil- 
liams, on the fiist sound of flung, when 
it was thought to be an attack of the 
enemy without The Sikhs uere diawn 
up in fiont of the bai racks, facing the 
mam gate, and before them the guns 
manned by the European invalid Artillery- 
men The Volunteers occupied posts pre- 
viously astsigned to them on the ramparts 
One paity being over the mam gate, look- 
ing down upon the sepoy guard It was 
an exciting moment wlien the order to 
pile aims was given, and the sepoys stood 
hesitating what to do. Two guns were 
at tins moment biought up in a menacing 
position, one boie on the flank of the 
company, the other swept the mam gate 
Tlie poit-fires weie lighted, and the cai bines of tbe Artilleiymen, and the 
rifles of the Volunteeis, were all equally leady foi tbewoist, sliould it come 
Tlie disaiming was at last accomplished without bloodshed, though not without 
the most evident desire to lesist on the part of the sepoys One man even 
cocked his gun, as Lieutenant Williams was taking it from him After this 
the two othei sepoy guards were disarmed without resistance, and the whole 
were turned out into the laveliu, whence they weie turned outside next day, 
being allowed to cany off all their piivate piopeity The Sikhs after this 
became steadier and qmetei, and tlie Euiopean community in tlie foit could 
again breathe fieely During the night the few Irregulars who had lemained 
staunch, came in, bunging with them the body of their officer, Lieutenant 
Alexandei, wdio had been shot as befoie lelated His body bore witness to the 
mad ciuelty of his enemies, for, besides the shot in the bieast, which killed 
him, were sabre cuts all over his head and face Great confusion existed 
inside the foit foi some dajs, owing partly to the absence on duty of the 
Commissaiiat Officer, Lieutenant Davidson, and the murder of the Eort Adju- 
tant, Captain Biicb The confusion was greatly inci eased on the 9th by a 
party of Volunteers and Sikhs being sent out to bring in stoies from the 
Goveinment Steam Agency piemises, &e , — Messrs Hamilton’s godowns 
But fiist the Volunteeis, and then the Sikbs, took to indisciiminate plundei- 
ing, and as tlie plundei was principally wine and biandy, the result was veiy 
geneial diunkenness, and insubordination, both then and afterwaids, in tbe 
fort 

But to return On the very morning aftei the mutiny, z e , on the 7th 
June, a small party of fifty, 1st Madras Eusilieis, under Lieutenant Arnold, 
ariived at Jhoosee, where the Benares road meets the budge of boats They 
were weaned and exhausted by a foiced maich, but the bridge was in the 
hands ot the enemy, and no boats could be found. 


It was not till late at night 
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that a Goveinment sfeamer, winch was lying at the foit, was despatched to 
hung them across, thoui^h the tact of their ai rival nas known in the moining 
On the 9th June, another small detachment of the same icgiraentof litty-seven 
men, tinder Lieutenant Beaumont, aiiivcd, and diopped down in boats to the 
foit They had been attacked on the road by tlie villagers of Kutwa, and had 
lost then baggage, though no lives On the lltli June, Colonel Neill him- 
self ariived with forty moie men, and immediately assumed command lie at 
once set about taking measuies for reoiganizing tlie foice uithin the foit, and 
commencing opeiatiOQS against the enemy without It was high time teat 
such measuies should be taken The insubordination in the gaiiison had 
reached a veiy dangerous height The Sikhs woie daily moio oveiboaiing and 
uniuly Eveiv thing they co'uld lay thou liands on, they considered lawful 
plundei , and both tliey and tlie Euiopeans went m and out of the fort almost 
at pleasure Colonel Neill, witli equal caution and piomptitude, enfoictd a 
more stiiot discipline, and kept the men occupied by the operations lie com- 
menced outside Up to this time the rebels had been employed in daily burn- 
ing and destruction Thej weio closely investing the foit, thougli doing 
nothing actively against it They held the budge of boats, paitially destroyed, 
and occupied in foice the import int post of Eaiagunge at the Allahabad end 
of it Nothing had as yet been done to dislodge them from aiiv point, or 
distnib them in any w'ay Tlie guns of the fort commanded Daiagunge and 
the budge of boats, but not a shot had been filed The* inoining (Jiine 12 h) 
aftei Colonel Neill’s ail ival, file was opened on that quarter bj his oideis, 
and lie at the same time attacked it with a paity of Eusilteis and Siklis, diove 
the enemy out, and seemed the budge It was at once repatied, and was 
ready next day for the crossing of one hundred raoie PusiUeis, under Jfajor 
Stephenson, wMio had left Benares at the same time as Colonel Neill’s party 
On the 13th June, the native paits of Kydgungo and Jlioosee wtie attacked, 
and cleared of the enemy by a party of Volunteers and Sikhs under Jlr. 
Willock, Joint Magistiate Next day (Juno Idth) the Steamei Jumna ariivcd 
with anothei detachment of Eusilicis The Sikhs, who had always been 
inclined to be uniuly, weie now lemoved fiom the fort much against their 
will, and cantoned outside on the banks of the Jumna, thus leaving the gam- 
son of the fort entiiely European 

On the 15th June, a grand attack was made by a laud foice, consisting 
of Eusilieis, Sikhs, and Iriegulais, on tlie suhiuhs of Kvdgunge and Moot- 
teegunge, supported by the steamer moving up the Jumna with a liowitzer 
alid some riflemen on board Tlie encmj were eterywliere beaten, and 
followed up by our ti oops close to the citv So gieat was the tenor caused 
by this day’s exploits, that, on the following night, the Moulvee and all his 
followers fled, leaving the twm guns which had been s>-ized at the outbieak, 
and a number of piisoneis, elm fly native Chiistians, behind These weie 
brought into the foit eaily next day Among them was pool young Cheek, 
an unposted cadet, who died the same evening, his body covered with wounds 
and sores, and his mind wandeung His sufferings flora the night of the 6th 
must have been dieadful, lie had escaped with severe wounds from the 
mess-house, and was picked up by a zemindar of the name of Mohomud 
Tukee, by whom he was given over to the Moulvee, in whose hands he le- 
mained exposed and uncared foi, until this time Gopee Nauth Nundee, 
a native Christian and fellow-prisoner, relates that when the Moulvee sought, 
by tin eats and wiles, to make him abjure Christianity, this brave jmung officer 
would call out to him “Padree Sahib, never let go the faitli ” Conductor 
Coleman was another of those brought in He bad escaped destruction w’lth 
his family on the night of the mutiny, though not without seveie wounds, 
from which he afteiwards died While kept a prisonei in the hands of the 
mutineeis, be recognised seveial Delhi sepoys among them 

On the 17tb June, the Magistiate pioceeded to the cOtwalee, and there 
restoied his ow’n authority, and installed his own officers no resistance was 
offered, and the whole place seemed deserted On the 18th Juno, another 
expedition was made for the purpose of dealing and le-occnpying the station. 
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Tlie steamer again was sent up the iiver, and a land foice, including twenty- 
mounted volunteers and two guns, penetrated the cantonments This morn- 
ing, howevei, cholera bioke out, and in a very viiulent foim Eight men were 
buried in the evening, and twenty next day, and although aftei this it began 
to abate, and very lapidly disappeared, it earned off forty out of hundred fusilieis 
attacked by it On its fiist appeal ance. Colonel Neill ordered all non-combatants 
out of the fort, he had already sent o& two steameis full of women and 
children to Benaies, so that the foit was now left to the troops alone The 
European foice was now rapidly increasing Two more detacliments of 
Eusilieis had ai rived (one on the 16th by tlie steamei Coel, anothei on the 
18th June), making at this time a total of fifty-seven men of that legiment. A 
detachment of Her Majesty’s 8ith (hundred men), under Captain Snow, anived 
on the 20th, and on the 22ud June, the head-quarters of that legiment came up 
in the Calcutta The Mirzapore also hi ought 240 of the 1st Eusilieis Colonel 
Neill now began to make eveiy piepaiation foi despatching a lelieving column 
to Cawnpooi, with the least possible d(day The call for aid theie was uigent, 
but the gieatest difficulty was found in obtaining any of the means of travel- 
ling, and at last, on the 30th June, Majoi Renaud’s column started, with hut 
few of those leqiiisites Tins column consisted of 400 Fusiliers, 300 Sikhs, 
120 Iriegular Cavalry, and two 9-pounders manned by the invalid artil- 
lerymen 

Geneial Havelock ai rived this day (July 1st), and on the following the 
staitling news of themassacie at Cawnpooi was leceived fiom Su H Lawience. 
Next day (July 2nd), it was confiimed by the repoit of some cossids, but 
seemed yet almost too horiible to be believed implicitly Havelock imme- 
diately halted Renaud’s advancing column, and prepared to icmfoice it himself 
with 1,000 Euiopeans and three guns On the morning of the 3id July, he 
despatched a steamer with hundred Eusilieis and two guns on boaid, and piovi- 
sions for Su H Wheeler, in case the news leceived might turn out false 

On the 7th July, Havelock’s column left Allahabad, on the 15th, a fur- 
ther leinforcement of 280 men of Her Majesty’s 84th, and on the 16th, Colonel 
Neill followed by dfi,k 

While these preparations and despatches of ti oops were being made, the 
work of restoration of order and stern letiibution was daily going on Num- 
bers of tliose who had taken an active pait in tlie mutiny still luiked behind 
in the hope of then guilt being undiscovered, and dav after day auests 
and captuie of such weie taking place On the 22nd Julv, it was deemed 
advisable to issue tlie two fiist Special Commissions (under Government 
Notification, No 1124, 16th June 1857) to Mi Willock, Joint Magistiate, 
and Dr Irving Two days afteiwards, two moie weie issued to Messis 
Palmer and Sandys, and by their aid the 'Jteinest justice was quickly and 
summaiily administered The result of such measuies \i as soon visible in a 
wliolesome feai pervading all classes of natives — plundeied piopeiiy was cast 
into the fields and roads by those who felt that its possession was unsafe 

The destruction of public and private piopeity was immense, eveiy thing 
combustible seems to have been burnt, and even the Magistrate’s and Sessions 
Judge’s cutchenies, which were fine masoniy buildings, weie leduced to luins 
Tlie Commissionei’s cutcheriy, strangely enough, escaped, though it was a 
thatched bungalow, and all the recoids in it were saved, but of couise the loss 
of records has been most complete in the otheis 


As might bave been expected, the outbieak m the sudder station was 
very soon followed by anarcliy in the distiict The seeds of mutiny had 
been scattered there, and in many parts the flame burst out uith almost 
equal fuiy In some cases the bloody deeds of the ntght of the 6tli in

The extent to which the outbreak in the station of All iliabad was earned 
out in the district Anrics \iry ninch in difieient poituuis of it 

In the Mofii pergunnabs the character of the outbreak was worse, and 
the extint giciter tlian anywhere cdse The yemindars there were cliidlv 
Mussulnien, and witii scarcely an exception they joint d tbeir bietbren, 
AMth the object of cxteimin iting the Englisli, and upsi tting the Go\ernnn ni 
Pei gunnab Cbail was the worst of all, iheMouUie was a resident of M tb- 
gaon, one of its Aulkiges, and e\ory Mussulman tlieie joined bis standard Tiie 
Prigwal Biabinins o( Allah diad, who were also foremost lu the outhuak, ear- 
ned with them the Hindoo population The distiiot police went almost in a 
body, and foi a short tune the greatest anaicliA prevailed 'When our power 
ag un began to be in the ascendant, and the Mouhie, with Ins followers, had 
fled, this portion of the distiict was left almost entireh desciteci, and tho 
greatest difliculty Avas at fust felt in doing any thing touaids its re-settlement 

In the T) «»s- Gmiiieftc pel guniiahs the causes which acted to cxeilc tho 
disturbances wcae diffueiit Religion bad little or iiotlnng to do with it The 
A'lllages in these pcigmuiabs wcic owned at the cession by lar^e Thnkoor 
families in huge talook is Thu old 7emnulurs, hnbitualh extr-na'airit 
because, bv habit, livois on plunder, became ruined b\ tbeir extravj*i-ance°aiui 
weie sold up by our rule and by our laws The culinntors and poorer classes 
still continued to look upon them with greater regaid than the pui chaser at 
auction, however long tlic latter may have been in possession of tlie tuopertv 
The ex-zemindar and ins family wcae still the most influential rcsnlMils of the 
village In most instances they received a kind of tribute from the poorer 
mhabitants, and helped them lu return, ^ 
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The auction purchaser, on the other liand, was generally a resident 
of the city, and never visited Ins village, except for the hateful puipose of 
collecting his lents, oi enforcing his decrees The people, therefore, naturally 
sided with the zemindais, to whom the outbieak seemed a giand opportunity 
of recovering then position They first set to work to destioy and plunder 
everything Euiopean, and took forcible possession of their old estates Of 
couise the auction pui chasers weie our fi lends, and rendeied every assistance 
in their power foi tlie lestoiation of order. 

In the perguunahs south of the Jumna the blow was less felt than else- 
where Bad chaiacteis and disaffected individuals here and there assembled 
men, and burnt and plundered villages, wheie any peison inimical to them lived 
Yet the distuibances nevei took fair root, and as soon as oui position at Allaha- 
bad began to look moie favorable, they m a great measure ceased. This was 
owing piincipally to the gieat influence which the thiee B.a]as of Manda, 
Eihya, and Ban a had in the distiict 

These men had too much at stake to enter headlong into the first out- 
huist of disaffection Then interest, besides, w'as more on the side of order 
than disordf"!, and hence the cautious manner in which they acted The 
Manda Raja at fiist took chaige of the distiict police, and also of the trea- 
sure, wliicli last act would evidently secure our favor if we won in the contest, 
and insure a rich prize to himself if we lost 

The otliei two Rajas weie equally opposed to disorder, and by their neu- 
trality prevented a general rising at the outset As our position improved at 
the suddei station, their neufiality was of course changed to a moie decided 
co-opeiation in our favor Sucli was the state of the district during the interval 
immediately succeeding the mutiny at Allahabad The Doab population, led 
on by then Mahomed.in zemindais, had iisen with enthusiasm to take part in a 
religious war, and had maiked their rising with the usual accompaniments of 
Mahomedan fanaticism The using had been quickly checked, and alaige pro- 
poition of the population had fled, leaving the district partially deserted The 
Tians-Gangetic population, led on by the old talukdai families, had risen 
to restore the old older of things, and lemamed in aims against us The 
Tiaiis-Gangetic population has, as before mentioned, been lestiained by local 
influences, and nevei openly thiew off oui Government 

The Doab and Tians-Gangetic piovmces remained to be brought again 
under our i ule by foi ce of ai ms In the former the task was comparatively easy 
The continual upwaid march of tioops, which for some time took place along 
the Giand Tiunk Road, combined with the flight of all the worst characters, 
very soon reduced pergunnah Cliail to Older In pergunnah Kuira, which was 
peihaps one of the most disaffected poitions, open violence and plundeimg 
very soon ceased, and a sullen quietness took its place In the remaining pei- 
gunnah of Dtherbun, disaffection held for some time its last stronghold in the 
Doab 

Dhakun Sing, zemindar of Dhurawal, and other zemindars, boi dering on 
the Jumna, continued for some time in open lebellion They were assisted by 
Hunnooman Sing, an escaped convict, and Vilayat Hossein, who lendered 
then assistance toi the sake of the plunder and the rapine in which they were 
thus enabled to indulge Hunnooman Sing had his head-quarters at Koian, 
close to the line of lailway, where, in Decembei 1857, he began to foitify 
himself At Mr Couit’s request, a foice was sent by Biigadier Campbell 
(16th Decembei 1857), whicli succeeded in demolishing the fortifications, and 
dispeising the paity Hunnooman Sing and his followeis, finding thev could 
no longei remain in their old haunts, sought an asylum with Dhakun Sing 
in a small corner of the pergunnah, of which Dhurawal is the centre Here 
they were kept by the zealous efforts of Peaiee Mohun, a Bengalee by birth, 
who had been appointed Moonsiff at Munjhunpoor, and who created a strong 
Government party in the district. On the re-occupation of Banda (April 19th), 
the rebels were obliged to desert even this coinei, and dispersed in the Rewah 
territory Diom that time the whole Doab has been effectively in our hands.

The mutinies, tvbicli occurred at Barrackpoor and ^leeriit in Mat lR57i 
placed the ie‘-idents of Allahabad on tbeir guard agiiiiist any sudden ouibreak 
of the Native Infantiy Regiment stationed in the taiitoiuiu nts, and ituasuns 
■were adopted to prevent any rising on the part of tbo tiooji*! and cit} men 
taking place without uainuig being comntunic'ited , and plans wore agreed 
upon and made known to tbe residents lor a gencr'il imeling at a fixed spot m 
case of an outbreak 171100 the fiist symptoms of disifiiction in the army 
appeared, tlie Gtli Regiment Native Infantry, with a few Name Arlilleiymeii, 
were the only troops stationed in Allahabad In the fort there were no 
guards, save the usual company of tbe Gtb, on duty at the mam gate. 

2 As tbe danger seemed to increase, application was made to the Briga- 
d'er Commanding tbe Division, for detachments of other regiments that 
could be spared, and accoidingly a party of invalided artiUei-) men, under 
Lieutenant (now Major) Hazlcwood, from Buxnr, 200 Siklis of the Rerozepoor 
Regiment uudei Lieutenant (now Lieutenant-Colonel) Brasyer, and a body 
of uregul.ir cavalry under Lieutenant Alexander, were sent Tbe artillery- 
men and Sikbs vv ere quartered in the fort, and tbo cavalry were posted in 
parties tbiough the station As each day passed, some fresh luraour was cir- 
culated regarding the state of public feeling m tbe citj. Agents of tlie icbel 
leaders were evidentlj busy poisoning tbo minds of tbe people Tbe domestic 
servants learnt and believed, for they would not lake the trouble to inquire 
into the tiuth of the report, that several boat-loads of adulteiated flour were 
moored at the river bank, to be sold foicibly by tbe Magistrate to tlie bun- 
neeahs, and a panic and an outcry was the result The bazaai was closed, and 
It ‘Was very evident that an outbieak in tbe city would follow' an emeuto of the 
soldiery The men of the city warned the Magistiate against the fidelity of 
the sepoys, and the sepoys cautioned their olliceis and the Magistrate agaiust 
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the city people, protesting against the tales that had been circulated, of then? 
lukewarmness towards Govei nment They went so far as to give up two 
Mahomedans, who, they said, had entered their lines and attempted to lead 
some of the men asliay, while at the same time they w^ere sending their own 
men into the cavalry lines to tamper with the troopers It was evident that 
aciisis was at hand, and ladies and chiidien were at last lemoved into the fort. 

3 On the aiiival of the news of the outbreak at Benares, the sepoys of 
the 6th Begiment protested their loyalty in stiongei teims tlian befoie, and 
induced the Officei Commanding their regiment and the station to post two 
guns, guaided by a company of then own coips, at the head of tlie budge 
road leading to Benaies, to oppose tlie crossing of a body of mutineers said 
to be marching on ^Hahabad tiom Benaies Captain Hicks, and Ensigns 
Pearson and Woodgate commanded the infantiy, and Lieutenant Harnaid the 
artillery. A company had also been posted at the jail, where I had taken 
up my quarters by the Magistrate’s diiection Mattel s stood thus on the 5th, 
W'hen a telegiaphic message was received from Geiieial Wheelei at Cawnpoor 
to this effect — “Man the fort with every available Euiopean,” and in conse- 
quence eveiy resident unconnected with the Native E-egiinent was diiected to 
repair to the foit, and there take up his residence. A few disregaided the 
order, believing it to be merely the result of the many panics that bad been 
witnessed lately Among those who unhappily disobeyed, w'^ere Captain Biich, 
Port Adju<^ant, Lieutenant Innis, Executive Engineer, Mi. Aicher, Mei chant, 
Mr. Bollard, Merciiant, and Mrs Boilaid, and many other Euiasians The 
night of the 5th passed .by quietly, and on the 6th we again letuined to our 
houses, entering the fort at sunset. By this time the gaiiison had been organ- 
ized, and the “ Volunteers,” one hundred and ten in number, weie armed 
fiom the arsenal, and told off to their respective posts At 8 o’clock that 
evening, the diffeient detachments marched to the batteiies, and sentries were 
posted on the walls of the fort. At 9 o’clock a locket was seen to be filed 
from the direction of the bridge, and a corresponding one fiorn cantonments. 
Shortly afterwards a musket shot fiom the direction of cantonment was heard, 
another, some stiaggling shots, then a peal and roll of musketiy, as if a 
regiment was filing in parade. So many looked-foi dangeis liad passed by, 
that even now false ideas and hopes weie entei tamed As the filing was less 
distinctly heard, it was vainly hoped that the expected Benares lebels had 
entered the station, and w^ere being driven out acioss the Phapamow ghat, so 
regular was the musketry. Eor some long time nothing was known of tlie 
cause of the filing. Not a man was able to leave his post, and it was 
only when the volunteeis were oideied to the mam gate that the truth 
was learnt. The legiment had mutinied, and had rauidered the officeis 
whom they had cheered and swoin fidelity to only three houis pieviouslv 
The two guns stationed at the bridge had been seized by the company posted 
tliere, and Lieutenant Haiwaid, after escaping and waining Lieutenant 
Alexander (in chaige of the Iiregular Cavalry) leturned to lelate the fate 
of that gallant officer, who had been shot by the men of the 6th, while 
galloping up to cantonment to the scene of the filing The surviving officers 
shortly after waids made then appearance, and lecounted the tale of 
treachery and blood Thirty-nine Chiistian souls fell that night Directly the 
filing ceased, the work of destruction commenced, and the prisoners of the jail, 
and bad chaiacters of the city and neighbouiing villages, finding themselves fiee 
fiom lestraint, bioke loose and joined the mutineers, first to plunder the tiea- 
suiy, and then to burn and destroy the station The sepoys foiming the guaid 
at the mam gate weie at once disarmed, and being placed undei charge of a 
party of v<lunteeis, told off for the service, were tui ned out of the fort at 
daybieak The whole gariison remained under aims that night, m houily 
expectation of an attack, but all was quiet, saving the station, nhicli lesounded 
with the cries of the exulting population In the meantime the men of 
the 6th, glutted with their plunder, sought to reach their homes with 
their gams, and accordingly abandoning their guns, left the station, a 
disoiganized body, the following day crossing the Phapamow gliM On 
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gaming the country, the villagers, aware of the sums of money they carried, 
surrounded and attacked them wheievei they appeared unarmed, foi they had 
thrown aivay their fii clocks to lighten themselves They afforded an easy 
prey, and it is generally believed that few succeeded in carrying iiway their 
spoil So completely scattered were tlie men of the regiment in consequence, 
that they have never since been heard of as a body Of the Iiiegular Cavahy 
about one-half remained faithful These offeied their services to the Magis- 
tiate, and weie directed to proceed to the Railway station of Burwaree, and 
rescue the party of Railway officials there besieged They did so, and con- 
ducti d them to the foit in safety On Sunday, the 7th, the fiist reinfoi cement 
ariived, consisting of a small party of the 1st Madras Busihers Shortly after 
a second detachment of the Beiozepoor Regiment, and a^ain other parties of 
Busilieis, and by the time that Colonel Neill arrived, a sufficient force was 
assembled, to enable him to take measuies to re-occupy the station At this 
time the city and subuibs were held by a body of rebels, undei the, now well 
known, Moulvee Lvakut Ah This man, a weavei by caste, and by trade a 
schoolmastei , had gained some respect in his village by his excessive sanctity 
and on the fiist spread of the lebellion, the Maliornedan zemindars of pergun- 
nah Ohail, ready to follow any leader, placed this man at their head, and maiched 
*0 the citv, proclaiming him a governor of the district, in the name of the 
King of Delhi His head-quartcis were fixed at the Khooshioo garden, where 
the two guns, abandoned by the 6th, were dragged, and tlieie the lebel court 
was held The fiist step taken by Geneial Neill, alter restoiing order in the 
fort, was to take possession of the village of Daiagunj, which commanded the 
bridge A detachment of Busiliers and Sikhs cleaied the position, and it was 
finally held by a party of the Perozepoor Regiment This secured the safety 
of the budge over the Ganges The next step was to clear the city and station 
of the rebels One party sent to occupy the station vi as driven back, the lebels 
being too strong, and daily encounteis took place between the insurgents and 
detachments told off to protect foiaging parties The insurgents consisted 
chiefly of followers of the rebel zemindais of Ohail, and the bad characters of 
the city and station, principally low-bred Mussulmans and others, who weie 
induced to take up aims, in the hope of finding sufficient plunder in the station 
No active movements were made by the insurgents, who were in fact a meie 
armed mob , but they were sufficiently stiong to hold the city and station, and 
bid us defiance They appear to have entertained an idea of attacking the fort, 
for a white flag, mounted on a Ion" bamboo, was found one morning attached 
to the palisades below the Flagstaff battery, supposed to be one of the weakest 
points of the fort Treachery was doubtless bieeding among the natives em- 
ployed in the fort, for on the eve of the attack on the city, the Pei ozepoor 
Regiment, which marched out to occupy a building in Kydgun 3 , was received, 
on passing a walled gaiden, by a volley from a body of concealed men, which 
disabled many of the Privates, and fractured the thigh of the Adjutant The 
intended movement had evidently been communicated by some one bavin" 
access to the Older Books The force now undei Colonel Neill being strength- 
ened daily, a final attack upon the city was determined on, and consequently, 
on the 17tli of June, the plans were earned out A party of fifty men of the 
Madras Pusiliers, with a company of Volunteers under my command, with two 
howitzers, under Lieutenant Haiwaid, proceeded up the Jumna, while Gene- 
. ral Neill, with a detachment of the Madias.P'usilieis and the Perozepoor Re- 
giment, attacked the city b) land The steamer anchored at the noith side of 
the city, while the Volunteeis under cover ot the guns and Pusiliers’ rifles, 
landed, and co-opeiating with the mam bodv, diove the rebels from the town. 
The rebels fled piecipitatelv, and the station was occupied on the following 
day without opposition Thoughts weie now tmued to the situation of the 
Oawnpooi garrison under General 'Wheeler, nvho was known to be closely 
besieged by the mutineers A force was accordingly organized by Colonel 
Neill for the relief Considerable difficulty was expeuenced in collecting car- 
nage for the troops, from the state of the station and district, but therelievin" 
force was equipped by the 30th, and started that evening It consisted 
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of the following troops * — 400 men of the 1st Madras Fusiheis; 400 of the 
Perozepoor Regiment, under Lieutenant (now Lieutenant-Colonel) Brasyer; 
two 9-pounder guns, under Lieutenant Harwaid, and a party of Iiiegular 
Cavalry, under Lieutenant Palliser, composed of the loyal men of two 
mutinied coips The column commanded by Major Renaud (Madras Pusiliers) 
was oideied to reach Cawnpooi by foiced maiches, in consequence of General 
"Wheeler having named a ceitain date as the last day the ill-fated garrison 
could hold out At the same time a Steamer proceeded up the Ganges, with 
a hundred men of the Madias Pusilieis, to co-operate with the column. I 
accompanied the foice, having been appointed to do duty uith it as Civil Officer 
by the Commissioner On the evening of the 1st of July the fouith encamp- 
ing ground was i cached, when a spy despatched by Sii Henry Lawience fiom 
Lucknow, with letteis to General Wheelei and the Magistiate of Allahabad, 
ariived in camp He was the first man to communicate the tidings of the 
fate of the garrison This tale was at first doubted, but his story being 
corioborated by each successive tiavellei fiom the direction of Oawnpoor, this 
intelligence was communicated to Colonel Neill at Allahabad, who in reply 
stated lus suspicion that the story had been propagated with a tieacherous 
design, but oideied Majoi Renaud to pioceed by short marches, and shew no 
sign ot a halt or retrogiade movement, adding that a foice under the command 
of Geneial Havelock would shortly follow. Tlie column accoidingly encamped 
at Kliaga on the lltli of July, and being joined by General Havelock’s force 
at midnight, the whole paiiy leached the village of Bilinda, four miles from 
Puttehpooi, the following morning. No infoimation having been leceived of 
the presence of any strong body of lebels in Futtehpoor, the camp was drawn up 
and tents were pitched It appears, howevei, that a force had been despatched 
fiom Cawnpoor in the meantime to oppose the piogiess of the Biitish force, 
and fiom papers found in the office of the rebel Deputy Collector Hickmut- 
oollah, It appeared that the infoimation afforded by the enemy’s spies legarding 
the strength of oui column was entiiely at fault. Hickmut-oollah was directed 
to summon the neighbouiing zeraindais and then followers to oppose the march 
of the two companies of Euiopean soldiers proceeding up the load until rem- 
foi cements were sent. This accounts for the bold advance of the lebel force. 
On taking up a position, a leconnoitiing party of the "V'olunteei Cavaliy had 
been sent foiward with Colonel Tytlei, Quarter-master-Geneial The enemy 
perceiving then appioacb, took for gi anted theariival of the small foice expected 
and acted accordingly Colonel Tytler, riding back to the camp, gave intelli- 
gence of the presence of the lebels Tliewholefoice was under aims immediate- 
ly, and moved out to receive tiie enemy. The giound was most favorable for 
Geneial Havelock’s movement, and equally disadvantageous to the attacking 
foice The giound in front of tlie camp was fiim and diy, while on tlie other 
liand the enemy weie foiced to pioceed by the road alone, a morass on each 
side preventing their deploying into line, or bunging tlieii guns advantageous- 
ly into action Tlie consequence was that their fiist gun was speedily disabled 
by Captain Maude’s fire, and a panic ensuing in fiont, the whole foice was 
thrown into confusion The advantage thus gained was quickly followed up 
and a letreat ensued The enemy lield the city of Puttehpooi and subuibs for 
a short time, but weie unable to stand the steady advance of the Infantiy, and 
weie soon foiced to evacuate the position The day was then gained. The 
whole of tlieir Artilleiy, consisting of twelve Government guns, was captured 
with their camp In tins engagement the Iiiegular Cavalry proved themselves 
unworthy of the confidence placed in them from their previous good behaviour. 
On the evacuation of the city the Volunteei Cavaliy wms oidered to reconnoitre 
tlie countiy to the left, while the Irregulars weie oideied to the right. They 
pioceeded ':ome distance, when they came acioss a paity of the 2nd Light 
Cavaliy, amounting to about foity men Oui paity (I accompanied the Irre- 
gulars) numbered neaily a bundled men. The older was given to chaige, 
when the mutineeis rode forward at a gallop to meet us, waving their swords 
as if to invite the Iiregulais to join them, and showed their indisposition to 
fight by then gestures. The Iriegulars pulled up, while the mutineers rode 

d 
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round them, clashing their swords against theirs, while a few dashed in at the 
officers, who weie however nobly supported by the native officers of the regi- 
ment Some hand-to-hand engagement took place, and in the meantime a 
strong body of the Light Oavaliy appeared in the distance, making for us, when 
the Irregulars turned then hi idles and fled. 

4. Nothing remained for the officer a to do but to follow, and in a very 
short time the main body of tlie force was gained Seven liorses of the 
Irregulars fell at a ditch, and their riders cut up as they lay Among those 
who fell was the Rissaldai of the regiment, a fine gallant man, who had saved 
Lieutenant Palliser’s life m the fight when unhorsed, and ivho was among the 
last to fly The men were subsequently disbanded by General Ilai clock’s 
order The column halted at Euttehpoor on the lOih, to refresli the men who 
had suffered great fatigues the day previous It was then that Lieutenant 
Blown of the 50th Regiment joined us lie alone had escaped fioni Ilumeer- 
poor, from wlience Mr Loyd, the Collector, Mr Grant, the Joint Magistiate, 
and another officer had been forced to fly He had wandered fiom village to 
Tillage for six w'eeks, well received by the inliabitants of some, and diiven on 
by otheis, and ariived in camp, much exhausted by fatigue and exposure He 
died at Caw’npoor of cholera, shortly after the re-oceupation of that station. i 
Several families of Europeans hiding in the distiict oi Allahabad had been 
rescued by Major Renaud’s party previously The column resumed its march 
on the 14th, and on the morning of the 15th, reached the village of Ouq, in 
the Puttelipoor district, w'here a second rebel foice were intienched, ready to 
oppose our progress The enemy was quickly dislodged, and was foiced to fly, 
leaving then cannon again A stand w'as made by them at the Pandoo iiver, 
a strong position, the only passage over the rivei being, in consequence of its 
swollen state, the bridge, behind which were the enemy’s intienchment One 
of the enemy’s guns (two in numbei) being disabled by Captain Maude, 
and the infantry making a rapid advance, they soon gave way, and the force> 
bivouacked on then position that night Information was then received of the 
position taken up by the rebels at the village of Aherwan, at the entrance to 
Oawnpoor, where tlieir Chief evidently intended to stake his fortunes This vil-. 
lage IS situated about sixteen miles from the Pandoo river, and General Have- 
lock consequently determined to make the march as easy to his men as possible 
The column accordingly broke ground at daybreak, and halted and breakfasted 
half way At 2 p ji the enemy’s position was gained Knowing their strength 
and plan of defence, fiom the inlormation afforded by spies, the General deter- 
mined upon tuining their flank This manoeuvre completely prevented the 
enemy using their artillery with the effect that had been intended by their 
position, and mtrenchment by intrenchraent being taken in detail, the enemy 
W’as, after a hard struggle, forced back The state of the country now prevented 
Captain Maude bringing up his gun to the advance, and the temporary check, 
in the piogress of the line gave the flving rebels heait They rallied, and 
again opened with their guns upon the column, which was now lying down in 
the open field The repeated efforts to move the guns weie of no avail, and 
the enemy’s artillery remained unanswered Tliey gained fresh courage, and 
showed signs of advancing, the band playing in the ranks General Havelock 
saw that that moment would decide the battle, and ordering the line to rise, 
he ordered a final charge Discharge after disciiarge of grape swept the ranks , 
but the line, pressed steadily on, and the enemy, dismayed by tlie cheers of 
the gallant line, turned, fled, and abandoned the city and station of Cawnpoor 
that night The next morning the force advanced, and encamped on the 
cavalry parade ground, on which the position held by General Wheeler* 
was situated As the column left its ground, the earth sliook with the 
explosion of the powder magazine, which was blowm up by the guard before 
retreating On that day the fate ot the unfortunate ladies and children of the 
garrison was learnt, and their remains were discoveied in the well, wheie they 
had been thrown after the massacre on the 15th The fiist step taken was to 
secure a position, and on the IStli the force was maiched to Nawabgunj, at 
the extreme west of Cawnpooi, the enemy having fled in that direction A. 
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detachment was sent to Bithoor, which took possession of twelve guns left in 
the town, and destroyed by fire the premises lately occupied by the miscreant 
Nana The relief of Lucknow was the next object, and with the greatest exer- 
tions the passage of the Ganges' was effected on the 25th, and General Havelock, 
with 1,600 men commenced liis first advance upon Lucknow. The greatest 
difficulties had now to be contended against Supplies iveie scanty, the 
weather was most unfavorable, and the ti oops suffered great hardships from 
the want of tents, which was not allowed to accompany the foice, to enable 
the column to march lightly, and save the necessity ot weakening the force by 
detacliing parties of infantry for baggage guards On the 29th the village of 
Oonao W'as reached, where the advanced body of mutineers was posted The 
troops, in then usual gallant manner, drove tire enemy back, capturing tbeir 
artillery. The rebel force retired upon’ Basseeiutgunj, a strongly fortified 
village, four miles distant from Oonao, and situated on the main load to 
Lucknow Here again Geneial Havelock gained a victory, driving the enemy 
back with a lieavy loss, and taking then guns , but disease and casualties bad 
so weakened lus force, and the stiength of the foe u as so apparent, that the idea 
of a further advance, with the hope of a successful entry into Lucknow with 
the force in the field, was abandoned, and with heavy hearts the column 
marched back to the' village of Mungrawa, wheie the tioops took up their 
quaiteis in the deserted huts of the villagers I w'as then summoned by 
General Havelock to join him, having in the meantime assumed the office of 
Joint Magistrate of Cawnpoor, to which post I was appointed on aiiival. 
Endeavours were then made to induce thepeasantrv to return to then homes,' 
and printed pioclamations were issued by General Halvelock’ s orders, assuring 
the people that the force had e'ntered Oudh with the sole object of punishing 
rebels, and calling upon all well-disposed people to assist the force. These notices 
had but little effect The people, well aware of the position of the besieged 
garrison, and seeing our backward movement, feared the punishment which 
they knew would await them' on the part of the rebels, in case of an/ 
expression of loyalty should we be unsuccessful. One family alone came 
forw'aid, whose raembeis afforded most irapoitant services in the time of need. 
Then headman, Omrao Sing, zemindar of Mungrawa, assisted by his relatives, 
procuied provisions for the camp, workmen for the intrencbments, and 
information of the movements of the rebels He removed Ins family to Cawn- 
poor for security , but on our recrossing, his house was plundered, and he suffered 
considerably He and his relatives have, however, been well rewarded by the 
Deputy Commissioner of Oonao, in consequence of a representation on my 
pait of his services In the meantime reinfoi cements were daily arriving at 
Cawnpoor, and General Neill, who had reached the station, was enabled to 
forward additional troops, swelling th‘e force to 1,400 men, with two heavy 
siege guns The second advance upon Lucknow was commenced on the 4th 
of August. The enemy in the interim had once more occupied Basseerutgunj 
The column bivouacked that night in the lain, on the plain in front of Oonao, 
and in the early morning renewed the maich The enemy’s position was 
attacked with the same lesult as before. Their guns were taken, and they 
were dispersed. The victory however was dearly gamed. The force had 
sustained a heavy loss from the engagement and effects of the sun, and General 
Havelock was once more forced to retire. The village of Mungrawa was barely 
reached, when information' was received that a strong body of mutineers had 
reached Basseerutgunj, and were preparing to follow up our apparent retreat. 
General Havelock had resolved upon recrossing the Ganges, as no hope could 
he entertained of reinfoi cements for some time, the disturbed state of Bengal 
necessitating tbe detention, in thelowei piovinces, of troops destined for Cawn- 
poor To secure a safe passage, theretoie, General Havelock determined to 
attack the rebels again, who thieatened his rear All baggage was sent over 
the river, and two days’ provisions found tbe only burden earned by the 
column. A third time the foice advanced to Basseerutgunj, and defeated the 
enemy after a seveie struggle with overpowering number, captuiing two guns. 
The column renewed their march, and on the lOih of August lecrossed the river 
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in safety At tins time Bithoor was again occupied by the rebel force, consisti-, 
ing of the mutinied 42nd Native Infantry Regiment and detachments ofcoips, 
with a large body of cavaliy, together w'lth a laige assemblage of matchloclv- 
men, amounting to 4,000 men, with two Goieinment 9-pounder guns The 
Oawnpoor gariison, pievious to the lecrossing of tlie force, was too weak to 
hold the entile station, and the rebels were in consequence emboldened, and 
made several demonstrations of their power On one occasion, a party of 
souais actually enteied the station, and destroyed a police chowkee, situated 
at the west of Cawnpoor On Sunday, the 16th, General Havelock marched to 
Bithooi, and attacked the enemy’s position, which was one of great strength ; 
the city in fiont, of which the lutrenchments nere thrown up, being situated 
on a lull, and sui rounded by a deep ditch, then filled by the Ganges In front, 
and in lear ot this natural defence, weie fields of thick sugar-cane, which 
afforded excellent cover for the enemy Our Artillery consisted of twelve guns, 
including seveial moitais, which nere not brouglit into action , and notwith- 
standing our supeiionty in this branch, the enemy made a most obstinate 
resistance, and it was only when one of their guns was disabled by the trea- 
chery of a Sikh, who was fighting in their ranks as an Artilleryman, that they 
bioke fiom then position This fact was communicated by the Tlianadar of 
Bithooi, who had been seized, and who effected his escape on their flight. 
This man’s heait failed him on perceiving his countrymen advancing, and 
driving home a round shot without a caitiidge, he rendered the gun ineffec- 
tive, and fled The gun was found thus loaded by the Artillery Officer in 
cliaige of the Park, on examination A slight resistance was made in the 
town, but the troops, vieing w'lth each other in the puisuit, diove them rapid- 
ly before them Having only the Volunteer Cavaliy, General Havelock was 
enabled to follow the flying enemy, and the Infantry being too much exhausted 
to march beyond the town, the rebels were enabled to cross the Ganges at 
their leisure The force bivouacked at Bithoor that night, and retuiued to 
Cawnpoor the next morning. The camp now pitched on the Cavalry parade- 
ground waited the ainval of fresh reinforcements under General Outram* 
These consisted of regiments fresh fiom England, — the 6th Eusiliers and the 
90tli, with the addition of batteiies of Artillery and heavy guns Abridge 
of boats was thrown up, in spite of the attempts of the enemy to oppose our 
crossing, a position having been taken up by them at Mungrawa On the 19th 
of September pieparations having been completed the force ciossed, and after 
a short engagement with the enemy, who were driven back to tlieir position, 
the camp was pitclied about a mile fiom the river On the 20th the advance 
was commenced and shortly after leaving giound the action commenced. The 
enemy, diiven back to their intrenchments, had their right flank turned by 
tile Infantry, which threw them into confusion They fled, and were hotly 
followed up by the Volunteer Cavalry, headed by Sir James Outiam, and w'ere 
forced to desert two of then guns The pui suit was continued to Basseeiut- 
gunj, and for the first time the enemy suffered severely in then flight. 
Volunteers from their ranks had joined Majoi Barrow’s Cavilry, and tin y 
now numbered nearly hundred sabies The tioops occupied Basseerutgunj that 
night The unexpected movement of the Cavalry caused such a panic in the 
enemy’s ranks, that the positions at Bunnee and Nawmbgunj weie abandoned, 
and the whole foice retired upon Lucknow This march proved the most 
harassing of the whole campaign Prom the day of crossing to the close of 
the 20th, the ram fell in toiients Officers and men were unable to change 
their clothes, servants deseited their masters ,and the troops weie nigh worn 
our with the tatigue and piivations On the afternoon of the 23id the plain 
in front of Alum B&.gh was reached, wheie the enemy weie drawn up in con- 
siderable force in line to meet us Both airaies advanced, and a seveie en- 
gagement took place Again the steady and detei mined fiont of the Biitish 
line pioved iiiesistible, and the enemy were driven back into the subuibs of 
Lucknow, fionting Alum Bflgli There they stood, and Geneial Havelock 
forming up his camp in both flanks of Alum B&gh, halted The 24th w'as 
passed in giving the weaned troops rest, and making arrangements tor the 
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occupation of Alum B^gli. The whole of the baggage and wounded men, 
with 260 infantiy and two guns, were placed within the walls, and at 9 
o’clock in the morning of the 25th, the advance to the Hesidency was com- 
menced The usual route to the Residency was abandoned, and a by-road being 
followed, the foice marched forward Strong positions had been selected at 
the outsknts ot the city, and the fiist mile nas passed through almost literally 
a sheet of file The swamp on each side of the road compelled the force to 
advance in one long line towards the city, and for some time the whole body 
of infantry was oidered to lay down in the ground, while Captain Maude, in 
fiont, dnected his fire against the enemy's artilleiy Their guns being 
silenced, the troops advanced, and driving the enemy into the city, pursued 
the route laid down by General Outiam This step being unexpected, little 
opposition was offeied until the Kaisui BAgh was i cached, from wbich point 
the route lay tluough the city After a halt to allow the whole of the force 
to collect, the advance was again sounded, and aftei running the gauntlet 
thiough streets lined with sepoys, shelteied by loop-holed walls, the mam body 
of theintantiy reached the Residency as the sun set, the artillery, and a 
strong body of infantry, in the meantime remained under cover at some dis- 
tance The inteivenmg palaces were quickly cleared, and a communication 
being opened, they joined the garrison The relieving force was now besieged, 
with the rest of the garrison, and so lemamed until the final relief in No- 
vember On the evacuation of the Residency I returned to Allahabad

Memorandum of the particnlars of the escape of Mr Corrigan and family, eleven tn number, 
dunng the rebellion of 1857 from Fvttehpoor to Allahabad 

On the 6th June 1857, about 1 P m , I heard the report of guns in the 
direction of Cawnpoor very distinctly, and wrote to Mr Macnaghten to say 
that I thought the troops at Cawnpooi had mutinied The filing continued, 
without intermission, the whole of the afternoon and night. At 6 P M I 
went to the Collector’s and found most of the European residents of the sta- 
tion, and the railway people collected there, busily engaged in fortifying the 
roof of the Collector’s house After a short stay I returned home, with the 
intention of taking my family to the Collector’s, as soon as I saw any signs 
of an approaching outbieak About 10 pm my road Jemadar, Bhujjun Lall, 
came to infoim me that the news of the Cawnpoor mutiny had reached Eut- 
tehpoor, and that the towns-people were aiming themselves in every direction, 
and begged of me to leave the station with my family I immediately ordered 
two dtlk carnages, and in the meantime w^ent to Mr Sherer’s to tell him 
that I thought the best thing I could do was to proceed to Allahabad, and 
leave my family in the fort On^my leturn I found the carnages ready, 
and after packing up our valuables and some clothing, we started for Allaha- 
bad I must add that my fathei-iu-law. Mi Lawience’s family weie living 
with me at the time, Mi Lauience having proceeded to Agra on leave of absence, 
he was subsequently massacred at Mynpoory by the Jhansi mutineeis. 
There were eleven of us, viz , Mrs Lawrence and four daughters, myself, Mrs, 
Corngan, and our four children, between the ages of nine months and seven 
yeai s We proceeded without difficulty for a few miles , but as soon as we passed 
Bilinda, word was passed by our servants (of whom we had two stationed on 
the cai ridges as look-out men) that a body of sepoys were coming towards us 
fiom the Allahabad direction, and on coming closei I looked thiough the 
jliilmih, and lecognised them as the detachment which had lately escorted 
out sill plus treasure from Eultelipoor to Allahabad, they were po\v returning

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towards Cawnpoor. The party consisted of some sowars of the damnable 2nd 

Oavahyfrom Cawnpoor, and sepovs of the Native Infantry fiom Banda Just 

before leaving home, an aged female seivant, who had been about twenti-six 
years in the service of Mis Liwience, advised the ladies of out tamily to put on 
a number of Hindoostanee hiaeelets n Inch she had hi ought with 

her, on each wiist," to take off all Euiopean ■jeivelhry , and to piovide them- 
selves \Mth chudders to covei their heads This advice w.is followed, and, as 
will be seen, saved our lives Oui carnages were stopped by tlie sowais, some 
of whom said — “Tins is piobahlv the Oollcctoi Saheh of Puttehpoor lunning 
away, let us wia? the saZa ’* Tlie coachman pi otesti d that it uas a n.itive 
zenana sowaiee , and at this ciitical moment little gill began to crv, and 
Miss Lawience put out hei hand below t\\e jlnhmls, as it unintentionally. The 
biutes saw the hand and cliooiies, and immediately d( sisted, saving — “Oh 
bhaee\ they aie oui on n people, let them pass ” While this was going on, 
one of the sepoys pushed his bayonet thiough the back panel of one ol tho 
garees, but foitiinately Mithout injui V to any of us We diove on, thankful 
to God for the intei position of His hand, and blessed the rate foiesight which 
had prompted oui old ayah to think of the chooues 

2 After ne had got about a mile fuither, we found the load covered 
with torn letters, books, and newspapeis, and fuither on a heap of mul bags 
burning, and the mail-cat t standing on the side of the load, witliout horse 
or diivei The wietclies had destroyed the Calcutta mail 1 picked up a 
number of the letteis, but lost them subsequently 

3 We passed Khaga about 9 am, where all appeared to he quiet, and 
at 2 p M we reached Lohunda, and went into the ddk bungalow to obtain 
some refreshment I had scarcely enter ed, eie 1 was startled by the report 
of a gun in the diiection of Allahabad, s'veial otheis lollow’ed In an hour 
we harnessed the horses again, and continued oui journey After driving on 
for ten minutes, w e met a ddlv gai ree coming from Allahabad with native 
passengers We tried to stop them, but they diove on rapidly, ciying out as 
they passed — “Don’t go to Allahabad, there has been fearful woik tliere ” I 
was almost paialysed, for Cawnpoor and Allahabad were both in open rebel- 
lion, and I was between them There was how evei no time to lose, and wm 
decided that the nearer we go to Allahabad the better On we went tlieiifore 
until we came to Synee, where we weie to change liorses There was some 
delay here, and I asked the man in charge of tlie chow’ky why it occuired 
He coolly told me, his horses were knocked up, and couldn’t get on without 
^‘mnssala ” I understood the hint, and told him that I would pay for "quhs- 
mla” but that I would inform the Agent of his conduct He looked at me 
with a fixed stare and said — “ U7e jao, tooniMa tijrmt julmnnum Ko gya ” I 
had a pair of pistols w'lth me, and was inclined to use them, hut on looking 
round at the laige family of helpless ladies and children with me, I felt that 
it would be prudent to sw'allow^ the affront for the present I paid him for 
“?w«ssaZa” accordingly, and had the satisfaction of seeing two fresli horses 
harnessed and put to We had got about a mile east of Synee, when we were 
stopped by a Police Jemadar (?), who told us that the villages on the load side 
between Allahabad and Synee wmie full of, armed Mahomedans, who had be- 
gun the work of plunder and bloodslied, and that they had taken away and 
released a piisonei he wms escorting to Allahabad He begged of us to letuin, 
uiging that our lives would be saciificed to a certainty if ive pioceeded We 
turned the carnages round, and letuined towards Euttelipoor, and about 
7 pm we reached Khaga, one of our Tehseeli and Moonsitfee stations I 
knew Rujjub Ali, the Tehsildar, well, and had frequently obliged him in 
many ways I accordingly diove into the Tthsil compound, and asked him 
to let' me remain there for tlie night He leluctantly agreed, and directed me 
to an empty hut near the gata We went in, and I boriowed a few' chaipoys 
from the amlah, and after getting the children something to eat, we laid down 
to rest, disheartened and hopeless I sent one of oui seivants to Puttehpoor 
to bung information of how matters stood there, and endeavoured to sleep. 
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After many weary hours came tlie moimng, and we were discussing all kinds 
of plans for oui escape, when Rujjub Ah sent us some dall and rice in mvttee 
dishes. We were just about to begin our hi eakfast, when intimation as re- 
ceived that a body of rebel cavaliy (probably some of the 12th Iiiegulais) 
had just arrived, and had encamped near Kbaga The tehsildal immediately 
pidered some of his men to wait on them, and to furnish them with insstid, 
and sent woid to me that our dak carnages sliould he sent away at once, to 
pi event the suspicion that he was shelteiing Euiopeans We sent away the 
carnages with heavy heaits, for with them all chances of escape by flight 
were gone ’About 9 A we heaid that some of the sowais intended to visit 
the tehsildaii, to have the treasure looted, and the telisildar came sliortly 
after, and diiected us to leave the place, telling us he was not going to iisk 
his life for us I nas sui pi ised to see the change which had come ovei the 
pliant and obsequious E-ujjub Ah of foimer days, but as I was so entiiely in 
Ills power, I was obliged to maintain a civil tongue. I begged of him to ob- 
tain shelter for us in the village of Khaga, feeling cei tain that he possessed 
some influence there, but all in vain He directed us in a peremptoiy tone 
to leave the tehsildaii I then sent a man to the Moonsiff of Khaga 
(Salamut Ah is his name, I believe), begging to be sheltered until the sowars 
left Khaga, telling him also that if he would only peimit the ladies and 
childien to remain in his house (as he had a family of his own), I would take 
my chance outside. But I had mistaken my man, he, too, was a scoundiel 
Moslem, true to Ins cieed, and sent word to me that he couldn’t assist me in 
any way , and on my lepeating the request, he told my servant to go away, 
and to tiouble him no more. This man is still one of oui IJncoveuanted 
Judges at Euttehpooi I 

4i We prepared to leave the tehsili, and pi ocuied some articles of native 
clothing, and endeavouied to disguise out selves \uth the assistance of our sei- 
vants, and one or two of the Hindu atnlali, who appealed to entei tain some 
degiee of pity of us We got enough of chuddeis, &c , and having completed 
oui disguise, we left tlie Teliseelee Our change of costume was only of sei- 
vice to us in pieventing our being lecognised as Euiopeans at a distance it 
did not attract tlie notice of the mob to as gieat an extent as Euiopean gai- 
raents would have done, hut our walk, accent, manneis and habits betiayed 
us wherever we went 

5 At noon precisely we left the Teliseelee gate. We had piiwiously 
divided our valuables (woith between 5,000 and 6,000 rupees) into seveial small 
packets, each one of the paity having secieted one One of the seivants nho 
accompanied us, earned a tin cnsli-box containing jeweliy, silvei spoons, &c , 
woith about 1,800 rupees. We weie all bare-footed, and before ve weie 
many minutes out, the scuiching sand (8tli June) blisteied oui feet coinpletelv, 
and we weie unable to move vithout seveie pain, especially as oui nay 
lay paitly thiough cultivated fields, wheie tlie stalks of the last ciop weie yet 
standing A Biahmin (of Sursye, neai Khaga) had accompanied us, under the 
pretence of showing us the way to the neaiest dhak jungle, where we could 
conceal ouiselves until the sowars passed on We had not gone moie th<in 
500 Yards, vhen I heard a shriek, and on tuining lound, I saw with honor 
that Mis Lawience had been attacked by two men with drawn swoids I 
begged of'hei to give up hei packet , she did so, and they made off as quick as 
lightning I lecognised these two men, they weie both chupiassies, one of 
the Teliseelee, the othei of tlie Moonsiffee establishment of Khaga We had 
not got 50 yaids furthei, befoie another paity of -seven aimed men attacked 
us, and iid us of a few more packets We weie then about fths of a mile fiom 
the Tehseeldaree, and shoitly came to a laige cutclia well, wheie an old man 
was inigating a field, and aftei dunking some watei, we went down into the 
lowest pait of the excavation (pyiee) attached to the w'ell to rest ouiselves 
While sitting there, we saw a column of smoke in the direction of the Teh- 
seeldaree, and leaint from the Brahmin that the sowars had given up the 
Railway Engineer’s bungalow and other houses, and the Tehseeldaree Outcher- 
ry, to the mob, to be plundered and destioyed The villageis were hastening 
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an large bodies to the scene of loot, armed principally with iron-bound lat- 
tees,and shortly aftei nesaw them retuining, laden with spoil We arose 
flora the^y?ee, and Men t into a cotton field, about a hundred yaids fuitlier 
on, and sat down in a coiner The field was surrounded by a mud u-all, about 
four leet liigh , the cotton plants weie nearly the same height, and lathei bushy 
in tlie middle of the field The Brahmin took the cash-box fiom our seivant, 
telling us he would take caie of it for us, and as he had a diawn swoid in his 
hand, n e thought it bi st to be extiemely polite About half an hour after this, 
a mob of about two bundled villageis, armed with lattees, came towards the 
fidd, and we begged of tbe Biabmm to endeavour t 9 diveit tbeiT attention, 
nliile ne wont into the thickest part of tbe field, ivlieie we gatbeied our little 
ones, and sat donm encii cling them The mob came on, and the Biahmin en- 
tircd into conveisation with several of them, and diiected their attention to 
the quantity of loot the Tehsil and other places would affoid He appeared 
to be a man of ^ome influence, for the mob moved on towaids the Tehseel, 
excepting a few men, who appealed to be his personal fiiends, and w'ho came 
into the field and sat down near him It was then about sunset, and I 
heggi d of the Biahmin to take us to his house for the night, appiehensive that 
the mol) would muider us on their retain, if they found us alone. He told 
us he would, and ive arose and followed him to Suisye, sunounded by liis 
fiiends, and on airmng at his house, we sat down in a cow-house at the 
entrance, when he coolly took a ring off ray finger, and a silvei watcli which 
was hanging inside my pyjaraahs, and took these and the cash-box inside to 
his family I could hear the females inside talking to him, surprised and ovei- 
joved at tlic iich booty he had acquit ed , they talked of it as a ‘God-send'* 
It w’as now dusk, and he came out and told us that his village wasn’t a safe 
place, and tliat he would take us to a fiiend’s house, at a short distance off, 
wheie we should be protected Some of his people led tlie way, and after 
anothei weaiy trudge of a mile, we ariived at a small pooiwa, and were 
stopped at a house near the middle of it The Brahmin held a whispeied 
couvi isation with the owner, and left us, telling us he would call to see us dailv. 
We saw him no moie I have since ascei tamed that his name is Hamsahai. 
The owner of the house, accompanied by some otbeis, led us into tlie court- 
yaid, and a^ked us if we had any valuables, and on my replying in the nega- 
tive, he took a bundle from one of oni servants and opened it It contained 
some children’s clothing and a small bag containing ten lupees, all of which 
he gave back to us, but about midnight, when the othei men were elsewhere, 
he asked me to give up the hag, and on my replying that I hadn’t it, he made 
a blow at me with his lattee, but I was standing neai a wall at the time, and 
as soon as I saw the lattee coming down, I moved to one side, and a project- 
ing timber fiom the loof tauglit the blow He then left me, and went up to 
Mis Coingan, and holding his club above his head, asked her for the bag, she 
gave itup, and he letued Although we had been plundeied of the gieater 
part of our jewehy, the laches had contrived to secrete a couple of gold chains, 
and some iings, in the folds of their ban, and a packet containing a hundied 
lUpees and a gold watch in then di esses 

6 We were not molested the next day until about 4 P M , when, as my 
family were sitting in a cow -shed at the entrance of the liouse, and I was in the 
court-) ard, I heaid a shiiek, and the ladies and chihhen rushed in, followed 
by three aimed sepoys in the seivice of Dunao Simr of Khaga, two Thakoors, 
and a Brahmin, One of the Tliakoors made me stiip to the waist, and stand 
up against a wall, when he piesented a matchlock to my breast, and blew the 
match afresh, to secure a good buining point, telling me " it made his blood 
boil to see a Heringhee ” The ladies and children suiiouiided him, and begged 
my life, offering to give up all they had The Biahmin took the tw'o gold 
chains and some of the iings, and peisuaded the Tliakoor to put off killing me 
fertile present We weie then taken to another village hv these sepoyb,°and 
thence to Duriao Sing’s g%irliee in the evening Huriao Sing w as absent on 
a marauding excuision m Oudh, and one of liis sons, Soojar Sing, directed 
that we should be taken to the village (Khaga), where we w'eie°put into a 
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small house, and the door locked on the outside. I observed previously that; 
tliere were about 200 armed men outside the gurhee, and on comino* to the 
village, I saw numbers of them posted about the place. We remained in con- 
finement for thirteen days, during whicli we suffered a great deal in mind and 
body We had some money by us, but it was nearly all eventually taken away 
by JDuiidO Sing’s people llaragolam, the Bukshee of the Khaga Tehseel, 
also eased me of my gold watch under false pretences, and a chuprasee, named 
Deena Sing, fiaudulently obtained possession of some rings and cash from us. 
These have since been recoveied 

7 Shortly after we were placed in confinement, I heard that the Nana 
Salifcb was coming downwards, with a large aimy and forty-four guns, to besiege 
the fort of Allahabad, and that it was Soojan Sing’s intention to make us over 
to the Nana, on his arrival at Khaga This I felt sure would have been cer- 
tain death, and we accordingly prepartd to die A few days were passed la 
this miserable state of suspense, when, as I was standing near the door of our 
prison one evening, I heaid a pilgrim, who had just arrived fiom Allahabad, 
telling the people that the Biitish had re-settled Allahabad, and were hanging 
the rebels by scores. This reached Soojan Sing’s ears, and the next morn- 
ing he sent us some goat mutton, and shortly after some articles of European 
clothing, with a message that he would be obliged if I would prepare to go 
forward to the Biitish camp, when the troops arrived at Synee, and speak in 
his behalf to the General Commanding. He also sent out scouts in the di- 
rection of Allahabad to bring information, and m a couple of days we beard 
that there was not the slightest chance of the Biitish troops advancing west- 
ward , that there were barely enough to garrison Allahabad , and that tiie coun- 
try was still in the hands of the natives. A Thanadar, with a whole poss6 of 
sowars, matchlock-men, chuprasees, &c , arrived at Khaga at the same time, 
and established police chowkees along the road for several miles below Kba- 
ga, on the part of the Nana At length intimation was received that the 
British troops were preparing to march upwards, and ou the 22nd of June, 
Soojan Sing directed us to leave Khaga. We did so on tlie 23rd, about 1 A M , 
and reached IJrsrye, a village, a short distance east of tlie Lohunda toll gatp 
about noon, where we were sheltered by Golab, a Khatee, and kindly tieated, 
and plentifully supplied with food by the village people. 

8. Ou the 24tli, a detachment of about forty sepoys of the 12th Native 
Infantry ariived at TTrsrye The havildar held a certificate signed by Captain 
Scott, stating that these men remained faithful to their officers when the wing 
at Nowgong mutinied. They proposed to escort me to Allahabad, and I was 
only too glad to accept tlie offer, for several villages between IJrsrye and 
Allahabad were still full of armed Mahomedan budmashes At one village 
(Muhungaon) the people tried to tamper with the fidelity of my escort, 
offering them high salaries to give me up, and to join the rebel mob, but to no 
purpose They remained true to their salt. 

9 On the 27 th June at 6 p.m. we leached Allahabad. 

10. The sepoy escoit is at present stationed as a tehsil guard at 
3Jooftee-ka-poora in the district of Allahabad. 

11. Want of time has compelled me to omit many details, but the above 
will be found a correct sketch of the particulars of my escape.

Supplement to the naeeative op events, &c, in the Allahabad District 

The following is a detailed account of all that took place in the city of 
Allahabad during this troublous time, nhen the wrath of God was visited 
upon the Nazarene race The sepoys of the army murdered the English offi- 
cers, and released the prisoners , and after waiting hopelessly for the fulfilment 
ot their, engagement by the Sikhs, of whom there were about 600 in the foi t, 
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they took fiomtlie treasury (m winch there was about twenty-two lakhs) what 
was required hy them, and plundering the rest, departed On hearing this, your 
humble servant, who lived ahmt seven Koss fiom the city, considered in his 
mind that, as the ancestors ot the people had once lived under the ennobling 
auspices of this gieat Government, the fulfilment of the conditions of loyalty 
and the protection of the people was now incumbent on him lie at once, there- 
fore, along with several ciiampions of the faith, and a number of talookdars 
, Sheikh Nizamut Ashruf and Gholam Ismael, and Muhammad Hossein 
and Chondhn Meeran Buksh and others) went into the city to institute a reli- 
gious war, and send to hell the English who remained, and witii the inten- 
tion, after sending a coHjfraiiiiaioiy address to Your invincible Highness, of 
assuming charge of the zillah until the receipt of supreme oi dei s. Tlie flag 
of Mahomet was planted in the chouk, and a proclamation was made in the 
city to this effect — “The Nazarene race is the enemy of the life and faith, 
both of Hindus and Mussulmans Tins Fukeer having glided his loins to 
protect the life and faith of the people of God, and to fulfil the conditions of 
loyalty to the ministers of the kingly Government, it becomes you also to as- 
sist with all readiness in the destruction of the English who remain ” 

On hearing this prolamation, Moulvi Syud Ahmed Ah and Moulvi 
Gholam Hyder, and Moulvi Anijud Ah and Hossein Elhan, Kurm Shere 
Khan, and the inhahitants of the mohullahs of llussoolpoor and Shumdabad, 
coming to the assistance of this Eukeer, succeeded by the giaceof Godin beat- 
ing the accursed ones in the first battle. 

In the second battle, fiom among the great men of tho city. Sheikh Lutuf 
All, Prime Ministei of His Highness Sindia Bahadur, nith Ins followers, and 
seveial Chiefs of the mohullah, mz , Sheikh Futtah All, daiogah. Sheikh 
Nuzuf Ah, Naib Kotwal, and Nuzuf Khan, Naib Thannadar, and others, with 
a great crowd, having joined this Fukeer, so arranged the battle field, that by 
the grace of God on that day they sent to hell a number of the accursed ones, 
who, being eutiiely routed, took refuge in the fort Two magazine carts, some 
English horses, and foity-nine aitillery bullocks, fell into the hands of the vic- 
tors In this way, on three seveial occasions a fight took place in this zillah 
At last the accursed ones being reduced and vanquished on all sides by tho ven- 
geance of God, and the arms of the victors retired into the fort, closed the gates, 
and remained hopeless After tins the whole Zillah, Sudder, and Mofussil, 
came under the control of this Fukeer. At this time the accursed ones, and 
some few' who had sided w'lth them, took counsel together Fear and dread 
of this Fukeer, so predominated in their minds, that day talked of flying from 
the place Some Sahibs had on that day started for Calcutta, and the rest 
now proposed committing their allies to the care of God, and following their 
companions in a steamer These evil-minded men, lamenting over the fate 
that would befall them, urged upon the Sahibs that for some time the fort would 
he a safe retreat, and that if they would remain in it a few days longer, they 
would contrive to spread a panic in the city, and cause the people to flee, and 
that then the Moulvi Sahib being left alone, would he powerless So it 
turned out by the evil destiny of the people, and by the will of God, that 
these enemies spread ahioad in the city fearful reports, that the English were 
preparing the artillery of the fort to destroy the city, and that before dawn 
they would commence bombaiding it with shot and shell To show the sin- 
cerity of their advice, these men, with their families, set off, giving out to all 
that they bad left their houses and property to God’s protection, and were 
going to save themselves by flight Onheaiing this fearful report, the people, 
notwithstanding my repeated injunctions, commenced a precipitate flight with 
their families and goods , so that by nightfall not a house w as tenanted, and 
not a light was to be seen in the whole city I then, being thus left alone 
and helpless, went' to Cawnpoor to the army of Nana Eao Bahadoor, and 
sent an addiess to Your Majesty’s Ministers, detailing the above events, with 
a lequest for a conqueiing army to be sent to my aid I do not know whether 
this ever came belore the Illustrious eyes or not. I formed the design of 
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presenting myself at Courts but owing to tbe disturbances created by the 
accursed ones, and the blocking, up of the road, I remained for some time 
unable to peiform it. At last, in despaij, I set out for the capital city of 
Shahjehanabad, and presenting myself befoie the ministers of the slmne of your 
holiness, the shadow of God (may your kingdom piospei !), reperesented the 
state of affairs By reason of the fierce contest then earned on by the army 
encamped before the citv, and the enhance of the army of the accuised insitie 
the city of Delhi, the idea of despatching an aimy, or of rendeiing me any 
assistance, Mas out of the question Ilowevei, an oidei, with the loyal signa- 
tuie and seal, addiessed to all the Chiefs and Piinces, and people of the zillah 
of Allaliabad, was obtained, a copy of which I send with this Naiiahre for 
Tour Majesty’s inspection

Narrative op events < attending the Odtorear of Disturbances and the Restoration op 
'Authority in the District or Pdttehpoor in 1857-58 

The sound of heavy filing fiom the diiection of Cawnpoor on the after- 
noon ot Saturday, 6th JunCj distinctly heaid by us at Futtebpoor, w'as our 
first intimation of the outbieak at the foimer place The post had indeed 
been stopped foi twm days, but as gieat iiiegulanties had occuiied befoie, this 
ciicurastanee, though it caused a good deal of alaim, was not consideied a 
decisive pioof of tlieieal state of things Up to this day the distiict of 
Futtelipooi had been peifectly quiet, indeed for the fortnight pieceding the 
outbreak a very remaikable diminution in the extent of ciime was obseived 
It appealed as if tlie bad chaiacteis w'eie awaiting the time when they should 
commit outiages on a laigei scale Notwithstanding the quiet, however, 
theie had been rumouis to the effect that certain Zemindais, men of known 
bad cliaractei, weie procuring ammunition, and collecting lound them bands 
of letaineis 

2 The sound of the guns created gieat excitement in the town, but the 
Tehseeldai of Kullianpooi, so late as the evening of Saturday, reported that, 
although a battle w'as i aging at Cawnpooi, his pergunnah was tolerably quiet, 
except loi one or two Zemindais, w’ho w'ere looting neighbouiing villages 

3 We felt very great anxiety next morning in reference to the letuin 
from Allahabad of a tieasuie party, consisting of seventy sepoys, I think, of 
the 66th Native Infantiy, and about tw-^enty-five sowais, who had escorted a 
remittance of coin intended for Calcutta, and were on then way back to Cawn- 
poor As then arrival seemed extiemely likely to cieate a distuibanee in the 
town, evciy precaution had been taken to meet this contingency A body of 
800 matcl'lock-mcn had been placed at ray disposal by Sheodyal Sing of Jura- 
rain, and Ahmed Yai , these w'ere to have been sent eaily in the morning, 
and to be disposed in concealment, 400 behind the Jail, and 400 in a giove 
neai the tieasuiy, in older to assist the tieasuiy guard A body of fifty men 
of the 6th Native Infantiy, the Nujeebs at the Jail, were directed to keep 
their muskets loaded We had fortunately sent awav all the ladies, the 
gentlemen lived in the large house belonging to Mi. Edmonstone, with the 
exception of Mi Tuckoi, who leraamed in his own house during the day, 
and passed the night at the treasury guard. As a piecautionaiy measure, we 
had baiiicaded the roof of our own house with furniture, and such othei 
materials as were available, and rendered it to some extent capable of defence 
We had also got together as many sonais as we could foi pati oiling at night 
about oui house and the tieasuiy I had sent wmrd to the Buidashtkhaua to 
have supplies ready for the expected paity, and at the same time despatched

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instructions to the Jemadar in command to remain on the encamping ground, 
■which was on the Allahabad side of the city, and not to permit his men to 
come into the hazai 

4 . This Older became known in the city, and was unaccountably constru- 
ed into an indication of a design, on my pait, to have the men disaimed before 
they passed through These aiiangements being all made, we passed the 
night on the loof, in anxious expectation of the morning At a very early 
hour the Zemindars fulfilled then engagement by sending in the matchlock- 
men already mentioned, who were at once disposed in the places I had select- 
ed About 8 A M , a sowai came up at full speed, and told us that the treasure 
paity had ariived, and on receiving the ordeis to which I have alluded, with- 
out even turning towaids the encamping ground, pioceeded straight into the 
city, the Infantry at the double, the sowars tiottiug, and with then pistols in 
then hands TVe were perplexed to find that they seemed to have no intention 
of exciting any disturbance in the city, but rather appeared to wish to guard 
against some surprise, which they fancied was prepared for them They went 
on through the city straight to the tieasuiy, winch was at no great distance 
from Ml Edmonstone’s house, passing on their way the 400 matchlock-men, 
whom I have mentioned as being stationed heie, and who immediately took to 
fight These circumstances natuially caused a good deal of alarm and 
anxiety on our pait Our suspense lasted, however, only a few minutes, for a 
messenger came and informed us that the party of the 6th Native Infantry 
had entirely lefused to fiateinize with the new-comeis, and would not even 
sutfei them to come near the tieasuiy, threatening, if they did so, to fire into 
them The Suhadar in command of the guard told them that if the money 
belonged to any legiment, it belonged to the 6th, so they should have nothing 
to do uith it The new-comeis retried to a short distance, and lay down under 
a grove of trees foi a few minutes, and then resumed then march 

5 Upon this, Mr Tucker and myself lode down to the main guard, and 
thanked the Suhadar for his conduct He declaied his intention of remain- 
ing staunch 

6 In the afteinoon we lieard that this party had, wliile on their march, 
destroyed a tliannah on the load from Allahabad, and stopped tlie mail, and 
thioun out all the letters 1 may as well add, in lefeienee to the proceedings 
of this party, that on then way to Cawnpooi, they robbed the Tehseelee, and 
earned away all the money 

7 On the arrival of this foice great excitement was manifested in the 
city The budmashes lose, the shops were closed, and panic univeisally 
pievailed But when the news of the side taken by tlie tieasuiy gunid, and 
of the depaituie of the other paity became geneially known, order w'as 
restored, and the city remained pretty tranquil until Tuesday 

8 In the course of the afteinoon neus reached us of the using at Alla- 
habad, and though very vague, it was sufficiently alaiming The whole of this 
afteinoon, reports kept coming in from the distiict ot ullages being looted, 
and general confusion prevailing Escaped pi isoneis fiorn Oaunpooi Jail ueie 
also lepoited to be doing much mischief Rumour after lumoui came rapidly 
in, detpening the anxiety we felt for our own position, and meantime the 
noise of the cannonade at Oawnpooi assured us, that gi eat as our anxiety 
might be, otheis had far more to fear and to erduie But that day and night 
passed u ithout any seiious disturbances, witb the Jail still safe, and even 
with some show of submission to constituted authoiity The next day little 
or nothing occuiied to distinguish it from the preceding one, save that then 
certain intelligence reached us of the using at Allahabad, and the massacre 
of the olliceis of the 6th Native Infantry, and complete levolt of that corps 
This nous depiived us of whatever confidence we miglit have previously felt 
in our tieasuiy guard, and Mr TucKei, wlio still continued to sleep 
at the main guaid, inforimd us that tlie Suliadai had been hcaid to make 
use of language so insuboidinate and offensive as to make him (Mi Tucker), 
though previously inclined to trust him, doubtful of his loyalty and 
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fidelity. In the course of the afternoon we heard that a lar^e body of escaped 
piisonerSj with a paity of iiregular cavaliy, had airived at Khaga, and would 
come into Futtelipoor the next morning, and it was appiehended that an 
outbieak would be the result It was useless to lely upon the matchlockmen, 
who had been already tried, and found wanting not only in the ability, but 
the disposition to assist, and I was consequently compelled to make tlie best 
prepaiation I could nith the aid of the oidinaiy police I need not say 
theiefoie that I was in no small degree perplexed by learning, in the course of 
the evening, that the Nazir and the Ootwal, on whom I had chiefly depended, 
as well for intelligence as for preserving order, had both fled, and that the city 
police were entirely disorganized Most of the newly-raised sowars also left 
me that evening, and the few who had been longei in the service I had sent 
out to give warning of the approach of the paity from Allahabad Lo i as 
the night approached, we found ourselves completely deserted The idea of 
pieserving order, or defending the city from external attack, was now of course 
definitely abandoned, and we confined our efforts to securing our personal 
safety The furniture of the house was all lemoved into the garden, and from 
thence to the roof, where it was employed in strengthening the parapet, and in 
dividing off that part of the roof which we actually occupied, so as to render 
it more easily defensible. The punkahs were all cut down, and every thing 
taken away which could have been made use of for the purpose of setting fire 
to the house We armed ourselves with all the fire-arms and other weapons 
which we could obtain, and took turns of sentry duty on the loof of the house. 
The preparation for our defence occupied the whole of the night,, and mean- 
time we could trace the advance of the prisoners and irregulars by the burn- 
ing of bungalows along the line of the railway About 4 a.m a peasant 
rushed in, wild with terror, to tell us that he had been sleeping in a field a 
short way off, and being roused by the trampling of horses, had found himself 
surrounded by cavaliy This proved to be a party of the 12th Irregular 
Cavalry, winch bad advanced beyond the main body of the prisoners, and in 
making a detour to avoid the city had passed through tins field near our house 
The prisoners also on tlieir arrival avoided the city, and, separating into gangs, 
went off into the adjoining villages. 

9 About 8a M on Tuesday, the city mob lose and went to the treasury, 
but the guaid stood to their arms, and the Soubadar declared that if any 
attempt were made to plunder, he would fire upon the ciowd There can be no 
doubt that his motive was to preserve the treasury for Ins own regiment, 
which he probably expected to see at Puttebpoor on their way to Dehli The 
mob then went to the jail, but heie again they were opposed by the Nujeebs. 
I had on the previous day praised the Nujeebs, and given presents of money 
to some of them, as they had kept their post at the jail when the treasure 
' party from Allahabad approached. On this occasion they certainly fired at the 
mob, but I imagine without any serious intention, as no one was hit it had, 
however, the effect of making them retire Mr Tucker also, with a few sowars, 
in another direction, diove back a part of tbe rabble towards the town The 
crowd then went to the Mission premises, which they first looted, and then 
burned, and burning down also the dak bungalow, they returned into the city, 
where a violent tumult commenced, whilst we had been occupied in watching 
the movements of the city mob, and our partial successes at the treasury and 
the jail, we had scarcely observed that from the surrounding villages an innu- 
merable multitude was pouring in, amongst whom doubtless were the pii- 
soneis who had arrived in the morning from Allahabad These occupied all 
the bungalows in tbe station, and began looting and wrecking, and finally 
burning them The Doctor’s bungalow was very near the main guard, and one 
of the Doctor’s servifnts declared that he had seen one of the sepoys of the 
guards set fire to tbe roof of the house. During this time occasional sorties 
on the part of the gentlemen connected with the railway, attended by a few 
sowais for the purpose of rescuing their property, had the effect of driving 
away small parties of the insurgents ; but their places were speedily supplied 

S 
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from tlie numerous Iiordes that surrounded us On the approach of the rabble 
from the city, Mr Macnau^hten had sent his three horses to a place at some 
distance, and afterwaids his syces had retuined, and said that a Zemindar had 
removed the horses and taken possession of them All the moinmg I had seen 
nothing of the Deputy Magistrate, Hikmut-oollah, but about 2 o’clock he sent 
to ask permission to ivait on me At 4 he came to the house, hut attended by 
an immense crowd of Dathans and other Mussulmans aimed with matchlocks, 
swords, and other weapons On seeing this multitude, I sent to the Deputy 
Magistiate to xequest him to come alone, and leave his letinue outside of the 
compound No attention was paid to this message, and in a moment the com- 
pound was filled with the aimed mob My companions, with the exception 
of Ml. Macnaughten, were then on the roof I happened to be lying down 
in one of the rooms when Mr Macnaughten biought in Hikmut-oollah, and 
three or foui of the ieadeis of the labble On my asking him the reason 
why he had not been at Ins post, endeavouiing to pieseive order all the morn- 
ing, he stated that he had made seveial attempts to come to me, but had been 
confined to his house by the iioters, and that on one occasion he had been 
thrown out of his palkee, his bearers had been maltreated, and himself forcibly 
compelled to letuin to his house I then asked him what was the object of his 
visit , and he replied that it was to assuie me of the fidelity of the city, and to 
tender the assistance of the peisons whom he had brought with him Upon 
this I enquired why, if they were really disposed to assist, they had not come 
forward in time to save the bungalows, and he answered that they were afiaid 
to come out at that time Some of his companions, who remained in the 
veiandah, displayed great anxiety to learn the number of our little garrison, 
and our state of piepaiation as to arms, provisions, &c Hikmut-oollah, after 
expressing himself in a very friendly manner, took his leave, and carried away 
his retinue with him When I consider that these loyal Pathans, who 
weie so ready to assist us, weie the very men, who, on the following day, 
murdered my unhappy fnend, Mi Tucker, and that immediately these same 
loyal subjects despatched a letter to the Nana, tendering their submission to 
the miscieant’s rule, and that Hikmut-oollah, within a week, began to issue 
peiwannahs, in which he assumed the style of Chukladar of Puttehpoor, I can- 
not but express my opinion that the inteivieW just lecoided was one of the 
most audacious acts of dissimulation which has evei been witnessed. I leceived 
intimation in the course of the afternoon that there was treachery at work in 
the jarl, and it was afterwards discovered that the Jail Darogalr had written to 
the Soubadar at the treasury to say that he awaited his pleasure to set fiee the 
piisoneis 1 need scarcely remark that our futuie movements had, during the 
last few days, been the subject of constant and anxious discussion We had all, 
with the exception of Mi Tucker, come to the conclusion that there was no 
resource but to withdraw foi a time from a post which was now become per- 
fectly untenable. But where we were to go, was a point upon which some 
difficulty stdl existed, and in tiuth oui position was not a little perplexing 
the Nana was besieging Cawnpoor , the residents of Allahabad were shut up 
in the fort, their fate hanging on a ban , Salone, beyond the iivei, had 
revolted two days before , Banda alone remained in a state of doubtful alle- 
giance, and to Banda, accordingly, I endeavoured to direct the hopes of my 
companions as a place where we might perhaps find safety, and should at least 
in extremity as the event proved, find an exit for further letieat On the 
melancholy subject of the disapproval of these plans by one member of oui 
party, I cannot now dwell Suffice it to say, that every peisuasion was used, 
but all proved unable to shake his fixed deteimination of remaining, and his 
film belief that the treasury guard, notwithstanding the suspicious conduct of 
its officer, would maintain its fidelity Having deliberately arrived at the con- 
clusion that our only safety was in retreat, we prepared, as night approached, to 
retire in as good order as possible When the rabble appeared to have dispersed 
for the night, we mounted our horses, and made our way towards the Jumna, 
passing, as we did so, through villages crowded with liberated ruffians from 
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the jails, and narrowly escaping, on the bank of the iiver, a large paity of 
insurgents, who had just carried off some bullocks, placed for the night undei 
the protection of the Ghdt police We found Siidar Khan, Deputy Magis- 
trate of Banda, on the opposite bank with boats, some of which he sent over 
to fetch us, and thus we crossed over into the district of Banda. 

10 Krom this point the recoid of our adventuies becomes entirely of a 
private nature The history of the insuirection in Banda will be supplied by 
another oflScei 

11 The next time I saw Kuttebpoor, I entered it with the foice under 
General Havelock 

12 As regards Oawnpooi, the history of the Nana’s usurpation is unhap- 
pily but too familiar, and the subsequent history of the district does not seem 
to fall within my province, being altogether of a military character I may, 
however, remark that three distinct phases of feeling weie observable in the 
population On our first arrival the people seemed perfectly willing to submit 
themselves to our authoiity, had we been but strong enough fully to restore 
it. On perceiving, however, that we were not able to do so, a strong re-action 
took place, but after the expulsion of the Gwalior mutineers, a desiie of quiet 
at any price again took possession of the populace, and with some exceptions 
this feeling seems to be still prevalent

Nakkativb or events attending the outbreak or disturbances and the 
RESTORATION Or AUTHORITY IN THE DIVISION OE BeNABES IN 1857-58 


No 523, dated Camp Muchleeshahur, 6th November 1858 

Prom — F B Gobbins, Esq , Commissioner, 5th Division, 

To — Mum, Esq , Secretary to Government, North-Westein Provinces 

In obedience to the instructions contained in General Order, No 212, of 
the 30th April last, tlie officers of the five distiicts suboidinate to this divi- 
sion were called upon to submit an abstract narrative of the events attending 
the outbreak of the lebellion within the limits of their juiisdiction. 

2 Mr. Lind’s untimely malady, duiing the months of July and August, 
entailed a considerable delay in the piepaiation of these recoids, as both the 
narratives of Benares and Jounpoor were to bo compiled by him 

3 On the whole of the Beturns being received, they were made by me 
over to Mr Taylor, the OflSciatmg Joint Magistrate of Jounpoor, to foim 
into one abstract for the entire division. This having now been prepared, I 
do myself the honor of submitting it to Government, proceeding myself to 
record the services performed by the'seveial subordinate ofiiceis of the divi- 
sion, as directed in paragraph 7 of the ciiculai, as also to indicate the marked 
instances of assistance rendered by persons unconnected with the Government 
of the country 

To commence with Benares, I would beg to enumerate the following officeis 
as having rendered the most important services to the State — 

Mt. F. M Lind, Magistrate and Collector, contributed, by his coolness 
and presence of mind, to the preservation of order, stood for waid with the 
Judge to prevent senseless panics, and the abandonment of the station , was 
occupied during the period intervening between the receipt of the intelligence 
of the Meerut massacre and the outbreak, in patrolling the city, leassuiing 
the timid, and cowing the turbulent. On the day of the outbreak, command- 
ed along with the Judge at the Civilians’ lendezvous, and saved the treasuie 
and records. 
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Mr. A B. Bolloch> Joint Magiatiate and Deputy Collector, showed great 
eneigj% zeal, and determination, during the peiiod intervening between the 
intelligence of the Meeiut raassacie and the outbreak , took chaige of the Tians- 
Gangetio pergunnahs, and remained there unsuppoited, when most Europeans 
did not like to live in a house by themselves, and by his piesence kept the 
countiy quiet, was, with his biothei-in-law, Captain Davidson, indefatigable in 
laying the dhks of bullocks and coolies foi huirying tbe European soldiery 
up-counrty. 

Mr JE G Jenlcinson was employed by the Judge and Magistrate in lais- 
ing and dulling a small body of sonars, half of which weie subsequently tians- 
feiied to JounpooL on tbe leoccupation of that distiict, was most daring and 
energetic, and always leady foi a dash at the enemy. 

The Judge, the writer of these remarks, tried to make himself generally 
useful 

JPundtt Gohoolchund, the Nazir of the Judge’s Court, being a very high- 
caste Biahmin, and knowing eveiy body in Benares, n as employed to collect 
information, and proved invaluable in both this and all other branches His 
zeal was untiiing, and he worked in our inteiests day and night 

lamin Shah Khan, Kotwal of the City, behaved well during the whole of 
the lebellion, and deseives well of Government 

Moonshee Sheo Suhai, Serishtadar of the Magistrate’s Court, was very 
zealous, and assisted gieatly in keeping the puce of gram down 

Ntisteer-oollah Khan, Tiiannadar of Dussoisoomedh, worked hard in our 
favoi, and ariested many rebels Has been made a Telisildar in the Banda 
district. 

Meer Ibadut Ah, Darogah of the Jail, behaved well and loyally, and 
kept the prisoners and juil guard from breaking out by his good example, has 
been made Tebsildar 

The following are the persons unconnected with Government, who have 
rendered us valuable assistance duiing the disturbances — 

Bao Deonai lan Singh, a most loyal and devoted subject, who proved invalu- 
able to us duung our crisis A full report bas already been submitted about 
him, and he has been made Baja, as the forerunner of more substantial 
rewards 

Sirdar Soornt Singh, a gallant Sikh gentleman, who has taken a pro- 
minent part in our favor, and whose conduct has been fully reported upon 
A pension of Rupees 400 per mensem has already been given him, as well as a 
khillut of Rupees 6,000 

Meer Byaet Ah, a Vakeel of the Judge’s Court, who exhibited marked 
loyalty to the State, and formed one of the commanders of the party who 
proceeded into Oudh to rescue the Sultadpoor fugitives 

Baboo Davee Singh, an influential Rajpoot, who has espoused our cause 
most warmly, and has been of the greatest use in the intelligence department, 
and in feeling the pulse of the native community. 

Besides this I should add that Mr Tucker, the Commissionei, as well as 
the Judge, the Raja of Benares, Raja Deonarain Singh, Baboo Gooioo Dass 
Mittei, Baboo Hurruk Chund, Baboo Narain Dass, &boo Dabeedyal Singh, 
and Baboo Ramkishen Dass, son of Baboo Hunooman Dass, all of them 
contributed hoises, of which they made a free gift to Government, wheiewith 
to horse the guns which accompanied General Havelock’s forlorn hope, as it 
advanced fiom Allahabad to Oawnpoor The two Rajas that I have above 
mentioned have, besides this, furnished us according to their respective means, 
with horses wherewith to mount our cavalry, elephants, camels, and match- 
lockmen 
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In the Jounpoor District, the following officeis have made themselves 
most conspicuous tor the sei vices they have rendered — ■ 

Mess7's F M Lmd, JE 6 Jenhnison, and P Carnegy, the Magistrate, 
Joint Magistrate, and Deputy Magi^tiate, weie, tiom Septembf r li:67 to 
Felnuaiy 1858, doing Tlie duties of soldieis, as well as those of Civilians. 
They nceompamed the Gooikhas thiougliout the campaign that ensued on the 
reoccupatioii of the distiiot, e\;luhited gieat gallantry iri the field, and weie 
most indefatigahle in the peifoiinance of tlieii duties Tlieii conductpie- 
sented a sinking contrast to that exlnhited hy tlie lepi esentative ot Govern- 
ment, wlien ahandoning tlie distiict in the month of June 1857, on which 
occasion tlieEuiopean <>entleinen composing his paitv were peisuaded hy liim 
to leave then ai ms heliind tliein, lest then sight sliould nutate the natives 
The consequence of this was, tint an aimed paity of then countiyrnen had to 
sally out tiom Benares, and escoit them into that station, they being unable 
to piotect themselves 

Of the persons unconnected with Government, who rendered it valuable 
assistance, I would beg to cnumeiate the following — 

' Ml A Waleshi, Srmor, and Mi A Waleshi, Junior, both of tliem Indigo 
Planteis, who, out of puic loyalty, accompanied the authoiities on their 
return to Jounpooi, and then shaied in the whole of the subsequent Gooiklia 
campaign, without leceiving any salaiy or suppoit fiom the State 

Jlingun Loll, of Kerakut, who gave slulter ftom the Dobliee Rajpoot 
to the Jounpooi fugitives, and has since been made a Deputy Collectoi 

Madlio Singh, Z-uuindai of Bisheruthpooi, who shelteied a considerable 
party of Indigo Planteis, until they w'eie escoitedinto Bmaies by Siidai Seo- 
rut Singli’s paity, and has ever since proved a loyal subject to Goveinraent 

Ra)a Muheshnai am ever since the leoccupation of the distiict been 
a waim paitisan ot ours, giving us a numbei of matchlockmen to assist our 
police, and icndeiing e\eiy qthei assistance in his powei 

Baja Sheogholam Doohey is well spoken of by Mr Lind 

In tlie Miiznpoor Distiict, the following gentlemen have particulaily dis- 
tinguish.' d tlieniselves — 

Mr Saint George Tucler, Magistrate and Collector, was the only person 
who lefused to abandon the station in the panics that occuired in the months 
of June and July, w'hen all the other ofliceis and Euiopem residents fied to 
Chunai Besides this, Mi Tucker headed many expeditions made against the 
enemj, in which he exhibited gieat gallantly 

Mr JSlliolt and 21r P WalLci, the former Assistant, and the other 
Deputy Magistrate, likewise distinguished themselves by gallantly in tlie field 
when accompanying the expeditions made against the rebels Mr Elliott 
joined ]Mi Tuckei at Miizapooi Irom Benaies duiing the panic, in wdiich the 
rest of the Euiopean lesidents fled to ChunaT, volunteering for the seivice as 
one ot danger 

The Baja of Kuntil and his biofhei aie also repoited to have behaved 
well, and to have supplied raatchlockmen foi the piotection of the city, w'ho 
weie, however, paid by Government 

.Messis Venables, Dunne, and in the Azimguih Distiict, par ti- 

culaily distinguished themselves immediately after the mutiny Although in 
no way connected with the Government, they volunteeiod to letui n to the 
station, and held it in the most gallant manner when the authonties them- 
selves did not ventuie to join Of Mr Venables I need say nothing, as he 
has made himself a w'eil earned Indian reputation, and I would that he were 
alive to enjoy it Mr Dunne’s sei vices have as yet leceived no acknowledg- 
ment from Goveinment, and yet it was he w'ho fiist peisuaded Venables to le- 
tuin to Azimguih , and Ins couiage and daiing on eveiy occasion in w’hich 
the enemy have had to be met, is spoken of by eveiy one wiih admiiation.

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Mr Lf’gsre, since made Deputy Magistrate, has done invaluable service to the 
State, accompanying every Miliiaiy expedition that has been undertaken 
against ihe enemy, and being the Civil Officii in chaise of one of the detacli- 
ments of Biigadiei Douglas’s Dorce when Koour Singh was hunted from 
Azimgurli to An ah 

Suhsequentlv, Messrs, A D Pollock, It H Davies, G H Pieeling, 
J Simson, and H G Ross, did good seivice to the State by accompanying the 
Militaiy in all expeditions made against the enemy, in w Inch they displayed 
both zeal, energy, and gallantly I would particulaily mention Mr H G 
Ross, W’ho, while a student at Benares, attached himself to Major Cotter’s 
battery, and p»ifected himself in gunmrv, so as to be able wlien he joined at 
Azimgurh to make himself of the veiy gieatest use Mi Pollock accompanied 
Colonel Longden tin ougli his campaign on the fiontier, and was fotemost 
wheie danger ivas to be found Messis Danes and Fieeling displayed great 
gallantly duiing the siege of Azimgiiib, and the foiiiier accompanied Biigadier 
Douglas in liis pursuit of Kooui Singh, where be greatly distinguished himself 
Ml 3 Siroson was present at the first battle Jouglit against the Pulwais at 
the station, and was the only official then present, who voted with Venables 
and Havelock foi holding their ground against the enemy 

Of the Native officials, those who have prominently distinguished them- 
selves aie — 

Ah Biilsli Khan and JJsgar Alee, the fit st, Nazir of the Magistrate’s 
Oouit, the second Tnannadar of Nuggia, displayed the most inaikid and 
undoubted loyalty on tlie occasion of the outbreak, and on the abandonment 
of the station held it on the pait of Government, till the letuin of Mr. 
Venables and his paity They have on several subsequent occasions behaved 
most gallantly in the field, and the foimer has been made a Deputy Collector 
for his good conduct, while the latter has been piomoted to a Tchseeldarship 

Second to these I w'ould put — 

Sufdur Soosein and JUahomed TnlLee, the first, Senshtadar of the 
Magistiate’s Ccuit, the second Naib Tehsceldai of Moliomdabad There is 
no doubt but that it was piincipally owing to the good management and lojalty 
of Sufdur Hoost in that the gallant Vtiiables was able to liold his ow’n duiing 
the months of June and July 1857, while Ikfibonied Tiikkee at Moliomdabad 
took the place ot his lebtl supeiior the Tehseeldar, and maintained order lu 
the tow'n tlirougl\out the whole of the lebellion, hv oiganizmg a loice with 
winch he repelled all attempts of plundei on the pait ot tlie Pulwars 

I now come to the last of tlie five districts which compose this Division, 
Ghazeepoor, winch, in company with Benafes and Miizapooi, have the proud 
distinction of liaving pissed unscatiied tlnougii the late rebellion, and of 
having stayed the toiieut of insuirection I w'ould in tins distiict pirti- 
culaily notice the conduct of — 

Mr A Boss, whose piudence and firmness as Magistrate, had a great 
effict in pieseiving the peace of Ins juiisdiction 

Ml J Bear, the Joint Magisti ate, who accompanied Major V Dyer to 
Arrali, is peihaps the most bulliant passage of arms tliat has been witnessed 
on tins side of India duiing the rebellion 

Mr L Biobyn, the present Joint Magistrate, who has made himself 
conspicuously active at Bulleah duiing the latter part ot this yeai, and w’hom 
I consider a most valuable young officer 

DMKjie, of Azimguih, again appears in the field tis accoinpanving 
'Biigaumr DxUglas s Column, and lemaitnng in the neighbouihood of Bulb ah 
with Mr Piolivn to assist Inin in Ins opposition to the rebels It was at tins 
time that both M( ssis Piobyn and Dunne weie besitgid lu Bvreah hv the 
nbils tor tour oi five dajs 
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Slieilch Kliyr-ood-deen and Ahdool Bahman Khan, the fiist, Deputy 
Collectoi, and tlie second Moonsiff of Bulleah, have both of them made them- 
selves conspicuous foi good conduct and loyalty 

Baja of Snldee, tlie head of an ancient familv, whicli used to hold large 
estates in the soutli-eastern division of the district This old gentleman has 
still gieat influence in the countiy, and thougli urged to side with the rebels,' 
all along lefused to do so, and prevented liis kinsmen from withdrawing then 
allegiance from the Biitisli Goveinraent 


The rebellion or 1857 in the Province or Benares 

It has fallen to my lot to write the geneial nairative of the events of the 
rebellion of which the Benaies Division was the scene, and thougli that 
Province was not the theatre of any of those feaiful or heroic deeds, whereby 
the name of Hindoostan has been made to stink in the nostiils of the wdiolei 
world, while the fame of the Imperial race has gained yet greater lustre, yet is 
my tale far from devoid of inteicst. The geneial leader may And exciting 
incidents, and certainly will see events fiaught witli like danger, like tenor 
and suspense, as elsewdieie, while the statesman will see the load to the upper 
Provinces kept open, the last fi ail hauler between the rebels and the iich 
Piovinces of Behar and Bengal, maintained in the retention of the liver dis- 
tricts of this Division, and especially of Benares 

2. The wide territory of Goruckpoor w'as, after no long time, entiusted 
to a Commissioner of its own, and the events of whicli it w'as the scene he will 
recoid ; those of the lemaming flve districts are chronicled below Of these 
five, Azimguih, gariisoned as it was by the I7tli JNative Infantiy, w^as con-^ 
sidered fai fiorn safe, but it was hoped that the Sikhs of the Loodianah regi- 
ment, and the Sowars of the 13tli Ii regular Cavalry, would overawe the ill 
afftcted 37th Native Infantiy at Benaies, that the 65tli Native Infantry would 
stand fast at Ghazeepooi, that the Perozepoor Corps of Sikhs would hold 
Ifliizapoor against any foe fiom within or fiom without, and tliat w'hatever 
might happen in the Distiict of Jounpoor, the authoiities, with then guard 
of Sikhs of the Loodianah regiment, would still be able to hold the station in 
peace and safety Dow' fai tliese expectations were fulfilled, how far disap- 
pointed, official lecoids tell, and those records have supplied the matter for 
the brief chionicle which I liave thus begun 

3 On this state of things the month of May opened, finding all fearfully 
expecting tioublous times ratiier than able to st.ite the ground of their belief, 
and quietly counting the stiength w’hich should en.ible them to w'eather the 
Btoim, w'liose beginning, not whose end, they clearly foresaw > 

4i Tlie montli besun thus gloomily, hi ought gloomiei warning in its 
couise. About the middle of the month the news ariived of the Delhi and 
Meerut massacies Yet excepting that lendezvous in case of need were agieed 
on, It was only in Benaies that the evil news produced a maiked effect The 
city, ahvays the most tuibulent in India, w'as now' the more dangeious from 
tlie seventy with which the high puce of coin pressed on the poorer classes, 
the Poorbe'ah sepovs, who had been more or less lestless since the beginning 
t)f Maicb, now publicly called on then gods to delivei them fiom the Perm- 
ghees , clubbed together to send messengeis westw'aid foi intelligence , and 
finally sent aw'ay tin ir Gooi 00 lest, as they said, in the troubles which were 
coming, he should suffei any huit 

6 At tins junction tlie 13th Ii regulars were summoned in from Sultan- 
poor, in the hope that their diffeient faith would make them a counterpoise to 
the power of the sepoys, and gieat hopes were entertained that they would 
prove true to then salt Tlie M.igistrate and Judge (Messrs Lind and Gub- 
bins) exerted themselves with gieat skill to maintain the peace of the city 
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now patrolling with parties of sowars, now persuading bunvas to lower the 
puce of corn Uow listening to the tales of spies who lepoitud clcaily the state 
of feeling in the citv, and told the minds of the sepoys far moie truly than 
the ojQSceis in command 

6 Yet in spite of this insecurity, theie was neilliei weatnoss nor atfected 
confidence A pioposition to letire to the stiong fort of Cliunai was igected , 
but at the same time it was arianged that, in cise of need, all the Cliiistian 
residents sliould congiegate at the Mint On June 3id, lion ever, it nas fur- 
thei decided tliat the Civili ins should assemble at the C'ollectoi s Kutcheny, 
ana hold it till a paitv of Euiopeans should be sent to escnt them to the 
Mint Por this List aiiangemerit there were many reasons The loof of the 
Kutclieny, a lofty pucka building, is appioaclu d by a single n Hiding stair- 
case, and close alongside is tlie tieasuiv, nliich at this time, besides stamp 
papei of great yalue, contained foui and a li ill lakhs of tieasure, and the jewels 
of the Ranee Ohunda of Lahore, which neie valued at tncnty lakhs Thus 
from a post of complete temporary secui ity, tlie little paity of Civilians could 
completely overawe the Treasury guard, and save this gieat nealth fiom fall- 
ing into the hands of the mutineers 

7 The importance ot Benares in the times of which I speak was so 
great, that it weie almost impossible to pass on without enquiring who could 
have suggested so false a step as retieat to Ohunar A step, indeed, the 
piincipnl lesult of which would liave been to occupy with the tale of tlie siege 
and defence of Chunai, that page of history now so much more grandly filled 
with the story of Lucknow And on this point Mi Lind speaks so explicitly, 
that I cannot do better than tell the tale as he tells it, and without any com- 
ment of my own 

8 As soon as tho news of the outbieak at Meeiut reached Benares, a 
Council debated as to the best rendezvous for non-combatants in case of 
alarm, and next day Captain Olpheits (Commanding Aitilleiy) with Captain 
Watson (of the Engineers) called on Mr Lind, suggesting tin propiiety ot an 
immediate retreat to Chunar Although the proposer implied tliat the plan 
had Colonel Goi don’s sanction, Mr Lind, without discussion, simply replied 
that he w'ould not leave liis post, and as soon as his viMtois took tlieii de- 
paituie, burned to Mr Gubbins They botli i etui ned to Mt Lind’s bouse 
to discuss the best means of opposition, and weie soon joined by Mr Tucker 
(the Commissionei) and Colonel Gordon When the former alluded to the 
plan, in teims winch seemed to imply that he approved it. Mi Lind con- 
demned it most stiongly , and on this Colonel Goidon asked Mi Gubbms las 
opinion Tiie leply was brief enough “ I will go on my kne ‘s to you not to 
leave Benares ” Nor was Colonel Goi don’s answei less quick and cleai "I 
am \eiv glad to hear you say so, for I was persuaded against my will in favor 
of the scheme ” Never was so false a move moie happily pieveuted 

9 Tims May passed away, but on its last night, the fiist open evidence 
of the coming disturbances appeared, for at 1-30 AM the lines vacated by 
the 67tli Native Infantry w'eie seen to be in flames Yet tins was not wholly 
unexpected, for Majoi Guise (Commanding the Ii legul ii Cavaln) had been 
w'ained that It was intended, and also that the 37th Native Inlantry meant 
to seize the guns in the confusion 

10 This biought to light an eailiei step in the plot , for next day some 
men, who weie seen consulting near the spot where the file had broken out, 
weie tracked, and one pirty traced to the “ Shiwala,” wheie most of the 
Delhi Piinces lived Tliese men, a branch of that wretched family which 
had fled fiom D llu some fifty years before and taken refuge at Benaies, w’lio 
evei affected all the state of loyalty, and tieated Englishmen with loidly scorn, 
now tliouglit they did no wrong to the Government, which had saved their 
lives and cherished them witli lavish caie, in conceiting Avitli its mutinous 
menials the rum of that veiy Government, in daili, nay in houily intei views 
of the most familial character, which they gave heely to any who mic^ht ask 
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11. N one could now doubt that a crisis was near at hand , and on J une 4th , 
a Council (both Civil and Military) was called to debate the question of disarming 
the 37th Native Infantiy It was still sitting, when a sowar arrived with the 
news of the mutiny at Azimgurh. This decided the question, and it was 
ai ranged that next moining the Civilians should assemble at the Collector’s 
Kiitcheiiy while the 37th was paraded and disarmed The debate had been 
very full, and the decision deliberate, yet the Civilians had scarce leached 
then homes, when they were alaimed by the roar of the guns on the parade 
ground The whole plans were in vain , they bad been frustrated by the 
following cneumstances 

12 It appears that as Biigadier Ponsonby was returning home after the 
Council, he met Colonel Neill, who recommended him to disarm the coips at 
once. Disregarding all other consideiation, on the spur of the moment he 
bullied to the parade giound The troops turned out. on one side weie 
drawn up Captain Olpherts with his three bullock guns and thirty European 
gunners in cliaige of the two bundled of the 1st Madras Pusilieis, who had just 
ariived, opposite to them were the 37th Native Infantry, and on either side 
the 13th Iriegular Cavalry and the Loodianah Corps of Sikhs The 37th was 
oideied to pile arms, and leplied with a volley, to which the guns gave a 
speedy and efllcient answer , but at this unhappy moment, Captain Olpheits 
peicemng a movement among the Sikhs on his right, pi omptly turned the 
guns and opened fire on them. Eor some minutes the event was doubtful 
thiice the rebels charged the guns, thiice weie driven back with grape, the 
guns continued their destiuctive play, the mutineers waveied, and then bioke 
and fled Never was rout so complete . a thousand armed men were flying 
fiom two bundled, who did not daie stii , and that with such abject terroi, 
that they flung down their loaded muskets, their accoutiements, eveiy thing 
that could hindei their flight, and flying for deal life, did not stop to touch the 
few Euiopeans who fell in then way ‘ Afflavit Deus et dissipati sunt ’ Had 
now the 13th Iiiegulars stood fiim, scarce a man of the Benares mutmeeis 
would have escaped to tell how, at the Holy City, the God of the Chiistian 
bad shown himself moie powerful than all their grim Valhalla, But no, even 
thus eaily in the day they prefeired thieatening those who tried to keep 
them faithful, to firing on the mutinous ciowd they affected to hate and to 
despise. 

13. It would be impossible to write of the mutiny at Benares, without 
saying a few words as to the much vexed question of tlie loyalty of the 
Loodianah Sikhs . the facts are simply these Tliey were brought out not 
knowing what was going to be done, suddenly the guns on one side opened on 
the 37th, men, officers and all , and on the other side, the iiregular cavalry 
began filing into and abusing the Sikhs, then a bad character stepped forward 
nnd tiled to shoot Colonel Gordon The corps then mutinied , first filed into 
a group of young officeis standing behind them, and then charged the guns 
The fact ol the mutiny is indisputable The only question is, whether any 
other course could be expected The paiade, the firing, the attack on them- 
selves, were all a surprise they saw the 37th mown down, and could not know 
that the iiiegulais were not obeying oiders pieviously given To expect them 
to stand film under such cneumstances is, I think, to expect a great deal 
more than could be hoped for from Euiopeans On the other hand, some did 
stand even this lude test, the mutiny at Jounpooi surprised the natives even 
more than the European residents The Treasuiy guaid at Benaies, even in 
the fiist burst of tlicii sui prise and rage, were kept firm by the interference of 
two well-knoun natives I contend then, not that there weie no bad chaiac- 
teis in the legiment, not that the loyalty of none was tainted, but that, as 
a corps they weie loyal, and would have stood any test less lude 

14 In three hours the mutiny was ovei, and the mutineers cleared away 
in the full rush of their terror-stricken flight And the whole affair was so 
sudden that the roar of the guns on the paiade ground was almost the first 
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notice the Civil residents had that any thing was goin^^ to happen. But 
then the Missionaries fled to Raranuggur, and thence to Ohunar, while the 
OivilianSj in number about twelve, all armed to the teetii, and guarding some 
four or flve ladies, took their stand on the roof of the Collector’s Kutcherry. 
Strong as their position was, so great was the agitation of the Sikhs on hear- 
ing the fate of their Regiment, that the Europeans on the roof, though safe 
from capture, would not have been safe from attack, had not Sirdar Soorut 
Singh and Pundit Gokool Chund (at their own great peril) gone amongst them, 
and succeeded by many woids in calming their rage at the treachery they 
suspected, and burned to avenge So the little party remained in safety, till 
at 2 A M , on June 6 th, it was escorted to the Mint by a party of Europeans 

15 In summoning this guard one event occurred, which I cannot pass 
over in silence It is an act of no common heroism Messis Gubbms 
Caulfield, and Demomet went in a buggy to the Mint, and Mr. Jenkinson, 
Civil Seivice, accompanied them on horseback As the party was crossing the 
bridge, Mr Jenkinson saw some ambushed sepoys aiming at the party in the 
buggy There was no time foi warning or for hesitation, and he at once 
reined back his horse, covering with his own body his companions in danger. 
It weie fai easier to praise such an act than to praise it worthily , and I praise 
it best, by not praising it at all. 

16 And now, as though this night had not been full enough of trial, 
the party had scaice reached the Mint House when news was received that 
some Mussulmans had determined to laise the green flag, in the temple of 
Bissessur, the most holy of the many holy places in the city of Shiva Yet 
this, which was fraught with the greatest danger, was turned into a source of 
strength by Mr Lind, who called on the Rajpoots of the city to pi event this 
insult to their faith So the Mussulmans retired peaceably, and the lest of 
the night was quiet 

17 Next day the treasure was lemoved to the Magazine, the Mint 
House was slightly foitifled, and for the moment the worst of the storm was 
over And tranquillity was the more assured, that every day small paities of 
Europeans were passing through on their westward journey, being pushed 
forward by Mr Pollock (Joint Magistrate), wlio had been sent out for that 
purpose to Nowbutpoor the day before the mutiny 

18 I must now turn to tell of an event earlier in point of time, and 
really accelerating the one I have been desciibing, — the Mutiny at Azimguih , 
and here I must make a slight retrospect in oidei to lepresent deal ly the 
real state of affairs 

19 The 17th Native Infantry had been biigaded at Lucknow, with the 
19th and 34th Native Infantry The Regiment at the station was numerically 
weak, not mustering above flve hundred men , but it was vehemently sus- 
pected, and not without giound, for it was known that men of the disbanded 
19th Native Infantry weie entertained in its lines On May 24th, too, when 
some men impudently rejected extra cartridges which were served out to them, 
and afterwards violently assaulted a Native Officer, Major Burroughs (the 
Commanding Officer) found himself too weak to punish, and the Brigadier at 
Benares had enough to do in keeping his own troops quiet, without thinking 
of sending help to out stations 

20 However, threatening as was the aspect of affaiis, theie was every 
reason to hope that, if the gun guard stood firm, a long and successful resist- 
ance to any attack of the mutineers might be made The fortification of the 
Collector’s Kutcherry, begun before, was now speedily completed, the 
verandahs closed with loopholed walls, the parapets crowned with sand baf^s, 
the entrance gate swept by the two post guns, covered with a tiench,°n 
charge of the native gunners, and the best men of the 17th Native Infantry, 

as a gun guard, Would they stand fast? If so, the Europeans were safe , 
it not, — * 
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21 The trial soon came. On June Ist, the Eegiment held a seditious 
meeting ; on June 2nd, an fittempt was made to tamper with some of the 
13th Iriegulars, who had come with Lieutenant Palliser to escort to Benares 
the spaie treasure of Goruckpoor and Azimgurh Orders for this despatch 
had been given, all the waimogs and entreaties of Mr Horne (the Magis- 
trate) were in vain; and on the moining of June 3id, a company of the 17th 
Native Infantry, and some eighty sowars of the 12th and 13th Irregulars, 
marched in from Goruckpoor with five lakhs of rupees in charge. The 17th 
Native Infantry hesitated no longer, but openly declared that the treasure 
should never leave the station However, by mingled threats and promises, 
the same guard was induced to march again that night, and under their escoit 
the Goruckpoor treasure, with two lakhs from Azimgurh, was sent on to 
Benares. 

22. So far all went well , and though the excitement of the sepoys had 
hastened the despatch of the treasure, still that excitement seemed to have 
exhausted itself in words , and it was hoped that, for the time at least, the 
danger was escaped But at 8 pm , some three houis after the treasure left 
the station, a musket shot was heard On the instant the sepoys armed 
themselves, shot down Lewis (the Quarter -master Sergeant), ordered their 
officeis to fly to Ghazeepoor, and huriied down towards the city. The Magis- 
trate and Joint Magistrate (Messrs Horne and Simson), who were in the 
lines, saw that all was lost, and galloped back to tfie station, only staying to 
bid the Kotwal with his increased police and the doubled jail guard do what 
he could to check the advance of the sepoys through the city. But it was 
all in vain , the Kotwal could do nothing, and the jail guard, releasing the 
piisoneis, at once joined the advancing rebels. 

23 At the Treasury the gun guard had mutinied Lieutenant Hutchinson 
was shot while trying to harangue his men, but all the rest, both ladies and 
gentlemen, escaped to the roof of the Kutcherry Their position was despe- 
rate enough, but the sepoys caiing less for murder than foi plunder, suddenly 
took the guns and burned off towards Benares. But it was clear they meant 
to return, for their lines were still strongly guarded, so the Civilians taking 
advantage ot their absence fled to Ghazeepoor. That place they reached in 
safety about the same time as the mutineers, who, having captured the trea- 
suie, and returned with it to the station, left Azimguih in haste, but with all 
the pomp of war, en route for Pyzabad. 

24) The events of the mutiny at Jounpoor are few, and easily told It 
had long been felt that if there were any serious disturbances anywhere, this 
zillah would have its share , for in none are auction purchasers more numerous, 
old zemindars more powerful, or the present landholders on worse term among 
themselves Still the planters had all crowded in the city as a place of safety , 
and when the outbreak did take place, the native inhabitants seem to have 
been even more surprised and alarmed than the European 

26. Thus on the morning of June 6tfa, all the European residents were 
assembled at the Collector’s Kutcherry well armed and prepared for the worst 
They had not long to wait The news of the rising at Benares and the slaugh- 
ter of the Sikhs arrived, the Sikh guard (a part of the Loodianah Eegiment) 
was roused to fury here was no Soorut Sing to throw himself into the 
bleach, they shot their Commanding Officers, they murdered Mr. Cuppage, 
(the Joint Magistrate), as he was galloping down to the jail , and then, each 
with a bag of treasure and all his arms marched off to Lucknow The Euro- 
peans at once fled. Tlie Doobey Eajpoots drove them from their refuge in the 
house of Eai Hingun Loll Then they hurried to Pussewah Eactory, and on 
June 9th were brought in safety to Benares by a party of volunteers who had 
gone out foi that purpose 

26 Meanwhile a strange scene was enacted at Jounpoor The plunder 
of the Treasury had been completed by decrepid old women and wretched 
Ifltle boys, who had never seen a rupee in their lives , and the houses of all the 
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officers weie thorougbly gutted, and nearly all destroyed A committee of 
pSihc safety was foimed m tbe city, but though the icfusal of Raja Sheo- 
eholam Doobey to act, lemoved the chief cause ot religious discord, still the 
Mussulmans could not agree even to save tbcir own lives, and the city was 
left to anaicby till Mi Pane (the Collect oi) retmning to Jounpoor for a day to 
take some Euiopeans to Benaies, formally made over charge of the distiict to 
E.aja Sheogholam Poobey 

27 This appointment pioduced but little good even in the city in the 
distiict, not a semblance of authority was left to any one Those u ho bad 
lost their estates undei oui lule, thought this a good time to legain them, 
those who bad not, thought they could make a little profit by plundeimg tlieii 
weaker neighboms tbe bolder spirits thought to secure more brilliant advan- 
tages by intercourse with the rebel powers in Oudli , and in tins state of 
anaicby (the normal state of every eastern piovince) they remained till the 
ariival of the Goorkhas on September 8th restored a semblance of authority 
to the British Government. 


28 While these events weie passing, it must not be supposed that Mirza- 
pooi oi Ghazeepoor weie left in perfect peace And indeed Gbazeepoor wasfai 
tiom being without ground of alarm On all sides of the district, itself always 
most tioublesome, were disturbances real or repoi ted , in tbe station was tbe Gjtb 
Native Infantry and in tbe Tieasuiy five lakhs of rupees. Still no verv pressing 
danger was apparent, and on June 3rd, a hundred men of H M ’s lOtb, who 
bad just aiiived by steamer, iieie liuiiied on to Benaies. But after tlieout- 
bieak at Azimguib a gieat change took place Tbe fugitives indeed were 
biougbt safelv to tlie station, but the conntiy seemed to use behind tlicra , and 
by June 6tli the wliole district was laging in civil uar Tlie police were help- 
less, and robberies weie perpetrated to the very door of the Court-house itself 
But severe summary punishment was inflicted by the European otflceis, with 
small parties of the 65tb and sowais in different pails of the district, tbe 
tieasuie was sent to Benaies bv steamer, martial law u as proclaimed , a bundled 
Euiopeans stationed at Ghazeepoor for the time, and the influence of these 
sootliing measuies was such that by J’une 16tli, when Messrs Dunne and 
Venables went out to Azimguih, the district seemed nearly to have regained 
Its toimer state 


29 Miizapoor bad much less cause of alarm Its guard was half of a 
Sikh Ooips, and its Treasury only contained two lakhs of rupees, but the 
gieatest miseiy of tbe time was the complete uncertainty of the real souice of 
peril, and so of the real souice of safety Thus uben on May 21st, firing was 
beard to tbe eastward, tbe residents retired (with tbe Sikhs) to tbe Kutcbei- 
iies, and though on the discovery that tbe filing was only at a marriage pro- 
cession tbe civilians leturned to their own houses, it uas thought advisable 
for the Sikhs still to remain on the spot. 

30 News of the outbreak at Benaies and Jounpoor gieatly increased 
the uneasiness of the European residents , nor did tbe airival of part oi the 
47tb Native Infantry undei Lieut -Colonel Pott at all tend to lestoie confidence, 
even though that oflicei allowed very many of bis men to go an ay on leave 

31 Noi were tbe events of tbe next day (June 8tb) more inspiiiting 
The Sikhs were called away to Allahabad in such haste, that, though advantage 
was taken of their escoit to send Rupees 60,000 away, they weie not able to 
take with them their spate aims, or to remove oi destioy the large quantity of 
ammunition in then magazine Now, too, neithei load or iivei was safe fiom 
aimed plunderers, laige bodies of armed men were reported at Mandah on the 
Allahabad frontier , lebels ueie liouilv expected to attack the station itself, 
and tbe fidelity of tbe 4)7 th Native Infantry was far fiom assured 

32 Eor the time, however, all stood fiira , the nipples of the spare muskets 
cind tliG tiniiminition. of tlie Sikhs vieie throwu mto the river by Colonel 3?ott*s 
Older, and tlie remaining treasuie was despatched to Benaies by steamer 
Bat on June 9tli the rumours of an attack fiom Mandah assumed a form so 
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definite, that all the inhabitants of the station, with the exception of the 
Magistidte (Mr St Geoige Tuckei), and a tew otlieis, fled to Chunai Mr 
Tuckei, howevti, did not flinch , the Mandali men nevei came, and wlien on 
June lOlh, ihe piopeity of the East India Railway nas plundeied in bioad 
day, some torn miles fiom the ICutcheiiy, lie went out with fifteen of tlie 60th 
Naiive Infantiy (who had just biouglit in a piisoner fiom Nagode, and have 
ever been doing excellent seivice), and dealt out a seveie retiibution 

33 Thus the week \i Inch had dtstioyed the name of civil government 
m Jounpooi and Aziinguih, had left the lemaiuing zillahs in little better state 
The police was paialvzed, not a load was safe and the Rajpoots generally 
letuined to then noiinal state of plundeieis and plundeied , and theie was no 
force to check them Lieutenant Palhsei and his sowais (in Mi Jenkinson’s 
chaige) had scaicely begun to punish some ot the woist villages in the 
Benaies distiict, when lienas recalled to join a paity of Euiopeans in an 
attempt to i e-open the communication with Allahabad, cut off bv a laid of men 
fiom Bbadoee (Zillah Miizapoor), who had cut the telegiaphic wire and 
earned off the d&k bullocks. The expedition was of course successful, but the 
execution ot some ot the ciiminals at Gopeegunge ivas only too speedily 
avenged by the murder of Mi Mooie 

31 Soon, howevei, the punishment inflicted by Lieutenant Palliser in 
the Benaies distiict was foigotten, dacoitips became commonei than ever, 
and it w'as speedily appaient that the Civil Officeis would cease to possess 
even a vestige of authoiitv, unless some pioceduie w'Pie adopted, moie speedy 
and seveie than the legulation allow'ed A lepoit to thiseff(Ct made to 
Goveinment speedily hoie fiuit in the now well-known XVI, 1857, and the 
permanent gallows, and a few instances of a ciiine committed after breakfast 
and avenged before dinnei, leduced a laige pait ot the distiict to comparative 
tianquillity. 

36 Mr Jenkinson (Civil Service) was now directed to raise a coips of 
police sowais, and speedily found woik leady to his hands, tor the Rajpoots 
of Dobhee (Zillah Jounpooi) waxing bold from impunity distuibed the peace 
of Benares, and cut off communication with Azimguih Mr Chapman went 
out against them with a force of Euiopeans, Sikhs, and Sowars , but though 
he only leturned in June 30th, aftei inflicting a punishment w’liich seemed 
sufficient to have ciushed the Dobhee people tor \eais, they regained confidence 
to such an extent, that eaily in July they maiched to attack Benaies itself 
Kine miles from the station, how'ever, they w eie met by a foice, w Inch sup- 
plied w hatevei w'as wanting in their foimer chastisement , and on July l7th, 
they most gladly came in and have behaved well ever since 

36 Tiiese endless distuibances, howevei, caused an uneasy feeling at 
Benares This was the last point w'heie the river w'as really safe , here the 
tiunk loadcrossis the Ganges, heie w’as the chief dep6t of the Commis- 
saiiat , and the loss of Benares w'ould have left us the wliole country to recon- 
.quei almost fiom the gates of Calcutta Messrs Lind and Guhbins then 
pressed eainestly on tlie military authoiities the impoitance of electing a 
post at Ptajghat to command the landing-place, on the veiy site, indeed, of an 
old Hindoo castle, whose existence was little moie than tiaditional Convict 
laboui W'as fieely iffieied , the last difficulties on the scoie of expense were 
removed by oideis foi the construction of a foit leceived from the Supreme 
Goveinment, and so oiiginated that extensive and iiiegular, but stiong forti- 
fication whicli now' dominates over the city of Shiva 

37 As the date at which I have now ai lived in my narrative of events 
at Benares (July 18th) is also the date of the retuin of the civil authoiities 
to Azimguih, T am by this reminded how much in aiieai is my histoiy of that 
distiict On June 16th Mr. Dunne, himself a fugitive fiom Azimguih, detei- 
mined to fetoli in those who saved by the sepoys’ hasty flight, w'eie living 
undei the protection of friendly ztniindais He was accompanied by Mr 
Venables and some sowars given him by the Magistiate of Ghazeepoor, and 

k 
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accomphslied lus march without opposition At Azimgurh lie found a small 
party of the 13th Iiiegulais, who seemed not quite to have lesolvid on t u ir 
line of action, but soon h ft the place The Europeans lui^tened from thmr 
retreats, and were anxious to leave it once On June 20th the majority of ^he 
party with the sowars siaited for Ghazeepoor (which they rt ached m safety) , 
but Mr Venables, yielding to the entieaties of the omlah and the chief 
citizens, stayed (nith Messrs Dunne, Legge, and Dodsu oil li) at Azimgurh, 
and was at once invested by tlie Commissioner with lull Magisterial power 

38 Among the Europeans thus rescued was Mr Nisbett, the Head Oleik 
of the Coll, ctoi’s Office, wlio aftei the outbiealc had obtain, d shelter in the 
house of Alee Buksli, tlie N.iztr In his pi.*seiice a council was held to 
discuss the chance of the return of the Englisli, and to d cule cn the piop.w 
couise to be pursued Ileie too all concoid was prevented bj the leligious 
differences, heie no doubt politicly aggravated by the .‘ffoits of the faithful 
Nazii, wlio with a few ot the omlah assum.'d the offite ot a cominirtee of pub- 
lic safety, and r.'poited pioceedings daily to the Commissioner at B. units 


39 Mr Vewahks had fallen on nohedofios-s Though lus authority 
was unquestioned in the eastern and larger half of the distiiet, the RijpootS 
of the west had enjoyed a forinighi’s license far too kceiilv to loh*rate willingly 
the slightest check The polite li.lpless with teiror, the provisional coun- 
cil at Azimgurh unable to lule even the neigbbouiinir villas.'s, bad not tiled 
to cope w'lth these audacious plundereis, and Mr. Venables soon found he 
must try his power against them in the field, or bo foiced igiioiniiuously to 
save his own life by again abandoing the station 

40 Tet w'as the debate an anxious and important one There could 
be no doubt as to the propei objects of attack, foi the Pulwars, a poweiful 
clan living on the holders of Oudh, bad been pie-eminent am.mg the fiee- 
booters But they were far from the station, tb.y were not at all wanting in 
military stores, there were many forts on tlieir lands , and there weie but a 
hundred and fifty sepojs (of tlie t)5tb N ilive Infantry), seventy-five sowais, 
and the old post guu, which Mr Venables had mounted, to form a column of 
attack 


41 Still on June 26th (the day ou which Moozuffar Jehan seized and 
proclaimed himself llaja of Mahool), Luutenant Havelock moved out against 
the Pulwais, hut returned after three days, not very piofitahle fighting Mr 
Venables had raeanw lule made a btile doui on lus own iccount, and with a 
little moie success , and on the 30th he moved again with a laig.r force to 
attack Moliubbutpoor, a village but a few nnlss from the city, which had 
been conspicuous in the marauding Tlie attempted resistance wms a mere 
feint, and several noted scoundrels were carried off ard consigned to safe custody 
in the Eotwdlee But on July 23rd, one Rujub Alice attacked the Kotwahe 
with some four hundred followeis in bioad daylight, the Police made no 
piolonged resistance, and the pusoners were lescued w'lih little loss m conflict, 
and as little in Mr Venables’ liasty piiisuit 

42 I am now compelled by my duty as compiler to make a digression, 
in order to leconcile discordant nanatives, befoie I can tell ot the further 
proceedings of the Pulwars, who now rapidly gathered head 

43 There are two accounts of affairs at this time, one written by Mr. 
Astell (the Judge), cliufly from the verbal mfoimation of Mr Venables, tlie 
other by the Magistrate, which may have been placid in the office even m that 
stilling time, and the disci epancies of these two recoids aie tar too striking- 
to be passed over in silence Mi Astell speaks ot Bainee Madiio of Atrowlia^ 
as fioui the first ill-disposed, as having eailv busied himself in making pie- 
parations for war, as having lefused to admit any messenger of Mr Venables 
into lus loit, thoQgh keeping up a show of lovaitj , and as having assumed 
the title of Naib Eazim, of Azimgurh Mr. Davies, on the contraiv,'" speaks of 
this man as uniformly well conducted, and as liaving piotected tlie Tliannah- 
'dur, &c , of Atrowlia, and says that Madlio Pei shad, the head of the Pulwars, 
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whose fort and chief estates he beyond the Oudh frontier, assumed the title 
of Clmckladar, and eiiteied the distiict with a laige foice eaily m July 

44 It seems to rre evident that the similarity of name has caused this 
confusion B.unee Aladho, by caste a Kooimie, bad in quieter tunes been ou 
veiy bad teims uitli bis neigbbouis the Pulwars, and spoken of bis wailike 
preparations as being only prudent precautions against them. But when 
Lieutenant Havelock went out on that June dour of -wbich I, have spokm above , 
be found many Pulwars in this man’s service, and was not allowed to enter 
the fort tbougli food was seived to Ins men outside And foi tlie piotection 
he IS said to hove given to the flying Tlrinn.ihdar, it was bdieved at the time 
(and his own uizee confiimed the tab), tliat he himself had forced the officeis 
to enter his foil, and was taking caie of tlie recoids, &c , in the way popular 
among strong Zemindais at that time His nominal lovaltv would seem thus 
to have been veeiing round to open bate, even as his blood feud with the Pul- 
wars was changing into the more amicable lelations of leader and paitisan 

45 ATadho Pershad, on the otliei hand, had shelteied and kmdlv tieated the 
fugitives ftotn Fszabad, he never appealed against us till the battle of Koilsa 
(to be spoken of below), where he said the few men who had come as his 
peisonil attendants foi an inteiview w'lth tlie Tuliseeldai (an interview which 
was realiv taking place wlien tlie battle begun), were by accident mingled wutb 
the eneniv, and so fell under the undiseiiminating bullets of oui men, and 
when at the great attack of the 18tb on the city itself, a message was received 
from him, saying that the attack was none of his making, the message was 
believed, and a reply sent through bis own messenger, advising him to attack 
the enemy in the rear, when the fight begun in fiont It is evident llun, that 
at this time nothing was known of his having accepted a title fiom the rebels’ 
chancel y, and that lie w'as looked on rather as a doubtful fiiend than as a 
decided inemy Nor is it a point of no wenrlit, that verv r’C'ntly his estates 
hive been exempted fioin confascation by Government, while no ‘Deus ex 
maclnna’ has inteiposed in favoi of B.unee M.idlio To tins evidence I am 
inclined to give more weight than to scanty memoranda, which may have 
accumulated in the Office afterwards, and to asseit that, decidedly hostile as 
W'as the pait be afteiwaids took, eaily in July be was still w.ivenng, and was 
far from taking a step so decided as the assuu ption of chief authority in a 
district wheio he had little piopeity, and wliere the p'UW'annahs of a Govein- 
meiit which was not, even nominally, a fortnight old, which was struggling not 
to be stiangled by its own partisans, and which (above all) was neaily two 
liundred miles aw'ay, would not meet w’lth much respect 

46 About July 12th, then, Mr Ven.ibles found it necessary to go out 
with all his force (w'bich now compitsed about tliree hundred of the 65th N I ) 
to attack the Pulwars at Koilsa The attempt was unsuccessful, the enemy 
lost leiy few' men, tlie gun cainage broke down, and the sepoys, clamnuiing 
for the furlough, which many claimed astlienthm due, retieated so piecipi- 
tately that even the cow'ardice of the enemy could scarce save the gun fiom 
falling into tlieir hands Still, emboldened by their retreat, the rebels began 
tlieir marcli on the city of Azungurh , but advanced so slowly, that at noon on 
July 18tii, tiny were still tw'o miles from it, wlien Mi Venables moved out to 
mei t them Foriunately he had that moining been reinforced by the return 
of the Civil Authorities to the station, accompanied by some ti n officeis maicb- 
ing to join the Gooikba force at Goiuckpooi, twenty-five sowais of the 12tii 
Iriegulaic, and Captain Catania with his hastily-iaieed, half-diilled, half-aimed 
levy of 350 men fiorn Benares, but the larger portion of the 63th N 1 wlio 
had been w'lth him at Koilsa had retuined to Ghazeepooi At noon then he 
moied out, leaving Mi Sirnson, the Joint Alagistiate, with C.iptain Catania’s 
levy to protect the Kutcheriies and the breast woiks he had tbiown up 
commanding the loads through tlie city, and posting some 800, recently 
entei tamed, matchlockmen unaer Native officeis in diffeient paits of the city 
to pievent any attack on that quartei 'Ih y found tlie enemy in gieut foice 
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■?frono'ly posted in groves, vMtli Ins front coveicd by fbe bigli crops of seoson , 
tlien Ihe Cavaliy were useless, the effect of the fiie \v is impeiceptihle , nnd at 
last (after the enemy had foi a full houi from a distance of two handled yaids 
poured a thick hail of bullets on the exposed place, wheie the gun, &c , were 
posted without hitting a man) it waspeiceived that oui iigiit flank was lapidly 
bemo- tuined, and the retreat was sounded. The n treat soon became a flight, 
and °had the city been a little more distant, theie would have been as ihuch 
appaient disciplmean tlie puismng labble as in the flving tioops Ordei iiow- 
ever was so far lestoied, that a vigoious street figlit (in wdncii the matchlock- 
men with the Tuhseeldar took no pait) was maintained, and the Kutcheiiy 
was reached without loss The lebels had suffeied seveiely in the passage of the 
town, the giape toie ceaselessly tinough then dense an ai , the sepoys fought 
well behind the eaitli woiks, but not till aftei thiee boms’ liard fighting, when 
a flank movement had been defeated by a chaige of sowars, did tho\ think of 
retreat Still none felt confidence enougli to leave Ins post, and the question 
of retieat to Ghazeepooi was discussed in a Council of Wai , but at last it was 
agreed, that till moining dawmed no plan should be decided on , and morning 
brought with it the w'etcome news that the rebels weio fai away 

47 Welcome indeed was the news No supplies w'ere to be found, the 
w'hole countiy was up, and the sepoys, never ovei-lond oi figliling, and it tins 
time inclined against ratlier than for the side on winch fhej weie mai shelled, 
positively declared tliey would not fight w'lthont being fed Indeed had the 
Pulwars held then ground, it would have been difficult even to retreat safely to 
Gbazeepoor , and the question foi the Council was, w hether it was not absolutely 
necessaiy to retreat at once, lather than whethei it wispiopei to lelieat at 
all 

48 The flight of the enemy, and the distribution of some opportunely 
discoveied giaiu, raised the spiiitof the sepoys rapidly, and they w ere quite 
leady in the atteinoon to assist at the execution of some of the rebels who weie 
taken pnsoneis by the men of a village they had attempted to plunder in their 
flight Our loss m that long battle was but seventeen men the rebels lost at 
least 260 The Pulwais themselves at this time retieated quickly into their 
own countiy, but the roads on all sides were closed by the villageis, who 
would reap the piofit of a battle, whose dangers or whose losses they had not 
daied to shaie 

49 In the ten dajs winch passed between this attack and the second 
evacuation of Azim^uili (on July 2Sth,) little was done Tne eastein poition 
ot the distnct, as befoie, obeyed passively, the western was in open lebollion, 
but the ill-will between the sowais and sepoys seemed likely to pi event any 
danger from within, and all w'eie well contented to await the an ival of the 
two legiments of Gooikhas, who were to be sent to Azimguih from the foice 
winch was expected to leacli Goiuckpoor by July 27th. News of then liavin" 
reached Goiuckpooi was expectid on July 28th, but that day biouglit far 
different tidings Two messengus arrived in hot baste, with the news that 
the 12tii Irregulirs bad “gone” at Sigowlee, and as now none could doubt 
that the sowais of that Coips w ho weie at Azimgurh would follow tiie exam- 
ple of tlie mam body as soon as tliey heaid of it, it w-as speedily decided to 
retire on Ghazeepoor. 

60 N<xt morning a lettei fionv Mi Tucker anived, telling also of the 
mutiny at Dinapoor, and bidding the otficeis act as might best ensuie their 
own safety An immediate departure was oidered, and the distiict formally 
and completdy entrusted to tlie llaja But the news that the city was ao-am 
to be lett to the meicy of any villains who might choose to plunder it, 
caused the deepest constei nation , and when the march be^-an, the tioops 
weie accompanied hy a long line of caits in which the° flung citizens 
weie can ving awMy tlieir most valued possessions And this haste was not 
unieasonabh Seaicily had the troops tuined their backs, ulien tlieii lines 
weie plundervd nay moie, some of the oificeis’ stores w'eie violently taken by 
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the bad chaiacteis of the city fiom a strong guard of Catania’s levy in Tvhose 
charge they were left And some who took their pait m that dreary march 
have told how evident the feelings of the people weie as they stood by the 
roadside gazing on that long line, and looking like vultuies who are not quite 
sure that their piey is dtad enough to be attacked 

51 Arrived at Cheria Kote, where they were to halt aivhile, the Euro- 
peans nitb the sepoys enteied the pucka serai, barred the gate, and placed 
the loaded gun in fiont, leaving the sowais outside When they resumed the 
march at 1 A M , only thirty sowais were piesent, the rest said, these bad 
gone away, but would, no doubt, return if Lieutenant Havelock n ould go to 
them Happily this specious proposal was rejected, for we have since learnt 
fiom different sowars how coolly the wretched traitors had planned thus to get 
the Euiopeans fiom the bright bayonets which weie then so ready and so 
secure a retreat, in order that they might enjoy the safe luxury of murder 
and of torture 

62 The march however was not to be accomplished without further 
trouble A d&,k from Ghazeepoor was opened, and a number of sepoys’ letters 
which it contained were without consideration distributed to the men These 
brought them the news of the mutiny at Dinapoor. Their manner instantly 
changed It had long been known that then Coi ps liad determined to be 
guided by events at Dinapoor , but up to this moment then manner had been 
neaily as respectful as of old, but now they openly boasted that they would 
mutiny as soon as they reached Ghazeepoor, that they might join their 
friends from below But the maicb was accomplished peaceably and happily. 
At head-quarters better counsels prevailed, 

63 I have spoken above of the murder of Mr Moore, of Mnzapooi , 
and It is now time I should relate the events in that zillah, of which this 
muider is the most striking and important part 

64 On June 13th, a paity of the 1st Madras Eusiliers ai rived at Mir- 
zapooi, and then it was proposed to disarm the 47th Native Infantiy Colonel 
Pott however did not think it necessary, and a paity of them (with the 
Eusiliers) attacked and destioyed Goura, a village on the light bank of the 
Ganges near the Allahabad frontier The inhabitants had been pecuh.irly 
daring, and now too prepared for resistance, but finding themselves attacked 
both by land and water (foi the 47tb had landed to take them in the lear), 
they fled. Still some of the leaders were taken and handed over to the 
Magistiate 

66 This little expedition and the destruction of a band of liver dacoits 
by Ml Walker (Deputy Collector) made the right bank of the rivei safe the 
left bank was a far more difficult subject Here in Peigunnah Bhadoee the 
Kaja of Benares had inheiited from his fatheis large estates, tiom which 
the foimev Bajpoot owners had never been wliolly uprooted ISaily in June 
the head of this clan, Udwunt Singh, assumi d his ancestral title of Baja of 
Bhadoee, and appointed two Dewans* On the strength of this newly regain- 
ed nobility, he collected a body of men of his own tribe, took “ benevolences,” 
plundcied his weaker neighbours, and soon giew stiong enough to close the 
Tiunk Boad I have above related how Mi Cliapman witli some Europeans 
and Lieutenant Palliser’s sowars weie sent to reopen it , and when they were at 
Gopeeguuge, Moonshee Duishun Lall (tlie Agent of the Baja of Benares in 
those parts) delivered up this titular Baja and his Dewan, who had been 
captuied by tlie Moonshee in some quiet, and probably not very creditable, way 
They were of course at once tried by court-inai tial and hanged Their people 
vowed vengeance IJnfoitunately they argued that Mi Moore, Joint Magistrate 
of Mnzapooi, and so official Superintendent of the Baja of Benares’ wide 
domains, must foi this very leason have been the chief cause of the execution , 
and so thev chose him as tlie proper victim of their revenge 

66 On July 4th,‘ he made a raid fiom Gopeegunge and arrested some 
piisoneis, whom he bionght to an indigo facioiy at Palee, the house was soon 

1 
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suriounded by Jooi hyp Singh and alaigebodyof mi’n Mi Mooie and the 
two aianageis of the factory were rnmdeipd in aliempting to escape, and iUr 
Moore’s head earned off to he sold to the widow of Udwunt Singh for the 
Rupees 300 she had piomiscd foi it The bodies, however, were recovered by 
Lieutenant Woolhouse, and some of H M ’s G4th, w ho hui i led out >' oni uopee- 
eunge that night The Magistrate and some ol tlie 4 7ih N I ariived fiom Mir- 
zapoor, and next day attacked the ichels, hut the leil muiderers escaped 
both fiom him and also fiom an expedition ol Euiopcan troops, who went with 
Ml Chapman to seaich them out 

67. Now the distiict was comparnlivelv tranquil, and there nie few 
events to chionicle, indeed the aiiival of tlie liigiliies from Nagodc, of one 
1 undied Euiopian troops fiom the eastwaid, and the leturn oi tiie uui-ketsof 
the 47th N I into stole, aic all that aio thought worthj of mention c\en in 
tlie distiict report 

68 In the meanwhile (i e , between the iGth .Tunc and 2StIi Jul.i) 
nothing of importance had occuiicd at Gharcepooi , two or tliree ullages 
behaved badlv, and one was punished Tin*' one (Cliaura) had on June 21st 
attacked Mr Matthews in Ins lactoiy, and while he Inieli escaped with lifi, 
his property was plundered and destioj’cd hut aftei Mr Bax with a party ol 
Euiopeans and sowars had destroyed the village on .July 7th, e^er\ thing 
settled down to its usual state llevenuo came in as usual, and the chronic 
panic of the Ghazeepoor residents was subsiding, when on July Idtli it was 
repoited that Koour Singli was defying the Magistrate of Anal), and carrying 
on intimate coirespondcnce with the sepoys at Emapooi On July 27th, news 
of the Binapoor mutiny was leceivcd, and e\eiy one at once prepnii d f^oi the 
woist And though the presence of an Euiopean detachment gave a little 
confidence to the officials of the station, their situation was fai from plcasnnf , for 
the 65tli Native Infantry, w'ho had declared their intention of joining the Dina- 
pooi m<n as soon as they should mutiny, weie neaily all of them inhabitants of 
tlie distiict, so that a using among them would be the signal foi rising in the 
distiict, for active hostility to Government, and not mere quarrelling among 
Milages as elsewhere Still they stood in unstable loyalty why, no one knows 
And the news of the relief of An ah (wlnthti Mi Bax had proceeded with 
Majoi Eyre’s lorce), and the flight of Kooui Singli, soon remoicd all giound 
of alarm Here ends for the vear the peaceful chionicle of Ghazeepoor 
The quiet disaimiiig of the 65th Native Infantiv took away the Inst souice of 
anxiety, the intrenchmont of the opium factory piovided a retreat in time 
of need, European detachments stationed theie woie an tflicient guaih , and 
nothing was left to the authorities hut to devote themsehes to their ordinary 
duties, and (afar more important business) the collection ol stoics and carnage 
which were all hurried westward to supply tlic Euiopcan lioops 

69 The mutiny at Sigowlee, which had caused the ciacuation of Azira- 
gurh, caused some alarm at Benares, and the piisoneis weic lemoved into a 
stiong-w ailed enclosure near the College Tlie daugei, liowevei, soon passed 
awav, and gave place to a more tlueatening one , foi the Eiiiapooi mutineers 
were in full muich on Benares Their defeat at Arrah had not, however, at 
all inci eased then confidence , and having uariowly escaped from the foice sent 
to prevent their passing tlie bridge at Nowdiutpoor, they maiched with all 
speed westw ai d, doing what damage they could lutheii hasty' flight Unopposed 
by the cowardly seivants of the Rija of Bonaies, they traveisid the nar- 
row defiles of Ohuckea , and on August lltli pouied down on the fair fields of 
Mirzapoor Here feeling themselves safe from pursuit, they lingered several 
days, the plundeiing and ravaging with W'hicli thev busied themselves made 
their progress very slow, and it was not till August 20th that they drew near 
to Mjizapoor Oa that day, however, about Sfventei*n miles fioin tlie citv, 
they found themselves face to face with some three bundled of Her Mniesty’s 6th, 
who had been sent out against them At the fiisf file, witliout noticin«' that 
then assailants were but a fourth their number, the rebels bioke aud fled”, their 
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loss was not woith mention, and after plundeimg all the villages in a most 
leisurely mannei, they entered the Allahabad distiict on August 25th. 

60 Slight as was the loss of the fiist body of mutineers in their 
attempted advance on the city of Muzapooi, it sufficed to detei all others fiom 
a similar attempt The district, liowever, was less toi unate On August 14lli 
the little party of mutineeis from Jlazareebagh enteied that peigannah which 
lies south of the Soane The passage of the Rahind tiiey efft cted uith the 
aid of the Raja of Singioulee, and aftei doing all tlie injury in their powei 
to the coal mines at Kotah, maiched with a similai intention to those in 
Rewah , but a using of the couutiy people pievented such uanton mischief 
Noi did Koour Singh himsell meet a n.oie hospitable leception in that little 
principality, for when (Septembei 8tli) on his plundeimg maich through 
Muzapooi he mounted tlie Ri wah Gliats, lie was foiced to make a hasty 
retieat, and continuing his maich along the JDeccan load, quitted the con- 
fines of Miizapoor. 

61 I have now reached a point of time when it becomes an easy task 
to close my naiiative, as far as Benares itself is conceined J?rom this date 
theie is nothing to relate Months aftei this date one event occuired, to which 
I shall have occasion to letei , meanwhile there was less to rnaik the flight 
of time even tlian in common yeais Benaies assumed the appearance of a 
vast military stoiehouse, and the chief thought of all wlio dwelt there was 
the numbei of Euiopeans who' each day airived, tlie haste with which they 
were foiwaided, and the best means of collecting at this point the great stores 
of com and coinage so urgently needed by the aimy in the west 

62 Thus my task now centres on the thiee Zillahs of Azimgurh, 
Jounpoor, and Muzapooi This liistoiy of the thud I have already brought 
up to the beginning of September , the history of the second only recom- 
mences fiom that date, and, as the first was le-occupied a few days sooner, 
I will proceed to tell of events in that district from July 28th Then all was 
confusion The old mateiial foi a committee of safety no longer existed, as 
the Nazir and Seiishtadar had gone to Ghaziepoor with oi soon after the 
European Ofidceis The police, save at Nagia and Mohomdabad, left their 
posts, and soon after the huiried advance of tlie Sigowlee mutineeis had 
taken them beyond tlie limits of the district, the Pulwais under Pirtheepal 
Singh came down in great force on the city Here they levied a contiibution 
of Rupees 10,000, and remained fiom the 9th to the 25th August, when the 
airival of the Goruckpoor Officeis with Colonel Wioughton, and the Gooikhas 
near the eastern end of the city, caused the Pulwais to seek safety in flight 
During all this time the thannah and Tehsil business at Nagra and 
Mohomdabad was most creditably conducted by the native oflhcers of those 
places, but then example was not imitated at any other post 

63 The Gooikhas then arrived in Azimgurh in August 26th, and on 
September 3rd, the Judge and Magistiate of Azimgurh joined them with 
Messrs Venables and Legge The southern and eastern parts of the district 
speedily settled down , the northern and ivestern demanded more active 
measuies And indeed though Moozuffur Jehan and liis Rajcoornars remain- 
ed quiet at Mahool, the Pulwais of Atrowlia had no idea of patiently await- 
ing attack Accordingly, aftei hoveling about foi some days, their leader, 
Bainee Madho, announced on Septembei 15th his encampment with a laige 
force at Mundonee, but nine miles from the station, by flung a salute 

64 This insolence vas not long unpunished, for on the 20th, Mr. 
Venables with a large foiee of Gooikhas, under Captain Boileau, sui prised and 
routed the rebtls, killing some three hundred of them, and capturing three 
suns Bainee Mad lio himself took lefuge in his own foit at Atiowlia, but 
hearing a few days latei that tlie Goorkhas were again ad\aucing, fled preci- 
pitately into Oudh, and his stioughold was foi the next two months occupied 
by the native officeis whom he had befoie taken there as prisoneis 
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65 Nor \^ere the Pulwirs the only rebels \\ho made trial Goor- 

Kha power, for Mi Bird, Joint Magistrate, led them out agamst Mahool, on 
Ins uav huint the foits of Shumshabid and Beiainiidpooi (the piopertv of 
Moozutfui Jehan and Biitheepil Singh), and finding M ilinol evacuated, put 
the police in possession , and this second expedition, notninallv at least, 
restored the soveieignty of the Biitislv Government ovu the whole district 


of Azinigurh 

66 Affairs in Jounpooi progressed less rapidly The G nrkhas arrived 
on September 8th, mxt day they weiejoined by M.ssis Ltnd, Jeukinsoii, and 
Tuinei (Mao-istrate and bis Assistants^, and a tew divs later bv Messis Asti 11 
and Oainegy (the Judge and Deputy Collectoi) The first care of course 
w'as the reorganization of the Police force Tne I’hiimiah of Julalpooi alone 
had held out witliout intermission, and that of Keiiakut had been le-estab- 
lished by Bai Hingun Lall imniediatelv on his recent api)ointm« nt as Deputy 
Magis rate of Jounpoor The force of all the other Tlr.mnahs was considerably 
increased, and arranged as seemid most piudont , hut with stiict orders not to 
advance beyond then posts The Thannahdar ot Khutguih saw fit to disobey 
these orders, but was speedily diiven back w'lth some loss 


67 These eff .its to lestore peace and oidei met with consideiahle oppa- 
sition The authority of the Emopi an ofliceis was little more than nominal 
in any part of tire district, but the zemindais of tire north arid west lemarued 
in open rebellion Raja Mobeshnaraiu Singh, Madho Sinirh, and Roostum 
Sail (of Dehiah in Oudh) tendeied thtii submissum, and have ever continued 
doing distinguished service , but tew other of the great Zimindais took any 
notice of Ml Lind’s demand foi their olndit nee and active hi Ip 


68 Seveial days of quiet woi king now ensued, varied only bv the de- 
spatch of a reiufoi cement foi the tbieatened garrison of Azinguih, Imt at 
midnight of September 27th, a stiong force marched on Mohai ukpooi, the 
stiongliold of the rebel Raja Iradut Jehm, the would-be Naib Nazim of 
Jounpeor Noi did they find him uiipiepared His bouse had been strength- 
ened, bis letainers sumtiioned, and he opened the contrst bv firing on the 
advancing ti oops The guns were at once brought to the fiont, and then 
peisuasive eloquence soon induced a sui render liadut Jehan and another 
Chief (Pusabut Jehan) weie taken, tiied by couit-manial, and hanged. 


69 Next day about half the foice was sent to Adumpooi to destroy a 
little fort, the home of Hmur Singh Poi innately tins individual (who 
shortly after Mi Lind’s arrival was repoited to be piepaimg a combined 
attack on Jounpoor itself) had just retained to send off his valuables to a safe 
place, and in the fight which now ensued he was killed with some fiftv of his 
men Two of the chief rebels of this district had just been cut off, and the 
others who had assembled in the neigbbouiliood escaped a battle by flight 

70 Though Mulik Mehndee Buksh had driven in the Pohee of Kutgurh, 
tbe Magistrate had piomised to paidon 1 im on his sunendei , but as he had 
not seen fit to accept these teims, on Octobei 2nd his property was confiscated 
The Magistrate did not loiter at Munihui, but leaving a small paity ot 
Roostum Sail’s ievy in charge, at once returm d to camp, but liearing that 
an attack on the little gairison was being phnned, he hastened back with a 
reinforcement Tbe lepoit was false , he again letuined to camp, and on 
October 6th, the whole force moved back to Jounpooi 

71 A few days after these events, Colonel Wioughtoii was ordeied to 

proceed with the larger part of the loice to aid in attacking some rebels in 
the Allahabad district, hut be bad scarce left the station, wdien news so alaini- 
ing arrived that Ml Lind urged him to leturn Heat once complied, and 
on October 16 tb again the force maiclied towaid thi Oudii tiontiei Some 
lebels of little note had been attacking the fiontiei police stations, and the 
countiy was wholly disorganized , but the most tbieatentng news wis that tire 
N rzim, Mehdee Hussun, had collected some o,000 men near bultaniiooi and 
was meditating an attack on Jounpoor ^ ’ 
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72. Encamping at Singra Mow on October 19th, the army was met by 
the intelligence that Hussun Yar, the Cluiekladar, iiad invaded the distiict 
vitli some 1,500 men (of whom 600 weie new hvies and the rest matchlock- 
Inen), and was then encanipt d some four miles off it Koodhooa, in the hope 
of coeicing Deuan Runj^et Singh of that place Oideis weie at once given 
foi an’ attack , but Rundlieer Singh of Singia Mow bid assembled a laige force 
in the real, with vt ry questionable intentions He was seized aftei a good 
deal of trouble, but a laige bodv of his followers continued hovenng on the 
left flank Tlie foice advanced cautiously thiough tlie Ingli crops, but tlie 
eni my liad not expected to be attack d so speedily, and had only cornmenced 
lus picpaiations foi defence on hearing of the advance fiom Singia Mow He 
theiefore offeied little seiious lesistauce, was muted uith gieat slaughtei, and 
aftei a fliglit so pncipitate iliat even the foit of Chanda was left empty, joined 
Mehdie Hussun in his camp at Hussunpoor. 

73 On the tnaich to Singra Mow manv sepoys going on leave bad 
been sien, and among the slain at Koodiiona weie some of these veiy men 
Of tlieir willingness to co-opei ite with the rebels then there could be no doubt , 
and as it was uell known that tlie lebel Nazim was doing his utmost to rally 
bis foices. Ml Lind consideied it necessiiy to hasten in pei son the advance 
of Colonel Longden’s foice fiorn Jounpooi Scarcely liad Mr Lind left the 
camp when news aiiived that the lebels were collecling in great ioice beyond 
Chanda, then vanguaid liolding thatfoit Euiilni delay was deemed un- 
advisable , and eaily on the rnoining of tlie 30lb, 1,100 Gooikhas and two guns 
moved out against them A maich of eleven tnih s bi ought tliem to Koeripooi, 
only a mile oi so fiotn the enemv , but the frequent topes and higli ram 
ciops coveied his fiont so completely, that tlie attack was planned solely on 
native repoits of his position. These pioved most accurite, a lieavy artilleiy 
file of half an lioui was followed by a cliaige of tlie Gooikhas, tlie enemy’s 
guns weie t.iken, and tlie battle was won Then only was it apparent how 
great the odds bad been , foi tlie Gooikhas, accustomed to an entiiely different 
style of fighting, had met an enemy foui timi s tlieir number coveied with 
heaviei and mme numemus amlleiy in the liands of tiamed gunners Yet 
the victoiy wms not deaily pui chased , the enemv liad suffeied heavily, bad lost 
then cliiet leadeis and tluii guns, twelve men killed, and filty-niue woundid, 
was all the price the victors had to pay 

7l This period at Miizapoor had been less eventful Lieutenant 
Buckley, who bad evacuated Gopeegunge when the Diuapoor mutineeisenteied 
the distiict, retui ned attei a single niglit’s absence, and eaily in Septem- 
ber, wdu n Kooui Sing w'as maiclung down the Deccan road, the paits of 
Allahabad and Miizipooi, on the lelt bank of the Ganges, weie entiusted to 
Ml Mayne, late Magistiate ot Banda This appointment, though unpiece- 
dented, was rendered necessaiy by the position ot affiiis, tlie eneigy of Mi 
Elliott, an unpassed civilian, who had been posted at Gnpeegunge, and indeed 
was not lemoved, could ill make up foi his w'ant ot experience, and the over- 
ta'^ked Magistiaies ot Allahabad and Muzapooi were thus i»^lieved tiorn a pait 
of their chaige, which was veiy tioublesome tiom the nstlessness of its inha- 
bitants, and veiy impoitant fiom being tiaveised thiough its whole lengili by 
the Gieat Trunk Road 

75 The Dinapoor mutineers, after leaving Miizapoor, threatened Nagode 
On then nearer approach. Major Hampton (on Sqitemhei loth) destioved the 
mngizine, and sent the ladies away Next dav the regiment (50ili Native 
Inlantiy) mutinied, but without violence, and 210 of the men accomiianied 
then olbceis to Rewah The position of the tuiritives at this place was ciiiical 
tlueatened on all sides bv poweiful enemies, theie was no place to wdnch they 
could look tor help Happily none of the lebel foice advanced , a small party 
of volunteers fiom Miizipooi esemted the fugitives to that station in safety , 
a stiong reinforcement of Madiassecs ai lived , and w-hen on bepiembei 28th 
the lemnant of the 50th Native Infantiv leaclied Muzapooi, they weie at 
once teriied over to the northern bank, disarmed, and sent on leave

Some slight movements of the Midrasse.s oveiawid the restless spiuts ot 
Rewah , and on Ootobei 27tli, the M idias tio .ps weie retailed Still compa- 
ratively peaceful was tiie state of affaiis, it was ihonght moie piud. nt to send 
the guiia and sioies of the iiitienchment to tlie complete sicuiity ol Oliunar 

77 But little space is now lequired in oidei to bung up the histoiy of 
events in tlic distiict ot Azunguih to the end ol 1S5S 


78 Tlie newlv-iecovi led autliouty ovei the whole of Azimguih (of 
whicli I told abovi) was ludclv tlneatdied bv poweilul enemies on two sides 
Ml Pollock (Mien Officiating as Magistiate) m.ule piivate ovtrtures to the 
one party (the Pulwais), and, wliiletliey weie hesitaiing m sui prise, hurned 
to meet the otlin The 1 ittei (tlie Goruckponr n bcls) It id collected in gieat 
foice at Buihei, and was piepaung a discent on Azimguih, but when a 
vigoious cannonade fioin gun undei Mi Ross, CS, diove the enemy fiom 
lus stiong position on the noithein bank, a paity ciossed and cut out the 
flotilla there coll, cted foi tlie passage ol the (Jogra. The bioad iivei was a 
better lamp.iit loi lus distiict than any engimei could build, so having 
cliaiged ihe leading Zemindais witli the pioteclion of Doliiee GIiAt, Mr, 
Pollock relumed well satisfied to Azimguih 

79 Heie learning that the hesiiauon of the Pulwars was chiefly caused 
by a doubt of tlieii leception, lie detei mined on a tom tluough then counlrv 
Thus, rnaichmg w itli a (nice sufficient to ciush any attempt at resistance, he

to Jounpooi, and Azimguih was quiet foi iheieai Even the alaimcmsed 
bv the tlueateniiig atuiude of the lebels in tlie end of November did not 
cause the liontiei p dice to quit their posts, thougli the civil officers wire m 
readiness to leave the distnct, and the Icaja of Gopalapoor was quite able 
to defend the maiches ot Oudh till the anival of Colonel Longden with lus 
little ai my in tlie last d lys ol December, took away all feai ot attack from

81 Once more the scene changes to Jounpoor After the battle of 
Chanda (of which 1 told before) tlie loice at Sinti^id Jfow was amused with 
repoiied dissension among the lebels The only appaient effect of ibis dis- 
seiision was to cause them to assemble again mme lapidly Umistum Sah 
was compelled to join the lebel knee, but all the elFoits ol tlie llaipool Chiefs 
could not stir the cowaidly uatuie ol the Nazim to a speedy attack 

82 On November 22nd Colonel Longden returned from destroying 
Atrowlia, and tlie w liole army niaiched out to Singva Mow Heie all sons of 
lurnou.s reached ibem , an official fiom ITldcmow was in the lebels’ camp , 
an attack was to be made m fmee at night, an attack was to he made in two 
CO umns by day, Moozufifur Jeban, Mulhk Mehndee Buksh, and ev.iy other 
rebd of note w as lending bis aid to the Nazim At all events the lebei army 
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(whicli had increased fiom 10,000 on November 23nd to 16,000 on November 
28tli) now began to advance cautiouslv , and tlie English array, after the 
question liad been fullv debated in a Council of Wai, letired on Jounpoor 
The budrnaslies at once flocked together the iiontiei police weie diiven in, 
the Rajpoot levies weie ahl>^ to do but little against dacoits, wliose leadeiswere 
in the seivice ot the chief rebels Still Pundit Kislieu Farain did good 
SCI vice in the north in checking the piogiess of the enemv, till on December 
24th Muekdoom Buksh (Agent ot Ii idut Jehan) attacked him vvith a laige 
loice at Tiglna The tuasuie and the recoids bad pi eviously been removed 
tiom the Ti hsildaree , and tlie Pundit, aftei insisting bravely for some days, 
was obliged to lelreat by night to Jounpooi 

83 On Januaiy 4th news was brought that part of a large body of 
rebels, who had collected neai the fiontier of Oudh, weie thieatemng the 
newly re-i s^ablished thannah of Badlapoor, evei a favouiite point of attack 
with the lebels of Oudh as being the fuiihest outpost of the English powei 
As Geneial Eianks was now' planning a simultaneous advance fiom three 
points into Oudh, no aid was to be got fiom bun , but the rebels weie tho- 
lougbly kept in check by R.ija Moheshnaiain and his levies, and no fuiflier 
occasion foi miUtaiv suppoit occuiied till alter Geneial Eunks’ flnal depaiture 
from the Jounpooi distiict on Eebruaiy 19ih. 

84 A few da vs befoie this last date an event occuried in Benaies, which 
requiies a biiet lecoid in this lepoit Twentv-six sepoys, under sentence of 
tianspoi taiion for life, w'ere confined in tlie B-naies Jail, and undei the pres- 
suie of ciicuinstances w’eie employed in giinding com On Eebiuaiy 8th, 
two of them having taken tlie giound coin to the stoiehouse, seized one a 
swoi d, the other a latee, w Inch had been lying tbeie tor many veais. Thus 
aimed, they in iiched past the sentm s into the outei com t , but having cut 
down the Jemadar, who tiled to seize them, lan back to their comiades The 
w'hole twenty-MK now luslied out with time othei piisoneis, and made their 
escape Tlie Europeans and sowais were now summoned, and seaich and 
puibuit was earned on so vigoiouslv and successlully that all the sepojs and 
one of the othei run-awavs weie captuied and shot, oi hanged, the same night 
or the next moining Apathetic and cowai dly as natives in general aie, yet 
in this instance, the Jail Guard ofBmaies showed these noble qualities so 
eminently, that it is h.iid not to suspect on their part that fellow-feeling for 
the criiuinals which is said to make us wondious kind 

85 Tlie little band of rebels, who liad fiom time to time been tiaversmg 
the Miizapoor distiict, met neithei lesistance noi aid from the people The 
supplies w Inch weie necessaiy for then suppoi t, tlie valuables which excited 
then cupidity, the lioises which could facilitate their maich, they evei took 
without SCI uple , but they weie guilty of no wanton destiuction of piivate 
propel ty, though all Government piopeity and schools were fan game 

86 On Decembei 16tli, a Thannadai and Jemadar w’eie murdered at 
Marwai, a village on the bordeis of Rewali. Tliough he seems to have pro- 
voked Ills fate. It was necessary to make on example ot the ciiminals The 
niuideieis themselves had escaped into Rewab, but a beavy flne was levied on 
the village betoie the Magistrate left it to pioceed to Bijeygurh 

87 The condition of this peigunnah requnes a brief retiospect The 
Raja ot Bijeyguib, Chiet of a family ot Chandel Rajpoots long seated lu 
that distiict, died, leaving a R.inee and a daughter . The latter was betroth- 
ed to a biothei ot the Raja ot Kuntit , and when in October 1857, a poition 
ot the prop ity had been tiansfeiied to this child, the maiiiage w as com- 
pleted Luchinun Sing, the nearest male hen of the deceased Raja, who 
had unsuccessfully contested, flist the succession to the Raj, and then the 
division of the piopeity, looked with no favour on the interference of his new 
lelative in the peigunnah Accordingly he called to his aid some mutineers 
iioin Shahabad, pioclaiined himself Raja, and began collecting revenue , the 
Tehsildai, going to summon him to Miizapoor, was obliged to fly toi his 
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life, but Mbon thp Magistrate approacbcd.lliomutinperswitli ahoutaliun- 
dredotlieisietiieJtoajunglpnear llohtasguih At dawn on ^ 

altei a long nigl.t maicli, Mi Tucker aitackcd them in tUuir r. treat v itl 
oompletp success , si'vcial weie killed, spvcial more cuptuied and hanged at 
llenaies, considoiahle booty recovcicd, and the lemaiudcr of the imitinters 
diiven acioss the Soane 

88 Their Chandd leaders, howevei, Ind escaped into Ilennti, and ngam 
uuh the help of a llaj i of their own caste, made in inclusion into the 
tiiiitoivof tin 11 snccesslul iival Ag<iin, ^li TucKei eanUMiUt .igainst them, 
rind having diivtn tl\ein back into llewah inovntl to Gviluuu llit' fori of the 
II.IJ I of Suigi ow h e This noble was at this lime at his Ikwah leMdence, 
w'luther he suffeied no messenger to come, and his piofesMons of loyaltj were 
rathei hehed by the itpoits constantly u-cetved of the wmliUe piepiritions in 
which lie was engaged, of tlie foi tiQcatious of his house, and of his inleicuuiso 
AYith the lebtls ol Teigunnah llijij guilt 


89 So leaving the foil of Bijeyguih in the chaigo of the sonants of 
the llcja of Benaies, Mi Tiickei Vetmned to Mii/apoor to quit it again 
aitei no long inteival for a Connnissionership in Oudh Mi Maine ilso left 
to usunip his chaigo at Banda, so that the district was li«ft in its foimer

90 My task diaws to a close Of Gornckpnor I have snd nothing, its 
histoiv employs tlie able hand of its own Commissioner Tlu' events in this 
division up to the final icstoiation ol peace mav emplov some other p‘’n 
aftei no long peiiod 1 would hope uieaiiwliilu I have tdu as buifty as might 
he of the eaih davs of tlie muttnv , and I have cairied on iin tale, for 
Benaies and Mnzapoor to the middle of the present \ ear, for the peace of 
these dtstiicts seems tor the piesont ostahlished I have told of Jtmn]>onr up 
to the times w'hen its gieat gauison m uched out to oilier fields and other lie* 
tones, leaving it (not iniieed at peace but) untioubled by foes horn without 
But of Azungurli and Ghazeepoor what is theie not left to tell? Al«the end 
of 1857, thev weie resting in full assuiance of peace to he awakened suddenly 
to an anaiciiy moie lasting and inoie tiding than in the gloomy months which 
liad pissed away — an aiiaichj winch seems no ucaioi an end than it did 
when it had just begun

SuPPtEVIENT TO Tin, NAllUVTIVn OP EVENTS, &C , IN Till BrNAHES DIVISION 

In commencing (willingly enough) a supplement to the nairative I Inve 
already prepared, I must uniiik that my task, thougli .ipp uentlv' of much 
h-ss magnitude, is leally no hss kaborious Before I had fuuuslied to mo 
Jj m each dismct a sipauite nauative, carelully airanged, compihd fiom the 
best aiulmpities, and illustiated by any subs.qiunt iiifoimation the passing 
m-nths lind bionght to light, now 1 have m.reh disjointed wooklv noiicis, 
tiidigesicd and uncoiiectid Noi is u the least ot ain difficulties that I 
must piepare this p .pei m a space of time baielv sufficing foi a caietul peiusM 
ol the lepoits 1 have to condense Little pretensions as my foimei nauative 
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had to any grace of style, the present one will have even less , and I shall 
have done my work well if the leader do not find any important event 
misstated or omitted. Nor can I leave unnoticed the fact (and it adds much 
to the difficulties under which I laboui) that more than one important paper 
is alluded to (in the notes I have at hand) as submitted in original to Govern- 
ment, and not leturned. 

But to pioceed To the histoiy of Mnzapoor and Benares, I have no 
moie to add A few lines in then pioper place will tell all theie is left to 
tell of the history of Jounpoor, and my woik is mainly confined to the 
unsatisfactory annals of Azimgurh and Gbazeepoor, — annals uhich tell lather 
of a flame dying out, than of a flame extinguished 

The beginning of the year, then found Mr Breieton, Magistrate of 
Gbazeepoor, in Jung Bahadoor’s camp, threatening the rebel force in Goruck- 
poor. The speedy flight of the Nazim fiom that station, and the consequent 
abandonment by the lebels of several posts they had hitherto held, relieved 
Azimguih lor the moment of any pressure from that quartei , but before the 
end of the month the steps taken to facilitate the advance of our foices into 
Oudh, and the steps taken by the rebels to oppose this advance, had had the 
singular effect of leaving the marches of Azimguih thieatened by strong 
bodies of rebels, and unprotected by any Bntisli force In the face of this more 
pressing danger, the descent of the vassals of Ooddraise Singh and Mozuffer 
Jeban on their old lands excited no attention Sunday brought a rumour that 
Mehndee Hussun, the nould-be Nazim of Jounpoor, would gather in Azim- 
guih the laurel he had not dared to seek at home On Tuesday it was 
Mahummud Hussun would try whether the open field weie more favouiable 
to his genius than the earthworks ot Goruckpooi Wednesday again came 
news that Mfin Sing was coming down to sweep Azimgurh into the Ganges. 
On Friday Min Sing had preferred the less daring task of defending the 
passage of the Gogra against the Gooi kbits from the east and Sunday 
at lost dawned with the soothing neus that, though in very tiutli Min Sing 
had come to Fyzahad, it was not to oppose om Nepalese allies, but to find 
(if it might be) among their ranks one who would plead to the British Govern- 
ment that the English folk he had saved in the early days of the mutiny 
woie a fail set-off against the many noble hearts which through his treachery 
had found a grave in Oudh But aided by the fiist steamer that ever plied 
on the waters of the Gogra, the army crossed safely, and foi the time we hear 
no more that Azimguih is threatened A month later, the authorities of that 
district, instead of being threatened from the fioniier, are beleaguered in 
their own jail. 

Kooer Sing, flying from Lucknow, entered the northern part of Azimgurh. 
Colonel Milmaii, moving out to oppose him, drove his advanced guard out 
of Atiowlia, and earned on the puisuit up to the main body But he 
subsequently fell back, abandoning both baggage and stores, on Azimgurh. 
Mr. Davies urged Colonel Dames, but without success, to defend the passage 
of the town, a plan the adoption of which had caused the Pulwars so severe 
a loss in J uly, and the value of ivhich he himself found when after many 
delays on Saturday, March 27tli, he attempted a soilie, and had to retire, 
leaving one of the best officers of his Corps behind him on the field. 

Tlie reliefs thrown in from Gbazeepoor warned the sepoys of the advan- 
tage they were letting slip in not destroying the budge over the Tonse The 
Madras Rifles hindered tins work one day, and the next Lord Mark Kerr 
forced his way into the intrench ments, inflicting on the lebels a chastisement 
so severe that they suffeied Colonel Cumberlege to bring in a convoy without 
opposition, though they had made great preparations to prevent his advance 

The siege of Azimgurh was now at an end On April 16th, Sir E 
Lugaid ai lived to its relief. After a brief resistance at the bridge, the enemy 
fled hastily along the Burhul road They were closely followed up, and in this 
pursuit Ml. Venables received the wound which cost him his life. Down the 

n 
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rielit bank of the Gogra vtd Byreeali to the Ganges, the fliglit and parsuit 
continued with unabated spuit At Ameer Klias on the Gogra, Bngadicr 
Douglas chastised the rear guard severely, captuung much carnage But the 
main body far out-marched the British force, and Colonel Cumbcrlcge s slow 
advance, the boats supplied by the loyal zemindars of Shahabad, and llie 
shallowness of the watei, made the Ganges but a slight ohst^lc to their Bight 
Indeed, they would have effected the passage without any suffering, but for the 
timely presence of the Megna gun-boat, whose well directed guns caused no 
small loss among the fugitives, and above all inflicted on Koour Singh that 
wound which speedily ridded us of the only focman worthy of om steel, and 
deprived the enemy of the only leader who has displayed throughout the 
rebellion either skill or courage. 


The sepoys were safe an ay in the jungles of Jugdespoor But they had 
left a wide wake behind Eastern Ghazeepooi nas up Ear fiom tlie Suddor 
station, unpierced byroads, bounded by two great nvcis, by crossing either 
of which the fugitives would ho in another province, and under another law, 
that distiiet seemed marked out for an Aisatm. But a few years back at one 
time twenty proclaimed offenders weio living openly in a single Milage. 
Eiom another, did any evil chance lead thither any servant of Goicrnnient, 
he thought himself happy to escape n ith a broken head Did fickle fate at 
length give up any inhabitant of a thud to the strong grasp of tlio law, he miglit 
with perfect truth write m the fiist line of his defence that nvoi dacoity was 
the trade whereby ho eained his daily bread. Why such a countiy had not 
risen before, is one of the most peiplcxing and not least interesting problems 
the mutiny has left us to solve Theie, too, were the homes of many 
sepoys who had fled hack to their hearths nith halteis round their necks. 
Theso men served as rallying points and leaders to their neighbours and 
clansmen Still the gatheimg at Jugdespooi for tho time iclieved Ghazee- 
poor, and the lehellion was a*passive rather than an actiie one. In the 
middle of May, Mr. Prohyn succeeded in pcisuading Colonel CurabcrlogD to 
advance on the village of Buriagaon without waiting for a siege tram It was 
found empty, and tho victoiious General, having destroyed tho houses of those 
who had been chiefs in tho revolt, marched hack to Ghazeepoor 

Azimgurh, meanwhile, continued much disturbed. Seilously tlireatened, 
as it was time after time, from Tauda , conterminous to a very laigo extent with 
Goruckpoor, which contained more rebels than faithful subjects, traversed 
night after night by larger oi smaller pai ties of sepoys flying from Oudh to 
their new rallying point m Shahabad, that the distiict should icmiun peace- 
ful or in good order, was not to be expected Twice did Purgun Sing suc- 
cessfully attack the Tbannab of Mahaiajgungo, and it was only after a long 
and hard fight that he letiied from the Tehsildareo of Koelsn But matters 
were still worse when the sepoys, driven from their refuge at Jugdeespoor, were 
flying back to tbeir old haunts in Oudh A fourth plundeung of Mahara]- 
gungp, a third attack on the Tehsildareo of Koelsa, and the murder of 
the Thannadar of Bhurowlie, are hardly events we sliould expect to see 
recoided as having happened in so cential a distiict twelve months after the 
mutiny broke out, and four months aftei the gicat focus of disaffection had 
fallen again into our hands 

Ghazeepoor faired much worse Azimguih was but a district to fly 
through, Ghazeepoor a district to plunder Every building south of the 
Ganges, which belonged either to Goveinmeut or to any European, was plun- 
dered and burnt, every person who had served either was toitured and mur- 
dered Then they crossed to the northern bank, and the Tehsildaree of 
Sydpoor on the Benares road was soon the only post unabandoned and undes- 
troyed Colonel Cumberlege and Ins force were unable to offer any effectual 
check A threatened attack on Sydpoor m the end of June was pievented by 
a force sent from Benares, and the lebels driven northward Still little was 
gained by a momentary dispersal of the mutineers The sepoys themselves 
were residents of the district, wbererei they went they foand foUoweis leady 
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to tlieir hand, who disappeared again the moment their leaders moved away. 
The cruelties inflicted on the police who fell into the hands of the rebels had 
thoroughly cowed a body nevei over biave In shoit, no language can describe 
too strongly the utter disorganization of the whole district at the end of June. 

Eaily in July Mr Bax, the Magistiate, marched out to Bulliah The 
rebels had broken down a bridge on the load, hut did not venture to contest 
the advance Bulliah too was found empty, and Mr Piobyn was left there 
w'lth a gariison of Sikhs, soon dividing his troops he maiched towards the 
confluence of the Ganges and Qogra The lebels, coming down in gieat force, 
besieged the little paity at Bhyieeah , but finding themselves no nearer success 
after a siege of several days had maiched off to surprise Bulliah, when Brigadier 
Douglas’ advance raised the siege and diove the rebels northward And as 
Majoi Havelock’s rapid advance drove the rebels for a time out of the zillah, 
the Cis-Gangetic peigunnahs giadually settled down, but on the southern bank 
the Tehsildaree of Zamaniah was the only post left in oui hands Meanwhile 
(le, up to August 14ith) Azimgurh was tolerably tianquil Puigun Sing 
still kept hoveling about the northern portion frontier, and when the Sikhs 
marched from Nugra to raise the siege of Bhyieeah, the Tehsildaiee of Koelsa 
was again abandoned. A week later, a party of rebels marched to Nugia, and 
threatened the peace of Gliazeepoor Binding themselves powerless, they 
doubled back to Ghosee, and fled into Goruckpoor (the only path left open to 
them) 3ust as the remnants of Sidha Sing’s party managed to escape observa- 
tion and fly into Shahabad 

Henceforth the history of Azimguih is perfectly eventless The northern 
frontier, constantly threatened, was never actually crossed, and the advance of 
Colonel Kelly, in the middle of Octobei, lelieved it even from the apprehension 
of danger. Noi is the history of Ghazeepoor much more inteiesting Bulliah 
still unsettled, the Tians-Gangetic pergunnahs still in revolt, the steamer 
Benares doing good service, is the sum of every weekly report up to the 
middle of October, but before the end of the months, a strong party was 
posted at Burragaon, and the enemy diiven from Ghazeepoor. 

The Jounpoor supplement is brief and simple enough Some large par- 
ties of rebels (under Gholam Hossein and Mehndee Hossein), who collected 
in the northern and western paits of the district after the fall of Lucknow, 
were attacked and dispersed by Sir E Lugard A raid made by Joorhye 
Sing in May on the Muchleeshuhur and Miizapoor districts, was defeated 
by combined movements made against him from all sides, the people of Much- 
leeshuhur themselves defending their houses till he fled There is no more 
to tell The bands of robbers collected by Diigpal Sing, near Badshapoor, 
are not worthy of the name of rebels, and that leader himself, like Sungram 
Sing, his Murreeahoo brother in arms, though terrible enough to the unresisting 
peasantry, and troublesome enough from perpetually re-appearing, evinced no 
wish to face even a Thannadar. 


At last my work is done. The brief time allowed me permits no cor- 
rections or improvements the paper must go forth as it sprang first from the 
pen Had I had more time, my tale, though not more polished, had surely 
been more terse.

1 HAVE tliB lionoi to foiB'ard tlio Karrativo of tliG Outljreak of Disturb- 
ances m this distiict as called for in youi Ciicular No 212 

2 It has been compiled from an official Nairative or rather Journal by 
the former Magistrate, Ml. Paterson, kept up to the 30th June 1857, fiom a 
memorandum of events extending ovei the same period drawn up at the time 
by Mr. Wynyard, the Judge, and from a history of events subsequent to the 
above date, fuinislied by the present Officiating Collector, Mi Bird, and from 
what my personal knowledge has enabled me to add. Tliese authorities have 
been much abridged by me, for many circumstances which had importance 
at the time possess too little interest now to deserve to be placed on record 

3 The Chief European Civil and Military authorities at Goruckpoor, 
when the mutinies began at Meerut and Delhi weie 

Mr TP TVynyard, Judge 

Mr. TP Paterson, Magistrate 

Ml E Bud, Joint-Magistrate 

Captain Steel, Commanding detachment 17 th Native Infantry Tiie troops 
consisted of 2-j Companies I7tli Native Infantiy, 1^ Besalas 12th 
Irregular Cavalry 

4 Mr TPynyard early assumed the powers of a Commissioner, that the 
Magistrate might be enabled to act witb promptitude, and this pioceedmg on 
Ills part was approved by the Commissionei Mr Tuclcci 

6 It appears that up to the 25th May the distiict remained tranquil, 
and the only cause of anxle^y arose fiom the conduct of the I7tli N I at 
Aziragurh, of which coips many men had lefused to take the old caitiidge 
Tlie authoiities of this station being desirous of getting iid of as many of the 
sepoys as possible, decided on sending off the surplus treasure (lliat uas 
all eady under orders for lemittance) with an escort of 125 men of the 17th 
Native Infantry to Aziraguih. It left on the 29th and reached safely. 

6 By the end of the month several precautionary measures had been 
taken The Jail guard and distiict police were strengthened, and the Govein- 
ment proclamations on the mutinies were widely distributed 

7 At this time the ill-affected and tuihulent began to commit acts of 
violence The zemindars of the notorious village of Pynah plundered boats 
on the Gogra, and the Nmhurpore Raja’s followeis drove the police from the 
Burhul Ghat station, and liberated a gang of fifty piisoneis woikin" there. 
They also took possession of the feiry, and stopped the Azimgurh post ° 

8 On the 6th ai lived the news of the head-quarteis 17th Native Infantry 
having mutinied at Azimgmh, seized the treasure, and burnt the station Tlie 
Civil and Military authoiities immediately assembled and harangued the tioops 
at tins station Those who wished it weie offered tlieir dischaige, but all re- 
fused, and expressed their readiness to die for the Goveinment. 

9 Erom tins date to the 16th all communication ceased with Benares 
and the North- Western Piovinces 

10 On the 7th the convicts made a despeiate effort to break out of 

Jail, but were lepulsed by a volley fiom the Jail guard, which diopped twenty 
of them ^ 

11, On the 8th a decided attempt was made by the infantry to seize 
the treasuie. The Soobadar of the treasury guaid, on pietence of being 
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afraid of the zemindaree levies, called out for the protection of the station, sent, 
without intimation, to Captain Steel, to the lines, for a leinforcement. The 
sepoys got under arms, then drums beating the advance, when Mi Wynyard, 
who had been forewarned, ariived on the scene witli the Irregular Cavalry, 
whose film attitude oveiawed the sepoys, and made them abandon their 
design 

12 On the 9th a cunningly devised scheme was frustrated The Soo- 
badai of the treasury guaid denounced a Mohurir of the Judge’s Court as 
having proposed to him to release the prisoneis But the authorities saw 
this was a device to enable the Mohuiir to get access to the prisoners and 
arrange another outbreak, which, aided by the sepoys, should he more success- 
ful than the last. He reckoned on being sent to Jail, and as certainly on a 
speedy release; but he was disappointed, for he was confined in a sepaiate 
building The authoiities, however, did not feel strong enough, then to dis- 
pose of him as he deserved I have never doubted the denunciation of spies, 
which, with the sepoys in Oudh, mvaiiahly preceded breaking out mto 
mutiny, was a device to throw dust in oui eyes, which too often succeeded 

13 On the 10th six European ofl3.ceis, who had escaped from Eyzabad, 
were inhumanly murdered by the Mahomedan population of Mahooa Dabei, 
a village in the Nuggur pergunnah the village was subsequently burnt to 
the ground by Mr Peppe, Deputy Magistrate, and a party of the 13th Irregu- 
lar Cavalry , at the same time Colonel Lennox and family, fugitives from the 
same place, were sheltered, and probably saved from destruction, by Mahomed 
Hussun, the same who afterwards set himself up as ruler of this district Two 
patrols near Amoiha were also saved by Mirza All Hussun, who has since 
gone into open rebellion against us. 

14s A small detachment of the 17 tb Native Infantry at Bustee plun- 
deied the opium treasury there, and went off without injuring the European 
residents 

15 About this time it was in contemplation to send Mr. Bird, Joint- 
Magistrate, to lecover Azimghur, which was represented to be perfectly free 
from disturbances, and the population anxious for the return of the British 
ofS-ceis, but the plan was dropped, owing to increasing disorder in this district. 

16. On the 19th Captain Boileau and four other officers, who had 
escaped from Gonda and Secroia, in Oudh, and passed a few days at Bansee, 
arrived at Goruckpoor, and next day proceeded to Ghazeepoor with the ladies 
of this station, under an escort of sowars and matchlockmen furnished by 
the Bansee Baja 

17. About this time martial law was proclaimed throughout the dis- 
trict, and several European gentlemen engaged in commerce were made 
Deputy Magistrates . two police battalions of 360 men each were ordered to be 
raised On the 30th, 200 Gooikhas from Palpa, in the Nipal Terai, aiiived 
at the station 

18 The northern and western pergunnahs were at this time utterly 
disorganised The Gyoutum Bajpoots, under the instigation, and some times 
under the personal command of the Baja of Nuggui, everywhere rose and 
dispossessed the present proprietors of all the lands tradition assigned to their 
race Most of the Amoiha zemindars openly defied the Goveinment officials, 
and proclaimed that our rule had given place to the “Nawabee,” while the 
Bajpoots of Pynah and the neighbouring villages, by their piiacies, closed the 
navigation of the Gogra At the same time it was known that fiequent 
meetings were being held by the Bajas of Nuihurpoie, Nuggur, Suttassee, 
and the Baboos of Pandepar and others, in which it had been decided to 
obtain assistance from Oudh. 

19 On the 26th news reached of the murder of Major Holmes, by men 
of his regiment at Segowlee, and feaiful of the effect this might have on the 
men of that coips here. Colonel Wioughton, who was within three marches of

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the station with sit legiraents of Gooildias, as leqiKstcd to send one regi- 
ment on by foiced maich, which lie did at once 

20 On the 29ih he enteied tlie station with the lemamina: legiments, 
and it was at once decided to disaini the lemnnnt ot the 37th Natne Infantn, 
nhich was quietly effected on the 1st August The semen Ilcssa dai ol tlic 
12th Iiiegulais, Mahomed Bus, who had aceoinpamed C iptam M ionglil>)u 
iiom Segowlee, undeitook, with the men on whom he could leiy, inostlv 1 un- 
jabi Mussujmen, to disaiin the suspicted poition ol his ooips dipiccatirg 
the intGifciGDCG of tho Gooilclwis Ug wqs allowed to hj\o lufa \t u* *uul but 
foi an unfoieseen accident w'ould have succeeded I’litJ men imle offoii then 
1)01 ses, but weie jmrsued by the lojal poitiou undei the lliSbaldai and Ad]u- 
tant, who killed eight, besides wounding raoie, tlie heal v )unglc that lies 
close to the station alone saved the mutineeis fiom seven i loss The conduct 
of the Ikessaldai was beyond all piaise 

21 Tlie tioops flora Segowlei, aftci muidenng Majoi 3Iolmis, raaiclied 
by Seleimpooi, wheie they plundoied and burnt tlie iiouse of tlie Opiu n Agent, 
and attempted to cairy off the tieasuie, but weie pieicnttd bv the guild ot 
fouiteen men ot the 17th Native lufautij, wlio bi ought it into tlie station 

22 Notwithstanding the aiiival of tlie Gooiklu lioops, disorder spiead 
lapidly tbiough the distuet On the lOfh the Tehseel ot Khulcelabad w is 
plundeied by lebels ot tins distnct, issisted by a paity fiom Oudli, and on the 
same day the Baboo of Bukia espclled the police fiom that tlianna, a crime 
which he has since espiated on the gallows The Tcdisii of Oaptaingunge 
similarly fell on the 12th into the hands of tho lebi'ls, among whom, 
Mahomed Hussun, made his appeal ance foi the fiist time On this occasion 
foity troopers ot the 12th Iiiegulai Cavaliy, w ho bad been sent foi the pio- 
tection of the Tehsil, went ovei to the lebcls 

23 The Gooilclia officeis woic most aveiso to detaching anj portion oi 
then tioops into tho inteuoi ot the distuct, and pleaded the necessity foi 
giving tliem lepose aftei then long and haiassing maicli, geneially ancle deep 
in mud aud watei fiora Segowlee And in ti utli then suffeiings liad been gieat 
Cholera, of which 160 died, baling accompanied tlicn camp tlie wliolewaj, and 
gieat numbers besides being prostiated with fevci The Oommandei' pub. 
licly stated that his foice was induced to the strength of fom effective 
regiments 

24j The insurgents in the distuct and fiom Oudli wcie well awaie of 
tins state of things, and tlieiefoio the pieseuce of so consuleiable a body of 
tioops at the Suddei station failed to check them at all Besides they stood 
in no great awm of the Gooiklias 

25 The reasons that led tlie civil authoiities to decide on evacuating- 
the distuct have been given at length It will be sufficient to say that they 
declined to remain with less than foui icgiments, and tlie instiuctions of tho 
officei in political chaige of these tioops did not waiiant Ins leavni" moie than 
twm ° 


26 The Europeans residing in the inteuoi having been pievmusly sum- 
moned into the station, the entue Gooiklia ioice raaiclicd out on the 13th 
taking the tieasuie six lakhs wntU it, and encamped on the load to Azmio-hui ’ 
all tlie Euiopean and some Native officials accompanying ^ ’

27 By a lesolution come to on that day, tho management of tlic 

distuct was entiusted to a committee of five Raias 
noted in the maigin, of whom the Ra]a'of 

^Gopalpooi alone attended in peison. Mi Bnd 
Jomt-Magistiate, howevei, lemained btdiind! 
hoping by the aid of the w'ell-affected zemniclais to pieseive the distuct loi 

Government, wdnch eveiy one foiesaiv was a vam hope 

28 The pusoneis weie libeiated fiom Jail on tlie 15th, ac^ieeablo to a 
previous lesolution of the authoiities On the same day the Tehseel ol Muu- 
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sooi gunge was plundered by a party of rebels, and several tliannas fell at the 
same time 

29 Tlie insmgents under command of Mahomed Hussun follon ed the 
Gooikha aimy on the load toAzimghm, and at daybieak on the 18th attacked 
it while encamped at Gugha, about ten miles fiom tlie Gogia The Gooikhas 
as soon as they could be foimed up chaiged the enemy, and soon put them to 
flight, witli a loss of at least 200 killed Maliomed Hussun’s palanquin was 
captuied on this occasion 

30 Aftei this the Gooilclia aimy continued its maich unmolested, and 
on the 22nd had ciossed the Gogia into Azimghui 

31 Ml Biid soon found how little dep ndence was to be placed on the 
men whom he had most lelied on to suppoit him, foi of the whole Toman oi 
Jail guaid, a disciplined body of 150 men, only 17 would accompany him to 
bleak donn a biidge-of-bo its t\io miles fiom the station, ovei a bianch of the 
ilaptee, by which the lebels must cioss 

32 Tlio helplessness of the Baja of Gopalpooi soon became appaient 
also lie hrst attempted to enlist his i datives of tlie Nuggur family on the 
side of oulei, but tailing, and meeting with no suppoit in any quaitei, left the 
station foi his lesidence at Gopalpooi He wished to take the tieasuie and 
Mr Bud Mith bun, but both tliese piopositions neie lejected by Mi Bud, 
unwisely, as I think, for it was plain he could not hold out many days, and 
it was the only nay of saving the tieasuie fiom falling into the hands of the 
lebels I dwell the moie on this point, because I have always blamed the 
B ija for not taking away the treasuie to Gopalpooi, and thus pieseiviug it 
foi the Government But now Mr Bud has openly stated in his naiiative 
that he alone prevented this being done 

33 It must be obseived tliat none of the othei membeis of the com- 
mittee of Bajas repaued to the station or entered upon the duties entiusted 
to them The Committee, in short, nevei had practical effect The Baja of 
Suttassee has since pioved an active rebel, and was then knonn to be deep in 
lebel counsels, but it was tliought safer to admit him than to exclude him 

34 After the departure of the Baja of Gopalpooi, Mr Bud did not long 
enjoy even the semblance of authority Tlie leading rebels at Gomckpoor 
insulted him witlr offeisof protection, and of then good offices uith klahomed 
Hussun, while the Nuggui Baja’s uncle placed a griaid over his house On 
the 20tli Mahomed Hussun ai lived at the othei bank of the Baptee, opposite 
the city, and was welcomed by the agent of the Baja of Suttassee and the 
leading Mahomedan inhabitants The Jail guard also joined him in a body 
Ml Bud saw it was tune to consult his own safety, and on the same day 
letiied into the forest to a distance of five miles On the following day 
Mahomed Hussun made lus public entiy into the station 

36 Ml Bud remained in his letieat the wffiole of the 22nd, when re- 
ceiving information that Mahomed Hussun had set a reward of Bupees 6,000 
on his head, he set out tor Mootiharee, which he reached in safety 

36 The first act of Mahomed Hussun after his assumption of power 
was to order all Government employes to enter his services on pain of punish- 
ment None of the Deputy Collectors and only one Tehseeldai obeyed, but 
several Thannadars accepted him as then master He maintained the exist- 
ing fiscal and criminal jurisdictions to the great disgust of many of his pai- 
tizans among the landholders, who objected that Thannadais weie unknown 
under the “ Nawabee” as the district liad become The decrees of the Civil 
Court were even executed on payment of half the amount adjudged 

37 The records were pieseived, though his disorderly soldiery stripped 
off the cloth bundles and bindings of books foi then own uses Biom these 
documents, and the Canungoes who mostly joined him, he obtained full 
information of the demand due fiom each landholdei 

38 The gieat proprietors, wdio eaily made then submission to him in 
poison, leceivcd diesses of honoi , salutes of guns, and were peimitted to exercise 
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full civil and criminal authoiity ivitliin the limits of their respective estates, 
01 what they claimed as such tor obsolete titles, were revived. In leturn they 
furnished contingents to lus army The chief among these w'ere the B^as 
of Suttassee, Nuggur, Nurhuipoor, Burhyapoor, Nicliloul, Shahpoor, the Ba- 
boos of Tigra, Pandepai, Khudowlec. The wealthy Mahomedan families ot 
the town naturally were among the first to welcome him, and fiom them his 
officials were mostly selected Tlieie was a Judge, a Collector, and Ivaib 
Nazim, Moosburruf Khan, who, perhaps, enjoyed more leal power than 
Mahomed Hussun himself. 

39 Most of tlip bungalows weie set on fire, but none of tiie masonry 
houses were injured except the one occupied by Mr. Bird, wdiich wasdestiojed 
by particular ordeis Mahomed Hussun seems to have at first thought his 
powei permanently established at least ho nevei imagined it would be dis- 
tuibed bv us 

40 Large sums of money were extorted by violence or threats of it from 
the mei chants and bankers of the city, and the female members of many 
families were dishonoicdi by his lawless and licentious soldieiy In the dis- 
trict those who had lost then estates through the agency of the Civil Couits, 
now ousted the pui chasers and le-entered on possession great seaich was also 
made for deeds and deciees The strong prejed eveiy where on the weak. 

41 The Baja of Gopalpooi beat off a party of tlie rebel troops sent to 
demand levenue from him, but an overpowering force being despatched 
against him, he was compelled to abandon his home and seek shcltei m Azim- 
gurh, where he remained from October up to the re-occupalion of the district 

42 The Raja of Bansee also refused to recognise the so-called Nazim’s 
authority, or give up the Government treasure at the Tehscel, and on one 
occasion defeated a large rebel force sent to coerce him, but on still raoie 
foimidable preparation being made to subdue him, and discouraged by the 
fate of the Baja of Gopalpooi, he felt constrained to submit and receive a 
rebel Tehseeldar at Bansee The Bam of Busteo hold fast by her allegiance, 
and would not allow the rebel Thannadai to enter her town. But being a 
woman and neice of Koor Singh, great latitude w’as permitted hei. 

43 The Baja of Tumkhoe, who also remained loyal, was too i emote 
to attract immediate attention , but the R>ja of Mujhowdee or Suleimpooi, at 
the south-eastei n extremity of tlie distiict would most assuredly have suc- 
cumbed before Hurkishun Singli, brother of Koor Singb, who, with 500 sepoys 
and othei rabble, liad entered the distiict at Kyzabad, and advanced close to 
Suleimpooi, with the view probably of ultimately making his way to Arrah, but 
that he was saved by the arrival of the Saian Rield Boice undei Colonel 
Boweroft, at Myrwa. 

44 Tins foice defeated Huikishun Singh, who had been lemfoiced by a 
laige body of sepoys and luegulars under Moosburruf Khanfiom Gomckpooi, 
and advanced towai ds Buihul Simultaneously the Gooikha aimy under Maha- 
raja Jung Babadoor crossed the Gunduk at Peepra, and moved on Goiuckpoor. 
Theie was a slight skiiraish with the rebels on the banks of that iivei, another 
at Pipiaich, fifteen miles fiom the station, which was occupied by the Goorkha 
aimy on the 6th 

45 The lebels attempted to make a stand in the forest, but were soon 
driven fiom tbeir position, and being quickly followed up thiough the towm of 
Goruckpoor, many peiisbed m attempting to cross the Baptee Mahomed 
Hussun and lus principal ofldeers fled early in tho tuorniug, and made such 

“speed, that by the evening they were across the Gogia at Tandah 

46 With lefeie^e to the 7th paragiaph of the Government cuculai, I 
can but say that Mi Bud does not bring a single native officei to notice He 
would, bowevei, I am sure, name the Nazir who served the Government with 
zeal and devotion, and whom I have recommended foi reward With this 
exception, I know of no one whose conduct calls foi commendation. Most of 
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tlie native official'?, though they refused office under the lehel government, 
continued to leside in the distiict But one Tehseeldai and one Native Judge 
have been lemstated in their situations 

47 I have, in leply to anothei ciiculai, dwelt on the loyalty and services 
of the Rajas of Bansee and Gopalpoor, and the Rani of Bustee, and lecom- 
mended themfoi lewards, winch in the case of the fiist named Raja have been 
liberally accoided 

48 I sliould perhaps have mentioned eailier that the Raja of Gopalpoor 
endeavoured to foim a league ot loyal Rajas against Mahomed Hussun, but the 
scheme failed, fioin the apathy or timidity of most of them Also that he 
gave sheltei and assistance to seveial ladies and gentlemen escaping fiom 
Ryzahad I know ot no other similai instances except the two noticed in my 
paragiaph 13, which theie is no use leveiting to now. 

49 The Raja of Tumkhoe piotected Government servants, and now 
makes loud boasts of his loyalty and lesistance to the rebel government, on 
which subject he ivould do moie wisely to be silent, foi though he never went 
in poison, I can piove he sent his agent with a petition to the usurpei 

50 The Raja of Mujhowlee did thioughout refuse to recognise the rebel 
authoiity, and also piotected Government sei vants, but his failure to attend 
as a member ot the Committee of Rajas, to whom the district was made over, 
and to co-opeiate with the Raja ot Gopalpoor in his scheme of expelling 
Mahomed Hussun, shew that his loyalty was not sufficiently stiong to induce 
him to lun any risks.

iithMay.connciiofWar Proposal The Lienteuant-Gorernor had made «P Ins mind 
io enter the fort, negatired to diieet all Ohristian laniilies to repair to tue lort 

from which the Native gariison was withdiawn This measure was propounded 
at a Council of War, held at Goveinment Bouse It was stienuously opposed 
by the Honorable B Diummond, the Magistrate, Mr Haungton, the 
Member of the North-Western Provinces, and other officials, the oidei was 
recalled, and a plan of pati oiling was organized, the effects of which weie in 
a few days to cause those residents who had taken refuge in tlie fort to leave 
it and its discomforts, for then homes. 

10 The officers who were employed in patrolling were, besides Mr. 

Diummond, Mi Lowe, Mi Chase, Lieutenant 
Eraser, and Mahomed Mobeen, Deputy Collector 

11 To overawe the Native Regiments whose fidelity was suspected, as 

an agency foi keeping open communications and 
repressing any exhibition of turbulence among the 

clans and tubes of the district, detachments were hi ought from Gwalior, of 
cavalry and aitillery, from the Contingent and Scmdia’s Body Guaid 

12 Mr Drummond had little confidence in the fidelity of these Con- 
Mr Drummond’s endeavours to di3 tingeuts, and employed officers to ascertain their 

cover tbeir fldeiitp leal feeling These were Ahmud Buksh, the lead- 

ing Vakeel of the Sudder Court, the Deputy Collector, and Kour Ralka 
„ ^ ^ ,, Persliad, a pensioned Deputy Oollectoi, These

13. 1 On the 21st of May intelligence of the mutiny of tiie 9th Regiment

Memoeandhm in betence or the station or Agra 

1 requested by His Honor, I proceed to give in detail the measuies 
I would recommend for the tranquillization and defence of the station and 
town of Agia. 
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2 The foit has been secured by the Bngadiei’s prompt deputation 
of a detachment fiom tlie European E/egiment to guaidit, and the requisite 
01 dels, I understand, have been issued foi placing it in a propei state of de- 
fence, and provisioning it foi a teim of sis months 

3 The Magistrate, by his deteimination and preparedness to act, is 
fully equal to the task of keeping the populace of the city under control , 
and if he associate the bettei classes of tbe citizens with him, he will with 
their aid maintain order 

4 Our difficulties aie, the unceitain tempei of the Native Eegiments, 
the Cential lail, with its laige number of convicts, tlie gieat and straggling 
length of the civil nnd mihtaiy stations, and the numbei of schools, insti- 
tutions, and families, containing an unusual number of helpless females and 
childien. 

6 On the subject of the Native Eegiments, I will state my opinion 
in a separate memoiandum At piesent I confine myself to the suggestion 
of those measuies which, while they maintain an attitude of vigilance (which 
of itself IS half a defence), sliould give public confidence, and display to the 
people and Native States around us, unity of puipose and undaunted leso- 
lution in tiying times 

6 I do not think theie is any leason to appiehend at piesent any 
sudden attack by disciplined troops in this station It is impossible that the 
mutineers and leliels at Delhi, who must be anticipating and piepaiing for 
attack on themselves by the military force collecting under the Oommandei- 
in-Ohief, can have the inclination or haidihood to despatch an expedition At 
all events our front is coveied by the Bhuitpooi troops undei Captain Nixon’s 
command, and this ought to be efficacious as a political demonstration, and 
an assuiance of eaily intimation of any such movement 

7 It IS quite ceitain that the 9lh Regiment has taken the diiection 
to Dehli, ivhich has been selected by the rebels as the point of contest with 
the Goveinment 

8 We have theiefoie, I consider, only to prepaie for the possible con- 
tingency of maiauding bands of the piedatoiy clans — Mewafees, Goojuis, and 
the like, being emboldened by the defection of oui militaiy establishments, 
and the want of confidence necessarily attaching to regiments which have 
not mutinied to make an incuisiou, and by letting loose a ciowd of piisoneis 
to obtain allies in plundei, massacie, and incendiaiism 

9 The opinion I know has been discaided, which I must, howevei, 
letain that an outlay of Rupees 60,000 oi 60,000 on a ciicumvallation of the 
civil and militaiy station, taking advantage of the mounds scattered thiougli 
the whole line, and seeming the piincipal thoroughfaies with stiong entiance 
and posts of defence, would be moie efficacious in pi eventing lucuisions than 
any system of open posts and pickets 

10 It IS, I know, tbe fashion to deiide the “ Shahr Punnah” system, 
but the people think diffeiently, and point to localities, wheie it still obtains 
as a secuiity fiom incuision fiom without, and against successful evasion of 
pm suit by ciiminals within 

11 This however having been negatived, the next best aiiangement is 
a system — 

1st — Of rendezvous in case of alarm 


2nd — Of defence posts 


3id — Of advanced pickets

The information regarding the move- 
ments of the Neemuch mutineeis le- 
ceived through the police being am- 
biguous and contradictoiy, volunteeis 
were called for from the oflBceis, who 
lepoited from personal obseivation the 
ai rival of then camp within a distance 
of fifteen miles fiom Agia Brigadier 
Polwhele has decided, in the event of 
then advancing nearei, to meet and 
attack them. 


2 The Superintendent of the Cential Jail attended the Council 
Nothing has been done towards diminishing the number of piisoners, neaily 
4/, 000 in number, or organizing a guard to relieve the European soldiers there, 
and whose seivices will be required in the field Doctor Walkei was directed 
at once to release prisoners sentenced foi short time, or whose conduct had been 
good, and to pass them over the Jumna with a certificate, and subsistence of 
two rupees each, and the requisite funds weie placed at his disposal He was 
also authorized to paidon sixty or seventy of the Sikh piisoneis, on the con- 
dition of SIX months’ faithful services, to take an oath fiom them, and, together 
with some Sikhs who have accompanied Majoi Rdikes, to form them into a 
guard outside the ]ai], instead of the Eaiopean soldieis Fall discretion was 
given to Doctor Walker to liberate as many piisoners as he might deem fit, 
observing the precautions above mentioned 

3 Mr Longden and the Reverend Mr Eiench represented the general 
distress and anxiety of the Native Christians, in consequence of the order 
piohibiting their admission into the foit, and it was diiected that their 
admission should be allowed on the condition of their undertaking to per- 
form menial offices and any duty required of them, 

4 Ml Longden also represented the importance of removing the mass 
of type metal at Secundra, several tons, with some of the more valuable 
piesses, to the fort, which was allowed , and ten of the Commissaiiat caits 
authorized to be used for that purpose on the following day.

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6 The vaiious accounts of the Gwalior Ooutingent detachments, which 
have mutinied in the districts on the opposite bank of the Jumna, rendei it 
necessary to adopt effective measures regarding the bridge of boats , the only 
precaution at piesent taken being the diawing up of the bridge at night 
Oideis were theiefoie simultaneously issued to the Magistrate, and to the 
Supeiintendent Mi Maconnochie, to leave a clear space of 150 to 200 feet on 
either side, and Lieutenant Glover was deputed to see the woik done 

6 Two guns, 9-pounders, having been sent to the Magistrate for a 
temporary use, and the requisitions foi then return to the Ordnance Depart- 
ment having liitherto proved unavailing. Lieutenant Hendeison was directed 
to lemove these guns fiom Syfoollah’s levy and to bring them to the artilleiy 
lines , which, aftei some opposition, has been effected with the aid of the 
miiitia 

7 The Kotab Contingent having been brought into Cantonments fiom 
the opposite banlrof the Jumna by the determination of a Council of War, the 
question of their disposal was considered It was decided that the test pro- 
posed by Majoi Macleod should be applied, mz , that then suns should lemain 
with the leseive of Europeans left foi the piotection of Cantonment, while 
tlieii infantry and horse should accompany the force on its march out to meet 
01 attack the mutineers The arrangement was declaied by Captain Dennys to 
be accepted to the men To facilitate its adoption, oiders were issued to move 
their camp to the rising giound on the road leading towards Euttehpoor Sikree. 
The force mutinied on this spot, the cavalry, after killing the Artillery Sei- 
geant, fled towards the mutineers’ camp and were followed by the infantiy in 
disorder. Major Prendeigast, with his body of militia horse, by a gallant 
charge cut down some of the lattei, and captuied then camels and ammuni- 
tion An order will be issued by Brigadier Polwhele, commending the conduct 
of the militia on this occasion, 

8 Orders were issued, requesting the residents of Cantonments to repair 
to the rendezvous of the Mth Mess Eailway House, or Mofussilite Pi ess, for 
the night. 

} 9 Lieutenant Henderson having brought Nawab Syfoollah Khan 

t after midnight to the Railway House to leport the desertion of the Bburtpoor 
4 Horse, and the Nawab having acknowledged that his matchlock infantry” u^'e 
unfit to fight against mutineer soldiers, he was ordered to quit Slialigunge at 
once, and to letuin to Kerowlee without delay Permission was given by Bri- 
gadiei Polwhele to his levy passing in front of Cantonments, and Mr.

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MemoTandum, dated the 18M Ocloler 1857 

The suipiibc of Satuidin morning inav apponi to call for some romniks 
fiom me, it having been my duly to collect and bung promptly to notice, in a 
convenient form, all tlie intelhgenco icgaiding the movements of the enemy, 
famished by the local authoiities and otheis, 

1 will begin fiom the fiist start bj the Indore foices from Dholrjiqqr, 
and I hope to shou that, amidst many difficulues, and the poijiltvlTy of 
conflicting evidence, tiinelj ■warning was gneu to, and acted upon bj, the 
military authoiities. 

The Indoie mutineers had been talking of niai clung on Agra ever since 
they ariived at Dholepooi, non aboic a month .igo Aftei the ISeeinucli 
Bngade left Muttia lo join them, they gave out eiery daj that thev were 
going to maich the ne\t to Agra “Tlio nolf” had been so often called out, 
that when it did actually moie, it nas at fiist difficult to dislinguish fact from 
mere icpoi t 

Itisthemoie s.itisfactory thcrefoic to find that the verj daj on whicli 
the Indoie foice hioke ground, on the same oiening unrniiig was given both 
by Major Maepherson and mi sell 

They moved on the 6ili October About 8 o’clock that evening I 
repoited that intimation had been brought to mo of tlie whole Indore force bung 
at Mamma, ten miles tins side of pholtpoor, and of a con'^ideiablc picket being 
at jTTj'oirTand at the same time said tliat there weie other and conflicting 
statements, and that a portion of the Indore foice might have bien mistaken 
for the whole Tlio uitolhgenco was regaided bj M ijor Macpheisoii and 
myself as so important that we both (ho unknown to me) troubled Colonel 
Piasei and Colonel Cotton with it, at an unusually late hour of the night. 

llh October — On tins day I submitted a memorandum, recounting the 
conflicting evidence Theie was no doubt thiP a 1 irge bodi was at Miitinia, 
but it was questioned whetlier the entire force bad ev icuated I)bolejioof“'‘'Tho 
common talk of the Camp was stated to bo nii att.ick in a few daTs on Jffra , 
and vanous piepaiations at the Glifits leading to Agra, — one or more bugo 
laddeis, stores of pegs and planks, wcio mentiouLd, sliowing unequnocally 
tluii intention to cio'-s 

Upon the w liole I concluded that, alihough tlieie might be a doubt as to 
whether the Indoie mutiueeis iiad moved witli then cutnc foice on Miinina, 
“ at the same tune tlieie weie so manj concuiient Icsiimonics i eci n e3~T3bt h 
by otheis and mvself of the w hole loiee being at Munma, th.it we ought to 
be piepaied foi that contingency ” 

On this day successiv e letters and tclegiaphic messages were despatched 
towaids Klnindowlee, and to Colonel Qreathcd, stating tlie dangers in which 
the town and envuons of Agia weie placed from the thieatened attack of 
the Indoie tioops, uigmg an eailv advance by the moveable Column, and 
diiecting that, in case of any delay, 500 cavaliy and a troop of lloise Artil- 
lery should be pushed on with the utmost lapidily These were all despatched 
between 10 a 5t and 2 r M 

2)th Oetobei — On tins day fiequeiit intelligence came in to us. At mid- 
day I iCpoited its piupoit in a Memorandum 

I reviewed the movements of the Indoie force on the Gth and 7th. 

I stated that the mam body of these mutine'rs, with the Artillery, were 
believed to be at j\pmnia, and that a poition of them were expected to move 
on that day to J.ijowq winch is about eighteen miles ftom Agra 
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I stated that parties of sowais had ciossed the Ootungharij and talked of 
passing ovei by difiPeient Glints , that one paity was atTtagardle, about thiiteen 
miles distant, on the banks of the Kharee, and close to the Akbala Gli&t, by 
which they talked of eiossing, that Camp equipage uas repoited to have 
leaclied Tehia, about eleven miles fiom Agia on the metalled road, and close 
to the Oosra Gliat , “ and it is stated,” I said, “ that tliey have caught the Zemin- 
dars ot Kooia and Siiamshabad (villages on this side the Kharee), and ordered 
them to liave supplies ready for them at JCukooba, a village a shoit stage fiom 
this on the Jajow road ” Kukooba is only about five oi six miles from 
Cantonments 

The danger appealed to me so imminent tliat I raised the question of 
opening the Futtehpooi sluices, and thiowing such a volume of watei into 
the Kharee as to lendei it impassable, and I said I would have recommended 
the measure “ had Colonel Gieathed’s Column not been so close at hand ” 

This Memoiandum was, as usu il, sent to Colonel Frasei and Colonel 
Cotton, the foimei of whom regaided the dangei as so immediate and pressing 
that I was diiected to foiwaid a copy to Colonel Gieathed, which I did at 
p M — “Again uiging on him the necessity of sending 600 eavaliy, and a 
troop of Hoise Aitilleiy on at once, so that they may, if possible, reach this 
to-moriow (the 9th) for if not, we may he compelled to fight the Dholepoor 
mutineers alone and under great disadvantages ” 

Thus the danger was anticipated of a not improbable attack on Agra on 
the lOih, if not on the 9th. 

Anothei letter was wiitten to Colonel Greathed on the same day, in 
which I said that “the enemy had made pieparations for crossing the Khaiee 
to-morrow (9th), and loill then he within an easy maich of Agia The whole 
force declares its intention of attacking the fort, and we must be at once pre- 
paied to repel and chastise them.” “The speediest movement to Agra” was 
on these grounds again urged, and the Cavaliy and Hoise Artillery dnected 
to be sent forward with all despatch in advance of the mam Column. 

More alaiining reports and messages can liaidly be conceived than those 
in the afternoon of this day Hutteh Singh, one of Mr Phillipps’s b( st spies, 
was sent to me, I considered his evidence so impoitant that I submitted 
It (notwithstanding tliat it was little more than confirmatory of my pievious 
Memorandum) to the Chief Commissioner and Colonel Cotton 

It stated tliat Shahpooi was quite evacuated, the whole foice wuth all the 
guns having advanced on us, tliat the enemy had been loined by the Neemuch 
Biigade , that the foice had left Munnia, crossed the Ootuu^han, and were 
now encamped at Syan, which it leached eaily in the moinrng Syan is some 
fifteen oi sixteen miles fiom this 

Then intention was distinctly stated of proceeding next to the passage of 
the Kliaiee Their contiivances for the puipose were indicated, — huge laddeis 
to be thiown acioss the naiiowest pait of the stream, stoies of planks were 
collected on the bolder to facilitate the passage “To-morrow morning (the9tb) 
they would be at the Khaiee ,” they weie to have store godowns at Tehra on 
the other bank, and keep then supplies theie “ They all talk of coming to 
Agia, and say they will take the fort in three days ” 

In submitting this evidence, I stated that I considered it reliable, and 
regarded the dangei as so imminent that I suggested a leconnoissance, or 
continuous mile pickets, to give us intelligence of our enemy’s movements 

^th October — On this moining a leconnoissance was made under Lieute- 
nant Vere, by the Militia Cavaliy They found, I believe, the enemy’s hoise 
in force on this side, for they were filed upon and obliged to turn back, and 
they were puisued to within two or thiee miles of Agra 
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I considered this as a complete substantiation of all the intelligence and 
warnings which I had submitted, and, now that bodies of Oavaliy weie inso- 
lently sweeping this bank of the Kharee, and advancing close even to the Can- 
tonment, I believed that military piecautions, as a matter of course, would be 
maintained to prevent a surpiise. 

Numerous messengers came in during the day, but they did little more 
than corroborate the alaiming fact already established by the attack and pur- 
suit of our reconnoitring party, that the enemy were already in gieat force 
on this side the Khaiee iiver I would only have misled bad I mentioned all 
the reported intentions of the enemy, for though one witness said that they 
spoke of having then guns on the 72od parade giound on Saturday, the most 
of them alleged that Stinday would be the day, and it may leally have been 
the day oiigmally intended, the mutineers having hastened their passage on 
the night of the 9th to anticipate our leinforcements 

On the forenoon of the 9th, I wrote as follows to Colonel Greathed — “The 
enemy is encamped on the other side of the Kharee, and professes to intend 
a passage of that ? iver to-day They will probably find it a more difficult 
mattei than they fancy to transport then heavy guns across the stream, which 
IS deep ^ But the main body of their force may, f they choose to iisL the thing, 
ctossovei to-day, and to-morrow heai d us in oui foil, and plunder the city 
Hence our urgent anxiety to be provided with Cavalry and another troop of 
Hoise Aitilleiy We want this in advance of you, lest these desperadoes should 
cast themselves suddenly upon us As far as we can see, the enemy is playing 
the part of a mad man, and thrusting his head into the lion’s jaws ” 

At 9 p M I wrote again — “Our reconnoitring party has come in Num- 
bers of the cavalry have ciossed the Kharee, and our party was fired on 300 
infantry about had ciossed This all looks as if they meant to come on 
The Cavalry aie spreading over the country, and will be committing all kinds 
of excesses and outrages,” 

Pmally, so urgent was the danger felt to be that Captain Patton rode out 
to Oolouel Gieathed’s Camp, to convey peisonally the Chief Commissioner’s 
pressing demand for a prompt advance 

On Priday evening (9th) Mr Thornhill infoimed me that the Dhple poo r 
Vakeels came to him when I happened to he out, and reported tliat 2,000 men' 
had ciossed Tlie ciicumstances weie communicated to the Chief Commis- 
sioner at once by Mr Thornhill 

lO^A October — This morning no messenger, nor any report from any 
quarter, was received by me till 9 or 10 o’clock, that is, till very shortly before 
the attack of the enemy. This occasioned me, however, no anxiety, as I under- 
stood that militaiy precautions were being maintained 

As Greathed’s stiong column of all arms was also pouring in, and I 
believe the anxieties of all parties were dispelled by the long wished-foi sight 
of our reinforcements, no one dreamt that the enemy would \enture near so 
well equipped a force , and this, I conceive, naturally lulled the apprehension, 
and prevented the precautionaiy measures, which might otherwise have 
been set on foot. It was never suspected that the enemy would be so foolish 
as to fall into a tiap by walking up to our four-and-twenty guns The re- 
ception they met with even under the disadvantages of a surprise, is some 
justification of the feeling of secuiily 

It -vvould, no douht, have been more satisfactory if our people had brought 
intelligence of the near approach of the Column But presuming that the 
guns were being ciossed during the night and up to 6 or 7 in the morning, 
and that they moved onwards, as I believe they did, steadily fiom the iiver to 
the Cantonment, a distance of only 8 or 9 miles, it is quite possible, fiist, tliat at 
the time the start from the iiver was made none of oui spies weie on the spot , 


* Note-\ \m& always unaeretood from Colonel Cotton, nlio examined both tho Oosra and Akbah GbSts that 
the passage would be \ery difficult for heavy, or indeed foi any, guns Hence this sentence ’ ^ 
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and that even if they were, they could not without suspicion have huiiied on 
in advance to give the intelligence The business of the spy is dangeious and 
unceitain, and when an enemy has come to such close quarters, militaiy pie- 
cautions are to he tiusted to rathei than the iriegulai and furtive lepoitb of 
unaimed messengeis. 

In fact oui spies weie going out to their woik eaily that nioining, and 
I have the consistent depositions of two of them, who met the advancing 
enemv a couple of miles out of cantonments, that, after considerable danger, 
they effected their way back, but only in time the one to lepoit to the Chow- 
bee (the blind Tehseeldai) what was coming, almost as the guns weie about 
to open, ind the other, to wain a gentleman, whom he met driving in a buggy 
near the Chuich, and whose life peiliaps he was the means of saving These 
messengeis describe the guns as coming on at a rapid pace along the road, the 
big one drawn by one or moie elephants 

Tlie report that the enemy hearing of the advance of Gieathed’s Column 
had fallen back, doubtless grew out of the probability of such a move Pro- 
babilities often grow into reports The lepoit came fiom two sources, much 
about the same time, 9^ o’clock, one the statement of the Sikh Goioo to Mr 
Lane, the other of Eesiee Peishaud, Deputy Collector, to me

1 HAVE the honor to bung to the notice of the Government, Noith- 
■Westein Piovmces, the meiitoiious conduct and services of Rajaiam, late Kot- 
wal of the city, and llamnaiain, Tohseeldar of Peigunnah Huzooi Tehseel 

2 Pajaram took charge of the office of Kotwal on the 9th of July He 
was nominated by tlie late Lieutenant-Governoi at the request of the most 
respectable inhabitants of the city His real position was Tehseeldar of Etmad- 
pooi , his inhrmities and age might well ha\e seived as au excuse for lefusing 
so onerous and responsible an office Tlie city bad for three days been traveised 
by bands of maiauders and muideieis, headed by the late police, and although 
they had been diiven out, oi tiansformed foi the time into quiet citizens by 
the ten 01 of the aimed foice which marched through the city on the 8th 
July, the ferment ot the late disoideis had not subsided The city was still 
without any organized police, excepting a lemnant of chonkeedais, a gieat 
degree of panic prevailed , and tlie main body of citizens, however lespectable, 
weie afiaid .to come foiwaid in support ot Government To le-oiganize a 
police foice, to lestoie confidence to tlic well-disposed, and tocontiol the evil- 
minded, so lately in open and aimed resistance to authoiity, was a task of 
no little difficulty and clanger I consider that the success of the attempt 
was in a gieat measuie ouing to the general respect in which Rajai am ivas 
held by the citizens, and the influence he thereby possessed If the peculiar 
featuies of the time be recalled, the lecent shock oui cause in aims had ex- 
pel lenced at Agia itself, and tiie uidespiead conviction in the native mind 
tliat oui rule in this country was diawing to an end, the Government should 
be, in my opinion, ready to admit the claims of Pi-ajaiam to gratitude and 
libeial compensation

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3 Ramnaram took office as Teliseeldar of the Hazoor Tchseel on the 
I5tb of July He was up to the date of the outbreak a Pleader of the Sudder 
Nizamutj and not a Government servant His eneigy and the cheerful confi- 
dence in the success of our aims, which he preseived duiing tlie daikest parts 
of the present conflict, have been leraarked on by those holding higii office. 
During the battle of Octobei, both Bamnarain and Rajaram continued at the 
Kotwdlee, and by their piesence and confidence undoubtedly prevented any 
stii among the disorderly part of the citizens To the hearty co-operation of 
these two men I must expiess myself much indebted The Government, I trust, 
will think fit to acknowledge the services of Ramnarain, as they may think 
expedient 

4 Rajaiam is well fitted for the office of Deputy Collector, his name 
IS alieady lu the list, in the Office of the Sudder Board of Revenue It is his 
ambition to arrive at that post Ramnarain is also anxious to obtain the same 
appointment The practice of a Pleader in Sudder Court will necessarily be 
much noticed under the new system about to be intioduced. I believe him to 
he well fitted in capacity and character for the post. 

6 I need only add that, as these two men have come forward in so mark- 
ed a manner as supporters and servants of our Government during the worst 
of times, a mark of approval of their services would have a more than oi di- 
nar y beneficial effect on the native community 
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MEMORANDUM 

I HAVE requested ]\rr Maconnochie to submit his report on completion of 
the city hairier to me, as the measure originated in the directions issued by 
me when in charge of the Government under date 22nd September last 

The grounds upon which this measure was adopted are set forth in the 
Minute of that dute Special mention of it was made in my official Narrative 
ot 30th September, to the Supreme Government, whose approval of this and 
othti measures have been received 

It was arranged with the leading citizens of Agra, at the time, that half 
the expense should be repaid by subscription, the advances being made at 
once from the Treasury to ensure the rapid completion of the work 

The plan, as shown in the annexed maps, was lard down by Captain 
Munbee in person, and the agency of supervision selected by him 

I have inspected the work, and so far as an unprofessional peison is war- 
ranted to give an opinion, it appears to me to have been admirably designed 
and executed It certainly has been completed in a wonderfully short space 
of time, and I think, looking at the magnitude of the undertaking, at singu- 
larly small cost, but this is partly attributed to the skill with which existing 
walls or lofty sides of houses have been united by substantial fences, and the 
ready aid of the towns people in collecting, and often contributing, the requisite 
materials 

The effect of the measure is already moie than was anticipated It was 
most important that there should be an increased sense of security in a town 
which IS the seat of Government, it being obvious that the successful plunder 
of the town of Agia would be damaging, not only throughout the Noith- 
IVestein Provinces, but through Native States But it is already producing 
another effect, that of making Agra, within the city wall, a large dep6t of 
giain and merchandize, and very probably, ere long, a repository of specie, as 
Benaies and other places 
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Captain Munbee on leaving Agra specially commended to my notice the 
exertions of his co-adjutois, and as I have constantly watched the progiess of 
the woik, I can heai individual testimony to the energy and devotion of Mr 
Maconnochie and Mr Hall, in supei intending the progress of a work, poitions 
of which on the veige of foetid nullahs and the like, rendered such super- 
vision a tiying task. 

I lecommend, from the balance in hand, the reward of Rupees 600 to Mr 
Macconnochie, of Rupees 300 to Mi Hall, and Rupees 150 to Sergeant Dallas 
The total expense of the woik will thus be • —

Ceitain precautions aie needed to maintain the effectiveness and durability 
of this measure, and mutalis mutandis the system which obtains at Benares 
should he intioduced at Agra. 

1 No buildings, sheds, or any Lind of mateiial, or plantation should be 
allowed to approach the exterioi walls fiom the outside 

2 There should he a periodical inspection to see that the previous rule 
is rigidly observed 

3 Por each gate there should he selected from the city chowkidars, 
two, at least, as Phatuckbunds, receiving Rupee 1 additional pay from the

In reply to youi letters noted in the margin, I have the honor to suh- 
No 217, dated 12th Mny 1858 mit a Nairative of the events that occuried in 
„ 4C9 „ 2 GthJuiy „ Muttra district, from the commencement ot 

the disturbances till the peiiod of my leafing the district 

2 On the 14th May 1857, I leceived information fiom the Magistrate 
of Gooigaon, that the mutineers were approaching the district, the inform- 
ation was vague, hut confiimed in the evening by letters from vaiious European 
gentlemen on the Customs and Railway Establishments at the north ol the 
district, the ladies and non-combatants weie immediately sent off to Agia. 
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3. During tlie next and following days, no ceitain information was 
received, the Euiopean gentlemen and otheis in Goorgaon and tlie noitli of 
the lluttia district came in. bringing very alarming lumours of the approach 
of the rebel army , from all that could be leaint the whole lebel army was 
believed to be marching down with the intention of attacking Agia 

* 4 On IGth May, Captai n Nis on arrived with the B hui tp ooi army and took 

I command of the station TEhe next day, oi the following, it was ascertained 

* that the rumours of the approach of the rebels were false Oap_taii^]^xon 
then resolved to march towards Delhi, with the view, I believe, of opening 
the communication between Delhi and Agra, and co-opeiating with the Com- 
mander-in Chief 

6 The news of the insurrection and the proclamation of the King ot 
Delhi had now become known among the Native population, the country im- 
mediately became disturbed The disturbances were chiefly attacks on bun- 
niahs and ejectment of new zemindars by the old 

6 There were siv and a quarter lakhs of tieasuie in the tieasuiVj under 
a guard of a company of one of the Native infantiy regiment at Agia, I 
foiget which Piom the mannei of the men and the pi ivate information I 
received, I thought them mutinous and wiote so to Agia, I also strongly 
recommended the treasure being sentm to Agra I had caits ready waiting at 
the Office to send it on Unfortunately my recommendation was not attended 
to 

7 On the 19th May, Captain Nixon marched out towards Delhi, I 
accompanied him, we maiclied slowly making long halts, a detachment was left 
behind for the piotection of the city A large number of new police had 
been raised, and I endeavored to laise new sowais, but with veiy little success 
The gieat piotection of the city consisted in the Seths Radha IC^hen an^Go- 
bind Dass, who raised a laige body of men at theif^otiTTeTpens'e, andTiy then 

j inffuence'kept the other inhabitants quiet They also lent Captain Nixon two 
5 hi ass guns 

8 Ml Clifford, the Joint-Magistrate, was left behind in charge of the 
station, but was compelled almost immediately to leave fiom illness, his place 
was supplied by Mi Dashwood , Mr Elliot Colvin accompanied him as Assist- 
ant 

9 On the 23rd May you joined the aimy accompanied by several other 
, Euiopean gentlemen On the 25th May the army reached Kosee, and next 
I moining maiclied on to Hodul, where it halted Hodnl being in the Gooigaon 
I district, I remained at Kosee A detachment of about 300 Bhuitp.oor infan- 
\ tiy and two guns were left with me undei command of one of the' Chiefs 

named Euggoonath Sing, the guns were those lent by the Seths 

10 The disturbances in the district had been inci easing both in num- 
ber and enoimitj Kuer Dildai All Khan, a large zemindai in Pergunnah 
Maot, was muideied by his villageis On the 23rd May, Omrow Bahadooi, a 
relative of his who had estates in Peigunnah Nohjheel, had been besieged in 
his house, but on the approach ot oui foice, the villagers had letiied, and he 
made liis escape Several othei muidois iveie committed and other outrages, 
the paiticulais of uhich I do not remember 

11 On the 29th May I went to Cliatta In the evening Mi Dashwood, 
M. Colvin, Mr Gibbon, and Mi Joyce, my head cleik, aiiived and informed 
me of the mutiny ot the tieasuiy guaid The guaid had been relieved by 
anothei company lioni Agia, and orders had been leccived to send in the 
treasure unclei then escort The ticasuie vas packed, placed on the carts, and 
the carts ready to start, nhen a shot was lieaid outside followed by a lush of 
sepoys into the office, flung at the Euiopean. All honevei escaped and ran 
tonaids the city, uhere they procured horses and rode out Mi Bmlton, com- 
manding tbo detacliment, liad been outside nith the guaid, and it was teaied 
had been shot, and tno of the cleiks (the Mi Ilashman’s) had got separated 
from the icst of the party in the flight to the city 
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12 I presumed the mutmeeis had marched towards Allygurh, hut as a 
precautionary measure, I sent out sowars along the Muttra road to gain intel- 
ligence In ahout two hours they returned with the intelhgence that the 
mutineers were approaching. 

13. We immediately started for Captain Nixon’s camp, in passing 
through Kosee, I sent for Buggoonath Sing, he lefi^^'fo come, to admit me 
into his camp, or to give up the Seth’s guns We reached Captain Nixon’s 
camp about daybreak. Captain Nixon did not credit the intelligence'* of the 
approach of the mutineers, he, however, sent out a party to reconnoitie About j 
9 o’clock, the intelligence was confiimed, the mutineers were appioaching 
Kosee Captain Nixon then made pieparations for opposing them, on which the 
whole foice bioke out in open mutiny and turned then guns upon us. Captain ^ 
Nixon then oideied us to fly. The rest of the Europeans went with you to- 
wards Sonah, I and Mi. Joyce returned to Muttra. 

14. We aiiived ahout three in the morning, and found the station burnt 
and deserted We proceeded on to Agra in the hopes of obtaining assistance 
The news of the mutiny had spread with gieat rapidity, and the whole country 
had risen almost instantaneously. We were filed at fiom several villages, and 
had several narrow escapes. 

16. No assistance could he given from Agia, and we returned the fol- 
lowing evening to Muttra, We put up in the Seth’s house in the city, who 
leceived us most kindly We found the two Mr Hashmans theie, we ariived 
at evening, the next morning I visited the office and found it buint, and Mr. 
Builton’s body lying in a ditch in the compound, ne buried it on the spot as 
well as we could 

16 The following is an outline of wliat occuiied after the mutiny, I 
gathered the information from many sources and compared it carefully, I 
think it may he depended on On the tieasure being laden, Mi Burlton gave 
the word to marcli , The Subadar said “ where?” To Agia, of course, Mr Burlton 
replied, on which a shout aiose “no, to Delhi, to Delhi” Mi. Builton ex- 
claimed “you traitors” (bey-eeman), on this a sepoy standing close by fired his 
musket at him, the ball passed through his chest , he fell off his horse, and I 
fancy died instantly 

17. The sepoys then set fire to the office the flames weie the first notice 
the Europeans in the station had of the mutiny , they instantly left and all 
succeeded in making then escape to Agia, the office being well on fiie, the 
sepoys marched off with the treasure, they sent a detachment to release the 
piisoners in the jail The jail guard at once joined them, they then maiched 
on towards Delhi They burnt two bungalows besides the office, but did no 
other damage, they however burnt all the Goveiument buildings on the road, 
customs cliowkies and binaglalows, police chowkies, &c. The zemindars of 
all the villages along the road joined and assisted tliem On leacliing Kosee, 
Buggoonath Sing, although he had a larger force and two guns, allowed them 
to pass, he also plundered my property left at Kosee 

18. The sepoys carried off only the five lakhs of tieasuie packed on the 
carts A lakh and a quarter in pice, uncurrent rupees, &c , besides several 
thousand rupees in cash and jewels, deposited by the Buiopeans in the trea- 
sury for safety, they left behind fiom what motive, I am unable to conjectuie 
As soon as it was known that this money had been left, the whole city 
headed by the Kotwal and the Bhi utp ooi detachment flocked down to plunder 
it, and continued to do so till TEe flames drove them out Eiom plundeiiag 
they commenced fighting, the greatest confusion followed, about thirty men 
more or less were killed Captain Builton’s body was meanwhile stripped and 
thrown into the ditch, wheie I found it The next afternoon all the villagers 
for miles round poured into the station and plundered and burnt it 

19 As the news spread, the country rose, by the time I returned the 
whole district was in anarchy. The police and revenue establishments were 
everywhere ejected, or if permitted to leraain, allowed to remain on meie suffer- 
ance, the Buniahs were plundered, new propiietois ejected and murdered, and 


T 
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the Kmf of Delhi proclaimed Only a peison who was there could properly 
understand the confusion Pioni the Sethis bouse I used to see tlie vulageis 
fi^btinn- across the river, and as soon as my leturn was known, the villagexs 
sent to°t hieaten the Seths if they did not eject me, the villageis on both sides 
the liver weie disposed to plunder Muttia, and commenced collecting men 
from Bhuitpooi and elsewheie foi the puipose 

20 As no assistance could he given me fiom Agra, I endeavoured to 
malce the best defence I could, I had the city bariicaded, raised extia police, 
and adopted vaiions othei measuies In all these measuies I was ably assisted 
by the Seths, in fact, but for their assistance and that of some othei of the 
wealthiei inhabitants, I could not have remained , the tempei of the inhabitants 
geneially iias decidedly hostile to the Government , I also as soon as I felt able 
sallied out, and burnt some of the neighbouiing villages and caught seveial of 
the men who had been active in plundering the station The want of any 
authority to punish them w^as a seiious diawback, I could do no moie than 
sentence to impiisonment, a sentence which could not be earned out, except 
in a few instances, and which nas besides wholly inadequate to the offences , 
the majority of tlie pnsoneis, I was therefore compelled to release 

21 On 14th June, the Kot^Oontingent under Captain Dennyss aiiived, 
and next day maiched to Rayali on the Allyguih load, wheie the villagers 
were in aims under one Daybee Singh, who bad pioclaimed himself Raja I 
accompanied the foice, the villagers dispeised on oui appioach, but by the 
good management of Captain Dennyss, Daybee Singh was taken and hung 

22. IVe lemained at Rayah for some days tranquillizing the country, 
about seven othei persons w'ere hung and a good many flogged The outrages 
committed by the insuigents had been veiy great, the town of Rayah had been 
completely plundeied , the veiy houses dug to pieces lu search of treasuie 
The atrocities committed on some of the Buniahs’ wives will not beai lepeti- 
tion The confusion and anarchy of the countiy exceeded belief, in a cncle 
of a few miles, above five or six zemindais had declared themselves independent, 
assumed the title of Raja, and proclaimed the King of Delhi In one instance 
a single village split into two factions, one-half proclaimed a Rojali, the 
other half the zemindais, the impression that the English rule bad ceased was 
univeisal A month before the countiy had been in profound tranquillity , 
the sudden change to anarchy without any apparent cause was veiy extra- 
ordinaiy, and is a matter worthy of the attentive consideiation of the Govern- 
ment 

23 As the residence of the Kotah Contingent was very unceitain, 
and as ordei restored only by their pTesence would not continue after 
their lemoval, I submitted a scheme to the Lieutenant-Goveinoi for pre- 
serving ordei through the large zemindars by confeiimg on them extensive 
poweis, and wheie practicable appointing them to the situation of Tohseeldais, 
and the scheme was approved of and carried out, and produced the best 
effect. 

24 The contingent leluined to Muttra on 20tli June, and on 22nd June 
marched to Saidabad I accompanied it, leaving Mr Dashwood, who had return- 
ed fiom Sonah, in chaige of the station. A bungalow having been repaired, 
we no longer resided in the city 

2o I remained at Saidabad for several days Owing to tbe vigorous mea- 
sures that had been adopted, tianquillity had been tolerably restored in the 
portion of the distiict east of the Jumna, with the exception of Nohjheel 
The western and northern paits continued disturbed 

26 I found however a passive resistance to the Government in tbe re- 
fusing to pay then revenue n hich was more formidable, because more difficult 
to deal With than the formei active opposition As all the ordinal y means of 
realizing it were impracticable, I proposed to the Lieutenaut-Governoi that con- 
tumacious lefusal to pay should be treated as rebellion and punished with con- 
fiscation This proposal was acceded to, and seveial villages were confiscated 
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accordingly at various times. The village selected, however, were almost 
always those guilty of rebellion and outiages. 

27 On the 29th June the Contingent weie called m towaids Agia On 
2nd July the detachment of the Gwalioi Contingent stationed in the Ally- 
guih distiiet mutinied, and I was compelled to leturn to Muttia On the even- 
ing of the 6th July, I leceived intelligence that the Gwalioi Contingent had 
crossed the Chumhul and weie advancing on Muttra, and that the Neemiich 
mutineeis had bioken ground fiom Futtelipoor Sikiee, and weie advancing on 
Agra. The former news eventually proved false Our situation was now 
very dangerous with lebcl armies on both sides the rivei We determined to 
fly to Agia. The lest of the paity went by watei, Mr Joyce and I rode dis- 
guised in native dresses, and succeeded in making our way to the foit at 
Agra, through the rebel aimy The whole road was lined with escaped pii- 
soneis, the glaie of the conflagration at Agra was visible three miles fiom 
Muttia The rest of the party came in safely a day or two after They had 
been fired at by the villageis on the river sides, and weie compelled to leave 
the boat 

28 The mutineeis marched to Muttra, where they were received by the 
inhabitants with open aims The Seths had fied leaving tlieir raanagei, 
Mungnee Loll, behind; thiough his excellent management the city was 
preserved fiom being plundered After lemaining a few days the mutineers 
went on to Delhi 

29. On receiving news of the burning of Agra, all the countiy round 
Saidabad lose, and plundeied the Tohseel and Thanna. One Deokuirun 
headed them With this exception, owing to the system that had been 
introduced of governing through the landholders, the district remained quiet, 
and the revenue V as paid till I returned, with the exception of the three 
pergunnahs of Nolqheel, Kosee, and part of Sahai , the villagers in the two 
latter along the Delhi road were par ticulailytuibulent, and kept the communi- 
cations so closed that the Tehseeldar of Kosee could only communicate with 
Muttra by men disguised as fukkeers, &c 

30 On the 5th October I leturned to Saidabad, caught Deokuri,un and 
hanged him. I was however almost immediately ordered back by the 
Chief Commissioner. On the 1st November I retured to Muttra with Colonel 
Cotton’s column, the column proceeded along the Delhi load to Kosee, and 
punished the insurgent villages It then returned to Agia, I lemained at 
Muttia. Nothing furthei worthy of notice occuired till I left the distiict 
at the end of December The Peigunnah of Noh3heel and pait of the pei- 
gunnah of Suhai continued disturbed more oi less till I left. 

31 As directed in your 2nd paragraph, I have the honor to bring to 
your notice the names of the following persons, both in and out of the 
Government employ, who distinguished themselves in support of the Govern- 
ment — 

In the Govurnment employ 

1 Meer Imdad Ally, Deputy Collector. The particulars of his services 
are too well known to you to require me to detail them 

2 Dillawur Khan, Jemadar of Sowars; he conveyed Mi Joyce and 
myself in safety to Agra thiough the rebel army. On the night of the 5th 
July I brought his case to the notice of Government, on leaving the district, 
but I am not aware that he has received any reward 

3 The Tehseeldar of Saidabad at the time I left, whose name I do not 
remember, he is a Hindu, and was formerly Peshkar of Saidabad, he was 
made Tehseeldar by me in July 1857 , his exertions in collecting the revenue 
were beyond praise, and he remained at his post at a time of great danger. 

4 Gowree Shunker, Kotwal of Muttra, behaved throughout extremely 

well 
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6 Moty Lall, TetaMai ot Jlool, also displayed IhrougUout gicol fidelity 
to the Goveinmeut, and exeited himself energetically in the collection of the 
revenue 

Theie iveie many other of my subordinates whose conduct deseived great 
piaise, but whose names I do not lemember 

Peesons not in Goveenment emteot. 

1 The Seths Eadha Kishen and Gobind Doss Tou are so nell 
acq^uainted with their services, that it is unnecessaiy for me here to detail them 
I may state generally, that but for them I could not have remained at Muttra, 
they preserved the city, took charge of the Government treasure, and they 
gave till ough out the most accurate and earliest intelligence and faithful 
forewarning of danger They warned me of the mutinous disposition of tlie 
tieasuiy guard at the commencement of the outbieak , they recommended the 
sending the treasure to Agra, and as you will lemerobei, they forewarned us 
of the intended mutiny of the Bhuitpooi tioops and of the umveisal dis- 
affection of the whole Bengal army ' Tliey were almost the only person on 
whom 1 conld thoroughly depend It should also never be forgotten that at 
the risk of their own lives and property, they protected myself and the Mi 
Hashman’s in then house at a time when the harbouring any Ohnstians was a 
service of extreme danger They are deserving of the highest reward 

2 Their manager, Mungnee Lall, ably and faithfully earned out their 
Wishes, and by doing so, has exposed himself to much odium among the 
people He should be rewarded and protected 

3 The Raja Perty Sing of Awa , his services you are also acquainted 
with, he preserved the peace of the eastern part of the distiict, his services 
will be best appreciated by considering the embaiiassment he might have 
caused, had be proved disloyal 

d Raja Teekum Sing of Mooisan, he preserved the peace of the country 
about Rayah, aud generally gave every assistance 

6 Puchowy Bhulluh Sing of Mahahun , he laised men and pieservecl the 
peace, and collected the levenue of all the pergunnah of Mahahun, of winch 
I made him Tehseeldai in pursuance of the system adopted 

6 Choty Ball (?) and his cousin, of Sohai , I made one of them Tehseel- 
dar 

7 Sukhasee Lall, formerly a Government Vakeel, who concealed the 
Shenshtadar in his house vv lien the rebels occupied Muttra, and foiwaided 
constant infoimation of their movements at consideiahle iisk , I made him 
a Tehseeldai 

8 The Brahmin whose name I forget, who protected the Mr. Hashman’s 
when flying from the office at the mutiny

In continuation of the Nairative’>- of my predecessoj, I have the honor

fiomMessis Slierei and Pi eeling, ofthe events con- 
nected with the mutiny in the stations of Gawnpooi and Humeeipoor 
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2 Cawnpoor I will not attempt to epitomize Mi Slierei’s clear and 
graphic desciiption of deeds and sufferings, winch have stiired eveiy Englisli 
heait He has given an histoiical sketch of Cawnpoor, from the commence- 
ment of open mutiny on the 16th. June 1857, to the final lestoiation of ordei 
in the following May, when Oalpee fell before Sir Hugh Rose, and British 
supiemacy was le-established throughout the Doab 

3 With the knowledge we now possess, we may imagine tliat had a 
diffeient policy been pursued by the authorities, the subsequent catastrophe 
might have been avoided We have not, however, the means of fully 
ascertaining the giounds upon which they decided, and we know that the 
course adopted by many natives was such as to render all previous expeiience 
and knowledge of their chaiactei of little use in anticipating their tactics 
We have seen men, who appaiently had strong inducements to take part with 
tlie rebels, maintain an undeviating fidelity to the British Government, uhile 
otheis, who were certain to be heavy losers by a change of rulers, and had no 
leasonable giounds foi anticipating any peisonal advantage from the sub- 
version of oui dominion, became our most virulent antagonists 

4>. General Wheeler acted upon the supposition, that the regiments 
would mutiny, and at once leave for Delhi, the gieat centre of revolt, and 
that the Nana would not take an actively hostile part against us 

6 To a certain extent his anticipations were justified by the event 
The regiments did move off at once towards Delhi, and up to the time of 
their doing so, the Nana does not appear to have had any idea of the position 
he would hold in a few short days 

6 Had any understanding existed between the Nana and the tioops, 
there would have been no object in the march they made on the Delhi road 
It was not until they had gone, that the Nana seems to have finally detei- 
mined on emhaiking in an enterprize, in which he staked his life, on the 
chance of gaining a" throne, as the founder of a new Mahiatta dynasty. 

7. How he brought over the troops to his interests, how he endea- 
voured, with his newly-acquired army aided by vast stores of aitillery and 
munitions of war, contained in the abandoned Magazine, to annihilate the 
handful of Europeans in the so-called intienchments, how, when force 
could not conquer that devoted hand, they were deceived and betrayed 
by treachery of unparalleled baseness, how the dastardly traitors date 
not even approach then unarmed victims, until from a safe distance they had 
poured deadly discharges of giape into the unsuspecting and helpless crowd, 
how .the Clowning atrocity of slaughtering helpless women and infants was 
perpetrated almost within hearing of the victorious shouts of Havelock’s 
conqaeiing aimy, — are best told in Mr Sherei’s ownwoids. I would only 
heie observe, that the more searching the investigation into the details of 
those hoiiible events, the greater has become the assurance, that the 
lumours of atrocious indignities upon the persons of our countiy women, 
which at one time iveie so rife are almost without foundation 

8 It IS not to be denied that one oi two exceptional cases may have 
occur led, but as a general rule, the extirpation of our race in India was the 
object by w' Inch these mui del ers were actuated, and in the prosecution nf 
this design, they were swayed by no passion shoit of the thiist of blood 

9 The investigations recently completed by Colonel Williams appear 
to place this long-vexed question beyond a doubt, and the hearts of those 
who have been so tortuied with the thoughts of what their deaiest relatives 
may have suffered before death, can now accept with confidence the no 
small consolation, w'hich the result of these searching enquiiies has offered 
them 

10 Htjmeerroor Tins district has been transferred to the Jhansi 
Division since the mutiny

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11 The details famished hy Mi Pieeliag compuse all the inform- 
ation. which has been obtained of the occuirences at the station 

12 The conduct of Mr Loyd, the Collector, and of Mr Donald 
Grant, the Joint Magistrate, claims the highest admiiation Diom piivate 
letteis wutten by Mi Loyd, and foi warded to Banda, he evidently saw that 
certain death awaited him if he lemained at his post Tet he felt it his duty 
to do so , and his colleague would not leave him As a high-minded Chris- 
titin gentleman, whose heait overflowed with the waimest love foi his 
fellow-creatuiesj his memoiy is pieseived in the affections of all who knew 
him , and the slaughter of such a man, in a place where he was known 
only as the benefactor of all, is one of the woist of the many black dimes 
which polluted the rebellion 


Some accounts of the mutiny and subsequent events at Catvnpooe

At the time of the revolt at Oawnpooi, the European Eoice, including 
the leinfoi cements they had leceived, consisted of — 

Artilleiy, one Company, fifty-nine men and sis: guns 
Infantiy, 60 men of Hei Majesty’s 8d;th 

„ 30 men of Hei Majesty’s 32nd, invalids and sick 

„ 15 men of 1st Madias Eusilieis 

The native tioops consisted of the 2ad "Regiment of Light Cavalry, the 
1st, 63id, and 64th Regiments of Infantiv, and the Golundauze, or native 
gunneis, attached to the battery General Sii Hugh "Wheeler commanded the 
Division There was a laige number of Europeans resident in cantonments, 
many of whom weie individuals connected with the 0ml, Railway, Canal and 
other Departments , there weie also nearly the whole of the soldieis’ wives of 
Hei Majesty’s 32nd Regiment, which was stationed at Lucknow The whole 
number of the Euiopean population theiefoie in Oawnpooi — men, women and 
children — could not have amounted to less than 750 souls News of the out- 
break at Meeiut and Delia reached Oawnpoor on the Idith of May, and 
though the mistiust prevailing more or less thioughout the Bengal Piesidency 
was felt at Oawnpooi, more especially with lefeience to the Cavalry and the 
1st Regiment Native Infantiy, who had been cantoned together foi one yeai, 
and uhose seditious feeling had been pietty openly expressed — no piecau- 
tionaiy measuies weie adopted, except that the Aitilleiy was moved up to the 
European baiiacks, and this movement was caused by a supposed ineendiaiy 
fire which occuned in the lines of the 1st Regiment Native Infantry, on the 
night of the 16th of May 

The ladies, and mei chants also, about this time, sought refuge in the 
hauacks A company of Her Majesty’s 32nd Regiment aiiived fiom 
Lucknow, and olficeis of all coips weie oideied to sleep in the lines of then 
regiments 

Euithei cause of alaim was given by lumours having been ciiculated in 
the city, that the objectionable cartridges were to be served out on the 23id 
of May, and that tlie Aitillery weie to act against all who refused them A 
good deal of excitement prevailed, and on the 21-th of May, the Queen’s 
birth-day, it was not considered advisable to fire the usual salute 

There was at this time residing at Bith 001 , which is a sacied village on 
the Ganges, and much resorted to by pilgrims, a Hindoo of rank, namnl 
Doondliooo Puntli, but commonly called Nana Saliib — a title frequently 
occurring amongst Mahiattas He was the adopted sou of Bajee Rao, and 
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iiiliciifed hi9 houses, landed propeity, jewels, &c , but did not succeed to lu's 
large pension, which, in default of hens of his body, lapsed to the Go\cin- 
ment in 1852 

The Nana lived m comfortable circumstances at Bithoor, in a laige man- 
sion not far fiom the Ganges, with stabling and elephant sheds, and laigo 
gardens surrounding, and a massive temple neai at hand, u Inch Ba]ec Bao 
had built at a considerable expense Ileie he was suuouuded by a band of 
wily Main attas, some relations and some friends, who, living up to the time 
of the mutiny in complete obscurity, have since become perfectly well known 
wherever English newspapeis are read, and their names are now iamiliai in 
oui mouths as household words 

There weie his two brothers, Bala E,ao and Baba Bhut, the latter said to 
be the most influential man in the household , Rao Sahib, Ins nephew , Azim- 
oollah, a young*^ man of low origin, who had had the dubious advantages, in 
his case, of a trip to London and Pans, but who was undoubtedly talented , 
and last, but not least, the Nana’s faithful servant Tantia Topee, the present 
Abdool Kadir of Central India The Nana was a man of no capacity and of 
debauched tastes, a fair specimen of the Indian Piince badly bi ought up, with 
ample leisure and ample means, strong passions, and no piinciples to control 
them He was known to consider himself aggrieved by being denied Bajce 
Bao’s pension, as well as to have resented the reduction of the 5 per cents , 
but he maintained outward relations of civility with the Europeans, and 
invited them occasionally to entertainments at his house As raatteis grew 
doubtful and dark at Oawnpooi, the Nana put himself in frequent communi- 
cation with the Magistrate, Mr Hilleisdon, and proffered offers of assistance 
in case of an outbieak. He was allowed by Government a retinue of 500 
Cavalry and Infantry, with thiee guns of small calibre, which were entirely 
under his own control. 

On the 26th of May, therefore, the Magistrate tliought it advisable to call 
in his aid, and he was put in charge of the Treasury, w'hicli was near the 
Nana’s own house in Nawabgunge. To the Tieasury he brought two guns, 
and two hundred aimed retainers, and there was there also a company of the 
63rd N. I. 

(Shortly after, the 2nd Regiment Oudh Cavaliy, under the eomraand of 
Lieutenant Barber, 30th N I , marched into cantonments, and furnished 
patrols, together with a picquet of the 2nd Cavalry 

A few days after their arrival, the Oudh Iiiegulais were suspected, and 
were accordingly marched out towards Euttehgurh Captain Hayes, 42nd N. L, 
Military Secietaiy to Sir H Lawrence, Chief Commissioner of Oudh, and 
Captain Caiy, 17tli N I, accompanying them, and they were followed, a day 
or two later, by Lieutenant Ashe, with a half battery of Oudh Horse Artillery. 

A few marches from the station the Cavalry Regiment mutinied, and 
succeeded in muideimg all the officeis who were with them Some Seikhs m 
the regiment, however, returned towards Oawnpooi, and met and biouglit 
back Lieutenant Ashe, and the guns General Wheelei dismissed the Seikhs, 
and commenced intrenching the barracks of the dep6t of H M.’s 32ud, to 
winch all the Euiopeans at the station w'ere oideied to repair 

On the 4th of June, provisions for a month had been stored, and one lakh 
of rupees was removed within the entrenchments, but nine laLlis still re- 
mained in the Tieasury. No steps w'eie taken to remove oi secure the ammu- 
nition and stores, winch were lying in laige quantities, both in the Ordnance 
and Regimental Magazines It is necessaiy to mention this fact to show^, not 
only that full confidence was placed in the Nana, but that no vciy serious view 
was taken of raatteis in general The officeis of the 2nd company, and Ist and 
oGth Regiments N. I , were ordered to discontinue sleeping in then lines 

The mutiny commenced on the morning of the Gth, at 2 A 3i , when the 
2nd Cavalry and 1st Regiment Native Infantry left then lines, without, 
however, molesting then officers, who on the first ahum had proceeded to their 
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lines The insui gents proceeded first to the Tieasury, n Inch was situated in 
the civil lines, at the westcin end of the station, thev obtained possession ol 
this building without any opposition fioin the guai ds placed ovei it. riiey 
then enteied the jail, set the prisoneis at liberty, and burnt all the adjacent 
public ollices, and the lecoids in them. Ibtv afieniaids marched out to 
kulyanpme, the first halting place on tiieroul to D.diii, and tliero encamped, 
being joined belore noon of the same day by tlie odrd and 5Ctb Regimonls 
N I 

Seizing the oppoitunitv of the icvolt, the Nana possessed himself of a 
gieat poition of the Tieasury , then lepaning to the lebol camp, he persuaded 
them to letuiu to Oaiinpoie, to dcstioy the houses sitmited theiein, and an- 
nihilate the Biitish ofiiceis and soldieis, and evciy Cliiistian lesidcnt, and then 
pioceed to Delhi, oi Lucknow, leaving a gaiiisou behind to letam possession 
ol the city and distiict of Caiuipoic 

Acting on his advice, and placing themsches undci his ordeis, the rebels 
letuined to Cawnpore the same evening The Nana at once lufoiuied Gencial 
Wheclei that he bad ictuined to attack him 

Intimidating all natives of any standing, or importance, plundering cveiy 
thing in his \iay, and muideung oveiy Euiopean « ho fell into Ins hands, tho 
Nana soon made good his \iords, by bringing into position two of bis own 
guns, and two heavy guns which he had piocured fiom the magazine 

The c-annonade fiom these guns commenced about 10 am , on the morn- 
ing of the 7tli June ) 

It IS necessaiy, in order to lender evident the situation of the besieged, 
to give a sboit account of the position that bad been selected by General 
"Wheelei, and of such means as bad been taken to sccuic it 

(The dep6t of IT jM ’s 32nd Regiment, consisting of the sick, invalids, 
women and children of tlie legimcnt, was located m tw’o long barracks, m an 
extensive plain at the eastern end of the station These banacks were single- 
stoiied buildings, intended each foi tbe accommodation of a company of 100 
men, one of them was thatclied, and both weio suiioundcd by a flat loof, 
aicade, or veranda, tbe walls were of bricks, one and a half foot thick A 
well, and the usual out-oflices weie attached to tho buildings Aiound these 
bai racks, a tiencli was dug, and tbe earth thrown up on the outside, so as to 
foim a parapet, w' Inch might have been five feet high, hut it was not even 
hullet-pioof at the crest open spaces ivt re likewise left foi the guns, wdiich 
were thus entirely unpiotected It may he imagined w'liat slight cover an in- 
trencliment of this kind would furnish, either loi the haiiacks, or foi men in 
the tienches , while theie was plenty of cover, both for luuskotry and guns, 
within a short distance of the banacks, of w’bich tho mutinccis soon availed 
themselves 

To enclose the banacks, a parapet was requned, and it is supposed, that 
scarcity of labour, and tbe stilTaess of the soil, which at the close of the hot 
season w^as neaily as liaid as lock, weie the causes w'bich pi evented tbe oon- 
sti action of moie solid defences ) 

Tins position has been made tbe subject of much cnticism Without 
ventunng to offer an opinion upon a scientific militaiy subject, I may he 
allowed to say so much, that I think we must guaid against post-facto wisdom 
and bewaie lest oui expeiience bias oui judgment 

It IS cleai to me that Geneial Wheelei considcied two things certain — • 
fiist, that the Nana was not in league mtli oui native soldieiy , and secondly, 
that OUI native soldiery, if they did bieak out, wmuld make ofl at once (o join 
tbe insmgents at Delhi He appaiently cotisideie 1, therefore, that the only 
dangei to he di ended w'as, w'hat might occui iii the sudden fuiy of an out- 
break So long, theiefore, as he w'as sufficiently on Ins guaid against this, all 
w'ould be well , and the outbreak ovei, be might choose a stioug position. 
Events showed that be was light in every lespect He weathered the outbieak 
in safety, tbe mutineeis ^zd make off foi Delhi, and tho Nana was cleai ly not 
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in league, previously, with the native soldieiy, or it would not have been 
necessary for him to puroue them down tlie load, and entieat them, with lavish 
inomises, to leturn The tieaclieij’’ of the Nana distuibed all calculations 
Now tliat we know what the Nana was, it may seem veiy blind and ciedulous 
to have lelied upon him at all But have we not lelied on the Nawab of 
Rampoie ? Have we not lelied on the Kaja of Ohiikaiee, and not been de- 
ceived P It has been well said, theie aie piophets of the past, as well as the 
future There is a dangei, surely, to be avoided heie But to leturn 

(The cannonade commenced fiom the four guns befoie mentioned, hut tlie 
enemy’s aitilleiy uas soon strengthened fiom the ordnance magazine, and in 
a few houis they biought a liie on tlie baiiacks on all sides, from fourteen 
guns and mortars in position. 

At fiist the besieged replied briskly to the fiie of the rebels, but without 
any signal success, for the guns m the intienchments were field guns, and the 
enemy had not as yet advanced uithin 1,000 yards from the barracks The 
fire of the rebels also had little oi no effect, but on the second day of the siege 
they adopted more eneigetic measures, the Mahomedan flag was laised iii the 
city, all true Mussulmans were diiected to join, and those who demuiied were 
thieatened, insulted, oi fined The Nana’s foice was soon augmented by large 
numbers, and leinfoiced daily 

Ilanng at his command a magazine, stoied with every desciiption of 
ammunition and ordnance, a tieasuiy full, and tlie city bazaai in Ins hands, it 
is not to be wondered at that he soon lendeied the situation of the Europeans 
next to hopeless An incessant file of musketiy uas pouied into the mtiench- 
ineuts flora the nearest buildings, guns of large calibie, drawing giadually 
closer and closer, sent then shot and shell, without intermission against the 
buck nails of the bauacks, and carcases filed the thatched buildings, in 
which numbcis of sick and helpless women and wounded men were huddled 
togethci, many of nhom neie burnt alive 

The hospital stores were lost or destroyed, and all being now crowded 
into one building, without medicine, the sick and wounded died without 
relief With the gieatei portion of then ammunition spent, the besieged weie 
also forced to slacken their file In short, then position was lendeied hope- 
less and helpless in the extreme, and all this befoie the flung had lasted for 
half a neck. 

Tlieie was a nullah oi ditch some distance in front of the intrenchments, 
by which the enemy pushed on a sap towards the bauacks, and fiom this they 
pouied in a near and deadly fire 

On the nest of the besieged an entiiolv new range of barracks had been 
in the coiiise of consti action, and behind the unfinished walls the rebels posted 
then matchlockmen They were, howevei, dislodged by soitie after soitie, 
and at length two of the bauacks weie hold by picquets fiom the gaiiison 
But the strength of the gaiiisou was insufficient to prevent the rebels from 
placing then matchlockmen on the othci side Communications betu een the 
bauacks became difficult, no one could move out of cover for an instant witli- 
out diawing on himself the fire of twenty pieces Water was at last diaiiii 
undei shekel of the parapet at the edge of the wall, but the parapet was 
knocked over, and soon not a diop could be obtained, save at the risk of 
almost ceitain destruction 

The half-destioyed walls of the bariacks, or the temporal y expedient of 
piling up tents and casks, .formed the piecaiious but only slieltei that could be 
obtained Eood could only be ciiiied from post to post by day, and the dead 
were removed at night, and thiowii into an adjacent well uitiiout tlie decency 
of buual llelief was expected on the Mill June, but day after day biought 
no succour Round shot and disease weio doing then work, piovisions lan 
short, and the misery endured by all can hardly be imagined 

Yet the besieged in successful sallies, took and spiked the neaiest guns, 
dimug away the mutineers, and letiung with little, if any, loss to the

trendies, liut the guns were either lepaiied or leplaced by others fiom the 
aisenal ^ Still though the position, in the bai lacks was quite untenable, the 
mutineeis nevei musteied the com age to assault it. 

Noi weie the Euiopeans in the trenches the only sufferers Besides seve- 
lal Euiopeans captuied in the city, many of the natives suspected of aiding 
01 seiving the Biitish foict , weie put to death A list was made of all the 
bankeis, who weie mulcted of their wealth, and piopeitv of eveiy description 
was plundeiedoi wantonly destroyed by the lebels TJp to the 26tli June, 
houevei, the Biitish foico held then own, though then loss in killed alone 
wasupwaids of 100, and the ladies and otheis weie maddened by suffeiing 
It can scaicely be wondeied at, that when, on that moimng, the Nana offered 
to tieat, his pioposition was listened to It was woided as follows — 

“ Vll soldiers and otheis unconnected with the acts of Loid Dalhousie, 
who will lav down then aims and give themselves up, shall be spaied and sent 
to Allahabad ’’ 

Captain Mooie, commanding the detachment of EE. M ’s32nd, who had fiom 
thefiist diieeted the eneigies of the besieged, and invaiiably led their sallies, 
seeing the reduced state ot the besieged, and lelying on the woid of the Nana, 
obtained peimission to sign the papei , and, contiaiy to the advice and lemon- 
stiances of many othei officeis, the tieaty was agieed to 

Boats were immediately piovided foi the conveyance of the lemains of 
the gaiiison to Allahabad, and to these boats tliey pioceeded on the morning 
of the 27th of June And now followed the most dastaidly piece of tieacheiy 
that has peihaps evei been peipetiated Only a portion of the party had taken 
then places in the boats, when, by pievious airangement, the boatmen set the 
awnings of the boats on file, and lushed on to the bank A heavy fiie of giape 
and musketiy was then opened on the Euiopeans. Out of thiity boats, tuo 
only managed to stait, one of these uas shoitly swamped by lound shot, but 
its passengeis weie enabled to leacli tbe leading boat. Ot those on boaid the 
other twenty-eight boats, some weie killed, some diowned, and the lest 
biought back piisoneis 

The lemaining boat, having fifty of the fugitives on board, proceeded down 
the river, followed by the rebels, who kept up an incessant fiie fiom botli banks. 
At the distance of six miles the boat giounded , its passengeis remained passive 
until nigbt, when tbe darkness enabled them to shove her off They puisued 
then way without inteiiuption till the boat again giounded at Nujajgurh, eight 
miles lower doun Ileie again the rebels attacked the boat, killing many of 
the passengers , but the assailants weie driven off, and retiied to Oawnpoor 
The Nana then immediately despatched two complete regiments m puisuit. 
At night a violent stoim toituuately forced the boat from the sand hank, but 
fiom Ignorance of the channel, the boat was again allowed to gioiind further 
down When daylight came, it showed the unhappy fugitives that then remorse- 
less enemies had followed them up, and were on the bank They had now 
leached Sooiujpooi, thiity miles fiom Oawnpooi 

As it was found impiacticahle to move the boat, a party of fourteen landed 
to diive back then assailments, which they did most effectually, but proceed- 
ing too fai inland, they woie suiiounded, and on then making their way back 
to the iivei, lost all sight of the boat They accordingly followed the bank 
for about a mile, uhen being hotly pressed, they ueie forced to take refuge 
and breathing time in a small temple 

At the dooi of the temple, one of the party was killed , the remaining 
tluiteen, after attempting a parley in vain, had lecouise to then tnelocks, and 
seieralof the enemy were killed, or ^\x\. hoi s-de-comhat The rebels feaiing 
even to attack tins small band of Englishmen, brought a gun to bear on the 
temple, but finding that it made no impiession, they had leeouise to heaping 
upfiieuood before the dooi-way Unfortunately, the temple was round, so 
that the paitj’’ within could not prevent then pushing the wood lound to the 
front. The fiie however did not have the desired effect, some handfuls of 
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powder were tlieiefore thrown on it, the smoke of winch neatly suffocated the 
fugitives, who detei mined to sally out and take to the river On then charging 
out of the temple, the enemy fled in all duections. Siv or seven of the patty 
who, it was supposed, could not swim, ran into the ciowd and sold then lives as 
deaily as they could, the remaining seven thiew themselves into the Ganges, 
two of these were shot eie long, a thud, resting himself by swimming on his 
back unwittingly approached too neai the bank, and was cut up, and the othei 
four swam sis miles down the iivei, thiee of them being wounded At last, the 
leadei was hailed by two or thiee sepoys belonging to a friendly E.aja, who even- 
tually proved to be Mahaiaja Deg Bejah Singh, a Baiswaiia Chief in Oudh 

Exhausted by a three days’ fast, and fancying fiora their not having been 
puisued for the last half mile of the flight that they weie safe, the fugitives at 
once went to the Baja, who protected and fed them fiom the 29th of June to 
the 28tli of July He ultimately provided for tlieii escort to the camp by a 
detachment of Europeans proceeding from Allahabad to Oawnpooi, to join the 
foice under the command of Biigadiei-Geneial Havelock ) 

Meantime at the Oawnpooi ghat after the partial escape of the two boats, 
the massacre continued Musketry was kept up from behind neighbouring 
garden nails, and sowars made attacks on the helpless crowd by iiding in 
amongst them, and slashing in all directions with then tulwais. Theie is an 
old half-caste woman now alive in Calcutta, named Murray, who in this tremen- 
dous moment was dropt full length on the sand by a ghastly sword-cut on her 
back At last some peison in authority, who, theie is some reason to suppose, 
was either Bala Bao, or the Bao Sahib, gave orders foi the slaughtei to cease, 
and those who were still uninjured w'eie all collected together and carried off 
towards a large house, called “Salavadai” or Savada Kotee, in the south-east 
corner of the parade ground Here it seems likely the men were at once select- 
ed from amongst the women and children, and then and there slaughtei ed 

The women weie all huddled together into an apartment, and kept close 
pusoneis. 

The boat which, as we have seen before, ran aground at Sheorajpore 
ghdt, remained immovable. All those who were still m hei, weie made 
prisoners and brought on shore, and weie aftei wards put on country carts and 
taken back to Cawnpoor. There appears to have been delay in piocuiing 
this carnage, for the party nas seen at Aherwan by one named Thomas, him- 
self a prisoner, some four or five days, as he says, after the massacie at the 
boats Thomas estimates the number of ladies and gentlemen about eighty 
This witness also tells me that, when he leached Cawnpoor, he found the Nana 
in Savada Kotee, and large bodies of the rebel soldieiy encamped between that 
and the Railway I suspect the males of the Sheorajpore party weie killed on 
arrival, and the women and children added to those already in confinement 
About the 7th of July, there appeals to have been a general move towards the 
town The Nana occupied the then hotel, and the women and children weie 
located in a small house, badly built, partly on a native plan, which was called 
“Beebeeguih,” from having been elected by an officer, some years ago, for an 
Indian mistress Heie common matting was provided for them, and chuppatees 
and water weie supplied them They seem to have been suffering fearfully 
from disease, if we may judge from a memoiandum, found in the house, of 
deaths during a very few days, kept apparently by a Bengalee Native Doctoi. 
I remember one entry striking me as very touching 

In the “name” column — “ek bebee” — a baby. 

In the “disease” column — “ap se” — of itself 

Here then they remained till the fatal 15th. Before narrating what 
occurred on that day, I would just touch on two points East, with regard to 
the Euttehguih fugitives I can only, nith distinctness, make out the aiiival 
of two batches, but I have no doubt the Euttehguih narrative will throw light 
on the subject Theie was the party with whom the Missionaries weie. 
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This seems to have tinived befoie the capitulation, and I think none escaped 
They weie all at once niuideied. 

The second, which was a laiger paity, got to Oawnpoie eaily m July 
My leason foi thmlciug this, is that lu the list found in the Beeheeguih, 
appaiently wiitton by some guaid on taking ovei chaige, after all the other 
names, he puts in, " from Tuttehguih,” and then occur about seventy names 
moie 

The other subject, I would briefly mention, is the much-disputed ques- 
tion of the treatment of those uho suffered death, oi impusonraent I entiiely 
disavow any desire to make out a case, oi to take one side of the question, oi 
indeed do anything but speak the truth. The alleged occuiiences appear 
to be toituie, mutilation, and dishonor 

Isf—With regard to toituie, I simply say I have not heard of a case 
Tell me of a case, and I will investigate the evidence and report on it 

—Mutilation "With regard to this, theie appears to have been a 
great dealot intentional pievaiication If by mutilation, is meant cutting off 
the hands and feet of coipses, it is well known to be a common practice, and 
though I do not lemembei to have seen any dead body at this place in that 
plight, most undoubtedly they have been so seen in other stations The 
other mutilation, viz , that of cutting off the extremities of living persons, is 
also practised by natives Iheie are at least fifteen mutilated natives at this 
moment in the Oawnpoie district A mutilated European in this sense, I have 
never seen, noi have I heard of an authenticated case of one having been seen 
by any one else. 

^rd — Dishonor It is suiely most heartless to the fnends of those who 
have perished to argue whether this is a circumstance liKelij to have occurred or 
not The point is, what evidence have w'e? If thestoiy ot the giil in Calcutta 
biought foiwaid by Di Knighton in the Times is authentic, this is clearly one 
case With regard to poor Miss W — , if the drummer’s evidence that lie saw 
her at Eutteliguili be true, the othei story of her drowning heiself in a well 
here must be false, and wee aeisd This case is not as yet so oleai. I have 
not heard of any others 

But we have now to narrate the last scene in the Nana’s rule at Oawnpoie 

The battle of Aoung ivas fought early in the foienoon of the 16th, and 
the Pandoo Nuddee was foiced to the best of my lecollection, by about 11 
o’clock the same day There was, tlieiefore, ample time for news of the repulse, 
and the steady advance of the British troojis to have reached Oawnpoie early 
in the afternoon There is eveiy reason therefore to suppose that the fate 
of the unhappy captives was immediately made the subject of discussion The 
decision arrived at, is now known and execrated throughout the civilized 
woild It was decided that the captives sliould be put to death The order 
was earned into execution about sun-down There were four gentlemen, three 
of them of the Eutteliguili party, who by some mischance, oi foi some espe- 
cial reason, had been leseived fiom the fate which had alieady fallen upon 
their male companions These were first taken out of the Beebeeguili, and 
muideied on the high road Then the general massacie commenced It 
seems probable that vollies n ere fiist flied into the doois and windows, and 
then that executioners \rere sent lu to do the rest with swoids If the work 
was anything like completed, it must ha\e taken a consideiable tune At 
length, the doors rme closed, and night fell upon what had happened The 
Hotel, wheie the Nana had his quaiteis, w'as within fifty yards of this house, 
and I am ciedibly infoimed that he oideied a naidch, and passed the evening 
witli singing and dancing Eaily next moining oideis weie given foi the 
Beeheeguih to be cleaied Tlieie must have been neai upon 200 coipses 
So many, I do not think, could have been thrown into the w'ell It seems 
piobable, that a poition were dragged down to the Ganges Ooiisidenno' the 
smallness of the house, and the crowded condition of the captives, it is'next 
to impossible that all can have been slaughtered the previous night. It is

exercisingj therefore, no moibid imagination and pandeiing to no pruiient 
cuiiosity to say that I hold no doubt some of the living met a more teriible 
death than assassination, even by being plunged with their dead companions 
into the tainted nateis of the well. 

The small, but determined band under General Havelock, who were 
jdestined (I may say, suiely without profanity) by God’s aid, to avenge the 
scenes desciibed above, left Allahabad on the afternoon of 6th July The 
lain fell with almost tiopical violence, for some hours 'We pitched the fiist 
night, only a few miles out of cantonments, in a sea of mud The next morn- 
ing, howevei, was diy and cleai, and the men soon getting into the motion of 
the maich, all spiiits lose again, and eveiy heart beat high with the piospect 
of the woik that had to be done The foice consisted of about 1,200 Europeans, 
150 Sikhs, and twenty or twenty-five Volunteei Cavalry The maiches weie at 
fiist only fr6m one encamping ground to another Thioughout the Allahabad 
distiict, we found the mined Buidast Khanas well supplied, and the Thannadars 
and Tehseeldars at then posts But many of the villages had been burnt by 
the way-side, and human beings there were none to be seen A more desolate 
scene than the countiy we passed through, can scaicely be imagined The 
swamps on eithei side of the load, the blackened ruins of huts now fuither 
defaced by weather stains and mould, the uttei absence of all sound, that 
could indicate the presence of human life oi the employments of human in- 
dustiy (such sounds being usurped by the croaking of fiogs, the shi ill pipe 
of the cicala, and the under-hum of the thousand-winged insects, engendered 
by the damp and heat) , the offensive odour of the neem trees, the occasional 
taint in the an from suspended bodies, upon which, before oui very eyes the 
loathsome pig of the countiy was engaged in feasting all these things, — 
appealing to our diffeient senses, — contributed to call up such images of deso- 
lation, and blackness, and woe, as few, I should think, who were present, 
will ever foiget We weie at Khaga, in the Euttehpore district, on the 11th. 
The village was almost entirely deserted We experienced no difficulty how- 
ever in obtaining supplies. The Moonsiff of Hutgaon, Salamut Alee, was in 
attendance, and gave eveiy assistance A Thannahdar was appointed, and a 
Thannah established, nhich was never been relinquished since I presume 
the General heard during the day that the rebel force was advancing on 
Euttehpore, for at midnight wo maiched to catch up Major Renaud, who with 
400 Europeans, and about as many Sikhs, two field pieces, and eighty Irre- 
gulai Cavalry, had preceded our General by a few days, and was then a shoit 
march ahead. 

The two forces were amalgamated in the middle of the night, and march- 
ing on together, reached Belanda, about four miles on the Allahabad side of 
Euttehpoie, by, I suppose, 7 o’clock in the morning Heie, too, we had no 
difficulties about supplies, Muunoo Lall, the faithful meichant, ard zemindar 
Hunsooa, and Zoolfikar Khan, an old cavalry soldier of the same place, who 
had made then village the head-quarters of all those well affected to the Bri- 
tish Government, were in attendance, and pi offered every aid Aid at Belanda, 
howevei, as it turned out, was not necessary, for a reconnoitiing party soon 
bi ought word that the enemy were advancing in foice down the load, and 
whilst we were yet dunking our morning tea, undei the shade of some trees, 
then guns opened and behold a battle had commenced Here the enemy 
advanced then guns in rows of two oi three, at a time, in a perfectly infatu- 
ated raannei down the Trunk Road How Maude’s well-dnected shiapnel 
fiom the flank drove them in such confusion back into Euttehpore, that they 
scaicely attempted to hold the strong posts afforded by the garden walls and 
thick trees in its euvnons, how the misbehaviour of our Irregular Cavalry 
nearly allowed the enemy’s horse teraporaiily to turn our right, has all been 
desciibed by persons qualified to judge of military movements I need 
therefore say no more than that by twelve o’clock we found ourselves lying 
undei trees, a mile and half on the Oawnpoor side of Euttehpoor, waiting for 
oui camp to come up fiom Belanda, the town ouis, and the enemy miles away. 

B i 
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On that day 3?uttehpooi was given up to plundei, the countiy people had 
the boldness to come in, in cionds, and assist in carrying off piopeity, making 
themselves oui syces and grass-cutteis, when inteiiogated by the soldiers The 
inhabitants had fled to a man^ so the shops and houses weie lansacked without 
remonstrance, and next morning, when we maiched away, the Sikhs were left 
behind to set the town on fiie in seveial places at once On tlie 14th, we 
were encamped neai Kullianpooi, and on the evening of the same day, the 
Irregular Cavalry weie dismounted and disarmed Eaily on the 15th, we 
marclied on towards Aoung, where the General had been led to suppose he 
should meet with considerable resistance His infoimation was perfectly 
coriect, — the village was occupied in strength 

The enemy had intrenched themselves across the road, not indeed in a 
very formidable mannei, but the village offeied gieat cover in the walled gar- 
dens, thickly grown with trees, which flanked it on either side Eiom this 
shelter, a steady fiie of musketry was kept up for a considerable time It was 
in this engagement that the enemy’s cavalry made more than one attempt 
to get round our force and cut off the baggage Once or twice, they regularly 
charged, but as soon as the bullets of the baggage guaid began to fly amongst 
them, they pulled up and galloped away in quite a ludicrous fashion After 
a struggle of some little endurance, the village of Aoung was taken, and as it 
was supposed the enemy would try and injure the budge over the Pandoo 
Nuddee, the General pushed on The rebels had placed two heavy guns on 
the bank on the opposite side of the Pandoo, one a 12-poundei, and the othei 
an old caiionade, I think, of large calibre 

These were fired straight down the high road, but Enfield riflemen were 
sent on through the fields to the iivei bank, and from that position, veiy soon 
dislodged the gunners, and the whole body then made off leaving the guns 
Some miserable attempts had been made to blow up the budge, but quite 
ineffectual in their nature, and our troops maiched across with per iect ease and 
occupied the opposite bank There we remained for the rest of the loth, but 
by sumise the next morning we weie again on oui march In passing through 
the village of Siisoul, the zemindars came out to leceive us, and promised to 
send on supplies after us to Aheiiwan, which they faithfully did "We leached 
Aheiiuan by noon , it was the hottest day I have evei been out of doors in , a 
deal, blue sky, with small patches of dazzling white cloud, w'hich seemed to 
seive only to reflect the heat moie intensely Nothing but the excitement 
could have supported the troops under such exposure Tire baggage was all 
collected into a giove, and a body of guards left to protect it, with four guns 
to he worked by some men of the line who had learned the rudiments of aitil- 
leiy practice The tioops having rested for a couple of hours and taken refresh- 
ment, started about half-past two for the last battle, which was to decide the 
fate of the Nana’s rule The particulars of the battle are well known To 
us who remained in the grove, it was naturally a time of great interest and 
excitement I leraembei we could not possibly account for the altered sound of 
one of the heavy guns The fact was afterwards explained to he, that the ene- 
my had moved round one of their 24-poundeis towards the Grand Tiunk Road 
to meet the attack on their left, by wdnch they tveie finally overcome 

It was dark befoie the filing ceased, hut no one returned, and the last 
firing had been the most distant this we knew indicated advance, and there- 
fore victory, and so we fell to sletp assuied , though we had no communica- 
tion whatever with the main body, till the summons came next morning for 
the camp to advance 

In obedience to this summons we were proceeding along the road, when 
suddenly, in the direction of Cawnpoor, a gigantic tongue of flame leapt up as 
it weie to lick the sky, followed by a large cloud of smoke, which preserving 
Eomenhat the shape of a balloon, ascended smftly, we looked at eacti otlier, 
and that moment experienced a slight shock, like a weak electric current, and 
then the mighty thunder broke in the distance, and seemed to roll towards us 
and aiound us Tire powder magazine had been exploded 
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That day the army was encamped on the painde giound , and we, for the 
fiist time, saw the deseited intienchment which Wheeler had occupied scaicely 
thiee weeks befoie 

That scene of matchless desolation, the monument at once of astounding 
cowaidice on the pait of the enemy, and of incredible couiage and enduiance 
on the part of those besieged, has been alieady often dosciibed I will only 
observe that the cry in all months was, in such a position, and against such 
odds to have held out a couple of days, seems almost a miiacle The next 
morning (tiie 18th) the tioops weie oideied to maich by the Tiunk Road to 
the Mission piemises, the most distant buildings to the west in Caunpooi, and 
situated close by wheie the Cantouinent and 6i and Tiunk Roads join This 
uise movement not only piotected the station in the diiection of Bithooi, but 
also preseived the soldieis fiom the temptations of liquoi, as well fiom any 
desiie to take vengeance into then own hands Tliat day, with the Geneial’s 
pel mission, I rode with two of the Volunteei Cavaliv into the city, having the 
re-establishment of the Biitish power pioclaimed in si veral placi s, and meeting 
almost the whole raeicantile population at the Cotwilee wlieie they piofessed 
(I cannot say with what sinceiity) the greatest delight at out letuin We 
had also the gieat pleasuie of libeiating one oi two half-caste Ohiistians, who 
weie concealed in lemote lanes and alleys Piom the citv we pioceeded to the 
Hotel, which e found 3 ust as the Nana had left it He slept on one side, 
and on tlie opposite had looms for pooja and cooking, keeping two laige centre 
apaitments foi Duibar pin poses Thence \ie were diiected to the Beebeeguili, 
and well And then bioke upon out sight that dieadful spectacle, ovei tlie 
veiy idea of uhich theie aie still bioken spiiits and widowed hcaits mouining 
teiioi-striken in distant England I have no rnoie details to add to what is 
alieady too well known, and must dismiss the sad subject with one oi two 
brief lemaiks The stones of childien found suspended on the tiees, and of 
mutilated dead bodies lying in the enclosure, aie entiiely fabrications. There 
weie no dead bodies, except in the well The well was narrow and deep, and 
on looking down you could only see a tangled mass of human limbs entiiely 
without clothing To the best of my belief theie was not a woid wiitten on 
the walls I seaiched myself and I know that others did so too, but without 
discoveiing any intelligible maiks 

Tlie only documents I ever heard of being found were — 

— A list 111 Hindee, giving the names of all the piisoners received 
appaiently on the 7th of July, and made over to some othei guaidian on the 
11th This hot I took possession of, but careful copies of it have been taken, 
and It foims the basis of all lists winch have been published 

2nd — A list of sick and memorandum of deaths, in the Beebeeguili, for 
two 01 thiee days, kept appaiently by a Bengalee Native Doctoi This was 
in the possession at one tune of M.ijoi Gordon, of the late 6th Native Infantiy, 
and was published in the Fhosmx newspaper, August 1867 

Zrd — A skeleton diaiy, believed to have been kept by one of the Lindsay 
family, made ovei, I fancy long since, to suivivois 

On the 19th, Maj n Stevenson of the Madias Eusilieis, commanded a 
party, which went out to Bithoor This place was occupied without the least 
lesistance, and thiiteen guns removed from it, besides a gieat deal of valuable 
propel ty. The Nana’s palace was destroyed, which was a pity, as any chance 
of finding treasuie has been rendeied far more lemote The Nana himself 
was fai away To the best of my information, be left Bithooi on the evening 
of the 17tl' He found it impossible to get any of the soldieis to rally round 
him, they had thrown off lestiaint, and abused him and Baba Bhut in open 
terras, claraoiing with threatening gestuies for money, and so off, belter 
skelter, foi Euttehguih That evening be embarked himself and the ladies 
of his family on a large boat He had given notice that he should drown 
liirnsef, I suppose as a blind to pi event pm suit, and it was understood the signal 
uas to be, when the light was put out The Gunsapootras were watching on 
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thesliore About mid-sfream tlie light was extinguished, and wnth a yell, 
that must have reached the boat, the mendicant Brahmins lUshed up to the 
palace, and commenced plundering all they could lay their hands on Tlie 
ciafty Nana was disembaiking in the darkness on the other side, but if in so 
callous a lieait any hitter reflections could arise, the ingiatitude of liis adherents 
and the falseness of those he had cherished, might well have induced them. 

General Neill aiiived with some 400 men, I think, on the 20th, and the next 
day we all moved down to Peimit ghflt, from whence the emhaikation was com- 
menced to Oude This took some days , meantime every exeition was made 
to lendei the new' intienchment (which had been chosen by General Havelock 
on the 19th) capable of defence when the forces intended to relieve Lucknow 
had all ciossed General Neill was left with a garrison of less than two 
bundled men to hold Cawnpooi Tlie day I entered the city {viz , the 18th) 
I appointed a Ootwal, and city police, and a day or two afteiwaids I 
sent out a Tiiannahdai to Siisoul, with a band of buikundazes ThisThannah 
is on the Allahabad load, and has never been given up since I was veij’’ 
anxious also to get outposts to the south and west, that we might, as it 
weie, have police pickets on all sides of us Two men readily volunteered 
to go out as Thannahdais, one to Suchendee, about ten miles down the Oalpeo 
load, and the other to Sheorajpore, a village on the Grand Trunk Eoad 
tow'aids Dehli They both went out, attended by as many men as could bo 
collected together This was a most unfortunate undertaking The 42nd 
Begiment of Native Infantry (than which no corps showed moie courage 
01 gieater feiocity) liavung mutinied at Saugor, ciossed the Jumna at Calpee, 
accompanied by some Ii regular Horse, and maiched diiect upon Akbeipooi 
Heie it was supposed they would turn off tow aids Bithooi , hofoie doing 
so, however, they sent a considerable body of men to destroy the temporal y 
budge over the Pandoo, and those men, advmncing lapidly, surprised the 
Tliannah of Suchendee, and capturing the Tiiannahdai, put him to death, under 
ciicumstances of gieat cruelty The mam body afterwards marching on Sheoiaj- 
poie, suriounded the Tliannah tlieie also, and the Thannalukii, a young Mus- 
sulman of consideiable peisonal courage, was shot, and his body hung with the 
head downwaids fiom a tree General Neill, w ho on taking command of the in- 
tiencbment, told me that as the occupation of Cawnpoor was wholly mihtaiy, 
he considered it of great importance that the city police should be in the 
hands of a military man, that they might be made to co-operate with military 
movements, had already appointed Captain Bruce, of the Bombay Army, Su- 
per intendent of Police, w'ltli (as I understood the Geneial to say) the expiess 
approbation of Government. The serious gathering at Bithoor, w'hicli 
shortly after the depaituie of General Havelock, began to diaw all our 
attention for a w'bile, postponed any further attempts to le-establish 
provincial police stations The 42nd Native Infantry, which after leaving 
Sheoiajpore, had occupied Bithoor, were soon joined there by men of the I7th 
and other Regiments, and by sowais of the 2nd Cavalry and 3rd Infantry. 
General Neill was all activity, constantly marching put in the enviions of the 
tow'n, with a couple of guns and all his available men , keeping the steamei 
moving up and down the river (it made two warlike visits to Bithoor) and in 
eveiy w'ay showing that he W'as on the aleit and prepared for emeigcncies 
It IS certainly untrue, though it has been often repeated, that the Nana 
leciossed to- Bithoor at this juncture, he lias nevei, since he first left 
- Bithooi, revisited this bank, noi do 1 think, as I have seen it stated, 
that Cawnpooi was at this time in any particular danger The enemy 
were numerous, but they had only two small pieces of aitilleiy, and 
though their sowais did, occasionally by night, iide into the suburbs, it 
was mostly, I fancy, for the sake of bravado Howevei, Geneial Havelock con- 
sideied it bis fiist duty on leturmng from Oude, to turn its rebel occupants 
out of Bithoor Accordingly, on the 16th August, a huge pai tv , commanded by 
General Havelock in person, maiched on Bithoor, and after an hour’s cannon- 
ading entiiely cleared the town. During the presence of General Havelock’s 
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force in Oiwnpove, of course we had a stronger hold on the neighbouihood, 
and I uas commencing an attempt at again establishing police posts, when I 
leceivcd a reiy hind Icttei fiom Genoial Neill, of which the following are ex- 
tiacts — '* Attempting to establish your police, is not only useless, hut asking 
the In cs of men u ell disposed to the State, to no pui pose Thecaptuie and mui- 
dei of youi men at Sheoiajpoie and Bithoor prove this” And again, “Having 
no soldieis to send out, the common police undei military rule, Biuce is get- 
ting togethei, is the best substitute” Then after veiy highly praising the 
police on the Allahabad road foi having kept open coUimunication so well, he 
adds “When the sanction of the Government is nquested, tlie leason why, must 
be fully stated as above, most ceitainly the giounds foi sending the request 
will not be the inefficient state of the piesent police” The posts, thtiefoie, of 
Bithoor, Sheoiajpoie, and Suchendee, passed into General Neill’s hands, and 
weie gariisoned by degiecs undei Captain Biuce’s ordeis with what uas then 
called tile ‘ Malitei police ’ About the same time, Geneial Neill also nominat- 
ed Captain Young ol the 4th Native Infantiy to be Supeiintendent of the 
Gland Tiunk Road for aiding the tiansit of tioops Both these appointments 
weie sanctioned, and commissions foi administeiing the Penal acts weie sent 
me by Mr Chester for Captains Biuce and Young. I, being already on the 
Commission, swoie them both in I merely mention this to sliow that 
my partial supei cession (of winch I have no uish to complain in the least, for 
I think It uas quite propci under the ciicumstances) was not only known to, 
but acquiesced in by, the Government undei whose immediate oideis I w'as then 
acting. Had we been strong enough then, to have thoroughly occupied the 
distiict, I make no doubt most of the zcmindais would have at once given lu 
then adheience, and things would have quieted down As it was, seveial large 
zemindars, amongst them Hooiga Peishaud of Suchendee, began to feel their 
way, and to make inquiiies as to whether byc-gones stood any chance of being 
consideied bye-goncs To those, we could only guarantee a fair tiial But this 
did not meet their views Gradually as it became seen that Cawnpoie was 
only a gairison, w'hcn it was clearly known that the troops collecting at Oawn- 
poie had not for then immediate object the pacification of the Hooab, but weie 
intended to cioss the iivei, tins desne to conciliate died away, and the dis- 
affected began to look low’aids Gwalioi as affoiding them some hope of a 
second subveision of the Biitish powei, and this time, with a moie permanent 
success The active pait taken by Doorga Peishad and llajah Suttee Pershad, 
of Sheorajpore, heads as they w eie of the Chundel Rajpoots, natuially influenced 
the conduct of most of the highci class of Thakoois I am afiaid tlie most I cau 
say of the better specimens, is, that they w'cie neutral The infidelity also of 
the Oralah, doubtless, had a very bad influence in the distnct To a man almost, 
with the Deputy Collector at tiicir head, thev quietly changed sides and 
acquiesced in the new adrmnistiation. Ram Lull, the Deputy Oollectoi, took 
a very active part in attempting to organize the Nana’s government This 
marked tieaclieiy, a treachery winch mined the wiiolo body of officials, 
I punished witli death on my fiist arrival. At the time then, that Sn James 
Outiaiu ariivcd with leinforceinents, the state of the district was this fiist, 
as legaids police. Captain Bruce held the city, Bithoor, Suchendee and 
Sheoiajpoie, had a sliglit liold on Bslhour, and had established one or two 
smallti posts in the neighbouihood, so that Cawnpoie w'as well suiiounded 
by a senes of police pickets. In police I had the Tliannah at Sirsoul, 
and a Thannah at Ghatumpoie, and for awhile one also at Bhogneepore. 
These thiee peigunnahs w'ere under Itli Giiffiths, both in revenue and 
police. Tlieie wTie no Tehseeldais appointed, but he had two Peshkais 
under him, at Saih Suleni, and at Ghatumpoie. The Pundit, Hmr Nauth, 
was appointed Sudder Tehseeldar "We collected in the Huzoor Tesheel and 
Bithoor, and got a little money in fiom Russoollabad and Sheoiajpoie When 
the force left us on the lOtli of October, for the itiief of Oude, and when many 
days passed without any intelligence being received fiom Lucknow, considei- 
able anxiety wms natuially felt in the town, but tlie gloiious news of the cap- 
ture of Delhi raised our prestige again, and the laigo preparations which were 
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being made foi carnage and Commissariat stoies, re-assured the people that 
the Gojah log weie not so completely run out of soldieis as ill-disposed agita- 
tois had tiled to lead them to believe Ko material change took place in our 
position We could not strengthen oui hold on the distiict , Bliogneepore, and 
Secundiaj and Akbei pore, were veiy much under the influence of the tians- 
Jumna rebels, whilst the laige clan of Mew Thakoois weie to a man in open 
lebellion, and two malcontents, the Eajah Bliao and Kalundur Gii Gossain, 
managed to keep the whole of that part of the district in a distuibed state. 
In Kussoollabad there was a strong party, headed by Pern Singli and Duiiao 
Singh (since hung at Gwalioi), against us, and connected with a rebel party 
inEtawah, but there weie some influential men for us Sheolee and Sheo- 
rajpoie weie subject to inroads from sowais connected with the Nana 
and Nurput Singh, and weie kept in constant distuibance and excitement 
Bithooi was strengthened by the proximity of Oawnpoor, but still on the 
Busseerali, the enemy from the other bank managed to surpiisc Captain 
Bruce’s police, and killed a considerable number of them, including the Super- 
intendent A party from Akbeipoie also attacked Suchendee about the same 
time, and killed the Tliannalidar and seveial buikundazcs The capture of 
Delhi drove the fugitive rebels down the country, and the largo party 
(diminished though I fancy on the load) which crossed at Muttra, under Bukt 
Khan, advanced into this district as far as Sheorajpore Biig.idiei Wilson, how- 
ever, went out to meet him on 19th October with 600 Infantry and several 
held pieces There was scarcely an engagement, as after firing a few shots 
the enemy made off, but although little harm was done to him then, there is 
reason to suppose the chock received at Sheorajpoie, threu back into the 
jaws of Gieathed’s column that body of rebels that were annihilated on the 
morning of the 23rd October near Kanouj Soon after this brush, m upon us, 
full of life and vigour, and flushed with victory, part of the glorious band that 
bad expelled the rebel from his fastness, had upraised again the Biitish 
flag in the deserted halls of Timoor, the ‘ pursuing column,’ as it uas called, 
first commanded by Gieathed and afterwards by Grant, arrived on the 26th 
of October, and doubtless the sight of so large a body of men would have 
tended entirely to pacify the district, had not ominous whispers from the 
south-west told us of the advance of the large force and powerful artillery 
that was to introduce another disturbing element into all plans But days 
passed on, the ‘pursuing column’ crossed the river. Infantry and Cavalry, 
and guns, came up and crossed and drsappeaied, and at last the Commander- 
in-Chiet himself made a start, and the relief of Lucknow commenced 

What occuired during his absence has been often related Time fails 
me to give more than the merest outline Taking advantage of the compara- 
tively unprotected state of Oawnpoie, the Gwalior Contingent, after many 
hesitations, at length ciossed the Jumna and marched upon the station On 
the 26th November, Geueial Windham went out to meet them at Bhoutee, 
about ten miles down the Oalpee road, gave them a veiy decided repulse, and 
hiouglit in one of then 10-inch howitzers m which they placed such reliance 
The next morning the enemy again advanced, and turning off the Calpee 
road ciossed by Eawutpoie to the Grand Tiunk Road, where being joined by a 
consideiable force of lebels, which had ciossed fiom Oude at Sheoiajpore, made 
a joint attack on Cawmpore 

The endeavoms to keep them off were not that day, as is well known, 
altogethei successful, and the troops slept at night inside the intrenchment. 
A sally, however, was made on the 28th, and with considerable success on the 
left But the advantages gained could not be sustained with the force avail- 
able, and when Sii Cohn rode into Cawnpore, on the evening of the 28th, he 
found the entile force within its intienchments, and the enemy in possession 
of the whole city and station It was on the 1st December that Captain 
Bruce received a Staff appointment, and wishing to be at once lelieved of his 
police duties, he wiote to ask me to take over chaige E went over to his 
house, which formed part of the intiencliments , I think the enemy had got 
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some idea that the Oommandei-m-Ghief \ra<? staying theic, but hoTrevei that 
may ho, they selected this uu etched house foi a taiget, and 1 wiote my letteis 
uith round shot u hizzing over our heads Poituuately the enemy were not 
veiy good shots, but they earned away pait of the balustiade of the loof 
twice I should not think it has happened before foi a Magistrate to take 
chaige of a distnct, a few bundled square yaids only of which weie then 
lu Biitish possession, and to sign the usual papers under a heavy cannonade 
playing on his predeccssoi’s house 

Here as Captain Biuce’s adininistiation ended, let mo venture to bear my 
tiibute to Its vigoi and its 3 ustice Much has been said, I undeistand, about 
tlie executions at this place All I can testify is, that I believe the executions 
to have been fai less numoious here than at most other places which the 
rebels had had possession of Hiii and careful tiials w’eie always accoided, 
and I never heard the natives complain of the lesult of any, except that of 
Azim Alee Khan In that case Captain Biuce asked niy opinion, and it con- 
firmed his own, that the Khan Sahib was guilty As foi myself, I tiust I was 
of some use in collecting Coramissaiiat stoies, building caits, &c , and keeping 
up a hlipntian correspondence with Agra I also attempted, not whollv with- 
out success, to keep ordei in the Kuttehpore distnct, and wdien Mr Piobyn 
was made Magistrate in October, he found all thoTliannahsandTehseeleosres- 
toied Butldiaw to the close of my Nairative On the Cth of December, 
Sii Colin arose m his strength, and scattcied the Gwalior Contingent in every 
diiection, taking all then guns The delusion was over, the district saw that 
Biitish supremacy was inevitable, and sick of misrule and contusion, and 
disoidei, It finally succumbed The Column undei Biigadier "Walpole, which 
niai died on the IStli December, was leceivod w'lth appaient pleasuie bv the 
people Captain Bourchier writes — “ T!ie whole population flocked to see us ” 
The ousted zemindais began to see that their dream of getting rid of auction 
purchaseis were over, and they must submit to then fate These men weie 
made our eiienues by ciicumstances We luined them to bo suie, but it was 
in our attempt to benefit them, and if oui desire to libeiate them from the 
yoke of the Talookdai, bad subjected them to the ten-times moie disastious 
yoke of the Boiah, still the consummation was one we never contemplated 
The selling up of estates, however, wms doubtless one of the pimcipal causes 
that gave the lebellion that populai phase it giadually assumed Bacon has 
remaiked with rare sagacity, that “it is certain so many overthrown estates, 
“so many votes foi tiouhlc';’’ This must be lemembeied wuth legaid to 
confiscated estates too, as well as those the Civil Oouit has laid its hand upon 

Opportunitv was taken of Biigadicr Walpole’s column, to le-cstablisli 
Thannaiis and Tehseclccs, atAkheiporc, Bussoollabad and Deiapore, wdiich 
ha\e stood evei since Mi Giifiiths le-estahlished his Tliannas at Siisoul 
and Gliatumpore, and when the chief advanced towuids Futtehguih, Sheoiaj- 
pore and Billour had their ebtahlishments lestoied, w'hich have nevei since 
been distui bed Bliogneepoie and Secundra, continuing under the influence 
of Calpee, although they w'cie kept out of active mischief by the movable 
column undei Colonel ^laxwell at Akbeipore, weie too distuibed to admit of 
Goveinrnent seivants being located theie, and it was not till the fall of Calpee 
in May that by thou complete subjugation, 1 was enabled to lepoit to the 
Coramissionei, uhique 

That peace, with God’s blessing, I hope w'o shall be able not only to main- 
tain by armed foice, but to ensure gradually on a much fiinioi giound, by 
pressing upon the people the conviction tliat a Chustian lule is synonymous 
wutli a wise and just one. 

I do not think I have omitted any thing of importance hcaiing on the 
geneial aspects of the rebellion in this district I lecall the binning of 
Bussoollabad Teliseelee by the fugitives, after the battle of Kliujwa in Futteh- 
pore I recall a laid of Rao Saliib, trom the Ganges to tlie Jumna, and au 
attack on Bussoollabad by Etawmli zemiiidais, but these weie detached inci- 
dents, scarcely calling for notice in a naiiative of this kind I followed but 
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tlie otbei (lay close upon tlie reti eating footsteps of Peioze Shall, hut I found 
the ploughman in the field , the boy singing at the uell as he urged the bul- 
locks dou n the slope , the old vroman sitting at hei door, tuisting luu little 
cotton gin (I feai with scaicely velocity enough to compete with the New 
Woi Id) and her daughteis giinding the millet, all supremely unconscious of 
the descendant of Timooi, who with somewhat unseemly haste had made but 
yesteiday a loyal pi ogress tliiough their fields and villages 

The taste for misiule has cleaily for the time departed The people have 
seen that neither Bajah nor Nawab can construct a practicable administration, 
and the old rule seems better than none 

I tiust experience may teach us to amend those parts of our administra- 
tion, which may be oppiessive oi distasteful to the people, so that they may 
accept our lule, not only as inevitale, but also as that with vs hich they are 
best satisfied

Memomndum hj Lientenanl-Colonel Tniltams, Military Secretary to Government, Norlh-JFestcrn 

Provinces 

The investigations regaiding the outbiCak at Caunpore in June 1857 
have been temporaiily closed 

3?oity-two depositions fiom individuals of all classes and creeds, Cliris- 
tains, Mahomedans and Hindoos, have been lecorded, and valuable evidence 
obtained fiom respectable and influential residents iii the city These deposi- 
tions, togetbei uitii the native journal of a city resident, have been tianslated, 
and lelate the fiist attempts made by the Nana to tampei with the troops, 
his leady success , the eailiest meeting held by the conspiiatois, and then 
pioceedings on, and subsequent to their mutiny, fiom the 1st of June, to the 
advance of the British force in July 

It IS pioposed to have these punted, and fiom them to draw up a report 
cast in the form of a narrative, showing all that the evidence contained in 
them proves. 

The evidence shows the Nana’s brother, Bala Sahib, to have taken as (if 
not more) active and piominent part as even the Nana himself 

Theie are no tiaces of any conspiiacy prioi to the airival of the Nana at 
Cawnpore on the 22nd May 1857, with two guns, and 300 horse and foot, foi 
the avowed puipose of aiding in the maintenance of oidei But about that 
time, it would seem, that two sowais, the one named Bahim Khan, of 
Bishenpoip, neai Bithoor, the othei Muddut All, of Banda and in the 
service of the Nana, weie employed by Bala Sahib, to coriupt the fidelity of the 
tioops The 2nd Cavalry already iipe foi mutinv, needed but little per- 
suasion Subadar Teeka Sing, Havildai -Major Gopal Sing, and Sowars 
Shumsh-ood-deen Khan, Sluik Boolakie, Siidai Beg, and Bai Sing, are said 
to have taken the had amongst them , and at dusk on the evening of the 1st 
of June, met the Nana and Bala Sahib at Manjee Ghat, wheie they had a 
consultation in a boat that lasted two hours 

Upon this fact being bi ought to the notice of the Magistiate, the Nana 
plausibly accounted foi it, by stating it to have been held foi the adoption of 
measuies, that should keep the troops firm and loyal, wlieieas on the succeed- 
ing day, Sowai Shumsh-ood-deen Khan, with two oi thice otheis of the 2nd 
Cavaliy, whilst dunking in the house of a piostitute named Azeezun, informed 
liei that in a few days the Peshwa’s lule would be proclaimed, and the Nana 
paiamount at Cawnpore, when they would fill hei house not with lupees 
meiely, but Gold Mohuis. ^ 
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The depositions of those attached to the 53rd and 66th Native Infantiy, 
give a deal account of the outbieak on the 4ith June, and the events in the 
intienchments. 

Aftei the mutiny of the 2nd Cavalry and 1st Native Infantiy, on the 
^ morning of the 5th ot June, a sowai of the foimei, and a native ofidcei of the 
* latter corps, veie sent to the Nana, to offei him the alternative of a kingdom, 
if he joined then (the lehel) party, oi death if he cast in his lot vuth the 
British 

His decision was piomptly accorded, the leady reply being, “What have 
I to do with the Biitish I am with yon ” He then laying his hand on the 
heads of the mutineeis, swoie to he then Chief, and to lead to them to Delhi, 
aftei which they weie dismissed with oideis to cany the Government tieasuie 
to Kullianpore A consultation was then held by the Nana, Bala Sahib, 
and Azeemullah The lattei pointed out the folly of pioceeding to Delhi, 
where their individual power and influence would necessarily cease, and 
recommended the Nana’s lecalling the mutineeis, taking possession of 
Cawnpoie, and extending his authoiity, as far as he could to the eastwaid, 
adding, that he was thoroughly acquainted with the lesouices of the British, 
that the numbei of Euiopeans in India was scarce one-fourth that of the 
Native army, and that the lattei having mutinied, the foimei were powerless. 

This being agiecd to as the soundest policy, was accordingly earned out, 
the mutineeis weie ordered hack, and the siege of the intrench ments com- 
menced The evidence of some of the beleaguied parties, chiefly belonging 
to the 63id and 56th Begiments, with that of the city people, gave a vivid 
picture of the state of affairs during that ever memoiable period The 
mutineeis, it would appeal, were more intent on plunder and murder, than on 
fail and open fight, whilst in the city and elsewhere, a reign of terror was 
established 

The Nana was assisted by neighbouring zemindars and the insuigent 
populace , finding it, after repeated attempts, impossible to take the intrench- 
ments by fair fighting, a full council was held, and recourse to tieacheiy 
resolved upon, though some of the mutineeis present aie said to have depre- 
cated the adoption of foul means , whetliei this be true or not, one fact is 
deal, none gave warning of the base impending tieacheiy, involving, though 
it did, the murder of helpless women and innocent cliildien, but all joined 
unflinchingly in its perpetiation 

The evidence logaiding the massacie at the Suttie Chowia ghat, on the 
morning of the 27th June 1857, is clear and conclusive A plan will be an- 
nexed, showing the positions of the guns and rebel tioops held in ambush, 
but which weie withdrawn fiom then places of concealment when the deputed 
ofiiceis went to examine the boats at the ghat Nigh ten thousand spectators 
assembled fioin the city and neighbouiing villages to witness the departure 
of that gallant little gaiiison fiom the intrench ments, amongst whom weie 
many respectable city people, such as bankers, &c , some doubtless came to 
view the tiuly novel sight of then late luleis led foith as captives, by those 
they had but a shoit time previously commanded Some few may have been 
actuated by a better and kinder motive to pay their parting respects to those 
they had known in happiei days, for the moie respectable portion of the 
native community, though prepared for tieachery, weie not an are the British 
would be attacked at the ghat, ere yet they had embarked, but imagined it 
would be lower down the iiver 

Even befoie that doomed little band had reached the fatal spot, the real 
intentions of the mutineers were levcaled by some, unable to restrain their 
malignant aidour, until the stated time and spot weie reached The deposi- 
tions give a painful account of the muidei of Colonel Ewart, who commanded 
the late 1st N I , by some four sepoys of his corps, vho cut him dovn with 
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bitter taunts, regaiding the spectacle befoie bitn being a line paiade Uis 
pool wife also meeting with a similar fate, almost immediately after Of the 
fearful scenes that ensued at the ghat, the evidence of the Manjees wlio sup- 
plied tlie boats, with that of many who were spectators, gives a clear account 

The most active in carrying out the ariangemcnts, and urging on tlie 
slaughter was Teekum, a sowar of the 2nd Cavalry, who having been made 
a Ressaldar by the Nana, was doubtless anxious thus to exhibit his zeal and 
devotion in the cause of his benefactor On a carpet spread on the chubootra 
of the temple, near the ghat, weie seated Bala Sahib, Azeemullah, Briga- 
dier Jowala Pershad, and Tantia Topee, a Captain of the Nana’s guard The 
fiiist shots were fired from the Oudh bank of the river, uhere the mutinous 
17th N I were posted with some guns, three more being stationed uitli 
a large foice on the light bank, on the boats being set on fire by the foimei 
party, many of their occupants leaped into the uatei on the offside, and 
notwithstanding the muideious fiie poured upon tliem, some eighty-four or 
eighty-five women and children effected then escape ftom present death, only 
alas I to meet a worse fate hereafter The wives of drummers, and children, 
from three to fen years old, passed unscathed not only tbiough the siege, but 
even tins teiiible massacre also 

A man of gieat influence in the citv, and a Government official, has 
related a circumstance that is stiange, if true, viz , that ivhilst the rnassacie 
was being carried on at the ghat, a tioopei of the 2nd Cavalry reported to 
the Nana, then at Savada house, that his enemies, then wives, and childien, 
were exterminated Some one piesent remarked, “Yes, it was true, for an 
infant of a month old was seen floating down the stream ” On liearing 
which, the Nana replied, that “ foi the destruction of uomen and childien 
there was no necessity,” and diiected the sowai to return with an oidei to 
stay then slaughtei 

Reliable evidence, as far as it was piocmable, legaiding the massacre of 
the helpless captives m the slaughter-house, has been recorded, fiom which 
the following facts have been gleaned That the mutinous troops refused to 
cany out the order of then destruction, though one random volley by some 
was, it would seem, fired, that the real perpetrators of the diabolical deed 
were chiefly men of the Nana’s own guard , and that the cause of their 
destruction was fear of betiayal should any survive, and be recoveied by their 
countrymen, thit on the steady and continued advance of the Biitish, and 
after the second action, in which Bala Sahib was seveiely wounded in the 
right shoulder a burned council w'as held, that tear and consternation filled 
the rebel camp , and dismay, the heaits of all , that this meeting was attended 
by many, who by loans of monev, and aid in various other ways accorded to 
the Nana, had implicated themselves m the revolt, that many and vaiious 
were the projects suggested foi checking the advance of the British, and 
securing then own safety , some of the most timid proposing the abandonment 
of Oawnpoie, the falling back on Puttehgurh, and the conjunction of then 
force with that of the rebel Nawab there, some suggested making a stand at 
Bithoor, while others either more couiageou'j oi despeiate, advised the casting 
all “on a die” and fighting it out at Cawnpore Tot, notwithstanding that 
all felt their hour had well mgh come, and that shortly a stem letiibution 
would be exacted for the innocent blood, alieady so wantonly shed, such was 
the feai of detection (by the many who had aided and abetted their Chief), 
through then recognition by the pnsoneis, particularly such of them as Mis 
Greenway and other old residents of Cawnpoie, that no fear of consequences 
could stay them from further imbruing tluir hands in blood, and that of 
women and childien, deeming that thus they secuied themselves from fuitlier 
detection, esptcially those who had even at tbat eaily stage resolved, should 
things continue to go against the rebel faction, thev would change sides, and 
if the evidence recoided be true, many of those piesent at that council aie 
now again in Government employ Much valuable evidence yet remains 
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untaken A careful investigation of all procurable would, I think, beyond 
doubt, implicate many at piesent supposed to be fiee fiom tlie stain of mutiny. 

Adla, by birth and piofession a courtesan, boin at Mugiasa, lesided with 
the Nana fiom 1850, and fiom receiving llupees 200 pei month, becoming a 
favoiite, was, it is said, endowed nith the jewels belonging to the widows of 
the late Pesbwa, valued at Rupees 60,000 On the Nana’s flight from Bithoie, 
she was sent in a boat some distance up the iivei , but letuining to Cawnpoor 
in August 1867, was secieted in a house in the Butcher-khana, went fiom 
thence to Misieepooi, Zillah Humeeipooi, and is now said to be at jMugiasa, 
near Cawnpoor, under tlie caie of a man named Mundhoo , having piomised, 
she states, to await one yeai at Cawnpooi, the letuin of the Nana to that 
station 

The sister of Mundhoo, named Kareena, resides with Oojagur Dobey, of 
Dahabey, Zillah Cawnpooi, and the jewels aie said to be secreted in his house 

The gill, called the Begum, who attended on the piisoneis, is one of four 
A femiiio spy has been sent to thfl slave giils bought by the Pesliwa, and named 
Kana’s cimp, to trace this girl Hossanee Klianum She, it IS said, earned the 

Older for the massacre of the piisoneis to the sepoy guard placed over them , 
and on then refusing to execute it, returned and fetched five men of the 
Nana’s own guard, one of whom was her lovei. Sirdar Khan 

There is evidence also of the wife of the Toll-keeper at Sheoiajpoor, 
who was spared at the intei cession of the widows of Bajee Rao, and was 
delivered of a child at Bithooi, being alive on the 17th of July, two days 
subsequent to the muidei of the prisoneis On the Nana’s flight how’ever 
from Bithooi, on the afternoon of the 17th, he ordered her and the child to 
be killed. 

A man lias been sent to Eampoor, the residence of the sowar who earned 
of Miss W. , as he is said to have retmned to his home.

1 HAVE the honoi to acknowledge the receipt of Government Oiders 
No 212, dated 30th Apiil, forwaided with your letter No 187, dated 5th 
May, calling on me foi a statement of the events duiing the distuibauces 

2 I would piemise tins report by noticing that it must necessanly be 
\eiY egotistical to enable me to evplam how I, holding the impoitant position 
of Magistiate, by a wondeiful combination of ciicumstances, became sepaiated 
fiom tlie othei Euiopeans ot the station, and thus escaped the sad fate which 
befell so many of my deaiest fnends 

3 On receipt, about llth May, of the intelligence of the mutiny, and 
fiigbtful atiocities, nhich had occuiied at Meeiut and Dehli, a meeting of the 
pnncipal lesidents, both military and civil, of the station was convened at my 
bungalow, to take into consideiation the adoption of precautionary measures 
toi the piotection of the station and inhabitants Vaiious suggestions and 
plans were proposed The ofliceis of 10th N I were most confident of the 
fidelity of then coips, and it was eventually agreed that a guard of the regi- 
ment be sent down to the ] ail , the tieasurv guard be increased , the tno guns 
be biought from the parade giound to Colonel Smith’s house, and that on the 
signal of the guns being fiied, all the Euiopean residents at once repaii to that 
place Eveiy Euiopean in the station was infoimed accoidingly A few 
days aftei wards, the rendezvous was changed from Colonel Smith’s house to 
tlie foit, a circulai to that effect was issued to the residents The guns weio 
also (if I remembei iigiit) taken back to the parade giound 

4 The district remained very quiet till about 22nd May , I had, how- 
ever, as a piecautionai V measure, increased all the thaunah and tehseelee 
establishments I h, id also, with His Honor the Lieutenant-Goveinoi’s pei- 
mission, been getting together as many sowars (discharged and leave men, &c ) 
as I could 

5 Duiing the thud week of May, ugly reports regarding the state of 
the Shalqehanpooi district began to get about , and it was deemed expedient 
to send out a body of men to the banks of the Ramgunga , and it nas hoped 
that these would be able to prevent any budinaslus coming fiom Rohilkund, 
and would have the effect of keeping the Trans-Gangetic peigunnahs of the 
district in oidei Two oi tluee bundled good matchlockmen, with a few 
sowais, ueie collected fiom diffeient zemindais, and on 18th May accom- 
panied by Lieutenant Monckton, Engineeis Lieutenant “Walcote, N I , Mi 
Lowis, Joint-Magistiate, and Mi James, Sub-Deputy Opium Agent, went 
out and took up a position at Allyguih on the light bank of the Ramgunga. 
Everything in that direction pioving to be so very quiet, the paity remained 
out only a few days 

6 All this time the 10th N I nevei showed openly any symptoms 
of disaffection , and when spoken to by their officeis on the subject of the 
mutinies, declared that, happen what might, they would remain staunch 
Eiom natives, however, they did not attempt to conceal that, uhen any outside 
coips aiiived, they would join them , for, aigued they, “ Can ue be expected to 
fight against oui own biethien ?” This was the stoiy almost mvaiiably biought 
me by my spies One man, whose statement 1 unhesitatingly believe, told me 
that on his inteiiogating tlie sepoys as to what they would do in case of 
a use, they answered, that they did not intend to kill then own officeis, but 
that “ ti^ey w^eie killed by anothei coips, it ivas not then fault. As legaided 
the other Euiopeans, of course they would faie the same as at other stations 

^ 22nd May, I heaid fiom the Joint-Magistrate of Etah of the 
mutiny of 9th Native Infantry at Allyguih, and oE then marching easUoarch, 
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I of course communicated this to Colonel Smith, and I also told him fieely 
the feelings and intentions of his own corps Both he and his sflScers how- 
ever peisisted in believing the fidelity of their men, I must confess that fiom 
this time I looked on a mutiny at Puttehguih as unavoidable 

8 On 23id May Majoi Phillott and Lieutenant Eckford, 10th N I , sent 
off then wives by giuree d^k to Allahabad, and Mi Briant and family, I 
think, on the same day left for Allahabad by boat 

9 Towards the end of the month a good shower of rain fell, and the 
liver rose Most people then began to look to it as affording the best hopes of 
escape, and prepared boats accoidingly The idea of holding the fort was then 
tacitly abandoned, and by the beginning of June eveiy one had made some 
soit of an dirangement for a place in a boat if it became necessary to leave the 
station 

10 After the mutiny of 9th N I at Allygurh, the Etah district 
became in a most disoiganized state, and Mr Phillips, the Joint Magistrate, 
was diiven fiom his post Mi Biamley, who had been many yeais at Etah, 
and who knew the country and people well, happened to be at Puttehguih 
He volunteered to go to Ulleegunge, and try his best to establish oidei in that 
diiection I accoidingly supplied him with ten or a dozen irregular sowars, 
and he left Puttehguih on 26th May Mi Biamley did much to re-establish 
order , he was joined by Mr Phillips, and subsequently by Mr Edwards, Mr 
Gibson, and the Messrs Donalds, fugitives from Budaon Messrs Bramley 
and Phillips were eventually obliged to retire on to Agia, and Mr Edwards 
and the Messrs Donalds found their way into Puttehguih , but of that more 
hereaftei 

11 On the morning of 27th May I received an express, dated 26tli 
idem, from Mi Gubbins, Pmancial Commissioner of Oudh, to the effect that 
Sir Hem y Lawrence had sent a detachment of iriegular cavalry and Oudh 
31 regular infantry, with two guns, towards Cawnpooi, and had asked General 
Wheeler to let a party go to our aid, and that I was to send word what our 
necessities were I at once replied that I thought the 10th N. I. might 
be depended on as long as no outsiders came, and that I trusted that the 
force uould be detained at or neai Gooisahaigunje on tbe Grand Tiunk Eoad 
I wrote to Genet al Wheeler, and to the Officer Commanding the Porce, to the 
same effect I also deputed Mr. Lowis to Goorsahaigunje to assist the troops 
with russud, &c„ and to do his best in keeping that part of the district in 
Older. 

12. On the morning of 29th May the foice reached Goorsahaigunje 
Captain Hayes, wiio accompanied it, at once rode into Puttehgurh, and con- 
sulted iiith me as to the most advantageous mannei of employing it We 
had then lieaid of the complete anarchy prevailing in the Etah district, and 
I recommended that tlie foice should move up in that direction along the 
Gland tiunk Road Captain Hayes adopted my views, and sent out an ex- 
piess to Gooisahaigunje to order the foice on to Bewui , he himself joined it 
at that place in the afternoon The following day he, with two othei officers 
ueie most tieacheiously muideied by his men 

13 On the evening of the same day Lieutenant Henderson, Adjutant, 
10th N I , came to me in a veiy agitated state, and said that the suspicion 
thrown on las Coips was enough to make it mutiny, that las sepoys had just 
heard that an Iiiegulai Cavaliy Corps was coming to disarm them, and that 
if the regiment did break out, it was not the officers fault, &c I at once ac- 
companied Lieutenant Hendeisou to the lines I found tbe men standing in 
gioups, and very excited It appeared that one of their sepoys had just re- 
turned fiom leave, and that on passing through Gooisahoigunje that morning 
an irregular sowar had told him that they (tbe Irregulars) were on their way 
to disarm the 10th N I I explained to the men that their Corps could not 
be spaied from the station, and that the cavaliy weie going to punish some 
budmashes at Etah, and eventually I succeeded in pacifying them. The same 
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however they hioko out ogaiu, scjzcd their aims, and it uas only 
Colonel Smith’s great tact that induced the men to rctuin to their duties 

14 On the raoining of 30th May I received nous from Ills Honor the 
Lieutenant-Goveinor that two squadions of llegular Cavalry wcie coming 
fiom Lucknow via Mullaon to Futtehguih I iminediatelj sent an express 
to the Officei Commanding to stop them, and I nroto to Mr Louis at Goor- 
sahaigunje, hogging him to foiwaid an expiess to the same ctToct. Major 
Marryatt leceived tlie letter on 1st June, uiotc to me that the would not cross 
the Ganges 

16 On 1st Juno I leceivcd information of the using of the troops and 
of the massacre of the Euiopean inhabitants at Shahjehanpooi 'Iho arrnnl 
in the district siraultaiieously of <i nuinbei of escaped coiuicts placed the 
matter beyond a doubt. Peigunnah Imrutpoor loso at the same time, and the 
Thannahdai was obliged to fly to tlie station lor Ins lift* I at once had the 
bridge of boats opened, and sent out an e\picss to Mr. Low is at Gooisahai- 
gunje, ordering him to leturn immediately He airivcd in the station during 
the night. 

16 On 2nd Juno news leached me of the arm af, at one of tlio ghdts 
in pergunnah Kunouj, of a foico of mutinous Oudli sepoys the same even- 
ing, or the following raoiiiiiig, I heaid of tho sepoys liaiing crossed the 
Ganges and having burnt and plundered the Tehscclee and X)hk Lungalow at 
Kunouj 

17 The mutinous force, whicli consisted of part of two Oudli Irregular 
Infantry and one Iriegular Cavalry Coips, arrived at Goorsahaigunje on the 
morning of 3rd June, burnt tlie HAk Bungalow and Tliannali, and took scicral 
of the police piisonors this news reached me before noon During tho 
course of tho day an advance guaid, eight or ten sowais, rode into tlie station ; 
they wore feasted and well received by 10th N I, and it was ariangcd be- 
tween them that the force should march into Futteligurh tho following morn- 
ing, when theie would be a general rising I of course informed Colonel 
Smith of all this, but he stated that he had perfect coufldenco in the greater 
part of his Corps, and detei mined on throwing up a bairicado on the road and 
opposing the entrance of the mutinous sepoys It now hecaiuc nece'jsaly to 
determine, speedily and definitively, what course should be adopted As notic- 
ed above, boats had been piepared (m fact for some time past most of the re- 
sidents had slept in them at night) , it appeared certain that the mutineers 
w'ould reach tlie station hv the moinmg, and it was equally certain that they 
w'ould he joined by 10th N I If the boats did not get a good start before the 
rising took place, there was no hope of escape, as theie wcie paits of the river 
within a few miles of the station so naiiow^ tliat half a dozen men with mus- 
kets hidden behind the high bank could ha\e eflectuallv prevented tlie piogrrss 
of the boats After duo deliberation, it was detei mined that the boats should 
stait about 9 oi 10 at night Ariangementsweiealso made for fifty picked men 
belonging to Hurdeo Buksh (an Oudh Zemindai) to accompany the fleet in a 
sepal ate boat For my own pait I consideied it my duty as Magistiate not 
to leave the station until tho tioops actually mutinied , *and with this view I 
settled with Hurdeo Buksh to remain until the muideis actually commenced, 
when I could cross the Ganges in a dinghv, and with some of ‘his men make 
the best of my way acioss countrv to his foil at Dhuiiunipooi, about ten miles 
distant Some of my fi lends had kindly shared their boat with my family, 
and had piomised to take caie of them as fai as Allahabad The iiaity wcie 
ready to start before 10 o’clock and of couise I went down to the ghdt to see 
them off, when seveial of the gentlemen, including Colonel Tuckei, Messrs 
Thornhill, Lowis and Fisher, came foiwaid and said that they weie all Gov- 
ernment servants, and that they would not leave unless I agreed to accompanv 

*10 avail , and as I saw that, luinianly speaking, the 
safety of the whole party depended on my accoinpaiiyiiig them, as they would 
not start without me, I consented to go. I walked ovei to Colonel Smith’s 
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house to inform him of my intentions, but he was absent, I thoiefore content- 
ed myself with informing him by note The whole paity, consisting of about 
140 Euiopeans, men, women, and childien {vide Appendix), in ten oi twelve 
boats, pushed off at 1 A M , June 4th 

18 "We anchored at 10 A M about twelve miles down the iiver, and 
were shortly afterwards 3omed by four ofScers of the 10th N 1 , viz , Captain 
Bignell, Lieut Fitzgerald, Ensigns Eekfoid and Byine, they lepoited that no 
mutineeis had aiiived at the station, but that at a parade held that moining 
a number of the sepoys had begun firing off then guns One of the men had 
stepped out of the ranks and given his Commanding Officer the fouhst abuse, 
while another had pointed a gun at him, but had been pievented filing by a 
native officer, that the Colonel had then galloped off to the foit (to which 
place the treasure was being taken), followed by a number of sepoys loading 
their muskets The officers had found it impossible to leach the foit, but 
had succeeded in getting to then boat, but not without being fiied at The 
officeis fuithei added, that they bad not seen any one killed, but there was 
eveiy reason to feai that not one had escaped 

19. We proceeded onwards in the evening, passed tbiough a heavy fire 
at Koosumkhoie, in which one of our party (Mr Brierly) was wounded, and 
anhored the following day (5lh June), at 9 am , a few miles below the con- 
fluence of the Ganges and B-amgunga. We there heaidthat a party of sowais 
had that morning crossed the river, a few miles lowei down We sent off a 
man to ascertain the tiuth of this story, but he retained and lepoited that the 
rivei was quite clear. Hurdeo Buksh’s headman at this time came forward 
and volunteeied to give room to myself and a few people in his master’s fort 
at Dhurrumpoor The matter was well considered , it was argued that, by 
dividing the party, there was infinitely greater chance of some escaping, and 
that being so near to Futtehguih we should be in a position to take advantage 
of and co-operate with any foice sent to our aid fiom the Noith-West It 
was eventually determined that about forty people, men, women, and children, 
should go up to the foit Several others wished also to go, but theie would 
not have been room to accommodate any more inside the fort, and their large 
boat could never have got up the Rarngunga The names of the people who 
vent up to Dhurrumpoor, will be found in the Appendix 

20 On the morning of 8th June, the party ariived within a few miles 
of Dhurrumpoor, and then heard that the 10th Native Infantiy after having 
seized the treasuie had been induced to return to their duty Lieutenant 
Fitzgerald, Ensign Eckfoid, and myself at once rode into tlie station, twelve 
miles distant The two officers were on their ai rival put under arrest by the 
Commanding Officer, and I was infoimed that the district was entirely under 
Martial Law, and that my sei vices weie no longer required 

21 It is necessary now to recoid what took place at the station during 
our absence On my infoiming Colonel Smith of the veiy great piobability 
of the Oudh mutineers maiching into the station on the morning of 4th 
June, he, with the assistance of some of his best men, had a barricade thrown 
up across the road by which the mutineers must come, he also had 
the two guns put into position Alaige paity of the mutineeis had turned 
off the Grand Trunk Road, and had leached Elumalgunje, eight miles from 
Futtehguih, by midnight , they theie heaid ihe piepaiations that had been 
made to receive them, and said that the 10th Native Infantiy was a Chiistian 
Corps (it had been to Burmah), and was playing them false, that they had 
not leisure then to punish them They then turnd back and went off to Delhi 
In the morning a parade was held, and at the same time the treasuie (amount- 
ing to about two lakhs) was, with the Colonel’s orders, being removed from the 
treasury to the foit — what happened on parade is detailed in paragraph 16 
The Colonel with his Adjutant, Lieutenant Henderson, leached the foit just as 
the treasure was being taken in , they were followed closely by a number of 
sepoys from the parade these men insisted on the treasure being taken to the 
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lines The Colonel nnd Adjutant came foiirard and remonstrated, Imt they 
iveie pushed back, kept against the nail by a paitj of sepojs nith fivd 
bayonets, until the licasuie had been lemoved out of the foit to the paiado 
ground The sepojs were eventually pacified by a picsent of two months pay 
in advance, and a piomise of siK months’ batt a, and being alloiicd to retain 
all the tieasuie under then oun guaid on the paiade ground In the evening 
Colonel Smith addiessed the legimcnt, told them how disgraceful their 
conduct had been, hut that as he wassuie the reciuits were the onlj men to 
blame, the misconduct should be forgiicn The leginicut was tin u pionounced 
faithful and staunch 1 


22 On my letiiin to the station, discovering bow matteis stood, I wrote 
to the gentlemen at Dhuiiurapoor, infoiming them that in my opinion the 
regiment could not possiblj be kept togctliei foi inoie than a few days, that 
Huideo Buksh’s foit had better be at once put into a defensible slate, and 500 
good matchlock- men bo entertained, and tliat I would be responsible for tins 
measure I uiged the necessity foi adopting tlicse measures, seteral times, 
duiing the tliiee days I lemained in Futtehguih 

23 On 9th June Ml Edwards, Magistrate of Budaon, accompanied bv 
the Messis Donalds, Indigo Planters, armed at Euttebgurh , they reported 
that they had left Budaon about a week before, and had with the greatest 
difficulty reached Euttehgurii , that one of their parti , Mr Gibson, Deputy 
Inspectoi of Customs, had been killed the day pieviously at Sliumsbabad in the 
Euiruckabad Distiict 


24 The following day (10th June), having beard of the great probability 
of an attack on the fort at Dhurrumpoor by a baud of Oudh mutineers, and 
finding myself worse than useless m the station, I, with Messrs Edwaids nnd 
Donalds, rode acioss and joined the party at Ilurdeo Buksh’s To our surprise 
when we anived tlieio, we found every one ranch dissatisfied with the place; 
It was pionounced most uncomfoi table nnd insecure Some hints were also 
till own out as to the questionable fidelity of Hurdeo Buksli-, some proposed 
letuimng to the station and going by land to Agia, others again pioceeding by 
boat to Cawnpooi However, as I had by this lime beard of the mutiny at 
that station, the latter plan w as abandoned 

26 On 11th June, or the day after, letters were icceived from Colonel 
Smith, earnestly inviting every one into the station He stated that, happen 
what might, he had 160 men that he could depend on, and that if the worst 
came to the worst, he could with these men fight his way down the iivei to 
Allahabad Almost eveiy one jumped at the proposition I was begged to 
accompany the paity, but I maintained my old opinion, and said that I felt 
convinced that not half a dozen men in the coips w'oiild remain stanch, that 
the party bad pi incipally by rny advice come up to Huidoo Buksh’s, that I 
still thought It was the wisest plan, and would not move fiom the place 
Ml Edwaids was of my way of thinking, and, with the exception of that 
gentleman, myself, and family, all thcliest of the paity left Hurdeo Buksh’s 
foi the station at 2 ah, June 13th Eveiy thing lemamed quiet in Eutteh- 
guih foi seveial days The Euiopeans all slept together in tlie fort, and 
seventeen boats, winch had been piepaied, weie kept leady to take down the 
residents with an escoit of the 150 sepoys, whom all supposed would prove 
faithful The idea of holding the foit was nevei foi one moment entertained. 

26 On the moining of 18th June, the 10th Natne Infantiy broke out 
into open mutiny A paity went down to the city, and put the Nawab on 
theguddee,&c He demanded the tieasuie, this they leiuscd to give, and 
then went back to the parade giound, divided the tieasuie amongst the crops 
and dispersed, not one ot tliem inteifeiing in the slightest mannei W'ltli the 
Europeans who were togetliei in the tort Colonel Smith all this time 
expected the 160 men who had sw'orn to lemain faithful, but he expected in 
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vain , out of the whole crops only one man, a sepoy named Kalay Khan, came 
forward and offered to remain with their officeis The Europeans finding that 
they had no escoit to accompany them to Allahabad, that the aver was yet 
very low, and that they weie in undisturbed possession of the fort, began 
fortifying it and laying in provision 

27 The 41st Native Infantiy fiom Seetapoor maiched into the station 
the same day Tliey found themselves disappointed of the treasure, and vented 
then lage by killing any man of the 10th on whom they could lay hands I 
have since heaid, fiom veiy fan native authoiity, that the 10th had invited the 
41st Native Infantiy to Euttehguih, and that they, on their arrival, finding 
themselves deceived, took the levenge I have related above The stoiy is like- 
ly enough to be true A leport has got about that the 41st attacked 10th 
Native Infantiy on account of then fidelity to their officeis theie is not the 
slightest foundation foi this 

28 The 41st Native Infantry appeal for nearly a week not to have 
inteifeied with the Euiopeans They, however, before the end of the month, 
commenced the attack in earnest. The gaiiison made a most gallant and 
successful lesistance for seven days , but finding that the enemy took to mining, 
abandoned the foit in thiee boats on the morning of 4th July One of the 
boats was found to be veiy cumbeisome, and the passengers weie all taken on 
hoaid Colonel Smith’s boat , this one after having had several of its passengers 
killed, eventually reached Cawnpoor, where it was seized by the mutineeis, and 
eveij Euiopean, man, woman and child, amounting to about fifty souls, weie 
subsequently, on the appioach of oui victoiious troops from Euttehpoor, 
muideied by order of the incarnate Eiend, the Nana The other boat was 
overtaken by the sepoys befoie it had proceeded ten miles down the river most 
of the passengers weie massacied oi drowned, two or three weie taken pri- 
soueis, and afterwards put to death by the Nawab of Euriuckabad, and four, 
mz i Messrs Eisher, Jones, Churchei, and Ma 30 i K-obeitson, after having 
been wounded, escaped by swimming down the iiver, the two foimei reached 
Colonel Smith’s boat, Mr Eisher fell a victim with the rest of the party at 
Cawnpoor, and Mr Jones, who was left on shoie by mistake, was kindly 
treated by the villageis, and eventually joined me at Huideo Buksh’s Major 
Eobeitson and Mi Chuichei landed at a village, where they weie well taken 
care of, the former, however, died fiom the effects of his wound and exposure, 
about 10th September Mi Cbuichei was brought into the station when 
it was le-occupied by oui forces 

29 The large paity that went down the iiver, alluded to in paragraph 
17, reached Nawabgunje in perfect safety; they remained there two days, 
(why it IS not clear) , the third day they were attacked, made prisoners of by 
the mutineeis, taken to the parade ground, and there deliberately massacred 

30 Our party remained with Hurdeo Buksh till the end of August, when 
he sent us down to Cawnpooi, which place was by that time in the possession 
of our tioops Hurdeo Buksh’s noble conduct in protecting us at the iisk of 
his o\in life, I have reported on separately 

31 Although in this leport I have entered fullei into detail on the 
points in which I was myself concerned, I have not thought it necessary to 
confine mvself entiiely to what I saw I have obtained much infoimation 
from an account which appeared in the newspapers last October, written by 
Mr Jones I have also refer led to a number of oiiginal letters, which I 
still retain, and which can be foi warded if you think proper What I have 
written mav, I daie say, be veiy incomplete, but it has the recommendation 
of being correct, and I have been most caieful not to record anything, the 
tiuth ot uhich 1 am not in a position to piove Being one of the few survivors 
of the ill-fated Euttehguih residents, it behoved me to record minutely 
the feelings and conduct displayed by the Natiye Corps, as by it the measures 
adopted by the residents of the station were, oi ought to have been, legulated 
All honor to the departed heroes ' But while we cannot help admiiing the 
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stolid Butisli pluck and determination, wlucli most of the ofiiceis of tlic 
lOtli Native Infantry displayed in trusting to their men oven nlien in an open 
state of mutiny, let us not throw a reproach on those uho did not thus 
saciifice themselves , they may have possessed equal couiage, and certainly 
sounder judgment

mutual safetj and flight m tlieeicnt of the mutinj of the 10th >* I. nhich 
was located at that station Some niNhed to go into the fori it onc'*, otheis 
to fortify some substantial buildings The latter plan n as partialis earned 
into elToct upon Colonel Smith’s house, hut it was soon ah.nuloned, and all 
dotcinuncd upon occupiing the fm( Colonel Simth had great confidtiic ‘ in 
Ills leginunt, and nisiied to take into tlic fort some 200 of tlnm Tins 
anangement not pleasing the residents at Inge, the plan of going to the fort 
lias abandoned, and each commenced proiidmg for Ins own safl ti as best lie 
could Boats M CIO ohtnnu'd hi degrees, and latterh, iiith gri it ditlicuUy, 
boatmen too were not to he had for loie of monei, though large aih nici s 
iicio giicii and piomiscs made to the larioiis Mnnjhees.

On the ahoic date a Caialiy icgnncnt entered the T)isttict from Oudh 
via Meoia gh.\r, and pissed thiongh Kiuioiq mthout doing much injary, and 
on to Gooisah iiguiqc and Ohuhi mioii At those police stations much havoc 
lias committed , uid at the laltei, iihcrc there is also a Telisoeldaree, the tre i- 
suiy lias plundered to the extent of Companj’s llnpecs S, lo()-12, iilnch 
Moliuramud Tukeo, the Teliseeldai, had attempted totianspoit to Bishengurli, 
the foit of a fiiendly landlioldei, Clioiidiv Jie Cliund Tlic Teliseeldar himsclt 
was seized, but tliiough tlie iiiteiiention ol a tiieiully tiooper, a felloii-town’s- 
man, he was released Tlie Tliannahdai, or head police othcei, Moliummiul 
Saeed, hid himself m a most unpleasant locihti , and thus managed to escape. 
Both these officials afteioaids solved the ex-Naiial), the former as Ins 
Mushco Khas, oi piincipal Counsellor, the latter ns a Tohsceldar, or icieimo 
collectoi 

Tile aruval of the cavalry regiment, whoso exploits hive been nariated, 
caused duo alaim and confusion amongst the residents of Euttehgurh 

Pievious to this many families had congiegntcd together on the river 
hank to be neai then boats, and to he leady toi instant tight Mi Probyii 
had attempted, on the 28tli May, to take the tieasiirc to the foit, but the 
sepo 3 's of the lOtli, especialli one Shuiiker Misser, Suhadai, opposed the 
transfer He had also calhil Ifuidco Buksh of Hhuiiumpnoi, apoiierlul Imd- 
holdei, n liose bioad domains lie ou the left hank ot the Gniges, to Ins aid , 
and it ivas Ml Piohyn’s intention to haic i cached Camipoor, througli the 
means of this poweiful Chieftain “ L’homnic propose et Hieu dispose ” 

Towards evening, infoimation was hi ought that the caialiy wcio ap- 
pioaching Tins iias a false leport All now prepned to stait, nid soon 
after nightfall most of the residents ot the station had emhaikod on some 
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twelve or thii teen boats of vanous soi ts and sizes Huideo Buksb, with his 
men, accompanied the boats, and the fleet moved away At daybreak of the 
4ith June, at Mouzah Dahlia, neai Oheasui, it moored lefieshrnents were 
served, and shoitly afteiwaids Huideo Buksh took leave, leaving his uncle 
with a strong body of armed letaineis to guard the fleet

The other boats were filled with guards, servants, &c , &c It is certain 
that above 100 of the residents of Euttehgurh were on boaid this flotilla 

At this point of their couise, the fugitives received an addition to their 
numbers in the persons of Lieutenants Ecldord, Byrne, Fitzgerald, and Cap- 
tain Bignell It appears that these four oflicers, in company with Captain 
Phillimore of the 10th, attempted on the 4th to reach the fort, but finding 
then way by the parade ground opposed, they, at the instigation of some 
faithful Sikhs, under their Havildar Abaci Sing, tried to reach the fort by the 
iivei. Captain Plulhmoie had a small boat of his own, on which be managed 
to leacb the fort The others being in a large unmanageable boat, could not 
make way against the stieam, and consequently tuining the boat’s head, they 
dropped down the stieam, and ]oined the fugitives of the pieceding night 

At the close of the day of the 4th June, the flotilla moved on, and got on 
well as far as Khoosumkhoie, distant some twenty>six miles, on the right bank 
of the Ganges Here a heavy fire was poured into them. The river too, at 
this point, was shallow, and Mr Brierly’s boat, a large heavy one, grounded 
on a sand bank, and it was only with the greatest difficulty, and by the most 
strenuous exertions of Hurdeo Buksh’s guard, and the passengers, who worked 
amidst a perfect stoim of bullets, that the boat was again launched into the 
mam stream and joined the otlur boats, some two miles down In this en- 
counter, Mr Biieily and a child w'ere severely wounded 

On the morning of the 6th June, the fleet again moved a couple of miles 
from Meoia ghfit A consultation was held as to the expediency of going on, 
as tidings of the crossing of alaige force of cavaliy just before them, had 
been received by the fugitives Unanimity was wanting, some wushed to 
pass on, others to take shelter in Huideo Buksh’s foit, some few miles to the 
real Finally the boats, containing the parties of Mi Macklin, Mi Ives, and 
Mr Bnerly, went on, the rest returned, and went up the Gumeiee liver to 
Amrowlee Jeithpoor, and the pooi fugitives found a w'elcome shelter in the 
castle of Hurdeo Buksli, on oi about the 7th or Sth June. At Amiowlee, a 
lady, who, feaiing the dangers on ahead, had left Mi Biieily’s boat, and found 
her way back on foot to this place, was taken in 

The other boats, — sad to relate, — never reached Oawnpoor, To an island 
in the mam stream, four miles above that station, they managed to proceed, 
after having passed through many dangeis, and being heavily mulcted by 
certain zemindars, who promised assistance, but failed to render it Heie they 
remained three days, hoping to receive intelligence from Gawnpooi , but, alas I 
none came During this time the roar of aitilleiy was almost incessant On 
the morning of the fourth day, aftei reaching this island, a gun was brought 
to bear upon them, and its fire killed Mis Ives, hei Ayah, and a child of Mr. 
Brieily’s On the afternoon of the same day the whole pai ty w^eie taken pri- 
soners by a body of sepoys, and when asked* what they intended to do to them, 
the reply was, “Take you to the Nana Sahib” Money w'as oflFeied and 
refused , blood was required The pusoueis weie tied two and two, and taken 
to Oawnpoor, where that incarnate fiend, the Nana, had them despatched by 
a volley of musketiy and with the swoid So ended the career of that little 
band of Chnstians, amounting to some fifty or sixty peisons, who separated 
on the Sth June from the other fugitives fiom Futtehguih ^ 
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On the morning of the 4th June, after the departure of most of the Civi- 
lians of the station and some few of the Militaiy, Colonel Smith thought it 
piudent to attempt the tiansfer of the tieasure from the Collectoi’s Cutcherry 
to the foit A portion of the 10th weie ordered to escort it, but these loyal 
and faithful men consideied the parade ground a safer and more convenient 
position for the tieasuie, and it was accoidingly located theie, and a guaid 
with two guns set over it The amount of money in the Tieasuiy amounted 
to Rupees 2j80,000 Mahaia 3 a Dhulleep Sing’s ]ewels weie also there 

The sepoys and the Oollactoi’s sowais received at this time from Colonel 
Smith two months’ pay Tins was to keep the men in good humour Kulb 
flossein Khan, Deputy Collector, pioceeded to his OflB.ce as usual, and as far as 
lay in his powei, earned on the cunent business, and restored confidence 
The Thannadais and Tehseeldars, who, with one or two exceptions (Hossein 
Dux, Tehseeldai of Imiutpoor, Syud Mohummed, Tehsildar of Kaemgunje) had 
left then posts, weie oideied to return , and his exertions with the presence of 
Captain Vibait, who appeared to be the life and soul of all, in some degree 
allayed the using storm 

On this day too aiiived at Kanouj a mutinous body of cavalry from the 
eastward Girdharee Lall uas Tehseeldai at that time The mutineers pressed 
the old man sorely to give up the treasure, but the greater part. Rupees 4,000, 
he had pieviously buried, and the remainder he had hid and would not give up. 

Abdul Elureem, Thannadai, showed the spot where it was concealed, and 
the mutineeis possessing themselves of Rupees 2,566, plundered whatever else 
they could lay hands on, and went on The remnant of the treasure was 
- finally seized by Abdul Kuireem on the 5th June, who, having paid the 
Thanna oflBciah, appropriated the balance, but this was afterwards plundered 
from him by other rebels 

The old Tehseeldar made Ins escape by night from confinement, where 
he bad been placed by Abdul Kuieem, to Gungdhuiapoor 

The Nawab of Ruiruckabad on this day issued a proclamation that any 
bad chaiacteis creating a disturbance would be blown away from guns at his 
order This excited the wrath of Colonel Smith, and he strongly protested 
with the ex-Nawab, who, in excusing himself, replied that Mr Thornhill, the 
Judge, had told him so to do in the event of a disturbance 

The 6th and 6tli June passed away Nothing particular happened, an 
intrenchment was thiown up round the guns and the treasure On the 7th 
June there was a disturbance in the Jail The prisoners appointed four 
amongst themselves. Generals, Colonels, and Lieutenants One Burriar Sing, 
a noted dacort, and a murderer, was of the latter grade, he was very active 
Captain Vibart proceeded to the Jail, but was received with abuse, and stones 
flung at him One hit him upon the forehead , he returned and informed 
Colonel Smith, ho sent down a company of the 10th, to quell the disturbance 
These sepoys fired upon the prisoners, killing seven of them (amongst 
them Burriar Sing), and wounding eight otliers Some of the prisoners 
jumped down wells The disturbance was put down, and the lOth Native 
Infantry leeeived great applause Then Colonel Smith harangued them. 
They swore on then colors to be faithful to then salt; he swore to forgive all 
that was past What a slender reed was he depending upon ! But a few days 
afterwaids these very men, on receipt of a letter from the Subadar of the 
41st N I calling upon them to murder their officers, showed it to 
the Colonel, wlio dictated a reply Instead of sending that reply, they wrote, 
“ Come, w'e will not oppose you , you may kill our officers , we have sworn 
not to do so, but no opposition will be given to you ” 

After the demonstiation of loyal feeling shown by the 10th N. I 
in the matter of the uproar at the Jail, Colonel Smith wrote to Mr. 
Probyn at Dhurrumpoor, asking him and the other fugitives to return, stating 
his firm dependance in the sepoys of his regiment. Mr. Probyn returned 
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alone about tbe 8th or 10th June, and stayed a day or so , hut distrusting the 
state of affans, lie returned to Dhurrumpoor, just id time to witness tlie de- 
partuie of the whole body (with one exception) of fumtives, who had taken 
shekel m the fort Picvious to Mr. Prohj n’s letum to Dlmnumpoor, Lieute- 
nants Eckfoid and Eitzgoiald and Oaptam Bignell leturned to the station, and 
attei ropoiling themselves weio put under aiiest hy Colonel^ Smith, who was 
highly displeased at then baling lelt the station Captain \ ibart and ICulb 
Hossom cained on the civil duties as fai as it was in then power The last 
day, on winch the Outchei ry wms open, was the 10th J uno 

Colonel Smith’s lettci had unsettled the minds ol the fugitives at Dhui- 
rumpoor They did not like the look of lluideo BuKsh’*. fort, and thought it 
untenable m the event of a siege, and there was a riiraour of appioacliirig 
inutineeis They consequonily detei mined to return to the station Mr 
Piohyn strove to dissuade them All started, some on pomes, some on carts, 
some on palanqueens, aud so leacUed Pulteligurli in safety ou the 12tli June, 
and located themselves here and thoie 

Between the Gth and 9th June, Mi Edwaids, and Messrs Donald, Indigo 
Plantcis, aimed fiom tlie Budaon distiict, disguised as natives Tlie story 
of then escipo from Shumsliahad is cuiious, sliowing as it docs tlie variable 
turns in tlie disposition of natives townids the English at the commencement 
of the mutiny and aftciwaids There weie four fimitives from Budaon, Mr. 
Edwaids, C S , Magistrate of Budaon, the two Messrs Donald, and Mr Gibson, 
they 1 cached Kaemgunje, and weie hospitahlj received, and forwarded on in 
safety to Shumshabad to the abode ol the Jalfioy Bcgiiin, i lady of high birth 
and marued to a man of low'or extraction but, from his connection with her, 
healing the t’tle of Nawah Doolah Armed at Shumshabad, the fugitives 
were leceived hy Punna Lall, the Kannda or Eactor of the Jaffrey Begum, 
who fed and otheiwise entertained them The Nawah Doolah did not show 
himself the mob outside now became turauhuous, and Punna Lill advised 
the gentlemen to go off Unfortunately, whilst refreslnng tlieinselv'es, they 
had laid aside their arms, wlucli were not foitlicomiiig at the time of departure 

Having passed out of tlie gates, winch wore shut behind them, the fugi- 
tives went on for a little distance, when they vveic opposed by a body of had 
characteis and lehols of all dosciiptions Tlie three mounted gcnilomen lodo 
right through then opponents, and escaped unscatlicd to Kacmgunjc, when 
Ahmud Yar Khan again took them in Then companion, !Mi Gibson, being 
mounted on a camel, was killed before the gate of the Jafficy Begum’s house, 
le-entrance having been lefuscd to the fugitiv es. Mr Edwards and Messrs 
Donald were now' attued in native clothes and, thoioughly disguised, reached 
Putteliguih, undei the caio of MooKan Khan, m safety Not so foitunato was 
another pool lady, who was making foi Eutteligiub Mis Eckford had been 
sent by hei husband to Allahabad when the Meeiut mutiny occuired Por 
some icason unknown, she detoimined to rotmn, but perished on the war It 
IS supposed that tins was the lady who is known to liave been muideied hy 
the Thakoois of Secundeipoor on the Grand Ti link Bond Soon aftei those 
events, Ahmud Tai Kliau became Nazim under the es-Nawah, and Mooltau 
Khan, a noted lebel leadei Messis Edwards and the two Donalds pioceeded to 
Dhunumpooi , the foimer lemained with Mr, Piohjn at the foit of Hmdeo 
Buksli, the lattei letuined to Putteliguih, on the 12th June, with the otliei 
fugitives Time wore on The sepoys appeared loyal, but it was the stillness 
that piecedes the storm On the IGth June, a man w’as to he hung by older 
of the Sudden Colonel Smith, who was invested with plenaiy powers, was 
to carry the sentence into effect But thcie was a stionger power at Iiand, — the 
sepoys of the 10th These loyal men cousideied it unsafe to hang a man 
at that period, and tliought he had bettei he released, and he was released 

Between the Mth and 16th June, the mutineers fiom Seitapooi, tlie 41st 
N I, Oudh Local Cavaliy, aud 10th Oudh Local Infantiv, auived at 
Allahgunje on the side of the llamgunga, aud weie well leceivid, feted, and 
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feasted by one Likba Sing, a noted lebsl, and Zemindar of that village These 
men it was viho sent the Hindee letter, above lefeired to, to the native°officeis of 
the 10th Native Infantiy. On the 17th June the Jemadar of the Collectoiy 
sowais, Azeem Khan, the two Duffadars, Dost Mohummad Klian, and Man- 
zooi All, with all their sowars, with the exception of one man, went ovei to 
pay then compliments to the using powei With them went Asghui Ah 
Khan, Hussun Moliummud, Wnzeei Klian, Shubiatee Klian, on the pait 
of the ex-Nawah of Fuiiuckabad On this day too, the native officeis of 
the 10th Native Infantiy Dalail, Ahmud Khan, Giiwur Sing, Amii Khan, 
Imarabux Khan, Sheikh Imambux, Mudaihux, Boo Ah Khan, intimated to 
then otBceis that time was up, and that they had better reheat into the foit 
On that night all the lesidents, with few exceptions, went into the foit The 
mutiny had begun in earnest 

On the fiist tidings of the approach of the Seetapoor mutineeis. Colonel 
Smith had bioken the budge of boats, and sunk as many boats as he could 
lay hands on, and this too tliiough the instiumentahty of the lOtli Native 
Infantiy The mutineeis consequently had some difficulty in ciossing, but 
Likba Sing of Allahgunje and Poolundur Sing of Bhowaneepooi, managed 
to piocure boats and to convey them acioss the Ganges, a little to the noith 
of the City of Punuckabad, on the moinmg of the 18th June The lebels 
encamped that day at Bhirrah Bagb, not far fiom the city The 10th Native 
Infantiy, aware that the Seetapoor mutineeis would cioss duiing the day of 
the ISth, veiy eaily in the morning sent two companies, the Grenadier and 
the Light Company, to the city to place the Nawab upon the throne before 
the ai rival of tlie Seetapoor men, and thus have the gloiy of having so done 
all to themselves 

These two companies installed the Nawab under a royal salute, and 
having so done, leturned to the paiade and saluted then own colois, with 
another loyal salute This done, they proceeded to the Jail, broke it open, 
leleasod the prisoneis, and plundered whatever was theie The Nujeebs and 
bad chaiacteis of the vicinity came in foi the fag ends of the spoil The 
cantonment was now plundered and set on fiie The residents weie all in 
the foit, wuth the exception of Mi D Chuicher, Mis Stuit, Mis Collins, 
and liei daughter, and Messrs W and A. Hine, Cleiks in the Magistidte and 
Collector’s Office. 

Ml Chuicher, on the 18th, was concealed all day undei a laige heap of 
hides in a godown, which was broken open, and the hides tossed about , but 
there being many of them, he escaped detection In the evening one Chotay, 
a Chumar, conveyed him to his village Mahioopooi, and secreted him five 
days. The zemindars of that village, on the fifth night, managed to convey 
him into the foit Mrs Stuit secieted heiself in a stack of jhow (Tamaux 
Indica) which was near her bungalow, and duiing the night of the 18th was 
conveyed across the Ganges by some mullahs (boatmen) to Kachwa Gaia, 
wheie she lemained 

Mis Collins met with a sad fate she was a iicli old lady, had much 
jewellery, and had secieted it with other v.aluables in her house On the 18th 
the mutineers and bad chaiacteis quickly sought hei out, and refusing to show 
her treasure, she was cruelly muideied, and her daughter taken off by a tailor 
Next day the poor giil was bi ought back to the house, and her muideied 
mother shown to hei. The Messrs Hine escaped in disguise to different 
villages 

About 3 ' P M of the same day, two companies of the 41st and the 10th 
Oudh Locals came over fiorn Bliinah Bagh to the Paiade ground, and wished 
to share the treasure and the jewels wuth the 10th Native Infantiy, , these latter 
refused, and a skiimish ensued, in which some sepoys on either side were killed 
The 41st and the 10th Oudh Locals retired , leinfoi cements came up to their 
aid, and a battle between the legimonts was very nearly taking place Words 
took the place of blows, and it was agieed to shaie the treasure in the morning.

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The lOtl) ?ave up Uieir eolois and then ammunition a*; a pledge Dunng the 
nu^ht the 10th, faitliloss to their piomise, plundoied the tieasuie in the most 
indisciiminate mannei it was a legulai lUsh to sec who could get most The 
guaid of the 10th at the foit now absconded, and joined in the plunder. The 
sepoys with then plundei sepaiated hcie andthoie, the gioatei number ciossed 
the Ganges On tins night too, Captain Btgnell of the lOtli snam across the 
Ganges and joined Misi Sunhei Soobadai, and tlie mam body of the lOlh 
Bioiu then camp he sent woid by Ins bheesty (water-earner) that the gam- 
son had better follow Ins example, and that the <Llst, under Misr Shunkci, 
would piotect them lion cruelly was he deceived! The presence of an 
Englishman, the treasuic tilth the regiment, diew upon it many enemies , 
the villageis attached, and it was opposed on all sidis, paiUcularh by the men 
ofUnchaTela md the Gaihiai Thakoors of Doorgagunje The services of 
these lattei villageis neie purchased, and they convejcd the mutineers across 
the Ramgunga Emallv the lemnant of this corps rccrossed the G uiges at 
Meoia Glut into the Doab Ileie it was that finding Captain Bigiicll a 
buithen, he was pushed over the boat into the rnci', and h id to swim to land 
m tlie hunts of the village of Siieapoor Tlicie ho died from evhaustion ; 
some say, sun-stioke 

Cn the 19th, the 41st and the lOtli Cade Locals found that the lOth had 
outwitted them Buiaged at this, they set file to cveiy bungalow yet stand- 
ing, plundei cd the hazais, and committed c\eiy inquiiy Likha Sing 
plundei ed ilahaiaja Dliuleep Sing’s splendid house on his own account, taking 
boat-load after boat-load of yaliiahhs of all descriptions It appeals that two 
companies of the 10th icQiaincd hclniid in the station Those men, caih on 
tile 19th, went to the Nawab, and aftei wards located themselves in one oi the 
citv gaidens The Sootapooi men now wished the Kawah to compel the lOth 
Native Infantiy to lead llio assault on the fort Tlio 10th did not like the 
task, a dispute ensued, and finally a scveie figlit took place, in which many 
or ueaily all the 10th vvoic kilhd, and on the 22nti June the Nawab ordered 
tliem out of the citv The Sectapoor men weie now uiged to the attack, but 
they leplied that the piopoi Ivoui had not arrived, that the auguis had fiKcd 
the 2otli for the comimncenient of the siege 

To leturnto the gaviison in the fort — Piovisions, but in small quantities, 
bad been laid m, cveiy exeition was now made to colh ct gram, sheep, and 
every desciiption of piovision, veiv high puces wcie given for oveivthmg 
but the necessaiies of life came in but slowly Mulloo, duiwan (dooi kocpei), 
and Sbeopuishad, Jemadar of klajoi Robeitsoii, excited themselves Vc-ry 
gieatly in this lespect Jaipal, too, a sepoy of tlie 11th Name Infantiy at 
Sleeiut, and w iio was purchasing sheep foi the officers of lus regiment, inadeovoi 
to the gairison all he had, some foity or fitly This man, with Kalay Khan, 
and Sooiut Sing ot the lOtli Native Infantiy, went into the foit with the 
gaiiison, and leraaiucd throughout the siege, doing good soivico Jaipal U ft 
when the Foit was evacuted, but Kalay Khan and Sooiut Sing went with the 
boats The gat iison had likewise a little bcei and wiue, so, with icgard to 
piovisions, they woie not badly off 

There weie seven guns on the foit walls, the laigcst an 18-pounder 
liowitzei , ammunition was veiy scaice Mulloo and Sheopurshad managed to 
bung in some 5 oi 0,000 caitiidges, which had been plundei ed fi om the lOtb 
Native Infantry, and a few round shots In tlie foit were found twelve boxes 
of ammunition, but half were blank catiidgcs, a few old shots weie also found 
the gaiiison had peihaps thii tv lound shots in all Tliere weie now in the 
fort fully 120 Chiistiaus, and native seivants in numbeis Tlieso all shiunk 
away by degiees, except one Ghuieeb, a cook of Lieutenant Eitzgciald, who 
behaved nobly to the vciy last Out of tins laige number of almost, helpless 
peisous, theie weie some thiity-six oi tliiity-seven males, the lost weie women 
and childien Of the males, only thuty-two weie capable of bcauugarnis; 
but these weie all biave men Right gallantly did they fight till tlicu ammu- 
nition failed them, 
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The Seetapooi mutineeis now moved to the Sheeshun B.igh The ground 
was cleaied foi action, and on the 25th, the day fixed by omens, the fiist gun 
was filed on the devoted gaiiison The besiegeis appeal to have had only 
two guns, one was placed opposite the gate of the foit, at a distance of 4 or 
600 yaids, the othei at Eesher Ohundei’s Kotee Upon this house, too, 
maiksmen weie placed The Nawab excited himself to the utmost in obtain- 
ing ammunition, laddeis, and otliei munitions of wai foi the besiegeis The 
siege lasted nine days The besieged made use of sciews, hammers, and what- 
evei could be found, wrapped up m gunny bags, in place of giape The 
encmi’s bullets came down into the foit thick as hail Duiing the siege, 
Colonel Tucker, Mr Jones, Seigeant Ahem, were killed, wounded — Mi 
Thoinhill, Ml Sutheiland,, Captain Phillimoie, Major Robeitson Colonel 
Tuckei and Mr Jones weie buiied in one giave The killed and wounded 
weie geneially shot •ndnlst looking tliiough the loop-holes at the efifect of 
then own file There were ten laige bastions, and two smallei ones (the 
lattei unoccupied) round (he foit On these weie placed thiee pickets, 
Colonel Tuckei’s, Colonel Smith’s, Colonel Goldie’s Tlie assaults, which were 
veiy fiequent, ueie geneially fiom the Hoseinpoor side The fits! assault 
uas on Colonel Goldu ’s picket, it was repliised , but he u as badly wounded 
Ml Thoinhill, CS, had wounded himself accidentally pievious to this. 
Whilst loading, the gun went off, and the ball going into the palm of his 
hand passed up the aim, and out at the elbow, tiom that he was “hois de 
combat ” 

The next grand assault was on Colonel Smith’s picket The enemy here 
got possession of the unoccupied bastions, but weie quickly turned out Logs 
of wood and every dcsciiption of missile being hurled at them Einally the 
rebels tried what effect mining would have, but all the mines, but one, buist 
haimlesslv This explosion blew down a portion of the cuitain wall, but did 
little serious damage to the besieged This mine burst on the 1st July, about 
4 01 5am, and immediately tlie 3id assault was made again on Colonel 
Smith’s picket The assailants weie beaten off with loss Another assault was 
made a day aftei without success The besiegeis now set to work to under- 
mine Colonel Smith’s bastion, the mineis weie liard at work close by This 
bastion was the key of tlie fort , if this was blown in, all would have been at 
the ineicy of the besiegeis A council of war was held, and it was deter- 
mined to evacuate the foit on the night of (he 3id July. The gaiiison weie 
divided into thiee paities, tlieie being only thiee boats, for one of which 
(Major Robertson’s, there weie no boatmen. The boats weie under the com- 
mand of Colonel Smith, Colonel Goldie, and Major Robeitson Mi Jones 
and Ml Chuichei acted as steeismen for the lattoi At 2 A M , on the morn- 
ing of the 4th July, this biave gaiiison, compelled to leave the foit (uhich 
they had gallantly held nine days against two legiraents of infantiy, with 
two guns and a host of maiksmen from amongst the suiiounding villages), for 
want of ammunition, embaiked on their peiilous and calamitous voyage. 

Thus ended the second act of this dieadful tragedy 

In Appendix No I wull be found a list of those who were in the fort when 
the siege commenced. All these, exepting those who had been killed, including 
two families of Native Christians (Enoch’s and Dhowkul Purshad’s), crowded 
into three boats. 

The fugitives reached Soonduipoor, about 8 A M of the 4th July At this 
point of then course the rudder of Colonel Goldie’s boat was damaged, and 
it w'as consequently abandoned, being unmanageable, whilst attempting to 
repair it, the villagers annoyed them much by a sharp fiie A most successful 
and brilliant charge was made on the assailants by Captain Vibait, Major 
Munro, Lieutenants Eckfoid, Sw'etenham, and Ilendeison, against some 300 
of the enemy, w'ho were beaten back to the village In this attack Mungul 
Sein, of Ghyanpooi, a notorious lebel, was wounded, and his nephew, Bhujjun 
Sing, of Soonduipoor, killed. Doolah Rare, of Suutokpooi, was also wounded. 
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The party on Colonel Goldie’s boat novr embaiked on Colonel Smith’s 
boat and moved on A gun was at this time biought to beai on tlie fugitives; 
it was placed at Bbojepooi, on the right bank of the iiver The Mabomedans 
of this village weie veiy inveteiate They with the sepoys now pushed off on 
boats, and a hot pursuit was kept up, the fugitives were filed upon fiom all 
sides, but principally fiom the left bank of the stieam The gun at Bhojepoor 
didnohaim, it was too far off At Soonduipoor, Enoch and his family, 
Native Chiistians, weie left behind in the boat that was abandoned Enoch 
eventually reached Lucknow safely, but was well plundered, ere he left 
Soonduipooi, by one Bankay Rohun, that is, Eohun the dandy Not finding 
a resting place at that station, he tiavelled to Cawnpoor and Allahabad, and 
finally was appointed to the cavalry police at that station 

The chase was kept up, and a constant fiie poured upon the fugitives 

Opposite Singeerampoor and close to Manpoo), Majoi Eobeitson’s boat 
grounded on a sand-bank, all hands jumped into the watei, and strove to 
shove hei off All thoir effoits weie unavailing The puisueis rapidly 
appioached in a large coveied boat, the enemy fiom the bank keeping up a 
hot file 

Ibe enemy came neaier and neaier, filing volleys as they appioached, on 
they came, then boats touching the stianded boat A scene of borioi followed 
Tlie Steiner poition of the ciew implore the weaker sex to jump ovei boaid 
with then cluldien and infants, rather than fall into the bands of a ruthless, 
Cl uel foe Tlie call is obeyed — men, women, and cbildern ai e soon in the stream 
Some are cut down in the watei, some aie diow'ned, some shot, some taken 
prisoneis Let us cast a veil ovei the dreadful tragedy Suffice to say that 
out of this pai fy hut thiee escaped — Major Roheitson, Mi Jones, and Mi. 
Churcbei, the foimei two badly wounded. 

In the meantime the otbei boat had gone on to Singeerampooi, to w'bich 
place a bend of the river biought it Here a spveie fiie from giape and 
musketry assailed them , the rudder of the boat was smashed , Mr lloban. 
Miss Goldie, and a child wore killed. Lieutenant Swetenbam, Ei Maltby, 
and two otlieis weie wounded 

The stream, bowevei, cairied the boat on for some five oi six miles, when 
it, too, giounded on a sand bank. 

At this point Mr Jones, who bad swam and floated down the stream, was 
taken into the boat Aftei some time the i udder was paitially lepaiied, and 
the boat got off the bank Eaily on the moimng of the 5th July a voice was 
heaid fiom the left bank of the iiver, it was the Reverend Mr Eisher’s who 
had escaped tile massacie at Manpooi , he was taken in Eurthei down the 
rivei at Mouzah Tehra, the boat again giounded, tbeie were no boatmen on 
board Mr Jones acted as steeisraan, badly wounded, though he was naked 
to the skin, he suffered much fiom the fierce rays of a July sun The 
villageis of Tebia called out to them, to bewaie of the Koosumkhoie men, — 
noted lebels, — and offeied them protection if they would accept it It was 
accepted, and the paity landed Refieshments, such as the village could 
provide, weie offered to the weaiy fugitives Mi Jones, peifectly exhausted 
went to the -village, and tbeie tell asleep on a charpoy Colonel Smith wished 
to engage boatmen to convey the boat to Cawnpoor, and offered Rupees 2,200, 
one-half to be paid at once, the lemaindei on reaching that station About 4 
or 5 PM, the villageis from Ohouchpooi hardly came up These appear to 
have been bad chaiactcis, — robbers and plundeieis, and hearing that money 
had been given to the Tehra people, they doteimined to share it A dispute 
arose , the money W'as divided, the Cbouchpoor men obtaining the lion’s shaie 
Colonel Smith and party feaiing foi their lives, shoved the boat off, having- 
only secuied three boatmen Mi Jones was left behind, and that which 
appeared a great calamity to him, tmned out, undei God’s Piovidence, to be 
the means ot saving his life 
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Colonel Smitb managed to secure three boatmen, but these men aftei- 
wards deserted At Bilhoui the fugitives were fired upon, and one gentleman 
wounded Oppsite to Buttelipoor Ohourasee, Jussa Sing, the Zemindai, fired 
heavily upon them between this place and Bithoor all the passengeis in that 
unfortunate boat were captuied, and miserably perished in the general massacre 
at Oawnpoor on the 10th J uly 

Mr Jones lemained the night of the 6th July with Bhabootee Sing and 
Bummui Sing, Thakoois and lesidents of Tehia On the morning of the 6tli 
idem they made him over to the caie of Balgobmd, a shareholder in the vil- 
lage This man took gieat care of him, fed Inm, and clothed him (he was 
destitute of clothing), and secieted him for a month, and finally conveyed him 
to Dliuiiumpoor, and thence to Kussourah, wheie Mi Piobyn, 0 S , was at the 
time concealed with his family and Mr. Edwaids The whole paity weie, 
comparatively speaking, comfoitably lodged in Kussourah, they had servants, 
and a few books The month of August was closing, the rebels had been 
defeated foi the second time at Bitbooi Huideo Buksh now pioposed to con- 
vey the whole party to Oawnpoor Mr and Mrs Probyn and his childien, 
Ml Edwards, Mi Jones, foui servants and a Sikh Ohiistian, embaiked in one 
boat, with a stiong guaid, and leached Oawnpoor on oi about the 1st September 

Mr Clmichei’s escape was wonderful He, with the others, when the 
massacre commenced at Singeeiampoor, committed himself to the meicy of 
the wateis, lather than fall into the hands of the blood-thirsty assailants 
He managed to obtain an oai, and with the help of this he floated down the 
stream and overtook Major Bobertson and Kalay Khan, who likewise had an 
oar. On his arrival Kalay Khan took the oar to himself and swam to land 
He was made prisoner, and afterwards blown away from a gun Major Robert- 
son was very severely wounded He and Mr Chuieher kept floating down the 
river till near midnight of the 4th July, when utterly exhausted, they lauded 
upon an island which belonged to the village of Kurhar, there they lay till 
the morning, when they were rescued by one Balktsheji, a sepoy of the 4th 
Native Infantry, Ramdeen, also a sepoy, and some few villagers These men 
escorted them to Lulloo Sing, Zemindai of Kurhar, who, though he gave them 
piotection, did not treat them very kindly At this time he appeared uncer- 
tain how to act The loyal conduct of Huideo Buksh most probably influ- 
enced him and his brethren Eor a long time a feud had existed between the 
Kurhar people and Hurdeo Buksh The formei appear to have had an idea 
that the English would letuin, in which case Huideo Buksli being at feud with 
them, would doubtless expose their conduct if they acted unkindly or muideied 
the fugitives Then estates might be confiscated and given to Hurdeo Buksh 
This feeling prompted them to preserve the fugitives 

When fiist brought to Lulljoo Sing, they were placed in a sugarcane field, 
and after twenty-four hours removed to a Guihee (small foit) outside of Kurhar 
Here they remained three days, but the position being exposed, Majoi Robert- 
son was lemoved to Baramow, and Mr Ghuicher took to the fields The latter 
was naked, excepting a towel lound his loins , the former had a pair of panta- 
loons The reason of then being naked appeals to have been that, during the 
passage down the rivei, they, as well as others, were constantly in the 
water, shoving forward the boat, and having no change of clothes, strip- 
ped when it came to their turn to labor. Mr Ohuicher states-that at first 
food was thrown to them, as it would be to a dog Bhowniees, ^ e , small 
unioasted cakes made of floui, were given them to eat, and sometimes milk to 
drink Ml Piobyn lieaid of then state, and sent ovei Rupees 60, with a 
bottle of brandy to Major Robertson, who was now at Baramow. This made 
a great difference Lulljoo Sing appears to have been a very stingy 
character , he did not like the expense of keeping the fugitives. Servants 
were now appointed for Major Robertson, who attended him constantly. 
About the 16th July, Ohoonnee Lall, an old servant of Mr Ohurehei’s, found 
out his retieat, and biought Rupees 1,600 (£160) in gold, sewn up in Ins 
clothes Out of this £20 was immediately given to Lulljoo Sing, and all 
A 9 
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Ins expenses to tliat date paid Aftex ttiis period Mr ChuicTier got ivliatever 
could be piocured, and was clothed He geneially lemained in the fields, now 
and then resoiting to the Gurhee when the country aiound was clear, but at 
the slightest alai in leturned to the sugaicane fields, his home foi many a 
montli A puce, Rupees 600 (£50) had been set upon each of their head , but 
the Kuihai people leinained staunch, evading eveiy inquiry and placing the 
blood-thiisty puisueis upon the wiong track 3?oi this they deserve all piaise 
On the 17th September, Major Robertson died fiom the effects of his seveie 
wound, and othei causes, he was buiied by Mr Ohuichei at Baiamow on the 
morning of the 18th September The Thalcoors of Baramow at fiist wished 
to tliiow the body into the Ganges, but at the earnest entieaties of Mr 
Chuicbei they permitted him to be buried 

When Ml Piobyn was leaving foi Cawnpooi, about the end of August, 
he sent word to Majoi Robeitson and Mi Ohuichci, asking them to accom- 
pany him and his paity The state of M.yoi Robeitson’s wound prevented 
his being moved, and he imploied Mr Chuichet not to leave him This 
gallant heaited, kindly feeling man could not make up his mind to leave him 
alone, so deteimined to shaie his fate Mi Chuicher lemamed in the Gurhee 
of Kaihar, and in the fields when danger was neai, until Januaiy 1858, wlien 
Futtehgurh was le-occupied by the English tioops Mrs Stmt, who had 
escaped to Kuchwagaia on the iSth June, had been biought at the instigation 
of Mr Churchei by the Kurhar people to a village called Koondpoora , she 
too lemained theie till the above peiiod Tims closes the histoiy ot the fates 
of the manv gallant heaits who went into the Eoit of Euttehguih on the 18th 
June It will be seen that hut seven peisons (including two childien) of puie 
Euiopean blood have escaped out of the many nho were eithei residents of, 
or who had come into Euttehguih in the beginning of June 1857 

In the Appendices will be found the nariatives of Messrs Chuicher 
and J ones 

Befoie noticing the events which took place duiing the peiiod that the 
rebel Nawab of Eurruckabad reigned, it will be well to narrate the fate of 
the unfortunates who were taken prisoners by the sepoys on the 4ith July at 
Manpooi 

It will be lemembeied that the attack of the sepoys was fierce, that many 
weie killed, many di owned, and some taken piisoneis Amongst the latter, 
weie Mis and Miss Sutherland and a child, Mr Jones’ native family, a child 
of Oonductoi Jones These weie earned to the Nawab, those who weie 
wounded weie attended by a native Doctor, by name Bukshoo, they weie 
fed, and as fai as can be learnt, did not suffei any great privations diiectly 
at the hands of tlie Nawab Besides these prisoners, other Ohnstians from 
in and about the station weie also seized and confined They were Mi and 
Miss Gaumisse, Mr and Miss Atkins, and a yonng boy Mi W Russell, 
Ml Kew', Mr E Tarton, and another young man, name unknowm , Dhowkul 
Puishad, Ins wife, and tour children, Native Christians It does not seem to 
have been the wish of the Nawab to kill these Christians, but there weie 
certain evil spuits about him, who plotted then destiuction in this wise — A 
lettei was written as if fiom the captives to the English , this was said to bare 
been intercepted Upon this theie wms a great clamoui made by the sepoys, 
who insisted upon the death of the Chiistians The Nawab finally gave W’ay, 
feaiing that if he longer opposed then execution, his biothei SuLhau ut Hossein 
would be installed by the sepoys in his place 

On the 19tli oi 23rd July (the report of the date differs), the unfortunates, 
some twenty in numbei, weie dmwn upon the Paiade gtound , the women 
separated tiom the men, and either blown awmy fiom guns oi cut down with 
swords One poor wmman and two children, whom the cannon twice spared, 
having missed fire each time, W'ere cut down by the i uthless i ulfians Their 
bodies were flung into a well haid by the place, wheie the feaiful tragedy took 
place There does not appear to have been a proclamation that the poor un- 
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foi tunates were to be blown away The day too -nas lainy, yet tbeie was a 
veiy great assemblage of tbe peojjle on the Paiade ground to witness the 
dieadful spectacle The admimstiation of the ex-Nawab, civil and militaiy, 
now demands attention 

Soon aftei the residents of the station were shut up in tlie foit, a noted 
lebel, Ashrut Khan, in company with Ahmud Yar Khan and Mooltan Khan, 
came to Putteliguih from Shumshabad, Kaemgunje, and Mhow Asliiut Khan 
is a native of Delhi, and biother-in-law to Ahmud Yar Khan, both weie 
pensioneis of the British Government, the foimei, as a lewaid foi his father’s 
services in Lord Lake’s time, was in leceipt of Kupees 700 a month Ashiut 
Khan was styled Nawab, he laid claims to the Kuttehguih Musnud (thione), 
and was in some way lelated to the Bungush family This man was the soul 
of the mutiny. He with Bliigga Begum, the wife of the Nawab, had great 
influence, and did what they pleased, was appointed Musheer Khas (Principal 
Councillor) to the Nawab 

The distiict was divided into two giant divisions, the east and the u est 
To the former, which included Kumalgunje, Chubiamow, Kunouj, Tiiooa, 
Mohsun Alee, Zemindar of Sooltangunje Khaieta, was appointed as Nazim 
To the west, which compiised Kaemgunje, Shumshabad, Allygunje, Puttialee, 
Khassgunje, was appointed Ahmud Yai Khan Both these men were unfit for 
the great position they filled Mohsun All Klian was an habitual drunkard, 
and of a very common oidei of intellect, but he was apparently of less stem 
material than the Nazim Ahmud Yai Khan, who appears to have given great 
dissatisfaction by his ruthless acts, and decisions w'hich were utterly devoid of 
sense and justice 

Besides these Nazims, there was a council of two, who appear to have 
exercised plenary powers, and to have had the power of leveising any decision 
and calling for any case They foimed a kind of Appellate Couit, in which 
oiiginal suits of all kinds were also instituted 

This Couit was composed of Captain Gunga Sing, a Subadar of the 41st 
Native Infantry, and Sheo Ghulam Deechet, likewise a Subadai of the 
Seetapooi Local Infantiy The latter had a Naib Deputy, one Pundit 
Peetumber Doss, in whom he placed great confidence, and from whom he 
received an opinion in all cases connected with the Hindu law, which came 
before him The accounts written at the time and since, desciibe these two 
men to have been invested with the same powers as tbe Lieutenant-Goveinor 
of the North-Westein Provinces had undei the British rule. 

The next Couit to this appears to have been that of the Mooftees, of 
whom there weie three — 

Ahmud All (before the outbreak), Ciiminal Becoid-keeper, undei tbe 
Magistrate of Puttehguih 

Abdul 'Wahid, an officei attached to the Dewanny Adawlut, foi attach- 
ing property (a Kooik Ameen) 

Cazee Ahmud Yar Khan These men received a salaiy of Rupees 100 
each, and fees to the amount of 10 pei cent on the amount decreed in any 
suit, also one anna in the lupee on every execution seived out 

This Couit was not composed of men of any talent, one alone, Ahmud 
All, amongst them, was a man of average abilities These men weie the Civil 
and Sessions Judges of the City of Puiiuckabad 

The Nawab Tuffuzool Hoosein Khan of Pun uckabad was supposed to look 
down from his lofty thione, and watch and guide the proceedings of these vari- 
ous Courts, but in truth he had very little power shortly after the commence- 
ment of his leign He was a man ot quiet habits, Uioie given to painting and 
gilding, and the society of immoial cliaiacters than fitted to rule and direct 
a turbulent soldiery, and a luial population not over well inclined to his rule 
or to any system at all, except what then own ideas and wishes suggested. 
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The division of the distuct, with six Tehseels and ten Tliannas oi police 

stations, lemained as under the Biitish Goveinmcmt 

was the same as previous to the outbreak, mz , Rupees 200 per mensem , that 
of the Tliannadai Slanged fiom Rupees 60 to 70 per mensem The hurkun- 
dazes (policemen) received Rupees 6 a month, but weie m much gieatei 
numbers 

On the accession to the throne, the N a wab issued a Code of Piocedure 
for the Criminal and Revenue Departments, w'hich closely lesembled that in 
foice under tlie British Government Eor the Government revenue he at lust 
fixed eight instalments, it was alter wards reduced to fi.ve. 

Roi the Khureef, four monthly instalments, commencing from beginning of 
the mouth of Kuwai (September Bth) to the end of Poos (January 10th) 

Poi the Rubbee, four monthly instalments, commencing from 1st of 
Palgoon (9th Pebiuaiy) to end of Jaet (7th June) 


If the revenue was not paid into the Tehseeldaree bv the loth of each 
month, the Tehseeldar was empowered to issue a dustuck (summons) by a 
piadha (footman) at two annas a day After the lapse of a week if the instal- 
ment still lemained unpaid, lie was to issue another dustuck by a sonar, 
beaimg a chaige of eight annas or one shilling a day, upon the defaulting 
paity 01 paities One quaitei of this tulubana, that is daily pay, was to be 
entered m the accounts, when realized, to the ciedit of Government , the 
lemaiudei was divided amongst the men uho seived the dustucks If the 
amount due was still unpaid, he was to issue a pioclamation to the effect that, if 
within one week the balance uas not paid into the Government Treasmy, the 
movable and immovable piopeity, such as tiees and gaidens of the defaulter, 
with the exception of implements and cattle foi agricultural puiposes, would 
he attached and sold If the demand still lemained unpaid, a similai pioclama- 
tion was to be issued, that the lauded pioperty of the Zemindar, oi the share of 
the Putteedai (sharcholdei), as the case might he, would be faimed to the 
highest biddei for three, seven, or twelve yeais The papeis in the case, uith 
good secuiify, and an account of receipts and balances, were then to ho sent 
to the Nawab foi appioval and sanction 

The Tehseeldar had it likewise in his power, aftci the issue of the two 
dustucks, to impiison the defaulter in the Tehseelee for fifteen days in lieu of 
attaching his pioperty After this if the demand was unpaid, he was to ho 
sent to the Nawab tor fuither impiisonraent 

In the event of the Assamees, oi the cultivators, not paying then rents to 
their landloid, the Tehseeldai was empowered to go in pei son to the village, 
and before the Putwaiee (village accountant,) and the headman to lealize the 
Government portion of the lent fiom each cultivator sepaiately, 

Summaiy suits too were instituted, and the procedure was the same as 
in our Comts The Tehseeldai, however, gave judgment in the ease, keeping 
a copy of bis decree in his own Office, and sending the Misl (proceedings) to 
the Nawab, to whom an appeal uas open, and for this purpose the Tohseel- 
dars were forbidden to execute then decrees till one month after the date of 
decision, thus giving ample time foi an appeal 

Petitions of all kinds were filed on plain papei, hut a fee of eight annas 
was taken by the Court befoie whom the petition was filed 


Kharij Dakhil petitions, le, petitions foi transfer of piopeity, under 
eveiy form, were to be presented to tlie Nawab alone, who, having passed 
orders on them, sent them to he earned into effect by the Tehseeldars. 


The piocedure for the Oiimiual Courts was as follows — 

Tehseeldars weie empowered to take petitions in trivial cases, and to 
pass final oideis upon them, but a leport was first to he written in the daily 
Registei of occuirences by the plaintiff, he was then to file bis plaint In 
cases of assault, and wounding without hone fractuie, or not veiy seveie 

wounding, the Tehseeldai could impiison for one year, fine Rupees 200 , and 
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give another yeai in lieu of the fine if not paid , hut was fiist, if possible, to 
lealize the fine by attachment and sale of piopeity 

In more severe cases, the Thannadai was to investigate the case and 
send it direct with his opinion to the Nawab 

Cases of biirglaiy and theft, in which pioperty to amount of not moie 
than llupees 100 was stolen, the Tehseeldais could decide and punish to the 
extent of their powers Heaviei cases weie to be piepaied by the Thannahdars 
and sent to the Huzzoor, that is, to the Mooftees 

In cases within the poweis of Teliseeldais, and when the defendants had 
absconded, the Tehseeldais weie empoweied to attach, and aftei one month to 
sell the pioperty, and to pi oclaim the offender, but if a rewaid was to be 
offered toi his appienhension, the sanction of the Nawab was lequiied 

A monthly lepoit from the Thannadars was oideied to be sent in this 
foim —

The Registei of daily occuiiences (Roznamcha) was to be despatched 
each evening fiom the Thannas 

The Thannadars weie empoweied to giant leave of absence foi one 
month to call Ohowkeedars, and Tehseeldais held the same power with 
reference to Cliupiassees, Burkundazes, and Jemadars, whether in the Police 
or Revenue Depaitment 

Such was the Code of Proceduie oideied by the Nawab, but how little 
it was attended to, how little carried into effect, the sequel will show 

The conduct of the officials serving the British Goveinment at the time of 
the outbreak, was not praiseworthy Out of the six Tehseeldars employed 
in this district at the period of the outbreak, three took service with the 
Nawab 

Out of eleven head Police officers (Thannadars), six accepted situations 
under the new Government 

Amongst the nine Peshkars (an officer next m rank to the Tehseeldar), 
five gave in their adherence to the Nawab. The Canoongoes weie all, save 
one, employed. 

All the Collectory sowars, with the exception of one, went over to the 
Nawab en masse 

Of the other officials, such as Recoid-keepeis, Mohurrirs, Naziis, &c , 
whethei in the Revenue or Criminal Department, the Buikundazes and 
Cliupiasees, all oi nearly all, tendered then services to the Goveinment of the 
time 

The Sheiistadars of the Criminal and Revenue Departments, and the 
Nazir of the foimei, did not accept appointments The latter official got 
rather seveiely handled by the rebels , he was fined and plundered of a por- 
tion of his property. 

A 10 
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The following were among the Chief officials of the Nawab’s Court, 
such as ifc was — 

HEolmmmud Tuckee became Musheer Kiias, or principal Councillor, in 
conjunction with Ashrut Khan, Hidayat Ah, foimerly Tehseeldar of Mo- 
humdabad, became Dewan 

Tarut Ah, a servant of the Kawab’s, before the outbreak, on Rupees 
4 01 5 a montli, became Slieiistadai of both Departments , Bisliaiut Ah was 
his Naib, and Behai \iadeen became Nazii , both these men had held responsi- 
ble appointments under the British Government 

The men about the Nawab tiled to inculcate modeiation and justice In 
one case, the Thannadar having leporled that in a petty case ot assault com- 
mitted by a sepoy on a Buniya, he had sent a Duffadai and tliiitv Burkundazes 
to call the offinder to the Thanna to be leprimanded, — the follouing Older 
was passed on the repoit — 

“ORDER 

“■Why did the Thannadar inteifere in such a case ? If he wished only 
to repiimand theoffendei, he would not have sent such an aimy on an expedi- 
tion to ai test him It is hence clear that the Thanuadai had some covetous 
motive in sending so many men, foi, accoiding to the piocediue of tlie present 
Government, he ought only to lepiove in such a case, and pievent any luither 
violence, so that plaintiff may obtain justice, and the offendei be teirified from 
committing fuithei evil Eoi the futuie he must be caieful to act by these 
instiuctions, that the subjects of the Goveinment may not be oppressed and 
luined for nothing Had he been as active in a seiious case, he would have 
been ail light ” 

The Nazims, — Mohsan All, of the Eastern Division, Ahmud Tar Khan, 
of the West, Mooiad Ah Khan, of Eton ah, — veiy soon upset the anange- 
ments of the Nauab foi the administiation of justice Bach man luled as he 
liked, the Tehseeldais undei them became nonentities, police and levenue 
inatteis they took into then own hands, and complete liavoc tliey appeal to 
liave made Ciimmal and civil suits belonged especially to the Moottee’s 
Couit 

The procedure in this Comt was much the same as undei the British 
Goveinment There was much wilting, there was the BTizee-dawa, petition 
of plaint, Jawab-dawa, reply, Rudjawab, &c , &c , as in oui Civil Couits 

A copy of the deciee was given to the paity, m whose favor a deciee was 
given In lieu of the stamp papsi, vaiyiug accoiding to the amount of the 
suit, fees at the late of 10 per cent upon the amount of the decree weie 
taken by the Mooftees as a poi tion of then emoluments , also one anna in the 
rupee, when execution of deciee was seivcd out 

One of tlie Mooftees, Abdool Wahid, did not deciee any interest to the 
party in a case, in whose fa%oi he gave a deciee, the othei two did so the lor- 
mei paid moie attention to the piinciples of the Mahommedan Law than his 
coadjutois 

Some of the decisions aie curious enough In one case of murder, the 
murdeiei was a Hindu , he was leleased on piomising to become a Mahom- 
medan 

The Nawah sometimes gave the final sentence In a case of murder, he 
ordeied the heads of the tliiee murdeieis to be cut off, and stuck up ovei the 
Loll Mudai and Gunga Gates of the City, at the same time issuing a piocla- 
mation that such would be the fate of all muideieis undei hisiule In a 
case of lapp, the defendant was fined Company’s Rupees 2 and dismissed. 
This was the decision of Yakub Ah Naib, foi the time, to the Nawab 

In a civil case hiought befoie this Couit, the plaintiff was nonsuited 
because he could not show the original decision of the Suddei Dewanny Adaw- 
lut. Tlie Mooftee declaring that tiie decision of that Oouit would have 
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caused a decree in his favor, but that they could not accept the unauthenti- 
cated copy Many paits of then pioceduie weie tiuly oiiental in character, 
the following is a peiwannah to the Thannadai of Allygunge, in the case of 
Anoop, plaintiff, veims Lochun, &c , charged u’lth muider of Mussumat 
K bus hi 

*' In this case you are ordered to go in peison to the village where the 
event has occuiied, and collecting fifty of the most lespectable residents there- 
of, write their depositions in the following manner — ‘ We have not killed the 
deceased, nor aie we awaie uho weie hei muideieis ’ Thus shall you take 
the depositions of those who profess ignoiance of the affair, but if they 
know who the ciiminals aie, you shall wiite then depositions thus — ‘We have 
not killed the deceased, but certain other persons have killed her We say 
this by oui faith, and on oui oath ’ And when wilting then depositions, you 
must admmistei the oath in the following mannei — ‘Wesweai by tbe God 
Almighty, uho has made us and the univeise ’ ” 

“If theie aie not fifty such men in the village, then assemble all resi- 
dents and othei people you can get hold of, and write then depositions a second 
and a thud time, on oath admmistei ed as above, have the depositions of 
full fifty men, and caiiy out this order and lepoit within three days fiom the 
issue of this 2 ieiwannah ” 

The Tliannadai, in his reply, lepoits having earned out these instruc- 
tions completely 

The Civil suits instituted before the Mooftee were veiy few, criminal 
cases, other than petty thefts, and cases of ouster were numerous , for the 
stiongpi oppressed the weaker, and too frequently dispossessed him of his bit 
of land, ot his shop, or other piopeity 

The decisions of this Court in those descriptions of cases appear to have 
given satisfaction, more paiticulaily after the Nazims of the two divisions en- 
tered upon then functions. 

Many of the decisions of the latter were upset by the Mooftees, when 
this was once known to the people at large The cases instituted before the 
Nazims were but very few, but tliese luleis did what they pleased, and had 
cases brought before them and decided, nolens volens, quoad the plaintiffs 

The decisions of this Court in ciiminal cases were very severe , the punish- 
ment of theft was the loss of tiie light hand Cases of theft were, however, 
veiyfew, tlueves appeal to hai e found the times too hard foi small thefts, 
and much more favorable for plunderings on a grand scale, ivliich were rife on 
the gieat lines of load, and in the district ICafilas were the order of the 
day, — single travelleis, or tiavelleis in single byelees (a cart diawn by 
bullocks), seldom attempting a journey 

In a case where the bundle of little value of a traveller was stolen from 
one of the gaiees in tbe city, the offender lost his hand The petty thieves 
consequently left the city 

After the receipt of the fiiman fiom the King of Delhi, in which he 
confirmed the Nauab of Duriuckabad upon the Musnud, and highly praised 
tlie sepoys to uhose biaveiy so much was due, the piide and haughtiness of 
the sepoys became gi cater than ever In a case of muider, in which a 
Koormee had muideied a Mahommedan, the Mooftee bad given oideis that 
the muideiei was to give up Ins property to the plaintiff, oi to be killed by him , 
if neither sentence was earned into tlie effect, that the Nawab was to have 
him blown tiom a gun The fiiends of the Kooimee objected to this, appeal- 
ed to Gunga Sing and Sheoghoolam Deechet These men made a great stir 
about the raattei, and the 'Kooimee, the muideiei, got off Aftei this the 
Nawab issued a pioclamatiou that the officeis of the 41st were to be obeyed 
in every lespect, seeing tliat they had expelled the English 

Veibal oideis were fiequently passed in matters of great import The 
41st Native Infantry prevented the killing of cows, and the lading of oxen 
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with lefuse, ordering that such mattei was to be loaded and taken off on donkies 
The rule of the sepoys became stronger than evei the Nauab was a puppet 
in then hands. 

Soon after the evacuation, if not during the siege, of the fort, the Kauab 
established a system of “octioi,” upon eveiy article going into oi out of the 
city, the proceeds of this tav and of tho Abk'uicc of tlio citv uent to Ins 
own pi ivate purse Evciy aiticle of food, with tlic exception of wheat and 
ghee (and these weieatflist taxed, but the sepoys not approving of it, the tax 
was remitted), and every descnption of mcrchandi/.o had to paj a ccitain duty 
On ai tides of small value, such as wood, ooplahs (peat), foui comics in the 
pice was charged, thus, if tho load was woith a lupce, a duty of one anna 
was charged upon it at the gate of the city On articles of laluo 7 per 
cent was taken The trade in non from Cliandosec, sugar and cotton fiom 
Khasgunje, and Iluldee fiom Shahjcliaupoor, was vciy busk 

The prices of every article doubled and trebled, except wheat, and the 
exportation of this was piohilnted At the time of the outbicak it is com- 
puted that there w'cro twelre lakhs of cotton manufactures in the city, a good 
deal of this W’as sold at high piiccs in tlic district, and when the Biitish rc- 
occupied the country, and before the influx of ficsli cotton manufactures, the 
large tiaders in these articles made immense fortunes by the sale of, and the 
high prices laid on, cotton cloths of all descriptions 

The average income from tho duties imposed on all articles of trade avci- 
aged above llupees 600 a day, oi at the late of two lakhs a year The news- 
papeis of the time show' an income on some days above Rupees 1,700 Ereiy 
thing rvas taxed Tlio vegetable maiket in the citr was faimed out for Rupees 
200 (£20) a year The octroi of Kumalgunjc, a little town about ten miles 
east of tho city, was faimed foi Rupees 700 a ycai , tlie coiitr ictoi rcaluuig 
the duties at the same rate as that imposed on ai tides going into and out of 
Pttiruckabad The same lule obtained throughout every town in the distiict, 

Tlie piocecds fioin all, except Ruiiuckabad and Kumalgunjc, went to the 
sepoys, who paid themsdves autars of paj, Ac 

This duty on articles appears not to have caused tlie slightest vexation or 
aanojance to the people at largo , in fact it was taken, as a matter ol course, 
as the most, in fact the only, equitable tax that could be imposed it was little 
ti It by the people, and brought a laige rerenue to the Goveinment Under 
the Biitish lule such a revenue would bo doubled and ticbkd fiom the im- 
mense inciease of tiade of eveiy dtsciiptioii Tiado with foreign parts, witii 
the exception of the trade mentioned above, was almost entuely closed still 
this revenue amounted to a largo sum 

The airangement for the sale of spuituous liquors and drugs appears to 
have failed 

The spirit shops were farmed out sepaialely, but the profits realized were 
baldly one-half ot those realized norv The eity fanner ceitainlv paid what 
he paid to the English Goveinment, as hkervise did the diug vetidoi , but both 
absconded attei a time, and this pait of the levenue, which was hkervise allot- 
ted to the Nawab, was of little value Spirit shops there weie tluoughout the 
distiiet, but the profits fiom this biancli of the revenue were nothing, com- 
pared to that realized by the Biitish Goveinment The Nawab obtained a 
large quantity of opium fiom the Goveinment stores when they w’eie plun- 
dered , this W'as sold for his benefit The cultivation of tho poppy was intei- 
dicted— why, IS not exactly know n, except that tho Nawab wished to sell to 
advantage the large stores he had obtained 

The fen y airangements appear to have been left out of cousidoiation , 
notliing can bo learnt lespecting them further than that tho soldieis exeicistd 
then own power, and did what they pleased at the ghfits As to tho repairs 
oi the loads, such a thing was not thought of 
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The rule of the Nazims ivas, as has been stateflj tyrannical Mohsun All 
JThan was a great drunkard ; he was a brave man in his way, but useless as a 
goveinoi Common lepoit stated that he was invaluable, and this was one 
of the reasons, if not the only reason, why he was appointed Nazim A battle, 
which will be spoken of heieafter, and in which he was wounded, dissipated 
this vain delusion Mohsun All was unable to collect the rents , neither the 
Ranee of Til wa, or Clio wdhry Jyechund would pay a fraction, he was conse- 
quently removed, and one Thakooi Panday, a Subadar of the dalst, was appointed 
in his loom, and that division made ovei to him and to the soldieiy, to realize 
the rents as best they could Pievious to the removal of the Nazim Mohsun 
All, he (the Nazim) had a pitched battle witli Chowdhry Jyechund, in which 
the latter came off victoiious this fight took place on the loth October at 
Bishengurh, a very strong fort belonging to the Chowdhry 

He had a second fight near Secunderpoor, on the Q-rand Trunk Road, with 
a party of sepoys returning from Delhi He heard that they had much 
plunder with them, which he wished to possess. But he was defeated in his 
attack, and by a wound he received in the fight lost all the fan fame he had 
eu 30 yed of invulnei ability. 

The Nawab appears to have received little or nothing fiom his Nazims in 
the way of revenue. These governors either spent the same upon their tioops, 
or nominally having done so, placed the proceeds in their own private coffers. 

Ahmud Yar Khan realized his rents at the cannon’s mouth One village, 
Rohilla, in the Mahomdabad District, would not pay up, he accoidingly pro- 
ceeded there, and fired three shots into the village This brought the zemin- 
dars to then senses, and they paid up, but in addition they paid a fine of 
Rupees 100 foi each shot 1 

Now comes on the scene — The Oollectoi Thakoor Panday, an individual 
whose gieatest forte was in drinking bhung, of which he took an immense 
quantity, and in eating pehia (a native sweetmeat) He was likewise big in 
words His proclamation, when appointed “ Collector,” is worth recording — 

“ Let it he known that to-day Thakoor Panday is Collector Let all the 
umlah, the rich and poor, come to me if any one goes to any other Hakim, 
(* e , authoiity) than to me, he will be fined Rupees 100 If a man files a 
petition before me, he must pay a nuzzur (present) of Rupees 6 if heuill 
not pay it, he will be put in the Quarter Guard ” 

(The perwannah, which accompanied this, is m the Magistrate’s Office, 
Puttehgurh) 

He had a seal engraved on it was — "The seal of the Royal Collectoiy 
Court, by order ot Hunnoomanjee ” 

This worthy heard that a Tehseeldar had turned out a Pntwaree (village 
accountant) Tlie Putwaiee told his story plaintively, and the Tehseeldar uas 
abused and fined 

It will be recollected that the "Collectoi” was placed in the room of 
Mohsun All Khan, at the desire of Captain Gunga Sing and Sheoghoolam 
Deechet, in order that the Eastern Division might be made to pay up its 
revenue ‘Well, the Coliectoi determined to be severe, so he issued a new sys- 
tem and rate for dustucks (summons) If a man would not pay, then were 
to be issued upon him these kinds of summons . —

The pay of the sepoys of the Seetapoor force was Rupees 12-8, and of 
the sowars. Rupees 40 a month Captain Gunga Sing, Sheoghoolam Deechet, 
and Agha Hossem, leceivcd Rupees 400, 1,000, and 500 a month, icspectively^ 

The nominal pay of tho new levies was Rupees seven a month, but they 
seldom, if ever, got full pay , it was the general custom to give them two or 
thiee times a month, at the rate of one anna a day', for cuirent expenses 
These new levies nominally numbeied from 6 to 700 men, but one-half were 
nevei present on pay day, they piesented themselves and clamoured for their 
lights 

Their Commandants got Rupees 150 a month , and tho Captains, over 
100 men (Tumandais), Rupees 30 per mensem There was a third grade 
of officei, styled “ Oolasdar,” w'ho leceived Rupees 15 a month 

The Seetapoor foice numbeied, horse and foot, about 2,200, but A"ha 
Hossem increased the numbei of Ins cavaliy very greatly 

The Seetapoor mutineers appeared to have kept up all the forms and cus- 
toms established by their English officers Sunday, for instance, was always a 
holiday they would have no pai ado on that day , they compelled the Nawab 
to pay them, (that is to say, when he had the money, and when ho had not, 
they paid themselves by imposing fines on this oi thatiich man, or ullage) 
regularly, accoiding to the dates fixed foi issue of pay by the English Govern- 
ment 


The Nawab had about 200 newly-iaised artilleiymen, who received per 
man Rupees 6 a month His aitilleiy numbered some tw'enty-four guns, of 
laigeand small calibie , these weie distubuted between the Nazims and himself 
It does not appear that he cast any guns, but he made a quantity of ammuni- 
tion at the workshops in the foit 
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His levies appeared to have been well armed A species of weapon 
(a foimidable instrument) called a Gbairasab, was in much use , these weie 
earned along with the musket and sword, which each man had 

The blunderbuss too was much in vogue , it was styled a “ Shaii-bachcha ” 
(child of the tiger) from its destructive properties Though sufficiently aimed, 
the new levies appeal to have been so badly paid and disciplined that not a 
man would move when ordered out on a foray, unless he got a certain sum for 
expenses by the way , thus a foot soldier always got, on these occasions, Rupee 1 ; 
a sowar. Rupees 2, and to each man weie given ten bullets and powder in 
piopoition As to a magazine or commissariat, the thing was not thought of, 
except when the regular troops, te,t\ie Seetapooi foice, marched out The 
new levies and the artillery were continually exercised on paiade by the 
officeis of the Seetapooi force The foice was divided, a portion being 
located with each Nazim, and a portion in and about the City of Ruriuckabad. 

When Bakht Rhau arrived from Delhi after the capture of that city, he 
brought four regiments of infantiy, a regiment of cavalry, and seven guns 
with him He remained till the 2oth December with the Nawafa , his men 
foimed part of the foice sent against the British at Puttialee There was a 
zemindar in the district, who exercised much sway in tlie eastern and 
southern portions of the distiict — Pokhur Sing This large zemindar had 
a splendid castle at Tliutteea , there he revelled in the delights of being lord 
of all he surveyed, and much moie too. His power for the time was great, 
he dispossessed and usurped authority in every direction that he could, he 
had newly -raised levies, each with a separate unifoi m , he had guns, at the 
outbreak, and made one, and bought two others foi Rupees 900 Powder he 
made in quantities inside his fort This man was the prince ofrobbeis, he 
plundered on eveiy direction, and was present at Cawnpoor during the fearful 
scenes enacted at that station. Report says that he is dead The Nawab’s 
troops encountered the English forces four times, first at Kunouj on the 
23rd October, then at Khassgunje, and at Puttialee, and finally at Khoda- 
gUDje on the 2nd Januaiy, wheie a part of the 41st (the new levy), and the 
troopers of Agha Hossein, disputed the passage of the Kalee Nuddee At 
this last battle the renewed Thakoor Panday was killed, with some 300 
of the rebel army. The British forces entered Euttehgurh on Sunday, 
the 3rd January 1858 It is a difficult task to discover what was the 
real feeling of the people at large during this rebel Nawab’s reign To unveil 
their deeply-hidden thoughts is almost an impossibility Every man is now a 
well-wisher to the British Government , but, perhaps, a short exposition of the 
behaviour and conduct of the people at large may enable us to form an appro- 
priate opinion on this weighty subject. In the commencement of the Nawab’s 
reign, plunder, rapine, and every desciiption of villainy was life, but through 
the exertions of the Nawab, who appears to have done his best to rule well, 
and by the severe punishment and exaction of the Nazirs, some sort of order 
was effected Amongst the classes most conspicuous for their lawlessness and 
utter contempt of all authority, may be enumerated the Puthans of Kaemgunje, 
Shumshahad, Mhow, and the Gailwar and Gour Thakoors , the Jhojhas (a 
caste of Hindus converted, centuries ago, to Mahommedanism), and Bhuttees 
(Puthans), immigrants from Bhutteeana In June there was a tremendous 
battle between the Jhojhas, Bhuttees, on one side, and the Gailwais, Gouis, and 
Nykombs, Thakoors, on the other The former possess some twenty-four villages 
in the pergunnah of Bhojepoor, but being men of predatory and laiv less natures, 
attempted to oust the Koormees, and to usurp all authority in the peigunnah 
In this squabble a Gailwai Thakoor was killed , upon this the gi eat Thakoor 
clans of Gour, Gailwai, and the Nykomb, collected an immense force, and 
plundered and burnt the property and villages of then opponents. This was 
a very renowned affair, and is much spoken of by all classes at the present 
moment The Nawab was powerless in the matter After this the Gailwar 
and Gour Thakoors plundered on their own account. 
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About the close of July, these intestine fights were brought to an end, 
that IS, they did not take place on such a grand scale as formerly Affrays and 
plundering were life duung the whole period of the administration of the 
Nawab 

On the Grand Tiunk Road, no travellei could travel with safety, paiticu- 
laily neai Ghubramow and Jagnua-ka-Talab (or the Tank of Jagnua) The 
latter place has a very wide celebiity, as being the gathering place of all the 
bad characters and lawless spiiits of this and other districts The Ruttehguih 
and Shahjehanpoor load too was particularly unsafe The strong oppressed 
the weak, and who weie the strong ? — theTbakoois and the Puthan ot Kaem- 
gunje Pokhur Sing alone foicibly possessed himself of sixty-four villages 

It will thus be seen that fieiy spiiits were not displeased at the turn 
which affaiis bad taken. They were gaineis by the change, but the great 
traders in cloth, gram, the vendois of English manufactures of every des- 
cription, the indigo planters, and traders in indigo seed, all the small traders, 
except perhaps the makers of fire-arms and other munitions of war, and the 
Sonars (silversmiths) were decidedly losers by, and deplored the change of 
Government There weie certain classes, such as small retailers of grain and 
other stores (Purchunias), vendois of vegetables, fiuit, carpenters, druggists, 
tobacco vendois, and the like, who cared little what was the Government, 
Mahomedan, Hindu, or English, so long as they sold their commodities, and 
were not disturbed There is little doubt that the change was unfavorable, 
and against the wishes of many of the quieter classes of landholdeis They 
were fiequently ousted , then lands were left uncultivated Why ? — because 
the cultivatms not being able to get the necessary advances for seed, &c , from 
the money-lendeis, took to the road, a very profitable living The khuieef 
harvest of 1857 was good, in so far as the produce from each acre was 
plentiful, but many broad acies were left uncultivated The same maybe 
said foi the lubbee, or spring harvest There was one class of men who, 
doubtless, cursed the change of Government — the cultivators of potatoes 
This article of food is very largely produced in this distuct, but during 1857 
the potato crop was a complete failure One great reason for this was the 
great demand for cattle by the sepoys for the transport of their ill-gotten gams 
to then homes 

The demand was so great at one time, and the distress so wide-spread, 
that the news- writers of tlie dav mentioned the fact, but perhaps in this matter 
they were not mucli worse off than now, when the demand for carnage is 
certainly as great if not greater, but tlien each sepoy seized for himself there 
was no ledress — the sepoy was the real “master ” 

It may be inferied that the people at large were not desirous of the sub- 
version of the British power All or most of the customs and laws in force 
under the English Government weie upheld by the Nawab Instance the 
Civil Courts the system in force under his reign differed not in the slightest 
from that which now obtains Executions of decrees were served in the^same 
manner the procedure in tire Revenue and Criminal Department was the 
same Stamps were abolished, it is true, but theie was a good reason they 
had been destroyed and plundered, but a fee of eight annas (one shilling) was 
charged on every plaint The 10 pei cent for fees taken by the Mooftees 
upon their decrees, and one anna in the rupee upon the execution of the same, 
were heavier taxes than that imposed by the British Government by the com- 
pulsory purchase of stamped paper One great difference under the Nawab’s 
rule, and that of the British Government, was the difference in the position of 
the Tehseeldais under the foimei, he was a Judge as well as an administrative 
officer , under the latter, he is merely an administrative oflacei, and cannot 
decide any case upon his own authoiity 

If there had been any great grievance to tbe people from our rule, surely 
during the seven months that the Nawab held the reins of Government, or 
at all events nominally held them, changes would have been made on these 
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points wlucli pressed heavily on the people. But such was not the case , and 
previous to the fall of Delhi, there weie not many who believed that the 
English would retuin to this counti^ with 1 ‘edouhled poiVer The fall 6f that 
stionghold made a great change in men’s mind, and paiticulaily in the 
Nawab’s. hut as it was moie the rule of the rough, lawless soldiei than of 
tho statesman, it may not be fair to infer that our lules and ordinances, and 
geneial loutine, are good, because the Nawab followed them They may 
have been taken, as no others could be devised, on account of the exigency of 
the times, and the little administrative faculties possessed by the Nawab 
himself 01 his adviseis. 

The octroi duties, however, show that a laige levenue may he realized 
fiom this district, and probably in the same way thioughout India, without 
the slightest murmur from the people, and without apparently the slightest 
trouble The newspapers of the time do not contain a single line of animad- 
veision on its introduction, and it is spoken of at the present time as a veiy 
equitable tax 

During the leign of the Nawab, some notable peisonages arrived and 
lemained at EuttehguiJi. Amongst tho fiist, came Bukht Khan fiom Delhi 
This man exercised a good deal of power, and was coidially detested by all 
classes, he was styled “ Kum-bukht” (the unfoitunate), and wheievei he 
stiired out, he was abused by the lower classes He appears to have been a 
great boastei, and fond of big woids. After him, Khooshak Sultan came 
flying from the scene of his hopes, and fears, and 3 oys Then airived Eeioze 
Shah, anothei Piince of the Delhi line. Aftei him Wulleedad Khan, and the 
Baja of Mynpooiy Tho Piinces Khooshak Sultan and Feroze Shah remain- 
ed at Futtehgurh till the 2nd January 1858, when they fled with tho Nawab 
at the apxiroach of the British forces after the battle of Khodagunge Appa 
Sahib likewise visited Futtehguih before the fall of Delhi, but a dispute on 
matters of ceremony having aiisen between him and the Nawab, he left the 
place abruptly for Delhi 

The 3id of January 1858 saw the restoration of the British supiemacy on 
the western side of the Ganges Tranquillity was not restored to the eastward 
for some time aftei waids The English troops weie to have marched to Luck- 
now acioss the Bamgunga vtd Sandee, but their progress was opposed at that 
nvei at a place called Bichpooieea. They returned and went Oawnpoor. 
On the 17th or 18th Januaiy, the rebels having come down from Bareilly 
and Budaon, and having crossed the Ganges at Soorajpooi, encamped at 
Thannah Khai Then leader was the Nazim Neeaz All Khan of Budaon 
Brigadier Hope was sent against them, and fought them before Shumshabad. 
The defeat was complete , their baggage, guns, &c , all taken 

The enemy later took up a strong position at Kankur on the borders of 
the Shahjehanpoor district, conterminous with this district 

On the 7th April the British forces again marched out under Brigadier 
Seaton, and gave the rebels a most complete defeat at Bangaon, near Kankur 
The Tehseeleeof Imrutpooi, one of the drvisions of this district, was now 
nominally le-occupied , but it was not till May that the native officials could 
leside there with safety, there being constant raids on the part of the enemy 
On the 28th May a large body of rebels, numbering 3,000, of all sorts and 
kinds, moved quietly through this district from south to noith, they came 
from Shairguih on the Jumna 

After plundeiing and burning what they could, and after having laid 
siege to the Kaemgunje Tohseelee for some thiee hours, they moved off, and 
crossed the Ganges at Sooiajpoor ghat Appendices are attached showing the 
names of Europeans and others who lost their lives during the outbreak at 
this station, or during their flight from it , also the names of those who be- 
haved well and nobly towards the English in the time of their distress 

This narrative has been written during an exerting time, and under a 
heavy pressure of curient official work it is hoped that errors in style or 
composition will be overlooked.

Aocohding to your request, herewith I beg to hand you a brief state- 
ment ot what I know of the manjees and boatmen, who were engaged by the 
Europeans of Puttehguih previous to the mutiny I have also mentioned the 
names of a few men, who aie deserving of rewards for their valuable services 
and good conduct 

With a few exceptions, most of the boats provided had been seized by 
Colonel Smith (10th Native Infantiy) and others, and the manjees and boat- 
men secured fiom wherever they could he found , and, as far as I recollect, 
I believe upwards of twenty boats had been collected, provisioned, and anchored 
under the fort walls, and along the village of Hooseinpoor. Most, in fact all, 
the boatmen were advanced veiy largely, and still larger sums of money were 
promised them as rewards, with a view to prevent their deserting , but this 
had not the desired eftect, for no sooner was the fort attacked, the boats 
began gradually to disappear, till only three remained. No 1, belonging to a 
native of Bareilly of “ Ramghdt,” name unknown to me, who, with his son, 
was killed opposite Singeerampoor. No 2 was owned by “ Satawan,” a tailor 
by profession, but the boatmen were from the village of Nowkhurra, six or 
eight miles down the river, on the opposite shore I am sorry to say, I am 
not acquainted with the names of the owner, nor the boatmen of boat No 3, 
for all had left some days befoie us. 

The two men of boat No 2 left us on our approaching their village, 
under pietence of getting others to assist them. We were consequently 
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obli<^ed to abandon the boat, and take all who were on boaid into boat No. 1 
Considerable delay was thus caused, which enabled tbe lebels to bung up a 
gun to bear on us, and several round shots were fired, but -nithout effect 
Two feiry boats full of sepoys weie also sent after us, but eie they could come 
up we had got the start of them But from the shallowness of the channel, 
and want of good management, we weie constantly sticking, which the sepoys 
observing, they detei mined to follow us up, and after being leinforced by two 
more boat-loads of men, they continued then puisuit by land , but finding we 
gained ground, they got into two laige boats and kepi- up the chase 

The luddei of boat No. 1 having been damaged, we weie unable to 
pioceed, so were obliged to put to shore to repair it Here the villageis 
annoyed us much with then matchlocks, killing the son of the manjee of 
boat No 1 Howevei we succeeded in repaiiing the luddei, and staited again 
at about 3 pm, but we had scarcelv proceeded one-fouitli of a mile, when boat 
No 3 lun agiound, and the two boats above lefeired to, uith the sepoys masked 
by the Ohupper, weie observed appioaching Every baste was made to get off, 
but oui efforts ueie in vain, the boats coming uitliin twenty yards of us 
brought to our view a multitude of bustling bayonets a heavy fiie was in- 
stantly opened upon us Several of oui party were killed at once, or mortally 
avounded Ma3oi Robertson, who had command of the boat, seeing no hope 
of escape left, begged the ladies to come into tbe water, lathei than fall into 
the hands of the sepoys They, one and all, leaped into the river, with then 
helpless children and babes, some were instantly shot, and others were 
carried down by the strength of the cuirent, and drowned The boat was 
boarded, and the unfortunate wounded and old, who were unable to move, 
were cut to pieces , and the few ivho were left in the water, after the boat was 
captuied, were earned piisoneis to the Nawab of Euriuckabad, who, sad to 
relate, after having kept them under close confinement for a time, gave them 
up to the blood-thiisty sepoys, for an ungiounded suspicion of their having 
invited the Europeans to rescue them They were in all about thirty 
Europeans and Native Christians, who were taken and most barbarously 
murdered on the parade ground, and then bodies thrown in a dry well within 
a few yards of the spot, where the bloody deed had been done 

Boat No 1, having cleared the bank, escaped , but in passing under Sin- 
geerampooi, a heavy fire of grape and musketry from two guns were poured 
into her The only manjee and three Europeans weie killed, and seveial others 
wounded severely I, having escaped with a slight wound from boat No 3, 
managed to swim down the iiver, and reached boat No 1, which had run 
aground seven or eight miles below the place of attack, at about 9 pm, and 
found, as above stated, tlie manjee and three Europeans (vis , Mi Rohan, 
Miss Goldie, and a child) had been killed, and several otheis wounded The 
tiller of the rudder had also been smashed , we repaired it tolerably, and 
continued our voyage, and on the following day (4th July 1857) reached the 
village of Tehia, opposite Koosumkhore, where we grounded, and were unable 
to extiicate ourselves from the sand bank The villagers of Tehia obseivino* 
our distiessing position, came forward, assisted us out, previously swearing by 
the Ganges, not to molest us Colonel Smith, finding the men well disposed 
and friendly, determined to take advantage of the opportunity of engaging a 
crew for the boat, and a guard The sum of Rupees 2,200 was agreed to be 
paid for six boatmen, and eight or ten matchlock-men, and it was pioposed to 
stop theie for the night, and to leave early next day The boat being 
excessively crowded, theie was little room for rest , I tlierefoie left it, and 
went up to the village to rest, and get some food, invited by Bheema Sing 
and Bhabootee Sing Thakoois Duiing my absence the inhabitants of 
Chouchpooi, a neighbouring village, becoming aware of the presence of our 
party, collected towards it, and observing our helpless condition and the inabi- 
Lty of the Tehra men to afford us much assistance, conspired to plunder us 
Colonel Smith, however, saw their intentions, and frustrated their plans by 
ordering an immediate start, previously sending for me , but being perfectly 
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exhausted, and in gieat suffeimg from the wound, and the pievious prolonged 
exposuie, I was unable to lejoir, and the boat went off, leaxing me in the 
village 

The Tehra people had received Bupees 1,100, in part payment of the 
amount agieed upon, but the sudden stait in consequence of the arrival and 
designs of the Chouchpooi villageis, only tliiee of the boatmen and none of 
the matchlock-men were -in time to go on board The Tehra people were 
deprived of upwmids of Bupees 600 of the money advanced I was concealed 
in Tehra for upwaids of a month by Balgobind, Brahmin, who on several occa- 
sions saved me fiom being muidered, and supplied me daily wuth food, and such 
clothing as Ins means admitted of, and attended me most assiduously, never 
varying in bis kindly mannei to me in the slightest degiee, duiing the time 
I was under his piotection Subsequently he assisted me in escaping with 
safety to Dhuiiumpooi, where Ml Piobyn and his family and Mr Edwards 
were concealed by Huideo Buksh, and along with whom 1 escaped to Cawn- 
pooi, wheie on oui arrival we leaint the sad fate of Colonel Smith and his 
unfoitunate party, who had been taken prisoners by the Nana, and most 
hcuharoubly massacred

their way down the iiver —

Your kind letter, dated the 7th January, has been duly received thiough 
Messis Gilmore, Mack'lligin and Co , Calcutta, and I will now narrate all 
that befell your pool biothei, and our weak gariison that weie compelled to 
abandon the Eoit of Euttehguih. 

Aftei having held the fort for ten days, duimg which many of our 
assailants weie killed, oui weakened band were compelled to evacuate it on the 
4th of Julv, at about 2 am, when out party, consisting of about thiity able 
men, weie told off to thiee boats Mybiothei and self being the party, of wluch 
Major Robeitson had chaige Weliad not bowevei pioceeded far down the river, 
when the villagers commenced annoying us with then matchlocks, and assem- 
bled in vast numbers on the shore When so engaged tlie ruddei ot Colonel 
Smith’s boat was injured by its accidentally falling on a sand bank, whence 
we were obliged to push in foi shoie for the puipose of getting it lepaired 
Shortly after our landing, the villagers threatened us with a charge, but be- 
fore they could carry then design into execution, a small party fiom each of 
our boats joining in one column, made a desperate rush against their great 
numbers, and drove them back to their very habitations, wdience we thought 
it most prudent to return to our boats As we had no boatmen to manage 
them, Colonel Smith consideied it advisable, if possible, to procure some, 
and accordingly sent a servant on shore for that puipose, which caused 
considerable delay Nothing of much consequence just at this time took 
place, and it being now several hours since the servant was despatched, and 
he had not returned, it was deemed the best course to start without him 
While we vyere arranging to do so, we were surpiised at hearing the leport of 
A 13 
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two guns, which had been hrouglifc to hear upon us from the opposite shore, 
and now eontinued to keep up a husk fiie upon our devoted band, but when 
w 0 had got faiily out of then reach, they next continued to approach us by 
filling a large boat with armed men, and floating down the stream before 
leaving, we° were obliged to abandon Colonel Smith’s boat, and got into the 
other two At this time a very strong umd was blowing, and having no 
boatmen to assist us, our boat ran upon a sand-hank, about tucnly or thiity yards 
from the shoie, and all our endeavouis to get her out of this dangerous situ- 
ation proved fi unless Tlie enemy taking advantage of our perilous position, 
soon assembled in considerable numbers on the adjacent shoio, and com- 
menced a sliarp fire of musketiy, being assisted by the villagers in perpetrating 
this cowardly massacre Against such an ovei whelming force as we now had 
to contend with, oui little band, not now numbering moie than thii teen, having 
by tins time had to raouin the loss of seveial (amongst whom was my eldci 
biotlier, who was killed by a musket shot in his chest), it was impossible to 
resist longer, and w'e weie under the necessity of exposing ourselves to their 
heavy file w'hile trying to extiicite the boat It was heie that- your poor 
bi other w'as wounded whilst assisting to get her ofi", and disabled from further 
exeition, he floated down the stream, and managed to keep swimming till I 
oveitook him Soonaftei this eveiy soul tlirew themselves ovci board when 
nearly all were drowned, and I gnevo much to sav that I saw poor Mrs 
Robeitson, her little giil, and Miss Thompson amongst the number, who 
shaied the same fate, as tlie rest of our unfoilunate countrymen and countiy- 
women, of whom tbeie weie several amongst the victims There w’eie three 
women and a child from oui boat taken piisoneis to the Nawab of Euirucka- 
bad, who, it is said, treated them kindly foi a short time, but ultimately had 
them blown away from guns, along with a great many Native Christians, who 
had also been seized at Putteligurh and in its neighbourhood 

I had fortunately seemed an oai, which enabled mo to come up with Major 
Robertson w'bile he w'as in the iiver, and which helped to sustain us while 
sw'imming foi so long a time (from 4 o’clock r 3i till near midnight), when 
being quite exhausted, wo made for the shore, where we lay till moiniug, when 
we weie discovered by some villagers, who took us to their homes and treated 
us very kindly 

Wlien Mr Prohyn left for Cawepoor, we might have gone with his party, 
as we were not above six miles fiom the place where ho was sccieted , but all 
attempts to get your poor biother to accompany them were unavailing, and 
wlien he heard of Mi Probyn’s intention to leave, he would grasp my hand, 
saying, “ Churchei, will you leave me? I cannot blame you, if you do ” I 
might possibly have persuaded him to go, but that his wound was so painful 
to him that he would not allow himself to be touched The ball had passed 
througli his thigh joint, and shattered the bone Shortly before his death 
he sufeied a good deal from dysenteiv, or some disease that resembled it. 
He died late in the evening of the 17th September, and his remains were 
interied by me the following morning, and a small mound of eaith raised over 
them I recollect his having once told me, before lus decease, that he had 
Government paper to the amount of Rupees 70,000, which had been destroyed 
I saved lus ring, a likeness of himselt, and one of Miss Thompson’s, all 
which I made over to Captain "W Tod Browne, and Mr Power, the Magis- 
trate of Puttehgurh , and hope in due time to hear that they have reached 
you safely I did, what little lay in my power, to alleviate your poor 
brother’s sufferings, and got sucli simple remedies for him as the villagers 
are in the habit of using, but beseemed quite bioken-heaited, and con- 
sidering the bodily pain he was also constantly suffering, I think his death 
was a merciful release to him, for if he had continued to live on in the 
state he had been for some time, he could never have escaped by anything 
short of a miracle tor a month or so, after his decease, the mutineers from 
Puttehgurh were constantly going about the villages on the Oudli side of the 
river to collect the land revenue for the Nawab of Purruckabad, and many 
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solitary days and weeks did I pass in sugar-cane fields, which, if even the vil- 
lagers had found out, I could haidly have escaped, for the Nawab offered a 
reward for my head . but I defied him, and looked up to a Greater than him as 
my Guardian and Protector. 

F-S — It was not until the 4th January 1868, that I joined the Com- 
mander-in-Ohief’s camp at Puttehgurh, fiist six months aftei our escape from 
the fort, that I was out of danger.

Apter our abandoning the fort of Puttehgurh, the villagers that first 
commenced the attack on our boats, were Urjoonpoor, Gianpoor, and Soon- 
derpoor, villages across the river. 

The people of these three villages musteied 4 to 500 armed men, and kept 
a sharp fire on our boats It was here that Mungul Sing, one of the leaders 
of this gang, was wounded ; besides him many other zemindars of the above- 
named villages had lent a hand in this cowardly massacre. 

After being delayed opposite these villages for three to four hours, we again 
managed to get all our boats together, and made a second stait, and left 
unmolested for a short distance when the attack commenced again, joined with 
a number of other villages

Banka, of TiUia, received from Colonel Smith, in the fort of Euttehgurh, 
Rupeps BOO to take to Hurdeo Buksh to send him 200 armed men, which either 
one or the other never did. 

Thirra Sing and his sons are said to have taken a great deal of plunder 
from our boat. 

Mahurman, of Surrica, is reported to have done the same 

Singeerarapoor, a village on our side of the river, was crowded with 
sepoys and the Nawab’s followers, who had placed their guns to bear upon 
our boat on the opposite side, from which it appears they are not so much to 
blame 

Kasane, Bohun, and Bhabootee, Zemindars of Manpoor, are said to have 
bad nothing to do with the plunder and massacre of our boat, and had tried 
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their best to prevent the people of their village, Manpoor, not to have hand 
in the plunder or aid in the attack, but they refused to listen to the proposal 
of their zemindais

and brought in a small supply of ammunition, and were very useful during 
the siege 

Soolh Loll, and Munsee, Majees , assisted in providing us with provisions 

Gaireeb, Cool, was most useful and attentue in preparing our food, and 
serving it to us at the several bastions, thereby risking his life 

Jyepal, Sepoy of the 11th N I , brought in a supply of sheep, and contu 
nued with us till the foit was evacuated 

JB/iyj 0 Kuhar (since dead), of Bowoodnnggur, in the Arrah Dish ict , be- 
haved excellently thioughout the rebellion, rendering great assistance in load- 
ing our muskets had two bullets pass through his pnyiee Accompanied us in 
oui Loat, and was last seen trying to save Mr Jones’ cliild nben he was taken 
pnsonei , he subsequently escaped and fell a victim to cholera, the very day he 
had made ariangements to cross to my assistance, having heard of my escape 

Choonnee hall, h ahmn. Jemadar of Mr Churcher , was very active 
throughout the robelhun in assisting us, and was instrumental in pioviding 
for the safety of Major Robertson and Churcher, who had escaped to Kuihar 
from Singeetampooi Advancing large sums of money to Lulicw Sing, 
Zemindar of Kuihai, and piovided tiiem with servants, arms, and clothing 

Luljew Sing, and othei shai eholders of Kwhur , provided Messis Robert- 
son and Gliurcher, sheltered after they had escaped from Singeorampoor, and 
piotected them till our tioops re-occupied Rutteligurh. 

Balgobind, Biahmin of Tehra , piotected mo at the imminent risk of his 
life for upnaids of a month, and was instrumental in preventing the plunder 
of Colonel Smith’s boat by the Chouchpoor villagers wlien anchoied opposite 
Tehra I was well fed and clothed duiing the time 1 was at Tehra 

Bhabootee Sing, and Bhana Sing, Thaloois of Tehra; were the people 
who took me to Telua and made mo over to Balgobind, by nhom I was con- 
cealed and piotected 

Gimesh Kuhui , Beaier of Mr Chutcher, was the liist to carry the intelli- 
gence of the escape of Mr Chuichei to Agin, to bis brother and paients, 
and ever after was useful in keeping up a regular communication, cairying 
letteis backwaids and foi wards, thus iisking his life 

Ohoteh, Chtmar, Maroopnor , concealed Mi. D Churcher for five days in 
his house, and conveyed him in safety to the foit 

Ryder Khan, syce of the late Mr J. M Jones, was very useful in the 
fort duting the siege, fiom whence he escaped after it was abandoned He 
subsequently fell in the battle ot Bangaon whilst in attendance on Mr Power 
m the field, leaving an aged widow and an adopted child quite unprovided 

Bail, Manjee , at imminent iisk to himself conveyed Piobyn and family, 
Edwaids and Jones, to Cawnpoor in August 1857 Boat sunk by older of the 
authorities, and no compensation given Besides those enumeiated above, 
there are others worthy of mention 

BLuideo BuJesh, the saviour of Messrs Prohyn and Edwards. 
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Sheo Biihsh Sing, uncle of BCurdeo Buksh, "whose fidelity equals that of 
his lelative. 

Choiodry Jye Chund, who defeated Mohsun All. 

Banee Gourun, of Tiiooa, whose influence exerted for Government, has 
been most beneficial for the interests of Government.

APPENDIX 

The following decisions, hy Mr H J) Rolertson, Deputy Commissioner, for the tnal of rebels, 
are added as illustrative of the progress of events at Fmruclabad 

No I 

Bate of order — 6th November 1858 Names of Parties — Golam Ah 
Khan, rebel Cotwal of Purruckabad. Nature of offence — 1st, lebellion; 
2ad, as being a principal in the murder of the Europeans and Native Chris- , 
tiaiis at Euttehguih, 3rd, peimitting and encouraging the infliction of in- 
dignities on the European ladies. Nature of pumslment — To be hung, with 
confiscation of all his property. 'Bemarhs — Golam Ah Khan, prior to the 
outbieak, was Tliannahdar of Mohumdabad, Zillah Eurruckabad By the 
Magistrate’s orders, in conjunction with the Pesbkar, he escorted treasure from 
the Tehseelee to the Sadder station, eaily in June, and was then sent back to 
his Tbannah , when the Europeans retried into the fort, abandoning his Thannah, 
he made his appearance in Eurruckabad. About the 19tli of June, in the 
Nawab’s name, he was appointed Cotwal of the city, on a salary of Rupees 100 
per mensem, by the sepoys of the list Native Infantry The sepoys did not com- 
mence their attack on the fort till the 21th of June, from which date Golam 
All Khan was unremitting in his endeavouis to supply the besieging foice 
with provisions and otlier necessaries, such as sulphur and ladders for the assault 
Everything that could possibly be done in furthering the views of the muti- 
neers, was earned out by him On the 3id of July, the Euiopeans abandoned 
the foit, and Golam Ah Khan had a considerable share in oiganizing the 
pursuit The Euiopeans proceeded at first in three boats, but one becoming 
unmanageable, all weie divided between two boats, about 8 am on the 4ith v 
July During this operation the pursuing party kept up a constant fiie , some 
200 men in boats, now also joined in pursuit. Colonel Smith’s boat happened 
to be considerably ahead of Major Robertson’s, when the latter stuck opposite 
Smgheeiampoor, about mid-day, on the 4th July, making up to this boat, 
the sepoys managed to kill or capture all except three, who escaped by swim- 
ming This pursuing party, accompanied by Golam All Khan, consisted 
A 14 
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of two companies of the 41st, tno of tlie Galla (new Levy), and two guns, 
ivith about 160 coolies Amongst those taken pnsoncis were Mis and 
Miss Sutheiland, with a child, Mrs Jones, wife of an Indigo Planter, 
and a cliild, Euiopean child, and native family of Mr Jones of the Gun 
Caiiiage Agenev, and appaiently one othei Indj". After the captuie of the 
boat, all the pi iboners were at once maiched back by tlie direct load fiom 
Sin^heerampooi to Purruckabad Duiing the night, tlii y seem to have 
haUed a shoit time at a village on the road, Mrs. Sutherland and Mis Jones 
and child being wounded and unable to walk, were earned on a chaipoy 
The heat of an Indian July must have rendeied a maicb of fourteen miles a hard 
task to delicate ladies, who seem to have been tieated harshly by tlie sepoys 
when pressing them on Ah Jan, a sepoy of the 41st Natne Infantry, was 
permitted to sepaiate one lady from the party, and be did not bung her into 
Putteliguih till long after the others had ariived Golara All Khan, being 
present, was lesponsible for this conduct The ladies on arriving at the Parade 
giound, when the 41st were encamped, weie detained about two hours, and 
thence Golam All Khan took them to the Nawah’s house in Furruckabad, 
distant about thiee miles, which they reached about 11 A 31 on the 6th July 
On ainving they were placed in a small out-house oidinanly used for 
lioises, but they do not seem to have been in any way bound They daily 
received fiom the Nawab’s Zananah an allowance of gram and barley Their 
ariival gave rise to a more pleasing featuio in the case A Native Doctor 
was sent foi to attend the wounded ladies He was tlie onlv peison, except 
Golam All Khan and the guaid, that ever obtained admittance, and accord- 
ing to his own account was placed under a separate guaid to pi event his 
becoming a medium of correspondence This may hate been the case, for 
though he w'as a seivant of Tuffuzool Iloosein, Hidayut All, Golam Ah 
Khan, and the sepoys seem to have acted much as they liked This Native 
Doctor W'as last February seized and tried by me, but released in consideia- 
tion of the attention he had doubtless shown to the wounded ladies Mis 
Sutherland was wounded by a musket shot, the bullet enteied one tbigb, 
passing out through the othei With Mrs Jones a bullet entering just under 
the libs, passed through her body without injuring any vital spot, the same 
bullet broke her child’s arm Gholam Ah Khan through his police had ever 
since his appointment been very active in apprehending Eurasians and 
Native Ohiistians In one house he secured thiee Eurasians, being a 
father, mothei, and daughter , the last was some twelve to fourteen years of age, 
and being good-looking was taken possession of by the Nawab The Eurasians 
and Native Chiistians, thus seized, constituted the major portion of those 
executed on the Parade ground About a fortnight after the Singhcerampoor 
affaii, Golam Ah Khan, who had been in constant attendance on the Nawab, 
and in conjunction with Hidayut Alee, was still supieme, introduced an Eng- 
lish letter into the place where the ladies were confined. This he brought 
to the Nawab, and insisted that the execution of the ladies alone would put 
an end to such coriespondence. He is repoited to have been in the habit 
of informing the ladies of their impending fate, when one remaiket), “that by 
killing them, England would not be cleared of Englishmen ” At any rate 
this letter foimed the ostensible justification foi an execution that had 
already been determined upon Some of the witnesses refer to the general 
impression existing at the time regarding the conduct of the sepoys to the 
ladies while under their charge But it is clear that, with the exception of 
Golam All Khan, and occasionally the Native Doctor, the guard most jealously 
excluded even from the vicinity of the out-house all not ot their own number 
It IS impossible therefore to place much confidence in this stamp of evidence 
whatever probabilities might exist in its favor, as Indian sepoys under the 
control of their own impulses alone would baldly be superior to an European 
soldiery similarly circumstanced Mrs Sutherland’s wound was much bet- 
ter, when on the morning of the 23rd of July the ladies were placed in a 
keranchee and taken to the Parade ground Ali Jan, sepoy of the 41st, here 
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iaterfered, and wished to save the life of the lady he had taken possession of 
on the march, but was not permitted to do so The men amongst the pri- 
soners, uho consisted entirely of Eurasians and Native Christians, had been 
confined in a separate portion of the Nawab’s out-houses, and were now- 
marched up from another direction On arriving at the parade ground, the 
male prisoners were taken inside the late Mr. Mden’s close to the huts, and 
cut down with tulwais. The women and children were then assembled 
under the huts, and shot down with grape. All were killed, except Miss 
Sutherland, who said, “ That as the Almighty had protected her, they mioht 
do the same.” Several witnesses now heard Golam Ah Khan give the 
order to cut her down, which was accordingly done with tulwars The 
bodies, according to some, remained on the spot till 3 p.m , otheis state 
till next morning, when they weie thrown into a well, a little behind the huts 
Altogether about twenty-two men, women, and children were killed on this 
occasion Amongst these were Dhoulcul Pershad, Native Christian, with his 
family, and a native woman who, though a Mahomedan, was killed in conse- 
quence of her son, a kir. Anderson, being a Cbiistian Ten days after, 
this Qolara All Khan, as Cotwal, attended at a biick-kiln, the execution of 
Kalay Khan, a loyal sepoy of the 10th Native Infantry, who had accompanied 
the Euiopeans On both occasions, particularly the first, the assemblage of 
people from the city and surrounding villages is desciibed as having been very 
great, but no public proclamation on the sub3ect seems to have been issued. 
All the evidence speaks of these executions as it the prisoners had been blown 
from guns. But this was not the case. They were killed by discharges of 
giape. This mode of expression doubtless oiigmates in a false impression, as 
to the mannei in which such executions are cairied out, of the sepoys even, 
none had probably ever actually seen a man blown fiom a gun, though they 
had often heard of it, and when they came to try their hands at it themselves, 
the efiect of powder alone was probably unknown to them Erom this date 
executions of men supposed to be in correspondence with the English weie 
of frequent occuirence, but Golam All Khan’s influence now gradually dimin- 
ished, and in about four months after bis first appointment he was imprison- 
ed. On being released he went to his father-in-law’s house at Attaeepore, 
and on the advance of the English forces fled to Allygurh and Shahabad. 
The documentary evidence in this case consists chiefly of replies to references 
in the oidinary decision of disputes during Golam Ah Khan’s tenure of 
office. In this respect the old English-office routine seems to have been 
maintained There are a few of the prisoners’ notes to the Nawab, mention- 
ing the successful collection of sulphur and the sums realized by sales of 
English property , also under his signature a proclamation, levying a tax on 
butchers with the evident view of winning the good-will of the Hindus No- 
tifications to the Nawab, intimating appointment, and one peculiai oidei, 
dated the 19th July, to a ceitain Ahmed Hoosein Khan in charge of the Mow 
Gate of the city, commanding him not to admit the fugitive sowais fiom 
Cawnpoor, who had fled in this direction after General Havelock’s occupation 
of that place These documents are of some importance, as assisting to 
illustrate the extent of power and influence possessed by Golam All Khan 
Golam All Khan in defence denies all the charges, and states that he was 
forcibly placed in the Cotwalship under a guard of sepoys To piove this he 
rather over-reaehes himself In spite of impiisonment, flight, and wander- 
ings, he kept by him what he evidently considers an important document It 
IS a request made to Tuffuzul Hossein to be relieved of the Cotwalship It is 
dated the 25th June 1857, oi the day after the fort of Euttehguili was 
invested by the sepoys, not till the 16th of July 1857, is it returned to him 
with an Older lefusing to grant the request Had there not been ample 
proof in other directions, this paper would simply be valuable in showing the 
rapidity with which Golam All Khan abandoned his Tbannah at Mahomdabad 
to accept the Cotwalship in the city, and that he was supieme Police Officer 
of the district, when some of the worst features of the rebellion atEnttebgurh 
weie developed. The prisoner, when Cotwal, was decidedly popular with the 
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■vrealthy Maba3uns and Buniabs He evidently in an underband-way tried to 
protect fiom the plundering expeditions of tbe sepoy , when tbe sepoys, 
through irhose influence be bad been appointed, discovered this fact, bo was 
imprisoned In liis defence be has taken advantage of tbe good-vrill of many 
of this wealthy class, whose gratitude enables them to view tbe lest of bis 
conduct with exemplary charitableness They all admit that Golam Ah Khan 
■nas Cotwal of tbe City Of such trifling irregularities, however, of tlie 
execution of a few English ladies, children, and Native Christians, they know 
nothing Probably many of them were present at tbe time on tbe parade 
ground But this might be expected, as the natural recognition of a substan- 
tial seivice, the preservation in fact of all tbeir wealth which, had Golam All 
Khan not been Cotwal, they would have been unable to secrete and secure 
Tlie cbaiges against Golam Ah Khan being clearly proved, and tbe pri- 
soner being “convicted of having diiectly taken part in the murder of Biitish 
subjects, under atrocious ciicumstances, I sentence him to bo hung by the 
neck until he be dead, with conflscation of all his property to the State 
Golam Ah Khan surrendered himself to the Magistrate of Shabjebanpoor, 
and was sent here for trial , but not being a “ political prisoner,” the class 
referred to in Circular No 1752 of 1858, I order the sentence to be carried 
into execution at once Though in all important points this case is very 
clear, yet tbe treatment of tbe minor details has been beset with more than 
ordinary difiiculties. Satisfactory evidence of any kind is very difficult to 
procure The wealthier classes, many of whom are well acquainted with all 
that occuiied, look on tins man as a patriot , — nothing will induce them to 
implicate him Men of tbe class of servants employed by natives are never 
very intelligible in tbeir definition of time, distance, or numbers , and where 
all was actually confusion, their contradictions are almost insolvable still as 
much information on these points has been gradually collected in the cases 
tried by me since Eebruary last, tbe Narrative and dates here given are pro- 
bably coriect

Charges — 1st As being leaders and instigators of revolt 

2nd As being leaders in an attack on tbe English boats at Belowee 

3id As being leaders in an attack on Kunouj, when several British 
subjects were killed. 

Towards the end of May 1857, no dependance being placed on tbe 10th 
N I at Euttebgurh, it was determined to send down in boats to Allahabad 
tbe majority of the women and children, a few gentlemen forming the escort 

Very early on tbe 4jth of June, upwards of 150 men, women, and children 
left Euttebgurh in some twelve to fouiteen boats This party met with no 
opposition till they neared the junction of the Bamgunga with tbe Ganges, 
when they were fired on by the villagers of Koosumkhoie. Mr. Bnerly’s boy 
was here slightly wounded m the thigh At the suggestion of Hurdeo Buksb’s 
followers, tbe boats baited at tbe mouth of tbe Bamgunga Hurdeo Buksh 
now appeared and offered protection to tbe whole party Mr Probyn, with 
a small number, alone accepted it, and at once proceeded up tbe Bamgunga to 
Hurdeo Buksh’s fort at Dhurrumpoor Tbe majority, some 125 m number, 
distrusting Hurdeo Buksh, continued their voyage down the river, on tbe 
night of the 6th of June As they approached Belowee and Putora Ghat, the 
river being shallow, tbe boats were surrounded from all directions by tbo 
Thakoors of Belowee and Mahadewa, under the command of Gungoo* and 
Ohuttur Sing of Mahadewa, and Aman Sing of Belowee Shots were fiied 
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during the night by the Thakoors, hut more it would seem with the view of 
intimidation than of inflicting in 3 ury All the boats now halted at one spot 
till daylight. In the morning, messengers were sent to the Thakoois to 
ascertain their intentions 

After much discussion, terms were agreed to The Europeans were to 
be furnished with a safe escort as far as Cawnpoor, on the receipt of a thou- 
sand rupees in cash, aud the promise of anothei thousand on arriving at 
Cawnpoor. The thousand rupees were given to the Thakoors, about 4 pm, 
on the 7th of June, when all dispersed A few Thakoois only, forming a 
portion of the promised guard, remained with the boats, hut these men also 
left during the night. Of the six boats possessed by tins party, on their 
arrival at Belowee, one had been wrecked and plundered by the Thakoors, 
and one was abandoned during the night of the 7th. 

Of the lemaining four, the one belonging to Mr. Brieily, was large, to it 
almost all the party lemoved tor mutual protection. The second and third 
boats were small, and were each occupied by two or three gentlemen only 
The fourth boat contained the provisions and property of the party Tlius 
distributed, the party pioceeded down the river in the four boats, leaving 
Belowee early on the morning of the 8th June The Thakoors kept their 
promise, and the boats were not again molested, till passing Bithoor They 
arrived at this place early on the morning of the 10th of June, when the 
Nana’s followers opened fire on them, but none in the boats were injured, 
though the return fiie fiom the Europeans killed several of the enemy The 
boats continued then coui se till about 8 A M the same moining, when they 
all halted at a small island, paitially coveied by the river in the rains, and 
situated considerably above the old Cawnpoor Magazine Eiom this point 
they saw the bungalows in the station on fiie, and heard heavy flung It 
wms thought the bridge of boats might be in the possession of the enemy, 
and then furth(r progi ess impracticable, to halt and obtain information was 
consequently necessary Mr Biierly’s chowkeedar and khitmutgar, with 
Eashee, a boatman, were now sent to procure information, the last being en- 
tiusted w'lth a letter Tlie chow'keedai and khitmutgar letuined unsuccessful, 
having found it impossible to pass thn sentries Kashee was seized, and impi ison- 
ed for some time in the compound of the house from which the Nana was 
superintending the attack on Colonel ‘Wheeler’s intrenchment On the 11th 
of June, a party of rebels crossed over in boats with guns to the left bank of 
the Ganges, and opened fire on the boats Each of the first three shots struck 
the largest boat, one round shot killing an ayah and child All now^ abandoned 
the boais, and took shelter under a bank of sand Some ten or twelve shots 
were filed by the Europeans, but all intention of resistance seems soon to 
have been abandomd as hopeless, and only endangering the lives of the 
ladies and children This party had apparently little idea that all would 
share the same fate The native servants, who up to this period seem to 
have behaved well, now scattered over the sands, or took to the river Shortly 
after, a large force, both Cavaliy and Infantiy, landed on the island Tlie 
Europeans gave themselves up, were bound, transfeired to the right bank of 
the river, aud marched to Cawnpoor during tlie night The next day, the 
12th of June, all were executed on the parade giound Of this execution I 
have been unable to piocme any eye-witnesses The native witnesses are 
totally Ignorant of dates, but the naiiative of each day’s events being given 
with clearness, has supplied this deficiency, as the stalling point, — the 4th of 
J une is known 

The success attending Gungoo and Chutter Sing’s attack on the English 
boats, induced moie extended efforts . 

After plundering their owm neighbour hood, they attacked Kunouj witli 
a considerable force, tow'ards the end of June 1857 Kunouj defended itself 
successfully, inflicting a rather severe loss upon its assailants Several of the 
townspeople were however killed 
A 15 
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Both in the attack on the boats and at Kunouj, Gungoo was the most 
prominent, though both piisoners were leadeis of their respective clans on 
those occasions These attacks ucre the moie rebellious, m consequence of 
their having taken place uhilst Biitish authoiity was still repiesented in the 
person of Colonel Smith, then in Civil and Militaiy charge of the district 
of "Puiruckabad 

In defence the prisoners deny all the charges, but their notoriety seems 
to ovei-ieach even the plastic consciences of their own witnesses, w'ho 
acknowledge the pieseuco of both in the attack on Kunouj, excusing that 
unfoitunate move, by insisting that a ceitain Ajeot Sing of Oudh had 
lorcibly made the prisoners accompany him 

Convicting the prisoners on all tho charges, I sentence Gungoo to 
Gangoo,tm.sportnt.onfor2i}can twenty-ouc, and Chuttcr Sing to fourteen years’ 
cbuttcr Sing, ditto for 14 jcnrs transportation, witli confiscation of all tlieir property 
to the State The good faith evinced by tho piisoneis to the party in the 
boats, at a time when tieachcry was supreme, has been taken luto consider- 
ation in passing this mitig.ited sentence

I HAVE the honor to furnish a shoit narrative of my impressions, or 
recollections of the past yeai, as far as Mynpooiy is concerned 

I only leceived instruction yesterday, that anything of the sort was 
requiied from me, so I trust the meagre nature of the subjoined reniaiks 
will be foi given 

The news of the outbreak at Meerut, and excitement at Agra, reached 
us at Mynpoory on the 12tli of May, on which w'e had a consultation as to 
the best policy to be puisued, and it was agreed that it would be advisable to 
get rid ot the ladies and childi en , but with the exception of my own family, 
all the rest lemained 

Mr Power, the Magistrate, with the assistance of Rao Bhowany Sing, 
commenced enlisting Chohan Thakoors, in the hopes of being able to resist 
any attack by mutinous sepoys 

On the following Wednesday, the 19tb, at 10 pm., that gentleman 
rushed into my room, where I wms sleeping, and informed me that he had just 
heard of the 9th Regiment Native Infantry, at Allyguih, bieaking out into 
open mutiny , that they had murdeied their ofiiceis, and had sent an express 
camel to desire their Mynpoory brethren to follow their example 

The Tehseeldar of Bhoegaon, Munsoor Ah, also rode in, and confirmed 
this intelligence I at once dressed, and proceeded w'lth Mi Pow'er to the 
different families, whom we desired to get ready, and proceed to Agra, — secur- 
ing, at the same time, some ddk carnages for their conveyance 

After this we proceeded to Captain Crawford, who commanded the 
station, and that Officei, with Lieutenant DeKantzow, walked to the lines, 
and desiied their men to march towards Bhoegaon, thus putting their fidelity 
to the test. o » p s / 
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It was now about 4 am, Mr Power had a council at hia bouse, con- 
sisting of tbe Rao, the Deputy Oollectoi, tbe Jail Darogab, Di. Watson and 
myself. 

We ashed our native friends wbat was to be done in case of tbe troops 
returning 

Tbe Rao said, bis followers were staunch, but could not be assembled 
before evening The Darogab consideied bis guard, consisting of fifty well- 
drilled sepoys, would imitate tbe conduct of then bretbien belonging to tbe 
Regulars, and altogether tbe prospect, in case of mutiny, was cbeeiless, and 
apparently hopeless We bowevei weie much relieved by getting rid of tbe 
helpless portion of tbe community, and it was agreed by tbe rest of us, that 
if tbe sepoys did not obey tbeir officers, we bad nothing for it but to make 
our escape 

At this moment Captain Crawford galloped in, and informed us that bis 
men bad broken out into open mutiny, bad probably killed Lieutenant 
DeKantzow, whom they bad taken prisoner , he added, when tbe question 
was put to him, that nothing more could be attempted, and that be was about 
to ride into Agra. 

I asked Mr. Power if be bad any plan to suggest, and on bis replying in 
tbe negative, it was agreed, as I thought, that we weie to be guided by tbe 
Commanding Officer’s opinion, — which was to retire on Agra. 

Tbe sepoys were now approaching tbe station, and filing off tbeir mus- 
kets, and shouting like mad men. Mr Power seemed to hesitate wbat be 
w ould do I considered it no time foi hesitation. I fairly told him, I did 
not consider any one bound to remain , soon after which I ordered my buggy, 
and with tbe Reverend P Kellner, drove leisurely away, having told the 
people about, that I hoped to return in a day or so with a force 

On reaching Agra I asked for a small force, and it was sent from Gwa- 
lior , at tbe same time I was deputed to accompany some volunteers to Ally- 
gurb. 

What occurred after my departure has been doubtless recorded by Messrs. 
Power and De Kantzow. 

These gentlemen, supported by Doctor Watson, Major Raikes, and bis 
Gwalior Cavalry, and others, chivalrously and nobly held out till the end of 
June, when the i2tli Regiment Native Infantry, and some Irregular Cavalry 
from Jhansie, advanced on tbe station, and it was abandoned. 

Every house and building was burnt and plundered, and anarchy prevailed. 

Two unfortunate cleiks were cut down by these scoundrels , tbeir names 
were Richards and Lawrence 

Mr Power, previous to leaving, made over two and a half lakhs of treasure 
to Rao Bbowany Sing, and tbe general charge of tbe district to Tej Sing 

Eor my opinion of tbe conduct of these Chiefs, I must refer to my letter 
dated July last 

We finally resumed our position at tbe commencement of this year, and 
without difficulty have restored order and confidence , and it would be difficult 
to imagine there bad been any convulsion. 

It IS satisfactory to feel that our rule has been appreciated by tbe mass 
of tbe population of this district 

The governing class, — tbe Oboban Thakoors, — weie carried away for a 
short time by the folly and ambition of their drunken young Chief, but when 
once there was a glimpse ot a white face, they have shown eveiy desire to co- 
operate in restoring older, and tbeie never was a year so free from crime 
or acts of violence as this has been 

Tbe merciful proclamation of Her Majesty will be thoroughly appreciated 
by tbe foolish individuals who have absconded, none of whom, I believe, will 
come under tbe denomination of those excluded fiom this gracious pardon. 
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Not a Christian, besides those leferied to above, was put to death, on 
tlie contrary, those who would not leave the station were protected and cher- 
islied by Muhundui Sing, and other Zemindars of villages adjoining the ton a 
of Mynpoory 


Dated Mynpoory, 12th June 1858 
From — J Power, Esq , Collector and Mag’strntc, 

To — Commissioner of the Agra Division 

The outbreak at Mynpoory occurred on the morning of the 23rd Mav of 
last year, and is detailed in my letter to Government, dated May 25th, 1837 

2 The officeis who lemained in Mynpoory, after we were able to take 
repossession of the Kutcberry, were Lieutenant DeKantzow, Dr Watson, the 
Civil Surgeon, and my brothel, Mr J. W Power, the Assistant Magistrate, 
Sergeants Mitchell, Scott, and Montgomery, of the Road and Canal Depart- 
ments, and Mr McQlone, Efead Clerk of the Magistiate’s establishment, also 
joined us, together with Mr Richaids, the Treasury Clerk, and Mi Donovan, 
a wiiter attached to tlie Jail 

3 We took up our abode in the Kutclierry, which was well fortified by 
the Sergeants who understood the work Tliey collected also some old guns 
of different sizes, whieli were made useful, and were well mounted A large 
quantity of rifles, su oi ds, and ammunition u as supplied to us from Agra 

4) The Goveinment Treasure, amounting to nearly lliiee lakhs, I placed 
in the Raja of Mynpoory’s fort, under the charge of Rao Rlioiiany Sing, Raja 
Tej Sing, at that time, uas absent fiom Mynpoory 

5 On the evening of the 29th May I uas joined by Major Hayes, Mili- 
tary Secretaiy to Sii H Laurence, and by Captain Carey, of the 17th N I 

6 Major Hayes had come by forced marches fiom Lucknow, to be under 
the oiders of the Lieutenant-Governor He liad under his command thiee or 
more troops of an Oudh Ii regular Regiment, and the officers with him were 
Captain Carey, before named, Lieutenant Baihor, of tlio 20tli Native Infantry, 
and Ml Payiei, a Gentleman Volunteer, hi other of Dr Payier, Residency 
Surgeon at Lucknow 

7 Majoi Hayes had intended ordering this foico into Puttehgurh, whi- 
ther he had pioceeded from Gooisahaiguuge with Captain Caiov, but was 
dissuaded fiom doing so by Colonel Smith, of ihe lOtli Native Infantry, and 
Ml Piobyn, the Magistiate, at the instance of the scpojs of the 10th Native 
Infantry themselves 

8 Major Haves therefore sent ordeis to Lieutenant Barhor to march to 
Bhowgaon on the 30lh May, and to meet him at Keiowlee on the 31st 

9 The tioopers arrived at Bhowgaon on the 30th, but Major Hayes 
received eaily intimation that tliey had not maiclied on the 31st He wrote 
to Lieutenant Baibor to know the cause, hut received no leply It was not 
known then that the troopeis had mutinied, hut I subsequently learnt that 
tile men had shown stiong signs of mutiny on the 30th May; that they had 
hioken out into open mutiny on the 31st May, and that tlieir conduct had 
been reported by Lieutenant Baihoi, hut that liis report had been seized by 
the mutineeis, and ptiiposely kept back 

10 Tins would appear to be fme, for it is impossible to suppose that an 
officer of Lieutenant Barber’s standing, left in a responsible position, should, 
when within an easy reach of Mynpoory, liave left his Commanding Officer’s 
letter unansweied, and not have leported the mutiny, which, then, beyond 
doubt, had broken out among his men 

11 Late on the afternoon of the 31st May Munsoor Ah, Tehseeldar of 
Bhowgaon, arrived His report of the state of the troopers was made w'lth 
hesitation, and was by no means clear 
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12. He merely stated that the men were grumbling at the long marches 
they had made , at the same time he gave an accurate description of the de- 
sponding and dejected state of the two young officers at Bhowgaon 

13. Major Hayes prepared to go to Bhowgaon, but as he was leaving, 
several of his troopers arrived. They reported that the force had halted at 
Bhowgaon, as the men were tired, and that they were thenpioceeding to Sool- 
tangunge, the next encamping ground, to halt there for the night They 
brought also a letter fi om Lieutenant Barbor to Major Hayes This letter has 
always appeared a mystery to me It appeared like the continuation of a let- 
ter pieviously despatched, and as if the writer were unable fully to express his 
meaning 

14f. Lieutenant Barbor stated that the men were then proceeding in an 
orderly nay to Sooltangunge, and requested Major Hayes not to join the force 
till the following morning, the 1st June 

15 Major Hayes delayed his depaituie. I despatched Munsoor Ali to 
Sooltangunge, which is only five miles from Mynpoory, to ascertain the state 
of the troopers. Munsoor Ah returned to me after an absence of thiee 
hours or so He reported that the troopers were quiet and contented, but he 
brought no letter from Lieutenant Baiboi. 

16 I afterwards learnt, beyond doubt, that Munsoor All had never 
proceeded to Sooltangunge, and that his story was a mere invention 

17 Had he gone there and made enquiries, he would have learnt that 
the troopers had forcibly compelled then officers to accompany them , that a 
guard was placed over them , and that the party sent to Mynpoory weie merely 
intended to deceive Major Hayes, and decoy him to Keronlee 

18 Major Hayes and Captain Carey left me early on the 1st June to 
join their force They found the troopers drawn up on the plain at Kerowlee 
to receive them As they approached, some Native officers rode out to warn, 
them off They saw their danger and turned to escape, and lode for then lives 
Tire troopers spread over the plain in pursuit Major Hayes was overtaken, 
and receiving a deep sivoid-cut across the face, which penetrated to the brain, 
fell dead from his hoise Captain Caiey, though closely pursued, was enabled 
to escape, and got safely back to Mynpooiy 

19 About the same time that Major Hayes was thus killed, the troopers 
murdered also Lieutenant Barbor and Mi. Bayiei 

20 The bodies of the three unfortunate gentlemen (fearfully mutilated) 
were conveyed to Mynpoory by Luchmun Sing, Talooqdai of Kerowlee, and 
were buiied by me in the Church-yaid at Mynpoory. 

21 I have given this statement in detail, as a demi-official report of 
the event was only made by mo last yeai to Government. 

22 The murder had unquestionably been planned at Lucknow, and 
Kei on lee selected as a favorable spot for the peipetration of it Aftei the 
murder the troopers made off towards Delhi. 

23 On June 1st, Major Bailees joined us with seventy troopcis of the 1st 
Begiment Gwalior Contingent Cavalry. Captain Caiey placed himself as 
second in Command under Major Bailees Some Seiks of the disbanded 19th 
N. I , and of other Corps, altogether six or eight in number, joined us, and 
neie placed under the command of Major Bailees and Captain Carey Ten or 
more sepoys of the 9th N I , who had behaved most faithfully to Lieutenant 
DeKantzow, were also allowed to lomam with us 

24j At the commencement of June, a Telegraph Office was opened at 
Mynpoory by the Lieutenant-Goveinoi’s order, it was found to be the greatest 
convenience and comfoit to us. Mi Boodiie wms sent as signaller, and Mr 
Collins as aitiflcei 

25 About this time I was joined by Mr George Lawrence, formerly 
Clerk in the Judge’s Office at Buttebpoor, who was desirous of taking employ- 
ment with me. He was a willing and excellent man. 
aIG 
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26 I was enabled also to rescue Sergeant Swan, of the Canal Depart- 
ment At tbis time, from concealment in tlio distiict, who icached tlio 
Kutcheiiy safely, and joined heaitily in all the woilc of the other Sergeants 
Sergeant Swan spoke highly of the conduct of the Zemindar in whoso house 
he had been secieted 

27 Aftei the mutiny of the sepoys, T leceived the Lieutenant-Govei- 
nor’s orders to raise a strong body of mounted police I collected moie than 
100 men togethei, most of them of the luegular Cavalry, uell mounted and 
armed Thiee Native ofiiceis weio appointed to the foice, — Dumber Sing 
and Chuttei Sing, Desaldais, on leave fiom some Irregular Coips in the 
Punjab, Pylad Sing, a Dufifadar of the 8th Irregulai Cavalry. 

28 Lieutenant DeKantzow was gazetted as Commandant of the force 
They pi omised well at fiist, pati oiled the station with gieat legularity, and 
leadily attacked, by my duections, some insuigent villages 

29 In the eaily pait of June, a large body of this foice, with some of 
the tioopeis of the Gwalioi Contingent, ucre sent to leconnoitre at Bhowgaon, 
undei the command of Lieutenant DeKantzow They fell in with a party of 
the 7th Ilegulai Cavaliy, and a seveie engagement otcui red The rebels were 
the stionger partv, and had the advantage of being better mounted and aimed 
Lieutenant DeKantzow received a seveie sword-cut on the head, and several 
of the Gwalioi tioopeis, and of the Police levy, were killed The lebels then 
attacked the Thannah The Thannahdai ran off, but the rebels were biavely 
met by Balkishun, a Jemadar of the Thannah, who fell at his post with some 
burkundazes who stood by him 

30 Shoitly after this a ciuel attack was made on Sergeant "Wells, at the 
Toll bar at Nubbeegunge Sergeant Wells biavclv lemamed at his post, w Inch 
at this peiiod nas one of exticme dangei, and refused to leave without ordeis. 
lie was attacked by a laige body of Infantry soldiers, who weie passing up 
the load, and leceived a mortal wound His wife had hid herself with 
hei children in a garden An Assistant Toll-keepci (a Hindu, whoso name 
I unfortunately forget) saved the children, and would have saved Mis 
Wells, but that she was pointed out by a villainous abkai to the icbels, who 
shot hei down, but she has fortunately, I believe, lecovcicd from her wound 
I managed to get the whole party into Mynpooiy, but Sergeant Wells shortly 
afterwards died of his wmunds 

31 In the early part of June our position became extremely piecaiious, 
as all the surrounding districts bioke out into open lebellion, and Mynpooiy 
remained the only small spot in which authoiity was upheld 

32 We w'eie hourly kept in anxiety The worst information leaehed 
us from Cawnpooi, Puttehguili, Lucknow, and Jliansie The Trunk Hoad 
swaimed with mutineeis proceeding to Delhi, whose spies intiigued about us, 
and whose picquets reconnoitred our position at Kutcheiiv The Thannahs, 
Tehseelees, Schools, Bungalows and Chow’kies along the Etah branch of the 
Gland Trunk Road w ere burnt, and all Moostufabad W'as in lebellion, influenced 
by the state of the adjoining district of Etah. Every night villages w eie to be 
seen burning in all duections aiound us, and every hour brought notice of 
some lieavy affray having occurred, or the commission of some feaiful muidei. 

33 We had to contend w'lth the treachery of Raja Tej Sing, on his 
letuin to Mynpoory We knew that they held nightly meetings in the foit 
at Mynpooiy, and plotted against us, and that then emissaries were sent in 
all duections to draw some mutineei force to Mynpooiy. 

34 We momentarily expected an outbreak in the Jail, and I had con- 
stantly to heal that the police had been overthrown, or had grossly miscon- 
ducted themselves m diffeient parts of the district 

36 These troubles hourly incieased throughout the month of June, 
During this trying time, however, nothing could exceed the cheerful energy 
with Avhich each gentleman at Mynpooiy, and the Euiopean Seigeants and 
Clerks, labored to uphold our position, 
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86. Major Eaikes and Oapiain Carey were unremitting in tlieir atten- 
tion to tbeir men, and never left tliem Dr. Watson had numeious sick and 
wounded to attend to, to whom and to ourselves lie showed the utmost consi- 
deration and kindness. Lieutenant DeKantzow did his best to oiganize the 
levies under his chaige, and undertook any other work entrusted to him Mr. 
J. W Power had the charge of the Jail and of the Treasury, and all the mis- 
cellaneous work belonging to the Office 

37 In addition to this woik, all these gentlemen patrolled the station 
Mr j w Power iind to leive Myn and town lu all diiections at night, at uncertain 

poory from illness on the 23rd June hours They Were always accompanied by the 
Sergeants or Oleiks of the Office, whose aid in all matters was of the veiy 
gieatest advantage to us The watchfulness thus evinced, and the constant 
pieparation to lesist attack, enabled us in fact to keep oui position 

38 We were also materially assisted by seveial faithful Zemindais, and 
by those Native officials who remained at their posts, and whose services I 
shall particulaiize hereafter 

39. I was occupied at this time by carrying on extensive correspond- 
ence with various officers, whose letteia weie most inteiesting Mi Colvin 
wrote daily, and his letters were of the gieatest value to me, but all this cor- 
respondence has, 1 great to say, been lost, with the exception of three letters I 
have saved fiom Captain Vihart. I enclose copies of these letters, which 
may be thought of value, as being perhaps the last written by that biave and 
high-spirited officer 

40. I also enclose the books kept up at Mynpoory which contained the 
telegraphic messages sent to us from Agra, many of which, as containing 
particular orders and appointments, may be still useful. 

41. Towaids the end of June, it became manifest that our authority 
was drawing rapidly to an end The mounted police were insolent and dis- 
obedient The telegraph was nightly cut The whole district was influenced 
by the rebellion then raging on all sides, and all was faithlessness and defec- 
tion around us 

42 On June the 28th, people flocked in from Kurhul, and informed us 
that the Jhansie force had reached that place, and, on the 29th June, the 
advanced guard of this force had reached Mynpoory itself 

43. The force consisted of the 14th Irregular Cavaliy, of the 12th 
Native Infantry, a large body of other mutinous sepoys, and four or more guns. 
It was deemed absurd our facing them, owing to the state of feeling then exist- 
ing in Mynpooiy 

44 The Jail broke loose on the morning of the 29th, and this was effect- 
ed with the aid of Eao Bhowany Sing’s men, the Jail guard and Jail officials 
Nothing could be more disgraceful than then conduct The place then swarm- 
ed with every description of villain, who with the Collectory Sowais and 
mounted levies commenced plundering our property before oui eyes 

45. After consigning the Government treasure to the joint caie of the 
Eaja of Mynpoory and Eao Bhowany Sing, I left Mynpooiy in company 
with Majoi Eaikes and Captain Carey, the Sergeants who had joined me. 
Ml. McGlone, Mr. Collins and Mr Boodiie. We iveie guarded by the 
troopers of the Gwalior Contingent, but for whose faithful conduct at that 
time we should not have escaped with our lives. The other officers, not above 
named, proceeded to Agra in advance. 

46 We reached Shekoabad early on the morning of 30th June, and 
there remained for four days or more It was not my intention to go beyond 
this place, but I received Mr- Colvin’s uigent orders to proceed to Agra, as he 
req^uned the sei vices of Major Raikes’ troop of Gwalioi hoise. 

47. On the morning of the 3id, the Gwalior troopers, though they had 
behaved so faithfully throughout the period of their service at Mynpoory, 
left Major Eaikes at Eerozabad, and proceeded direct to Gwalior. They muti- 
nied q^uietly, and did pot attempt any harm to their officers. 
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48 If it bad not been for Major Baikes’ excellent management of these 
men, tbe knowledge bo showed of them, his consideration for their wants, and 
the confidence he placed in them by which he won their regard and fidelity 
at Mynpoory, there is no doubt we should have lost their support 

49 Captain Caiey evinced the same interest as Major Bailees in the 
welfare of the Gwalior tioopers, and ably ^uppoited Major Baikes in the 
management of the men. 

60 I beg to he permitted to recoid the services of these two ofliceis at 
Mynpoory, which have not before been brought to the notice of Government. 

61. I have in my previous leport I hope given due credit to Dr "Wat- 
son, Lieutenant DoKantzow, and Mr J W Power, for their conduct at the 
beginning of the mutiny, and I tiust that then conduct, up to the period of 
their remaining at Mynpoory, may be duly noticed and approved of 

62. On the day after oui departure from Mynpoory, June 30th, the 
Jhansie force arrived 

63 They pluudeied and bmnt eveiy bungalow, and attempted to ran- 
sack the town, hut they appeal to have been beaten out by some of the better 
disposed among the inhabitants, and many of them were killed 

64 Ml Bichards, Mr Lawrence, and Mi. Donovan, unfortunately 
remained behind us, being anxious to save then propoity. They weie dis- 
coveied by the mutineers, and barbarously killed 

66 Mr Bichards had been foi nearly fifty years a most meritorious sei- 
vant of Government, and if he has left any heirs, they deseive every patron- 
age and support 

66 Mr Lawrence’s case I have pieviously leported to you, and again 
ui gently beg that his widow and children’s condition may be brought to the 
notice of Government. 

67 The case ot Mi Donovan I beg may bo enquired into by the pre- 
sent Acting Magistrate of Mynpoory, as I am unacquainted with the ciicum- 
stances of his family 

58 The conduct of these three unfortunate wnteis was deserving of 
every praise. 

69 In accordance with paragiapli 7 of the Government Circular 
No. 212, I beg that the truly excellent conduct of Sergeants Mitchell, Scott, 
Montgomery, and Swan, of the Boad and Canal Departments, — of Mr McGlone, 
of the Mynpoory Magistrate’s Office, and of Mr Boodne and Mr Collins, of 
the Telegraph Depaitnient, may be pi eminently bi ought to the notice of 
Government After leaving Mynpoory they all served in some capacity in 
the fort at Agra, and Mr McGlone afterwards joined the Volunteer Hoi se, and 
was present in various actions at Allyguih All aie men of excellent chaiac- 
tei, and have the highest testimonials fiom ofliceis uith uhom they previously 
served 

60 I trust that the Toll man at Nubbeegunge, and the Zemindar who 
housed Sergeant Swan, may be duly sought for and lewarded The Toll man 
will be able to mention the name of the Abkar who betrayed Mrs Wells 

61 Of Native officials who rendered me aid at Mynpooiy, I be" to 
notice Willajut Ah Khan, Piiucipal Sudder Amin of Mynpoory Of his 
qualities as a Native Judge, I cannot give an opinion, but 1 can beai ample 
testimony to his loyalty, and to the excellent service he rendered me Bemo- 
an inhabitant of Puttehguih, he was able to engage spies well acquainted with 
the place, and to convey daily intelligence fiom me to Colonel Smith and C,ip- 
tain Vihart, and the replies of these ofliceis to mvself I obtained promotion 
to the highest giade in June last for Willayut All Khan, but he died in Aii"ust 
last without enjoying his honors I would theiefore beg that some favor mav 
he bestowed on his family, who perhaps might be permitted to receive the 
pension, which would have been awarded to the Piincipal Suddei Ameen 
himself. 
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^^62 Alimud Hossein Khan, Deputy Collector, continued Ins duties to the 
last at Mynpooiy, and I can speak of his conduct \iilh the greatest praise I 
obtained foi him full piomotion on the 4th of June 1867 He left Mynpooiy 
hy my directions. His conduct at Agia, in con] unction nith that of his 
hiother, the Puncipal Suddei Aram of Agra, has been open to some suspicion , 
hut I undei stand Mi Money, at Shahjehanpooi, has now no doubt of his 
loyalty, and has taken him into favoi 

63 The conduct of Prag Dutt, Tehseeldai of Shekoabad, must he well 
knoun to you He held Sliekoabad'to the last, and his influence kept the pei- 
gunnali faithful to the Government, though the lebellion was at its height in 
all suiiounding directions As long as it uas possible, he also kept the load 
open to Mynpoory, and pieserved the Telegiaph, and he only letiied fiom his 
post nlien the Kaja of Mynpoory hi ought his foice to Shekoabad, which the 
Tehseeldai had no means of opposing In a telegiaphic message, dated 4tli 
June, the late Lieutenant-Governoi sanctioned the piomotion of Piag Dutt to 
a Deputy Collectorship, which I trust he may receive 

64 It will he in voui recollection, that it was intended that a new Teh- 
seeldaiee should he made at Giluor, including the Thannah of Beebamow, and 
that a Huzzooi Tehseel should he made at Mynpooiv, under the chaige of a 
Peshkai Puzl Ahmud, Seiishtadar of Puttehgurh, of whom I have sepaiate- 
Iv lepoited, was sent for hy me, with youi sanction, to hold the foimei 
appointment, and Seetaram, formeily Daiogah of the Jail at Lahoie, was hy 
youi sanction placed in tlte latter appointment Seetaiam not being allowed 
leave, resigned his place at Lahoie Up to tlie time I leit Mynpooiy, Seeta- 
iam n as most usetul and attentive, and nevei left me , and it his subsequent 
conduct has been good, he is entitled to eveiy favor, and to aiieais of pay. 
Puzl Ahmud behaved to ray entire satisfaction at Gihioi, and was of the 
utmost assistance to Piag Dutt, at Shekoabad He lemained at his post till 
the last, and is entitled to every favoi, and arieais of pay fiom the date of his 
appointment as Tehseeldai 

65 Kahm-ood-deen, Tehseeldar of Moostufabad, beliaved n ell, and le- 
mained at his post as long as it was possible, and afteniaids 3 oined Prag Dutt 

66 The Tliannahdai of Padhum’s conduct deseives particular notice 
His Thannah Mas fiercely attacked hy some Aheers, M'hom he repulsed, but 
flora M'hom he received a severe wound in the leg, M'hich has greatly dis- 
abled him. I tiust he may receive piomotion 

67 The Kotwal of Mynpoorv remained at liis post and behaved well 

68 The Tliannahdai of Shekoabad m'os newly appointed, being recom- 
mended to me hy Mi, Philips, and 1 am unan-aie how he beliaved , but his 
conduct can he spoken to by Piag Dutt, at Mynpoory 

69 With the above exception all tlie other Thannahdais of the Myn- 
pooiy district behaved infamously The Thannalidai of KeiOMice, a relation 
of the Treasurers, left bis Thannah eailv in the lebellion, and afterwards 
became Thannalidai of Gihioi, undei the Il<ija Tlie Tliannahdai ot Bhow- 
gaon hid himself, and, as I heaid, sided Mitli the lebels He might have been 
most useful in his important post Tlie Thannalidai of Kuiliul Ment off early 
in the lebellion, and was not heaid ot again 

70 The conduct of the Jail Guard is deserving of the severe condemna- 
tion of Government With the exception of a feu' men on guard at the Baja’s 
loit ovei the tieasuie, the Mhole of the rest assisted in the escape ot the pii- 
soneis They had been handsomely renaided by the Lieutenant-Governoi’s 
Older, foi then good conduct at the beginning of the rebi llion, and received a 
laige inciease ot pay They had tliereloie no temptation to misbehave them- 
selves, Among those who neie faithful, 1 paiticulaily lemember one named 
Munwunt oi Muuhhawunt Pandy, whom I beg to bung to your notice 

71 The conduct of all the Collcctoiy Sowais and of the mounted police 
levies was equally as bad They weie the fiist to begin and plunder the 
station, and, when 1 left Mynpooiy, not one offered to remain faithful

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72 Of faithful Zemindars, Luclimun Sing, Talooqdar of Kerowlee, is a 
man who deserves tlie highest piaise 

73 He was exposed to the greatest danger, as the rebels passed liomly 
by Ins abode He kept for me the Tliannah ot Kerowleo, and assisted me in 
keeping the villages on the roadside deserted, to haiass the mutineers on their 
3 ourney By his help almost the villages on the Giand Trunk Hoad, in the 
Mynpooiy district, weio forsaken, and the mutineers were unable to obtain 
supplies There was no assistance I asked fiom Luchraun Sing which he did 
not cheei fully and leadily afford He has pieviously leceived lewards from 
Goveinment 

74 Golah Sing, of Sumaon, also at this time held the Tliannah of Kur- 
iml and did good seivice, and kept the whole country about his estates quiet 
He also kept the communication to Etanah open He corresponded witli me 
long after my departure fiom Mynpooiy, and I was grieved to hear he had 
subsequently joined the Raja. 

76 I can speak in the very highest terms of the Zemindars of Burrow], 
during the time I was at Mynpoory They guaided the Telegraph, the bun- 
galows and the load, and there was no work lequircd of them which tliej did 
not well pel form Tiien conduct subsequent to tins peiiod, and the loss they 
have met with, w'lll bo well known to you The Goveinment have no more 
faithful adherents than these Zemindars, and then loyalty has been maikcd 
since the inti eduction of British rule 

76 Many other Zemindais behaved most faithfully, and gave me their 
best aid, hut I am obliged to omit their names which I cannot recollect in my 
absence horn the distiict, and owing to the loss of all my memoiandums 

77 I beg that the ease of Balkishen, the Zemindar at Bliowgaon, may 
be inquired into, and his relatives provided for, and the relatives of the other 
Baikundazes who fell at then posts on the occasion hofoie leferred to 

78 The case of Mis Wells was pretiously referred by me last year to 
the Government at Agra, and I trust it may be ascertained whether relief has 
been afforded to her 

79 I would beg that inquiry may he made at Mynpoory regarding the 
sepoys of the 9th Regiment Native Infantry who heha\ed so faithfully to 
Lieutenant DeKantzow They are named, and their conduct specially refeired 
to, in a report dated May 26th, of last year, and the higliest rewards woie given 
them by the Lieutenant-Governor, in accordance with the General Older of 
the Governor-General in Council, No 698, of the 19th May 1857 When I 
left Mynpoory, the Raja requested these men to join him, but they came to me 
foi orders, and I diiected them all to go to then homes Since then they have 
not been heard of, but if they can be found, and tbeir conduct can be proved 
to be blameless, they fully deserve the rewards winch was previously awarded 
to them 

80 I make no mention of the conduct of Rao Bhowatiy Sing and the 
Raja of Mynpoory, having, in accordance with previous directions, given an 
opinion regal ding them

Elsetthere, peiliaps, the shadow of the coming calamity may have 
preceded it and diffused a vague sense of insecuuty and alaim, not so m 
Etawah, there the fatal month of May opened in hopefulness and peace 
Keiei appaientl> had the piospects of the distiict been so cheering, cume 
nas, and had been foi the previous two yeais steadily decreasing, the levenue 
flowed in without tlie necessity of lecomse to a single coercive piocess, public 
libianes and nuraeious schools gave iicli promise of future pi ogress , new 
lines of communication were being lapidly opened out , the lailioad was fast 
ripening, the great canal with its daily multiplying blanches steadily 
diffusing fertility tluougli an ever widening aiea, and all classes of the 
community, though of couise not without thou minoi giievances, on the 
whole singularly happy and contented 

Suddenly the mutiny burst upon us, effacing apparently in a day the 
labouis of yeais Moie foitunate than elsenlieie, the State had in Etawah 
good and taithful native seivants and loyal sub3ects, who maintained a 
stiuggling existence amidst the waves of anarchy Supported by the people 
there is an inextinguishable vitality in Governments “Meises piolundo, 
pulchrior evenit ,” and stoi ms like these, but seive, though for a time they 
shake, to strengthen and develop tliem The tide tuined, and then populai 
good-will blossomed out and gave liuit in the speedy lestoiation of peace and 
oidei , and now, though heie and theie blackened and desolate villages and 
bands of rebels, too desperate oi too bloodstained to listen to our gracious 
Queen’s late message of meicy, remind us of the past, out people aie once 
again quiet and contented, our fields aie iich wuth heavy crops, and we can 
look foiward hopefully to the futuie, and cheeifully to the labors that shall 
make that futuie, all and more, than in the past we evei dieamt of 


On the night of the lOth of May the Meeiut mutiny occuireJ, on the 
11th that at Delhi Authentic intelligence of tliefiist leaclied us Agia 
on the morning of the 12th, and on the same day patrolling parties to watch 
all the roads weie oiganized, and eveiv possible precaution adopted to ensuie 
the appiehension ot fugitive mutiueeis Thieeda^s passed quietly away, 
about midnight of the 16th of May one ol the patiolliug paities aaested seven 
mutmeeis of the 3id Cavalry , these in being disaimed resisted despeialely, 
hut four of them were killed on the spot, and two captured (one despeiate-

Eaily in the morning of the I9tli of May a number moie of the 3rd 
Cavaliy mutineers weie stopped at Juswuntnuggui, about ten miles from the 
Sadder Station On an attempt being made to disarm them they sliot one 
and wounded three moie of the police, and then took up a posiiion in a neigh- 
houimg temple, small, but of great strength Mi Darnell and myself pio- 
ceeded to the spot and did oui best to cairy the place, but could obtain no 
support, owing to the extieme danger attending storming, at last, after a 
final attempt to loice it by ourselves, in which Mr Daniell was shot through 
the face and the only man w ho accompanied us killed, I thouglit it advisable

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All went on as usual for some days, we received no regular intelh<’’ence 
liut “ reports of new disaster, followed fast and followed fastei,” till on the 
22ad of May it was determined in council that it would be best (oui detach- 
ment of the 9th Native Infanfiy being apparently staunch and ignoiant of the 
mutiny of the lest of the regiment at Allygurh and Mynpooiv, thou<^h 
reports of oui being likely to be attacked by large bodies of mutineers had 
leached them) to move the sepoys to a position where we could pi event tbeir 
healing ot the defection of then conn ados till reinfoi cements (winch I bad 
applied for) should reach us, and wdieie they w'ould feel that they could defend 
themselves with advantage.

Post Oflice, and two bungalow's 
burnt, and that both the Magistiate’s and Thuggee Olficei’s Jails had been 
bioken open, and the prisoneis leleascd by the sepoys, the budmasbes of tlie 
neigbbouiliood, and the inhabitants of vaiious Alieei and Lodbee villages 
Kumeious cases of highway lobbery bad occuned in our absence, as if by 
magic, huge bands of dacoirs bad spiung into (\istence and weie piowhng 
about everywhere, eneigetic measuies w'cio however adopted, much property 
and Rupees 40,000 of the plundeied money w'as recoveied Maitial law was 
pioclaimed on the 27tlv of May, in accoi dance witli Government notification 
No 278 of the 26tb.

thereloie compelled to fall back upon Agra AfteiouideparturethoGreni- 
dieis plundeied the propel ty of the icsidents which had been recovered and 
the little mone\ that remained in the ticasuro clicsts Tliey next attacked 
and began to plundei tlie nen town of nhicli they burnt a few shops, but the 
tonnspeople tuined out, killed tnentv-six, wounded several, and ultimately 
foiced the whole legmunt acioss the iivci. 


On mv auival at Agia, I immediately sent Koom Zohr Sing of Perfahnere, 
who had accompanied the ladies thither, back to Etanah with instiuctions to 
piotect the citv% make the best auangeuients he could foi the neigliboui hood, 
and communicate legulaily with me Throughout the district the people 
seemed well affected, at any rate the Tchseel and Thanah officers mamtaiuid 
then position 


On the 24.th of June the Jhansi biigade ciossod the nver Jumna iit 
Shereguih, and on the 25th foicibly plundeied the Orejah Tehscel, the 
Tehseeldar, Barahuksh, managing to save the recoids When the rautmeers 
•who had anested him passed on and released him, he relumed, and loi a time 
lestored oidei in the pergunuah, ultimately dying at his jiost iioni the elffcts 
of the ill-tieatment he liad received This man was a Buneah, hut his pas- 
sive fidelity to tlie trust leposed in him was tiuly heioic 


The Jhansi rautmeeis passed on to Luckna, but tlio Teliseeldai 
Ishuieepeisliad with the assistance of Bao Juswunt Bao icmoved his treasuie 
and lecoids to Duleepnuggui, that gentleman’s aucestial foit, and they weie 
baffled Tliey next moved to Etawah, vvheie on then aiiival the Mewatecs ol 
the town, as usual, committed manv acts of violence, they binned the lest ot 
the bungalows in the station, and then passed on to Llynpeoiv The distiict, 
though for a shoit time the budmashes congregating around tlie despeiadoes, 
who had escaped fiora the Thuggee and neighbouiing jails, prowled about in 
foimidable bands, became once raoie tranquil Heie was cleaily no latent 
dislovaltv in the people , thiee times had bands of mutineeis distuihed the 
peace of the distiict and let loose the lawless luffiaus, wlio even in tlie most 
peaceful times have evei infested its innumerable ravines, each time (the 
mutineeis once beyond Its holders) tlie people lallied round the Government 
officers, all of whom they had piotected to tlie utmost during the disturbances, 
and lelapsed in a few days into quiet I ft It that the mass of tlie people 
were not at enmity with me at any rate Duectly I anived at Agra, I ad- 
diessed the most piessing piivate letteis and public oideis to all the 'ialukdars 
whom 1 thought trustwoithy, as well as to my Tehseeldais, uiging them 
for once leally to exeit themselves, and piove their fidelity to Goveinment and 
Iriendship to tnysell, and fiom that time till I lejoined my appoiutmeiit (with 
the short break caused by the battle of tlie 5th of July and my subsequent 
spveie illness), i continued steadily to wiite to these (as well as many otheis 
who appealed to be behaving well) encomaging letters, to dicide for 
them ail difficult points lefeiied to me, and to furnish them with coriect 
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summaries of news. I never^ allowed the rebels to have all the talk on 
their side, but by proclamations and puvate communications to influential 
peisons, pciseveiingly endeavoured to let every one heai our statements of the 
case and to keep alive every feeling of loyalty to the State and gooo-will 
towaids myself 

All was so cjuiet at Etawah (for up to that time not one zemindar had 
tuined against us) that I was thinking of retuining to the distiict, when 
the Neerauch Brigade neared Agia Tlien came the battle of the 5th of 
duly, in uhich I served on the right-half batteiy The same night I was told 
off to No 6 batteiy, where I was on guard for several nights, till laid up 
with eholeia, then veiy prevalent When I lecovered I found that the 
district had been comparatively quiet, but that seveial of tlie Talukdais 
i\ eie inclined to quairel as to then lespective _]unsdictions, while all were

Pievious howevei to the leceipt in the distiict of the oideis 
in this mattci, three separate bodies of mutineers had foi the fouiih time dis- 
tuibtd its peace, one on the 26th July attacked Phuppoond and plundered the 
Tehseel, the records however being saved , a second a little latei, passing the 
already plundeied Tchseel of Oiej ah, advanced advowedly to plunder that of 
Lukna (now called Bhurtenah), but being baflled as befoie, went off to Mynpooiy 
disappointed, a thud made a dash at Beylah, n hich they took, but not before 
the Tehseeldar had managed to secuio the treasuie and lecoids at Chuttec

Oui continued want of success at Delhi, the universal anaichy that pie- 
vailed everywheie around, my long absence, and the inteimission (duiing 
illness) of my letters, weie beginning at last to show then effects Kana 
Mahunder Sing of Secrolie with Nirunjun Sing of Chukkeinuggui attempted 
to eject Zohr Sing and the Government officers fiom Etawah, the Bajah of 
Eooioo in Pergunnah Beylah (now Bidhoonah) with his kinsmen, Kamul 
Sing and Indcijeet, collected revenue, molested the Government servants, 
took foicible possession of nuineious villages and looted two oi three Hoop 
Sing, the uncle of the minor Rajah of Bhuiiey, did likewise in Oreyah (now 
Dullelnuggui) The lest of the Talukdais, liowever, and the mass ot the 
people remained quiet and faithful, regularly reporting to me all that occur- 
led, and some of them exciting themsehms to send camels, horsCmen, and 
supplies of different kinds into Cannpoie 

Even the lebels above mentioned, weie kept within bounds (at first by 
the letters I addressed to them, and subsequently bv the advance of Grant’s 
Column to Mynpooiy) till towards the end of October, when however that 
Column had passed on without visiting our distiict, and it began to be rumoui- 
ed that w'e weie holding even Oawnpoie and Lucknow W'lth difificultv, the 
mutineeis and dacoits, especially the lattei (all of whom had fled on 
heating of the approach of the Column), returned in greater numbers and 
more determined on mischief than befoie, while the lefractoiy zemindars 
began to collect forces and entertain mutineeis with unmistakeable eneigy, 
and majivmse entente Just at this juncture the Gwalior forces loomed 
upon the south-east hoiizon. Raja Bhow of Sekundra commenced a budge 
at Oalpee, where an advanced guaid of the mutineers had aiiived, and 
thioateued the Government officials of oui noighbouung pergunnah of Oreyah 
Simultaneously Roop Sing, w lio had collected about 1,000 men, commenced, 
at the request of the mutineers, a budge at Sheieguih Urgently pressed foi 
assistance by the ofiiceis of the peigunnah and autlioiized by me to do what 
they could, Rao Juswant Rao and Moonshee Ishuieepershad maiched down, 
broke the bridge, and though at first surrounded by Roop Sing, who had been 
joined by Niiunjun Sing and the noted dacoits, Rampeishad and Peetum 
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Sin<» on the 1st of November, having received reinfoi cements from other loyal 
zemmdais, defeated and routed the enemy, killing Rampeishad lixrnself (the 
real leadei in the field) and seven otiieis. In Etawah, too, matters began to 
impiove, the veinaculai proclamation ■which I then issued, and uhich Goiern- 

ment latei liad printed foi general ciiculation, 
SCO Appendix \xr produced a most maiked efiect and strengthened 

Koor Zohi Sing’s hands most mateiially Once inoie, although the lebel leaders 
still maintained a menacing attitude, the distiict uas at peace. On the lot of 
Eecembei, howevei the Nazim oi the Nawah of Eutteligurh, summoned by 
the Raja of Rooroo and the Rana of Scciolie, with a force of some 6,000 men 
and twelve guns, entered the district and reached Etauah on the .3rd, the 
same day the Rana attacked Kooi Zolir Sing, uho liad procuied tlie loan of 
two guns iiom the Bhadoreea Raja, and by a surpiiso seized the guns and 
killed the principal men with them Zohi Sing u as compelled to fall back 
on Peitahnere, and the Mewatees as usual set to work, plundenng every one 
they could The Government servants of Bejlah were now unable to venture 
outside Chuttei Sing’s Ghuriee at Sehar, those of Phuppoond had to seek 
lefuge in Lala Laik Sing’s fort at Huiclnindpooi , Roop Sing took possession 
of the Dullelnuggur Peigunnah, but Juswant Rao and Ishuieepershad 
held then own in the huge pergunnali of Bhurtanali, and though the Nazim 
sent theie, as elsevihere, his Tehseoldars and Thannalidais, the total lesult of 
their labours was the realization of the sum of Rupees 7-8 from an unfor- 
tunate A-kbar 

Then triumph was slioit-lived Brigadiei "Walpole’s Column on the 25th 
December enteied the Oieyah Peigunnah, the rebelsfledinconfusioneverj- 
wheie, only at Etawah Zohi Sing sun ounded Taj Khan and other Menatees 
in the Tehseel, and kept them theie, till on the 28th tlie foice ai lived and 
after three men of the Rifles had been wounded in an inclTectual attempt to 
stoim, the place was mined, blown up, and some at least of the most noto- 
rious of the Mewatees disposed of All this time I had been most anxious 
to rejoin my appointment, but the Government declined allowing me to do so 
till they could support me with some foice. On the 30lh D.cember, the Chief 
Commissioner havinsr directed Biigadiei Walpole to leave two guns and 200 
Europeans at Etawah, authorized my pioceeding thiilier with Mi G B 
Maconochie, under an escort of fifty of the 2ud Punjab Infantiy, commanded 
by Lieutenant Sheuff, enioute w'o leaint that no detachment had been 
left, but we determined to push on and re-occupied Etawah on the 6ih of 
January That the people weie leally glad to see us I cannot doubt, the un- 
mistakeably spontaneous lejoiciugs at our arrival with so insignificant a force 
were convincing The district was all quiet except towards Oreyah, wheie 
Roop Sing had returned with a large force the day Walpole’s Column left 
Etaw'ah, viz , the 30th of Decembei Eoreseeing that it might bo Ion" 
befoie I received assistance, I commenced raising tlie Etawah local levies, 
Oue long French 12 pounder ship and bcfoic tlic end of Januaiy had about 200 
carronade Four Si pounders Infantry, 150 Cavalry, five guns, and fifty gunneis 

Our position wms undoubtedly a veiy critical one, my trust w'as in the 
accuracy of my information w Inch never failed me "Whilst we "rew stron"er, 
so did Roop Sing and the mutineeis at Oreyah, and twice they marched^ to 
attack us m great force, once they aiiived witliin thiiteen and once within 
fifteen miles, and each time huiiiedly fell back owung to our determined 
attitude and the lumoui of an advance from Cawmpoie in the diiection of 
Calpee Towards the end of the month we were strengthened bv a detachment 
of Alexander’s Horse On tlie 7th of Eebruaiv, Captain Alexander and 
mvself wuth detachments of Ins horse <ind the Local Cavaliv, and a number 
of matchlockmen supplied on the spot by loyal zemitidais, attacked a large 
lor further pnrticutnrs, see ostcint foi ce of the cneniv in a stioiig position near 
‘^T‘end.xVi Anuntram and utteily defeated them, killing as 

W'e have since leained more than 150 (125 w’ero 
counted at the time), taking then only gun and all their baggage. 
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Pergunnalis EtaTvah and Bhurtanali were now entirely tranquil In 
Bidlioonah our authority was re-established, and though the Eajah ot Rooioo 
retained a numbei of mutineers m his foit and fuinished supplies to wander- 
ing bodies of rebels, who at that time continually passed through the per- 
gunnah, he abstained from fuithei oveit acts of rebellion, and ultimately, after 
planning an expedition to attack us, his heart failing him, committed suicide 
on the 7th of March, since when theperguunah has remained undisturbed, ex- 
cept by tiifliug laids of mutineers fiom outside At Sheieguih there was 
always a stiong guard of regular troops from Calpee, and there they had 
a swinging budge of boats This continued to be the chief obstacle to the 
entile tianquillizdtion of thedistiicl, we might have defeated the rebels in 
Oreyah, but they could at a few hours’ notice be reinfoiced fiom the other side 
of the liver As it was, by this budge large predatoiy bands of mutineers 
used to cross, and aftei a few days plundering in Phuppoond or Orejali re- 
tain, to enjoy their spoils in safety I am thus particular, because this was 
the turning point of the reoiganization of the district, and the neglect 
of my earnest lepiesentations prolonged the tiouble in it six months I applied 
in vain, to Various authoiities, who had the power, to bieak or seize this 
bridge, and had determined to attempt to do it myself when Biigadiei Seaton, 
consideiing us too weak, absolutely forbade my moving any of the regular 
troops towards Oreyah , thereby, as my levies were then only armed with 
matchlocks, utteily ciippling me and piecluding the possibility of my 
moving ray guns against the enemies’ legular infantry So Poop Sing 
and fnends remained in possession of the Oreyah pergunnah I may 
add, that though every oppoitunity was given them, Bajah Koosal Sing and 
lus son, Nirunjun Sing of Chukkeinuggur, refused to come in, and lemamed 
in defiant possession of that portion of the Jumno Chumbul Duab till 
September The lest of the district was quite quiet, but it was kept so 
partly by foibearance and tact, not being sure of being able to enfoice 
tliem, I issued as few orders as possible, and none tliat I thought would pio- 
voke resistance When we were firmly established, I felt that no one would 
resist, it would have been folly by seeking piematurely to exeicise full 
authoiity (when as the people well knew we weie weak) to embroil myself 
with any who had not hitheito been openly disloyal 

Eaily in Marcli I re-occupied Ajeetmul with 600 matchlockmen , placing 
another similar body, with fifty sowars of the local levies, at Anuntram, 
Mith a view to check the advance of Hoop Sing, whose foice was very ma- 
terially increasing The desired effect was pioduced, and on Colonel Eiddell’s 
aiiival at Etawah on tlie 13th with his column, most of the mutineers, who 
in considerable numbers had flocked to Roop Sing’s standaid, le-crossed the 
Jumna 


Up to this time I had collected no money, but what was lequiied for 
immediate use, now however that the piesence of European^ ensuied its safe 
custody, the zemindars of Bhurtanah and Etawah weie diiected to pay up 
the revenue In the Oieyah pergunnah the rebels were actively engaged 
in collecting the same, and on the 16th of Maich they attacked Phuppoond in 
o>reat force, plundered the place, killed seveial of the townspeople and one 
of the police Thioughout Maich the peigunnah of Oieyah was held by the 
mutineeis, whose stiength varied with the movements of Colonel Maxwell’s 

column in the Cawnpoie district At last about 
tlie close of the month, I received pei mission to 
move out with a foice as per margin I was 
accompanied by Koour Zohr Sing and Rao Juswant 
Eao On the 3rd day, early on the morning of 
the 30tb, we airived at Ajeetmul, about two hours 
after the place had been stormed, burned and looted by a large body of 

mutineeis and rebels, who had diiven out our 
garrison of matchlockmen after killing four and 
several We however followed the

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offenders up sharply, burnt their three strongholds, hilled five of them, and 
drove the whole body in confusion into the ravines 

We occupied that position for some time, being prohibited fiom moving 
any nearer to Oreyah Oui not advancing, as I begged wo inight ho allowed 
to do, gave the enemy confidence and moicovor timo to olitam laige reinforce- 
ments fiom Calpee, so that by the 11th Apiil, finding our levies sunounded 
on three sides by an overwhelming force, and Colonel Biddell assuiing us lliat 
he would send us no supports under any ciicumstances, ivc fell hack most re- 
luctantly, after sundry skurnishes, to Bukewai Immediately the whole of 
Phuppoond and Oieyah (Dullelnuggui) weie occupied by the icbels, while 
hands of plundeiers made then appeaiance eveiy where in Bidiioona (B('ylah), 
Nirunjun Sing, who had foi some time past been \eiy active at Oliurkharee, 
and later in the attack on Colonel Maxw ell’s column neai Bhogneepoor, now 
re-appeaied wuth a force in the Oieyah pergunnah, and Gunga Sing, the 
famous dacoit, who had joined Ruop Sing, made his appeaiance there with 
Peetum and Bunkut Having, howcvei, the enemy only on one bide now, wo 
endeavoured to check his advance by sudden attacks on his outposts On 
the 21st w'e made a most successful cavalry attack on a paity of Roop Sing’s 
at Ajoetmul, and though the enemy w'ore in great ioicc all round, diove them

C J Doyle, Oommanding the local hoise, who has only lately lecovered fiom 
the seveie wound he received on the 26th Apiil, was on that occasion lepoited 
to Goveinment, and I have since then only had additional causes foi respect- 
ing and esteeming bun Lieutenants Allan and Giaham since they joined the 
levies, have cvei done then duty manlully, and on seveial occasions gieatly 
distinguished themselves Mr Lance’s achievements speak for themselvts, 
his energy, courage and decision need no piaise fiom me, his junioi 

Kooui Lutchmun Sing’s (Deputy Collectoi, Regulation IX of 1833) 
exemplary loyalty from liist to last, his ability in tlie office, and his hiaveiy in 
the field, have been repeatedly noticed and acknowledged Lalla Dahee- 
peishaud, Tehseeldai of Bidhoona (late Beylah), and Mooushee Isliuieepeisaud, 
Tehseeldai of Bhuitanah (late Lukna), have been both equally and peristently 
loyal, adlienng thiough all the troubles and dangers of the past eighteen 
months to then respective posts, while the lattei has also, in seveial smait 
fights, exhibited an amount of couiage and daiing scarcely to be paralleled in 
a man of his age and caste. 

Moonshee Sbambehaiceloll, Tehseeldai of Etawab (and Supeiintendent 
of Police thioughout the disturbances), is a light good and faithful servant 
of tlie Stale 


Conspicuous for then loyalty amongst the native gentlemen of Etawah 
stand llao Jusw'ant Rao of Duleepnuggui, Kooui Zohr Sing, the Manager 
^ uncle of tlie Raia ot Peitabneie (already so 

eenso pponuc. oftcu mentioned in the Nai 1 ative), and Lailc Sing of 

Huichundporc, w'ho, though less powerful than the foimei two, w'as as 
thoroughly and essentially loyal as it was possible foi man to be In him 
from fiist to last there has been no shade of vacillation, to each and all, 
mutineeis and loyalists, he (for he is a travelled and experienced man) had hut 
one reply, “it may be months, it may beyeais, but sooner or latei the English 
Government will get the uppcihand, and every man null eat the fiuit of his 
deeds ” 


One more, Lalla Chutur Sing of Sehai, was conspicuous foi his good 
feeling towards Goveinment, and continuous protection of Goveinment 
seivants, records and treasuie, hut ho was unfortunately led astiay by private 
feelings into two oi three irregulaiitics, and cannot, though deserving of 
reward, bo put ou the same footing as the above 

Rao Jawahir Sing, who managed the Buipoorah llaqiia , Bhowane Sing, 
factor of the Chondiayen of Bnisoa, himself a considerable zemindai in this 
district, and who was wmunded at the battle of Anuntiam, the little Rajah of 
Mubhajunee, tlie Bajpaees of Lukna and its neiglibouihood , tlie Koodeikote 
biotheis, the Races ot Takah, and Baboo Ajoodhea Peisaud of Etawah, deserve 
also favorable mention 


There are a crowd of less important zemindai s who would elsewheie 
perhaps be designated eminently loyal, but they have done so little, com- 
pared to the above-named, and are so little distinguished from the mass of the 
population, that it is unnecessary to name them here 

Finance — As to the financial results in the district. It will be necessary 
to add only a few words There were plundered on the 23id of May from the

Hecords — The whole of my Sudder Office records weie destroyed, a 
selection of some of the most valuable escaped till the Nazim’s advent, mIicii 
they too were lost All my Tehseel and Thannah rocoids, with the exception 
of a portion of those of the Etauah Tehseel, wcie saved, and have been com- 
pletely le-arrangod 

JEduoalion — One word as to education It has been assorted that the 
imposition of the 1 per cent school cess has tended gicatlv to make us un- 
popular It may have done so elsewhere, hero I do not think the pioposition 
holds good This district was pie-emineut as regards education In tno ycais 
I opened 188 schools, which contained no less than 7,000 scholars at the time 
of the outbreak , yet has this district also been pre-eminent foi lojaltj-, and 
not only have the schools remained open in manv instances througli all these 
troubles, but in some cases the zemindais have themselves paid the luasteis, 
saying they would take credit for the amount u hen they next paid up the 
school cess, and long before I thought it safe to collect the revenue, the little 
lads were everywhere humming away at their lessons, as if all was quiet, and 
the fate of empires nas not quivering in the scale Of couise the number of 
pupils was, and still is, less than foimeily, as many parents aie aveise just as 
yet to let then little ones go by themselves to any distance, and we have only 
one school to every five oi six villages Howevei, on the 1st of November 
there weie present, at the 179 schools now open, 3,883 scholais. 

Catises of the loyalty of the people of Btaioali — It may bo asked to what 
IS to be attributed the loyalty! that, compared with others, the people of this 
district ceitaioly evinced

Ind — The veiy foitunate appointments that had been made during the 
few years previous to the mutiny, not one single man di awing a salaiy of 
Bupees 16 and upwaids whom I had nominated pioving false 

Zrd , — The personal influence of Kooui Luchman Sing over Kooui Zohr 
Sing of Peitabneie and his biothei Thakoois, the kindly feelings entertained 
towards myself by the majority of the Talookdars, and the peiseveiing efforts that 
both Lutchmun Sing and myself made, from the veiy day I reached Agia, to 
keep alive those feelings, encouiage loyalty, and counteract the effect of the 
false repoits spread by the ill-affected 

A few closing woids as to the policy which I have puisued, since my 
leturn to the distiict, may not be misplaced No district in the Noith-Westein 
Provinces has, I believe, been moie completely lestoied to order None in 
which so few severe punishments have been inflicted Mercy and foibeaiance 
have, I think I may justly say, chaiacterised my administiation This has 
I know been attributed by Europeans to want of firmness, by natives to in- 
fluence exercised over me by other loyal natives, whom I am not ashamed to 
call friends Both interpretations eried. We had before us then a gieat 
and glorious problem to solve, , how to restore peace and oidei and the 
authoiity of Government with the least possible amount of human suffer- 
ing I was no advocate either foi seventy oi clemency, theie is a time and 
place foi both The case of this district seemed to me to call for the latter. 
The wounds were neither veiy deep noi festering, and I thought that soothing 
treatment lathei than the knife oi cautery was requisite Long before I re- 
turned to the district, I had deteimined on the general line of policy that 
I intended to pursue, from the very day I first at the boideis of the district 
leceivod the congiatulatoiy visits of hundreds of oui well-wisheis, I gave it 
generally to he undeistood that I had no feelings of animosity to giatify, no 
desire to inflict a, single punishment not forced upon me, and that especially 
was I willing to foi get the past in legaid to all (who had not been conspi- 
cuous for then crimes) who then ceased to disturb the peace, and made due 
reparation to then fellow subjects for the injuries they had done them 

The enemies of order had, even in the woist of times, always been in 
a minoiity numerically speaking, but from the time that my intentions be- 
came generally known, they certainly on the mainland pergunnahs (excluding 
Dullelnuggui) scarcely exceeded 1 pei cent of the population In this lay 
oui strength, any suipiise by the ill-affected and then mutineer fi rends was 
impossible, every move, every accession of strength was reported at once from 
a dozen different quarteis men, nay whole communities who had been plun- 
deiers, were, instead of being goaded into rebellion, led to return to their peaceful 
pursuits, and to submit to arbitration f the adjustment of the cost of their 
tiansgiessions I will admit tliat innumerable ciiminals thus escaped far too 
cheaply, if their offences be viewed in the same light as similar ones committed 
in ordinal y times, but I think that the exceptional ciicumstances that en- 
couiaged, if not gave use to these ciimes, invalidate any such objection, the 
sufleieis in very many cases have had then losses made good, and the 
victims, of whom the gallows have been, as many hold, defrauded, are become 
peaceable and useful citizens, whose brethren too are at peace with u‘! We 
have not roughly tom up the noxious weed, heedless how we scattered the seed

villages, for as noticed in the JCarrativo, whoiicicr large bodies of mutineers entered the district, considerable disorder 
prevailed lour hundred of these have betn settled, about 126 are still pending 
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of futme tioublcs, ^vc have trimmed and tended it, and now it bids fair well 

to itpoy oui caie ^ i xt i t <. 

It was not leniency however alone that enabled ns to ho d the district 
nithout so to speak, any fmee foi so long, caie Mas taken o do nothing, and 
i«sue no 01 del in legaid to any not oiienly against us, calculated oi liKelj to 
niovoke opposition 01 disobedience, many measures distasUiul to ludniduals 
01 communities (not in aims against us) had ultimately, I foiesan, to ho 
cauTedout,weakaswe weie, pi cmatuio attempts though successful. Mould 
in many instances have led to lesistance, and committed to lehelliou, it Mas 
time enoimh I thought foi these measures ulien by the tacit acquiescence ol 
these veiv men (amongst otlieis) in our authoiity (m Inch nothing tempted 
them to question), we had had tune so to sticngtlieu ouisehes as to lendei all 
thoughts of lesistance out of the question 

Of couise dealing Mith men, no one M'ho would rule successfully can 
lect the passions and private feelings tliat sway the diffeicnt leaders Well 
acouainted (I had been tMo teais in the district) with the pinatc fnendships, 
enmities, and aspiiations that moie oi less influence the conduct and opinions 
ot even the best of my native coad^ulors and suboidinatcs, I ha\c continually 
had to play tlicse against each othei, and by maintaining a soit of balance 
hetneen contending interests, stieuglhcn by the support of botli, the Goiein- 
ment I served, but this however lias, 1 think, I may assert, ever been fully 

and honoi ably done, as becomes an English gentleman, who instinctively ap- 

pieciates the diffeicnce between diplomacy and intiigue 

Such have been the cliicf chaiactciistics of rav policj m a tune of no 
oidinaiy difficulties, and it on the one hand my luuricdly penned* Isaiiative 
ill establishes tlie fact, oi on the othei a levicM of the past convinces mjself 
as well as otlieis, tliat with my piesent cxpeuence I might have done far 
hettei, still I ventute to hope tiiat the distuct itself as it now is alfoids some 
grounds foi believing that my solution of the gieat problem has not ptoved 
altogelhei unsuccesslul

liif/t Mag 1.S57 

“On the night ol the IGth of May the policemen stationed at a load 
guaid house about six miles liom Etawah saw seven men aimed with swords 
and cavalry pistols pass them, one of the police making a ciicuit got in fiont 
ot them, and lunning into Etawah gave information to the Kotwal (head 
police officei) Mohumed Allvjan who commanded a small patrolling party; 
The other two policemen followed the aimed party slowly and at a distance 
The Kotw'al lode out at once and met the seven men , then aims and answeis 
to his questions were alike suspicious, and he directed them to accompany 
him to my house, on this they cocked then pistols and threatened to shoot 
him if he came near, he however talked quietly to them and induced them to 
come to me, and I, as then stoiy seemed impiohable, sent them away to 
Captain Ooifield, the Officei Commanding the Station, directing the Kotwal 
to strengthen his patiol (which consisted of only three men) en route, in eider 
to guard against any attempt at escape 

“Scaicely twenty minutes had elapsed before I was roused by a smart 
flung, as I thought at the tieasury, all ariangemcnts foi a surpuso liad been 
made befoiehand, and within three minutes I was at the treasury aimed and 
diessed There I found the soldieis all on the qin vive, muskets loaded,

AinJ leen done till some season of Jeisuro A sudden call from tbo Seeretarj of GoTeiumout necessitated its immediate 
prep iration 
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in good spirits and manifestly ready to fight any one or every one. They 
thought the firing was at the lines , I lan home and diove to Captain Eoss, 
which was on my way, took him up and dashed off to the lines, we weie 
immediately joined by Mr Yolk and Darnell, on hoiseback and armed, and I 
suppose ten minutes fiom the firing of the first shot had not elapsed before 
we weie all at the quaiter guaid There we learnt that, as directed, the 
Kotwal had gone from my house to Captain Koss, where he was joined by 
three othei sowais. Captain Eoss, wlio happened to he awake, got up and 
questioned the men. They repeated as befoie, that they belonged to the 2Qd 
Cavaliy, had gone with lemonntsfiom Cawnpore and were then retuimng from 
Agra, they had houevei no uniform, were aimed to the teeth, had no certi- 
ficate of any kind with them and no money 

“ Captain Coifield then came up, and on questioning them, considered their 
stoiy so veiy suspicious, that he diiected them to accompany him to the lines, 
this they did, though somewhat unwillingly, when near the quarter guaid 
he. Lieutenant Allan, the Kotwal and Meer Hussun Ah, the Duffadar of the 
Ii regulars, dismounted and ordered them to give up their arms, this one did, 
but on Captain Coifield handing the weapons to the Duffadai, their owner 
snatched them away violently, one man then shot Captain Corfield, who fell 
instantly with a severe pistol wound m the light shoulder, another man dashed 
at Lieutenant Allan (who had a double ban elled gun m his hand, the stock 
of which ariested the pistol bullet of a third filed point blank at that ofidcer’s 
chest), knocked him down, and kneeling on his chest would have muideied him 
in a minute, when tlie Kotwal and one of the sepoys killed him By this 
time, Lieutenant Coifield had sprung up and ordered the guard to turn out, 
the sepoys in the lines (only fourteen or fifteen) rushed up (they had not 
befoie been able to fire as the paities weie all mixed up together) and poured 
in a volley, two of the mutineers were shot, one killed as above, two more cut 
down by the sowais, and two escaped at the time, but of these one was subse- 
quently captured by the police 

“ Of the men cut down by the sowars, one man, though he had received 
seventeen suoid cuts, still lived, he stated that his name was Sheie Andaz 
Khan, and that he was a Pathan of Gaira Kote, Zillah Puttehpooi, a lance 
Naik of the 1st troop, thud Cavalry, and engaged in the mutiny at Meerut, 
that his SIX companions weie also all Pathans of the same place and fellow 
mutineers At fiist he stated that his party came here hoping to induce the 
9th to mutiny, but he attenvaids declared that in reality they were only trying 
to sneak home unobserved , which was the true account it is impossible to say 
This man’s further history is curious, when a few days subsequently the 9th 
Native Infantry mutinied and released the prisoners in the jails, he was too 
severely Avounded to e'^cape, and on our return from Burpoorah with the 
Gwalioi Grenadiers, he was replaced in jail, later when the Grenadiers 
mutined he was still unable to move and lemained in the city till, when the 
Nazim of the Nawab of Purruckabad, in December, occupied the place in 
foice, he having by that time recovered, disappeaiad finally ”

Extiact from letter of Magistrate of Etawah, to Secretary to Government, North-Western 

Frovinces, dated ZOfh May 1857 

“EABliV on the morning of the 19th, a large cart, full of the mutineers 
of the 3id Cavaliy, entered the Juswuntnuggui juiisdiction, armed with 
swoids, pistols, and some two or three with carabines also. They were followed 
by the load guards to the Thannah where they weie stopped, and their replies 
being utterly unsatisfactory, then arms demanded, one tendered his aims, 
A 21 
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and whilst all eyes weic tinned on him and every one put off Ins guard by 
then appaient submission, the otiieis, spiingiiig suddenly up pouied in a 
volley, killing one and wounding three men , they then rushed through the 
town, and took up their quaiteis in a “ munder” oi Ilindoo temple at one 
end of a walled giove Intelligence reached us 9 A3r , Mi Danicll and mysilf 
armed, despatched five men of the 8th luegulai Cavalry (of whom altogether 
about twenty men weie stationed here) and oiuselvcs started at once, reaching 
Juswuntnuggui about 10 J Tlie day was an excessively trying one a binn- 
ing wind, such as I have haidly evei expeiienced, raged the whole time We 
had left without having tasted any food, and so remained out in the sun and 
wind fasting vainly endeavouring to get any one to suppoit us in an attack, 
till Ml Daniell about 3 p 3i became so faint tliat w e were obliged to retreat 
to an empty lailway bungalow' which happened to be neai 

“ The position of the mutineers was a wondeifully stiong one, the only 
wav thej could be got at was througli a naiiow dooiway leading to some steps, 
which weie completelv corainanded from within Tlie whole building, whicli 
stands on an elevated platform of pukka masoniy, as well as the walls of the 
platfoim itself aie full of looplioles, and the wall for many yaids on each side 
of the dooiway containing aiehes filled up with a buck work screen made by 
leaving out ev'eiy othei buck It is not possible to get in except through this 
dooi, and to get at this dooi we were exposed foi thiityvaids, come which way 
we would, to a point blank fiie fiom men w’hom we could not see Inside the 
door tlieio weie steps, also surrounded by the tiellis woik through which 
shots could be fired These steps lead to a veiy small couit-yaid suriouiukd 
by “kotiees,” small cells like those m a seiai pieiced with loopholes foi an 
This couit-yaid IS again commanded by the poitico in fiont of the mundei 
Itself, which also consists of pieiced buck woik, and is only accessible by steps 
leading out of tlie court-yaid Mi Daniell and myself first got inside the 
giov'e and explored the whole of the back of the building, the niutineeis 
filing steadily at us all the while, and we letuinmg the file horn our double 
bauds, wheneyei we could see any poition of a man "We could not get the 
police well within fiie, and though wo went more than once withm five yards 
of the building, tlie filing w<is heavy that no one would make a uisli This 
went on till 3 o’clock, up to w'hich time I suppose that wo had 150 shots filed 
at us, only veiy few of which, by the way, eamo at all neai us , we then went 
to the bungalow, and got some chuppatees and a loal of bread, w Inch luckily 
one of oui men had hi ought At 6} p jr , w'e were again upon the giound, we 
leaint that the townspeople had shown unequiv'ocal signs of sympathy with 
the mutineeis, and had succeeded, notwithstanding the line of patrols and 
guards that I had established all lound the gaiden, in supplying them with 
food and ammunition Tlieie seemed eveiy piospect of the townspeople, of 
w liom theie aie some 2,000 adult males, low caste Mussulmen (camel-diivers and 
jullahers), soon taking an active shaie in the matter, if it was much longer pro- 
longed What sort of a place Juswuntnuggui is, is well know n , the Mohuuim 
preceding the disturbances was the fiist, for many yeais, at w Inch ti oops had not 
been neccssaiy to restiain the lawless violence of the population Seeing that 
none of the police, of whom, including buikuiidazes, sowais, choukcedais and 
bullahers, theie must have been eighty piesent, would do anything but fiie up in 
the air at a safe distance, I had eailj' in the day sent in for remfoi cements (as 
I had only five of the Irregulars), and had receiv'ed a note saying that six 
moie of the Iiiegulars and ten sepoys would be sent. Tlie formei galloped 
on and i cached about five, but the latter did not make then appeal ance It 
tuined out when they did aiiive that they had gone (I now believe puiposelv) 
some two miles down the Kutchhoora load, W'hicli branches off the Juswunt- 
nuggui one Time was passing, the people of the town w'ero very excited, 
and It seemed veiy doubtful, if it would be possible, to retieat ev'en if we 
wished it, unless we earned the place at once, so we detei mined to attempt to 
storm the temple The Iiiegulais dismounted and agieed that I and a few 
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of tlie soA^ars sliould suddenly lun to and jump upon the platfoim of a pukka 
well, distant about fifteen or twenty feet from the doorway of the building and 
exactly in fiont of it, that we should pom in a volley, and that at the same 
time Ml Daniel], with the duffadai of sowais and any one else who would go, 
should run swiftly along the face of the temple and buck woik screen and 
dash in, we following Had we met the support that we expected, w-e might 
have succeeded I doubt not, as it was, the filing was so heavy from within 
that I found myself alone on the platfoim, wdiile Mr Daniell, the Duffadar of 
sowais (who immediately fell back), and a chowkeedai wdio was knocked over, 
were all that reached the doorway, to get in was impossible, Mr Daniell 
tiled to shoot thiough the buck work screen, I jumped off the platform 
towards the doorway , one man fired, quicker than one could count, five pistols 
(handed to him by others I suppose) aiming at aims-length at Daniell, he all 
the while piefeclly cool and poking about with his revolvei, trying to shoot 
some one through the buck woik scieen The man however was shooting 
thiough the doorway, and w'ltliout leaning outside the dooiway could not 
touch Daniell, though the balls went ivithin a very few inches of him To 
file the sixth pistol he leant out of the doorway, the pistol was haidly off 
before I shot at liim and he fell back, but down went Daniell with, I am sorry 
to say, a bad wound in the face Every one bolted, and I hope I shall never 
hear such a fiendish shout, as the whole town, which to a man was collected 
on an eminence near, gave when they saw what had happened Long as this 
takes to nariate, the whole thing passed in a moment Daniell scrambled away 
a fewyaids and then fell senseless I tiled foi an instant to rally the men, 
hut seeing that hopeless, earned Daniell, w'lth the assistance of a barbei, the 
only man who would come near, out of fiie, and went straight in amongst the 
townspeople, one or two of the police then following me of then own accord. 
"When the crowd, whom I peremptorily ordered to disperse to their homes, 
saw that I did not care for them, numbers of them slunk off, and for the first 
time foi some houis, the murmurs amongst them ceased I then made the 
sowais remount and recommence patrolling round, replaced the sentinels, 
encouraged every one to believe that we should certainly catch and do for the 
mutineeis next morning, washed Mr Daniell’s wound, and supporting him 
(he was just able to walk) walked thiough the town to where on the other side 
oui buggy was, as we went, the people pouied out of the side alleys, and soon 
became a threatening mob , we did not look back or of course quicken our 
pace "We had not taken any sowars or hurkundazes with us because, 
lequired as every man was to surround the spot, to take them away when 
none of them made any offer or show of going, would have been to admit 
that V e were afraid to go through the town and ensure an attack, which all 
the police and troops collected would not have withstood , only my Nazir, a 
Buneah, who came out after me of his own accord, and whom I never before 
saw witli anything more dangerous than a pen in his hand, followed us, and 
as the mob pressed on drew his sword, and quite good humouredly said that 
It was very hot, and that he could not have them crowd so about us , if they 
did, he must hit some one, and what with his manifest good humoured deter- 
mination, and our appearing in no sort of way to notice their proceedings, we 
got safely into the buggy Immediately on reaching Etawah, I sent out 
Muhammad Ikiam Hossein, the Deputy Collector, with instructions to main- 
tain a vigilant guard over the temple, till arrangements could he made to take 
the place, but in the event of the Muhammadan population of the place 
making any unequivocal demonstiation of being about to release the 
mutineeis by force, rathei than allow so foimidable a body to commit them- 
selves iiietrievably against us, to afford the besieged, by relaxing the strictness 
of the watch, an opportunity for escaping out of the temple , in this event, 
however, he was to follow and attack them in the open directly they got some 
distance from Juswuntnuggur Tliat night a violent storm came on, during 
which the mutineers escaped , we had it appeared killed one and seriously, if 
not mortally, wounded another, whom however they earned off with them.”

APPENDIX III 

Extract of report ly Captains Ross, Corfteld and Mr A 0 Hume, addressed to Secretary to 
Government of North-Western Provinces, dated Zoth May 1857 

"On the 22nd instant, after we had leceived infoiination from three 
different souices of the appioach of large bodies of mutineers vtd Sliekoabad, 
an express airived from Mi Power announcing a mutiny of tlie ninth at 
Allygurh and Mynpoory, that Mr Cocks, Gran foul and Kellner had ridden off 
to Agia, and that ho and others were confined in the fort "We were in hopes 
thatj^up to that time our troops were well affected, although we saw no 
prospect of their remaining so, if assailed by emissaiies from the mutmcei 
companies of their Corps, wo had lately leaint that considerable disaffection 
existed amongst the people of the neighbouihood, who might be expected to 
use en masse on the exhibition of any want of loyalty on the part of the 
tioops We arrested three men, on their way fi om Mynpoory, ohv lously sepoj s, 
whose account of themselves was most suspicious We believed it to be a 
matter of importance to pievent at thisciitieal junctute an open mutinj of 
the tioops heie, and thought it incumbent on us to lake everj possible pre- 
caution for the pieservation of the lives of the women and children in our 
charge 

" Under these ciicumstances, we considered it advisable to withdi aw the 
troops to Puiieypoorah, one of the Jumno Cliumbal Doab Thann ihs of tins 
district on the main Gwalior road Buricypoorah is, in the first place, from 
Its situation, an easily defensible locality , is one march nearer to Gwalior, and 
troops stationed thereat can be almost eutiiely secuied irom the machiuaiions 
of any of the mutineeis, who had ascertained that our men could not he 
expected to resist in earnest any serious attack made by then disaffected 
comrades, while the District Police was amply sufficient, we consideied, to 
protect the station and treasuiy against any oidinaiy thieves or lobbers 

" It was therefoie agieod that the tioops and the European inhabitants of 
the station should pioceed across the Jumna to Burpoorah, Mr Hume and 
Mr Paiker remaining behind to ensuio the due custody of the treasure, and 
the preservation of order and peace It had been oiiginally intended to remove 
the treasure at the same time, but it was subsequently considered inexpedient 
so to expose the soldiers to temptation, and the idea was therefore abandoned 
Due aiiangements were made lu accordance with this plan , the men agreed, 
apparently cheerfully, to the proposed movement, and the treasuiy guard was 
removed and replaced by one composed of four sowars of the Iiiegular Cavaliy, 
a few tiusty Nujeebs of the Tliuggee Department, a number of chupprassies 
and burkundazes, and a number of chowkidars, the whole being put under 
the chaige of the Kotwal. Unfoitunately the spiiit of disaffection had alieady 
spread amongst the sepoys, and moie than half of them refu''ed, oi for some 
leason neglected, to obey the order to march, and of those so remaining a 
party of Irom twenty to thirty came down in a body to the tieasury, which 
they occupied Later in the evening Mi Parker was obliged to leave, and 
Mr Hume escaped with difficulty fiom the place in the disguise of a native. 
Every Police Officei of eveiy grade absolutely disappearing the moment the 
soldiei s presented themselves 

"The mutineer sepoys during the night plundered the treasuiy, and earned 
off a laige amount of treasuie on camels piovided for loading the magazine. 
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Immediately (as it was previously supposed might be the case) the whole 
budmash population of the neighbouihood of Etawah led by the Mewatees 
Jullahas, and we aie soiry to say a few Tliakoois, lose in laige bodies, and 
during tile next day plundered the sepoys’ lines, earned off the contents of the 
magazines and hells of arras, gutted our bungalows, of which they burned two, 
besides the Sessions Court liouse and Post Oflace, bioke open the Zillah and 
the Thuggee Jails, to nhich extra, and it was believed, taithful guards had 
been lately appointed, earned off the remaining poition of the tieasuie, in all 
more than foui lakhs, and burnt the roof and recoids of the Collector’s Office 
On our side of tlie river, ne did all that was possible to induce the Thakoois 
to aid in maintaining peace, but until ceitain news of the aiiival of the 
Gwalior foice reached us, with small success , no gieat violence as yet appears 
to have been done to tlie piivate pioperty of the natives, beyond that involved 
in petty highway lobbeiies, winch appear to have been committed by the 
villageis on all the roads of the distiict, but gangs of a hundred and two 
hundred dacoits are eveiywhere abroad, and may possible succeed in effecting 
then objects some where, if cavaliy reinforcements do not speedily reach us 
“Eneigetic measures are howevei, with the assistance of one or two well 
affected zemindais, being adopted, numbeis of persons have been already 
aiiested with piopeity stolen from the lines and bungalows in their posses- 
sion, much moie has been given up by peisons who piofess to have foicibly 
legamed it fiom the robbeis, or to have originally taken it under their pro- 
tection , a portion of the treasuie has also been recovered, and more will, it is 
believed, be tiaced out befoie night-fall Some seven and twenty men of a 
body of dacoits, captured red-handed, have just been brought in ”

APPENDIX IV 

Extract paragraph 4 of Magistrate of Etawah’s Memorandtm of the Z^th October 1857 

Soon aftei our return from Buipoorah, as we were greatly hampeied by 
an unusual number of ladies and childien, it wms decided to send these to 
Agra I must do the Grenadiers the justice to say that (though they must, as 
we subsequently learnt, have already arranged to mutiny) they met this 
proposition wutli the greatest delight, and the civility and attention of the 
Havildar, Naik, and twelve sepoys who helped to escort the ladies to Agra was 
beyond all praise At the same time the Tehseels of Phuppoond and Oieyah 
were repeatedly threatened by parties of plundereis, and that of Beylah by 
300 sowars fiom the Cawnpoor district, whom the Tehseeldai, Dabeepershaud, 
most courageously beat of The Lieutenant-Governor’s messages to the 
Governor-General were at that tune daily forwarded to me for transmission to 
Calcutta, but the state of the southern portion of the Caw'npoor district, 
intervening between us and Banda and Euttehpoor (the only routes by wdiich 
I could despatch them), was such as to preclude any certainty of their reach- 
ing safely With the view theiefoie of protecting my own district and 
opening the line of communication, I took advantage of a demonstration then 
necessary, i e , the despatch of 200 of the Grenadiers to Oieyah (intended to 
overawe some zemindais of that pergunnah, and relieve the European Officers 
of Jaloun and Oraee) to push all the best of ray lemaining Police Officers 
with my most tiusty zemindars and their adherents into the Cawnpoor 
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district, and thus took possession of the three neighbouiing pcigunnahs, 
Secundia, Busoolabad, and Dera Mungul Klian , this hi ought me within some 
twenty miles of Oawnpoor itself, and at the nearest point along the canal, the 
Tehseeldar of Beylah, under my insti actions, commenced collecting supplies, 
which we hope to be able to throw into the entrenchment 


APPENDIX V 

Extract from Magistrate oj Etaioah’s Memorandum of the 'Moth Octolcr 1857 

SuDDENiiY the news reached of the mutiny and massacre of Gwalior and 
the Grenadiers mutinied I had expected and reported to Government that 
this would be the end of the matter, but I certainly had no idea that we were 
so near a ciisis At first the Grenadieis only said that they could not obey 
orders, but by midnight (the 16th of June) it became appaient, not only to 
me, but to their ovin officers, who till the last placed the greatest confidence 
in them, that, though probably the majority were averse to any violence, they 
yet were not prepared to iisk their lives to prevent it, nlnlo the remainder 
were arranging to murder some at any rate of the party Nothing could have 
been more ill-timed for us Tlio best native officer in the district, Koour 
Luchmun Sing (Deputy Collectoi), nith the llaja of Pertabnero and Irs 
men, the elite of the sowais and police at Agn, wliither they were escorting 
the ladies, all the other Races, Rao Juswant Kao, Koour Ohuttur Sing, and 
the best of the police remaining hetneen fifty and sixty miles distant in tho 
Oawnpoor District, and the only two forts, Dullip Nuggui and Pertabnere, in 
which we miglit have taken lefuge, closed against us by the absence of the 
owners At dawn (June 17th) it was airanged that ue neie all to get oat of 
the station as best we could, and make lor Kutclierah across tlie Jumna 
Having reached that place we found the Agia district (or at least the southern 
portion of It) in such a state as to lender it impossible for us to halt, and ne 
therefore pushed on to Bah. Here matters were, il possible, woise large hands 
of matchlockmen openly paraded tlio countiy, tno or tliree nights before our 
ariival Bah had been completely plundered, and even during the fen hours 
we rested, the matchlock filing round us nas incessant, and some kutclia 
houses adjoining the pukka gunj, on the top of and inside n Inch n e n ere posted, 
ware burnt before our eves At Bah we were joined by Jourden’s company and 
others fiom Jaloun and Grace "We had no option but to proceed to Agia 


Extract from a Memorandum hy Major Ilennessy 

On the evening of the IGth instant just before the sun set, Mr. Hume, Col- 
lector of Etawah, communicated to me that a using of tho Gnalioi tioops had 
taken place , very soon after this I was told that the native officers of the 
regiment were at my door , they came m, and Subadai -Major Meer Amanut 
Ally read portions of a letter from liis nephew at Gwalior, giving a detailed 
account of the using and massacie Some poitions of that letter the Suba- 
dar-Major would not lead Tho whole of the native officers expressed deep 
soirow foi nhat had occuried 

I was informed that the mutineers had invited the Grenadier Regiment 
to Gwalior to leceive charge of the families of the regiment, for wliose xzzut 
the mutineers had duly caied, that in the event of the Gienadiei Regiment 
not coming to Gwalioi, the mutineers would maich to Elan ah nitli twehe 
guns, bunging the families with them 

I was then asked what course I should think of following I leplied that 
I must lemain at Etawah, and would permit a reasonable numbei ot men to 
go to Gwalior to try and extricate their families, that if the mutmeeis 
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came over in force witli twelve guns, wliicli I could not withstand on an opeu 
plain, I should letieat towards Agia. 

The Subadai-Major at once stated that no movement towards Agra could 
take place, as the fact would cause them all to be called Peeringhees, and 
their families would be killed 

He said we ought to pioceed to Gwalior or its vicinity T leplied this could 
not be, that I would not accompany them towaids Gwalioi, which would end 
in then joining the mutineeis, and mui dering their ofideers or peimitting them 
to be muideiecl, foi the same leasons I would not wait the aiiival of the 
mutineeis at Etawah , the Subadar-Major, speaking for all, said no letreat 
upon 01 towaids Agra was to be thought of, I said the command of the regi- 
ment then IS no longer in my hands I then asked the Subadar-Major if 
he considered the men still staunch, he said he could not answei for any one, 
that be had no confidence in any one 

I then desired the native ofliceis to communicate to then men the news 
from Gwalior. This uas after Roll call , two-thirds of the men at once ran to 
their arms, and gieat excitement prevailed I went to the lines, ordered the 
men to fall in and addiessed them , upon some it produced a good effect, but 
the whole bioke their lanks, crowded around me, and voices called out, what 
IS the use of talking to us, the whole army has turned, and the Raj has 
ceased , at length I got them back to then tents 

That night we slept as usual on the open plain in front of our men, a 
picquet, which had been iliionn out to the left ot then own accord, foimed a 
semi-circle round us, which, with my night guard, very completely enclosed us 
Between 12 and 1 o’clock, when it was supposed that all of us were asleep, 
some person came to my guaid, an emissaiy from the 4th, probably whom we 
had intercepted and tuined hack in the evening, and whispeied conversation 
took place, of which the following caught my ear What has happened at 
Gwalioi ? They have given themselves a bad name, said one of my guard , true, 
said the emissaiy, but all the world knows thatfoi the last thiee or four years 
these Eoeimghees exercised great zoolm , they have ruined and taken the lands 
of all lospectable zemindars, and have given them to baneahs They have 
exeicised great zoolm, it is time to get rid of them There is no izzid in their 
Government, they will not make a Bad^hah themselves, neither will they 
allow any one else to be Badshah, now too they attempt to destroy our reli- 
gion Tims much I lieaid of a long conversation to which my men eagerly 
assented, a few of them followed this emissary to the corner of a building 
close by, and before parting I heaid them say Doctor Sahib ho deel dega Eoi 
the first time I was seiiousfy alarmed, this conversation proved that some of 
the men at least weie inclined to tieason and muidei after remaining per- 
fectly quiet half an hour to lull suspicion, I sent for the native officer of the 
day, to whom I desired to give some order, he attended, and I communicated 
to him w'hat wnth my own ears I had overheard He partook of the alaim I 
felt, but assured me his own company w’ere tiue, and that if anything hap- 
pened, he would die with me I must here lemaik that the men suriounding 
us, and tnore especially the sentiy of my own night guard, continued haw'king 
and spitting in a noisy and offensive mannei, for the purpose, I thought, of 
drawing down reproof, and having an excuse for violence , the men have never 
conducted tiitmselves in this manner befoie. During the night I observed 
several of the men around us quietly loading then muskets, this was also 
observed by Mi Pool , in the morning we' observed the ends of numerous 
cartridges on the giound I am quite convinced it needed but one word, one 
excuse for excitement, and on that night the cry would have been raised for 
oui destiuction 

In the morning, instead of the guaids around us going away as usual 
soon after gun-fiie, they loiteied about us until suniise, keeping a naiiow 
watch upon us They did not how'ever oppose our slowly w'alking towards Mr 
Hume’s house, follow ed by oui hoises, although men still followed our foot- 
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steps at a distance I was informed that the gentlemen in Mr Hume’s house 
(wheie the whole station was lesiding) being all alarmed foi their own safetv, 
had detei mined upon any outciy fiom my lines to fly forthwith , but as they 
appiehended opposition from the strong guaid over their house, they opened a 
battling room door, hitheito closed , it was at once detected by the guaid, and 
witliout ordeis a sentiy was planted ovei it, thus cutting off that chance of 
escape Mr Span of the 62nd had, duiing the night, overheard men of the 
guaid saying “Tliey would muider all in the house in then sleep,” the 
attitude of the guard was offensive and tlueatening 

During the night I had heard seveiai remarks of a very significant natuie, 
such as the following, by men of the quaiter guaid “Brothei, tlieie will 
be no moie tliree days’ drill” (an ordinal y punishment ot mine for dirty 
men), and a man of oui own guaid being warned for sentry duty asked, “is 
there to be anything else at 3 o’clock ?” 

I must also remark that concuiient testimony from many quarters satis- 
fies me that theie had been an entiie undeistanding between the Gwalioi 
mutineeis anu the Gienadier Regiment, m its ranks tlieie are still a gi eat 
numbeis of good and faithful men I was the last to believe in the possibi- 
lity of mutiny in the Grenadier Regiment, but the effect of the rise at Gwalior 
was instantaneous, the senior native officei, who had been among the loudest 
in piofessions, at once changed tone, had no faith in any one, could promise 
nothing, but steadily adliered to Ins own plan of going to Gwalior, and the

Fiom — Captain W R C Alexander, Commanding Alexander's Horse at Etawah, 
To— Captain Hawes, Major of Brigade, Futtehgurh 

I HAVE the honor to report, for the infoi matron of the Biigadiei Com- 
manding, that deeming it advisable to visit my outpost at Bukewar, and also 
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reconnoitre tbe enemy’s position at Anuntram, I proceeded yesterday morning 
at day light, with a party of thiity sowais of my regiment, and accompanied 
by Mr Hume, the Magistiate, and Mr Maconochie, the Deputy Magistrate of 
Etawah. 


Oideiing the picket of thirty rank and file of my regiment, and eighty 
sowars of the Etawah Local Hoise, stationed at Bukewar to fall in, we pro- 
ceeded to Anuntram, distant six miles. We arrived there about ^ past 9 A M., 
and found about 700 matchlockmen, belonging to different loyal zemindars, 
ready to receive us 


We moved on at once to the enemy’s position, which was about a mile from 
Anuntram, and found them very strongly posted, stronger than we were led 
to believe fiom lepoits Their right resting on tbe Cawnpoor road, occupied 
a laige tope of mangoe tiees with a wall of six feet all lound and a small 
ditch in front , their left, on a village (Phoolpoor), and every grove and field 
between occupied by them Their light was the chief position, and looked 
most foimidable, the enclosure swarming with the enemy and one gun facing 
down the load towaids us Having leconnoitied and having been offeied the 
loan of a gun from Anuntram, we came to the decision of attacking tbe place , 
having shown ourselves to the enemy, it appeared to us that the effect on the 
countiy aiound would be very bad, did we retiie without attempting some- 
thing, so I foimed the cavalry into three troops, my own men I took opposite 
the light rear of the enemy’s entrenchment, and within 300 yards, one troop 
I directed to go to the riglit, and the thud to remain in the centie as a support 
lor the gun, which had by this time come up, and was planted, as near as we 
could judge, opposite the enemy’s. 


Mr. Hume having with some difficulty collected about 2 or 300 match- 
lockmen out of the 700, advanced most gallantly 
with them towards the entrenchment , the fire of 
the enemy had been directed towards my troop, 
but seeing the advance of our matchlockmen, 
turned it towaids them, our gun then opened, ad- 
vancing nearer each discharge, about the fifth dis- 
cliaigeour gun was close up to the wall, and a 
rush being made, headed in the most gallant manner by Mr Hume, the enemy 
began to retieat

Having already got to their light rear with my troop of sixty men, the 
time came for us to act, the word charge was given by me, and in a few 
seconds we weie in the midst of them sweeping lound the lear of the entrench- 
ment to the village on the enemy’s left, many ot the enemy escaped owing to 
the height of cultivation and the villages, where it was impossible foi cavalry 
to follow, and had the Local Horse acted on the right, when they saw my 
troop come round, the victory would have been most complete, but they ren- 
dered no assistance at fiist However, the enemy Aveie completely i outer!, 
then only gun with a quantity of ammunition, baggage, pomes, matclilocks, 
swoids, &c , captuied, and about 125 killed in the field and six hung We 
followed them up for about three miles, and then gave up fuithei pmsuit 
The enemy dispeising in all dnections, and my party of cavaliy being too 
small to detach after them, besides we had then come about twenty-five miles 
and had to return to Etawah tlie same evening, which we leached about 
7 PM.

I now beg to bring to the notice of Biigadier Seaton, C B , the able as- 
sistance I received from Mr Hume, who gallantly led the assault, and Mr 
Maconocliie, who accompanied my tioops of cavalry thioughout the day, and 
was always to the front.

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The conduct of my men was admirable, and many individual acts of 
gallantly were perfoimed Some of the sowais of the Local Hoiset. did then 
duty well, and the conduct of the matclilockmen who went to the assault 
aftei they once got in at the enemy, Mi Hume repoits to have been excellent. 

I beg to bung all paities conceined to the favoiable notice of Biigadiei 
Commanding, and tiust he may deem the affair woithy of being lepoited to 
His Excellency the Oommandei-in-Chief 

I tiust the Brigadier will not considei I exceeded my duty in attacking a 
position I liad pieviously lepoited as being too stiong foi the whole of oui 
force I think, howevei, Anuntiam will be free fiom Roop Sing and Ins fol- 
lowers for some time to come. 

The information regarding the enemy’s regular tioops at Ajeetmul, and 
mentioned by Mr. Hume, was only brought to-day , and it is fortunate as 
things have turned out, foi we should not have gone out, and this victory 
would not have been gained.

I HAVE the honor to report that we yesterday obtained a signal success 
over the enemy near Anuntiam At 6 A M , the 7tli of Eebiuaiy, Captain 
Alexander, iVlr Maconocliie, and myself left Etawah nitli thuty sowais 1o 
visit the picket at Bukewar and leconuoitie the enemy’s position beyond At 
Bukewar we weie joined by the picket, viz, thirty of Alexander’s Hoise and 
about eighty of thcEtauali Local Hoise, «e then pushed on to Anuntiam, a 
small town on the mam Oieyah and Cawnpooi road, distance about twenty-one 
miles from our camp at Etawah At Anuntiam I called out about 700 of the 
matclilockmen posted there to keep the enemy in check, and taking a small 
gun of Rao Juswant Rao’s advanced along the mam road About a mile fiom 
Anuntiam ue found the enemy posted m several dense mangoe topes suiiouuded 
by high earth banks, and occupying the mtei mediate aruhui and castor oil 
plant fields m skiimishmg order As we drew neai, the enemy concentiated 
themselves m the two enclosuics, C and B (see Sketch), still keeping houever 
some hundieds of men out *is skirraisheis m the fields immediately suuound- 
mg then position. As the banks surrounding the enclosuie were not less than 
six feet high fiom outside, as there ueieno entrances, and the branches of 
the tiees came down to within tw'o feet of the top of tlie bank. Captain 
Alexander, finding that liis cavaliy could not attack them wuth any leasonable 
chance of success, halted them at D After consulting him I posted the Local 
Horse at E, and then leaving them theie with oideis to cut up any fugitives, 
diew the men up m a sort of line at G G with the gun m the centre The 
enemy by this time had opened a smart file on us, and Captain Alexandei, to 
whom I lepoited w'hat I had done, as w'ell as the nature of the position winch 
I had closely inspected fiom N, desired me to advance with the gun and 
matchlockmeni Bv dmt of thiasliing and threatening to shoot them, Kooui 
Lutchmun Sing and three or foui ot my own sowais assisting me manfullj’^, 
I succeeded in bunging up about 360 of the matclilockmen into a position 
K K K, still keeping the gun m the centre G Oui iiiatchlockmen neveitheless 
w^eie no cow'aids, they fought luavely a little latei hand to hand, Imt they w^eie 
new to the system of going stiaight ahead at an enemy, WTie immensely out- 
numbered, and w'ere obliged to advance undei a very heavy lire, wducli, as they 
conld under the most favorable ciicunistances see only the heads of then 
opponents, they could not letuin with any ofiTect 

By degrees, taking advantage of a iiumbei of small ridges, inteivening 
between us and the point wdiich I had chosen foi the attack, I pushed the men 
on to witliin^twenty yards of the eutienclunent, keeping up, as we advanced, a 
file fiom the Rao’s gun in answei to that ol the enemy, I then ran the gun

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up to ttie little Imoll A, wliicli, distant about five yards from the entreiicb- 
ment, gave me the command of the interior By this tune some 300 or 400 
of tlie enemy ran out of the opposite side of the enclosure in the direction 
N N, and were promptly pursued by Captain Alexander and his sixty Hoopers, 
who cut up a consideiable number of them, thougli not without some casual- 
ties, as even single fugitives almost without exception turned and fouglit 
The Local Horse did not assist, they had no European Officer (I have applied 
in vain for one), and either would not, or thought they ought not to move 
without an order to do so At A we filed one round, and all the men lining 
that paiticulai portion of the “Mooicha” beginning to run, the matchlockmen 
made a lUsh, and to the number of 150 or 200 got in Just as they did so the 
enemv fired tiieir gun in oui faces, doing however no damage, and tlien for 
the most part thiowing away tlieir guns, both parties went at it with swoids 
In less than a minute the mam body of the enemy, some 600 stioug, ran out 
in the diiection S S S, a few still stood by the gun, these in a very shoit 
time were dispeised, and as I thought eitlier cut up oi diiven out, in this I 
was mistaken (witliout unifoim it w'as difficult to distinguish foes from fi lends), 
and w'e liad not pi oceeded fifty yards in puisuit, when we were stopped by 
shouts fiom the reai, and found that the enemy had retaken and loaded the 
gun, we retook it howevei before they could file it, Lutclimun Sing and I 
then pushed on wuth some half dozen sowais, but the lebels weie too far ahead, 
and we picked up only a few stragglers Captain Alexander then lelurned 
from the pmsuit in the direction N N , the Local Hoise came up at last, the 
enemy was puisued some tliree miles, and a number moie accounted foi, one 
and all howevei fighting to tlie last, nine piisoners were also taken, of 
whom SIX w'ere hung I ought to add tliat the eaclosuie C was evacuated 
directly we took the gun 

The enemy was tortairily not less than 1,200 strong when we advanced 
from tlie position K K K, and probably numbered not less than 2,000 
They had a few iriegular cavaliy, and it is reported about fifty sepojs (but I 
saw none of the latter) , the foimer as usual kept well out of range, and ulti- 
mately disappeared without showing fight They lost 126 min killed, then 
gun (an non one) and limber, matchlocks, swords, bundles of cloths, buitons, 
poneys, &c , in fact then whole baggage , our loss was not severe, twelve match- 
lockmen weie killed, a few (amongst tiiem the biave leader of the Choudiayau 
of Binsea’s men, Bliowanee Sing) wounded, two of Alexandei’s men and three 
of the horses, one of the local horsemen, and four of the horses badly iiouuded, 
and seveial othei men and hoises, sciatched more oi less 

.The pursuit over, w'o returned with the captured gun to Etaw ah, having 
accomplished the whole affaii, including the fifty miles ride in twelve houis 
It may be worth mentionimr that at the veiy time we made the attack, 
Lollpooree Gooeain, the Nana’s Pirohit, with a considerable force of regular 
mutineers, W'as at Ajeetmul, scarcely moie than six miles from the battle-field, 
so that we lather stole a march on him 

I having been chiefly witli the matchlockmen, my account is necessanlv 
a one-sided one, but it must not he supposed that I wish to ignoie the sei vices 
rendered by the rest of the force. It is tiue that owing to the nature of the 
position, the biunt of the assault fell upon the footmen, hut the gnat loss 
sustained by the enemy is chieflv owing to the energetic pursuit by Gaptam 
Alexandei and his horse, about tw'enty were killed m the entrenchment and 
within a few yaids of it, by the matchlockmen , eleven were killed by the small 
party with me, but the rest were, I believe, to a man cut up by Alexanciei’s 
Horse , the fugitives, be it remembered, fighting most resolutely, and using 
swords, spears, and matchlocks, but too successfully 

The gallant conduct of Elooui Lutchmun Sing, my Deputy Magistiate, of 
Haheem Buksh, a Duffadar, formerly of the Gwalior Contingent, now of the 
Etawali Local Horse, aud of Bliowanee Sing, the leader of the Bmsea’s men, 
deserves special notice. 
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APPENDIX VII 

HxUact from Mr A 0 Hinne’s (Magnhate of Etatnah) official diary, March ZWi 

About 4 a m of the 13th Apiil we leached Ajeetmul , we found it looted, 
deseited, and with the exception of two oi three large houses, burnt as fai 
as it consisted of combustible materials "We ascertained that four of tbe 
ganison had been killed, and foui or five wounded, that tlie place, though 
sui rounded by pukka walls, had been sroimed by a laige body of men includ- 
ing regular sepoys, and that the whole of the matclilockmen, officials and 
inhabitants (except the Zemindais, whose house also uas spared, and Mhose 
connivance is probabL ) had utteily fled the place As morning dawned we found 
numbers of caitridge papeis, and numbeis of Enfield iifle bullets sticking in the 
walls, gates, &c , w heie the assault was made "We perceived that a considerable 
body of cavdliy had been present, and we learnt that, besides the regulai sepoys, 
some laige number of Bundookchees belonging to Sliahpoie, Eajpooreeh, Ram- 
nuggui, and Avanah had been comprised in the band of plunderers Now the 
three foimer of these villages, especially Shahpoie, have been foi now many 
months the habitual lesidence of laige bands of dacoits, w’ho piotectedby the 
Zemindais and assisted in all then expeditions by the inhabitants of the place 
have made themselves the terror of the neighbouihood This vtas bad enougli, 
but to take upon themselves to attack and oust the Goveinnient seivants the 
very first night of the le-establishment of its authority, was more than could 
be peimitted to pass without signal punishment At daylight therefore we 
marched in the direction of Shahpoor, up to which we could trace, by a band 
of foot-steps some hundred yaids wide, tbe return path of the insurgents 
The place itself we found deserted, but fiom a faqueei and an old woman who 
still remained, we learnt that every single man belonging to the village bad 
been engaged m the fiav, that they had leturned in tiiumph about 3 am, 
but had fled on hearing our approach to Rajpooiab, which is neaier the ravines 
It was really necessary to make an example, and (they had, we found, sent 
their women and children aw'ay the day befoie) I therefoie, as no one could, I 
knew, be found in the distiict willing or able to hold it, oideied it to be burnt 
This was thoiouglily done, in the village we found a half-finished mud foit of 
immense stiength, which we intend, if possible, to have demolished Just as 
this wmik was completed, and were thinking of leturning (I consideiing that 
enough had been done in the way of an example), we beard the assemble twice 
sounded on our left fiont, and going out ahead w’lth a few cavalry, saw some 
infantiy di awn up in line, and cavaliy in the distance pretty well all round 
us It w'as so veiy dusty and w'lndy that w'e weie unable to ascertain accu- 
lately their numbeis, but tlieie were not less than 100 Iriegular Cavaliy and 
IfiO sepoys, forming up at once w^e gave them two rounds from light and left 
of oui battery, and then advanced The infantry and cavaliy fell back to 
lla 3 pooiah on which we advanced, but they with the townspeople fled as Ave 
drew neaiei, and w^e buint this village also We then commenced letiring, 
leaving a stiong lear guard of cavalry, as the enemy’s sowars were still hovering 
about, and had made peihaps half a mile when we heard a good deal of flung 
in the rear, and ascertained that the sepoys and a great number of Bundook- 
chees had issued from Raranuggui, -jUst inside the ravines, and weie amusing 
themselves w'lth flung Enfields and matchlocks at our cavalry. We waited a 
little while, unwilling to attack and destroy a tliird village, but finding that 
they were disposed to advance on us, we turned round, ran the guns up and 
planted two round sliot, and one 12-pounder shiapnell with such precision that 
tlie whole posse fled instantei , and though the storming paities had pressed on 
with the utmost lapidity, the village was evacuated befoie they could reach it 
The enemy having made such a lunning fight of it, we could do them no effec- 
tual injuiies, and so only five of them aie known to have been killed We had 
one sowai of the Local Hoise seriously wounded in the left aim 

APPENDIX VIII 
Etiracl as above 

April 21s^ — Having been reinforced yesteiday with the 6th Troop, Agra 
Police Battalion, I made a reconnoissance with about 250 horse (64 Alexander’s 
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Horse, 130 Local Horse, and 70 Police Battalion), ive started about 3 
AM, and reached ^jectraul just before daylight, we neie as usual a few 
minutes too late Hoop Sing’s headman and about 150 of bis men had just 
succeeded in escaping ITntoitunateiy we weie misled and pursued in the 
direction of Phuppoond , aftei going a short distance I was convinced that such 
must be the case, and we turned lound and went due south toivaid Shahpoor 
(one of the villages we buint the other day), and came up with the enemy 
letieating, just as W'e reached the edge of the ravines, they were still about 
600 yaids ahead of us, and opened file duectly they saw us I drew the mam 
body of the cavaliy upon tlie edge of the ravines, and M'^ssis. Chapman, 
Hoyle, and Paihei, and myself, with a few sowars, who were aimed witli flre- 
aims, pushed caiefully into tlie ravines, at first they seemed inclined to stand, 
and fired at us smartly w'lth Enfield rifles and matchlocks, but on oui dismount- 
ing and making afttr them, they began to run, and w’e chased them almost to 
the Jumna, knocking ovei as we afterwards leaint seven of them , some of tlieir 
rifle bullets dropped in amongst us, but we had no one hit We then halted 
a short time at Ajeetmul and returned Befoie noon there was not a mu- 
tineer we understand outside the ravines, within ten miles of Ajeetmul.

April 2Qth — The Oieyah Peigunnah having been pretty nearly cleared, 
Koour Niiunjan Sing (the eldest son of the llaja of Cbuckkeinugsrur), one 
of the two chief rebel leaders of the distiict, fell back with about 150 sepoys, 
sowars, and a numhei of Bundookchees to Gohanee, in the Jumna Ohumbal 
Hoab Yesterday night a laige paity of his retainers crossed at the Debhowlee 
Ghat and beating off oui guaid, took away with them the boat, and establish- 
ed on the other side of the river a numbei of Moorchas, between Gohavee and 
Debhowdee, from which they filed at and annoyed other boat guards on this 
side of the river As we have possession of every otlier Jumna ghat boat in 
the Etawab and Lucknah Peigunnahs, it w'as arianged that to recover this 
Ml Doyle with 150 Oavaliy should cioss above Debhowdee, and making a 
detour take the Mooi alias in the reai, and then push on and surround Gohanee 
from the south, while we wuth infantiy, cavahy and twm light guns made our 
way to Dullepnuggui, and crossing there attacked Gohanee liom the north. 
The operation was most successfully earned out Tlie enemy taken by surprise 
fled, several (fifteen we subsequently found) were cut up, some taken piison- 
ers and hung, the boat was recovered, and accessibility to us of any place, no 
matter what its natural advantages of position demonstrated Mi 0 J 
Hoyle, Commanding the Etawah Local Horse, was, however, I legiet to say, 
severely wounded m the right shoulder

3Jat/ Srd — Last evening it appears a person calling himself the Nana’s 
Tehseeldar with about 700 men, of whom about 300 are regular mutineers, 
made then appearance at Phuppoond, and took possession of the Tehseel and 
Tliannah , a portion of this foice is said to have oeen engaged in an unsuccess- 
ful attack upon Rusoolabad In the afternoon Hoop Sing, LalJpooiee Goo- 
shaeen, and others witli 200 sowais (lanceis said to be), 300 Telingahs, and 
from 500 to 800 Bundookchees witli four or five guns, one a laige one said to 
have come from Chiikharee, ariived at Ajeetmul It appears that Sham Lall, 
whom with some of Ins companions we killed tlieie, earlier in the day (and 
on whose person we found sundry orders of Eoop Sing authorizing liim to 
collect revenue) had come to collect lussud Simultaneously, Niiunjun Sing 
with a gieat ciow'd of Cutchwayeeghar rebels made a demonstiation near 
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Joheka Ghat I personally repoited the above, mtb my views of what it incii- 
cated to Colonel Riddell, but he told me that his orders weie still explicit, and 
that he could not move in that direction We learnt that the force at Ajeet- 
mul up to that moment amounted to between 4i and 500 sowars, iiom 
6 to 800 Telingabs, a crowd of Bundookchees, and foui guns, thiee small and 
one large. Lieutenant Sheirifif reported that he had fallen back two miles neaier 
to Etawah to a very strong position I brought in with me yesterday all the 
levenue we had collected to the Sudder Station Colonel Riddell was duly 
adveitized by me personallvj and by Lieutenant Siierntf by letter of the state 
of aflfaiis During the night almost the whole ot the Zemindaree garrison of 
Anuntram left their posts, and fell back on our camp Koonjbebaree, the 
propiietor, and a few of his men lemaining firm , at dawn the enemy attacked , 
and though the gariison did their best, diove them out and burnt the place 
Lieutenant Sheiiiff sent Chapman with the whole of the cavaliy (300) to 
Anuntram , when he reached the place he found the enemy with then right in 
a vety stiong walled grove south of Anuntiam, their left in a village further 
south still, the intermediate space occupied by cavalry They opened when he 
got within 1,000 yards, and fiied eighteen rounds fiom their four guns during 
the time that he took to get within 400 yaids, but they were in too gieat a huiiy, 
and only wounded one man and one hoise,. Lieutenant Chapman had then edged 
away, so as to get opposite then cavaliy, and thinking to decoy him, the enemy’s 
guns ceased filing, and then cavaliy (of which they only showed about 
270, the rest being hidden behind the giove) fell back, had he advanced, they 
would have annihilated him, the othei squadrons of the cavaliy would have 
taken him in rear, those that fell back in front, while the cross fire from the 
grove and village uould have been tremendous, as there were from 1,000 to 
1,200 regular infantry, beside the guns He therefore contented himself with 
thoroughly reconnoiteiing, and sent back to Lieutenant Sherriff for leinfoi ce- 
ments Lieutenant SheinflC marched out with the guns, and the lest of the 
force lepoiting to us here, and Colonel Riddell sent out Captain Alexander 
with the whole of his cavaliy (126) to support Howevei it was too late 
Befoie Lieutenant Sheriiff could get out he met Chapman returning, and 
returned nith him to our position on this side of Bukewar, wheie he was 
joined by Captain Alexander soon after

May Qth — Our force came in late last night The whole pergunnah has 
been deserted Etawah and its neighbouihood are crowded with fugitives 
Several villages have been burnt Lutchmun Sing biought in with him, on 
eighty sowais, the whole of the Luckna Tehseel Duftur As yet ve have not 
heard of Luckna or Bukewar being buint Oui foice escorted in the valuables

May 16^7^ — At daylight we started, but there being absolutely no current, 
and the wind being dead against us, it was 11 o’clock befoie we neared Pee- 
gulpooi , as usual out Local Horse, with the camels, &c , n as a little in advance 
on the left bank, and when we were still some half mile off the enemy’s mam

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position, Tiliicli wasm Silowa (a village of the Juggunmunpoor illaqiia, oppo- 
site Beejulpoor), they (the cavaliy) drew up in fiont of it We lialled to re- 
connoitie, the enemy at once opened uitli guns and musketry on the caialry 
and musketiy on J<s, a paity of then sknmishers having crept up along the 
cliffs of the light bank close to us, uc had ascci tamed that the foico opposed 
to us consisted of between two and tliiee bundled legulnr sepoys, with a 
Cloud of Bundookchees, that the ucre mostly posted in an almost innccessiblo 
Tillage by the iivcr bank, entirely commanding the channel (though they 
had also scvcial outlying moorchas defending the approaches) , and tliat they 
had SIT guns 111 position and a number of immouso nail pieces Limtenant 
Slieriiff deteimined (as it nas impossible to get tlie boats down without doing 
so) to attempt to diive the enemy out of their position strong as it was Wo 
therefore leaving about seventy Etaw ah levies, and twentj-four aitilh ryineri 
to guaid the boats, lindedoii the right bank, and at once threw out a few 
ckiimisbeis, who oecupied the heights in our immediate pio\imitj In the 
meantime the enemy ciossed about foity sepoys lower down opposite then 
mam position, who attacked the cavaliy, one-half of the latter fell back on 
the boats cmering the camels, our iiding horses, &c, &c , the other half 
wheeled right and left, fell back and advanced and kept tliem in check till we 
sent twelve of the SiUis and about twciiti of the new levies to support them, 
and those very soon diovo the scpojs back acioss the nvci with a loss of 
eleven men whilst this was taking place, Lieutenant Sherriff, mjself, and 
Seijeant Purcell witli the rest of the force, tiz , ten of the 2nd Punjab Infantry 
and fifty of the new leiios, advanced in skiimisliing older along the ii\er bank, 
and the heights coieiing the bank Lieutenant Sherill’s anangeraents wcio 
admiiable, and ho so led us that after drning tlie enemj fiom crag after crag, 
and moorcha after nioorcha, ho and Ins men lorced the uai of the main posi- 
tion, while the attention ol the enemy was engaged in front by the now levies, 
some ol the sepoys fouglit dcspoiately (Sherriff killed a havildar m hand to hand 
fight), hut they weic soon oveipowciod, and tlie mam body lied in utter con- 
fusion, leaving sit gun®, wall pieces, papeis, plundei, (Lc While wo were 
engaged on land, Mr .Maconocluc, Dr Sheetr, and Serjeant Edmonds hrouglit 
up the boats also to a certain oTteiit diverting the eneinj’s attention, hut the 
attack of tlie infantiy was so lapidly made good tlint our two light guns on 
hoaid the boats never had occasion to open, as Lieutenant Shciiift liad ai- 
langed tint they should m support of the land attack The opeiatioii was 
most successful, gicat as the disadvantages weic with which we had to con- 
tend Tlie victoiy was complotc, the whole force behaved admirably, hut tho 
men of the 2iid Punjab Inlantiy especially displaced the gieatcst gallantrv, 
and a liavildai of my new levies distinguished liimself much, about seventy 
sepoys weie killed on the light bank, eleven on the otlici, w liereas we had 
only one sowai and two sepoys wounded, and one lioise killed. 


APPENDIX XlII 
E-rlract as aboic 

May l&lli — Colonel Biddell was desnous of having the sfanding encamp- 
ment of the enemy (winch was on the other side of the Jumna) burnt, as also one 
Ol tw o villages ncai the same, winch appeared also to affoi d shelter to, and havo 
been frequented by, the mutmeeis Tins ho ordered to be done by Lieutenant 
Slieiiiff’s detachment of the 2Dd Punjab Infantry, and the three companies of 
my new mfantiy levies, suppoited by a company ol 3id Einopcans. Accoidingly 
at daylight the said company having niaiclied to the liver bank. Lieutenant 
Sheinff and myself crossed our men, Seijeants Purcell and Edmonds of tho 
levies accompanying On landing 1 was met by scouts, who mfoimed me that 
the enemy, some 2,000 stiong, vveie about one-half miles inland, and thcicforo 
scarcely half a mile fiom the furthest village which Colonel Biddell had pointed 
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out for destruction to Lieutenant Sheriiff I therefore leturned to report this 
to Colonel Riddell in the boats that weie going back foi the Europeans , on 
healing the news he said that he still wished us to proceed, but that he had 
rathei not send any Euiopeans with us, though he himself would go up to a 
veiy high place from winch he could see the country we weie to tiaveise, and 
that if he saw any movement of the enemy, he would fire tluee muskets in suc- 
cession I theiefore le-crossed and joined my men , we advanced in sknmishing 
oidei, and in about an houi had completed oui task, when some of the enemy’s 
cavaliy (about 100), supeibly mounted, came galloping down on us, we fell 
back slowly for some little distance till we had got our line into broken giound 
full of shoitKeekui tiees, then Lieutenant Siieiriff and myself with thirty 
iiflemen lan forward to within 160 or 200 yards of the cavalry and opened on 
them I am happy to say I knocked ovei a swell in gold and red who was 
leading, and thiee moie saddles ivere emptied They behaved well , some of 
them dismounted and picked up their dead and uounded, and they moved 
slowly otF, as ue were falling back I caught sight of a line of perhaps 100 
bayonets glittering just above tlie ciest of the plateau on our left (as we weie 
falling back facing the enemy), showing that some of tlie infantry were try- 
ing to get lound us and cut us off from the boats Lieutenant Sheriiff then 
extended oui line in that diiection, our left (we still falling back touaids the 
river facing the enemy) becoming at once engaged ; as ue fell back veiy slowly 
the enemy showed all along our front, and filing became general flora right 
to left. Nothing could be more admirable than the behaviour of the men , 
the enemy could not have numbered less than 600 regular infantiy and 1,000 
Bundookchees On the southern side of the iivei theie is a belt of level sand 
about 600 yards wide before the country uses , uhenwe reached the edge of 
this, we diew up our men in light infantry order along the ciest of the broken 
giound, intending to let the enemy get pretty close up uitli their gun, which 
they had opened in the distance, and then to chaige, take it, and disperse 
them ; we sounded for suppoits to doubleup, and saw a company of Euro- 
peans embarked, landed, and draun up in our side of the iivei Tiien the 
bugles sounded our recall , we thought it a mistake abandoning a very strong 
position, but concluding that we weie intended to unite with the Europeans 
and turn the enemy’s flank, instead of attacking the centre, as we should have 
been compelled to do fiom the position wo held, fell back very slowly in 
skiimishiug order to the water’s edge TVe weie not little astonished, when 
still about 200 yards distant from the iivcr, to see the Europeans quietly 
re-embaik, so that uhen we did get down we found ourselves without boats, 
uitbout a particle of covei, exposed to a very heavy, though distant, fiie from 
rifles, muskets, matchlocks, and one gun The men were veiy angiy but perfectly 
steady, and the fire that we kept up, and that Lieutenant Angelo on liis own 
motion, opened from one of mv light guns (in a boat moored in the opposite 
Bide), soon after taken up by Major "Walcot vith a 9-pounder Royal Aitil- 
lery, kept them in check, and the boats arrived and we le-embarked all the 
paity in perfect order, with only my Serjeant-Major of Aitillery wounded (in 
the head with a rifle bullet), one of my infantry ditto, and one of the 2nd 
Punjab Infantry bheestees slightly wounded. 


APPENDIX XIV 
Extract as above 

May 19i!A — The enemy have fired at intervals (they have now got two 
guns) duiing the whole niglit and day at tis, or rathei at that portion of the 
force near the rivei bank, for, as Colonel Riddell deemed it inexpedient 
(though he has now, w'lth the Honorable Major Bourke’s detachment and 
mine, 650 European Infantry, 300 Sikh Infantiy, 160 Local Infantiy, 600 
Cavalry, three 9-poundeis, one 2di-pound howitzei, one 12-poundei carionade, 
thiee 3-pounders, about sixty Europeans, and fifty native artillerymen) to 
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attack tlie enemy, I saw no advantage to be gained by sitting in tbe boats, to 
be fired at, day and night, and moved with my cavalry, artillery and part of 
the infantry away neaiei towards Orcyab, though not till I had one boise and 
a bheesty killed One Imndied of my infiintiy I left, at Colonel lliddelVs 
request, to guard the boats I don’t known bat may bo the ultimate results of 
our exemplary patience, but at pi csent tbe nhole countiy round about, and 
especially the enemv, u ho look us up every half hour or so \i itli a round shot 
(such padjy mangy little shots too), and half a scoie of riflo bullets, consider 
that they have completely licked and coned our ivliole force. 

May — Enemy have three little guns now, but aie short of shot I 

fancy, they fired muskets, &c , as usual, but treated us veij sparingly to shot; 
no one lolled oi wounded during the course of the day The men are pretty 
well under cover, and keep toleiably close. 

May 22«ff — Tilings much as usual , enemy made a most desperate demon- 
stration, blew bugles, beat di urns, fired an.ay tlieir guns in great stj'le, anum- 
bei came skirmishing up to the banks ol the rner, firing smartly for some 
hours, no body lilt 

May 2Zrd — Enemy rabidly active all tbe morning, fired some four or five 
rounds of round sliot, and sonic 500 lounds of musketry Kept the firo up all 
day, towards evening one of the 2nd Punjab Infantry was slightly uounded 
in the head by a stiay bullet, which had first perforated the cap and pugrec 
of one of the 3rd Euiopcans.

May 2o(h — At about noon some 3,000 rabble, mutineers, Bundookclier s, 
men, women, and children, witli a great number of elepliants, reported lan- 
ously at from thirty to fifty, ciossed the Jumna at Bicjulpoor , they weio 
obviously flying from Caipcc, weie foot sore, huiigrj and utterly disorgnnwcd , 
they W'erc making for tlic Ganges, they had fom small guns on four of the 
elephants Colonel Riddell considcicd that wc could not move any part of 
the force at picsent, so they got pretty well off, though hero and there the 
villagers have plundered a few of thou tatoos loaded with odds and ends, a 
few cattle, &c They called tliemsehes the Nana’s array 

Colonel Riddell says that if I withdiaw with my locals from here, to attack 
and expel the rebels at Rooi 00 or elsewhere, lie must sink the boats, ns be 
considers tbe presence of a large police force here requisite for then safety. 


APPENDIX XVI 

Exiractfrom Mr G E Eanc(fs (OJfg Magislratc of Elatoah) oflctal dtarg 

' Testeudat morning, the lltli of Julv, beard that the rebels had an-am 
crossed to the number of about 600, and were going along tbe lavines in°tlie 
Oreyah direction Sent out sowais to watch them, and leinfoiced the Oreyah 
detachment with 60 sowars About 2 r M , heaid that Bunkut Sing with about 
twenty-five men w'as in the village of Singanpoor on the edge of the ravines 
Eieutenant Eorbes and I went on wnth fifty sowars with tbe hope of bein" 
able to cut them off fiom the ravines. Lieutenant Giabam following us as fasl; 
as he could with sixty of tbe Infantry Levies On reaching Ramnuggur, a Goojur 
Tillage destroyed by Mr Hume, we found it occupied by the lebels in force 
and weie met with a heavy and not ill dnected file, and w-ere foiced to luth- 
draw the cavalry till the ariival of the infantiy. 1 then took caialiy lound 
to the other side of the village to distiact their attention, and cut up any 
that ciossed in that direction, while Eorbes and Graham attacked with in- 
fantiy, ciossing a ravine charged the village and dimng them out follow ed 
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them some distance into the large ravines bordeiing on the Jumna. The heat 
being excessive we returned to Kamnuggur intending to maich back in the 
evening 

Subsequently the lebels returned with a much larger foice, and duving 
in our pickets attempted to lecaptuie the village They weie allowed to 
advance through the lavines to within bundled yards when our infantiy chaiged 
them 5 and then, extending into skiimishing 01 del, diove them back to near 
the banks of the Jumna In those two affaiis we lost one sepoy killed and 
one dismounted sowai wounded, both those casualties occuiied in hand to 
hand conflicts The loss of the enemy was fifteen oi sixteen The infantiy 
were piincipally engaged and behaved extiemely well, the ground being very 
difficult, and being opposed to 250 oi 300 men well aimed with muskets, the 
half of them being Gwalioi lebel sepoys

August lOtli Mohewa — On the 7th the Thanadar, with a few sowars and 
buikundazes, went down to Tataipoor, Joheka notoiiously disaffeeted villages, 
to enquire into some old boat plundering cases, the villageis must have sent 
information to Barbee of his aiiival, foi on his leturn he was intercepted by 
a small body of rebels who attacked his paity and killed two buikundazes 
I received the information on the moining of yesteiday, and immediately 
maiched out with 200 infantry, 100 sowais, and guns, but met with no rebels 
who had recrossed the rivei in the night There was a lebel boat opposite 
this, which we tried to captuie by sending across mallahs on gwras’ under 
the fire of our guns , but, on arriving close to the boat, it was found to be occu- 
pied by armedmen, who, together with some sepoys on the bank, opened a 
sharp file and prevented the mallahs bringing it over 

AugiistHth — Took two boats at Joheka and brought up to Tatarpoor, 
which IS at the junction of the EToaree Nuddee, crossed over 200 infantiy 
under a heavy fire of musketiy, and matchlocks to the light bank of the 
Koaree Nuddee, the villages of which w'ere friendly, maiched up that side to 
a point above the place wlieie tliiee boats were fastened, and then occupied 
and captured the boats, all of which had been plundered, and were in the 
possession of rebel sepoys The infantiy weie disembarked and marched 
down the left bank to the village of Guiiea at the point of junction of the 
two rivers, in which there was a stiong pukka temple which had been held 
for several months by the rebels It was found to be deseited they had left, 
the place, and in it was found a large quantity of plundered Euiopean property 
that they had taken out of boats, such as crockery, dresses, furniture, also 
several matchlocks, swords, and some powder — the five boats were brought up 
to Mohewa in the night. 


APPENDIX XVIII 
Extract as above 

About noon of the 13th received information that a Luge body of rebels 
had crossed the Chumbal, and about 3 pm Jieaid that they were within a 
short distance of Neemree, Lieutenant Porbes immediately got the men ready 
and sent them down to the iiver, as we had not intended to remain at Neemree 
that night. Lieutenant Poibes with the pickets was almost overtaken before 
he reached the bank, the rebels coming down very fast uith about thirty 
sowars in advance, hundred men were on the sand waiting to embaik, and on 
le-joinmg them Lieutenant Porbes advanced to the high bank and took up a 
position The rebels advanced from all sides, and at one time almost sur- 
rounded them After sharp firing foi moie than an hour, the rebels advanced 
to a garden about 160 yards in front of our men, and on another company 
being sent from this side, Lieutenant Poibes attacked it and drove them out,

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pursuing them for some distance After tins they made no stand, their fire 
slackened, and eventually ceased. We then sent over boats and brought the 
men back Mi Maconochie worked the aitilleiy from the left bank, and till 
daikkept up a heavy hie, sending some well diiected shots amongst the rebels, 
one of which killed a sowar , although the enemy could not have been less 
than 400, owing to Lieutenant Porbes’ admiiable aiiangements, we had no 
casualty 


APPENDIX XIX 
Extract as above. 

On the 27th August we left Etawali with Lieutenant Gordon’s Sappers, 
fifty Sikhs Agia Police Eattahon, 100 Mynpoorie Levies, two 3-pounders 
Etawah Battery, and one 18-poundei caironade, as we anticipated con- 
siderable opposition, all the merchant boats and the one in which was a European 
woman and hei childien were left behind On passing Kutureea Ghat, about 
IJ miles from Chukker Nuggur, we were stoutly opposed by Niiunjun Sing 
and his men, many of whom were sepoys As it was neaily daik Lieutenant 
Eorbes thought it better not to land and attack them, so we foiced our way 
down replying to the enemy’s file with oui guns only We had one artillery- 
man dangeiously woundedinthe head On reaching Duleep Nuggur, where we 
remained foi the night, Lieutenant Allan, with 260 Etawah Infantry, joined us 

The next morning, the 28th, we started at daylight for Bhurree the whole 
way down, we met with veiy gieat opposition from Niiunjun Sing’s force, 
who followed us down the iivei, keeping up a heavy fire. On reaching Guiha 
Basdai, a strong position on the banks of tlie iiver about tliiee miles from 
Bhuiree, and consideied by Roop Sing the key of his position, we found 
nearly the whole of his force with one small gun ready to resist us, we imme- 
diately opened upon them with considerable effect fiom the 18-pounder 
and Lieutenants Eoibes and Allan and myself with the Sikhs and Etawah 
Levies landing, drove them fiom then position, chased them through the 
ravines, killing one of then leaders, Domrao Sing, and about twenty-five men, 
and captured the gun-cai riage , they, however, managed to carry off the gun 
We then re-embarked and dropped down to Golianee, a village opposite Bhurree 
on the left bank of the river, where we were joined by the remainder of the 
Etawah Levies under Lieutenant Giabam and Mr Maconochie We then 
crossed the river, but found the fort had been evacuated, in which large supplies 
of grain, ammunition, &c , weie discovered Mr Collet, District Engineer, 
East Indian Railway, was, I regret to say, severely wounded, also two men of 
the Etawah Levies On the 29tii Lieutenant Graham, with the Sikhs and some 
of the levies, started to clear the Jumna on the Joheka direction of all boats, 
he returned on the 31st having completely effected this without opposition ; 
the same day Lieutenants Allan and Gordon and Mi Maconochie started 
with a strong force of infantry and two guns to bring down six boats Roop 
Sing had collected opposite the village of Muhawa Soonder on the Ghumbul 
The expedition met with considerable opposition, the rebels lining the heights 
and keeping up a sharp fire of musketiy, on coming, however, opposite the 
boats, the infantry crossed under cover of the guns, drove them out of their 
position, and carried off the boats We had one man slightly wounded, the 
enemy bad fifteen men killed by shell fiom the 18-pounder alone, and 
lost many moie, the party returned the same night to Bhuree with the boats 


APPENDIX XX 

Exit act of a letter from tlie Oficiating ^Magistrate of Etaioali to the Officiating Secretary to the 
Government, North-IF istein Pi evinces, dated Etawtth, \Wt June 1858 

I HASTEN to report tliat Lieutenant Span of the Canal had just this 
morning come in from the Cawnpooi district He was stationed at Ghuiatee 
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on the Jumna, the terminus of the Etawah Branch Ganges Canal, distant 
about ninety miles fiom heie On the 6th it became known that the jail at 
Cawnpoor had been broken open, and the piisoneis released, as if by a pre- 
concerted signal, the foimer propiietors all over the distiict Tose en masse, 
and dispossessed or attempted to dispossess the present incumbents Budmasli 
villages turned out their 2, 3, or 400 bundookchees , and looted every other 
village not strong enougli to resist them, and all travellers as a matter of 
course After a time his chupprassies and guard mutineed, at least refused 
to fight, and people made arrangements for attacking him , warned of this by 
some of his canal friends, and finding himself alone in a scene of indescrib- 
able anarchy, in which neithei the person or property of any human being 
was respected for a moment, he started by the canal for Etawah Through- 
out he had the gratification of meeting with the most unbounded hospitality 
and kindness from eveiy Zemindar of any consideration along the line of the 
canal. Eighting hard amongst themselves in the Cawnpooi district no doubt 
they were, but even when he passed between bands of armedmen fighting 
with each other, the Zemindars were civil and kind to him, and every man, 
that had the means of so domg, offered to protect him in his fort. He also 
says that the moment he entered this district he found perfect peace prevail- 
ing eveiywhere, and one native gentleman, Kour Laik Sing, simply on his 
requisition for assistance to proceed to me, sent him his factor, and a guard of 
foui sowars and forty bundookchees The same Zemindar, the day betoie on 
hearing of the ai rival of the sowars at Beylah, had sent off atonce 200 
bundookchees towards the Tehseel

When, however, the scheme was promulgated, Rao Juswant Rao declined the 
office , lie said he would help Ishuiee Peishaud as much as he could, but would 
not himself undertake the management Ishuiee Peishaud declined interfering 
beyond his pergunnali, and pointed out that Zolii Sing had already ably 
managed Etawah , moieover, Chatter Sing had in tlie interim committed 
himself, his offi nee uas only fighting some of his neighbours, but still he had 
become a paitizan, and was unfit to be a ruler , I therefore modified the scheme, 
which in piactice was as follows —

Nariative of my opeiations befoie leaving the district of Etah 

2 Ml Hall was the Assistant in the Etah district There was at that 
time no uncovenanted Deputy Collector, either native

3 News of the outbieak at Meerut and the occupation of Delhi by the 
First news of the mutiny and pro rebels leaclied me about the 18th of May The 
cautions talon Toad chou kces Were doubled, Jemadars appointed, 

and other precautions taken to procuie intelligence, and arrest suspicious strag- 
glers, which, it perhaps, is not necessaiy now to dwell on Daily communica- 
cation was opened n ith Allygurh, Mynpoory, Agra, and Eun uckabad All 
Zemindars of influence and character w’Pie written to, or verbally warned, that 
they were to exert themselves to the utmost to keep the country quiet, and to 
give the earliest intimation of any attempt at outbreak or disorder on the part 
of the villages Almost all the treasure, leaving only a sum for ordinary ex- 
penses, was sent to Mynpoory 

4. On the 21st of May no communication was received fiom Allyguih 

Ouftrcat nt Ailyguri. on tt,e 21 st the Same day, about 10 B M , Jumshei f man, 
jiny, nnd nppronoii of tiio mutineers , Jemadar of oue of the load cliowlcees, about ten 
arrival and departure of, ic miles fiom Etali ou the Allyguih Side, canie to my 

house and lepoited as follows He had observed a laige body of sepoys mai oil- 
ing down the road, and had joined them in the hope of learning then inten- 
tions, he had discovered that the troops at Allyguih had broken out into 
open mutiny, that their ofliceis had gone to Agia, and that the mam body of 
the regiment had started for Delhi Tins body of men weie on their way to 
wain the companies of the same regiment, which weie on detached duty at 
Mynpoory and Etah In a few minutes he was called for by the Havildar, or 
Soubadar, who commanded This peison joined us, and confiimed m full the 
story befoie told by Jumsheie Khan, after some more conversation, I dis- 
missed him The whole body ultimately left Etah eaily in the moining with- 
out making any disturbance 

6 I immediately despatched a camel sowai with a note by a bye-road 
Wnming sent to Mynpoory and to Wain the Magistrates of Mynpoory and Etawah. 

This he succeeded in doing 


6 It was nearly certain that the detachment at Mynpoory and Etawah 
,, , , , , would use at the news of the* mutiny of the head- 

quaiteis ot the regiment, and quite ceitam that, 
if they did so, they would march via Etah aud Allyguih to Delhi, thereby 
avoiding the hostile foit of Agra, they might be expected the next day, the 
22nd, 01 the day after It was, theiefore, necessaiy foi me to consider the 
course I should take There was veiy little money in the Tebseoleo Tieasuiy 
(tliei e was no Suddei Treasury at Etaii) There weie about twenty-five Nujeebs 
at the jail, but these men had displayed a veiy unsatisfactoiy disposition for 
several dajs, murmuring foi airears of pay, which they falsely said weie owing 
to them Tlierc was no place of strength whence I could expect to offer resist- 
ance with any hope of success I theiefoie determined to leave tlie station at 
the approach of the mutineeis from Mynpooiy, and if possible to return after 
then passage through 
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Disorder of tlie country 


V On tlie night of the 22ncl, word was brought to me that the detach- 
Wurning of mutineers’ nppronch “^nt ft om MynpooiyT joined With that fiom Eta- 
My dep-irture from Etab, and nrniai wall, had leached Mulhiwun, ahout fouiteen miles 
ntBiiram w'lieie they had halted At about 5 am, on 

the 23id, they aiiived at Etah, and I left it simultaneously My escort con- 
sisted of eight sowais I halted about eight miles off at the village of Nudiaee, 
and theie waited foi tidings About 3 P m tliese were brought me by Jum- 
sheie Khan that all public buildings and rav own house had been burnt and 
entirely looted, that the Raia had taken no measuies to preseive oidei, that 
the gunj had been looted, and all was anaichy Heaiing this I continued on 
my way, and leached Biham, the residence of Lahoiee Mull, and his younger 
biothei, Dil^ookh Rae, wluthei Mr Ilall had gone before eaily in the morning 
I was most hospitably received by these gentlemen , the lattei of whom is well 
known to you, the foimei is since dead I desiie heie to lecoid my sense of 
llie loyal conduct of both, and to expiess a hope that such lewaid as might 
have been deemed fit foi Lahoiee Mull be now given to his son, Kashmeeree 
Mull, who has long been known to me, and is now in the service of the Gw’alior 
Government The remainder of this Naiiative would be more conveniently 
aiianged by dates 

May — The countiy was in great disoidei , all the roads were swarm- 

ing with looteis, and Kasgunj was lepoited as 
thicatened 1 sent the Jemadar of sowars out to 
collect as many sowais as he could of the police, and as many as he could 
trust fiom villages 

May 'iXitli — The Jeinadai letuined ahout 7 am with fifteen sowais, mak- 
I collect sounrsnmi go to Knsgunj I"? tweuty-two lu all including myself After 
Hft\o a light ujtb dftcoits Eotnrn to being dccoved by a false alai m in otliei direction, 

I reached Kasgunj Mi Hall remained at Bilram 
I found that a body of plundeiers had already made an attack on Kasgunj, 
and were said to be meditating another , this news w’as being told us at the Bara 
Dunee, a large building, wheie the four bioad stiaight loads, intersecting 
Kasgunj, meet ‘While thus engaged, a ciy was raised that the “Bulwa” was 
returning I saw a compact body of men advancing up tlie street, filling it 
fiom side to side, the first rank maichingin order, dressed in a kind of unifoim 
with cioss-belts, and carrying some guns, some latties held as muskets the whole 
could not he less than 500 men As soon as they saw us, there was some hesi- 
tation apparent, on which calling on the sow’ais to follow’, I and the jemadai 
chaiged them They fired some shots as Ave advanced, but broke beloie we 
leached them, and the wdioh body took to flight We followed foi some distance 
outside the town, and killed many, but the ground w’as difficult foi following 
dispersed footmen, and we weie too small a body to sepaiate far Indeed, Avith 
the exception of the jemadar and tw'o other sowars, the rest showed little 
inclination to get foi ward On this occasion the jemadai behaved Avith un- 
doubted gallantly I saw him kill twm men The two sow’ais who also dis- 
tinguished themselves, were Mahomed Alee and Jeioun Beg They accom- 
panied me afteiwaidsto Agia, but I do not know how’ they have since behaved 
I legiet tliat the subsequent conduct of tlie jemadai Avas such tliat I cannot 
now lecommend him foi leAvaid We counted the killed at ten peisons, among 
whom one was a Zeinmdai of a neighbouring village Tavo piisoners Aveie 
also taken, Avho weie piesently hung Soon alter this, I Avas ]oined by the 

Kazii, Nuzuraoodeen Hydei , the Tehseeldai of 
Etah, Daoui Alee, the Daiogah of the Etah Jail, 
Shah Zaman Khan , the Peshkar of the Etah Tehseelee, Eerok Shah Khan 
With about ten of the Jail Nujeebs and some buikundazes tliey had left Etah, 
haA’ing met with no peisonal ill-tieatment fiom the Bajah, but tliey had found 
him suiiounded by a crow'd of blackguards, whom he was unable, oi did not 
care to control, and they had been in feai of being plundered themselves I 
ascei tamed personally that the plunderers had entiiely dispersed fiom the 
neighbourhood of Kasgunj, and then returned to Bilram. Tlie Tehseeldai of 
Etah also came to Biliam Avith his family. 


I am joined by Etab ofEcinls 
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May 26i!7i — Oonsideung jt necessary m eveiy lespect to piotect the town 
Irctnrn to Kosgunj and cstabi.h of Kusgunj from pjunder, I left Bihara and estab- 
myself there lislied mysclf at the Tehseelee of Kasgunj Wo 

heard to-day of a dacoity committed in the town of Soion, in \ihich the 
Tliannahdai had been wounded All night patrols, and constant watchfulness, 
were maintained There weie continual alarms through the night, but all 
groundless 

May Tlth — This day the Nujeehs weie murmuiing among themselves. 
Insuhord.nat.on conduct of the Ku Tlie sowais too, as I was informed, were much 
jeehsnnd sonars discoutented. Saying it was not their duty to fight; 

all excepting the Jemadai, a sowai named Ohoonnee Singh, and the two 
sowars whose names weie mentioned befoie On the night watcli I fiequently 
found the sowar sentries absent fiom then post, and peiceived a gcneial tone 
of insuboidination, and lesistance to authoiity. 

May 28th — Undei the circumstances above detailed, I determined to leave 
Kasgunj foi Budaon, hoping to pioeuie fiom Baieilly the assistance of some 
sowais of the Iiiegulai Cavalry there stationed I xeached Subawur by the 


May 2Qth — I left Mr Hall at Suliawur and reached Budaon, tiavelling 
I proceed to Budaon to get help on horseback Despatched an expiess to the Oom- 
from Bareilly missioner of B-ohillchund at Bareilly for assistance 

May 80th — Answer returned from Mi Alexander that absolutely no such 

assistance must be expected fiom Baieilly I re- 
Am refused ceivcd a note fiom a zemindar of Etah, stating 

that Ml Biamly had ariived at Putteealee with a laige body of troops 


June 1st — I started foi Putteealee by daybreak At starting we heard 
Kotnru to Puttooaico, nhcro I find that the tioops at Baieilly had mutinied On reach- 
Mr Bramiy mg Puttecdleo, I met Mr Biamly, who was ac- 

companied by sixty Iiregulu sowais on leave, belonging to different regiments, 
collected fiom the Euiiuckabad distiict, and under the command ot an old 
B-esildai, named Amir Khan Mi Biamly informed me of the tragedy in 
which Captain Eletcbei Hayes and other ofdceis had met their death at the 
hands of the 7th Irregular Cavalry. This was discoui aging us it gieatly 
shook oui faith in the loyalty of the sowars who accompanied Mr Biamly 


June 2nd — We weie joined by Mi Edwaids, Collector of Budaon, Mr 
„ , Gibson, Customs Patiol, and Mr Donnelly and 

r wuK joins U8 Indigo Planters, all from Budaon They 

reported that the detachment of Native Infantry had plundered the treasury 
of Budaon, and that fiom the presence of some Irregular sowars, they in- 
feiied that their regiment had joined in the mutiny I established commu- 
nication by sowar dhk with Futtehguih Mi Edwards’ Sikh servant begged 
his master not to place confidence in the Iiiegulai sowais, that they had heard 
some of them speaking approvingly of the conduct of the murderers of Cap- 
tain Hayes I sent expresses to hasten Mi Hall’s jouinev fiom Suhawur to 
Putteealee, two days before All the Bunyahs of Gunj Doondwmira, a large 

Plunder of Gunj Doond.rarra Wealthy Village, had been Utterly looted 

by connivance of the Zemindar, a Mahomedan To- 
day a vast mob of Hindoos, Thakoors, Jat, and Aheeis collected, and com- 
pletely looted the Zemindai in revenge for his conduct The sowar who biouo-bt 
a ddk fiom Euiiuckabad, reported that he had escaped with gieat difficulty 
from the villagers on his load In the night some of our Iiiegular sowais 
were found in the act of going off without previous leave ° 


June Zrd — Joined eaily in the morning by Mi Hall from Suhawur 
Joined by Mr Hall Ncws from acioss the Ganges that the King of 

the Delhi s Kaj had been proclaimed on Budaon 
and Bareilly. We held a council, and agreed that to stay in the distiict 
without means of coercing the rebellions, or of protecting ouiselves, was futile 
We therefoie resolved to make for Mynpoory, and fiora thence to be guided by 
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circumstances as to pi oceeding to Agra 01 not. About 4 pm I received an 
. anonymous note fiom Kas^uni, stating that a laige 

body ot lebel sepoys had arnved at Kasgunj tliat 
morning, that they had enquiiedif any Euiopean were neai, and would march 
to Putteealee early in the afternoon This note ■nas, as I afterwaids ascei- 
„ , „ tamed, sent by Soonduisun Clioube of Kasguni. 

epart or ynpoory tlieiefoie lost no time in stalling, rnaiched 

all niglit, and arrivod at a vill ige called Boopdhunee, about thiee miles tiom 
tlie Giand Tiunk Hoad at Kerowlee, belonging to Naiain Singli, Aheei, about 
3 A M , in u hose guiiee we stayed till daybreak. 


June 4ith — We sent out scouts to ascertain whether all was clear in front. 

We turned bacLbv rebel sowars and Tlicy letumed With the disagiecable news that tlie 
reach Putteeiee 1 oad WAS occupied by a legimcnt of sowars, uho 

had mutinied at Lucknow, and who neie going to Delia the place ne were 
in was too close to such neighbours We therefoie staited back lo Putteealee, 
naiiowly escaping a body ol sepovs on our wav, who had encamped halt-way 
between Kasgunj and Allygunj We reached Putteealee by the evening 


Mr Edwards leaves us 


June 5th — This moining Mr Edwards, and the other gentlemen who 

joined us from Budaon, detei mined on leaving us, 
and making foi IS’ynee Tal across Budaon They 
said we weie altogether too laige a party to go thiough the country undis- 
coveied They accordingly started for Kadei gunge, where they however le- 
ceived such accounts of the state of the country, the othei side of the Ganges, 
that they changed their minds and made foi Euttehgurh, wheie they airived 
after the loss of one of their paity. We on our part dismissed the sowars, 
Mr Bramly had bi ought, to their homes I then determined to make for 
Agia by anothei route, we accordingly maicbed to Suhawur, the property of 

Ohowdree Mahomed Alee Khan, where Mr Hall 
ercaci u awur had Stayed before I cannot say that Ins welcome 

was yeiy coidial , but I feel indebted to him for the shelter lie gave my servants 
and some propeity for many months I undei stand he has since been shot for 
tieason Oui paity then consisted of Mr Bramly, Mr Hall, and myself, 
the Jemadar, and about ten sowais. 


We roach Manota 


June 6lh — We staited from Suhawur early, and ciossmg tlie Karee 

Nuddee, made for Maluera On the way we halted 
at Manota, a guriee belonging to Mr William 
Gaidencr, an English gentleman There we aseei tamed that there was a large 
body of sepoys and sowais at Slahreia Mr Gaidenei only two days befoie 
had been attacked by a body of sepoys, and had repulsed them, killing one 
We theiefore halted at Manota. 

Jtme 7th — Remained at Manota to learn the moyements of these sowais 
1 Having ascertained their depaiture, we started for 

Awah, a strong fort, belonging to the Rajah of 
Awah On the way being overtaken by a sandstoirn, we got separated, and 
the Jemadar deserted, taking my gun with him We were very hospitably 
received by the Rajah, and lodged in his fort 


Jime Sth and 2th — After travelling all day and all night, we ariived at 
Agra Agia early in the morning of the 9th of June 

I now have the honor to bring to the notice of Government the good 
services rendeied by the following persons. Zemindars, and othei s — 

1 Jtmshere Khan, Jemadai, was the first to warn me of the approach 
of tlie sepoys It is true their intentions were not hostile, but that was by no 
means ceitam, when he gave me the information He aftei wards joined me at 
Biliara, and stayed with me the whole time I was in the district , but bavidg 
met wuth an accident, whicli lamed him, went to his home, wheie he stayed 
in a disabled state till December, wdien he came to Agra, where lie is now 
employed Duimg his absence with the sepoys, his whole pioperty was stolen 
A as 
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by anotbei buikundaz I have entered his name m the list of those who have 
done good seivice to Government 

2 Lahoree Mull and Dilsoolch Bae Besides tlie shelter and protection 
so readily given to Mr Hall and myself, Davui Alee, the Teiiseeldar of Etab, 
found a secure asylum in their house from May to October, when the advance 
of the Nawab of Euriuckabad’s troops forced both the Teiiseeldar and Dilsookh 
Bae to abandon their home and take lefuge in Allygurh Lahoree Mull was 
then just dead, but I trust tliat such reward as would have been deemed 
suitable foi him, may be given to bis son Lalioiee Mull was the elder bro- 
ther, and though the important services afterwards lendeied by Dilsookh Eae 
has a little thrown his into the shade, they should not be forgotten 

3 Vavur Alee, Tehseeldai of Etah This officei’s behaviour I consider 
to have been of a nature meriting the marked appioval of the Government. 
When he was forced to leave the Town of Etah, he stayed in the house of La- 
horee Mull and Dilsookh Rae, about five miles fiom Easgunj His endeavours 
were constant and zealous to maintain order, and affoid protection to that im- 
portant town In his efforts to do so, he subjected himself to great personal 
risk, and had several nariow escapes of his life He kept up a constant com- 
munication between Agia, and by his means nitli those legally disposed in the 
adjacent parts , and gave much valuable information as to the movements of 
the rebels He did not leave the district till the advance of the Hanab of 
Eurruckabad forced himself and Dilsookh Rae to fall back on Allyguih 

4 Bughuns Sahai, Teiiseeldar of Allygunj This oflicei likewise has dis- 
tinguished himself He is a Kayut by caste, and tiie last person appaiently 
to deal with warlike arrangements , but after I had left the district he remain- 
ed at his post, and succeeded in repulsing one if not two attacks on the Teh- 
seelee fiom insurgent villagers He remained thus till the advance of the 
Hawab fiom Fuiiuckabad, when in despair at any other means of pieseiving 
the records of the Government, he took seivice with that lebel, at the same 
time informing me by an anonymous and mysteiious note, of his conduct and 
the reasons which actuated him Subsiquently, I think about January, he 
was suspected by the Nawab of double-dealing, and put under restraint, fiom 
which he escaped with great difficulty to Agra The exact circumstances of 
his conduct are better known to Mi Cocks, who w'as Special Commissioner at 
Etah, than to me, none of tliem having occurred under my own obsei ration 

6 Birthee Smg, the Bajah of Atoah, received us with as great respect 
and politeness as had he would have done before the disturbances. It is hard- 
ly necessary to observe furthei on this topic The eminent services and un- 
changing loyalty of the Rajah are so w’ell known, that the meie shelter of 
officers lor a night can add but little to bis claims on Government 

6 Chouhe Soondu7 sim Bass, and his father Bugnath Bass, were wealthy 
Sowkdis of Kasgunj I had long been well acquainted with them. After my 
depaituie from Kasgunj they did tlieir very best to maintain ordei and security 
in the town Soonduisun Dass sent me the anonvmous letter alluded to in 
paiagiaph 10, dated 3rd June, and since my anival at Agra, sent constant 
and accurate intelligence of the doings of the rebels at Euttehguih Tliey 
were both obliged to flv when the rebels reached Kasgunj, and came to A^ia 
The cldei, Rugnatli Dass, since died , but the youngei, Soonduisun Dass, °has 
a strong claim on the Government for his unswerving loyalty

On May 23id, Mr Phillipps, the Magistrate of the district, aftei the 
station of Etah had been plundered by the sepoys, left foi Kasgunj He 
stayed foui or five days in Bilram w'lth Dilsookh Rae, the Zemindar. Whilst 
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an Bilraroj Rung Bahadooi, Chela of Dumber Sing, the Etah Rajah, plundeied 
what was left by the sepoys m Etah, and the houses and public buildings 
with the recoids were at this time destioyed. He was assisted m this by the 
Sadbs of a village adjoining the station 

2 On June 20th Dumber Sing began to collect xevenue, having set 
himself up as a Rajih independent ot the British Government. 

3 On June 16th Ball Ruttun Singh, Suiburakai of the estates of the 
Rojali of Rujoi, went to SucKeet, having usuiped an illegal authority, and 
in all tlie paits of the countiy where the Rajah of Rujoi’s influence extended, 
collected levenue from tlie Zemindars and lyots, enforcing liis claims by dig- 
ging down the houses of those who refused payment, hanging them up by the 
heels, and vaiious othei coeicive measuies Dooijun Sing, a biothei of Tej 
Sing, the Ulynpooiy Rajah, heie came to his aid with neaily 600 followeis, 
and in the middle of August they went to Manikpoor and burnt and plundei- 
ed It 

4i In the end of July, Hussan Muza came as Tehseeldar on the part of 
the Kawab of Euiiuckabad to Allygunj, and took the Tehseelee records under 
his piotection. About the 15th of July Azeernoollah Khan, who had been 
dismissed fiom his office of Thannahdai by Mr Biamly in June for refusing to 
stay m Putteealee, the head-quaiteis of his “illaqua,” came there as Thannahdar 
foi the Nauab of Euttehgurh In August, Asad All Khan, the Zemindai of 
Saiaval, came to Kasgunj, where he was appointed Tehseeldai by the Nawab 
of Euiiuckabad, and lemained until the end of Septembei, oi beginning of 
November, nhcn the force, undei Geneial Gieathed, coming to Akiabad, 
lightened him away He did not retuin again until the 2nd of December, 
when he inauguiated his entiy by killing Gunseeam Dass, the blind Ohoube 

8 In the end of August, Mr Cocks sent Daood Khan of Bheekumpoor 
to bold the neigbbouihood of Kasgunj foi the British Goveinment He came 
to Kasgunj, and fiom all that can be discoveied now, appears to have made 
common cause with the Nawab’s adlieients, and deceived Mr Cocks by plead- 
ing his inability to tuin out Asad Ah Khan, who I really believe was consi- 
deiably neaker in followeis and influence than this double-dealing Khan of 
Bheekumpooi. 

6 About the 18th of November Mr Cocks, the Special Commissioner 
for Etah, came uitli a small force under Majoi Eld to Kutchla Ghfi,t by way 
of making a deraonstiation The Nawab of Euriuckabad’s foice weie at that 
time in occupation of Putteealee 

7 On iSrli October, Mr Chuicher came into Etah as Deputy Collector 
to take charge of the district, and with the help of Tej Sing, ot Pithumpooi, 
and othei loyal Zemindars, held his oun foi some weeks, occupying the Gui- 
hee of Dumber Sing, the Etah Rajah, who by this time began to see the folly 
of his defection in May This Rajah died about the beginning of December 
Ml Churcher at tins time (about 18th Novembei) joined Colonel Riddell, who 
had brouglit a foice out to Secundia Rao, and left the distiict in the hands ot 
Nujjulf Khan, the MoonsilT, and the Mofussil levenue officers, who kept affaiis 
going until 12th January 1858, when I took chaige of it 

8 In the end of Novembei, Mr Wilson, CS, with Captain Makenzie 
of tlie 8th Iiregulais, and a few foot soldieis utidei Captain Gowan, who had 
recently escaped liom Roliilkund, marclied to Soron, with a view of getting 
intormation of Christian refugees, who weio knowm to w'aiting foi an oppoitu- 
nity to escape from confinement in Rohilkund The advance of the rebels from 
Putteealee to Suliawui obliged him to fall back upon Gungeeree, and it was 
fiom heie tliat Choube Gunseeam Dass, a blind and paialytic pensioner of the 
British Government, who duiing the whole of the distuibances had shown tlie 
most unflinching fidelity to Goveinment, and aided the distiict officeis in 
Allyguih in every way that the w'lsdom of Ins advice, his personal influence, 
and personal courage could be employed in to the utmost of his ability, set out 
to get infoimation of the rebels, and was muideied by them in Kasgunj, with 



the connivance of men nho pietended to bo vren-mshcis of Government 
Amono- his murdei PIS, It lias since transpucd, weie some of the retaineis of 
Mahomed Daood Khan This Kaees of Bheekumpoor’s duplicity and double- 
dealing have been hut too evident to those who haie had oppoi tunnies of 
seeing°how ho hoie himself touaids the Goieiniuent servants at Alljguih, and 
towaids the inhabitants of Kasgunj and Suhauui 

9 On the 14th of December the foice that Colonel Seaton of the 1st 
European Eusilieis had brought down from Delhi, engaged the enemy under 
Ismail Khan, son of Wulleed.ul Khan of Malaguih at Mulsee, iieai Gungee- 
ree, and aftei a biief action, entirely routed them, taking thou ihtee guns and 
killing about 160 oi 200 of the enemy They fled thiougli Kasgunj to Suiia- 
nur, and oui foice marching to Kasgunj the next morninir, they evacuated 
Suhanurand fled to Puttcealee, uhcre anothei action took place, in which they 
again lost all then aitillery (thirtein guns), camp and baggage Tlie lebel 
toiee wasconipletelv dispirsed, and the lornains of it letreated to Eurruckabad 
Colonel Seaton letuined to Kasgunj, and ciossing the Kah e Kuddee, marched 
by Etah to Mvnpoory, which was occupied after a brief lesistancc by the foice 
about the 26th of Decembei 

10 I leceived ordcis to take charge of the district about the 9fli of 
Jinuaiy, and anived in Etah on the 12th, since which time the usual oflicial 
reports will furnish any lufoimation that may be desned on what has happen- 
ed in the district.

Kew^s of the Meeiut outbieak leached Allyguih Mav 12th The troops 
then in the station were about 300 men of 9ih Native Inlantrj, and hcad- 
quarteis of the Regiment, commanded by Majoi Eld A period of the usual 
uncertainty and dismay occui red, but the tioops appealed quiet and oideih 
Beyond the burning of an empty bungalow, no oveit act of disalTiction appeals 
to have been commuted till tlie day of mutiny 

2 At that time Mi Watson was Magistiate and Collector, assisted by 
Mr w Uuo, Tomt Mogisirnte officeis uotcd in tliG margin Wliat Ml 

Mr p B Outram, Assistaut Mngis Watsoii’s vicws wcic at that tiuic I liavc uo mpons 

of detei mining No lecoid lemains here They 
weie probably in eveiy detail communicated at tlie time to the late Lieutenant- 
Governor 


3 The tioops on the 19lli weie reinforced by a detachment, and on the 
20th by the lemaindei of the riglit wing of the'lst Gwalior Cavalrv, under 
Captain Alexander On the same day a Biahmiu named Naraen, resident of a 
village close to Allvguih, wdio had an uncle m Nujjceb Jail Guard, made pro- 
posals of mutiny to two sepojs of the 9th Native Infantiy, promising, on the 
pait of villageis, support in the woik of plunder These men informed their 
Commanding OfBoei, who diiected them to seize him He was accordingly 
appiehended by them, tiied by a Native Oouit Martial, and by its sentence 
hung at the Collectoi’s Cutcheiiy on tvening of 20th, about sunset Tlie exe- 
cution had baldly teiminated when the 9th broke out into open mutiny 
Then officers weie allowed to escape They and tlie Civil Cfficeis, with sonic 
* A ton-n on Agri road latlies, who w’ere Still in the station, were able 

to letiie in safety to Ilattiass,* undei escort of 
the 1st Gwalior Cavalry The sepoys then set fiie to the Collectoi’s Cutcheiiy 
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and Post Office, plundeied the cash in both places, and left the station 
foi Delhi bj' 9 oi 10 pm,, without doing fuither mischief Prom the Collec- 
toi’s Treasuiy they earned off about tin eo lakhs, and left the other foui foi 
the rabble. 

4 On the next and few following days, the piisoncis weie set fiee by 
the Jail Guaid , the laigo number of bullock tiain cans collected there, con- 
taining piopeity to an unknown amount, also all the houses, the propeity of 
the Euiopeans, null the piopeity contained m them, plundered, —the houses 
belonging to natives alone paitially escaping with loss of wood-woik, &c In 
this work llussool Klian, khansamah to the Dak bungalow, and Meei Khan, 
mail coachman, distinguished themselves 

5 In the huiried departuie of the Emopean lesidents on evening of 
20th, Hlessrs Connoi and Iliiic, cleiks, and then families, were left behind 
On the 22nd, in loticit to Agia, tliey had leaclied Sanamye in company with 
Ml Kichteilein, an Indigo Plantei, and his family, when they weie attacked, 
stripped, and plundeied hv a party of JMenatees and otheis Mi Kichteilein, 
juiiioi, an Euiasian, was killed by tliein In this state the paity lemained all 
day, when they neie leleased and biought into Sdsnee by a paity of police 
and otheis sent by Punnahloll, a binkei of Sasnee On their arrival m 
S isnee the\ ueio kindly tieated by Punnahloll, and finally escoited to Ilattiass 
b,\ a paity of the 1st Gnalior Cavaliy undei Ln-utenaiit Oockbuin. 

G. On the 24th, about 100 min of the 1st Gnalioi Cavaliy mutinied at

7 On May 2Gtli, a bodv of ^oluntcers, Europeans and Euiasians, above 
forty in numbci, aimed at Ktiuiidonlee, and nent to Ilattiass to effect the 
lelcase of Mcssis Booth, Saunders and paity in duiance at Mulloee Factory 
Tins nas cff( cted on the 29tli Alljguih nas occupied by them the same day, 
Mr Watson, the Jlagistiati*, accoinpaining them The vounteers, in vaiying 
numbers, continued null Ml Watson till July 2nd, when that officer, on the 
advance of the Neemucli mutuieeis on Agia, and the mutiny of the two bodies 
of Gnalior tioops stationed at Ilatlrass and Susnec, was compelled to leave 
the district 

8 Ilowover, to continue the nanntne — On Mi Watson’s letuin some 
degiee ol oidei nas estahlislicd at Allyguih itself The people made haste to 
throw out fioni their houses plundeied pioperty m great quantities. Doctor 
Clark, Postmaster, who accompanied Mi Watson, -was euabhd at once to 
re-establish mail cait communication null Mceiut, and maintain it foi eight 
01 nine dd\s 

9 On June 1st, the volunteeis made a successful attack on Khyr, a town 
foul teen miles wi'st of Alhgurh. One E.io Bliopal Sing, of an old Ciiohaii 
Kajpoot farmlv, had immediately aftei Mr Watson’s depaiture froin Allyguifi, 
JI ly 20th, gone to Kliyi with a Luge following, deposed the Tehscoldai, and 
takt n possession of tlio Tehsocl building Mi Watson found him with but few 
attendants, aud had lain summarily hung. The paity leturned to Allygurh 
the same day. 

10 Befoie the middle of the month the Chohans of tlic pcigunnah, 
intent on levtnge, called in tne Jats to then help, attacked Khyi, plundeied 
and destroyed neaily all the Govei nnicnt buildings, as well as tlio houses of 
the Bunj'alis and Mahajuns The Goveinment Tehseel, a strong masoniy quad- 
langulai building on the Board’s plan, might have held out long, had the 
defendeis had moie heait and gunpowder It was besieged toi several days in 
vain, wlicn the Tehseeldar and the icst of the officials, hopeless of lehef, nith- 
dicn in the night

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11 Duimg the first half of June, Mr Watson and the volunteeis con- 
tinued at Allygurh and its neighbourhood, making demonstrations continually 
in diffeient diiections, with a view of pieseiving some semblance of Older, and 
keeping open the communications between Agra and Meerut, they had con- 
tinually to be on the aleit, as well to avoid surprise by district lebels as also 
hv rebel tioops, who were passing continually up tlie Trunk Road en route to 
Delhi On the 6th June, the 7th Cavaliy mutineeis passed through, and 
piundeied oi destroyed all the property the volunteers bad collected 

12 Fiom about the middle of June the Magistrate, with the volunteers, 
made the ruined Indigo Ractoiy Mudroc, situated about seven miles from 
Allygurh on the Agra road, their head-quarteis About the same time 
Major Burlton took up a position at Sasnee, seven miles in rear of Mudioc, 
witli a foice of cavalry, guns, and I believe infantry Captain Alexander 
witli his men lemained at Hattrass, and did good service on seveial occasions 


13 About June 21st, the

14 On June 30th, 2 r M , Mr Watson and party still at Mudioc, in- 

• Cool IS tiio name ot tho Citv, and formation was Sent them by the Deputy Postmas- 
iiivgurii properly the name of the ter of Allygurli, that the Mewatees and other 
fort and cantonment only Maliomedans of the City Ooel"* had raised a green 

flag, and pioposed to attack Mi Watson’s paity m laige numbers The news 
uas shortly after confirmed by tbe approach of the attacking party, 600 to 
1,000 strong This paity bad boastfully declared they would fix the heads 
of the Buiopeans on the city gates befoie night, they fled however at the 
fiisi charge of the twelve gentlemen above mentioned, and lost some fouiteen 
of then party killed The small party of Nujjeebs and sowais with Mr. 
Watson were of no use, and filed in the air It is credibly said that the vil- 
lagers plundered this formidable body of “ Jehadees” on their retieat to Coel 
16 With the City of Coel in Ins fiont, and Major Burlton’s force at 
Sasnee in a mutinous state in his leai, Mr Watson, July 1st, thought best to 
retire to Iglas, where he was intormed next day ot the mutiny of the Gwalior 
troops at both Hattiass and Sasnee Mr Watson and paity then left for 
Agra 

16 I should have mentioned above, that a few days before their mutiny 
Major Builton’s force proceeded to Iglas, to protect the Tehseel building 
threatened by a large body of Jats of that poigunnah These Jats, in their 
stupidity, absolutely thought to possess themselves of Captain Peaison’s bat- 
tery, and advanced against Majoi Builtou with that view A showei of ram 

put out their “ pnleetahs ,”t Major Builton’s 
sowars charged, utterly ovei threw and scattered 

them in all duections 


17 I wish here to remark on the good seivices performed by the Agra 
volunteers, and especially by the body of gentlemen wlio stood by Mi Watson 
till the last The Post Office autlioiities were thus enabled to keep open 
communication ivith Meeiut It delayed the establishment of a lebel Gov- 
pinment in Coel, so that no time was left for its organization, before Mr 
Cocks, nitli Major Montgomeiy’s foice, appeared on tbe scene in August. 
Besides, the moral effect of a small body of Euiopeans living in tbe open 
field, mai clung, halting, and attacking nhen they pleased, must have had a 
good effect on the population, and shown them how vastly infeiior they were 
to the men they were attempting to ciush 

18 On Ml Watson’s depaituie in beginning of July, a punch was form- 
ed to preseve oidei, and save the city fiom plundei by the Mewatees, butcheis, 
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and otliei low Maliomedans One Nusseem-oollah, a Wakeel of the Judge’s 
Couit, took umbrage at iiis exclusion fiom the Punchayut, and invited 
Mahomed Ghous Khan to come to Coel With Nusseem-oollah nas Neyaz 
Ahmud, Zillali Visitor, both able men Mahomed G1 ous Khan, a Zemindar of 
Secundia Kao, of this distiict, aiiived July 15th, and began to enteitain men, 
with the view of usuiping powei The Punchayut however refused to abdi- 
cate, wheieupon Ghous Khan and Nusseem-oollah repaiied to Wuleedad Khan, 
of Malagurh (who dciived his title of “Soobah” from the King at Delhi), who 
gianted a Sunnud of “Naih Soobahship ” 

19 Aimed with this they retuined, declared their titles, and neie allow- 
ed to assume powei, — Nusseem-oollah became Ghous Khan’s Naib, Mahboob 
Khan was cieated Tehseeldar, and Hussun Klian, Cotwal A laige number 
of men weie eni oiled to support the new power Many of the police chupras- 
sees and Jail guard took seivice, and he was supported generally by all the 
Maliomedans of the town Ghous Khan had but little time in which to con- 
solidate his powei He had no money beyond what be could obtain by plunder, 
noi aitillery He had little authoiity beyond the limits of the town. He col- 
lected no land revenue 

20 On August 20th, Mi. Cocks, with a force under Major Montgomery, 
was sent fiom Agia to succour Hattiass, supposed to be threatened by Ghous 
Khan At this time Hattiass was the only town and Tehseel post in which 
Kiitish authoiity could be said to exist. This town lies on the direct load 
tiom Agra to Allvgurh, twenty miles distant fiom the foimer. Its inhabi- 
tants, loi the most part uealtliy Hindoo tiadeis, had with the assistance of 
the neighbouiing Jat Rajah of Moorsan, Tekum Sing, and also Thakoor Go- 
bind Sing (now Rajah), been able to pieseive oidei in the town, and waid off 
eveiy tluoatened attack fiom plundeieis But the main-stay of Hattrass was 
the blind ex-Tehsceldar of that place, Choube Ghunsam Doss, who on many 
occasions proved himself a most wise, brave, and zealous partisan of Govern- 
ment 

21 Major Montgomeiy’s force occupied Hattrass 21st August, and ad- 
vanced on tlie morning of August 24th to attack the rebel force, which under 
Ghous Khan and Moulavee Abdool Juleel, &c , was assembled at Maun Sing’s 
garden neai Coel The Moulavee had lately arrived in Coel from Ohitaiee, and 
been most active and zealous in stiiiing up the leligious bigotry of theMaho- 
medans, — mainly through liirn were the Maliomedans encouraged to meet the 
Biitish force As is well known, the rebels were defeated, and the Moulavee 
himself killed All the Maliomedans fled the city 

22 Por the reasons stated in the despatch, the city was not occupied 
till the 28th Mr Cocks, in his advance, had been joined by Tiiakoor Gobmd 
Sing, the followers of Rajah Tekum Sing and othei fiiendly persons It was 
considered best to leave the City of Coel in charge of Thakoor Gobmd Sing, 
who agreed to undcitake the duty with such forces as he could raise, and that 
Majoi Montgomery’s force should retire on Hattiass This was carried out 

* Sudder Amcen, soondur Lnii September 4th With Tiiakoor Gobind Sing was 

Do^rga roSind^*°'^ ^ssociated a Council.’*' Aftab Raiee, a waiy and 

El Tehseeldar, pensioner, Aftab experienced old Tebseeldai, well acquainted with 

the district, was left to fill that post All the 
Tehseeldarees were at this time le-oceupied, though the authority of the 
officers was necessarily but weakly established. 

23 This ariangeraent answered very well till September 25th, when 
Nusseem-oollah, at the head of a Mahomedan rabble, surprised the Thakoor, 
and turned him out of the city On the same day (September 26th) the Ma- 
homedan rabble of Atrowlee rose and muidered the Tebseeldai, Mahomed 
Alee They attacked the Tehseel building, but were unable to take it 

24 September 26th — Major Montgomery’s small force was obliged to fall 
back from Hattrass in the direction of Agra, to avoid the veiy large foice of 
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rebels in retreat fiom Delhi cia Muttra, which threatened Hattrass This body 
of rebels eventually ariived at Hattrass October 3id, and Secundia Rao on 
4tb, wheie they halted on 6th, and marched on 6th, while Colonel Greatlied’s 
• To pnmsh Mungui Smgh and Oolumn aiiived at Oocl ou 5th, and at Akiahad* 
jjnhtabSingb OH Stli (onc mai cli froui Secundra Rao), and then 

proceeded to Agra, wheie it aiiived October 10th 

25 After the action of the 10th at Agia, Ooel was speedily re-oceupied 
on tlie 19th by a foice of 150 Euiopeans and two guns undei Major Eld, Mr. 
Cocks again being deputed as Special Commissioner and myself as Magistiate 
The old fort of Allygurh was cleaied up and taken possession of This fort, 
which had cost Lord Like so seveie a struggle in 1803, and which in the old 
times of confidence and secuiity had been left to the care of a Naik and four 
sepoys, was now found to be a valuable possession 

26 With its aid the above small foice and 100 Sikhs kept the wliole 
district in check with eas* The police at the diffeient Tehseel and Thannah 
posts were strengthened by levies of hoise and foot laised within the distiict, 
foi these purposes any numbei of men required were available The City of 
Coel, being two miles from the fort, was held by Thakoor Gobind Singh a 
strong force of police was necessary there to give confidence to the people, 
who had been so often plundeied by fi lends as well as foes 

27 The collection of the revenue proceeded steadily, with the return- 
ing confidence in the stability of our Government Payment, except in a very 
few instances, was withheld only where there was leally inability to pay 

28 During the month of Novemhei we were continually haiassed by 
flying parties of rebels from acioss the Jumna gang eastwaids, but these 
did little or no harm in then passage, though they caused a gieat feeling of 
insecurity at our police and levenue posts It was tlien felt of what conse- 
quence It was that our police posts should be of a defensible charactei, and 
guarded by a few trained men, who would not run at the fiist summons of an 
enemy As it was, one could not but feel that they were completely at the 
mercy of the smallest bodies of the enemy, the meie ciy of “ baghees” was 
enough to put to flight the raw police levies 

29 In Decembei we were thieatened by a body of the Eutteliguih rebels, 
who advancing by Ulleegunge, Putteealee, Sahawur, and Kasgunge, gave out 
their intention of annexing the countiy up to Coel It took them long how- 
ever to occupy the above ground , their extreme slowness and want of enter- 
prise lost them their oppoitunity By December 11th, Colonel Seton’s 
Column airived at Allygurh, and proceeded by regular marches towards Kas- 
gunge On the morning of 14th December Colonel Seton having made 
bis maich found the enemy close by, maiching to attack him, — the lesult is 
known It is sometimes said that our information of the enemy’s movements 
IS bad, but it would be difficult to match the gioss blunder of the enemy on 
this occasion 


30 Aftei Colonel Seton’s triumphant march m& Kasgunge and Putteealee 
to Mvnpooiy, this part of the Doab was thoroughly cleaied of the enemy. 
Our only danger then was fiom the Rohilkhund side Foi our escape from 
inroad by the swarms of irregulai cavaliy in Rohilkhund, we must thank the 
want of enterprise of the enemy, for even after the occupation of Eutteliguih, 
the uhole iivei face between it and AUy£?uih was at his meicv In Maich 
General Penny’s foice maiched down and took up a position at Putteealee and 
afforded some show of piotection 


31 In fuithei explanation of the parties in this district, who have done

32 Two persons who paiticularly distinguished themselves, Choube 
Ghuusyam Doss and Mahomed Ah, both of whom lost then lives in the 
seiviceot Government, aie not mentioned in my letter One I never saw, 
the olhei I knew but slightly Mr Cocks himself leported tlieir service to 
Goieinment, as also those of Choube Jaikisen Doss and Dhunput Raee, 
brothcis ot the foimei Punnali Lall of Sasnee {vide paragraph 6 of this 
lettoi), Hotee Lall, a leading bankei of Hattiass, have also been reported by 
Ml Cocks foi good service. 

33 Feuds — The old Rajpoot and Jat feud raged strongly in the western 
parts of this distiict, and towards Saidabad in the Muttra distiict, and was 
only stopped by the tall of Delhi The feeling of animosity between Hin- 
doos ami Mahoinedans was also geneially bittei in the towns of this district, 
especially after the excesses of Nusseem-oollah, and the elevation by us of 
Tlidkooi Gobind Singh 

34) Behaviour of Government Officers — No otSicer of Government above 
the lank ot Jemadai of Police has been proved guilty of any overt act of 
rebellion, excepting the Zillali Visitor and Jail Darogah 

35 Behavioui of people to Christians genet ally — Only one Christian 
in this distiict was muidered His name was Nichterlein, mentioned in paia- 
giaph 6 The uliole party was stripped and plundered, and might, it not 
rescued, have been niuidend, but again they were lescued by natives, and 
entiiely at the suggestion of natives Mi Hoggan and family, five persons, 
weie kept concealed in a Bhungee’s house at Coel, for six days after the 
departure of the European residents Seijeant Ryan, of the Nanow Toll 
bar, was plundered and stiipped by villagers, but the Zemindar, a small 
man, the ownei of but one village, though ceitainly a man well known for 
huraanitv, made the plundeieis disgoige, and sent the Seijeant safe into Hat- 
trass At the same time little tiust can be placed in the humanity of the 
loner classes, whethei Hindoos or Mahomedans They have, I think, pioved 
themselves little better than savages All that can be said, is, that they tieat 
us not worse, peiliaps better, than they tieated one another 

36 Of Indigo Pactoi les — The property of Europeans , one large one was 
plundered and buint by the villagers, le, Mi Nichteilein’s, and three others 
were plundered by mutineei troops, the other considerable ones were saved 
by the Zemindars, who had the sense to perceive that their destruction would 
benefit no one 

37 Behaviour of people iowaids Government Offioeis — The records of the 
Suddui Cutclieiiy, and those of tour out of eight Tehseels, weie destroyed, of 
these, one act of destiucuon only was purely the woik of villageis, le , the 
case of Kliyr above mentioned, paiagiaph 9 In the other cases the populace 
took a share after oidei had been fit st upset, or plundei commenced by mutineer 
tioops As elsewhere, the people plundered one anothei fieely Two towns 
of impoi tance were plundei ed, — Khyr to the amount of one lakh of rupees, and 
Hurdooah Gunge, four lakhs , these estimates are moderate Coel was also a 
good deal plundered by Mewatees, &c , of the town, also by passing rebel 
troop's, by Nusseem-oollah during liis eleven d lys’ leign, also by our own 
tioops 

38 The attack on Ml Watson at Mudroc by the Coel Mahomedans, June 
30th, and the attack of the Jats on Major Builton at Iglas’i, have been aheady 
mentioned The use of the Mahomedan Zemindais, and other inhabitants 
of Atiowlee, Septembei 26th {vide paiagiaph 23), and the muider of 
Mahomed Ah, Tehs^eldai, was a case of the wmist desciiption The influ- 
ential inhaliitants, chiefly conveited Mahomedans of old, bore tuibulent 
chaiactei Dui'ing the disturbed months they took the management of the 
town into then ow-n hands Early in September, Mahomed Ah was deputed 
by Mr Cocks as Join t-Magisti ate, with Daood Khan as Nazim, but the 
Zemindars refused to acknowledge him, and on September 25th, when the 
Mahomedans (at the time unaw’aie of the fall of Delhi) broke out into open 

A 30 
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rebellion, lie unfortunately left the Tebseel building, and was muidered I 
never saw him, but I have lictle doubt that Government has seldom had 
a better seivant 

39 The behaviour of Ghous Khan, of Secundra Kao, and of the Maho- 
medans of Ooel, has been mentioned in paragraph 21 The only other case of 
marked rebellion among men of consideration is that of Mungul Sing and Mahtab 
Sing, Rajpoot Zemindars of Akrabad, who after the plunder of Akrabad Teh- 
seel tieasuiy by sepoys, permitted the destruction of the recoids by their own 
people, refused all aid to the Tehseeldar, and generally lived a life of open 
rebellion 

40 Though aid in the struggle has been in many instances rendered us 
by tlie natives, especially by the Hindoos, aftei they had received a foretaste 
of a Mahomedan Government, still then general attitude must be characteiized 
as apathetic The large number of persons who had so much to gam tiom 
the overt 111 ow of our Government weie content to annex then lost estates, and 
await the result of the struggle 

41 That the people plundered, when they suddenly found authority 
overthi own by the mutinous troops, and anarchy ready made for them, was 
natural What people would have done otherwise P But to take an active part, 
and assist the mutineers, the small Mahomedan section excepted, they 
showed in this district little desire. Much as they love plunder, they love life 
and security more 

42 And the same with the sepoys. A hard contest, even though success- 
ful, formed no part of their progiamme The treacheious and easy slaughter 
of their officers and other Europeans, accompanied with the certain plunder 
of Treasuries, — the wiping out of debts, and the piospect of a new regime, 
m which they must necessarily play a leading pait, was the pleasing picture 
they had before them, when they shouted “Dee» > deen The storming of 
forts and mtrenchments, though held by a few Euiopeans, and they w’orn and 
exhausted, was a service of danger to meet, which there was no sense of duty 
or spirit or patiiotism— no sense of injuries to be avenged — to spur them on 
In such a cause they could not meet death 

43 The plundered villages will soon recover The only other result of 
the mutiny, nearly affecting the people, that 1 can observe, is that money is 
scarcer, and zemindars especially have to pay higher interest for accommoda- 
tion, — a fit letribution on them for plundering the bankers

Copy of paragraphs of letter No 54 dated 4th May 1858, from W J Beamli, Esq , Collector 
and Magistrate, Allygurh, to A Cocks, Esq , late Special Commissioner of Allygurh, 
Mynpooty 

Faiagjaph 3 Eirst of all I would mention Thahoor Oohind Sing,Jn\, 
son of Thakooi Dyaiam, former Talookdar of Hattrass Dyaram’s history is 
well known Up to 1816 he exercised almost an independent rule within the 
Pergunnah of Hattrass His misconduct then brought down upon him a Bri- 
tish force His foit was taken, and his property confiscated Dyaram himself 
was pardoned, and pensioned upon Rupees 1,000 monthly His son, Gobind, 
now receives Rupees 760, and other relatives Rupees 226, from Government 
4 With such antecedents, it would perhaps have been no matter of 
surprise if Tliakoor Gobind Sing had, on the occurrence of the mutiny, like 
others in his situation, taken part against the Government However, his con- 
duct has been eminently loyal I am not awaie that he at any time wavered 
6 On the first call of the Magistrate and Collectoi of Muttia, he came 
with his personal followers and servants to the assistance of that gentleman, 
and was shortly afterwards sent for by Mi. Watson, then Magistiate and Col- 
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lector in this distuct Here he has remained throughout the disturbed peiiod, 
ready to peiform any service within his power. After Mi "Watson’s final 
depaiture for Agia, about 3id July, Gobind Sing, with his followers, remained 
at or in tlie neighbourhood of Hattrass That this very important town was 
saved fiom plunder by the suiiounding population, is, in a great measure, due 
to him When you were deputed into tins district m August last, with a force 
undei Major Montgomery, Gobind Sing accompanied you in youi advance on 
Goel, and was present with his men in the action fought with the rebel fol- 
lowers of Muhammad Ghous Khan, at Maun Sing’s Bagh, 24ith August On 
the flight of the rebel Governor of Coel and his people, Gobind Sing was put 
in charge of the town of Oi el, and allowed to raise a body of men for this 
service He held the town of Coel, assisted in collecting revenue, and recover- 
ing plundeied property till 25th Septembei, when he was surpiised by a body 
of Mahomedan rabble under Nusseem-oollali, and forced to leave tlie town, 
with some loss of men This service was one, I presume, of veiy considerable 
dangei Tiiere he was surrounded by a low^ and incensed Mahomedan popu- 
lation, and on the high road of letreat of the Delhi rebels, while the support 
of Major Montgomery’s force at Hattrass was distant, liable itself to be called 
away on any exigency occurring at Agra 

On the re-occupation of the Allygurh district, till the present time, 
Gobind Sing has held his post in tlie city By his good example he has ren- 
dered most important aid in the work of restoring order in the district His 
followeis have at all times been ready foi any service, and have been extiemely 
useful in police duties, and m escoiting ti ensure to Agra and Boolundshahur, — 
in guaiding Gluts, and watching the advance of rebels,--in performing, in- 
deed, the duties of legular troops 

8 Himdheer Szng, nephew of Gobind Sing This man was with Gobind 
Sing thioughout, always at his command He was in action on August 24ith, 
and behaved well 

9 Ehurruh Sing, of Beswan, a relation of Gobind Sing’s, remained with 
him thioughout the disturbances, and behaved remarkably well on August 
24th, when he received both a sword and bullet wound 

10 Kesree Sing, also a nephew of Gobind Sing, His services have not 
been so conspicuous, but he is deseiving, I understand fiom you, of notice 

11 Bliuri Sing, Jat (tribe Dagur), of Nugla Dagur, happened to be at 
Coel at commencement of disturbances, and at once joined Mr "Watson, and 
remained with him till that officer retired to Agra, to which place he escorted 
him He assisted Clioube Ghunsyam Doss in keeping ordei at Hattrass, and 
brought off treasure. Rupees 3,300, from Hattiass Tehseeldaree, threatened by 
xeti eating rebels from Delhi, and while doing so was pursued by the rebels 

12 Buryou Sing, Jat, of Towan This man has done good service also. 
In September last he escorted Mr W Gardner and family from Minota, near 
Kasgunge, to Hattrass, a hazaidous enterprise He has also on other occasions 
made himself highly useful. 

13 Shih Sing, Jat, of Pisawah, has shown his loyal feeling very deci- 
dedly. He has been at all times ready to assist me with all the men at his 
disposal Many of Gobind Sing’s best men weie Sliib Sing’s followeis 

14 Bulrdm Sing, Jat, of Kajrot, has shown decided loyalty. 

15 Nimd Eis1iore,'&va\\min, Hattiass. This man and his family have 
been old seivants of Thakoor Gobind Sing and his family Throughout the 
distuibances no one has behaved better than Bukshee Nundkishore He has 
been paymaster to Gobind Sing’s forces, and in all matteis his chief manager 
and councillor His services have been most valuable, 

16. Heera Sing, of Beerpoor, Jadon Rajpoot. 

17. Olmndun Sing, of Goobanah, Jadon Rajpoot 

18. Biilwnnt Sing, of Somnah, Jadon Rajpoot. 
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Nos 1 and 2 are own brothers No 3, a nephew. These men are now 
considerable landholders, hut then piopcitj% though some of it nas acquired 
by then ancestors, has been all obtained fioin the suiroundmg Chohan Raj- 
poots, and most of it during our rule Consequently tliey lost it all at the 
first outbreak, and had good leason to bo lovnl They were, I undci stand, of 
extensive assistance to you in sending information of the movements of lebels, 
and assisting us as far as lay in then powei 

19 Baja Telim Sing, of Mooisaun (Jaf) Tlie Raja has thioiighout 
assisted the authoiitns to tlic utmost of his power, by obtaining intelligence, 
watching rebels, keeping the peace in his own villages Telcum Sing is ncaily 
connected witii Tiiakooi Gobind Sing 

20 Tej Sing and Jownhir Smg, Pooreer Rajpoots, of Akeiabad They 
possess, wnth other landed jiropeity in their own right, half of village Akera- 
bad, the other half was owned by Mungul .and Mehtab Sing, rebels, who were 
killed at Akeiabad by a portion of Colonel Gre.atlied’s Column in Octobei 1 ist 
Palling direct heirs to Mungiil and Mehtab, T' j and Jowaliir would be tlmr 
successois Both men have behaved well, — Tij Sing in refusing to join his 
brethien, Mungul and Mehtab, in their lehellious proceedings, or to send assist- 
ance to Mahomed Ghous Khan, tlie lebel Governoi of Coel, — Jowahir Sing 
was an officei in the 17th Ii regular Cavalry, and exerted his influence to the 
utmost in keeping the men loyal Ilis late Commanding Ofiicci had the 
highest opinion of him. 

21 Koondun Sing, of Naico, Pergunnab Secundra lino, also a Pooreer 
Rajpoot Pooicers are very stiong m this pergunnab, but a great m.any of 
tlieir estates have passed into otbei bands. Koondun Sing’s estates are small, 
but bis influence in his clan is great His presence in tlie iiciglibourbood of 
Secundra Rao continually served as a check to the Mahomedan population 
of that town, who never dared to do any overt act of lebellion without the 
help and screen of rebel troops, on whom they could afterw aids tin ow’- the 
blame Duiing the month ot June, and a portion of Jul\, the Tehseeldar, 
though his functions weie entirely in abeyance still, was allowed to live in the 
town without molestation During this time the onlv two men who visited 
him, or showed him any countenance, were Koondun Sing, and Dev^ee Pei- 
shaud, Bunya After the departure of Mr Watson foi Agra, the Tehseeldar 
being no longei safe in the town, took shelter with Koondun Sing In the 
end of August, after the defeat of Ghous Khan’s followers iieai Coel, Koondun 
Sing having been made by you Nazim of the pergunnab, entered the town of 
Secundra Rao with a body of some 1,500 of liis own followeis, reinstated the 
Teliseeldai, and maintained him in that position till out authority was 
thoioughly established I have always heard Koondun Sing well spoken of 
as an upiight man Ho is one of the best specimens of the liorae-bied, un- 
travclied Rajpoot I have ever met 

22 Bevee Bersliaud, Bunya of Secundra Rao I mention him next, as 
he IS mentioned in connection with Koondun Sing He sent information to 
Agia on seveial occasions, he gave infoimation to the Tehseeldar of Secundra, 
while in a state of semi-impiisonmeut in the mouth of June, and helped to 
escort him on one oi two occasions as far as his means would allow In con- 
sequence of his conduct his house was pointed out to the rebel tioops, when 
they visited Secundia, and plundered , but to no gieat amount 

23 Motee Sing, of Alik, Peigunnah Coel, a Chohan Rajpoot, and a 
man of acknowledged courage and activity At the call of Choube Ghunsyam 
Doss, in December last, lie followed that officer to Kasgunge with forty to fifty 
sow.us of las own following, when tliat place w'as ihieatened by the rebel's 
fiom Putteligurh Ghunsyam Doss was surpnsed and killed by the rebels. 
With him fell many of Ins men, and among them Motee Sing 

24i. Doiolut Sing, a follower of Motee Sing’s, was also killed 

25 Basil Alee, and the lest of the Saiyud Zemindars of Julalee, pre- 
served ordei within their bounds, which are extensive, and protected the 
Kusbah fiom plunder 
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26 Tundit Jftabrae, Casliineeree, is an old servant of Government in 
tins and othei districts, nas receiving a pension at time of mutiny, but at tlie 
end of August ivas selected by you for ihe most responsible post of Tehsetldar 
of Ooel His duties have necessarily been most aiduous, and at tunes involv- 
ing him in considerable personal iisk The duties of collecting revenue, sup- 
plying tioops with food and caiiiage, appiebending rebels, and keeping up a 
ptipetual watch upon the movements of the enemy near home and abroad, 
have atfoidcd an ample field for the display of his industiy and acuteness I 
know no one in the district who could have filled his place so well 

27 Satcuni Stng, of Bissanah, Gahlot Rajpoot This village is on the 
bounciaiy of Pergunnah Hattiass, and of Saidabad in Muttra District In 
the beginning of the distuibanoes the neighbouiing Jats thiearened Saidabad, 
and the people applied to Sawunt Sing, as a leadei of the Rajpoots in those 
paits, for help Sawunt Sing, mindful of the old Jat and Rajpoot feuds, 
lesponded, and came to Saidabad with a laige body of men, and tought the 
Jats for seveial days, eventually without success Tlie Jats in levenge at- 
tacked bis village in foice, burnt it, and killed several of Ins men The Teh- 
seeldais of Saiaabad and Hattrass speak most highly of Sawunt Sing 


29 Mahomed Alee Khan, of Chitaree, m the Boolundshahui District, 
also possessing estates in this distiict, is entitled to the thanks of Government 
For some months he lent a body of fifty sowais to assist the authorities in this 
district Muzliui Alee Khan, who commanded, and most of his men, have 
• Tins troop ims been made o^er to taken sei Vice With Captain Muiiay, the foimer 
the Agia Poiiee obtaining a Ressaldai sliip ^ Both deseive notice. 


30 Kell am, Biahmin, Agent to Ranee of Bijehguih, is also entitled to 
the thanks ot Government foi having preserved the peace to the utmost of his 
powei, and foi affording supplies to troops

APPENDIX B 

No 922 , dated Allahabad, 30th July 1858 

From — Lieutenant W H Geeathed, Deputy Consulting Engineer to Government, 
To — William Muir, Esq, Secretaiy to Government, Noith- Western Provinces 

I HATE the honor to avail myself of voui invitation to submit, for the 
information of the Right Hon’ble the Governor-General, a report of the 
services of the Agia Voiunteei Hoise in then fiist days, and to solicit His 
Lordship’s favoiable consideration of such claim as those services may be held 
to establish to the honor of lecommendalion foi the War Medal 

On the 25tb May 1857, Mi Pateison Saunders biought infoimation to 
the Hon’ble Mr J Oolvin, that a paitv of six or seven Englishmen, with 
seveial women and childien, who had been some days beleaguered in the 
PMctory of Mulloee, sixteen miles east of Hattiass, weie in imminent danger 
of being destioyed on failure of food and ammunition 

The Hon’ble the Lieutenant-Governor was unable to affoid any assistance, 
foi the Bhuitpoie levies had already failed, — the men of Captain Pearson’s 
Gwalioi batteiy could not be moved, — the Maharaja Scindiah’s body-guaid 
declaied themselves unable to cross the Jumna, — and the lemnant ot the 
squadion of Captain Alexander (Shore’s) flist Gwalior Cavalry, from which 
eighty men had just defiantly gone off to Delhi, m open day, declined to 
advance beyond Hattrass without Europeans and guns 
A 31 
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It was consideied inexpedient to divest Agra of any portion of tlie third 
Euiopean Regiment, or Captain D’Oyly’s battery 

On learning the state of afPaiis, Mr. Paterson Saunders expressed his 
belief that, if supported by Mr Colvin’s authority, he could raise a body of 
thirty or foity European hoise, sufficient to effect the rescue of the people at 
Mulloee 

The necessary authority was immediately given, and a Circular issued by 
order of the Lieutenant-Govei nor, inviting all classes to join, on the undei- 
standing that they weie liable to be kept undei arms a mouth, and to be called 
upon foi such sei vice as might be requisite 

The call was answered with spirit arms were furnished fiom the arsenal, 
horses were purchased at the expense of Government for such volunteers as 
required them, and on that very evening thirty-seven volunteers rode out ot 
Agra on the way to Hattiass 

Next day, by Mr Colvin’s order, I overtook the party and assumed com- 
mand, with instructions, after relieving Mulloee, to le-occupy Allygurh if pos- 
sible, and maintain the Magistrate there as long as I could 

At Hattrass we were joined by a paity of fiist Gwalior Cavaliy under 
Lieutenant Cockburn, who accompanied us to Mulloee, which was xelieved on 
the 27th without opposition 

Lieutenant Cockburn’s party returned to Hattrass according to their 
orders, the volunteers, recruited by three of the Mulloee party, advanced to 
Allyguih, and re-occupied it. May 28th, without opposition 

Erom that day to the 2ad June, when I left the volunteeis, they were 
employed in watching the approaches to Allyguih, and m visiting neighbour- 
ing villages, whose inhabitants had taken an active part in the plunder of the 
station On the 1st June the force, accompanied by Captain Stewart, 9th 
Native Infantry, and Dr Clarke, suddenly moved seventeen miles to Khyr, 
where a Thakoor, Rao Bhowanee Sing, had deposed the Tehseeldar, and pro- 
claimed his independence 

Whilst the town of Khyr was being surrounded by videttes, to prevent 
the rebel Chief’s escape, the late Mr Watson, Magistiate of Allygurh, with a 
few of the volunteers, gallantly rode straight thiough the town to the Tehseelee, 
where Bhopal Sing was surprised and captured, with sixteen attendants 

On the 2nd June I made over command, by the Lieutenant-Governor’s 
orders, to Captain Stewart, of the 9th Native Infantiy, and my connexion 
iTith the volunteers ceased 

During the eight days, above described, the Agra horse were never under 
fire, but they came forwaid in the hour of greatest need, and when no troops 
were available, performed services consideied important at the time, which 
were cordially acknowledged by the Hon’ble the Lieutenant-Governoi. 

I do myself the honor of appending a list of the troop as it stood on the 
30th May, and recommending its members to the protection of the Right 
Hon’ble the Goveinoi -General °

Fiom — A CooKSj Esq, Special Commissioner, 

To — WiLMAit Mniu, Esq , Secretary to Government, North-Western Provinces 

1 HAVE the honoi to acknowledge your letter No 624, dated the 12th 
August 1858, and to furnish a continuation of the proceedings of the Allygurh 
Volunteer Horse 

2 Aftei Captain Greathed’s depaiture. Captain Donald Stewart, now 
Assistant Adjutant-Geneial, assumed command , but he was shortly afterwaids 
deputed to take despatches to Delhi, and was succeeded by Mr Paterson 
Saunders 

3 This gentleman gave gieat satisfaction, both to tlie volunteers them- 
selves as well as to the district authorities , he set an excellent example of 
self-denying patience, never-failing energy, and daring courage. 

4i Until about the middle of June, our paity was composed of the 
volunteers (40 in numbei) mentioned by Captain Gieathed It was suffi- 
ciently strong to overawe the Mahomedan population of the town of Coel, as 
well as the refractory villages, which were ever leady to take advantage of the 
state of anaichy 

6 On several occasions we were obliged to saddle at a moment’s warning, 
and descend on these viUageis, who met us with matchlocks, swoids, and 
bludgeons, but weie, on every occasion, well punished 

6 Oui greatest danger, howevei, arose from the frequent arrival at Coel 
of large bands of mutineers fiom Oude and the distiicts which had been 
abandoned 

7 "When we felt unable to face these in the open field, we occasionally 
harassed tlieii movements, by filing at their advanced guaids, and then making 
an oideily retieat, to some position, capable in a ceitain measure of defence 

8 We were never attacked by these paities, owing to their anxiety to 
reach Delhi , but the excitement was great, and from this cause, as well as 
from the desponding repoits from Agra, and the inevitable mutiny which was 
about to occui amongst the Gwalioi troops at Hattrass, the mnjoiity of the 
volunteers became disgusted, and obtained pei mission to leturn to their fami- 
lies and homes 
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9 Our militaiy duties vreie very lieavy, not a night passed but we were 
told off for either sentry or patrol, and duiing the day, when not employed on 
some expedition, we were without the convenience or even necessaiies of life, 
and it was consideied a luxuiy to get a thatch or tiee to sleep undei 

10 I considei myself bound ^'o lemaik here that, so long as the volun- 
teeis lemained in the distiict, their conduct was soldier-like and cieditable, 
and many displayed a dashing couiage, which was afteiwaids memoiably 
pioved at Agia on the 5th of July, and at Allyguih on the 24th of August 

11 1 would especially bring to the notice of. the Right Hon’ble the 
Goveinor-Geneial, the names of Messis Doyle, Blackburne, Catania, White, 
Cairol, Polites, and O’Connor afterwards killed No veteian dragoons could 
have shown gieater contempt foi dangei, or more anxiety to piess to the front, 
when an enemy was to be seen Mr Page, now Sub-Adjutant of Meade’s 
Hoise, was very useful as a drill instiuctor, and in teaching the rudiments of 
cavaliy manoeuvres 

12 It IS now my pleasing duty to name the few (ten in number) who 
remained with Messrs Watson and Outiam to the last Many of them were 
totally disconnected with Government, anl only impelled by an Englishman’s 
dislike to desert a countryman They lemained by Mr Watson to the last.

14 This was the compound of an Indigo Planter, at a place called 
Mudraek, about six miles from the town of Coel on one side, and the same dis- 
tance fiom Hattrass on the other Eiom this point we weie in the habit of 
visiting the towns, and keeping a sharp look-out after the Gwalior tioops at 
Hattrass, who were daily expected to mutiny, and so passed the weary month 
of June, the monotony ot our existence being occasionally bioken by the 
airival of a cossid fiom Lucknow, Euttehguib, or Mynpoory, giving details 
of a flesh mutiny, and sometimes of a party of Native troops, who bad escaped 
fiom then mutinous biethien, and leported the murder of their officers 

15 We daily felt that oui position was getting less tenable A Jehad 
had been preached at the mosque at Coel 

16 The Gwalior troopers had positively refused to obey then officers, 
and on the afternoon of the 2nd of July, nuraeious messengeis came in to repoit 
that the whole population ot Mahomedans and budmashes (loose chaiacters) 
of the town weie in daily communication with the Gwalior tioops, the object 
being to suriound Aludiack, and annihilate our little party Fifteenth , — On 
that date at 3 pm we sat down to oui mess dinner In the midst of it, 
ue lieaid the buzz of an eni aged populace , — soon tom-toms weie beating, flao-s 
flying, and countiy swarming with white clothes,— each Goveinment Ohowkee 
in a blaze added to the excitement of the scene 


17 Scaicely a woid was spoken, but each seemed to undeistand his 
neighboui’s tliougbts, saddled liis lioise, and diew bis sword We rode forth, 
the gallant Watson at oui head On reaching the road, we were met by a salute 
from a hundred matchlocks, — a hundred moie iveie aimed, but missed fire, 
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owing to the damp state of the atmosphere “Chaigei” was the order, and 
well was it obeyed Stiuup to stump, and man to man, we dashed through 
the mass of cowards, scatteiing them like so many sheep, and not stopping 
till nearly fifteen corpses remained as trophies of our victoiy. Watson was 
wounded, as was his hoise, and two or tbiee got contusions 

18 When we charged, I believe not one expected to have come hack 
alive, and when darkness compelled oui return, it was with feelings of intense 
satisfaction and thankfulness that we finished our repast, and talked over our 
escapes and adventures 

19 On the 2nd, the Gwalior troops broke out into open mutiny, and 
then officeis were obliged to fly into Agra 

20 We also felt there was nothing further to be done, and accordingly 
steering clear of Hattrass, we rode in the broiling sun fifty miles, and reached 
Agia in time to take part in the battle of the 6th of July, wheie, I may be 
peimitted to lemark, the Allygurh Volunteers did their duty Out of foity, 
SIX were killed, six wounded, and ten horses killed or lost 

21 In conclusion, I would pay a short tribute to the devotion to his 
duty, and chivalrous courage of the late Mr W. Watson Naturally of weak 
constitution, he exerted his powers, both mental and physical, to such a degree, 
that, on leaching Agia, he was taken with cholera, and died I fully believe 
he had, fiom the commencement of the outbreak, made up his mind to be 
killed, or die in the defence of the district, in which he took so much interest

3 Protected by the Jumna and 
Ganges and the Sewahc lange, and safe 
as long as Seharunpooi was kept in order, 
the little valley has lemained perfectly 
quiet, and fiee from disturbances, with 

the exception of the appearance of some mutineers from the Punjab at Ram- 
ghfit, on the Jumna, when a paity was promptly got together from Landoui, 
and sent in puisuit They however made no stay, and were not to be stopped, 
but passed on to Delhi 

4f The only other event deserving of notice that occurred in the Dhoon, 
was a case of cattle-theft, with murder, which was successfully worked out, 
the offendei punished with the utmost seventy of the law, and part of the 
property recovered 

5 Ml Keene has, owing to the hearty co-opeiation of the Officer Com- 
manding at Landour, Colonel L’Kstrange, and the readiness of those under 
that officer’s command, to move whenever and wherever then services weie 
required, and with the loyal aid of the Government servants and the residents

7 The inhabitants of the Dhoon and the bills behaved veiy Mcll 
Gieat appiehensions weie entertained legaidiog the cioud of people from tlie 
plains, who accompany, oi aie attracted to the Sanataiiura by the Euiopeans 
reselling to it , but they remained quiet Occasionally individuals shoMcd the 
evil spiiit which elsewhere broke out

8 The npM's of tlie outbieak at Meeiut i cached Sehai unpoor on the 
12th of May The intelligence was forwarded to Umballa 

9 On the l3th, Mi Spankie veiy piopcrly oideied all the ladies and 
childicn of the station to be sent to the bills 

10 The news of the massacre at Delhi soon arrived 

11 The GoojUis and Eanghuis at once eoninicnced plundeiing, and 
when tlie distuihances began in the Moozuffeinuggui district, disquiet spread 
thiough that of Sehai unpooi 

12 At fiist bankcis wore lobbed, oi had to pay for exemption fiom 
plundei moncY-lcndeis and tiadeis nere foicod to give up then books of ac- 
counts, and vouchers foi debts, old feuds wcie renewed, the first outbieaks 
weie to pay of old feuds, or to cleai off accounts, oi foi the sake of plundei 

13 It was not till the prospect of the immediate suppression of the 
mutiny disappeaied, that open lehellion against Government ivas thouglit of 

Idi The force of soldieis in the distnct at this tune was a Company of 
the 29th Native Intantiy 

15 Ml Spankie commenced to dispeise the disturbeis of the pence on 
the 21st of May Similar expeditions iveie undertaken on the 22nd and 23id 
The insurgents did not face these small parties 

16 On the 23id of May, in consequence of lepeated robberies on the 
Mohun load, Mr llobeitsou, Joint-Magistiate, proceeded to Kheice with some 
twenty Eou]daioe sowais They caught two Chumais that nioining in the act 
of plundeiiiig the dflk , and under an escort supplied by the Huiowia Zomin- 
dais, a band of twenty-six men, captuied with plnndeied piopertj, were foiu'aid- 
ed to Sehai unpooi As the village of Gokulwalali had attacked panics passing 
near it, it Mas deteimined to seize the Zeimndais, but Mi llobei tson not con- 
sideiing himsdt strong enough to attack the village with souais alone, should 
resistance be offered, called on Deedar Sing and the Kheiec Zeuiindais to 
supply him MUth men The former at once bi ought about a bundled, the 
latter some fifty men, many of Mhom M'ero M^ell armed, they started at night 
and by daybreak Tlie village Mas suiioundcd and the Zemmdais quietly 
seized All the OhoMkees were then doubled, bj' enlisting a portion of the men 
who had so Millingly come forward, and since that date there has not been 
any distiubance on this load Tluoughoutit Mas painful to observe the totally 
deserted state of the load, still the loyalty of the majoiity of the villagers Mas 
very encoUi aging Mr Robertson reported that he received much assistance 
from Ml Hyde, of the Judge’s office 

17 About this time disquiet extended to the town of Sehai unpoor 
The iiead Police officer was exciting drsaffection, wiiile pietcndiugto be actively 
loval The shop-keepers got alarmed, and a disturbance seemed probable 
Aid fiom Umballa was solicited A party of the 4tb Cavalry under Captain 
Wyld, and of the 6th Native Infantiy under Captain Gaistin, accompanied by 
Ml Plonden, C S , crossed from the Umballa Dislrrct, and confidence was for 
a time restored. 
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18. On the 26th of May, Mr Robertson letmned to the stafion, and 
staited the same niglit, accompanied hy Majoi Williams, 29th Native Infantry, 
Captain Wyld, a troop of the 4tli Lanceis, and thirty men of the 29th Native 
lufantiy, to Deohund, on approaching which place they vere met hy all the 
lespectable inhabitants, vho accompanied them into the city, where the whole 
population gieeted them with the most hearty demonstrations of loyalty 
This town, as all others of any impoitance in the district, invariably was 
found to be decidedly loyal to Government On the 27th of May, after care- 
fully examining seveial cases, it was determined to punish the villages of Ba- 
boopoor, Puttehpooi, and Sunplah Bukal These villages had united in an 
attack on a Ressaldar, and tlmty armed men, travelling with then families on 
the Bijnoui road The aged Ressaldar, with several of his men, weie severely 
wounded, their propeity plundeicd, themselves and wives deprived of their 
clothes, and the whole p.uty driven back to Deobund Duiing the day 
notices weie issued to the Zemindars to appeal and ansnei the chaige, but 
ascertaining that they had no intention of doing so, and had despatched horse- 
men to all the neighbouiing Goojui villages to collect reinfoi cements, it nas 
determined to attack them at once, — the foiee being very small, as a guaid for 
the camp lias necessaiy On appioachiiig Baboopoor tbej'^ found some 400 
men draiin up, and being in plantations, mere cavaliy were useless , it was 
foi some time doubtful whether the sepoys would be up to the mark This 
delay emboldened the iillagers, who came forward into the open ground 
Major Williams then advanced iiitli the men of his own Regiment, and Cap- 
tain Wyld shortly after charging iiitli the Lancers, the whole weie put to 
flight Seven of the villagers weie killed, and fifteen oi sixteen wounded 
Some of the latter weie sent into the hospital at Seharunpooi Only one 
sowar on the Government side was hit, when far to the rear, the villageis, as 
tisual, firing Tory high. The thiee offending villages weie buint dovrn, and 
their cattle seized It had been Mi Roheitson’s intention to punish othei 
villages to the weslwaid, but being informed of the piepaiations made to 
leceive his paify throughout the Khata, where there W'eie several old mud 
forts, it was determined not to procoed without a stronger foice, as the slightest 
level se would have disoiganized the whole distiict, at a veiy critical time It 
was trusted that the example alieady made would keep them quiet, till an 
attack, with certainty of success, could he made. On the 29th May this party 
maiclied to Naugul, to act in conceit with Mr Spankie On the 30th Miy 
Ml Spankie went down towards Mungloui, accompanied by Messrs Tiencb, 
Plowdeu and Edwards, and by Captain Gaistin, joined at midnight by Mi 
Roboitson and Captain Wyld The intention was to attack the village of 
Manuckpooi, in tlie liope of apprehending tire head man, Oomiao Singh, for 
whose apprehension a large lewaid had been offered Tins man had been 
voiy fonvaid, calling himself Rajah, and lev^ying money fiom the surrounding 
villages His inlelhgence was too good, and they found the village all but 
deserted It was burnt, and the party captured a few prisoners 

19 After Mr Spankie’s return to Seliaiunpooi, wdiile encamped at 
Kheiee, the 29th Native Iniantiy became extremely excited regarding a miss- 
ing man, who, as far ns could afteiwaids be ascertained, was killed by a 
Biahmin, while plundciing a temple. As the 6th Native Infantry wmie also 
veiy excited, notwithstanding the long night march and woik of the moining, 
it was dctei mined to move again in the evening, so as to engage the minds of 
the men This had* the desiied effect with the 29th, but a few' days subse- 
quently, VIZ, on the 2nd of June, an outbreak occuiied in the Company of 
the 5th under Captain Gaistin Several of the men had been unsteady, and 
on the evening of the 2nd, sixteen w'eie allow'ed to cut then names They 
managed to secure then musk^^ts, and when ordered to receive then pay, 
refused to take it, fell back to the gate of Mi Spankie’s compound, close to 
which they were encamped, and commenced filing on Captain Gaistin, and the 
men w'ho lemained with him One of the mutineers was shot, it is believed, 
by a Havildai. Messrs Brownlow and Home, Engineeis, and Plow den of the 
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4<h Cavalry, who had been out for a duve, and on returning had met wi(h an 
accident, ii ere filed upon , but happily the siiot missed Captain Wyld in his 
endeavour to leach his own men, uas also filed at tliiice.** Mr Spanhie ueiit 
(having been at the spot when Captain Wyld was paying the men) to make 
bis souais, ten of them, stationed in the compound, follow the mutineers, but 
he found they had lun on the first shot towaids the city The evening uas 
gatheiing in fast, and the villains escaped 

20 On the 3id of June the GoorUias under Mayor Bagott arrived, 
bunging the cboleia with them Ilowever then ariival was of great impoit- 
ance All eonfidence in the lomaining poition of tlie 6Mi, and also in the 4th 
Light Cavaliy, had ceased The news of the mulinv of the 29tli Native In- 
fantiy at Moiadabad had also been received on the same evening The 
Magistiate took a poition of the Gooikhas, and some of the 4th Light cavalry, 
to attack and disperse a body of Goojurs, which was assembled near the Trea- 
sury, with intent to plunder it The lebels, on seeing the foice, retreated 
Tliey had withstood the Kotwal and Police durin" the day Tlie cavalry 
puisued them foi some distance On this occasion theie weie, on the Govern- 
ment side, a few' men of the loth and other Irregulars on leave belonging to 
the distiict A finv men were cut up, and some piisoneis made Two villages 
were burnt In this affair Lieutenant Biow'nlow, and most of the residents of 
the station, and the District Officers, yoiued , all could not go, though they 
were willing to be useful 

21 On the 5th June Mr Bobeitson proceeded to Boorkee, after visiting 
some lefiactoiy villages, seizing some offenders, and making arrangements 
regarding the collection of the revenue lie returned to Sehai unpoor on 
the 8th 

22 On the 16th of June a party of Gooikhas was def ached to meet a 
body of the Jullunder mutineers, some 300 strong Lieutenant Boisragon 
and*Mr Edwards accompanied the paity The mutmeeis however lost no time 
in traveising the district, in fact they almost lan through it, marching from 
the foot of the lulls to the south border in thirty hours On the 17tli or 18th 
June a second party, under Major Bagot, with thirty of the Irregulars under 
Captain MacDougall, of the Stud Department, accompanied by Mr Hobeitson, 
went on a similar expedition, but they were unable to catch the mutmeeis. 

23 On the 20th June, about 4 PM, Mi Bobertson proceeded to 
Nukoor which had been tliieatencd by dacoits Thirty Gooikhas, forty 
Seikh (Puteeala) sowars. Mi Colledge, the Assistant Magistrate, Mr Will- 
cocks, Canal Overseer, and Mi Hyde, of the Judge’s Office, accompanied him. 
He arrived at Nukooi with the Hoise about 11 P M , in time to see the 
Tehseelee and Thannah in flames, though not a vestige of the dacoits. The 
infantry came in much later , but being convinced that much of the plund- 
ered property could not have been removed veiyfai. Mi Robertson started 
in pursuit at daybieak Sending the Gooikhas, with Messrs Colledge and 
Willcocks, due west, so that then probable position might be known, he himself 
scoured the country w'lth troopers, and when almost despairing of success, came 
upon a large body of men and w'omen, removing the plunder into the village of 
Puttebpoor The plunderers and tueii property were seized, ana the village 
buint It was not till late that then party got back to camp, and shortly 
after infoimation was received that the whole country lound had iisen 
to release the prisoners, on hearing of the small force opposed to them A 
sow'ar was sent into Sehai unpooi for leinfoi cements, but being attacked and 
obliged to letuin, two otheis w'eie despatched vid Leisawah, and a fouith to 
Muleetah to call in the Irregulars tlieie stationed To be the more prepaied 
for a night attack, the camp was removed to the top of a large buck kiln, 
nearly surrounded by water Parties, with drums beating, were assembled 

* Tills -was a critical time for Sclinrunpoor Had Captain W'jld or Hr Spantie teen shot, the station nould most 

proDably La\e been destroyed 
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in the neighbouring gardens throughout the night. In the morning file-firing 
was heard at no great distance, which, fiom its diiection and regularity, it 
was concluded must be the Goorkhas under Lieutenant Boisragon, who shortly 
after made then appeaiance in high spnits, reporting that they had been 
attacked by some 250 Goojuis, whom tliey had dispeised The paity baldly 
exchanged greetings, when an outpost of Irregulais bi ought information of 
the advance of the villageis, and shortly aftei, on hearing then diums, pie- 
paiations were made to attack them Lieutenant Boisragon’s repoit to Major 
Bagott legal ding (he affair at Nukooi, is to the following effect — 

" About 6 A M , on the 22nd, we reached the camp, where our arrival 
was lieartily welcomed. I had just fallen out, my men warning them to be 
ready at a moment’s notice, when we heaid the dhols* and shouts of a large 
body close to our camp. I was suie the arrival of my detachment was un- 
known to the insui gents, and theiefoie fell in the men by word of mouth, 
told off a party of thnty undei the Seigeant-Major to advance sknmishing, 
sent a party of twelve under Mi Willcocks into a heavy tope of tiees, to pro- 
tect our flank on that side, and detached the cavalry (consisting of about 
forty sowais) under Mr Robertson to the open ground on the light, while I 
brought up the rest of my men through a very heavy mango tope With the 
assistance of the cover from the trees, and a deep ditch, the whole party sneak- 
ed up to the skiiraishers, and in concealment Duiing this time the insur- 
gents only having seen about thirty men, advanced boldly Unfortunately, 
however, before we had all got pioperly into position, the older was given 
(they say by the Seigeant-Majoi) to commence flung, the enemy having been 
peppeiing at us the whole time As they were still about 180 yards off, and 
not wishing to wain the enemy by bugle sounds, I went out in fiont to stop 
the filing on oui side. While trying to do this, three shots fell close to me, 
on seeing which the men luslied out of the ditch and fired, and with a cheer 
went on, despising numbeis or distance, quite foi getting that, w'lth forty 
rounds of ammunition, and an eighteen miles march, they had no chance in 
running with the enemy. While tins was going on to my front. Mi. llobeitson 
was attacked by a large body on the light, and had some naiiow escapes from 
their bullets, one man (an amateur city sowai) being killed close to him As 
soon as the paity in front gave way, the w'hole 600 or 700 took to their heels. 
We pursued foi about five miles, overtaking numbeis, and finding many con- 
cealed in trees The loss on the enemy’s side must have been between fifty 
and sixty, w'hile we escaped W'lthout a scratch, with the exception of the city 
man alluded to We took seveial prisoners, liom whom we obtained much 
information, and also the names of the lumberdais, one of whom was among 
the killed We burnt four of the pimcipal villages, wiiere I first collected the 
ehaipoys, and we returned to camp about 10 o’clock.” 

24) On the 23rd the party attacked and burnt the village of Sundowlee 
and Rundelnvah which had been abandoned In exTmining the extent of the 
damage inflicted by the dacoits at Nukooi, it appeared that all the Mohullahs 
had been attacked and gutted, with the exception of that inhabited by the 
Mahomedans, where the Thannahdai, with his Police, and the Tehseeldar, took 
refuge during the assault Not the slightest attempt at resistance seems to 
have been made by the Police All the Government lecoids, with the Maha- 
jiins’ accounts, bonds, &c , were torn up and scattered over the neighbouring 
gardens , some thiee or foui city people w^ere killed, and seveial wounded, but 
the assailants seem to have suffered the most severely. 

25 Although Geetampoor and several villages in the vicinity of Muleetah 
were principals in these disturbances, there was not time to punish them, as 
it was necessary to push on before the rains commenced, and to attack the 
Ranghurs, lepoited to be assembled in the khadii of the Jumna, W'liich would 
become inaccessible the moment the lam fell, so the party mai died at once 
for Gungoh, intending, if possible, to suiprise “Puttuah,” the pioclaimed 
King of the Goojuis, at Boodah Klieiee

The follo-n-ing is from Lieutenant Boisiagon’s leport — 

“The next morning (June 2'litli) we started at 2 A M , and marched along 
quietly until neai ‘Nyagaon,’ one of the villages that we burnt down the 
fiist day, and wheie, we were infoimed, a laige body \ieie waiting in ambush 
foi us All night we moved along cautiously, a leconnoitring paity going on 
undei Ml Bobeitson, while I brought ray men light undei the W'alls on all 
thiee sides After some little delay, owing to the intense daikness lendenng 
eveiytbing invisible, we got through the village, empty as usual, but sliowing 
symptoms of veiy late occupation, in fact Mi Robeitson had a shot at some 
fellows bolting With daylight came lain, but tlie men w ere all anxious to 
push on to meet ‘Puttuah,’ foi w'bose appiehension, w'lth Mr Robeitson’s 
sanction, I offered Rupees 200 Duiing oui aiiangemeuts ot obseivation at 
Nyagaon, Mi Robeitson had gone on a mile oi so in advance, "with tliiity of 
my men and some sowars, and we did not overtake them until we got to 
Mohunpoor, wheie their fuithei progress was disputed in the shape of a few 
bullets filed at Mr Robeitson, who seeing a laige collection of men, demanded 
of the lumbeidais to account foi the gathering They however sent Avord 
back, that if the Sahib wanted them, he might go into the village and fetch 
them himself On my ai rival w'e made arrangements to attack the village, out 
of which we diove them in a veiy few minutes, pursued them a shoit dis- 
tance, and killed six, one of wliom was recognized as an escaped prisoner from 
tlieMeeiut Jail, and who had only two days previously murdered a bunyah at 
Gungob We took seveial prisoners, who corroborated the statements of those 
taken at Nukooi, that Roodah Kheiee was the leading village in the rebellion 
We now went straight to Boodab Kheree, wheie we were informed there were 
two small guns mounted on the toweis of an old Mahiatta fort in tlie village. 
This was my fiist point of attack, and the parties were told off for either of 
these towers But the place had been abandoned, so with the elephants I 
demolished the ‘ would-be-King’s’ palace, and then burnt tlie vill ige We 
tlien maiched into Gungob, another seven miles, w'hich we reached about 
2 pm, having maiched fully tw'enty-one miles ” 

26 In consequence of the constant heavy woik lately, it was determined 
to give the men a day’s rest at Gungob , — m the meantime, by high offers 
ot lewaid, what afteiwaids turned out to be very correct information was 
obtained regarding the position and nuuribers of the Kondah Ranghuis Early 
on the 26tb June the party staited to attack them, and the following is from 
Lieutenant Boisiagon’s account — 

“ On the morning of the 26lh we started at IJ A M As it was a good 
road, I took the Gooikhas down on the hackeries, which I intended to make 
use of as barricades, should necessity compel me During the 25th we had 
most unpleasant reports regarding tlie Iiregulais I will however give the 
Irregulars the ciedit to say, they had hitherto done then work thoroughly, 
though they iveie veiy troublesome in camp about supplies Howevei, I kept 
them betw'een the Sikhs (than whose conduct throughout nothing could have 
been more satisfactory) and the Gooikhas When nearing the place, where 
we expected to find the insurgents, I dismounted my sepoys fiom the hac- 
keries, and detached reconnoitiing parties under Messrs Robertson, Golledge, 
and Willcocks Mr Robeitson’s paity had not left me five minutes, when we 
heaid some six oi eiuht shots, and Mi Robertson galloped m to say that a 
large paity were in front, and that he had been fired at by a numbei of men 
amongst tlie trees We all got togetliei, and advanced as quickly as we could. 
About 150 yards on, we came in sight of the villages Omeipooi (to oui left), 
Shahpooi (on raised ground in the centre), and Manpoor (on our light). All 
round and close to Omerpooi was an extensive tope of mango trees, with under- 
wood and plantain groves Eiom Omeipooi to Manpoor must he about half 
a mile, and the wdiole of this extent was covered with human beings, in some 
places ten and twenty deep We saw a goodly party of horsemen, and the 
whole force could not have numbered under 3,000 men The extent of ground 
covered by the insurgents prevented my attacking them in line, so I divided 
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the whole force into two divisions, flanking eacli with cavalry, and a paity of 
cavaliy in the centie Mi Hyde took tlie cavaliy on the left flank, and I 
detached tlie Seigeant-Majoi and Mr. Willcocks to assist Mr llobeitson 
with the left division Mi CoUedge accompanied me with the right The 
two divisions attacked them on eithei flank, beating tliem up towaids Shah- 
poor This was very soon done, and they all amassed between Sliahpoor and 
Omerpooi, wheie they kept firing at us until the pailv undei Mr llobeitson 
gave them a volley, followed bv seveial successful shots fiomoui side As 
soon as we saw the enemy waveiing (we had all met by this time), we gave 
a clieei, and chaiged, when they scatteied We found a good many had been 
killed by the volley, and as we wanted to give tliem a good lesson, I allowed 
my men to follow as they liked Mi. JRobeitson had galloped off with the 
cavaliy in puisuit, and gave a fiist-iate account of them We chased them for 
some two miles, when coming on an exfen<;ive thick jungle, I sounded the ‘ As- 
sembly,’ and fiom the accounts of the officeis uith the vaiious parties we 
calculated then killed to be upwaids of 160 The main body of the lunaways 
having turned towards ‘Kondah Kulan,’ we maiclied on to it, coming 
across numbers of dead bodies and men concealed in wells and trees On 
arriving before Kondah, we saw a laige body behind tiees and walls, who 
immediately began filing on us Mr llobeitson on one side, and Mi Colledge 
on the otliei, went off uitli the cavaliy to pievent then escape flora the rear 
of the village, but this a large paity effected, though numbeis weie diiven 
back into the village and plantain gai dens It was heie that a Sikh tiooper 
was wounded by a bullet in the aim, and anothei’s hoise killed Several men 
were concealed in their houses, and attacked our Goorkhas as tliey went 
through, but they paid deaily for then rashness, as our men spaied none of 
them, and upwards of seventy weie killed neai and about the village. We 
then burnt the village ” 

27 Tlie object of the Ranghur gatheiing was to attack the towns of 
Luknowtee and Gungoli, and then total defeat saved those impoitant places 

28 Mr. Robeitson had been for two days pressed to leturn to Seharun- 
poor, and the foice accoidiugly started the following morning vid llampoor, 
which had been threatened, aiiiving at Sehaiunpoor on the 28th June Mr 
Robertson remaiks, that fiom the almost universal opinion expiessed by all 
classes of natives, with whom he had an opportunity of conveising, it would 
seem that the extensive using in this pait of the distiict was attiibuted 
entirely to tlie influential Mahomedans of Muleetah and Nukoor They had 
excited the Goojurs genei ally by hopes of plundei, destiuction of bunyahs’ 
accounts, bonds, &c , and the rnoie influential amongst them, such as “Rut- 
tuah,” with the chance of legaining the consequ( nee tradition had assigned 
them in this part of the country, once the piincipality of their ancestors 
With the Ranghurs, as being fanatic co-religionists, theie was little difficulty 
in procuiing then assistance The fact, that neither at Muleetah or Kukoor 
were the mohullahs of the Mahomedans attacked, and that they did not unite 
with the townspeople in measures of resistance, tends much to confirm this 
general impression of the well-affected The Ranghurs in this part of the 
district seem decidedly hostile to anything shoit of Mahomedan supiemacy, 
unlike improvident Goojuis, their villages aie generally populous and wealthy, 
so that plunder could hardly be then inducement to disaffection It was 
impossible not to admire then bigotted daring, never deigning to ask for 
quartei, but turning at once upon their puisueis, though peihapsonly wietch- 
edly aimed uith a gundasah,* or some such, weapon Tlie extracts from 
Lieutenant Boisi agon’s lepoit will show the active and intelligent assistance 
invaiiably given by that officer to the civil authorities, as also the hearty 
co-operation of all the Euiopeans present Mr Robertson says, it was a plea- 
sure to accompany troops that weie invaiiably game, day after day, to under- 
take the veiy heavy woik imposed upon them at this trying season of the year

29 When Nukoor was plundered, Sirsawali was also. Mr. Plowden 
pumshed seveial villages in that neighbourhood 

30 On the 9th of July the Company of the 29th Native Infantry, on 
duty at the Tieasuiy, decamped fiom the station About 8 P M it was 
reported that the tu el ve men over Captain McDougall’s tieasure chest had 
deseited then post, and Major Bagott instantly tuined out his men, and all 
stalled foi the Treasuiy, distant near a mile fiom the barracks, Messrs 
Tiench, Edwaids, Bobeitson, Biownlow, of the Canals, &c , accompanying 
After aiiesting the guard at the Post Office, whose muskets weie loaded, and 
who evidently intended to have gone also, when opportunity offered, the 
party passed on to the Treasury, and found the barrack deserted, the office 
lights burning, but no guaid present , all the seals and locks were light, but 
the guard had fled in such a hurij'^, that they left their cooking utensils, 
blankets, &c , behind them Captain McDougall had remained to bung up 
the Pulteealah hoise, forty of whom relieved the 4th Light Cavalry detach- 
ment left at Sehaiunpooi, when Captain Wyld returned uith Mi Plowden to 
Jugadiee, but as these men had only matchlocks, and it was raining hard, 
they did not like turning out It was necessary to place a guard over the 
Treasury and buildings, and on so dark a night, and in the pouiing rain, it 
was not considered advisable to detach any men in pin suit The Police sowars, 
however, neie oideied to follow up the mutineers and catch them The 
Jemadar biouglit in a musket the next morning, which had been dropped on 
the load to Delhi md Bampooi, seventy-nine men got off 

31 On the lltti July, Ml. Bobertson went again to Rooikee, in order 
to visit, in conjunction with Captain Reid, Commanding at Booikee, tlie Kliadir 
of the Ganges, and put down the Bunjaias, who had been committing great 
excesses On aiiiving at Booikee, he received information that theBunjarahs 
had assembled in considerable force, and as Captain Reid consideied it advis- 
able, if possible, to piocuie the assistance ot some Gcoikhas, an application 
was made to Seliai unpoor, but being unsuccessful. Captain Reid oideied a gun, 
accompanied by Europeans, with as manj Sappers as could be spared, to proceed 
with Mr Robertson, under the command ot Captain Maclagan On the 14th 
they aiiived at Jowalapooi It n as raining the whole day, 16th. They marched, 
intending to attack “Euttuah,” but were unable to cioss the Bangungah 
about five miles from their destination, they therefore encamped near its 
banks, at a place called Ranee Majrah, which had been plundered and aban- 
doned Duiing the maich through this lonely countiv, it was distressing to 
observe the desolation caused by these rascals Poi miles the villages were 
burnt down, and not a living soul remained in the neighbour hood On the 
16th the iivei was still higher The boats did not aiiive till late in tbe day, 
but even had they made then appearance eailiei, the paity could not have 
crossed, on account of the large amount of timber in this rapid stream 

32 While at breakfast, some flung was heard towards the river, and 
shortly intelligence came in that theBunjarahs had crossed While the troops 
were getting undei aims, Mi Robeitson and another officer went down to 
see the actual state of affairs, and were fired at from the opposite side by a 
body of from seventy to 100 men They leluined the compliment nitli their 
rifles, when the lebels letiied into the grass jungle, and the gun coming up, 
drove them off altogether On the 17th the iivei had considerably fallen , the 
party ciossed in about four hours, and in the long grass came on a Bunjaiah, 
whose leg was broken by a rifle shot He stated that six had been killed, and 
nineteen wounded, on the previous day (amongst the foimei were the uncle 
and nephew of Seliiah, then leader), and that 400 men had been present, 
concealed in the grass On leaching Euttuah, it was found that the Bun- 
jaiahs had made a precipitate retreat to an island on the Ganges A number 
were however intercepted, and others shot in ciossing Some grape was also 
filed whenever any number were seen on the island, but with what effect it was 
impossible to discover The paity burnt Euttuah, and six Tandahs, or tem- 
porary villages , diove off from three to four hundred head of cattle, and 
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allowed the Jowalapoor HaOj who had accompanied, and were considerable 
sufferers, to leraove the plundered giain, which was stoied lound Puttuah in 
large quantities On July 18tli and 19th, the camp maiched and returned to 
Hoorkee 

33 The gi eat enemy duiing this trip was the constant rain, for had 
the party been able to cioss tlio Bangunga on the fiist day, the piisoners 
assorted that the Buniarahs would have fought, hut having time to remove 
a considerable poition of tlieir plundeied piopeity to the island, it was not 
Thought worth the risk It was not piopei to risk the lives of the Euiopeans 
and natives, by continuing long enough encamped in tins low swampy land, 
to procuie boats fiom the canal All those on the banks of the Ganges had 
been sunk Tliough tlie results weie not so satisfactory as they might have 
been, had the weather been moie favorable, still the Bunjarahs seem to have 
felt the loss of their cattle, as the following day eleven gave themselves up, 
offering to betrav all the iingleaders, if a sufficient force would accompany 
them The news fiom Beobund, howevei, rendered necessaiy a mo^e in that 
direction The pnsoncis taken in the Khadir were tiled at Rooikee, when 
eleven weie hung, the lemaindcr being released, after receiving coiporal pun- 
ishment. 

34 On the 21st, Mi Robertson moved to Mahonicdpoor with the same 
Wniph imd in tbo raenntime been foicc, aud there lieaid tliat the dacoits assembled 

hefoie Deobund had scatteied, and leturned to 
then respective villages On the 22nd the foice raaiclied to Deobund, visiting 
ceitain villages in the vicinity of Poor, m the Mozuffeinuggui Distiict, who 
had joined in the attack on Deobund Ileie they made piisoners of the lum- 
herdars, and some notoiious chaiactcis Purther on, at Chota Sampla, they 
surprised a parly of Goojurs in the act of dividing plundered pioperty, and in 
the ravines below, anotlier paity at the same work. All this piopeity was 
subsequently iccognized in Deobund In the evening Mr. Robertson examin- 
ed tlic city, and lound that in the mohullahs inhabited by the mahajuns, 
bunyahs, aud otliei wealthy men, all property not removed by the plundeieis 
had been bioken up There was, however, little appearance of digging, so there 
was reason to suppose that the actual cash and valuables possessed by the 
Deobund men escaped In fact the resistance seems to have been so determin- 
ed, that tlieio could have been hut little time at the disposal of the rebel 
villagers to dig foi treasure Tlie attack had been most systematically cai- 
Tied out, certain villages confining their operations to ceitain mohullahs The 
mohullahs inhabited by the Goojurs, Mahomedans, and Churaais, were unin- 
jured, though actually on the outskiits of the city, fiom which it might he 
suspected that these parties had some interest in the attack, but no plundered 
property could he lound in their houses. 

35 Bhugwan Sing, an important person there, with almost all his rela- 
tives, was scveiely wounded in defending his house, and his son carried off by 
the dacoits The village Sullahpoor, where Bhugwan Sing’s son was concealed, 
was suriounded at dayhieak by the Sikh Iloise and Captain Drummond’s 
Canal sowars. As Bhugwan Sing had expiessed considerable alaim that the 
child would he killed, if the village was attacked, a rew'aid of Rupees 100 
was offered to any one who might succeed in bringing him out safely This 
had the desired effect, and most of the men of the village being secured, the 
party advanced to Bunliera, the inhabitants of which had been the oiiginal 
captois of the boy, and from whom the village of Sullahpoor had taken him 
after a fight. Heio also the paity seized the men, and burnt a poition of the 
village. 

36 TTliilo Captain Drummond and Mr. Robertson were engaged in this 
direction, Captains Read and Boisiagon burnt the village of Dookcheia and 
MankiP, from which the inhabitants had fled During the 24th and 26th 
the officers were engaged in examining the prisoners, and bringing them for- 
waid for lecognition by the lesidents of Deobund, and in the evening leceived 
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orders to return to Seliaruupoor, in consequence of reports of an intended 
attack on that place This lecall was unfortunate, as many of the leading 
■villages were left unpunished, m consequence of the unceasing ram dming the 
24tli and 25th still so severe was the punishment on those attacked, that the 
Katah remained quiet 

37 Wnile tlie paity was at Deolmnd, forty-five men were hung, and 
seventeen sentenced to ten yeais’ impiisonment, — the lemainder being released, 
some on security 

38 Ml Spankie recalled the party to Seharunpooi, having received 
intelligence of a proposed attack on the station and jail by the Goojuis, Raj- 
poots, and Ranghuis, aided by the lower Mahoniedans of the city He dis- 
armed the jail guard, some of the men in which had listened to overtures 
from the city, and replaced the guaid by forty men of the Gooikhas Colonel 
L’Estiange, Commanding at Landoui, to whom an expiess was sent, oidered 
down forty Europeans, who ainved on the 27th, the evening before the pioposed 
attack, which, in consequence of the reinforcements, did not come off The 
Europeans remained until after the Mohuirum, which passed off tranquilly, as 
did a large fair, which was held (at the same time that the Tazeeas weie earned) 
within thiee miles of the town Before the Mohurrum, two six-pounder guns 
sent from Meerut arrived at Seliarunpooi Previous to the great day ot the 
Mohuirum, the Kotwal was removed into the district, to Nukoor, where he 
could do no harm Tlieie not being evidence against him at the time, it was 
premature to try him, and he could not be got rid of, as his home was in 
Shalijehanpooi, to which place he could not be sent 

39 After he went to Nukoor, evidence was obtained, of a satisfactory 
character, against him, he was airested, and according to arrangement previ- 
ously made with Mi Barnes, deported to IJmballa Mr Colledge, Assistant 
Magistrate, and Lieutenant Boisiagon, arrested him, and took him to the 
Jumna Mi Colledge escorted him fiom the river to IJmballa 

40 This paity, on its way to Nukoor, surprised Sudovtlee, seized Eutwah, 
a head man, and about twenty prisoners 

41 Ml Lowe, C S , who was appointed to act as Assistant in the dis- 
trict on 28th July 1857, volunteered to do duty, leaving the hills, to which he 
had gone on medical certificate, and was employed in collecting the revenue in 
Deobund Mi Melville, appointed Extra Joint-Magistrate on tbe 14th August 
1857, was on the same duty in Rooikee Tehseel A portion of Captain Hughes’ 
Regiment of Punjab Irregulars was ordered to Seharunpoor, in order to give 
cavaliy, the want of which had been felt , — fifty of these men were sent to Mo- 
zuffeinuggur to Mr Edwaids, fifty-five with Mr. Lowe to Deobund, and thirty 
with Ml Melville to Rooikee When the distuibances at Thannah Bhowun 
bioke out, Mr Lowe at once joined Mr. Edwards, and Captain Hughes sent 
him twenty more men Mr Spankie also sent Mr Mehille, with his thirty 
sowais, to Mozuffeinuggur Both Messrs Lowe and Melville were present 
at the attack on Thannah Bhowun The former was severely wounded, and 
was therefore ordered in, though he wished to join the stronger force that sub- 
sequently went to Thannah Bhowun 

42 The only event of any importance that remains to be noticed was 
the invasion of some rebels from the Bijnour District into Hurdwar in Janu- 
ary 1858 The Electiic Telegraph signaller was taken away prisoner by them, 
but has been Avell tieated, and is alive up to date On leceipt of this news 
Lieutenant Boisragon, with seventy Sikhs and Gooikhas, and two guns, with 
ten Europeans, started, and happily came up with about 1,000 of these rebels 
The little party attacked the mass most gallantly, and utterly routed them, 
killing a considerable number The Ganges Canal was most happily turned 
into the nvei before the fugitives could re-oross it, and a great number were 
drowned altogether, the rebels confessed to a loss of between four or 500 
Tins creditable little affair occurred on the 10th of Januaiy 
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48 The foregoing Narrative shows that Mr Spankie had to deal with 
disaffected Mahomedans in the city, with deseition and mutiny of native 
troops in the station, with threatened attacks on it by rebels, which however 
did not take place, and with seiious distmbances in the district 

44 The Government will doubtless observe with appiobation, the firm 
energy with whicli the Magistrate and the Euiopean residents of the station 
met the emergency, and how, notwithstanding mutinies and desertions, tliey 
held their onn, till stiengthened by the airival of the Goorkhas, and aftei- 
wards of two guns flora Meeiut, they were relieved from the dangers through 
which they biavely stood at then posts The seditious inclinations of the 
villageis near the station weie checked by small parties of the native intan- 
tiy, with the district police sowais and other cavaliy, headed by Mi. Spankie 
and the European officers and residents of the station 

46 Though no opposition was ever met with, it was doubtless the man- 
ful readiness of the Europeans in the eaily pait of the outbreak, and after 
that the piomptitude witli which Mr Barnes, the Commissioner of Umballa, 
and Colonel L’Estiange at Landour, met requisitions for aid (which must 
have co-operated to awe the disaffected), and the unceasing watchfulness of 
Ml Spankie and his native subordinates in the town, whose conduct has been 
separately reported, that saved the station 

46 In the district, order n as to a great extent preserved, and altogether 
restored, under Mi Spankie’s geneial supeiintendence, by the untiring energy 
and gallant conduct of the Joint-Magistiate, Mr H I) Robertson, and the 
ready zeal of Messrs Melville, Colledge, and Lowe, CS, Assistants to Mi. 
Spankie 

47. It has been seen that Mr Robertson having cleared the road to the 
hills, next with Mr Plowden, C S , who ciossed over fiom Jngadiee to aid 
Lieutenant Boisiagon and his party of Gooikhas, who thioughout rendered 
excellent seivice, chastised insurgents on the west pait of the distnct, and 
again with a small party of sowars, reinforced by Europeans and some native 
Sappers and Miners from Roorkee, under Captain MacLagan and Captains 
Drummond and Read, of the Canal Department, put a stop to the plundering 
of the Bunjarahs in the Ganges Khadir, and with the same foice, and again 
joined by Lieutenant Boisragon, punished the villageis who had attacked 
Deobund Mr Spankie was fortunate, first, in having such officers to assist 
him, second, in getting over troops from Umballa, though most of them 
proved eventually untrustworthy , thud, in having them at once replaced by 
the Gooikhas and Punjab Cavalry, fourth, in having most efficient aid from 
every officer at Roorkee, ana fifth, in being so thoroughly supported by the 
officers and residents, militaiy and civil, of Sehaiuupooi 

48 But great credit is due to liim for the manner in which he availed 
himself of these means of upholding authority in the district, and that thiough 
much danger and difficulty He did so to such an extent, that he was able to 
continue throughout, in some parts, and soon to re-enter upon, whoie it was 
suspended, the work connected with the revenue settlement 

49. The Seharunpoor Jail is one of the very few that has been preserved 

60 Mr Spankie has concluded Ins report with the best proof of the 
firm efficiency with which he has managed his district, the statement that 
nearly all the revenue has been collected, and the Courts kept open 

51 I need hardly recommend to the favorable notice of Goveinment 
the officers and European residents, whose names and good services are fully 
detailed in Mr. Spankie’s report, from which the following paragiaphs are 
extracted — 

“Paragraph 31 — The thanks of the Government are due to the whole of 
the residents of the place, all of whom aie officers of Government, Covenanted 
or TTneovenanted I liave always leceived the most cordial co-operation 
from all Mr Robertson, Joint-Magistrate, has particularly distinguished 
himself throughout, being always ready for any duty, and energetically carry-

ino out what he was sent to do Mr Edwaids, though posted as Jomt- 
Mao'istrate to M^npoory, gave me every assistance that his long expeiience 
and^local hnowledge of tlie zillah could suggest Ho was subsequently posted 
to Mozuffeinuggui as Officiating Magistrate Lieutenant Bionnlow, Supeiin- 
tendent of the Eastein Jurnna Canal, befoie his depaituie to camp at Delhi, 
and in tlie earlier part of the distuibances, inspired all with confidence To 
me he was an excellent counsellor, indefatigable in organizing our resistance 
and always leady for duty outside He received a letter of thanks from our late 
lamented Commissioner, Mr Greathed, so did Mr Hobertson, of whom I 
should say moie, did I not feel that his own report best illustrated the service 
he peiloiraed 

“ Paiagraph 32 — It was owing to Captain McDougall that our troops were 
able to make rapid marches, as carnage was difficult to obtain, and Captain 
McDougall was always ready to supply us with stud carts and cattle, at 
great inconvenience, as they were raucb lequiied foi stud purposes Captain 
McDougall moreover took upon himself the entiie chaige of the iiregulars on 
leave, who have done well Having been in this seivice himself, he knew how 
to deal with these men, which was of great advantage to me 

“Paiagraph 33 — I am also much indebted to Mr Plowden, who twice 
entered the district to assist me, and both near Nukoor and at Sirsawah did 
good sei vice It would be difficult to speak with sufficient praise of the way 
in which Captains Wyld and Gaistin managed their men whilst here Deser- 
tions took place from the foimer foice, and the mutiny oecuired in the lattei’s 
Company Nothing but their constant watchfulness kept the men together 
Both regiments, as is well known, have since been disarmed 


“Paiagraph 34 — Since the Gooikbas came here there has been a long 
continuance of quiet, to wlncli Lieutenant Boisi agon’s tieatraent of the rebels 
in Peigunnah Gungoh gieatly contiibuted This officei leceived from Mr 
Gieathed a warm letter of thanks for his good seivice on this occasion and on 
otheis My thanks are also due to Major Baggot for his constant assistance 
and suppoit since he joined the station 

“Paragraph 36 —But all the residents are deserving of pi aise for their 
ready co-operation when requiied It is impossible to name all, though all 
were evei eagei to be of service Amongst the IJncovenanted body, I think 
Ml Hyde did useful seivice, accompanying Mi Tlobeitson on several occasions, 
and distinguishing himself when out on duty 

“Pavagiaph 36 — Mi Willcocks, Deputy Supciintendent of the Eastein 
Jumna Canal, was veiy useful also on several occasions, but we soon lost his 
sei vices, as he pioceeded to join the camp at Delhi 

“Paragiaph 39 — I am paiticulaily indibted to Captain Head, and to 
Captain Diumraond of the Canal Depaitment, their sei vices were brought to 
your notice when I submitted Mi Robeitsou’s lepoit. No 213, dated 4th 
August 1857 Captain Bead has been extiemely anxious to assist me, and pie- 
serve peace and ordei It is also well known to the Government that in the 
fiist instance Lieutenant-Colonel Baud Smith’s eneigetic measuies seemed 
order at Boorkee and the surrounding villages

63 Tlie repoits fiom the Mozuffernuggur Distiict refer to two dif- 
ferent periods The fiist, tliat hetneen the outbreak of the mutiny at Meerut 
and Ml Berfoid’s depaiture fiom the place on leave, the second, subsequent 
to Mr Edu aids’ taking chaige of the district 

54) At Mozuffernuggur the outbieak was not met as it was at Seliarun- 
poor, the Magistrate and Collectei, Mr Bei lot d, was not equal to the emer- 
gency 

66 The excuse for this, — I believe solitary instance of the civil officers 
of an out-station succumbing to dangei, in this case at fust more imagmaiy 
than leal, — was the pliysical inability of Mi Beiford to take the active and 
energetic measuies, winch it would certainly appeal would have saved the 
treasure and station Without a head of couise the other officeis and the 
residents of the place weie paialyzed This preamble is required to introduce 
the following Nairative of events. 

56 The 9th and lOtli May being holidays, Mr Berford went over to 
Seliarunpoor, wheie, on tlie afteinoon of the 11th, a lettei fiom the late Mr 
Johnstone, Officiating Magistrate of Meerut, reached him, giving intelligence 
of the mutiny at that place Mr Berfoid left in a fow hours for Mozuffer- 
nuggur, and on arrival there, was told by the native officials the most exag- 
gerated, indeed wholly false leports of the arrival of mutineer regiments, and 
of the immediate presence, on the outskiits of the citv, of laige bands of 
dacoits Mr Berford at once oidered that all public offices should be closed 
for tlireo days They were never again opened Eumours of the rapid ap- 
proach of mutineer regiments gatheied ground, and in the absence of all 
letters, official or private, fiom Meerut, appear to have been pretty generally 
believed 

67 It appears that on the evening of the 12th, Mr B-wford received in- 
formation, which he considered accurate, that the convicts in the Jail would 
rise that night, and that the town would be plundered. Everything w'as bow^- 
ever, at the time, peifectly quiet He repaired to the bungalow of Mr J 
Dalbv, Head Clerk, and fiom there went out to the'^ungle, towards the village 
of Suiwut, wheie he lemained till morning 

68 Nothing occurred that night 

59 On the 13th Mr Giant, Joint-Magistrate and Deputy Collector, who 
had been in camp at Shamlee, arrived, having been called in by Mr Berfoid 

60 Mr Grant states that that day Sergeants O’Earrell and Taylor were 
sent for, and plans for the future discussed, the result of which was that the 
party, accompanied by Mis O’Farrell and her sister, Mrs Hussy, and the Office 
clerks and their families, went to the Tebseel The movement was huiiiedly 
cairied out, in consequence of the gentlemen learning from Mr Buttei field. 
Jail Darogah, that the Jail guaid were in collusion wuth the piisoners, and 
both intended to attack the bungalows. This turned out to be utteily without 
foundation 

61 That night Mr Grant and Sergeant Stewart’s bungalows were burnt 
by the villagers, and Mr Beiford’s attacked, but the assailants were kept off 
by the guard 

62 Property to a trifling amount was plundered in the city duiing the 
night Tiiere was also a slight disturbance in the jail among the prisoners, 
but successfully repressed by the guard Mr Berfoid, for their conduct that 
night, gave tliem a present of a month’s pay The party next rnoining. May 
14jth, returned to Mr. Berford’s bungalow. 
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C3 Tlie Teliseoldar asserts that the disturbance m the city might have 
been prayentcd, but he, and all the rest of the Government servants, vere 
Ftrictly prohibited by Mr Beiford from leaving the Tehseel, vheie all the 
gates and doors were secured 

Cl Between 10 and 11 A M of the 14th, the party, for what reason is 
not known, suddenly returned to the Tehseel 

05 The Tohsetldar, Imdad Hossein, also states, that his intention was, if 
possible, to get the treasure into the Tehseel, and that both Mr Berford and 
ho spoke to the Haiildar on tlie subject, who agreed to bring it at 2 r m 
that day (May 14tli) This, nhen the tune came, the sepoys refused to do 
They broke into the treasure chests, and subtracted as much as they could 
remove, liaving first placed sentiies all lound tlie premises, to pi event any 
person arming or interfeiing uitli them uhen thus emplojed Tlie Subeh- 
dar who commanded the party, which was composed of twenty-eight sepojs* 
of the 20th Native Infantry, sent an abusive message to the Tehseeldar, saying 
that he had believed him a Mahomedan, but that he had proved himself a 
Kaffir , had eaten pig, &c , and that he and his men intended paying liim a 
visit, and squaiing accounts with him 

60 The plunder of the Treasury, and the report sedulously spread, 
that a large paity of the 20th fiom Met rut had joined their comiades, and that 
a body of dacoits was rapidly advancing on the town, caused considei.ible 
constei nation to those collected in the Tehseel, and to the Government officials 
generally They were peisuaded that the Tehseel was no longer safe, and 
Messr': Beiford and Giant proposed proceeding to Jowlee, the residence of the 
Tehseeldar’s cousin, Svud Kasim All, and Mr and Mrs OTarrell for Kooiket*. 
But these latter abandoned their intention on heaiing that the road was 
closed about Ohuppai Mi Grant had actually staited for Jow'leo, accom- 
panied by the Toliseeldar , But Ml Berfoid not joining them, they letuined, 
and found that oflicei had left the Tehseel by a back entrance, and gone to the 
residence of some Syuds in Aboopooiah, a suburb of the city, wheie. Mi 
Grant states, they weio treated extiemely well They slept theie that night, 
guarded by half the Jail guard, thirty in number, and leturned to the Tehseel 
next morning 

67 The amount of raonev plundeicd from the Tieasury was Rupees 
85,000 The Tieasury guard amounted, including officers, to thiity-five men 
It is clear that tliey, wdiolly unprovided with carnage, and encuinbiied witli 
their arms and ammunition, could not have lemovud more than one-thiid of 
the whole, as not a single sepoy of tlieii regiment had ariived , noi wore there 
anj \illageis present witli tliem They took aw'ay as much as they could 
catn, and the reinaindei was plundeied by the townspeople and Mi Berford’s 
private servants. The latter In ed in the adjoining outhouses, saw what wms 
going on, and iramediatelj on the departure of the sepoys, commenced on 
then own account The sepojs left quietly and unmolested 

68 The remaindei of the Government money was just as quietly plun- 
dered The people were allowed to pour into the Tieasury and help them- 
sthes Not one single official, — high oi low, — raised a finger to prevent it 
Evervbody seems to have been paialjiSed 

69 Towards evening, on the 14th, Mr Berford, consideiing that his 
force, which was solely composed of liis own and the Jnint-ilagistrate’s guard, 
numbering twelve men, armed w itli muskets and bayonets, and the Thannah and 
Teliseel burkundaves, was insufficient, determined on drawing off the Jail 
guard, and letting the prisoners loose Eagnath Singh, Jemadar of the Tehseel, 
was sent to the Jail, with orders to the Native Officer commanding the guard, 
to at once lekase the prisoners, and bring away all the sepoys for the protec- 
tion of Mr Berford and the other Europeans Tins was at once done, and 
the men marched to the Tehseil, where thiitv were retained, and ihiity sent to 
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Aboopoorah to Mr Beiford The villageis subsequently came in and destroyed 
the Jail bariacks, carrying ofp the doors, shutteis, and non lails, &c., &c 

70. This measure Mr Grant at the time considered a grave mistake, 
though he says he may not hare sufficiently opposed it If anything had 
been wanting to convince the people that tlie Goveinment lule at MozutFur- 
nuggui had ceased to exist, this lelease of the convicts supplies it The in- 
habitants saw that they could with impunity commit any excesses ; that no- 
body interfered or meddled with them , and that even the few individuals who 
had been captuied by the sonars in the city on the night of tlie 13th had 
been set free nith the others The Civil, Criminal and Collectorate records 
weie burnt by the people that night (May lith) On the 15th, oi following 
day, infoimation was leceived that the people of the neighbouiing villages 
neie collecting in great numbers round the city, and pioposed attacking and 
plundering it On this the Kotwal and Duffadar of sowais, whose conduct 
throughout these disturbances shows in a favorable light, went with a paity 
of district sonars, attacked and completely dispersed the dacoits, bunging 
in some fifteen or twenty prisoners, several of whom were wounded 

71 For want of a jail, these dacoits were ordei ed to be flogged and 
released The piisoneis nere caught, with aims in then hands, in openiesist- 
ance to Government authority, and should one and all have been hung ou 
the spot 

72 Fiom tins time to the mutiny of the 4th Irregulars on the 21st 
June, no attack oi dacoity nas committed oi attempted in the tonn, though 
reports of intended attacks were ficquent 

73 About this peiiod letteis containing instructions were received from 
the Commissionei, nhicli appear to have been wholly cairied out by Mr 
Giant, indeed all the ariangeirents for the distiict seem to have been made 
by that officei These auangements were the cstablisliment of chowkees on 
the mam line of communication, the enrolment of sowais and burkundazes, 
and the despatch of letters of encouragement to the seveial extensive land- 
boldeis and native gentlemen tluoughout the zillali These measuies, which 
were well and carefully earned out by the Joint-Magistiate, would have proved 
fai more successful than they did, had it not been for the uttei supineness of 
the Police, who throughout literally did nothing Tliey appeal to have come 
to an understanding uith the people, that neithei should interfeie with the 
other, — that if the villagers permitted the Police to remain quietly at their 
stations and diaw their pay, the villagers might commit what ciimes they 
pleased, without any attempt at prevention on their part The natuial lesult 
was, that violent ciimcs of all kinds weie daily, almost houily, committed 
throughout the distiict, not secretly or by night, but openly, and at noonday 

74 It IS needless naming the chief crimes, it is sufficient to lemark 
that here, as in other paits of the country, the bunyahs and mahaiuns weie 
in the majoiity of cases the victims, and feaifully have many ot them been 
made to sulfei foi their previous rapacity and avaiice 

75 On the 18th or 19th, a party of the 3id Light Cavalry, under a 
native officei, aiiived fiom Meerut, and at fiist caused no slight constei nation, 
as it was not known whethei they were friends oi enemies On the day of 
then arrival, one of the troopeis shot a bunyah, with whom he had a quar- 
rel Ml Beiford seems to have been satisfied with the man’s explanation 

76 Nothing particular seems to have taken place for seveial days, but 
towards the end of the month, it was deemed advisable to send Mis O’Faiiell 
and her sister, Mrs Hussy, into Meerut An angements w^ere made for their 
departuie, and Mr. Berford determined to accompany them, which he did, 
taking tlie whole of the cavalry with him, and leaving Mr Grant, who refused 
to quit tlie distiict with Mr. Dalbv, Head Cleik, his family, and that ot Mr 
Butterfield, Jail Darogah Mi Berford, after pioceeding some miles, returned 
to the station, and the cavalry weie the next day reinforced by a paity of 
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the same regiment, under Lieutenant Clarke Airangements were now made 
foi patrolling the roads, and some of the most lefiattory villages were visited 
and punished 

77 On the 29th, Lieutenant Smith ai rived with eighty troopers of the 
4tli Inegulnr Cavalry and lelieved Lieutenant Claike 

78 Ml Giant received oideis from the Commissioner to proceed to 
Sliamlee, and make ariangements for keeping open tlie dtlk communication 
between Meerut and Kurnaul In accordance with these inctiuctions, Mr 
Grant, attei the lapse of a few days, went to Sliamlee, and having effected the 
object of his journey, letuined two days aftei to the station, having writtiu 
a lull account to the Coramissionei of the aiiangements made by him, and the 
state of the country about Sliamlee 

79 Mr Giant received in reply a communication from the late Com- 
missioner, Ml Greathed, transferring him to Boolundsliahur, because he had 
intliefiist instance delayed to cairy out the insti uctions, and secondly, because 
he had left Shamlee without his, the Commissioner’s, oideis Mr Gieathed’s 
letter has been lost, but such, Mr Giant states, uas its purport Though 
there certainly appears to have been unnecessaiy delay in proceeding to Sham- 
lee, neither Mr BerfoidnoiMr Giant seems to hav'e understood the Com- 
missioner to intend the latter to remain at Shamlee, alter the dhk arrange- 
ments had been completed 

80 Mr Grant reports that he found the state of affairs at Shamlee 
most satisfactory, owing to the exertions of Ibraheem Khan, rdisieldar, since 
murdeied by the insurgents of Thannah Bhowun, under Inayut Alee Khan 

81 Sliortly after the return of the Joint-Magistrate from Shamlee, the 
villages of Puraee and Bijopooiah uere visited aud punished Matters were 
improving, and a little letenue was collected in the Huzoor and Khalowlee 
Tehseels, when, on the 21st June, the tioopeis of the dth Irregular Cavalry 
mutinied and mui doted their officer. Lieutenant Smith 

82 Several days pievious to the mutiny of the dth Inegulars, informa- 
tion was given at Sehai unpore, by Dooley Chund, an extensive landiiolder 
in that and the Mozuffuinuggur Districts, that the Ii regulars were in a dis- 
affected state, and not to he depended upon Mr Grant was informed of thio. 
Similai lumours had reached him, but Lieutenant Smith, to whom he had 
communicated them, was satisfied of the staunchness of his men The event 
proved the lumours only too well founded 

83 The troopeis were billetted in the Magistrate’s Kutcheriy, only part 
of which had been destroyed bv fire Then horses were picketted on eitlier 
side the road leading from the Kutcherry to Mr. Berford’s bungalow The 
space between is lather less than 100 yaids 

84 The account of the mutiny, as given by the different individuals 
who witnessed it, vanes considerably The following is a pretty correct des- 
cription of what occurred — 

85 About 3 PM, on the 21st June, a Sbootui sowai* arrived from 
Shamlee He did not come in by the direct road, but passed lound by the 
Public Offices, and entered the lines of the 4th, and no doubt brought some 
letter oi message to the men from their comiades stationed at Shamlee. He 
left again in a short time, and soon after his departure a trooper went into 
Mr Beifoid’s bungalow, apparently to call Lieutenant Smith, as that officer 
accompanied him into the lines Mi Dalbv, Head Cleik, who was in a tent 
outside the bungalow, saw the arrival and departure of the Shootur sowar, 
the trooper go to the bungalow, and Lieutenant Smith return with him , and 
the same time noticed that Lieutenant Smith was going to his men at an 
unusually early hour Shortly aftei the report of a shot was heard, and the 
natives called out that a dog had been shot This was however almost imme- 
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diately negatived bv one of the chuprassees ru'ilung into the bungalow, saving 
tliat the Adjutant had been sliot by his men Tlie party there, ms, Messrs 
Berford, Grant, and Mr Dalby, and Mi Buttei field, with then families, at 
once left the bungalow, and went to the out-houses in the real of the house, 
wheie the Jail guard were stationed Tlie Ressaldar came to Mi Giant, told 
him that he had put the man, who shot the Adjutant, into confinement, and 
asked that ofiicer to go to the bungalow and see Lieutenant Smith, who 
had been biought in there by some dooley bearers, and was being attended 
by the Native Doctor Mr Giant was accompanying the Ressaldar, when 
Mr Butteifield went foiuard and prevented his doing so. Tlie sepoys 
of the Jail guard now said that the whole party sliould at once repair 
to the Tehseel, which they 'did by a shoit and unfrequented road, as the 
sowais weie evidently preparing to mount, and weie beginning to suriound 
the bungalow Mr and Mis Butterfield, when half-way, leturned to the 
bungalow, to piocuie some clothes, &c , foi gotten in the huiry of depaiture 
These they managed to secure, and had proceeded some distance towaids the 
'JPehseel, Avhen he w'as shot by one of tlie tioopeis His wife begged them to 
shoot her also, but though they threatened her, she was left uninjured Mr 
Butterfield’s body was slashed with sword-cuts, and a hand cut off on account 
of the ring upon it 

86 The partv reached the Tehseel only just in time, as several of the 
troopers galloped down the main road, with the evident intention of cutting 
them off, but retuined on seeing them enter the Tehseel gate 

87 There seems to be little doubt that tlie Ressaldar’s object was to get 
the paity back into the bungalow, where they would all have been muidered 

88 Lieutenant Smith, whose fiist wound was not mortal, w'as put into 
a dooley, and was being taken to the Tehseel, when he was followed by some 
sowais, diagged out and murdered. The body was much disfiguied by sword- 
cuts, and one of the hands cut off for the sake of the iing Lieutenant Smith’s 
and Butterfield’s bodies weie lemoved that night by Mr D.ilby’s younger 
brother, and Mr Kelly, biotber of Mrs Buttei field, to their bungalow They 
lay theie unbuiied foi two days and two nights, and weie eventually interied 
by these two men close to the house The bodies have since been lemoved to 
consecrated ground 

89 About 8 o’clock the same evening the whole of the 4th came over to 
the Tehseel, asked the sentry what regiment he belonged to, called out to all 
true Mahomedans to come over and join them, and demanded that the 
“ Kafirs” should be given up 

90 They at first insisted that the Tehseel should be opened, in order 
that they might rob the Treasury, and muider the Oliristians Imdad Hossein, 
Tehseeldar, behaved extremely well, and stoutly refused to listen to the tioop- 
ers, though taunted, thieatened, and abused by them Daood Khan, Duffadar 
of sowars, went out to the mutineers, and asked them what they wanted They 
replied, the lives of the Chiistians He answered, that though the Europeans 
had certainly come to the Tehseel, they weie no longer there , if tliey were, he 
would not give them up They then demanded the treasuie He said he had 
nothing to do with the money, and no power over it, and re-entered the Tehseel, 
when It was settled to give up the amount in the chest, about Rupees 6,000 
On receiving it, the sowars left in a body, going lound by Aboopoorah, with 
the intention apparently of discoveiing w’hether the Europeans had again 
sought refuge there, and passed on to Shamlee, where they weie joined by their 
comiades 

91 Btfore their departure they burnt Mr. Berford’s bungalow, and 
carried off Messrs Grant’s and Berfoid’s hoises The staging bungalow and 
Mr O’Earrell’s bungalow weie burnt the same night 

92 Lieutenant Smith’s men weie disaffected for some time previous to 
the actual mutiny and murder of their officer, which may have been hastened 
by the intelligence the Shutur sowar brought from Shamlee, or of the tiifling 
altercation in the lines, of which two distinct accounts are given. 
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in with 130 Goorldias of the Nusseeree Battalion, under command of Lieute- 
nant Chester Lieutenant Chester was next day recalled by Major Bagott, 
and eighty of the Gooikhas, thus leaving only fifty men 

101 Mr Berford, the Magistiate and Collector, left on the night of the 
4th along with the Goorkhas Mr Edwaids, therefore, in accoidance with 
the mstiuctions leceived by Mr Spankie, from the late Commissioner, Mr 
Greathed, assumed chaige of the distiict in both departments 

102 It will be clearly peiceived fiom the foregoing statement, that the 
authoiities at that time at Mozuflfernuggur had gieat difficulties to contend 
witl), and no real foice to aid tlieir efforts at preserving the peace of the station 
and distiict, — though there is no doubt that some of Mi Berford’s acts, such 
as closing the Public Offices, and releasing the piisoneis, were fai mote calcu- 
lated to increase than to repress the distuibances , and though it is evident 
that much could have been effected which was not even attempted, still great 
credit IS surely due to those who in such trying ciicumstances never left then 
district 

103 The chief error committed by the authorities was, in not going 
themselves, and examining into the amount of truth, in the alarming reports 
bi ought to them — in placing matters leally in the hands of the natives, instead 
of acting promptly and enei getically on their own judgment Piimness, 
decision, and self-ieliance, were absolutely necessaiy for the ciisis, and were 
unfoitunately not sufficiently displayed 

104 The total absence of any intelligence from Meerut, during thefiist 
few days of the outbieak, is gieatly to be legietted It gave a color of trutli 
to the greatly exaggeiated tales, which weie ciiculated by the natives, and 
pievented their being satisfactoiily refuted or denied 

105 It IS also a matter of suipiise and regiet that no force, however 
small, was sent fiorn Meerut, to assist the authoiities in holding the district 
Had tins been done, the gieat loss to Government and to pi ivate individuals 
Mould ceitainly have been prevented Even without such force, there can be 
little doubt that if the distiict sowars had been made to patrol the station 
on some legulai plan, and the Police generally bad been made proper use of, 
the plunder of the Treasury bv the townspeople, and the burning of the 
Government offices, might also have been prevented 

106 On las arrival, Mr. Edwaids found the distiict much disorganized, 
all woik seemed to have been suspended , and some Government servants, 
with whom had been found laige sums of money, plundered from the Treasury, 
had not only lemained unpunished, but had been permitted to retain their 
appointments The Tehseels were ceitainly in existence, but not the least 
attempt was made to collect the Government revenue The Thannahs weie 
also nominally at work, but the occupants, as in the Tehseels, did nothing but 
clamour foi their pay, and theie was no money wheiewith to settle their 
claims 

107. His first efforts were principally directed to, — 1st, the restoration of 
confidence in the town of Mozuffernuggur , 2nd, the re-establish ment of the 
Jail, 3id, keeping open the communication along the several lines of road, 
and insisting on the Police, posted at the several chowkies, legulaily patiolling 
along their several beats, 4th, the secuiity of the Government and District 
dhks, in their pi ogress through the district, and 6th, the realization of the 
revenue fox May and June Of these the latter was, as might be supposed, 
by far the most difficult Mr Edwaids insisted on the collections being 
at once lenewed, and on the Tehseeldais and Pesbkais ceasing to shut them- 
selves up in their Teliseels, but proceeding to the villages, and in person col- 
lecting the revenue, providing at the same time for the prompt punishment 
of those who daied to show resistance oi contumacy 

108 The people generally regaided the payment of the Government de- 
mand as a decided proof of allegiance, the idea was fostered and woiked out 
Payments commenced at once in the Mozuffeinuggur, Khatowlee, and Thannah 
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Bhowua Tehseels, and after a few days in Poor , but not a rupee was collected 
in Shamlee till a considerably later date 

109 The city of Mozu£fernuggur was, when Mr Edwaids arrived, in a 
greatly peituibed state The sliops weieall closed, and the townspeople were 
dccustomed to fly on hearing any report of an intended attack on dacoits. 
These lepoits, as well as otlicis, stating that our foices at Delhi had been 
driven fiom then position, the ships caiiying Euiopean tioops from England 
wrecked, and others of a similar nature were so frequent, and evidently spread 
with the view of doing mischief, and unsettling men’s minds, that deeming it 
necessaiy to put a stop to them at once, the Magistiate pioclaimed thiough 
the city, by beat of drum, his intention of hanging, then and there, the fust 
peison caught propagating such falsehoods Tins had the desired effect Da- 
coitees and other heinous crimes almost entirely ceased throughout the dis- 
trict, ordei was in a great measure restored, the revenue was being rapidly 
collected, and all going on quietly and satisfactorily till the beginning of Sep- 
tember, \ihen the distuibances aiose in Thaunah Bhauun 

110 Thioughout the Doab, owing to the protraction of tlio operations 
against Delhi, disaffection was spieading nidelv and rapidly The rebels of 
the Buirouth Peigunnah, in the Meerut Distiict, were getting bolder, and the 
men of the south-west part of the Mozufferauggur district begau to join them. 

111 On the 2nd of September, Mr Grant, Joint-Magistrate, with a 
party of the 3rd Cavalry under Captain Galloway, proceeded from Shamlee, 
where tliey were at the tune stationed, to the village of Purasowlep, in the 
Kandlah Pergunnah, witli the object of apprehending Khyiatee Elian, Pindaree, 
a shaieholder iti the village, and a man of considerable influence, fiom whose 
village a number of men had joined the Burrouth lebels, and wlio was reported 
to have gone to Dellii, to obtain aid in tioops from the King, and to have re- 
turned, having failed in his object 

112 Mr Grant’s party met with lesistnnce and some loss The cavalry 
were of couise useless against walls, and tile party letired on Shamlee, having 
altogether failed in their object This successful opposition to Government 
troops gave encouiagemeut to all rebels m that and the neiglibouring pergun- 
nah Jo\i la, a royal village adjoining, made common cause with Puiasowlee. 
The foice of Khyratee Klian being lapidly joined by the disaffected, not only 
of the district, but from Burrouth and Bijuour m that of Meeiut, proceeded 
to Boodhanah, wheie they ousted the Government Police, aud took possession 
of the fort 

113 Ml Edwaids, anxious to move out against the insurgents at once, 
as each day’s delay served but to strengthen their bands, and rendei them bolder, 
was unable to do so, as more than half the Gooikhas, the only infantiy he 
had, weie on their way to Meerut with treasure Pievious to their return, 
Mr Grmt’s repiesentations were so stiong as to the almost cei tarn ty of an 
immediate attack on Shamlee, that Mr Edwards detached to that place every 
man of the Punjab Cavaliy then in Mozuffeinuggur, recalled Mr Palmer* 
and the twenty-five troopeis with him fiom Meeranpore, and those attached 
to the Tehseeldar of Pool, and as Mr Giant’s lequests for reinforcements 
became each time more urgent, on the arrival of the party fiom Meeiut with 
tw'o mountain tram guns, moved out direct to Shamlee 

113i Khyiatee Khan, with Bhugtah and Lujjah of Bijroul, purposed 
attacking m foice the paity at Shamlee They met, however, with an unex- 
pected difficulty m the Goojuis, w'ho assembled to oppose then passage through 
then villages This, and the fact of their disco veiing that the force at Shamlee 
had been strengthened, made them retire on Jowlah 

114) There were considerable bodies of men collected in several villages, 
whose intention was to concentrate their force at a stated time at one com- 
mon lendezvous, and fiom theie assume the offensive Their designs were 
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however temporaiily abandoned, by the retirement of Kbyiatee Khan and his 
allies, as alieady mentioned Mi Edwards then detei mined to punish the 
Ranguih village of “Hurhui,” lying diiectly on the road between that place 
and Thannali Bhowun. 

115 The people of this village had, since the commencement of the 
disturbances, waged wai against all comers, and by robbing or murdeiing 
every traveller that passed along, had succeeded in completely closing the 
road 

116 No opposition was met with, though probably such was at fiist 
intended, as loaded matchlocks, with the matches lighted, were discovered 

117 All arms found in the village weie secured, and the cattle diiven 
away 

118 Large quantities of plundered propeity, consisting of sugar, gum, 
dyes, birch bark, &c , amounting to about twenty-five cart loads, were found. 
These had foimed consignments fiom firms in Bliowanee,in the Robtuck District, 
to mercantile houses in Shamlee, and had been robbed, when passing the village. 
As much of this piopeity as could be removed was taken to Shamlee, and one 
of the captuied Zemindars released, on secuiity, for the purpose of bringing 
in the lemainder, which, foi want of carnage, was left behind The village 
was not buint 

119 When the force was about to return, a man arrived from Thannah 
Bhowun, and reported a Mahomedan using in that town, headed by Enayut 
All Klian, nephew of Qazee Myhboob All, and brother of Abdool Raheem 
Khan, who had been shoitly before executed at Seharunpore by Mr Spankie. 
By the most gioss misrepiesentations, this act of justice was made the cause 
of an extensive Mahomedan insui rection, in which all the plundering tribes 
of the neighbouibood joined The Tehseel and Thannah were plundeied and 
destroyed, the officials escaped, the principal part of them to Shamlee. 

120 As the men had then been out twelve hours, and required lest and 
food, It was deemed advisable to return to Shamlee, instead of pioceeding at 
once to Thannah Bhowun, as recommended by the Tehseeldar It was for- 
tunate this was done, for the small and fatigued force would certainly have 
failed in getting into the town, and the inevitable result would have been the 
loss of tlie camp at Shamlee, which had been left with a very small and wholly 
inadequate guard 

121 Information was received during the 12th that the sowars, chup- 
rasies, &c , collecting the revenue in Pergunnah Jhinjaneb, had been expelled 
fi om the villages, while some of those employed, on a like duty in Pergunnali 
Kandleh, had been robbed of everything they possessed, and barely escaped 
with their lives 

122 Disaffection generally prevailed from the line of the Hindun, going 
westward, including portions of the Pergunnahs of Boodhaneb, Shikaipoor, 
Bugbrah, and Ohurthawul, with the entiie Pergunnah of Thannah Bhowun, and 
the Jflt villages of Shamlee, while the Kandleh Pergunnah, as far as the Jumna 
Canal and part of Jhinjaneb, was also disturbed. 

123. The Tehseeldars of Thannah Bliowun and Shamlee were decidedly 
of opinion that the main danger to be apprehended was from the combination 
of the Jats Both were satisfied that for four or five days at least, the Qazee 
and his people would not move out of then town, but confine themselves to 
levying men and making preparations, and Mi Edwards determined to attack 
Jowlee and Purasowlee, giving the following reason — “That blow, if success- 
ful, would in all probability be the means of breaking up the combination, and 
removing our chief difficulty, would enable us to replace the Government 
Police in Boodhaneb, and letuin to Shamlee, to keep in check the Thannah. 
Bhowun insurgents. By this means also I should be enabled to re-open the 
direct communication between Kurnaul and Meerut, one of the mam objects 
for which I had been directed to pioceed to Shamlee,” 
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124 Tbe severe illness of Lieutenant Gaylei, Commanding the Letach- 
mt, prevented any movement on the 13tb The foico started at 2 A M , on 
2 14th, with the intention of proceeding direct to Boodhaneh, and taking 
ssession of the fort, said to be ganisoned by about 160 men, leaving the 
ggage theie, and after the men had taken their food, proceeding against 
wlah and Purasowlee The original plan was, however, pi evented by the 
ce being attacked on the line of march by the men assembled at the former 
ice They were at once driven back with great loss, and the village entered 
the point of the bayonet The mam body escaped among the high crops, 
t tlie number of dead outside, and in the village, w'ere estimated at 200 

125 This little affair took so much time, that it was determined to go on 
once to Boodhaneh, as the force might there meet with serious lesistance 

im the men in the foit howevei the fort, which is of considerable size and 
engtb, was evacuated, on their approach Some time elapsed before an 
try could be made, as the gates weie closed, and had to be blown in, which 
s effected by Mi Palmer with the mountain tram guns Camp was not 
iched till 4^ p M , the whole paity being thoroughly exhausted from fatigue 
d exposure to the sun 

126 Of couise constant information of all that was passing was received 
Meerut, indeed, apparently better than the Magistiates could get in their 
tricts "Warning of the rising of Thannah Bhowun was sent to Mr Spankie, 
10 however at fiist discredited it, and so Mr Edwards, but owing to the 
te of the country, it was difidcult to get any communication to him without 
!at delay Mr Spankie was uiged to co-opeiate, to the utmost of his power, 
th Mr Edwaids, to ciush the insuirection in Thannah Bhowun, and all the 
nforoements that could be spared fiom Meerut, mz , 100 Seikh Infantry 
i two Horse Aitillery guns, were sent to the latter by the direct road to 
amlee vid Sirdhaneh, and joined Mi Edwards at 7 P M on the 15th, and 
! whole paity marched to Shamlee that night 

127 But the Tehseelee of Shamlee had been surrounded, and the Teh- 
Idai of that place, Ibiaheem Khan, who had behaved excellently from the 
nmencement of the disturbances , the Tehseeldar of Thannah Bhowun, who, 
ven out by the insurgents, had taken refuge in the Shamlee Tehseel, and 
lily the whole of the subordinate officials, with a paity ol the 1st Punjab 
valrv, who behaved most loyally, were ovei whelmed , and after having, under 
s most solemn promises ot safety, given up their aims, weie massacied in 
! Musjid in the Tehseelee by the Tiiaunah Bhowun rebels, who, pretending 
be fighting foi their religion, thus treacherously muidered Mahomedans 
Initely better than themselves Rupees 8,483-1-3 of Government treasure 
le plundered from the two Tehseelees 

128 Owing to the disaffection of the inhabitants of this part of the 
intry, the only intelligence Mi Edwaids received of this attack, was an 
ee fiom Mohur Singh, Zemindar of Shamlee, telling him that the Tehseel 
3 attacked This urzee was, theie is every reason to believe, written some 
e after the massacre had taken place No report was received from any of 
Thannah or Tehseel people , nor till his arrival at Shamlee did he learn tiie 
. extent of the massacre Even those who had escaped, had been rendered 
helpless from feai, that they had not even sent notice of the outrage which 
[ been committed 

129 The following is a list of those killed and wounded at Shamlee 

ahim Khan, Tehseeldar of Shamli, Bukhtawmi Singh, Tehseeldar of Thannah 
iwun, Bhowany Sahoy, Thannahdai of Shamlee, and nine men of the 1st 
ijab Cavalry, besides inferior native officials, chuprasies, burkundazes, &c. 
epaiate application has been made in the statement of Natives wffio have 
inguished themselves by good services, — regarding Ibrahim Khan’s family 
those of the other native officers who were killed at Shamlee 

130 Ibiahim Khan behaved most nobly Himself a Mussulman, he 
sted the Mahomedans, and diiected the men with him to fire on the green 
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flasf He was nobly supported by the men of the Punjab Cavaliy, who shot 
the standaid bearer dead 

131. The heirs of all who perished will of course be provided foi by 
Goveinment, but for those of Ibrahim Khan, wlio showed great energy and 
maiked loyalty thioughout, a handsome piovision should be made by the 
giant of landed propeity in Ilohilkund, where a near relative, Abdoollah Khan, 
w ho has also distinguished himself by bis loyalty, can assist the family to 
manage it 

132 The Tehseel was a place of considerable strength, and previous to 
Ml Edwaids’ departure, both Tebseeldais declaied then conviction that it 
could be held against all comeis, — that theie was not the least dangei to be 
appiehended, and that the gariison left in it was well able to resist successfully 
any attack, 

133 Ml Edwaids intended proceeding at once to Thannah Bhowun, and 
attacking the insui gents in their stionghold , but receiving lepeated letters fiom 
Mr Grant, that Mozuffernuggui nas threatened, and hearing also that vast 
crowds of Mahomedans had joined the Qazee’s party, he deemed it advisable 
to fall back on Mozuffernuggur, as in tlie event of receiving any check at 
Tliannah Bhowun, the almost certain result would have been an attack by the 
rebels on the Sudder station, whereas, by advancing on Thannah Bhowun from 
Mozuffernuggur, the station would be secure from any such danger 

134 Urgent orders were sent fiom Meerut to Mr Edwards not to 
attempt an attack on Thannah Bhowun till lie had been fuithei leinfoiced, and 
he had a force sufficiently strong to ensure success, but those oideis did not 
reach him in time, and with some reinforcements of cavaliy from Sebaiun- 
poie, he mai died against the rebel town. He laid the best information he 
could procure before the Military Officers, and left it with them to decide, 
whether they had a sufficient force to attack the place, declaring at the same 
time his own belief, that it would be keenly defended Captain Smith deter- 
mined to attack it On approaching the place, large bodies of men were seen 
drawn out in the “ Baghs” (plantation of trees), and beliind tbe high standing 
crops The artillery opened file, and speedily dispersed tliem The guns 
however could not do mucli, owing to the view being obstructed by trees, 
up to the very walls Some Gooikhas and Seikhs ivere next sent out as 
Skiimisheis, to clear the cultivation, which they effected, but Lieutenant Jobn 
stone. Commanding the Seikhs, was nounded by a musket ball in the aim, 
and obliged to go to the leai 

135 Aftei a time, finding that the skiimishers were unable to keep 
down the fine of the town, the rebels firing from behind walls, the skirmislieis 
were directed to be withdiawn The force then moved more to the left, wliere 
the ground was clear, and the horse aitilleiy again opened fire , but finding 
after a few rounds that little oi no effect was produced, the rebels keeping 
under cover, the guns were withdrawn. 

136 A storming party of the Seikhs and Gooikhas, the former under 
Captain Smith, who commanded the whole force, — the latter under Lieutenant 
Cayler, advanced to stoim the town, which they did under a smart fire of 
musketry, and after dealing and taking possession of several detached build- 
ings, which were well defended, charged over the wall into the town, and got 
possession of two guns, which they held for some time , but losing a number 
of men, and the supports failing to come to their aid, they were at length 
obliged to letire, leaving the captured guns behind, as there were no means of 
removing them. The artilleiy fired a few shots into the town, which weie not 
replied to, and the force retired towards Mozuffernuggur The line of bag- 
gage, when en toxiie, was attacked by a large party of horse and foot, near the 
village Kheaoree They were at once chaiged in gallant style by two detach- 
ments of the 1st Punjab Cavalry, one led on by S. S Melville, Esq , C S , 
and the other by M Lowe, Esq, CS the latter was seveiely wounded, 
receiving three sword cuts, while his horse was also much cut. The insurgents 
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in utter disorder, and weie cut up by the cavalry to the number of about 
The lest escaped thiougb tbe high crops No further opposition was 
with 

136i Mr Edwaids observes The demi-official letter, telling me on 
account to attack Thannah Bhowun, as it was far too stiong foi our small 
e, reached me 3ust as we retired Had it anived eailier, as it certainly 
lid have done, your older would have been acted up to , but your previous 
imunication bad diiected me to proceed at once to crush the rebels, if, after 
arrival of reinforcements, we consideied ourselves strong enough ” 

137 Though tbe attack on Thannah Bhowun failed, and the officers, 
tain Smith, and Lieutenants Oayler, Johnstone, and Eraser, have conse- 
ntly not obtained tbe piaise, which success would have secured to them, 
r gallant conduct deserves honorable mention Lieutenant Eraser could 
I of course, leave his guns, and Lieutenant Johnstone was wounded in tbe 
: attack Captain Smith and Lieutenant Caylor forced their way into the 
n, under ciicumstances which should entitle them to reward for distin- 
jbed bravery Captain Smith was severely wounded, and has lost the use 
ns band Lieutenant Cayler escaped in a most wonderiul way Mr Ed- 
ds says, that Lieutenant Oayler was under such a hot and close fire, that 
clothes weie even burnt in many places Storming a strong place, as it 
subsequently ascertained Thannah Bhowun was, obstinately defended as it 

i was with only about seventy or eighty Goorkhas, and fiesb Seikb soldieis 
ing two guns, and holding their own, under a withering fiie, though they 
e eventually obliged to letue, because the rest of the small force could not 
peisuaded to advance, though Messrs Edwards, Ealmei and Lowe did all 
t could be done to induce them, was a desperately gallant piece of woik.

137J It was most unfortunate, that when Mr Spaukie did credit tho 
ng in Thannah Bhowun, he was only able to send his assistants, Messis. 
Lville and Lowe, with about 100 of the 1st Punjab Cavaliv, to help IMr 
vaids, and that Major Bagott, Commanding tbe Nusseeree Battalion, who 
, including recruits, who miglit have guaided the station for the time, 
ve 450 Gooikhas of all lanks, though urged bv Mi Spankie to assist, 
Id not detach a man to aid in the suppression of this outbieak, and that 
was not called for fiom Landoui, till, fiom the failure of the Mozuffei- 
:gui party, dangei to Seharunpoie w'as appiehended, wlien the most urgent 
aisitions w'eie sent Had this been done earlier, and had assistance been 
lied fiom Roorkee, there is litile doubt that a foice sufficient to destioy the 
.nnah Bhpwun lebels might have been collected. 

138 Major Bagott has given his reasons for not weakening the force at 
arunpooi , and Mi Spankie has shown that he did all that it occuired to 
L he could do, and I do not mean to impugn the correctness, in a military 
it of view', of the Commanding Officer’s decision, oi Mr Spankie’s effoits 
issist tbe Mozuffeinuggur authorities, when I repeat that it was unfoi- 
ate that the co-operation from the Sehaiunpooi side was not more effectual, 
on receipt of the intelligence of the return to Mozuffernuggur of Mr. Ed- 
ds’ party, it became necessaiy to call in tbe only troops available — those 
t had been watching the Malaguib rebels, whereby the?/ eventually escaped, 
s small column, under Major Sawyer of the 6th JDiagoons, reached Mozuf- 
luggui by forced marches, and being joined by the troops theie, went 
inst Thannah Bhowun, which was evacuated by the rebels The leadeis of 
insuriection escaped down the Burouth Eeigunnah, and by Malagurh into 
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Roliilkund The column marched through the western peraunnahs of the 
Mozuffernuggur and Meerut distncts, putting down all lebels Delhi was taken, 
and all opposition to Goveinment authoiity ceased , and under Mr Eduards’ 
management, the distuct was lestoied to order, in which it has been main- 
tained up to the piesent time, with the exception of a few petty invasions of 
the Bijnour k bels 

139 Once they came acioss the rivei Ganges, which was fordable, in 
many places, and burnt the Thannah Bokliuiheree on the 3rd of December 
1857, doing no othei damage 

140 Once they ciossed in consideiable force, and burnt the Thannah at 
Meeranpoor on the 5tli ot January, u hen the movable column « as about two 
marclies off, only a veiy small body ot tioops with Mi Edwaids, about a 
marcti olf, uent against the rebels foithwith, but not in time to catch them be- 
foie they ciossed the iivei 

141 On anothei occasion, a small party came over and plundered a 
merchant of the village ot Eoiozpooi, on tlie 31st March, to the extent ot 
Rupees 1,000, and disappeaied again before moining 

142 With a very inconsiderable number of troops to guard a long line of 

rivei, it uas impos- 
sible to prevent these 
petty laids, and it is 
iiighly creditable to 
Colonel Baud Smith, 
who liad command of 
the tioops,* and to 
tlipofficersundei him, 
and to the Magis- 
tiate, that a laige 
rebel foice of about 
8,000 men, uith a 
number of guns, were 

by such a small column kept so effectually in clieck, witli tlie exception of 
the veiy diegs who were summaiily punisiicd. Tlie people showed no incli- 
nation to join them, at wliicli tlie lebels loudly expressed then disappointment 

143 All the levenne of the distuct has been collected, with the excep- 
tion ot Rupees 2 or 3,000, the lealization of which it has been thought proper 
to suspend for the pusent, as the villages were completely plundeied duiing 
the (list urhances, and the cultivators, Goojuis, had joiued the rebels on (he cast 
of the Ganges 

144 Mr Edwaids has been despivedly rewaided, by being appointed 
to the permanent charge of the district he lestored to order 

145 For what happened previous to Mr Edwards’ ariival, Mr Grant 

cannot be eonsideied to he responsible lie could not, while Mr Beiford was 
in the district, without oiders of supeuoi autliority, take upon himself the 
control of affaiis Mr Greathed oidered the leraoval of Mi Grant to anotlier 
distuct, and therefore was not likely to have sanctioned his inteiferino- with 
Mr Berfoid ° 

146 Mr Giant fully accomplished u hat he was deputed to Shamlee to 
effect , the Kuinaul load was kept open, and was, with the exception of a few 
days, duiing the Thannah Bhowun insurrection, an unfailing line of communi- 
cation Ml Giant u as, with the sanction of Goveinment, letained at Mozuf- 
fernuggui, and has since been working well in the district, in wlucli lie steadi- 
ly remained thioughout all tlie dangers with which, beyond all doubt, the 
officers of this out-station were eventually surrounded 

147 Messrs Melville and Lowe behaved most gallantly when sent 
fiom Seharunpoor to assist Mi Edwards 
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148 Mr G P.ilmer, Joint-Magistrate of Bijnour, wlio ivas temporarily 
posted to tins distnct, when diiven fiom his own, was for some time posted 
at Meerunpooi, in the soutli-west coinei of the distnct, where he did good 
s( rvice, keeping the disaffected in check and lealizing levenue, and rest oung 
Older, and keeping up communication with the loyal landholders of Bijnour 
He nas with the force that fought at Joulah, and took the Booihaneh Fort, as 
mentioned above, and at Tliannah Biiowun He took the two naountain tiain. 
guns under his own charge, as has been separately repoited 

149 Lieutenant Melville Clarke, with tiie 3rd Light Cavalry troopers, 
did good service in this diatnct, at a time when few officers trusted Hindus- 
tanee soldiers, ho trusted his men and kept them at their duty 

160 When the column from Roorkee was about to cross into Rohilkund, 
the Magistiates were required by the military authorities to disarm the dis- 
tiicts of Seharunpoor and Muzuffeinuggui, as a precautionary measure to' 
make the i ear secure Alaige number of arrnsweie taken by Messis Spankio 
and Edwaids, and the officers under them, but I question wliethei the dis- 
tiicts have been thoiouglily disarmed 

MEERUT 

151 All the rumoms by which the minds of the native soldiers were 
prepaied foi revolt, weie industiiously disseminated at Meerut, especially 
those legarding the use of polluting giease in the preparation of the new 
caitridges, and the mixtuie of giound bones in flour, by which, it n as said, 
Govei ament desued to destroy the lehgion of the people 

162 One of the many emissaries wlio weie moving about the country, 
appealed at Meeiut m April, ostensibly as a fukeei, iiding on an elephant 
with followers, and having nith him boises and native carnages The fie- 
queut visits of the men of the native regiments to him attiacted attention, 
and he was oidered tlirougli the police to leave the place He apparently 
complied , but it is said, he staid some time in the lints of the 20tli Native 
Intantiy 

153 The Officer Commanding the 3id Native Cavaliy, commenced test- 
ing the leadiness of his men to use the new cartridges 

164! A trooper of the name of Bnjraoliun announced to the regiment 
that he had used tliem, and they would all have to do so 

155 All Hindus and Mahomedans bound themselves by an oath, not to 
use them 

156 The burning of Biijraohun’s house on the 13th of April was the 
first of the lucendiaiy tires which then became fiequent 

157 On the 23rd of Apul, the skirraisheis of ihe 3id Cavalry who were 
paradfd foi the purpose of piactismg the new dull, to a man refused to use 
tlip old oai fudges, which thty had been using for years They weie tried by 
court -uiaitial 

158 On the 9rb of May, at a parade of all the tioops at the station, the 
sentence was announced to these rautineeis, by which eighty were condemned 
to ten years’ impusonment, and five to five years 

159 Their uniform w'as stupped from off them, fetters were fastened 
on their legs before the assembled troops, and they were maiclied off to the 
new Jail, undei a guaid flora Hei Majesty’s 60ch Rifles, and made over to the 
Magistrate, who applied for an extra guaid One was sent from the 20th 
Regiment Native Infantry 

160 A native official reported on the 10th that the natives had fully- 
expected a seiious disturbance ou this occasion, and that the Goqjurs of the 
neiglibourmg villages, and bad characters generallv, weie ready in thousands 
to take advantage of it, and ‘plundei the city But all went off quietly, and 
the ciisis was eviaeutly considered to be past 
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161 A rumour, that the Europeans were going to take possession of the 
magazines of the Native regiments, evidently pievailed on the 9th 

162 A note was received by the cleik of the Judge’s Court, about 6-^ 
p M , from his brother in cantonments, saying he had bettei come home, as 
there was a distuibance going on in cantonments, the llifles having come to 
take the native magazines. Theie was no foundation foi this, all was quiet, 
buttheiumour gained strength evidently with another, that 2,000 letters 
were being forged for the native soldiers 

163 Between 6 and 6 P M , on Sunday, the 10th of MaVi the crv that 
“ the Euiopeans weie coming to take the magazine,” rang through the Sadder 
Bazar and tlie 20th Native Infantry lines , the sipahees rushed to their arras, 
and the mutiny commenced The men of the 20th legiraent began tlie butch- 
ery , shooting Colonel Emms of the 11th, who had approaclied to paoifv them , 
Captain Macdonald of the 20th, wlio tned to control them, and Mi Tregear, 
Inspectoi of Schools, who had unfoitunately gone to the lines 

164 The rest of the officers of both legiments were shot at and driven 
off the parade, or uiged by then men to leave, wlio were excited by ill-design- 
ing men, and false luraouis into a levolt, for which they weie leady, or 
friglitened into it by pure dread Tlie two regiments, the 20tli and 11th, fair 
specimens of the teeliugs of the whole native aimy, piepaied foi their further 
depredation 

165 Befoie a shot had been fiied, the inhabitants of the Sudder Bazar 
went out, aimed with swoids, speais, clubs, any weapon they could lay hands 
on, collected in ciowds, in every lane and ally, and at eveiy outlet of the 
bazais, and the lesidents of the wi etched hamlets winch had been allowed to 
spring up all lound it, and between it and the city, were to be seen similarly 
armed, pouiing out to shaie in what they evidently knew was going to happen 

166 The European soldieis who were at the time in the bazar, were 
at once savagely attacked by ciowds, m many instances headed by the police 
in unifoims 

167 The officers who first burned to report what was going on, to 
higher authoiities, were with difficulty able to pass through the crowds, who 
scowled upon them, some partly concealing, some showing their weapons, as 
if they were eagei to use them Many of those who came a little later were 
mobbed and butcheied. 

168 In the meanwhile, a large party of the 3rd Cavalry, a few in uni- 
forms with their hoises fully accoutied, but most in undiess and many with 
tlieir hoises, just as they had been hastily taken fiom the stables, with water- 
ing bridle and blanket, but all armed with sword and pistol, lushed lound to 
the new Jail, into which tliey weie allowed to enter without the slightest 
opposition fiom the Jail guard, or that of the 20th. 

169 They dug out of the wall the gratings of some of the windows of 
the ward, in which the eighty-five mutineeis were confined, and took then 
comiades away, the guaid of the 20th accompanying, and the armed guard of 
the Jail soon followed None of the othei conyicts in this Jail, in number 
about 800, were released by the cavaliy tioops, nor was any injuiy done by 
them to the buildings The jailer’s house and piopeity were left untouched, 
and the jailer himself and his wife, though Euiopeans, weie not molested It 
would appear that the forbeaiance towaids Europeans, in this instance, was 
owing to the jailer having behaved as kindly, as consistently with his duty he 
could, to the convicted mutineers 

170. Small paities of cavalry troopers, with cries of “ Yah Ullah,” and 
“Been Been 1 ” lushed into the city, and called upon the people to join in a 
religious wai against the infidels Having got together some of the butcheis 
and bad chaiacteis of the city, they attacked and destioyed the Tehseeiee and 
the Judge’s Office. 
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171 About 300 or 400 sipahees released the convicts from the old J.nl, 
nhich IS between the city and tlie native lines, and which contained about 720 
prisoneis altogether 

172 In less than an hour, fiora the first alarm, numerous bodies of the 
mutinous soldiers had swept into the enclosures of the otBcers’ quaiteis, and 
crouds of tlie low denizens of the Suddei Bizar and its enviions, hangers-on 
of the native soldieiy, low Mahomedan rascals and tliieves, hut only such 
from tlie citv, many of the prisoners released from tlie old Jail with men of 
the guard, all paities always headed and urged on by muiineeis Tioopers 
and sipahees neie plundering, buining and dtstioying in eveiy direction, and 
savagely hunting to death 'every Euiopean, every Cliiistian, man, woman or 
child they could find 

173 Owing to the straggling arrangement of the cantonments and 
station, and the distance of the Native Infantiy and Cavaliy hues, fioni the 
other end, mote than an hour elapsed before wliat had occmied, and was going 
on, was geneially known 

174 In part of the civil linos, at 6^ p M , the quiet stillness of a Sunday 
evening w'as unbioken, and the European community of that part of the station 
were on then way to Church, and only leaint on the load what had happened 
Irom people flying to their houses, oi ofliceis burn ing to their posts, along the 
mall, wheie groups of native servants weie collected, looking at the volumes 
of smoke which began to rise above the trees, in the direction of the native 
cantonments 

175 It has been assumed that the detached parties of the native troops, 
posted in diffuent paits of the station, mutinied at the same time as the mam 
body on the parades of then regiment 

176 In the east end of the station, sucli guards, even later then p M , 
allowed officers to pass unhurt, and in some instances saluted them Two 
guards listened quietly to the lequest of the Judge and Magistrate, to the 
General and Biigadiei, to send guaids to the Tieasury and Jail , these imme- 
diately aftei wards commenced flung on every one that passed, and then by 
round-about roads, moved off to join then comrades But some remained 
steady to their duty, most of those at the Treasuiy, the place of the gieatest 
temptation, behaved admit ably, though some deseited , the native ofliceis and 
men made ovei tlie tieasuie safe to the European guard, which w’as happily 
ordered to defend it 

177 The Deputy Paymastei’s guard faithfully kept their treasure for 
many days 

178 Both these last-mentioned guards were from the 11th Native 
lufantiv, one fiom the 20ih stood fiira at the Cantonment Joint-Magistiatc’s 

179 In tlie midst of the tumult, one troop oi tlie 3rd Cavalry was 
ordered out, made to accoutre themselves and tlieir horses iully, paraded and 
maichtd off to pievent, if possible, the lescue of the inutineeis fiom the new 
Jail, led by Captain Craigie, and Lieutenant now Captain Melville Clarke 
Tins troop passed undei tlie walls of the town when tlie uproar was at its 
heiglit, and so round to the Jail, but found the mutineers had been taken 
aw’ay Lieutenant Olaike actually rode out fiom the head of this troop, and 
run his sw’ord thiough a troopei of this legiment, who was insulting a 
European lady, and Captain Craigie gave the wretch the finishing stioke It 
IS piobable, that owing to the confusion and dust, the troopers did not know 
that the officeis weie so disposing of one of then owm men, and that had they 
known It, the officeis’ lives would have been taken at once ISut as it was, these 
gallant Englishmen handled this troop, as if mutiny was a crime unknown to 
tl’fcir men, and took them hack in older to then own paiade ground , and 
latei, a paitv of the men of this legiment escorted some of then officers into 
the Diagoon hues, and another paity guarded Captain and Mrs Ciaigie and 
a young lady, staying with them throughout the night, and look them safely 
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to the Euiopean cantonments at daylight Altogetlier about eighty or ninety 
men of this regiment remained throughout staunch 

180 Many an anxious eye and ear weie stiained that niglit, watching 
foi the expected approach of Biitish soldieis, oi for sounds of then Jiaving got 
at tlie mutineeis, and gangs of plundeieis and muideieis, whose destructive 
advance could be aistinctly tiaced, as it progressed fiora house to house, by 
the upward rush of flame, as loof after loof fell in, but in vain 

181 It was baldly known whether the tiamp of horses and clang of 
steel scabbaids, once heaid passing lapidly, not into the midst of the tumult, 
but an ay fiom it fiom the Diagoon lines to tlie east end of cantonments and 
thence towaids tlie Jail, was that of the Carabineers, or of the Native Cavalry * 

182 At last, but after some time, the booming of guns gave hopes 
that tlie punisliment of the mutineeis and suppression of the mutiny had 
commenced But the flung stopped, and all was again as quiet as, with 
flami s roaiing and muideiers yelling, the night could be A happy tew, 
healing the voices of the riflemen, came out of their hiding places and neie 
saved ' 

183 The salvo of aitillery was as it weie a parting salute shotted, it is 
tiue, but innocuous to the mutineeis, who drew off and commenced their 
march to Delhi, theie to mature then mutiny into a geneial rebellion, and 
to seize, in tliat unprotected but nobly defended Aisenal, the means for a 
pi oti acted opposition to Govei ament, and there to exceed by the number of 
victims, and the relentless violence of the murderers, the massacre at Meerut 

184 They went not, as has been supposed, in military array, but in 
stiaggliug disorder, some along the mam load, but most along bye-ioads, for 
feai of the pursuit they expected, some dispersed to their homes, some stop- 
ped m villages neai the station, some went other roads altogether A number 
of tile tioopeis were well down the Hauppur load next morning 

185 Many of the Suddei Bazar and city luflBans, and the camp follow- 
ers, went off with the mutineers , and the remainder having spread fire and 
destiuction nearly up to the Tieasury, stopped when they found it guaided by 
iiflemen, and retried with their plunder 

186 Tlie European tioops were withdrawn, and a close line of sentries 
posted lound their barracks and lines 

187 About midnight, the Goojuis ciowded in thousands to attack 
those parts of the station uhich had ben hitliei to spared Tliey set fire to 
the Sappei and Minei lines A fine barrack for Europeans, and the native huts 
were destiojed and the Sergeant’s bungalow The only occupants of this 
quartei, a Conductor and his family, fell into the hands of these savages, the 
father and some of tlie children were cut to pieces, the mothei with the rest of 
the childien, each individual dreadfully wounded and ill-tieated, reached the 
Aitilleiy Hospital, wheie anothei of the children died soon after admission 

188 Repeated attacks were made on the house of the Deputy Super in- 
tendent of the Ganges Canal, where there were some valuable plans, accounts, 
&c, the seivants lepulsed the first, and Mr Paiker himself with a double-bar- 
relled gun kept off about 200 oi 300 assailants, till the appearance of a picket 
of Eifles and Caiabineeis put a stop to all further attempts on that house 

189 Otlier houses in this neighbouihood were saved, by the good con- 
duct of the Police sowars, and the guards and private servants of the Judge 
and Magistrate. 

190 The Goojuis also attempted to burn, and did plunder a part of the 
Artillery lines, but weie pievented from doing further mischief by the picket 

191 Tlie new Jail was attacked about 2 A m Nearly all the guard had 
maiched off \uth their arras to Delhi uith the mutineeis, the rest of the pii- 
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soners, about 800, were leleascd , the Jailei’s bouse buint , a number of gratings 
weie wienclied out ot the bariacks, a quantity of non and wood colleeted foi 
new buildings was stolen or burnt, altogetliei about Rupees 22,000 woitli of 
damage was'^done But there being nothing in the bariaeks to pile up, the 
roofs escaped, as did also a number ot valuable i oof tiinbeis, lying about in 
diffeient paits of the enclosuie 

192 The inveterate animosity with winch the work of destruetion was 
earned out in othei places ma\ be juaged of by tlie fact, that houses built 
entiielv of masonry, with nothing inflammable, eveept the doors and the beams 
which a considerable height flora the ground supported the roof formed of ce- 
ment, resting on kiln-buint bucks, weie as effectually destioyed ns the thatched 
bungalows Property, uhich the miscreants could not carry off, was tin own 
out and smashed into fiagments, evidently pounded to pieces with heavy clubs. 

193 The escapes of some of the residents from the midst of these 
wretches weie tiuly marvellous , and where fiendish harbaiism was rampant, 
some individual natives beh.ived nobly It would take too much time and 
space to detail all , but tiiat ot the late Commisstonor is a good instance, both 
ot the good conduct of natives and of almost miraculous pieservation. 

194 Situated near the city, the native lines and the Sudder Bazar, the 
premises weie immediately sui rounded , and escape i\ as impossible The Sir- 
dai Bahadur, Syud Meer Khan Sahib, a pensioner leceiving Rupees 600 a 
month, for aid rendeied to tlie Cabool prisoners, and good conduct in Afghan- 
istan, who had, on heaiing the distmbance, immediately joined the Commis- 
sionei, offeied to escoit him to the Euiopean lims, but it was decided that 
theie was no hope of the lady escaping through tiie croud He then went out 
to hold back the mob, and was sliot thiougb the thigh, and his Inrse mortally 
wounded This fine Afghan uas obliged to rotiie to tlie citj * When the 
mob attacked the house, the Commissioner and his wife, with the wife of one 
ot tlie residents of the station, retiied to the loof, when asked wheie their 
master and mistress were, the servants said they had gone to Ohuich, though 
dvawu swords weie put to his tin oat, the Jemadai, Goolab Klnn, persisted in 
this statement, and tlie other servants were faithfully silent, legaiding their 
mastei’s piesence The house was filed, the flames spiead, and longer conti- 
nuance on the roof became impossible, suffocaied uitli smoke, nith feet 
seoiched by the heat of tlie roof, the paity was about to descend, uhen for a 
sliort time the whole body of muidereis left to hunt foi the Europeans in 
othei places, and diiected their attention to the stables and hoises, and to the 
Public Office on the estate The seivants seized the moment to put a ladder 
to the loof, at the back of the house, got the paity down, took them to the 
gulden, and there concealed and guarded them all the night 

195 Two sipahees of the 11th Native Infantry most carefully escorted 
two ladies with childien to the Diagoon Bariacks 

196 A Malioinedan in tlie city sheltered two Gliiistian families, when 
the act was not only a singular deviation fiom the general conduct of his sect, 
but one full of dangei to himself 

197 A female servant and washerman succeeded in saving the young 
children of a lady, uhom also they weie attempting to save, veiled in native 
clotlies, wiien a ruffian drew open the veil, and saw tlie pale face, and cut the 
pool mothei to pieces 

198 Tlie film hearing of the Deputy Assistant Commissary-General 
who stood by Ins office, till liis house was in flames, and a young officer rushed 
in with his lower jaw shattered by a musket ball, and it was evident the 
mutinous guaid would abstain no lougei , tlie g lilant lesistance of the Exe- 
cutive Engineei, Giand Tiunk Road, the courage with which at least one 


* He came to the Duma Dum the next morning, notivithstandiug hia wound, and was at the battle o£ the 
Hindun 
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woman attacked and wounded her assailants, — these and many other instances 
of the foititude with which oui countiymen and women met tlie unexpected 
onslau"lit, deseive notice, but cannot be detailed in sucli a Naiiative 

199 If the fact is realized that on many minds the feaiful conclusion 
pressed, that if b ss than 2,500 native tioops daied such an outbieak m the 
face of an equal number of European soldieis, a feaiful tiial awaited eveiy 
Christian in the length and breadth of Hindoostan, some idea mil be lormed 
of the hoiroi of that night 

200 A telegiam was sent to Agia on tlnj outbreak of the mutiny, but 
the wiie was cut befoie it could be finished Expi esses were sent off duiingthe 
night to Mozuffernuggur, mth instructions to fuiwaid the news, and at least 
one to Delhi, with oideis to the Police sowais to iide their horses to death, if 
necessary, but to get ahead of the mutmeeis and deliver the lettei, higb re- 
waids heiug offered if the message were delivered 

201 At daybreak on the moining of the 11th, a stiong foice of all 
arms pioceeded to reconnoitie 

202 It is a maivellous thing that, mth the dieadful proofs of the 
night’s work in every direction, tliough gioups of savages weie actually seen 
gloating over the awfully mangled and mutilated lemains of the victims, tliat 
Column did not take immediate vengeance on the Sudder Bazar and its envi- 
rons, crowded as the whole place was mth vvi etches, hardly concealing their 
fiendish satisfaction, and when theie weie ptobably few houses, from which 
plundered property might not have been lecovered But tlie men weie les- 
trained, tlie bodies were collected and placed in the Theatre, in which a dra- 
matic tragedy would have been that night enacted, but loi the real and awful 
one which occurred the night befoie 

203 The coipses were found grossly mutilated, and in a state which 
showed they had been exposed to the most wanton insults 

204j Such raatteis could not be made the sub 3 ect of judicial enquiiy 
and pioved by depositions on oath, without leference to names, and putting 
on recoid individual instances, winch m mercy to the teelings of relatives 
should be buiied m oblivion But the fact that the most atiocious indignities 
had been inflicted aftei death is as fully pioved as anything in this woild 
can be by ctedible Euiopean eye-mtnesses, whose accounts have been elici’ed 
and confiimed by repeated enquiries tliiougli diffeient channels 

205 Generally the lufiians seem to have been too intent upon the 
destiucuon of Christians, too eagei to kill, to think of any othei atioeities 
till lile was extinct, but in one case there is no doubt of tlie infliction and 
lepetition of the deepest dishonor, and acknowledgment was publicly made 
that this was attempted in another case on a Cliiistian female, though these 
were exceptional cases 

206 The Euiopean guaid having been removed, the line of pickets 
and sentiies being confined to the poitioii of the station occupied by Euiopean 
troops , on the lltli, the whole ot the community withdiew to within tlie line, 
and all whose houses were destroyed, or who lived out of the line of sentries 
and could not get accommodation elsewheie, went into the Dumduma, » e , 
the Artilleiy School ot lusti action. 

207 In the couise of the day, the tieasuie was removed fiom the Col- 
lectoi’s Kutcheiiy to the Dumduma, with the exception of some small silver 
com and copper pieces, for which conveyance could not be obtained, and which 
were in the couise of tlie night plundeied 

208 Tiie villageis and scoundrels weie plundering m all dnections 
openly all day At niglit one of the Artilleiy stables, close to the Dumdumd, 
w'os buint down by some incendiaries 

209 In the district, the commission of some of the most heinous ciiraes 
began at once In fact, the Goojurs and released convicts immediately took to 
w'ay-lavmg and robbing tiavelleis, and the loads were closed, and the posts 
were all stopped 
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210 Ramdya], a pusoner confined in the Civil Jail under a decicc for 
an pais of rent, hastened to Ins village, Bhojpoor, in the ]\Iooradnuggur 
Tehseelee, dunng the night of the 10th, and the next day, at daybieak, col- 
lected a pairy and attacked a money-lender, wlio had a deciee against him, 
and murdered liini, and six of his household 

211 On the 11th and 12th, the Tehseel at Sirdhaneh was attacked 
by Ranghuis and Rajpoots, they nere beaten off fiom the Tehseelee, but 
plundered the bazai One Kulundui Khan, a Kavildar, at once proclaimed 
himself Rulei, in a village called Niipoora, m the nortliern part of JPeigunnah 
Bunawur 

212 On the 12th, fugitives from Delhi came in, with news of the mutiny 
and massacre tliere With the first paity ueie Captain and j\Iis DeTeissiei of 
the Aitilleiy, Jlajoi Abbott, Captain Wallace with his family, Captain Elau- 
key, and Mi Elton, all of the Tilth, and Mi Murphy, Collectoi of Customs 

213 Captain Osboin, of tlie 54th Native Infantiy, severely wounded, 
and wlio had on that account solicited Ins companions to leave him behind, 
and make the best of their nay to Meeiut, and tiience, if possible, send assist- 
ance to him, was the only one of anothei party, nhicli consisted of the gallant 
Lieutenant Willoughbv, by nliose oider the Delhi Magazine was blon n up , 
Lieutenant Butlei and Ensign Angelo, of the 54th Native Infantry, Lieute- 
nant Hyslop, of tlie 74tli Native Infantry, Mr Stewart, of the Delhi College, 
and an officei in uniform, name unknown, that reached Meerut All the 
otheis weie murdered by tlie inhabitants of Komhera, a village near the 
Hindun iiver, in the Mooradnuggui Tehseeldaiee — Vide Apjiendix 

214 The remaining gallant defenders of the Delhi Magazine subse- 
quently leached Mceiut 

215 With the exception of Lieutenant Willoughby’s paity, all these 
fugitives fioin Delhi neie more oi hss kindly leceived by the villagers on the 
road, whose names deseive to be lecoided m this Narrative, and are given 
below — 

216 JDaisiaj and Dhttnah, residents of Smkrood, assisted Colonel Kny- 
vett. Lieutenants Wilson, Gambler, Vibart, Salkeld, Procter, Mr Marshall, 
mei chant. Captain Eoiiest and family, and Mr Eiasei, in reaching Meeiut, 
and piotected tliem against ttie Goojuis 

217 Desraj, resident of Duula, assisted Mrs Brew and Mis O’Biien, 
sheltpied them in his village, and bi lUght them in safety to Meerut 

218 Gholam Mushiffa Khan, Ushrnf Alee, Kasim Alee, Mahomed Beg, 
Maibnt Alee, Nujjuf Alee, and Shnffamt Alee, Syud, lesidents of Mouzah 
Dhouiiee, slielteied Lieutenant Oabouine and two otlier Delhi fugitives, and 
provided a guaid to escoit tliem to Meeiut 

219 Bewail Sing, son of Toolsee, a resident of Dhouiiee, shelteied and 
assisted Ml Ryley, Head Clcik of the Delhi Colhetorato 

220 Muinam Bhai tee, lesident of Dhunouia, saved the infant son of 
Mr R H Robeits, of the Customs Department, Delhi Division, and bi ought 
him into Meeiut 

Bhooia Malmool, Jungaiam, and Jim chain, lesidents of Rutowl, assisted 
Mr E Lumley, Toll Collector of the Delhi load 

Gunga Bass, iakeer of Gunowlee, shelteied and protected foi several days 
Mr Buckley, D A C , and Lieutenant Raynor and family 

Pwsah and Sewah, Sunths, residents of Khaikuia, assisted and piotected 
Dr Batson, of the 74th Native Infautiy 

Mill dyal Goojur, and Golab Brahmin, of Duggurpooi, assisted Mr 
Buckley aud Lieutenant Baynoi and family, refugees Irora Delhi 

Francis Qohen, Zemindar of Mouzah Huichundpooi, aud his giandsons, 
assisted and kept in their house Colonel Knvvett, Lieutenant Pioctei, Ad- 
jutant Gambiei, Lieutenant Holland, of the 38th Native Inlantiy, Lieutenant 
Vibait, 54th Native Infantry, Lieutenant Wilson, Aitillery, Lieutenant 
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Salkeldj Engineers ; Mi Maishall, Mei chant of Delhi, Capt.iin Eorrest and 
family, and Di. Batson, of the 74ith Native Infant) y 

Bunjeet, Fyzhuhsh, and Nubbeebtiksh, residents of Negpoor, assisted Cap- 
tain Osboin and five other lelugees lioin Delhi 

Sheo Stng and Gunga Suhae, of Bul.iquee, sheltered and actively assisted 
Captain 'Wallace, 74th Native Infantry, his family, and a laige patty of Euio- 
pean fugitives fiom Delhi 

SooJchloll and Banoo, residents of Khekura, assisted Captain Eorrest and 
Mis Eraser 

Nawul Sing and others, of Doula, assisted the Delhi fugitives on their 
way to Meerut 

Buthm Sing, of Rugonathpoor, assisted Mr and Mrs Voss, Delhi refugees 

221 The news of the mutiny and massacie at Delhi added to the con- 
sternation at Meerut The fact that one of the largest magazines in tlie upper 
country had fallen into the hands of the mutineers, and open rebellion had 
supervened, and that in so short a time such an addition was made to the 
number of victims was quite sufldcient to cause dismay, without reference to 
the rumour of an immediate attack on Meeiut by the reinfoiced mutineeis, 
against which gieat precautions weie taken 

222 On the 13th, the officers and men of the Hauppur Stud establish- 
ment came into Meerut, but M<ijor Thatchei and Captain D’Ovly continued to 
exert themselves to secure the preservation of the Stud piopeity, the foimei 
going out repeatedly at much risk 

223 On the 14tl‘, Maitial Law was proclaimed by General Hewitt and 
Mr Greathed, and the fiist judicial example was made One of the murderers 
of the wife of Captain Cliambers of the 11th Native Infantry, caught by 
Lieutenant Mollei of tliat Eegiment, was hanged 

224 On the 15th, a telegiam,’*’ appointing the Judge, Hr Eleetwood 
Williams, Commissioner of Delhi, and directing him to take a strong escort f 
and push on to Delhi, was received. 

225 On that day six Companies of the Sappers and Mineis ai lived at 
Meerut from Booikee 

226 On the 16th, some of these men eitlier took alarm at a most rea- 
sonable order about their ammunition, or ueie prepared to mutiny on any 
pietence, or wliat is most piobable, were leally in gieat alarm at having been 
brought into such propinquity to Euiopean soldiers One of them shot the 
Commanding Officer, Major Eiasor, in the back, and all that could ruslied 
fiantically away fi om th'-ii encampment A party of tlie Caiabineers and a 
tioop of the Horse Artillery weie soon aftei them, but only succeeded in get- 
ting up with about forty or fifty of them on the sand hills and pits just outside 
cantonments, although in a capital position for infantry to resist cavalry, tliey 
were cut up to a man The Companies who were at work when tins mutiny 
took place, were disarmed and put to woik on the fortification of the Dum- 
duma C'donel Hogg was wounded by a musket ball through the thigh on 
this occasion 

227 On the 21st of May, the ladies came in fiom Boolundshuhur The 
Siiraooi Battalion passed down the canal, punishing some of the plund rers on 
their way to Boolundshuhur, and showing thus how much might have been 
done to maintain and restore oidei, had the troops been eneigetieally employed. 

228 On the 19th, Electric Telegraph received, diiecting Mr Williams, 
formerly appointed Commissioner ot Delhi, to proceed to Bareilly witli escort 
where oideis would be found waiting The Magistrate of Mooradabad was out 
th.it day, half-way between that town and the Ganges, and was requested to 
make arrangemeiiis for the escort, none being procurable at Meei ut But he that 


• Tlie Telegraph «irc was repeatedly cot and mended 
f Of course this could he done, the eacoit was not granted 
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day rpcen ed intolligcnco of tlip IMooiadabad .Tail having been attacked by some 
sipahees of thu 29th K I > mid the prisoners liaving been n leased This put 
the ivhole countiy between Jlooradnbad and the Gtingt-s into a state of aiiaichj , 
and no intcUigeiice was lecencd fiotn tint direction till the 22iid, when the 
most ui gent leinonstrinces against ant attempt to pass betond the Ganges, 
e\eipt with a terv stiong escort piepmd to mote fifty or sivtj miles in the 
twenty-foui hours, treie reected This was inipossihle One answer was 
given ’to all leqnests for a militiiy escoit — “ not a man ’’ 

229 On the 24th of Mat, afici a fortnight of unction, a small party, 
the Caiabmiers, was sent out to punish tlie tillage of Iktei arpoor, winch had 
become notorious for stoppinir dftk'', and other nets of nbelhon. This tvas 
the fiist time the people had an opportuintt of learnniir, by the actual appear- 
ance of a fi w, that the stones wuli It sjiread of the ullti destruction of the 
Europeans at Meerut tveie false The people of the t illage tied, and eveept 
the hutning of the place, little was df cted beyond the jiroof ol the ixistencc 
of Eniflish troops, which more frcquenily cneigetically displayed, would hate 
checked much etil. 

230 Ml Johnston, the Ofllciating Magistrate, who accompanied tlic 
party, while galloping home to get to other woik, was seterely injured by his 
horse falling, and died on tlie 27th Tins was tlie first occasion on wliicli 
Mr Johnston tvas aided with troops, witliout whicli it was mipossihle fur tlie 
Mdgisiiate to make any head against plunderers and meipieut r* liels, dcseited 
as lie was on the 10. h of Mat’ bt nearly the whole ol the Jail and trained 
guards, and It ft only with tlie oidinary police of tlie district, which was utterly 
unable to cope with tlie wide-spreading anaiclit Tins lamented ofliccr only 
tiusted with tlio charge of the distiict just hefoie the mutiny, had been able 
to do little mote than lestoie oonfidenco m the city 

231 Ml Tuiiiliiill, forracilv Magistinte of Boolundsbuhtir, and at tlio 
tune .ludge of Cawnpooi, but unable to join, took charge of this district on 
the 26tli 


232 On the 27th, the force* under Bngadier now General Sir Arch- 

dale Wilson, KOB, tnnrclied from 
Meciut towards Eelln, consisting of 
the troojis dciailed in the margin, 
the Coinniissioner Mr Gicathcd ac- 
coinp uiymg the force

233 Sail Slull, a Muwee Jat, ol Bijioul, in Peigunnnb Biuoutli, a man of 
previous bad cliaracui, .it this lime comnienci d liis caieoi by sei/ang 500 head 
of laden cuttle, tiavelling with merclnudu.* tliiougli llie counlix, and piocecded 
to collect pscapi d convicts, and the w'oisi of lus. own lirotliei hood, to form 
a gang for mine danng ixploits Thu Goojuis also were getting holder daih 

231 The men of tlie 11th Native Inlantiy, about 125, most of whom 
had lemained staunch, and a lew of wliora had not gone to Ei lln, hut had 
retuined from the neigliboui hood ol Mcciut, uudei the pioclamation issued by 
tile Militaiy autlioiities, weie kept lu the Native Infantiy lines, which aie a 
consul! rahle distance fiom the pait of the station neai’tlie Dumdum i, m 
which tlie Euiopcju tioops vveie concentratid It is not to be woiiden d at 
that tlie Buiopean Officeisof rlie Begum nt, who were oideiod to stay with tlieir 
men, had ceased to liave implicit confidence lu the sipaliecs aftei wliat liad 
occuiied, and tins led to the men being disirmed, and ordeied to go to then 
homes, wiili six months’ leave, — a measuie to which they respectfully submitted. 


235 Some of them, in a couveisation witli one of the civil officers, 
while acknowledging the justness of the ordei, lopiesented that tlio state ol 
theconntiv, vvliicli swaimed with plundeiuig Gonjiirs, juevented tlii' possihiluv 
ol unairaed men leaclnng tlieii liomes alive, and tliat il tliey escaped tlie d.ni- 
gers that threatened them, they should have nothing to live upon, as by the 
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rules regarding leaye, they could get no pay till they returned to their duty 
The option given of seiving m the police on full pay was so giatefully accept- 
ed, that a request for the lestoiation of then aims, with a view to their being 
employed in the inteiioi of the distiict, uas made and acceded to by the 
Geneial 

236 Witiiout uniforms, without Euiopean officers, with their muskets 
and a tew rounds of ball caitiidge, they were distiibuted in paities of twenty, 
nine or thirty men undei native officeis lu the difftrent Tebseelees and Thannahs 
A portion of one paity, eleven men, were taken out by a Thannadai with some 
police, and left to bear the brunt of a fight witli an ovein lieltning body of 
Goojuis, in which thiee out of tlie eleven weie killed, and the rest so liard 
piessed that they had to retreat precipitately This discoui aged about thirty, 
who accepted the offer of leave with all its risks as piefeiable to the chance of 
repeated fights against such odds The rest, ninety-nine in numbei, it may be 
here mentioned,^ continued to do good seivice, collecting levenue, guaiding it, 
escorting it into tlie station, having sometimes as many thousand i upees as 
there weie men, when they might have maiched off with it all to Delhi, or 
u here they liked, figliting or threatened constantly, openly scouted and abused, 
latterly as often as they came to Meeiut witli treasure, by the SeikJi soldieis, 
these men remained film to the last, and earned the rewaid they deserved, 
honois to some, piomotion to all, and the gratification of foiming the nucleus 
of one of tlie very few old native legiments of the line 

237 It IS needless to say they u ere invaluable to the civil power at a 
time when staunch policemen and revenue suboidinates, very rate articles, 
were at an immense premium Then piesence enabled the out-stationed 
native officials to act, and checked in some degiee the gangs of plunderers, 
who were at least deteried fiom attacking the places where they weie posted 

238. Pi evented hitheito by the impossibility of getting any escoit, 
without which in the distuibed state of the country, he was assured, there 
was no chance of passing safely On the night of the 1st of June, Mr 
Williams started for Bareilly, with Captain Ciaigie, who had with difficulty 
raised, hoised, and armed a body of about forty sowars * 

239 About noon on the 3id June, at the end of the second march, about 
half-way between the Ganges and Mooradabad, and about forty-six miles 
from Meerut, fuither progress was stopped by the intelligence that the mutiny 
at Bareilly liad taken place, and that large bodies of escaped convicts fiom tlie 
Bareilly prison weie then at Uraroha, a most ill-disposed town, about five or 
SIX miles north of the halting place, making the best of then way to the west 
As It nas almost ceitain that the rise at Bareilly would be followed by a 
similai move at Mooiadabad, and to pioceed nith forty freshly raised and 
doubtful men to face one whole biigade of mutineeis would have been insanity. 
It was at once determined to return to Gurlunookteesui and break the budge 
of boats tlieie, and thus prevent any of the Rohilkund miscieants getting 
acioss to swell the ranks of the rebels about Meerut or at Delhi Starting at 
1 p M , this ivas done by nightfall 

239J At daybreak, the next morning, while airangements were being 
made to lendei tlie post taken up defensible, the picket at the bridge an- 
nounced that a large body ot cavaliy was appioachtng Tins pioved to be the 
escort of the civil officers of Mooiadabad, — Mr Wilson, Judge , Mi Saundeis, 
Collector and Magistrate, Mr J S Campbell, Joint- Magi-itrate, and Dr. 
Cannon, Civil Suigeon, with then wives, w’lio having nobly held out at 
Mooradabad loi three days aftei the news of the mutiny at Baieilly, and dis- 
tinguished tliemseives by the most intiepid and eneigetic conduct, fiom the 
mutiny at Meerut, on the 10th of May till the 3rd of June, weie obliged on 
the afteinoon of that day to fly for then lives, after the muskets of the muti- 


* Of wliora about one fourth were Irregular Cavalry men, who, tliongh promoted and encouraged in every way fo 
act lovall^, cveutunllj dtserted and went to Delhi, and the rest nondescnpte of the neighbouihood of Meerut, who 
suhsequeutly ran away from sheer covvardice from rebel villagers 
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neers loaded and cocked had been presented at the heads of Messrs Wilson 
and Sanndeis (those holding them being with difficulty induced not to fiie by 
an appeal made by a native officer to a solemn oath they had taken not to kill 
the European officeis), and after the artilleiy guns had been laid against the 
house in which the whole paity lesided Iwo of the ladies had ridden nearly 
the whole distance, forty-two miles, and the other two a considerable portion 
of it 

240 During the day most of the troopers of the escort showed a strong 
disinclination to go on to Meerut, and w’ere with difficulty peisuaded to agree 
to do so, still as theie seemed some doubt whethei, when the time came, they 
w’ould. It was resolved that the Meerut escort should accompany the ladies to 
cantonments In the afteinoon, a considerable ciowd of men, gem rally 
armed, collected As greater numbers than w-ouldhave been attracted even by 
the spectacle, unusual to villagers, of ladies riding, gathered, it became 
evident they came to prevent the d( struction of the boats which belonged to 
people in tiie town, which was contemplated The Police Officer of the place 
ivas publicly told to take to pieces the remaining portion of the budge, and 
have all the boats hauled up high and dry, under the village on the sand, and 
was promised a handsome reward if this was done* The ladies mounted, 
and the party moved off , still foi some time the Mooradabad escort did not 
make its appearance, but at last persuaded by Mr Wilson, the troopers came 
out, and the march of twenty-six miles was commenced 

241 By papers found after the fall of Delhi, it is pioved that one of 
the head native officeis of the party at the time meditated treachery, but at 
least twenty-five men and two native officers subordinate to him, were fiim in 
their loyalty to tlie Europeans, and the Meerut escort was separate, so loyalty 
appeared the best policy to all. The fact that the seven male Europeans of 
the party were fully armed, may have influenced the would-be tiuitors 

242 The conditions insisted on by the part of the escort that was averse 
to going to Meerut, deserve notice The station was not to be approached till 
after daybieak, and all the Europeans, including the ladies, were to form the 
first ranks of the Column to guard the native soldiers from the evidently 
dreaded contingency of the European troops at Meeiut filing on them 

243 After such a jouiney of nearly seventy miles, in June, of which part 
by two and the greater part by the othei two ladies was performed in about 
forty hours on hoiseback, they ivere glad to be among their countiymen at 
Meerut 

244 On the 3id of June, a party of Carabineers, the second instance in 
three weeks of the employment of European troops to restore order, were sent 
out with the Magistrate, to punish the villages of Gagoul, Sisaree and 
Mooiunugui, south of Meerut, the inhabitants of which had been stopping 
the Agra road The Kotwal of the city, Bishen Sing (a relative of Toolsee 
Earn, of Rewaiee, a town, south-west ot Delln, notoiious subsequently for 
rebellion), was told to he ready at a ceitain hour to guide the paity, Mr 
Tuinbull being quite unacquainted with the district The Kotwal had pro- 
fessed moie than he acted up to, but was not suspected before But on this 
occasion, he apparently puiposely delayed joining the Column, and day broke 
before the villages were surrounded The inhabitants all escaped, the villages 
w'ere burnt, the Kotwal was vei bally reprimanded for his delay by Mr 
Tuinbull , and that night, having posted a notice on the city gate to the effect, that 
after liaving seived faithfully, he was now unjustly suspected, and was there- 
foie flying to escape the pumshraent, w'hich he and all faithful natnes might 
expect at the hands of the peifidious Englishmen, and recommending all to 
take warning fiom his fate, disappeared Theie is satisfactory reason to liope 
that he was subsequently killed at Narnoul, after having joined Toolsee Bam 
in open opposition to the forces of Government 


• He was also ordered to secure all tlie boats he could get possession of up and down the river, and rept, itcd orders 
to this effect were sent hy the Magistrate 
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245 On the 12th of June, Mr Dunlop, the Magistrate of Meerutj who 
had been obliged to pioceed on leave, on sick ceitificate, a short time before 
the mutiny, and who received the intelligence when fai in the interior of the 
hills near the snowy range, having made forced maicheS through the hill 
tract, and travelled with the utmost expedition, retained md the Head-quai- 
ters Camp at Delhi, and lesumed chaige of tlie district, — a notable example 
of the devoted zeal which actuated all lanks and classes in this emergency, 
and of the influence of that spiiit on the body Though then in bad health, 
he woiked and fought the whole of the rest of the year 

24)6 On the 18th of June, a party* of Carabineers, Riflemen, with two 
• 2 H A gntis Horse Aitillery guns, and tlie Mihtaiy and Civil 

60 Cirnbmeers Officers ot Booluiidshuliur, who liad been obliged 

75 Riflemen Babooguih, Under the command of 

Major Thatcher of the Stud, proceeded to Gulowtee, and drove back, utterly 
discomflted, the rebels Wulleedad Khan, of Malaguih, who had pushed for- 
ward to that place. 

24)7 Mr. Wilson, Judge of Mooradabad, with a party of Carabineers 
went out to Gurhraookteesur to destioy the boats, and thus prevent the cioss- 
ing of the Bart illy oiutineer Brigade, which was approaching Mr Wilson 
took money to pay for the boats, — a very proper piecaution to overcome tlie 
objections of the owneis He found the boats all diawn up, accoiding to the 
orders given previously to the Police Officei Mr Wilson contented himself 
witii having planks knocked out of the bottoms of the boats, so as to render 
them utteily useless, without lepaiis, which would take a considerable time 

24)8 The Bareilly Bugade, however, contiived to find some boats at other 
gh&ts, which had been concealed, or could not be secured, owing to the dis- 
affection of the Goojurs, and similar villains on tlie banks of the iivei, and 
commenced slowly and with difficulty to effect a passage 

24)9. Opinions at Meerut as to the proper couise of dealing with this 
Brigade weie divided. 

250 One party was for opposing the passage at Gurhmookteesui, which 
might unquestionably have been successfully done by a foice which could have 
been well spaied from tins station But this would only have caused a delay 
of a few days, foi the Brigade could have moved down and ciossed below, 
where no force from Meerut could have dared to go and meet them 

251 Another was for allowing the mutineers to cross and attacking them 
midway betw'een the Ganges and Delhi 

252 Poi tins, the foice at Meerut was not sufficient The Brigade con- 
sisted of a Light Pield Battel y, the 8th Regiment of Iriegulai Cavaliy, and 
the 18th, 28th, 29th and 68tli Regiments of Native Infantry, besides a num- 
ber of rebels ot all sorts, en route to Delhi, while not more than 500 really 
effective European soldieis ot all aims could be detached from Meeiut. But 
this party tiusted that the advantages of taking the mutineers in flank on 
their line of maich, encumbeied as they were with about 700 carts laden with 
w'omen and plundei, instead of leaving them to devastate Rohilkund, to enter 
Delhi in tiiumph, and swell the foimidable force of mutmeeis already collect- 
ed theie, would be recognized in the Head-quarters Camp, and timely and 
earnest requisitions foi the loan of 500 Euiopean soldiers to leinfoice the 
troops at Meeiut W'ere sent to Head-quarteis It was not proposed to with- 
draw them from the Camp at Delhi There weie 600 men actually at the time 
at Rai, opposite Baghput, who might have been at Meerut in two marches 
The position befoie Delhi, which was never forced, even when the number of 
rebels in Delhi had been tiebled, bad been seized The mutineers, discouraged 
by defeat, had been diiven into the city The Head-quarteis Camp was quite 
stioug enougli to hold its own for a few day's, even wi<^hout the reinfoi cement 
referied to, as the acfions on the Hindun and at Badlee Serae had fully 
proved

253 An intercepted letter from Delhi to the Bareilly mutineers showed 
how anxiously the ai rival of the Bohiltund Biigade was looked for The 
phiase used “if you eat your food there, wash your hands here,” being one 
meant to suggest the gieatest haste, and indicated that they thought much 
more of being attacked than of attacking 

254 The effect of the news of the destruction of the Bohilkund Brigade 
by troops fiom Meerut, — a station said by the rebels to have been annihilated, — 
would have been as favourable to the Government and ruinous to the rebel 
cause as the triumphant entry into Delhi of such a bodv of mutineers was to 
every open and hesitating rebel most encouiaging, and to eveiy Euiopean in 
the countiy, and every native who was looking for a display of the British 
power, depressing 

255 In the Head-quarters Camp, how'ever, other Councils prevailed , the 
requisition was negatived, and peremptory orders were sent to the Officer 
Commanding at Meeiut, prohibiting any offensive measures, and diiecting 
him to confine himself entirely to the defensive 

256 The Baieilly mutineers passed and marched most leisurolv across 
the Doab They appealed to have entertained an idea of attacking Meeiut , 
but if they had, they gave it up and proceeded by the direct road from Gurh- 
mookteesur to Delhi, destroying in their way the Stud at Babooguih, and 
every Government building they came across 

257 The arrival of the Rohilkund Brigade was the signal for open 
rebellion 

258 Wuileedad Khan, of Malagurh, became master of the Boolund- 
shuliur District 

259 Kuddura Singh, of Purreechutgurh, proclaimed himself King of 
Purreechutgurh and Mowanah, dug up five guns wdiich had been buried at 
the cession of the countiy in 1803, and his tube, the Goojurs, commenced 
plundeiing throughout the tract, east and north-east of Meerut 

260 The villagers in all diiections up to within a lew miles of the can- 
tonment liad become so bold, that the necessity of more active measures for 
their coercion, and foi the restoration of authouty and ordei, became palpable 
to all 

261 Major "Williams, the present Superintendent of Police Battalions, 
had arrived at Meeiut on his way to Agia, but it was impossible for him to 
proceed Between him and the Magistiate it was arranged to enrol a body of 
volunteers 

262 Major Williams wms elected to be Commandant , Captain D’Oyly, 
Deputy Superintendent of the Hauppur Stud, 2ad in Command , Captain 
Tyiwhitt, of the 4th Irregular Cavalry, Adjutant 

263 The Corps consisted of Civil and Military Officers, whose ordinary 
functions had ceased for the time, and other European residents of Meerut 
who were unemployed These, with a few Native Ohiistians, some Seikhs and 
a few loyal Irregulai Cavalry men, foimed the mounted portion. 

264 T\\ 0 Sergeants and some Christian Drummers of Native Infantry 
Regiments, with a few Seiklis, and about twenty of the Magistrate’s trained 
Native guaid, who had stood film to their duty, formed the Infantry 

265 Two Mountain train guns, » e , one 3-Ib and one 12-ib Howitzer, 

woiked by two Ser- 
geants and some na- 
tive Artillerymen, 
formed the Artil- 
lery The strength 
IS given in the 
margin, a Muster- 

roll in the Appendix 
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266 The first expedition of this Volunteer Corps was in company with 
one hundred men of H. M ’s 60th Rifles,' sixty of the Carabineers, and two 
H A guns, against a number of Goojui villages, about six miles tiorn Meeiut, 
of whicli tlie chief were Panchlee Gh^tt and Nugla, the inliabitants of which 
having committed a great number of most heinous crimes \iere doomed by the 
Geneial to destruction 

267 The pnncipal villages were successfully sui rounded, a little after 
davbrealc, by different paities told off A consideiable number of the men 
were killed, toity-six taken piisoneis, foity of whom weie subsequently hung, 
a large quantity of cattle earned off, and the villages weie burnt, women and 
childien alone weie left unmolested , this was on tlie 4th of July, toi which 
day the following entry appears in the Magistiate’s piecis of events — 

“The Goojuis of Panchlee Gh^lt and Nugla punished by the Khakee* 
Ressalah and a Militaiy detachment ” 

“Collection of revenue recommences t Mr Williams, Judge of Meerut,J: 
appointed Commissioner, vice Mr Greathed on duty at Delhi ” 

268 Piom this time daily abstracts of the repot ts leceived by the Com- 
missioner were submitted to the General 

269 On the 6th of July, intelligence was leceived that the Jats of Bur- 
thona§ had beaten off Wulleedad Khan’s lebels, who attacked then village, 
and taken thiee of his guns, killing a numbei ot his men, and wounding three 
of his leading men , his General, Ishmael Klian, among the latter These 
gallant Jats stood out foi themselves and foi Government throughout the 
rebellion, and thenceforth particular caie was taken to support them and lender 
them assistance when seriously thieatened 

270 One result of the punishment of Panchlee Gh&,t and Nugla was 
immediately reported, viz , that Kuddura Singh, mentioned above as having 
proclaimed himself Rajah of the Goojurs of Puieechutguih, &c , letreated to 
Bhysombah, and his men dispersed Petitions began to come in fiom differ- 
ent quarters, in which the petitioneis tiied to prove then loyalty or excuse 
themselves, showing tlie wholesome effect ot the fear of punishment, at least 
within easy distance of Meeiut 

271 But fuither off, the rebels, evidently alarmed, applied foi assist- 
ance from Delhi 

272 Sail Mull attacked and plundered Baghput,|| and destroyed the 
bridge of boats on the Jumna, the direct and only comraunicatiou between 
Meerut and the Head-quaiteis Camp 

273 General Hew’itt wa') superseded , Brigadier Jones of the Carabineers 
took command of the station 


274) Reports having been received that the Goojurs of Seekree and 

other villages intended to attack a neighbouiing 
village, Beguraabad, about fourteen miles from 
Meeiut on the Delhi road, it was determined, if 
possible, to pievent them, and the District Volun- 
teers, as per margin, marched very eaily on the 
9tb with this object. Begumabad had been plun- 
dered befoie they reached it, but they proceeded 
at once to attack Seekiee, where a considerable 
body of rebels were collected The mounted volun- 
teers taking up positions under Captains D’Oyly 
and Tyrwhitt, to pierent the insurgents escaping, 
were fired on , but drove them into the village, killing about thirty of them.

• The Distncfc Volunteers were lociilly called the Klmkco Ressalab, from tlie earth colored dress 
f Up to tins time not more than a few thousand rupees of revenue had been collected, though lakhs wore overdue, 
there were only ohout /0,000 left in the Treasury, which would have been entirely expended in a few days, and except 
With a strong force, not a Government officer could move fivo miles from Meerut 

J This was a mistake, Mr Williams was Commissioner of Delhi ordered on special duty to Rohilkund

II The Thannahdar of which place was earned off prisoner to Delhi 
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the outskirts of the village irere cleared by a few rounds from the Mountain 
ttain HowUzeijbut the main body of the rebels barucaded tliemselves m a large 
native house with high walls, a sort of small fort, and offered a determined 
resistance ^ 

275 While one party sought access to the top of the walls along the 
roofs of adjoining housts, Captain D’Oyly headed an attack upon the gate 
linder a heavy fiie of matchlocks Attempts weie made to force it, but it 
insisted all effoits, even the Mountain train guns failing to have the desired 
tffect, and Captain D’Oyly was wounded in the neck by a ball, foi innately 
almost spent, fioni having been fired thiough the wood woik of the gate. But 
the othei party succeeded m their object, Mi (subsequently Lieutenant) Furnell 
was handed up to the top of the wail, and was soon followed by Mr Nutliall 
and Mr Dunlop, and others, the loofs of the fort were carried by the paitv, 
and a smut fiie opened on tlie rebels down below Tlie gate was burst open 
at last, and after allowing women and children to come out, and h iviug them 
^lac d in safe position under a guard, the paity enteied by the gate and the 
rebels inside were disposed of, upwards of seventy were killed in the enclosure 
Ih dealing the rest of the village, many more fell fighting desperately , 
altogether above 170 lehels weie disposed of, among them some mutineer troopers 
and sipahees, one of tlie former particularly made a desperate lesistance 

276 The village was fired, and the gallant little band retuined to can- 
tonments, 7 pm, having maiched sixteen miles, fought foi four houis, killed 
rnoie than double then own nurabei, and countermaiched sixteen miles in 
soaking i an between 2 am and 7 P M The Distiict Volunteeis received the 
cordial thanks of Govcinment tor this service 

277 The inhabitants of Dlioulanah, aided by some rebels from Delhi, 
turned out the Police OfiBcers, and destroyed the lecords and huildinga The 
Thannalidar was received and slielteied by the landholders of a neighbouring 
village, Solaneli, wlio piotected luin and las people, prepared to lesist the 
rebels stoutly till order was restored 

278 Many of the people of the north and south-west parts of the dis- 
trict began openly to tiansfer their allegiance to the King of Delhi. 

279 Pwepeated accounts of the spread of rebellion in the Burouth Per- 
gunnah, and of the collection and transmission of supplies from thence to the 
rebels at Delhi, weie received about this time, but it w^as not thought pru- 
dent to send the District Volunteers out, witliout more trustw'Oi thy infantry 
than the corps could boast of Earnest recommendations weie sent to 
Head-quarteis Camp, that some Jheend oi othei troops should he employed 
to keep open the direct communications by Bliagput, and prevent the lebels 
drawing then suyiplies fiom that quaitei , and a memorandum showing the 
state ol the district was also sent, begging that no moie Europeans might 
be removed from Meeiut, and tliat the piohilntion, supposed to be in force, 
since the passage ot Rolnlkund mutineers, against detaching tioops from the 
station, f might be lemoved A favorable leply w'as received to the two last 
lequests, Biigadiei Jones consented to send forty of H M ’s 60th Rifles with 
the Distiict Volunteeis, and it was determined to attack Sab Mull and the 
Buiouth rebels 

280 On the 16th of July, the force, as per margin, started at 2 A M 

On arriving at the Hindun river, thirteen miles 
w-est of Meerut, heavy firing ahead was heard 

22 Those sent out for information reported that Sab 
Mull with 3,000 men was close to, and intending 
— to attack Deolab, a loyal village eight miles 
^ further on, which had assisted European travel- 
leis and lemained firm to their allegiance

281 The inhabitants of Busodh had leagued with and given assistance 
to Sail Mull, and they resisted the force Immense stoies of grain collected 
foi the Delhi rebels weie found in the village Eveiy male that could be 
found in the village was killed, among them two Ghazees, z e , Maliomedan 
fanatics fiom Diilii Aftei fighting despeiately in a mosque, the village was 
filed, and as all the Commissariat caiiiage pi ocui able would have sufficed to 
lemove only a very small poition of the gram, attempts weie made lo burn 
It, but this was a difficult and dangeious woik, the lains had soaked all the 
thatches by which the giain was piotected, and in some of the stocks theie 
was a quantity of gunpowdei concealed, and lepeated explosions rendered 
caution necessaiy. 

2S2 Aftei the main body of tbe Rifles and Volunteeis had been drawn 
out of the village a shoit distance, a numbei of rebels lose from some fields 
neai, and came on to attack Dr Cannon, and the men left with him, about ten 
ot Cl aigie’s horse The Doctoi suppoited by only one man, as he ought to 
have been, faced about and went at the rebels to check them, and the main 
body of the force coming up, took a sueep thiough the fields, and killed about 
IBO raoie men, all that could be found, and then returned to Deolab, having 
been marching and at work ten houis. 

283 On the 18th, at daybreak, tbe foice maiched along the left bank of 
the eastern Jumna canal, foi the town of Buiouth, a distance of about four- 
teen miles The Magistrate and Collectoi, Mr Dunlop, with lather lash zeal, 
diveiged from the line to visit villages, with the view of collecting levenue, 
but soon found a host coming against him, and had to fight foi Ins life like 
a man, and rejoin the force The whole country was using, native diums, 
the signal to the viilageis to assemble, ueie being beaten in all diiections, and 
crowds were seen moving up to the gatheiing place ahead 

284. On reaching Buiouth, the advanced guaid was attacked, the mount- 
ed volunteeis drove back the insui gents, killing upwards of thirty of them in 
the skiimish An advance was then made on tbe foice by a laige body, com- 
manded by Sab Mull himself, who took up a position in an extensive oichaid 
of laige tiees, uith a tank in front The Rifles advancing beautifully, drove 
them out of that, killing many, into the fields of Indian coin behind, and the 
mounted volunteeis on each flank swept lound the oicliard, and on the enemy 
breaking into the fields, charged them Those on one flank coming on a paity 
of mounted men, went at them, and aftei a hand-to-hand fight, in which 
many of the rebels weie killed, it was found that Sah Mull himself was one 
of the slam, having been killed by Mr A Tonnochy, aided by two of the 
native troopeis 

285 The little foice had haidly collected together again, when a thud 
attack fiom a fiesli quaitei was made by the rebels, but feebly sustained The 
news of the death ot Sah Mull having spread, a few lounds fiom the Moun- 
tain tiain guns, and another advance ot the Rifles and mounted volunteeis, 
sufficed to disperse this body, and this gallant little band lemamed masters of 
the field, having beaten off at least 3,500 men with cousideiable slaughtei of 
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the rebels,*^ the loss on oui side being onlv one killed and a feu wounded, 
among the lattoi was Mr Tounochv, uho had a naiiow escape, having a spear 
thiust at him while engaged with Sab Mull One of the volunteers, Mi Lyall, 
C S , had a valuable lioise killed undei him, in a peisonal combat uilh one 
of the insurgents 

285A Though Seijeants Anderson and Beadie did all good soldiers could 
do, the Mountain tiain guns, save in the thud attack, weie of no use f Dr 
Cannon had actually to seize and piess some ot the enemy to cairy the ammu- 
nition The success, indeed the safety of the uhole partj% must be asciibed to 
the men of that noble Coips, Her Majesty’s 60th Kilies, undei Lieutenant 
Moi timer, paiticulaily, and to tlie mounted volunteeis Some of the Nujeebs, 
%e i tlie Magistrate’s tiained guaid, behaved veiy ucU, the rest of the infan- 
try were haidly equal to guaidiiig the baggage But the simple fact that 119 
men entiiely defeated at least 3,600 after lighting foi moie than thiee houis, 
speaks for itself, all must have behaved nobly 

286 The force encamped that night on the light bank of the canal at 
Buiouth , the head of Sah Mull was o\liibitcd, that none might doubt his 
death 

287 Major Williams, the Otlicei Commanding the paity, had authentic 
infoimation, before night, that a still moie extensive gathering of tlie Jats 
would be made uitli a view of a still more despoiate attack on Ins pnty next 
day Tlie countiy betuecn him and Meerut was flooded, and the rivers wero 
rising, and when leporting this day’s success, he lequesied that rcinloi cements 
might be sent to covei the passage of the Hindun, beyond which he detei mined 
to encamp the nixt day 

288 The little foice moved a little before midnight, and after a most 
ti’ying march thiough a countiy covei ed with natci, and ciossing two rivers, 
the Kursunnee and the Hindun, halted at Hairah 

289 The reinfoicement sent from Meerut, consisting of two H A 
guns, fifty Carabineers, and twenty more Hiflemen, weie guided to a ghfit 
on the Hindun, a little below iiheie Major Williams crossed and encamped, 
and as there appealed to be no chance of the rebi Is attacking, for though 
theie had been considerable beating of drums duiing the night, and other 
symptoms of gatheiing, none weie visible, and it was thought better to trust 
to the lesson already inflicted than to harass the Euiopeans by fuither expo- 
sure. the two paities by agieement maiched fiom their lespective camps next 
moining, the 20th, to Siidlianeh, and there joined forces and halted 

289| On the 21st, the headmen of Guihee, the inhabitants of uhich had 
eailv in the oiitbieak attacked the Tehseelee and plundered the Gunj at Sii- 
dhaneh, having sent a most rebellious answer to a summons fiorn the Magis- 
tiate, the force maiched on the 22ud, to inflict punishment All males found 
in the village were killed, among them the leadei of the attack on Sirdhaneh 
on the 11th ot May 

On the 23id the force returned to Meerut 

290 The effects of this activity and necessary severity were speedily 
visible over the greater part ot the distiict, — the revenue came in fieely In 
this. Ml J Ciacroft Wilson, the Judge of Mooiadabad, gave most valuable 
assistance with about twenty-five of the men of the 8th Iiiegulai Cavaliy, 
who had come over with the civil officers from Mooiadabad, and remained 
staunch This most enei getic officei, without another European, with only 
natives, whom lew would have trusted, went out day after day, having two 
sets of hoises that the animals might get lest, in every direction collecting 
revenue, suppressing anarchy, and (having been made a Special Commissioner 
with pouers tor the purpose) punishing rebels and plundereis Over a flooded 


• In both [iffairs, t e , at Basodh and Buroutli, about 410 ot tbo robots wore killod

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country, under a burning sun or through lain, Mr Wilson would mahe his

291 On one occasion, between eaily morning and daik, he with his men 
made a maich of twenty-six miles out and back, in all fifty-two miles, having 
sent on a change of hoises, with merely the giooras, to a notoiious village, — 
two of the head men and two inhabitants of which be had been obliged to 
hang for a most atiocious case of highway robbery and muider, among other 
heinous ciimes, a place wheie m June it would have been lash to have sent 
the hoises with their iideis 

292 But in the neighbourhood of Delhi and towards Malaguih, rebel- 
lion was spieading, being encouiaged by constant detachments of mutineers 
fiom those places 

293 On the 30th of July, a party of 300 Cavaliy and 300 Infantry with 
two guns suddenly advanced fiom Ghazeeoodeennuggur, wheie, since Geneial 
Wilson maiehed to the Delhi Camp, theie had always been a lebel force, and 
seized the Tehseelee of Mooradnuggur The Tehseeldar, happily for him, was 
out collecting levenue, or anticipating the attack, but twenty-eight men of 
the Tehseelee w'^ere taken piisoners to Delhi There was no Goveinment pro- 
perty left in the Tehseelee It was destioyed by the mutineeis on the night 
of the 10th of May The propeity of the Tehseeldar, and Ata Hossein Khan, 
Police sowar, in whose house it was concealed, was cairied off 

294' The Tehseelee and that part of the country remained in the hands 
of the lebels The Tehseeldaiee was established in Mahudoodeenpoor, a village 
on the Delhi load within eight miles of Meerut Officials appointed by the 
lebel King, spiead ovei the Mooradnuggur, Dasnah and Dhoulana countiy 
But still the Tehseeldai contiived to get in some revenue 

295 In the Hauppur Tehseelee, the neighbourhood of Wulleedad Khan’s 
men kept up a good deal of disaffection , but by moving about in his pergunnah 
with all his men, and talcing ciicles of villages, one alter another in hand, this 
Tehseeldai also collected a good deal of revenue 

296 When at Dhutteeanah, about five miles south of Kethor, on the 
Gurhmookteesur load, thus employed, he leceived intelligence that a paity of 
Wulleedad Khan’s men weie coming to attack him, and plunder the money he 
had realized, about Rupees 14,000 Immediately on receipt of this intelli- 
gence, Mr. Wilson, who was out at Pureetchutgui h with his 8th Iiiegular 
men, was requested to push over to saye the treasure, and a troop of Cara- 
bineeis was sent off fiom Meerut with the Joint-Magistrate to join Mr 
Wilson’s paity at Kethor Both parties joined and pioceeded to Dhutteeanah, 
and found the treasuie all right the Malaguih men had come, but owing 
appaiently to some raisundeistanding betw^een the Goojurs and Wulleedad 
Khan, the Goojuis for once took the side of Goveinment and assisted the 
rehseeldar’s men to lesist the attack, and defended the Government money, 
which was biought safely in by Mr Wilson the next day, 

297. A paity of lebels fiom Mooradnuggur pushed up to Dhoulree, and , 
ittacked and took away the Police Jemadai, two buikundazes, and a sowar 
itationed theie 

298 On the 23id of August, troopeis and Government servants sent to 
iiing in revenue tiom the Buiouth villages were attacked, and some killed 
md wounded In one case the villagers had the impertinence to send in to 
lay then money was all ready, and they only wanted Goveinment servants to 
!ome and fetch it The boldness of the villageis was caused by the return of 
jujja Ram, giandson of Sah Mull, fiom Delhi, who had pommenced making 
iitienchments at Buiouth, 
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299 Wulleedad Khan, about this time, began to advance in the 

diiection of Hauppur, emboldened by the hope 
of at last getting some mutineers* from Delhi. 
He had pushed his pickets up to Gulowtee, and 
the Jat village Buithona uas Ihiealened It 
tvas detei mined to diive these rebels back 
Accordingly, on the 27th of July, a detachment 
of the strength noted in the margin stalled for Hauppur 

300, On the 28tli, it was asceitained that Wulleedad Khan had posted 
400 sowars and 600 of his infantiy, with about 1,000 insuig<nt Goo]Uis and 
Rajpoots at Gulowtee, about nine miles from Uauppei on the Agra load, an 
immediate attack on their position was decided on An Oflicei, two Serjeants 
and twenty Musicians being left to guard the baggage, the rest of tlie force 
maichedat2AM on the 29th for Gulowtee On the way information was 
received fiom tlie Jats, that a picket of the rebels was posted at a budge about 
four miles on the Hauppur side of Gulowtee, a siirpiiso u as ai ranged and 
admiiably cained out by Captain Wardlaw of the Oarabineois, commanding 
the advance Tlie Jats being placed in fiont onabkd the Diagoons to get 
close into the rebels, just as day was breaking Tlie rebel picket, consisting 
of sixty sonars, some of them mutineeis of Iiicgulai Cavalrj' llcgimcnts, on 
the Jats opening out and the Diagoons charging them, fled, but tliey weie so 
hard piessed by the Oarabineeis, gallantly led by Captain Waidlaw and 
Lieutenant Bud, that they suffered the heavy loss of upwards of 40 men few 
or none would have escaped but for orders not to appioach Gulowtee till the 
day had fully dawned Captain Anderson of the 6dth Natne Infantiy, doing 
duty with the Caiabineeis, aided in the destruction of the rebels, killing many 
himself 

301 The whole foice then advanced on Guloutee, tlie Killes clearing 
the rebels out of the high crops on each side of the road, in which they had 
taken up their position, the guns and cavaliy advancing along the road 
About one mile from the village, a body of the enemy’s hoise appeared on the 
road, a couple of rounds fiom the Hoise Artilleiy guns, under Lieutenant T 
P Smith, sent tliem flying The force again advanced, and found Gulowtee 
had been evacuated The Carabiueeis and Volunteer Hoise weio scut in 
pursuit of the flying rebels, but with instiuctions not to appioach Malagurh, 
which w*eie issued in obedience to oideis leceiied from the supieme Military 
authority up the countiy, at tliat time at Lahoie 

302 The restiictions that wiie perpetually imposed on the local autho- 
rities are much to be legietted The appeaiance of the tw'o rebel leaders, 
Ismail Khan and Mooneer Khan, with seveie sw’Oid cuts on the face, and a 
number of w ounded, caused a panic m the foit of Malaguih, during which 
many of Wulleedad’s men deseited him, and Mohun Lall (of Cabool 
notoriety), who stated he had been kept a piisonei in the foit, managed to 
escape 

303 Accoi ding to the native repoits of the action, the rebels even fled 
fiom Boolundshuhur, and Majoi Williams, who commanded the Biitish troops, 
and all undei him, bitteily giieved that they could not go at the loit, wdiich 
was “said to be nearly empty , — Wulleedad, a fat diunkaid, being left nearly 
alone 

304 In this gallant little fight seventy-two of the rebels were disposed 
of on tlie spot, the bodies having been counted, and many w eie wounded Tlie 
rebels acknowledged aftenvards to a much moie seiious loss. Oui loss was 
only foui 01 five wounded 

306 The rebels had intended evidently to hold Gulowtee Trees had 
been cut dowm to foim baiiicacUs acioss the Grand Trunk Road, and there 
were brfeastwoiks in the Thannah , these last, and the gates weie destroyed 

306 Two singular guns made of the non screw sockets of the Electiic 
Telegiaph posts, mounted on rude carnages, were seized with a box of 
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aitndges for them, composed of Telegraph wire, cut into pieces, put into 
bags with the powder, portfiies, a ban el of powdei marked “ Delhi,” and a 
quantity of Telegraph wire Durniture belonging to the D&k Bungalow and 
Road Seigeant’s house were found in the Thannah, and hi ought into Meerut, 
with the two guns, which last afforded considerable amusement to the soldiers 
in the Dum Duma 

307 Tlie principal work in this fight was done by the Carabineers, 
who pursued the rebel picket for three miles, and left very few of them alive, — 
and by the Rifles under Captain Austen and Lieutenants Young and Black- 
burne The force returned to Meerut on the night of the 30th of July 

308 The thanks of Government were aw'aided to all engaged on this 
occasion. 

309 Notwithstanding the punishment which had been administered to 
the rebels in Pergunnah Burouth, encouraged by the continued lebellion of 
Sujja and Bhugta, grandson and nephew of Sab Mull, and then combination 
with rebels in the Mozuffeinuggur Distiict, the people of Peigunnah Bunawmr 
began to show fiesh signs of disaffection, and the inhabitants ol Nugla opposed 
and drove out the Government servants posted to collect the revenue, and in 
Panchlee Buzoorg, on the borders of the pergunnah, the police w^ere resisted, 
and a prisoner rescued Due w'arning was given, that nothing but an imme- 
diate retuin to allegiance could save them from a visitation by the Khakee 
Bessalah, by which name the District Volunteeis were now well known among 
the people, but without effect, and on the 13th of August, a party pioceeded 
to punish them and restore order The rebellious poition of Panchlee was 
destroyed, as were also the villages of Nugla and Bliopia, a few of the rebels 
were killed, but sufficient to sti ike teiroi into the inhabitants of the whole 
pergunnah, who immediately lecommenced paying then revenue, which just 
before they openly declaied they would pay only to the King of Delhi. 

310 It was intended that the force should cross the Kiisunnee river 
and punish the people of Binnowlee, Bijroul, and other villages, still excited 
to rebellion by Sujja and Bhugta , but the conviction that they would fly on 
the appearance ot the force, and that the Buiopeans would be theiefore only 
unnecessarily harassed, and the difficulty of crossing the guns experienced 
at the Hindun, on entering Bimawus, where one of Lieutenant T P Smith’s 
guns nearly sunk in a quicksand, and was with the hoises extricated only by 
the energy of that officer and his men, led to the letuin of the loice to canton- 
ments, the main object of the expedition was effected, — a wholesome diead 
was restored, and much levenue was collected 

311 With the exception of the Burouth Pergunnah on the west, for the 
occupation of which a largei force was required than could be spaied, and 
Mooradnuggur on the south-west within the leach of Delhi, and the Hauppur 
boundary on the south, constantly threatened by Wulleedad, the whole of the 
district was again for a short time well under contiol , but Wulleedad having 
been stiengthened by the Jhansie Brigade of mutineers’^ from Delhi, hoping 
with their aid and a levy en masse of lebels in those parts, to succeed again, 
became bold and declared his intention of plundering Hauppur, and even 
attacking Meeiut 

312 The state of affairs required a good deal of consideiation Un- 
opposed, Wulleedad ceitainly might have collected a large body and pushed up 
to Meerut The Mohurrum was going on, and duiing the excitement of it, a 
rising of all the evil-disposed in and about the place might have been con- 
certed, such a movement would probably have been helped by further lemforce- 
ments from the mutineers at Delhi, and all the rebels between that city and 
Meerut, while the Buiouth people would certainly have joined fiom the west, 
and the Goojurs from the east would, undei such circumstances, have ceitainly 
swelled the mass 
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313 Just at tins juncture, when a storm appeared to be gathering, orders 
weie received to despatch 200 more of H M’s 60th Rifles, all the available 
Aitilleiy reciuits, and a number of officers to the Delhi Oamp, reducing the 
Europeans at Meerut to about one-sixth of the force, w'hich in May, when there 
really weie no enemies who might not have been suppiessed by a little energy, 
was considered barely sufficient to defend the station No objection could, 
of course, have been made to increasing at any saciifice the Army at Delhi for 
the assault , but it was known that that would not take place for a fortnight at 
least , the detachment fiom Meeiut which could leach Delhi in three days vid 
Baghput, was ordered first to maich vid Seharunpoor and Kurnaul Notwith- 
standing eainest remonstrances and solicitations that instead of these valuable 
soldiers being exposed to a long tedious maieh up the country, and down again 
wheie they were not wanted, they might be kept to diive back the enemies 
that were thieatening Meeiut, and notwithstanding the fullest assuianees that 
they should be sent by the diiect road and be at Delhi before they could possi- 
bly reach by the long loute selected, they were taken away 

314 Under these circumstances, after due consideration, it was hap- 
pily decided that the only way to meet the ciisis was to face it manfully by 
taking the offensive, instead of waiting to be sui rounded It was assumed, 
and as events proved perfectly justly, that nothing was so likely to deter the 
seditious from any attempt as the movement of a compact little Column, and 
that the appearance of one at Hauppur would check Wulleedad’s advance and 
thereby all the probable consequences of it 

315 Accordingly the foice noted in the margin,* marched on the 27th

healing of the firing, should anything occur at Meerut 
Meerut was as per maigin J 

316 In accordance with the restriction still in force, the Column had 
orders not to go near Malagurh, indeed not to advance beyond Hauppur, 
unless attacked or pursuing It therefoie took up a position at Hauppur. - 
Ml Wilson, who accompanied it, took advantage of the presence of tioops 
to get in revenue fiom villages, which had hitherto \uthheld it, and was very 
successful, — one bit of tieachery calling for severe punishment led to a part 
of the Column moving to Pilkooah on the 8th of September The Zemindar 
of this village sent in to say their revenue was all leady, and they would bring 
it in, but they begged for two chuprassees to be sent to accompany them. Two 
chupi assees were sent accordingly, but they were, after being received in the 
Tillage, muideied 

317 The poition of the Column sent to punish the villagers for this 
crime, was fiicd at on the line of march, and about fifty of the rebels were 
killed, but when the village was leached, it was found empty, only a few 
Clmmais were left, and they were not touched. The houses of the rebellious 
Rajpoots weie destroyed 

318 In the afternoon of the 10th of September, intelligence was received 
at Hauppur that the Malaguih rebels weie advancing Major Sawyer 


August, the last 
and gieat day of 
tlie Mohurrum, the 
first halting place 
being in the orders 
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(Commanding the Column at Hauppur), of the 6th Diagoons, took the Cara- 
bineers, mounted District Volunteeis, and two Hoise Artillery guns to recon- 
noitie An outlying picket was driven down the road towards Gulowtee 
The rebels had the impertinence to make a stand once, but on the guns open- 
ing on them again retiied, and the cavalry and guns followed them up at the 
gallop to within about 260 yaids of the mam body, and just as the guns were 
being again unlimbered, the rebel guns opened, and a smart fire was kept up for 
about twenty minutes Doitunately, the dashing appioacli of the reconnoitiing 
party distuibed the range of the enemy, and their four guns were in that short 
time silenced by the two Horse Artillery pieces, under Lieutenant T. P Smith, 
though the latter were only 6-pounders, while the former were 9-pounders 

319. Though the Carabineers were drawn up on one side of the road 
with the District Volunteers on the other, and the guns on the metal in the 
centre, and shot and shell fell thickly aiound the small paity, the only damage 
received by them was a spoke of the wheel of one of the limbers smashed 

320 The last few lounds wmre filed after dusk, and as the main body of 
the enemy was above 1,000 stiong, it was not considered prudent to advance 
upon them with only 100 Cavaliy and two guns, and the reconnoitring party 
returned to camp 

321 It was subsequently ascertained that the rebels really had fled 
bodily, leaving all their guns, one with the cairiage smashed to pieces on the 
road the whole niglit, and that had the cavaliy pushed on, or had the whole 
Column advanced fiom Hauppur, so as to leach Gulow'tee before daybreak, the 
next day the foui guns wmuld Jiave been taken But not even previous successes 
would liave warranted the advance of the reconnoitring party in the dark, into 
what looked so very like a tiap, and it was considered too much for the men 
and hoises to take them out again nine miles in the middle of the night, after 
they had just returned fiom their reconnoilie of neaily eighteen miles The 
news of the flight of the rebels wms not received till too late, and so the gallant 
little party had not the satisfaction of bringing away the guns they so boldly 
silenced, — a feat for which great praise is due to Lieutenant T P Smith and 
his men Tins was the first time the Distiict Volunteers had been exposed to 
a smait cannonade; their coolness and steadiness was the admiration of their 
brave comiades, and again the thanks of Government were awarded to all 
conceined in this dashing little affair 

322. Burthona, the village of our Jat allies, was attacked by the Mala- 
gurh rebels, the Jhansie Brigade and the guns of which they resumed pos- 
session when they recoveied fiom then panic, notwithstanding that the Jats 
could not use their guns being attacked at points, on winch the guqs by some 
arrangement immoveable, did not bear, they beat off their assailants most gal- 
lantly, with a loss to themselves of only twenty-five killed and wounded 

323. The news of the attack did not leach the Hauppur force in time 
for them to assist the Jats, 


324). The Hauppur Column had no further opportunity of distinguish- 
ing itself. It lemained out, fully accomplishing the object for which it was 
detached, till hastily summoned to Thannah Bhowun 

326 On the 17th of September, an attempt was made to surprise the 
rebel Tehseeldar at Mooradnuggui

326. The small foice noted in the margin, under the command of 

Major Stokes, 69th Native Infantry, maiched on 
that night and got to the ground about 6 am. Tlie 
rebels’ position was a good one. Mooradnuggur 
has a brick wall on thiee sides, and is surrounded 
With mango orchards, and at the time was almost concealed by high oi ops 
The Column was fired at on appioaching the wall, and a body of about 200 
Cavalry came out on one side A part of the cavalry was sent after them 
The enemy attempted a chaige, but their hearts failed them, and they turned 
and fled, pmsued by the Mooltan Cavaliy, led by Lieutenant Armstrong of 
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the 59tli Native Infantry, so closely that they had not time to shut the gate, 
and Lieutenant Armstrong and bis men drove them before them, cutting up 
a number, tbiough the village into the high cultivation on the other side, in 
■which, aftei many had been killed, the rest got off 

326^ Subsequently, while Lieutenant Armstrong was engaged in clear- 
ing the village, he was suddenly attacked by a rebel tiooper of the 9th Ir- 
regular Cavalry, who rushed at him, and having him at a disadvantage, cut 
him down. An Afghan with Lieutenant Armstrong dismounted and killed 
the lebel, and thus saved his ofScei’s life. In the meantime. Captain Craigie 
tried with his party to intercept another body of rebels His men, newly 
raised since the mutiny, wanted confidence, and he himself with his Native 
Adjutant and one or two men outstripping the not-over zealous main body got 
engaged with the enemy The Native Adjutant, forraeily a Havildar in the 
11th Native Infantry, who had remained firm to his duty, not being a good 
horseman, was mortally wounded before Captain Craigie could save him, but 
the rebels found this well-trained Cavahy Officer and the few men near him 
moie than they liked, and when the rest of the tioops approached, fled 

327 Though the rebel Tehseeldar escaped, the result of this expedition 
was most satisfactory , the rebels were driven completely out of the peigunnah, 
and across the Hindun river, and from a large tract collection of revenue 
commenced The road from Meerut to Delhi was opened , fifty-seven of the 
enemy, among them many of the 9th Irregular Cavalry men, weie killed, and 
seventeen prisoners were taken The loss on oui side was one of Captain 
Craigie’s men killed and one severely wounded , one Ressaldar and two 
Duffadars, and thiee sowars of the Mooltan Hoise slightly w'ounded 

328 The whole affair reflects great credit on Majoi Stokes, and all the 
officers engaged, among whom was Lieutenant (now Captain) Melville Clarke 
of the 3rd Cavalry 

329 Major Stokes, in his report, mentions Lieutenant Armstrong most 
deservedly iiith great praise It will be seen in the Boolundshuhur Narrative 
how untiringly and successfully Major Stokes with his men, subsequently for 
many months, watched the rebels of Rohilkund on the Ganges 

330 This little affair at Mooiadnuggur was the last there is to relate 

331 With the fall of Dellii, which occurred immediately afterwards, all 
hopes of the rebels and the rebels themselves disappeared, and all fighting 
ceased The Magistrate, with a party of mounted and foot Police, made a 
tour of the district, seizing and summarily disposing of lebels On the eva- 
cuation of Malagurli, after the fight at Boolundshuhur, mail carts and dfik 
carriages began to run, traffic recommenced, and soon the only signs of the 
deadly strife were the blackened ruins of public and piivate buildings, the 
sad row of tombstones, recoiding the dreadful deaths of those who w'ere mas- 
sacred, and the little intiencliment where, with numbers decreasing as the 
danger increased, a little band of Europeans amidst thousands and thousands ' 
of lebels and within reach of Delhi, maintained the name of their country and 
the authority of Goveinment 

332 The Rohilkund rebels kept a laige force with artillery on the east 
of the Ganges, opposite the noith-east part of the distiict, but the presence 
of a small party of mounted and foot Police, and when they thieatened inva- 
sion, two Horse Artillery guns, and a small body of troops sent on requisition 
by the Military authorities, checked them effectually, and though mustering 
above 6,000 with eight guns, they were nevei able to enter the district 


BOOLUNDSHUHUR 

333 The subjoined report from Mi Sapte, Magistrate of Boolundsbu- 
liur, IS so full and inteiesting, that I have nothing to add to it, but an earnest 
hope that Government will acknowledge the gallant and valuable services of 
all the officers mentioned in it 
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834 Oa fiist hearing of the mutiny of the troops at Meerut, I called 
on all the Talookdars of the distiict to show their attachment to the Govern- 
ment, by fuinislnng me with men and horses, and by preventing the villageis 
on then estates from using 

335 Rao Golab Singh, of Rochesur, immediately responded to my call 
by sending a small body ot hoise and foot, armed and equipped Mahomed 
All Khan, of Clutaree, Moorad Ah Khan, of Puhasoo, Abdool Luteef Khan, of 
Khanpoor, Luclimun Singh, of Sliikarpooi, also sent me such men as they 
could spare , and I strengthened my police posts to the best of ray power 

336 To Inayut-oollah Kuan and Abdool Ruhman Khan, of Ohundeeroo, 
on the road between Roolundshuliur and Secundrabad, to Ruttun Singh, 
Shcidee Ram, Nowbut Singh, Jats of Sehiee and Syudpoor, I offered perma- 
nent employ undei Government, on condition of their fuimshing me in a 
given time, each, a troop of mounted men By the 20th May, I had nearly 
200 men, many of whom I distributed over the district, in those places ivheie 
the population seemed more inclined to mischief. 

337 Mr Turnbull, who had not left the district, but whom I had only 
relieved three weeks piior to the outbreak, gave me the aid of his sei vices, 
wdiich flora his intimate local knowledge were invaluable He in company 
with Messrs Melville and Lyall, my Joint and Assistant Magistrates, made 
several excursions in the Dadree and Secundrabad Pergunnahs, the most tur- 
bulent part of the distiict, inhabited principally by Goojurs, who, on hearing 
of the events at Meerut and at Dellii, at once commenced plundering in all 
directions, burning Dtik Bungalows and destroying the Telegraph 

338 On one occasion, the above gentlemen with a detachment of the 
9th Regiment Native Infantry captured foity-six Goojurs, belonging to some 
of the woist villages, and brought them in and lodged them in Jail I should 
mention that I liad applied to the Officei Commanding at Allyguih, for an 
Euiopean Officer and men sufficient to make up the strength of my Treasury 
guaid to a full company, which Major Eld very kindly did, and deputed 
Lieutenant Ross, who lendered hiraseli most useful. This force was, how'ever, 
insufficient to be of use in keeping anything like order at any distance from 
the station 

339 I was disappointed in not receiving aid from Bareilly, from which 
station a detachment of the 8th Irregular Cavaliy had been ordered to our 
assistance; but Colonel Tioup, Commanding theie, could not spaie them, — a 
fortunate circumstance foi us, as their villainous acts of treachery have subse- 
quently proved. The Rampoor Nawab also failed to send a body of hoise, 
which he had been lequested to do by the Lieutenant-Governor. I had also 
been -led to expect that two Companies ot the Sirmoor Battalion would join 
us, but was again disappointed in this our last hope of aid, though we did not 
hear the cause of their non-ai rival, notwithstanding we had been informed of 
their having started to our relief. 

340 I made frequent applications to General Hewitt for a few Euro- 
peans to enable me to send my treasure into Meerut, but that officer refused 
to comply with my request, though I still think it would have been worth 
while to have incuired a little risk to save upwards of two lakhs of rupees, 
besides other valuable Government property 

341 About 16th May, a man ariived with a slip of paper, signed by Mr, 
Drummond, the Magistrate of Agra, and Major McLeod of the Engineers, 
directing all officers to fall back at once upon Agra, as the rebels weie reported 
to be in full maich on that station, and the fort was considered the only safe 
place. I arrested the man as a spy, but on referring the case, I found out he 
had been sent as he stated, the object of his mission fvas not apparent, all I 
can say is, we all scouted the idea of giving up Boolundshuliur on vague 
rumoui of attack reaching us Eiom the very first we fully expected an attack 
from Delhi, but providentially none wms attempted, thougii we must have been 
a tempting bait to the rebels, and were within suqh an easy distance, 
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S42 Matters ^vent on getting worse and worse fill the 20tb, on the 
night of whicli I received positive infoiniation that we should be attacked in 
the inoinmg , but as the sepoys of the 9tli had not shown any signs of dis- 
affection, but on the contrary had behaved very \iell, we ftlt tolerably secure 
against any attack the Goojurs might make on us, provided they were unas- 
sisted from Delhi 

It IS woitby of remaik that up to this time no man of any consequence 
in the district had 3 omed the rebels In fact, all the Talookdars were appa- 
rently sincere in their professions of loyalty to the Government 

343 On the morning of the 21st, I received an express from the late 
Mr Watson, the Magistrate of Allygurh, that the 9th Regiment had mutinud, 
and that the Emopeans had been obliged to fall back on Agra As there of 
course could be no doubt but that our detachment would also go, the moment 
they heard of the Head-quartois having done so, I at once decided on send- 
ing off the ladies and children to Meeiut, and they left escorted by seviral 
officers who had been detained at Boolundshuhur on their w'ay up the country, 
by some Irregular Cavalry sow'ais, and a few men from the new levies 

344 The strength of our garrison was now reduced to seven English- 
men, , Lieutenant Ross, 9th Native Infantry, Messrs Turnbull, Melville, 
Lyall and myself, witli my Head Clerk, Mr Knight, and his son About 2 pm, 
a man came in from Dadree, with the information that we were to be attacked 
by the Goojurs in force at 5 in the evening At 4-30 r M., I beard of the 
arrival at Klioorja (twelve miles off) of the Head-quarteis of the 9tli Native 
Infantry fiom Allygurh , we then thought it time to make an attempt to move 
the treasure towards Meerut 

346 I accordingly went over to the Treasury to Lieutenant Ross, and 
asked him to pack the treasure in the carts, which I had ready for the purpose 
The keys not being at band wo broke open the boxes, and with the aid of the 
sepoys commenced packing the treasure, and I then returned to my own 
Louse for Messis Turnbull, Melville and Lyall, and called on the men of the 
Irregular Cavalry and my own Oollectorate sowars to join us on our march 
to Meerut About twenty-five complied, and we started to the Treasury. 

346 In my compound were nmctv Remount Arab horses, which had ar- 
rived a few days previously en 70uie to Meerut, escorted by a small guard, com- 
posed of men from 9th and 44th Regiments Native Infantry, and I feel con- 
vinced that the guaid would at that time have taken them safely into Meerut , 
but General Hew'itt, to whom I reported their arrival, positively forbade my 
sending them on, and they consequently weie lost; and hoises were very 
much wanted 

347 But to return On reaching the Treasury, Lieutenant Ross in- 
formed me tliat his men (who I should mention were acquainted W'lth the fact 
ot their Head-quartei s having mutinied) had already begun to help them- 
selves to the money he howevei ordered them to fall in, and start for Meerut 
Just as his order was issued, and before the men had lime to refuse or comply, 
we saw a dense cloud of Goojurs pouiing down the road towaids the city, so 
It aving the tieasuie in the bands of the guard, we charged right at them, 
dispel sing them m all directions 

348 Messrs Turnbull, Ross, and Lyall took the road to the city, vrhich 
had already been reached by a large paity of the mob, and aided* by some 
troopers succeeded in killing and wounding a good number The Jail guaid, 
on the first approach of the mob, opened the Jail gate, and allowed the pri- 
soners to pass out, firing on them as they got outside, without however doing 
them much damage 

349 Mr Melville and myself took an opposite direction, and went acioss 
the fields, accompanied by seven Oollectorate sowars, and a Ressaldar and 
tPooper of the 4th Irregular Cavalry and a private servant of my own, whose 
horse was severely wounded uitli a sabre cut, we succeeded in dispeising the 
body, and killed and wounded a few ; the main body spread over the country 
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and concealed themselves in the neighbouring villages We then fried to fall 
back on the Treasuiy, not knoiving what had become of the other Europeans, 
but were fired at by the guard, as a warning to keep off This leiuctantly 
compelled us to retreat, and we made off for Meerut about 6-30 p m , and 
reached Hauppur about 10 p M , being fired at only once as we passed a village 
close to the station We leached Meeiut about 9 A M. of 22nd May, repoit- 
ing oui selves to the General Commanding. 

350 About 12 o’clock of the same day I was gladdened with the sight 
of Messrs Tuinbull and Lyall, who reached Meerut with Lieutenant Ross 
about 11 AM , they could give me no infoimation of Mr Rnight or his son, 
from whom they had got sepal ated Mi Turnbull informed me that he with 
Messrs Ross and Lyall had gone through the city, and retained fighting 
every inch in the way, and after having cut down and shot several of the 
rioters, reached the Treasury in safety Lieutenant Ross having leceived a 
contusion, which for the time rendered bis swoid arm useless 

351. They had ordered the guard to stait for Meerut and to bring the 
treasuie with them , they started, but on reaching the cross road leading to 
the Gland Tiunk Road, told the officeis to go and join their fiiends as they 
intended to do So the thiee left for Meerut, expeiiencing consideiable diffi- 
culty m avoiding the villageis, who were on the look-out foi them in every 
direction 

352. As the Goojurs had entered the station they fired each house, 
commencing with the Lflk Bungalow, and during the four days we were 
absent, the station was completely destroyed ,* and all property, private and 
public, was carried off or burnt. The city people and those of the neighbour- 
ing villages taking a very active part in the work ot demolition 

353 Our departuie from Boolundshuhur, and the authorities having 
been compelled to leave Allygurh, left the road fiom Meerut to Agia com- 
pletely at the meicy of the ill-disposed, and a great number of travellers 
were murdered, and all communication with Agra was closed, except by 
cossids. It was tbeiefore a matter of the greatest consequence to le-occup;^ 
both these places 

354) The Sirmoor Battalion under Major Reid, which bad left Deyrah 
some days pieviously for Boolundshuhur by the canal, was unable to get 
beyond JDasneb, owing to the destruction of the locks by the villagers, and 
they had sent into Meerut for carnage, but the General and the Brigadier 
both refused to send an escort, so that the regiment was still fuitbei delayed, 
and was left to its own resources But by unwearied exertions they managed 
to get on, and reached Boolundshuhur on the 24jth May, though we did not 
become aware of this till on our way down to re-occupy Boolundshuhur on the 
26tb, on the morning of which day I started fiom Meerut with Mr Lyall, 
Lieutenant Ross, and Captain Tyiwhitt, of the late 14)tli Irregular Cavalry, 
who had been oidered down to command at Boolundshuhur 

365. I should mention here that the escort furnished us by the General 
consisted of some men enlisted by Captain Craigie subsequent to the outbreak , 
they were of couise completely law, badly mounted and worse aimed, having 
as little confidence themselves in their horses, as we had in the riders their 
subsequent conduct showed what they were worth, and besides them we had 
the few men who accompanied us on oui retreat fiom Boolundshuhur 

356 On our arrival at Hauppur, we heard the Siimoor Battalion had 
reached Boolundshuhui, and we ariived early on the moining of the 26th 
We found tlie posts and wire of the Telegraph had been entirely removed 
between Hauppur and Boolundshuhur, a distance of twenty miles. 

357. A body of about 200 horsemen, furnished by the Nawab of Ram- 
poor, bad ai lived the same day as the Gooikhas , so we had now quite a strong 
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sainson, but felt much the want of artillery Parties of these horsemen 
weie employed in patrolling the Giand Trunk Road as far as Khooija 

358 Oa the 27th we searched a village, Chundpoor, close to the station, 
and found a large quantity of public and private piopeity concealed therein; 
so we burnt the village and seized the head man, who, after having been tried 
bv a Dium-head Court-Martial, was hung with two other men of the city, in 
whose houses plundeied property uas found During the night Captain 
Tyrwhitt and Mi Lyall left foi Belaspooi, the residence of tlie Skinner’s, 
where a number of Christians where repotted to be beleaguered Mi Melville 
also rejoined us from Meerut, where he had been left behind sick 

359 The next morning, the Rampoor Horse showed mutinous symptoms, 
and declined to obey ordeis, thirty marched straight off for Delhi, so Major 
Reid ordered the rest to quit the stahon, and they re-crossed the Ganges into 
Rohilkund On the 30th, Captain Tyrwhitt and Mr Lyall returned from 
Belaspoor, the party there pi eferied remaining, as the fort was strong and 
well provisioned 

360 On the evening of the same day. Major Reid marched with the 
whole of his legiment to join General Wilson’s Column, which had gone out 
from Meerut to Ghazeeooddeennuggui I expressed my fears to Major Reid, 
that Ills departure would give confidence to the ill-affected, and that the con- 
S'quenees would be very serious, but that officer considered the body of 
cavalry at oui disposal sufficient to guard the station, which I admitted but 
I knew it would be insufficient to check any rise on the part of the villagers, 
and stated my opinion to that effect The lesult proved I was correct, for the 
very next day Secundrabad, a rich and populous city, about eight miles from 
Boolundshuhur on the Delhi road, was attacked and plundered , vast numbers 
of the inhabitants of both sexes and of all ages were brutally ill-treated and 
muidered The assailants consisted of men from almost every village of the 
Dadiee and Secundiabad Pergunnahs, who had collected and joined in a simul- 
tineous attack, tempted by the hope of much plunder. The town fell into the 
hands of the mob , the Police, who behaved well, escaping with much diffi- 
culty We were unable to send out a man to assist the unfortunate inhabit- 
ants, who left the city in thousands, and came flocking into Boolundshuhur 
and neighbouring villages 

361 It was very distressing not to be able to respond to the repeated 
calls foi assistance, but our hands were completely tied by the presence of 
Nawab Wulleedad Khan, who had a strong mud fort, Malagurh, about four 
miles fiom the station This man was a near relation of the ex-King of 
Delhi, with whom lie was staving when the outbreak occuried, but he had re- 
turned to Malagurli, about 26th May, deputed by the ex- King as Soobah of 
the Piovmces of Boolundshuhur and Allvguih, which fact he himself admit- 
ted to me, but excused himself by saying, unless he had come out undei some 
such pretence, he would not have been able to escape from Delhi, wheie he had 
been detained an unwilling guest of the King 

362 Notwithstanding his profession of loyalty, I suspected him from 

the veiyfiist, as he had biought with him a considerable number of mutinous 
sepoys and Nujeebs, and had, I knew, several guns ; and I heard on all sides he 
was meditating tieachery His pi esence at Malagui’h completely paialvzed us , 
the moment we moved out any way from the station, we felt convinced he 
would at once have come down, and with his guns would easily have prevent- 
ed oui retain, and thus cut off communication with Allygurh and A^ra, 

tlie sole object of our holding Boolundsbubur ° ’ 

363 We managed to increase our guard of Irregular Cavalry men to 
seventy-five, belonging to various legiments, much tact was requiied in their 
management at such a critical period, when we heard daily of fresh regiments 
going, to most of which some of oui men belonged , but we were most foil unate 
in Inving such an officer as Captain Tyrwhitt, who, by his sound judgment 
and film healing, kept them together, in a manner highly creditable to himself. 
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We \rere“but seven Englishmen, and we took our turn of duly the whole time 
we remained at Boolundslinhui , eveiy sentry was visited at least once every 
hour duung the night, so lliat had treachery been meditated, a suipiise would 
have been next to impossible 

364 We heard about this time of the movements of tlie rf^bel troops in 
Rolulkund, who weie xeported to be in full match on Delhi Anoopshubur ; 
I accordingly ordeied the budge of boats to be broken up, and the boats 
secuied on this side 

366 We weie joined on 1st June by tlie late Mr W Cliff nd and Mr. 
Young of the Revenue Suivey Tliese tiio gentlemen had iieen with Messis 
Haivey and Money of the civil seivice with the Bhurtpoor troops, and weie 
on their way to Delhi up the right bank of the Jumnii, but tlie mutiny of 
the tioops compelled them to flv Messis Clifford and Young were at Hodul, 
a few miles fiom the mam body, nhen they leceived intimation from Mr 
Eord, the Magistrate of Goorgaon, who told tliem to make the best of tlie 
way to Boolundshuhur, so they ciossed the Jumna at once, and anived at 
Boolundshubur late in the evening 

366 Reports from the inteiior of the district showed that ordei was 
passing away Eoimer propiietois now took tlie oppoitunity of ousting the 
present possessors of then estates, in some instances, tins nas effected By 
force and large bodies of aimed men. The piincipal Talookdars all this time 
bad remained quiet In fact, nith the exception of the Malaguih man, no 
peison of consequence then gave us any uneasiness, while they all continued 
professing extieme loyalty 

367 The continuous stream of mutinous troops up the Giand Tiunlc 
Road had of couise a very bad effect upon the minds of all, disheai tening the 
vt ell-affected, and giving confidence to those who weie ill-disposed , while the 
sacking of the town of Secundrabad, being permitted still to go on with im- 
punity, led the people to suppose oui power had really ceased. 

368 Allygurli was held by a few Bntisli one day, and by a large band 
of rebels the next, the former being so few in number that the 7 had to fall 
back on the appioacli of the lattei , sliU we held our own as fai as Khooija 

369 There were about Rupees 1,600 in tlie Tehseel at Kliooija, these 
Mr Melville bi ought off safely He iient doivn on a mail cait, and leturned 
in a very short time his object in going to Khooija was kept a seciet, and he 
deseivcs great ciedit for the mannei he peifoimed this duty, which was 
accompanied with veiy consideiable iisk Thegieatei pait of this mouev was, 
however, eventually earned off by the sowais that deseited a few days after 

370 On the evening of the 8th, I got reliable information that the 
station Mas to be again attacked by the viilageis, backed up by the followers of 
Wulleedad of Malagurh, towaids which place I moved out Mith Captain 
Tyru hit t, and pati oiled foi some houis in the neighbouihood If an attack 
had been intended, our move had the effect of stopping it, for the night 
passed off quietly 

371 On the morning of the 10th, however. Me heaid of the ai rival at 
Khooija of a laige body of mutinous cavaliy from Oude, who had muidered 
then ofl3.ceis on the load Then aiiival so M'oiked on the feelings of out men, 
that the greater part of them instantly deserted, and mo Meieleft with little 
more than tMenty men, most of m horn weie Non-Commissioned Ollicei s, besides 
Captain Oiaigie’s new levies Finding oui foice so veiy much reduced, we 
deemed It expedient to fall back on GuloMtee, a tOMii about tMelve miles to 
the north of Boolundshuhur towaids Meferut, on the Giand Tiunk Road, wheie 
Me lemained that night Eaily tlie next morning we lieaid the lebel cavalry 
bad left Khooija and gone onto Delhi, which decided us on letuining to 
Boolundshuhur , M'hen about half-way we heaid that Wulleedad had taken 
possession of the station in the name of the Biitish Goveinment, and that 
everything M^as quiet. 
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372 At Captain Tynvhitt’s request I went ahead witli Messrs Lyall and 
Clifford, and Lieutenant Andeisoti of the 3id Europeans, to let the people 
know we had leturned On enteiing tiie station I met Ismael Khan, Wullee- 
dad’s head man, \iho at once camo up to me and repotted all well I told 
him I was going into the city, that oui letuin should at once be known He 
accompanied us, and when neat the city said he had better go ahead as there' 
were a numbei ol despeiate ehaiacteis in the citv, who might oppose us I 
saw a laige body of men collected at the fmthei end of the stieet, close to the 
Kotwalee While Ismael Klian w-ent to p.iiley with them, w'e lode a little way 
down the stieet, and then pulled up, awaiting his rctuin finding he did not 
come back, I sent Mi Olilfoid to Captain Tyrwhitt, to let him know how 
matters stood, and lequesting him to come on as quickly as ho could, while 
Mr Lyall, Lieutenant Andeison, and I letraced our steps leisuiely 

373 Within 1 quarter of an houi Captain Tyrwhitt aiiired, and on my 
telling liim how the city wms occupied, he expiessed liis determination to drive 
them out, and giving the woul chaigt, we went at a gallop tow'ards the city 
On our leacliing the last tuin neai the Jail, which enabled me to see into the 
city, we found tlie lebels had moved up to the entiance, and the moment we 
came in sight tliey opened on us from thiee guns, and a heavy musketry fire 
Capiain Tyrwhitt most gallantly led us within tluity yards of the guns, the 
fiist discharge fiom whicli disabled and killed tliiee men and hoises only 
about fifteen men had follow'ed, Craigio’s levies fled on the fiist shot being 
fired, and w'ere nevei seen again Being eutiiely unsupported, w'o were reluc- 
tantly compelled to retreat towaids the open, where we could have acted better 
than in the nariow' road in w'hich w'e weie, but w'c w'ere not follow'ed 

374 I should mention here that we bad previously set up a small gun, 
but as it was diawn by bullocks it could not be brought up in time for the 
action We biouglit it off how'evei with us. Ml Young, under W'hose charge 
It was, displaying much coolness on the occasion 

375 Finding out selves unmolested we letraced our steps to Gulowtee 
As we passed Malaguih we found Wulleedad had sent out a small body of 
cavalry to oppose oui letieat, but these fled on oui appioaeb, and as we pur- 
sued them, took shelter in a village close undei the walls of Malaguih, Irom 
which they opened a file upon us, but without effect. Thus were we step by 
step driven out of the Boolundshuhur District We reached Hauppur late 
that night, having iialted the day at Gulowtee, where we lully'^ expected an 
attack, but OUI oideily retieat, so well conducted by Captaiu Tyiwbitt, bad 
evidently had a wholesome ( ffect on our cowaidly enemy 

376 The next day Wulleedad Klian threw a strong picket into Gulowtee, 
our Police of couise having to fly Om little paity went to Baboogurh, ' 
the Stud station, about foui miles flora Hauppui tow'ards the Ganges, and 
flora whieli we could watch the ghfit at Guihmookteesur, for which we now 
had ascei tamed foi a certainty the lebel troops fiom the iiobilkund station 
w'eie making 

377 On the IStli June, a force under Major Thatcher came out from 
Meerut, w’lth wMiich we proceeded to Gulowtee, and diove out the lebel pickets 
and disposed the followers of Wulleedad, who however again re-occupied the 
post as soon as we had letired 

378 On 23rd June, the advance guaid of the Bareilly Biigade crossed 
at Guilimookieesur, only twelve miles fiom Bahooguih, wdneli compelled us to 
retiie on Meerut this they weie allowed to doentiuly unmolested Owingto 
the immense number of hackeues laden with treasuie and plunder, the cioss- 
mg took tiiem seveial davs, and nothing could have been easier than to have 
attacked and cut them up, encurabeitd as they weie with so much baggage, 
but they weje allowed to cioss at Iheir leisure, and reach Delhi without The 
slightest attempt being made to stop them 

379 The autliouiies at Allvgurh having been compelled to give up tiieir 
post, the road betweeu Meeiut and Agia was now completely in possession of 
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the rebels, Malagurli became the resort of all the disaffected far and near, 
Allyguih and Klioorja weie occupied by the followers of the rebel N)wab, to 
whose standaid many of tlie fanatic Mussulmen of tlie Bariah Bustee* has- 
tened to flock The foit of Malaguih is about 900 yards, removed from the 
road, winch is consequently commanded by its guns, ot which Wulleedad pos- 
sessed SIX at the commencement of the outbreak. Communication with Agra, 
even by cossid, was effected with extreme difficulty, for so well was the whole 
line of road and its vicinity uatciied that scaicely a man could pass without 
being intercepted Vaiious expeditions weie planned against this impudent 
rebel, but from various causes were uevei undei taken until he had got such 
reinforcements, and las followers had incieased to such numbers that he had 
really become a formidable foe 

880 I remained with my Assistants at Meerut, doing duty as troopers 
in the Meeiut Volunteer Oavaliy until the end of August, when we were 
ordered down to foim pait of a foice under Major Sawyeis to keep tins very 
Wulleedad in check The whole of tlie Jhansi Bngade, consisting of 12th 
Native Infantry, the Idith Iiiegulai Cavaliy, and a 9-poundei battery had 
been sent fiom Delia to las assistance, and he was now thieatening Hauppur, 
which but foi the timely aiiival of our foice would in all piobability have 
shared the fate of Secundiabad. We lemained encamped at Hauppur till 
20th Septemhei, the date of the fall of Della While at Hauppur we were 
one day suipiised by heating flung m the neiglibouihood of our camp. Tins 
proved to be the Jhansi Bngade attacking the Jat village of Bhurthona, 
the inhabitants of which village had some weeks previously captured three ot 
Wulleedad Khan’s guns in a light with las followeis. We went down the 
next morning eaily, and found the Jats had succeeded in beating off their as- 
sailants, who had letiied on Malaguih. 

381 On another occasion, we had a sharp artillery fight at Galowtee 
with the guns of the Jliansi Brigade, which we succeeded in silencing, but 
niglit coming on they weie enabled to cany them off, not without howeyer 
having suffeied consideiably botli in men and hoises, 

382 On the 20th September we returned to Meerut, and on 25th I 
joined Colonel Greathed’s Column at Gazeeooddeennuggur, which had been 
sent out trom Dellii to pursue the flying enemy 

383 We reached Boolundshuhur on the morning of the 28th. It would 
be useless for me to desciibe the action whicli wms lought on that day, and 
which ended in the complete rout of the Jhansi Bngade, posted in a stiong 
position to oppose our entrance to the station 

384 After the fight, which lasted about three hours, we were in posses- 
sion of the station and town, and the enemy fled, leaving behind them two 
guns and a laige quantity of magazine stores. 

383 Mr Lyall distinguished himself dunng the fight, having attached 
himself to Watson’s Hoise, and joined in a cliaige against a huge body of the 
rebel cavaliy, and lam most happy to say his name was honoiably mentioned 
in the despatch of Majoi Ouvry, Commanding the Cavaliy poition of the 
force 

386. In the course of the day we discovered that the Nawab of Mala- 
gurh had evacuated Ins foit duiing the fight, and fled acioss the Ganges with 
the greatei pait of his followeis, leaving a number of guns, stoies, and much 
plunder in tlie foit, wlncli was occupied that night by a body of Cavaliy 
under Lieutenant Baker Oui men encamped on the east side of the city, 
ivlieie w^e lemained till 3id Octobei, when we matched to Khooija A party 
of Sapppis weie employed foi some days in blowing up the fort ot Malaguih, 
and on 1st Octobei the mines weie exploded by Lieutenant Home ol tlie 
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Engineers in porson, wlion that most gallant ofilccr lost his life, —a sparlt 
flora the port-fire accidentally igniled the tram, and ho was lulled by the 
explosion 

387 On the day the Coluran marched to Khoorja, I went with a 
party of cavalry under Lieutenant AV.itson to the village of Jlnijliur, about 
fifteen miles flora Khooija, as I had received iiifoi raation of a Christian girl 
bung concealed m the house of a lebel trooper of tlie loth Irieuular Cavalry 
Though we ainved at the Milage before daybieal, they were ready for us. A 
large body of sowars ainved, and man} of tbein in full unifoim cimc out to 
oppose us, several uero killed in actual fight, and some fen ncre taken 
prisoners with aims in then bands, ueie tiiid by Lriini-liead Coiirt-^lrirtinl, 
and shot on the spot After a long seaich wc discovered the giil, slu* turned 
out to be the d lugliter of an Eurasian, n cleik in some Eiput\ Coinniis- 
Siouei’s Office m Oudh, nboso life, as also that of the f.ithci, had been saved 
by the trooper, Khooda Buksh, m gratitude to nlioni she turned Mussiilmanco 
and married him , as she cxpiessed a sliong desiie to be allowed to remain, I 
did not foice her an ay, but left her nith the nssuranee that her husband 
would be hung whencvei he nns caught 

388 The next day the Ccduinn inarehcd ton arils Agra, ami I returned 
to Boolundslmhur, nlncli had been occupied b) u foice unilei Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel Earquhar, consisting of the imht ning of 1st Bilooch Battalion, two 
Horse Aililleiy guns, and a body of Puthan Horse under Jl.ijor Stokes 

389 I lost no time in ic-estnhhshing the police posts, strengthening 
those I tliouglit necessary The gieater part of the buikiindares had deserlid 
and loined the rebels, and I filled up their places mostly from the Jats, only 
one Tliannahdar, Sabibdad Klian, of Sliilcarpoor liad deserted , but I did not 
tlimk It advisable to re-appomt P<er Maboniod Khan of Anoopsbuhur, nor 
Kbooisbed Alee, tlic Kotnal of Boolundslmhur "W'lth the above cAciptions 
all tlie Tbannabdars nero confirmed in tbeir posts The turbulent Pergunnahs 
of Dadree and Secundrabad lequired a sliong body of police, •nhicli I kept up 
till the close of the yeai 

390 The revenue began to come in tho very day wo returned. Abdool 
Luteef Khan, Talookdui of about 150 villiges, and ubo bad refused to pay a 
fax thing before, though lepeatodly called upon bj mo to do so, sent m bis kist 
about two days alter my leturn 

391 Tins man, the head of tlie Barrnli Bustee, uas subsequently con- 
victed by a Mihtaiy Commission of having aided the lebels in every way m 
Ills power, and sentenced to tiausportation for life. 

392 His uncle, by name Azeera Klian, bad taken a prominent part 
against us, having joined the rebel, Wulleedad Hhonshee Ham, Thaniiahdnr 
of Anoopsbuhur, cauglit him trving to escape to the Gauges, and be uas 
brouglit ID, tried, and executed The conduct of the Tbanmibdar and Ins men 
on tins occasion was deserving of all praise, as Azeem Khan I knew offered 
him any sum to let him off, but the honest Jat of Bbuitlioiia was deaf to all 
persuasion, and brought him in, in tiiuraph 

393 Having set eveiything going in the station on 17fh December, wo 
moved into camp towards the Ganges to anange foi the safety of the boats 
at the various glifits, but we had no soonei reached AUai, twenty-five miles 
fiom the station, than 1 lieaid the Goojurs weie meditating an attack upon, 
the jail to rescue their captuied biethreu 

394 Witii the recollection strong upon me of what these men had been 
capable of in May last, I begged of Colonel Eaiquhar to make a forced march 
back to Boolundslmhur, wliicli we reached the next raoining, and I am confi- 
dent Irom my subsequent information, that bad we not returned, the attack 
would have taken place 

395 We lemained in the station for a week, during winch time Lieute- 
nant Smith of the Horse Aitilleiy put the jail into a slate of defence, capable 
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of holding out against any body of Goojuis, I provisioned it for ten days, 
stiengthened the guaid with Golab Singh’s men and a few Beloochees, and 
again on 27th maiched to the Ganges 

396 "We went vtd Syanali to Pooth, and thence down the right hank 
of the Ganges, visiting each ghfi.t. I collected the whole of the boats at 
Anoopsliuhui, where I posted a body of 200 Jats, and the sequel will show 
how well these men behaved 

397 The ghfits of Pooth, Bussee, Ahar, between Guibmoobteesui and 
Anoopshuhur, I put under charge of Bao Golab Singh of Koochesui Piom 
Anoopshuhui we followed the couise of theiivei by Kuiumbas to Bam gbht, 
having secuied every boat of which w'e conld find any tiace The rebels not 
showing on the opposite side we marched to Debaee, intending to letuin to 
Bhoolundshuhui, pieparatory to beating up the quarteis of the Goojuis who 
still set the police at defiance, and refused to pay any revenue But on 
reaching Shikarpoor we heard the lehels had appealed in foice opposite Bam 
ghfit, we huiried back to that place As we neaied it, we heaid heavy firing, 
the lebels having attacked Gunour, a friendly village, a few miles inland in 
the Budaon Distiict, they looted Gunour and then commenced plundering in 
all diiections The Aherias, a numeious tube, at fiist showed some opposi- 
tion, but finding themselves unsuppoited, compiomised matteis, and finally 
joined the rebel lanks, and as they inhabit all the villages on the left bank, 
W'e had to keep a very sliaip look-out on all the femes and fords, the lattei 
becoming daily moie shallow , but though on seveial occasions the lebeis have 
attempted to cross, and once in foice, they nevei succeeded 

-398. We remained at Bam gbAt six days and tlien letuined to Anoop- 
shuhui, w'heie W'e lemained a week, and leturned to Boolundshuhui on 30th 
Novembei, but weie again obliged to march on 5th December 

399 There were constant rumouis pievalent, that Wulleedad with all 
the disaffected fugitives fiom Boolundsbuhur and its neighbouihood intended 
to make an attempt to le-occupy Malaguih, though he w'ould not have found 
bis old residence very comfoitable, as the woik of demolition had considerably 
progressed The people were, however, becoming veiy excited, and the dis- 
affected took caie to spread the alarm 

400 We marched to Debaee, when I found that the lebels leinfoiced by 
Bukht Khan, and the Bareilly Brigade, with seveial guns, had taken up a 
strong position at Kasgunge, on which town, invited by tlie Mussulmen of 
the place, they had made a sudden attack, killing Ohobey Ghunsam Dass, a 
blind man, but a faithful adheient to the Biitish Goveinment, who had been 
placed at Kasgunge by the Allygurh authoiities. The rebels gave out then 
intention of looting Soion, a laige and populous Hindoo town, a few miles 
fiom Kasgunge, but weie bought off by the inhabitants, paying a fine of 
Bupees 20,000. 

401 On consulting with Colonel Farquhar, that oflicer deemed it advis- 
able to make a move in the diiection of Kasgunge, with a view to holding 
the rebels in check, if possible, until the ariival of the Column, winch was being 
foimed at Delhi and Meeiut, under Colonel Seaton, C B , to convey a quantity 
of stoies and ammunition for the use of the troops at Cawnpoor, and we decided 
on going the next day to Atrowli, but heaiing that Hooimut Khan of 
Pundiawul, a fort belonging to Fuheemoolnissa, a near lebition of the lebel 
Buheem Alice Khan, son of Nazliur Alee Khan of Khyleea, w'as laying in stoies 
for the use of the rebel troops, we changed our line, and sending my tent to 
Atiowli as a blind, marched to Pmdiawul, much to the surpiise of Hoormut 
Khan, and we there found an immense quantity of supplies, evidently collected 
for the above purpose. He was also busily engaged inputting his foit into 
a complete state of repair. I had previously deprived this man of tw'o guns, 
and I now lost no time in disarming adheients, and dismantling his fort, 
and Hoormut Khan is now under tiial befoie the Special Commissioner, for 
carrying on a coriespondence with the Malagurli rebel. 
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402 [Prom Pindrawul we marched to Atrowli, a lai^e disaffected town in 
the Allyguih District, and fiom thence to Cburra, a small village close to tlie 
residence of Daood Khan, Talookdar of Bheekumpooi 

403 Tins man’s conduct towards us was throughout most suspicious 
Ho refused to furnish us with any kind of supplies, and for two days we 
were put to great inconvenience, and his personal healing towards us was dis- 
respectful in the extreme Of the movements and intention of rebels at Khas- 
gunge he feigned complete ignoiance, though his house was hut a few miles 
fiom Kbasgunge , and if he had been as he professed, a well-wisher of the 
Biitish, he must have felt anxiety foi himself if the lebels had advanced, hut 
his conduct plainly showed he was under no apprehension fiom them 

404i While we were at Churra, we lieaid from Colonel Seaton that he 
intended to march on Kbasgunge ttd Akbeiabad and Secundra Rao, so as to 
take Kiiasgunge in flank, and he icquested us to keep the attention of the 
rebels ton aids our little force, so as to divert then suspicion of any approach 
of a large aimy This of course left us rather exposed, but Colonel Barquhar, 
to cany out iiis instructions, the next day marched to Gungeeree, ten miles 
from Kbasgunge We sent Colonel Seaton word of our move, and infoi med 
him the lehels meant to advance to meet us, so Colonel Seaton changed his 
loute and came down straight on Gungeeree by dull alee 

406 The conduct of the head men of Gungeeree attracted our special 
notice, on out leaching their village, they came out to meet us, and then after 
waiting but a few minutes wished to leave, and kept asking us to allow tliem 
to go We thought it bettei to keep them in camp, but I have every reason to 
believe, it was from this village that news was sent to the rebels of the small- 
ness of oui force, the villageis being then in ignorance of the proximity of 
Colonel Seaton’s Column 

406 Early the next morning Colonel Seaton ainved, and encamped on 
the east side of the Neern Nuddee, two miles in advance of our camp About 
noon of that day we weie surprized by the sudden appeal ance of a cloud of 
cavalry close to the camp The men turned out, and after a splendid charge 
from the Carabineers, in which three gallant officeis of the Caiabineers lost 
then lives, succeeded in diiving the rebels befoie them at all points, captuiing 
three of then guns and killina: some three hundred The cowards thought to 
have been opposed to Colonel Earquhar’s small detachment, and great was their 
astonishment at finding a large aiiny ready to receive them , they soon found 
out their mistake, and thought to save their woithless lives by an ignominious 
fligiit We went with Colonel Seaton’s Column the next day to Kasgunge, 
which we found evacuated Colonel Seaton followed the enemy up on loth, 
and dll ected us to match up the bank of the rivei fiom Kuchla ghfit, and 
destroy every boat we could find , Majoi Stokes and Lieutenant T P Smith, 
Horse Artilleiy, succeeded in burning four boats at Kuchla, notwithstanding 
the piesence of a laige lebel force on the opposite side 

407 We continued maichmg up the river hank, visiting each ghfit 
and destroying the boats at Deenapoor, about four coss below Ram ghfit, and 
which IS in Daood Khan’s Ilaka We discovered four boats on the opposite 
side, guarded by a strong party of matchlockmen, who opened file on us as 
soon as we siiowed ouiselves, but our guns were quickly brought up, and 
undei covpi of them, some men swam across and biougiit ovei one boat, when a 
paity of Beloochees, under Lieutenant Nicholetts and Knight, ciossed and burnt 
the village wliicli slulteied the rebels It then being daik the paity letuined 
Daily the next morning Colonel Eaiquhai crossed himself and destroyed all 
the boats The guaid and the villageis w’ere found to have decamped duiing 
the night Having performed all that Colonel Seaton had lequired of U"!, 
we retraced our steps to Boolundshuhur, revisiting Pindiawul on oui way We 
had been out of the district foi a fortnight, but during our absence ail had 
been quiet, and we reached Boolundshuhm on 29th December 
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408 On 2nd January, Khooshee Ram reported that a large body of 
rebels bad arrived at Ohaoopooi, opposite Anoopshuhur •vrhicb they were 
thieatening, Mr. Lyall started off iiith a body of mounted police, and arrived 
just in time to see tlie conclusion of a very smait affair between the lebels 
and the Jafs under Khooshee Bam. 

409 I had collected 187 boats at this gb^t, a short way above which 
was an easy ford , the lebels hiought down two guns below the gh^t so as to 
rake the boats and the men who guaided them Tlie Jats, no way daunted, 
letuined their fiie from two small non pieces I had recovered from the 
distiicl A body of horse and foot now came down and commenced ciossing 
the fold Khooshee E-am wlieeled liis men round, and gave tliem two 
vollies in quick succession, which at once decided the day, for the rebels 
turned and fled, and not one man succeeded in crossing. Seveial of our boats 
were consideiably damaged by the enemy’s fire, none of our men weie hit, the 
enemy’s range being too liigh Colonel Faiquhai on hearing what had hap- 
pened, marched to Anoopshuhur, as it was very necessary to hold these rebels 
in check 

410 On l7th January they again came down, but in much greater force 
than before, they brought with tliem six guns, two of which they planted op- 
posite the centre of our position, and the others on each flank Lieutenant 
T P Smith nitli his two 6-pounders letuined then fire, which he succeeded 
in silencing after three hours The manner in which this gallant and active 
officer manoeuvred his guns on this occasion was the admiration of all pre- 
sent, — his piaciice too was perfect Our loss was — two men wounded, and one 
killed, while the enemy lost at least fifty killed, and had Colonel Farquharnot 
leceived the strictest injunctions not to cross, our detachment might have gone 
over and destroyed the enemy Sinee that date the rebels have made but one 
attempt to cioss, and that only in very small number A few horsemen came 
over and carried off some cattle feeding on this bank, but fled on approach of 
our patrols 

411 The lebel, Ruheem Alee, came about this time fiom Baieilly, having 
got the farm of that pait of the district, but he did not hold it long, and 
I heaid that he was only watching his oppoitunity to escape, I knew he 
would not be able to cross into the Boolundshuhui District, but imagined, 
thiough the friendly influence of Daood Khan, he would find no difficulty in 
making his escape through the Allygurh Distiict, as he has indeed lately done. 

412 Owing to Colonel Farquhar being compelled to remain watching 
the ghfi,ts, no measures have yet been taken against the Goojurs, who have 
hitherto, comparatively speaking, escaped scatheless for the atrocities they 
committed against the town of Secundiabad Though tardy, these men should 
be taught that the punishment for such an offence is suie It would be 
however useless to attempt anything against them without a large force of 
cavaliy and the co-opeiation of the authorities on the opposite side of the 
Jumna. They liave mostly deserted their villages and taken to the Khadir of 
the Jumna They have, however, paid up their revenue, which they have 
sent in by Biahmins and otheis not concerned in their misdeeds. 

413 I was very successful in recovering cannon, having got nearly sixty 
pieces, some of them of very large calibre, befoie I left the district Theie 
are undoubtedly still many concealed, but in process of time, it is hoped, they 
may be bi ought to light, three with a large number of Juzails having been 
dug up in the course of the last few days 

414 I am undei great obligation to Colonel Farquhar and the officers 
of his detachment for their kind support on all occasions We had upwards of 
fifty miles of river to watch, and so effectually has this been done, that no 
body of men has been able to cross The work has however been most trying 
to the officers and soldiers, they have had to sit quietly down, while others 
moie fortunate have been called into active wartaie, and so have obtained 
their share of honors from which their less foitunate brethren have been 
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debarred, though the duties they have perfoimed have been of the first 
importance, and” I ventuio to hope you will bung this to the notice of Govern- 
ment Mr Lyall, my Officiating Jomt-Magistiate, though but a young officei, 
has been of great use, evincing a sound judgment and discretion seldom to be 
met with in men even of far greater espenence 

415 I left the district on my transfer to Meerut on 21st April, and by 
that time it had resumed its wonted quiet The revenue had been all paid 
in serious crime was unknown, and even offencos of slight and trivial nature 
were of unfiequent occurrence, several mulineeis, both cavalry and infantry, 
had been brought to justice, while many who had not been in Govemment 
employ, but who had taken a veiy active part m the lebellion, had been caught 
and received the reward for then ciimes, while those who have distinguished 
themselves by their loyalty have been recommended for special rewards 

416 I will now conclude, wnth the hope that the manner in which I 
have perfoimed the duties of the difficult charge entrusted to me, will have 
met with the approbation of Government 

417 Ml Sapte, naturally, has hardly put in a sufficiently strong light 
the conduct of himself and the officeis w'ho enabled him to hold the distiiet, 
when, receiving no support fiom Meerut, they weie haid pressed The zeal 
and energy of Mr Turnbull, who immediately set to work to assist Mr Sapte, 
in attempting to maintain order in the district, the gallant elTorts of Mi, 
Sapte to retain his position, zealously seconded by Messrs. Melville and Lyall, 
and the noble gallantry with which all whose names are mentioned in the 
report, with the military ail of that excellent officei. Captain Tyrwhitt, faced 
their enemies, not hesitating even to charge guns, filing grape upon them in 
a narrow load, deserve high praise. 

418. Indeed, the Narrative of this division abounds with instances of 
firm devotion and unflinching bravery. In the history of each distuct, 
Seharunpoor, Mozuffernuggur, Meeiut, and Boolundshubui, many such are to 
be found 

419. The zeal with which officeis stuck to their posts, which induced 
one in bad health even to return to the plains, and the cheei ful courage with 
which officers and men of eveiy rank and grade, of every servree, encountered 
hosts of rebels, the extraordrnary success whicli, wrth the blcssrug of Provi- 
dence, crowned daring attacks upon overwhelming numbers, should W'ln not 
only the approbation of Government, but the admiration of then countiymen 
at home, and secure the belief that men w'ho heliaved so nobly in fight could 
not behave otherwise than nobly in all their conduct. 

420 But besides the active courage which appears in this record of gal- 

lant deeds, there was much to admiio which cannot ho so appaient Tlie 
patient endurance and cheerful spuit of the English women, the never -failin" 
confidence and faithful conviction of ultimate success of all, the admiiable 
discipline and excellent behavioui of the soldieis, all deserre to be hi ought to 
notice, and to be acknowledged by Government, — and I trust this Nanative will 
show, that from the time the Officeis Commanding, Biigadiei Jones, Her 
Majesty’s 6th Liagoons, and the much lamented General Penny, had power 
to act, so far from there being any cause of complaint of inactivity at Meeiut, 
throughout the division there was a successron of stirring exploits, and 
till ough the length of the Doab from Huid war, where Lieutenant Boisragon 
defeated twenty times his number, to Allyguih, where some nine or ten 
Englishmen charged and dispersed about 1,000 rebels, the name of Auf'Io- 
Saxons was nobly maintained ° 

421 In the districts in which the authoiicy of Government was 
throughout marntained, even before the fall of Lelhi, so much revenue was 
collected as to suffice to meet all demands, with only the exception of the 
salary of the higher-paid servants of Govemment, that is, all drawing above 
Rupees 10 a month , these cheerfully agreed to put up with only a poition of 
their pay, which was given acooiding to a graduated scale, by which those 
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receiving Rupees 100 got fths , the amount granted gradually descending till 
those entitled to Rupees 2,000 and upwards, got -^th , — a suspension of 
allowances readily submitted to for about a year. 

422 Aftei the fall of Delhi, the administration equalled, if it did not 
surpass, that of the most peaceful and cieditahle peiiods in the histoiy of the 
division 

At the end of the yeai, that is, at the end of Apiil 1858, theie was even 
in Boolundshuhur, which was not reoccupied till Octobei, if not less, at least 
ds small, aneais as are usually lepoited 

Riom the lestoiation of ordei, crime was almost entirely suppressed, 
showing the beneficial effects of a simple hut stiingent penal code, to an 
extent which should recommend the continuance of that temporarily adopted, of 
couisp, divested ot seventy. 

423 The district of i\ Uygur h was separated fiom the Meerut Division 
and placed under a Special Commissionei, and not lestoied till older had been 
re-intioduced by Mr Cocks, who took chaige of this distiict, and nobly held 
it, and who has, I bcdieve. submitted a lepoit to Goveinment 

424 With the following geneial i emails s this Nairative of Events in the 
Division may be concluded 

425 That the lebellion had been planned by the Mahomedans, I have 
no doubt It IS not the pi evince of a local officer to tiace this, but one oi 
two indications may be mentioned 

426 Though there was no appaient sympathy, the idea of the restora- 
tion of the Moslem leligion to power has been repeatedly kept alive Invita- 
tions to join lu a wai against Infidels, emanating from the Swat countiy, have 
ciiculated through the uppei pait of Hindoostan 

427 The anxiety of the Rohilkund Puthans, particular Iv the membeis 
of the family of Hafiz Piehraut Khan, that Government should not suffer 
anaichy and oppiession to continue in Oudh, but should interfere and intro- 
duce the just administiation with whioh they ueie blessed, seemed at the time 
to be the loyal desires of enlightened men Late events show they anticipated 
the long-hoped-foi opportunity, which the ciy of annexation and the decreased 
importance of the native soldiers in Oude, under Biitish rule, afforded 

428 The march of the mutineeis from Meerut to the Aisenal at Delhi 
might be the policy of soldieis, but the re-exaltation of the Mogul King, and 
the immediate submission of the Hindoo sepahees to the head of the Mahome- 
dans, had a deeper souice 

429 The recorded conversation in Maich 1857 of the Bijnour Nawab 
and his fi lends, — “ Is there any security now foi Islam?” and “that Islam 
ivas formerly the dominant religion,” is a specimen of the movement among 
the Mahomedans An earlier conversation than this could be traced, I believe, 
between one ot the family of Hafiz Rehraut Khan and a Rajpoot in Rohil- 
kund, in oi about Decembei 1856, when the Puthan recommended the Thakoor 
to look to his weapons as he would be wanting them soon 

430 The tone of the Mahomedan portion of the native piess, and the 
readiness with which, not the impoverislied and discontented only, but the 
well-to-do Mahomedans in eveiy rank and station, staked their all upon the 
issue and with few exceptions joined in lebellion, then extraoidinaiy associa- 
tion w'lth “idolaters” to exterminate “the Ohildien of the Book” in opposi- 
tion to the law's of their Prophet, and the Futwehs of the few Moolvees, who 
dared to speak out, even the exceptional loyalty of that poition of the Maho- 
medans whose views on the matter of proselytism differ from those of the 
majority, the, happily, unavailing endeavours of the Mahomedan leadeis to 
make the mass of the population join them, and the bitter complaints of the 
Hindoo mutineers that they have been deeply deceived — all these indicate 
that, though a spiiit of mutiny may have piepaied the native army, the real 
movers were Mahomedans. 
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431 Even at Meerut, the first move was made by Mahomedans. A 
Hindoo said he had fired off the new cartiidges, and that all would have to do 
it But two Mahomedans spread the stoiy about cow’s and pig’s fat being 
used in greasing the caitridges, saying that all would he polluted, that it did 
not so much matter foi the Mahomedans since they could lemove the pollu- 
tion, but the Hindoos would iirecoveiahly lose caste, and at the instigation of 
these Mahomedans, the troopeis of both sects bound themsilves by an oath 
not to use them 

432 Theie is no doubt that all the native soldiers retired from the 
paiade, wheie tlieii comrades were disgiaced, muttering “ Mutiny ” 

433. The lumour that the Europeans were coming to seize the Maga- 
zines, which issued fiom the Suddei Bazar, and on which the sepahees rushed 
to aims, may have been an accident or mistake 

434 But that there were secret agents, and those Mahomedans, watch- 
ing, if not guiding events, it seems impossible in this part of the country 
to doubt 

435 The mutiny was apparently unpiemeditated, yet the Suddei Bazar 
people weie leady before a shot w'as filed in cantonments 

436. The outbreak immediately assumed a Mahomedan charactci A 
holy war against tlie Infidels (the Euiopeans and Cliiistians) was pioclaimed, 
and eventually in the upper Boab and in Bohilkund, the mass of the Maho- 
medan population rose against Goveiument I believe that in Kohilkund the 
Nawab of llampooi, and a few of Ins own tiusted fnends (among them the 
chief being Hukeem Saadut Alee), and the Nawab’s own tiustcd personal 
attendants , m Bijnour, the Deputy Collector and Sudder Ameen , Wullaiut 
Hossein Khan in Mooradabad , the family of Hukeem Khan, and Busheer 
Khan in PiUibheet , Mahomed Noor Khan in Shajehanpooi , and a few 
Government officials were tlie only Mahomedans who fiom the first stood 
out foi Government 

437 In Seharunpooi it was remarked that the extensive usings were 
attributed entirely to the influential Mahomedans 

438 In Mozuffernuggur is a class of Syuds, who do not go the lengths 
the followeis of the false Prophet generally do in matteis of proselytism by 
the swoid 

439 These Syuds even wavered, but their loyalty wms happily fixed by 
remonstiances conveyed to them by some of then headmen, though in this 
distuct the Mahomedans w^eie late in using against Government , eventually 
a vast multitude gathered under the “ Green Elag,” and displayed the bitterest 
animosity, massacung in the Musjid men of then owm leligion, after the most 
solemn piomises of safety, because they wcie faithlul to then Rulers 

440 In Meerut, though there weie some good exceptions, Mahomedans 
were generally ill-disposed, and most joined in tlie lebellion 

441 In the whole district of Boolundshuhur, I can only hung to mind 
one exception, that of the family of Moorad Alee Khan ol Chitaiee, and 
Puhasoo, who took the side they had taken m Lord Lake’s time, that of tlie 
British Government 

442 Everywhere m this part of the North-Western Piovinoes, as a 
general rule, the antagonism of the Moslems showed itself in every place, 
from the open rebellion of multitudes to the scowling impeitincnce of indiii- 
duals, from the public pioclamations of rebel leaders to the muttered impreca- 
tions of bigots in the mosquis, the veiy fact that the few who shone out as 
loyal subjects, or merciful men, weie stigmatized as Chiistians, Infidels, 
Apostates fiom the true faith, should show what the belief and feeling ot 
the Hmdoo-Mussulman is 

443 There was a marked difference betw^ecn the conduct of Mahomedans 
and other rebels in this pait of India.

444 The fiist warred against Government and Europeans, the others 
plundered. 

445. The first from the beginning and throughout abstained from injur- 
ing the inhabitants of the countiy, assuied them to win them to Mahomedan 
rule, and uiged them to join against Government 

446 The plundering tubes, almost the only Hindoos, who in these parts 
decidedly and thoroughly misbehaved, tuined their hands against everv one 
that had pioperty, their enemies and cieditors fiist The Muwai Jats of the 
Burouth Peigunnah weie almost the only Hindoos who showed unmitigated 
dislovalty, and they were uiged to it by a notorious bad character, Sah Mull 
The Goojuis even weie in some instances against us, and sometimes took the 
side of Goveinment 

447 Vast numbeis even of these plundering tribes, who bear Hindoo 
names, Goojurs, Rajpoots, Thuggalis, &c , aie Maliomedans, forced proselytes, 
when the Moslem power was paramount in Delhi, and like all such pioselytes 
intensely bigotted 

448. It was not a national movement against Government 

449 With the exception of the immediate neighbourhood of Meerut, 
it was generally some time before Government offices and Goveinment property 
weie attacked 

450 In Deyiah, the people remained orderly and showed loyalty 

451 In Seharunpoor, the towns of Deobund and Nukoor were attacked 
and plundered, and of couise the Government offices in them were not 
exempted A mob collected to attack the Treasury at Sehai unpoor, but was 
easily dispersed 

452 These were the only instances m which most extensive plundeiing 
assumed the type of rebellion 

453 Mozufferniiggur must be treated as an exception, the best disposed 
populace in the world would have been tempted to let loose the innate viicked- 
ness of human nature by the disappearance of all authority. 

454 In Meerut the widely spread report that all the Europeans had been 
destroyed (which was not contradicted as it should have been by their appear- 
ance in every direction) , the uninterrupted passage of the Bareilly Mutineei 
Brigade, the total surrender of the Boolundshuhur Distiict to Wulleedad 
Khan, who should have been seized by a small foice, and hung within three 
days of his bieaking out into open rebellion, the propinquity of Delhi and 
the constant hope of assistance from the mutineer foice theie — by which 
concatenation of circumstances every bad chaiacter in the distiict was 
encouraged to evil, induced a tendency to rebellion, which was favored by 
the retention in the lines of the tioops who ought to liave been enfoicing 
Older and checking insurrection. But even in this and in the Boolundshuhur 
District, till, in the latter, the refusal of aid fiom Meerut, the approach of 
mutineers from below and the hope of lescmng the prisoners the District 
Officers had made, incited the people to it, the outbreak was characterized 
by aggressions of the lawless pait of the population on the better condi- 
tioned, — the pievalence of crime, in consequence of a conviction that authoiity 
had ceased, lather than by lebelhon against the State 

455 The last offence, as a general lule, spread among the people slowly, 
as delay at Delhi brought conviction that the British powei was passing away, 
and even then only bioke out heie and there, when notoiious bad chaiacters 
flashed by success in plundering, led their followers to greater enterprizes 

466 The normal state of the ordinary mass of the people, * e , those not 
either Maliomedans or thieves, was waiting events, and their conduct depend- 
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ed on the amount of their good sense or of then ciedulity. There neie some 
who fiom the first felt that, though the few Englishmen in India might be 
crushed for the time, an ovei whelming British force Mould come out to recon- 
quer the country and talce vengeance on the traitors These ueie the few 

457 There were some who believed the false oi exaggerated rumours 
ciiculated by the rebels and hastened to separate from the foreigners, and 
secure favoi fiom the native rulers , these were more in numbers than the first 
class considerably, but still the many Marered between the two extremes 

458 But all feared— all were employed in an anxious endeavour to 
ascertain what would be their owm individual interest The unfailing consi- 
deration of the natives of Ilindoostan, — this their sole consideration, and 
cowardioe, both moial and physical, made mutineers of half the native army, 
and a percentage of the population (the sard percentage fluctuating according 
to ciicumstances, but never very large) rebels 

459 Had there been European soldiers and Non-Commissioned and 
Commissioned Officers to the extent of 10 per cent in each native regiment, a 
nucleus for good men to fall back upon, with a film front to face the fire of 
mutineers, half the men of the mutinous regiments would not have gone, 
and half the regiments in the service would have stood staunch to their duty, 
but bodily fear and mental weakness, tlio absence of all principles of the all 
conti oiling sense of duty, and a dastardly dread of being killed, made well 
intentioned men follow the majority of their comrades, and peaceable subjects 
seek safety in disafiection 

460 Those who have lived in the midst of it, and who should be the best 
judges, cannot but feel that the theory that it was a purely militaiy revolt, 
and the other that it was a national effort to shake off tyrants, are equally far 
from the truth 

461 Had not the mass of the people awaited the issue, had any largo

462 Neither can people on the spot be persuaded to believe that efforts 
to christianize the Natives led to rebellion 

463, Had this been the case, bow is it that Benares, the largest city in 
India, to Hindoos the holiest, and wheie Mabomedan bigotiy is sharpened by 
its peculiar position, the place where Missionaries have woiked more exten- 
sively than in any part of India, where the Bible is openly studied and read 
by hundieds of students m many schools, did not send some of its 180,000 to 
save the Mutineer Biigade from the 200 Biitisli soldieis 

464 Beyond all doubt the secret movers of the levolt disseminated widely 
the wildest and most false lepoits that Government was going forcibly to con- 
vert the people, and duiing^the outbreak these lumouis weie spread abroad 
to such an extent that many ignorant men believed them, and when peace 
was restored, some have stated tbeir readiness to become Clinstians, and were 
astonished rvbeu told, no man could make another a Cliiistian But here, 
lound Meerut, where the mutiny commenced, Missionaries have been more 
successful in one year than they bad ever been, and I have been told by a native 
deserving of all confidence that in Bareilly Mabonredans and Hindoos agreed 
that to be all of one, and that the Gluistian religion would be better than to 
be exposed to the tyranny of Khan Bahadoor Khan, and bis Moslem miscre- 
ants 

46o It IS difficult to believe that the efforts of Government to give edu- 
cation to the people can have caused the mutiny and rebellion , when m some 
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districts the only public institutions maintained duiing the anarchy, — 'when 
doctois weie driven out, and dispensaiies weie destroyed, — were village 
schools, the only public buildings saved — weie village school looms, and the 
people when asked to account for this, stated their intentions to have maintain- 
ed their schools, even if the rule of India had changed hands 

466 Duiing the outbieak, as far my expeiience goes, the most loyal, the 
most tiustn 01 thy, Mere young men who had leceived an advanced English 
education in the Government institutions I have known such of the writer 
class, not a fighting lace, geneially become biave soldieily men I have seen 
English letteis fiom such men, the mattei and composition of wincii would 
have done ciedit to any Englishman wiitei fiom the midst of fanatic rebels 
conveying full and useful infoimalion, openly and boldly given, though the 
writer stated he knew he was suspected and watched, and immediate death 
would be the ceitain lesult of discoveiy 

467 The only approach to the sense of duty, which has animated Anglo- 
Saxons thiougli this struggle, was to be found among such educated men 

468 Having given my ideas of what were, and what were not, the 
causes of the mutinv, I may, I trust, give my opinion of what should be the 
result of It I would put first the spread of a sound English education, the use 
of the English language, tlie employment, only in time of course, of those who 
were masters of the English language, and of Englishmen and Christians in 
the offices now almost entirely filled by natives, till the proportions of Eng- 
lish or East Indians, of Hindoos and Mussulmen were equal instead of having, 
as before, a great majority of Mahoraedans The substitution of a simple sys- 
tem of administration, superintended by English officers even lu the smallest 
sub-divisions of districts, for the Anglo-Indian combination of the quibbles 
and technicalities of the laws of England and the Mahomedan code, adminis- 
tered through the corrupt native amlah The intioduction of Englishmen 
and English capital, the energetic prosecution of public woiks, especially the 
impiovement of our means of communication, the construction of Railroads, 
and application of locomotives to our existing road®, the introduction of suit- 
able steamers on our rivers, the extension of Electric Telegraphs in this divi- 
sion and along its whole length, more perfect navigation ot the Ganges canal, 
the head noik and locks of which should bo fortified,— foi all which, it 
necessary, the portion of tlie population who have hitherto contributed nothing 
to the siippoit of Goveinment should be made to supply the funds, and, lastly, 
the amalgamation of European soldieis and Non-Commissioned Officeis with 
natives in the army, and of Englishmen, East Indians, and Oluistians in the 
Police, to the extent of at least 10 per cent. 

469 I would conclude with recommending most strongly to the notice 
of Government the conduct of all the officeis ot distncts, of all the gallant 
officers of the aimy whose deeds liave been recoided in this Nan ative, — it 
is difficult, and would be invidious to select any, wheie all have behaved so 
well 

470 With one exception, and that was owing to physical unfitness, the 
officeis of the districts have distinguished themselves by their firm bearing 
and all of every service by then gallant deeds against overwhelming numbeis, 
after tire first few days of inactivity, they pioved the invincibility of English- 
men, and prevailed so completely that immediately on the fall of Delhi, and 
expulsion of the rebels from Eoolundshuhui, the whole division returned to a 
state of peace and order, surpassing that ot any time previous to the mutiny, 
so complete has been the re-establisliraent of Older, that the division has been 
able to spare soldieis for the tianquilhzation of the rest of India. 

471 Tlie foice of the regular airay now in it is much less than it was 
when the mutiny bioke out 

472 By the exei tion of the Military Police Officers in the division, laro-e 
numbeis of men have been laised for seivice in othei quarters. 
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473. A large body of mounted and foot Police,* tlie first excellently 
hoised, and all so aimed and trained under the supeimtendonce of the ener- 
getic Commandant of Divisional Police and the zealous officers undei him, 
that they have not only uecn able to take tlio duties of otliei districts, hut to 
vie in appearance \uth and heat in fight the old Iriegular Cavalry, and to dis- 
tinguisli themselves on service nithiii a man ellously shoit time after being 
laised, have been sent down the counti}^ while uitli the exception of the 
tioops at Meeiut, and a few soldiers at All} gurh, the n hole division is now 
guaided onlv by the now Mihtaiy Police 

474 Two strong troops of Euiopean Cavalrv, also raised and equipped 
here, aftei checking the lehels of llohilkund, have since the re-occupation of 
that piovince been employed theie 

475 I believe that the Meerut Division, where the mutiny first broke 
out, was also the fiist division in the North-Western Provinces lestored to 
oidei, and the one uhero the authority of Govcinment uas maintained 
thioughout ovei a larger tiact tlian in any othei division on this side of 
Benaios, and tliat undei ciicumsfances w Inch leflect great ci edit on all the 
officeis concerned, and I tiust that the exeitioiis of all will he renaidcd by 
the appiohation ot Government 

476 The services of the Militaiy Officers in the Division, duiing the 
mutiny, have been sepaiately hi ought to notice, as also those of the District 
Volunteeis. A detailed list of all the peisons that have aided Government or 
Euiopeans, or done good seivice, follows this lepoit

ME1.0EANDnM ON THE MUTIN\ AND OUTDEEAK AT SIeEEDT IN JIaI 1857, BT JIaJOE WlIElAUS, 
COUUISSIONEU OF TUL MiLITARl POLICE, NoETll-tVESTERN PeOV INCLS 


At the close of 1857, I was diiected by the Chief Commissioner of the 
North-Westein Piovinces to euquiie into the conduct of the Native officials 
and Police of the Agia Distiict , when I also, in my capacity of “Superin- 
tendent of Cantonment Police, North-Western Piovinces,” investigated the 
pioceedings of the Police in that Depaitment at Meeiut, on the iiiglit of the 
outhieak. 

Although SIX months had elapsed, sufficient evidence even then was 
obtained to piove then culpable negligence and wilful disiegard of then fiist 
duty as Policemen, z e , to affoid evciy assistance in quelling the distuihance, 
and saving life and piopeity 

The investigations moieovei proved that Euiopeans were murdered in 
the Suddei Bazar, in many instances in close proximity to Police stations , 
and also by depositions Nos 28 and 30, with those of all the European sol- 
dieis, that others weie assaulted by men in the Police unifoim, and all concur 
in stating that no assistance whatevei was alToided by the Cantonment Police 
These facts, oven though the individuals attacked weie unable to lecognize 
then assailants (which is not suipiising, fiom the suddenness of the outhieak, 
the numbers simultaneously assaulting them, and then being personally

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unacquainted with individual members of that force) strongly prove, to say the 
least, the culpable negligence of the establishment as a whole Xet all weie 
not equally guilty theie were some attempts made at the commencement, 
even by the Police, to quell the outbreak, and plundered property was re- 
covered from the rioteis More might possibly have been accomplished, had 
not their endeavours been checked in the bud, by the then officiating Kotwal, 
wdio being himself a Goojur, and moteover feaiing the vengeance of the mob, 
would allow no further seizures to be made eithei of persons or propeity. 
{Vtde deposition No 66 ) 

The whole of the Cantonment Police have been tried and punished, 
according to their respective demerits, and every endeavoui has been made 
to apprehend those who deserted fiom feai of consequences, either because 
they had been actively engaged in not and plunder, or had failed in the dis- 
charge of their duty 

Whilst engaged in these investigations much information was obtained 
regarding the outbieak at Meeiut, which, though foreign to the chief purport 
of my enquiries, was recorded, as being likely to afford some clue to the causes 
of the mutiny at that station 

I am aware of the necessity for great caution m receiving evidence from 
men who possibly may have themselves been implicated in the mutiny, or in 
a guilty knowledge of it. But the statements of the men of the 3id Light 
Cavalry, and 11th and 20th Native Iniantry, were freely made, not drawn 
from them, moieovei, I seldom rely on mere formal depositions, oi cross- 
examination in Court, for having had to deal with informers of the Lacoitee 
Department, a class of men whose evidence I was always obliged most care- 
fully to sift, I adopted the same plan with these men, conversing with them 
apait and in their unguarded moments But every endeavour to break down 
then evidence only served the more fiimly to fix in my mind the conviction 
of itstiuth, and this in the face of a strong preconceived opinion, that a 
deep seated conspiracy had existed. 

Whatevei the worth of the evidence may be, a careful scrutiny of the 
depositions pioves, I think, as follows . — 

Digest of the evidence regaidmg the mutiny at Meerut 

Pirst, as regards facts, in favor of the supposition, that a preconcerted 
mutiny existed among the Native troops at Meeiut — 

Deposition No 1 slions the pnoi existence of an ill-feeling, on the part 
of Mahomedans, against their Chiistian Ruleis, of an impression that their 
religion was being powerfully shaken, and that steps should be taken for the 
remedy of the evil, and also that the cartridge question, as connected with 
religion, was frequently discussed by them 

Depositions Nos 4i and 5 state that rumours were afloat on the com- 
mittal of the eig]ity-five sowais to prison, that the sepoys were in a dissatisfied 
state and would probably mutiny 

Depositions Nos 6 to 11, regarding the fakeei, prove nothing of a sedi- 
tious nature against him , yet the circumstances stated of his appearance at 
the Umbala Dep6t, and subsequent intimacy with the men of the 20th Native 
Infantry, so slioitly before the mutiny, may be considered somewhat sus- 
picious 

Depositions Nos. 32 to 35 show that a Cashmeiian girl, named Sophie, 
received warning fiom a sepoy that a mutiny was about to take place, 
but the intimation thus given (the only glimpse obtained of an intended 
revolt being made know n to otheis) refers only to that day, and does not 
imply the existence of any combination prior to the confinement of the eigbty- 
five sowais 

Depositions Nos 38, 65 and 66 prove that the Kotwalee Guard, about 
half an hour pievious to the outbieak, were apparently warned, but this 
doubtless was only in a similar manner to that of the Cashmeiian giil, Sophie 
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Deposition No 66 states a strange fact, tliat the Goojurs exclaimed to 
the then officiating Kotwal “ Thou hast summoned us,” &c This however 
being mentioned by one individual only may be deemed somewhat doubtful 

Secondly, as regards evidence against the supposition of a pie-existmg 
conspiracy — 

Depositions Nos 2 and 3 of officials high in Government employ, if they 
may he considered reliable, piove that to even men of then class no signs of 
the impending levolt were visible , but that both in city and distiict affairs 
bore tlie usual peaceable and ordeily aspect th^^y had ever done, that the 
circulaiion of the chuppatties bad to them no ill insignificance and that 
their conviction was that evil repoits in the fiist instance caused, and the 
uneontroverted boast of the exteimination of all Europeans, rapidly spiead, 
the revolt 

Erom depositions Nos 10 to 19 of the sepoys and troopers it would appear 
that no general warning was given to the whole body, nor any unanimous 
plan ot action concerted amongst them Although some days befoie the out- 
break two Mabomedan Naiks of the 3id Light Cavaliy swore in the men 
of their regiment to refuse the cartridges, said by a Magazine Classic, to be 
greased with cow’s and pig's fat, until their use was sanctioned by the whole 
native aimy, and though the evidence of others shows that some few were 
piepared to act foi the liberation of their comrades, yet that they must have 
consisted of a portion of the men only, since many ot the sepovs undressed 
and unarmed were, according to their usual wont, lounging about the bazars, 
totally unprepared to the last moment, and only when the ciy was laised 
“the rifles and tiie artilleiy aie coming” fled piecipitately to their respective 
lines, more it would seem from some undefinable diead of something about 
to happen, than to cairy out any preconcerted plan of action, foi amongst them 
were some who sided with and defended their officers to the last , that alarm- 
ing reports, in the fiist instance, of polluted food to be forced upon all, and 
subsequently of sets of irons sufficient to confine the whole foice being m 
couise of piepaiation , and finally, on the evening in question, of the start of 
the rifles and artillery for the purpose of disarming all the native regi- 
ments ciiculated by a cook boy of the rifles and the bazar people, and con- 
firmed by a sowar coming from the direction of the Bngade-Majoi’s bouse, 
were the immediate cause of the mutiny, that a recruit of the 20tli Native 
Infantry, who fired the fii st shot (and is said to have been killed by Ins com- 
rades foi thus involving them in lum and disgrace), implicating them lu their 
estimation beyond lecall, and the death of Colonel Emms sealing their doom, 
nothing but flight and desertion could save their lives , that the detached 
guards did not bieak out simultaneously with the legiments, but that some 
even remained at their post a dav or two after, and that the otheis heaimg 
rumouis of the cause ot the flung hastened to stand by, oi fall with their 
brethren maims, that moieover such was their unpreparedness that their 
wives and families were left behind unheeded and uncaied for, who roved 
about the town for some days, seeking food and shelter, and from thence 
disposed of themselves as best they could 

Depositions Nos 20, 21, 56, and 57 prove that the sowars contented them- 
selves with leleasmg their comiades only , that the rest of the pusoners m 
that Jail weie subsequently let loose by a mob of villageis, and those of the 
old Jail, by sepoys of the lltli and 20th Native Infantry 

Depositions Nos 38, 39, 4il, and 58 bear witness to the friendly conduct of 
some cavaliy troopeis, who, m one instance, dispeised the mob that attacked 
Mis Com tney’s carnage, and that in otheis, warned soldiers walking m the 
bazar to fly 


* The clinppnttics were not circulated among- tlio alleged conspirators, the sepoys but among the rural popu 
Ktion A Hurkara^s stick was passed on m the same manner through the Delhi territory, at a time of profound 
tranquillity none being able to tell from whence it came, nor wlioio ifc went, but being merely passed oa from 
Milage to village, each being directed to mako it over to the next 
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Depositions Nos 22 to 26 show that the mutineers fled as a disorganized 
mob m bands varying in numbers, and in diffeient diiections, many towards 
Delhi, but otheis in totally opposite quarteis, as also that the Jail guard on 
being met and questioned stated tliey had fled in dismay fiom fear of being 
involved in the consequences of the revolt The depositions of all the Euro- 
peans prove the total inaction of the Police as legards the muidenng and 
plundering by the mobs, and in many instances the actual muider and 
attempts at murder of Euiopeans by mobs and Policemen, the formei being 
often headed and incited by the lattei, and in some lew instances, of the bad 
characters being accompanied and assisted by sepoys and sowais 

The depositions of the city and bazar residents, as also those of all the 
Europeans, testify to the total want of piepaiation on the pait ot the inhabi- 
tants of both, as evidenced hy the shops being open, trade earned on as usual, 
travelleis journeying unarmed to and fro, lealizing money, &c , some of 
whom weie plundered and raaltieated by the mobs, to whom all concur in 
chiefly asciibing the plundering, burning, and muideiing that occuired. 

The depositions of the native residents also show that they ascribed 
the mutiny to the evil lumouis that were afloat, and the feais cherished in 
consequence by the sepoys for the safety of their caste and leligion, also 
their conviction that the excesses committed by the mobs lesulted from the 
pievaihng belief that the Europeans had been exteiroinated by the native 
troops, and the withdiawal, in consequence, of all feai of retiibution, as the 
re-action that took place the next moimng clearly pioves, for when they found 
the Euiopeans were still alive and in loice, they rapidly disgorged their ill- 
gotten plunder, and many fled. 

Depositions Nos 28, 29 and 30 prove how much loss of life and property 
might have been avoided ! And liow much good effected by a little eneigy and 
decision, by the presence of even a handful of Euiopeans patiolling the streets 
during that evei memoiable night 

Depositions Nos 31, 48 and 50 prove the mutilation of European corpses, 
but only of those away fiom the sepoy lines, and which must have been per- 
petrated by the mobs , while those apparently killed by the tioops weie left 
as they fell 

Depositions Nos 54, 56, 59, and 60 piove that at fiist, attempts were made 
by some of the Police to cheek the excesses of the mobs , that the Officiating 
Kotwal on one occasion headed a paity and succeeded in dispersing a band 
of plundeieis, but tiiat subsequently he pievented any seizures being made 
either of peisons or pioperty, leaiing the personal revenge ot the mob, and 
protected his own fiateiuity, the Goojurs 

Depositions Nos 36 to 38, 60 to 53, 65, and 69 to 71 furnish proofs of fidelity, 
not only on the part of seivauts and dependants, but other natives likewise, 
and eveh ot tw'o Policemen, all willing to risk life and limb on behalf of their 
masters, acquaintances, or even of strangers, as in the instance of the Policemen. 


Ilaving thus given a brief digest of the evidence, I will now proceed to 
furnish an outline of the events that occuiicd at Meerut as detailed therein. 

Wliatever may have been the state of the Bengal Army in the begin- 
ning of 3857, an ill-feeling was evidenced at Meerut against the Government 
by the incendiaiy fires that commenced there in Apiil ot that year 

The introduction of the new caitiidges appears to have been frequently 
canvassed among the native population, and in some instances {vide deposition 
No 1) in a spirit of bitter hostility against Euiopeans and then religion. 
Rumours of polluted food to be foiced upon all were also very prevalent; and 
the leputed piophecy that the Britisli lule was to last 100 years (of which 
1857 w'as the close) was called to mind These idle ruraouis, acknowledged 
by native ofScials to have been pievalent in the Meerut District, were, we can 
imagine, circulated by evil-disposed men, leady to take advantage of any 
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chan<^e tint might arise The circulation of chuppatties so shoitly heforo the 
outbreak, though appealing to us most mysteiious and suspicious yet, if we 
may credit the statements of those I have questioned on the subject, both 
hnh and low, nas not regarded by them as an ill omen, but supposed to have 
orninated in some vow Many of those tiius intenogated, I have no reason 
to doubt, being individuals who from the flist cast m their lot with ours and 
perilled their lives foi our cause, noi have I m cmsequence any just grounds 
for believing they concealed aught they knew This mystery, nofwitbslandmg 
every eflfoit made to solve it, remains uniavelled still 

In the beginning of tins evei meraoiable yeai, being on special duty, as 
Joint-Magistiate, m foui dnisions, I passed tlirougli most of the distiicts, 
shortly afteiwaids in open levolt I bad to deal with the worst of characters, 
being engaged in In eaking up gangs of highway lobbers, and though only 
attended by a small guard ol tlie 8tli Iiiegular Cavalry, yet I found all as 
submissive and lespectful as in foimer years and nitnessed not one sign nor 
symptom of the coming stoim I am awaie that howevei intimate Euro- 
peans may he with natives, liowevei qualified by evperience and long lesidenco 
amongst them to foim some estimate of ibeii cbaiactei, but few thoroughly 
undei stand them we float as it weie on the suiface, and if in official power, 
know even less than the Missionaiy and Planter who mix mote umeseivcdly 
amongst them Yet suiely it there had been a wide-seated conspiracy, of 
which the chuppatties \ieio a sign or symbol, some change iti demeanour 
would have been apparent amongst the population of the many distiicts I 
passed tluough Oi if the secret had been so carefully concealed from Euro- 
peans (save a few favoied ones said to have received hints and wainings) that 
not a shade of suspicion ciossed their minds, vet would it not have been 
detected by Natives, even though clothed with official powei ? 'uhereas their 
evidence (if credible) proves that they, with ouiselves, were alike ignoiant of 
what was so shortly to he 

The fukeei’s appeal ance at tbe Umballa depfit, bis residence at tlie 
Soorujkoond tank and m tlie lines of tlie 20tb Native Infantry, so shoitly 
befoie the outbieak, and Ins great intimacy nith sepoys, are certainly suspi- 
cious facts, hut every endeavoui to trace out his lustoiv, the object of his 
jouineyings and Ins ultimate fate have failed, and nothing of a seditious 
natnie has been elicited against him. 

Taking foi granted tliat the statements of the men of the 3rd L'ght 
Oavahy aie coriect, it would appear that the fiist act of open and decided 
mutiny in their Ooips took place on the 22ad of Apiil 1857, nlien the men 
were sworn in on the Ganges and the koran to lefuse the caitiidg.s, until 
the whole Bengal Army had consented to accept them This was done by 
two Mahomedan Naiks nho incited the men by stating they were now swoin 
to defend then religion, and piomising to set them the example, adding that 
a Magazine classie had aveired the obnoxious caitiidges weie prepared with 
hog’s and cow’s fat Those however seived out to the troopers could not of 
course have been of the new soit tnat were objected to, and though we can 
faiily allow foi suspicion having entered the minds of some, yet this fact is 
significant of a hostile feeling against Goveinment and a detei mination to 
make the woist of matter by extending the piejudice oiigmally incited by, 
and hitherto confined to, the Enfield Ilifle caitiidges, to those of the same 
kind as had been used by tliem for geneiations past. 

Then followed the trial of the eighty-five sowars, and their imprisonment 
on Saturdav, 9th of May, in the new Jail near the Sooiujkoond tank, the guard 
of which was strengthened by the addition of a Native officer and twenty-four 
sepoys from the 20th Native Infantry All was thus supposed to have been 
quietly and peaceably settled, but alas 1 not so. 

Since the evidence was printed, Resaldar J H iwes lias deposed that 
whilst with the 3rd Light Oavahy at Meerut, some tno oi thiee men of that 
Coips came to him on the afternoon of the 10th May 1857, and said that the 
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men of the regiment intended next morning to give in a petition to the 
Colonel soliciting the release of tlie eighty-five piisoners, that if Government 
again employed these men, or permitted them toieturn to their homes, the men 
of the regiments would obey any orders M’liatever 

From a statement made to me by Vuzeer Ah Klian, Deputy Magistrate 
of Meerut (but not lecorded, as I failed to discovei tlie Vakeels in question), 
it would appeal the troopeis fiist thought of obt.iming legal lediess for then 
comiades, and with that view applied to the Vakeels ol the Couit to leain 
what steps slioiild be taken for an appeal against the sentence of the Couit 
Maitial If this be tiue, it pioves that the last alternative of lescuing then 
companions by foice of arras had not then been lesolved on, at least by all 
the legimeiit I have also been informed that the men weie taunted by the 
disreputable inhabitants of the Suddei Bazar for allowing then biethien to 
suffer on account of then religion, and the ciy of “Deen deen” was even thus 
eaily laised 

However, whether the foregoing bo true or not, the decision of an appeal 
to arms most piobably was ai lived at on Saturday oi Sunday, as the deposi- 
tions prove that the Cashmeiian giil, Sophie, received an intimation ol the 
coming outbreak fiom a sepoy at about 2p m on the day of the levolt, wliicli 
passed on to the motlier of Mussumat Golab Jaun , it, through the latter, reach- 
ed the ears of the late Dr Smith, but he, as many ollieis would have done, 
tieated it ineiely as an idle bazar lepoit such as pievailed even befoie sentence 
was passed on the sowais, as, foi instance, the Head Cleik of the Sessions 
Judge received a letter from Ins biothei stating the sepoys weie determined 
to mutiny. This uas also disci edited. The waining given to the giil Sophie 
IS the first glimpse we have of an intention to mutiny, and one other is 
furnished by the evidence, though in a veiy diffeient quaitei Deposition 
No 65 proving that a sepoy came to the Sudder Bazar guard at about half- 
past 5 P M and appaiently bid tliem hold themselves in leadiness, adding 
aloud that tliey must peiinit no one to detain them, that upon liis depaituio 
they immediately loaded their muskets, and at the fiist sliot vacating then 
post joined their comrades, shooting two Chiistians by the way 

The general belief that all the detached guaids bioke out into revolt, as 
in this instance, simultaneously was proved incoirect, it having been advanced 
as a striking pioof of a pi econcei ted mutiny, questions to elicit the truth 
weie put to all the sepoys, and not only fiom them, hut fiom othei and pri- 
vate sources also, ample testimony was borne to the contraiy Many on hear- 
ing the filing (being acquainted uith the luraouis afloat legarding the disaim- 
lug of the Native tioops) natuially hastened to the suppoit of their legiments, 
and evidently prepaied to lesist any such measure by force. The above is 
the only known instance of a guard being warned, and it occuried but half an 
hour befoie the outbieak. 

The deposition of Syed Meer Khan, Sirdar Bahadoor, was taken to dis- 
prove a veiy pievalent notion, that he also had warned the civil and mihtary 
authouties of that which, according to his own showing, he was himself 
entiiely ignoiant. 

Anotlier stiong proof of there being no prearranged plan of action is 
the f.ict of tlieir wives and children being left totally unpiovided for, who 
wandered about the city for some days, houseless and homeless, and at last 
scatteied in vaiious diiections in search of food and shelter, whereas it is well 
known that on any expected emeigency a Native’s first caie is to place liia 
family m a place of secuiity 

Again the evidence shows the mutineers fled piecipitately, as a disor- 
ganised rabble, without a head to guide or contiol them All these facts 
militate, I thinlc, against the supposition of an organised conspiracy, at least 
as respects the Meeiut troops And with legard to the city and bazar resi- 
dents, their ignoiance of, and unpieparedness for, coming events, is palpably 
evident fiom the following facts then shops were all open and goods unpro- 
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tected, men were passing to and fio, paying, realizing, and carrying about 
with them money, vendors of goods hawking about then wares as usual, and 
travellers journeying unaimed both to and fiom tbe city and distuct , m fact, 
the usual loutine of business and of pleasure flowing on in apparent peace 
and security 

It IS evident that the minds of the Native soldiery were kept in an agitat- 
ed and inflamed state by false and malicious reports busily circulated, of 
hones being ground down with atta, which they would be ioiced to eat , of 
their being shoitly disarmed, and of sets of iions suflScient to confine tbe 
whole force being in couisc of prepaiation. But that all were not aware of 
anything being about to transpire is plain fiom many of the sepoys being in 
the bazars lounging about as usual undiessed and unaimed, when suddenly the 
cry IS raised, “the Rifles and Aitillery are coming to disaim all the Native 
Regiments,” and instantly tlicy huiiied to then respective lines, accompanied 
by a large mob, who evidently expected something would happen As far as 
could be ascertained, therepoit was raised by a cook boy attached to the Rifles, 
and confiimed by sow'ai coming fiom the diiection of the Biigade-Majoi’s 
house As legaids the toimer. It must be home in mind that the Rifles W'ere 
present at the scene on Satuiday moining, and would doubtless amongst them- 
selves discuss the probability of haviii" eventually to disaim all the Native tioops, 
the cook boys have a smattering of English, and may have caught up some 
expiessions used by the soldiers, and hence originated the repoit , that when 
the regiment was di awn up to proceed to Clmich, they may have concluded 
that then destination was the native lines, and in consequence gave the alarm 
Tims a wietched cook boy lit the first spark, that so speedily set the station 
in a blaze. 

Tbe evidence of the men of the 3id Light Cavalry and 11th and 20th 
Native Infantry show what followed, how w’ell the oQiceis of those regiments 
behaved, seeking by every means m then power to reassure the minds of their 
misguided men, whom they trusted to the last, as eveiy officer who knew and 
loved his men would have done , how nobly Colonel Einis acted, leaving his 
own men who weie devoted to him, and whom up to the moment that he fell, 
he had succeeded m restraining to pacify the sepoys of the 20th, by whose 
hands he lost his life Then come the scenes of mutiny and raurdei that took 
place on parade the men having lost confidence in their officers were no 
longer to be guided or controlled by them The fiist shot is said to have been 
fired by a leciuit of the 20th Native Infantry, who, incredible as it may appear, 
IS stated to have paid with his life for his tementv, having been shot by his 
comrades for thus involving them in luiu and disgrace

The bad characters of the city and baza, already assembled (and like the 
brotherhood in every part of the world, ready to reap the fruits oi any distuib- 
ance that might arise) were at once up and doing (the Sudder Bazais of 
Meerut and Cawnpooi have long been noted for their swaims ot vagabonds), 
arms being ready at hand, the shops of native armouieis affoi ding an ample 
supply Butchers, whose trade is blood, seem to have promptly taken the 
lead , the first man who attacked Major Taylor was one, and he was allowed to 
escape through that officer’s intervention Bungalows were lapidly plundered 
and set on fiie, those nearest the sepoy lines doubtless by the nmtineeis, but 
the evidence of Mis Macdonald’s servants and otheis show that the bad 
characters of the Sudder Bazar took a prominent part in these acts of not 

The scene, as described by eye-witnesses, must have been appalling In 
an instant all order subverted raging mobs of maiaudeis loving about in 
search of plundei , loud yells and cues of “ Ah Ah” (for the Muhammadans 
soon took the lead, raising above all other sounds this the watchword of their 
religion), bungalows blazing in all directions, Europeans, the objects of po- 
pular fuiy, flying in haste and confusion, and the bodies here and there of our 
poor countrymen, and helpless women and children, weltering in then blood, 
must indeed have formed sights once seen, never to be forgotten 1 
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Meanwlulej at the veiy commencement of the outbreak, a party of the 3rd 
Light Cavalry hull led otf to the new J.nland released then coraiades, no opposi- 
tion being offered by the men of the 20th Native Infantiy that liad been sent to 
strengthen the Jail Guard Having effected this, they letuined in company 
with then brethren, leaving the lest of the prisoners in confinement Accord- 
ing to Mr Dor Ill’s (the Jailor) statement, these amounting m numhei to 839 
(desperate characteis) weie let out by a mob of villagers, who emboldened by 
impunity attacked, broke open, and set fire to the Jail about midnight. The 
inmates of the old Jail, accoiding to the Larogah’s deposition No 21, weie 
released about an hour after the outbreak by a small band of sepoys, nho were 
thus permitted, unmolested, to let loose upon the station a number of the 
worst and vilest chaiacteis to commit havoc and destiuction, and who, in all 
probability, were the chief peipetratois of the atiocities committed on help- 
less women and innocent children, for the bodies found in this neighbouihood 
were the most mutilated and by sword cuts, whereas those by the parade 
grounds weie evidently shot, and lay as they fell 

In tiacing the loute taken by one unfortunate lady, who, nith her 
children, fled in disguise towards the city, I felt convinced that, as she 
emerged from the narrow lanes of the Hoossainee IBazar on to the high road, 
she must have fallen in with a band of these wretches, and by them have been 
so cruelly murdered 

Tire statements of Lieutenants Eckford and Eurnell show how the 
dastardly mob quailed before European energy and decision And how much 
one undaunted Englishman could effect in saving life, single handed, and 
almost unarmed Who can tell what might not have been accomplished, had 
the gallant Euinell’s offers of service been accepted, instead of coldly rejected ' 
Suiely the noble gallantry of these two individuals meats no less distinguish- 
ed a reward than the Victoria Cioss 

It would seem the mutineers made no stay in the station, but fled on the 
first opposition, and in raiious directions, some, after holding a short and 
hurried consultation towards Delhi, thus proving they at least had no settled 
plan of action, the rest, in different and opposite directions, but all as dis- 
organized mobs, with no acknowledged leader S nne of them {vide deposition 
No 25) threw away their aims and property as they fled, fearing doubtless a 
pursuit, ubicli alas was never attempted, and otbeis (sowars) abandoned then 
horses, which neie caught in the direction of Galoutie on the Boolundsliahui 
road and brought in 

Depositions Nos 22 and 23 show that a small paity of eight sowars, 
dressed in uniform, were met on the Delhi road, some toui miles in advance 
of the mam body, who, from the time and place at which tlmv uore seen, must 
have started from the above named Council Tins is the only intimation v\e 
have of any ariangement being made to piepaie the native troops at Delhi 
These depositions also show how lapidly the troops became disoiganized, even 
thus eaily taking to plundeiing all they came across, whethei high or Ion, 
leaving their countrymen their lives only We find likewise the crusade 
against Cliristiaus already commenced, had the occupants of tlie Gharrie been 
Euiopeans, instead of Natives, they would undoubtedly have perished 

The statement here mentioned as being made by the Jail Guard to Moon- 
shee Huisuiun Dass is one instance out of many, where a feai of being 
implicated in the punishment of the mutineers led numbers to fly or join 
then cause 

The astonishingly rapid use of the Goojui population (a race of thieves 
by birth and profession) in conseqm nee ot the news of the levolt spread far 
and uide by the released convicts, and the prompt advantage they took ot the 
outbreak to plunder and ill-tieat all they came across is staithng 

It IS not quite clear when these people entered the station to share the 
carnage and spoil , but it would seem not before 8 pm, and according to the 
A 50 
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statement of tlie cliowkeedars about 10 P M , by which time almost all the 
troops must have fled. 

The readiness also with which the villagers fell m with the existing state 
of ara’chy and disorder, plundeung each other, and avenging wrongs, real or 
imaginary, shows how completely they associated our power and stability with 
the°native army, so that seeing they had turned against us deemed our 
ovei throw already accomplished Thus all continued acting, according as 
their evil passions swayed them, until demonstrations of English power, on 
the morning of the 11th in the city and bazars, and sometime later in the 
district, showed them the falsity ot their notions, and sufficed to restore 
order 

The above evidence does, indeed, bung out stiange facts and inconsisten- 
cies, more especially so, if we aie to consider the revolt as the outbreak of 
an united people against its rulers and oppressors 

Eor instance, European soldiers {vide deposition Nos 38, 39, and 40) are 
warned by a 3id Light Cavalry tiooper to fly and save their lives , others of 
the same coips interpose between Mrs Courtney and a mob, from whom they 
succei d in saving her, though alas but foi a time, as very shortly after she 
and her children aie biutally murdered at the gates of the house of the 
Deputy Magistrate of Meerut, ciuelly closed against her when seeking shelter 
within them, and this but a few yards from a Police station. 

In opposition to the fiiendly conduct of these troopers, we find the 
Cantonment Police at best looking indifferently on, and often themselves 
assisting in the destruction of that, for the preseivation of which they drew 
then subsistence 

But let us again turn to the blight side of the picture. Buktawur chow- 
keedar {vide deposition No 36) penis his own life in the attempt to save that 
of his mistress I earnestly sought for this man to rewaid him, but failed to 
obtain any tiaces of him, and the Ayah never leaves the childien entrusted 
to her, but secures them a place of lefuge Matadeen, another servant, with 
a sword touching his throat, refused to say aught that could beti ay Ins master 
Sadhee, a gardner, conceals his master, mistress, and two other ladies Jug- 
gernatli, a chupprassie, with other fellow seivants, boldly defends his mastei’s 
property, and toicibly recovers some fiom the hands of a plunderer. And 
last, but not least, Asgui All, a descendant of the “Prophet,” concials bis 
Christian tenants at the risk of his own life, and notwithstanding the loss of 
all ins property in consequence, nobly continues firm to his self-imposed trust, 
and for days provides them with food and shelter in bis own bouse Others, 
on the contrary, displayed acts of base ci\ielty and treachery Such instances 
were however of rare occurrence, and though w’lth regaid to some of the 
foiraer, a far-sighted prudence may have furnished interested motives for fidelity, 
vet such could not have been the case with all, as a careful peiusal of the facts 
uill show 

The mutiny at other places, and at subsequent peiiods, affords similar 
instances of stiange incongruity , and though not connected with the outbreak 
at Meerut, from the incidents of which the foregoing obsei rations are diawn, 
I may peihaps be justified in inserting here, as collateral proofs of the same 
thing, and links in the great chain of events that have rendered the year 1857 
one of the most memoiable in the annals of our history 

A few days after the outbieak at Meerut, a small guard of the 8th Irregu- 
lar Cavaliy, uith a party of Dacoitee Police, of their own accord and for gi eater 
safety, escorted the office records and treasure chest in their chaige, from 
Meerut to Agia, fighting their way down, and when attacked by insuigent 
villageis, beating them off with heavy loss They were well rewarded for their 
fidelity , yet in less than two months after, deseited almost to a man 

Two sowais of the same regiment accompanied an officer in every expe- 
dition he undertook throughout the revolt , being at times for days alone with 
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bim, when Ins life (humanly speaking) lay entirely at their mercy They were 
promoted for their unifoim goo'd conduct , yet deserted shortly previous to tlie 
fall of Delhi, when even natives acknowledged the Mahomedan cause a hope- 
less one 

A small body of Dacoitee Police, all Mahomedans, displayed rare fidelity, 
the only guard by day and night they remained true to their tiust during the 
revolt Wlien communication by post was closed, they cairied letteis and 
'despatches, lunning the greatest risk, for it is veil known what treatment 
our messengers met with if discovered by the lebels, who then covered the 
country, and this not for leward such as was given to special kossids, but in 
their proper tour of duty, and foi their oidinaiy pay, and vith one exception 
(an impoitant despatcli to Lucknow, the fate of the messengei of which has 
never transpiied) all reached their destinations safely Moreover, the fidelity 
of these men was put strongly to the test, when one of their comrades found 
plundering, received eighty lashes and his dismissal This severe punishment 
inflicted in the height of the levolt in no way affected their behaviour, but 
some two months afterwaids, when Delhi had fallen, most of them deserted 

The mutiny, even amongst the native soldieiy, affoids similar contradic- 
tions in the conduct of various individuals , some evincing unconquerable and 
unfounded distrust, others clinging to our cause under most discouraging 
circumstances, and in spite of our evident mistrust , for example, Soobadar 
Bhowanie Singh, 2hd Light Cavalry, defends most gallantly the colors and 
treasure chest of his regiment, until wounded and left senseless by his own 
men, and subsequently sacrifices his life for the State, fighting to the last 
against his rebel brethren in the intrenchments at Cawnpoor 

How striking also the fidelity of those sepoys of the 66th Native Infantry 
admitted within those same intrenchments, as pioved by the statement of 
Lieutenant Moubiay Thomson, 63id Native In fan tiy, one of the few survivors, 
according to whom, moie would have joined had they been permitted , and 
still moie surprising was the conduct of some of bis own Corps and others, 
who, though being mistrusted and hence denied admittance within the enclo- 
sure, would not join the enemy, but, as suggested, occupied the Hospital 
outside, which they defended against their mutinous comrades, while it re- 
mained tenable. If we may tiust those sepoys who lieely shared the pains 
and hardships of their officers, fear and distiust caused many to fail us, as 
for instance, the film impression the tioops entertained, that the ditch aiound 
the intrenchments, where they were desired to assemble for the purpose of 
receiving their pay the day before the outbreak, was mined, with a view to blow 
them all up , and that in consequence they refused to attend as requested 

Again, as the inverse of this, we have witnessed the wonderful fidelity, 
through taunts and hardships, and loss of life and limb, of the Lucknow Gar- 
rison At Meerut likewise the men of the 11th Native Infantry, who re- 
mained true to their Officers when permission was given them to visit their 
homes, because the Military authoiities mistrusted them, declined availing 
themselves of it, and preferied engaging in the Police, in which they did the 
State good service 

The Meerut Police also, bad and worthless though they pioved as a whole, 
furnished some individuals who behaved remarkably well, fought m the lanks 
of the Distiict Volunteers, and having proved themselves excellent servants 
of the State, were eventually taken into and formed the nucleus of the pie- 
sent North-Western Police raised at Meerut on the 27th of June 1857 Many 
other instances might doubtless be adduced, of which I am unaware. 

The distrust of Europeans, extended even to then officeis with wliom 
they had passed yeais in friendly intimacy, was a powerful engine of mischief 
in the hands of the evil-disposed, by whom it was assiduously implanted and 
nurtured. This was the main cause of the mutiny of the 29th Native Infan- 
try, as IS plainly evidenced from a narrative of occurrences by one of its 
officers, confirmed by the statements of the Native Doctor and Moolvie, who. 
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true to our cause, were earned prisoners to Delhi, and from thence made 
their escape From them it would seem the Coi ps would have accompanied 
then officeis to Meerut, but that then liim conviction was, by doing so they 
would gam nothing but a ceitam and speedy death 

I \ias forcibly convinced of the real e'cistence of this feeling, from the 
difficulty I expel lenced in getting two sowars (my escort) to follow mo into 
Meerut, which at length they only did on ray pledging my life for theirs 
Again the Sikhs who left the 2nd Oude Iriegular Cavahy when they mutinied, 
entered Meeiut with fear and trepidation, but subsequently joined the Meerut 
Distiict Volunteeis, and did excellent service 

A letter from a troopei in concealment, lately brought under my observ- 
ation, leveals a strange state of things, and is veiy piobably in some respects 
a sample of many similar cases lie wiites to one fiom whom in brighter 
days he received much kindness, to a son of whom he is indebted for the 
knowledge of writing, by means of wdiich he makes known his ciicurastances, 
and from whom he evidently conceals nothing, even confessing to his having 
taken rebel seivice from dire necessity In his letter he states that, “ after 
hearing of the Meeiut mutiny” his Coips, the 2nd Ca\aliy, began plotting, and 
that he lelated all be learnt from them to the Adjutant Although his letter 
cannot, stiictly speaking, be consideied evidence, yet being wiitten under the 
circumstances, and in the manner alieady mentioned, may bo taken as another 
pioof, that the mutiny spread through the Bengal Aimy (already in a highly 
excited and dissatisfied state) like any infectious disease in a vitiated atmos- 
phere The contagion being allowed to spread from Meerut unchecked, and 
without the piompt and stern letribution the exigencies of tiic case required, 
even the cutting off root and bianch of the deceased member. Corps after Corps 
caught the infection, excited and encouraged by the uncontradicted boast of 
the extermination of all Europeans, and the oveithiow of the British llule 
by the native tioops at Meerut, and when this was at lengtli controverted, 
still luied on by the glowing accounts of unbounded wealth obtained from 
the plunder of Europeans and Goveinmcnt 'lieasunes, and tlie honois and 
promotions expected fiom the lebel King 

Caste also, that great bond of union and engine of etil, attached thou- 
sands to the ranks of its (so deemed) maitvrs and defenders, for unlounded 
though the repoit was, yet numbers did believe that Christianity was to be 
foiced upon all ranks and classes of natives, and to many a Ilmdoo, the pre- 
servation of his caste (his only secuiity foi eteinal happiness heieaftei) is 
dearer to him than life Eiuitless were all endeavouis to shake the geiieial 
belief in this opinion, foi natives like children are swayed by eveiy idle report, 
and these were assiduously kept afloat by evil and designing men, inter- 
ested m and anxious foi a change Suspicion and distiust thus once sowm, 
attachment speedily waned , and though some of the oldei soldiers still loved 
and levered their officers, they weie pow'eiless for good And although this 
does not justify then failuie in their duty, as doubtless they sliould even 
have given up life for then “salt,” yet allowances must be made for their 
very tiying position In fact we can hardly appieciatc, as it deseives, the 
saciifices and suffeiings of tliose who thiough all have remained tiue to us 

The cry of “ religion” that was so eaiJy laised in support of their cause 
IS maintained still, and the taunt of having become “ Ohiistian,” ytt bulled at 
our allies. But the otlier day a detachment of ncwlv-raised Police, attacking 
a party of rebel sepoys, weie jeeiingly received with a shout of “Come on 
Chiistians I” The leply was a bullet that laid the utteier low, ere yet the words 
had died away upon his lips Whatever a man’s creed may be, due credit 
should be accoided him for sincerity, until at least he piove the reverse 
Again every allowance should he made, considering the sudden and complete 
gloom that overshadowed the country, thiough the dark folds of which but a 
few far-sighted individuals could penetiate Lit us picture it to ourselves 
awhile 
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A few native troops suddenly mutiny — burn, plunder, and murder , 
release prisoners, and completely subveit all ordei and authority, and this with 
scaice any opposition, in the face of alaige European foice Thence passing on 
unchecked to a laige and impoitant city, with the uncontiadicted boast that 
they had exterminated the Biitish and oveithown then lule, gam possession 
of it, winning ovei then fellow soldiers cantoned there, enact over again the 
same scene of anaicby, bloodshed and not, pioclaim a lebel King, issue pro- 
clamations and exact levenue in his name, cut off all communication and over- 
run the sui rounding countiy Then example IS lapidly followed whole regi- 
ments tiead eageily in their steps , entile distiicts pass away fiom oui hold, 
petty Chiefs and Piinces exeicise, undisputed, the lights of soveieignty, while 
their late lordly Buleis aie no wlieie seen, oi belield only as way-woiu tiavel- 
leis, soiled, famishing, and often soie-wounded fugitives, pleading foi food, shel- 
ter and concealment, and at times lepulsed as the olTscouiing of eaith, by those 
who lately w ould have kissed the dust undei then feet 1 The few provinces 
still held by us, kept only by the self-devotion of their civil and Militaiy 
officers, and gallant bands of Volunteeis, here and tbeie assisted by a handful of 
troops Seeing us poweiless to help oi piotect our fiiends, oi to chastise oiu 
foes, can we wonder that the timid, waveiing, and iveak fell in with those 
who, for the time being at least, best made the weight of then vengeance 
known , oi can we wondei that the masses of people, losing sight of all signs of 
oui powei and authoiity, and witnessing onl}’’ tlie evidences (temporaiy though 
they weie) of the lule of our enemies, should leadily credit tlien lepoits of 
our subveision and utter anniliilation , and all this occuuing at tlieend of the 
foretold 100 yeais, duiing which oui lule was to last, sliould fancy they saw 
the finger of God in the exact fulfilment of the piophecy ' 

I must here obseive that the foregoing lemarks (legaiding the natuie of 
the mutiny as to whethei it weie pieconceited oi not) and conclusions only 
refer to and aie deduced fiom the evidence taken legauling the Meeiut 
outbreak, aud lefer only to the declaied fact of a wide-spiead mutiny thiough- 
out the Bengal Aimy, as evidenced by the occuiieuces at that station whoie 
first the stoira bioke 

I am an aie that many statements exist of signs and namings pieiiously, 
and infoimation of a conspiiacy subsequently, to the outbieak having been 
given to various individuals Such lepoits nere cuuent at Meerut, but on 
taking them, and individually sifting and attesting them, they vanished ghost- 
like into thin an, and not one of all tho pailies said to have furnished them, 
would acknowledge any acquaintance with the alleged facts Those theiefoie 
wlio have leceived any infoimatiou legaiding such a conspiiacy should un- 
doubtedly come forwaid and have the same attested, both for the punishment 
of the guilty, and tor the secuiity of the public heieaftei 

If any such plot throughout the native ainiy existed, the Meeiut troops 
were indeed lasli and insane to mai the whole, simplv that they miglit hasten 
the lelease of then companions, which a short time subsequently could have 
been effected with fai gi eater chances of success, less risk to themselves, and 
with infinitely giander lesults to the cause they had at lieait Granting the 
existence of such a conspiiacy, how can we account for such mad rashness on 
the part of these conspiratois ? Nor that after thus hastily leleasing then com- 
rades, doing all the injury they could by the way, they should flee without an 
acknowledged head or guide, or any plan of operations , and then only (find- 
ing themstlves unmolested) hold a huiiied council to decide upon their future 
opeiations deposition No. 4 ) 

Bi ing deeply interested in the fate of many who fell at Cawnpoor, and 
having collected all the evidence procuiable up to the present time, of atroci- 
ties committed, oi said to have been committed, by the rebels theie (and which 
fiom the numbei of the victims and the cruelty of then fate, lank pie-eminent 
among all the tragedies of this ever memorable revolt), I have anxiously and 
carefully silted the whole.

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The statement of Lieutenant Moubiay Thomson, Commandant of Military 
Police, the depositions of Mrs Bradshaw, and Lotts of the 56th llcgiment Na- 
tive Infantry, of Elizabeth and Isabella Speirs, 63rd Regiment Native Infantry, 
and of Peer IBux, camel sowai, give peihaps a coriect account of the fearful 
massacie at the Chouia Suttee Ghht on the 27th June 1867 They afford 
some insight into the honors of that teiiible day, uhich lequire no false 
coloring to make them almost surpass conception Mrs Murray, on cross 
examination, denies the ladies and women having been stripped, and receiving 
but a piece of scant blue cloth instead 

The evidence of Drummer John Eitchett, Gth Regiment Native Infantry, 
and of the sepoys, 66th Regiment Native Infantry, who were confined with the 
poor sufferers in the Savada House, prove that tiioy retained their own cloth- 
ing, and moieovei that on the removal of the prisoners to the Beebegurh, or 
slaughter-house, clothes belonging to tho ladies and kfc with the washer- 
men when they went into tho intienchments, wore recovered and returned to 
them Eearful assuredly have been tho scenes enacted during this revolt, but 
they exceed only in a small degree those of other revolutions in far more 
civilized, and, be it remembered, piofessedly Christian nations, and are con- 
sequenoes such as ever must occur, when tho evil unbridled passions of men 
aie allowed full sway. 'When the history of the Bengal Array shall be written 
in a 3 ust and candid spirit, it will be cleared of many of the sweeping charges 
at present hurled against it It will be seen that while many base acts of 
cruelty and treacheiy have attended it, not a few noble acts of devotion and 
fidelity redeem the hideous darkness of tho picture

Depositions taken at Meeuxjt, by Major G W. Williams, Sopliumlnolni oi Canton- 
ment Police, North-Western Provinces 

No. 1 . — Statement of Francis Shester, Native Christian of Sirdhana . — Oa 
the 29th of March 1857 I was at Bijnour, and went to pay my respects to 
the Collector and Magistrate of the district ; whilst waiting in the verandah, 
a native, whom the chupprassie called Nawab, also came, I heaid he had a 
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brother, who was a tehseeldar in the distiict , a lomadar in the Canal Depait- 
ment was present; we weie all seated. The Nawah commenced the conver- 
sation by ohseiving that two legiments to the eastwaid had taken their dis- 
cbaige, because tlie kafirs had mived pigs’ and cows’ fat with the new cait- 
ridges, that the kafits had determined to take away the castes of all Maho- 
medans and Hindoos, and that these infidels should not be allowed to lemain 
in India, oi there would be no difference between Mahomedans and Hindoos, 
and whatever they said we should have to do I leplied, that Euiopeans had 
nothing to do with other people’s caste, and that in every way the inhabitants 
of India were living at ease The Nawab answeied, what case have we, they 
are always inventing new laws to tiouble us, and to overtui n religion, teach 
out of then religious books, which aie also distributed, is there now any 
security foi Islam, as it used to be? Thejemadai of the Canal Department 
remarked, that Islam was foimcily the dominant religion, but there was gieat 
injustice 

The Nawab was about thiity-five years age, slightly built, but the jemadar 
was a powerful man 

No 2 — Statemant of Moliiir Singh, Dejpnty Collector — In the months 
of January and Eebruaiy 1837 it was leported that cakes had been distri- 
buted thiough the cliokeedars, the reason of which was not known, but it 
was stated that they had come fiom the cast, and that if not di&tiibuted, 
severe punishment would be inflicted 

On coming to Meerut, a week pievious to the outbreak, I heard that the 
Government wished to make the sepbys use the new caitiidges, but that they 
declined doing so, on account of their being gi eased uitli fat , but though this 
was commonly talked of, no mutiny was apprehended Up to the 8th of May, 
when some sowais weie imprisoned foi disobedience of ordeis, no danger was 
anticipated 

On the 10th of May, aftei 6 p ir , while sitting in my house, Shamboo- 
nautli, ameen, came accidentally by, from the Sudder Bazar, stating tliat a 
fight had taken place between the English and native tioops, on lieai mg which, 
the inhabitants began shutting up then houses I however did not believe 
what he stated, but came out and saw the people flying to their houses for 
protection 

It was now daik, and fires could be seen raging on all sides I observed 
three sowars with drawn swoids in their hands coming out of the compound 
of the Custom House, after setting fiie to it, and followed by a crowd of low 
people shouting “ Yah I Ah ' All ! ek nara Haidaii,” amongst them, I heard 
the clanking of iron chains I heard the sowars saying they had bmnt the 
Cantonments, murdered the Euiopeans, broken the Electric Telcgiaph, and 
overturned the Biitish Buie, and boasting that they had committed these 
atrocities foi the eause of religion 

These sounds were heard till 10 r M 

Duiing the night nothing was known about the mutineers, but the next 
morning it was learned that the native tioops had really mutinied, and had 
fled confusedly tow^ards Delhi 

The butchers, pulladais, Aic, joined the rebels in raurdeiing and plundering 

According to the directions of the Magistiate and Commissioner, on the 
11th Kooar, Wuzeei Ah Khan, Deputy Collector, Gunga Pei shad, tehseeldar, 
and myself, collected the respectable people of the city, and gave them good 
advice, none ot them seemed unfiiendly to the British , we encouraged the 
tradesmen, who re-opened then shops on the 12th, and carried on their busi- 
ness as usual, but for the space of tliiee days no supplies were brought into 
the city on account of the disturbance, though flour was sold at fourteen 
seeis for the rupee, yet the bunneahs continued to keep the Dumdumnia 
legulaily supplied w'ltli gram. The villageis roved about the city foi many 
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days, the distuibance in its vicinity continued for about a week, but was 
quelled by the judicious plans adopted by the Biitish 

Previous to the outbreak, rumours to the following effect very generally 
prevailed — 

1st — That 2,000 sets of irons were being made for the sepoys 

2nd — ^That by older of Government, attah mixed with bones was to be 

sold 

3rd — That the sepoys were to be deprived of the charge of their arms 
and ammunition 

These reports caused the disturbance 

No 3 — Statement of Wuzeer Ah Khan, Deputy Collector — I have long 
resided in cantonments On the evening of the 10th of May, at dusk, I shut 
up my compound gate and spent the night in fear and trembling , but the 
next day went to the house of Mahomed All Khan, where I stayed till the 
fall of Delhi. 

When the mutiny bioke out, the sowars and bad characters went roving 
about, but as it was dark, and they were a good way off, I could not recognize 
any of them, I was however told that syces, poorbeeas, and bad characters of 
the city and cantonments joined the lebel tioops, my own men remained 
with me duiing the night nothing but shouts of Tab ' All 1 All ' was heard. 
I learnt nothing more when going to the city (being much terrified from fear 
of the bad characters), but that with the sowars, theie were butcheis and 
pulladais, all active in murdering and plundeiing , and also the released prison- 
ers. 

I do not know any engaged in the rebellion, as I had no opportunity of 
ascei taming anything 

Propel ty was, without doubt, being plundered all night by the convicts 
and bad chaiacteis , the sepoYs did not touch any, they only set fiie to the 
bungalows, and murdered Europeans, at least it was so rumoured in the city 
and suddei. 

That night the sowars set it about that no Europeans remained, hearing 
which the evil disposed having no fear committed great havoc and destruction 
I am inclined to think no respectable people joined them in this. As I could 
not disiinguish any individuals I cannot say who tlie mobs were, I only 
heard the shouts of Tab ' Ah I Ah ’ but do not know whethei the Mahomedans 
only uttered the ciy, or whether the Hindoos also joined in it. 

■When on the 11th, I walked about the city I found the respectable 
inhabitants in great sorrow and alarm, I heard that the butchers, pulladars, 
and released prisoneis committed great atrocities I held no intercourse with 
the low classes, but only with respectable men , though the bad characters, 
from their conduct and joining with the rebels at Delhi, showed they did not 
behave uprightly, yet even they weie not all alike bad. 

I heard that on the 10th of May the police were unable to maintain 
order, but on the 11th the civil administration lesumed its usual course 
many of them fled, and thus escaped, but the rest, who remained, again 
began carrying out the orders of Government. 

Nothing was preconcerted, though the new cartridge question was 
generally discussed in the districts, yet the mutiny was not plotted beforehand, 
and no one conceived such a thing would ever come to pass. 

As it IS probable that the Goojurs, being robbers by profession, aided by 
olheis, look an active part in murdering and plundeiing, every one of them, 
being aware of the heavy letnbution that they deserved, tried earnestly to 
promote the success of the rebel King’s cause.

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I also heard that in the evening the neighboi-nng villagers rushed into 
cantonments to share the spoil, and for many days made attempts to plunder 
the city and houses of the rich mei chants, but the civil administration having 
regained full power, thev succeeded only in canying away a quantity of small 
coins fiom the Collectoiate 

Q — How long did the disturbance coutinue aftei the 11th of May ? 

^ — After the 11th of May there was no disturbance, the zemindars of 
the neighbouring villages lurked about the city for foiii or hve dais, but the 
patiolliug of policemen, the vigilance of the inhabitants, and the vigorous 
admimstiation of the British autlioritics deterred them from doing any 
mischief within the city 'Wliethei the plundered property was deposited in 
any one spot has not been ascertained The i illagers carried oft what they 
took to their villages, the butchers, pulladars of Klioorja, and Lad characters, 
threw their booty opposite the doors of respectable men’s houses, and in bye* 
lanes and streets, whence it was conveyed into the Dutndumraa. 

Ho 4 — Sfafemenl of Mahomed Mowcezoodcen, Shpimtadar — Befoie final 
oiders were passed on tlio insubordinate sow'ais of tlie 3rd Light Cavalry, and 
while they were still under trial by Court Martial, it was rumoured in tho 
office that afternoon that the Head Clerk of live Session’s Otficc had received a 
letter from his bi other stating tho sepoys had determined to mutiny I be- 
lieved tins, until finding that nothing occurred I concluded the report was 
gioundless 

After the Court Martial wasovci, and the cighty-fivo sowars were com- 
mitted to prison, we had no reason to apprehend a use on the pait of the 
sepoys 

On Sundav, the 10th of Mav last, at about 4 T.M , I mot Ahmed Buksh, 
Naib Nazir of the Magistiate’s Office, who told me ho had been to the jail by 
the Magistrate’s oidcr to write down the names of tho sowars and their places 
of lesidence, as they were about being sent to other district jails, and had 
found all light and quiet, with no indications of sedition 

At about 6 pm on tho same day it was noised abroad in tho city that 
the sepoys of the 20th Native Infantry bad risen to oppose the rifles who had 
come to deprive them of the charge of the bells of aims, ns they feared they 
would now be dealt with in tho same manner that tho sowars had been, and 
had murdeied Europeans, burnt bungalows, and destroyed property The 
Cavalry and 11th Rtgiment followed their example, cominittiug great atrocities, 
and were joiued m this by most of the detached guards About sunset, tho 
sowars of the 3rd Light Cavaliy attacked the jail , some passing through the 
city by the Cnmbah gate with diawn sw'ords, galloping towards the jail, much 
alarmed the inhabitauts, the respectable portion of whom, feaiing loss of life 
Or wealth, and honor, closed tho doors of tlieu houses Wlien dark, fires 
were seen, the tumult rose to its height, the bad chaiacters of the city and 
cantonments with villagers from the neighbourhood, and about 1,500 convicts 
from the jail joined the mutineers Till 10 o’clock my doors were shut, 
after that I saw fiom the roof of mv house numbers of bullocks straying 
about, which on enquuyl found were Government ones, I also learnt that 
the Engineei’s Office camel and elephant sheds had been plundeied, on 
hearing winch I sent for Ahmed Buksh, Naib Nazii, living in my neighbour- 
hood, and urged him to collect tho bullocks m one place with the help of his 
cliapiassies, and tiled to encourage him by saving that tlieie were numbers of 
European soldieis in the station, and tliat in the course of an hour or two, 
they w'lth the artillery would attack and aniiilnl.ito the mutineeis, and he 
would shortly see their names effaced from off the face of the eaith, tliat if 
he now evinced Ills giatitude and attachment to the Government ho would 
procure a great name, but he leplied, he had no chapi assies w’lth him, and 
could not help in the matter.

Whilst" we weie tlms talking, otbei men of the npighbotiihood came round 
us in suipiise. Just then a man of bad cbaiactor biougbt two borses, but tbe 
mobulla men would not allow bim to tie them up there, so they weie roving 
about loose It was now rumoured that tbe bad characters of tbe city bad 
determined to create as much distuibance and confusion as they could, so that 
they might revenge themselves on their enemies, and plunder the iicli Tbe 
tuzmabazies, convicted by Major 'Williams, weie looking out foi Moonsbi Tuffu- 
zal Hossein, Sheristadar of tbe Dacoitee Depaitrnent, meanwhile a man 
came to Ahmed Buksb, Naib Nazii, stating that, agreeably to tbe diiections of 
tbe tebseeldar, be went to tbe Deputy Colb‘Ctoi’s to lufoim him of the plunder 
of tbe treasuiy , on seeing that gentleman’s bungalow in flimes and a dragoon 
standing tbeie, he asked him where tbe gentb man was, and was told not 
there, be also heard that a Company of tbe Rifles and tw'o guns bad been 
ordered to tbe Collectorate , other men also came saying guns had likewise 
been placed on tbe Begum’s biiuge, tbe bad cbaiacteis were canying off tbe 
plundered pioperty, tbe prisoners were looking out foi native officials, and tbe 
mutinous sepoys ■were bolding a consultation by a branch of tbe canal adjoin- 
ing tbe village Retbanee, the subject of wliicli was not knowm , all those at 
tbe time near ray bouse said to Abrned Buksb, no aiiangeraents could be made 
for putting down tbe city loiters, as no tiace could be found of the Kotwal, 
and It w'as supposed be bad bid himself But that, without doubt, tbe Euro- 
peans with guns would shortly be sent to take account of tbe bad characters, 
and that on the morrow tbe insurgents would be seized and be made to restore 
all tbe plundered property earned away by tl'em, recommending us to take 
care of our bouses, and keep watch, we accordingly closed our doois at about 
11 P M., and watrlied all night 

Tire next day I learned that tbe Jail Guard bad assailed tbe bouse of 
Bahadur Singh, tieasmer of the Dewany Adalut, but on receipt of Rupees 26 
lefraiiied from plundering him, they acted in tl'e same manner with tbe Onl- 
lectorate treasurer, all that occutred subsequently is known to the autboiiti 's 
I did wb it in me lay m favor of tbe Goveinment, and tried to lind out whe- 
ther tbe citv people joined tbe sepoys in tbe mutiny oi not, and whether 
tbe ipspectable portion of them were aware of any conspiiacy or not, but 
failed 111 dihcovei mg this , thus much only was ascei tamed that the sowmrs 
and sepoys bad concocted tbe mutiny among themselves Had lespectable 
men been awmie of this tbe loyal sepoys would nevei have kept it seeiet, it 
W'ould in all piobability have been divulged befoie the oulbieak One thing 
IS certain, tbe bad cbaracteis of tbe city and cautonrnentb were active in 
plundeiiug and destroying, and many ot them, in consequence, fled with tbe 
mutineeis, those wdio leniamed leceived condign punishment 

No. 6 — Statenient of Gunga Fershad, Teliseeldar of Meerut — About tbe 
end of 1856, oi beginning of 1857, ebapntees found then way into this district, 
and were distiibuted over tbe country. They first came from tlie south-east 
boundary, village cbowkeedars circulated them, telling those of the neigh- 
bouring villages to make and pass on tbe same nurabei from village to village 
Tbe people of tbe city and sudder now began talking of tbe gi eased caitiidges, 
said to be prepared with cow’s and pig’s fat, ordered for all tbe Native Ooips 
Just then tbe news of tlie Banackpooi mutiny leacbed this, and confirmed 
tlie bdief of tbe sepoys in tbe rumour, as also in that of attab mixed with 
bones having anived at Cawnpoor, and being sent on to Meerut, upon wbicli 
tbe sepoys took only nee for their food In tbe end of Apiil, a takeei appear- 
ed at Sooiujkund, tbe sepoys constantly took him to dine wntli them in their 
lines He was oidered to leave by tlie late Mi Johnstone, then Magisti ate. 
About tbe end of Apiil some of the 3rd Cavaliy barracks wmre set on fire 
On tbe 9ih of May, when tbe sowars of 3id Cavaliy were confined in jail, it 
was luinoured that tbe sepoys would mutiny. On Sunday, lOtb, at about 
6 pm, while in tebseel, ray guard told me tbe sudder bunneabs weie coming 
in gieat baste, aod talked of all the native regiments having mutinied. I 
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came out and sau' multitudes coming from the sudder into tlie city, and licard 
filing I immediately closed office, and taking up mv suoid and rifle stood 
uith a few tehseel peons at tlio gate Soon after, a 3id Cavaliy sowai "nith 
naked swoid passed in full gallop towards the 3 ail, crying out “Biotlieis, 
Hindoos and Mussulmans, liaste and join us, we aie going to a religious uar 
Be assuied we will not lurm those who join us, but tight only against the 
Goreinmcnt ” In a short time some fifty othcis folloived him tow aids tho 
jail, and a great number of sepoys Aftci sunset I heard of the mutineers 
having bioken open tho jail and leleased the prisoners Soon after, I saw 
hundieds ol them coming fiora tho sudder shouting Ah ! Ahl They set fire 
to the Oivil Couit and tlie house occupied by klajor Williams, plundering 
them and buimng the recoids, Ac , and being joined by a party composed of 
prisoneis, jail nujjeebs, and otheis, made a rush on the teliseel, filing and 
shouting, as they weie coming I killed two of the 3rd Ca\ airy sow ars, hut 
was soon pointed out and on tlie point of being killed, when I jumped oier 
the wall and got on to the loof of another house On iheir coming to this 
also, I succeeded in escaping thiough the pfshkar’s house and conccalmg 
myself in the one, to winch I hud coiucycd the females The cries of All' 
Ah' lasted till midnight, w hen healing nil the mutineers had left for Delhi 
I visited the tuhsoel, and found the whole a mass of fiic I was informed that 
the bulcheis, pulladai'!, khaticks, weaveis, duieew alias, khansamas, khidmut- 
gais, syces, and giass-euttc rs wete active in plundering, aided by people from 
the suiiouiuling ullages, as also, that the khaticks and pulliulars murdered 
Euiopean men and women, but no names were mentioned In the commence- 
ment of the attack I only iccognized a few of the duicewalas, two of whom 
have since been hung and the icst hate fled, also a few ollurs, icsidents of tliat 
pait of thecitv whoie the Knmbohs hte, with two dyers, none of these lattei have 
I seen since, they weie all Mussulmans llepoits were current that night, 
of all the magazine, guns, Ac , hating been taken by the mutinceis to DlIIu, 
and of the Biitish autiiouty being at an end Trom the 11th, both citj and 
sudder lemained quite, though foi foui or five nights tho latter was sinrounded 
by village budmusbes seeking to pluiidei it On the lltli, I began cnquiiing 
into the doings of the past night, and searched houses foi plundered pro- 
peity, eveiy night stolen Euiopean goods wcio thrown out in most of the 
mohullas and empty compounds of houses in the cuil linos The few’ caught 
doing this weie sent to tlio authoiities and punished, but most fled to Delhi 
and thus escaped I have also seen at nights, when going round the city, 
heaps of goods and woolen clothes burning in the ditch of the city and other 
spots When, after the outbieak, I and Mungulsein went to ticket the empty 
houses we geneially found tlioso of Mussulmans, especially weavers and 
duieew alias, empty I also heaid that on the 11th, Hafiz Euheom Moulvie 
went with some jehadees to Delhi 

No 6 Statement of J^aiain Dosi, GomnshlaJu — With leference to tlie 
queues of Majoi Williams, Supcuulendent of Police, I beg to state that tho 
fdkeei alluded to ainved here peihaps about a month (I cannot exactly re- 
collect) pievious to the lOth of May 1857, and put up, he said, at Soorujkund 
tank, in the com sc of lus stay at Meeiut, he came to me twice, liist he asked 
me to supply him with one day’s piovisions for his while followeis, who 
numheied, he said, about sixty men, one elephant and bullocks belonging to 
his ruth , I paid very little attention to his request, and he sat befoie me for 
about half an houi, praising my ancestois, and when he found it was in vain, 
he went away , after an inteival of about foui days ho came to me again for 
the last lime, and requested me the same, as on the pievious day, to which I 
leplied that I could not affoid to meet his demands in full, moie than one 
lupee, wduch I presented him with, he accepted it, though unwilhuglj’, and 
going awav, I saw him no moie 

As much as I knew of him I can confidently say that he was an inhabit- 
ant of somewiiere near Benaies, oi in tho vicinity ot Oudh. I had seen him 
also m Kalka, at the foot ot the Kussowlee Hills 
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Ko 7. Mungiil Sain, Moonshi, states tliat the fakeer came ■with an 
elephant, a ruth and hoises, he pitched his camp near the Sooru3kund about 
the 10th or 11th April, sepoys flocked to him, and he visited them in their 
lines He was turned out by the oidei of the Magistrate. 

No. 8 Miicligee and Juggimnauth Doss, i esidenfs of Soorujlimd, depose 
that the fakeer came about a month before the outbieak, and pitched his 
camp near the tank , he had a melancholy appearance, and was a lesident 
of A3uddeah. The sepoys of the 20th Native Infantry often visited him, and 
he, them in their own lines, where he took up his abode when turned out 
fiom the Sooru3kund. 

The Kotwal of the Suddei Bazar reports that the fakeer was at Meerut 
on the 24!th of April 1857, and told him, he was a resident of A3uddeah 

No 9 Sagiir Brahmin, who lived m the Regimental Bazar of the 20^7i 
Native Infanti y, deposes that about twenty-five days before the mutiny, this 
fakeei , a Hindoo, who had an elephant, a ruth and horses, and about twenty or 
twenty-five followers, came and took up his abode in the 20th Native Infantry 
lines, in tlie huts of the 4th Company 

No 10. Moiilah But, Savildar, 20^/i Native Infantry, deposes that 
about fifteen days before the outbieak he heard of a fakeer of this desciiption, 
he had an elephant, a luth and hoises, and about ten followers, he came to 
the 20tli Eegiment Native Infantry lines, 4th Company, and remained a few 
days , he appeared to be a Hindoo, and a resident of A3uddeah 

No. 11. Ussudnllah, Jemadar, 20i7i Native Infantry, deposes that in 

. Inform.aon concornme th.. f.kccr Ins been ^ebiuary he was at the Rifle DcpOt, Um- 
aougnt for ut Agm and umbiUnii Ho is supposed balla, and lemaincd four montlis, during 
to haie gone to iieiiiiiMtiitiie sonars ^ fakeer, who had an ele- 

phant, a ruth and hoises, and a few followers, was there, he saw him on the 
road *■ 

No 12 Deposition of Kooman Singh, late Mavildar in the Zrd Irre- 
gular Caiahy, noio Wordee Major in the Mounted Bolice — On the 1st or 2nd 
of May, Biymohun, a sowar of the 3id Cavaliy, told the men, he had fired 
off the new eaitiidge, and though they all called him a mean fellow, yet on 
the morrow, when they would all have to do the same, it would be seen who 
would daie to refuse On this. Peer Ali and Kudrut Ali, Naiks, told their com- 
rades a magazine classic had aveiied on oath that these new cartridges had been 
greased with cow’s and pig’s fat, and that, as they would have to touch them with 
their hands, they would be inevitably polluted , that for the Mahomedans 
it did not so much matter, since they could remove the pollution, hut for the 
Hindoos it would be a sad business, as they would iiiecoverably loose caste. 
Now, we ofiiceis of the 1st troop stand on the right hand of the column, 
you shall see how decidedly we will refuse the cartridges Do you all likewise 
take courage, and tell your Captains you will not use them, until every regi- 
ment has consented to do so To this proposition, both Mahomedans and 
Hindoos hound themselves by oath on the Koran and Gunga , consequently, 
the next morning on parade, the caitiidges were refused, and on the 9th of 
May, eighty-five of the men were committed to 301!. A rumour spread to the 
effect that 2,000 sets of irons were ordered to be prepared in two nights and 
a day for the rest of the men. On the afternoon of 10th, it was reported 
that the Rifles were coming down to deprive 20th Regiment of their charge 
of the magazine, in consequence of which the 11th and 20th Regiments as- 
sembled on parade and armed themselves The officers of the 3rd Cavalry 
ordered the regiments to assemble on their parades, and sent a squadron to the 
civil 3ail, which soon returned, as it had already been broken open and the 
troopers and prisoners released The Colonel of the 11th, coming forward 
to try and pacify the 20th Regiment was shot , great confusion and uproar 
now ensued, firing of muskets commenced, bungalows blazed, and great was 
the destruction of life and property, all Ohiistians coming across their way 
bemg put to death.

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The mutineers then took to tho Delhi road, headed hy the Cavalry and 
accompanied by many of the convicts The Aitillery coming up fired giape 
upon the cioivds, vrlio all dispersed and ran away About tlmty-nine troopeis 
remaining staunch to their officers, the latter uith four flags weio brought hy 
them into the European lines Sheikh Ah Bu-?, Uaiildai Majoi, came to me 
at about 11 r M and asked mo if I would prefer being blown up or hung or 
would go to Delhi, strongly advising my choice of the latter alternative, to 
winch I replied, I could not be guilty of such ingiatitude as to leave my ofli- 
cers, but must stay and see them safe to the Euiopean lines 

The had characters of tho city and suddei, and more especially the mean 
fellows, were roving about in search of plundei, while hundreds of bungalows 
weio burning 

On going into the city on the second day after to buy some food I met 
• Ono of tiio 83 troopers imprisoned there my nephews'^ Shewn Singh, and upon asking 
on the 9tii Mny 1857 liim, lic sai(i lie could not go to Delhi, but if Ins 

life weio pledged to him, ho would letuin toseive the British, if not, he would 
live where best he could He furthei asscited, that two paitics of bad charac- 
teis bad caused the disturbances in the city, set Are to tho neighbouiing bun- 
galows, buint the Judge’s kutcbciiy, and killed all the Chiistian wutcis The 
one paity was beaded by Mahomed Ah ICban, lesulent of the Naio Bazai in 
the city, who, with about 600 men traversed the stieets all night, shouting 
out All, Ah, our religion has relived. Tho other paity attached itself to a 
Moolvi, w'bose name I do not lemembor, and uas acting in tho same May. 

Q — ^Did the regiments preconcert this lehellion ? 

A — The said legiments did not plot anything beforehand. Had they 
done so, they would not have kept their wives and children with them as they 
did, these had to wandei about the toum for several days, and aftoru ards went 
whciever they could 

<3 — Did you lecognize any of the rioters ? 

A — As it was daik, I could not distinguish any amongst the crowds who 
committed all the havoc, but most likely they weie composed of butchers, 
lahomeis, and Mahoraedans Rundbeor Singh, tiooper, knows many of the bad 
characters concerned, and if questioned, could doubtless give much information. 

No, 13 — DeposHion of Rundheer Singh, Trooper of the Zrd Light Cavalry, 
noio with the Mounted Police at Mcei ut — On tho day of the mutiny I was 
on duty at the quaiter-guard, the flung commenced in the 20th Regiment 
Native Infantiy, and shortly afteiwaids I saw bungalows burning, I was 
with the officers of my Corps, and accompanied them to the European lines. 

Q — Do you know whether the mutiny was preconcerted ? 

A — No, the men objected to the cartridges, two Naiks, Koodrut Ah and 
Peer All, persuaded tho men to take an oath to lefuse them, till eveiy regi- 
ment had consented to use them Aftei the eighty-five were sent to jail a re- 
port ciiculated, that two thousand sets of lions weio being prepared for those 
who might still persist in refusing them 

Q — ^Where did you fiist heai this lepoit ? 

A — I cannot tell , it was spread abroad everyuffiere. 

Q — Was the mutiny planned for the 10th May ? 

A — No, nothing of the kind 

Q — How did it then commence ? 

A I was on duty, and therefore did not see all that took place, hut j 
heard that tho report of the Artillery and Euiopeans coming to take the arms 
of the native legiments, caused the mutiny. 

Q. — Who set this report about ? 

A. — I cannot tell. 
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Q — as there any rumour in your corps of attah mixed with bones being 
sold? 

A — Tes, three or four days before the mutiny, it was rumoured that attah 
mixed with bones had reached the European bazai 

Q, — Did the men leave off taking it in consequence ? 

A — No, tliey did not, they took it as usual, but the rumour was preva- 
lent 

Q — Can you give any information regarding the men who plundered the 
houses in cantonments, and murdeied Euiopeans on the night of the 10th 
May ? 

A — About five or six days after the mutiny, I was in the city, near the 
Shrine of Haji Gung and saw Kulloo, formerly a baikundaz in the jail guard, 
Sekunder Ralieem Khan, and Malla Khan, who was killed at Delhi with 
others, whom I did not recognize, and heard them boasting, that they had 
killed many Euiopeans, burnt and plundered bungalows, and weie going to 
Delhi with a Moulvie, whose name I did not hear 

Q — How was it that they so fieely stated this in youi piesence ? 

A — I had known some of them before. 

Q — Aie these men still in the city ? 

A. — I do not know. 

Q. — Could you recognize them ? 

A — ^Tes, I could 

No 14i — DeposiUon of Zalim Sing, Ti oope’’3rd Light Camhy,Lnll Instruc- 
tor in the Mounted Police — On the 30th of Apiil oi 1st May, a sowar of the 3id 
Light Cavaliy, called Biijinohun, came into the lines and said, I have used the 
new cartiidges, and to-monow you all will have to fire them, who will refuse to 
do so Koodrut Ah and Peer All, Naiks, said to the Mussulman and Hindoo 
sowais, the caitiidges had been greased with pigs’ and cows’ fat, adding the 
former could legaiu their purity, but the latter would iiiecoverably lose caste, 
that they, the Naiks, being posted in the light of the column, would refuse to 
bite the caitiidges, and bid them tell all the men to do likewise, also to leport 
to their Captains that till eveiy legiment had agieed to use the caitiidges, they 
would not take them. Theieupon the Mussulmen swore by the Koian, and 
the Hindoos by the Gunga, to abide by this resolve The next day on parade, 
Peei All, Koodiut Ali, and otheis refused to use the cartridges until the whole 
army had decided on doing so. Upon which eight-five who lefused weie tried 
and sent to jail A report spread in our lines, and in those of the other native 
regiments, that they all would be put in iions, as oideis had been given to 
prepare 2,000 sets of irons to bo ready within a couple of days On the fol- 
lowing day, the 10th of May, it was repoited among the 20th Regiment Native 
Infantry that the Rifles were coming to take away their magazine In conse- 
quence, this coips and the 11th assembled on paiade, taking their arms with 
them The otficeis tiied to pacify them, assuiing them they would not lose 
charge of the magazine, but without effect, as the men began firing upon them, 
and some of them w^ere thus killed. 

The officeis of the 3rd Light Cavalry having ordered the bugles to sound 
for parade, the men fell in, a squadron under two ofi&cers was sent to the jail, 
but returned, as it had already been broken open and the prisoners released. 
By this time it was dark, and the two native regiments came towards the 
cavaliy paiade The artillery now appeared, firing grape, upon which the 
mutineers fled, some of the sowars, howevei, remained. I took refuge fiist in 
the Riding Master’s house, and then hid in a village near the lines, and early 
next morning presented myself to the Commanding Officer. I had not had 
time to get my horse or arms when the mutiny bioke out. 
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Q _As the troops did not remain, irho committed the murdeis, and burnt 

and destroyed houses and property ? 

^ ^Tlie confusion was very great that night, but it was certain that 

policemen, with convicts, hutclieis, and pulledars weie plundering and burn- 
in" bungalows and murdering all Europeans (men, w'omen, and childien) , they 
came across, shouting All, All, the Mahomedan religion has again iisen > 

Q — Did you lecognize any of the people? 

A — The night ivas daik and the upioar great, so that I could not recog- 
nize individuals, but I saw w'lth my own eyes the Police engaging in the not 

Q — ^Where did you see these policemen ^ 

A — On the load between the suddei and the cavalry lines, or rather 
between the sudder and the Police station, near tue cavaliy lines 


No 15 — Deposition of Dnljeet Singh, late Dag Savildar, Hth Regiment 
Native Infantiy, i esident of Mouzah Sai loarah, ZiUah Luchnow — On the 10th of 
May, Sundav, at about 5 pm, the mutiny broke out. I was in the quarter-guard, 
and heaid the European soldiers were coming to take away the magazine 
This lumoui was raised by the sepoys of the 20th Eogiment and bazai people, 
seeing this I told the Naik to go and inform the Commanding Officer Mean- 
while, the Colonel of our regiment and other officers came and ordered the 
sepoys to fall in by companies, without arms, talking to them cheerfully, saying, 
no one would caiiy away the magazine without the Colonel’s orders, he then 
went towards the men of the 20th, who shot at him, his horse being wounded ; 
he returned towards his own lines, the sepoys of the 20th pursued, and fired 
at him, when the men of oui legiment saw them doing so, they broke the 
locks of the bells of the arms, and took their ai ms. 

The officers then went to their bungalows When our sepoys heard of 
the murder of the Colonel, tliey were much afraid, thinking they would not be 
spared, and consequently fled, meanwhile three sepoys of the 20th approached 
near our quaiter-guaid, saying, take away the flags and treasure, which we did 
and ran, they fired at us, but missed I being alone, left the flag and ran to 
the Colonel’s bungalow, but as he was murdered, I went on to that of Captain 
Owen, and remained the whole night theie, going on the following morning 
to Captain Scott’s 

Q — ^Was any revolt plotted before the outbreak in your regiment ? 

A. — Nothing was conspired beforehand had there been, I, as Pay Efavildar, 
must have heard it, only at about 6 pm was it rumoured in the 20th Eegi- 
ment and in the Suddei Bazar that the European soldiers were coming to 
take away the magazine , this lumour occasioned the disturbance 

Q — Do you know how this report originated, and who first spread it 
about ? 

A — I do not know bow this rumour originated, nor wbo first set it about. 
The Colonel’s murder embarrassed the men, so that they fled and commenced 
filing, which caused the sedition to use to its height 

Q — Had there been no conspiracy arranged with the 20th Regiment previ- 
ously ? 

A — No communication of the kind had been held with the 20th previously. 

Q — How did they then at once unanimously decide on going to Delhi ? 

— Nothing was preconcerted before the outbreak, after which they went 
off wheresoever they liked. 

Q — If there was no piecombination, how was it that the several detached 
guards, at good distances from each other, broke out in revolt, at precisely the 
same time ? 

A. — I think they must have heard of the mutiny, and at once joined. 
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Q — Did you see or hear anything of the way in which Europeans were 
killed and bungalows burnt P 

A — I did not see or hear anything, hut was told the had characters of 
the Sudder Bazai burnt the bungalows, and created the disturbance In the 
niglit, eight or ten bad characters ruslied into Captain Owen’s bungalow to 
plunder, but I turned them out by threatening them. 

Q — ^What sort of men were they ? 

— I could not distinguish them 

iVb 16 — Deposition of Buht Singh, late Day Samldar of the llt/t 
Begiment Native Infantiy, son of Munshaw Singh, Ohatree, resident of 
Goury, in the Province of Lncknoio, age forty years — "When the mutiny 
occuired on the 10th of May, I was opposite the stoie-house, making up 
the pay accounts, a lepoit spread that the European soldiers were coming to 
take away the magazine stores. It oiiginated with the 20th Regiment, who 
raised a tumult, oui regiment being confused, ran to the bells of arms, 
which 1 immediately locked up, and sent to inform the Captain The sepoys 
of the 20th now came to our regiment firing ball By the Colonel’s orders 
(who was present) the sepoys weie mustered He himself took charge of the 
keys of the bells of aims, and ordered the Captains to see if the muskets weie 
in them or with the sepoys Then going to the 20th, he asked them what they 
were about, they fiied upon him, and wounding his horse, he lode back to his 
own lines, the sepoys pui suing. 

Oui men now ran towards the bells of arms, where my Captain and 
myself were standing He told them to keep quiet, but they would not listen, 
and bioke open the doors I then advised his going away, when we ap- 
proached the rear-guard, the Havildai -Major told us of the Colonel’s death, 
upon which I uiged his departure, myself accompanying him a long way On 
retaining to my regiment, I found my nephew crying, and took him to Mouzah 
Kathoui, wheie, after staying a couple of days, I accompanied a Canal Moon- 
shie to tlie Adjutant, Mi. Chambeis, and Captain Bud I was detained 
unavoidably two or three days fiom having account papers with me, and the 
road being infested with plunderers 

All I saw and heard, I laid before my officers 

Q . — Did the sepoys of your regiment preconcert the mutiny ? 

A — Nothing was premeditated, or I should have known it, the mutiny 
occurred fiom hearing that the soldiers weie coming to take away the 
magazine. 

Q — How did this rumour originate ? 

A — I do not know how it first arose Our sepoys (feaiing from the 
Colonel having been murdered, they would all be hung on the morrow) raised 
a disturbance 

Q — If the mutiny was not previously plotted, how was it possible for all 
to agree unanimously to go to Delhi ? 

A — Nothing was preconcerted ; after the mutiny, they made off wherever 
they wished. 

Q — If the mutiny was not pieconcerted, wliy did the distant guards 
break out at the same time ? 

— There wus no precombiuation , on hearing of the revolt they must 
have broke up and fled 

Q — Do you know anything regarding the plundering of property and 
burning of bungalows P 

A —The sepoys soon went off, but the bad characters of the city and town 
were roving about in crowds 

Q. — Could you recognize who they were ? 

A.— I could not distinguish them, there being great confusion. 

A 54 
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Q —What did you see whilst going to Kathoui ? 

j_ — The convicts were flying into the villages, and spreading the news 
about, which encouraged the villagers to beset the load for pluudei. 


No 17 — Deposition of Joygopal Singh, Sepoy of the 11th Begiment 
Native Inf anti y, Rajpoot, son of Thahooi Singh, resident of Mouznh Joia, 
Rergunnah Oopalpooi, Zitlah Aziniginh, age forty yeais — On the evening of 
the lOtli of May last, heating a gieat noise and bustle, I came out of the 
hospital, wheie I was on leave attending uiy sick brother, and saw all the 
sepojs assembled on the parade without arms The Colonel and officers came 
on the parade (the keys of the bells of aims wcie in the hands of the officers). 
On the 20th regiment flung on oui men, they appealed to the Colonel, nho 
instantly pioceeded towaids the 20th sepoys, although ne begg<'d him not A 
bullet bringing down his hoise, ho letuined on foot to oui lines Pirtee Singh, 
Havildar, and otheis entreated him to delay no longei, and took hold of him to 
force him away, when anotlier bullet stiuck him don n. Oui sepoys now broke 
open tlie bells of arms, and took away tbe arms, sometnelvc oi thiiteen went 
to the officeis and told them of the Colonel’s death, and uiged their flying , 
upon their not listening they foicibly took them home By tins time it nus 
daik, and flung comraenctd fiom all quarters, I retuined to the hospital 

Q — ^Was there nothing preconceited in your regiment ? 

A — I have told the tiuth, our legiment novel conspued, noi intended to 
mutiny 

Q — Did you never heai anything about the outbreak previously ? 

A — I never heard anything of the kind, only that some sowais weio 
conflned foi disobedience 

Q — Did you see or hear anything of Europeans being killed, or houses 
burnt ? 

A — Beyond what I have stated, I saw and heaid nothing, as T did not 
leave the hospital But the next day was told, the Suddei Bazai butcheis had 
been muideiing European women 


No 18 — Deposition of Punchum Smgh, Savildar of the 20th Regiment 
Native Infantry — On Sunday, lOtli of May, at about 5r M, some sepoys of 
ilie lltli and 20lh llegiments, who weie in the Sudder Bazai, retuiniug huiiied- 
ly to then lines, stating that the Euiopean soldiers w’eie coming to depiive 
tliem of then arms and tlie magazines They weie followed by a crowd of bad 
characters of the Sudder Bazai, such as butcheis, pulladais, and otheis Hear- 
ing of this, the officeis assembled on the paiade, and quieted then men, who 
letuined to their lines I heaid a sepoy of the 11th calling out that the 
rifles and artilleiy were coming to take away the muskets Shortly after this, 
an orderly tioopei, I think of the Biigade-Majoi’s, galloped past, raised his 
hand and shouted out tliat the iifles and artilleiy weie coining to depiive us of 
our arms, heaiing this, the men luslied out, seized then muskets and bioke 
open the magazine The Colonel of the 11th llegimout rode up and spoke 
kindly and cheerfully to the men of the 20th, telling tliem that the magazine 
would not be taken fiom them, but they warned him off, and as he still 
remained they flied at him, when he letuined to Ins legiment Captain Mac- 
donald of my corps also spoke kindly to the men, and tiled to le-assuie them, 
but they would not believe him, and fired at him also Lieutenant Hendeison 
was also filed at and wounded I got him into the hospital, put him on a cot, 
and gave him water to dunk Some sepoys of the lltli Regiment, wishing to 
kill him, concealed him in a back room Tlie mutineeis wont olT to Delhi, 
leaving their families and propeity behind them 

Q —Did you hear of any conspiiacy in the legiraent ? 

—No, tlieie was no conspiracy beforehand, had theie been any, tbe 
men would not have left then wives and piopeity behind 
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Q — If there was no precomhination, how was it that the several detached 
guards, some at a good distance off, such as the Collectoi’s guaid, &c , bioke 
out into mutiny at the same moment ? 

A — Nothing was plotted beforehand, the lamouis brought by the sepoys 
and the bad chaiacters of the Suddei Bazar, on the evening of the 10th, caused 
the revolt, the distuihanee spreading quickly, the diffeient guards joined their 
comiades But all did not leave, foi instance, the Cantonment Magistiate’s 
guard remained a couple of days, and then dispersed on that officei dis- 
missing them 

Q — Who committed the murdeis on the night of the lOtli of HI ay, the 
sepoys or the mob ? 

A — Tlie sepoys soon left the station for Delhi The bad characters of 
the Suddei Bazar, the butcheis, pulladars, ehowkeedais, and policemen , caused 
all the havoc and destruction that occuiied, in the buining of bungalows and 
mui deling of Euiopeans, men, women and children 

Q — Could you lecognize any of these men ? 

A — Theie was great confusion, and it was daik, so that I could not recog- 
nize any of them, but I saw with my own eyes crowds of bad chaiacteis’ and 
policemen diessed in blue unifoims doing the mischief 


No 19 — Deposition of SheiLh Moula Dux, Samldar, 20 th Degiment 
Native Infantiy — After the parade on the 9th of May, wlien 86 troopeis were 
sent to jdil, I went to Major Taylor’s house nith the morning lepoit book, he 
asked me why the sepoys looked up and down and wept? I said these tioopers 
weie comrades The Major assuied me that theie was nothing wiong in the 
cartridges, and told me to comfort the men , this I did by telling them what 
the Majoi said, at which they appeared pleased and satisfied On the 10th of 
May, about 5 o’clock, I went to the dyer’s in the sudder, and whilst standing 
at a pedlar’s shop, I was suipiised at seeing sepoys of my own coips, and the 
lltb, luuning hastily to their lines I stopt a musician named Darean, and 
asked him what was the matter ? lie said, he had just heard fiom a cook boy, 
of the rifles, that the artilleiy and rifles were coming to take away the arms 
and ammunition of tlie native regiments. I immediately returned The Sud- 
dei Bazai was then quiet, but the bad characters, with the butchers, pulladars, 
&c , followed the sepoys to their lines, calling out that the iifles and aitilleiy 
weie coming I met Major Taylor and the Doctor at the rear guard, and 
accompanied them to the magazine of the regiment I there saw some seventy 
budmashes of the Sudder Bazar The Major told me to take four sepoys and 
drive them away They only retreated a few paces, and kept near the magazine 
The 11th Begiment had assembled on parade, Majoi Tayloi ordered the men of 
the 20th to remain quiet in their lines, which they did A tioopei of the 3id 
Cavalry galloped past from the direction of the Biigade-Majoi’s, holding up his 
hand and shouting out, that the rifles and artillery weie coming to deprive the 
men of their arms and ammunition The bad characters of the sudder took 
up the cry, and kept shouting out the same. Upon this, the sepoys of the 
light wing began to leave their huts, and assembled at the magazine Captain 
Macdonald and the oflBcers with myself tiled to pacify the men, telling them 
that the rifles and aitilleiy weie not coming, but they would not believe us 
The Colonel of the 11th Regiment also came to the magazine, and spoke kindly 
to the men, telling them not to be afraid, that the magazine would not be 
taken fiom them, and there was nothing in the cartridges that would haim 
them ; that they were made with ghee, but the men would not listen to him, 
and told him to be off , the Colonel not leaving, the men commencing firing, when 
he went back to his regiment. There were about forty or fifty sepoys at the 
magazine, they fired at Captain Macdonald and myself, the Captain was shot, 
but I got him into the Seigeant-Majoi’s bungalow Major Tayloi then came 
up, in passing thiough the lines, a sepoy presented his musket at him, but I 
lestiained him, by saying that the Major was ready to die for the men. A 
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butcher of the Sudder Bazar made a cut at Major Taylor, but be knocked tbo 
man down. I took away the sword and would have killed the butcbei, but 
the Majoi told me to let him go , seeing a number ot bad characters about, I 
got the Majoi into the Baboo’s house, and hid him there, sepoy Banee Misser 
and myselt watched at the dooi. The Major said it was veiy hot, and wished 
to get to his own house, this we managed to do I then escoited another 
officer to the Major’s house , seeing some troopers of the 3rd Cavalry approach- 
ing, I got into the Doctor’s house and hid myself "When it was dusk, I went 
to the lines of my regiment I saw the sepoys w'eeping, they were very sad; 
and said the leciuits had luined them, but they had killed the sepoy who fired 
the fiist shot I then secieted myself with my wife and family, but lost all 
my pioperty 

Q — State the truth, was there any conspiiacy amongst the men ? 

A — No, theie was no conspiracy 

Q — How then did the detached guards at some distance from the lines at 
once join the mutineeis ? 

A — The uproai and confusion was very great, and immediately it reached 
the guards, they joined then regiments 

Q • — What did you see of the Sudder Bazar ? 

A — The bad chaiacteis of the sudder, butchers, pulladars, koonjras, fisher- 
men, &c , weie roving about muideiiug and plundering. 

Q — Did you remaik any of the Police? 

A — I did not. 

Q — Could you recognize the butcher who attacked Major Taylor ? 

A — Yes, if I saw him again 


No 20 — Statement of Mr James JDooiii, Jailor — 1 was in charge of the 
Meerut Oential Prison in May last On the 9th of that month, 85 troopeis 
of the 3rd Light Cavalry weie committed by the sentence of a general Court- 
Martial, eighty foi ten years, and five for five yeais, with irons and haid labour. 
At 5 P M , I gave oideis to the jemadar of the jail guaid (Bhowanee Sing) to 
go with the turnkeys to count the prisoners inside their different wards, and 
to prepare to lock them up for the night , shoiily after I went inside the jail 
myselt, to see that all was coirect and secure, when I received the keys from 
the jemadar, and on coming outside, I stopped to giv e oi ders to the natn e officer 
of the guard at the main gate (that had been sent down with twentj -four sepoys 
from the 20th Regiment Native Infantry by General Ilewctt), when 1 observed 
heavy clouds of smoke using in the direction of the Cavalry lines, at the same 
time I heard gieat shouting towards the city, and shortly after I saw a large 
body of mounted cavalry galloping up at full speed with diaun sw'ords towards 
the jail I immediately gave oideis to turn out all the guards, and ran round 
to the jail guards, to send them to reinforce that at the mam gate, wdien firing 
commenced, but the men at the mam gate, belonging to the 20th Regiment 
Native Infantry, made no resistance, and allowed the cavalry to iide into the 
jail and take possession of it On seeing this, I proceeded and reported what 
had taken place to the Magistrate (Mi Johnstone), who wiote to the Biigade- 
Majoi for assistance, the sowmr who took the note leturned very quickly. 
Stating, that he had been attacked on the road by the 3rd Cavalry men, and 
one of them had taken the letter from him I remained with Mi Johnstone 
all that night, he had suw'ars bunging reports to him every half hour or 
BO, and a little after 2 o’clock a m , one of them came and informed him 
that the villagers had gone in a body and attacked the jail, set fire to 
it, and destroyed my house and piopeity, with all the buildings outside, and 
released 839 piisoneis that were locked up the evening before in the new jail, 
and 720 at the old, near the city, which the sepoys of the 20th and 11th Regi- 
ments Native Infantry attacked, plundered and attempted to set fire to On go- 
ing down to the jail the next day, 1 found the house built for me much destroyed 
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and burnt, the whole of my property cleared out and taken away, the jail godowns 
plundered of all the bai,’ flat, and sheet non, caipenters’, blacksmiths’, masons’, 
and othei working tools, nails, sciews, holts, and hinges, brass and non cooking 
utensils, tnillstones, with a large stock of saul timber taken away, and most 
of the door fiames in- the barracks inside the jail with iron bars in them pulled 
out, what they could not move, they burnt and destioyed to the extent of 
Bupees 22,832. 

No 21 — Deposition of Mahomed Ashi itf Beg, Jail Daroga ofMeemt, son of 
Miiza Biijjiih Beg, Mogul, resident of Ghazeahad, age thiityfve years — On 
the 10th of May at about 6 p M , some sowais of the 3rd Light Cavalry bare- 
headed, with drawn swords, came on hoiseback before the jail, and lode off 
towaids Komboh durwaza. I and Baizand Ah, jemadar oi the jail toomun, 
fiist of all tiled to shut the gate, then securing the piisoners in barracks, 
locked up the doois and served out ammunition to the men on guard , about 
7 P 31 nearly 300 oi 400 sepoys came with muskets, and seeing me standing 
at the gate demanded the key, which I refused to give up , one of them firing 
at me, I had a narrow escape and went up into the upper chamber, the sepoys 
now began to grve abuse, and collecting some bundles of straw lying about, 
set fire with them to the gate, then bursting open the door to the west, rushed 
into the jail. Tire jail guards offered no lesistance but fled On reaching the 
2nd gate, and being as before refused the keys, they smashed the padlock with 
their muskets, broke open eveiy barrack, and released the convicts. 

A Jemadar and myself endeavoured to get to the Magistrate’s, but the 
European soldiers posted in the cutchery compound would not allow any to 
pass that way, we returned by the mundee chowlcee (where the Jemadar and 
burkundazes were present) to the jail, and saw the gates and malkhana burn- 
ing. I spent the night in the city, and next morning went to the Magistrate’s 
who sent me to assist the tehseeldar. 

Q . — "When the sepoys attacked the jail, who else were with them? 

A — No otheis were with the sepoys at the jail But when going to the 
Magistiate’s I saw hundreds of common people loving about, such as butchers, 
koonjias, &c , ivith staves and some with swords. 

Q — Did you recognise any of them ? 

A — It was dark, and I had to fly huruedly, besides I am a stranger in 
the station, so could not recognise them. 

Q — About what number of sowars passed first of all, and were any bad 
characters with them ? 

A. — When before the jail, no bad characters were witli them, but many 
had joined them further on, they were about thirty or forty in number 

No 22. — Statement of Bahoo JIuisarnn Bass — I left Delhi for Meerut 
on the night of the 10th of May 1857, about 10 o’clock, with my son and 
three other natives, in one of Gunga Ram’s dfi.k carnages. Just after cross- 
ing the Dindun and getting on to the Meerut road, between 12 and 1 o’clock, 
we met eight sow'ais in uniform 

A shot filed by one of them cut the harness, they asked the driver wliat 
European (Eeiingee) was inside, he leplied, only aMoonshiwith other natives, 
the sowars went on to Delhi, allowing us to proceed, about four miles further 
on we tell in \nth another party of twenty-five sowais , they were also armed, 
and some had then swords diawm, but were not habited alike, some few being in 
uniform, but most without Two or three shots were fired at us unsuccess- 
fully Hearing from the sound of hoofs that a body of sowais were coniing 
up, I and my son secieted ouiselves in some jungle on the load side, and saw 
the sowais plundering the cairiage and take the hoise with them I heard 
them say they had destioyed Meeiut I then proceeded along the fields to 
Mooiadnuggur, icaching it about sunrise I found the tehseelhad been burnt 
by the mutinous troops, and no conveyance was to be had With difficulty 
I pioeuied a bullock cart (tanga), the driver of which objecting to go by the 
A 55 
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liio'liroad, we proceeded along bye paths to Mooree On reaching this village, 
I saw some armed men at a distance, who proved to be a party of the Meeuit 
rail guard, with muskets and pouches, I asked them where they were going, 
one of them soiiowfully replied, the tioops at Meerut have mutinied, the sowars 
joined by the city budmashes, and those of the Suddei Bazai, have broken tho 
jail, and released prisoners, had we remained at Meeiut we should have been 
punished, we have tlieiefore joined tlie lebel troops, and must now take what- 
ever Providence has "in store for us ” I remained at Mooiee a short time, 
and then attempted to piocced, but after going six miles met some travellers, 
who had been plundeied and ill-tieated, from whom I heard that some 2 or 300 
Goojurs were on the load ahead and had just plundered a wedding procession, 
a party of some seventy men, and wounded some of them. I was consequently 
obliged to return to Mooiee, and it was only on the 19tb, that having hired 
an escort of twenty-five men, I could get into Meerut. 

No 23 — Deposition of 21am Dali, coachman, son of Dam Singh Khatcel, 
resident of Degnmahad, age itoeniy-five geais — The night the mutiny at Meerut 
oecuued I biought over fiom Delhi Moonshi Hursaran Dass, his son a 
servant, and tivo other men, and at about 1 o’clock a w zeacbed the Meerut 
roadby the Gazeeooddecnnuggur bridge, when we met eight sowais in Cavaliy 
uniform, one of whom filing at the carriage cut the harness acioss, and asked 
me if any Peiingees were inside I replied" no, only a Moonshi,” they 
opened the dooi, looked in and wont olF, about five miles from Mooradnuggur, 
we met about thirty sowais, some in uniform and some not, but all with 
pistols and naked swords, some of them struck the carnage, without, however, 
doing any harm, meanwhile the passengers got out, the sowais examined it, 
and then went away, it sounded as if othei sow’ars vi ere coming behind, the 
Moonshi offered to give me llupees 10 if I would convey his things to 
Mooiadnuggur, but I said I could not leave the carnage, he leplied, it you 
will save tlie papers, no blame shall attacli to you about ray property The 
Moonshi, his son, and servant, then went into the jungle, and the other two 
passengers to Gazeeabad , aftei a while a number ot sowars and sepoys came 
up to the gliaree, smashed it to pieces, and plundeied the things I being help- 
less left the load, fled eastwards, and arrived in the evening at Sleerut, while 
coming to it I saw paities of tens and twenties passing along the road, some 
with and some without arms, the syces and grass-cutteis riding horses. This I 
saw till 1 o’clock midnight, as fai as village JBhorbhoial Tlie sowais and se- 
poys were going on ponies, which probably they obtained by plunder. 


No 2i — Deposition of Doiolut, a Jat, lesidcnt of Moiisah Dessoltir, a 
Zemiiidai 

Q — At what time and lu what state did the sowais pass through your 
village on their way to Delhi ? 

A . — I was in my house about 10 m tlie night, I heard the clatter of 
horses’ hoofs on the road A short distance from the village there is a well 
and a chowpal erected for tiavellers, theie the sowais went, they appeared to 
be about 2 or 300 men, they staid a short time, set file to the chowpal and 
went away. They were heard to say that they had cut down the Electiia 
Telegraph, they burnt a few of the posts in tho fire near the well Aftci tins, 
hoisemen and sepoys were constantly passing tbrougii the village duimg 
the night 

Q — What direction did they go after passing tluough Bessokur ? 

^ A — They went stiaight to Delhi. I heard in the morning that a 

bungalow at Begumabad was burnt by them I also lieaid that about 4i oi 5 
o’clock in the moiniug tw'o oi tliiee sowais come and went away without 
interfeiing with any one A shoit time afterwards eight or nine men arrived ; 
they aie said to have wounded a European near Monza Guoree’s gat den, who 
afterwards escaped to Babadooipoor, he was coming from Delhi, and was 
murdeied by Jliangeera, Goojur, and others. 
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No 25. — Biclhee Singh, Chowleedar oflhdhmia, lAiclmnnger, Khoshiallee 
and other residents of Keshirngoor, depose that on the day of the outbieak 
the sepoys and so-wars, some witli their umfoims on and some without, in 
little bands, consisting of about twenty oi thirty, passed thiough Mulliana to 
Delhi and by Bhagput. They were evidently in a huiiy, for they thiew their 
arms and property all along the load Kulloo and Hossain Buksh, and the 
Cotwal of Haupei, state that on the 10th of May 1857 two of the sowais’ horses 
were bi ought into Hauper, and on the 11th May sixteen more from the 
Goolaothee road, fiom ivliich it would appear that the sowais went fiom 
Meerut thiough Goolaothee 


No. 26 — Depositions of Thiindie and Behai, Zemindais of Seehiee — The 
Village Seekree is on the load to Delhi. About midnight, sowais fiom the 
dneotion of Meerut passed, the sepoys about five houis aftei wards In the 
morning they were all gon^ Both sowais and sepoys entered the village and 
took whatever they could lay hands on , they also cut down the Electiic 
Telegiaph Posts 


No 27 — Statement of Sped Meer Khan, hnotonas the Sirdar Bahadoor — 
On the lOtli of May 1857 (it nas the llamzan, and consequently a fast) I 
suddenly heard a great upioar, and on enquiiy learnt that the native troops 
had mutinied It is the duty of a soldier to die biavely and not cowardly , he 
should fight and die as a martyr I mounted and rode to the house of General 
Hewett. I found it on fiie, and the mob plundciing I then went to the 
house of Mr. Greathed, the Commissioner, and tiied to peisuade him to ac- 
company me to cantonments, but he would not leave the house 

The mob appearing, I attacked them with great feiocity like a terrible 
lion, wounded fourteen oi fifteen, and diove them to the ice pits, here some 
mutineers came to their assistance , they fired at me and I was wounded, hut I 
still drove them back, killed one and wounding otheis, two balls pierced my 
horse, who died as I passed the camel sheds I with some difficulty reached 
Mahomed Ah Khan’s, who lent me a horse and sent me home. The next morning, 
my brother came and told me that the Commissioner and his wife, after having 
been concealed in the garden all night, had got safe to cantonments I im- 
mediately went to see them, the Commissioner embiaced me and said you 
have sened me well, you have saved my life. I piovidcd sowars and cossids , 
of the lattei, one was sent to Agia, the second to Deliia Dhoon, the thud to 
Umballa, and the fourth to Hansie "With the exception of the first to Agio, 
all were raurdeied My hi other, Syed Jaun, took the sowars to Bagput, and 
brought in four ladies and four gentlemen who had escaped from Delhi By 
the favor of God, I fought many actions with the mutmeei s Out of fifty sowars, 
twenty-five have been killed and fouiteen w'ounded What moie can I say, 
the above is but a shoit account of my doings, if I w'eie to detail them, it 
w'ould be immense. 


No. 28 — Deposition of Lieutenant W. B. Fiirnell, of the mounted VoUce, 
tahen by me at Meenit onthe^^id of December 1857 Lieutenant IV JI 
Kuinell being sioorn, deposes as folloios. — On the night of the 10th of May 
1857 I was standing at the dooi of my bungalow, waiting foi the dhk 
gharee to convey me to Delhi, hearing sharp flung in the direction of tho 
Native Infantry lines, and seeing natives hurrying in all diiections, I hastily 
took my swoid, which was on ray baggage, mounted a horse with only a blan- 
ket and watering bridle, and rode tow'ards the Suddei Bzaai , neai the wooden 
bridge I met several Euiopean soldiers (one was wounded) flying from some 
police peons and others who were puisuing them wuth naked sw'oids, but fled 
on seeing mo approach aimed. The soldiers begged me for God’s sake to go 
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back or I should be murdered, all the sepoys and bazar people having mutinied 
I ui<^ed them to hasten to their lines, and pushed forward myself in the hopes 
of saving some otheis 

On the other side of the bridge I met two artillerymen beset by a gang 
of natives, who also fled as I charged up , one pooi fellow was seveiely cut 
across the face and was evidently faint from loss of blood , I made him mount 
my horse, and we all three returned to their lines, and reached them in safety, 
my single weapon being alone enough to deter the mob from advancing I 
lett the aitilleiymen on their paiade and crossed to the foot artillery lines, be- 
yond the hospital I saw the rifles diawn up as I passed on, arriving at the 
battery lines, I was accosted by some fifty or sixty women and childien, praying 
me to go and get assistance foi them, there not being one Eniopean left to 
protect that side of the station, only Goolundazes, who, they stated, had been 
using thieatening language to them, and the fiie was fast appioaching their 
long range of quarters, whilst listening to their stoiy a wretched woman 
was brought in by a Seigeant, w'ho had picked hei up on the load nearly mad, 
‘and seveiely wounded, with a bleeding infant in her aims, she wildly srated 
that her husband and three childien had been butchered before her eyes but a 
short distance from wlieie we stood, this detei mined me, and I started for 
the iifle picquet which I expected would be placed on the mall I had not 
proceeded many paces on the load leading to the Biigadiei’s house, where I 
came across the muideied corps of Mr Phillips, the Veterinary Surgeon of the 
3rd Light Cavalry I reined up, but the quantity of blood that had issued 
from a deep sword cut at the back of his head told me all was ovei, I lecollect 
healing a faint blow as I approached the spot, but no cry was uttered. On 
turning to pursue my way, foui men in the police uniform rushed upon me, 
aimed wuth drawn swords, the first stumbled and fell, the second I cut across 
the face and got clear off, passing I was filed upon from the Brigadier’s com- 
pound, but fortunately escaped! At the angle of the load near the aitillery 
mess, where I expected to find a picket, I was again cat off hy a mob of na- 
tives, with sticks, and had to turn off to the left by the road at the back of 
the mall, which I was prevented from gaming until I reached Mr Gibbon’s 
stores, I then only succeeded by chaiging thiough a mob aimed chiefly with 
latties, but the sudden turn that brought me on them dispersed them, as they 
raised a civ, “the Dragoons aie coming,” to this mistake I attiibute the 
safety of all the houses from that point to the mall, as they fled precipitately. 
Mrs Pergusson’s house was the only one burnt 

I saw and warned Larke, the pensioner, who was standing at his gate My 
road being now clear, I made for the Carabineei’s lines, a trooper lent me a saddle, 
on hearing of the unprotected state of the poor aitillery women and children, a 
Captain ot the Dragoons offered to accompany me with thirty men. We started, 
but near the Hoise Artillery lines, he and his men were ordered back I pushed 
on to the hospital, where I succeeded in getting five volunteers, who accompanied 
me to the women’s barracks A Seigeant joined us, but he had no arms I 
lent him my sword, and carried a child, we all then letiied to the hospital I 
then lemembered that my money, ivatch, and some treasury drafts had been 
left on my table, I again took to my saddle and succeeded in reaching my 
bungalow, and fortunately secured my little all just in time, as I was obliged 
to make a precipitate letieat, and was pursued by two mounted man, I believe 
of the 3id Cavalry, who chased me acioss the Begum’s Budge, over which I 
turned to the light, and on the toad to Elahie Buksh I passed two dead 
bodies, one a man’s, the other a woman’s, dreadfully mutilated, and could 
distinctly heal cues for help, and of ‘murdei’ near O’Biien’s Castle In my 
flight I nas several times cut at by the Police, and on my letuining by Elaine 
Buksh’s I passed a gang of Mahomedans, shouting ‘maio, maio,’ they were 
headed by a tall man, with strongly marked narrow features, but my puisueis, 
being taken for our Dragoons, weie my protection, and I passed on taking the 
broken ground to the left, and pushed into the nullah I found the Dragoon 
bazar nearly deserted, on both occasions, when I neared the Sadder Bazai, I 
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observed the Police ■with drawn swords, and men who looked like the Mahoraedan 
butchers, the majonty of the mob liad speais and non bound latees, bucks 
and stones were hurled at me, seeing the teiroi cavaliy inspiied, I the next 
morning canvassed foi vohinteeis, and in a few days succeeded in piocuring 
the signatuies of thiity-six who n ere willing to sei ve The offer was fiist gladly 
accepted, but afteiwaids coldly declined, these veiy men veie subsequently 
enioiled in the gallant little baud of “khakees,” who behaved so well to the 
last, and to the second division of which, aftei the Sekiee affair, you appointed 
me Commandant , had they been sanctioned eailiei many a pooi man might 
have been saved 

Q — Do you know the names of the men you brought in P 

A — No, but I imagine some of them must be beie 

Q — What IS the name of the poor woman the Seigeant brought in ? 

A — Mis Law 

Q — Where was the fire when you were at the batteiy lines ^ 

A — The Sapper and Miner lines were on fiie 

Q — -You state you saw the Police activelv engaged in not, and that you 
were repeatedly attacked by them How do you know that they were the 
Cantonment Police ? 

A — Piom their unifoims, and the belts round their waists, they must 
have belonged to the Cantonment Police, for I was passing near then chow kies 
and beats, my route on this plan ot the cantonment shows it 

Q — Did you meet with assistance from any of the Police ^ 

A — Quite the contiaiy as I have alieady stated, I was attacked by them 
I did not see any of the police attempting to save life , they joined the mob in 
murdering and plundeiing 

Q — ^The tall Mahomedan who headed the mob neai Elahie Buksh’s, could 
you lecognize him ? 

A — Certainly, I imagined he was the Kotnal, or some official, I have 
since seen him in the Joint Magistrate’s Court, and pointed him out to Mi. 
Wigiaru 

No. 29 — Statement of Lieutenant J JEcJfotd — About 6 o’clock on Sunday 
aftei noon, the lOih of May last, I heaid a gieat uproai in the direction of the 
Native Infantiy and Cavaliy lines, it increased, and I heard shots fired On 
enquiring from my servants and chupiassies, they said the Native troops had 
mutinied, and were setting fire to the lines and officeis’ houses I sent a man 
to hud out what was going on, and he letuined and said the sepoys were 
muideiing then officeis Fiom the compound of my liouse I saw crowds of 
natives in front ot the bazais, and also some European officers and gentlemen 
gallop past on hoiseback, and diive furiously away towards the European 
lines 111 buggies, &c At this time a number of the bungalows were on fire, 
and the noise and musket shots seemed to appioacb I theiefore (although 
momentaiily expecting succour fiom European troops of the station) prepared 
to defend the house (an upper roomed pukka building, in which were my 
office and tieasuiy, as uell as my place of lesidence) At about 7 o’clock, 
a man came running to me and said that the mob having killed Dr Smith 
(my next door neighbour uhose house was on fire) were coming into my com- 
pound I had loaded the fire-arms I liad by me, and as soon as I saw a band 
of men (with arms and toiches in then hands) enter my compound I went 
out fiom the verandah, where I had been standing, and having allowed them 
to advance to within about twenty-five paces of me, I fired with mj’’ double-bar- 
reled gun and shot down the leader (who ivas armed with a musket), and the 
contents of the other barrel I let drive at the others, they all turned and lan 
out of my compound The chuprassies and burkundazes of my treasure guard 
now told me that the mutineers and mob would return in greater numbers, 
I theiefore, after having the body of the man I had shot removed, posted the 
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burkundazes in and over the Treasuiy loom and office, and having closed and 
bailed all the doors, made leady to defend the building, I also shortly after 
determined to send my family an ay to hide in the garden. 

In about twenty minutes aftei the disappearance of the first mob, the noise 
of a gieat numbei of men appioaching was heard Taking a biace of pistols I 
went up to the flat loof of the poiUco (which was on a level with the upper 
rooms) to the side nearest the Tieasury room, in ordei that I might detei any 
one fiom getting at it 

An old Euiopean pensionei and a Piivate of the 60th Rifles, who had been 
puisued by the mob, and sought sheltei in my house, weie told off by me, 
aftei being aimed, to remain inside the building The servants, &c , had 
begged of me to send these men .iway, as the mob particulaily sought tlieir 
lives, but to this suggestion I would not foi a moment listen. I liad haidly 
reached the poitico to be on the look-out (it was now daik) nhen a veiy laige 
mob of sepoys and otheis enteied the compound and made for the house; 
■w hen they saw me, they commenced flung, but none of the shots took effect 
on me 

Almost simultaneously I heaid a heavy battering downstairs at the back 
of the house, a party having tuined the lear of it, I rushed downstaiis, aimed 
with a bidce of double-bai reled pistols, and found about twelve or fourteen men 
in the large ceiitie loom, n ho had effected an entrance from the back, I dashed at 
them and filed twm bands at those on the light. All ran away, except one 
man, nho from his appeal ance, I should say, was a 3rd Light Cavalry tiooper , 
ho made a rush at me with his snoid, and although I gave him a pistol shot 
(which at the time appeared to take no effect, but as my servants after waids 
saw him dragged out of the binning house by the legs, I conclude he must 
hare been veiy haid hit), he cut me over the head with it (a severe nound) , I 
tired to close with him, and gave him a blow over the head nith my left hand 
pistol (the second band of wbicn had missed fire), and he gave me sundiy 
othei cuts witli his swoid Tiie iifleman, who had been m the adjoining room, 
healing the stiuggle came in, and my assailant staggered out of the dooi way. 
I was bleeding piofusely and much stunned I therefore detei mined again on 
going up to the portico and making a stand there. 

When I got up I found myself so weak tliat I was obliged to sit down, I 
told the rifleman if he uished to go away and tiy to make his escape, that 
he might do so I made ovei to him my douhle-hai reled gun 11111011 had been 
idoaded, and he accoidingly lan down stairs I heard two shots in rapid 
succession, and was told afterwaids that he got out of my compound, but was 
killed by a party of men on the other side of the wall, out on the load This 
man’s name was, I believe, Filzpatiick of the G Company of the 60th. The 
old pensionei (Chapman), whom I had aimed with a speai, made his escape 
pieviously, during tlie melee, to the gardener’s house, wheie he lay concealed, 
and ultimately escaped in safety to the artxlleiy dep6t I lay on the poitico 
for about two liouis and moie, sometimes sensible, and at othei times in a faint 

The miscieants searched e veiy wheie for me , they more than once came 
close to ulieie I was lying, but the shade of a tree (it uas biiglit moon-light) 
mostpiovidentially \ias the means of screening me from their view They 
looked up along the loof of the upper stoiy, against which a small ladder was 
placed, and they evidently thought I had gone up there, but weie afiaid to 
ascend They, howevei, gutted the liouse, broke open the treasure chests and 
boxes, and having heaped up the furnituie, both in the lower and upper 
rooms, set fiie to the whole, I saw the entire building, before long, in a blaze 

They also, for a time, placed sentries round the house in the hopes of 
capturing me. 

1 lay on the porlico, as I liave hefoie descnbed, for more than two hours, 
and then, n hen I was conscious, and on healing no noise or voices of tlie 
tnutineeis I commenced ciawling and staggeiing, and by the outer pukka 
steps, uhich led fiom the front veiandah and poitico, I got down below, and 
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there met my tent pit cliei, who conducted me to wheie my svife, sister, and 
child weie hiding In about half an houi afteiwaids a httei liaving been 
made up for me by my servants, &c, w'e made oui way to the light picquet 
of the caiabineers along the bed of a diy nullah, and got to the officei’s 
bungalow, where my wounds were diessed. 

With veiy few tiiflmg exceptions, everything in the house was plundeied 
and burnt 

No 30 — Statement of Mr Joseph Qliapmant pensionei — Being employed 
at the house occupied by Captain Eckfoid, Executive Engineer, iieai the Native 
Infantiy lines, about half past 6 o’clock, I heaid the sepoys commence firing, 
my people all lan fiom thtir work, the mistxee excepted , about ten minutes 
after I saw coming down the load at the back of the Sudder Bazai one of the 
60th Rifles lunning for his life, with the back ban of his head laying on his 
shouldeis, and about sixty yaids behind anothei of the 60th, as he passed close 
by me, I saw his face was coveied with blood, whether these two had escaped 
fioin the Sudder Bazar oi the sepoys lines I cannot tell In about a quarter 
of an lioui I saw anothei of the 60th running out of a bye-stieet out of the 
bazai, shaiply followed by one of the Police, who knocked him down with a 
lattee, about nine feet long (this was neai wheie I stood, a nail only between 
us), on the policeman i etui ning to the bazai, he met anothei of the 60th 
at tUe entiance of tlie same street, and knocked him down in like mannei, his 
blow's were repeated with lattees by two of the bazai people several times, and 
I thought the poor men were killed I thus saw foui knocked down in the space 
of a few minutes, they, however, soon after got up and lan awav, apparently 
being only stunned , the fifth man, by name Eilzpatrick, escaped into tlie com- 
pound w'heie I was standing, the sleeves ot his white 3 acket all satuiated with 
blood , he would have fallen had not the mistiee and myself taken hold of him , 
as I saw a mob coming after him, we made the best ot our way to the house 
wheie Captain Eckfoi d seated the man on a chan , and went out with his double- 
ban eled gun (by this time it was dark), and the mob had come in by the corner 
of the godown towmrds the house, led by a man with a musket, whom Captain 
Eckfoid shot, and discharged the other barrel among the crowd, w'ho then 
ran away. Captain Eckfoid leturned into the house and reloaded the gun, we 
then fastened every door , wlien it became quite daik a large mob entered 
the compound with lighted torches, some of them had guns, others swords 
Captain Eckfoid gave lus gun to the 60th Rifleman, and to me a spear and 
sword, keeping for himself a pair of double-barreled pistols, the mob flocked 
to the rear of the house, smashed the door, then entered and commenced 
rummaging, we thiee weie standing close to the door of the laige loom below, 
which was filled witlithemob, by the help of a ladder (w'liich was at the 
back of the house) they scaled the verandah of the upper looms, on hearing 
which Captain Eckfoid went on the top of the portico under the shade ot 
two tall trees, the man of the 60th Rifles and myself going upstairs, also stood 
at the door, watching for a chance to get at tliem , by this time the upper 
looms were filled with the mob. Captain Eckfoid then told us to escape, it we 
could, I passed thiough a large room and got to the bath-ioom, and fiom 
thence to the verandah by means of some steps, I heard the pistol shots fired 
by Captain Eckford , going down these steps I met a man, but he no sooner 
saw my sw'oid in my hand than he ran aw’ay and entered the room filled wnth 
the mob, I leaped the remaining stairs and escaped into the garden , I was 
followed by some of the mob, but being dark and having daik clothes on, I 
jumped into a large clump of bushes, and by that means was not seen I 
then w'ent to the gardener’s house, who wrapped me up and hid me in his 
house, the mob now set fire to the house, which was soon in flames, they 
then collected at the gaidenei’s house, at which were eight biukundazes, one 
khansama, and tw'O khidmatgars, a dhoby, the mally and his two sons, in the 
stables were six syces, one coachman, besides grass-cutters, about twenty-two in 
all, but not one came to our assistance, the siidai bearer excepted, who stuck 
close to us, and was, I believe, the chief means of saving tlie tw o ladies and 
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cluld The mob kept watch about the bouse till 3 A M , thiakiug some 
Euiopeans weie about it, they did not, however, discovei Captain Eckford 
and myself At daylight I wiapt myself up in a blanket, and gave a man a 
rupee to accompany me home, which was near at hand, but as soon as he got 
out of the gate, he lan away , on going down the road I saw the house occupied 
by pensioneis, Kinly and Maikoe, with the widow of pensionei, Cahill, Kinly, 
and Maikoe both lay murdeied, and the two uomen seveiely wounded, and 
the house plundeied, just beyond this w'as my own house, but thank God, both 
my wife and it were safe owing to the timely ariival of the caiabineers 

No 31 Statement of Gaptam TP'. U Earle — On the afteinoon of the 
10th of May 1857 I lett the lines of my regiment, about half an hour after 
sunset, and proceeded on foot by the lear of the lines, flora the rear-guard 
past the Light Company lines to the gate of Captain Taylor’s bungalow, from 
thence at his request I started in my buggy to go to the Biigade-Majoi’s I 
was not molested until I got in fiont ot Shunker Dass’s gate , I w as here 
pelted with bucks oi stones by a number of natives who came out of his 
compound One man rushed at me with a diawn swoid, but my horse was 
going too fast foi him to do me any harm Who these men weie I do not 
know, but they came out of Shunker Lass’s compound , a little fuithei on, 
I was again attacked by a ciowd at the coiner of the compound of the 
bungalow of the late Dr Smith The men came from the Suddci Bazai, and 
weie, I was told, Kahais, who lived in the uddah close by, at this place I was 
filed at by a native, and a guaid (when I was some distance off) filed a volley 
ovei my head, some half a dozen men lan aftei mejwith sw'oids and latties, 
one succeeded in catching hold of the stiap on the light side of the buggy, 
but I was going too fast foi him to do me any harm A crowd was coming 
down the load which runs from Elahie Buksh’s shop to the Begum’s bridge, 
but they weie prevented from attacking me by some men who w'ere standing 
neai his shop, who lan towards them, thus giving me time to escape I was 
not after this molested, with the eviception ot a few stones being thrown at 
me in front of ]\[i Eeigusson’s house. I saw several of the Cantonment 
Police in my piogiess, but I am perfectly certain none of them molested or 
attacked me, at the same time, I must say, none attempted to dissuade the 
crowd from attacking me 

I joined the European hoops on the mall, and proceeded with them to 
the native lines The body of Lieutenant Macnab, 3id Light Cavahy, was 
found in the ditch between the houses occupied by Mis Hobson and the late 
Surgeon Smith The face w^as fiightfully cut, it had at least tour long deep 
cuts across the face and head , an European soldier’s body was also found beie 
We picked up the body of Captain Taylor close to Elaliie Buksh’s shop , ho 
had apparently been killed by an iron bound lathe, tlie back of the head w'as 
smashed , all these had then clothes on Eaily next morning Mis Chamber’s 
body was found in her compound, I saw the body covered up, consequently 
cannot say in what state it was, just by the old jail we found the bodies of 
some fourteen oi fifteen Euiopean soldiers and their wives, all these were per- 
fectly naked and fiightfully mutilated One man had one of his hands entiie- 
ly cut off, and anothei iiad the whole of his stomach laid bare with the en- 
trails hanging out Mis MacDonald was so much disfigured fiom the cuts 
about hei face that, although I had known her intimately foi upw'aids of nine 
j'^eais, I did not recognize her The body of a soldiei was also found (naked) 
on the load in the leai of the house occupied by Lieutenant Eckfoid We 
found Dr Smith’s body in his own compound, naked and fiightfully 
mutilated by sw oid cuts Captain MacDonald, 20th Regiment Native liifantiy, 
and Ml V Tregear weie killed in the lines by the sepoys, 20th Native Infantry 
botli tliese gentlemen were shot, when the bodies weie found next day, they 
W'eie diessed 

Q — ^Which house of Shunker Dass’s do you allude to from whence you 
w Cl e attacked ? 

A — The house near Petei’s, the tailor. 
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Q — Could you recognize tlie native urlio filed at you ? 

A — He was a dirty-lookmg man , lie fired a pistol at me, and then threw 
it at my head , my syce, who has now left me, told me he was kahar of the udda, 
close to tlie place , where I was attacked 


No 32 — Deposition of Mussunmt Golah Jam, Caslmerian, residing in 
the Sudder Bazar — At the time of the outbieak, I was lesiding with the late 
Hr. Smith , was on that day in his house, and informed him of the intend- 
ed outbreak, of which I heard from my mothei , she learnt it from a 
Oashmerian girl, named Sophie, who was told by a sepoy, at about 2 p m on 
that day, that the troops would mutiny and massacre the Europeans Dr. 
Smith replied, I always brought him bazar leports void of foundation, and 
took no notice of it. 

I therefore quietly sat down ; at about 5 or 6 p M , sound of musketry 
was heard from the infantry lines, and all at once I saw hundieds of men run- 
ning towards the parade, after a while people began to rush into the bungalow. 
I begged my master to fly, but he refused, asking where we could go to, and we 
then stood by the garden hedge , meanwhile, my mother sent a dooly for mo 
from the Sudder Bazar, in which I left my master remaining behind , the mob 
had not then entered the compound, though crowds surrounded it As I passed 
they wished to kill me, but hearing I was a woman, allowed me to pass The 
gill, Sophie, was turned out of the bazar, and hei house knocked down. 


No 33 — Deposition of Miissumat Zeenut, Oashmerian, residing in the 
Sudder Bazai — On the day of the outbieak, I was residing in tbe Sudder 
Bazar. About 2. p M on that day, I heard from Mussumat Mehonee, mother 
of Sophie, that there was to be a disturbance that day, and that she had heard 
it from the sepovs , I did not believe it, still mentioned it to my daughter, 
Golab Jaun At 6 p M., when I beard flung, I sent a dooly for her I can 
give no information of the distuibance in the Sudder Bazar I do not know 
where the Oashmerian girl, Sophie, is 


No 34i. Deposition of Mussimat Sophie, Cashmenan, lesiding in the city 
of Meerut — At the time of the outbieak, the date of which I do not remem- 
ber, I was residing m the Sudder Bazar, on the day it occurred no one was in 
my bouse, but Goolam Hossain, my servant At 4 o’clock Pundit Dhurm 
Narain, who wasfoimeily in the ofdce of the Meerut Cantonment Joint-Magis- 
trate, came to my house, but left, when the outbieak commenced, to return 
home, I then closed the doors, my mother is named Mehree, she left for 
Loodhiana some two months before the outbieak I reported her departure 
at the Kotwali I never heaid of the outbieak before it commenced. The 
sowais and sepoys did not frequent my house 


No. 35 Deport of Buhhtavnir Singh, Officiating Kotioal of the Sudder 
Bazar, Meeiut — Agreeably to oiders received, I made enquiries of tbe neigb- 
bouis of Mussumat Sophie, and learned that sowars weie in the habit of visit- 
ing the house, and that her mother had left previous to the outbreak, her 
house, with others in that neighbouihood, was razed to the ground 


No 36 Deposition of Nusseehun, nurse, in the service of the late Mrs 
MacDonald — On Sunday, the 10th of May, about 5 o’clock, I had dressed 
the childien to go out Captain Cliambers, the Adjutant of the 11th llegiment, 
came to my master and spoke to him. Captain MacDonald put on his sword, 
and went to the parade ground, and told my mistress to go to Mrs Chambers , 
she was putting on her bonnet when we heard a great noise , she sent to en- 
quire what it was, but could not learn. My mistiess then went to the room 
A 57 
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■wliere tlio cluldien were , just then, Moobanck, son of Zahoorun, came in cry- 
ing, and said, Captain MacDonald had been shot Mis MacDonald was great- 
ly agitated and said, I will go to my husband I replied, how will you go, 
when eveiy carnage and buggy is attacked by the had chaiacters The bun- 
galow was then on fire, I took my mistiess to Ahyai, the Blustee’s hut, and 
there with the three cluldien secreted ourselves Zahoorun Ayah went to the 
house to try and get some clothes for the cluldien , when she returned, we were 
obliged to take refuge in the hut of Buktawur Cliowkeedar, as the stables were 
on file The chowkeedar’s family weie3ust leaving the house, and my mistress 
asked where they were going , they told her to a new house they had built near 
the city Mis MacDonald asked to be allowed to accompany them, so that 
she and her childien might he saved Mis MacDonald said to the ayah, I 
and my children will go with the chowkeedai’s family as we maybe saved, and 
I will take the nurse with me, but, for God’s sake, do not accompany me, as 
some one may recognize you, and then I shall be discovered "We dressed her 
up in native clothes, and left her clothes in the hut The chowkeedar took 
one child, the dhobee another, and I took tlie third We then started, had 
passed the elephant sheds, and through a lane on to the road, where we met a 
crowd of people, about seventy in number , they told us to stand, one man looked 
at my face, tlien into the face of the chowkeedar’s wife , on this, the choukeedar 
said one is like another, why do you look into their faces , one man approached 
Mis MacDonald, the chowkeedar said, she is my sister-in-lan , wdiat are you 
looking at, but he would not mind , he looked into her face, pulling aside the 
chudder, and said to the chowkeedar, you rascal, this is your sister-in-law, now 
I will cut off your head, and laid lus sword on the chowkeedar’s neck Another 
man then went to Mrs Macdonald, and asked her who she was, she did not 
answer , he again asked bei, but she made no leply ; he asked her the third 
time, and she said, it is I (hum haie) , on this he cut her down. The dhobee 
and chowkeedai took the cluldien, but I lemained where my mistress was 
slam, after a shoit time, the mob dispersed, I then lan towaids the chowkee- 
dar’s house, and met anotliei mob , they asked me who I was , I told them the 
house I lived in had been burnt, and I had the Captain’s child , they enquired 
where the parents of the child were , I told them tliat the father had been 
shot on paiade, and the mother killed near this , they said the men were 
wretches to kill a woman They told me to go, or some one else would kill 
me and the child A little fuither on, a native Chiistian pensioner, who was 
standing at his door, took us into his house The chowd^eedar’s house was nest 
to his, and he had left the othei two children with the pensioner We re- 
mained there duiing the night, and the nest morning were taken to the Dum- 
dumma 

Q — Can you describe the people who met Mrs. MacDonald ? 

A — Theie was much confusion, so that I could not make them out , they 
appealed to be rustics, meanly clothed, armed with swords, and some with 
latties 

Q — Weio there any Police amongst the mob ? 

A — 1 did not see the Police , I could not distinguish them, whether they 
weie or not 

Q — Wheie is the chowkeedar, and do you know his mohullah ? 

A ■ — I do not know where he is, or where he lives 

Q — Who were about the bungalow when it was set on fire ? 

A — I was in the dhobee’s house at the time They were not sepoys, but 
appealed to be bazai people 


No 37 — Deposition of SooJJia Dhobee, in the employ of the late Captain 
MacDonald of the 20th Begiment Native Infantry — On the day ot the mutiny, 
I was busy w'lth my woik about 5 o’clock, when I heaid a gieat uproar and 
filing in the diiection of the native lines. My master mounted his horse, and 
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rode off towards the parade , shortly afterwards, I saw the huBgalow was on 
fire. My mistress fiist went for shelter to the bhistee’s hut, and then to the 
cliowkeedar’s Being much alarmed, she told the ayah to remain, and that she 
would put on a native dress, and with the nurse and children try to escape 
with the chowkeedar’s family, who weie going to their house near the city. 
I took one of the children, and we started, we got past the elephant sheds, 
and coming out of a lane on to the load, we met a large crowd, aimed with 
swords and latties , they looked at the faces of the women, and when one went 
to my mistress, the chowkeedar told him, not to look in the face of the women, 
adding, this is my sistei-in-law, but the man would not mind, and then cut 
her down The nurse remained a short time, but the chowkeedar and myself 
fled with the childien to Poorwa, near the gate of the city The children 
were taken by the chowkeedar to the house of a Christian pensioner, where 
they remained all night, and next day weie taken to the Bumdumma 

Q — Did you recognize any one of the mob who killed Mrs. MacDonald ? 

A — I did not 

Q — Did you see who set the house on fire ? 

— No, I did not, there was a great crowd about 

Q — Do you know where the chowkeedar is ^ 

A — No, I cannot tell , he lives near the Christian pensioner. 


No 38 — Deposition of Joraicuiit coachman m service of the late Mrs 
Qonrteney — On Sunday, the 10th of May last, in the evening after 6 o’clock, 
when the firing commenced in the regimental lines, Mis Couiteney was alarm- 
ed, by her orders I made ready the carriage, and took her towards the city ; 
neai the gate of the city, I saw a great crowd of people standing with swords 
and latties, they struck the carnage with their latties, when Mrs Courteney 
said — coachman, take me to the Deputy Collector’s house, then I shall be saved ; 
so I turned the cauiage towards the Suddei Bazar, the mob followed , we met 
some of the 3rd Cavalry , they told the mob not to touch Mrs Courteney, so 
they went away, I then took her in the carriage to the Deputy Collector’s gate 
The gate of the compound was shut by a jemadai, a Mussulman, who would 
not allow the carnage to enter Mrs Couiteney spoke to him, but I do not 
know what she said , the jemadar told me to take away the carriage , as I 
turned it round, a man knocked me off the coach box, I ran aVay, and hid in 
a heap of timber, Mis. Couiteney and her two children were killed at the gate 

Q — What is the name of the jemadar ? 

A — I do not know 

Q , — Describe his appearance ? 

A — A Mabomedan, grey beard, colour tawney, short and old. 

Q . — Can you recognize him ? 

A — Yes, if I saw him, I could recognize him 

Q — Could you recognize any of the mob at the gates of the city ? 

A — saw a crowd, but I could not recognize any of them. 

Q — Could you recognize any of the party who attacked Mrs Courteney ? 

A. — I was flurried, and therefore could not recognize them, they appealed 
to be butchers, coolies, &c , fiom the Sudder Bazar 

Q . — Were there any policemen amongst the mob ? 

A. — Yes, theie were a great number of men in blue coats with brass 
plates, and armed with swoids , the place where Mrs. Courteney was killed is 
about twenty yards fiom a Police chowkee, and all the men of that chowkie 
were present. I saw them. The Deputy Magistrate’s jemadar must know 
the men who killed Mis Courteney, for they all assembled round him at that 
time. 
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Q — How do you know tliat he was chuppiassie ox policeman uho 
attacked you at the pop shop ? 

A — By his blue coat and red tuiban 
Q — Hid any of the police assist you ? 

A — No, I got no assistance fiom any native 
Q — ^Were the shops shut oi deseited as you passed ? 

A — The shops were open, I saw natives leaving them with clubs, 

No 40|- — Deposihon of Gunner Wtlhams Caldwell, of the Sid Tioop, 2nd 
Brigade Soise Artillery — Gunner Williams Caldwell being sworn, states — I 
was in the Suddei Bazar with Gunner McQuade on the evening of tlie 10th of 
May 1857, between the hours of 6 and 6 o’clock, it was neaiei 6 We saw a 
crowd of natives running and shouting ayah, ayah, we thought they meant fire 
and looked about us A Tiooper of the 3id Cavahy galloped past us and said 
something which I did not cleaily lieai A Euiopean also past us, and told 
us to lun foi our lines, as the sepoys had turned out We were then in about 
the centie of the bazai We lan as hard as we could, but immediately we 
tuined we weie attacked by the natives, passing through a lane I was knocked 
down with a stone oi piece of kunkui by a native I then lan about twenty 
yaids, after I got over the blow, and was attacked by a chuppiassie, I wms wound- 
ed in the hand I was behind Gunner McQuade, and saw anothei policeman 
attack him, making a cut at him with a sword whilst passing him. I did not 
see more, as I was then knocked down by the policeman, who wounded me I 
got a biickbat, and then none of them ventuied neai me 

Q — Gould you recognize the cbuppiassies oi policemen who attacked 
Gunner McQuade and youiself ? 

A — No, I could not, I was in a hurry to get away fiom them 
Q — How do you know they were chupprassies ? 

A — By then uniform. 

Q — Hesciibe it ? 

A —Blue coat and yellow pantaloons, a daik leather belt round then 
waist, with a brass buckle in fiont, they had led tuibans^ 

Q — Hid any of the police come to your assistance ? 

A • — No, not one. 

Q — When you flist entered the bazar, was eveiything quiet and oideily ^ 
A — Yes, It was, and we had got up neaily to the centre of the bazai 
wheie there was a sepoy guard, when I obseived natives running and shouting, 
Q . — ^When did they commence closing then shops ^ 

A — Immediately the people began shouting, ayah, ayah. 

No 41 — Deposition of Gunner James McQuade, of the Srd Troop 2nd Bri- 
gade Horse Aitilleiy — Gunner James McQuade being swoin, states — On the 
night of the 10th May 1857, between the hours ot 5 oi 6, I was in the Sudder 
Bazar with Gunnei Caldwell, the bazar was tlien quite quiet, the shops open .as 
usual. About ten minutes aftoi we had entered the bazar, near the middle of it, 
and had just purchased some things at a shop, on leaving it we saw a laige crowd 
of natives aimed with sticks. A sowar of the 3id Cavalry in uniform oveitook 
us, and said “ Jao sahib, sepoy bobbery kuita” we went towards the kotwally, 
wheie theie was a flag, but weie opposed by a crowd of natives in that 
dnection, there ueie four sepoys wuth fixed bayonets, wm theiefoie tuined 
louud and bioke thiough the ciowd in oui leai , we were lepeatedly struck 
with sticks, but managed to get clear We had gone about 300 yaids when 
we met a policeman aimed with a swoid, I passed next to him, he diew bis 
suoid and made a cut at me, I was lunning, and thiew myself down to 
avoid the blow , I sprung up and lan, he followed me, and made anotlier 
blow, which I again avoided, then an old man with a stick inteifered and 
kept the policeman back We then got’ clear of the bazar, and made our 
way to the lines by the Koman Catholic Chapel,

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Q —Could you lecognize the pohcetnan ? 

^ — Yes, I think I could, if I saw him again. 

Q — Can you descnbe him, and how he was dressed ? 

A — He was tall and had a long thm face, was dressed in a blue coat, and 
light yellow pantaloons, a belt round his waist, and soit ot red tuiban round 
his head 

Q — Did any of the policemen give you assistance ? 

A — No, not one, though I saw many of them, but this was the only 
policeman that attacked me 


No. 42 — Deposition of Gunner Thomas Craiofoid of the Zrd Company 
Qtli Battalion of Aitilleiy — Gunner Thomas Ciawfoid heing siooin, states — I 
was in the Suddei Dazai of Meeiut , on the night of the 10th May 1857, 
between 6 and 6 o’clock, Guuneis Dunn and Oonolly were with me Oonolly 
was killed in the Sudder Bazar that evening, Dunn was wounded and is now 
at Delhi. We had passed thiough the bazar and were returning, when we 
saw natives lushing out of their houses shouting, we had got about thirty yards 
v hen they commenced tliiowing bricks, but we managed to get about half 
way thiough the bazai , when I was knocked down by a native with an iron- 
bound stick my companions were then ahead of me I got about thiity or forty 
yaids, when a chuppiassie standing on the side of the street made a cut at me 
with lus swoid I had lost my cap wdien I was first knocked down, and was 
thus wounded in the head, and again fell I was battered about with clubs till 
tliey thought I was dead and left me When I came to myself I got up, and 
aftei going about 100 yaids oi more I saw Dunn attacked by a number of 
natives, but could not see Oonolly, the natives kept throwing stones at me, 
and did not follow me beyond the budge, near the Homan Catholic chapel , 
Dunn had just got to the budge and waited for me 

Q — Could you lecogmze the man whom you call a chupprassie and w’ho 
wounded you? 

A — No, I w'as too much stunned to do so 

Q — How do you know he was a chupprassie ? 

A — By the long blue coat, and he had a black belt with a brass plate , I 
do not lecollect the colour of his pantaloons or his turban, but remarked the 
blue coat and biass plate 


No 43 — Deposition of Gunner James Butler of the 2nd Company, 2nd 

Battalion Ai tiller y — Gunner James Butler being sioorn, deposes as follotos 

On the evening of the 10th May 1857 I was in the Sudder Bazar at Meeiut. 
I am not quite sure of the time, but I think it was neai 6 Gunners Cairns, 
Benson, and Coirigan weie with me, we had passed the pop shop when we 
met a Chiistian Diummei of the Native regiment who told us to make to our 
lines as quick as we could, as the Native regiments had iisen, we turned back, 
and Benson, who was leading, turned down a lane, thinking it would take us 
out of the bazai, hut ve found we could not get past, returned to the main 
stieet, and found it lined with natives aimed with clubs, wlio struck at us 
when ue passed I soon missed my companions, I was often knocked down, 
hut managed to get awav, till I was attacked by two men, one was a policeman, 
the otliei I do not think was one, as he had no uniform on, the policeman I 
recognized, and he has been hung 

Q — ^Did any of the police come to your assistance ? 

A — No, not one 

Q — “What became of youi companions^ 

A — Cairns and Benson were killed in the bazai, and Coirigan was killed 
at the siege of Della. 
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No 44 — Deposition of Mrs. Emma MarJwe, loidovo of Pensioner John, 
Marhoe^ of Meerut — Mi s Emma MarJcoe being sworn, states — Tliat on the 
evening of the 10th of May, at a little aftei sunset, just about dusk, a mob of 
about 100 01 more of natives, some armed with swoids, weapons, and daggers, 
others with non bound latees, rushed into my house, seeking a pool wounded 
artilleryman, M'ho had taken refuge theie, having received three severe wounds 
on the head and sbouldeis I bid him in the coiner, the mob seeing the bloody 
clothes, which had been taken off the poor man laying on a chair, took them 
up and threw them on me, saying ho is hid here, show us the kafirs, we will 
kill the Eeiingees, enquiiing also for my husband They seized me, knocked 
me down, and tried to ill-tieat me, on which I called out to my husband, see- 
ing him rush out with a stick they fl.ed. I got another stick, and we went out 
to shut the gate, whilst I was doing this, a man with a swoid wounded me 
twice on the head, my husband put up his stick to save me, and his hand was 
cut , we then went back to the house, and hid in the bed-ioom, the mob broke 
open the gates and again enteied the house I peisuaded my husband to get 
through the window and hide in the garden, the aitilleiyman followed him, 
the mob by that time got into the bed-ioom, I was knocked down by sticks, 
and so severely beaten, I fainted away, how long I remained insensible I can- 
not say, but when I came to my senses I opened my eyes and saw the mob 
plundering my house , on then leaving the bed-room, I took the opportunity 
of getting out at the window , I could hardly walk, but went in search of my 
poor husband, and in a garden close to the wall of the house occupied by 
Mungul Sain, the poitiait painter, I found his body , he had one leg hanging 
ovei the vail, as if he had tiled to get over, when he vas killed by a seveie 
swoid cut, nearly dividing the neck, I then returned to the garden, and hid 
there till the next morning 

Q — Could you recognise any of the party who attacked you ? 

A — If I saw the pox marked chupprassie I think I could swear to him , 
he Caught hold of my hand saying I only get four rupees as a chupprassie, is 
that enough to feed and clothe me, but we will now kill all the kafirs, making 
use of dreadful abuse against Cliiistians 

Q — Did you see any of the Cantonment Police with the mob ^ 

A — I could not swear to any, though I saw men diessed in blue coats 
with black belts, and I think reddish turbans. 

Q . — Did you receive any assistance from the Cantonment Police ^ 

A. — No, not one came to my assistance 


No 45 — Deposition of Mrs Elizabeth Cahill,widoio of pensioner M Cahill, 
of Meeiut — Mrs Elizabeth Cahill being sworn states — Between 6 and 6 o’clock 
of the evening of the 10th May 1857 I heard filing in the direction of the 
cavaliy lines , a little after sunset, just as it was getting dusk, a large mob of 
natives, I should say more than 100, some with swoids, others wuth non bound 
latees, lushed into Mis Maikoe’s compound, where I was residing in one of 
her houses I lan towmid the gate to escape, but was met by the mob, and 
was seized by a chupprassie, who threatened to kill me with a dagger he had 
if I attempted to proceed further , he dragged me from the gate to my house 
about ten yards, and told me to give him up my keys I replied my diaweis 
were open, the mob rushed in, and commenced plundering, another chup- 
piassie, who was with the mob, asked me if I would become a Mahomedan , 
to save my life I said I would , he tiled to diag me into an empty room, but 
on mj struggling against him, he ran me through the thigh wnth his sword, 
he then made a rush at Mis Maikoe, and I ran out to tiy and get over the 
nail of the compound A sikelgui made a cut at me and wounded my shoulder 
A blacksmith, who lived close to me, took hold of my hand and helped 
me ovei the wall with Mis Millar, and hid us both in his house, where we 
remained till the next morning 
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Q — Could you recognize tlie two clmppiassies ^ 

^ — Yes, I could, tlie first man who attacked me was a short stout man, 
with veiy dark complexion , the second man, who stabbed me was pox marked, 
and of a lighter colour than the fiist 

Q — Have you been able to trace these men ? 

j_ _I went to Mr Gee’s and Mis Ludlam’s to see their chupprassies, 
as they reside close at hand, and heaid that Mi Gee’s Moonshee and two of 
his cbuppi assies had lun away 

Q — Hid you see any of the cantonment police with the mob ? 

— X saw two or three men with blue coats, black leather waist belts, 
and led turbans, but cannot tell whether they belonged to the cantonment 
police 

Q — Did the cantonment police afford you any assistance ? 

J — No, not one, though a number of them are stationed w'lthiu 100 
yards of the place 

Q — Wheie is the blacksmith that gave you shelter ? 

A — He was hung for setting file to Mis. Maikoe’s house 

Q — Has the siklegur, who wounded you, been recognized ? 

A — No, there was, I hear, a numbei of them flogged and turned out of 
cantonments, if I saw him I would have him hung. 

Q —What has become of Mis Millar ? 

A — She died twenty days after of her wounds. 

No 46 — Deposition of Ml s E Daio, loidow of the late Overseer James 
Law, of Meeiut — Mis E Law being stootn, deposes asfolloios — On the night 
of the 10th May 186V, at a little past ten o’clock, just as my husband and 
myself had finished piayeis, all of a sudden our house was broken into by a 
mob of some two or three hundred natives, armed with swords, spears, and 
clubs We attempted to escape, they surrounded my husband, but I managed 
to get away, with a baby in my aims and fled towards cantonments. As I 
was escaping two men, both chupprassies in Government employ, one the son 
ot the man who supplied us with milk and buttei, and the otliei, chowkeedar 
of the school, debated about killing me, the first man said they had got quite 
enough in the house and was for allowing me to escape, but the otbei, uho 
had on a red tuiban, was for killing me Another mob of natives coming up 
at the time, these two men left me and returned to the house , they repeatedly 
struck and kicked me. In making my escape I received three wounds on the 
head, and a cut on my right arm I met Sergeant Foster of the aitilleij, 
who took me to the artillery hospital. 

My husband was murdered in the house and ray youngest girl , tlie 
eldest gill was almost cut to pieces, but lived till the next morning, a boy uas 
wounded, but recovered 

Q — Did you see any of the cantonment police with the mob P 

A — When I fiist came out, I saw thiee men dressed in blue coats and red 
turbans that I thought w'ere cantonment policemen, but I was so agitated at 
the time that I could not swear to them 

Q — Did any of the cantonment police give you assistance ? 

A — No, not one. 


No 47 — Deposition of William Foster, Dull Seigeant of the Arlilleiy — 
Sergeant William Fostei , being sworn, states — On the night of the 10th May 
I found Mis Lvw and escoited her into the aitilleiy baiiacks , she was wmund- 
ed — this was between 10 and 11 o’clock , about 1 or 2 a M of the 11th, I 
heaid the noise of a laige mob advancing from the sapper lines towards the 
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foot aitillevy barracks They fired Bull Seigeant Stoiey’s bungalow, and came 
ton aids the foot artilleiy baiiacks with toi dies I called on five goolandaz 
leciuits to aid me and beat the mob back, theie weie, I should say, about sixty 
or seventy natives, some of them had toiches, they weie armed with speais and 
clubs, except the men who headed them, about six, who ei e dressed in the police 
unifoim They bad on blue coats, light yellow pantaloons, waist belts and 
plates, these had swoids in then bands The goolandazes shouting out, as if 
a leinfoi cement nas at hand, made the mob thiow down the piopeity they 
weie plun deling fiom Seigeant Storey’s bungalow and lun The policemen 
called on them to stay, and a man who was not in the police unifoim diessed 
in clean white clothing, was voiy active and appealed to command, I should 
have taken him for a cotu al, oi bazai chowdiv I took two piisoneis, and 
made them ovei to Captain Light, who had come up by this time with some 
caiabineeis and iifles Captain Light oidered them to be made ovei to the 
native non-commissioned otficeis of the quaitei-guaid, until he had time to 
see about them. 

Q ' — Could you recognize and swear to the police that were with the mob 

A — It IS a haid thing to sweai to men whilst engaged in a bustle, but 
the man in white, uho appealed to command, and one of the men in police 
unifoim, a tall awkward man, pox maiked and swaithy, I could swear to, if 
I saw them 

Q — What made you distinguish these two fiom the lest^ 

A — The man in white spat at me and abused me, calling me feiringee 
sooi , he cut at me with his swoid, and the tall man in police unifoim cut at 
me tliiee oi four times, but I being aimed with a fursee, a long kind of battle- 
axe, taken in the Santhal wai, he could not get at me. 


No 4.8 — Deposition of Sergeant William Rarioood of B M's 60^7* 
Jhfes Sergeant William Bai icood states — On the night of the 10th May, 
I accompanied the tioops to the sepoy lines, wdien the native legiments muti- 
nied, on letuimng thiougli the bazai, we found two bodies much mutilated, 
they still had then clothes on, but was almost cut to pieces 

The following morning, I accompanied the paity sent out to leconuoitie , 
we moved down in the diiCction of the sepoy lines befoie we leached them , 
we found foui bodies much disfigured by seveie cuts, and wounds all ovei their 
bodies , they weie partly dressed Aftei passing the lines, we w'eut towaids the 
jail, and found some eight bodies , one of them was a female , she was much cut 
about the body and breast, and in letuining tbiough the sudder bazai, two 
more weie, I believe, picked up 

As we passed througli the suddei bazar, it appeared partly deseited, but the 
city was densely ciowded 


No 49 — Deposition of John Greeny a Native Christian, resident of Sii - 
dhana — On Sunday, the 10th of May, wlien the mutiny bioke out, I was in the 
Meeiut Suddei Bazar, about 6 pm, suddenly the sounds of musketiy and of a 
gieat iipioai was heard from the lines of the native legiments , laige volumes 
of smoke lose up, the people appeared amazed, I was also much astonished 
and moved on towards my house A little beyond the Bisautee mosque, I saw 
foui Euiopeans, two of them weie in fiont, and two about foity paces behind , 
the foimei managed to get cleai, but a police cbow'keedai stationed at the cliowk, 
called out “kill the Euiopeans,” stept forw\aid, aud stiuck one of them with 
his stick, on which Imndieds of Koonjias and otheis followed his example, and 
he fell , the shop-keepers now commenced shutting up then shops , I saw the 
other European struck with sticks, but left the place immediately fiom feai , 
all night long I heaid cries of "the Mahomedee flag has been laised, let all 
the Euiopeans be slam ” Thiice the mob attempted to force my dooi, but w'ere 
unable to do so, it being a stiong one.

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the house. Tlie party then went inside, and took what suited them. Namdar 
Khan had a bundle under his arm, rode my mare himself, and offeied my car- 
nage hoise to another Nujjeeb of his guard, setting file to ray carnage worth 
Ptupees 400 and to my bungalow Both my hoises weie valuable, the mare 
worth Rupees 300, and the horse Rupees 200 Another mob followed them, 
I lecognized them as Khoomrahs, and other people with some policemen, 
nearly all Mahomedans, shouting “All, Ali, aj mailiahaie kafronko ,” in them 
were lecognized Mungul Khan and Peer Khan, chowkeedars , my faithful ser- 
vant went again near them, and assuied them that I was not at home, these 
plundeieis also lobbed my propeity and set fire again to the bouse, mIiicIi was 
not burnt down wlien fired by thejail paity , a thud mob also came , they weie 
Lodlias mostly, among them was recognized Munphoolla, a converted Moosul- 
man, he had a sepoy’s musket with bayonet on, and one Bussunta, Lodha, and 
some people, chowkedars , they committed the same depredation as the two 
fiist mobs did I at last thought best to leave my compound, and go where 
my family had gone, as there was no end of the insurgents coming into the 
compound I jumped over my compound wall, disguised by my servant’s 
“chuddei ” I ii anted to go and see the fate of my lelation, Mr John Aiot, 
horse merchant, but when I came near the bungalow of Bebee Paibuttee, I 
saw almost eveiy Lodha, both of Boolaki Mundee and TJttharaghui, standing 
armed near the police chowkee. I saw a corpse lying there, which I believe 

was that of Mrs , the natives were laughing, and about seven paces 

from there was poor Mr Hughes, a Government pensioner (formerly clerk of 
the Moozuffeinuggei Magistracy), lying dead in native clothes, which Moonshi 
TJsgui Ah gave him, that be might be saved Mi Hughes had cuts on bis hands 
and neck. I could not go any further, and seeing the case of Mi Hughes, 
that he was murdered even in native clothes, I took my way to the city, pass- 
ing the compound of the kotee called elephant sergeant’s , near it I saw the 
corpses of two women and a man, all Europeans , I believe he belonged to the 
Engineering Department, the women were shamefully treated, then clothes weie 
burnt I lemained there till day light, when my chowkeedar came and asked 
me to accompany him to his village for a day I consented and went with 
him to Ins house, in the village of Panchlee, where I lemained three days , he 
was a servant ot mine of course, but other men of the village also treated me 
with kindness and supplied my wants The Meerut police acted most shame- 
fully throughout , in no case was life saved or property secuied by them , they 
themselves were as deeply engaged in acts of not as the mutineeis and insur- 
gents Mr John Greson, of Siidhana, who happened to be here on the 
lOth May, told me tliat he saw some sudder kotnalie chowkeedars beating 
Euiopean soldieis with clubs, and he thinks killed one of them in his presence 
The police failed to exert themselves in recovering plundered property, for I 
know I lost all I had, but nothing has been lecovered 


No. 61 — Deposition of Angelina Hughes, widow of the late pensioner 
Hughes, resident of Cantonment Meerut, Chowkee No 5 — On the 10th of May 
about 7 J Ai 5 upwards of 300 men (Lodhas, Chumars, Pulladars, butchers, 
rebel sepoys, and policemen) attacked my house, situated near the elephant 
sheds, seized Usgur All, owner of the house, and used violence to make him 
point out the Christians, a little before the attack, he had disguised and 
concealed us Upon his replying, none were there, they searched the house, 
my husband had fled, I after waids heard ho had been murdered by the tomb 
of Aboo They plundered property to the amount of Rupees 1,200, and burnt 
the bungalow Notwithstanding his heavy loss on our account, Hsgur All, at 
my request, took me with his wife to the city, and kept us there 

Q — Did you lecognize any of the police engaged in the attack on your 
house ? 

A. — I only recognized Mohiboolla, who lived in our neighbourhood 

Q, — Did none of the police give you any assistance ? 

No, none of them helped us at all. Usgur Ah fed and protected us, 
to the best of his ability. 
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No ^2 —Deposition oj^ Usgiiv Ah, son of Syud Alher Ah, resident of 
Meet lit Cantonment, age thiitg i/eais— On the 10th of May last, when the in- 
surxection commenced, 3 or d.00 Lodhas, Cliamais, Pulladais and sepoys attacked 
my bungalow, caught me, and asked wheie the Ohnstians weie, who lived in 
my house. I lephed, none lue theie, upon w-luch one of them, whose name 
1 do not know, stiuck mo with his stick, and another dicw his swoid, but I 
w'ould not point out the Ghustians I disguised them in natnc clothes, bid 
tliem in a field, and myself sepaiately , they robbed me and burnt my bungalow 
At the request of Mis Hughes, I took hei to the town, not knoiving where 
hei husband w’as, but heard three days after that he had been niuideicd neai 
the tomb of Aboo 

Q — Amongst the mob did you see any of the police ^ 

A — Tes, I saw' two men iii police unifoim, but do not know then names , 
if the police were not implicated would they have not assisted us 

Q — Desciibe the two men. 

A. — Amongst the pliindcicis, I recognized two in police uniform , I do not 
know' their names, but can describe then persons, and also that of another, 
named Mobiboolla, who lived ncai my house, and broke nn non box, with the 
assistance of otlieis, if be were taken, he would giic you full infoimation of 
ail that occurred 

Hindoo, age about twenty-eight yeais, fan, bioad foichcad, wide eyebiows, 
long nose, eoipulont, middling height, small mostaches, wore a blue coat, had 
on a dhotee, aimed with a swoid. 

Mussulman, tawncy complexion, bioad foroliead, lean cheeks, long nose, 
whisker with a beard, thin, age about thirty-fiie yeais, wcic a blue anga, 
yellow trowsers, with a doputta ou head, and staff in his hand 

Mobiboolla, yellowish colour, broad foichcad, wide eycbiows, tall and fat, 
age about twenty yeais 


No 53 — Deposition of Sitdasool, Mahe —On the lOlh of May 1S57, I 
was on the top of TJsgui All's house, in which Mrs Angelina Hughes lived ; 
about 6 o’clock twelve or thiiteen sowais, and a mob consisting of Chamars, 
Lodhas and Police chupiassios, came and took TJsgui Ah piisoncr, and asked 
him who lived in the house, ho told them that thcic weic no Euiopeans 
there, only natives , they then set fiie to the house and let TJsgur All go 
He and two ladies were hid in the garden under a tiec 

Q , — Did you recognize any policemen in the mob ? 

A — No, but I saw Chadie, Punsarie, and Mumpholla, Chamar, and 
Chudda, Bunia 

Q — How far is the police chowkec from youi house ^ 

A • — I do not know 

Q — How did you know that there were policemen in the mob ? 

A — ^Because there wexo men who had on the police uniform and breast 
plates 

Q — What did they do, and how many of them weie theie ? 

A — I do not know , theie was a great crowd of them 

Q — Weie any of the Lodhas that hied befoie youi house in the mob ^ 

A — Being frightened, I w'ent and sa't down a good distauco off, and 
could not distinguish any of them. 


No 54 — Deposition of Dahoo Coglash Chunder GJiose, resident of 
Jalianabad.—l was in my shop behind the Cotwalie, in the Suddei Bazai, about 
6 o’clock in the evening hearing a great uproar I went into my shop, shut 
the door and sat down, warning the chowkeedars of my house to be on the alert. 
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In tlio middle of the night, a mob of about 150 men came to my house, brohe 
open the lock and enteied, where I, Prosono Ooomar Baboo, and Issan Singhee, 
since returned to Caivnpooi, Kullian (ciiowkeedai) a Lodha, who is in the city, 
anothei beaiei, a Biahmin, my seivanta (now gone home) weie piesent , as the 
mob enteied, I lan out and went to a tailor’s, who lives in the Sudder Bazar; 
Piosoiio Ooomar went up a tiee and concealed himself The mob burnt the 
roof of one house, set file to the office, spilt the wine, and burnt the cases in 
which It w'as kept, plundeied the plates and money, and smashed all the glass 
doois, when my chow’keedar went andiepoited it to the Cotwal, Dhumna Sing, 
he with about tw'eiity-eight men came to the gate and called out, wdio aie 
theie, upon which the mob immediately dispeised The Cotw'al did not make any 
pnsoneis, noi take any fuithei notice of it. This I hcaid fiom my chow'keedar 
when I returned 

Q — Did you hear of w hat persons the mob consisted ? 

A. — I heard fiora my chowkeedai that tho}’- were Goojuis. 

Ko 55 — Deposition of Kullian Chotoleedar, m sei vice of Coylash Chunder 
Chose, a resident of Meciiit 

Q — Wheie weie you on the 10th of May, when the mutiny broke out ? 

A — I was at Baboo Coylash Ciiunder’s, foi I w'as his chowkeedai 

Q — State tiuly what you saw on that daj ? 

A — At 6 o’clock the mutiny bioko out, I was lu the house, shut the gate 
and went inside , nt midnight, a mob of about 130 men broke open the gate, 
entered the compound, tliey then commenced plundcnng tlie piopeity. I saw 
a veij* laige mob, and was, thciefoie, unable to do anything I went and 
repoited it to the Cotwal, "who sent foui men with me, and himself following a 
short time after with about twelve more and turned the mob out, who had, 
however, plundered the property before he ariivcd 

Q — Wliat soit of men did the mob consist of? 

A — Goojuis, Jats, and othei \illageis 

Q — Gould you recognize the policemen that came with the Cotwal? 

A — I lecognizcd Bahai, a Mussulman, but no otheis 

Q — Did the Cotwal lescue any property and letuiii it to you ^ 

A — Koiie 


Ko 6G — Deposition of Dninam Singh, Mahajtin, resident of Meerut . — 
On Sunday, the lOih of Maj, at about 6 r 3i , I, Kullian Sing, and some 
others, whose names I do not lemembcr, w'ere sitting as usual in fiont of my 
door, w'hen all at once, some sowais of the 3id Liglit Cavaliy lode up without 
saddles, bare headed and aimed w'lth diawn swords and pistols, crying out, 
“ Babas, this war is in the cause of leligion, whoevei likes to join, come along 
with us,” uttering which, they passed on to the Shahiah gate 

Observing this with feai and dread, I wmnt inside, locked up the doois and 
got on the loot of my house , the noise and distui banco now became tremendous ; 
eveiy one shut up their houses and went on the loofs. 

We now heard the sounds of musketry fiom the diiection of cantonments 
and the jail, and it was rumoured that the sepoys had mutinied At sunset, 
files were seen, and we heard of the customs house being buiut By this time 
the sow'ais that had gone tow’aids the Shahrali gate, leturned with about seventy 
or eighty convicts in puson unifoim , 6n the aiiival of whom a gieat uproar 
ensued , meanw'hile, came a mob of bad characters, compiisiug Mahomedans, 
Pulladais from the gunge, and anothei of butcheis with stones, came from the 
Goozree, shouting. Yah Alil Alil pait of whom went through the Komboh gate 
towards the Sudder Bazai, and part to the tehseel, great noise and tumult now 
arose on all sides, and fiies appealed in every dnection. 

A CO 
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The sowars were roving about, saying they had burnt cantonments, de- 
stroyed the Electric Telegrapb, and the British dominion had ceased to exist, 
which declaration caused great alarm in the city After two hours, the same 
bad characters, who bad accompanied the sowars, leturned laden with booty, 
the butcheis taking bullocks along, this continued all night 

The next morning it w^as found that the Europeans were all in the 
Eumdumma, and making arrangements foi restoring order, this frightened the 
rioteis, so that two or three dajs after they threw out all the plunder they had 
acquired, casting some befoie the doois of lespectable men’s houses; all pi o- 
perty thus recovered was carried into the Dumdumma A few days afterwards, 
some of the bad characters went off to Delhi, some escaped, and otheis 
remained here 

Q — ^Did you lecogmze any of the bad characters. 

A — I looked attentively at them, but do not remember all their names 
I could, however, recognize by their faces, Ohunda, Mussulman, Boolakee, 
Gheesa, Ghunda, Nathooa and Nunoah, butcheis of the city, with moodasas 
and dhotees lound their loins, togethei with several others, composing a large 
multitude, roving about shouting Yah Alil Ah! These very bad char acteis 
wounded the Maha 3 uns, Lalla Nund Ram and Rahtoo Mull (while coming 
from a village) with sticks and swords , they reached their houses with the 
gieatest difficulty 

All these things Kalyan Sing and myself saw from the' top of my house 

Q. — ^Did you hear anything more about the mutiny ? 

A — Aftei the mutiny it was disclosed that a little before it occurred, a 
sowar of the 3rd Light Cavalry rumoured it about that 2,000 sets of iron chains 
had been piepared foi the sepoys, and that the European soldiers and artillery 
would come to imprison them, this report caused the revolt, and made the 
sepoys fly without any previous preparation 

Q, — When and how did you hear this? 

A — One or two days aftei the revolt occurred it was much talked of, that 
rumours without foundation had ruined the sepoys, but I do not know who 
mentioned this 

Q — Could you recognize any of the bad chaiacters, Pulladars and butchers ? 

A — ^Yes, I could recognize them, if tnev were here , many of the respect- 
able city people saw them, but are afraid to disclose w'ho they were 


No 67 — Deposition of Kulyan Singh, Mahajnn, resident of Meerut — On 
Sunday at about 6 p M., while sitting before my shop, all at once some five or six 
cavaliy sowars came on horseback with drawn swoids and pistols, calling out 
in a loud voice, “this war is in the cause of religion, whoever wishes to join, 
may come along with us,” uttering which, they went towards the Shahrah 
gate, getting alarmed, I closed up my shop and went to the loof. Great con- 
fusion now arose in the city, the inhabitants shut up their houses, and got on 
the flat roofs After a while, the sound of musketry came from the direction 
of cantonments, and it was rumoured that the sepoys had mutinied , files were 
also seen in the same diiection, and the customs house was burning. The 
sowars u ho had just previously gone to the Sharah gate now returned with a 
large multitude of prisoners and bad characters, the noise and disturbance 
lasted all night. 

Q — Give particulars of what you saw, and how you recognized the 
prisoneis ^ 

A — They wore the usual prison uniform, and those who accompanied 
them u ere Mahomedans, butcheis, Pulladars, &c., of the city, shouting. Ah! 
All 1 our religion has revived The Pulladars were chiefly those of Khoorja I, 
moreover, heard that the cantonment had been reduced to ashes, the telegraphs 
2 dstroyed, and the British rule overthrown. 
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Q — "What did the mobs do ? 

A. — Some weie running towards the tehseel, and some towards the Sadder 
Bazai j after two or three hours they returned, the Pulladars of Khoorja, 
Dairying loads of plundered property on then heads, and each of the butchers 
during five or six bullocks 

Q — Bid you recognize any of them ? 

A — I saw numbers of bad characters, but do not recollect their names ; 
many of them aie not now in the city. I might, however, lecognize some of 
them, if they weie hi ought forward Chanda, Mussulman, Gheesa and Boola- 
Ichee, butchers, fiequently passed by the place where I was standing They 
had sticks in their hands, woie moondasas, and weie walking about, making 
a great noise 

The next day the civil administration resumed its usual course; the bad 
characters, getting alarmed, began throwing out the plundered property into 
bye-lanes and streets, all which was collected and taken before the authorities 

Some of the bad characters fled to Delhi, and others went wherever they 
best could. We were much alarmed at this sudden revolt, but happily some 
four days after, the Commissioner came and talked encouragingly to the inha- 
bitants, who as usual derived much comfort and assurance from his conversa- 
tion 

Q — Did you hear anything before the outbreak ? 

A — No, nothing, but that the sepoys had shouting refused to bite the 
cartridges, and weie in consequence impiisoned After the mutiny, I heard 
that a few hours previously a sowar had set it about that 2,000 sets of irons 
were being prepared for the sepoys, and that the European soldiers and aitilleiy 
were coming to deprive them of their arms and ammunition Hearing which, 
the sepoys bioke out into mutiny , all this I learnt after the outbreak 


No 58 — Deposition of Ruthin Lall, Mahajun, resident of Meerut — On 
the day of the outbreak, I was at my zemindaree village, called Sullapore, 
about fourteen miles from this, and about 6 pm; went in a bullock cait ; we 
leached Mouzah Galahur about 7 P. M , and near a well met a number of men, 
chiefly camp-followeis of the 3id Cavalry flying precipitately ; we enquired what 
had happened, and why they were flying , some of them replied that the troops 
at Meeiut had mutinied, fighting was going on, and the station burning, and 
advised oui not going there. We tried to stop some one, from whom to obtain 
information, but none would stay nor return to bring us news, so fearing the 
destruction of my house, I went forward, and shortly after saw a long way off 
prisoners hurrying away with irons on , I knew them to be such by the jingling 
of their fetters I hurried on and reached Meerut, and saw numbers of persons 
flying, but could not recognize any of them. 

When I leached Smithgunge, I saw great confusion and excitement, and 
observed about twenty or twenty-five sowars, some dressed and others not, 
going out of the city. I also saw a crowd of about 300 men, consisting of bad 
characters, Mussulmans and Pulladars of Koorja, shouting Ah I All ! They bid 
me stop the cait, and when I would not, seized the bullocks, and began using 
their swords , I received a cut on my left arm, another which took off the great 
toe of my light foot, and a third that struck me on tbe head; Nund Barn 
also received some blows from sticks, the driver now hurried us home. 

We found the doors of all respectable people’s houses shut, and the bad 
characteis roving about the streets. I lay unconscious all the night, but had 
my wounds dressed the next day by a Native Doctor 

Q — Could you recognize any of the bad characters ? 

A. — I recognized many of the Pulladars, but do not know their names. 
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]^’-o 69 —Deposition of Ram Nath, son of Binda Mali, resident of Sudder 
Bazai, Meerut —On the 10th of May, Sunday, at about 5| P M , 1 was realiz- 
ing my money as usual , all at once the sepoys ran from the Suddei IBazai, and 
It was noised about that the native regiments had mutinied , hearing this, I 
lan to my shop m the gunge, as I had money with me, and closed the doois 
at about 6 o’clock p m , eight or ten sepoys passed ovei the Begum’s budge 
(two of them were in unifoim but had muskets) to then lines fiom the direction 
of lutha guaid, meanwhile, the sound of filing was heaid, and conflagrations 
weieseen I was much surpiised The bungalow of the European leathei dealer 
was set on file The tumult incieased , I saw a crowd of about 150 budmash- 
es coming fiom the diiection of the bazar, headed by two oi thiee sepoys, with 
toiches in then hands, eight or ten luslied into the gunge, and passed through 
the south gate , seeing this, I went inside of the shop I lecognized Mowla 
Buksh,butcliei,Kalundei,dyer, and KhodaBuksh, Pulladar, who weie shouting, 
maio, maio, breaking to pieces the lanteins they met with , I kept quiet and 
sat in my shop At about 10 P H I was going to my house, outside of the 
gunge I met Been Mahomed, jemadai of the kotwali, and lequested him to 
take me to my house , he said, go, I am watching you , moreovei he mentioned 
that 3 ust then a gang of plundeieis had lushed into the Baboo’s house, situat- 
ed near the old chukla , the kotwal with Been IMahomed and some 30 chow- 
keedais went to the house and turned out the plundeiers I heard the next 
day fron Ausud All, Buffadar, that the budmashes took Rupees 200 from the 
Baboo, and that Behaiee chupprassie wounded one of them 

Q — Bid any one else lecognize the budmashes that were plundering in 
the Suddei Bazai ? 

A — That day the budmashes tieated some of the natives so disgracefully 
that it IS well known to almost all All the police must have recognized the 
plundeieis, who staid a long while at the Baboo’s place, and took money from 
him Jumna, goldsmith, whose house is situated close to the Baboo’s, knows 
the mattei I also lieard a Moonshee was killed at the camel sheds 

Q, — ^Bid you heai anj thing of how the levolt commenced? 

A — ^Aftei the outbreak, I heard that some one came from the direction of 
the bridge, calling out that the Euiopeans weie coming to take auay the 
magazine, hearing this, the sepoys lan fiom the suddei, and great was the 
contusion and bustle. 


No 60 — Deposition of Dahee Saliay, Mahajm, resident of Meerut, 
Sudder Bazar — On Sunday, 10th of May, between 5 and 6 pm, four sowars 
came from the dll ection of the lutha guaid, shouting out, they had broken 
open the jail, and buint tlie cantonments, and then galloped on ton aids the 
Suddei Bazai , shortly after, four or five sepoys came fiom the diiection of the 
Pay Master’s Office, crying out they had burnt all the bungalows , they weie 
followed by a crowd of fifty oi sixty men, shouting. Ah I Ah ! On seeing this, 
I put out the light of my shop, closed it up, and sat inside 

I could not recognize of whom the ciowd was composed, but it appeared 
to consist of Goojuis, butcheis, Pulladais, and others, and was headed by Kul- 
lun, alias Kullunder, a dyer I do not know wheie he at present may be 

Q — Were the policemen present at their posts P 

A — TJp to 9 o’clock I saw none of them, aftei which, on going home, I 
found them pati oiling as usual The next morning I heard that some bad 
characteis assembled at the house of a Bengali during that night, and cieated 
great disturbance , on hear mg of which, the cotwal and policemen went 
theie, so they might perhaps have lecognised some of them 

^0 61 — Deposition of Bhngwan Dass, resident of the Sudder Bazar, 
Meant On Sunday, 10th of May, at about 6 p m , I was sitting in my shop, 
when suddenly a gieat noise aiose, and I heard that fighting had taken place 
between the European and native tioojis. 
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Meanwhile, a sound of filing was heaid fiom the direction of the native 
infautiy lines, on which I closed my shop, at about 7 P M fiies weie seen, 
and I observed two oi three sowais coming fiom the diiection of the lutha 
guaid, with diawn swords and in uniform, shouting, “our fight is foi the 
cause of leligion,” they then went off 

At the same time, four oi five sepoys vith a mob of bad chaiaeters ap- 
pealed in the diiection of the Begum’s budge, shouting Yah I Ah, Ah, maio, 
maio, and bieakiug off all the lamps along the load, a great many fines now 
hioke out on all sides The bungalow that stands in the leai ot the gunge 
being set on fire, I informed its owner of the same, feaiing it might appioach 
the gunge , but he replied, he must remain quiet, as he could not help it. 

0, — What class of men were these bad chaiaeters? 

A — ^They appeared to be low people, such as pulladais, milkmen, cob- 
bleis, &c 

0, — Did you recognize any of them ? 

A — I saw Molla Buksh, Musulman, resident of the old bazai, Khoda 
Buksh, pulladai, and several others, whom I recognized at the time, hut whose 
names 1 have foigotten, having, howevei, once seen them I could maik them 
again 

Q — ^Were policemen present in the gunge at the time ? 

A — Only one policeman was posted at the gunge, and he was absent 

Q — Did you hear of anything having been plotted before the outbreak ? 

A — I heard nothing of the kind 

Q — Did you see anything more ^ 

A — Aftei 10 p M I saw Deen Mahomed, 3 emadar, and some buikundazes 
coming towards the gunge pati oiling. > 


No 62 — Deposition of Boodh Singh, resident of Sudder Bazar, Meerut — 
On the 10th of May I was sitting at the shop of ray master between 5 and 6 
p M , at once it was noised about that the native regiments had mutinied ; 
healing this, the sepoys who were walking in the bazar lan towards then lines , 
I beaid also that the Kotwally guaid made off to then regiment, aftei a while, 
a sound of filing was heard from the direction of the native lines, and the 
budmashes weie running about , seeing this I quietly sat on the chabootia of 
my shop About 7 pm, some sepoys and two or four sowais of the 3id Light 
Cavalry, accompanied by a crowd ot budmashes, luslied out of the bazar, shout- 
ing, All, Ah! The sepoys were saying that they had murdered the Eiuopeans, 
buint the cantonment, cut the electiic telegraph wire, broke open the jail, 
leleased the piisoneis, and cut off their fetteis, and whoever wished could go 
and help them , utteiing this, they passed on towards the bridge through 
Dal-ki-mundee , after a while they returned the same way they had gone, 
and made a rush towards the Kotwally thiough theSuddei Bazai The whole 
night the budmashes weie carrying away bundles of things on then heads 

0, — Where did these budmashes come from ? 

A — The budmashes weie chiefly pulladars, koonjras, butchers, and cob- 
blers of Sudder Bazar 

Q, — Besides them who else were concerned in the not ? 

A — After 9 or 10 p M the villagers of the neighbouiing villages rushed 
in 

Q, — Did you recognize any of them 

A — Nanno, pulladar, a great scamp, was at the head of the crowd; he 
has since been hung, and his fatliei, Lushkeiry, and Munwa and several others, 
whom I recognized, but I do not know how many of them fled , if they were 
here, I should be able to recognize them. 

A 61 
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Q —'What did tbe police do that night ? 

A Nothing was done by them, they weie equally lunning about 

Q — "Weie tbe police piesent as usual in Dal-ki-mundeo ? 

A — None were piesent there 

Q —Did you see any thing moie? 

A — h’lom feai I did not go out of my shop, howevei, I heard that in 
lear of the Deputy Oollectoi’s house, opposite the door of Mohun, cobbler, 
Mrs Couitney was muideied, many such matters occuiied, and many bunga- 
lows wiie set on fine, even the bungalow situated neai the gunsie was set on 
file, the tenants sent word to the onnei that the bungalow nas burning, and 
piobably the fiie would approach oui gunge, I replied it could not be helped 

Q — Has any one else recognized those budmaslies ^ 

A — Many must have seen them I heaid the following day that a ciowd 
of budmashes went over the house of a Bengali, living beliind the old chukla 
At the same time Ussud Ah (I do not know whethei he is an officer oi a 
chowkeddi), being accompanied with other policemen, went after them The 
said Bengali offeied Rupees 200 to the budmashes The police will be able to 
describe It fully, as they weie eye-witnesses of the fact Moreover, Jumna, 
goldsmith, resident of the same mohulla, has seen them all, as they passed his 
house The inhabitants in that direction must have recognized them, foi the 
budmashes stayed a long while there 

Q — Did you hear how this distuibance commenced in the Sudder Bazar ? 

A — Aftei the outbreak, I was told tiiat some sepoys oi sowars came 
running fiom the direction of the Regimental Bazar , they cued out that Euio- 
peans and guns were coming to take away the magazine fiom the native legi- 
ments, heaimgthis, as manv sepoys as were walking in the Suddei Bazar, pre- 
cipitatelj lan towards then lines, and at once the distuibance commenced 

0, — Wheie 18 Mohun, cobblei, in fiont of whose door Mrs. Couitney was 
muideied ? 

A — Mohun, cobblei, and his son, Mya^Ram, are living in Naipooia 


No 63 — Deposition of Soondur Dass, mei chant, resident of Meeiut — On 
Sunday, the lOih of May 1857, I was in my shop in the Suddei Bazar, when 
the guaid of the kotwally ran away, at about halt past 6 o’clock. I then took 
my family to oui house in the city, where we shut ourselves up 

Q, — Did you lose anything by the mutiny ? 

A — Yes, a house (No 173) was burnt and a good deal of property, about 
5 or 6,000 rupees woith plundered, and besides tiro banghies of cloth, wbich 
were with Esliui, son-iu-law of Buddree Dass, my partner. 

Q — At what time, in what place, and by whom, were these four bundles 
plundered, and nlio saw them taken? 

A — On the 11th May 1857, at about 8 o’clock in tbe morning, they weie 
plundtied behind tbe camel shed I believe the plunderers weie goojuis, 
cliamais, and bad chaiacteis Esuui Buldeo, a tailoi, and Kulloo and Bul- 
dewa, two bearers, rrlio earned tlie bundles, saw tliem seized, one of the beareis 
lias gone away, and the other may have obtained employment in the city since 
tlien 

0, — ^Did you lepoit tins to the Kotwal? 

A — No. 

Q — lYhy not? 

— Because I knew others must have lost their property, and vet had not 
reported it, therefore I did not 

Q — 3^0 you know any othei person w’ho lost his property? 

A.— No 
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Ko. 64. — Deposition of Uslmr, a merchant, resident of Futteealla — On 
tlie 11th of May 1857, the day after the mutiny, about 8 o’clock in the moin- 
ing, I took four bundles of clotlies from my shop in the Suddei Bazar to the city , 
Buldeo tailor was with me , when we ai rived behind the camel sheds, a mob 
consisting of about 160 men, chiefly Mahotnedans and Goojurs, met us and 
plundeied all that we liad , both myself and mv beaieis, who earned the bun- 
dles, weie stiuck two or three times by them , I lan away to the city 

Q — Did you lecognize any person in the mob ? 

A — I was fiightened and could not lecogmze any one 

Q — Did the beaieis lemain, oi did they lun away also? 

A — They both accompanied me to the city. 

0, — Did you report this to the Kotwal ? 

A — No, I did not. 

Q,-Why ? 

A — Because I knew other men must have lost their property, yet did not 
rep 01 1 it 

Q — Tell the names of those who lost Iheii piopeity ? 

A — I do not know the names of any 

Q — Name the beareis and wheie they now are P 

A — Kulloo IS in the city, but I do not know where Buldeo is 

No 65 — Deposition of Santa Singh, clinpprassie, being sioorn, he deposes 
That on the 10th of May, Sunday, at about 6^ p ii a sepoy came to the guaid 
in the Sudder Bazai, talking with them quietly and gently, but on returning 
to his lines told them aloud, should anybody detain them, not to mind , veiy 
soon after his going the sepoys of the guaid began to load their muskets 
The men of the Kotwally and neighbourhood were suipiised at this, but ven- 
tuied not to ask them the cause of it, meanwhile, flung commenced, and it 
was noised about that the native legiments had mutinied, the sepoys of the 
guaid raad“ ofi to their lines, bidding salam to the Kotwal, saying they weie 
going away, and whosoevei wished to accompany them, should not let the oppoi- 
1 unity slip , tnooi tin ee pi isoneis convicted loi some ciime lost no time in 
doing so, meantime, great tumult and upioai lose around Dhunna Singh, 
oideied his suboidinates to be on tlie aleit, as tliere was a distuibance, so 
neaily tliiity oi foity men prepared themselves We heaid that the sepoys 
who had just left the guard, shot two Chiistians neai the adda of beareis, but 
none went to see them , at this time crowds of budmashes, consisting of 
butchers, koonjias, and pulladars, &c , in duty clotlies began to rush out of their 
houses, and moved on ton aids the lines Dhunna Singli oideud all the chow- 
keedars to sit under the tiled loof and not to stand outside, we acted accord- 
ingly, at about 8 oi 9 P M a man came fiom the house of a Bengali, situated 
at the back of the Kotwally, behind the chukla of piostitutes, and said that 
the hudmashes and village people had set fire to the Bengali’s house, and weie 
plunder ing his property , heaiiug this, Dhunna Singh called as many as weie 
present there, and ordeied them to accompany him to the house of the Bengi^lj, 
they all went with him, met ivith opposition, and swoids were drawn on botli 
sides Dhunna Singh asked them who and what they were, they contemptuously 
asked him who he was, he replied, he was Dhunna Singh , they said, he uas 
in the iifle bazai, why did lie come heie, Dhunna Singh told them that the- 
Kotwal liad been suspended for biibery, and he was acting for him, Dlmnna 
Singh then told them to be off, they said, if then man who was put in the 
stocks at the Kotwally weie released and allowid to go auay with his things, 
they would he off Dhuuna Siugh sti icily piohibited his police from diaw’ing 
sw'ords against his liiend, and sent a roan to the Kotwalie , after a while, the 
piisonei came with his things, mz , one hoise, one inkstand, one sword, Dlmnna 
Singh made ovei his things to them and liberated the prisoner They vent 
towards the shootui khana, and Dhunna Singh returned to tlie Kotwally and 
sent guards consisting of lour choukeedais and one officer to patrol the bazar. 
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Q__Wlio was the prisoner liberated by Dbunna Smgb, and wby -naslie 
appiehended ? 

I do not recollect lus name, be was appiebencled on the evening of 

tbe revolt, and was In ought by an officer and some cliowkeedais to the 3Cot\i ally , 
be was put in tbe stocks by older ot DUunna Singh, and bis propeity kept in 
the Kotwally ? 

Q — Do you know who he was, and u hat wms bis caste and profession ^ 

A — As it was dark, I was unable to know who and what he was 

Q — "Who else followed Dhunna Smgh to the Bengali’s house ? 

A — Juswunt Khan, jemadar. Been Mabomed, jemadar, Assud All, duffa- 
dar, these thiee deserted , Moot tar Khan, duffadai, Sheochuiun Sookul, duf- 
fadar, these aie present in the Kotwally, Punchum Singh, and Behai ee Smgh, 
chupprasees, Sewa Singh, Bmda Smgh, Dabee Smgh, Amanut Ah, and Kauta 
Singh, chowkeedais, deseited, and several others, whose names I do not lemem- 
ber, followed JDhunna Smgb to tbe bouse of tbe Bengali 

Q — Can you trace out tbe man wlio was imprisoned in tbe Kotwally ? 

A — I will endeavour to tiace him out 

Q — Who else do you think can describe tbe prisoner ? 

A — I think Mooktai Khan, duffadai, will be able to give you paiticulais 
regarding the man, as be generally bad charge of all tbe pnsoners in tbe Kot- 
wally, and most probably Kunhya Lall, mobuin, who is now tiansfeiied to 
tbe aitillery bazar ebon key, knows about him 

Q — Who attacked the Baboo’s house and took the prisoner from Dhunna 
Smgh ? 

A — I could not recognize them, hut they appealed to be hudmashes and 
goojuis of the suriounding villages , had they not been goojuis, how could they 
recognize Dhunna Smgh, who was of the same tube. 

Q — It IS said that the Baboo gave some money to the plunderers, and that 
Behaiee Smgh wounded one of them, they also staid a long while talking with 
Dhunna Smgh, can you not give a minute account oi the above circumstances? 

A — I know nothing of the offer of money to the plunderers, but I lieaid 
from Assud Ah, jemadai,tbat Bebaiee Smgb, chuppiassee, uouuded one of 
them with his swoxd 

Q — Can infoi matron regaiding those plunder eis be obtained fiom any one ? 

A — Infoiraation iigarclmg them could have been had fiom tbe goojur 
police, as they must have recognized them, but I legiet to say, that all ot this 
tube have deserted. 

Q, — Why did you not state all this in youi reply taken on the 4ith of 
Januaiy 1868 f 

A — For fear I did not state the tiuth, besides all of us unanimously de- 
cided to depose to the same things, that is to say, that we weie all pati oiling 
and knew nothing of the distuibance, therefore I was also obliged to state in 
my reply what tliey bad deposed, so that no discrepancy might appeal 

Q, — During tbe night that tbe hudmashes were plundeung, did you le- 
cognize any of them f 

A — At about 11 1 ? M all was over at the Bahoo’s place, we, viz , Mookhtar 
Khan, duffadar, being accompanied with some chowkeedais, pioceeded towards 
the Nai Bazai, there we met Luchmun Singh, chupiassee of aubkary, who told 
Mookhtai Khan, duffadai, tliat aEuiopean leathei dealer and lus wife weie hid 
in his house, therefore 1 took great caie of this part of the bazai, the duffadar 
n hispered in my ears the above ciicumstance, oideung me to take gieat caie of 
them and let nobody know about it, and that he would aUo now and then 
patrol to tins Side The whole niglit I took caie of them and did not stir 
fiom my place, tlierefoiel was unable to seek out any of the hudmashes during 
the night On tlie morrow 1 appiehended about 16 men with plundered pro. 
peity near the kothee of Mahomed Sadig, and biought them to the Kotwally. 
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Q — W ere they punished ^ 

A — The Ootwal appropriated the plundered property, and let the plunder' 
ers go. 


Ko 66 — Deposition of LaiL Raniy chowheedar, at GhoioLie No 4 — I do 
not recollect the precise date when the mutiny occurred, about nine months 
ago, some Sunday aftei 6 r M Sounds of rausketiy weie heaid in the diiection 
of the infantry lines , hennngthe filing, the sepoys lan away with their pouches 
and muskets, leaving beliind their bedding A little before this, a sepoy came 
to the Ootn ally guard, and after he left the sepoys armed themselves. Nens 
came on of the mutiny of sepoys , Dhunna Singh ordered the chupprassies not 
to stir fi om their places 

Meannhile, two sepoys nithout uniform came to the shops of Sahib Singh 
and lloolas Roy uitli aims accompanied by a crowd of 200 men, and de- 
mand! d money fiom the shop-keepers (the owners went up-staiis) , tlie seivants 
told them tliat they had no money, at last Nund Ram, son of Saliib Singh, 
gave them seven lupees, then the sepoys went to the shop of Ram Hoolas, but I 
do not know what tliey got theie, thev demanded from other tiadesmen by the 
help of the butcheis, Pulkndars, &c , of iheSudder Bazar; at this time Dhunna 
Singh concealed himself close to the house of Ilmgun Khan, Cotual, who called 
him out Tlie sepoys made off, but the budmashes continued plundeiing At 
about 9 r it , only twenty men were present in the Ootwally, tlie otheis were 
absent, Dhunna Singh ordeicd them on patrolling duty, Ram Naiain, Dabee 
Singh, clionkeodais, Juswnnt Khan, jemadar, and mvself came to the chowk, 
where we met a butcher galloping past The hoise nas valuable, and appealed 
to have belonged to some Europivin , we took them to the Cotwal (Dhunna 
Singh), who made them ovei to Mookhtar Khan, duffadar (now' jcmadai) , the 
horse was lied up under a peepul tiee, and the rider was placed in custody 
Dhunna Singh said, why aio you making arrests, what will you have me 
strung up After a while, we caught a Goojni , he had a horse of some Euio- 
pcan, a sw'oid, an inkstand, a bundle ot papers At about 10 P M a ciowd of 
Goojuis, aimed with swoids and gundassa and lathees, came in through the 
kutua gate, although the tradesmen, Jusw'unt Khan, jemadar, and his police, 
who were eight in number including myself, tried to pievent them , w-e followed 
them , they came first to the shop ot Sadiq, merchant, and wished to bieak off 
the doors We asked tiie chowkeedars of the said meicliant, w-lieie then pistols 
and matchlocks were, and to call their masters, lieauug this, the Goojuis drew' 
tlieir swords against us, one of us ran to call Dhunna Singh, the Goojurs re- 
tained tow'aids the bazar, and came to the house of B iboo B'crbul, we le- 
tuined to the Ootwally , meanwhile a servant ot the Baboo Beeibul came into 
the Ootwally and leported that the B iboo’s house had been set on fire, and his 
piopeity pluudoied , hearing this, Dliunui Singh having taken eighteen or 
tvventy men with him, went over to the house of the Baboo, and saw it burn- 
ing on one side and plundeiing going on at the other, Dhunna Singh forbad 
them, on w' Inch swords were diawn on both sides, two of the Goojurs were 
wounded, one was wounded by Beharee Singh, chupprassie, and the other le- 
ceived a cut by Dabee Singh, since deserted The Goojurs letreated and said 
to Dhunna Smgli, thou hast called us, and now turn us out, veiy well, release 
om man now in confinement, and we will go away , Dhunna Singh made him 
over to them, and they retreated , ivith the exception of the sw'oid, everything 
was delivined to them Likew'ise, the other prisoner was also leleased with 
the horse, on winch Ramnarain chowkeedar remonstrated with the Ootw'al, 
saying, we with great difficulty ariest theiiad characters, and you set them fiee , 
about midnight, the bad choracteis went outot the suddei, and the disturbance 
Bub->ided , whatever occuired, I have laid explicitly befoie you. 

Q, — Tell the truth, w'lieie were the policemen, &c , during the not ? 

A — At that time about twenty men were present in the Ootwally, and 
the lest were absent, I do not know where they weieaud what they weie doing.

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Kadir Bulcsli, cliowlieedar, now a duffadar, was absent for three days, after which 
he returned, laid his tuiban at the foot of Dhunna Singh, calling him his father, 
and entreated to be forgiven , JDliunna Singh reprimanded him and excused Ins 
fault, this matter is well known to almost all Hindoos, Mahonaed ans and chupi as- 
sies of theCotwally, Sibba Singh, chowkeedar, Juman Singh, cbo\\keodai,Moorlie 
Singh, chupprassie, orderlies of Captain Cookson, Phowkwa, chonkeedai, and 
Debee Singh, chowkeedar, will detect the above matter. Wuzeer Khan and his 
brothel, deserters of Agra, aie full-brotheis of Mudeh Khan, duffadar of the 
Cotwally Wuzeer Khan is employed in the Ootwally, and his brother, whose 
name I do not know, is either in the bazar of the rifle or artilloiy I have 
never seen them, howevei it is no seciet, it is well known at the Cotwally. 
Hingun Khan entei tamed them both. Mudeh Khan was also absent duiing 
the night of the disturbance, eveiy one knows it Yussuf ^lussulman, who 
absented himself for a while duiing the upioar, received a sword-eut m his hand, 
has been dischaiged, and is lesiding with Uzuher Khan, Pulhan. Ho was 
turned out of tlie cantonment police lor laughing at a lady, wMio was riding 

Q — Who were the two men auested during the night of the disturbance? 

A — They were Goojuis, but I do not know then names and residence 

Q — Were their names not entered in tiie police diary ? 

A. — As they were leleased during the night, I do not think their names 
were noted down in the diaiy aftei the not I apprehended plundeiers and 
secured plundeied property, but Dhunna Singh and Mudeh Khan leleased the 
prisoners 

0, — Can you prove it ? 

A — It cannot be proved 

Q — Did you lecognize auy of the budmashes 

A — Qalunder Buksh, dyei, Elai Buksh, PuUadar, Hoosain Buksh, Pulla- 
dar, &c , amongst many, I do not lecolloct the names of them all, but will be 
able to lecognize them, if I see them again. 

Q — Why did you not state ail these things in your deposition taken on a 
previous occasion ? 

A — All the chupprassies and officers of police unanimously determined 
to depose alike 

Q — Which of the officers conspiied thus? 

A — Mookhtar Khan, jemadar, Behary Singh, jemadar, Raheero Khan, 
jemadar, and Mudeh Khan, duff idai , these arranged to say alike, thinking, 
that if disciepancies weie found in their deposiiioiis, they w’ould be liable to 
suffer death 

Q, — Is the above deposition true ? 

A —It IS all coirect, make any enquiry you like 


No 67 — Deposition of Dabee, a Lodha — When the mutiny broke out, 
I was at Nuthun’s, in the Sudder Bazar, between 1 and 2 in the morning, Nu- 
thun told me that there was a great disturbance in the sudder, and asked me, 
and Goolahi Lodha, to accompany him to the Deputy Collectoi’s house to 
bung some grass that was theie for his cattle, and told us he would pay us for 
doing the same As soon as we came on the wall, we saw butchers, chuppras- 
sies and coolies, some witli arms, and some without, running here and there, 
and a shoit distance on, under the walls of the Deputy Collector’s compound, 
near Sher Khan’s house, I saw three bodies of Europeans lying, one was a 
lady’s and two gentlemen’s, after this we entei ed the compound, and were re- 
turning with the grass, when I saw Slier Khan pass with a box under his arm, 
and a bundle on his head , he was bunging it evidently from the Oommission- 
ei’s house, I then went to the sudder.

Q — Did you see any one else besides Sher Khan carrying away plundered 
propel ty ? 

A — There was a veiy large crowd, and I was unable to make out any 
one else.

No 68 — Deposihon of Goolabee — On the day the troops mutinied, Dabee 
and mvself uero piesent at Nuthun chowkeedar’s, about thiee o’clock in the 
morning , he told us to follow him to the Deputy Collector’s compound, to 
bung some grass for his cattle, promising to pay us for doing so , we did so, 
and were returning with the grass, when I saw under the walls of the Deputy 
Collectoi’s house, and near that of Sher Khan’s three bodies, one woman’s and 
two men’s, I heard also a great noise The coolies, chupprassies and butchers 
were plundering I saw Sher Khan, with a box under his arm, and a bundle 
on his head, he was evidently bunging them from the Commissioner’s house, 
I then returned to udda 

Q — Did you see any one else besides Shei Khan plundering and carrying 
away piopeity, and could you recognize them ? 

A — Theie was a very large crowd, I was therefore unable to recognize 
any one, after that night I went to tbe city, but am still earning my food in 
the sudder 

Q — Since when did you know Sher Khan ? 

A. — Befoie the outbreak I was employed in mending the wall, and it 
was there where I saw him 

Q — Had you and Sher Khan ever quarrelled ? 

A — No 


No 69 — Deposihon of Sadha Singh, gardener — About eight or nine months 
ago, on a Sunday night, at 6 o’clock, suddenly I heard a great uproar , my 
master, the late Mr Gieatlied, Commissioner of Meerut, was in Ins house. About 
8 o’clock, a number of sowars came from tbe new jail , they set fire to tbe house , 
my master went up to the roof, I told Punchum, sirdar bearer, to get my mas- 
ter down, which he did, by a laddei, and brought him to the garden , I there 
secreted him with the memsahib and two other ladies, and in the morning 
accompanied them to the cantonments 

Q — Did you recognize any of those who burnt and plundered the house ? 

A — No, there was a great crowd , they shouted All, Ah, Mohomdee 1 I 
for fear leraained in the garden, watching over my master, and prevented any 
one from coming in , one attempted to enter, but I drove him out 


No 70 — Deposition of Baboo Bunseedlmr, writer in Major Williams’ 
Office — On the 10th of May 1867, about 6 o’clock, on Sunday evening, I was 
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at Major 'Williams’ house, which is situated near the Session Judge’s Court; 
all at once I heard a great uproar, and saw a number of men running from 
the sudder to the city, and fiom the city to the sudder, a little afterwards, 
I heard firing in the direction of the native cavalry hnes; I also overlieard the 
men that were passing say, that the sepoys had killed tlie Europeans. I now 
lieaid that the old jail had been broken open, and the prisoners let loose, heal- 
ing which I got up and went to the roof of the cook-house, fiom which I saw 
the sowars of the third Cavalry going on the Sooiujkoond road towaids the new 
jail , some had on their uniform , they had drawn swords , they were about thirty 
or foity of them , I heard them say, “ come along brothers nith us to the holy 
war ” When night set in, theso sowars with tlie convicts came and set fire to 
the Session’s Couit They then pointed to my master’s house, said that the 
Thuggie OfBcei lives there, let us let loose thopiisoners fiom there also, saying 
which, they went away, but the bad characters, witli latties and swords about 
fifty or sixty in number, came in and asked foi the prisoners , all of them joined 
the mob with their fetters, about fifty bad characteisplundeied the house, 
Juggun Nath, cliupprassie, took by foice a clock, which one of the mob was mak- 
ing away with , they then set fire to the house , all the property we could manage 
to take out, we did, and saved it, but the rest was either burnt oi plundered 


No 71 — Deposition of Juggun Nath, cJiapprassie in seivice of Major 
Williams, a Brahmin, lesidentof Doadpoor,claha Lnclcnoio — On the 10th May 
1867, at about 6 o’clock on Sunday evening, I uas at my master’s house, 
which is situated near the eiiy of Meerut At once I heaid a great upioai, 
and saw a great number of men running from the sudder tostiie city, and 
from the city towaids the sudder, a little aftei wards about foity oi fifty sowars 
came, some with uniforms on, on hoiseback fiom the direction of their lines, 
they took the load to the Soorujkoond, they went along calling out, “ come 
along brothers to the holy war” In the meantime my mastei's house nas 
set on fire; I then told Somaie, siidar bearer, to take out the piopeity, we 
were preparing ourselves to do so, when a mob consisting of about foiiy or fifty 
men with latties and swords came in , they asked, who lived in the house, «e 
told them that the master was not m it , both Somaie and myself began to 
take out the property, and to cany it to my house, which was about fifty or 
sixty paces off, by this time the house was in a blaze , all the pioperty 1 could 
take out and save, I did , I took by force a clock from one of tiie mob , the rest 
was either burnt or plundered. The convicts I did not see, therefore I do not 
know anything about them 


Deposition of Besaldai J Maioes, of the Militai y Mounted Police — On 
the afternoon of the 10th of May 1857, the day ot the outbicak of tlie Uoops at 
Meerut, two or thiee men of the 3rd Regiment of Light Cavalry to uhich I 
belonged, told me that the men of the legiment in a body ueie going to 
give in an application the next morning to the Colonel, and icqiiesi him to 
forward it to the General Commanding, to beg the release fiom confinement of 
the eighty-five prisoneis, and that if Government would employ them again, 
or let them go to their homes free, they would be willing to obey any oiders 
whatever that might be given to them To this I made answer, tliat I thought 
it would be a very good plan ” 

Naheative of events attending the outbreak or disturbances and the 
RESTORATION OP AUTHORITT IN THE DISTRICT OT MoZUrPERNUGGCR IN 

1857-58 

The 9th and 10th May 1.67 being holidays, Mr Berford, Magistiate and 
- Collectoi of Mozuffernuggur, went ovei to Saharunpoor to visit Mr Spankie 
At 6 p M on the 11th, an express sowar, sent by the late Mr Johnstone, 
Ofidciating Magistrate of Meeiut, ariived, giving intelligence of the mutiny 
at that place on the previous day. 
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Mr Berford left for Mozufifernii^gur that niglit , and on arrival was, as 
far as I can discover, told by tlie native officials the most exaggerated, indeed 
false, reports of the approach of the mutinous legiments, and of the imme- 
diate piesence on the outskiits of the city of large bands of dacoits 

Mr Beifoid at once ordered that all the Publie Offices should be closed 
for tliiee days They weie nevei again opened 

I cannot tell Mr Bei ford’s reason foi issuing this older I can imagine 
none moie likely to'pioduce what as a Distiict Officer be must have been most 
anxious to pi event It could only tend to unsettle men’s minds, to produce 
doubt, confusion and suspicion, make the people believe that we felt ourselves 
unable to cope with the outbreak, even at that eaily stage The lepoits fiom 
Meerut weie of couise incessant, and of the most ridiculously exaggei ated 
natuie, and weie eagerly swallowed by the hangers-on about the Public Offices 
The cutcheiiy is the usual place of gossip all who want news go there to 
seek for it, and the numbers ciowding to learn the latest intelligence fiom 
Meeiut were that day gieat Plaintiffs, defendants, witnesses, and idlers of 
all classes weie told, not only of the mutiny at Meeiut, but of the total 
destiuction of the Euiopeans there, and the oveithrow of the Government. 
They weie assembled fiom all paits of the district, and went to their homes, 
telling, in addition to the Meerut tales, the fact of all the Government Offices 
at Mozuffernuggur being closed, which produced a general impiession that the 
Goveinment rule nas suspended throughout the district 

Tins impiession, which had been iiidustiiously circulated by escaped con- 
victs and other disaffected peisons from Meeiut, was veiy geneially echoed by 
the people at Mozuffernuggur 

Bumouis of the rapid approach of mutineer regiments gathered ground, 
and in the absence of all letters, official oi piivate from Meerut, appear to 
have been pietty generally believed 

On the evening of the 12th Mr Beiford received information, which he 
consideied accuiate, that the convicts in the 3 ail would rise that night, and 
the town be plundered Eveiything was, however, at the time perfectly quiet 
He repaired to the bungalow of Mr J Halby, Head Cleik, and from there 
went out in the -jungle towards the village of Suiwut, where he lemained till 
inoining Nothing occurred that night 

On the 13th Mr Grant, Joint Magistrate and Deputy Collector, who had 
been in camp at Shamlee, arrived, having been called in by Mi Berford 

In the couise of the day, Mr Giant infoims me. Sergeants O’Parrell and 
Taylor weie sent for, and plans for the future discussed, the result of which 
■o^as that the wliole party, accompanied by Mrs. O’Pariell and her sister Mrs 
Hussey, and the Office Cleiks and their families, went to the tebseel This 
movement was huiiiedly carried out, in consequence of the gentlemen hearing 
from Ml Butterfield, Jail Darogah, that the jail guaid were in collusion with 
the piisoneis, and both intended to attack the bungalow This turned out to 
be utterly without foundation 

Tlie removal into the tebseel, Mr Grant now sees, was unnecessary, . and 
only gave confidence to the evil-disposed 

That night. Mi Grant’s and Sergeant Stewart’s bungalows were burnt by 
the villagers, and Ml Berfoid’s attacked, but the assailants weie easily kept 
off by the Magistrate’s guard. 

Mr Grant is of opinion that the impoveiished Syud zemindais of Mo- 
zuffeinuggui instigated the villagers to commit these excesses 

Property to a trifling amount was plundeied in the city during the night 
There was also a slight disturbance in the jail among the prisoners, but suc- 
cessfully lepressed by the guard Mi Beifoid, for their conduct that night, 
gave the jail guard a present of a month’s pay The party next moiniug 
peturned to Ml Berfoid’s bungalow.

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The Teliseeldar asserts that the disturbances' in the city might have been 
prevented, hut that he and all the rest of the Goveininent seivauts wore 
strictly prohibited by Mi Berfoid fioni leaving the tehseel 

Between 10 and 11 A. M the paity, I know not for uhat leason, again left 
the bungalow and retuined to the tehseel 

The Teliseeldar, Imdad Hossein, also slates, that his intention was, if pos- 
sible, to get the treasure into the tehseel, and that both Mi Berfoid and he 
spoke to the Havildar of the guaid on the subject, who agreed to its being 
taken at 2 p M that day (May 14th) This, nhen the time came, the sepoys 
refused to do, broke into the treasuie chests, and extiacted as much as they 
could lemove, having at fiist placed sentiies all louiid the premises to prevent 
any person airiving and inteifering with them when thus emploved The 
Soobadai, who commanded the party, which was composed of thirty-five 
sepoys of the 20th Native Infantiy, sent an abusive message to the Teliseeldar, 
saying that he had believed him to be a Mahomedau, but that he had pioved 
himsdf a kaffir, had eaten pig, &c , and that he and Ins men intended 
paying him a visit and squaiing accounts with him 

The plunder of the trcasuiy and the repoit sedulously spiead that a 
large paity of the 20th from Meerut had joined then comiades, and that a 
body of dacoits was rapidly advancing on the town, caused considerable con- 
stei nation Xo those collected in the tehseel, and to tlie Goveinment officials 
geneially They weie persuaded that the tehseel was no longer safe, and Mr 
Berfoid and Mi Grant proposed proceeding to Jowdie, the residence of tlieTeh- 
seeldar’s cousin, Casim All , and Mi and Mrs OTaiicll were on the point 
of staitmg for llooikee, but abandoned tlieir intention on healing that the 
road was closed about Chuppar Mr Gi.mt had actually staitcd lor Jowlie, 
accompanied by the Teliseeldai , but Mi Berfoid not joining them, they 
returned and found that officer had left the tehseel by a back entrance, and 
gone to the residence of some Syuds in Aboopoorah, a subiiib of the city, 
where Ml Grant states they w eie tieatod lespect fully and well They slept 
there that night, guaided bv half the jail sepoys, thiity in number, and 
returned to the tehseel next raoining (15ih) 

The amount of money plundeied fiom the treasury was Rupees 85,000. 
The treasury guard amounted to only Ihiity-five men It is clear that thev, 
wholly unprovided witli cairiage, and encumbeied with then aims and ammuni- 
tion, could not have removed much more than one-tliiid o{ the whole, as not a 
single sepoy of their regiment iiad ai lived, nor weie there any villageis pre- 
sent to assist tiiem They took aw ay as much as they could cany, and the 
lemaindei was plundeied by the town'^people and Mi Beifoid’s pnvate sei- 
vants The lattei lived m the adjoining out-houses, saw w hat was going on, 
and immediately on the departuie of the sepoys commenced on their own 
account The sepoys left quietly and unmolested I am of opinion that they 
miglit have been successfully attacked, when straggling in small parties along 
the road, encumbered with their plundei , and it is lepoited that Daood Khan, 
Duffadar of sowars, volunteeied to chaige them with his men, but ivas pre- 
vented by Ills supeiiov officer, the Jemadar 

The lemainder of the Government money was just as quietly plundeied 
The people were allowed to pour into the tieasuiy and help themselves No- 
body raised a fingei to prevent them, eveiybodv seems to have been paialjsed 
This indisciiminate plundoiing might, I think, undoubtedly have been pie- 
vented Had the Kotwalee burkundazes, tehseel cliupi assees, oi the thirty-five 
district sowais been taken or sent to tlie treasury, they would have pioied 
ample foi its piotection, or the safe removal of the money, stamps, &e 

It is veiy generally reported that the native officials received then share 
of the spoil, and benefitted largely by the robbeiy of tlie treasury Their 
uttei supineness and non-interference gives colour to the stoiy, but I have 
been able to prove it against only three individuals, a sepoy of the jail guaid, 
the compounder of the jail, and a tehseel chuprassee. 
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Towards evening on the 14th, Mr Berford, consideiing that his foice, 
which was solely composed of lus own and the Joint Magistrate’s guard, 
numbeiing twelve men, armed with muskets and bayonets, and the thannah and 
tehseel buikundazes, amounting to about seventy men, was insufficient, detei- 
mined on diawing off the jail guaid, and letting the prisoners loose Bugho- 
nath Singh, Jemadar of the Tehseel, was sent to the jail with oideis to the 
Native Officei Commanding the guard to at once release the piisoners, bring 
away all the sepoys for the piotection of Mi Berfoid and the othei Euio- 
peans this was at once done, and the men maiched to the tehseel, wheie 
thiity weie letained and thiity sent to Abcopoorali to Mi Beitord The 
villagers subsequently came in and destioyed the j ill barracks, caiijingoff the 
doois, sliutteis, and non rails 

Tins measuie, Mi Grant at the time consideied a giave mistake, though 
he says he may not have sufficiently opposed it If anything hid been want- 
ing to convince the people that the Government rule at Mozuffeinuggui had 
ceased to exist, this release of the convicts supplied it The inhabitants saw 
that they could with impunity commit any excesses, that nobody inteifered 
01 meddled with them, and that even the few individuals, who had been 
captuied by the sowars in the city on the night of the 13th, had been sent 
flee Mith the othei s 

The Civil, Oiiminal, and Oollectorate Duftuis were burnt by the people 
that night (May 14th), and Mi Giant is decidedly of opinion that the des- 
tiuction of the lecoids was brought about by the Syuds, and that these indi- 
viduals had spread the false tales of approaching rnutineeis and dacoits, and 
had induced them to take shelter in Aboopoorah, with the sole object of get- 
ting them out of the way, and buining the office papeis in then absence Mr 
Giant also suspects the Tehseeldar, Imdad Hossein, himself a Syud, and 
Achmud Hossein, Kotwal, of conniving at such destiuction 

The Syud zemindais are almost univeisally accused of having procured 
the distruction by the villagers of the Government Offices and bungalows 
tliey aie still undei trial on these charges befoie Mr Giant I cannot, howevei , 
agiee in the idea that the Syuds’ object in inducing the Magistiate and Joint 
Magistiate to take shelter in their houses, was with the sole view of getting 
tliem out of the wav, and burning the recoids in their absence Such object 
Mould have been tar moie simply attained by these gentlemen carrying out 
then intention of leaving the station, M'hich they were on the poiut of doing, 
when the Syuds offered to shelter them Iiloieovei they could have buint the 
Government Offices equally M'ell with the authoiities in the teliseel as at 
Aboopoorah, the teliseel being a consideiable distance tiom the cutclieiries 

The burning of the cutcheiiies at Mozuffernuggni is not a solitary 
instance On the contiaiy, M'e see that thioughout tiie lebellion the fiist 
thing the budmashes have done on getting a footing in a station has been 
to burn the Government Offices 

On tlie 15th oi following day, information was received that the people 
of tlie neighbouiing villages were collecting in gieat numbers round the ci^v, 
and proposed attacking and plundering it On this the Kotwal, the Duffadar 
of sowars, whose conduct thioughout these distuibances sliows in a vei v favor- 
able light, went with a paiiy of district sowars, attacked and completely dis- 
persed the dacoits, bunging in some fifteen or twenty prisoneis, seveial of 
whom were nmunded 

In the absence of a jail, these dacoits were oideied to bo flogged and 
released , but as fai as I can learn even this veiy lenient sentence was not ear- 
ned out 111 this instance, I am unable to perceive the necessity ior a jail 
Tlie piisoneis weie caught with aims in their hands in open lesistance to 
Government authoiity, and should one and all have been hung on the spot. 
When we see how efft ctually a few distiict sowais without the piesence of a 
single European diove back and thoioughly dispersed this large body of dacoits, 
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one cannot help regretting that the plunder of the mam portion of the 
Government treasure by the townspeople, far fewer in number, and at the 
time unarmed, nas not attempted to be prevented. 

Prom this time to the mutiny of the 4th Iiregulars on the 21st June, no 
attack or dacoity was committed or attempted on the town, though reports of 
intended attack were frequent 

About this period letters containing insti notions weie received from the 
Commissioner, which appeal to have been wholly earned out by Mi Grant, 
indeed all the aiiangements for the district seem to have been made by that 
officer These arrangements were the establishment of chonkees on the mam 
lines of communication, the enrolment of sowars and burkundazes, and the 
despatch of letteis of encouiagement to the extensive landholdeis and native 
gentleman throughout the zillah These measures, which were well and care- 
fully earned out by the Joint Magistiate, would iiave proved fai moie success- 
ful than they did, had it not been foi the uttei supineness of the police, who 
throughout did literally nothing They appear to have come to an undei- 
standing with the people that neither should interfere with the othei , that 
if the villageis permitted the police to lemain quietly at their stations and 
diaw (heir pay, the villagers might commit what crimes they pleased without 
any attempt at pievention on thetr part The natuial lesult was that violent 
crimes of all kinds were daily, almost hourly, commuted thioughout the dis- 
tiict, not secretly or by night, but openly and at noon day 

It is needless naming the chief ciiraes , it is sufficient to remark that here, 
as in othei paits of the country, the bunyahs and mahajuns were, m tlie 
majority of cases, the victims, and fearfullv have many of them been made 
to suffer foi then previous rapacity anU avaiice 

On the 18th oi 19th a party of the 3id Light Cavalry under a native 
officer aiiived fiom Meeiut, and at first causpd no slight consternation, as it 
was not known whether they were fiiends oi enemies On the day of their 
atnval one of the troopers shot a bunyah of the town with whom he had a 
quarrel Mi Beifoid seems to have been satisfied with the trooper’s explana- 
tion, and no investigation to have been made 

Nothing paiticular seems to have taken place for several davs, hut 
towaids the end of the montli it was deemed advisable to send Mrs O’Fai- 
reil and hei sister Mrs Hussey luto Meeiut Auangements weie made for 
their dcpartuie, and Mi Berfoid detei mined to accompany them, which he 
did, taking the whole of the cavalry uith him, and leaving Mi Grauf, who 
refused to quit tlie district, with Mr Dalbv, Head Clerk, his family, and that 
of Mr Butteifield, Jail Daiogah Mr Beiford after pioceeding some miles 
leturned to the station, and tlie cavaliy weie the next day leinforced by a 
party of the same legiment under Lieutenant Claike Aiiangements were 
now made for patiolliug the roads, and some of the most refiactoiy villages 
V ere visited and punished 

On the 29th Lieutenant Smith arrived with eighty troopers of the 4th 
Iiregular Cavaliy, and relieved Lieutenant Olaike 

Ml Grant received oideis fiom the Commissioner to proceed to Sliamlee 
and make ariangements for keeping open the dfik communication between 
Meerut and Kuinaul In accordance with these instructions, Mr Grant after 
the lapse of a few days went to Shamlee, and having effected the object of lus 
journey, returned tno days after to the station, having written a full account 
to the Commissioner of the ariangements made by him, and the state of the 
country about Shamlee 

Ml Giant received in reply a communication fiom the late Commission- 
ei, Mr Greatbed, transfeiiing him to Boolundshuhui, because he had in the 
fiist instance delayed to cauy out the instiuctions, and secondly, because 
he had left Sliamlee without lus, the Oommissionei’s, oideis I have not seen 
Mr Greathed’s letter, which has been lost, but such, Mr. Grant informs me, 
u as Its purport Though there certainly appears to have been unnecessaiy 
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delay in proceeding to Shamlecj neither Mr Berford nor Mr Grant seems tb 
have understood the Commisbionei to intend the lattei to remain after the 
ddk arrangements Ind been completed Had he done so liis life ivould assur- 
edly have been sacrificed 

Ml Grant reports that he found the state of affairs at Shamlee most 
satisfactory, owing to the exertions of Ibiahim Khan, Tehseeldai, since mur- 
dered by the insui gents of Thanna Bliowun under Enayut All Khan 

Shortly after the Joint Magistrate’s return fiom Shamlee, the villages 
of Puraee and Bijpooiah were visited and punished Matteis were impiov- 
ing, and a little revenue! was being collected in the Huzoor and Kliatowlee 
Tehseels, -nlien on the 21st June the troopers of the 4th Irregular Cavalry 
mutinied and murdered tlieir officei, Lieutenant Smith 

Several days pievious to the mutiny of the 4th Irregular Cavalry, I had 
been infoimed at Sahaiunpoor, of which place I nas the Joint Magistiate, by 
Doolychund, an extensive landholdei in tliat and the Mozuffeinuggui district, 
that the irregulais were in a disaffected state, and not to be depended on 
I wrote to Ml Giant infoiming him of what I had beard, who replied that 
similar lumouis had reached him, but that Lieutenant Smith to whom he had 
communicated them was satisfied of the staunchness of his men. The event 
pioved the lumours only too well founded 

The tioopeis were hilletted in the Magistrate’s Cutcherry, only part of 
which had been destroyed, tlieii horses were picketted on either side the road, 
leading in a direct line from the cutclieriy to Mi Berfoid’s bungalow The 
space betiieen is, I should say, rather less than hundred yards 

The accounts of the mutiny, as given by different individuals who wit- 
nessed it, vaiy considerably Tlie following is, as far as I can discover, a 
pretty collect description ot what occurred — 

About 3 P M on the 21st June, a Siiootur sowar an ived from Sham- 
lee , he did not come m by the direct road, but passed round by the Public 
Offices, and entered the lines of the 4th, and no doubt brought some letter or 
message to the men from then comrades stationed at Shamlee He left again 
in a slioit time, and soon after his departure a trooper went into Mr. Berfoid’s 
bungalow, apparently to call Lieutenant Smith, as that officer accompanied 
him into the lines Mr. Dalby, Head Clerk, wlio was in a tent outside the 
bungalow, saw theaiiival and depaituie of the Sbootur sowar, the trooper 
go to the 'bungalow, and Lieutenant Smith return with him, — and at the 
time noticed that Lieutenant Smith, who was in the habit of visiting the lines 
every evening, was going to his men at an unusually eaily hour Shortly 
after the report of a musket was heard, and some natives called out that a 
dog had been shot This was, however, almost immediately negatived by one 
of the Magistrate’s chuprassees, Bishen Singh, lushing into the bungalow, 
saying that the Adjutant had been shot by his men The paity then, , 
Messrs Bei fold and Grant, Mr Dalby and Mr Buttei field, with then families 
at once left the bungalow, and iient to the out-liouscs in the leai of the house, 
where the jail guaid iieie stationed The Ressaldai of the 4th Irregular 
Cavdliy came to Mr Giant, told him that he had put the man who wounded the 
Adjutant into confinement, and asked that officei to go to the bungalow and 
see Lieutenant Smith, who had been brought in theie by some dooly beaieis, 
and lias being attended by the native doctor Mr Giant was accompanying 
the Kessaldar, when Mi. Butterfield went forward and prevented his doing so, 
saying the man meant treachery The sepoys of the jail guaid now said that 
the whole party should at once repair to the tehseel, which they did by a short 
and unfrequented road, accompanied bv the guard, as the soivars were evident- 
ly prepaiing to mount, and were beginning to surround the bungalow\ Mr 
and Mis Butteifield, when half-way, returned to the bungalow to procure 
some clothes, &c , foigotten in the huiiyof depaituie This they managed to 
secure, and had proceeded some distance towards the tehseel, when he was 
shot by one of the troopers, his wife begged them to kill her also, but though 
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they threatened hei, she was left uninjured Mr Butterfield’s body was slash- 
ed with mne cuts, and a hand cut-ofT on account of the ring upon it 

The party reached the tehseel onlvjust in time, as several tioopers gal- 
loped down the main load, with the evident intention of cutting them otT, but 
returned on seeing them enter the gate 

Lieutenant Smith, whose fiist wound was not mortal, was put into a 
dooly, and was being taken to the tehseel, w lien ho was followed bj' some 
sowars, dragged out and murdered The body was much disfigured b} sword 
cuts, and one of the hands cut off foi the sake of the ring Lieutenant Smith’s 
and Mr Butterfield’s bodies weie removed that night by Mi Dalbj’s younger 
brother, and Mr Kelly, hi othei of Mis Butieifield, to their bungalow They 
lay there unburied for two days and two nights, and were ev'entually interred 
hy these two men close to the house The bodies have since been removed 
to consecrated ground 

About 8 o’clock the same evening the whole of the dth came to the 
tehseel, and asked the sentiy wdiat legiment ho belonged to, called out to all 
true Mahomedans to come over and join them, and demanded that the kaffirs 
should be given up. 

They at first insisted that the tehseel be opened, in order that they 
might rob the tieasuiy and muidcr tlio Christians Imdad Ilossein, 
Tehsecldai, behaved extremily well, Mr Giant informs me and distinctly re- 
fused to listen to the troopeis, though taunted, threatened, and abused by 
them Daood Khan, Luffadarof sowars, went out to the mutineeis and askid 
them what they wanted They replied, the lives of the Christians He ans- 
wered that, though the Euiopeans had certainly come to the tebsoel, they 
were no longei there, and if they wcie, be would not give them up They 
tbeu demanded the tieasuro. He said be bad nothing to do with the money 
and no power ovei it, and re-entcicd (be tthsicl, w hen it was settled to give up 
the amount m the chest about Rupees G,000 On rccening it, the troopejs 
left in a bodv, going round by Aboopoorali, with the intention apparently of 
discovering W'hether the Euiopeans bad again sought refuge tlieic, and passed 
on to Slumlee, where they weie joined by tbeir comrades Nobody attempted 
to stop or interfere with them 

Before tbeir departuie they burnt Mr Bei ford’s bungalows, and earned 
offMessis Grant’s and Beifoid’s hoises Uhe staging bungalow and Mr 
O’Eari ell’s bungalow weie burnt the same night 

I am of opinion that Lieutenant Smith’s men were di'^affcclcd for some 
time previous to the actual mutiny and murder of their officei, which may 
have been hastened by the intelligence the Sliootar sowar brought from 
Shamlee, or by the trifling altercation in tho lines of which two distinct 
accounts aie given. 

One savs that a Pathan, who had been a short time before in the Mo 7 uf- 
fernuggui jail, and a thoiougli reprobate, was constantly with the troopers, 
that this man had gone on the previous night to tho giog-sliop in the town, 
where he made a distuibance and seveiely heat tlie Abkai The man next 
day complained to Mi Berfoid, w ho said the offender should be punislicd On 
Lieutenant Smith’s going to the lines, as already dcsciibed, one of the sowars 
came foinaid and said the man was a relative of his and should not be 
punished, that Ins horse bad been ill the pievious night, and that be had sent 
him to obtain some native spuit to administei as a leinedy, but the Kulal had 
refused to give him any, and abused him, and that the man was not to blame 
On tins Lieutenant Smith is lepoited to liave said, “H you try and shield 
such a known bad cliaractei, and claim Inm as a relative, it is eiiilent tliat 
you are yourself as bad,” or wouls to that elTvct, when another Uoopei came 
up behind and shot him in the side. 

The other account is, that Lieutenant Smith was finding fault wuth a 
“Bargeer” of the tioop for having appropriated some Qoveinment iron, when 
the man replied angiily, and there and then shot him. 
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Lieutenant Smith’s life might piobably have been saved, had the rest of 
the paity known at once that his fiist wound was not moital, as they might 
on that case have taken him along uith them to the tehseel, guarded like 
themselves by the jail sepovs, who appeal to have behaved well tbioughout, 
with the exception of one oi two black sheep who assisted in plundeiing the 
tieasui y. 

The conduct of the Tehseeldai, Imdad Hossein, on the occasion of the 
4)th Irregular tioopers appealing before the tehseel, seems to have been paiti- 
cularly good, but iully equalled by that of Laood Klian Ilad either of these 
two men wavered m the sliglitest, oi shown any inclination to agree to the 
demands of the sowars, nothing could have saved the lives of the Euiopeans 
They would one and all, to a ceitamty, have been muideied I have no hesi- 
tation in saying that to these two individuals and to Ghouse Mahomed, 
Jemadar of the Jail guard, the Euiopeans concealed in the tehseel owe then 
lives The Tehseeldai, who is an educated and a clevei man, had the sagacitv 
throughout to peiceive that the Biitish Government must eventually win the 
day, and I am informed all along told the people that wnatever the loss 
inflicted on the European foices in the country, large and irresistible rein- 
foi cements would without doubt be sent fiom Europe, but Daood Khan is 
a wholly uneducated and illiterate man This conduct of Daood Khan, I 
considei, specially worthy of notice He had himself been a trooper in that 
veiy legiment, he not only d'd not join them uhen they mutinied, but used 
all his influence to get them away fiom tlie tehseel, and when he failed, 
declaied he would defend his officer to tlie last The whole body of District 
sowars resolutely refused to have anything to say to the mutineers, though 
many were old Iriegular Cavalry men, and fiom fiist to last in these disturb- 
ances not one man has deseited 

The jail guard weie, it is said, pi epaied to resist the mutineeis, and Mr. 
Dalby assures me that not a single man of then number in any way respond- 
ed to the call of the tioopeis when summoned in tlie name of the Piophet. 
It IS, indeed, leported that they offeied to fiie on the sowais, but they were 
prevented, as the authorities did not think they could be fully ti listed, and as 
it was thought piobable that the towns-people might rise aud side uith the 
tioopeis, and attack the tehseel in the leai They bon ever lemained per- 
fectly quiet, and save three oi four known budmasbes, none of the city people 
left with the troopeis 

About 9, next morning (the 22nd), the villagers collected in veiy large 
numbers lound the town, but were completely dispeised by a paity of District 
sowais under Daood Khan, and Jail guaid sepoys, sent against them 

On the 26th Lieutenant Claike ariived with a party of the 3id Light 
Cavaliy, after which no event of any impoitance occurred at the station, and 
on the morning of the 1st July I maiched in witli 130 Gooikhas of the Nus- 
seerce Battalion under command of Lieutenant Chester Lieutenant Chester 
witli eighty of the Goorkhas was next day lecalled by Majoi Bagot, thus leav- 
ing me with only fifty men.' 

My appointment to the Mozuffernuggur district occuiied thus — 

On the 24th June Mr Spankie, Magistrate and Collector of Saharunpoor, 
received orders fiom Geneial Hewitt, Commanding the Meeiut Division, to 
take cliarge of the district of Mozuffernuggur in addition to his own, and 
send a paity of the Gooikhas theie Mi Spankie, on the receipt of fuither 
orders from the late Ooraniissionei, Mr Gieathed, on the 28th, directed me 
to proceed to Mozuffei nuggiii , and take chaige in the event of Mr Berford 
leaving the district , but should that officer continue at his post to examine 
into tlie state of affaus and lepoit theieon. Mi Beiford on my airival detei- 
mined to how to the orders of the General, and left on the night of the 3id 
July I therefore, agieeably to the instructions I had received, assumed 
- charge of the district in both Departments 
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It will be seen from tho foregoin" stalcmont tliat mj prcdi-cci'ior bad 
great difiiculties to contend with, and no real force to aid him in prcM-rv mg 
the peace of the station and distiict Tlie total absence of any anlbentic 
intelligence from Mooiut dating the fust fen da\s of the onlbreaK caus'd 
confusion and aiiMcty, and gate a colom of tiuth to tho greatly eva"geratcd 
accounts circulated hy (he natives ns to wlint had InKen place m cantonments 
Itdidwoise, — it prevented then being sat isfactoiily refuted 

It is a inattei of suipiisc and legiet that no foico nas sent fiom Meerut 
to assist in the maintenance of Older Had this been done the great loss to 
Government and to prnatc indnuluals might bate been pretented 

On my airital I found Jlessis Beiloid and Giant located in the tcbseel 
All the bouses, ttith tho exception of the Head Clerk’s Imngalott, bad been 
utterly dcstio}cd, but on examining the cutchent, I discoteied tint the 
roofs of foui of the rooms, though consulcrahiy clnrred, ttere 'tiU ssife I 
thciefore leinotcd into them, retaining t\to, and making over two to the Goor- 
khas Mi Grant joined me on liie departure of Mi Berford 

On my an It al I found the distiict much disorgam?' d, all ttork seemed 
to hate been long suspended, and cteu Goternment sertants ttith tthom had 
been found laigc sums of monet plundered from the tieasurt, tn re not only 
unpunished, hut had been peumtted to rem un m Gotei nment ernplnt. The 
tehseels tteie cei tainly in existence, hut not the j-asl iittnnjit ms unde to 
collecl the Gotei nment retinue The thannahs ttere also nomunllt at work, 
but tlic occupants, as in tiic tehsi ols, did nothiiug Inil clamour for llicir pat , 
and theie was no momt wherewith to settle their chums 

Mj fiisfc c/Torts were principally diiected — 1,9/, to the restoration of confi- 
dence m the tow n of MoruITeniuirgur , 2«(/, the n.-e'-tahlishnn rit of the j u! , 
3re/, keeping open the communic ition along the sivetal lines of roiil, and 
insisting on the police posted at the seter.al ohottkees, iigukirlj patrolling 
along tlieii seveial beats, Alh, the si'ciiriiy of tho Goternment and dntiict 
ddks m then piogiess tluough tiic district, and 5//(, the lealivation of tlic 
public instillments Of tliesc the 1 itter was, ns might be siippo'.ed, bt far tbo 
most difllcult I insist'jd on the collections being at once renewed, and on tbc 
Tehsccldars and Peislikirs’ censing to shut themseltcsup on tlicir tiliseels, but 
pioceeding to tlio tillages, and m person collecting the ret enue, protiding at 
the same tunc for tlie piompt puiusiuueni of those who dared to show resist- 
ance or coutumacj 

Knowing that (lie people generally regarded (he pat ment of the Govern- 
ment demand as a decided prool of allegiance, I fostered the idea and worked 
upon it They tteie unable, I was well aware, to boirott in this as in foimer 
tears flora tlie maliajun*!, but had to iiiaki tluir ott n ni rnngi ments fur settling 
the claims against them Tliough tlie monev was not so rajmllj pud, \et I 
ielt that tho secuuty foi good conduct subsequent to pat nicnt would bo greatly 
enhanced, and the lesult showed that I was not mistaken 

It was necessaiv to watch closelt and constanth thcwoik of the icvcnuo 
officials, to make them icport daily the tillages tisiied, and the arrangements 
made in each, and to pass immediate oideis thereon, stringent where there 
were but vague piomises of pavment at some futuio day, encoui.iging tt hero 
the village J3aaoh" tvas stalled, and the people sliowed thimsc'lves willing to 
meet their engagements Payments commenced at once in tho [Mo/ullertmg- 
gui, Khatowhe and Thannah Bhow un Tehseels, and after a h w d ivs in Piiar, 
hut not a pice was collected m Shamleo till a considciahly later date 

Tho city of Mozuffernuggur was, when I ariived in a greatlv perturbed 
state, — the shops weio all closed, the tow ns- people woie acenstomed to fly on 
lieaiing lepoits of an intended at tick by d icoits. Those reports, as well as, 
tiieir staling tint oui foiees at Delhi bad been diiven fiom then position 
that the ships conveving European tioops fiom Eng' >nd hnd been wieckcd, 
and otlieis of a simil-u natme weie so ficqucnt, .uid so evidently spiead with 
the view of doing mischief, and unsettling men’s miuds, that deeimag it uects- 
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sary to put a stop to fliem at once, I proclaimed through the city by heat of 
drum, my intention of hanging there and then the fiist peison caught propa- 
gating such falsehood'! This had the desired effect, and I found that by visit- 
ing the town myself, a few times by night as well as by day, that tliepatiolmg 
which I had staited immediately on my ariival was well earned out, and con- 
fidence restored among the people 

The District appealed to me to be in a sad state, and European supei vi- 
sion very lax Tliisstiuck me most foicibly coming as I did diiect fiom 
Saharunpooi, so well and eneigetically kept in hand by Mi Spankie All 
officials and people were watching the piogiess of events befoie Delhi, and I 
found it most difficult at fiist to make all employes undeistand tliat J tcoiild 
have my oideis zmphcitly and unhesitatingly obeyed 

The Teliseeldais declared that it was useless attempting to collect the 
revenue until the fate of Delhi was decided I uas deteimiued to get it in 
o«ce, and seeing that they must exeit themselves or make way foi otbeis, 
they set to work, and tho lesult was, that aftei paying all distiict expenses, as 
well as seveial thousand lupees boiiowed foi pay of establishment by my 
piedecessoi, I was enabled to send a laige lemittance of treasuie to Meeiut on 
the 2nd of August, and another of Rupees 95,000 towards the close of tho 
same month 

It wms a veiy difficult matter starting the office afresh with every official, 
a total stiangei, and eveiy thing in such a disoiganized state, not a papei or 
lecoid left to show how matteis stood ivlien the outbieak took place or subse- 
quent to its occuiience, — veibal information was alone available, it was most 
contiadictoiy, and it was impossible to know whom to tiust 

Mr Geoige Palmer amved on the 19th of July as an Extia Joint Magis- 
trate, and Ml Giant, who had been tiansfeiied to Roolundshuhur, was at my 
request pmmitted to lemaiu, as his knowledge of the distiict, in the absence 
of all lecoids, was likely to be very valuable 

On the Iditli of July, I sent Mi Giant, Joint Magistrate, to Shamlee, with 
the detacliment of the 3id Light Oavaliy, undei Lieutenant Olaike. My ob- 
ject was to get in the levenue of that pait of the distiict, and to lepiess any 
^mall Smeutes, as the Tehseeldar reported the people to be in a restless unsatis- 
factoiy state of mind, and leady to bieak out into distuibance on slight pre- 
tence Tlie pieseiice of a legulai force was therefoie likely to prove of use. 
Alter the lapse of a fortnight, Messrs Giant and Clarke letmned, having 
accomplished salisfactoiily the object desiied, and bunging in Rupees 1,400 of 
revenue 

Ml Palmei shortly aftei moved down into the Pergunnahs bordeiing on 
the Ganges, being accompanied by twenty-five tioopeis out of fifty of the 1st 
Punjab Oavaliy sent as a leinforcement fiom Sahaiunpoor His object was more 
closely connected wuth Bijnoui than with this distiict, but he excited himself 
successfully in the collection of the revenue, and his presence was of great 
and permanent advantage. The depredations and excesses of the Goojurs 
weie checked, and life and property rendered more secure 

Things went on veiy quietly for sometime I had to visit a few recusant 
villages in peison with a few Gooikhas, but only in one instance met with any- 
thing like opposition By the end of August, I had, after paying all district 
expenses amounting to about Rupees 25,000 per mensem, remitted Rupees 
2,70,635 to Meeiut, the wliole of which was collected without the sacrifice of 
a single life, without maltreating in any way a single soul, and consequently 
without inciting the feelings of the people against the Government. 

On the 27th of August I was leinfoiced by the arrival of fifty Goorkhas 
of the Nusseeree Battalion, under Lieutenants Cayler and Horsfoid, and on 
the morning of that day I sent Mr Giant again to Shamlee, wuth the detach- 
ment of tlie 3id Light Oavaliy, uudei Captain Gallow'ay, who had succeeded 
Lieutenant Claike.

This visit of the tioops to Sliamlee whs called foi by the Tehseeldar and 
the chief Zemindar of that place having quai relied Tlie forrnei accused the 
latfei of being at heait a lebtl, and preventing the people paying their 
revenue, he had deprived him and his people of tluir arms, and Mohur Singh 
was said to be bent on levenge, and to be exciting the people to revolt 

Mohur Singh, who was a man of gieat influence, had undoubtedly done 
good service in keeping order in the town of Shamlee, but tlie Tehseeldar 
declared Ins firm belief that he was disaffected and doing mischief. Mi Giant 
was to eiiquue into, and, if possible, settle tlie matter oi report to me 

The result of the investigation was at the tune inconclusive, but the end 
pioved that the Tehseeldar was right, and that Moliur Singh was at the time 
in correspondence with Delhi, and using his utmost to get some of the Royal 
troops sent to Sliamlee, his petitions to that effect to the King were found in 
the palace on our taking the place 

About this time dist jrhances locommenced I i eceived infoi matron to the 
effect that the people had, at the instigation of the king’s emissaiies, agreed to 
waive piivate and family feuds and no longer prey upon one anothei, but that all 
then eneigies should be levelled against tlie Goveinment, in the peisons of its 
servants The levenue collections, which had been piogiessing very favoi- 
ably, Mere suddenly checked by the people ejecting from tlieir villages the men 
sent to collect, depiiving them of tlieii hoises, weapons, &c , and, in some in- 
stances, severely wounding them The scenes of these outrages w'cre too dis- 
tant from the station to admit of my at once visiting the places and punishing 
the people, as half my Gooikhas had been sent into Meerut with treasuie 

Oil the 2nd Septembei, Mi Grant, Joint Magistrate, with a paity of the 
3rd Oavaliy, under Captain Galloway, proceeded from Shamlee to the village 
of Puiasowlee, in the Kandhlah Peiguunah, with the objict of appiehendutg 
IChyratea Khan, Pindaree, a sliaieholder in the village and a man of consider- 
able influence 

Kliyratee Khan w-as reported to have gone to Delhi to obtain aid in troops 
from the King and to have retuined, having failed in his object 

Tins mfoimatioin was, however, conveyed by Kliyratee Khan’s avowed 
enemy, and was not to be ceitainly relied on lie h.ul it, should also be men- 
tioned, sent on the previous day to tlie Tehseeldar saying that Ins revenue was 
readv and would be paid to any poison the Tehseeldar should send The 
truth of such mtention to pay was discredited, and the party already mention- 
ed, accompanied by the Tehseeldar and n possd of Tehsoel and Thannali people, 
W’ent to the village They met with resistance The Cavaliy weie ot course 
useless against walls, and the paity retiied on Shamlee, having altogethei fail- 
ed in their object 

The movement on Purasowlee was an unfortunate one It W’as huniedly 
deteimined on, and was caiiied out without ray sanction oi knowledge, was 
indeed in opposition to my previous instructions not to engage in anv rash at- 
tack on villages with Oavahy alone, where if the least resistance is offeied, the 
force IS peifectly helpless and must retire. 

The consequence of this successful opposition to Goveinment troops was, 
as might have been expected, general disturbance, through that and the neigh- 
bouring Pergunnah Puiasowlee made common cause with Jowlah, a royal 
village ad]oining The foices of Kliyratee Klian being lapidly joined by the 
disaffected, not only of this district, but from Burout, and Bqroul in that of 
Meerut, proci eded to Booihanaii, wheie they ousted tlie Goveinment Police and 
took possession of the foit 

I was particularly axious to move out against these insui gents at once, as 
each day’s delay served but to strengthen then hands and render them bolder, 
hut I was unable to do so, as more than half the Gooikhas (the only Infantry 
I had) weie on their way to Meeiut with treasure Pievious to their return, 
Mr Grant’s representations weie so strong, as to the almost ccitainty of an 
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immediate attack on Shamlee, tliat I detached to that place every man of the 
Punjab Cavaliy then in Mozuffeinugger, recalled Mr Pdimei and the twentv- 
five trooppis nitli liira fiom Meeianpoor, and fifteen wliom I had placed with 
the Teliseeldai of Puar, and as Mr Grant’s request for leinforceraents became 
eacli time more urgent, I on the an ival of the paity fiom Meeiut nith tno 
mountain tiain guns moved out direct to Sliamlee 

My wish was to liave gone lound by Booilianah, taken possession of the 
Poit, and leplaced the Goveinment Police, to have them punislied Jowlali and 
Puiasowlee (tliese villages being on the load), le-opened thedak loute between 
Meeiut and Kuinaul whicli tiiese disturbances had again closed, and proceeded 
to Shamlee, but my onginal puipose was necessaiily abandoned on the leeiipt 
of Mr Gi ant’s letteis, and as I daied not iisk the loss of Shamlee, I nas obliged 
to lepaii theie without an horn’s delay 

On arriving at Shamlee the repoit of the Jats’ gatheiings weie constant, 
and tlieie is no doubt that Kliyratee Khan with Sujjah and Buktah, son and 
nephew of the famous Sail Mull of Bijroul, pui f)Osed attacking in force tlie 
party there They met, honever, with an unexpected dilficulty in the Goojnis, 
mIio assembled to oppose their passage thiough then ullages 

This and the fact of then discovering tliat tlie foice at Shamlee had been 
strengthened, made them letire on Jowlah. 

I experienced gieat difiiculty in procunng anything like certain inform- 
ation regarding the movements and intentions of the insui gents Tiie state- 
ments of the men employed by myself and the Teliseeldai s of Tliannahs Bhowun 
and Shamlee ueie contradictoiy 

I had no soonei learnt of a party of the lebels being collected in a vil- 
lage and liad arranged to go and dispeise them, than other intelligence was 
brought that theie was a still laigei gatheiing in anotliei dueciion 

Tlie truth I believe to have been that theie weie considerable bodies of 
men collected in seveial villages, wliose intention was to concentiate tlieii foicQ 
at a stated time at one common lendezvous, and flora theie resume the offen- 
sive Then designs weie liovever tempoiarily abandoned by the retirement 
of Kliyiatee Klian and lus allies as alteady mentioned 

Taking advantage of iny position at Shamlee, I determined to punish the 
Bangui li village of flurhur, lying diiectly on the road between that place and 
Tliannali Bhowun 

The people of tins village had since the commencement of the disturbances 
waged war against all conieis, and from robbing and rauideiing eveiy tiaveller 
that passed along had succeeded in completely closing the load 

"We met with no opposition, though such was piobably at fiist intended, 
as we lound loaded matchlocks with the matciies lighted 

All arras found in the village were secured and the cattle diiven awav 

I w'as anxious to secure the peison of Gyndah, Lumbeidar, the instigator 
and leader in most of the cinnes committed by the inliabitants, but failed m 
doing so. 

Luge quantities of plundered pioperty, consisting of sugar, gum, dyes, 
birch, bailv, &o , amountmg to about forty cait loads, were found These had 
formed consignments fiom fii rns in Bew'anny, in the llohtuck Distnct, to mei- 
cantile houses in Sliamlee, and liad been robbed when passing tlie village As 
much of tins pioperty as could bo removed w'as taken to Shamlee, and one of 
the captuied Z'^mindai released on secuiitj’’ for the purpose of bunging on the 
lemainder, w Inch, want of cairiage, obliged us to leave behind. The village 
was not buint 

When the force was about to return, a man anived from Tliannah Bhow'un, 
and repoited a Mahoraedan using in tliat town, headed by Enayut All, nephew 
of Gaztjc Myhboob Ah Khan, and brother of Behman Ah Khan, who had been 
shortly before executed at Saharunpooi by Mr. Spankie. 
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As the mon had then been out twelve hours and requued rest and food, xt 
was deemed advisable to return to Shatnlee instead of proceeding at once to 
Thannah Bhowun as recommended by the Tehseeldar It was fortunate we did 
so, for with our small and fatigued force we should ceitainly have failed in 
(jetting into the ton n, and the inevitable result would have been the loss of 
oiir Camp at Shamlee, which had been kit with a very small and, in my opi- 
nion, n holly inadequate guard 

As risings M ere lepoi ted all round us, and matters were getting hourly 
more seiious, I addressed a lettei to Xaeutenant-Colonel Dawes, whose tioop of 
noise Aitillery was then passing thiough the distiict, and requested that offi- 
cer to detacli tow of his guns and a small party fioin Mozuffeiuuggui to Boor- 
hunah, drue Khviatee Klian’s men out of the foit, and tlius enable my Police 
to take lepossesbion, then desrioy the adjoining village of Joulah which had 
joined JK-lijiatee Khan, and ciossiug over the Nugu ah Ghdt, the detachment 
nouid ariiie m Meerut only one day after the troop 

Colonil Dawes’ instiuctions to pioceed without delay to Meerut pre- 
cluded him fiom complving niih my lequest 

Ilad it been granted I intended to have remained at Shamlee, watched 
the Thannah Bhowun people, and encountered them had they left then walls, 
have prevented as fai as possible any spreading of disaffection tluougb the 
Raiugbur villages, and by my prestnce have seemed tiom all iisk the town and 
Teliseel of Shamlee 

Piom information leceived during the 12tb, I leaint that my sowars, 
chupiassees, &e , collecting tlie revenue in Pergunnah Jlnnjanab, had been 
expelled from the villages, while some of those employed on a like duty in 
Peiguunah Kandlilali had beeniobbed of eveiy thing they possessed, and baiely 
escaped with then lives 

Disafffction geneially prevailed from the line of the Hindun going west- 
ward, including poitions of the Peigunnahs of Booihnnah, Shikaipooi, Bugh- 
rat, and Clmithawut, with the entue Peigunnah of Thannah Bhowun and the 
Jat villages of Shamlee, while the Kandlilah Pergunnah, as far as the Jumna 
Canal, and part of Jlnnjanah was also disturbed Bodies of insurgents weie 
collected at certain places thiougliout all these pergunnahs 

The Tehseeldar s of Thannah Bhowun and Shamlee were decidedly of opinion 
that the main danger to be apprehended w'as finm tins combination of the 
Jats Both were satisfied that, loi four oi five days at least, the Cazee and his 
people would not move out ol then town, but confine themselves to levying 
men and making preparations As then knowledge of the people and the 
state of this pait ol the country wms far gieatei than mine, it being the fiist 
time I had \ isited it, and then means ot information also bettei, I went a 
good deal bv what tliev advanced, and as the Jats were on all sides regaided as 
the main difficulty, and as then mam body was undoubtedly at Jowlali and 
Pa lasowlee, it seemed advisable to strike a blow there, and return to Shamlee 
That blow, if successful, would in all piohahihty be the means of breaking up 
tlie combination, and lemovitig oui chief difficulty, would enable us to replace 
the Government Police in Booihanah and retuin to Shamlee, to keep in check 
the Thannah Bhowun insurgents By this means also 1 should be enabled to 
leopeii the diicct communication between Kuiuaul and Meemt, one of the 
mam obji cis toi which I had been directed to proceed to Shamlee This 
movement was determined on, we w'ere to be back at Shamlee the 
second dav 

Tlie severe illness of Lieutenant Cuyler, commanding the detachment, 
prevented our marching on the 13tli, as I proposed, and we started at 2 AM. 
on the 1 lih 

Our intention was to pioceed diiect to Boorhanah, and having taken pos- 
session of the fort, said to be garrisoned bv about 150 men, leave om baggage 
there, — md aftei the men had taken their food pioceed against Jowlah and 
Bunsowlee Oui oiiginal plan was, however, prevented by our being at- 
tacked on the line of march by the men assembled at the former place, 
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They were at once driven back, with great loss, and the village entered at 
the point of tlie bayonet The mam body escaped among the high khets, but 
the numbei of dead outside, and in the village, weie estimated at 200 

This little affair took so much time that we determined to go on at once 
to Booihanah, as we might theie meet with seiious resistance fiom the men in 
the fort 

The foit, which is of considerable size and strength, was evacuated on our 
approach Some time elapsed before we got inside, as tlie gates iveie closed 
and had to be blown in, which was effected by Mi Palmei, with the Mountain 
Train guns 

We did not reach our camp till 6^ p m , the whole party being thoioughly 
exhausted from fatigue and exposure to the sun 

In the course of the night, I received an arzee from Mohur Singh, Zemin- 
dar of Shamlee, already alluded to, telling me tliat the tehseel was attacked 
This arzee was, I have reason to believe, wiitten some time after the massacre 
had taken place No report was received from any of the thannah or teh- 
seel people. On the morning of the 16th, I leceived a note from Lieutenant 
Piaser, reporting his ariival at Muleerah on the Hindun, with two Rorse Artil- 
lery guns and 100 Sikhs 

This was the first intimation I received of any reinforcements being sent 

Lieutenant Eraser ariived with his detachment at 7 p M , and we marched 
back to Sliamlee that night 

Not until oui arrival theie did I learn the full extent of the massacre, 
even those who had escaped had been lendeied so helpless fiom feai, that they 
had not even sent me notice of the outrage which had been committed 

The tehseel was a place of considerable strength, and previous to my 
departure, both Tehseeldais declared then conviction that it could be held 
against all comers, that theie was not the least danger to be appiehended, and 
that tlie gairison left in it was well able to resist successfully any attack 
' The garrison consisted of the following — ten Punjab Cavaliy armed 
with cai blues, nine tioopers, and a Duffadar , twenty-eight Jail Guaid sepoys 
armed with muskets and bayonets, upwaids of fifty Rampooi men enteitained 
by the Tehseeldar, and all well aimed 

The whole of the tehseel and thannah establishment, sowais, and new 
levies upwaids of fifty men 

Almost every man had fiie-arms, and just before leaving, I made over 600 
rounds of s/iare cai fridges Had the ammunition been properly used, it 
would have proved more than sufficient 

Ibrahim Khan, Teiiseeldar, fought so gallantly in defence of his charge, 
that I should regret saying anything which could detract from the credit he 
undoubtedly deserves, but I only echo the general opinion in saying that, had 
he instead of cooping up eveiy one in the tehseel, acted on the advice repeat- 
edly tendered by the troopeis ot the Punjab Cavalry, the result would have 
been veiy different 

I proposed immediately after the above tragedy, that the estates of the 
Cazee of Thannah Bliowun should be piesented to Ibrahim Khan’s son The 
reward would at the time have had the veiy best effect, and would have proved 
to the people that the Government could and would rewaid those who served 
it faithfully The Tehseeldai’s family however begged that lands in Kohil- 
kund might be bestowed instead, and that piovince was then m the hands of 
the rebels 

Bukhtawur Sing, Tehseeldar of Thannah Bliowun, who had requested per- 
mission to remain at Shamlee, his tehseel having been taken possession of by 
Lnayut Ah Khan, was also killed. He has left no family, and his widow 
died shortly after , I tlieiefoie have proposed that his aged parents should be 
pensioned handsomely. 
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Bhowany Suliai, Tbannalidar of Sbaffllee, •was also killed Hia son bas 
been rewarded by tbe giant of a village, near Ins borne, in the Meciut district 

The beiis of those killed on loner grades, and those nounded at Sbamlee, 
have been recommended for pension. 

One bundled and thirteen men were killed at Sbamlee when defending 
tbe tebsetl and tliannab Tbe feiocity of tbe Alabomedans, especially against 
Goveinment SOI vants, was shown by their slaugbteiing all who, on the place 
being taken by assault, fled for lefiigo into tbe Musiul and Shonallali, w'liich 
have always bitbeito been legaided as sauctuaiies They were there to a man. 
cut to pieces, even little children slaughteied 

The inner nails ot both Musjid and Shenallab, which are within tbe 
tebseel compound, were ciimsoned nitb blood 

I would prominently notice tbe conduct of Sundul Khan, Sais, and nine 
troopeis of tbe 1st Punjab Cavahy, who had been loft as an additional guaid 
at the tebseel These men, one and all, did tboir duty nobly, and in doing so 
submitted to evei'V species of insult flora those of tlieii own iaitb among the 
assailants The Mabomedan flag nas waved betoio them, and when others 
deserted and found safety under neatb its folds, they shot the standaid bearer 
dead 

Of tbe ten men of tbe 1st Punjab Cavalry left at Sbamlee, nine were 
killed, and one is missing 

I intended pioceeding at once to Thannali Bliowun and attacking tbe in- 
suigents in then stiongliokl, but receiving repeated letters liom Mr Grant, 
■nbo bad leturued to the station on my going to Sliamlce that Mo/iilTcrnug- 
gui was tluoatened, and bcaiing also that vast crowds of Mabomedans bad 
joined tbe Kazec’s party, I deemed it advisable, after consulting with Captain 
Smith, who now' commanded the detachments, to fall back on Mozuffornuggur , 
as in tbe event of our leceiving any check at Thannab Bbowun, tbe almost 
ceitain result would bare been an attack bv the icbels on the Suddei Station, 
whereas il w'c advanced on Thannab Bbowun from Mozuffeinuggui, tbe station 
would be secuie fiom any such dangei 

After leceiving the lemfoi cements from Meerut and Sabarunpoor, wo 
raaicbed agunst the rebi.1 town I laid the best information I could procure 
before the military oQiccis, and left it with them to decide wbetlier we bad a 
sufficient force to attack the place, declaiing at tbe same time my own belief 
that It would be keenly defended 

Captain Smith deteimiucd to attack it, we did so, and failed to do more 
than get a veiy small way into the town 

On our appioacbing the place, large bodies of men were seen drawn out 
in tbe bagbs, and behind tbe high standing khets, the aililleiy opened fire 
and speedily dispeised them Tbe guns, how'cvci, could not do much, owing to 
the view being obsti acted by the gaidens and trees up to the very walls 

Some Gooikbas and Sikhs were next sent out as skirmishers to clear the 
cultivation, which they effected It was at this peiiod that Lieutenant John- 
stone, Commanding tbe Siklis, was wounded by a musket ball in tbe arm, and 
obliged to go to tbe rear 

After a time, finding that tbe skiimisbcrs were unable to keep down tbe 
fire of the town, the rebels flung fiom behind walls, tbe skiimisbers were 
directed to be withdrawn, tbe force then moved more to tbe left where tbe 
gi ound was clear ei, and tlie Iloise Artillery again opened fire, but finding 
after a few rounds that little oi no effect W’as produced, tbe rebels keeping 
under cover, tbe guns w'ere withdrawn 

A storming party of tbe Sikhs and Goorkbas, the former under Captain 
Smith, tbe latter undei Lieutenant Cuylei, 'wtie directed to advance and stoim 
the tow'n Tbe party did as diiicted under a smait fire of musketry, and 
after clearing and takina: possession of seveial detached buildings wbicli were 
keenly contested, cbaiged over tbe wall into tbe town, and got possession of 
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two guns, wlucli tliey held for some time, but losing a number of men, and the 
supports failing to come to their aid, tiicy weie at length obliged to retire, 
leaving tlie captured guns behind as there weie no means of removing them. 
The aitilleiy filed a few shots into the tonn which weie not leplied to, and 
we then retued 

As the conduct of the infantry in this alfair has been already reported to 
the military authorities, it will be unnecessaiy for me to say more than that 
they failed to display that gallantly and daimg, foi which the names of Gooikha 
and Sikh have lately been so justly famous The officers did all that men 
could do, but they weie not suppoited by the majority of their men , it may, 
however, be lemaiked that the greater portion of both the detachments veio 
composed of young and untried soldieis, who have nevei befine been under fiie 

The musketiy fiie ftom the walls of the town and loop-holed houses was 
veiv heavy, and oui men dropping all aiound, shot by enemies whom they 
could not even see, became dispiuted, w'e weie engaged foi neaily seven hours, 
and the men thoioughly exhausted The towm which was suiiounded by a 
wall and ditch, and has eight gates, is natuially a stiong one, and tlie great 
numbei of its defendeis, elated wuth then late success at Shamlee, lendeied all 
our efforts vain 

Oui loss was heavy — seventeen killed and twenty-five wounded, including 
Captain Smith and Lieutenant Johnstone 

An act of gallantry on the pait of Lieutenant Ouyler, Commanding the 
Detachment of tlie Nusseeiea Gooikhas, deseives prominent notice. One of 
his men when crossing an open space was knociced ovei, and so badly wounded 
that he could not use, Lieutenant Cuylei called on his men to go and bring 
him off, but as the enemy opened an excessively heavy musketiy fire on the 
Spot, all declined lie then said he w'ould go himself if they would follow 
him, a few did so, including an old Sikh Jemadar with Captain Smith’s 
detachment 

When they came to the open space w'hich was completely commanded by the 
fire from the towm, all deseited liim save the old Sikli, and they two alone, and 
unassisted, succeeded in bunging off the wounded Gooikha. 

The Sikh was shot dead shoitly afterwaids Lieutenant Cuyler was 
unwounded, tliougli moie than one bullet passed through his coat 

The line of baggage w'hen we weie letiring was attacked by a large party 
of horse and foot ncai the village of Kheoree , they were at once charged in 
gallant style by two detachments of tlie 1st Punjab Cavalry, one led on by S 
S Melville, Esq , and tlie other bv M Low, Esq , who was severely 
wounded, leceiving tluee swoid-cuts, while his hoise was also much cut The 
insiugents fled in uttei disoulei, and weie cut up by the cavalry to the number 
ot about bundled, the rest escaped tluough the high khets. 

We met with no further opposition on the road 

A letter fiora the Commissioner, telling me on no account to attack Thannah 
Bhowun, as it was far too strong for our small force, reached me just as we 
retired Had it arrived earliei in the day, as it certainly should have done, the 
ordeis would have been acted up to, but ray pievious instruction had diiected 
me to pioceed at once and crush the rebels, if after the arrival ot remfoi cementS^ 
we eonsideied ouiselves strong enough 

The question of sufficient strength was one for the railitaiy to determine, 
it was settled in the affirmative, and we did our best, but failed 

Eiom wdiat I have seen since of tbe strength of the place and the moans 
of defence, I cannot but consider that our being driven out of the town at first 
and befoie getting entangled in tlienariow streets was a fortunate thing. Had 
It been otherwise and we had got well into the city, tlie numbers of the defend- 
ers w'eie so gicat, and the place so extensive, and so well piopared by barri- 
cades, &c , for defence, that I verily believe our small foice would have been 
annihilated. 
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On the arrival of the column from Meerut under Major San-yer, we marched 
at once against Thannah Bhowun, and found it evacuated by the insui gents 

I was anxions to destroy the place, but this could not he done, owing to its 
great extent, and the artillery being unable to spaie any gunpowder 

Thefoice aftei a halt of one day which was employed in taking grain 
out of the citv, moved on to Shamlee, and destioyed on the road the villages 
of Hurhur, Herudhand Sikkah, ivhich had been the ieadui sin the attack on the 
Shamlee Teliseel 

At the request of Major Sawyer, nho fiom information received, consider- 
ed It probable that we might meet with opposition at Bijroul, and was conse- 
quently indisposed to divide the force, we accompanied that officer to that vil- 
lage and Burouth and fiom theie letuined to Oandhlah, wheie we halted tor 
three days, and succeeded in collecting a large amount of revenue 

On the 3rd and 4th October the camp remained at Kyrauah, nbere more 
revenue was obtained, and on the 5th marched to Jhinjanah, where the foice 
halted duiing the 6th, and on the 7th moved again to Tliannah Bhowun The 
city was deserted by every Mahomedan, and so great was the feai with which 
the Sheiklizadahs are legaided, and so general the Mahomedan disaffection, 
tliat nobody would como forward to give evidence I got howevei ample 
proofs against the head of the rebellion The wall of the town and the eight 
gates have been destroyed, a w'ork of great time and labom 

To prevent the Sheiklizadahs leturmng to the city and icvenging them- 
selves on the Government servants, and as it was necessary lo at once le-estab- 
lish tehseel and thannah, I appointed Mahomed Alee Khan, son of Munsoor 
Alee Khan, the chief Races of Jellalabad, Tehsceldar Ilis family's power and 
influence in that pait of the district is great, and thioughout the rebellion they 
maintained then good name, and remaintd laithful to the Butish Government. 

Mahomed Alee Khan having been befoiein the Government employ in the 
Revenue Depaitment, was by knowledge and experience fitted for the position 

Having fitted up the vacancy at Shamlee by the appointment of Mahomed 
Wuzeer Khan asTehsteldar, W’ho, for distinguished ability and loyalty, had ]ust 
been appointed Kotwal of Delhi by Colonel Burn, the Militnrv Governor, 
and having made all necessary aiiangements foi the peace and oidei of the 
Avestein pergunnahs, I turned my attention eastwards, and moved out with all 
the available foice towards the Ganges, the left bank of which wms held by 
the rebel tioops of the Nawab of Nujeebabad 

Lieutenant Krasei’s tw 0 Horse Artilleiy guns (European) had been re- 
called to Meerut and had been succeeded by two Horse Artilleiy (Native) under 
command of Lieutenant Evans 

Although disaffection had, T am well aware, for months existed at Thannah 
Bhowun, yet there is no doubt that the immediate cause of its breaking out 
into open rebellion was the execution of the Cazee’s nephew at Sahaiuiipoor 
Had if not been for that, I am decidedly of opinion that no recourse to aims 
would have been made, especially as a few days altei, tlie new's of the fall of 
Delhi and the utter diseomfituie of the mutineer army of the king would have 
reached Thannah Bhow'un 

It would render this statement far too lengthy and tedious were I to 
detail our daily movements, duiing the months of Novernbei and December 
1857, and January, Eebruary and March 1858 

It will be sufficient to say that we w'ere continually kept on the move, 
marching and countermarching up and down the river, by thciapid movements 
of the masses of rebels on the opposite bank Their numbers were so 
greatly superior to ouis that we were obliged to be constantly on the watch, 
as the Ganges had become so low that folds were very numerous, and tiia 
river line was so extensive that our foices had to be divided into very small 
detachments. 
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Our cbowkips and outlying posts vrere spveral times attacked and 
destroyed, but the rebels so rapidly leciossed the iiver that we nevei could 
catch them, though every exeitiou was made to do so These attacks became 
so fiequent, tliat I lemoved all the Police posts out of the Kadn, uithdiawing 
them to the high laud The jungle in the Kadir wms burnt by ordex of 
Colonel Brind, who had been appointed to command in the distnct This 
depuved tlie enemy of the powei of approaching our posts in any numbers 
without being perceived 

Not a week passed that I did not obtain intelligence of the intention of 
the enemy to cioss and make a night attack, and laige numbeis of them 
would frequently assemble on the iiver bank, but eithei their courage tailed 
them 01 tliese weie mere demonstiations got up with the view ot liaiassing 
and annoying us 

On the night of the 4th Pebruaiy they crossed in foice with guns, and 
before daylight appeared at tlie town of Meeianpooi, attacked and buint the 
thanah, murdeied an Afghan tiooper and killed two men, supposing them to 
be buikuudauzps Oui camp was then at Jowlee, twelve miles noith of Meeran- 
pooi, while Colonel Bund with tlie Horse Aitilleiy guns and 1st Punjaub 
Cavaliy weie at Toghulpoor, sixteen miles further up the Ganges canal 

The ton n of Meeranpooi had been, in my opinion, all along the place 
which the rebels in the event of their ciossing would attack, but contrary 
to my lepeated objections the place w'as left with only ten Afghans undei a 
Duffadar I hastened down fiom Joulee with Captain Sage’s detachment, 
but the rebels, though greatly outnumbering us, fled in the gieatest haste 
on our approach, their retreat being coveied by 250 Cavaliy mutineers, as one 
could see by their steel scabbaids and saddles A little sknmishing took 
place, but with only one man wounded on oui side, and tliiee of the lebels 
killed and two taken prisoners We never got near then Infantiy They 
nevei again crossed in any force, though several night raids weie made by 
them, with more or less success against oui outlying posts 

They expected the Syud Zemeendars to join them, but not a man of any 
impoitance did so The conduct of the Syud Races was all along most 
Cl editable They would have nothing to say to the rebels and were ready to 
oppose them in arms 

During these five months the tioops were so constantly changed, that it 
would only cause confusion were I to detail them Piom the Officeis one .and 
all I ever leceived cordial assistance, and though the duties were haiassing 
and movements necessarily sudden and fiequent, I never heard a murmur 
from the men 

In March I disarmed the distiict, and in the middle of the following 
month, the Meeranpooi detachment crossed into Rohilkund, and from that 
time all has remained in profound peace. 

The Civil Ofiiceis attached to the distiict were Messis C Giant and 
J Palmer Tlie tormei had charge of the Suddei Station, wliere a Civil 
Officer was necessaiy, and Mr Palmer’s services weie required in the distiict, 
as he bad chaige of the two Mountain Train guns, also Koui Dooiga Pershad, 
Deputy Collector and Deputy Magistrate Mr Giant lelievedmeot by far the 
greater portion of the criminal woik, winch became veiy heavy as order was 
lestoied, and which I could not have possibly got thiougli, moving about as 
I was obliged to do with the troops The amount of district work peifoimed 
by that officer is highly creditable to him He uas here from the fiist bieak- 
ing out ot disturbances, and refused to leave his post when Mi Bei fold star ted 
for Meeiut Mi Giant’s information regarding the district and people wms 
very valuable and of great assistance to me, and it was always most cordially 
afforded 

Ml Palmer, as already mentioned, did good service in the eastern Pergun- 
nahs in August, in the collection of the leveniie and in the repression of crime. 
His presence at and in the neighbour hood of Meeranpooi’ pioved of great 
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benefit, it encouraged the good and restrained the bad ITrnm the time of his 
leturn from iheie until lus depaituie to his old distiict of Bijnour, he was so 
taken up with the Mountam Tiain Guns and then airangements, dulling Goor- 
khas and Siklis as aitilleryinen, &c , &c , that lus time thus occupied, prevented 
his getting through mueh woik in Ins civil capacity. My wishes weie aluays 
coidially lespouded to by Mi Palmei, who invaiiably earned them out ably 
and uell Nothing could exceed the interest he took in the Mountain Tiain 
Guns, uliich on tlieir aiiival fiom Meerut I made over to him, he being the 
only individual who undeistood anything about aitillery practice He in- 
stiucted a paity of Goorklias in gun dull, and was indefatigable in rendenng 
them efficient Having seived in the Aitilleiy division of the West Essex 
Yeomaniy and studied gunneiy, he thoroughly understood the uork and was 
able to instiuct others His guns ueie at Thannah Bhowun and made some 
capital piactice 

Kour Doorga Pershadisan old and faithful Government servant thoroughly 
acquainted with tlie distiict, and veiy haidworkmg Huiing the disturbances 
he was ahvays anxious to do Ins utmost, and excited himself in piocuring in- 
foimation Aftei oidei was lestoied he set to w'oik w ith his usual zeal and 
enersv, and 1 have to acknowledge valuable assistance received from him, 
chiefly in leveuuo woik 

Saadoollah Khan of Sahareo, Syud Goolam Hossein of Jowlee, Talib All 
of Sumhulheiah, Khooishvd All of Jansuth, IJmmur Sing of Boorhanah, 
Syud Tofuzool Hossein of Meeranpooi, Munsoor Ah Klian of Jellalabad, .ill 
extensive landholdeis, and Clmndah Chowhan (shikaiec) wmre in then several 
degrees teiy useful, — the Races in keeping oidei and showing an example of 
loyalty to then people, in assisting in the collection of the revenue and in 
supplying information Clmndah, though a poor slnkaice, was fiom fiist to last 
indefatigable in watching the Ghdfs, and in bunging intelligence of the enemy’s 
movements 

He had a chain of Chowhan’s at ceitain points along the rivei bank, who 
night and day w'atched the rebels, 

A huge sum was set on lus bead, and several attempts made to seize him, 
but be and lus men weio so famihai with tlie jungle, that they invariably 
escaped All the above have been alieady icpoited foi loyalty, and lecom- 
mended foi lew'aid

Narrative or the outbreak or disturbances and restoration of autho- 
rity AT Bareiley, during thd year 1857-68. 

During the months of Apul and May vaiious leports were in circulation 
thioughout the distuct, all tending to incense the minds of the people against 
the English Government, and to impiess them with the idea that attempts 
weie about to he made to destioy then caste, and ultimately compel them to 
embiace the Christian leligion The native legiuients at Bareilly neie kept 
in ordei foi some time by the skilful raanagomenl of then officers, but on the 
31st May 1857 they lose in open mutiny The ladies and cliildren had 
pieviously been sent to Nainee Tal, but some of the mei chants and cleiks had 
delayed to send off then families, and most of the women and childien, who 
weie here at the time of the outbreak, were murdered by the mob 

It was thought that the 8tb Iiregulais w'ere loyal, and their lines bad 
been fixed on as the place of rendezvous, in the event of the sepaliis mutiny- 
ing, accordingly on the 31st May, many of the officers and some of the Civi- 
lians assembled there However, it soon became apparent that the iiiegular 
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'cavalry had joined the mutineers, and therefore seeing no hope of being able 
to do good by lernaming wheie they neic, tlie officeis who had met theia 
deteriinned to tiy and force their way to Nainee Tal They succeeded in 
reaching that place in safety, with the exception of Mr Wyatt, Deputy Ool- 
lectoi, who leh them aftei tliey had gone a short distance, and was afterwards 
raurdeied Mi Baiks, Sessions Judge, Mi Dobeitson, Judge, Dr Hay, Mi 
Buell, and Mi On took lefuge in the houses of some natives of rank in the 
city, wheie tliev weie muideied by the mob as soon as then places of conceal- 
ment were discoveied Most of tlie otliei persons who were in the station on 
the day of the mutiny were muideied, see Appendix A. 

The leading Mahomedans of the city weie fully awaie of the intention 
of the tioops, and had piepaied the people to join in the lebelhon against the 
Biitisli Goveinment 

Theie weie two men in Baieilly whom the Pathans of Rohilcund looked 
up to as leadeis, one was Mohaiek Shah Khan, the othei Khan Bahadoor 
Khan Mobaiek Sliali Khan had gieat hopes of being able to spcuie the chief 
authoiity foi himself, liis wealth and influence with the clan of the Pathans, 
of which he was the chief, seemed to wariant his hopes, he thought that by 
at once declaiing himself he might secuie the musnud before Khan Baliadoor 
Khan, who was a man of leiy little peisonal eneigy, though of much influence 
among tlie Pathans, fioin his descent from Hafiz Remut Klian, the Pathan 
lulei of Baieilly, and uncle of Mahomed Ah Klian, tiie founder of the Maho- 
medan lule m Rohilcund oi Kuthaii, as it was then called Mobarek Shah 
Khan, an eneigetm decided man, on lieaiing the filing in cantonments, left 
his house accompanied by about 500 of liis fi lends and relations, and took the 
road to the Cotwali, with the intention of declaiing himself Nawab Nazim of 
Baieilly under the King of Delhi; he had picviously intiigued with Bukt 
Khan, the leader of the mutinous sepahis, with this object On his way ha 
met Khan Baliadooi also going to the Ootwalli Khan Bahadoor was sup- 
poited bv the S\uds of tlie Naoraehla, a veiy influential body of men, and by 
the Mahomedans of the old city, his claims also by descent weie far superior 
to those of SEobaiek Siiah Khan, and the latter at once saw that he must 
yii Id lie theiefoie gave up his intention of seizing the Government for him- 
self, and became one of Khan Baliadooi’s most active suppoiters. An im- 
promptu musnud was erected at the Ootwalh covered with shawls, &c , and 
Madai Ali Khan, speaking in the name of tlie Pathans of Rohilcund, called 
upon Klnn Bahadoor to seat himself upon it, and declare himself lulei under 
the King of Delhi A Mohumdi jhunda or flag was then set up in front of 
the Cotwalli, and a pucka chobootia built in fiont of it, on W’hicu incense was 
burnt 

As soon as Khan Bahadoor was installed proclamations notifying the 
event were issued thioughout the city The lecords in the Ootwalli were burnt. 
Tlie Goveinment unifoi in w'as taken fiom the buikundazes, and the money in the 
Malkhanaplundeied About this time information was given to Khan Bahadoor 
that some English gentlemen iveie concealed in the houses of Hamid Hussan 
Aloonsiff and Aman Ah Khan , he at once oideied a party to be sent to kill 
them , hefoie these men got tlieie, the mob of the city lieaded by Fuzloo, a well 
knowm bad character, had biokeu into the houses and murdered the English 
gentlemen Khan Baliadooi then issued a pioclamation, directing that every 
Eaiopean should be put to death, and thieatcning death to anyone who should 
giye sheltei to them Hamid Hussan was then appointed Cotwal in the place 
of Budi-ol-deen, who had gone away with the Commissioner and othei gentle- 
men to Nainee Tal 

At 3 o’clock p M Mr, and Mis Aspinall with their children were brought 
to the Cotwalli and put to death by oidei of Khan Bah.idooi ; the little chil- 
dien w'ere fiist muideied and then the paients The bodies of Mi Raikes, 
Mi Robertson, Dr Hay, Mr Buch, and Mi Oir, aftei having been diagged 
naked thiough the stitets of the city, weie now biought to the Cotwalli and 
thrown down in fiont of tlie Mohumdi flag, they lemained there till the next 
moinmg when they weie flung into a tank ontside the city. 
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Khan Baliadoor about 4 pm: accompanied by Mobaiek Shah Khan, Ahmed 
Shah Khan, and a numbei of his suppoiters, now made a piocession thiough 
the city, with men in front of then elephants, proclaiminsc that the Government 
of the English was at an end, and that the King of Dellu was now the ruler of 
India Tlie people were also duected to letuin to their houses and le-open 
their shops, which had been shut since the morning Euzl Huq, Tehseeldar 
of Nuwabgunje, Jaffir All, Thannadar, and many otlier Goveinment employes, 
came in this evening, and tendered then allegiance to Khan Bahadoor 

On the morning of the 1st June, Khan Bahadooi issued orders for all 
the Ainlahs to attend at the Cotwalli, and pioceeded to take measuies for 
seeming the authority he had usurped, all the Government officials were 
oidered to continue at then posts and cany on their duties uudei pain of 
severe punishment in case of then refusal 

Mr Hansboiough, the Supeiintendent of the Jail, was now hi ought to 
the Cotwalli by the Syuds of tho Naoraehla , he had defended himself most 
gallantly duiing the whole of the 31st May on the gateway of tho Jail, 
but was seized on the inoining of the 1st June, and hi ought befoie Khan 
Bahadoor, when placed before him, Mr Tlansborougli said, in a loud mice 
that was heaid by all tlie poojile, “I am in your powei, and you cm 
kill me, but do not think tor a moment that by mmdeiing me and all the 
othei Englishmen heie, you will be able to put an cud to the Biitish Govern- 
ment ” Khan Baliadoor then ordeied him to be cut to pieces Muneer Khan 
was now appointed Naib Ootwal, and the Tohseeldai was oideied to make 
arrangements foi supplying the sepahis in cantonments with provisions 

A Duibar was appointed foi 2 o’clock p M , and all the chief men m 
tho city were ordered to attend Tlie Ootwal w'as duected to see to this, 
Aftei holding Dui bai in tlie ctfy, Khan Bahadooi, accompanied by Mobaiek 
Shall Khan, Aliraed Shah Klian, Akbar Ah Khan, Soba Ram aud many 
others of the chief men, mounted on elephants, with a gieat crowd of tho 
mob, on foot and horseback, pioceeded in state to the cantonment to pay a con- 
gratulatoiy visit to Bukt Khan, Mahomed Shuffi, and the leaders of the 
rebel troops On their arrival at the edge ot cantonments neai the Collector’s 
Cutcherry, the sepahis, being unceitam of their pm pose, filed at them 
Khan Bahadoor then stood up in his howda, and waved his handkeicliief 
lu sign that he came as a fiiencl After some del.iy a message was sent to 
him from Bukt Khau, saying that he could not be allow’ed to enter canton- 
men,ts attended by all the labble of the city, but that he and a tew of hia 
chief supporteis must come alone if they wished to come On tins the 
crowd w^^s sent back, and Khan Bahadooi, attended by iVIobaiek Shah Khan, 
Ahmed Shah Khan, Madai All Khan, Kaiamut Klnn, and Sobha Ram went 
on, he was received w’lth a salute of eleven guns Bukt Khan at fiistitceived 
him with gieat coolness, and lefused to leceive his nuzzci of Rupees 1,000, 
but was pi evaded to do so by Ahmed Shah Khan After sitting foi a 
slioit time, Khan Bahadooi took his depaituie leaving piesints foi theleadeis 
of the tioops 

On reaching Ins house in the city, Khan Bahadooi held a Council com- 
posed of Madai Ah Khan, Mobaiek Shall Khan, and Kaiamut Khan, to 
take into consideration the measures necessaiy for restoiing some kind of 
ordei in the city and the distiict This matter wms forced on his attention 
by the reports that came in fiom the distnct, which was now one scene of 
anaicliy and violence. The minds of the native population had been pre- 
paied foi the outbieak, by the lumouts sedulously ciiculated tluoughout the 
disfiict during May The news of the mutiny of the tioops spiead like 
wild fire, and wlieiever the intelligence i cached, the people at once lose, not 
so much m lebellmn against the Butish Goveinment, as against all Govern- 
ment of any kind, eveiy man piepaied to wreak lus vengeance on his piivate 
foe, or to take violent possession of land to which he consideied he had a 
claim — To give one instance out of many that occurred The Thakoois ot 
Akka had had a dispute about a wall, had fought among themselves, and 
had been punished by impiisonment They had been itleased befoie the 
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mutinv On the day of the outbreak the paity, who conceived themselves 
injured, attacked the otheis, killed the fom sons of the leader on the other 
side, cut off the hands and feet of the fathei, and placed him in a cait uith 
the dead bodies of his sons and flung them all into the Ramgunga 

After much discussion it was determined to appoint a Dewan under 
Khan Bahadoor, whose duty it should be to look after the police and revenue 
of the distiict Tluough Madar All Klian’s influence Soblia Bam was 
selected as tlie Deu an , his knowledge acquired in the service of the Biitish 
Government in tlie Oornmissaiiiit, added to his influence fiom his wealth, 
also opciated in Ins favour 

In the evening Fuzloo, the man who liad headed the attack on Hamid 
Hussau’s house, and the murdei of the English gentleman concealed theie, 
uas bi ought before Khan Bahadoor, chaigad by Fasaat Olah Khan, and 
seveial other Mahomedaiis, with having Inoken into their houses and plun- 
dered tlieii piopeity, ho was found guilty, and in accoidanee uith a Eatwa 
pronounced by Moottee Mayet Ahmed, his nglit liand and left foot weie cut 
off, he was a man ot great pluck and enejgy, and immediately after the 
punishment was earned through the city seated in a Toujon, by the mob, 
who ueie bis devoted admiteis, be remained at Baieilly during the rest ot 
Khan Bahadooi’s leign, and is said to have been killed lu the fight at the 
Nuikuttea bridge on the 6th May 1858 

On the morning of the 2nd June, Sobha Ram attended Durbar, and was 
appointed Dewan by Khan Bahadooi , his allowance was to bo a share of 
whatevci remained aftei payment of the expenses of the Government, other 
appointments weie made at the same tune, Madar Ah Khan and Neaz 
Mahomed Khan were appointed Geneials with salaues of Rupees 1,000 a 
month, Moulvie Klian n as appointed Koinedan and given the farm of the 
Shall! Pei gunnah , Moolcliand u as appointed Naib to Sobha Ram on Rupees 600 
a month, Hooii Lull, son ot Sobha Ram, was appointed Paymastei on Rupees 
1,000 a month , Ah Hossam Khan, son of Madar Ah Khan, was made Com- 
mandant of Cavahy on Rupees 600 a month, Deen Dyal, Superintendent of 
Pi.oad'5, uas made Darogan of the Gun Eoundry on Rupees 200 a month 
Syfoola Khan, J iiler, was made Supeiintendent of Jails, on Rupees 600 a 
month, and many othci mfeiioi appointments any man. piomising to bang 
60 or a 100 men was appointed Komedan Ruja-ol-doulah, a singer of the 
Court of the King of Oudh, and now lesiding at Baieilly, was appointed 
A -D -0 to Klian Bahadooi, and Master of tlie Ceremonies his expeiience in 
the Couit of Oudh made him an authoiity in tliese matters, he regulated all 
receplions, Duibais, &c , he advised that an uizee should be sent at once to 
the King of Delhi by Khan Bahadoor, nariating what had been done, and 
soliciting the appointment of Nazi tn of Kotehir, the urzee was accordingly 
diawn up by Ruj i-ol-do«lali and sent off 

The next day Khan Bahadoor went to visit Bukt Khan accompanied only 
by one of liis family and a tew attendants, las object was to beg the loan of 
two guns tiom Bukt Khan, to enable him to overawe the mob of the city 
Bukt Khan declined lending the guns but pioraised assistance if it was re- 
quiied The same night Sobha Ram went secietly to Bukt Khan and presented 
him null a pan of shawls worth Rupees 2,000 

While the mutinous regiments lemamed at Bareilly, Khan Bahadoor 
Jiad little authoiity , the sepahis acted as they pleased , they plundered many 
houses m the cUy, and seized any good swoids oi hoi ses they took a fancy 
to On the 7th June, some of the sowais ot the 8th Irregulais suirounded 
the Sonhaia Mnhulla and dera.inded that Misr Bijiiath, a banker, and 
Kunjet Ball, the Goveinmeut Tieasurei, should be given up to them , they con- 
cealed themselves loi a slioit time, but weie afterwards discovered and taken 
before Khan Bahadooi , he was in Duibai with Ahmed Shah Khan, Kussul 
Mund Biahrain, Mabaiek Shah Khan, Moulvi Shah Khan, Ruja-ol-dow- 
lah, Syfoola, Amanut Hossam, Soblia Ram, and others; Misi Bijnath Avag 
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ordered to pay up at once all the money he had in Ins hands belonging to 
English oflScers, and the Tieasurer was oideied to produce whatevei money 
he had , on their refusal, they neie heavily iioned and made over to Bukt 
Khan, they were taken into Cantonments, shamefully ill-tieated, being made 
to stand for two days in the sun, and were threatened to be blunt alive or 
blown away fiom a gun if they continued obstinate, at last Rupees 61,000 was 
got fioni them, when thev were released, tins aiiangement was In ought about 
by their paying Rupees 4i,000 privately to Moharned Shuffe Rissaldar, one of the 
leaders of the troops About the time that Misr Bijnatli was taken before 
Khan Bahadoor lilian,*AliKhan, Tehseeldar of Shahi, arrived at Baieilly bung- 
ing with him Rupees 14,000 which he intended to present to Khan Bahadooi , 
some sepahis who happened to be at the Cotwalli seized it, and cained it 
away to Bukt Khan 

On the 11th June the sepahis marched from Baieillv to ]om the lebels 
at Delhi, they committed great outrages befoie they started, and on the road, 
Mobarek Shah Khan accompanied them llie first raaicli out, and sent an 
iirzee by Bukt Khan to the King of Delhi soliciting the appointment of 
Nazim in Rohilcund 

After the tioops left, Khan Bahadooi made some attempt to legulate tlie 
disorders prevailing in the city and the distiiet , he called a council com- 
posed ot Sobha Ram Dewan, Madai Ah Khan, Ahmed Shah Khan, and[Moba- 
rek Shah Khan, who had retuined from Euttehgunge Aftei some discussion 
it was decided to appoint a committee foi the tiial of all cases in the fiist 
instance The members weie — 

Raramut Khan, — a descendant of Ilafiz Rehmat Khan, and relative of 
Khan Bahadooi 

Ahhar Ah Khan, — a relative of Khan Bahadooi, formerly Sudder Araeen 
of Mattia, dismissed for taking biibes, he was head 
of the committee and received a salaiy ot Rupees 1,000 
a month ; all levenue matters were made ovei to him 

Cazy Gholam Hamza, — Cazy of the City of Bareilly 

jPundit Ojhai Tegh Nath, — a fiiend of Soba Rain, appointed bead Pundit 

Moztiffer Moosain Khan, — descendant of Ilafiz Rebinat, subsequently 
appointed Suddei Ala 

Jaffir Ah Khan, — a wealthy Zemindai 
-Jymal Sing, — ^Thakoor of Keara, sat on the committee for about two 
months 

Kulb Ah Shah, — an infiuential Mahomedan of the old city 

This committee continued to cany on business during the whole of Khan 
Babadooi’s reign 

Khan Bahadoor after settling the committee, proceeded to appoint Teh- 
seeldars and Thannadais for the district, and officers foi the aimy he was lais- 
ing , for list of those appointed see Appendix B. 

The next day the council met again , the state of the finances forced 
itself on their attention, all the money in the Treasury had been taken away 
by the mutineers, as well as some that had been biought in from the Mofus- 
sil, and also the sums that had been extoitt d fiom Misr Bijnatli and Kun- 
nyah Lall The Tieasuiy was consequently empty, part ot the rabbi lusts 
had been collected befoie the outbieak, and \i hat was due could not be reckoned 
on The council therefore deteiramed to levy a tax on tliecity, to give 
some shew of legality to this, Khan Bahadoor called foi a Bvwasta from 
some Pundits and for a Putwa liom the Moollis The question propounded to 
them was, “If a Raja or Nawah is in want of money foi public pui poses, liow 
much of ins subjects’ moveable property may he take?” Pundit Ojliai Tegh 
Nath, Mooftee Eiiayat Ahmed and Moolvie Amanat Hoosain, having consider- 
ed the question, replied that a ruler in such circumstances might call upon his 
subjects for 1-lOtb of their wealth 
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On receipt of this answer Khan Bahadoor appointed a committee under 
Khosbi Ram to assess the tax, the committee was co'nposed of — 

Kummoo Mull, Bankei, 

Ram Peishaud, Maliajun, 

Ram Lall do 

Booiga Porshaud, Kaiinda of R.ija Ruttun Sing, 

Dooiga Peishaud, Gomashta of Muttia Dass 

The committee sat in the house of Kunnyali Lall, and after taking an es- 
timate of the propel tv possessed by the Mahajuns and otheis, sent in a state- 
ment fixing the amount of the tax at Rupees 1,07,000 to be paid in foui instal- 
ments, one in June, one in July, one in August, and tlielast in September On 
this Kliobhi Ram was appointed to collect the fiist instalment at once, he was 
afterwaids dismissed and Emam Ah and Syfoolah Khan \iere oideied to 
collect the lernaining poitiou , they pi ocieded to do this by the most violent 
measuies, cows bones uere placed befoie the Hindoos, plates of iron were 
heated and those who refused to pay neie scare 1 ontltem, by these means 
they collected in all, with the fiist instalment. Rupees 82,000 The balance 
was lemitted, on tile people biibing Sobha Ram , the money thus obtained vas 
applied to the expendituie on account of guns and powdei. 

On the 21st of June a Eirman fiom the King of Delhi was received by 
Khan Bahadooi in leply to tlie petition sent by him on the 2nd, he was ap- 
pointed lulei of Kuteliir with full autlioiity in all levenue and Police matteis 
Copies of this Eirman weie sent to all the Tehseelis and Thannahs, and one was 
set up at the Cotwali Many persons howevei doubted whether the Eiiman 
was a genuine paper from tlie King of Delhi They thought it was impos- 
sible that a leply to the petition of the 2nd of June should liave been leceived 
so quickly, now that all the diks weie stopped It had howevei an effect 
with the mass of the people and brought many adbeients to Khan Bahadooi 

Shoitly altei this Khan Bahadooi again seized Misi Bijuath and extoited 
some monev fiom him, he also seized Lutchmi Narain, Tieasuier, and made 
him pay Rupees 8,000, being a balance m his hands belonging to Mr 
Beikeley 

Tlie money obtained by the tax on the city, bv fines fiom Binkeis and 
othus, and by plundei, was soon expended, and Khan Bahadooi was again 
obliged to consider measuies foi obtaining funds toi the payment of tlie troops 
he had enlisted, the salaries of the men he had appointed to vaiious situ- 
ations, and the expenses of the Gun Eoundiy, &c 

Khan Bahadoor’s authoi ity was pretty well established in the city, and 
the Mahoraedan parts of the distiict, but in the Peigunnahs of Besulpoor, 
Eureedpoor, and Kavabgunge, was scarcely acknowledged He and his 
council consideied that it would be politic to negotiate with the Thakoois who 
were the chief landholdeis in those paits, and through then agency keep that 
part of the eountiy quiet, and collect the levenne Khan Bahadoor accord- 
ingly began to act on this plan, lie took eveiy oppoitunity in Diiibai of speak- 
ing in praise of the Thakoois, and expiessing his admiration of their gieat 
qualities, he had also turn men, all eady suppoiteis of his, through wliose in- 
fluence and addiess he had leason to believe that he should he able to succeed 
in his wishes One of them, Jymal Sing, Tnakoor of Keaia, had intugued 
with Bulvt Khan and M ihomed Sliuffi. befoie tiie mutiny , on this coming to 
the knowledge of the Commissionei of the Division, he had been sent foi , 
Khan Bahadooi on this occasion voluntoeied to be answeiable foi Jymal Sing’s 
loyalty, theie was consequently a fiiendly feeling between them The other 
agent was Suinam Sing, a Jemadar of Getieial Paisons, when Sobha Ram was 
employed in the Coramissaiiat, between Sobha Ram and Suinam Sing there 
was a long-standing fiiendship and alliance. Suinam Sing joined Khan 
Bahadoor heaitily and was of essential sei vice to him in bunging over the 
Thakoois to his side. 
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Jymal Sing bad at once declared for Khan Bahadoor , he waited on him 
in Duibai on the 2iid June, piesented a nuzzer and received permission to 
raise a legiment fi ora among his clan of Jhangara Bajpoots Tliiough his 
influence Tliakoor Davi Sing, Ilaquadai of Dousuteya, now joined Klian 
Bahadoor and piesented his nuzzei The next diy Tliakoor Bugonath Sing 
of Botlowlee came and joined Khan Bahadooi , aftei piesenting a nuzzer he 
was diiected to laise a regiment, and oideicd to collect the revenues of the 
Kuiieedpooi Peiguunali The Tliakoor of Sheohghui, the Tliakoois of Nugciia, 
Tliakooi Koonjbeliaii Sing of Keuiia, Thakooi Nundoo Sing of Entgaon, and 
othei laige lauded piopiiutois among the Thakoois also came in and tendered 
then allegiance Jymal Sing foi lus set vices on this occasion received a saliry 
of Rupees 1,000 a month and the tnle of Collectoi lie continued lor some 
lime a steady suppoitei of Khan Bahadooi, and nas of essential seivico to 
him on many occasions 

At the end of June, Tliakoor Rugonath Sing of Bodonlee having enlisted 
400 men biought them to Bareilly, nlieie they weie inspected by Khan Balia- 
door and stationed neai the citv At tins tune Hakeem Saadut Ah went once 
fiom Rampooi to Aon lab, to settle a dispute between the Hindoos and Maho- 
medaiis tlieie, Khan Bahadoor was aliaid of liis influence, and ordered 
Rugonafh Sing to rnaicli with liis men to Aowlali, lie was dismissed m full 
Durbar, aftei having been invested with a khillut, the title of Raja, and 
having leceivcd pfln tiom Khan Bahado u Inmseli , befoie he loached Aowlah 
the dispute theie had been adjusted and Hakeem Saadut Ah liad gone hack to 
Rampooi, he thciefoie letuined to Bareilly 

Khan Biliadooi’s success with these Thakoors established liis authority in 
some measuiG in the distnct of Binillv and part of Slialijelianpnor , hut in 
Budaon the power of liis Nazim, Abdul Rahman IClian, was meudy nominal 
A large I.mded pi opiietor, Tliakooi Hnr Lall of BuKslnena, commonly called 
the Dliab'i Dliim Tliakoor, collected Ins clan, and declaied himself indepen- 
dent of the King of Dilln and Ins Nazim, Khan Bahadoor, he lefused to 
acknowledge Ahdul Rahman Khan, and collected the icvenues of Pergunnah 
Saleempooi on his own account , he w^as joined by inimbeis of Ins clan, and by 
other Rajpoots, and advanced to Bud ion to attack Ahdul Rahman Khan, all 
the inlnbitanis of the place, however, Hindu and Mahomedan, knowing that 
if theie w'as a flgiit, they should be plundered, wbiclievci side won, joined 
Abdul Rahman to oppose him On this he leturncd to Saleompoor, but con- 
tinued to hold the countiy in Ins own name Khan Bahadoor feaiing that Ins 
example might be followed by other Thakoois, deiei mined to send a strong 
force to put him down, Neaz Mahomed was, theieforo, sent with some guns, 
cavaliy, and lulantiy, on reaching Budaon ho was joined by Abdul Raliman 
Khan, and they pioceeded togetliei to attack Hui Lall, he was defeated and 
fled, but the whole country being in his favor, tliev weie unable to put him 
down effectually , they tlieicfore applied to Khan Bahadooi foi i einfoi cements , 
he had none to send, and tiicrefoie determined to trv what could be done by 
negotiation Accoidmgly Jvmal Stag was sent to Hur L ill , lie succeeded m 
inducing Hui Lall to acknowledge Khan Bahadooi, and retained to Bareilly 

The money fiom the Besuipoor Tieasuiy had not yet been brought in, 
Khan Bahadooi theiefore sent a force to escoit it to Baieilly, tlie money was 
brought in safety to the old uty, hut was theie met by some men of Cliotan 
Khan’s regiment and the Risalilis of Salar Jung Khan and Tufuzul Hossaiu 
Kliau , they took Rupees 6,000 of it and sent the lemainder on to Khan 
Bahadooi 

Rugonath Sing’s Regiment, which was stationed at Bareilly, began at the 
end of July to he clamourous for some pay Khan Bahadooi having no 
funds at hand, issued an order fox the amount due on Suruh Sukh Raie, 
Teiiseeldar of Eureedpooi, and gave it to Rugonath Sing Between Rugo- 
nath Sing and Suiub Sukli Raie there was an old-standing giudge, he was 
consequently annoyed at the Utter being appointed Tehseeldai of Euieedpoor 
where his estates lay. On Rugonath Sing’s piesenting the oidei, Suiub 
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Sukh Raie told him that he had no money to pay it, and that he must 
■wait till the khureet kists came in Rugonath Sing on this went to Bodowlee, 
and having collected all the men of his clan, to the numbei of 8 oi 
10,000, retui ned to Rureedpoor, and on the 31st July attacked Surub Sukli 
Raie, and killed him with many of his men Rabat Olah Khan, Ressaldar, 
happened at this time to be encamped on the Shahjehanpoor load near Rureed- 
poor, with about 600 men , on heating what had occurred, he maiched on the 
1st August to attack Rugonath Sing, and was defeated, being killed with 
about fifty of his men. When infoimation of this was received at Bareilly it 
caused cousidei able excitement among tlie Pat bans, and Khan Bahadooi saw 
that It was necessaiy to put down the Rajpoots at once, be accordingly 
maiched himself at the head of all his forces towards Rureedpoor , after he 
had gone a short distance he was prevailed upon to return by his attendants, 
but sent his tioops on under Madar Ah Klian, Syfoolah Khan, and Tufuzul 
Hosain Khan The Thakoors having no guns were unable ,to oppose them 
and theietore retreated Madar Ah marched to Ruttehgunge plundeiing and 
burning all the Rajpoot villages he came across, he also sent All Khan with a 
small force to Bodowlee, which was burnt and plundered Madar All Khan 
then letuined to Baieilly, Rugonath Sing having fled to Bhuiraoli 

Rugonath Sing had thus compromised himself with the Pathans by the 
defeat and slaughter of Rabat Olah Khan and his men, and with Soba Ram 
by the muider of Sniuh Sukh Raie and his relations who wheie Kayaths , 
other causes of disagreement had also aiisen, a friend of Thakoor Jymal 
Sing’s had been seized and confined notwithstanding his entreaties , Soba Ram 
had blown away two Thakoors from guns on hearing of the business at 
Rureedpoor, and quairels about the payments of the revenue had taken place 

Khan Bahadoor seeing the feeling among the Thakoois, and being aware 
that he had no chance of successfully opposing the English without the assist- 
ance of the Hindoo population, attempted to re-attach them to liis inteiests. 
He released Jymal Sing’s friend, who was still in confinement , he sent Soba 
Ram to Keara to induce Jymul Sing to return to B ireilly and attend his Dur- 
bars which he had given up doing, by these measuies an apparent friendship 
'was patched up between them, but the Tiiakoois heiicefoiwaid only waited for 
an opportunity to declare against Khan Bahadoor 

The Syuds of the Nao Mehla being displeased at the influence possessed 
by Soba, and disliking the Hindoo element mixed up with the Goveinment 
through his means, were anxious to luin him One day in August while he 
was in Durbar, they repoited secretly to Khan Bahadoor that an English 
gentleman was concealed in Soba Ram’s house, and obtained permission to 
seaich it, they took with them a Regiment and a Risalah ol Cavalry and 
surrounded the place, broke open the doors, and began plundering the property. 
This was told to Eiiayet Olah Khan, Buksheesh All, and some friends of Soba 
Ram’s, who went to the place and put a stop to the plunder Soba Bam was 
in Duibar while this was going on , when he was informed of what had happened 
he went home, shut himself up, and lefused to attend Durbar again After a 
few days, through the agency of Madai Ah Khan, who was an intimate friend 
of Soba Ram, and by the apologies and legiets lavishly expressed by Khan 
Bahadooi, he uas appeased and again took chaige of his duties A few days 
after this a body was found in a well in the Public Gardens, it is supposed by 
many that Mi Wyatt was really concealed in Soba Ram’s house, until the 
attack on it by the Syuds , that Soba Ram was then alai med at the consequences 
to himself, should Mi Wyatt’s lesidence theie be discoveied, and that he 
theietore had him lulled and thrown into this well, at a distance fiom his 
house, to avert suspicion from him 

Khan Bahadoor and his advisers felt that as long as the English held 
Nainee Tal his authoritv could not be firmly established in Rohilcund, he 
feared that they might raise troops thexe and come down to attack Baieilly, 
and he knew that the fact of their being there would always be an element of 
weakness in his Government and would induce many to plot against him. 
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Accordingly in July, as soon as lie found himself m a position to do so, he had 
collected a foiee to attack the place, he appointed his giaudson, Bunni Meer, 
to the command, and he had accoidingly maiched as far as Behan, on the 
load, he ddayed there however and did nothing beyond plundering that part 
of the country 

On the 18th of August, Khan Bahadoor by the advice of Ru 3 a-oI-dowlah 
detei mined on sending a nuzzer to the King of Delhi in the hope of obtain- 
ing a diess of honoi in letuin, accordingly Boja-ol-dowlah having drawn up 
the letter and arranged the nuzzei, the following piesents weie sent — 

1 elephant, with gold howda and trappings 
1 Horse, with jewelled trappings. 

1 Koian 
1 Clown 

101 Goldmohours 

The Clown and Koian were supplied by Ruja-ol-dowlah, w ho had received 
them from the King of Lucknow, and hi ought tiiem with him to Bareilly 
The nuzzer was sent under charge of Ahmed Shah Khan, Ah Tar Khan, and 
Akhar Khan, with fifty hoisemen, and 200 foot Ahmed Shah Khan returned 
after going as fai as Rampooi, hut the rest went on to Delhi 

All this time Bunni IMeer who had started m July to attack Nainee Tal 
had loiteied at Behan, plundering the country In October, Ah Klian Mewa- 
tie and Hafiz Kullan Khan were sentvnth a regiment and some cavalry tojoin 
him and uige him on Bunni Meer made some objections to pioceeding at 
once, on w'luch Ah Khan told him that he miglit go hack to Bareilly if lie 
liked, that all he wanted w'as his guns, accordingly Bunni Meer retuined to 
Baieilly and Ah Khan went on to Iluldwanco and Kat Godown, both which 
places he plundeied and burnt, the next day he was attacked by a force sent 
fiom Nainee Tal and defeated with considerable loss 

Khan Bahadoor having been informed that intelligence of the intended 
attack on Nainee Tal had been sent fiom Bareilly, ordered every man wdio 
could lead or write ‘English to he imprisoned , they weie kept in confinement 
fin two days and then released, under threats of punishment in case they were 
detected coriesponding with the English, all the Bengalis weie ordered to 
leave the city at once 

Eugonath Sing and the other Thakoors after the fight at Eureedpoor 
and their subsequent flight had remained at Kumraohe No levenue w'as 
leetived by Khan Bahadoor fiom that part of the country, he therefore in 
Octobei deteiminedto send a stiong foice under command ot M.idai Ah Khan 
to Kesulpooi, to collect the kists due, as well as fiom Powain and Deuua 
Suinam Sing went with Madai Ah Khan, and through Ins influence with 
the Thakoois induced many of them to meet him After some time Ruo-o- 
nath Sing of Bodowhe, Koshan Sing and Konjbehaii Sing of Deuiia, Nunfoo 
Sing of Entgaon, Kaher Sing of Kuraiaolie, and Lakan Sing of Kothar, 
agreed to accompany Madar Ah to Bareilly, where they presented then* 
nuzzers to Khan Bahadooi , they then entered into an agreement to"ethei 
The Thakoois swore on Ganges watei, in which salt had been mixed, to be 
faithful subjects to Khan Bahadooi, and in return he conferied on them the 
farms of the following Ilaquas — 

2ts 

To Lakan Sing, the farm of Kothai for 62,000 

To Nundoo Sing, Kaher Sing, Koonjbehari Sing, and Eoshau 

Sing, Besulpooi 10,000 

Eugonath Sing and Bylas Sing, Bodowlee 2,000 

Hugonath Sing and Bylas Sing, however, feeling that they could never be 
secuienndei Khan Bahadooi’s goveinment, owing to their concern in the 
murder of the Kayths at Eurreedpooi, by which they had made Soba Ram 
their enemy, and the subsequent defeat and slaughter of Rabat Olah Khan 
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and Ins men, by wbicb they bad offended the Pathans, took tbe first oppor- 
tunity of leaving the distnct and flying to Baslupoor, whence they went up to 
Nainee Tal to have an inteiview with the Commissioner, and where they 
afterwaids lemained until the le-occupation of the countiy, wdien they joined 
tlie English foi ce at Moiadabad, accompanied it to Bareilly, and have since 
done good service. 

Notwithstanding lus arrangements with the Tliakoors, and the tax he had 
levied fiom tlie city and the confiscation of the piopeity of eveiyone sus- 
pected of being favourable to the English Goveinment, Khan Bahadoor found 
inmself again in w^ant of money Although tlie revenue from the villages was 
iigoiously exacted, and m many cases a gieat deal more than the Govein- 
ment demand, a veiy small portion of it found its way into his Treasury 
By plunder and confiscation Khan Bahadooi had managed to collect a sreat 
quantity of silver ornaments, &e. , this was useless to him in its present form, 
and he theiefoie detei mined by the advice of Ins council to issue a coinage of 
his own, after much discussion it w'as determined to issue rupees of the 
coinage ot Alum Shah, but with a change of date, accordingly a mint was set 
up in Bampeishaud’s house, which had been confiscated on his refusing to serve 
as Treasuiei A small quantity of silver money was issued, it was good silvei 
and full weight, and passed leadily foi 16 annas the rupee 

The mint not producing money as quickly as Khan Bahadoor wished, he 
again seized Misr Bijnath with the intention of getting some*^ money from 
him , he refused to pay anything, and after being kept in confinement for a 
few days was released on biibing Syfoola Khan 

The farm of the Datagunje Ilaqua had been given by Khan Bahadoor to 
Bhooii Khan , this brought him into collision with Neaz Mahomed Khan 
and Syfoola Khan, w'ho had charge of the Soorajpoor Ghdt On some dis- 
pute regai ding the dues collected by them, they attacked Khooii Khan , he 
and his son were badly wounded and came into Baieilly, where they shortly 
afteiwaids died 

These quarrels among the Pathans, and disagreements with the Tha- 
koois, added to the reports that gradually got about of the successes of the 
English troops, had a depressing influence on the minds of the people Khan 
Baliadooi theiefoie determined to try to raise then hopes, and lenew then 
first excitement, by investing himself publicly with a dress of honor, said 
to have been received fiom the King of Delhi Accordingly on the 1st Octo- 
ber, notices were issued thioughout the town, that a klullut sent by the 
King of Delhi was on its way to Khan Bahadoor, and that it had come as 
far as Aowlah , four Sandni sowars and some cavalry were sent to meet it, and 
bung It with suitable state to a gaiden outside the city, wheie it was notified 
tliat Khan Bahadoor would be invested with it On the morning of the 2nd 
October, Khan Bahadooi, attended by all the leading men among his follow- 
eis dressed in their best, and mounted on elephants, proceeded, followed 
by an immense crowd to the garden of Deep Ghand, where the khillut had 
been lialted Aftei his investiture a salute of twenty-one guns was fired, and all 
in attendance presented nuzzeis, a khillut was then given to Soba Ram, on 
winch eleven guns were fired. It is said that at this moment Ah Yar Khan, who 
had just come fiom Delhi, whispered to Khan Bahadoor that the tidings of the 
fall of Dellii were true, and that the King was then a prisoner in the hands 
of the English , his countenance at once fell, he went straight to his house, 
and afterwaids took very little part in the goveinment of the country, all 
business being earned on by Soba Ram, Syfoola Khan, Neaz Mahomed, and 
Buja-ol-dowlah 

The news of the fall of Delhi, and of the defeat of the troops sent to 
attack Nainee Tal, spread rapidly through the country, though every means 
was taken by Khan Bahadoor and his advisers to mislead the people, false 
Akbais were published , Sandni sowars were sent out secretly, and received 
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in public Durbar on tbeir return, as having come from Lucknow, Dcllii and 
Durrackabad, with news of victories gained over the English troops Many 
doubted these tidings of constant victories, but no one ventured to express his 
opinion openly , the distrust in the intelligence of success published by Khan 
Bahadoor was increased by the arrival at Baieilly as fugitives of several leaders 
of the rebellion in other paits of the country Among others TValidad Khan 
of Malegurli arrived at this time, he came attended by a small number of 
followers On his reaching Bareilly on the 21st Octobei, Khan Bahadoor 
sent him a present of Rupees 400, and fixed his allowance at Rupees 16 a day 
He had several interviews with Khan Bahadoor, and in hopes of laising the 
spirits of the people, who were getting very much depressed, they determined 
that he should set up a Mahomdi Jhunda or holy flag, and invite all true 
Mahomedaus to join him in waging war against the unbelieveis The flag was 
carried thiough the city with great pomp and ceremony, and aftoiwaids 
set up in the Hosainee garden , food was given to all wlio would enroll them- 
selves, about 200 of the lowest class joined, and remained as long as food was 
distributed , when this was discontinued they left the holy banner Ismael 
Khan and Raheem All Khan also reached Bareilly at this time , then arrival 
as fugitives confirmed the people in their belief of the reports that ivere now 
beginning to spread of the uniform success of the English forces 

In October, Meer Alum Klian, a relation of Khan Bahadoor, was informed 
by a spy that a lakh of rupees was concealed in the house of Baldeo Geer Go- 
shain, a resident of Mouza Nara, Peigunnah Douka The Gosliain was a man 
of considerable repute, and of great influence among the Hindoos Meer 
Alum, the night after he had received this information, left Bareilly taking 
with him Akbar Khan, Naih Beshkar, and twentv sowars He reached Kara 
about daybreak, B<ildeo Geer having received information of his coming, shut 
the doors of his house, and seated himself on the roof w'lth a few of Ins most 
trusty followers Meer Alum tried to force open the gateway, but without 
success , after s )me time he got in through a court-yard at the hack of the 
house Mussamut Joola, the Gosham’s wife, attempted to fly, Meer Alum seized 
hei by the hair, and thieatened her with ill-treatment unless she pointed out 
where the money was buried The Goshain, seeing the indignities to which 
Ills wife was being subjected, filed at Meer Alum , lie had loaded his gun with 
copper pice, and by one discharge killed both Meei Alum and Akbai Kliaii, 
who W'eie standing togetbei Habiboolah Khan, Tebsildar of Sbabi, bearing 
of what bad happened, went to Kara, seized the Goshain, his wife, and sonic 
of bis relations, and sent them into Bareilly to Khan Bahadoor, with the dead 
bodies of Meer Alum and Akbar Khan The case was made over for trial to 
Mooftee Syud Ahmed On tiie 10th December he released the Goshains, as 
they had been unjustly attacked by Meer Alum This decision caused great 
excitement among the Pathans, and Moulvio Khan, brother of Meer ^um, 
taking with him some of the men of his legiment, seized Baldeo Geer and 
cut him to pieces with their swords 

As long as the English held Nainee Tal, Khan Bahadoor could never feel 
secuie, It was consequently his constant object to get possession of the place 
The fiist expedition under Ah Khan had been lepulsed, anothei was now got 
up Gholam Hyder Khan was sent to Buheii with three guns, and a laige 
foice of cavalry and infantiy , be was joined by Euzl Huq with the w'hole ot 
bis troops fiom Pilibeet Tiiey remained a few days at Bubeii and then 
marched on to Bundee "While there a mao came to Euzl Huq and told him 
that he had been impnsoned at Nainee Tal by the English, that lie bad just 
made Ins escape, and would guide him by an undefended road, if be would 
rewaid him W'ell Accordingly the foice marched in the night, after they bad 
gone some distance they w^ere fired at by a picket, and at once fled, thinking 
That they had been led into an ambush Euzl Huq fled to Bareilly, but All 
Khan stiU remain "“d at Buben Shoitly after this Eeioze Shah came to 
Bareilly for the liist time , he bad only a few men with him, and after a halt 
of three days went on to Lucknow 
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Although Mobaiik Shah Khan had been disappointed in his hopes of 
obtaining the musuud foi himself, he had remained a steady suppoiter of Khan 
Bahadooi , he now became anxious to obtain a moie independent position than 
that winch he now held, and having bribed Soba Ram heavily, succeeded in 
getting appointed Nazim of Budaon m the room of Abdool Rahman Klian, 
nho was lemoved to make way foi him On leceiving the appointment he 
presented a nuzzer of Rupees 5,000 to Khan Bahadooi He ill-treated the 
people, and plundeied to such an extent that after nine -neeks Khan Bahadooi 
was obliged to recall him, and re-appoint Abdool Rahman Khan 

Khan Baliadoor and his Council now thought that they might get some 
moie money from Misi Bijnath , a guaid was sent to seaicli his house, on 
the pretence that some Europeans were concealed there Misr Bijnath and 
his sons weie seized and taken befoie Khan Bahadooi, money uas demanded 
fiom them, on then refusal they weie sentenced to be imprisoned on the 
charge of corresponding with the Commissioner at Namee Tal, they lemained 
upwards of a month in jail, heavily ironed, and subjected to gieat indignities 
They at length obtained their release by paying a bribe of Rupees 2,800 to 
Syfoola Klian. 

Mooftee Syud Ahmed, to whom the case against the Goshain and his wife 
had been made over for trial, was now removed from his situation in con- 
sequence of the dissatisfaction his judgment had given to the Patbans, 
Ahmed Ah Khan was appointed Mooftee in his place , 

The murder of the Goshain by Moulvie Khan and the sowars, after he 
had been pronounced guiltless by the Mooftee, greatly exasperated the Hin- 
doos. They had been treated almost fiom the first as slaves to the Mahome- 
dans then pi ejudices regarding cow-killing liad been disregarded , in fact they 
soon found that in the place of the English rule, giving equal justice to all, 
they had assisted in raising a Mahomedan government intolerant and bigoted 
to the last degree Khan Bahadooi from motives of policy had attempted to 
attach tlie Thakoois and Hindoos to him, and had succeeded for a short time , 
but the bulk of his Mahomedan followers took little trouble to conceal their 
contempt and hatred for the Hindoos To allay this glowing nutation, and 
if possible band the two races together again against the British Government, 
it was detei mined that a Pathakai, or holy flag under which all Hindoos 
might rally, should be raised, and that at the same time a Mohumdee Jhunda 
should be set up Accordingly, on the 20th Januaiy, Soba Ram, accompanied 
by Gopal Nund, Newal Nund, and Ishurmund, Bi airmans, and Gunesh Rai, 
Huisukh Rai, Beem Sen, and Teka Ram, Kayaths, went in procession mounted 
on elephants with a huge following, carrying the Pathakar, winch they set up 
on the banks of the Ramgunga, calling on all Hindoos to rally under it, and 
join with the Mahomedans in opposition to the English, who were the enemies 
to all the religions of Hindoostan. 

On the same day a Mohumdee Jhunda was set up by order of Khan Baha- 
door in a garden near the city, and food distributed beneath it Veiy few 
men came to either place of galheiing, and the flags after being left standing 
for a few days were removed In fact the people began to see that the contest 
against the English was hopeless The Hindoos and Mahomedans weie en- 
raged against one anothei, as much as the latter were against the English 
This feeling of distrust in the ultimate success of Khan Baliadoor was in- 
creased by the reports circulating tluough the district, and by the daily ariival 
of fugitives from various parts of the country The people had found out the 
dodges attempted by Khan Baliadoor to keep them together, and placed little 
reliance on any lepoit ciiculated by his oiders. In the beginning of January 
a Sandni sowar aiiived, it was said, from Euriuckabad, bunging accounts of a 
victory obtained over the English there, two days afterwards this intelligence" 
was contiadicted by the arrival at Baieilly of Kawab Bungusb, the Races of 
Eurruckabad. 
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Hubeeboolah Klian, who bad remainod at Buhcri when Fuzl Huq fled to 
Bartnllr, now made a Obupao on the Government Ihannnli at Kalee 
Pongee He succeeded m smpnsing the place, and killed tlie Tbannadar, 
Mhose bead was cut-off, and sent to Ban illy, three days after lEuhecbolab 
came bimsell to Baiully, and leceived a dress of lionour for bis exploit , he 
aftei wards applied foi one of the confiscated houses, and this being refused, 
be left Baieilly and went to Lucknow. 

Khan Bahadooi now organized anotbei attack on Nninoe Tal , be collected 
all Ins available lorces, and sent them to Bubeii under Mahomed Ah Khan, 
who bad been a short time bcfoie appointed Nazim of that part of the coun- 
tiy. Alter Mahomed Ah bad collected bis forces be marched to Bundea, and 
from tlienco to Chuipooiah, when* be was attacked bv a force sent from Nainee 
Tal, and utteily defeated on the 3id Fein nary 1858 with the loss of three guns 
and a number of men , he himselt being killed, as was also U ifiz Nizam Ah, his 
Nail), the tioops 11 *d in the greatest disoidd , some of them baited at Bulien, 
when M.ihmood Khan assumed tlie command, but the greatci nuinber did not 
stop till they i cached Bareillv, where they weic recened by Khan Babadoor 
with abuse and reproaclu s , be said to. them, “ i'ou worthless cowards, jou 
take ton days to march from Baicilly to Churpoorub, but only one to come 
back after seeing the Euglisii foices ” 

Khan Babadoor uftei the defeat of bis troops at Cburpoorab gave up all 
idea of attacking Naineo Tal, and turned his atteniion to defending himself 
from an invasion tioni tliat quarter Ghous Mahomed Khan was accordingly 
sentwitli some guns and men to join Mahmood Ah Khan at Buhcri, where they 
entienched themselves Thev lemained tlieic until the re-occupation of 
llohilcund in Mav, when they fled to Oudh At the same time Khan Babadoor 
beating that an attack from Ahuorah was in c mtemplation, ordered Fuzl Huq 
to Buiuindeo witli some guns and a foico of cnialrv and infantry. 

Khan Babadoor at tins tunc, seeing bow hopeless it was to attempt to 
put an end to the divisions among the Hindoos and Maboniodans of Rohilcund, 
and knowing that unassisted he had no chance ol being able to hold the conn- 
tiv against the Liighsh, determined to trv whether be could induce the Sikhs 
to join him Accoidingly, on the 6th Febiuarv, nfier the deft at at Churpoorah, 
be and ins council doteiniined to send a messenger to tlie llaja of Putialn, 
and to Maharaja Golah Sing of Oasbmere, to uige on them the duty thej owed 
to then faitli to unite witli him in opposition to the English A Mahunt was 
sent tlie next day with valuable presents for eicli, and a good sum tor his own 
road expenses, what became of him is not known. 

About the end of January a Sandni sowar arrived at Bnroilh bringing 
letters fiom Lucknow giving int' lligencc of the complete defeat of the Eng- 
lisli army undei tlie Oommander-in-Ohief. This good news was proclaimed 
tliroughout the city and distiict In a few days aiiothei letter was received 
from Nana Rao saying that he was on bis load to Baieilly, and requesting 
tliat a place might be piepired foi him to li\o in with his women, be arrived 
on the 26tli Maicli, and umaiiied at Baieilly till the end of Apiil, be found 
buiisolf in a false position lieie, wlioic the icbellion liad by this time assumed 
an entiiely Mihomedm chaiacter, be made some attempts to put a stop to 
cow-killing in the city, and also to induce the Hindoos to join the Mabomed- 
ans in opposing ibe Englisli, but without success When the Ouiniiiandei-in- 
Gliief had anived at Jalalabad, Nana Rao solicited and obtained command 
of the force sent to Euiieedpoor to oppose liim This pioposal w’as merelj a 
subteifuge to conceal bis intention of deserting, be took with bun all bis 
w’omen, and w hatever tieasuie be possessed, and on reaching Eurreedpoor turn- 
ed off towaids Besulpooi and fled into Oudh 

Aftei the fall of Lucknow, Eeroze Shah returned to Baieilly with about 
1,000 men, he lemained at Bareilly a lew days, and then marched suddenly 
bv Sumbhul to Moiadabad, where be attacked the foices of the Nawab of 
Rampooi, and got possession of the town foi one day, be at once issued orders 
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for a tax on all the Hindoos, but on the next day being attached by some 
troops sent flora Rarapoor by the Nawab, and also heating of the approach 
of the English force flora Roorkee, he left Mnradabad and fled to Bareilly, 
and ultimately accompanied Khan Bahadoor to Ondh 

Mahraood Khan of Najeebabad airived at Bareilly in April, and after- 
wards fled to Oudh with Khan Bahadoor, a son of Ins who had come to 
Bareilly previously was killed at the Nurkutteea budge on the 6th May 1858 
Khan Bahadoor and his Council were now at their wits’ end , they felt 
that they could oppose no effc ctual resistance to the foices marching to attack 
them The plans determined on to-day weie changed tomoirow, and all was 
confusion At one time it was decided on to eiect entrenchments on the roads 
leading from Sliahjehanpoor, Moradabad, and Budaon, and portions of the forces 
were sent out to the places fixed on, where some works weie thrown up This 
idea was then abandoned, and it was determined to make the final stand at 
Bareilly, but no raeasuies weie taken to put the city in a state of defence 
All this time the English troops iveie rapidly concentrating, the Commander- 
in-Chief leached Bareilly on the 6th May, and defeated the force sent to oppose 
him at the Nurkutteea bridge close to the city and cantonments That even- 
ing Khan Bahadoor with the greater number of his adherents fled to Philibeet, 
and from thence to Oudh Some few remained and attempted to oppose the 
column from Moradabad which reached Bareilly on the 6th May, on the oppo- 
site side to that on which the Commander-in-Chief had come. 

On the 7th May Bareilly was in the possession of the Comihander-in-Ohief 
and the rebels were flying to Oudh Tlie authority of the British Government 
was at the same time restored throughout the district

Lieut^Tuckbb, 68th Regiment,

Tlieie being no regularity in the payment of tlie salaiies to the tioops, a 
Cliundee was .illowed to tliose who weie lesident of Ratnpoor and othei parts 
of tlie Gountiy, Rupees 2,000 or tnoie weie paid daily in part of their wages 
In some ot tlie regiments a sepoy got one anna pei diem and some two annas, 
a Koomadan leceived one lupee, a Oolusrlai eight annas, Tooumndai foui 
annas , and some sowais leceived eight annas and some loui annus 

Some of the legiments leoeived oiders evciy month oi every 2nd month 
on the Tehseeldais or Tliekadars of the different peigunnalis for their pay, 
they geneially went and plundeied the Tehseelees of moie than the amount of 
the oidei 

Some of the Commanding Otffcers of the Infantry and Cavalry furnished 
lists of then men, and oideis were passed foi the payment, tliougli the number 
entered in the list was generally moio than the number of men actually 
in si'ivico 

Moip 01 less, Rupees 2,000 were paid daily from the month of July 1857 
on account ot Cliundee, making a total of 6,08,000 Rupees to the end of 
Apiil 1868 ,

APPINDIX 10 THE NARRATIVE OF OCCURRENCES, &C , IN THE DISTRICT OF BaREIEEY, BEING A 
NARRATIVE OF EVENTS AT PiLIBHEET, PRIOR TO THE OUTBREAK OF THE REBELLION OP 

1857, IN THE Rohilkund Division 

When the outlueak took place at Meerut, I was absent from the station 
on a ten days’ leave to Nynee Tal, liavmg gone up there to see my bi other 
Lieutenant-Colonel Carnuciiael, tlien Private Secietaiv to the late Mi Colvin, 
who was also up tin le on sick leave A letter fiom Mi Colvin to my biothei 
gave the fiist intimation at Nynee Tal of the occuirences at Meeiut I 
immediatelv liuiiied down the same afternoon to Pilibh-et, and, whilst 
iiding in the next morning, was met by a sowar witli a letter despatched by 
Ml Guthrie, then Officiating Magistrate of Baieillv The letter informed 
me bneflv of the state of affairs at Baieilly, and left me urifetteied to act 
to the best of my own judgment for the maintenance of older in the sub- 
division undei mv charge. I, in common, I imagine, with tlie other Magis- 
Tiates of tlie Division, stiengthened my police, and subsequently on a lequisi- 
tion of tlie Commissions, laised a few iiiegular hoise, some twenty-five in all 
These men neie to have gone into Biieillv, to have been despatched thence, I 
believe, to Meeiut, but tlie mutiny had the stait of them No outrages of any 
kind took place m the distiict, but for the ten days pievious to the outbreak 
atBaieillv, the Mahomcdan poitioii of the population of the town of Pilibheet 
Mas in a most excited state, and on the festival of the Lesser Eed in particular, 
s diiious pljcaids weie posted both on the mosque and the Eedgah, but weie 
pulhd down by the ponce under the instiuctions of the Tehseeldai and Kot- 
Mal, than whom no two native officeis could have behaved bettei during this 
Cl ISIS An 01 del also was issued by me foi bidding the open canying of arms 
in the stieets by any but Goveiument seivants, as the Pathans of the city had 
begun to weai them to an extent pai taking almost of an ostentatious display 

The mutiny at Baieilly took place, as is well known, on Sunday, the 
31st May In the confusion and disorder attendant on a scene where each 
man had to ride for his life, no readiei mode could be contiived of sending 
the news of tlie outbreak to Pilibheet than by confiding to a sowar, wlio was 
entiusted noth the duty, an old lettei to his own addiess which Mi Guthiie 
happened to have in his pocket, and which the sowar was diiected to deliver 
to me as a voucher, at the same tune to report vei bally what had taken place 

Tlie man, native like, carried the letter to the first cbowkee, and theie 
handed it to anothei sowai, and he again to a third, and so on, so that the 
man who delivered the lettei to me at dusk on the evening of the day, natui- 
ally enough concluded that the lettei gave all particulais, and could give no 
satisfactoiy reply to the inteirogatoiies which, not being able to make any 
thing of the lettei, I put to him. 

The veiy fact however of my receiving a letter by a so Wear at sucli a 
peiiod was in itself sufficient to excite suspicion that something had gone 
wiong, and at the instance of my Tehseeldai, whom I took into my con- 
fidence, we despatched a tiustwortliy messenger to Baieilly for infoimatioii 
The leply was leceived the next morning early, being couched in the few but 
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sufficiently significant words “ lial Bareiilv niisl i Meerut o Dellu ust ” * 
Almost simultaneously witli the icceipt of this leplv, a souai came in wiili a 
lettoi despatched by the Thaniiadar of Richa, uhich is close to Buhcnio on 
the Nynee Tal load, and in M Inch the Thannahdar stated that a numher of 
European gentlemen, escoited by a few sonars of the Inegulai Cat ally, 
had passed through Buheirie at midnight on their way to Ej nee T.d I, as 
soon aftei this as possible, sent off my wife and family under a guai d of some 
twenty-five men, sowais and burkundazes, the latter of nhom I mounted on 
an elephant, and we made an ineffectual attempt to peisuade a Seijeani’s wife 
(Mrs Bremner) to be of the paitj, but she lefuscd To hti and her 
husband’s subsequent captivitv and escape 1 make no allusion in this narrative, 
as a veiy full nairative of his sufferings was furnished bj Seijeant Biemnei 
himself to the Commissioner of the Division, and it was also published in the 
pages of the Lahoio Chromcle newspaper Before leating the town, in 
the eaily morning, aftei receipt of the intelligence fioin Bareilly, I had settled 
with my Tchsoelclar and Kotwal that wo should, aftei I had ananged for 
the despatch of my family, be guided in out futiiio movements by circum- 
stances Wo wane, however, soon saved all trouble on this point, by the deci- 
sion come to bv the Mahomedan population of the city and its suburbs to 
jdundei the Tehseelee Trcasuiv It would apjio ii that men had armed 
fiom Baieilly either duiing the night or eaily in the morning bunging 
intelligence of oveiy thing that had occuircd there, and I had left the 
Tehseelee and Kotwalee but a shoit lime befoio symptoms of insuboidina- 
tion began to exhibit themsehes amongst the Goiernment servants It was 
the 1st of the month, and some pav was, if I remember right (for I was 
not piesent at the spot), being distnbutcd A Nnik of the ICotwalce 
went up to the Bukshce, and delibciatcly look up a bag of a thousand 
lupees The Kotwal oideied him to put it down, he lefused, and the Kotwal, 
a dctei mined man, and who has since proted his lofiltv, would hate shot the 
rebel dead, but foi the lemonstiances of the Tehseeldai, who \eiy tnily told 
him that the commencement of bloodshed would piobablv result in all our 
lives being saciified AVhilst this was going on within, the space betwein the 
Tehseelee and Kotw’ah'o, at the cntiance of Di ummondgunj, was filled by 
a suiging multitude of Mahomedans, and the Tchseeldar seeing that theie 
was eveiy chance of the Ticasuiy Ixing plundeied, and the m.qoritj of the 
police and tehseel people being in a state of insubordination, sent the Kotwal 
to me to lepoit matters , I was just on niv wai back to the Tehsedee, having 
indeed got as far as the school-house, when I was met by the Kotwal who 
lefused to let me go fuithei, nieiely icmaiking at the tune, as otheis wcie 
piesent, that theie was no ii'^e in my going into the town Aimed at my 
house he told me the exact state of aflaiis in the city, and addl'd that he 
considered that the Tehseeldai, who was not at all a faioiite with the ISIaho- 
raedans in the city, was in cl iiigei of his life An idea then occuired to me 
by which I thought, that in the e\ent of the emeuto beiii" onh of a temporaiy 
natuie, I might obtain some kind of aecuiity foi the icpaj meiit of the tiiasuie 
which I expected momentaiily to heai had been plundeied, as well as he tho 
means at the same time ol getting the Tthsciddai away safelj fiom the piess 
h^ which he was till onged at the Tehseelee Eici since the earh moining of 
the day the piincipil Mahomedans of the town had been with me, making 
gicat piofessions of loyalty to the State, and offoiiiig to gne me all tho assist- 
ance in then power on my lequimig it 1 pioposcd now' to these men to 
make ovei chaige of tho tieasuie at the Tohsc'ol on the pait of Government 
to them, foi them to leiidei an account of it hoieaflei Tliey leadily assented 
to this pioposition, and also undeitook to sec that the Tehseeldai was allowed 
to come safely out of tho mob The labble that weie clamouiing at the 
Tehseelee wcie all adlicients or depi'ndcnts of one oi othei of these men, and 
as 1 felt suie that the tieasuiy w'ould m any case be plundeied wiihiii the 
houi, in w'hich case tho event would piobably haAO been attended with the 
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lauider of the Tehseeldav, I thought it the better course to make over to these 
men, as a trust on the part of Government, foi them to hold what in any case 
could not be letained by any force which I had at my command These men 
then pioceeded to the Tehseelee, and entered into occupation of it, and the 
Tehseeldai uas allowed to leave the city and join me at my house, which he 
did with, if I lemembei light, but two attendants The lebels howevei, for 
they pioved themselves to be such heieafter most thoiougbly, had hardly 
been in possession of the money above twenty minutes when they proposed to 
lemove'it to then house During this proceeding, as might have been expect- 
ed, a tumult ensued amongst them, and seveial of the bags w'eie cairied off by 
men in the ciowd, and one man was cut down by some one of his fellow 
rioters I was at my house whilst this took place, and until a desultoiy filing 
and upioar commenced in the town The Kotwal then recommended that W'e 
should leave, which we did, some twenty men in all, sowars and buikundazes 
who lode on ponies, at this stage many men who had received no paiticulai 
kindness at my hands behaved rernaikably well in standing by and accompany- 
ing me, whilst othois, fiom whom the same might have been expected in a 
liighei degree, behaved sliamefully I oveitook my family w'ho were travel- 
ling by palkee, at a village about eight miles from Pilibheet, Burba Peroze- 
poor was, I think, the name, the zemindars of which provided shuibut foi all 
oui party, for which act of hospitality then village was on the subsequent day 
plundered by the Patbans of TJmunya This large Mahomedan village on the 
higli road from Pilibheet to Nynee Tal was, I should state, in open insunec- 
tion, and we had to make a detour fiom the main load to avoid it We pro- 
posed to stop that night at the paitially fortified tehseel and thannah of 
Sitargunj We made our point at nightfall, and starting again eaily the 
next moining reached Huldwanee at the foot of the Nynee Tal hills at 6 p M 
of the same day after the most distressingly hot march thiough the forest I 
went up the hill for a day, and returned at Major Bamsay’s request to 
Huldwanee and stopped there for a week in company with an officer (Lieute- 
nant Beechei) of the Ii regular Cavalry The Bhurkundazes who had accompa- 
nied me were dismissed, then services being no longer lequiied But it was 
considered advisable to keep as many sowai s together possible for patrolling 
purposes Por this purpose I hoped by lemaining in person at the foot of the 
lulls to induce my men to continue there, but they evidently most of them con- 
sidered that they had done then duty when they had conducted me to a place of 
safety and regardless alike of threats oi remonstrances despi ted by fives or sixes 
eveiy day until I had but a handful of men left. Tliese houevei did good 
seivice both then and heieafter, and have seveially, together with my Tehseel- 
dai. Sheikh Ameer All, and my Kotwal, Abdoollah Khan, been lecommended 
for rewaid to Government 

The Peshkai also of Juharabad, Zichariah Khan, who accompanied me, 
would also have been similarly recommended, had he not unfortunately, when 
piomoted on the lestoiation of oider to a Tehseeldarship, been killed in Ins 
Tehseel Kutcheriy by a rebel Mahomedan His family have therefoie been 
lecommended to the favorable consideiation of Goveinment It only re- 
mains to notice the conduct of one man at Piliblieet, whose name may not 
have come before the supeiioi authorities, Devee Doss, a native mei chant 
This man, at great peisonal risk to himself, coiiesponded regulaily with me 
duiing the whole time I was in tlie hills, and when the force undei Brigadier 
McCausland moved down to the foot of the hills, he enteied similarly into 
coiiespondence with the Oommissionei of Kumaon, supplying regulaily in- 
foiniation of the rebel movements. Devee Doss is well deserving of the favor 
of Goveinment, and I tiust that mention of his loyalty in this report may not 
be considered as out of place, but simply as his due

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Narrative of eveats atteading the outbreak of disturbaa’Ces and The restora- 
tion or AUTHORITY IN THE DISTRICT OF MoRADABAD IN 1857-58 


Dated Camp Calcutta, 24tli December 1858 
From — J C Wilson, Esq , Commissioner on Special Duty, 

To — G F Edjionstone, Esq , Secietary to Government, Allahabad 

In compliance with the express commands of the Hight Hon ble the Gov- 
ernor-Geneial, I beg to submit the following narrative of the events uhich 
came under my peisonal cognizance during the mutiny and rebellion 

2 You are aware that during the commencement of the year 1857 I 
held the position of Judge and Sessions Judge of Moradabad, and that conse- 
quently I had nothing to do with the executive of either the province or the 
district itself But shortly after the outbieak at Meeiut, seeing that a fearful 
mutiny and revolution weie imminent, that the Magistrate and Joint Magistrate 
had only been lecently appointed to their respective posts (Mr C B Saunders 
had joined, I think, in Bebruai y, and Mr J S Campbell in March 1857), and 
feeling that my standing in the service, my long incumbency at Moradabad, 
and the 1 egard M hich all the really good citizens boie me, might benefit the 
State, and he the means of saving the shedding of Christian blood, I applied 
to the Officiating Secretary to Government, North-Westein Provinces, Agia, beg- 
ging, m the event of rny services being required, for an expiession of implicit 
confidence and can te blanche to do as I liked An answer having been received 
by electric telegiaph m the affirmative, I did my utmost, — with what lesult, 
will be unfolded in the following pages 

3 Having premised thus much, I proceed with my nariative Caiefully 
collating 01 al infoimation with facts as they occuried, I am convinced that Sun- 
day, 31st May 1857, was the day fixed for the mutiny to commence throughout 
the Bengal army, that theie weie committees'^ of about tliiee members in 
each legiment, which conducted the duties, if I may so speak, of the mutiny , 
that the vepahis, as a body, knew nothing of the plans arranged , and that the 
only compact entered into by regiments, as a body, was that then particular 
regiment would do as the othei regiments did The committee conducted the 
coirespondence and arranged the plan of opeiations, viz , that on the 31st Ma 3 % 
paities should be told off to muider all European functionaries, most of whom 
would be engaged at chuich, seize the treasure, which would then be augmented 
by the fiist instalment of the lubbee harvest, and lelease the pusoners, of which 
an aimy existed in the Noith-Westein Provinces alone, of upwards of twenty- 
five thousand men The regiments in Delhi, and its immediate vicinity, wmie 
instuicted to seize the magazine and foitifioations , but the massacie beino- com- 
plete and thoioughly earned out, and all opposition beingthus lendeicd impossible. 
It was arranged that all other brigades and outposts should lemain at their 
respective stations 

4 Fioni this combined and simultaneous massacre on the 31st May 1857, 
w’e were, human ly speaking, saved by Lieutenant-Colonel Smyth, Commandino- 
the 3rd Begiment of Bengal Light Cavalry, and the fiail ones of the Meeiut 
bazaar Colonel Smyth had been engaged at the Huidwai fan as Piesident of 
a committee foi p issing remounts into the public service On his letuin to the 
head-quaiteis of his regiment, he found that some dissatisfaction had been 
expressed by some of the troopers as to taking the same pistol caitinlges which 
had been served out to the legiinent for the twm previous years He insisted 
upon their being sewed out to and taken by the men His order was obejmd 
The men refused A ( ouit-maitial was convened Eighty-five men of the 3rd 
Light Cavalry weie sentenced to vaiious teims of imprisonment, and, havino- 
been putm fetters, weie escorted to the Meeiut jail, which is situa+ed on the

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road to Delhi And now the fi ail ones’ taunts were heard far and wide, and 
the rest of the regiment was assailed with words like these — “Your biethien 
have been oinamented with these anklets and incaiceiated , and for what^ Be- 
cause the}' would not sveive from their creed, and you, cowaids as you are, 
Bit still indifFeient to their fate If j'ou have an atom of manhood m you, go 
and release them ” The mine had been piepared and the tram had been laid, 
but it was not intended to light the slow-match for another thiee weeks The 
spark which fell ftom female lips ignited it at once Meerut was m a blaze, and 
the night of the lOfh May 1857 saw the commencement of a tragedy, never 
befoie witnessed since India passed undei Biitish sway 

5 Rumours, that not an Englishman was left alive m Meerut, reached 
Moradabad, which is seventy-one miles west of Meerut, on the 12th, but on the 
morning of the 13tli, positive and authentic information of the massacre and 
outbieak was received That day, with the consent of the officers, I w'ent into 
the lines, and conveised fieely w’lth the Native officeis and men of the 29th 
Regiment Native Infan tiy They listened attentively, and it was easy to see that 
there was a great majoiity of the regiment m favoi of peace and older Notice 
was served to all soldieis on leave to come m, and do duty with the Moradabad 
authorities The ne\t difficulty was the Rampoor jaghiie You aie awaiethat 
sixteen miles east of Moradabad, there is a colony of Pathans, the head of 
which IS the Nawab of Rampoor, who holds ajighire, the rental of which vanes 
accordingly as it is managed, fiom Rupees 6,00,000 to 8,00,000 pei annum 
In 1791, while Rohilkund belonged to the Nawab Vuzeer, these Pathans 
assassinated the Nawab Mahomed Ah Khan, and placed his younger bi other, 
Ghulaiii Mahomed Khan, on the guddee The Nawab Vuzeer called upon 
the Bntish for aid, and a despoiate battle was fought w'lth the Rampoor 
Pathans at Euttehgunj, twelve miles west of Bareilly, m which a Queen’s 
regiment of foot was almost annihilated, and Ramsay, the Cavaliy Commandant, 
was never seen, till ho was discoveied yeais .ifterwaids m Ameiica One or 
two companies of the Queen’s regiment however stood fiim, — vatoiy sided with 
the Biitish, and Almmd All, the infant son of the muideied Nawab, was 
installed m the jighiie, but its aiea was consideiably diminished This 
Alnnid All died w'lthout male hens m 1841, leaving a daughtei, whose mother 
was a sw ecjiei ess , and the Biitisli Goveiiimeiit placed on the guddee 
Mahomed S.ieed Khan, the eldest son of Gholain Mahomed Khan, the mur- 
deier of Ahiimd Ah's father in 1794 Mahomed Saeed Khan had been 
educated with hisbiothers at Benaies, under tJie caie of the chief civil autho- 
rities of the time, and m 1811 he w’as Deputy Collectoi of Budaon, a distiict 
in Rohilkund, bordci mg upon Moradabad He wasathoiough well-wibhei of 
the British, and bringing his education and the administiative experience 
acquiied m oui service to bear upon the jaghiie, he soon brought it into exceed- 
ingly good oidei Mahomed Saeed Khan died in 1855, and he was succeeded 
by hib eldest son, Yoosuf Ah Khan, the piesent Nawab He too has a 
younger brother, Kaziin Ah Khan, and it struck me as being highly pi obablo 
that the scenes of 1794 might be enacted over again Then theie was Ahmud 
All’s daughtei by the sweep less, and her husband, foi Mahomed Sxeed Khan 
had caused hei to be niained to his nephew, Mehndee All Khan, wdio 13 
consequently first cousin to Yoosuf Ah Khan This youth had fiequently 
claimed the jaghiie in viitue of his wife being the daughtei of Ahmud Ah 
Khan, and he was at the time of the outbreak in London with the paity fiom 
Oudh, having gone to England ostensibly w ith a view to induce the Home 
Goveinment to interfeio m his case Accoidingly at 3 o’clock a m of the 14th 
I lode over to Rampoor, and had sopaiate mtei views with the Nawab Yoosuf 
All Khan and his biother Kazim All Ahan Both appeared loyal and tiue, 
nnd, as far as they weie personally conceined, I was under no appiehension , 
but the well known villany of the whole Pathan race, as a body, utterly des- 
titute as it is of any leligious piinciple, was a source of the gieatest anxiety. 
To try and give confidence, on my letuin fiom Rampoor, I went to Couit and 
held a Sessions trial

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6 On the 15th the Meerut d&k of tho 13th did not arrive, and the 
cause assigned was that the Goojuis of the Meerut distiict had closed the 
hio-h load between Meeiut and Ginhmooktaisur On the same date pressing 
IcUeis veie recened flora the Secretaiy to Government, North-Western Pio- 
vinces, Agia, to the effect that 300 Iiiegular Cavaliy kept up by the Bampoor 
Nawab, solely to please the British Government, had been oidered over to 
deal the load between Boolundshuhur and Meeiut, and begging that a party 
should be sent from Moradabad to clear the road between Gurhraooktaisur and 
Meei ut 

7 On Saturday, 16th, a letter from Bareilly, addressed by the Commissioner 
of Bevenue to the Magistrate, was received, stating that he had ordered the 
Nawab of Rampoor’s 300 Irregular Cavalry, and also the 66th Gooikhas fioin 
Almoiah to Baieilly, and that all the ladies and women at Bareilly had been 
sent off to the sanatarium of Nainee Tal We also resolved that a party should 
go and clear the road between Gurhraooktaisur and Meeiut, and it was first 
agreed that the Magistrate and myself should lead tho party Subsequently 
the Magistiate represented to me that he did not like leaving the district under 
the sole care of the Joint Magistiate, and I consented to remain in Moradabad 
Detailed accounts of the Meerut massacre and intimation of the murder of Mr 
Simon Fraser, and of the appointment of Mr Fleetwood Williams, Judge of 
Meeiut, to succeed him, wcie also lecoived 

8 Sunday, the 17th Tho Meerut rnails of the 14th and 15th amved, 
and intelligence was received through tho police that a party of Sipahees had 
ciossed the Ganges and weie marching for Moradabad 

9 Monday, the 18th The paity for clearing the road between Gurh- 
niooktaisur and Meeiut, consisting of Iiiegulai Cavalry leave men, men of 
the Jail guaid, and new levies, having been oignni/cd, it uas lesolvcd that 
the Magistrate and Civil Assistant Suigeon should head tho party, sUii ting 
at 9 o’clock pxr At 8 o’clock pvt, when the paity was assembled, news 
was bi ought that tlie p<irty of Sipahees alluded to above, had encamped foi tho 
night on the banks of the River Ganggun, distant four miles fioni Moradabad, 
on the Meerut load Deeming it absolutely necessary that these men should 
beaiiested, I proposed that the party, piepaied for tlie duty on the Meerut 
load, should be strengthened by a detachment of the 29th Native Infantiy, 
and that after the Sipahees had been seemed, the paity should piocced on its 
w ly tovvaids Meeiut Accordingly a detachment, under Captain Faddy and 
Lieutenant Clifioid, two very supoiior ofticeis, was placed at our disposal, and 
we inaiched foi the spot Eii'ioutev-e weie warned b} tho Kotwal, who had 
been sent on to leconnoitie, that the men of the 29th Regiment would not 
file at the Sipahees This caused us to alter om line of mnich, and to make 
the cletachnieiit bung up the leai, while the sovvais weie placed in front On 
reaching the spot, the sowais weio spi cad out so as to suiiound the Sipahees 
on ihiee sides, and I went up to them I demanded to be infoimed who 
commanded the paity Upon this a Jemadar spuing to his feet, and saluted 
me, s lying that he and Ins paity weie on detachment duty I called for his 
command ceitificate, upon which he fumbled among his baggage, and I then 
obsei ved that he quietly awakened tho Sipahees who weie sleeping In a few 
seconds he put a piece of paper into my hands, which, m consequence of the 
daiknessof the night (it was stai light), 1 could not read By this time tho 
Sipihees weie thoroughly aroused, and conbideiing that theie ought to be no 
fill ther delay in seizing them, I called upon Captain Faddy, who had halted 
about 100 yaids off, to advance Re did so, and a scuffle ensued, I think tho 
Sipahees filed two shots only, one of them was shot dead, while lunmngaway, 
by a si'wai, and eight oi ten of them weie seized with, to the best of my 
belief. Rupees 13,000 m bags of Rupees 1,000 each The men of the 29th then 
behaved exceedingly ill , and evei and anon, to cieate confusion, they untied m 
the daik the string of a bag of iiipees, and then a gcneial scramble for the 
money took place among them. At length the pnsoneis and the cash were 
placed upon elephants and made over to the Magistrate and the Civil Assist- 
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ant Suigeon, with a view to their being taken to Meeiut About 1 o’clock 
AM the party destined foi Meeiut pioceeded towaids Rujjubpooi , and 
Captain Faddy, Lieutenant Chffoid, and myself letuined to Moiadabad with 
the coipse of the inutineei who had been shot The corpse was deposited 
in the dispensaiy for the night, the jail, for obvious reasons, not being deemed 
apiopei place tor it On leading the command certificate, it appeared that the 
mutinous Sipaliees consisted of a paity of one Jemadar, two Havildars, two Naiks, 
and twenty-four Sipahees of the 20th Regiment Native Infantry, which had been 
ordeied to lelieve at the MozutFei nugget tieasury a similar party of the 15th 
Regiment Native Infantry Hence it was clear that the cash found upon them 
faau been plundered by them fiom the Mozuffei nuggei tieasury 

10 Tuesday, May 19th At the following dawn, five more of the muti- 
neeis of the above party, who had escaped us ovei night, enteied canton- 
ments Thiee were seized by a Sikh Sipahee of Captain Davidson’s night guard, 
and some two oi thiee bundled lupees weie found upon them The lemaining 
two enteied the lines direct, one of them w'as shot by a Sikh Sipahee of the 
29th, and the othei was aiiested, aftei receiving a slight sciatch from a 
bayonet in the thigh Unfortunately while I was asleep, these foui men and 
the coipse of the man shot, w'eie sent by the Adjutant to the criminal jail 
Shoitly after this occurrence, it might have been 7 o’clock am, Siidar Ba- 
hadoor Deen Mahomed Khan, Commandant of the Rampoor Iriegular Cavalry 
Regiment, came to my house, and I was awakened to leceive him He had 
come on m advance of 200 men of his regiment, and he begged me to point 
out to him the bestgiove foi him to encamp, adding, “I wish to leach Boolund- 
shuhur by forced maiclies ” I diiected him to pioceed to the giove west of 
cantonments on the load leading to Meeiut and Hussunpoor fie accordingly 
left me foi that puipose attended by thiee oi four oideilies I then visited the 
jail and the lines, and having letuined to my house, I was engaged m bathing, 
when all the ofhceis of the 2Uth Regiment lode up and called me outside It 
appeals that the Sipahee of the 20th Regiment, shot that moinmg in the lines, 
w’as the biothei of the wife of one Soonsai Singh, a Sipahee of No 7 company of 
the 99th Kegiment, and he having collected togethei about 160 or 170 men of 
the Light, 4th, 5tli, 0th, 7th and 8th companies, lushed to the jail, and as the 
Jail guaid, undei a villain named Suiiubsookh, Jemadai, fi.iteinized* with the 
Sipahees, they lelessed not only the men of the 20th Regiment, but every 
prisonei , and it was to iiifoim me of this ciicumstunce that the officeis had 
come to my house I got upon my hoise and accompanied the officeis, taking 
the road to the jail About 100 yaids short of the jail, wm found that the 
prisonei s w'eie running aiound us m all diiections, and as the mischief had 
been done, it appealed madness to pioceed to the j.iil, meuinng the most deadly 
risk, without the slightest chance of doing any good, and lemeinbeiing that 
the Sndai Bahadooi’s Ranipooi Cavaliy must be in the vicinity, I galloped off 
in the diiection of the Ram Gunga In about ten minutes I found them, and I 
offeied to lead them in a cliaige against the Sipahees w'ho had leleased the 
piisouers I was met with insolence, and something woise than a positive 
lefusal I then retuined to the lines, and finding that the Adjutant had gone 
with a nunibei of good Sipahees to the westwaid in seaich of the lunaway 
piisoneis, I entieated some of the men of the 29th to accompany me also 
Upon this Buldeo Sing, Pay Havildai of the Gienadier company, induced eight 
or ten men of his company to join me With these men, and aided by thiee 
men of the Rampoor Iiiegulais, I managed to aiiest a considerable number of 
convicts, but at one time having outiidden the sowars, and finding my elf 
alone among a batch of twelve pnsoneis, who had aimed themselves with sticks, 
I was compelled to shoot thiee of them Theiepoit of my revolver lestoiing 
confidence to the inhabitants of an adjacent village, they came to my assistance, 
and the nine suiviving convicts weie secuied on the spot By the exeitions of 


• I 8 ibioqucntly loinit ttmt the Sipnlieos of the 29th liied four shots in the nir, nnd that the jnil gnnrd did the 
same SuiTiihBool.h is still ut hirffo It mhs violl Iviinivii that he was in the llamiioor Nawah’s sti vuc, and the moment 
my list of c’iTendcrs was phicid m the hands of the Nauab s brother, notice was gtren to Suiruhsoubh 
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the Adjutant, including the prisoners secuied by me, some 150 men weie re- 
captured and lodged in jail That day all the ladies fiom cantonments, save 
two, and the wife of one Civilian, took refuge at the court-house , the other 
ladies and the Joint Magistiate went to the house of the Nawab of Rainpoor, 
situated in the town of Moradabad, and to his honor Jawad All,* the pen- 
sioned Serishtadar of the Collectoi ate, stood sentiy with his swoid under his 
aim at the dooi of the loom in which they remained I ought to mention 
that it IS cmiently believed that the Rampooi Ii regular Cav.iliy proposed to 
the Infantry and Artilleiy guard over the treasiiiy to shaie the tieasme with 
them , but the lattei declined the offer, saying that they weie quite strong 
enough to take the treasuie whenever they thought fit Be this as it may, 
when I visited the Sudar Bahadooi Been Mahomed Khan in the afteinoon at 
his encamping ground, vith a view to insuie his marching at 4 o’clock pm, in 
reply to a question from me, he admitted that the whole of his men weie in a 
state of mutiny, and that he had no control over them It was about 1 
o’clock PM when I retuined fiom the pursuit of the convicts and i cached the 
lines not a soul was to be seen All the bazaar people and the menials had 
quitted the lines, and an ominous silence pioclamied that a crisis w'as at hand 
Not an atom of food was that day cooked in the lines I first pioceeded to the 
court-house, and proposed to Captain Whish, the Officer Commanding the 29th, 
that the coips should be paraded, and that I should address the men at 5 
o’clock PM This proposal having been agreed to, and an undress paiade 
ordeied, I went oft to the Rainpoor Nawab’s house in the city I found the 
ladies and the Joint Magistrate uninjuied , but a panic pi evaded throughout the 
town, and eieiy shop was shut At a little befoie the appointed hour I went 
fiom my own residence towaids the com t-liouse, escorted by two or thiee sowars, 
with a view' to pick up the officers of the 24th Regiment As I appioacbed, 
the aitillerymen rushed to the guns, which weie loaded with giape, and laid 
towaids me, with a lighted slow-m itch piepared to file 1 w'aved my hat and 
rode stiaight up to them, and they then slunk back into their foimei positions 
The officeis joined me, and we rode to the quartei -guard Not a man of the 
29th had tuined out, and on the Commanding Officei in forming me that the 
men, suspecting tieachery, would not come out ot then huts, I suggested that 
balled caitiidge should be served out, and that the men should assemble aimed 
This was doni , and the men appealed on parade A hollow square was foiined, 
and 1 addressed the legiment I spoke of the enormity ot the offence which 
had been committed that moiiiing'* that I knew it had been committed by 
about 150 young scamps of the corps, and that it was not just that men like 
mjself, who had been at work thiity years, and bad giown giey in the service, 
should be luined, because a set of young boys (“ loundaht,’’) had poi petrated a 
gross crime, that if every man in the coips would swear upon salt and water 
that they would behave well in futuie, 1 would on my part solicit the Govern- 
or-Geneial not to call the corps to account foi an offence committed by less 
than one-fouith of their whole numbei The native officers then asked, if I 
would swear on the Bible to peifoini what 1 had piomised I agreed, and the 
corps and myself mutually took the oath as pledged The shops in the town 
weie opened, the ladies came forth fiom their place of refuge, and all of us, 
I believe, w'eie lelieved of a w’eight of caie, such as few' w'ould like to undergo 
again Asformjself I felt sure that we weie safe until the Baieilly brigade 
should mutiny lhat same night the Magistrate and the Civil Assistant 
Surgeon hearing at Rujjubpoor, a spot distant twenty-five miles, where they had 
halted foi the day,,that the jail had been broken open, and that the 29th had 
mutinied, having made over the treasure and the prisoners of the 20th Regi- 
ment Native Infantiy to the Teliseeldai of Amioha, retuined to Moiadabad 
Every ill-disposed person {hudmash) however, seeing that the only means which 
we possessed foi keeping them m oidei, viz, the troops of the line, had them- 
selves tuined against us, thought then harvest was at hand, and the Goojurs of 
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Eoodoulee, &c , distant eight miles, on the Bijnore road, stopped the Bijnoro 
d4k, and opened the ball by plundeiing a number of carts laden with sugai 
At length this tiying day came to an end 

11 The following day (Wednesday, May 20th) the 29th Eegiment was 
in a very feveiish state, and the majoiity were anxious to go off to Delhi 
The native officers however restrained them The Adjutant advanced money 
to the bunneeahs of the city to enable them to send supplies into the lines 
Food was Cooked, the menials of the bazar returned to their occupations, and 
everything assumed its wonted appeal ance, so much so, that in the evening 
Lieutenant Clifford went with a party of sipahees, aided by sowais, to attack 
the Loodoulee Goojuis This paity leturned the following morning with 
eighty Goojur prisoneis, having burnt that village and one adjacent I obseived 
that many of the sipahees’ havresacks were full of the plundered sugar 

12. Thursday, May 21st Moulvee Munnoo, a noted blackguard of 
Moiadabad, had written over to Rampoor to Aboo Khan (pai mobile) to bring 
over the Rampoor mob to Moiadabad, raise the green flag, and plunder the 
town All this was duly repoited to us, but they did not appioach Morad- 
abad till about 11 o’clock A jr A company of the 29 th Native Infantry was 
ordered out under Captain Faddy, and I accompanied it with some sowars 
We crossed the river Ram Gunga at the Bareilly Ghat, and seeing a man 
diessed in green on foot, I advanced totvaids him While speaking to him 
I knocked up the pan of his blundeibuss , he put it down I then laid hold of 
the muzzle of the blunderbuss, and held it fiimly, pointing upwaids The 
fellow then diew a pistol fiom his belt, when a sipahee, by name Kalka Sing* 
of the 5th Company, who had followed me unperceived, knocked him down, 
and then the Daiogah of the bridge-of-boats, by name Taj-ood-deen,t gave him 
two sword-cuts across the back of the neck Ten or twelve more leadeis were 
then seized by the sowais, the martyi mob fled, and the piisoners and the 
wounded man weie escoited to the quartei-guaid 

13 The wounded leader was named Khan Bahadur, and he was a buikun- 
daz in the Rampoor Cotwalee I must do the Nawab the justice to say, that 
although he did not lepoit to us the plans of his mob (they had lesolved to 
come down upon us in two columns of 1,000 men each), he induced one of the 
leadeis (Imam) by bribes to i etui n, and thus his column Avas bioken up , and 
it IS said that he offeied to raise Khan Bahadur’s pay one lupee pei mensem, 
piovided he would desist fiom canying his design into execution This he 
refused to do, and he will caiiy a stiff neck to his grave with him That same 
night, a body of police went to the house of Moulvee Munnoo, and ordered him 
to appear at the Cotwalee He lesisted, and a fight ensued, in which iloulvee 
Munnoo and his slave (gholam) were killed 

14 Fiiday, May 22nd The Deputy Magistrate of Rampoor, at our 
request, came with a party of hoise and foot, and took away from the quarter- 
guard the wounded man and the Rampoor prisoners , but up to this hour none 
of these men have been punished Intelligence was received of the muider_of 
Mudud All, Thannadai, and of the Jemadai of Amroha, that the tehseeldaiee 
had been plundeied of Rupees 14,000 , that both the thannah and the tehseelee 
had been burnt, and the prisoners, aiiested at the Gangun rivei, released 
Some time befoie the lebellion took place, a number of Amioha blackguards, 
headed by one Mihiban Ah, had insolently opposed the police of Amioha, 
Avhile going their lounds One of the buikundazes diew his swoid, and slightly 
Avounded one of the villains, when the rest of them ran aivay The case came 
befoie the Joint-Magistiate, who sentenced some ten oi twelve of the offenders 
to impiisonraent and fine An appeal was pieferred to my Couit, and the 
decision of the lower Com t was confii raed When the jail was broken open 
on the 19th, these Amioha blackguards fled to Amroha The Thannadar, AA'ho

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had been opposed in his duty, was Afzul Ah, a Syud, a very first-iate police 
officer When the Goojurs and Mewatees of the Bijnoie border commenced 
plundering right and left, under Mookkha Goojur, and Peer Buksh, Mewatee, 
(Toonta), it was deemed advisable to recall Afzul Ah from Amroha, and to 
give him, as his special duty, the task of putting down those plunderers , and 
his father, Mudud Ah, also a fiist-rate police officer, and a noted puJihoan, 
was sent to govern Amroha in his son’s stead Theie is a notoiious villain in 
Amioha, of the name of Goolzar Ah , he is one of the Amroha Syud maufee- 
dars , but having wasted his paternal property in gambling, extravagance, and 
other vices, he has long been one of the worst characteis in a town notorious 
for all kinds of villainy Acting under the guidance of this Goolzar Ah, the 
ten or twelve escaped piisoneis, above alluded to, committed the crimes above 
detailed Gooisahaee,*" a Jat of gieat influence, and who had been often 
employed both under the Magistrate and the Judge, was then sent out to take 
charge of the thannah and tehseelee of Amioha, and nobly has he, from that 
hour to the time of the Nawab of Rampoor making over charge of the district 
to the new Magistiate and Collector in June 1858, done his duty 

15 Some days pieviously some companies of the Sappers and Miners, 
who had been sent for fiom Roorkee to Meeiut, shot their Commanding Officer, 
and weie in their turn cut down by a tioop of the 6th Diagoon Guaids This 
intelligence had caused a great sensation in the lines of the 29th Regiment 
Native Infantry, and it was with no enviable feelings that we heard from 
Bijnore, that two othei companies of that once distinguished corps having 
mutinied at Roorkee, had crossed the Ganges, and weie marching towards 
Moiadabad by the Hurdwai road, plundering some of the tehseelees eii loute 
About 12 o’clock midday, these two companies weie distinctly visible fiom the 
top of the com t-house, and at the same time a number of their camp-followeis, 
such as baibeis, &c , entered the lines Captain Whish ordered out 200 men 
of the 29th, and the two 9-poundei3, and we all joined the party with the 
Iiregular Cavahy, which ve had been able to collect since the 13th, and the 
district sowars Immediately this column marched out to oppose the Sappers 
and Mineis, intelligence of our movements was conveyed to them At this 
time they were about two miles from the station, and instead of continuing 
their maich, they turned to the left, and crossed the Ram Gunga at the village 
of Kafiabad To counteiact this movement of the lebels, we crossed the Ram 
Gunga at the uppei Nainee Tal ghdt One of the tumbiils got fixed in a 
quicksand, and as it was immovable, until the infantiy should come up, the 
cavalry went forward, accompanied by the Magistiate and Joint-Magistrate, 
in hopes of discovering the line w'hich the mutineers had taken Shortly 
afterwaids the infantry came up, and the tumbril was extricated When the 
guns and infantry had gone about half a mile fiom the left bank of the river, 
notice was bi ought us by a sowar, that the Join t-Magisti ate with a few sowars 
had headed the Sappei s and Miners in the north I, distiusting the artillery- 
men, who, fiom the commencement of our troubles, had displayed the most 
mutinous spiiit, had accompanied the guns all day, urged them on by the high 
load to Kasheepooi, thus hemming in the mutineeis on the east At tins time 
a numbei of the sowars had gone in among the Sappei s and Miners, endeavour- 
ing to induce them to lay down their arras, but in \ain The guns weie loaded 
with shiapnel, the poit-fiie ivas lit, the sowais had been oideied toietire, but 
two district sowais still hngeied among them A second time was a waining 
given to these two horsemen to retiie, and no soonei had they tuined their 
hoises’ heads, than the mutineeis flung down their cai bines, and lan into the 
arms of the men of the 29th Regiment, which by this time had come to within 
200 yards of the scene fiom the southward Knowing the d mger of taking 
these men as prisoners into the lines, and seeing the good feeling which existed 
between the mutineeis and oui own troops, ve resolved to strip them of every- 
thing, but one suit of clothes, and to turn them adrift This we did, and they to

in the land in the vicinity of the Ram Gunga, we nevei sighted them again till 
tlie party, which we stiipped, Avere stopped by the Joint-Magistrate and his 
small paity of sowars Duiing this inteival, eighty or ninety of them must 
have escaped by tliroAVing away their aims 

16 Sunday, the 24th News ai rived fiom Bijnore that the prisoners had 
escaped fiom the Bijnore Jail Disordei leigned supieine , — eveiy one plunder- 
ing the wheat fiom the thrashing floois of the villages adjacent A detacliment 
of the 8th Iriegulars, consisting of a Jemadai’s paity' undei Quaem-ood-deen 
arrived 

17 Monday, the 25th A demonstration being required to assist Goor- 
sahaee in Amioha, and the Goojurs having positivelj’- stopped the road to that 
town, an expedition was oiganized, and at 11 o’clock p jr , 100 men of the 29th 
Regiment Native Infantiy, under command of Captain Faddy, mounted on 
elephants and ponies, accompanied by about fiffy Iiiegular Cavaliy undei myself, 
and the Civil Assistant Suigeon, maich^d for Amroha Ensigns Tucker and 
Giaham wei e also of the pai tj-- Although Amroha is only twenty-one miles fi om 
Moiadabad, we did not, in consequence of the great heat and stillness of the 
atmosphere, leach the town till 5 o’clock a ai of the next day The column 
was marched through the piincipal streets of the toAvn, and Ave then diew the 
infantry up in line opposite Goolzai All’s t house, AA'hile it AV'as being knocked 
to the ground All the leading maufeedais Aveie piesent I took uphomah in 
my hand, and commenced the Avoik of destiuction, and each maufeedar was 
made to follow my example After giving the men a little lefieshment, the 
Civil Assistant Suigeon and myself started Avith the cavahy to punish the Goo- 
jurs and others Avho had been engaged in plundering and stopping the road 
This Avas done so effectually, that up lo the date of oui letieat fiom Morad- 
abad, a single travellei might go flora Moradabad to Amioha unmolested 
We did not reach cantonments till late in the afternoon 

18 Wednesday, the 27th A most cruel attack was made on the 26th 
by some Syuds, Goshains, and MeAvatees, on a Avealthy bunneeah, in the village 
of Mudhun, distant about eight miles fiom Moradabad The head of the family 
was absent, and thus escaped, but one brother AAxas killed, other lelatives Avere 
Avounded, and one Avas tortured by tying cotton to his arm and igniting it 
To try and ariest some of the perpetrators, Qooiban Ali,f Jemadai of the dis- 
trict so Avars, was deputed Avith a party of hoise He returned unsuccessful 

19 Thursday, the 28th A letter airiA'ed from the Biigadiei -General at 
Bareillj’', piaising the men of the 29th Regiment Native Infantry foi then good 
and loyal conduct against the mutinous Sappeis and Miners This letter was 
translated and read to the coips on the paiade I leiuembei well going to 
Court this day Crime had decreased, and eveiything began to look promis- 
ing All eyes Aveie turned toAvaids Delhi, and the general belief Avas, that the 
fall of that fortified town Avould save us all 

20 Friday, the 29th The Goojuis fiom the Meeiut district having crossed 
over to the left bank of the Ganges, had as usual commenced plundering in 
the pergunnah of Hussunpoor To punish these Goojuis, and those Goojurs of 
the iloiadabad district AA'lio had invited then brethren from the Meeiut side, 
the Jomt-Magistiate Avent out to Hussunpoor with fifty Inegular Cavahy In 
fact, Avitli the exception of the Hussunpoor peigunnah, oidei had been restored, 
and I Avent to Com t this day also

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21 Satmday, tlie SOih Lettet received fiom the Joint- Magistrate, say- 
ing that he had attacked the Goojuis, that his only casualty was one horse badly 
wounded, that the gieatei pait of the Goojurs had escaped by swimming the 
Ganges, and that aftei punishing the offending villagers of the Hussunpooi per- 
gunnah, he would return to the station Went to Court, and all was quiet In 
the afteinoon I talked lor a long time with the men m the lines Not that I 
did not talk with them every day, and frequently seveial times in the day, but 
on this date I talked with them seveial liouis 

22 Sunday, the 31st This was the day of the massacre and outbreak 
at Shahjehanpooi and Baieilly Service was performed by the Magistrate at 
6 o’clock A M , and I remonstrated with the officers, who all came to Church 
unarmed The 200 ilampoor Irregular Cavalry, under Sirdai Bahadur Been 
Mahomed Khan, tins day encamped outside the town of Moradabad They had 
disgiaced themselves, and their master the Nawab, by mutinous conduct at 
Boolundshuhur, so much so, that Ma3oi Reid, the Commandant of the Goorkhas, 
Avould have disarmed them, had they not retieated before he could carry out his 
intention Instead of leturning by the direct road, they had gone out of their 
way to visit the town of Amioha, where they spiead all kinds of reports detri- 
mental to the British cause, and instigated the Syuds and their followers to 
rebel The same course they pursued this day in the town of Moradabad It 
was impossible not to perceive that the minds of the sipahees ueie again very 
much unsettled, and I believe this was owing to the ciicumstance that the 3]st 
May had been fixed for the geneial rising and massacre of all who professed 
Christianity Still they committed no act of violence, and I remember well, 
translating and reading to them the General Older of the Commandei-in-Chief, 
assuring the Aimy on His Honor, that there was no intention on the part of 
Government to inter feie in any way with then leligious feelings The post 
from Bareilly arrived as usual, bringing the daily doleful letter fiom the Com- 
raissionei of Revenue to the Magistrate It was, however, dated the day previ- 
ously, and it was the last which we received 'The new's of the victoiy gamed 
by the Meerut tioops over the Delhi and Meerut mutineers, near the iiver 
Hindun, leached Moradabad, at least I think so, on this day, and I well 
lemerabei affecting to congratulate the coips upon the success of out arras, 
which 1 ventured to predict would be the foieiunner of the taking of Delhi 
Most of the men received the announcement in moody silence, and the Adjutant, 
than whom a bravei man does not exist, suggested to me, that the less said 
about the victory and the slaughtei of the mutineers, the bettei 

23 Monday, June 1st, 1857' No Sunday post flora Baieilly This was 
ominous, because it had been agreed upon that nothing should cause the sus- 
pension of coiiespondence, save the fact of the rising of the Bareilly brigade. 
1 went into the lines early to speak to the men, and to gather, if possible, some 
information relative to Baieilly I then went to Court There even rumouis, 
that the Baieilly brigade had mutinied, reached me 

24 Tuesday, June 2nd I was called up from my bt d at 2 o’clock A sr, 
by a confidential servant of the Nawab of Rampoor, who told me that he had 
been sent by his master to make known to me the outbreak at Bareilly, the 
death of Biigadier Sibbald, Mi Robert On, Deputy Collectoi, Mr Robeitson 
and Ml Raikes, of the Civil Seivice, and of Doctor Hay, and to beg me to 
quit Rohikund. On my saying that my honor W'ould not permit me to do so, 
he replied in these emphatic words — ‘'The Nawab desired me to say, that he 
had fulfilled all the conditions which oui long-standing friendship demanded, 
and that having warned me in time, whatever fate befell me, he would be free 
of blame ” I got up and went to the Adjutant, and at dawn all the native 
officeis w'eie called m Captain "Whish, the Commandant, Captain Faddy, 
and the Adjutant were present I explained to the native officeis the state 
of affairs, and I pointed out the only honorable couise left foi us, vis, to hold 
the distuct until the Baieilly brigade came to a distance of twenty liiiles of us, 
and that then we should maich to Mceiiit with colours flying, taking oui guns 
and tieasnie with us, The native officeis agreed, and begged that the proposal 
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should be laid before the men m the lines We all accordingly adjourned to 
the lines, aiid, as Ave expicted, the pi oposal was met with derision Bholah 
Singh, above alluded to in note to paragraph 3, instantly chaiged me with a 
wish to bring them under the muzzles of the iifles of the 60th and the sabies 
of the 6th Diagoon Guaids (Carabineeis), and treat them m the same way 
as the Sappeis and Mineis had been treated at Meerut To this insolent villain 
I replied that he lu’d , and moreover, that he knew that he was lying He re- 
joined by saying, that the Company had ordeied the corps to be posted at 
Moradabad, and that come Avhat might, it would remain theie It was now 
evident that the coips, having received authentic information of the rising at 
Baieilly on the pievious Sunday, had resolved to mutiny also There was the 
ti ensure, some Rupees 2,70,000, hanging like a millstone around our necks 
The mutinous demeanoui of the legiment had caused about a thousand bad 
characteis of the town of Moiadabad and its enviions to suiiound the court- 
house, at a distance of about 200 yards, waiting for the tune when they might 
pounce upon a portion of the tieasure All night long some of the non-com- 
missioned officers of the treasuiy guaid came and roused me up, stating that 
these bad chaiacteis weie tliieatening to attack the guaid and plunder the 
treasure This was doubtless a ruse to haiass us, but it was peifectly tiue that 
the bad characters were theie 

25 At last the day of Wednesday, the 3rd of June, dawned , and I went 
to the Commanding Officer, and suggested to him that it would be far better, 
instead of keeping a Captain and a company, besides the Artilleiy Officer and 
his two guns daj’’ and night on duty at the treasuiy, to make ovei the trea- 
sure in the tumbrils to the Officei Commanding the tie isuiy guaid, and to 
diaw them up on the paiade-giound in fiont of the quai ter-giiaid This 
proposal was •approved of, and it was lesolved to cany it into effect as soon 
as the tieasurer made his appeaiance About 9 o’clock A >r I found that 
some of our elephants, which had gone out as usual foi foddei, had been 
forcibly brought back by a sipihee of the treasuiy guaid The tieasurer, 
though sent foi, did not make his appearance, and I went to the treasuiy 
alone, having received the keys fiom the Collectoi , but as theie are always 
two locks on the tieasuiy chests, the key of one of which leinains with 
the treasuier, it was impossible, without violence, to open the chests It was 
duiing this time that a young sipaliee addiessed me m a most insolent manner, 
asking why the treasure was not made ovei to them at once, so that they 
might return to their lines to cook I replied, that the tieasuie chests had 
double locks, the key of one of which w'as kept by the tieasuiei , that he 
had been sent for, and w’ould doubtless shoitly aiiive He lejoined, “You 
are always fooling us in this w'ay ” The M.igistrate and Collectoi then joined 
me, and avp proceeded to destioy the second lock by sledge hamnieis In 
this W'e had paitially succeeded, when the tieasuier aiiived While I was 
passing out the bags of lupees, the Magistrate and Collector was teaiing up 
all the most valuable stamp papeis, concealed from the sight of the men 
of the guaid by a door All this time Runjeet Singh, Soiibadai (wdio had 
for good conduct some yeais previously been piesented by all the Euiopean 
officeis of the legiinent Avith a swoid, who had been sent to the Rifle Insti no- 
tion Dep6t at Umballa, and who had fiequentlj'^, in my hearing, spoken to 
the sipahees of the regiment on the folly of supposing that theie was any 
thing in the cai tridges to injuie then castes) sat at the dooi of the treasure 
room, silent and gloomy At the time I thought; he thiisted foi oui blood, 
but I now believe that he sat theie hoping theieby to sa\e the Collector and 
myself from being assassinated in the small treasuie room His biothei, Bul- 
deo Singh, t Pay Havildai of the Crenadiei Company, also came down fiom the 
lines in undress, and seated himself on the steps of the eastern verandah 
of the Court, close to the spot at which the tumbiils weio being filled When

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about a fourth of the treasuie was still in the treasure room, Bhowanee Singh, 
Soubadai, came with about thnty sipahees in undress, and mixed with the rest of 
the men forming the treasuiy guaid It was haidly a time for jesting, but I 
jokingly said to Bhowanee Singh, " "What, Soubadai sahib, was not one company 
undei a Captain and a Soubadar sufficient to escoit two or three lakhs of 
rupees to the lines, without your taking the trouble to come down youiself, 
bringing thirty more men with you lie replied, “ A few raoie hands will do no 
haim ” I little thought at the time how much I was about to be indebted* to 
him When all the tieasuie was placed in the tumbrils, the Collectoi, myself and 
the tieasuiei came out into the eastein veiandah, and then began murmurs 
as to the amount of treasure The aitilleiymen forcibly earned off the 
treasurei towards the guns, and weie in the act of tying him to one of them, 
when Captain Faddy, Avho is deseivedly a favouiite with his men, rescued 
him By this time the Collectoi and myself had mounted our horses, when 
four young sipahees of the treasuiy guard leielled then muskets at us At 
this instant Bhowanee Singh, Soubadai, and Buldeo Singh, t Pay Havildar of 
the Gienadiei Company, stepped between the muskets and oui persons, and the 
former laising his liand said m an authoritative tone, “What* do you wish to 
see the flesh lot fiom your bones ^ Did you not take a most solemn 
oath not to hurt a hair of their heads, and are you now flung at them The 
muskets weie lowered, and the Collectoi and myself rode off to the house 
where w'e w'ere all living together, satisfled that it was high time to be off 
On reaching home we w'rota a note to the officers stating that we should 
start foi Meeiut m an hour, and invited them to join us with their wives and 
families The messenger was allowed by the sipahees to delivei the note, 
but not to bring us hack an answ’er Seeing this. Captain Whish and Captain 
Faddy came ovei to our house, and said that they could not stait for an hour 
01 so We agieed that we w'ould want foi them at the bridge ovei the Biver 
Gangun, distant four miles fiom the station The sipahees, instead of taking 
the treasuie tumbiils to the quai ter-guaid, took them to the gun-shed, and 
the two 9-poundeis, loaded with giape, vveie laid so as to command the Mee- 
rut load Suspecting that this w'ould be the case, I had resolved to lead 
oui party out of the station bj’^ the Bipioie load, tinning off to tiie Meerut 
road tliiough a Lm ouudah ^n\\g\e , but feaiing lest the groom, to whom 1 
gave chaige of a buggy and horse, with oiders, half an hour befoie we staited, 
to take them to the 3id mile-stone on the Meei ut road, sliould inadveitently 
betray me, if I eiiti listed him with iny designs, I told him to go by the 
regulai load The man was compelled by the sipahees to tuin back He did 
so, but instead of letuining to the house, he took the very line which I had 
detei mined to take It was a little after 3 o’clock pm when oui paity started 
It consisted of nine Euiopeans — foui ladies, foiii gentlemen, and one dis- 
chaiged aitilleiyman. At the moment of depaiture all the distiict sowais, but 
Qooiban Ah, Jemadai (his son killed at Delhi on the 14th September 
1857), Buhai Biiksh, and Buldeo Singh Bhudowneea, deseited us, so did 
all the new' levies but one, who is now a duffadar m the Delhi police 
sowais Some of the liiegulai cavalrymen on leave accompanied us Thiee 
men out of the twenty-eight men of the 8th Iiregulais also deseited us, but the

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remainder accompanied us Marching nut, as above mentioned, by the Bijnoie 
road, and cutting acioss the kurotindah ^un^\e, we reached the Gangun budge, 
the appointed rende/svous I foigot to mention that befoie the ladies quitted 
their looms, the men of the jail guard commenced plundering the furniiuie, 
bedding, &c Having waited half an houi at the budge, we proceeded to the 
8th mile stone, to a laige village called Packhuiah It is cu'stoniaiy for those 
who have cursorily ran thiough India, to state that the British officers are hated, 
and that this hatied led to the rebellion That some officers may be hated is 
very tiiie, but that such is generally the case I deny When we leached Pac- 
khurah, we had an escoib of fifty horsemen We weie fugitives, flying fiom a 
corps belonging to a mutinous, over-pampeied, spoilt ainiy What induce- 
ment existed, at such a time, for a native to show sympathy ? Y6t whence came 
the teais which were shed, and the milk which was ofteied by the villagers of 
Packhurah, duiing the hour which we lemained theie, waiting in vain for 
the officeis and then patty ^ It is not foi me, who have held authoiity in the 
Moradabad district since the jmar 1841, to answer this question Let those 
who without knowing even a smatteiing of the language, piesume to write and 
dictate upon Indian aflairs, answer it When we leached Rujjubpoor, distant 
twenty-five miles from Moradabad, we halted to bait our horses Heie we 
learnt that Mi Fleetwood Williams, who had been on the 13th May gazetted to 
be Commissioner of Delhi, vice Mr Simon Frasei, murdered, and who on the 
19th May had been ordered to take chaige of the Bareilly Commissionership 
from Mr Robert Alexander, had arrived early that morning, but hearing fiom 
the police of Rujjubpoor of the Bareilly massacre, and of our difficulties in 
Moradabad, he had retraced his steps at 3 o’clock p m for Gurhraooktaisui We 
also found emissaries fiom Delhi in the seiaie These began tarapei ing with our 
escoit, and succeeded in seducing some of the sowais flora us, Bukleo Singh Bud- 
howieea among the number We had still eighteen miles fliithei before us, and 
the Ganges to cioss, eie we could reach Guihmooktaisur We leached the liver 
about 8 o’clock a jr , and as some rain had fallen in the moiinfains, it was using. 
The consequence was, that the budge was on the point of being lendeied use^- 
less, and it w'as with difficulty that w’e all gob safely ovei On the bridge vve 
met Ml Fleetwood Williams He conducted us to a dhun im'fohth, a masonry 
building elected by a Goshain, and here w'e p.issed the day of Tliuisday, the 4th 
June In the evening we again started foi Meeiut, distant twenty-seven miles 
We ai lived there about 5 o’clock A M of Fiiday, '3th June, and weie most hospi- 
tably received by the inmates of the Dumdumah That evening the General Com- 
manding the Meeiut Division promoted every one of the liiegular cavaliymen, 
both those on leave and those on duty, who had escoited us over, and us the 
foiiner entreated me to get them eight daj's’ leave, to enable them to put their 
wives and families in a place of sifety, 1 induced the Geneial to giant them 
that indulgence, on then piomisiiig me most solemnly to letiiin within the 
given peiiod Alas' not one letuined Tlie -3 deemed us all doomed men 
Quaem-ood-deen, the Jcniadai of the 8th Iircgulais, was laised to the lank of a 
Rissaldai, and how giatefully he repaid us foi the indulgence will appear heie- 
aftei This man on the jouiney, while coiiveising with a lady of our party, 
told liei that on the 23id of the month the Biitish would be nusteis of India 
foi one bundled yeais, that astiologeis h.id foietold that on that date the 
Biitish would lose India, or that in the following Septembei then power 
would be gioatei thin ever When it is remembered that this conversation 
took place on the 3rd or 4th of June, and that Delhi w'as le-taken on the 20th 
Septembei following, it will be admitted as something extiaordinaiy *

roll along i vidcnllj in liigli spirits It is porlmps fortinniic for me tlnif I nm well known to ho free from the slightest 
tuiiit of superstition, othoiwise 1 should not Imre dared to pen this note 
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26 It 19 liigli time to return to the officers of the 29 th Regiment, whom we 
left in cantonments between 3 and 4 o’clock pm on the atteinoon of Wednes- 
day, June 3id Instead of pioceeding to Meciut, they took the road to N.uneo 
Tal I cannot state with ceitainty the causes which led to this cliangc of plan, 
but I believe the following reasons aie neaily conect Is'ly, they knew that 
although they weie secuie for the time being fiom any violence on the part of 
then own men, the artilleiymeii thiistod for their blood, that there were two 
9-poundeis loaded with giape laid on the Meeiut road, and that it was highly 
piobable their pnity might be filed at, if they took that road, 2ndh/, on the 
load to Nainee Tal, theie weie no guns laid to aiiniliilate them , Sidli/, N.uneo 
Tal was much nearer to Moi.adabad than Meei ut , ithhj, some officers of the 29th 
weie alieady theie Accordingly they started between 4 and 5 o’clock P w for 
Nainee Tal with the ladies and children The Adjutant of the Corps, Captain 
Gardiner, stung almost to madness by the tlioughts of quitting the regiment, 
left the p.xity, and rode back again into the lines, and whilst theie, Kur- 
rum Air, Soubadar, well knowing that in the piesent state of the regiment 
no Euiopean’s life was safe, gently forced him to remount He then rode after 
the other officers When the party weie passing the couit-liouse premises, 
they weie joined by a Naik and si\ men of the regiment, who nobly followed 
then officeis I ought to mention that Runjeot Singh, Soubadar, his brother 
Buldeo Singh, Pay Havildar of the Grenadier Company, and his souRimchurn 
Singh, went up to the Commanding Officer, and lequested their discharge, 
saying that they would not join the mutineers Tlie families of these men were 
piesent with the regiment, and had these three men not remained behind to 
seciete them in a jilace of safety, their families would have been veiy probably 
saciificed The officei reached Kaladoongce on the morning of the 4th, and 
with the exception of an infant, which died of want of food, in consequence of the 
deseition of its nuise, the whole party arrived at Nainee Tal by the moimng 
of the 5th in safety 

27 It will be observed that T have made no mention of the clerks and 
otliei Chiistian lesidents ot Moiadabad But it must not be supposed that 
they weie foi gotten All the fifeis and diummeis weie asked, a few days 
befoie the final scene took place, wliethci they would accompany their officers 
or stay with the coips Two only agreed to go wntli the olhccis, the lest 
said, “ that the corps w\as their home, and that where the coips w.as, there 
they would st.ay ” There w'as an invalid officer, of the n.une of Lieutenant 
JV^aiwick, he W’as of pure European descent, and of verj unw'ieldy foini In 
the end of May I went to his house, and at my eainest entreaties he consented 
logo to Nainee Tal, I actually went secuiity to a native banker, who ad- 
vanced liini two months’ pay, and I piomised him an escort lie had married 
twenty years previously a Native Cliustian, and she was averse to going to 
the lulls She accordingly induced her husband to send a spy along the 
Niunee Tal load, and to defer his depaiture until the sp 3 ’’s leturn should 
piove w’hetlier the road was safe oi not At the tune in question the road 
waspeifectly safe, but she tutoied the spy to report that it was unsafe, and 
Lieutenant Wanvick lesolved not to go I again went to his house, and 
uiged the necessity of liis immedi.ite depaituie Ho made fiivolous ex- 
cuses as to caiuage, when 1 pointed out that his palanquin cainage and 
Ml Pow’ell’sf elephant would be ample cairiago for all of them, in- 
cluding his d.iughtei-in-l.\.w and her childien He persisted in not going, 
and my parting woids were — “As you li.vve lesolved to remain, get plenty 
of powdei and ball , sell your life de.irly, and die like an Enwlishman ’’ 
Thei e w’asithe head cleik of the Collectoiate, of the name of Hill He was 
a fiist-iate clerk, but his energies, away fiom the desk, were as nothing He 
had a veiy laige family, and when I pioposed to him to got ready, .ind bo 

* Uln8 mim ttos subsequently killed at Delhi 

f Mr Powell was Deputy Inspector of Post Ofllces, and ho had shortly beforo arrived at Morntlabad on duty 
lAcuteiinnt Wnrwuk had been furincrly Postinoslrr of Moradubad, and Mr Powell was living in Dieutonant 
IVarwitk 8 house Mr Powell had brought with him a very fino elephant, on which I beheve ho was in tho habit 
of ptrioruiing ail hia journits as Post Ofllco Inspecton 
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piepared to stait with his wife and children at a moment’s warning, he 
declaied that it was utterly impossible that he could leave Moradabad with 
such a large family There was a Chiistian Deputy Magistrate, of the name 
of Kitchen, who had also a wife and large family So far from wishing to 
accompany us, when he was sent for on duty by the Magistiate and Collectoi, 
three days before we weie compelled to fly, he sent back word that he had 
buintallhis Europe fashioned clothes, and could not make his appearance 
With the exception of Lieutenant Waiwick, who was very fair, eveiy othei 
Chiistian tiusted that then color or then insignificant position would save 
them How cruelly they erred in then calculation the sequel will show 
On the 3id June, all the cleiks with their families had assembled at the house 
of Lieutenant Warwick, and when the officers, on their road to Nainee Tal, 
passed by his dooi, some of them upbraided the oflBceis Avith being devoid of 
feeling in deseiting them The officers stopped, and even then invited them 
to accompany them, but in vain That same evening the bad characters of the 
town and the jail guard surrounded the house, intent upon plundering it, shots 
were fired by the garrison, and the villains weie kept off It was at this time 
that a gun in the hands of Mr James Warwick, the son of Lieutenant Wai- 
wick, a head clerk, in the Judge’s Office, accidentally went offj and killed 
the eldest son of Mr Hill, a lad of fifteen years of age Partly to avoid the 
reproaches of the mother, and partly because he knew that men who openly 
avowed an accidental homicide, were punished very mildly, he, in the belief 
that I had gone to Nainee Tal, rushed out of the house, and succeeded in reach- 
ing the hills on the 6th June This clerk was the only one of all the 
Moradabad cleiks present on that occasion ivho was saved But to return 
to Lieutenant Warwick, and his ill-fated garrison They held then own 
against their assailants thioughout the night of the 3rd , but on the morning 
of the 4th, their assailants induced the Soubadar-Major to send a company 
and a gun Seeing the gun, the whole of the garrison fled by the back of the 
house towards the eastward, in the direction of Mr Hill’s house Lieute- 
nant Warwick was too unwieldy to run , he was overtaken, and cut down on 
the road His wife, looking back, saw what had occurred She immediately 
returned to the spot, and entreated the murderer, as he had killed her hus- 
band, to kill her also The wretch granted her prayer, and she instantly fell 
a corpse at his feet It is said that one of the jail guaid thrust his bayonet 
into her, and insulted her person Some time duiing the day of the 3rd of 
June, Mr Hill’s son, whose accidental death has been recorded above, see- 
ing a Pathan stealing his father’s buggy, shot him on the spot Shortly 
after the death of Lieutenant Warwick, some relatives of the Pathan, who was 
shot the day before, seeing young McGuire, a clerk in the Magistrate’s 
Office, and mistaking him foi young Hill, cut him down Mr Powell, the 
Deputy Inspector of Post Offices, Mr Hill, the head clerk of the Collector- 
ate, Mr McGuire, senior head clerk of the Magistrate’s Office, Mr Dorring- 
ton, junior cleik in the Collectorate, and Mr Phillips, 2nd clerk in the 
Judge’s Office, were earned off to the lines, and there compelled, on pain of 
death, to repeat the kulmah, oi foimula of the faith of Islam At this time 
Ml Kitchen, the Deputy Magistrate, his son, a lad of fifteen years of age, and 
his bi other-in-law. Mi Cai berry, with the family, were concealed in the city 
by some of the amlah of the Kaeth caste 

28 To leturn to Meerut On the 6th June, the General Command- 
ing the Division asked me to undertake the Intelligence Department to the 
eastward, using the detachment of the 8th Iiregulais, but it was not until 
the 10th that I could get any information about Bareilly or Moradabad On 
the 9th we heard of the glorious victory at Delhi of the 8th, which victory 
caused notice to be sent by the Delhi rebels to Bareilly, to urge the advance 
of the Bohilkund regiments as quickly as possible One intercepted letter ran

been rewarded 
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thus — “The King is dying with anxiety to see you all Come, come, eat 
your dinner at Moradabad, and wash your hands in the Jumna As the 
night is long to him who expects the advent of his mistiess, so long is the 
time which shall inteivene ere you airive” No mention was made of the 
defeat of the 8th, nor of the real cause which led to their being so ui gently 
required at Delhi On the 10th I leaint that the 8th Iiregulars, a coips 
which had always been consideied staunch, had joined the Baieilly mutineers, 
and that a great many of the European functional les of Bareilly had reached 
Nainee Tal in safety It was on the 10th also that the 18th, 28th, 68th Native 
Infantry Regiments, and 8th Iiregulaia, with four guns of Majoi Kiiby’s battery 
and two Shahjehanpoor post guns under Bukht Khan, Soubadai of Artilleiy, 
marched from Baieilly foi Delhi vid Moradabad 

29 Friday, the 12th June At 5 pm, I went with Captain Bott’s 
tioop of the 6th Dragoon Guards to destroy the boats at Gurhmooktaisur 
We arrived on the banks of the Ganges about 3 o’clock a m , the next day 
Three planks were cut out of the bottom of each boat, for which injury a 
compensation of Rupees 100 was given to each of the boat owners I rode back 
to Meerut by 10 o’clock am of the 13th, having relays of horses The 
Dragoons halted at Shahjehanpoor, eighteen miles short of Meerut, returning at 
9 o’clock p M On Sunday, 14th June, heard that the rebels had attacked 
our position at Delhi on the 12th, and had been repulsed with gieat 
slaughtei 

30 Monday, the 16th June A detachment of the 4th Light Cavaliy 
(Lancers) had been sent on duty to the bridge-of-boats at Baghput, our only 
means of communication with our troops before Delhi, and suspicions arose 
that they too were going to play us false Accordingly tbe General Command- 
ing sent fifty of the 6th Diagoon Guards to watch them With these fifty 
Dragoons I sent, he having particularly requested me to do so, Quaem- 
ood-deen,**" the newly-created Rissaldar of the 8th Iiiegulars, and six men 
of the detachment of his legiment, diiecting them to retuin in eight days, 
bunging back with them all the irregular cavalrymen, who were on leave 
m the vicinity of Rohtuck, and whom they could collect together Not 
one of these seven ungrateful villains ever returned to Meeiut It was on 
this day that Bukht Khan, Soubadar, with the force detailed above, marched 
into the Moradabad cantonments That same evening Mi Kitchen, the 
Deputy Magistrate, his son, a lad of fifteen years of age, and his brother-in-law, 
Mr Cai berry, having been dragged from their place of concealment by Aiyoob 
Khan,t Attorney of Nujjoo Khan, Ch’hootan alias Ameen-ood-deen, and othei 
miscieants, were ignomimously burned towards cantonments When they 
came opposite the mosque, situated to the west of the western gate of Niiput- 
gunj, they were assassinated, then offence being that they piofessed Chiistianity 
and refused to repeat the formula of the faith of Islam 


* This man is the Quaem ood deen mentioned in paragraphs 16 and 35 I sent in charges against him to Major 
General Pinny, CB , Coinmnnding at Delhi in the month of October 1857 Ho was arrested at his home m Uohtuck, 
and ho then feigned sickness so well that he induced Doctor Corbyn to give him a certificate to the effect that ho 
must have been unable to rejoin me for the space of tuo months at len«t Whereas the truth is that he had not beon 
ill an hour His indispositiou arose from a knowledge that I would bring him to account for desertion before the 
enemy He was sent beWe the Delhi Commission, no notice huMng betn served upon nijself or an} of the numerous 
witnesses who were ready to come forwird to gi\e cviduice against him Ihe Commission consequently acquitted 
him and directed his rejoining his regiment The faithful men and some recruits formed the corps Qiinem ood 
deen made his appearance at our camp at AlljijUrh The native oflicers, who had done their duty noblj, and 
who had been superseded by my kindness towards this wretch on the 5th Tune 1857» expressed their indignation in no 
measinrcd terms 1 sent in fiesh charges against him for disgraceful conduct, and he w'ns ordered back to Meerut to 
aw ait his trial In the meantime Brigadier Cnamhcrlain, CB, was wnlkiug on the glacis at Delhi near the spot 
where the Rohilkund mutineers hud been encamped, when he found some Ooidoo papers These proved on being 
read to bo vrzees from Quaem ood deen addressed from Rohtuck to the leading rebels at Delhi during the siege 
alleging that he had killed Mr Fleetwood Williams and Doctor Cannon at Uurhmooktaisur and pledging himself that 
if ho was sent for, and entrusted with a force, he would proceed to Meerut and take the Dumdumnh, for that he had got 
that * I^afir Wilson shut up there like a mouse in a trap, and he had seen all the guns and the whole of the fortifica 
tions there” A court maitial was con\encd, and he was sentenced to be hanged This sentence was carried out in 
the month of May 1858 

t Aiyooh Khan is a native of Rampoor, and he is now concealed in that town, to the disgrace of the Nnwab and 
the Agent of the Qo\ernor General, who, instead of encouraging the Nawab in sheltering the miscreant, should insist 
upon his being delivered up in forty eight hours Nujjoo Khan was shot by Brigadier Coke's column 
C)i hootan altos Amecn ood deen and two other assassins have been hanged by this Commission The mosque now 
stands uninjured (though the Christian church is still in ruins), a sad memorial of the foul murder 
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31 Tuesday, June IGtli A Sikh, one of the ten Sikhs who had fled fiom 
the Oudh Oavaliy when the two squadions muidered Captains Baibei and 
Hayes near Mynpooiy, and who had joined us two or three days previously at 
Meeiut, was this day sent by me acioss the Ganges towards Moiadabad, in the 
hope that he might succeed in inducing the 200 Sikhs of the 29th Regiment 
to separate themselves flora then mutinous biethren, and to join us at Meeiut 
This day also the Iiiegular Cavaliy, undei Captain Tyrwhitt, foimeily of the 
14th Irregular Cavalry, which had done such good seivice in holding the 
BOolundshuhur distiict, were obliged to fall back upon Hauppui A cossid 
airived towards the close of the day, with a lettei dated the I2th June, from 
Mr Kitchen, Deputy Magistiate, in which he laments the sad fate of Mr Hill, 
the head Collectorate cleik, then a jiiisonei in the hands of the 29fch Regiment 
Little did the wiitei know that in thiee shoit days he would be a lifeless coipse 
Little did I, when that day reading his letter, know that the wiiter had ceased 
to exist twenty-foui houis befoie those lines met my eyes 

33 Thuisday, June 18th This day Bukht Khan, Soubadai of Artilleiy, 
marched flora Moiadabad towaids Guihmooktaisui, his foice having been 
increased by the 29th Regiment Native Infantiy, taking with him Mr Powell,* 
Deputy Inspector of Post Offices, Mr Hill, head cleik of the Collectorate, 
Mr Don ington, junior clerk of ditto, Mr McGuiie, clerk in the Magistiate’s 
Office, and Mr Phillips, 2nd clerk m the J udge’s Office , and our troops at 
Delhi took a biass 12-poundei gun, and destroyed an earth- woik of the muti- 
neers, which they had erected at Tievelyangunj 

33 Satuiday, June 20th DAks going to and from Delhi plundered by 
the Mouway Jats, and a man of the 8th Irregulars, posted at Guihmooktaisur, 
came into Meeiut, to repoit to me that the Rohilkund mutineeis weie ap- 
proaching Gujioulah I acquainted the military authoiities with the fact, and 
urged the necessity of our holding Gurhmooktaisui, and opposing the mutineers 
ciossing the rivei 

34 Sunday, June 2Ist All the police and fen y officials at Gurhmook- 
taisui, and two men of the 8th Iiiegulais, came in fiom the ghM, and they an- 
nounced that the flist division of the mutineeis was at Gujioulah, and that the 
advance guaid was tiying to make some aiiangements foi crossing the rivei 
I again uiged the Geneial to oppose the passage, volunteering to accompany 
the party A council of wai was held, which I was not peimitted to at- 
tend, probably because my sentiments were known, and because my inti- 
mate knowledge of the stiength of the town of Gurhmooktaisur might 
influence the members of the council Aftei the council had iisen, I again 
went to the Assistant Adjutant-Geneial, urging that a paity should go that 
evening to oppose the passage I was silenced with the information that Delhi 
would be assaulted and taken before the RohilLund tioops could reach 
Delhi I I I I leplied, well and good , it is bettei that we should have the villains 
between two deep riveis, than on the fuither side of one of them 

35 Monday, June 22nd Information leceived from Guihmooktaisui 
that some men and two guns have succeeded in getting acioss the rivei I 
again repiesented how easy it would be, in one night maich, to annihilate 
these men, and take the guns I also lepiesented, that though there weie 
only 2,300 fighting men, they weie enoumbeied with 1,000 carts laden with 
plundei, — such as sugar, ottah, &c , — and that the filing oft the fi.ist gun on 
oui side would be the signal foi the Jats and Mewatees of the left bank of 
the Ganges to plundei the mutineers of eveiy particle of then baggage But 
1 was again silenced as befoie 

36 Tuesday, June 23id Captain Tyrwhitt, who had retreated from 
Boolundshuhur to Hauppui with his iiiegulars, returned to Meerut, and the 
whole of the European community became aghast at the news of Lieutenant 


• The four first, nftcr expcnoiieing brutnl treatment, and sufforinB: much privation and want, nere, I fear, killed 
in ignormco of their real state by our troops at Delhi, on the 20th September 1857 The latter nas shot at Qujiou’ 
lab, on the charge that ho had taken a light to blow up the tumbrils 
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Smith, Adjutant of the 4th Irregulars, having been foully assassinated by 
some of his men at Mozuffernuggur. Up to this time those blessed with san- 
guine temperaments had hopes that a few of the Irregulai Cavalry would 
remain faithful , but fiom this date not an European officei in Meerut would 
seive with any of the old native soldiery 

37 Wednesday, June 24th There was a general belief throughout 
Meeiut that Delhi would be assaulted this day, and every one of us felt certain, 
that if the assault was made, it could not but be successful No news what- 
ever of the Sikh emissary sent to seduce the 200 Sikhs of the 29th Regiment 
from the cause of the mutmec’rs, and I began to feel very anxious as to his 
fate Rohilkund mutineers still crossing the Ganges 

38 Thursday, 24th, and Friday, 26th June Good news from Delhn 
that in the attack made by the mutineers on the British posUion on the 23id> 
1,000 of them had been killed. Bad news from Gwalioi, that the Contingent 
had mutinied, and having mui del ed Blake, Dr Kirk and others, nere think- 
ing of marching on Delhi 

39 Saturday, June 27th The Rohilkund mutineers have staited from 
Gurhmooktaisui for Delhi by the direct road Rains commenced this day 
at Meerut Baghput budge carried away by the using of the Jumna Ram 
pouied in torients, and the dampness of the low situation in which our small 
tent was pitched in the Dumdumah anything but pleasant 

40 Sunday, 28th, and Monday, 29th June I received letters fiom the 
bankers of Moradabad, and also from the Nawab of Rampoor, to the effect 
that he had, under orders from the Commissioner, taken cliaige of the district 
■of Moradabad 

41 Tuesday, June 30th Authentic news that the Rohilkund muti- 
neers would march this day to Ghazee-ood-deen Nuggur, one short stage fiom 
Delhi, that my Sikh emissaiy had been betrayed to Mahomed Shuftee, the 
mutinous Rissaldai of the 8th Irregulars, by a villain of the 8th, Mhom I had 
sent to find out everything about the corps, and hanged at Gujroiilah, where 
the mutineers also muidered the Drum Major of the 68tli Regiment Native 
Infantry, and Mr Phillips, 2nd cleik in the Moradabad Judge’s Office, on the 
plea that they had taken a light to the tumbrils, intending to cause them to 
explode 

42 About the 1st July, I was appointed President of a Commission for 
trying, under martial law, persons committed for acts of violence and rebel- 
lion, and I pel formed the duties of that office up to the 11th July, on which 
date the Biigadier, Colonel Richmond Jones, thought fit to dissolve the Com- 
mission, and to substitute for it a Commission composed of the Judge Advo- 
cate, the Cantonment Magistiato, and the officer holding the position of Pro- 
vost Major t During this interval, the regiment originally termed the “Mee- 
rut Khakees,” but subsequently designated the “Meerut District Volunteers,” 
was raised The command was vested in Major Williams, but the real work- 
ing men were Captain D’Oyly of the Stud, who was 2nd in command, and 
Captain Tyiwhitt, of the late 14th Irregulars, who was Adjutant I was 
asked to join these Volunteeis, but I refused to do so for many reasons, 
the principal reason being, that I believed I could do much more good 
by myself, if I could letain the command of the detachment of the 8th 
Iiiegulais, which had accompanied us from Moradabad, and which, though 
much reduced by deseitions during the transit of the Rohilkund muti- 
neers, still contained some good men At this time the Commissariat 
Officer, Captain Simpson, a man who did his duty nobly in these troublous 
times, had contracted debts in the Meerut bazai, for the purchase of articles 
requiied for the troops at Delhi, to the amount of £30,000, lyheieas there 
was only £3,000 in the Treasury, — a sum not sufficient to cover the expense 
of one Euiopean Infantry Regiment for a single month It was very evident 
that a public bankruptcy was at hand , and to obviate this calamity, the local 
fiscal authorities tiled to induce the monied men of the Meeiut district to 
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advance money to Government as a loan I ought to mention that Mr B W 
Dunlop, who was absent on sick leave in the hills beyond Kashmir, as soon 
as the news of the mutiny reached him, nobly returned to his post as Magis- 
tiate and Collectoi of Meerut, travelling eveiy night by any conveyance 
which he could find, and was piesent in Meeiut, not only conducting the 
duties of his office, but acting as a piivate in the cavaliy of the Meeiut 
Khakee Begiment , and that Mi Fleetwood Williams, Judge of Meerut, had 
been appointed Officiating Commissioner But so utterly was the Biitish pies- 
tige lowered in the eyes of the monied interest of the Meeiut district, that 
no one would come forwaid with a loan Coercion in one instance was resoit- 
ed to , but the practice being deemed objectionable, the money was very pio- 
peily restored to the parties from whom it had been taken This transaction 
led me to enquire how much revenue was due by the zemindars of the 
Meeiut district, and finding that the arrears amounted to £70,000 sterlrng, 
I resolved, that come what might, I would try my hand at making the ze- 
mindars pay their instalments, and thus stave off the bankruptcy, which was 
threatening us Undei permission from Captain Mackenzie, Commandant of the 
8th Irregulars, who had escaped fiom Bareilly with twenty-three faithful native 
officers to Nainee Tal, I had sent perwannahs to all the men of the regiment 
who were on leave, and I was joined on the 16th July by Boolund Khan,”' 
Rissaldar, his son, and another sowar of the regiment This addition 
brought up the detachment to the strength of nineteen men The 18th July was 
the fiist day on which I acted as the leader of sixteen mounted men (I always 
left three at home to rest themselves), sallying forth at two o’clock am, three 
times a week, and returning to the Dumdumah sometimes at 8, at other times 
at ten o’clock p m , and on some occasions not till past midnight, the distance 
travelled every day varying from forty to fifty miles In this duty I was nobly 
seconded by Gunga Purshad, the tehseeldar of Meeiut, now made Deputy 
Collector of the Fuiruckabad district I hold a letter from the late 
Major-General Penny, C B , Commanding at Meerut, to the effect, that 
the prosperous state of the finances was owing to my exertions , and 
heie let me place on record my obligations to the military authorities at Mee- 
rut, and to the men of the detachment of the 8th Iiiegulars No sooner did 
the military authoiities see the good effects of my exertions, than they 
placed at my disposal the horses of the 4th Light Cavaliy Had they not 
done this, our own hoi ses could not hive stood the work foi one week, much 
less for SIX weeks And as foi the noble conduct of the men of the detach- 
ment, words cannot express what I feel with legaid to them Sixteen hours, 
thi ee times a week in the saddle, is no trifling exeition in a good climate, 
with food available at eveiy halting place, but when that exertion is made in 
the midst of the rainy season of India, the men being wet through moie or 
less eveiy day, and where the only thing to be procured to ward off the gnaw- 
ing pains of hungei was molasses and water, a cloying beverage, which 
would make most Europeans sick, and which we shared alike, it is no ordinary 
feat sustained, as it was for so long a peiiod 

43 But not only were the finances reciuited by our exertions, but 
peace and ordei were restored at the same time In paragraph 6, I mentioned 
that the Lieutenant-Governor had requested the Moradabad authorities to 
clear the road fiom Gurhmooktaisui to Meeiut First and foremost among 
the plunderers of this line of road weie the Goojuis of the village of Solda, 
distant fourteen miles from Meeiut Whilst I had charge of the Intelligence 
Department to the eastward, the Solda Goojuis had assembled in such numbers, 
that four sowars of the 8th Irregulars had been driven back by them , and just 
before the Rohilkund mutineers had crossed the Ganges, they had murdered a 
Brahmin inhabitant of Gurhmooktaisur for the sake of his clothes, and his 
corpse was seen shortly aftei by the men of the 8th In this village the 
zemindars, all the inhabitants save about thirty (who were all Chumars), and 
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the chowlieedar, were Goojurs This muider, like many others, had never been 
leported, although the police darogah was still at his post, in fact the extra 
Goojur chowkeedai, who had been appointed in consequence of the tiouhles to 
live at the watch-house (Muihelah) east of Solda, and to guaid tiavellers, was 
the pi incipal murderei Ifiistsentto the tehseeldar of pergunnah Momanah 
fbi a list of the revenue defaulteis of his peigunnah, and I oidered him to 
meet me on the confines of his pergunnah, on the 20th July I fancy he 
suspected that I intended visiting some of the Goojur villages, and having no 
taste foi fighting, he did not meet me as dii ected 

44 I had been collecting revenue in the Meerut pergunnah, and Gunga 
Purshad, the Meeiut tehseeldar, was with me, accompanied by a few tehseelee 
peons His jurisdiction ceased about foiu miles short of Solda, but he did not 
hesitate to follow me When within one and a half miles of Solda we passed 
thiough Hussunpoor, also a Goojui village, and there we saw a man, appaient- 
ly a Goojui, on hoiseback, coming through a dhfik jungle, from the diiection of 
Solda, about half a mile south of the high road As he evidently wished 
to avoid us, I pursued him, and, after a chase of two miles, we succeeded m 
captuimg his male, but he himself got away, secieting himself in some sugar- 
cane We then made the best of our way towards Solda from the southward, 
thus pi eventing the Goojurs from attempting to escape fiom the village into 
the jungle On reaching the village, we found that Gunga Purshad had col- 
lected all the villagers, and was demanding the revenue due I commenced by 
questioning the chowkeedar and thiee of the lumberdars (one was absent), 
why they had not reported the murdei of the Brahmin All four denied that 
any Brahmin had been murdered within the limits of the village The Chu- 
mais were taken, in compliance with my oideis by Gunga Puishad, to a dis- 
tance of 200 yards, and theie questioned as to the perpetratois of the murder, 
and the chowkeedar was then tied up and flogged (stupes were always inflicted 
for neglect of duty on chowkeedai s, pioviously to the promulgation of Act II 
of 1834), and duiing the flogging he mentioned the names ot four Goojurs as 
being the murdei eis The Chumars’ statement, given to the tehseeldar out of 
healing of the chowkeedar, coiroborated the account given by the chowkeedar 
and when they weie confronted with the lumberdais, the lattei also gave a 
corresponding account, and attempted to shelter themselves from being acces- 
sories to the muidei, by saying that they had remonstiated wuth the muideiers, 
but m vain One of the murdereis was present, and he and the three 
lumbeidais weie put on their tiial foi the luuidei, and being accessoiy to the 
muider of the Brahmin, Avhose name I have now forgotten The couit consist- 
ed of Boolund Khan, Rissaldar, Tuhawui Khan, Jemadar, and myself We 
unanimously agreed in our verdict, viz , that all four piisoneis should be put to 
death They were accoidingly shot, and their bodies were suspended to some 
sheeshum tiees by the side of the road, as a warning to the fiaternity Piom 
that hour no ciime was committed on the Gurhniookhtaisur load, which had 
been unsafe fiom the llth May, a period of more than tw’o months I did not 
destroy the village, for fiie does not discriminate between the house of a Goojui 
and of a Chumar , but I warned the Goojui s, that if thej’- removed the bodies 
of then four brethren without my sanction, I would letuin and punish them 
as never Goojur had been punished befoie So effectual had been the measures 
which I adopted to bung these Inreditaiy muidereis and plunderers to their 
senses, that when a thousand Goojurs, relatives of the deceased, assembled at 
Solda to eat the funeial feast, they proposed to take the bodies doivn, and bum 
‘ them according to custom, before they sat down to dispose of the food prepared 
for them, but the Solda Goojurs said, “No, if you will agree to remain in 
Solda till Ml Wilson returns, then take down the bodies and burn them, but 
if you will not consent to this arrangement, then leave the bodies alone, and 
partake of the feast and go your way ” The melancholy meal was eaten Avith 
the bodies hanging before their eyes, — a solemn warning that the British rule 
w’as not yet at an end, and that Goojurs might not muider, in open day, 
Biahmin tiavelleis, passing thiough the limits of their village with impunity 
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Fourteen days after, learning from the tehseeldar of Momanah that the revenue 
of Solda had been paid up, I sent word to the Goojurs that they might take 
down the bodies and bum them , and the bodies were burnt accordingly 

45 I omitted to mention some occurrences, which, as they illustrate the 
painful position of the Meerut gairison, I will here relate About the 9th of 
the month, news of the lamentable action, which took place at Agra on the 5th 
July, reached us Our communication with the south-east had for some time 
past only extended twenty miles, and all eyes were turned for succour on that 
diiection Native rumouis had pievicusly raised oui hopes, leportmg that 
Geneial Wheeler had been reinfoiced, and that he was on his way to Delhi, 
vid Agra, by foiced maiches, and w^hen we leceived positive information, that 
not only the wdiole of the Europeans of Futtehgurh and Cawnpooi were cut off, 
but that Sii Henry Lawrence had been killed, the Lucknow gaiiison besieged, 
and the Agra force defeated in open fight, the stoutest heaits had grounds 
for thinking that, ere long, we too should be besieged in our wretched Dum- 
dumah, ciowded with ivomen and children, and suffeiing the same horror which 
had been enacted lower down the countiy The Goojurs weie at this time 
reigning supreme, and no load, save those to Mozuffernmrgui and Hauppur, 
was safe even four miles from cantonments But matters wuth respect to these 
iniscieants w'eie about to impiove, for on the 9th July, a party of Rifles and 
6th Dragoon Guards, accompanied by the Meerut Volunteers, went out and killed 
170 Goojuis of Sikiee, and three or four other Goojur villages, situated about 
five miles w'est of Meerut The party also brought m some eighty prisoners, the 
greater part of whom were hanged by tlie Military Commission appointed on 
the 11th of July The pergunnah of Burot, which lies on the left bank of the 
Jumna, was at this time in open rebellion The King of Delhi sent his emis- 
saries thioughout this peigunnah, and also to Saharanpoor, to stii up the people 
He constituted Sah Mull, a Jat of the Mauway tribe. Governor of the per- 
gunnah of Buiot, with the title of Raja, and he authorized his informing the 
zemmdais, that the levenue for 1857 had been remitted It was the posses- 
sion of this, and three oi four other pergunnahs on the left bank of the Jumna, 
which enabled the people and the garrison of Delhi to live during the siege , and 
had the attempts of our Engineers to destroy the Delhi bridge succeeded, the 
garrison must have been staived 

46 On the 22nd July, a cuiious circumstance occurred, which, as it proves 
how thoroughly our prestige had fallen m the eyes of the natives, I will here 
relate I was collecting revenue in a village on the Burot road, when the teh- 
seeldar whispered in my ear, that the nephew of the lumberdar had been sen- 
tenced, for the homicide of his uncle, to fourteen years’ imprisonment, and that he 
was now in the village, having made his escape from the Bareilly Cential Jail 
on the 31st May 1857 I told the lumberdar to bung his nephew to me He 
did so, and liking the appearance of the young man, I told him to borrow a 
pony and follow me He did so, and lemained with me, riding all over the 
countiy till 10 o’clock pm On enquiiy I found that he had fought his uncle 
about a tiespass upon his fields on the pait of the uncle’s cattle, and that the 
young man had outlived the injuries on his head, from his uncle’s stick, whereas 
the uncle had succumbed to the effects of the stick of the nephew No moral 
stain in the eyes of an Asiatic attaching to the lad, I asked him if he would 
take seivice as an Tiiegulai Cavalry soldier He agieed, and I piomised not 
only to advance him money to pay for a horse, but if he behaved w^ell, to 
endeavoui to piocuie a remission of his sentence I parted with him at 10 
o’clock p M , because I knew that his pony could not keep up with our horses 
(we weie iiding the 4th Light Cavaliy horses that day), and I was afiaid lest 
lagging behind, he might be shot by the iifle pickets On paitmg with him, 
he promised that he would join me in the moining But he nevei came. In 
ordinary times, a sowar of the 8th Iiregulais sells his situation with his horse 
&c , foi Rupees 300 ; and yet this man, convicted of felony, and under a 
sentence of fourteen yeai s’ imprisonment, bribed by a promise of a loan to the 
amount required, and of a conditional paidon, refused to enter the British 
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service Doubtless that night the probabilities of our eventual success were 
discussed in the village, and the assembled elders gave it as their opinion that ‘ 
Tve Mere all doomed men Hence the lad changed his mind Poor fellow ' 
He IS now undeigoing, 1 believe, his original sentence in the Meerut Jail 

On the 24th July we heard that General Neill had defeated the Nana, and 
re-taken Cawnpoor and Bithoor 

47 August commenced with the Eed~ooz-zoha (the Mahomedan festival 
to commemorate the saciifice of Isaac by Abraham), and the despeiate attack 
of the mutineers upon our position on the lull west of Delhi I was emplojmd 
the whole of the month m collecting aud bringing in .u rears of revenue and 
treasure from the Momanah pergunnah, which is full of Goojur villages, and 
also from peigunnah Hauppur But to prove how much better behaved these 
villains had become, it is only necessary to mention the occuriences of the 21st 
and 22nd August I was on the former day at Puieech’hutguih, the residence 
of the Goojur Baja (the piesent heir to the title is a minor in the Saharun- 
poor district, but Quddum Sing, now a fugitive rebel, resides there, and is 
called Baja by the fraternity), and I received an express in the evening from 
the Officiating Commissioner, to the effect, that the tehseeldar of Hauppur had 
for security’s sake made Duttianee his head-quarters , that he had collected a 
large sum of money, that he was threatened by a large body of Iiiegular 
Cavalry fiom Malagurh, that a troop of the 6th Dragoon Guaids would maich 
that evening, and that he (the Commissioner) wished that I would march 
across country during the night to Shahjehanpoor, eighteen miles distant from 
Meerut, on the Gurhmooktaisur road, and theie taking charge of the Diagoons 
at 4 o’clock A w , proceed with them to Duttianee, and escoi t the cash to the 
Meeiut Treasuiy I did as lequested, and reached Shahjehanpoor at 11 
o’clock p M of the 21st, and at 4 o’clock A m of the 22nd the Diagoons 
ariived We at once proceeded across countiy to Duttianee, a village which 
had been foi tiffed against cavalry by a wall Hoi e we found the tehseeldar of 
Hauppur with nearly Bupees 15,000, to assist him m protecting which he had 
collected around him an armed mob, amounting to about 1,500 men, the greatei 
pait of which were Goojurs t The cash was brought away m safety, and the 
Dragoons returned to Meerut with more than Bupees 22,000, the extra 7,000 
and odd rupees having been collected by me from other zemindars I then 
proceeded to Guihmooktaisur, and in two tups perfoimed between the 24tli 
and 28th August, I collected and earned into the Meerut Treasury a sum little 
short of Bupees 21,000 At this time I kept a relay of twenty Government 
horses half-way between Meerut and Gurhmooktaisur in Hussunpoor, a large 
Goojur village adjoining Solda, the inhabitants of wdiich are closely connected 
by blood and marriage with the Solda Goojurs, and never were hoises better 
cared for than these Government horses, by the recently hostile and plundering 
Goojur zemindars of Hussunpoor 

48 On the 31st August a column of all arms of the service was sent 
out to Hauppui The object was twofold, one to w'atch the high road fiom 
Delhi to Moradabad and Baieilly, the other to overawe Waleedad Khan, the 
lebel Nawab of Malagurh, who was threatening the Bhitonnah Jats, who had 
all along lemained faithful, and who had defeated Waleedad Khan on a foimer 
occasion, taking three small guns from him I was placed in civil charge of 
this column, having been appointed a Special Commissioner under Act XIV 
of 1857 We remained at Hauppur three weeks, and duiing that tune I was 
engaged in collecting revenue, punishing rebels, restoring order, &c , &c At 
half-past 1 o’clock am of the 21st September, we received an expiess, ordeiing 
the column to pioceed by forced marches to thannah Bhowun, in the Mozuftei- 
nuggur district, where a fSree had been beaten back By half-past 9 o’clock A M 
the column had marched twenty miles into Meerut, and on the morning of the 
24th it reached thannah Bhowun, distant from Hauppui some seventy- 
two miles The place had been evacuated by the rebels a few hours befoie we 
arrived Only thirty of them weie killed by the cavalry, and a few ^uiis were 
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discovered secreted in the town The house of Cazee Inayet Ali, the 
murderer of two of our tehseeldars at Shamlee, was binnt, as well as those of 
three or foui leading rebels, and the town was given up to plundei On the 
26th the column marched to Shamlee, and I found the walls of the mosque, in 
which the two tehseeldars had been treacherously muideied by Cazee Inayet 
Ah in the eaily pait of the month, still coveied with blood From that day 
to the 3rd of October the column was engaged punishing the Mouway Jats of 
Baolee, Bujroul, Johuiee, Bazeedpooi, Lohuira, Hulwaiee, and Mullukpoor, 
who had m j^ugust opposed a small force sent out from Meeiut, and compelled 
it, aftei it bad killed Sah Mul Jat, the newly-ci eated rebel Goveinor of Buiot, 
to retreat In one week these Mouway Jats paid up arrears of revenue to the 
amount of 20,000 pounds steihng 

49 In the beginning of Octobei I gave myself and the men of the 
8th Iiregulars a little rest On the 18th I staited foi Agra on (he mail cart, 
and reached the foit the same evening At 9 o’clock a st of the 20th I quit- 
ted Agia by mail cart, and on my arrival at Allygurh I found at the tent of 
Mr Biamley, the Magistiate, two messengers, with two letters from Captain 
J Y Gowan, Adjutant of the 18th Regiment Native Infantry, one of them 
was addressed to the Lieutenant-Govei nor of Agia, the other was addiessed 
to the Chief Civil Authority of Meeiut The latter I read, it contained a 
touching appeal foi the lescue of himself and thirty other Christians, refugees, 
survnvors of the Bareilly massacre I suggested to Mi Biaraley to send the 
foimer letter by post to the Lieutenant-Governor, retaining the two messen- 
gers at Allyguih till he heaid fiom me, and I promised to make up my mind, 
and send by return of post a replj^ to Captain Gowan from Meerut The 
mail cart had not proceeded many stages before I had resolved, come what 
might, to attempt to i escue Captain Gowan and the other Christian refugees 
lying hid in Rohilkund I accordingly wrote on the 21st October a letter to 
Captain Gowan, pnncipally m the Gieek char.ictei, saying that I would be at 
Kucli’hlah glidt on the 28tli, with a few hoi semen, en loxite to rescue him , that 
he must collect togetlioi as many lefugeos as he could find , that I had 
detained one of the messengeis to show me the road, and that the othei 
w'ould convey to him my leply This letter I enclosed in anothei letter to 
Ml Biamley, bogging him to send off my reply, and the leply of the Lieute- 
nant-Govoinor, to Captain Gowan, by one messengei, and to retain the othei 
m Allygurh till my aiiival The 22nd was employed m getting the Brigade- 
Major’s sanction to my taking with mo ten men of the 4th Irregulars, who 
had remained faithful and loyal , in getting tents for the men of the 4th and 
the 8th , in hot rowing Rupees 1,000 and thiee elephants from the Commissaiiat, 
&c , &c I beg to place on lecoid my obligations to Colonel Whish, the Biigade- 
Major, and Captain Simpson of the Commissaiiat Department I told these 
officers my plans, and I infoiuied them that if my designs weie known, the 
Government would pioliibit niy attempting the undei taking, and that unless 
they could assist me, sub losd, I could do nothing To the honor of these 
officers they not only kept ray seciet, but they, on their own responsibility, 
granted all my requests without demanding oiders fiom the Biigadiei Com- 
manding On Fiiday, the 23id, twenty-five men of the 8th, and ten men of the 
4th Irregulai Cavalry, maiched with oideis to leach Allyguih in foui maiches 
On Sunday, the 25th, I staited by the mail cai t, and reaching Soomna about 
12 o’clock at midnight I lejoined the cavalry, and marched with them into 
Allygurh on the moiiiing of the 26th Here I found Captain Gowan’s cossid,t 
who had been puiposelj’’ detained, and I leaint that theie weie 200 of Khan 
Bahadoor Khan, the lebel Naw’ab of Bareilly’s Cav^ahy, posted at Kuch’hlah 
gh.U on the left bank of the Ganges. I also leaint fiom Mi Biamley that the

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Lieutenant-Govornor had sent a reply to Captam Gowan, to the efTect " that no 
assistance could be sent linn, but that he was authouzcd to pioinibo a reward 
of Rupees 10,000 to any native who would escort Jiini and all the other Chris- 
tian lefugees to Allyguih ,” that he, Mr Braniley, luid done as duectcd, and 
that he liad sent my leply, and that of the Lieutenant-Govei nor, to Captain 
Gowan, by the hands of one messengei, retaining the other iiicssengei in Ally- 
gurh I have mentioned above that I was obliged to inaho Unown my plans to 
Colonel Whish and Captain Simpson, and it IS clear fiom this nairatne that I 
could not conceal anything fiom Mr Biamle}’’, who, I think, must have uccpiaint- 
ed Mr A Cocks, his official superior Up to the date of my reaching Al!3gurh, 
my secret was known only to four persons I am quite certain that it was not 
known to any of the Inegular Cavalry men All they knew was, that they 
weie to leach Alljgurh in four matches, and that I should oveitako them at 
that place At each encamping ground as they wont along, tho^' woie joined 
by many Irregular Cavaliy men, w’ho w'ero, at the time the mutiny broke out, 
at their homes on leave, and instead of finding nij'solf at the head of thiitv-fivc 
faithful men of the 8th and 4th Irregulars, I found myself m Allj'gurli at the head 
of at least 160 mounted soldiers It is tuic that manj' of them weio sneaking 
poltroons, who had leniained at their homes, watching to which side victory 
would tuin , probably some of them, from tlio soie state of their horses’ backs, 
had been doing duty in the rebel camp at Delhi, and ceitainlj’ liad they known 
the dangerous errand upon which I was going, few of them would have joined 
me till my return at least But it suited my v low s to bo at the head of a squa- 
dron instead of a Naeb Rissaldar’s party, and hence I W’as glad of tlieir company 
I consequently ordered tliom to remain in camp, and to do dutj’ , but I told tlio 
men of the 8th and the 4th that they wcie always to be in m3' roar, and m 
advance of the new-comers 1 have mentioned above that 103' designs, after I 
left Allyguih, were known to onl}' four British officois, and to deceive ev’or3 one 
completely, and to make the natives believe that we weio a pnrt3' of 
lebels, I resolved to make a march of fort3'’-five miles Accordingly wo started at 
3 o’clock A M of the 27th from AIl3’gurh, taking the liigh road to Kasgunj 
We reached the encamping place of the town of Jullalco at dawn, and so well 
had we enacted our assumed character of rebels, that a tragical scene was pre- 
vented, solely by the presence of mind of one of the 8tb Iiiegulars, but to the 
1 ight understanding of the mattei, it is necessaty that I should refer back to 
Sunday, the 25th, the day on which I quitted Mooiiit on the mail cart That 
very moinmg the faithful native officers ot the 8tli Incgulars, who had accom- 
panied on the 31st May 1857 their British officers to Namoe Tul, having 
marched by themselves across Bohilkund, while thoir Butish officers were going 
thiough the mountains wc? Mussooice to Meerut, 1 cached the Mceiut canton- 
ment, and two of them came to pay their respects to me One of them was 
Rissaldar Willayut Hossem, a S3'ucl of Jullalee Ho told me that on the 31st 
May so little did he, though a Rissaldar of the Sth Ii regulars, know what was 
about to happen, he mounted one of his country-bred ranies, leaving in the lines 
a large bay Aiab, which Colonel Scobic, the Remount Agent m Bombay, had 
bought foi him for Rupees 800 three or foui months bcfoio the inutin}' , that 
one of his bargeers, a Slieikli of Jullalee, had taken possession of the horse, 
and had by means of it become a Khoodaspa ,* that he also took possession of a 
valuable mule belonging to him, that he had taken both animals to Delhi, 
that aftei the fall of Delhi he liad followed the rebel Rissaldar of the Sth 
Iriegulavs, Mahomed Shuffee, to Muttia, and thence to Hattrass , that when 
Mahomed Shuffee maiclied fiom Hattrass to Kuch’hlah ghA,t en loutc to 
Bareill3’^, his baigeer had brought his Aiab and mule to Jullalee, and made 
them ovei to his relations , that I was going to All3'guih, w’hence Jullalee is 
distant only eleven miles, and that he would be exceedingly obliged to me, if I 
would look at the lioise, and let him know m what state I found him The

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town of Jullalee is situated about half a mile north of the road, and in com- 
pliance with the above request of Willajut Hossein, I ordered the column to 
halt on the road, while I went with a few men into the town to see Willayut 
Hossein’s Aiab horse * and his mule I had not been in the village above ten 
minutes, when a sowai came galloping up, begging me to return as quickly as 
possible to the column, for that there were some British gentlemen on the load 
I had entered the village from the west, and was on my way to rejoin the 
squadron, quitting the town from the east end of it , I consequently re-entered 
the high 1 oad one mile east of the spot where I had quitted it , and this it was 
which caused me to arrive in the rear of two dog cai ts, near which four men, 
aimed with American levolver, rifles, and pistols, and diessed in European 
clothes, were standing, the column being drawn up some foui hundred yards 
east of the dog carts I immediately recognised one of the party as being 
Mr Pateison Saundeis, who distinguished himself by his bravery and cool 
courage duiing the lebellion The party was proceeding from the Indigo 
Factory of Mr Booth to Allyguih, and seeing a squadron of Inegular Cavahy 
in fiont of them, they piesumed they must be mutineers, and were preparing to 
sell their lives dearly, when one of the Sth Iriegulars rode quickly up to them, 
and asked for a cheroot, the whole corps having learnt to smoke cheroots in 
Buimah lie added that they were led by Mr Wilson, the Judge of Morada- 
bad, who had gone into the town of Jullalee, and who would shortly make his 
appeal ance The threatened hostilities were suspended, and my timely arrival 
saved the Englishmen from the dilemma in which the 3 >" were so unpleasantly 
situated That evening at 7 o’clock, we reached Soron, distant from Allygurh 
forty-five miles That night the rich Brahmins of Soron, believing us to be 
rebels, continued filing heavy juzails every five minutes As it suited my plans 
to enact “ the Loyal ” for some time, I sent them word that I was an English- 
man, and they at once ceased firing Early on Wednesday, the 28th, I rode 
down to Nugureea, a village on the right bank of the Ganges opposite Kuch’- 
hlah, and there I fell in with a Eajpoot proprietor of the village, who had been 
for many yeais a piisoner in the Moradabad Jail, for having plundered a boat 
laden with grain, during the famine of 1837-38 A mutual recognition took 
place, and fiom him I learnt how dangerous a task crossing the Ganges at 
Kuch’hlah would be It then struck me, that if I succeeded in forcing a 
passage, the w'hole of the rebel forces located at Suheswan and Budaon, 
would unite and endeavour to cut us off on our retuin, and that encum- 
bered as I should be with women and children on elephants, any seiious 
opposition would endanger their lives, and thus my plans would utterly 
fail On my way back to Soion, I met with a bunneeah of the Budaon 
distiict, who had come across with rice, and who was retuinmg with salt 
I made myself known to him, and he willingly agreed to tell the sowars 
at Kuch’hlah, that Mr Wilson had arrived at Soron, and was on the point 
of ciossing over with a stiong force The ruse succeeded, for the sowars 
fled, it IS said, leaving then dinneis half cooked, as fai as Suheswan , and I 
have since found in the lecords of Khan Bahadur Khan, the rebel Nawab of 
Bareilly, urzees sent in daily during this expedition, by the rebel authorities 
of Budaon, the first of which makes out that I had a tiemendous foice with 
me On my return to my camp at Soion, I wrote a letter to Captain Go wan, 
tellmsr him that the ghS,t at Kuch’hlah was guarded by lebel sowars, that I 
would endeavour to cross , and asking him to come as near to the Ganges as he 


• The liistory of this ^rab lioise jllustrates dearly some of the dilTioultios which have beset our cavalry, when 
pursuing mutineer sowars during this rebellion In November 1857. Willayut Hossein, Eissaldar, sold him to Caplain 
Mnclcenrie his Commanding Officer, who rode him in the affair at Hurhur, near Oonno in Oudh, on which occasion 
the horse lost an car Captain Ifackonzie falling sick sold him a sliort time ago to Dr Curne of the same regi 
ment Dr Currie entered him under the name of “Bedonin” at the late Cawnpoor Races, and he beat every other 
horse, on one occasion giving I believe in a handicap, three stone to the best horse on the handicap , and yet this 
Arab was ridden by a rebel sowar of the Sth Irregulars throughout the siege of Delhi How could a Dragoon riding 
eighteen stone and mounted on a stud bred horse, hope to overtake an Irregular Cavalry man weighing ten stone, and 
mounted on such a horse as “ Bedouin,” and this is not a solitary instance Hundreds of first rate Arabs are still 
in the hands of the rebels on the left bank of the river Q-haghra, and the Nana, who is at Cliiirda has in his posses 
Sion the Arab horse ” Wahabee," who ran his two miles in three minutes fifty three seconds in Calcutta, he having 
plundered him from the stables of the Nunhay Nawab of Cawnpoor 
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possibly could, without endangering the lives of his paity , and to let me know 
wheie I might hope to meet him This letter I delivered to the remaining 
messenger, originally sent by Captain Gowan, and who had accompanied me 
from Allygurh, with orders, if he met any messenger with a letter from Captain 
Gowan, to return with Captain Gowan’s reply to my letter written from Meerut, 
and to send the other messenger back with my letter written at Soion 

50 It IS now high time that I should revert to Captain Gowan and his 
party Not far from the right bank of the Kiver Earn Gunga, and about 
equally distant from Tilhur and Meeranpooi Kuthra, the town near which 
Hafiz Eehmut Khan,* * * § the Eohilla Chieftain, was killed by a round shot in 
1774, lies the village of Kheirah Bujeirah In an obscuie cow-shed in that 
village weie seated, dressed in native Hindoo costume, two men, one delicate 
woman, and four young childien,t the eldest eight years, the youngest three 
months old, all seven being of pme Anglo-Saxon descent, and more than ordi- 
nal ily fair A messenger, one of the two alluded to above as having ariived 
at Allyguih on the 20th October, entered that cow-shed, and delivered to thim 
a thin envelope Hastily was that envelope opened, and what was at first 
deemed the sole contents, was anxiously read Who shall point the despair 
which at the moment overwhelmed that sorrow-stricken party, Avhen Captain 
Gowan read aloud, “ The Chief Commissioner authorizes you to offer to any 
native who will escort in safety to Allygurh all the Christian refugees now 
lying concealed in Eohilkund, the sum of ten thousand rupees ” Gracious 
God ' and was that all that the Government of the North-Western Provinces of 
India could do for them They had with the greatest difficulty procured two 
messengers to convey to Allygurh two notes, written upon the thinnest bank 
post paper, and measuring four inches by three , how was it possible then that 
an escort sufficiently strong to protect all| the Christian refugees ninety-five 
miles, forty of which weie not only guarded, but narrowly watched by lebel 
troops, thirsting foi Christian blood, should be procured ' It has been said that 
the heart knows its own bittei ness, and of a ti uth it is impossible for me to 
convey to others m woids, possibly even myself to conceive the anguish and 
despair which the note ^ of the Chief Commissioner produced in the breasts of 
the three adults of that forsaken little band They relate that Captain Gowan 
was m the act of tearing the envelope across, so as to destroy all marks of any 
correspondence having passed, when feeling something thicker between his 
fingers than the envelope itself, he looked into it, and theie found my letter 
Aviitten fiom Meeiut on the 21st October It hardly befits me, the wiiter of 
that joy-givmg letter, to dilate upon the effects of it, and in truth I may fairly 
leave it to otheis to conceive the instantaneous transition fiom the depths ot 
despair to the height of gladness w'hich peivaded that lonely cow-shed 
They, poor creatures, not only thought themselves not forsaken, but believ ing 
that they weie already rescued, they knelt down and offered up to the Giver 
of all Good, their humble tribute of piaise and thanksgiving, and yet in tiuth 
little or nothing had been done towards then deliverance A fellow Anglo- 
Saxon, and utter strangei, had indeed offered to risk his life, and attempt to 
lescue them with a few faitiiful native tioopeis But what a chasm betiveen 
the offei of an attempt at, and the consummation of, deliverance Still their

§ Far be it from me to throw any blame upon the memory of a brave and noble soul, who‘50 flight to realms of 
peace was not only hastened, but caused by the anxiety and care engendered by the mutiny and rcbtllion, and by his 
painful position at Agra, first as Supenntending Engineer, and subsequently, after the Lieutenant Governor's deatli, 
as Chief Commissioner He could not help himself, much less send help to refugees lying hid in the centre of Rohil 
Icund, and distant from Agra more than 100 miles Personally brave, and more than ordinarily humane and gentle, 
doubtless the late Colonel Fraser, 0 B , felt bitterly his inability to respond to Captain Gowan's appeal in any other 
way, than by offering a largo pecuniary reward to those who would effect the deliverance of him and liis co refugees 
But this bitterness did not soften the blow to the applicants for aid They, poor creatures, could only see that their 
hopes were dashed to atoms 
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eyes saw not that chasm , and if they saw it, fair hope* instantly bridged it, 
and told them that they were already free Captain Gowan, after consulting 
his faithful protectors, wrote me a reply, principally in the Greek chaiacter, to 
the effect that I had not allowed him time to collect many refugees, but that 
he would do his best , that it had been resolved that they should go m the 
first instance to Meeaoon,t where he hoped to see me on the 29th Meeaoon is 
about thirty miles fiom Kuch’hlah Ghfit, and is situated in the Budaon district 
This note was delivered to me at 7 o’clock p M of the 28th At 8 o’clock p ii , 
having selected 100 of the best men and horses, rejecting all horses likely 
to knock up, I started, leaving my camp standing, and taking nothing with me 
but thiee fast elephants, and a spare horse, iidden by a little urchin of a boy, — 
my intention being to cross the Ganges at Kuch’hlah Ghfit, and to push on to 
Meeaoon It was at this time that I entrusted my secret to Bolund Khan, 
Kissaldar of the 8th Irregulars, mentioned in paragraphs 42 and 44, and coidially 
did he second my views It was 1 1 o’clock p m when we reached an island 
in the river, having crossed one branch of the Ganges, some three feet deep 
I had been told that I should find twelve boats , but what was the fact, there 
were four boats only, and those of the class lately constiucted in India to let 
to Magistrates for making boat-bridges , that is to say, five feet high at the sides , 
and consequently it is almost impossible, without a platform, to foice a horse 
to leap into them, and when this consummation is effected, the unfortunate 
animal is generally useless from severe injury in the hocks or hmd-legs I 
need hardly say that on the island on which we were then standing there 
was no platform To add to my difficulties, two fresh evils appeared The 
Ganges at Kuch’hlah was divided in October 1857 into three sti earns, neither 
of winch was foidable, each being sepaiated fiom the other by sand banks 
The transit to and fro of one set of boats could not but consume many hours, 
even if the hoises were foiced into the boats There were barely sis hours 
of daikness before me, and light was death to my hopes There were four 
boats to convey 100 hoises, and three different streams to cross Despair 
began to stare me in the face, and when the boatmen positively refused to 
guide the elephants across the river before daylight for fear of the quick- 
sands, my misery was well nigh complete But there was a noble end to be 
gained, and five minutes’ reflexion sufficed foi the formation of new plans 
There were twenty-eight boats which the rebel troops had seized and moored 
under the village of Kuch’hlah, and I resolved, as I could not hope to get 
my party across the river that night, mounted and fit for the march to Mee- 
aoon, that I would at any rate take away from the lebels the means of 
crossing over and annihilating me, and at the same time retain the ferry in 
my own hands Captain Gowan’s cossid was at once despatched to Meeaoon 
to tell him what had occuried, to assure him that I would occupy the enemy’s 
attention at Kuch’hlah, while he on his part must induce his Rajpoot escort 
to get him and his party over the river at any friendly feiry available, and 
to inform him that I would make a forced march to any fei ry which he 
might name, and bring him away in safety We all dismq;;,nted , half of 
the party pioceeded in one of the four boats across the ^ver, while the 
other half held the hoises on the right bank The cold was intense, but before 
day dawned, the whole of the tiventy-eight boats, above alluded to, Avere safely 
moored in a creek on the right bank of the river A horseman Avas despatched 
to Soron to order our camp to Nugureea, the nearest spot to Kuch’hlah Gh^t, 
on which Ave could pitch our tents , and leaving a strong picket at the rivei 
side to keep up the alarm which 1 had established among the rebel troops 
located in the Budaon district, I retuined to Nuguieea to breakfast There 
Avas in Kuch’hlah that night about Rupees 20,000 worth of sugar, rice, grain, 
&c, &c , which the lebel Goveinor of Suheswan had accumulated by the plunder 
of boats, and of the zetnindais supposed to be favorable to the British, and it 
was with an aching heart that I reflected that if I had been accompanied by the 
faithful men of the 11th Regiment Native Infantry, then deseited by their 
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officers, and doing the work of peons and burkundazes in the Meerut district, 
not an atom of that plunder should have again fallen into the rebels’ hands 
During the day of the 29th 1 sent for a Bajpoot zemindar of the Budaon dis- 
tiict, who was well inclined to us, but who was at the time holding the post of 
Supeimtendent of Beiries under the lebels He came to my camp, and I told 
him that I required moie boats, for that a bridge must be speedily piepaied at 
Kuch’hlah with a view to ciossing over aitilleiy, &c , and I affected to consult 
him as to the best point wheie the rivei could be bridged Doubtless that night 
the rebel Governot was made acquainted with all I had said, for it is inserted 
in an uizee foi waided bj him to the rebel chieftain, Khan Bahadoor Khan of 
Bai eilly 

51 Early on the morning of Eiiday, 30th, I went down to the bank of 
the river with elephants and a large cavalcade It was barely possible that 
Captain Gowan’s party might make its appeal ance , but no signs of it, or of 
the lebels, being visible, I retuined to my tents, where I passed the day, 
leceiving visits from the zemindars of the Budaon district, most of whom gave 
me correct information as to the panic w'hich my appearance at Kuch’hlah Ghht 
had cieated among the lebel troops on the left bank of the Ganges During 
the day I also received a lettei from Mr A H Cocks,^ Special Commissioner 
of the Allygurh district (he was not at Allygnrh when I passed thiough), to the 
effect that Captain Murray, hearing of the errand on which I was engaged, had 
volunteered to join me 1 wrote back m reply stating how gratified I was at 
the leceipt of Captain Murray’s offer, that had it come eailier, I would have 
gladly availed myself of it , but that the business in hand would not aamit of 
the delay requiied to enable him to join me, and that in fact the matter would 
he decided one way or the other befoie my answer could reach Allygurh 
Aftei a day of the greatest anxiety, at 8 o’clock p M a messenger ariived with a 
note fiom Captain Gowan, telling me that he uould that veiy night cross the 
Ganges at a fiiendly village called Jatee, veiy low down the ii\er, and that if 
I would come as fai as Qadirgunj to meet him, he hoped that all would be well 
Tn an instant horses and elephants were saddled, and leaving our camp standing 
under chaige of fifty sowars (my paity by this time had inci eased to about 200 
men in all), we staited for Qadiigunj, which is a town of some size, about forty 
miles higher up the iiver than Euttehguih As the whole country was in the 
hands of the lebel Nawab of Futtehguih, it was advisable to match quickly and 
quietly, without calling at different villages foi guides Hence I piocured a 
guide at Nugureea, who piofessed to know the road well, Qadirgunj is only 
twenty miles south-east of Nugureea, and yet we lost oui way so completely, that 
it was 3 o’clock a m of Saturday, the 31st Octobei, befoie we reached our desti- 
nation Apait from the town theie IS a fort in which the zemindar, who is a 
Pathan, and is styled “Nawab Sahib" by the villageis, resides with a consider- 
able number of his Pathan brethren Between this fort and the town we 
marched, and took up a position on the road leading to the feriy, thus pretend- 
ing that it was oui intention to proceed towards Bohilkund It wanted but 
two days to the full moon, and as it ivas light as day, our appeaiance created a 
great sensation both in the foi t and in the town A single sowar was sent to 
summon the zemindar (“Nawab Sahib”), but instead of coming himself, he 
sent his manager I pretended that I could not speak the Hindoostanee language, 
and I addressed him in Persian He could not understand Persian, so an 
educated sowar was ordered up to interpret, and he translated what I said in 
Peisian into Hindoostanee foi the manager, and he tianslated the manager’s 
Hindoostanee into Persian for me Aftei inquiries as to the number of the 
boats at the ferry, I assured him, that though I had a large force, no injuiy 
would be done to any one, but that we had come a long way, and must have 
refieshment for ouiselves and horses befoie we continued our march, and then

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pretending that 1 could not depend upon the promises of a manager, I dismissed 
him with oiders to bung the “ Nawab Sahib” to me Shoitly aftei the zemin- 
dar himself came Being an educated man, we conversed, sui rounded by my 
men, in Peisian, without the medium of an interpietei Finding that he was 
convinced that we weie mutineeis, and seeing that he was gieatly alaimed lest 
■»tj should jdunder his fort and the town, I at length disclosed to him who I 
was, and tliepuipose foi which I had come, telling him at the same time that if he 
sent woid of my ai rival to any of the foices of Tufuzzool Hoosein, the rebel 
Nawab of Futtehgnih, I would shoot him on the spot He fell at my feet, 
declared that he had given sheltei at the commencement of the mutiny to 
Mr Edwards, the Magistrate and Collectoi of Budaon, and that so fai from 
betraying me, he would take caic that no Pa than should leave the town until 
my object had been effected By this time day had dawned, and the zetrundai 
pioposed to me to breakfast with him in his foit I consented, and at 8 o’clock, 
leaving all oui hoi ses in the giove saddled, I proceeded, accompanied by ten 
sowars, on foot to the foit At 9 o’clock I letuined with the zemindar to the 
grove, taking care not to lose siglit of him mjself A villager of the Shahje- 
hanpoor district w'as sent with a note on the road towaids Jatee, announcing to 
Captain Gowan my arrival at Qadngunj, and begging him to come and join me 
with as little delay as possible And then the suspense enduied duiing the 
next thiee hours ^ With my eyes w'atchmg the “ Naw'ab Sahib,” and my mind 
contemplating the fate of Captain Gow'an and his party, if they fell into the 
hands of the retaiiieis of the rebel Nawab at Futtehguih, w'ho had systemati- 
cally murdered all the Native Chiistians even whom he could find, my position 
was as wietchedly painful as could be conceived In fact tho whole week had 
been one of perpetual anxietj', and now that the hour of success oi failuie was 
at hand, it was as much as I could do to appear cool and collected, and assume 
an indiffeience, which was a total sti anger to my feelings At length the villagei 
returned sajung that the party concealed as women was at liand I communi- 
cated the fact to a few men of the 8th Iriegulais, but I w'ould not allow any of 
them to move I went alone to tho entiance of the town, and there I saw a 
native cait (hackery) coveied ovei with cloth, diawn by the well-known bleed 
of bullocks which pievails m the Shahjehanpoor distiict, and escoited by about 
sixteen matchlockmen I went near it, and finding all wms light, I lode by the 
side of the hackeiy, until it arrived at the (chaipoy) native bedstead, on which 
I had been sitting all the morning The cloth in the fiont of the hackeiy was 
raised, and out walked Captain Gowan, diessed in nothing but a dhotee and 
a turban He was followed by Sergeant-Majoi Bolcham, his wife, and the 
children alluded to above, one an infant at the bieast It was a sight to move 
the sternest soul that ever dwelt on eaith I was obliged to tuin my face aside, 
and old Bolund Khan, a man who had been present in almost eveiy campaign 
which has taken place duimg tho last foity yeais, wept like a child, exclaiming, 
“And it IS infants like these that the mutinous kafiis have been slaughtering I 
“God’s cuise icst upon them ” The cloths winch had concealed the refugees 
in the hackeiy weie fastened to trees, to make a tempoiaiy room for Mis Bel- 
chara Pood was handed round, and all the escort of matchlockmen, &c, 
having been lew'arded, at 1 o’clock pm we all staited foi Nugureea The 
sun was setting as we came in sight of the tents, and thus happily ended the 
eventful day of Saturday, tho 31st October 1857 But Nuguieea was not at 
that moment a veiy safe place Pour days had passed since I had deceived 
the lebel foices into desei ting then post at Kuch’hlah Ghht, distant only two 
miles from Nugureea, and into letieating upon Suheswan Tho leal state of 
my little column must have become known In fact fiom urzees found in 
Khan Bahadoor Khan’s lecoids in Baieilly, it is cleai that an exact account 
had by tins time been taken of it, and hence I lesolved to pioceed the next 
morning twenty-five miles to Gunghecree This was Sunday, the 1st Novem- 
ber , and it was as well I made this move, for on the aftei noon of that day, a 
rebel foice of four thousand men and foui guns leached Kuch’hlah from Suhes- 
wan and Budaon, with a view to annihilate my paity When I encamped 
that day at Gungheeree, I little thought that eie six weeks could elapse, the 
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vicinity of our encampment would be the scene of an action, m which three 
officeis of the 6th Diagoon Guaids were killed, and one officer of the 9th 
Lancers very dangerously wounded On Monday, the 2nd November, we 
marched another twenty-five miles into Allyguih On my ariival I arranged 
to take the lefugees to Meeiut that same evening m the Government shigiam, 
but I could not resist the gratification of introducing Captain Gowan to some of 
his old fiiends in the foit Accoidingly wo went in the first instance to the 
tent of A H Cocks, Esq, the Special Commissioner That gentleman had 
formerly been my Joint Magistrate, and we had met about eighteen months 
previously I was dressed as a Native officer of the Iiregulai Cavahy, and 
leaving Captain Gowan outside the tent, I entered it The tent was about ten 
feet square, and as I stood facing Mr Cocks, that gentleman looked for a while 
earnestly at me, and then muttered in English, “What does the old Rissaldar 
want ? Why does he not speak I then asked him in Persian if he under- 
stood the Persian language (Dm zuhanee Faisee Tiuruf mee zunee) At this 
Mr Cocks’s countenance assumed such an appearance of astonishment, that I 
fairly buist out laughing He then recognized me at once I then called to 
Captain Gowan to come in He, too, was in a very humble native costume , 
and I doubt if such a trio ever met before The following moining, Tuesday, 
the 3rd November, we leached Meeiut By the assistance of the Samaritans 
of Meerut, the refugees were speedily clothed in English costume, and here let 
me thank them all for what they did on the occasion 

52 But there were more Christian refugees sheltered by the good Hindoo 
zemindars of Rohilkund to be rescued, and to all of these perwannahs were 
issued, ofieiing pecuniary rewards to all who would bring over Christian refu- 
gees from Rohilkund into the JDoab, where we would be ready to receive them 
by the 27th of the month Accordingly, on Monday the 23rd, another expedi- 
tion staited from Meerut This time, however, I had the sanction of Govern- 
ment to the undertaking, and I was accompanied by Captain Gowan, who had 
been put by General Penny, C B , in command of the 110 faithful men of the 
nth Regiment Native Infantry, Belcham, who had been made officiating 
Seijeant-Majoi of the same, Captain Mackenzie, Commandant, Lieutenant 
Woodcock, Adjutant, and Dr Currie, Assistant-Surgeon of the 8th 
Inegulais, and in addition to the sowais who -went with me on the first 
occasion, were twenty-two first-iate native officeis of the 8th Irregulars, 
who had on the memorable 31st May 1867 escorted their British officers from 
Bareilly to Nainee Tal I accompanied this column to Hauppei, and being 
auMous to see the Chief Commissioner, I staited in the mail-cart that same 
evening for Agra The cavalry of the Jodhpoor Legion, which had been 
shortly before defeated at Narnoul with the loss of its guns, during the night 
and the following morning, ciossing the road from Allygurh to Agia, near the 
village of Meetaee, about three miles south of Hatiass, en route to Mynpoory, 
Futtehguih, and Oudh, and I had a narrow escape, having been saved by the 
inail-cait driver refusing to diive me beyond Hatrass, for feai that I should, 
from excessive drowsiness, fall off the mail-cart, and insisting, as he ivas two 
hours in advance of his legmlar time, that I should sleep during that period in 
the D^k Baboo’s hut in Hatrass In the meantime the cavahy having crossed 
the road, the mail-cait proceeded on his way unmolested I reached Agra at 
9 o’clock A M of Wednesday, the 25th November, and at 11 o’clock that day 
the infantiy of the Jodhpoor Legion crossed at the same spot where the sowais 
had ciossed duiing the pievious night, causing all tiavelleis and the up-country 
Agra mail-cait to be turned back towaids Agia My object ingoing to Agra 
was to uige the Chief Commissionei to send a column to drive back the forces of 
the rebel Nawab of Euttehgurh, which had taken possession of the greater pait 
of the Etah district, and which were under orders, as we afterwards leaint from 
records found on the battle-field at Putteealee, to gradually invest the fort at 
I quitted Agia on the night of Wednesday, the 20th November, 
and lejoined my camp at Allygurh on the morning of the 26th That day after 
a long consultation with Mi A H Cocks, we sent a joint telegiara to the Chief 
Commissioner at Agra, tellmg him that unless he ordered Mcijor Riddell’^ 
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Column, then at Hatiass, to hold Kassgunj, and to attack the rebel foices in 
the vicinity, the whole district of Allyguih would speedily be again disoigan- 
ized I offeied, in the event of the measuie being sanctioned, to join Colonel 
Riddell AVith our little column In the evening a leply was received nega- 
tiving the pi oposal , and disgusted beyond measuie, I oideied my own paity 
to maich that night to Jullalee, lesolved that 1 would rescue as nianj’’ Chiistian 
refugees as might come over, and bung matteis to a ciisis with the Futtehguih 
rebel forces JDuiing Friday, the 27th, we encamped at Jullalee On Satur- 
day, the 2Sth, we reached the Gungheeree, and here we had the gratification 
of rescuing eight Chiistian lefugees who liad been brought over by the zemin- 
dars of Budaon All accounts agieed in saying that there rveie five diffeient 
columns of the rebel forces thieateinng Soron and Kassgunj I wrote to the 
Chief Cornmissionei telling him the real state of affaiis, and in reply received 
a letter uiging me to retreat upon Allyguih But I wanted to bring matteis 
to a crisis, and I accoidingly marched on Sunday, the 29th, to Soron, distant 
twenty miles Here I was joined by Ghuns3’’am Dass, a blind Brahman Teh- 
seeldai of the Allyguih distiict, who rvas placed by Mi Cocks in charge of the 
fiscal and ciiminal duties of several peigunnahs bordering upon the Ganges, 
with the powers of a Superintendent 1 found that there weie the following 
rebel foices of the Nawab of Futtehgurh posted as follows — Wuleedad Khan, 
the rebel Narvab of Slalaguih, was at Suhawui, distant nine miles, with 1,000 
men and two guns , Mohsin Ah was at Qadiigunj, discant twenty miles, with 
2,000 men and aitillcry , Ahmed Yar Khan was at Putteealee with 4,000 men 
and artillery , there u ere 1,000 men and foui guns at Mohunpoor, and there 
Mere 1,000 men at Suriawah It was evident that a few hours were sufircient 
to concentrate five oi six. thousand men at Gungheeiee, and thus our communi- 
cation with Allygurh would be cut off Diiecting Chowbe Ghunsyam Dass to 
follow, ve started at one o’clock a At of Monday, the 30th November, for 
Gungheeiee During the day the Tliannahdais of Soion and Kassgunj, and also 
the i’ehseeldar of the lattei place, quitted their posts, and came to our camp in a 
state of alaim ClroAvbe Ghunsyam Dass rmlunteered to go back with the Teh- 
sceldai to Kassgunj, Avhicli is about eight miles fiom Gungheeree I consented 
to this arrangement foi seveial reasons Firstly, I knew that it was not the 
policy of the Futtehguih rebel Nawab to maltieat any official, not a Christian 
Secondl}', I knerv that the natives of India icgaid the blind with feelings of 
gieat tenderness Thiidlj^ Ghunsyam Dass promised me to keep a picket three 
miles off Kassgunj, on the load to Suhawui, and that he Avould at once retreat 
upon Gungheeree in case of alaim Fourthlj’^, it rvas generally believed that 
Soron, not Kassgunj, Avould be attacked hist, both being equr-distant from 
SuhaAvur Fifthly, 1 had resolved to remain at Gungheeree to afford Ghun- 
syam Dass support in case he was obliged to retreat I Avrote again to Mr 
Cocks for the information of the Chief Commissioner, telling him all that had 
been done 

53 Tuesday, December 1st. I received an urzee from Chowbe Ghunsjmm 
Dass reporting that ten Christians had arrived from the Budaon district, and 
I ordered him to forward them at once, as I knew that their presence Avould 
compiomise the ChoAvbe Avith the rebels 

54 Wednesday, December 2nd I resolved to judge for myself as to the 
state of affairs at Kassgunj, and sent a saddle horse Avith four sowais half-way, 
intending to gallop theie and back again very quickly, not liking to be absent 
from my own camp for any length of time I aaus detained Avith impoitanb 
matteis all the morning About 1 o’clock pm the ten Christian refugees 
arrived, and reported that Avhen they left Kassgunj all was right Half an 
hour later some of the ChoAvbe’s sow.ais rode up, and repoited that Kassgunj 
had been attacked, and taken possession of by the rebels I Avas actually on 
horseback Avhen these sowais arrived, and it was resolved that Ave should go 
out with fifty soAvars and reconnoitre Leaving Captain GoAvan in command of 
the camp, Ave went about four miles on the road to Kassgunj, and there AA'e learnt 
that the rebels had occupied Kassgunj in force, and it AA'as Avhispeied that 
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the Chowbe himself had been killed This whisper proved, alas ' too true ^ 

I was aware that the joint lepresentations of Mi Cocks and myself had caused 
orders to be issued at Delhi, that a column should march as soon as Colonel 

Gerald’s column returned to Delhi from Nainoul, for Allygurh and the Etah 
district , and it sti uck me that the only thing to be done was to proceed to 
Delhi and hasten, if possible, the departure of the said column Accordingly 
we marched the same night to Jullalee Thence I rode into Allygurh, dnect- 
mg Captains Gowan and Mackenzie to await my return at that place At 12 
o’clock midnight of Thuisday, Decembei 3id, I started on the mail-cait for 
Delhi, and 1 reached that city at 9 am on Eridaj^, the 4th Geneial Penny, 
with his usual alacrity, oideied the column, undei the command of Colonel 
Seaton, C B , to pioceed by forced marches to Allygurh on Monday morning, 
the 7th Decembei On Saturday night, the 5th, I pioceeded to Meerut, and 
having procured a second in command t for Captain Gowan, I started with him 
at 3 p M of Tuesday 8th on the mail-cart for AUyguih Leaving him at Ally- 
guih, I went on to Agra to obtain final orders from the Chief Commissioner, 
and, if possible, to get permission foi Colonel Seaton’s column, aftei defeating 
the divisions of Mohsin All and Ahmed Yar Khan, to push on to within 
twenty miles of Futtehguih, and thence to opeiate against that place from the 
north-west, in combination with the Commander-m-Ohiefs army, W’hich ive 
knew was advancing fiom the south-east The Chief Commissioner did not 
approve of this plan, being alaimed lest the strength of the column should not 
be equal to it lll-health had, 1 fear, a great deal to do with his decision Had 
the plan been sanctioned, the bridge-of-boats might have easily been destioyed, 
and Tuffuzzool Hoosein, the rebel Kawab of Futtehgurh, Wulleedad, the rebel 
Nawab of Malaguih, Feroze Shah, and two other Piinces of the house of Delhi, 
Bukht Khan, Soubahdar of Aitiliery, Comniander-in-Chief of the lebels at 
Delhi, Ismael Khan, the nephew of Wulleedad, Ahmed Yar Khan, Molism Ah 
Khan, and many other leaders of note, would in all probability have been seized 
I rejoined my camp at Allygurh on the night of Thursday, the 10th, and Colonel 
Seaton’s column arrived the following moimng 

55 On Sunday, the 13th, the column marched to Jullalee, and here we 
received the joyful tidings that the rebel forces had concentrated at Kassgunj 
and Putteealee, and that they had resolved to fight at the foiniei place On 
Monday we marched to Gungheeree, a place so often mentioned in this narra- 
tive, and here, I fear, I must enter into some details connected with this village, 
otherwise the narrative of the action which ensued will not be intelligible 
Gungheeree is situated on the right bank of the River Neem, which is spanned 
by an non suspension bridge On the Allyguih side of this budge, the road 
to Kassgunj luns somewhat north of east, but on the Kassgunj side of the 
bridge it turns to the right, and assumes a direction slightly south of east 
We had all along been in communication with Mr Sapte, the Collectoi of the 
Boolundshuhur district, who had foi some time past been watching the Anoop- 
shuhur Ghat with a force| under Colonel Faiquhai He moved down from 
Anoopshuhur, almost due south-west upon Gungheeree, at which place he 
arrived about 4 o’clock p M on Sunday, the 13th Colonel Farquhai selected 
his ground with great judgment He encamped on the right bank of the Neem 
river, about a mile below the iron budge, his fiont being intersected with 
lavines, and his rear being protected by the village News of his anival, and 
of the exact numbei of his troops, was that very evening conveyed to Mohsm 
All Khan, who commanded the rebel troops at Kassgunj, distant about eight 
miles, and the rebels resolved to attack him the following morning But, as

X Colonel Farquhar had under his command n wing of the Bombay Belooch Corp«, 400 strong, 200 Afghan 
Horse under ilajor Stolres, and 2 Horse Artillery guns under LituUnant Smith Colonel Farquhar has lately lost 
a log, in consequence of a wound fiom a uiatchlocl ball in tho hnee, received at the late attock upon the fort of 
2iawj}oor Kttsseea in Oudh 
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detailed above, Colonel Seaton’s column also reached Gungheeree about 8 
o’clock A jr on Monday, the 14th, and at my suggestion the column maiched 
acioss the suspension budge, and the camp was pitched on the left bank of 
the Neem rnei, about a mile fiom the budge, and neai the village of Mulsaee 
In othei words, the inei and the ravines intervened between the camps of 
Colonel Faiquhai and Colonel Seaton, which weie about a mile and a half 
apait, and the latter column was to the same extent nearei to Kassgunj than 
the former Of the anival of Colonel Seaton’s column the lebels appear to 
have been in complete ignoiance, and about 11 o’clock A M oui pickets 
biought in woid that the enemy was marching down upon us in full force 
The infantiy weie diawn up in line, Hodson’s Hoise on the left, and a squad- 
ron of the 6th Diagoon Guards was on the right under Captain Waidlaw I 
offered my sei \ ices to Colonel Seaton as aide-de-camp, and accompanied that officei 
with his staff to the front The action commenced on the pait of the enemy 
uith two 9-pounders and a howitzer, originally belonging to Majoi Kirby’s 
batterv, stationed at Bareillv and Moiadabad, when the mutiny commenced 
They had been piocured fiom Bukht Khan, Soubadar, who was at the time 
at T'uttehgurh These three guns were placed so as to be sheltered by sand- 
hills, and so well uere they seived that for a considerable peiiod it was sup- 
posed by the staff that there weie six guns on the part of the ememy The 
British aitilleiy, under Colonel Kindleside, galloped to the fiont, and a brisk 
cannonade began The enem^^’s cavalry then showed themselves, and they 
v\ere in such numbers that it appeared as if they had only to advance to ride 
over the staff and our aitilleiy Colonel Seaton seeing this, fiist ordered me 
to diiect Captain "Waidlaiv to bring up his squadion in support of oui guns 
Having done this, I was again ordered to bung up two more batteiy guns 
Having pointed out the spot at which the guns weie lequired, I rejoined 
Colonel Seaton, and I uas waiting foi fresh ordeis, when Captain Light, Colo- 
nel Seaton’s orderly officer, rode up and repoited that thiee guns had been 
taken, and that Captain Wardlaw had been killed The Dragoons under 
Captain Hodson, of the 6th Dragoon Guards, who succeeded to the com- 
mand, and the aitillery, advanced in puisuit of the enemy, now reti eating 
upon Kassgunj, and I was ordered back to bung up a Surgeon I conductep 
him to the spot The squadron (it was a very weak one) under Captain Ward- 
law, assisted by a few men of the 9th Lancers under Lieutenant Head of that 
Corps, then on his way down to rejoin the legiment at Cawnpoor, had chaiged 
the guns and had taken them In that chaige Lieutenant Vyse was killed , 
Lieutenant Head of the 9th Lancers was dangeiousljf wounded in two places 
by giape, and some men and horses were lulled and wounded Captain D’Oyly 
of the Stud, then on his way to Buxar, had a nairow escape in this chaige 
Immediately aftei this gallant feat, Captain Waidlaw saw, at a distance of about 
lOOyaids, some twenty orthiity men, I fancy they weie artilleiymen sneaking 
away behind some sand-hills He oideied the charge, and he fell of his horse 
lifeless, a matchlock ball having enteied the foiehead Captain Hodson and 
the artillery puisued the enemy foi two miles, thiough a plain coveied with 
the 117 hu9 plant, which was about three feet high, and he himself was shot by 


• I nm not in a position to sny wlietlior nny order for charginR the Rims omaimlotl from Colonel Seaton 
or not. All I can safely say is tins, that Colonel Seaton ordered Captain Wardian to the loft front to protect 
oar puns But I may say that before the troops left camp, Dragoon ollicors iroro heard to mutter “ W^e irill 
SCO who tal es the puns to daj ” This specoli had rofcrenco to something that tool place at Narnoul between 
the Dragoons and tho 2nd 1 u«ilicrs, rclalire to the guns taken in the action fought at that place, in nhich 
the Jodlipoor Legion was defeated I speak with dillldcnco on military subjects but it strikes mo that tho 
showing the Dragoons to tho enemy thus early in tho action was a mistake They were under a belief that they 
could annihilate Colonel barquhar’s force, the only one which they imagined they should meet But in that 
force there were no Dragoons, and this fact was well known to tho enemy Tho Dragoons charging tho guns 
was tho signal for tho enemy’s horse and foot to retreat, and doubtless it was tho unoipooted appeal anco of tho 
Dragoons at the guns which caused tho enemy to dy, and thus caused them to escape tho decisive result which a 
general action would have cffLClcd As it was, our infantry saw tho fight at a distance of a mile, and never fired 
a single shot To this it may bo answered that the irregular cavalrv of the enemv, which was threatening us on 
both fianks was so numerous that properly handled, it might hnio out olT tho artillery, winch had gone to tho front 
(sii guns had gone out at first, to which two more guns ncro subsequently added) as above montionod, and tho stalf 
before tlic iiifantrv and heavy guns could como up But then tho staff and tho artillery Viced not have gone out so 
far, or tho iiifaiilry and heavy guns might have been ordered more to tho front, instead of remaining in lino nt our 
camp I need hardly add that Colonel Farquhar's column had not tho slightest ohanco of joining in tho action 
Lieutenant Head has recovered, and is now I bohovo in JSngland In tbis oction tbo enemy’s loss was about 160 
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do so This proposal he rejected, and after halting three days, the column 
marched back on Monday, the 21st, to Suhawui At this place we received 
intimation that the Haidj' family and otheis, twenty Chiistian refugees in all, 
■would shoitly arrive at the left bank of the Ganges These^ were all safely 
brought into camp on the 22nd, on which day Colonel Seaton maiched to Kass- 
gunj Within two miles of Kassgunj, the Kalee Nuddee is spanned by a bridge, 
and Colonel Seaton’bt column niaiched act OSS it to Etah on the Gland Trunk 
Road, whence he pioceeded to Mynpoory by the regular niaiches Vexed at 
this letiograde movement (all letrogiade movements being considered by 
Asiatics as denoting defeat), and knowing that Mr Cocks, Judge, and Se^-sions 
Judge of Mynpooiy, was present with the column, I letraced my steps towaids 
Agia, and eventually leiched Meeiut on the 27ih Decembei Colonel Seaton 
eventually joined the Comniandor-in-Chief’s column, and accompanied it to 
Futtehgiirh, whoie His Excellency leniained a consideiable time, before he 
commenced operations against Lucknow In this inteival the Nana was at 
Neemkhai Mi'^rick, a place of pilgrimage for Hindoos, situated about half-way 
hetw'een the old city of Kaiiouj and the cantonment of Seetapooi, and about 
foity oi fif'-y miles fiotn Futtehguih 

59 While the Cornmander-in-Chief was engaged in arranging his plans 
for retaking Lucknow, he diiected General Penny, CB, Commanding at 
Meeiut, to guard the rivei Ganges fiom Hurdwar to the borders of the Futteh- 
guih distiict, and to see that no rebel forces crossed over, and plundered the 
villages of the Doab I am not awaie what the distance by watei fiom Hurd- 
war to Qadirgunj is, but it cannot be less than 500 miles Aftei Januaiy there 
must have been 500 fords at least m that interval, and what was the force at 
General Penny’s disposal ? — Two thousand five hundred men, oi theieabouts! 
Much military knowdedge is not requiied to prove that effectually to watch, 
in the face of 50,000 rebels, 500 miles of a rivei frontier w'lth 2,500 men, is 
an impossibility Theie was, howevei, one feasible couise, viz, for 2,600 brave 
men ever and anon to cioss over the river, and beating the enemy wherever 
he appeared particularly active and troublesome, to leturn to their owm side of 
the rivei But this course was piohibited, the rivci was to be guarded without 
assuming the offensive, and the river was in no wise to be crossed Under 
these ciicurastances, it is easy to conceive what a load of responsibility thus 
fell upon Geneial Penny On the 15th February 1858, Biigadier Coke, C B , 
was oideied to take command of a brigade at Rooikee, and oideis weie issued 
by the General .it Meerut for a movable column to be held in readiness to 
maich at a nioinont’s warning At Genei.al Penny’s lequest I agieedtojoin 
this column, believing that it would be the first to entei Rohilkund, and 
march upon Moiadab.ad by the Gurhmooktaisur ghfit On the 26th February 
1858, having left oiders that my tents and horses were to m.aich with the 
moveable column, I pioceeded to Allahab.ad, the head-quaiteis of the Right 
Hon’ble the Governoi -General, wheie I leinained till the 12th March At 
7 o’clock that mol ning I left Allahab.ad, and le.ached Allj'^ghur at 7 pm on 
the 14th, having been exactly thii ty-six houis on the load Geneial Penny, C B , 
marched from Allyguih on the following raoining, and on the 15th March we 
onc.amped on the same giound as that occupied by Colonel Sir T Seaton’s 
column, on Monday, the 14th December 1857 The giave of the four Diagoons 
and two Lancers had been distuibed, but those of Captains W.aidlaw and Hud- 
son and of Lieutenant Vyse weie untouched I am satisfied, however, that the 
deseciators of the grave of the foimei weiejackals, it having been a veiy shallow 
grave We rebuiied the remains in a deep giave, dug close by, and I have 
visited the spot sev’^sial times since, and it has not been touched A public 
monument should, I think, be laised on the spot, foi a bravei oi a better officer 
than Captain Wardlaw nevei led a cavaliy chaige 

60 On Tuesday, the 16th, we inarched to Kassgun], and heie we found 
Captain Murray, Commanding the Jat Hoi se, and Mi C Daniell of the Civil

t Colonel Seaton has since been made a Knight Commander of the Hath, and well ho deserves the honor 
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Service The Jafc Horse had lately, under Captain Min ray"' and Lieutenant 
Hennessy, chaiged a body of Inegular Cavalry, ivluch had crossed ovet from 
Kuch’hlah and diiven them back, and thus sa^ed the Kassgunj Pergunnah fiom 
pillage 

61 On Wednesday, the 17th Maich, a telcgiam, announcing the melan- 
choly tidings of the escape of the mutinous sipaliees and Iriegulai Caialiy 
from Lucknow, was leceived A diawing of the iivcr was made, and infoi ill- 
ation W'as given to the Cominandei-in-Chief that Geneial Penny intended to 
cross the rivei, and attack the lebcl force at Huch’hlah, distant twelve miles, 
as soon as we weie joined by a wing of Hei Majesty’s G4th Regiment The wnrig 
ariiv'ed on the moiniiig of Fiiday, the lOfh, and those acquainted with the 
General’s plans were looking foiwaid w'lth delight to punishing the Ivuch’hlah 
lebel foice, when a telegiam aimed, positively piohibiting the ctossmg the 
iivei, and oidciing the wing of Hei Mijesty’s 60th Rifles to retuin to Meerut 
and Rooikee, and the whole of the 5tli Sikh Regiment to Lucknow We W’eie 
thus left at jtassgunj with only 1,300 men, viz , one Wing Her Majesty’s G4th 
Regiment undei Colonel Bingham, one wing of the Bclooch Battalion under 
Captain Beville, a squadion of the 6th Diagooii Guirds under Colonel Rich- 
mond Jones The Mooltanee Uoise under Captain Lind, and tliieo IS-pnundcis 
and four 9-poundois undei Captain Haniniond The column remained inactive 
at Kassgunj till Mondaj', 29th of Maich, on which day it niaichcd to Suhawur, 
where it halted till the inoining of Apiil 12th, when it niai died to Putteealee 
In the inteiim the 22nd Sikh Regiment joined us, and on Fiidaj', the 9th, whilst 
at Suhawui, w’e leceived news ot the defeat of the lebel force at Bangaon by 
Colonel Sii T Seaton, K C B , with a small foice fio.ii Futtehguih, and of the 
Hight of Taij Singh, the icbel Raja of Mynpooiy, who ciossiiig the Ganges, 
had folded the Kalee Nudclee at Toosaia, and lud taken the load to Etawah 
The Nana, on hearing of the defeat of the mutinecis at Lucknow, retieated 
fiom Neemkhai Misiick to Shahjehanpooi, where he leiiiained eight clnyc, in 
which interval Ins eldest son was bom He then proceeded to Baieilly, wlieio 
he took a veiy active pait in the government and actually caused a pioclama- 
tion to be issued bj-- Khan Bahidui, piohibit.ng the slaughtei of kme 

62 At Putteealee it was resohmd to get up sport foi the Europeans and 
Sikhs, and I believe that the games which lasted for about a foitnight, and occu- 
jned the men’s thoughts for about a fortnight befoie and a foitnight aftei their 
occuiience, were the cause why, notw'ithst Hiding the intense heat in tents, we 
had so few' Europeans in hospital Oui foiced inactivity continuing as it did for 
so lengthened a peiiod, gave the lebel forces at Kuch’hlah and othei glnlts con- 
fidence, and at length, on the I9th Apiil, they came acioss the iiver Ganges, 
and bin lit the towm of Qndiigunj The vcmindai, iny old fiiend, “ Nawab 
Sahib,” galloped ovei to bung the news, and the Mooltanee Hoise started at 
once , but the distance being eight miles, when they aimed not one of the 
enemy w’as visible, all having letiaced then steps to the left bank of tlie mer 

63 About this time Geneial Walpole, leaving Rooeea, wdieie Niiput 
bmgh contmed to kill Biigadicr the Hon’ble Adiian Hope, had defeated 
the lebels under Ahmuil Yar Khan at Bich’hpooiee ghfit, and lie was halting at 
Allahgunj, distant twelve miles fiom Futtehgurh The Cominandei-in-Cliief 
was on his way fiom Cawnpooi to that cantonment with some of the Highland 
Regiments, and the Nana was at Baieilly, oiganizing aiiangements foi ojiposing 
the Biitish ti oops, which he knew w'oiild soon be apjnoaching that citj' On 
Thursday, the 22nd Apiil, oideis were received by General Penny to pioceed 
to Futtehguih to meet His Evcellency the Commandei-m-Chief We accoid- 

started the same evening w'ltha small escoitfoi Shumsabad, distant twenty 
miles Here we passed the heat of the day of Fiiday, 23id, and veiy eaily on 
Satuiday moining, the 24th, we leached Futtehguih His Excellency ai lived 
the same day, and he at fiist dll ected General Penny to bung his column to 
Jullalabad, but upon my representing to His Excellency that, to the best of my

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belief, Jullalabad would be evacuated before he reached the fort theie, that 
Putteealee was the apex of an isosceles triangle of foity nides, of which 
Jullalabad and Futtehguih were the base, which base was only twenty miles, so 
that while His Excellency was maiching that distance, we should have to march 
eighty miles, with the Ganges and Ramgunga to ciosa, that even at Shahjehan- 
pooi his laige foice w^ould not be opposed, and that I felt certain I could conduct 
General Penny’s column straight across Kohilkund, and cause it to loin His 
Excellency at Meeranpoor Kutrah, twenty miles south of Bareilly He 
consented to the proposal, and directed General Pennj' to join him at that place 
on the 3rd May That same night the Geneial started for Putteealee m 
two marches as before, I only accompanied him ten miles, and then rode dnect 
to Putteealee, with ordeis to despatch the wing of the Belooch Battalion and 
the Mooltanee Horse early the next moining to the ghAt This they did, and 
the Geneial and his Staff also reached Putteealee shoi tJy after then departure 
On Tuesday morning, the 27th, the General reached the Ganges, and the 
artillery, the wing of the Belooch Battalion, the 22nd Sikh Regiment, the 
Mooltanee Horse, and Captain Gowan’s^ Infantry, at once crossed the river, 
and drrving off the enemj’^’s picket, took possession of the village of Neolee 
The Geneial and Staff, and the Dragoons, crossed later in the day No sooner 
had the guns crossed, say 12 o’clock midday, than the river began to rise, and 
Avhen the staff crossed, an ordinary horse w'as compelled to swim for three or 
four yai ds in the centre of the sti earn 

64 Wednesday, the 28th, wm w'eie engaged all day getting over Commis- 
sariat stores A letter received from the Chief of the Staff, to the effect that 
the Commander -in-Chief wmuld be most probably opposed at Shalijehanpooi , 
that he could not be at Meeranpoor Kutrah on the 3id , and that General Penny 
was at liberty to use his owm discre-tion I shall not easily foiget the delight 
which this letter caused the biave old General He sent foi me, and commu- 
nicated to me the contents I replied that it w'as highly giatifying, because it 
evinced pi oof of the confidence w'hich His Excellency entei tamed of him, but 
that two things militated much against his making any veiy great use of the 
discietionaij' pow'eis granted, mz , that though the rebel forces under the 
Fj'zabad Moulvee might thi eaten to oppose the Commander m-Chiefs entry 
into Shaliiehanpoor — a threat which he personally, being a brave man, would 
doubtless carry out — still the rebel leaders acting under him would never con- 
sent to fight such a force as that under His Excellency, and that consequently 
not being opposed, he would be at Meeianpooi Kutrah on the day appointed , 
that very pi obably he would be annoyed, if the General did not arrive there 
at the same time, and also that the river Ganges by rising so suddenly, 
already thie.itened to consume one of the two spare days allowed us, and might 
possibly consume the second Pecuniary rew'aids were promised to the 
mahouts, if they wmuld bring over all the stoics quickly, and the Commissariat 
Ofiicei, Lieutenant Briggs, exerted himself to the utmost Seeing that W'e 
could not possibly march that evening w'lth the consent of the Geneial, 
Captain Gowaii’s Infantry and my Irregular Cavali j' escoi t w'eie setit to a Maho- 
medaii village, about foui miles off, on the road to Kukralah, with ordeis, if 
possible, to captuie the picket posted theie Captain Gowan returned rn the 
after roon, and reported that they had been able to kill only one man of the 
picket, the rest liivrng fled to Kukralah That same evening the rebel force at 
Kukralah becoming panic-struck, fled to Budaon, distant ten miles from Kukia- 
lah This was duly reported to General Penny, and he agreed that he Avould 
march vid Cos nth, wdreie were posted a thousand men with one gun, and hav- 
ing defeated that bodj, he wmuld encamp at Kukralah, and march the next day 
and attack the rebels at Budaon, and having done this, he would pioceed to 
the rendezvous by foiced marches during the 2ud and 3rd of May A ines- 
sengert noted for his experience and tact rvas procured, and both the General

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fcnd myself wrote to the Chief of the Staff, detailing the above plan Up 
to midnight weie the elephants engaged bringing over Coinniissaiiat stores, and 
yet all had not been brought over Thursday, the 29th, saw the elephants 
again at woilc, ciossing and le-ciossing the river, and it Avas not till') o’clock 
PM that all the stoies Aveie safely landed at Neolce , and here, befoio I i elate 
the sad occurience which the next twenty-foui houis bi ought foith, it is 
necessary, to the right understanding of the mattei, that I should entei into 
the following detail, and that the annexed map* should be consulted 

65 The high load fi oin Budaon to Futtehgurh runs vid Kulnalah, Oosaith, 
and Kuti ah, and crossing the Ganges at Soorujpooi ghftt, enters the district of

Lad Geneial Penny ciossed the Ganges and encamped at Neolee, than the Kut- 
rah foice letreated upon Oosaith and Knkialah What became of the Kukialah 
poition of the Kutiah foice has been detailed, viz, that it Hod panic-stiuck 
into Budaon on the evening of Wednesday, 28th The Oosaith lorce reinained 
to be disposed of, and it AAas resolved that a column, composed of the four bat- 
teiy guns under Captain Hammond, the Squadron of the 6th Dragoon Guaids 
under Colmel Bichmond Jones, a Aving of Hei Majesty’s 64th Regiment 
undei Colonel Bingham, half the Mooltaneo Horse undei Captain Lmd, and a 
poition of the 92nd Sikh Regiment, should march for Kukralah via Oosaith ,it 
9 o’clock PM on Thuisday, the 29th, and that the baggage piotected by 
thiee IS-poundeis, a poition of the 22nd Sikh Regiment, half the Mooltanee 
-Hoise and Gowan’s Infautiy, should march for Kukralah direct at daylight of 
Fiiday, the 30th April Doubtless it A\as a great violation of militaiy rules 
to march at the early hour of 9 o’clock pm , but Geneial Penny aaus in the 
habit of marching, so as to reach his camp ahvays by 6 o’clock a At , Avith a 
vieAV to avoid exposing his Euiopean tioops to the effect of the sun , and Avhen 
it Avas suggested that Ave aa'cio in an enemj’s countrA% he leplied ” Nothing shall 
induce me to expose ‘my Eutopcans' to the sun” It A\as full moon on the 
29th, so that during the night of the 29th, it AA’as bright moonlight The 
column started, as oideied, at 9 o’clock pm, and every military piecaution 
Avas adopted. I was asked to accompany the advanced guaid, Avhich AAas com- 
manded by Lieutenant Weatheiby of Hei Majesty’s 6th Dingoon Guaids I 
did so, and Avhen Ave ai lived at a village one mile shoit of Oosaith, the zemin- 
dar repoi ted to me that the picket had been AAithdraAAii fioin the village about 
4 o’clock p M, and that he believed that the lobel force had decamped, taking 
the load to the noith He added “ Did you send a messenger Avith despatchest 
last night If so, he appioached Oosaith too nearly, and AAas seized by the 
picket, and he Avas beheaded this moininij in the giove at Oosaith’’ This 
zemindar accompanied the advanced guaid on foot, and Avhen aao leached 
Oosaith, Ave found all he said Avas too true, and the Oosaith people said that 
they believed that the lebels had letieated by the Datagunj load J We halted 
at Oosaith for an lioui to rest the infantiy We then resumed our march 
foi Kukialuh, distant about eight miles, and, as nearly as I can recollect, it Avas 
about midnight The line of march was as before, and as the i oad AA'as very 
sandy, the artilleiy and cavalry out-maiched the infantry When the advanced 
guard reached a little hamlet four miles fiom Oosaith, the halt was sounded, 
and AA^e Avaited one lioui foi the infantiy Hei e it Avas that General Penny, 1 
believm, personally told Colonel Bingham not to huriy the men, but to let them 
take their time It Avas this fatal order Avhich led eventually to the Geneial’s

the former going almost duo north, the latter towards east of north 
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death The march was resumed by the cavahy and artillery, but the infan- 
try were allowed by their Commanding Officeis to take a long rest About 
two miles fiom Kulcralah, I observed on the sand the prints of horses’ feet, and 
I sent the zemindai, above alluded to, into an ad]acent village to get inform- 
ation When within one and a half mile of Kukialah, the cavahy and aitil- 
lery dismounted, and eveiy officer of the Diagoons and of the staff, save 
Geneial Penny and myself, slept The zemmdai lejomed us, and said that 
the villageis lepoited that the Oosaith lebel foicehad passed tin ough Kukia- 
lah, apparently en loute foi Budaon After a dela 3 ’^of about an houi and a half, 
Geneial Penn}’-, seeing that dawn of da}’ was at hand, became somewhat impa- 
tient, and oidered me to wake up the officeis sleeping around us I did so, and 
Geneial Penny and the wdiole of the staff having ]oined the advanced guard, 
we pioceeded, the Staff iiding in front of all We had not mai died a mile, 
when Captain Simeon, the Assistant Adjutant-General, exclaimed, “Theie are 
hoisemen in our fiont > ” We reined in oui horses, and I lemaiked, “ Is it pos- 
sible that those hoi semen can belong to our baggage guaid And then addiess- 
ing myself to the Geneial, by whose side I wms riding, I asked whether I 
might send for waid some of the In egular Cavalry of my escoit to ascertain 
w’ho the hoisemen weie The Geneial answered, “No, no, nevermind Let 
us march on ” We proceeded, and when we i cached a small plantation of 
babool trees immediately adjoining the load, and about 400 yards south of 
Kukialah, the horsemen opened out, and a port-fiie being applied to a gun was 
distinctly visible I cried out in a loud tone, “Look out, theie’s a gun l” 
The Staff and the advanced guaid wheeled lound in an instant to enable oui 
guns to open, and in a second, thiee guns loaded with grape were fired at us, 
succeeded by a fourth, but by a miiacle not one of us was hit, — I fancy because 
the guns did not admit of their muzzles being sufficiently depiessed for the 
shoit distance which inteivened between us and them The road was sandy, 
and oui guns were tuined with great difliculty Hence Captain Hammond 
could not 1 etui n the fire of the enemy, till they had fiied foui rounds at us 
Our guns then opened, and down came a body of Ghazees (maityrs for the 
faith of Islam), each brandishing two swoids upon oui guns, and the troop of 
Dragoons led by Captain Foisteis Nobly did the aitillery and the Diagoons 
do their duty, the lattei charged the Ghazees, and personal conflicts became 
the 01 del of the day, one Ghazee w’as cut down by the side of one of oui 
guns by a Lieutenant of the Artilleiy, whose name 1 cannot now remembei, 
and their bones even now whiten the plain, at the spot where the Diagoons 
w’ent at them One of the enemy’s cavalry, mounted on a bay hoise, rode for 
a second close beside the Dragoons He came up with a salam, and it was not 
till he began to use his swoid, that he was discovered to be a rebel His bones 
and those of his horse up to this day roaik the spot -where he fell ’ The Gha- 
zees having been diiven back, the enemy taking his three guns with him, le- 
tieated to a considerable distance to the right of the road, and it was imagined 
that he proposed to attack oui light flank Our guns and the Dragoons weie 
faced to the right, and Captain Hammond occasionally filed a round shot 
till ough the trees, in the diiectiou he had taken, and though no execution was 
done, the firing these shots pi evented the attack on our flank being attempted 
It was at this time that Geneial Penny was missed, and for some while no 
tiace of him’' could be found At length his corpse was discovered neai the 
village, about 100 yards on the left of the road, and 300 yards in advance of 
the spot wheie the hand-to-hand conflict between the Dragoons and the Gha- 
zees took place His left aim had been bioken by a musket bullet, and I 
imagine that the leins diopping fiom his hand in consequence, his pony must 
have galloped to the fiont, that he fell off, and then some of the Ghazees see- 


* Lieutenant Eokford, of tlio Quarter Master General’s Department, Tvas severely ivounded by tlie Ghazees, 
he having fiUon, I believe, from liis horse, when the Staff wheeled round Captain Forster’s loft hand was severely

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mg him on the giound, killed him with two swoid-cuts * The command now 
devolved upon Colonel Eichraond Jones, of the 6th Diagoon Guaids, and 
anxiously weie all eyes turned towards Oosaith, foi the advent of the infantry 
At the time the fiist shot Avas filed. Colonel Bingham and Captain BevilJe 
must have been about thiee miles or moie in the leai I need baldly add that 
both Hei Majesty’s 64th, and the Biloochees, the moment that the gun was 
heaid, staited to join us at the double At length they made their appearance, 
and we resumed the offensive A few Ghazees attempted to renew the attack, 
but it was a veiy feeble effort, and then awmy the enemy fled tow aids Budaon 
Had Colonel R Jones taken the high road to Budaon, which lo.ul inns stiaight 
through the village of Kukialah, much time would have been saved, and the 
enemy would have been seen moie clcaily m the pursuit, but it was supposed 
that the houses might be filled wuth niatchlockmen, and hence ive followed m 
the line taken by the enemy, las , to the right of the village For two miles 
after the pursuit commenced, the dust w'as so gieat, that though riding close 
m the rear of the Diagoons, it Avas impossible to see the man m fiont At 
length the soil became less sandj’^, and avo saw that the cneinj'’s caA airy had 
divided, — the laigei body taking the left of the road, the smaller taking the 
right of the road The Diagoons folloAA'ed the larger body, and the Mooltanees 
under Captain Lmd followed the smallei Oui artillery horses now began to 
feel the effects of tho sandy fields through Avhich they had been going at ‘■peed 
foi two miles, and Captain Hammond very AAUsely kept his guns on the highroad 
betAveen the t\A'o bodies of oui cavaliy, but of course his hoises could no 
longer keep pace AVitli the cavalry At length one of the enemj ’s guns became 
visible on the high load, and I saAvthe artilleiymcn tiying to make the bullocks, 
AA'hich were diagging it, mciease their speed Tho Dragoons AAere at this time 
half a mile to the left of the road in pm suit of the enemy’s caAalry, but one 
or tAvo of the Mooltanees catching sight of the gun, gave chase As AA‘e neared 
the gun, all the rebel artillerjmien but one lied, and concealed themselves m a 
stack of the uihia plant The solitaiy aitilleiyinan aa ns despatched, and a 
Mooltanee taking the place of the bullock diivei, aao turned the bullocks lound, 
urging them Avitli the point of the sAvord to retiace tlieii steps to Kukialah, — a 
proceeding to AAdiich, m then blown state, they seemed paiticulaily averse 
At this time the mam body of the Mooltanees liaA’^mg ovei taken some of the 
enemy, were fighting in the light, and the Diagoons AA'ere using their sables 
Avith good effect on the left At length some of the leading files of Hei Llajes- 
ty’s 64th came up, and the artilleijmen in the in/iH? stack Aveie disposed of 
The heat at this time Avas intense, and men and hoises being completely knocked 
up, the halt AA’^as sounded We gradually letnced oui steps toAAaids Kuk- 
1 alah, where Ave hoped to find our tents We i cached our camp, pitched on 
the Budaon side of Kukralah, between 12 and 1 o’clock of Piiday, the' 30th 
April, and the heat may be conceived, when I state that, to the best of my 
recollection, seven horses, all stud-bied, bom and reaied in the country, died 
from the effect of it Eighty dead bodies weie counted betAAeen the spot Avhere 
the action commenced and our tents, and as many moie must have been killed 
in the puisuit , and yet the affair at Kukialah A\as designated by the Conmiander- 
in-Chief in the Gazette a “skiiniish” The official account of the action 
Avas drawn up by Majoi Haiiiott, of the Judge Advocate’s Depaitment, and 
doubtless it Avas difficult to Aviite a despatch of the occuiiences of the daj^ with- 
out attributing blame to some one Noav that General Penny was no more, I 
AAas the sole surviving depositoiy of the wvc? voce instiuctions of the Commandei- 
in-Chief, and I deemed myself justified in asking pei mission to lead tho 


* This brave and noble officer fell a victim to hia tender regard for the European soldiorv His horror of 
fiposmg a Biitnh soldier to the sun, may be conceived from tho following anecdote — Ho subscribed most liberal 
I3 towards the fund raised for the sports at Puttoealco, but one day, fauoving that they did not comuiencc earlv 
enough, ho addies'ied mo as a steward of tho sports, and begged me to go to tbe Officers Commanding the difler 
ent Anns of tbe Service, and tell them that if tho men were not on the ground at the grey dawn, he would prohibit 
the games altogether He was the only man killed that day, though one of the Hrngonns died tho next day of Ins 
wounds Q-eneral Penny was a stern disciplinarian, but there was not a man in tho whole column who did not

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despatch of the copy of it But this was denied, and the answer given was, that 
I could read it when it was published In it, Major Harriott states that I was 
misled, and it is made to appeal that I was the cause of the misadventuie 
How much I was to blame will appeal hereaftei 

66 And now a few words as to the blame which ought to attach to me, I 
have before stated that the messenger despatched with letteisfiom Geneial Penny 
and myself, to the Chief of the Staff, on the evening of Wednesday, the 28th, Avas 
seized thatsame night, and executed by the Oosaith foice eaily onThuisday, the 
29th, and that both the letteis are now in my possession, having been found 
among the papers in the house of the lebel, Nawab Khan Bahadur Khan, at 
Baieilly Those letteis weie sent by the leadei of the Oosaith foice on Wed- 
nesday night to Budaon, and these being translated, all Geneial Penny’s plans 
became known The Oosaith foice quitted its position on the afternoon of the 
29tb, and passing thiough Kukralah, was met late at night half-way between 
Kukralah and Budaon by a body of Ghazees and cavalry, with two guns drawn 
byhoises This body had been despatched from Budaon under the command 
of Wuzeer Khan, the Agra Native Doctor, and Zamin Ah, the Imam of the 
Ghazees,*" a lesident of Chubramow neai Puttehgurh, with ordeis to unite with 
the Oosaith foice, and to oppose us at Kukialah A part of the Oosaith force 
refused to return ivith Wuzeei Khan and Zamin Ah, and continued their 
march, but some of them and the aitillery did retuin, and it was the Oosaith 
gun v'hich we took Wuzeer Khan and Zamin All’s party, thus constituted, 
reached Kukralah about 11 o’clock of the night of Thursday, the 29th Apiil, 
and of this fact I was ignorant at 4 o’clock the following moining I nevei 
however advocated maiching at night m a countiy occupied by the enemj’ , 
but still passing this by, was it any fault of mine, that ivhen we halted 1-^ 
miles short of Kukralah, we did not prolong our halt for an additional half 
hour^ Was it any fault of mine, that the infantry was permitted to stay so far 
in the lear'^ Was it any fault of mine, that the whole of the staff sponte sud 
joined the advanced guaid, — a post which had been assigned to me at 9 o’clock 
the previous evening Had the oidinary precautions of war been adopted, 
what harm could have occurred fiom the enemy’s occupation, duiing the night, 
of Kukralah ^ I may safely answer, that but few of the enemy would have 
lived to return to Budaon, and all their three guns would have been taken 

67 But to icturn to my narrative It was given out that we should maich 
the following morning to Budaon, but when Colonel Jones, Major Hariiott, 
and Captain Simeon, were consulting as to what ivas to be done, I enteied 
the tent, and told them that I had pledged my Avoid to His Excellency 
that I Avould conduct the column, so as to join him at Meeranpoor Kutiah on 
Monday, the 3id May, that there were only three days left for a march by 
cross counti}’’ roads, and by Avhich regular troops had never marched, of some 
3o miles, Avith the Ramgunga river inteivening, that it Avas true that His 
Excellencj', under the impiession that he Avould be opposed at Shahjehanpooi, 
and consequently would be unable to reach Moeianpoor Kutiah at the 
appointed time, had in a measure absoUmd both the General and mj'^self fi OiU 
the pledge given at Euttehguih, but that I Avas sure His Excellency Avould not 
be opposed at Shahjehanpoor, and that he would consequently adheie to his 
part of the engagement , that though General Penny had intended, under the 
conditional release fiom his engagement above alluded to, had he not been op- 
posed at Kukialah, to maich to Budaon, and defeating the enemy theie, to 
make tAA'o forced marches, and join His Excellency, if possible, on the 3id at 
Meeranpoor Kutrah, oi failing in that, to join him on the IbhatEuireedpooi, yet 
that the enemy, aftei the defeat of the morning, believing that we would marcli 
on Budaon, Avould assuredly evacuate that place , that uudei no ciicumstances 
could we remain to hold possession of it, that the troops AAmie knocked up

in a few hours’ notice, eveiything required by our column I hole h arnt, fiom 
native souices, that the Nana had, undei a pledge that he would oppose His 
Excellency at Meeranpoor Kutrah, obtained money and ten thousand men in 
addition to his own column, at that time consisting of nearly 2,000 men, and 
had marched to Fuireedpooi for the puipose, and that His Excellency had not 
been opposed at Shahjehanpoor This intelligence made it absolutely necessary 
that we should be punctual in keeping oui time at Meeranpoor Kutiah 
Accordingly we resumed our match at 2 o’clock am of Sunday, the 2nd May 
About an houi after suniise we leached the banks of the Ramgunga, and neatly 
the whole day was occupied in ciossing that treacherous river But our object 
was gained, and we encamped on the left bank, at a village called Manpooi, 
close to Khaiiah Bujartah, the village mentioned m paragraph 50, as being the 
asylum of Captain Go wan and the Belchani family We weie now only eight 
miles fiom Eurieedpoor, and the same distance fiom M eeranpooi Kuti ah It was 
barely probable that the Nana, heaiing of the appioach of His Excellency’s 
army, might piefei attacking our column, to waiting to be ci,nnihilated by the said 
aimy and our column united We had, too, a river in our lear , but I believe 
had the Nana, who is at heart an airant coward, ventured to attack us, he Avould 
have been assuredly defeated Moreover, although it was known to eveiy one, 
fiom the repoit of the guns, that we had gained a victory at oi neai Kukralah, 
the fact of our having turned our faces due east, and having mai ched across 
country, Avas a seciet, and had the Nana kept his w’oid, and maiched on Meeian- 
pooi Kutiah, I believe he would not have known, till 2 oi 3 o’clock m the 
afternoon of the 2nd, that we w^ere so close to him All the zemindais around 
us were friendly to us Theie was no occasion to send on any armed party 
beforehand Tw'o zemindais on horseback, quitting camp at 10 P , weie suffi- 
cient to ensure our having all oui wants supplied by 10 A M the following day 
Immediately on oui arriving at the B.amgunga, messengers were sent to Fun eed- 
poor and Meeranpooi Kutiah They returned about 12 o’clock The foimer 
lepoited that the Nana, with his own column, had maiched from Fuiieedpoor 
to Khodagunj en ooute to Koothar, and that the 10,000 men supplied by Khan 
Bahadur Khan had returned to Baieilly The latter reported that there was 
a picket of fifty so wais sent by the Nana fiom Fuireedpooi, posted in the 
mango giove at Meeianpoor Kutrah, and that the Cominandei-m-Chief had 
commenced his march fiom Shahjehanpoor to Bareilly Late in the evening 
letteis Avere received fiom the Chief of the Staff, to the effect that His Excellency 
AA'ould be at Meeranpoor Kutrah at suniise, and expected us to meet him theie 
We did so, and His Excellency did me the honor to thank me in a very flattei- 
ing mannei for the mannei in Avhich the column had been conducted to the spot 
at the hour agreed upon 

68 On the 4th His Excellency reached Fuiieedpoor, and a little after 
suniise of Wednesday, the 5th May, the enemy fiied their fiist shot from their 
guns draAA'n up at the Nukuteea budge, close to the Bareilly Cantonment Our 
Aitilleiy A’erv soon silenced them, and then the old Rohillah Cavaliy tactics 
AAeie tried, viz , to get into our leai, and m.ake havoc among our bagga<ye, but 
avalry Avere alert on the flanks, and both attempts failed The line moved 
on, and some Sikhs (I think theie AAeie 200 of them) were ordered to hold a 
gioA'e, intervening betAveen the neAv Iiiegular Cavalry lines and the Bareilly 
parade ground They had not been long in this grove when they were attacked 
liA" 300 Chazee foot and 100 Ghazee horse, under Zamin Alee Taken by surprise, 

* His body has been remoeed sincc^ and rcintcred at ]\Iecrut 
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at least I fancy so, they fled before the Ghazees His Excellency oidered Her 
Majesty's 42nd jRoyal Highlanders to their support, and this noble coips made 
shoit work of them, killing eighty of them, among whom was Zamin All himself 
It IS believed that Vuzeer Khan, the Agia Native Doctoi, was also killed, foi a 
case of suigical instruments and a levolver weie taken fiom the peison of one of 
the slam The Ghazees on the left having been disposed of, a curious incident 
occuned in the fiont A little to the rii'lit of the road weie placed Colonel 
Remington’s guns, and in lear of them were Her Majestj^’s 93id Highlandeis In 
fiont of the guns, at the distance of 150 yaids, was a grove, the fence of which 
was composed of a slight bank, on which there was some smpitt grass , a man, 
with a gun on his back and his swoid by his side, putting aside the glass, coolly 
enteied the plain, and began walking in the diiection of His Excellency and 
myself I lemaiked to His Excellency that the fellow was a Ghazee, and that 
unless pi evented, he would make mischief At this moment the fellow bringing 
his right shoulder slightly forward, made for Colonel Remington’s guns I imme- 
diately addiessed the Commander-m-Chief and said, “ See, he is making for the 
guns , piay dispose of him ” His Excellency cued out, “ Here, foui Highland- 
eis fiom the left ” Instantly eight men of the 93id ran up, and His Excellency 
said, “ Shoot that fellow ” The Ghazee was now about eighty yards fiom us 
Eight mime rifles were fired, but not a bullet touched him He now drew his 
sword , and a horseman (lie might have been the Seijeant-Major of Colonel 
Remington’s Aitilleiy, oi ho might have been one of the Meeiut or Lahore 
Light Horse) lode to the fiont to meet him At a distance of about twenty yaids, 
the Ghazee levelled his musket and fixed at him, but missed him His Excel- 
lency ordered the horseman back, but he remained wheie he was The Ghazee 
commenced re-loading his musket, and the horseman was joined by three or 
four other horsemen They then went at him He, after flung at them a second 
time, got among them, and with his snord ho made then hoises dance, before 
he was ultimately disposed of Instead of following up the enemy the line was 
halted, the 24*pounders were brought up, and the empty gioves mteivening 
between us and the city w^ere shelled for a considerable peiiod Oideis weie 
about 5 r M issued for the troops to bivouac where they stood Khan Bahadur, 
Sobha Ram, and all the leading rebels, wnth guns diawm by hoises, and a con- 
siderable column, took advantage of our inactivity, to letieat by the metalled 
road to Pilibheet The follow'ing rooming we weie oideicd to move a mile to 
our left, and to encamp on the Bareilly parade-giound In the meantime 
Brigadier Jones, G B , of Her hlajesty’s 60th Rifles, having defeated the enemy 
at Meergunj, twenty miles noith-west of Baieillj'-, had encamped on the noith 
side of that city, and while we were shifting our giound, his column was en- 
gaged in occupying the town The result of the action at Baieilly was a bittei 
disappointment to me One of the most influential zeraindais in the neighbour- 
hood had promised me, that as soon as all their guns had been taken, and they 
had been thoroughly beaten, he and his biethren would arrest Khan Bahadui, 
Sobha Ram, and all the leadi ng rebels The allowing them to get away with 
then guns of course was a violation of the contiact on my pait, and all my plans 
for seizing the Chiefs fell to the ground In fact the zemindars did not considei 
that Khan Bahadui had been defeated, and until I gave them an escort led by 
an Euiopean, they would not come into camp Two unfortunate Chiistians, 
who had been in Jail, and who weie leleased by the Hindoos on the inoining of 
the 5th, weie killed by the low Mahomedan budmash population of Baieilly, 
even while our guns were at woik , but I had the satisfaction of recovering 
fiom the zemindais, and in othei w'ays, eighteen Chiistians, making in all sixty- 
foui Cliiistian Rohilkund refugees, fiom hist to last, lescued thiough me, and 
those associated with me in the work 

69 On the 10th May I maiched with Captain Gowan, Seijeant-Majoi 
Belcham, William Hardy, Piivate m Hei Majesty’s 32nd Regiment, the faith- 
ful men of the 11th Regiment Native Infantry, some recruits, and about sixty 
Iiregulai Cavaliy, foi Moiadabad, which place we reached on the 12th Heie 
we remained foi moie than a month, without a single soldier drawing Biitish

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pay, save the party above mentioned, and in the internal many rebels and 
mutineers were sentenced capitally, among them two Princes of the house 
of Delhi, who were arrested, sneaking about, disguised as Faqueers 

70 This long narrative has now come to a close It has been compiled 
from not s and a diary legulaily kept up, and it contains a simple narrative of 
M'hat I am peisonally cognizant I feel certain that it will draw down upon me 
the charge of egotism, but it is difficult to concene how such a chaige can, 
with any justice be bi ought against me Moie than thirty years have elapsed 
since I sold my time, my life, my intellect, such as it is, everything save my 
honor, to Government, and hence all I did was the act of Government through 
one of its humblest servants Moreover, my narrative is not a voluntary effu- 
sion It has been wiitten, as stated in the commencement, by the express 
orders of the Fight Hon’ble the Governor-General 


Narrative of events attending the outbreak of disturbances and tiif restor- 
ation OF authority in the District of Shahjeuanfoor in 1857-58 


No 21, dated Sbalijehanpoor, 9th September 1858 
Fiom — G P Monev, Esq , Magistiate and Colleetor of Sbabjehanpoor, 

To — R Alexander, Esq , Commissioner of llobilkiind 

In compliance with your Circular No 20, dated 13th May, forwarding a 
Government Circular No 212, dated 30th April 1858, I have now the honor to 
submit a naiiative of events attending the oiitbieak of distui bailees in this 
distiict, and of the subsequent pi ogress of events until its le-occupation 

2 Intelligence of the Meerut and Delhi outbreak reached Shahjehan- 
poor towards the middle of May 1857, and about that time one oi tw’o incen- 
duiies occurred, which cleaily showed the Civil and Military authonties that 
the Native tioops sympathised with the mutinous acts at othei stations, and 
the attention of the authorities was keenly roused by the reports which continu- 
ally reached them of the manner in which the sepoys talked of the new' car- 
tridges that had been seived out to the men Theie weie also idle stones 
circulated about the “atta” which they were using for their food, and which 
was said to be mixed with pounded bones 

3 On the 17th May, Mr Ricketts, the Magistrate and Collector of the 
distiict, returned fiom leave, and relieved Mr Biamley, v\ho had been acting 
for him the last tbiee months On his taking chaige, he issued strict orders to 
the principal Mimsteiial Officers to be on thealeit, and keep him W'ell acquaint- 
ed with anything that might come to their knowledge regarding the sepoys 
On the 20th May, the first day of the Fed festival, the sepoys told their 
officers that they had heard a rumour that the next day, being the occasion of 
a large annual fair called “ Cheenour ka mela ” (which was held near Canton- 
ments by a village of that name and close to the bui lal-gi ound of some of the 
principal Pathans), the city people intended to plunder the Government Treasuiy 
The Officer Commanding the Regiment thinking it would show the sepoys 
that they still put confidence in them, ordered the seveial station guards to be 
increased, and the sentries to be doubled 

4 This Older appears to have had quite a contrary effect to that intended, 
for the sepoys immediately caught hold of it as a giievauce, and said that they 
were being punished for refusing to bite the cartridges Mr Ricketts, healing 
this, went to the Officer Commanding, and suggested that the extra sentry 
should be taken off, but he was told in reply that the order could not then be 
cancelled, as it had been entered in the Older Book, but that the folio wung day, 
as the fail would be over, the extra sentries should be removed It is possible 
that the sepoys, who clearly were then plotting mutiny, weie annoyed at not 
being able to get to the fair, owing to then extia duty, and vented their 
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ill humour m remarks about the cartridges The report made to the officeis of 
the intention to plunder the Treasuiy was perhaps an exaggeiation of some 
half-conceived design, and may have been brought to the notice of the officers 
by some sepoys not implicated in the intended mutiny It was geneially believed 
among the officeis of the 28th Regiment that in case of a mutiny, about 500 
of the sepoys would remain faithful, and this confidence was stiengthened from 
the fact that out ot that numbei theie were about 150 Sikhs 

5 Two or thiee days previous to the outbreak, the following circum- 
stance occuried, which plainly showed the state of feeling among the sepoys 
A bill to the amount of Rupees 2,000 wms cashed, and as the money was being 
taken out of the Treasury, the sentry was heaid to say, “I will let the money go 

tune, but no inoie shall be taken out” The above was brought to the 
notice of the Magistiate b}’’ the Deputy Collector, Hamid Hussun Khan, but 
it does not appear that any further notice was taken of the mattei, piobably 
fiom the fear of precipitating events This state of things went on until the 
eventful morning of Sunday, 31st May, when the regiment broke out into open 
mutiny, and commenced the muiderous attack upon the Europeans who were, 
at the time, assembled in the chuich This circumstance has been fully re- 
lated by the late Mr Jenkins in his letter to Secietaiy to Government, North- 
Western Piovinces, wiitten fiom Mohomdee on 2nd June, and consequently I 
have not thought it necessary to enter again into the paiticulars , but” a copy 
of the letter is sent as an Appendix foi refeience 

6 The Tehseeldar of Shahjehanpooi, Mohomud Umjud Ulee Khan, who 
has remained faithful throughout the distuibances, has stated before me, that 
on the morning of the 31st healing from the city the noise of people shouting 
in the direction of cantonments, he at once rode off to the house of Mr Ricketts 
but healing he had gone to chuich, he went theie, and saw about nine or ten 
Europeans assembled outside the church Some of them had guns, and then 
servants were bringing others , he also observed seveial sepoys taking the pait 
of the Europeans It will be obseivedin Mi Jenkins’ lettei that only six or 
seven sepoys formed the attacking party on the community assembled in the 
church, this fact coupled with the speedy ai rival of a body of sepoys (about 
100) appaiently with the intention of pi eventing the shedding of innocent blood, 
renders it piobable that the idea of muidering the Europeans was not with the 
unanimous consent of the whole regiment The Tehseeldar leaint from Mi 
Jenkins what had happened, and he then saw the lifeless body of Mr Ricketts 
lying near the chuich, with a severe swoid wound almost seveiing his head 
from the body Mr Jenkins desiied him to fetch the sow^ars, saying that wnth 
the assistance of the sepoys wdio Avere faithful, he hoped to quell the disturb- 
ance , but if he could not succeed, he and the rest of the party would stait 
for Poway an 

7 Out of the foul sowars on duty at the Magistrate’s house, two remain- 
ed with Ml Jenkins, and, as stated in his lettei, accompanied the paity the 
Avhole way to Mohomdee One of these men afterwaids joined the rebels, but 
the other steadily lefused to accept any service with them, and has leceived a 
leward fiom Government of Rupees 300, and been promoted by me to the rank 
of Duftadar 

8 Whilst the party were outside the chuich, the mutinous sepoys kept 
filing at them fiom some distance, but did not make any advances upon the 
small numbei of Europeans assembled Their chief object, after the fiist out- 
break, apparently being the plunder of the Government Treasury, and in which 
diiection they weie seen hastening in separate parties As soon as the bunga- 
low's weie set on fire, and theie being no longer any hope of successful opposition, 
Mr Jenkins told the Tehseeldai that he puiposed proceeding to Powayan with 
the rest of the party, and desiied him to go to the city and make the best 
ariangement he could for lestoiing order, and that when the regiment had 
inaiched flora the station, he ivas to let him know With the exception of the 
Tehseeldai, no other Government official oi any person of influence in the 
city proceeded to the assistance of the authorities 
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9 About this tune, the sepoys went to the Jail and lot the prisoners loose 
The Goveinment pioperty is said to have been chiefly plundered by the Jail 
guard and buihundazes 

10 It appears that Mi Arthui Smith, the Assistant, was not one of the 
party in chuich , he was ill with fever and in his bungalow at the tune the inutiny 
broke out, his idea seems to have been to avoid cantonments, and make for tlie 
city, and it is said he attempted to get admittance into the house of IJaniid 
Hussun Khan, Deputy Collector, but not succeeding, and being told by the 
servants that Hamid Hussun had gone to the house of Abdool-iaouf Khan, lie 
went (liiect to the Tohseelee and CotAvaleo, fiom winch place it appeals he was 
taken by Muhziii Kureem (Fou/daiee Shciishtndai) to the house of Mohoniud 
Hussein Khan (Bukhsheo of Cliowkcedais), A\ho left him there by himsoH Jt 
IS stated that this person would not, howe\er, allow Mi Smith to remain, and 
sent his nephew to tiiin him out, Mr Smith being thus foicibly ejected, again 
proceeded to the Cotwaleo, and concealed himself in a small hut where a Hindoo 
chupiaseo, belonging to the Moonsifl’s Oflice, joined him and remained with 
him to the last 

11 His hiding-place was shortly aftci disco\cred by the sepoys, who had 
by this time onteied the city , tlioy killed Jiim and his faithful and voluntary 
attendant 1 have been cicdibly infoimed that aftei he was shot b}' the sepoy-*, 
Ills body was hacked with swoids by some of the cit}' people 

12 Aftei this, the sepoys pioceedcd to tho house of the treasurer for tlio 
sake of plunder It so happened that this morning about Kupocs G,000 had been 
sent in by the Telisceldai of Tilhui, and the cliuprasces in cliarge licaring of 
the outbreak, as they were enteiing the station, coinejed the money stiaight to 
the troasiuoi’s house 

13 After the sepoys entered the city, they proclaimed Kizam All, 
foimeily Cotwal and then a pensioner of Goveinment, to be Cotwal of the city , 
his favorite son-m-law (Heclaut Uossoin) had this daj been iclcased with the 
othci piisoneis fiom the Jail Among the city poojilc who joined the sepojs in 
the woik of plunder, tho most conopicuoiis weie Mungiil Khan and Uzzoo 
Khan, both noted bad charactcis, thelattei of whom had been iniprisonedsoAoi.il 
times The sepoys then set up K.idii All Khan and Gliolnm H ossein Khan 
to be Nawabs of tho city, that s.mie evening the foimor of these went m pio- 
cession tow'ards the Cantonments to p.ay their respects to tlic Subadars of the 
Hogiment, among whom Ghuiisam Smg appo.aied to take the leading part 

14 Whilst the bungalows in Cantonments were being plundeiod, the 
people of the vill.nges m the neighbouihood of llosa Factory, together with the 
budmashes fiom the city, weie actively employed in plundoiiiig the valuable 
woiks connected with the Sug.ar Refineiy and Bum Factory of Messis Carew 
and Co , and the tw'o dwelling houses adjoining The factory was afteiwards set 
fire to, and no less than 70,000 gallons of lum, together with a large quantity 
of loaf-sugai and othei pioduce weie destroyed Tlie villages, which aio siid 
to have been chiefly concerned in this woik of destuiction, aie us follow 
Dillawurpooi, Busuithpooi, Zein-oodcen-nuggui, Nubbeepoor, Suirowia, 
Misieepoor, Rosui, Azeezgunj, Ullaipooi, Selinmow', Dlmneoapooi, Shahbaz- 
pooi, Bijlapoor, Nuvada, Eendapoor, Oodopooi.i, Karee, Mukrundpoor, and 
Choundeira 

15 The two peisons in chaige of the Factoij^ Mr G Caiew and ifr 
Brand, managed to escape with then lives fiom the place , but both subsequently 
perished, the foimei is said to have been one of the party with Sir M J.ickson, 
w'ho weie sent on to Lucknow by the R.ija of Methoulec, and theie ciuelly 
muidered, the lattei, aftei having undeigone all kinds of piivations in the Oucih 
jungles, at last fell a victim to fever on 6th Januaiy 1858 

16 This evening the sepoys went off in a body tow\aids Baroilly, and a 
Molvee by name Suifuiaz All, a resident of Got uckpooi, accompanied them, 
it appears that this man had aiiived at the station about twenty days before tho 
mutiny, and doubtless was chiefly instiuinentaf m evciting the sepoys to levolt. 
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Surfuraz Ah was frequently in the habit of coming to Shahjehanpoor, where he 
had seveial disciples in the city, among the number Koodiut Ah (Naib 
Fouzdaree Sherishtadai) and his brother Neaz Ah, both of whom aie with 
the lebels This Surfuraz All afterwards went to Delhi with the Bareilly 
Brigade, and was appointed Chief of the Ghazees 

17 On the day of the mutiny, there were seven Europeans massacied at 
the station, wz , Ml Ricketts (Magistrate and Colleotoi), Mr Arthur Smith 
(Assistant to Magistrate and Collector), Captain James (Commanding 28th 
Regiment), Dr Bowling (Suigeon to 28th Regiment), Revd J MacCallum (of 
the additional Clergy Society), Mr Lemaistie, clerk in Magistrate's Office, and 
Mr Smith, head clerk in Collectoi’s Office Of this number, Mr Ricketts 
and Mr Lemaistre weie killed by the sejioys in their fiist attack upon the party 
assembled at church Dr Bowling was shot by the sepoys as he was dimng 
up to the chuich in ins carriage Captain James was killed on the paiade 
ground, in attempting to reason with his men Mr Arthur Smith Avas killed 
in the city by the sepoys Revd Mi MacCallum, aftei making his escape fiom 
the chuich, was muidered by some villageis in a melon field ivithin a mile ot 
the station, and Mi Smith (clerk) was killed near Mr Ricketts house by 
some of the city budmashes It is a satisfaction to add that with reference to 
the last two victims, the piincipal murdereis have been seized and convicted 
In the case of Mr MacCallum, seven peisons have been hung, and foui tians- 
ported for life, and two out of the thiee murderers of Mi Smith have been 
apprehended, and capitally sentenced 

18 On the day following, two or three natives, amongst whom the names 
of Nasir Khan and Ameer Ah are most prominent, caused the dead bodies of 
om poor fellow countrymen to be collected and inteired in one spot, near the 
church, but in separate graves A plain masoniy slab covers the whole, on the 
surface of Avhich parallel lines indicate each sepaite grave 

19 On the following day (1st June) the Nawab Kadir Ah Khan and 
Nizam Ah, Cotwal, began to make their own ariangements for nominating the 
subordinate officers, fiist appointing as many of the former servants of Govern- 
ment as they could muster, and whom they found willing to take seivice 
Hamid Hussun Khan (Deputy Collector) and Nizam Ah Khan (formerly 
Tehseeldar) gave their advice in the different aiiangements to be carried out 
These two men took possession of the sum of Rupees 4,900, which was part of 
the amount which had arrived the day of the mutiny fiom the Tehseelee of 
Julalabad, and divided it among several Goveinment servants as their pay for 
the past month The money w'as paid away in public at the Cotwalee, and the 
sowais and buikundazes, who were willing, weie kept in their former situations 
As soon as the news of the mutiny at Bareilly reached this place, the Nawab 
-Kadir All Khan headed a procession through the town proclaiming the over- 
throw of the Biitish lule, and pioclamations weie put forth by oidei of Nizam 
Al l, Cotwal, stating, that for the future the name of the English should not be 
mentioned, and any one being heard to do so, should lose his life 

20 About twenty-two days after these aiiangements had been made, there 
were some turbulent villages in the neighbourhood, who assembled together, 
with a view of making an attack on the city, and plundering it One of the 
most foiemost of the villages in this matter was “Buttehlee,” about five oi six 
coss distant, the inhabitants of which aie chiefly Rajpoots With a view of 
putting a stop to tins, and making an example of the leaders, Nizam Ah Khan 
sent out some armed retainers, and attacked the village of Buttehlee and killed 
some of the inhabitants, and brought back three of then heads, and had them 
exposed in the city The inhabitants of the following villages, Uthburra, 
Sehramow, Khanpooi, Buntuira, Shahgunj, Siitoulee, and Umrora, were chiefly 
noted for plundeiing, and foi committing all kinds of violent crime, these 
people were a tenor to the inhabitants of the citj'- and to the neighbouiing 
villages 
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21 Kadir All Khan, dui ing the short time he held the office of Naztin, 
committed gieat oppression one instance of isliich is I hear of his having 
caused the death of a “Sonar” ivlio lefuscd to give up the jewels, which had 
been pledged to liim by the Nawab On being supoisoded by Gholam Kudir 
Khan, he'pioceeded to B.ueilly to lay his case before Khan Bahadooi Khan, 
and lemained thoie about two months 

22 About the 8th June, the mutinous 41st Regiment fioin Seetapoor 
passed through the station en loute to Puttchgiirh, and encamped at Azcezgunj , 
the sepoys attempted to evtort money fiom Uamid Ilussun Khan A party of 
them sui rounded his house, and demanded the sum of Rupees 6,000 The 
request was lefused, and Ilarnid Ilussun Khan managed to muster on his side 
a large foice of botli Slussalinans and Hindoos, and together with some men of 
the town, he went down to the “ Guira’’ river, on the other side of which the 
41st vveie encamped, piepaied to picvont their entrance into the citj , the 
sepoj's finding the whole of the townspeople against them, vsent off m the 
diiection ot Futtehguih, and did not further .ittempt to commit anj dopicdations 
in the city 

23 On the first breaking out of the inutinj’, the Nawab Gholam Kadii Khan 
was absent in Oudh, at a jilace cillod “ Banscc,” and lie was speedily informed of 
what had occurred thiough Muhzur Kuireem (Foujdareo Seri'shtadar), and invited 
to come and assume charge of the district IIo ariivcd at Shahiehanpoor about 
16th June, and the following da}' proceeded to Baieill} in company with the 
following pel sons Abdool-iaoof Khan (foinieily Dcput} Inspector of Educa- 
tion), Nulvhshbuiid Khan, F}/al) Khan, Wjllaut All Khan (son of Fjzab 
Khan), Gholam All Klian {Mohuiiir, Magistrate’s Office), Nnsir Khan 
(resident of Mohulloh Kluilleel), Ni/am Ah Khan (of Shahba/nugui), Nizam 
All Khan (Cotwal), Scctul Singh, Doulut Race, Zahoor Khan, Mahomed 
Hossein Khan (Bukhshco of Chowkccdars), Fiiziil Khan, Uukecm Muhzur 
All Khan, and Wa]id Ah (fotmeily Na/ii m ^loonsifi’s Office) Thev 
presented themselves before Khan Bahadur Khan, and petitioned that Gholam 
Kadir Khan might bo appointed Nazim of tho distiict of Sbillijoban- 
poor 

24 Iheir request was gi anted, and in addition the following appointments 
were made Nizam Ah Khan (of Shahbaznugur), Naeb Na/im , Khan Ah 
Khan (Tehseeldai of Beesulpoor in Bareilly Distiict), who had taken the 
treasuie fioiii the Shaee Tehseelce, and piescnted it as a nuzuiana, was also 
appointed Naeb Nazim , and Hamid Hussun Khan (foimerly Deputv Colhctoi) 
a thud Naeb Nazim , the salaiy of each Naeb Nazim was fixed at Rupees 500 
per month A bdool-raoof Khan was made Commander of the forces, on a sa- 
lary of Rupees 400, and Seetul Singh (Dewan) on Rupees 200 

25 Thepaity returned to Shahjehanpoor on 23id, and commenced to 
make arrangements for carrying on the government Seveial regiments of 
cavalry and infantry were raised The following aie the names of those who 
weie most active m laising tho cavaliy and aftei whom tho Risalahs were 
named Zahoor Khan, Usiai Khan, Koodiuthoolah Khan, Mehndee Ah Khan, 
NaVvab Hushmut Khan, Hydur Khan, Ultaft Khan, Fujjo Khan and Rujub 
Ah Khan The following, who aie noted characters, also liad command of 
Regiments of Infantiy AVillaut Ah Khan (son of Fyzab Khan), Nasir Ah 
Khan (afterwards killed at the battle of Ullaguiij), Ah Hussun Khan and 
Mungul Khan (brother-in-law of Abdool-raoof Khan) 

26 Besides these, Zahoor Ahmud and Raoof Ahniud (brother) and both 
in Government employ, the former being Peishkar of Hattias in the Allygurh 
District, and the latter a Mohuriir in the Foujdaree Office at this station, took 
a most active pait in theiebelhon, they weie in constant attendance on the 
Nawab, and had unlimited pow'er, they are both of them now with the lebel 
force in Oudh 
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27 Nawab Gholam Kadir Khan now turned his attention to casting' 
guns, and made eight biass pieces , there were also four otheis constructed by 
Nizam All Khan (Naeb Nazim), who had a manufactory at his house foi the 
purpose The gun tactoiy was entiusted to Nawab Hushmut Khan, who had 
also chaige ot one of the Risalahs, and had formerly been in Government em- 
ploy, and was on the receipt of a pension, in one of the Inegular Cavalry 
ilegiments 

28 Abdool-raoof Khan is said to have held the post of Commander of 
the foices for about two months, and to have lesigned, on hearing of the fate of 
Ram Sahai, Deputy Collector of Cawnpooi, who w’^as hung on the aiiival of the 
foice undei Geneial Havelock, and who was well known in this distiict, fiom 
having held seveial important offices, and was piomoted fiom being fehseeldai 
of Shahjehanpoor to the office of Deputy Collectoi of Banda, fiom whence he 
was transfeiied to Cawnpooi , several otheis also are said to have lesigned 
their offices about that time for the same leason Among wdiom aie Seetul 
Singh (Dewan), and Shummoo Khan (Naeb Poujdaiee Serishtadar) 

29 On the resignation of Abdool-raoof Khan, Wajid All (formeily 
Nazir of MoonsifT’s Office) was appointed to the chief militaiy command, 
which he continued to hold until the aiiival of the British foices 

30 Hamid Hussun Khan (formeilj’^ Deputy Collector) held his post, as 
one of the three Naeb Nazims, foi about one and a half months, and duiing the 
time he w^as in office, is said to have seldom attended the Kuchehree, wheie his 
colleagues were to meet, and to have done as little dutj’- as he could help On 
the anival of his bi other Mohomud Hussun Khan, Piincipal Sudder Ameen of 
Agia, •who had been allowed to letuin to his home, and who himself would take 
no pait with the lebels, he was easily peisuaded to lelinquish his duties alto- 
gethei 

31 On the resignation of Hamid Hussun Khan, ordeis were received fiom 
Nawab Khan Bahadoor Khan to appoint Nujeeb Khan Naeb Nazim in his stead 
This man had some years pieviously held the situation of Naeb Chuklehdar 
under the Oudh Goverrment, and was now residing at Ins house in Julalabad, 
twenty miles south-west of Shahjehanpoor Soon aftei his accession to office, he 
was appointed to collect the revenue fiom the villages in the diiection of Kant, 
and which, up to that time, had not attended to the demands made upon them 
by the officials under the rebel government One village (Ladhpooi ) inhabited 
by Thakoors steadily resisted payment, notwithstanding they were overpowered 
by the force sent against them undei Nujeeb Khan, and after several of their 
number had been killed, they weie compelled to give in 

32 Another village (Sehramow) was also attacked by the rebel forces 
under Nizam Ah Khan, but they were compelled to get assistance from 
Bareilly, when a foice under the immediate command of Murdan All Khan 
(Commander-in Chief to Khan Bahadoor Khan), came and overpowered the 
Thakoors, several of whom were killed, and their heads cut off, and exposed 
ovei the gateway of the foi t The village w'as afterwards plundered, and also 
seveial otheis It was on this occasion that a large quantity of piopeity be- 
longing to the Rosa Factory was found in Sehiamow, and earned off to the fort 
to the Nawab 

33 In the place of Seetul Singh (Dewan), whose resignation has been 
noticed above, Enayet Hossein, resident of Bareilly, was appointed, and appeals 
to have leraained in office about three months 

34 — The following lists are appended to this report — 

I — Government servants who took service with the rebels 
II — Ditto who did not take seivice 

III — Piincipal persons not in Government employ, who joined therebels. 

35 I would now proceed to advert to the events which occuiied in the 
several pergunnahs

Txlhur—lLhe news of the mutiny of this station reached Tilhur towards 
the evening, whereupon Gholam Mohomud Khan, one of the “ Ruees,” went 
to the TeSeeldar, and told him he had better quit the place, and he then 
caused the gang of piisoneis, which were theie employed in building the Govern- 
ment school, to be released Aftei this, Gholam Mohomud Khan tuined out 
the Thannahdai and the Police, and destioyed the lecoids, and oveithiew all 
Government authority The following moining (1st J une ) the mutinous sepoys 
arrived on then way to Bareilly, and weie entei tamed by Gholam Mohomud 
Khan, they made an active butfiuitless seaich for the Tehseeldar, who was 
concealed m the house of one of the Puthans, but they failed to discover his 
reti eat 

36 Goolam Mohomud Khan was appointed Nazim of that part of the 
district by Khan Bahadoor Khan, which appointment was obtained thiough his 
friendship with Syfoola Khan (foimerly Jailoi at Bareilly), and who had great 
influence with the Nawab He was fuithei directed to raise troops of horse and 
foot, he made the following appointments Abdool Gufiboi Khan (Naeb 
Nazim and Oolushdai), Gholam Russool Khan, lesident of Bareilly (Oolush- 
dar), and Nussuioolah Khan, Commandant of the forces Gholam Mohomud 
Khan continued in power foi about six months, when Kefautoollah Khan and 
Eedautoollah, who had been appointed Tehseeldars under him, pioceeded to 
Bareilly, owing to some disagi cement, and made an olFei of a farming lease of 
the Tilhui Peigunnah to the Naivab Khan Bahadooi Khan, which was accepted, 
and Gholam Mohomud Khan supeiseded He still continued, howevei, to hold 
the office of local Commandei, and as such took a most active pait, he accom- 
panied the tioops on their expedition to Huldwanee at the foot of the hills, and 
was with Puzui Huq on the occasion of the fight with the Biitish tioops He 
also headed his tioops at the battle of Bichpooreea 

37 Kefautoollah and Hedautoollah continued to hold the lease of the 
pergunnah until the re-occupation of the district, when they fled the place, and 
are said to be still m company with the rebels In this peigunnah theie were 
two othei men of some notoriety among the rebels Wuheedoollah Khan and 
Reeautoollah Khan, residents of Umuipooi (a suburb of Tilhur) These per- 
sons both went to Bareilly to the Nawab, the foimei accompanied the tioops 
to Huldwanee, wdieie they w'ent with the puipose of attacking Nainee Tal, but 
on his leturn to Tilhur, m the month of October, he died of fever 

38 At Kutra, the chief persons who joined in the lebellion were Fyz 
Mohomud Khan and Gliolaraee Khan, both of whom commanded legiments 
oi infantiy, the forinei was assisted by his son, Mohomud Hussun Khan 
(who, befoie the mutiny, held the office of Itlaq Nuw’ees in Tehseelee Jelala- 
bad) 

39 In this pergunnah seveial of the Thakoois in the neigh bom hood of 
Klieia Bujheiieh showed then fidelity and loyalty to the Biitisli Goveinment 
in piotecting Ciptain Gowan of the late I8tli Regiment Native Infantry, and 
seveial othei fugitives from Bareilly The lollowiiig have ali“adv leceived 
suitable lewards flora Government foi then faithful conduct Blnkho Singh, 
Bliooieh Singh, Huikoo Singh, and SlieoghoJam (sons of Bhooieli Singh), 
Gungaiam Missei, and Ohundun Purshad The names of othei s have been 
enteied in the statement of persons “eminent foi loyalty,” submitted by me 
to Government 

40 Jelalahad — At Jelalabad when the news of the mutiny leachedtliat 
place, the piisoneis weio released by oidei of Ahmudhyai Khan (Tehseeldai), 
but no furtbei open demoristiation of rebellion tlien topk jilace , this was pro- 
bably owing to the fact ol the mutinv not having spiead to Futteliguili fiom 
which Jelalabad is only twenty-foui miles distant As soon as Nawab Gholam 
K idii Khan ariived fiom Bareilly aftei being appointed Nazim, Ahmudliyar 
Khan came to Shahjehanpoor to pay his inspects, and lequested to be allowed to 
remain as Tehseeldai of Jelalabad, this being gianted, he letuined to Ins post, 
and about a month aftei he foiwaided a nuzuiana to Nawab Khan Bahadoor 
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Khan, and petitioned to bo made Nazim of the pergunnah , he obtained a 
sunnud of appointment, which was afterwaids found among the papeis in the 
tehsoelee of Jellalabad on the ai rival of the Biitish foice towaids the end of 
April 

4-1 Ahmudhyar Khan was most attentive in collecting the revenue from 
the zemindais, and committed seveial acts of oppiession and tyranny, this 
was chii flv I heai in the treatment of the Thakoors of Khundur, whom not 
being able to bring into submission with the foice at his command, he got the 
assistance of some more rebel tioops fiom Bareilly under the command of 
Ishmail Khan, and plundeied and destioyed their villages, and killed seveial 
ot the inliabitants 

42 As soon as the advance of the Biitish troops upon Kutteligurh was 
known at Shalijehanpoor, Nizam Ah Khan proceeded at once with a force of 
cavaliy and intantiy said to amount to about 2,600 and four guns to Bich- 
pooieea on the River Bamgunga, and tliiew up some earthen defences, he was 
joined fiom Bareihy by a foic6 of 2,000 men and two guns and Ishmail 
Khan, and here the lebel force lemained until then defeat at Allagunj by the 
British troops under General Walpole on 22nd April, in which engagement 
Nizam All Khan, their leader, was killed 

4j 3 The rebel, Ahmudhvar Khan, on the aiiival of the Rohilkund foice 
at Jellalabad on 28th April, finding the game was up, piesented himselt before 
us, lie was at once placed upon his tiial foi aggravated rebellion, and having 
been found guilty on tlie fullest proof was sentenced to be hung, and the 
execution was carrud out on the spot On this occasion the neighbouring 
zemindais, who w'ere on attendance at my camp in large numbers, gave 
expiession to their feelings by saying “jaisa keea waisa paya 

4)4 The Thakoors of Khundur and B.ingaon in this peigunnah showed 
themselves loyal thioughout the disturbances, and being a powerful and numer- 
ous tribe were able to hold out against the continued oppression of tlie Mussul- 
mans After tlie defeat of the rebels at Bangaon, the latter end of January, 
the Thakoois of that part attacked them as they were retreating, and cut up a 
good many of them 

45 Foioayn — I would now turn to the state of affairs in the peigunnah 
of Powayn It has been stated by the late Mr Jenkins in his public letter 
wiitten from Mohomdee on 2nd June to Mr Thornhill that, on his ariival at 
Pow'ayn with the other fugitives from Shalijehanpoor, Raja Jugurnath Singh 
received them but coolly, and latlier showed a wish to get them aw'ay as soon 
as he could, and with this view' he assisted the party with means of conveyance 
to take them on to Mohomdee, and sent some of his people to accompany 
them The Raja, fiom Avhat I have seen of him, is evidently of a most timid 
and nervous tempei ament, and appeals to have no will of his own, being 
guided almost entirely by his biother “ Buldeo Singh ” I believe, theiefore, 
tliat his not showing any desire to keep the fugitive in his house at Pow^ayn, 
IS to be ascribed to the fear he had of not being able to protect them, and also 
fiom the diead that Ins own life might be sacrificed. 

46 Just after the outbreak tlie Raja proceeded to make his own 
arrangements for the management of the peigunnah He commenced raising 
a large force of horse and foot, and cast some ten guns, and set about stiengih- 
ening his “gurhee” at Pow^ayn by digging a broad deep ditch the whole 
w'ay round the boundaiy of the town He collected the lents of the several 
villages in the pergunnah on his own account After he had gone on for a 
few months, Khan Bahadoor Khan sent a force fiom Baieilly to demand the 
revenue from the Raja, upon which liis brother, Buldeo Singh, moved out with 
his men to oppose the troops, but no engagement came off, and a compromise 
was effected by the Raja agieeing to give on the spot a nuzzerana of Rupees 
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30 000, and afterwards to pay this sum annually, and also one lakh of lupees 
from the revenue collections of Pergunnahs Powayn, Pooiuupooi, and Khotar 

47 Lahkun Rao (son of Raja Khoshial Singli, formeily a laige Talook- 
dar) healing ot the aiiangemeut pioceeded to Baieilly, and is said by 
means of a°bribe given to Sobharam to have managed to get the pergunnahs 
of Poorunpoor and Khotar tiansferred to him Lahkun Rao, according to a 
narrative drawn up by Mr Biemmer, attached to the Supeiintendent of Iiri- 
gation and Embankment in Rohilkund, who foi sometime was taken care by 
Mahomed Noor Khan, Zemindar of Shenpoor, showed luraself anything 
but a loyal and faithful subject Mr Bremmer states that on the occasion of 
a force being detached flora Bareilly under Behai ee Lall to seize him, that 
Lahkun Rao joined his force to that of Beharee Lall, and they made a combined 
attack upon Sheirpoor, but weie beaten hack, and Beharee Lull’s tioops weie 
utteily routed 

48 Lahkun Rao wholly denies the part attiihuted to him by Mr Biem- 
mer, and the fact of his presence is not pioved in any way, -still there is very 
little doubt that he sent his own troojis to assi&t those of Khan Bahadoor 
Khan 

49 Another charge is brought against Lahkun Rao by Mr Lallemand, 
2nd Clerk in the Collectoi’s Office, who states that, whilst he and his family 
weie under the protection of the Ranee Indulkoomei of Narainpoor, he did 
his utmost to compel hei to give them up, and that they weie at length com- 
pelled to flee to another place of safety 

60. When the report of the fall of Delhi reached Sliahjelianpoor, there 
was considerable consternation among the principal rebels, and to allay this 
feeling, Qazee Sufuiaz All, who held the office of Moonsiff, attempted to 
hoist the Mussulman flag, hut he could not find sufficient supporteis. This 
plan failing, he, together with the Mooftee (Muhzui Kureem), assembled at the 
Eedgah, and foi three successive days piayers ueie ofieied up that the Biitish 
rule might not be restored 

61 Some days aftei this, the noted Subadar Bukht Khan airived from 
Delhi on his way to Lucknow , his foi ce consisted of about 400 sowars (chiefly 
8th Irregulars), 1,500 sepoys, and foui guns, he had also thiity elephants and 
seventy-five stud colts from Haupper, and there is said to have been with his 
camp no less than 1,200 women fiom Delhi, he remained only a day or two, 
and was feasted by the Nawab 

62 When our troops got possession of Eultehgurh, the Nawab of 
Euriuckahad, together with Eeroz Shah and Ishmail Khan, came to 
Shahjehanpoor with a small force, aud remained with the Nawab fora few 
days, and then proceeded to Bareilly 

63 About the time of the capture of Lucknow, the rebel Nana Rao 
Doondee Punt arrived, and had with him a force of about 500 cavaliy and 
some infantiy, and remained some ten days encamped m the mangoe giove 
near the Oluirch He was accompanied by Usliiuff Ah (brothei of Alalioraed 
Ishak, foimerly a thannahdarin the Cawnpooi district, and who joined Tanteea 
Tope), and also by Baba Bhutt, his chief peisonal attendant Eiom heie the 
Nana went to Baieilly and joined Khan Bihadoor Khan 

54 During the period of the lebel powei, the following servants m 
Government employ in this district were in the habit occasionally sending 
information to Mr Alexander, the Commissionei of the Division, residmo- at 
Nynee Tal — Umjud Ah (Tehseeldar of Shahjehanpooi ), Jupurnath (Mohu°rrir 
of Kotwalee), Guneish Rae (Mohurrir in the revision of settlement records), 
Kasim Ah Khan (Tehseeldar of Powayn), Lakhputh Rae (Kanoongo of 
Poorunpoor), Wazeer Singh (NaibDarogah of Goohreea), LadleeDass (Kanoongo 
of Buragaon), Kishun Chund (Mohurrir, Deputy Collector), Wazeer 
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All (Jemadar), Omiaa Singh (Kanoongo of Jellalabad), and Kifautoolah 
Khan (nephew of All Ahmud Khan), Naib Rissaldar of 8th Irregulars, who 
showed his fidelity and loyalty in accorapanjnng the officeis fiom Bareilly to 
Nynee Tal Of the above Goveinment sei vants, Omrao Smgh (Kanoongo of 
Jellalabad) is the only one who pioved to have taken seivice with the rebels 

55 In addition to those whose names are abovementioned, there were 
others who weie in the habit of sending letteis to the civil authorities at 
Agia, and elsewheie, amongst whom was Hamidh Husun Khan (the person 
who at the commencement of the outbieak held the office of Naib Nazim for 
a shoit time), and his bi other Mahomed Husun Khan (late Piincipal Sudder 
Ameen of Agia) This fact becoming known to the Nawab Gholam Kadir Khan 
towards the end of Januaiy, by one of their kossids having been seized with a 
lettei, he summoned both these peisons to his piesence, they at first declined 
to attend, but on the solemn assuianco of Nawab Kadn Ah Khan and 
Zahoor Khan that no harm would happen to them, they consented to attend, 
and, accoidmgly, accompanied them After the inteiview had taken place, and 
they wei e leaving the loit, they were treacheiously attacked by the Nawab’s 
soldieis, Hamidh Husun Khan and one of his seivants weie killed on the spot, 
and Mahomed Husun Khan was so seveiely wounded that he died a few days 
afteiwaids 

56 Having, I believe, touched upon the several points of interest connect- 
ed with the nairative of events attending the outbieak and disturbances at 
this station, I would, in conclusion, remaik on the fact of the rebels, ivhen 
oiganizing their government, letained veiy much of the loutine of our own 
system, and adopted the official designati >ns of the several suboidinate 
employes 

57 Our civil law authorizing the sale of landed piopeity in execution of 
deciees foi debt, being so much opposed to the idea of the people, led, as might 
have been expected on such an opportunity, to the dispossession of many 
purchasers It is to be hoped that this fact, which I believe is a marked one 
in every district, may attract the attention it deseives, and lead to a careful 
consideration of our Civil Code 

58 On 30th Apiil the Rohilkund foice under the Commander-in- 
Chief advanced upon Shahjehanpoor, the place was found deserted, the rebels 
having fled the previous day towards Mohomdee, the iroops encamped at 
Azeezgunj, about a mile short of the city, and strict orders weie issued by His 
Excellency to prevent plundei I ng Two companies of 79th Highlanders weie 
sent to occupy the for t, which had been the residence of the Nawab, and 
which commands the approaches to the city 

59 On the 2nd May the Commandei-in-Chief proceeded with the rest of 
his force towards Bai eilly, leaving a wing of Her Majesty’s 82nd Regiment 
and a detail of aitilleiy undei the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Hale, CB 
The following day, however, the rebels in consideiable force, headed by the 
Moulvee Ahraudoolla Shah, made an attack and obliged our small gaiiison 
to retiie within the walls of the jail, which was invested by the rebels fora 
space of nine days, at the end of which time we were relieved by a foice under 
Biigadier-Geneial Jones, CB On this occasion the rebels having offeied 
opposition to the advance of the tioops, the town was given up to plundei , 
but the loss of life among the inhabit.ints was very small owing to the place 
being nearly deserted 

60 In consequence of the rebels having still possession of that part of 
Oudh which bounds the eastern side of this distiict, they have been frequently 
able to enter it, and bum and plunder seveial villages, more especially in the 
northern peigunnahs of Poorunpoor, Powayn, and Khotar, and also to drive 
in some of the police chowkees, and until our troops again take the field, and 
the dispersion of the rebels is complete, one cannot expect the perfect 
restoration of peace

Dated Mohomdee, 2nd June 1857 

Fiom — Chahles Jekkinb, Esq , 

To — Secretaiy to tlie Government, Nor tli- Western Provinces 
I HAVE the honoi to repoit on the lamentable occurrences at Shahjehanpoor 
on 31st ultimo, Mr Kicketts and nayself, together with most of the officers 
and ladies of 28th Native Infantry, were attending Divine Service, when, 
with a yell, six or seven sepoys, aimed with tulwars and lathies, lushed in upon 
us Ricketts leceived one tulwar wound as he stood by my side, when he lan 
through the vestry door, and must have been cut down by some mutineeis 
who were waiting outside , Gaptam Lysaght, with some othei officers and 
myself, succeeded m closing the church doors against our murderous assailants, 
who ran on the approach of a single man (Captain Sneyd) with a gun About 
100 sepoys i allied lound us, and our servants brought us guns and pistols, &c 
"We placed all the ladies m the tuiret, and foi rather less than an houi held 
our position, and weie joined by all the officers of the 28th Native Infantiy, ex- 
cept Captain James, who was shot on the parade Dr Bowling was shot dead 
while driving up to the church to join us, I found poor Ricketts’ body about 
thirty-five yards from the church vestry door I then strongly advised the 
whole party to escape to Powayn, the post guns having been taken by the 
insuigents, and all the bungalows in a blaze, this they agieed to, and started 
oft, the ladies all in a cairiage and buggy , I then accompanied by two sowars, 
whose names I will hereafter forwaid, foi their fidelity and courage deserve no 
mean lewaid, went down to Mi Ricketts’ house, and took a horse from his 
stable , I then went and met some twenty of the sepoys who stood by us at 
the church, and told them I was going to Powayn, and those who were faith- 
ful could follow, I then accompanied by two sowars rode down by the chur of 
the rivei, and about two miles fiom the station, came up with the fugitives, 
after accompanying them some miles, I rode on ahead to make airangements 
with Baijnath Singh, the Raja, for then leception He received me but coolly, 
and though I think he himself is ti ue in heart to the British Government, yet 
his conduct on the following day, in almost forcing us to leave his place, though 
he supplied us with carnage and an escort, showed me but too truly the 
animus of his people His excuse to me was, he was unable to piotect so large 
a party, and that m the event of the insurgents coming up, what could he do ? 
He fuither refused to take chaige of the tehseel treasury, under such circum- 
stances, and in consequence of the flight of most of the tehseel chuprassees, 
through fear of the released prisoners, who were fast coming in, I could do 
nothing but advise our party, and myself accompany them, over to Mohomdee, 
as Mr Thomason had, in reply to a note I sent him fiom Powayn, stated that 
they weie still safe there, and we accordingly reached there in safety jmsterday 
morning at 1 1 A M I have this morning despatched two sowars with a letter to

to 27th May 1857 — -The news of the outbreak at Meerut, and of 
the simultaneous distuibances in the countiy circumjacent to that station, 
would appear to have become known in the Budaon Zillah about the 15th of 
the month Men’s minds became excited and unsettled, and it may be presumed 
that there were not wanting either bad or ambitious characters who hoped 
bj’’ the inti eduction of “ the good old rule, the simple plan that he may take 
who has the powei, that he may keep who can,” to bettei then existing con- 
dition, and to attain either to power and eminence as well as more geneially to 
gratify their individual love of cupidity oi desiie foi revenge from a new and 
disordered state of society The seeds of anarchy are easily sown, and the 
Magistrate to arrest the popular agitation, which he doubtless saw was progress- 
ing, strove both bj’’ politic as well as defensive measures to ward off the storm 
of rebellion from his district 3?oi this purpose conciliatory and leassiumg 
letters were addressed to very many landholders, and the police of the district, 
horse and foot, was also largely augmented 

The first sign of the approaching tempest showed itself in the village of 
Bihtah Goosaieen m the Bilsee Pergunnah A hackery load of melons was 
plundered there, and on the Thannadai and his myrmidons proceeding to the 
spot to make enquiries, they weie sent, like Macaulay’s Appius Claudius of 
unhappy memory, “with shiveied fasces home ” The Magistrate’s hands would 
not appear to have been sufficiently stiong to punish this outrage, and it conse- 
quently led to others About the 21st of May, -the inhabitants of Neoia Beora 
and other villages in the Goonour Thannah adjacent to the high road commenced 
plundering travellers, whilst those of Mouzahs Futtehpoor, Goonour and others 
plundered the boats laden with grain belonging to Beoparees, which were moored 
on the glints ot the Ganges 

The Aheers of JTundpoor, Lawur and others banded togethei and murdered 
Heel a Singh and Kulloo Singh, Zemmdais of Putheiia, and wounded Gopal 
Singh, the brother of the above, plundering then property at the time The 
Aheers of Mouzahs Azeezpooi, Dhuneepoor and other villages formed a 
gathering, and sacked and burnt the village of Joona Maiee, muideiing Puisram 
and Kullron Singh, the Zemindars, and one Buldoo, Goshaieen of Puttehpoor, 
robbed and wounded a police peon of Thannah Goonour 

At Suheswan, the Thakoors of Kumurpoor robbed a Government sowar 
of his horse, and a police peon of his property, and at Binawur, the Thakoor 
muideied Yosuf Elhan, the Karendah of Mohoun Ally, the Zemindar of the 
village 

28th May — Mr Phillips, the Joint-Magistrate of Etah, crossed over from 
his own district on the light bank of the Ganges, and came first to Sheikhoo- 
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Isi Jane — Intimation was received on tlie morning of this day in Budaon 
of the maich of a poition of the Bareilly mutineeis for Budaon Mr Phillips 
left to join Ml Biamlcy at Puttialee, and m the afternoon of the same day. 
Ml Edwaids the Magistrate detei mined upon evacuating the station The 
Sepoy Guaid stationed at the Treasuiy had meantime bioken into open mutiny 
(then conduct had been most insubordinate for some days pievious), seized the 
treasure under their charge, released the prisoners in the jail, and commenced 
a desultory fusillade with then muskets They were joined as a matter of 
course by all the bad chaiacters m the city, and all kinds of excesses were 
committed 

The Magistrate, in company with Mi Alexander Donald and his son, 
and Mr Gibson, a patrol in the Customs, retiied from the Suddei Station by 
the Puttehguih road, being escoited on their way by Sheikh Shuifoodeen, 
Zemindar of Sheikhoopoor, and a body of his retainers, and passing thiough 
Sheikhoopoor they went and stopped foi the night at Kukora, a village situate 
on the banks of the Ganges, and belonging to the Sheikhoopoor Zemindar 

2ncZ June — The mutineeis from Baieilly then reached Budaon, and sent 
fire to the bungalows, and took possession of the Government ti ensure The 
Magistrate and Collector and party set out for Puttialee, leaving Kukora for 
that pui pose, and ciossing over to Kadirgunge in the Etah District, by the 
Zemindar of which place, Gholam Nubee Khan, they were well and hospitably 
leceived One Bijjee Singh, a Thakoor of Kukoia, deputed by Sheikh Shurf- 
oodeen for that puipose, saw them safe across the Ganges Most of the in- 
habitants of Budaon meantime had joined with and entertained the mutinous 
tioops from Baieilly Otheis again, the better disposed, wishing to get iid of 
then presence, disseminated a lepoit that a Eiiiopean force was at hand, and 
this had the desired effect of causing the sepoys to march immediately back to 
Bareilly with then tieasuie After then depaituie Mi Stewart, the Tieasury 
Cleik of the Budaon Collectoi’s Office, who had up to this time been hiding 
about the subuibs of the city, went to Sheikhoopoor with his family. Sheikh 
Shurfoodeen immediately gave them piotectiop, and had the family conveyed 
in safety to a neighbouring village of his, Sookhee, where he protected them 
notwithstanding the tin eats and demands of the rebels for many months, and 
eventually succeeded in seeing them conducted safely to Allygurh Mi Eiith 
also, the Head Cleik, went to the village of Nugla Shurkee and obtained pro- 
tection from the Kooimees of the place, and afterwards moved to Gudhoul, the 
Zemindar of which, Hemmut Singh, gave him every protection and assistance 
Mr J Peteis, the Eoujdaree Cleik, Mr T Peters, the Hoad Supeiintendent, 
and Mr M Peters, another brother, also about the same time obtained protec- 
tion from the zemindars of Mouzahs Doondrie, Pergunnah Budaon, and Bichoula 
Nizamabad, Pergunnah Oojhanee 

When the mutineers came to Budaon fiom Baieilly, the inhabitants of 
Surai Jullundii, Surai Milan, Naee Suiai and Surai Nahi Khan and Mohulla 
Brahempoor, all Mohullas in the City of Budaon, and those of Nugla Shurkee, 
Busoolpoor and of other adjoining villages, united vyith them in plundering the 
furniture and property in the bungalows of the European officers and residents 
in the station, ana one Muza Munsoor Beg, wdio afterw'ards became a noted 
Rissaldai under the rebels, plundeied the Government Dispensary and the 
College, both situate in the city The villagers of Nugla Shuikee, also in 
unison with the residents of the Brahempoor, Puttialee Suiai and Naee Suiai 
Mohullas of Budaon, plundeied and destroyed the records of the two Moonsiffees 
as also those of the Kotwalee 

On the news of the outbreak at the Sudder Station becoming known in 
the peigunnahs of the district, disturbances broke out in every direction, and 
anarchy and misrule completely obtained the upper hand The roads were no 
longer safe for travellers, and opportunity was taken by the bands of armed men 
who scorned the country in all directions, not only to satiate their lust of plun- 
der, but to settle old feuds by an appeal to arms, or more frequently by the 
committal of cruel murders

In the Pergunnahs of the Goonour Tehseel, the Aheers ^ m Peigunnahs 
Kote, Bilsee Khass, Oojhanne Budaon, Duttagunje and Ooseith, the Thakoors , 
in the villages of Peigunnah Bissowlee, the Mahomedans and Thakoors , and in 
those of Suheswan, the Aheeis, Thakoors, and Mahomedans banded themselves 
together and made raids upon one another’s villages The lives of many in- 
nocent persons, as well as those of the combatants, weie saciificed on these occa- 
sions, and the combats themselves were often of a most sanguinary chaiacter, 
to instance which, the case of the attack by the united Aheei communities bn 
the Thakoor village of Bhois, in the Suheswan Pergunnah, and that of the 
same tribe on the Thakoor village of Dhunaree, in the Goonour Peigunnah, 
may be cited as instances In the formei case, Goolab Singh, the Thakoor of 
Bhois, was besieged in his foit m his village, and after a most desperate resist- 
ance, killed with upwards of foity of his retainers, while in the latter. Deep 
Singh, the old Thakoor Zemindar of Dhunaree, was muideied with many others 
of Ms village, and his head severed and brought in tiiumph into the Aheer 
villages of Bhiraothee Black-mail also was freely levied by the rioters from 
all the bunniyahs and muhajans in their neighbouihood, and the valuable Indigo 
Factories of the Messrs Donald, situate at Budaon, Bilsee, Oojhanee, and 
Bissowlee, not only plundered, but completely gutted, at Bilsee and Budaon in 
particular nothing but the bare walls being left, the iron boilers moreover being 
taken out of the woiks, and shot cast therefiom The town and rich mart of 
Bilsee was dehberately plundered, foi upwards of a fortnight, by the Thakoors 
of the neighbourhood, the very foundations of the houses in the bazar being 
dug up in seaich of tieasuie Bands of marauders from the north-western 
pergunnahs of the district also went up to, and shared in the plunder of, the 
town of Chundousee in Mooradabad 

In the scenes of rapine and violence which took place at this period, the 
following individuals and villages would appear to have been conspicuous in 
their own respective localities — 

In Goonoui — The Aheer Zemindars of Neora Beora, Bheraothee and other 
adjacent villages of the same brotherhood, Shurfoodeen of Nugla Ajmeiee, 
and Seetaim Aheei of Budiowlee 

Kote and Bilsee Khos — Anund Singh, Zemindar of Bilse, Lakhraj Singh 
and Thumun Singh, Zemindars of Goodhnee, Soobha Singh and Sewaram, 
Zemindais of Beolee, Naiain Sing, son of Kiipal Singh of Bhitouia, Bhao 
Singh of Sertoul, Seeta Pusya of Dhurehia, and Futteh Singh, Zemindar of 
Behria 

Oojhanee — Luchmun Singh of Oojhanee, Badam Singh of Sunjurpoor, 
Bhoop Singh of Thutoulee, Chetta Singh, Zemindar of Sirsowlee, Man Singh, 
Madho Singh of Buseema, Hurhur Singh of Kukora, and Jugmohun Singh of 
Huchoura 

Budaon — Bhaee Singh of Khunuk, Dhunjee Singh of Bufeeabad, Jaimul 
Singh, Soobuin Singh of Rusoolpoor, Tulfee Singh and others of Nugla 
Shurkee 

Datagunge and Oosaith — Surdar Khan, Muhrab Khan and other Puthans 
of Kukiala, and the Thakoois of Datagunje under Keeruth Singh, Bekhtawur 
Singh and others 

Bissoivlee — Futteh Singh and others, Zemindais of Rehria, Nubbee Khan 
of Hutia, the Thakoor Zemindais of Leekiee, and Uzeez Khan of Bissowlee, 
and Nehal Singh, Zemindar of the same place 

Suhesivan — Hydur Elhan and Futteh Ally Khan of Suheswan, Ramanund 
Hissoodar of Kurria Maiee, Soomer Singh of Bubrala, Sheie Singh of Muih- 
koole, Narain Singh of Peepree, Goolab Singh and Luchmun Singh of Bhois 

Islamnugui — Shahamut Ally, Meer Khan, Nasar Ally, Dhun Singh, 
Budan Singh, and others 

In the town or rather Kusbash of Datagunge, the Thakoors first purposed 
to plunder the Tehseelee, but were kept in check by the remonstrances of the 
A 91 
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Tehseeldar Cheyt Singh He, m the meantime, had sent into Budaon to his 
friends for assistance These persuaded ten of the late Magistrate’s sowars to 
set out for Datagunge On then ai rival the Tehseeldar packed the treasure, 
partly on a light countiy cart, and gave sundry bags to the sowars to cany 
The latter decamped with these on the road in, and the Tehseeldai, to avoid, it 
may be persumed, a demand from the lebels, or from what other pretext it is 
not known, divided, on his aiiival at Budaon, the balance amongst the Tehseel 
Chupprassies who had accompanied and escorted him in 

About the same time m the north-west portion of the district, one Azeez 
Khan proclaimed himself Soobah of Bissowlee, being joined by the Paishkai of 
the Government Tehseel there, and othei sei rants of Government He again 
was dispossessed for a time by Thakoor Nehal Singh, but he succeeded even- 
tually in obtaining possession of the greater portion of the money in the 
Tehseel, and making off with it to Khan Bahadooi Khan at Baieilly The 
Thakoors of the neighbouihood also, about this same time, banded together 
to plunder Bissowlee and came as far as the village of Kijia on the banks of 
the Sote, about a mile from Bissowlee, destroying wantonly during their 
stay there the Government bridge over the liver, but Chundun Singh, Zemindar 
of Bhanpooi in Kote, interfered and made peace between the parties, that in 
Bissowlee at this period being under the command of Azeez Khan In the 
neighbourhood of Budaon, Khaee Singh of Khunnuck led a band of Thakoors 
against the cii,y, but was repulsed 

17th June — The Thakoors of the adjoining villages attacked Shekoopoor, 
but were repulsed by the zemindars of that place On the same date the 
Nazim Abdool Ruheem Khan ariived in Budaon from Bareilly vvuth Bussahut 
Oollah as his Naib He immediately set about organizing his establishment 
Zoolfekai Oodeen, the former Foujdaree Sherishtadar, took office under the re- 
bels as Deputy Magistiate, and Tufussul Hoosein, a foimei, but pensioned, Teh- 
seeldar as Deputy Collector , Ruzee Ollah, Tehseeldar of Bissowlee under Gov- 
ernment, became Tehseeldar of Budaon under the rebels Mahomed Hoosein, 
another pensioned Tehseeldar, also became a Deputy Collector, and his brother, 
Ahmud Hoosein, formerly Naib Revenue Sherishtadai, became Sherishtadar 
under the rebels Those two men, the latter particularly, were most inveterate 
in their hatred to us Uzmut Oollah Khan was appointed Bukshee of the 
Fouj, and Saifoollah Khan, foimerly also a Tehseeldar in Government service, 
Sipah Salaroi Geneialissimo Wuleedad Khan, Munsoor Beg, and otheiswere 
nominated Rissaldais, Choudhrees Sifut Ally, Tufuzzool Hoosein and others, 
Koomedans , Luchmun Singh made Tehseeldar of Oojhanee, Badoollah Khan 
appointed Kotwal of Budaon, and so on with other inferioi post« 

The Nazim then issued perwannahs to all the former Sudder and Mofussil 
Omlahs, calling on them to attend to their respective duties All, with one 
or two exceptions, complied for fear of the consequences of a refusal, but 
many took an early opportunity to throw up their appointments 

July — Majid Ally, Tehseeldar of Goonour, left his Tehseels early in this 
month and came to Budaon, bi mging with him cei tain impoi tant papers relat- 
ing to the revenue collections of his pergunnah, which he made over to the 
Nazim Wuzeei Singh, the Thannadar of Goonour, wiih majority of his po- 
lice, and the Tehseel Omlah under then Peshkai Peibhoo Ball, still held out 
however at their posts at Goonour 

The Nazim now commenced to demand money from the villages adjacent 
to Budaon , some of the zemindais paid while others again lefused The Nazim 
upon this sent sowars and peyadahs to enfoice his demands, and burnt, as a 
punishment, the lefiactory Thakoor villages of Khunnuck and Rufeeabad 
He then commenced to collect any Government treasuie which had been 
left in the district, and for this puipose Ruzeeoollah, the Tehseeldar of Bu- 
daon, was sent to Cheyt Singh, late Tehseeldar of Datagunge, and the latter 
made to furnish a list of the chuprassies to whom the ti ensure fiom his 
Tehseel had been disbuised Such of these men as had not absconded were 
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apprehended, and made to refund what had been paid to them by their late 
Tehseeldar A foice also was’ sent to Suheswan to collect the money there, 
but Hydur Khan would only give up a small portion of it, retaining the largei 
share for himself 

Omiao Singh, Talookdai of Hutoolee, and the Zemindar of Rudoolee of 
Datagunge, were appointed Managers of Datagunge by Khan Bahadoor Khan 
The zemindais of the pergunnah, howevei, refused to acknowledge their 
authoiity, and collecting together in a large body undei their own leaders with 
one Huiloll Singh of Buksamah at then head, under the title of Dhapoodham, 
advanced with the intention of attacking Budaon A combat ensued on the 
skiits of the city, in which the Thakoors weie worsted, and they fell back 

August — The zemindars of the Bissowlee Pergunnah lefusing to ac- 
knowledge the authority of Nubee Khan of Huth^ra, the Tehseeldar of 
Bissowlee under the rebels, a gun, which had ariived fiom Bareilly, was des- 
patched with troops, the whole under command of Fussahut Oollah to coerce 
them A fight took place near Wuzeergunge with the Thakoors of Rehria 
undei Futteh Singh, in which the Mahomedans weie worsted, and Fussahut 
Oollah wounded , but being shortly after reinforced by another gun and fresh 
tioops under Niaz Mahomed Khan from Aonlah, they returned to the charge, 
and this time overpoweied their late victors 

The village of Kehria was sacked and burnt, and proceeding onward to 
Bissowlee after his victory, Niaz Mahomed Khan levied a fine of Rupees 3,300 
from the Bunyahs of that place, and Kupees 2,000 from those of the town of 
Wuzeergunge Measures also weie adopted by the rebels for collecting the 
revenue of the Bissowlee Pergunnah, Ruzee Oollah, who had been formeily 
Tehseeldar there, being sent foi with this end fiom Budaon 

About this same period Azeez Ahmud of Rampooi, having obtained from 
Khan Bahadoor Khan the faim of the Suheswan Peigunnah, came and established 
himself there with a couple of guns and an armed foice, and assumed the title 
of Chuckladai of Suheswan 

The Thakoors of Datagunge purposed to make a second attack on Budaon, 
but were awed by a force with guns sent out against them 

Captain Gowan crossed ovei into Suleympoor from Kheia Rujheia in the 
Shajehanpoor district, and was well cared foi and protected by Keeiuth Singh 
and other zemindars of the Datagunge Peigunnah, as weie also other European 
and Euiasian fugitives from the Bareilly district 

September — Mahomed Yar Khan came to Budaon in this month as Naib 
Nazim, and Ruhm Ally Khan also ai lived theie, a fugitive from the country 
acioss the Ganges, and pioceeding from Budaon to Bareilly, obtained fiom 
Khan Bahadoor Khan the faim of the Bissowlee and Islamnugur Peigunnahs 
He appointed one Ashruf Ally as his Naib Chuckladai, and Hoosain Ally as 
Tehseeldai, and these commenced forthwith to realize the revenues of the 
Pergunnahs 

Ahmud Oollah Khan of Kumbhul, in the Mooiadabad district, also took 
about this time the contract for the farm of the Goonour peigunnahs , but, 
having no foice of any strength with him at the time to enfoice his demands, 
and the AJieers of the Pergunnah, who had assembled in vast numbers, being 
adverse to his projects, he was obliged foi the time to defer entering into 
occupancy of the teiritory 

October — Eaily in this month Niaz Mahomed Khan, the lebel Generab 
maiched to Ooseith On the road a Rissalah of his under command of Bedai 
Khan plundeied the village of Khurkoulee, havin? murdeied first, in return for 
some supposed slight, the son of Zalim Singh, the Thakoor Zemindar of the place 
Early in this month also, fugitive rebels, hoise and foot, under command of 
Bala Rao, the nephew of Nana Rao, ciossed over into the distiict from 
Malagurh by Anoopshuhui Ghdt on the Ganges, and passed onwards to Shah- 
jehanpoor 
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TJie rebel Geneial Kiaz Mahomed E.ban paid a Visit to Suheswaft, and 
levied fines fiom the mei chants there 

Bhooieh Khan obtained fiom Khan Bahadoor Khan the lease of the 
Datagunje Pergunnah and commenced, With the assistance of the Thakoois, to 
collect the levenue thcie 

Wuleedad Khan of Malagmh and Ismael Khan came to Budaon fiom 
Baieilly, and obtaining funds from Suheswan, proceeded onwards to Futtehgurh 

Towaids the close of the month Mi J C Wilson, the Special Com- 
missionei, came to Koolia Nugua m the Soron Pergunnah of Etali to anange 
foi the escape from this side of the rivei of Captain Gowan Abdool Kuhman 
Khan, the Nazim of Budaon, hearing of his being in that neighbouihood 
pioceeded with troops to Kuclila Ghdt and lemained encamped there foi some 
fifteen or twenty days 

As the Pergunnah of Goonour had not up to this peiiod been taken 
possession of by the rebels, then Geneial maichcd with troops and guns 
and encamped at Islamnugui with the view of making aiiangements fiom 
thence for attacking the Aheeis 

Novemler — Early m this month the lebel General nitli his troops attacked 
Bhiraothee, the liead-quai ters of the Aheeis in Goonoui, being assisted by the 
zemindars of Bijlioee in the Moiadabad distiici, vho were longing to revenge 
the death of Deep Sing, the Thakoor of Dhanaree, whose murdei by the 
Aheers of Bhiraothee has aheady been alluded to m this narrative A fight 
took place at Bhiraothee on the 5tli November between Niaz Mahomed Khan’s 
force and the Aheers of Peigunnah Goonour, in which the latter were readily 
worsted Wuzeei Sing, the Thannadar of Goonoui, who wnth his police had 
held out till now, finding the lebels appioachmg them, ciossed ovei into the 
Boolundshuhui distnct and joined Mr Sapte, the Magistrate, theie , he was 
followed by the Tehseelee Oralah of Goonour The Thannah recoids were 
secreted by the zemindars of Goonoui, and the rebels took possession of those 
in the Tehseel 

About the 10th of this month Abdool Kuheem Khan w'as either dismissed 
fiom his post of Nazim of Budaon, or thiew it up from some cause, of his own 
accord He was succeeded by Mobaiuck Shah Khan as Nazim, and Ahmud 
Shah Khan as Naib Nazim Mooneer Khan was appointed Supeimtendent of 
the Gh4t, and Perukh Khan Ressaldar 

On 01 about the 20th of the month shots were exchanged with the British 
troops on the opposite bank of the Ganges, and those of the rebels stationed at 
Kuchla Gh;lt Ahmud Shah Khan and Mooneei Khan fell back fiom Kuclila 
to Oojhanee, and some of their foUoweis fled into Budaon 

December — A portion of the lebels who had been defeated by our foice at 
Gungeeeiee crossed over into this district, and came into Budaon About this 
same time the Nazim stationed tioops at all the principal ghfits on the Ganges 
to watch for the approach of any foice fiom the opposite bank 

About the 20th of this month Abdool Ruheem Khan, the foi mei Nazim 
of Budaon, obtained fiom Khan Bahadooi Khan the farm of the peigunnahs of 
Datagunge and Budaon, Ahmud Shah Khan and his brothers, laige and influ- 
ential Maufeedars m this distiict, being secuuties for Abdool Ruheem Khan 
The expedition to Futtehguih being just about this time contemplated, a fine of 
Rupees 40,000 was levied by the rebel General from the mahajuns, bunyahs, 
and others of Budaon to meet the expenses of it 

Janumy — Early m this month Abdool Ruheem Khan pioceeded to 
Datagunge, to enter into occupancy of that pergunnah He was accompanied 
by the lebel General Niaz Mahomed Khan, and some troops from Bareilly 
under Saifoolah Khan, formerly Jail Daiogah at that place First a dispute 
and afterwaids a fight took place between the new^-comers and the foi mei fanner 
of the Peigunnah, Bhooieh Khan. In this afiair Bhooreh Khan was moi tally 
wounded, and his son killed 
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About tbe 20th of the month the Geneial Niaz Mahomed Khan with all 
the tioops stationed at Budaon, as also a laige numbei of men fiom Baieilly, 
and some fiom Suheswan, marched out of Budaon with the view of pioceedmg 
to Futtehgiuh, and taking possession of that place in the Nawab’s name His 
force passing through Kukialah, by the Pathans of which it was augmented, 
crossed the Ganges at Soorujpoor Gh^t, and reached Jhunna Khai, situate 
between Ahmudgun^e and Shumshabad, plundering on the road the thannahs of 
Kaimgunje and Allygunje, cutting off the Thannadar’s head at the lattei place 
On receipt of the news of this slight success at Budaon, numbei s of persons 
set out to join the rebel camp, imagining that this was but the prelude to the 
capture of Furiuckabad, Fussahut Oollah and other influential lebels also set 
out to make aiiangements at Futtehgurh 

On the 27th of the month the rebels were suipnsed at Shumshabad by 
the foice under General Sir Hope Giant fiom Fuiruckabad, and utterly defeated 
with the loss of all then guns and baggade They fled with such precipitation 
across the Ganges as to reach, many of them, Budaon on the evening of the 
same day On his leturn to Budaon early in February from this ill-staired ex- 
pedition, the rebel General Niaz Mahomed Khan made several arrests of 
Hindoos One Mithoo Ball, formerly Thannadai of Datagunge, he had blown 
aw'ay fiom a gun, after subjecting him to great indignities This man had shown 
great kindness to Captain Gowan when in concealment, and a puiwanah was 
found on his person which led to his death Bukhtawui Sing, Thakooi of Belah 
Dandee, was also tied by his two aims to a tree, and flogged to that extent as to be 
left for dead Himmut Sing of Giidhoul and Keeruth Sing of Sulempooi escaped 
similar oi worse fates by paying heavy ransoms conti ibuted by their biothei hood 
Shortly after this Niaz Mahomed Khan again ciossed the Ganges and burnt 
the village of Oorer in the Soron Peigunnah, he then proceeded to Suheswan, 
and plundered several villages in that neighbouihood also 

Februaiy — No event of any importance would seem to have occurred in 
this month save that the rebel troops stationed at Kadiichouk, ciossed the 
Ganges, and plundered the village of Kesal in the Etah distiict 

Maicli — The Chuckladar of Suheswan with a force ciossed the Ganges at 
Dhauppei gh^t into the Allygurh Doab, but letiied after burning the village 
on that side after which the ferry take its name 

Towards the close of the month some of the rebel tioops ciossed over 
into Kadergunje in Etah and sacked the place, the Zcmmdei Gholam Nubee 
Khan having assisted Mr Wilson in rescuing Captain Gowan 

2nd April — Wuzeer Khan, the Wahabee, the former Sub-Assistant Sur- 
geon of Agra, was appointed Naib General, and placed in charge of Soorujpoor 
ghat Mohsun Ah Khan crossed over from Shahjehanpooi into the Budaon 
district after his defeat at Sungoon by General Seaton, and proceeded thence 
to Bareilly 

18ih Api il — Some 300 Jahadees, oi fanatic Mahomedans, came into Budaon 
fiom Bareilly 

27th Apul — The British foice under General Penny, with Mr J C 
Wilson, the Special Conimissionei as Civil Officer, crossed the Ganges at Noulee 
ghdt, and encamped on this side the iiver Then onward march to Kukialah, 
and the surprise, and subsequent action at that place, are too well known to re« 
quire more than a passing mention in this narrative The rebel infantry and 
guns were on that occasion commanded by the ex-Sub- Assistant Surgeon and 
traitoi Wuzeer Khan of Agia, and then cavalry by Munsooi Beg of Budaon 
The rebels were eventually driven back and dispersed with good slaughter, a 
number of the fanatics w’ho had accompanied Wuzeer Khan being killed On 
the same day on which this action was fought. Major Gordon’s column fiom 
Moiadabad surprised the lebels at Bissowlee, in the noith-west portion of 
the district 
A 92 
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The lebels at Budaon, learning of these simultaneous reverses, fled to 
Baieill}'-, first setting fire to then records The detachments of troops sta- 
tioned in difieient parts of the zillah speedily followed the example set them 
by then leadei The old lecoids of the Budaon Tehseelee which had not been 
touched by the rebels weie destioyed by the people of the city 

Ml Wilson, •when passing through the district, appointed two Thakoor 
zemindars, Hui Ball Sing and Beekum Sing, Managers, i espectively, on the 
pait of Government, of the Pergunnahs of Datagunje and Ooseith Bara 
Sing of P( pioul was also appointed Thannadar of Oojhanee, and Bhaee Sing 
of Khunnuk deputed foi the same purpose to Bilsee 

May — On the 12th of May Bukhtawar Sing of Beta Dandee, appointed 
by Ml Wilson Cotwal of Budaon, came Avith a large following of Thakoors, 
and took possession of the city 

On the 18th of May Shaikh Shurf Oodeen of Sheikoopoor entered at the 
lequest of the Commissioner of the Division temporarily on the duties of Teh- 
seeldar of Budaon 

About this same time also Ruheera Ah and Ins band crossed the Ganges 
near Suheswan, and broke acioss the Doab, making foi Gwalior, and mui dering 
Majoi Wateifield on the Giand Tiuiik load on then way 

The Officiating Magistiate of Budaon, who had bj' this time retuined to 
Baieilly fiom Shall] ehanpoor, then appointed two Thakooi Zemindars, Het Sing 
and Dal Sing of Seitole, to the management of the Suheswan Pergunnah, 
and these weie assisted by Roodui Sing, from Etah, with a laige following of 
Thakoors Chundun Sing of Baiipooi w^as also appointed simultaneously to the 
charge of the Kote and Bissowdee Pergunnahs 

In this month also one Baboo Ramnaiayun, foimerly a Goveinment 
Vakeel, and Mukdoom Buksh, a butcliei of Ohandousee, collected a laige body 
of rebels with guns, and stationing themselves at Islamuuggur, plundered for 
some days the country side lound 

The Thakoois under Daia Sing of Oojhanee tiied to attack and dispeise 
them, but were driven back They weie eventually disposed of by the tioops 
of the Rampooi Nawab under Hukeem Saadut All Khan, and dispersed with 
the loss of one of then leaders, namely, the Baboo 

On the 27th of this month (May) some 2,000 rebels, hoise and foot ■wnth 
some fifteen elephants, after breaking across the Doab, ciossed the Ganges at 
Jathee ghA,t near Khyra Julalpoor, m the Ooseith Pergunnah of this distiict, 
and though closely pressed by two columns sent aftei them for that puipose 
fiom Shahj ehanpoor, succeeded in making good their passage into Oudh They 
gave themselves out as Tantia Topee’s followeis, and aie supposed to have been 
a poition of the fugitive rebel foice from Jhansee 

Zid to 7th June — Biigadier Coke’s column from Shabjehanpoor ariived at 
Ooseith on the 3id of this month, and moved into Kukralah on the 5th, burning 
thiee lebel villages on the road The column reached Budaon on the 6th and 
large numbei of ariests took place, on that and following day, under the 
direction of Mi Ricketts, the Civil Officer accompanying, seveial important 
lebels being apprehended 

Zih June — The Officiating Magistrate of the distiict airived from Bareilly 
with a column under Colonel Wilkinson, consisting of a wing of the 42nd Royal 
Highlanders, a squadion of the Carabineers and a heavy batteiy This force 
maiched the following day for Moradabad md Bissowlee, whilst the Officiating 
Magistiate attached himself to Colonel Coke’s column, which left also for the 
same destination, but vid Sulieswan 

The 10th and 11th of the month w^ere spent at Suhesw’an, the column 
having halted there for the second day Two notorious lebel villages were 
bui nt on the road by the foice, as on the advance fiom Ooseith, and many 
ariests also took place 
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On tlie 12th the force left for Islamnuggur, which was reached on the 13th, 
and seveial rebels, who from then wounds had evidently been engaged in the 
late conflict with the Nawab of Rampoor’s tioops, were appiehended and shot 
The column then left for Moiadabad vid Chundousee, whilst the Magistiate 
proceeded to the Pergunnah of Goonoui, after a circuit of which and that of 
Suheswan he eventually retuined to Budaon eaily in August 

The district had by this time become well settled, and the revenue was 
coming in lapidly 

A table is subjoined showing the weekly collections of revenue for the first 
thiee months, fiom the time of our setting foot in the district, as illustrative of 
the giadual restoiation of oidei and government

Narrative) or events attending the outbreak op disturbances and the 
RESTORATION OD AUTHORITY IN THE DISTRICT OF SaHARUNPOOR IN 1867-68 


No 84, dated Saharunpoor, 26tli September 1857 

Fiom — II Spankie, Esq , Magistiate, Sabarunpooi, 

To — F Williams, Esq , Commissioner of the 1st Division, Meerut 

Being about to leave the distiict in. anticipation of sick leave, I have 
the honor to submit the following repoit of events in this ziUah fiom the 
12th of May up to the 26th Septembei 

2 The news of the outbreak at Meerut reached Saharunpoor on the 12th 
Mav Tlie intelligence was at once forwarded to Umballa The next day I 
oidered all the ladies and childicn out of the station to the hills. 

3 The news of the massacre at Delhi soon followed * 

4) It was not to be expected that this district could remain quiet foi any 
length of time The plundering tube of Goo]urs was the fiist affected, and 
the Ranguis were not fai behind them There was, however, no geneial 
outbreak until the disturbances at MozufFurnuggur occurred Then wave after 
wave of disquiet rolled through the district 

6 Por the protection of the district, station, and town of Sahaiunpooi, 
extra police were raised The extent and nature of the increase are noted m 
an Appendix to this lepoit I also raised fifty sowars 
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Infantiy) undei Captain Garstin The appearance of the tioops was most 
opportune, and confidence for a time w'as lestoied 

15 On the 30th May I went down towards Mungloui accompanied by 
Messis Tienchj Plowden, and Edwaids, and by Captain Gaistm We weie 
joined at midnight at a given point by Mi Bobeitson and Captain Wyld, who 
had been on duty to Deobund Oui intention was to attack the village of 
Manuckpoor in the hope of appiehending the headman, Oomiow Singh, foi 
whose apprehension a laige rewaid had been offeied This man bad been veiy 
forward, calling himself Baja, and levying money fiom the suiiounding villages 
His intelligence was too good foi us, and we found the village all but deseited 
It was burnt, and we captuied a few piisoneis I took with me on this occasion 
some thiity of the 29th and Captain Garstin’s company, and was joined, as stated 
above, by Mr H D B/obertson, Joint-Magistiate, and Captain Wyld, with a 
poition of the 4th Light Cavaliy 

16 I had detached Mi Bobertson and Captain Wyld to Deobund, which 
was thieatened by the people of the Khatah, a notoiious part of the district 
Of then proceedings I submit Mi B-obeitson’s own report, mde Appendix. 
Major Williams gave valuable assistance on this occasion 

17 On the 2nd of June an outbreak occurred in the company under 
Captain Garstin Several of the men had been unsteady, and on the evening 
of the 2nd, sixteen weie allowed to cut their names They managed to secure 
then muskets, and when oideied to receive their pay, refused to take it, and fell 
back to the gate of my compound, close to which they were encamped, and 
commenced filing on Captam Gaistin and the men who remained with him 
One of the mutineeis was shot, I believe, by a Havildai Messis Brownlow 
and Home, Engmeeis, and Plowden, of the 4th Cavalry, who had been out foi a 
drive and on leturning had met with an accident, weie filed upon, but happily 
the shots missed Captain Wyld in his endeavour to reach his own men was 
also filed at thrice I went (having been at the spot where Captain Gaistm was 
paying the men) to make my sowais, ten of them stationed in the compound, 
follow the mutineers, but I found that they bad lun on the first shot towards the 
city The evening was gathering in fast, and the villains escaped 

18 On the 3rd of June the Gooikhas under Major Bagot anived, bring- 
ing the cholera with them However the arnval was of great importance We 
had lost confidence in the lemaining portion of the 5th, and also in the 4th 
Light Cavalry The news of the mutiny of the 29fch Native Infantiy at Moiada- 
bad had also been leceived 

19 On the same evening I took a portion of the Gooikhas and some of the 
4th Light Cavaliy to attack and disperse a body of Goojuis assembled near the 
Treasury with intent to loot it The rebels on seeing the force retreated They 
had withstood the Cotwal and police during the day The Cavalry pursued 
them foi some distance On this occasion we also had a few men of the 5th 
and other Irregulars on leave belonging to the district A few men were cut 
up, and some piisoneis made Two villages were burnt In this affair I was 
joined by Mi Biownlow and most of the residents, and of course by my own 
ofliceis All could not go, though they were willing to be useful 

20 Mr Bobeitson, Joint- Magistrate, had all along been repeatedly em- 
ployed on detached duty Eor instance, on the 23id of May, he cleared the 
road to the hills, returned on the 26th, and left for Deobund the same evening 
He was also at Boorkee in the beginning of June, looking after the collections 

21 On the 16th of June a party of Goorkhas was detached to meet a 
body of the Jullunder mutineeis, some 300 strong , Lieutenant Boisiagon and 
Mr Edwards accompanied the party The mutineers lost no time in traversing 
the district, in fact they almost lan through it, marching from the foot of the 
hills to the south border rn tlirrty hours 

22 On the I7th or 18th of June a second party under Major Bagot with 
tliiityof the Irregulars under Captain MacDougall of the Stud Department, 
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accompanied by Mr Eobertson, -vrcnt on a similar expedition, but they Tvore 
unable to catcb tbe mutineeis 

23 On tbe 20tb of June Mr Eobeitson started on tbe leceipt of intelli- 
gence fiom Nukoor, leporting that that place was tlueatened It was attacked 
by Goojurs befoie be could reach it Tbe Tebsecl and tbe police cbowkey were 
burnt and tbe records weie destroyed. Mi Robertson’s report is submitted 
Siisawab was also looted Mr Plowden punished several villages in this neigb- 
bouibood 

24i On tbe 9tb of July tbe company of tbe i9tb Native Infantry at tbe 
Treasury decamped from tbe station We weie all at dinner about 8 p H , when 
it was reported that tbe twelve men over Captain 'MacDougall’s treasure chest bad 
deserted then post , and Majoi Bagot instantly turned out bis men and we started 
for tbe Treasury, distant near a mile from tbe barracks, Messrs Ticncb, Edwards, 
Robertson, Brownlow of tbe Canal, &c , accompanying us We arrested tire 
guard at the Post OlBce, whoso muskets were loaded, and who evidently intend- 
ed to have gone also when opportunity offered Wo then passed on to tbe 
Treasury, and found the baiiack deserted, tbe office lights burning, but no 
guard present All tbe seals and locks were right , but tbe guaid bad fled in 
such a burry that they bad left tlieir cooking utensils, blankets, &c , behind them 
Captain MacDougall bad remained to bring up the Puttecala Itorse, forty 
of whom relieved tbe ditb Light Cavalry Detachment left hero when Captain 
Wyld returned with Mr Plowden to Jugadbree But as these men bad only 
matchlocks, and it was laining bard, they did not like turning out We bad to 
place a guard over tbe Treasury and buildings , besides on so dark a night and 
in tbe pouring lain it was not considered advisable to detach any men in jiursuit. 
Tbe Eoujdaiy sowais however were ordered by mo to follow up the mutineers and 
catcb them Tbe Jemadar brought in a musket tbe next morning, which bad 
been dropped on the load to Delhi ud Rampoor Seventy-nme men got off 

25 On tbe lltb July Mr Robertson wont ogam to Rooikee in order to 
visit, in conjunction with Captain Road, Commanding at Roorkee, the Kbadir of 
tbe Ganges, and put doun the Bunjaiabs, who bad been committing gi cat 
excesses A copy of Mi Robertson’s report on this attack was foi warded 
with my letter No 68 of 7tb August 1857 The tour was eminently success- 
ful I insti noted Mi Robeitson to leturn vid Deobund, wbei e very signal 
punishment was inflicted on tbe msuigents, who bad looted one-thud of tbe 
town 

26 I was compelled to recall tbepaity to Sabarunpooi, for I bad received 
intelligence of a proposed attack on tbe station and Jail by tbe Goojuis, 
Rajpoots and Ranguis, aided by tbe lowei Mabomedans of the city I dis- 
armed tbe Jail guard, some of the men m which bad listened to ovcitures 
from tbe city, and replaced tbe guard by forty men of tbe Gooikbas Colonel 
L’Estiange, Commanding at Landoui, to whom I sent an express, ordeieddown 
forty Europeans, who aiiived on the 27tb, tbe ovemng before the proposed attack, 
which in consequence of our reinfoi cements did not come off Tbs Europeans 
remained until after tbe Mubuirum, which passed off tianquilly, as did a 
urge fair which was held (at the same time that tbe Tazeeas ueie earned) 
within tbiee miles of the town Before the Muburium we leceived tiro 
6-poundei guns from Meerut 

27 I bad previous to tbe great day of tbe Mubuirum removed tbe 
Cotwal into tbe district to Nukooi, where be could do no barm Not having 
evidence against him at tbe time, I could not try him, and I could not get iid 
of him, as bis home is in Sbabjebanpooi, to which place I could not send him 
After be went to Nukooi, I obtained evidence of a satisfactory cbaiacter 
against him, bad him aiiested, and, according to aiiangements pieviously made 
with Ml Baines, deported him to Dmballa This case will engage a sepaiate 
lepoit Ml Oolledge, Assistant Magistiate, and Lieutenant Boisiagon aiicsted 
him Ml Colledge’s report is one of tbe Appendices 
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28 I have not attempted to describe the doings of Messrs Robertson, 
Plowden, oi Oolledge, as I was not present with them I was unable to leave 
the Sudder Station for any time together Any hint of doing so, acted like a 
panic on the Hindoos in the city, and the late Oommisisonei was of opinion 
that I could supeiintend all matteis best in the station But besides the 
events desciibed by others theie was a gallant defence of Kunkhul by the 
townspeople, Biahmins and otheis, who lolled down bouldeis and stones on 
the heads of the dacoits Kunkliul is a veiy wealthy place, and I think al- 
though the Biahmins and lesidents can aflfoid to pay for the extra police I 
made them enteitain there, the Government might take a shaie of tbe expense 
This might be separately lepoited on In Deobund too the Mahomedan 
population made a gallant defence on two occasions against the Khatah villains 
Ror this, two chowkeedais weie rewarded by me They weie wounded in a 
night attack On tbe first attack the Thannahdai, Epipihan Shistan, deseited 
his post and fled to Sahaiunpoor I replaced him by Man Singh of Gungoh, 
who has done well up to date 

29 Since these events occuiied in the district, Mr Lowe, who was 
appointed on the 28th July 1857, on his own volunteering to do duty heie, 
leaving the hills to which he had gone on medical certificate, has been 
employed m collecting the revenue in Deobund On receiving this valuable 
young officer’s report I shall submit it to you Mr Melville, my extra Joint- 
Magistiate, smco 14ith August 1857 has also been collecting in Roorkee Teh- 
seel 

30 A portion of Captain Hughes’ Regiment of Punjab Irregulars was 
ordered here in order to give me sowars, the want of which has been felt I 
sent fifty of these men to Mozuffemuggur to Mi Edwards, fifty -five with Mr 
Lowe to Deobund, and thirty with Mi Melville to Rooikee When the dis- 
turbances at Thannah Bhowan broke out, Mr Lowe at once joined Mr Edwaids, 
and Captain Hughes sent him twenty more men Both Messrs Lowe and 
Melville were present at the attack on Thannah Bbowan , the former, I legiet to 
say, was severely wounded I ordered him in, though he wished to join the 
force now piepaiing to go to Thannah Bhowan Mr MelviUe, being no longer 
required at Mozuffemuggur, has letuined to his duty and is at Munglour, 
but the sowais with a few exceptions have been left with Mr Edwaids 

31 Tbe thanks of the Government aie due to the whole of the residents 
of this place, all of whom aie Government Officers, Covenanted or Uncovenant- 
ed I have always received the most coidial co-operation from all Mi 
Robertson, Join t-Magisti ate, has paiticulaily distinguished himself thioughout, 
being always ready lor any duty, and eneigetically carrying out what he was 
sent to do Mi Edwaids, though posted as Joint-Magistiate to Mynpoorie, 
gave me every assistance that his long experience and local knowledge of the 
zillah could suggest He was subsequently posted to Mozuffeinuggiii as 
Officiating Magistrate Lieutenant Biownlow, Supeiintendent of the Eastern 
Jumna Canal, before his departure to camp at Delhi, and in the eailiei pait 
of the disturbances, inspued all with confidence , to me he was an excellent 
counselloi, indefatigable in organising our lesistauce, and always ready for duty 
outside He received a letter of thanks from oui late lamented Commissioner, 
Ml Gieathed So did Mi Robertson, of whom I should say more did I not 
feel that his own reports best illustrate the service he perfoinied 

32 It was owing to Captain MacDougall that our tioops were able to 
make rapid marches, as caiiiago was difficult to obtain, and Captain Mac- 
Dougall was always ready to supply us with Stud caits and cattle, at gi eat 
incouYenience, as they were much leqmied lor Stud purposes Captain 
MacDougall moieovei took upon himself the entire charge of the Iiiegulars 
on leave, who have done well Having been in this service himself, he knew 
how to deal with these men, which was of great advantage to me 

33 I am also much indebted to Mr. Plowden, who twice entered the 
distiict to assist me, and both near Nukoor and at Siisawar did good service 
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It -would be dilDcult to speak with sufficient praise of the way in which 
Captains Wyld and Gaistm managed then men whilst hcio Deseilions took 
place flora the foimci’s force, and the mutiny occuued m the lattoi’s company. 
Nothing hut then constant watchfulness kept the men together Both legi- 
nients, as is well known, hare since been disairaed 

34 Since the Gooikhas came heie there has been a long continuance of 
quiet, to which Lieutenant Boisi agon’s treatment of the lehels in Peigunnah 
Gungoh gieatly contiihuted This officci leceii cd from Mr Gieatheda warm 
letter of thanks foi his good seivice on this occasion and on otlieis My thanks 
aie also due to Ma 3 or Bagot foi his constant assistance and support since ho 
joined the station 

35. But all the residents aie deserving of piaise for their ready co-opera- 
tion when lequired It is impossible to name all, though all weie eier eager to 
be of service Among the uncovonantod body, I think Mr Hyde did useful 
service, accompanying Mi Robeitson on sevcial occasions and distinguishing 
himself when out on duty 

36 Ml 'Willcocks, Deputy Superintendent of the Eastern .Tiimna Canal, 
was very useful also on seveial occasions But ue soon lost his sei vices, as he 
proceeded to -join the camp at Delhi 

37 I propose shortly to submit a list of the villages, the headmen and 
inhabitants of which paiticulaily misconducted themselves, and I would pro- 
pose that their lights should bo confiscated 

38 I also submit with this lepoit returns sho-wing the numbci of ullages 
burnt, and tbe total number of offenders punished by Court-Martial since the 
30th May, both here, at Boorkce, and at Dcobund, and elseuheie in the distiict 

39 I have asked Captain Bead to submit a biief report fiom Boorkce 
I am particulaily indebted to this officer and to Captain Drummond of the 
Canal Department, then services were biought to joui notice when I submit- 
ted Mi Bobcitson’s lopoit No 213, dated 4th August 1857 Captain Bead 
has been estiemely an-vious to assist me and picseivc peace and oidei It is 
also well known to the Government that in tbe first instance Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel Baud Snuth’s energetic measuies seemed order at Booikec and the siu- 
loundmg villages 

40 I submit a memorandum showing the nuniboi of days in which Mr 
■Willcocks, and Messrs Hyde and Eox, were omplojed in the district, and coii- 
sidei that they aie entitled to deputation allowance whilst so employed 

41 I also beg to submit a leturn showing the names and number of out 
community, who were here befoie the relief fiom Dmballa was obtained 

42 I have alieady biought to the favorable notice of Government the 
good conduct of some of the native officeis I shall shortly bring that of 
otheis to your notice 

43 In conclusion, I have only to add that fiom the 12th May up to the 
present time Government offices have been open, and the demand and collec- 
tions on the 15th September weie as follows —

1 HAVE tbe honoi, in continuation of my lepoit of tbe 26tb Septembei 
1857, No 84, to forwaid, having received it to-day, tbe copy of Mi W C 
PloTvden’s leport on bis proceedings in tbis distiict, dining tbe time that tbe 
zillab was eminently disturbed, and oui bold over it precaiioiis 

2 This lepoit foims a poition of tbe pioceedings alieady communicated 
I bave alieady expiessed my gieat sense of Mr Plowden’s eneigy and assist- 
ance to me. 


Dated Umballa, 3rd Febiuary 1838 
From — W C Plowdex, Esq , Assistant Commissioner, 

To — R Spankie, Esq , Magistiate, Sabai unpoor 

It was on tbe nigbt of tbe 19 tb May that I fiist became aware of tbe 
danger to wbicb tbe Sabai unpoor district was exposed I bad that evening 
been despatched from IFmballa with a squadionof Native Eegular Cavaliy and 
two Companies of Native Infantry, to preserve order to tbe west of tbe Jumna 
Pinding fiom your letter to tbe Commissioner of tbe Cis-Sntlei States, which 
I bad opened, that you were in want of assistance, I put myself in communi- 
cation with you, and on 21st May marched with tbe Cavalry to Siisawa, where, 
as you will remember, sevoial petty lobbciics on tbe highway bad already 
occurred, and where more serious crimes were anticipated At the same time 
I requested Captain Garstin to despatch a Company of tbe Native Infantry 
undei bis command to your aid at Sabaiunpooi 

2 Tbe appearance of tioops at Siisawa bad its effect Confidence was 
m some degree restored amongst tbe townspeople The shops which bad been 
closed were re-opened, and tbe Tbannab Police was augmented by an addition 
of twenty Slid) matcblockmen under tboDyalguib Smlais Tbe headmen of 
Cbowiee, tbe mbabitants of which village bad rendered themselves conspicuous 
by several acts of impudent criminality, weie scveicly flogged Then bouses 
weie also destroyed The punishments thus inflicted brought about a temporary 
dimmution of ciime in the immediate neigbbouibood of Siisawa 

3 Tbe instructions I bad received fiom Umballa were explicit, and I was 
unable to stop longer than a day at Siisawa But I did not return to tbe 
Umballa District till Captain Garstin’s company bad crossed tbe river on then 
way to Sabarunpoor We met them on tbe march, and it was then I discovered 
tbe probable value of tbe assistance they would render you They bad behaved 
mutinously whilst at Jugadbiec But it was too late to order them back In 
fact it was a question wbetbei tbe order, if given, would be obeyed 

4 Shortly after my return to the light bank of tbe river, I received 
orders to break down the budge of boats over tbe Jumna But as tbe Umballa 
District towaids tbe Jumna was perfectly quiet, whilst Sabaiunpooi was very 
unsettled, and your position there for tbe time precarious, it became a matter of 
necessity to be prepared to give you immediate assistance should you call for it 
I therefore decided on allowing tbe budge to remain Nothing could bave bad 
a worse moral effect than tbe proposed measure, which would have entirely cut 
off our best means of communication with Sabarunpoor and Meerut 

5. On the 23rd May Mr Baines authorized me to use my discretion in 
crossing tbe river to your assistance, and at youi lequest I marched with tbe 
cavalry on tbe 25tb to Sabarunpoor It was considered not improbable that 
tbe Mabomedans might take advantage of tbe Eed, which occuiied on the 
26tb, to create a distuibance But whatever may bave been tbeir intentions, 
that festival passed away without an outbreak All apprehensions on this score 
being allayed, you arranged to improve tbe opportunity afforded by tbe presence 
of cavalry, and to punish both the dacoits about Deobund and tbe disaffected 
towards Nuckooi With tbe operations near Deobund I was not concerned, 
but a portion of tbe cavalry under Captain Wyld was despatched to that toun 
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Tvitb Mr Eobeitson A second poifcion consisting of tliuty tioopers was left at 
Sabaiunpooi, and witb tbe lemaindei under Lieutenant Plowden I proceeded 
to Taipab Tbeie, as you lemember, a man named Buksbee bad assembled a 
laige body of followers witb wbom be tbieatened to attack Nuckooi or Siisawa 
He bad become tbe terror of that poition of tbe district Nor was bis influ- 
ence less noxious in Tbaneysui We were not so fortunate as to capture bim, 
tor though the docoits came out to the walls of the village with confldence and 
fired a few desultory shots, yet they broke and dispersed as soon as the tioopers 
drew near, the neighbouring jungle affording them shelter, and the deep fords 
of the Jumna a means of escape into Tbaneysui 

But though Buksbee remained at large, the object of the expedition was 
in a measure attained The village of Taipah was burnt to the ground The 
lieadmen were secuied, and a quantity of cattle was captured It was made 
evident to the people that dacoity could not be practised with entire impunity, 
and tbe influence of Buksbee was for a time considerably dimmisbed 

6 On oui letuin to Sahaiunpoor both the parties under Captain Wyld 
and Lieutenant Plon den united, and on the 29th proceeded in concert to attack 
Nanuckpooi As this expedition was conducted under youi eyes, I need not do 
more than allude to it 

7 Tbe Nusseeree Battalion was expected on the 3rd June, and the troops 
under Captain Wyld and Captain Gaistin were directed to march that morning 
This Older excited discontent amongst the men of the 6th Native Infantry, and 
on the evening of the 2nd, disaffected spurts in tbe company broke out into 
open mutiny Captain Gaistm’s personal influence with his men was success- 
fully excited, and out of seventeen mutineers who made off, one was shot by 
his more loyal comrades It was in consequence of this oiltbieak, I beheve, 
that large bauds of Goojurs assembled on the 3id to attack Sahaiunpoor You 
were present with the tioops when we moved out agamst the rebels I shall 
not theiefoie make any remarks on the matter 

On the 6th we returned to Jugadiee, leavmg twenty-five troopers under 
the command of a Jemadar at Sahaiunpoor 

It was not till the 16th that them was any necessity foi our return to your 
side of the iivei Having heard fiom you that the Jullundm mutineeis, who 
had passed through tbe south-westein portion of the Doon, were on thou way 
to Chilkana, Captain Wyld at my request marched from Dadoopooi to intercept 
them, at the same time I proceeded with 150 Putteeala Irregular Horse to 
Chilkana But the mutineers had gone through tbe place the day before our 
arrival Then march thiough the district bad the effect of again unsetthng 
that portion of the country, and on the 21st of the month I received intelli- 
gence that dacoits were assembling round Siisawa with the intention of looting 
tbe town A tioop of cavalry under Lieutenant Wise at once marched by the 
fords to that place, while I accompanied Captain Gaistm and his men by the 
road The dacoits on hearing of oui approach took to then heels, but the 
mischief had already been done The four villages which had been the 
gatheung places of tbe dacoits I burnt, and the few prisoners I was able to 
seize were sent to you foi punishment 

I have omitted to mention, that on my return from Chilkana I sent fifty 
of tbe Putteeala Irregulars to youi aid at Sahaiunpoor 

Tbe looting of Sirsawah was the last occasion on which there was any 
necessity for my entering your district Could I have been of any assistance 
to you at any other time, I should have considered it good fortune

I HAvn tbe honor to acknowledge your Circular No 13 of the March, 
enclosing coriespondence regarding the transmission of weekly narratives 
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; 2 I have aheacly submitted a narrative of events up to the 25th Sep- 

tember 1857 

3 Theie was nothing of any impoitance which happened during my 
absence m October Mi Robeitson ably conducted affairs, and the laige fair 
at Peeran KuUiar in the E-oorkee Tehseel passed off quietly 

4j The annoyance which commenced befoie my return has been in exist- 
ence to the piesent houi, namely, the gathering of lebels on the Bijnoui bank 
of the Ganges with occasional laids acioss, in one of which a police chowkee 
was burnt and some Iiiegulai Cavalry hoises, &c , cairied off 

5 To pievent these raids. Lieutenant Colonel Baud Smith, Commanding 
the Bistiicts of Sahaiunpooi and Muzuffurnuagui, established a moveable 
column, which as you know has done good seivice 

6 The most decisive blow however to this svstem of iiritation, was the 
defeat of some 1,000 lebels who ciossed at Mayapooi above Kunkhul These 
men, as you are awaie, burnt a bungalow and a chowkee at Mayapoor, which 
IS the canal head, but they injured neither any part of the town, noi the people 
They earned off a signaller of the name of B.oss, but when I last heard of 
him, four weeks ago, he was well and landly treated The details of Captain 
Boisragon’s action with the enemy are no doubt well known to you and need 
no lecapitulation from me 

7 Since the action at Kunkhul, I have been engaged in the district 
(Peigunnah Pyzabad Behut) testing measurements No one unacquainted 
with the ciicumstances of the past year could have guessed from the demean- 
our of the people that anaichy had existed during 1857 They go about un- 
armed and are civil and respectful in their beaiing I was seldom less than six 
houis a day in the fields w'lth them, and my escort was a couple of sowais It 
IS, however, only right to mention that the people of this peigunnah did not 
in any way inteifere with the Jullundur mutineers and otheis who passed 
through it, but this possibly was more from feai than fiom any decided sympa- 
thy W'lth them, for the peigunnah to the north of the district was on the 
whole well behaved The actual disoiders did not extend so far Theie was 
a restless feeling of insecurity on the north of the district, followed by some 
dacoities, but nothing more 

8 In December I w as for some time in the Roorkee Tehseel in Per- 
gunnahs Rooikee and Jowallapooi The people weie also civil and respectful, 
and showed no outward indisposition towards us Mr Melville continued until 
lately in this Tehseel reporting on the condition of Jowallapooi, and he had 
but a small escort But in point of fact there can be no confidence placed in 
the demeanoui or bearing of the people They would always be respectful and 
submissive until it is in their power to be otherwise The people of this 
district, and in all others m the country I suppose, have no sympathy with 
Government, British or Native Separate castes and communities have separate 
ends and desues to attain, and the weakness of Government is their strength, 
as I stated before in my report up to 25th September Revenge and loot in 
the first mstance led the agricultural communities here astray The bmmng 
of records, &c,in Tehseel Nuckoor was the crowning result of a determina- 
tion to have no obligations towards any one 

9 The common brotherhood of all Mahomedans is a very different 
matter, and I think it would be impossible to deny that they were in heart and 
soul against us They had everything to gam, and little to lose as a general 
rule They were in aims agamst the excesses of the Goojuis, simply because 
their time here had not come The Goojurs and others were out for a temporary 
gain and to make the best of the present The moment they found theirs a 
losing game, they stopped it, and they bow to the stiong hand as long as it is 
strong The Mahomedan population is evei against us I am told that in 
this and the Muzuffurnuggui districts they are bound by oath not to give 
decisive evidence against each other. 
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10 Of tlie temper of tlie people in Deobund and Nuckoor Teliseels I 
Tvill speak lieieaftci I am now m the Deobund Tebscel 

11 Since tlie Huidnai and Kunkbul affaii nothing of irapoitance has 
occuned I baiealieady lepoited the disaiming of Sabaiunpooi, and that I 
am engaged in disaimiug the distiict 

12 Of the conduct of Government ofliceis, I have spoken in sepaiate 
lepoits Tbcic IS no doubt that consideiable lukewai mness v as exlubited m 
leporting the intended passage of the Cazee at Huidwai by the townpeople, 
(enquiry into this IS now going oiil, and the Raos of Jowallapoor and other 
Mabomedans came undei suspicion, and the towns of Kunkbul, Jowallapoor 
and Huidwai weio disairaed at the time One Thannadai, dismissed fioin Ins 
post, loined the Delhi rebels in the eailiei stage ot the mutinies, and one 
Jemadai of police is supposed to have done the same thing The Cotwal of 
the town and Acting Tehseeldai of Nuckooi was, as you aie awaie, hung The 
Moonsiff of Shamlee was also executed Buikundazes and sowais avcio luke- 
warm fiom time to time in conveying messages, but on the whole I should say 
that Government servants behaved veiy well, and in these I include the ila- 
homedans also, some of whom have paiticulaily distinguished themselves by 
piactical loyalty 

13 Ilegaidmg the general condition of the countiv, I should say that it 
IS so far satisfactory, that theie is no leason toappiehend any serious loss of 
revenue to Government The suspension of business, and generally felt in- 
secuiity, at fiist will have caused inconvenience to individuals, but I do not 
think that the agiicultuial interests have suffered m this dish ict The land is 
well covered with umtei crops The autumn harvest, though not as good as 
might have been, was on the wliolo satisfactoiy, whilst the sugar crops have 
been abundant Dining the distiiibances, though undoubtedly some giain was 
burnt, I do not believe that much was destioyed I am told that in many 
instances what was carried off was given back by private airangement, when it 
was found that Goveinment still held its oun, whilst at the same time in a 
gieat many cases, as I should conceive, if A lobbed B and B u as stiong enough 
to lob 0, he did so — and that matters adjusted themselves in that way It 
should also be lemembeied that there has been of late a gieat market for 
grain of all kinds 

14i For the last five oi six months, however, the Courts have been filling, 
and numeious cases of violence which occuned in May and June, are under in- 
vestigation now by the Magisterial autboiities and special Commissioner These 
late enquiries weie of course unavoidable You uill have seen from the 
returns toimeily submitted to you that theie was sev eie punishment ten months 
ago, and I must say, I feel considerable anxiety regarding the complaints of 
dacoity, now investigated, lest injustice maybe done Dacoity is at all times 
an offence difficult to piove ag iinst individuals, but I conceive that evidence is 
far more open to suspicion now, so many months after the occuirencc of the 
Clime I greatly feai that the tendency to punish may lead to much peijuiy, 
and malicious but successful piosecution It may be that I ought to have 
taken up all these cases myself, but I have a great deal of woik of all kinds to 
do I do not mean to say that other officeis would not do the cases justice. 
What I mean is that I pmhaps know more about the villages themselves than 
any of the officeis now present in the district 

15 I am inclined to think that this point descives your oonsideiation, and if 
it be found that the Hawalats of the different Magistrates are filled with persons 
charged with dacoity and violence committed in the eailiei pait of the dis- 
turbances, it would be well to fix some peiiod after which no charge of dacoity 
and violence should be taken up for such offences committed piioi to September 
1857 

16 It would be far safer to punisb the villages than paiticulai villagers, 
by a severe fine or confiscation I am piepaiing a list of all villages engaged 
in dacoitv, which I hope to submit befoie long 
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17 Regal ding the condition of the country with lefeicnce to criminal 
statistics since August last, I should say that theie has been fai less ciime than 
usual Tins has piobably aiisen from fear of letiibution to come, fiom an in- 
disposition to heal appeals, and from the nearly total eclipse of the Sudder 
Couit Theie has been exceedingly wholesome and seveie punishment exhibit- 
ed, and with this theie has been no chance of escape after sentence 

18 I will now add in round numbers a statement showing the progress 
in collections up to 28th February

19. My presence in the Deobund and Nuckoor Tehseels will piobably 
quicken the realization of balance The most unceitain poition of the Rooikee 
balance will be found in Jowallapooi, legaiding which I hope I shall shoitly 
submit a separate leference, as this peigunnah has suffeied consideiably by the 
abandonment of the lands and the misbehavioui of some of the tribes I enter- 
tain a confident expectation of getting in all my balance with the above ex- 
ception 

20 Before finally concluding this lettei, I venture to suggest that it would 
be far wisei, with leference to the mteiest of Government and with regard to 
due enquiiy foi the protection of individuals, not to huiry on confiscations of 
estates, wheie no promise of pardon has been made, theie has been no con- 
donation of offences A crop is still in the ground, and oui object should be to 
secuie the May and June kist of 1858, and to obtain as far as possible all 
balance before we confiscate I see no reason to believe that theie will be any 
readmess to take confiscated estates, on condition of paying the balance due on 
them , and I doubt whether the late distuibances will not have diminished the 
value of landed propeity, and fiom puichase money Government would look to 
recovery of balance I think it not at all impiobable that capitalists will hang 
back fiom investment in land, paitly fiom a feeling of insecuiity at piesent, 
and chiefly because they enteitain an expectation that Government will make 
some gland changes, and they want to see what these changes wdl be

No 213, dated 4th August 1857 

Prom — H D Robertson, Esq , 

To — R Spankie, Esq , Collector of Saharunpoor 

As requested, I have the honor to furnish you with the following account 
of a tour from twhich I have just retuined On July 11th, accoiding to your 
instructions, I left Saharunpoor with thirty Seikh Hoise for the puipose of 
punishing certain Bunjarahs and Goojuis assembled at Futtuah in the Khadir 
of the Ganges, who had been committing depiedation on the villages to the 
south of Jowallapoor On arriving at Rooikee I received infoimation that the 
Bunjarahs had assembled in considerable force, and ns Captain Bead considered 
it advisable if possible to procure the assistance of some Gooikhas, an applica- 
tion was made to Saharunpoor, but being unsuccessful. Captain Bead ordered a 
gun accompanied by Europeans, with as many Sappeis as could be spared, to 
proceed with me undei the command of Captain MacLagan On the 14th, 
arrived at Jowallapooi, raining the whole day, 16th, maiclied, intending to 
attack Euttuah, but were unable to cross the Ban Gunga about five miles from 
-our destination, we therefore encamped neai its banks at a place called Banee 
Majara which had been looted and abandoned During the march through this 
lovely country it was distressing to observe the desolation caused by these 
lascals Eoi miles the villages were burnt down, and not a living soul was in 
the neigbbouihood. 16th, the rivei still higher The boats did not amve till 
late in the day, but even had they made their appearance earlier, we could not 
have crossed on account of the large amount of turns in this lapid stieara 
While at breakfast some filing was heard towards the rivei and shortly intelli- 
gence came in that the Bunjarahs had crossed While the tioops were getting 
under weigh two of us went down to see the actual state of affairs, and were fired 
at from the opposite side by a body of from seventy to one hundred men We 
returned the compliment with oui iifles, when they retired into the grass jungle, 
and the gun coming up drove them off altogethei 17 tb, the iiver considerably 

fallen , crossed in about four hours In the long grass came on a Bunjaiah, 
whose leg was broken by a rifle shot He stated that six had been killed and 
nineteen wounded on the previous day, amongst the former were the uncle and 
nephew of Sherah, their leader , and that 400 men had been present concealed 
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in the grass On leaching Futtuah we found that the Bunjaiahs had made a 
piecipitate letieat to an island on the Ganges A number weie, however, in- 
teicepted, and others shot m crossing Some grape was also fired wherever any 
number were seen on the island, hut with what e&ct it was impossible to dis- 
cover We now burnt Buttuah and six tandahs or temporary villages, drove off 
from three to four hundred head of cattle, and allowed the Jowallapooi Eaos, 
who had accompanied us and were considerable sufferers, to remove the 
plundered gram which was stored round Euttuali in large quantities July 
18th and 19th, camp returned to Rooikee Oni great enemy during this trip 
was the constant ram , for had we been able to cross the Ban Gunga on the 
first day, the prisoners assured us the Bun 3 arahs would have fought, hut having 
time to remove a considerable portion of then plundered proper tv to the island, 
it was not thought worth the risk Nor could we afford to risk the lives of tlie 
Europeans and Natir es by continuing long enough encamped in this low 
swampy land to procure boats from the canal, all those on the banks of the 
Ganges having been sunk Though the results were not so satisfactory as 
they might have been had the weather been more favourable, still the Bunja- 
lahs seem to have felt the loss of their cattle, as the following day eleven gave 
themselves up, olfeimg to betiay all the iiugleadeis if a suflBcient force would 
accompany them The news fiom Deobund houever made us move in that 
direction The prisoners taken in the Khadir weie tired at Eooikee, when 
eleven were hung, the remainder being released after receiving corporal pamsh- 
ment 21st, moved to Mahomedpooi with the same force as formerly, and 
here heard that the dacoits assembled befoie Deobund bad scattered, and 
returned to their respective villages 22nd, maiched to Deobund md ceitain 
villages in the vicinity of Poor in the Muzuffuinuggui district, who had 30 ined 
in the attack on Deobund Here we made piisoneis of the Lumbeidais and 
some notoiious chaiacters Euither on at Chota Sampla we suipiised a party 
of Goojuis in the act of dividing plundered property, and m the ravines below 
anothei party at the same woik, all this property was subsequently recognized 
in Deobund In the evening I examined the city and found that in the 
Mohullalis inhabited by the mahajuns, bunyahs, and other wealthy men, all 
property not removed had been broken up There was, however, little appear- 
ance of digging, so that I suspect the actual cash oi valuables piossessed by 
these men escaped In fact the resistance seems to have been so deteimined 
that theie could have been but little time at the disposal of the villagers 
to dig foi treasure The attack had been most systematically earned out, 
certain villagers confining their operations to particular Mohullahs The Mo- 
hullahs inhabited by the Goojuis, Mahomedans, and Chumais, were unin 3 ured, 
though actually on the outskirts of the city, from which it might be sus- 
pected that these parties had some mteiest in the attack, but I could find no 
plundered property in their houses Bagwan Singh, an important person here, 
with almost all his relations, was seveiely wounded in defending his house, 
and his son was earned off by the dacoits During the night I obtained exact 
infoimation of the 'tillage Sulahpoor, wheie Bagwan Singh’s son was concealed, 
and surrounded it at daybreak with the Scikh Horse and Captain Drum- 
mond’s Canal Sowars As Bagwan Singh had expressed considerable alaim 
that the child would be killed if the village was attacked, I offered a lewaid of 
Rupees 100 to any of our men u ho might succeed m bunging him out safely 
This had the desiied effect, and most of the men of the village being secured, 
we advanced to Bunhera, which had been the oiiginal possessoi of the boy, and 
from whom the village of Sulahpoor had captured him aftei a fight Here 
also we seized the men and burnt a poition of the village While Captain 
Drummond and myself were engaged in this diiection. Captain Read and Bois- 
lagon burnt the villages of Dookhchaiah and Alankee, from which the inhabi- 
tants bad fled During the 24th and 25th we were engaged in Examining our 
pnsoneis, and bunging them forward for xecogmtion by the residents of Deo- 
hund, and in the evening leceived oideis to leturn to Sahaiunpooi, in conse- 
quence of reports of an intended attack on that place This recall was unfoi* 
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tunate, as many of tlie leading villages weie left nnpunislied, in consequence of 
the unceasing lain duiing the 24th and 25th Still so seveie was the punish- 
ment inflicted on those attacked, that we may enteitain hopes of the Khatah 
remaining quiet foi some time While at Deohund forty-five men weie hung 
and seventeen sentenced to ten yeais’ impiisonment, the remaindei being released, 
some on secuiity 

In the line of countiy fiom Roorkee to Deohund and thence to Saharun- 
pooi we weie suipiised at the amount and luxuriance of the khureef crops, 
indicating tolerable agiicultuial pi aspects in spite of the disturbances 

Captains Read and Diummond aie entitled to the ’(Narmest acknowledg- 
ment from the ciiil autlioiities, on account of the inteiest they have taken in 
keeping the eastern portion of this distiict in ordei

In leply to your demi-official letter, I have the honor to forward the follow- 
ing account of my transactions in the inteiioi of the district since the com- 
mencement of the distuihances 

2 On the 23id of May, in consequence of repeated lohheiies on the 
Mohun road as ordered, I proceeded to Kheiee with some twenty !Fou]daiee 
sowais We caught two Chumais that morning in the act of plundering the 
dhk, and under an escort supplied by the Haiouiah zemindars, a hand of twenty- 
six men captured with plundeied piopeity weie forwarded to Sahai unpoor As 
the village of Gokul walla had attacked parties passing neai it, I determined 
to seize the zemindars, hut not considering myself strong enough to attack 
the village with sowais alone should resistance be offered, I called on Deedai 
Singh and the Kheiee zemindars to supply me with men The toimei at once 
brought about a hundred, the latter some fifty men, many of whom weie well 
armed We started at night, and by daybreak the village was suiiounded and 
the zemindais quietly seized All the chowkies were then doubled by enlisting 
a portion of the men who had so willingly come forward, and since that date 
there has not been to my knowledge any disturbance on this road Throughout 
it was painful to observe the totally deserted state of the load, still the loyalty 
of the ma 30 iity of the villages was very encouraging I here received much 
assistance iiom Mi Hyde of the Judge’s Office 

3 Returning to Sabaiunpooi on May 26th, I received your orders to pro- 
ceed to Deohund, foi which place I started the same night accompanied by 
Maior Williams, Captain Wyld, a troop of the 4th Lanceis, and thirty men of 
the 29th Native Infantry On approaching Deohund we were met by all the 
respectable inhabitants, who accompanied us into the city, where the whole 
population greeted us with the most hearty demonstrations of loyalty This 
town, as also all others of any importance in the district, I have invariably 
found throughout these disturbances decidedly loyal to Government 

On the 27th of May after caiefully examining several cases, I determined 
to punish the villages of Baboopooi, Euttehpoor, and Simplah Bukal These 
villages had united in an attack on a Russaldai and thiity armed men travel- 
ing with then families on the Bynour load The aged Ressaldar with several 
of his men weie severely wounded, then property plundered, themselves and 
Avives deprived of then clothes, and the whole pai ty driven back to Deobund 
During the day notices weie issued to the zemindars to appeal and answer the 
charge, but ascertaining that they had no intention of doing so, and had dis- 
patched hoi semen to all the neighbouring Goojui villages to collect reinforce- 
ments, it was determined to attack them at once, oui force being very small, 
<is a guard for the camp was necessary On approaching Baboopooi, we found 
some 400 mm drawn up and being in bogs where cavalry were useless, it was 
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for some time doubtful whether the sepoys would he up to the mark This 
delay emboldened the villagers, who came foiwaid luto the open ground Major 
Williams then advanced with the men of Ins onn regiment, and Captain Wyld 
shoitly after chaiging \uth thQ lancers, the whole were put to flight, seven of 
the villagers were killed and fifteen or si-vteen wounded, some of the latter n ere 
sent into the hospital at Saharunpooi , only one sowar on our side was hit when 
far to the lear, the villageis as usual flung veiy high. The thiee offending 
villages weie burnt down and then cattle seized 

4i It had been my intention to punish other villages to the westward, but 
being infoimed of the piepaiations made to receive us throughout the Khatah, 
where I was aware there were seveial old mud forts, it was determined not to 
proceed without a stronger force, as the slightest reveiso would have disoiganized 
the whole district at a very ciitical time We trusted that the example already 
made would keep them quiet till we could attack w ith certainty of success. 

6 On the 29th Mav w^e marched to Nagul, and there concerted measures to 
meet you w’lth some additional tioops eaily next morning, to attack the village 
of Manickpoor The villageis had however fled, and after your return to 
Saharunpoor, while encamped at lOieiah, the 29th N I, became extremely 
excited legaiding a missing man, who, as far as we could afterwaids find out, 
was killed by a Brahmin w'hilo plundering a temple As the 5th N I were 
also very excited, notw’ithstanding the long night march and W'ork of the 
morning, we determined to move again in the evening so as to engage the 
minds of the men This had the desued effect with the 29th, but a portion of 
the 6th mutinied a few days subsequently 

6 On the 6th of June I was ordered to proceed to Boorkee After 
visiting some refiactory villages, seizing some offendcis, and making arrange- 
ments regaidmg the collection of the levcnue, I returned to Saharunpoor 
on the 8th 

7 On the 17th June I accompanied Mi Bagot’s party in pursuit of 300 
of the Jullundhur mutineeis Aruving at the Khcrah about dark, which place 
they had left some tw'o houis pi eviously, it was consideied impossible to over- 
take them hefoie they weie well out of the district, even if w'e could discover 
their line of march through the suuounding jungle, so w'e letiirned the next 
day to Saharunpoor 

8 On the 20th June about 4 p si I leceived ordcis to proceed to Nuckoor 
which had been threatened by dacoits, thnty Gooikhas, foity Seikli (Putteealah) 
sowars. Mi Colledge, Assistant Magistrate, Mi Willcocks, Canal Oveiseei, aud 
Mr Hyde, of the Judge’s Office, accompanied me I aiiivod at Nuckoor with 
the Hoise about 11 p si , in time to see the tehseelee and thannah m flames, 
though not a vestige of the dacoits The Infantiy came in much later, but 
bt ing convinced that much of the plundered piopeity could not have been 
removed veiy far, started in puisuit at daybieak, sending the Gooikhas under 
Messis Colledge and Willcock’s due w'cst, so that then piobable position might 
be known I scoured the countiy w'lth the troopers, and when almost despair- 
ing of success came upon a large body of men and women removing the plunder 
into the village of Puttehpooi The plunder eis aud their property weie seized 
aud the village burnt It was not till late that wo got back to camp, and I 
shoitly after received in formation that the whole country round bad iisen to 
release our prisoners, on heaiing of the small force opposed to them A sowar 
was sent into Saharunpooi foi leinfoicements, but being attacked and obliged 
to return, two others were despatched via Sirsawab, and a fourth toIJmbehtah 
to call in the Iriegulais there stationed To be the moie piepared foi a night 
attack, the camp was lemoved to the top of a large biick-kiln ii eaily surround- 
ed by watei Parties with beating were assembled m the neighbouring 
gardens throughout the night In the morning while debating on the pro- 
babilities of leinfoicements arriving, we heard file flung at no great distance, 
which fiom its direction and legulaiity we concluded must be the Gooikhas, 
who shortly after made their appearance in high spurts, reporting that they 
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Bad been attacked by some 250 Goojurs wbom they bad dispersed 'We had' 
liaidly exchanged greetings when an outpost of Inegnlais brought infoimation 
of the advance of the villageis, and shortly after hearing then dhols we prepared 
to attack them 

9 J?or an account of the military operations in this quarter, I have taken 
advantage of Lieutenant Boisiagon’s report to Major Bagot The following is 
an extiact from it regarding the affair at Nuckoor — 

“About Gam on the 22nd wc leached the camp, wheie oui aiiival was 
heartily welcomed I had just fallen out my men, warning them to be ready 
at a moment’s notice, n hen we heard the dhols and shouts of a large body close 
to our camp I was sure the aiiival of my detachment was unknown to the 
insui gents, and theiefoie fell in the men bj’^ woid of mouth, told off a party of 
thuty under the Seigeaut-Majoi to advance sknmishing, sent a party of twelve 
under Mr Willcocks into a heavy tope of tieeSj to protect our flank on that side, 
and detached the Cavalry (consisting ofaliout forty sowais) under Mr Robertson 
to the open ground on the right While I brought up the rest of my men through 
a very heavy mangoe tope, with the assistance of the cover fiom the trees and 
a deep ditch, the whole paity sneaked up to the skirmisheisand in concealment 
During this time the insuigeuts, having only seen about thuty men, advanced 
boldly Unfortunately however before we bad all got piopeily into positron, 
the Older was given (they say by the Seigeant-Majoi) to commence flung, the 
enemy having been pepper ing at us the whole time As they were still about 
180 yards off, and not wishrng to warn the enemy by bugle sounds, I went out 
in front to stop the flung on oui side While tiying to do this, three shots fell 
close to me, on seeing which the men lushed out of the ditch and flied, and with 
a cheer vent on desjnsiug uumbeis or distance, quite foigettiiig that with forty 
rounds ol ammunition and an eighteen miles maich they had no chance in lunmng 
uith the enemy While this was going on to my front, Mr Robertson was 
attacked by a laige body on the light and had some narrow escapes from then 
bullets, one man (an amateur city sowai) being killed close to him As soon 
as the party in our front gave way, thew hole 6 or 700 took to then heels 
We pursued them for about five miles, overtaking numbers and finding many 
concealed in tices The loss on the enemy’s side must have been between fifty 
and sixty, while we escaped without a scratch with the exception of the city man 
alluded to We took several prisoners, from uhom we obtained much informa- 
tion, and also the names of the Lumberdais, one of whom was among the killed 
We burnt four of the piincipal villages, uhere I first collected the chaipoys 
for my sepoys We letuiued to camp about 10 o’clock ” 

10 On the evening of the 22nd I hung in the arch of the Tehseelee gate 
one of the zemindars of Sudoulee taken a prisoner by Lieutenant Boisiagon, 
and flogging the rest within an inch of then lives, released them On the 23id 
we attacked and burnt the villages of Sudoulee and Rundbewah which had 
been abandoned. 

11 In examining the extent of the damage inflicted bv the dacoits at 
Nuckoor, it appeared that all the Mehals had been attacked and gutted with 
the exception of that inhabited by the Mahomedans where the Thaimahdai 
with his police and the Tehseeldai took lefuge during the assault Not the 
slightest attempt at resistance seems to have been made by the police All the 
Government lecoids, 'with the Mahajuns’ accounts, bonds, &c , were torn up 
and scatteied ovei the neighbouring gardens Some three or four city people 
were killed and several wounded, but the assailants seem to liaie suffeied the 
most severely, 

12 Although Ghatampoor and several villages in the vicinity of Umbehtah 
wcieprmcip.tlsin these distmbances,we were unable to punish them at present, as 
I was extremely anxious to push onhefoie the lains commenced and attack the 
Ranghuis lepoited to be assembled in the Khadirof the Jumna, which from my 
knowledge of the country I knew would become inaccessible the moment the ram 
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fell So we marched at once for Gungoh, intending if possible to surpiise 
“]?uttuah,” the pioclaimed king of the Goo]urs at Boodha Kheree. The 
following IS fiom Lieutenant Boisiagon’s lepoit — 

“The next morning (June 24th) we started at 2 am, and maiched along 
quietly until near ‘ Nayagaon,’ one of the villages that we burnt down the 
lust day, and vheie we weie infoimed a large body weie waiting in ambush 
foi us All night we moved along cautiously, a leconnoitnng party going on 
undei Ml Bobeitson, while I brought my men right under the walls on all 
thiee sides Aftei some little delay owing to the intense darkness lendeimg 
everything invisible, we got through the village, empty as usual, but shelving 
symptoms of veiy late occupation, in fact Mi Boheitson had a shot at some 
fellows bolting With daylight came lain, but the men weie all anxious to 
push on to meet “ Futtuah,” foi whoso apprehension, with Mr Eobertson’s 
sanction, I offeied Bupees 200 Duimg oui aiiangemcnts of observation at 
Nayagaon, Mi Bobeitson had gone on a mde oi so in advance with thiity of 
my men and some sowais, and we did not oveitake them until w'e got to 
Moliunpooi, wheie their fuithei piogiess was disputed in the shape ot a few 
bullets filed at Mr llobeitson, wdio, seeing a large collection of men, demanded 
of the Lumber dais to account foi the gatlieiing They, however, sent woid 
back that, if the Sahib w'anted them, he might go into the village and fetch 
them himself On my aiiival we made aiiangements to attack the village, out 
of which we drove them m a very few minutes, pursued them a shoit distance, 
and killed six, one of whom w’as lecogmzed as an escaped piisonei fiom the 
Meerut Jail and w'ho had only two days previously muidcied a bunyah at 
Gungoh We took several piisoneis, who coirohoiatcd the statements ot those 
taken at Nuckooi that Bhooda Kheiee was the leading village in the lebellion 
We now went straight to Bhooda Elheiee, wlicie we were infoimed tbcie weie 
two small guns mounted on the toweis of an old Mahiatta foit in the village 
This w'as my first point of attack, and the parties weie told oft foi eithci of 
these toweis But the place had been abandoned, so with the elephants I 
demolished the ‘would-be-king’s palace, and then buint the village We then 
maiched into Gungoh anothei seven miles, which we icached about 2 pm, 
having maiched fully twenty-one miles ” 

13 In consequence of the constant heavy woik lately, we determined to 
give the men a day’s lest at Gungoh, w'hich also enabled me by high oilers of 
lewaid to obtain what after wauls turned out to be very collect information 
legaiding the position and uumbeis of the Noondah Eanghuis Eaily on the 
26th June we started to attack them, and the following is liom Lieutenant 
Boisi agon’s account — 

"On the morning of the 26th we started at AM As it was a good 
road, I took the Gooikhas down on the hacUeries, which I intended making 
use of as baiiicades should necessity compel me Duimg the 25th w^e had 
most unpleasant lepoits legaiding the Iiiegulais I will, however, give the 
Iiiegulais the credit to say they had hitheito done then woik thoioughly, 
though they weie very tioublesome in camp about supplies, llowevei, I kept 
them between the Seikhs (than whose conduct throughout nothing could have 
been moie satisfactory) and the Gooikhas. When nearing the place where w e 
expected to find the insuigents, I dismounted my sepoys fiom the hackeiics, and 
detached leconnoitiing parties under Messis Bobertson, CoUedge, and Willcocks. 
Ml Robeitson’s party had not left me five minutes when_ w’e heaid some six oi 
eight shots, and Mi Bobeitson galloped in to say that a large party weie in 
front, and that he had been filed at by a numbei of men amongst the trees 
We all got together and advanced as quickly as we could About 150 yaids 
on we came in sight of the villages Oomeipooi (to oui left), Shahpooi (on 
laised ground in the centre) and Manpooi (on our light) All lound and close 
to Oomeipooi ws an extensive tope of mangoe trees with under W'ood and 
plantain gioves Biorn Oomeipooi to Manpooi must be about halt a mile, and 
the whole of this extent was coveied with human beings, in some places ten 
and twenty deep We saw' a goodly paity of hoisemen, and the whole force 
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could not have numl)ered undei 3,000 men The extent of giound coreied by 
the insui gents pi evented my attacking them in line, so I divided the -whole 
foice into two divisions, flanking each with cavaliy and a paity of cavaliy 
in the centie Mi Hyde took the cavaliy on the left flank, and I detached 
the Seigeant-Majoi' and Mi Willcocks to assist Mr Roheitson with the left 
division Ml Colledge accompanied me with the right The two divisions 
attacked them on either flank, beating them up towards Shahiiooi This was 
very soon done, and they all amassed between Shahpooi and Oomeipooi, wheie 
they kept flung at us until the paity under Mr Eobeitson gave them a volley 
followed by seveial successful shots fiom our side As soon as we saw the 
enemy waveiing (we had all met by this time), we gave a cheer and charged 
when they scattered We found a good many had been killed by the volley, 
and as we wanted to give them a good lesson, I allowed my men to follow as 
they liked Mi Eobeitson had galloped off with the cavalry in pursuit, and 
gave a first-rate account of them We chased them for some two miles, when 
coming on an extensive thick jungle I sounded the ‘ assembly,’ and from the 
accounts of the officers with the various parties, we calculated then killed to 
be upwards of 160 The main body of the mnaways having turned towards 
‘Koondah Kullan’ we marched on to it, coming across numbers of dead 
bodies and men concealed in wells and trees On arriving before Koondah, we 
saw a large body behind trees and walls, who immediately began firing on us 
Mr Eobeitson on one side and Mi Colledge on tbe other went off with the 
cavalry to pievent then escape from the leai of the village but tbis a large 
party effected, though numbers were diiven back into the village and plantain 
gardens It was heie that a Sikh trooper was wounded by a bullet in the 
arm and another’s horse killed Several men weie concealed in then houses, 
and attacked oui Gooikhas as they went thiough, but they paid dearly for then 
rashness, as oui men spared none of them, and upwards of seventy were killed 
near and about the village We then burnt the village ” 

14 The object of the Eanghui gathering was to attack the towns of 
Suknoutee and Gungoh, and then total defeat has up to this date saved those 
important places On our return to Gungoh I hung a Chowkeedar and a 
Eanghui, both taken in arms, and as I had been for two days piessed to return 
to Sahaiunpooi, we started the following morning vid Eampooi, which had 
been threatened, arriving at Sahaiunpoor on June, the 28ili 

15 The threatening state of affairs elsewhere, which necessitated the 
early return of our foice, prevented me fiom entering on many investigations 
which would have made the result of oui expedition more satisfactory, but 
the constant necessity for active exertion night and day during the month 
of June made this an impossibihty From tbe almost universal opinion 
expressed by all classes of natives with whom I had an opportunity of con- 
versing, it would seem that tbe extensive rising in this part of tbe district 
was attributed entiiely to the influential Mahomedans of TJmbehtah and 
Nuckoor They had excited the Goojurs generally by hopes of plunder, 
destruction of bunnyahs’ accounts, bonds, &c , and the more influential amongst 
them, such as “Futtuah,” with the chance of regaining the conseq[uence 
tradition had assigned them in this part of the country, once the pimcipality 
of then ancestors With the Eanghurs as being fanatic co-iehgionists, tbeie 
was little difficulty in procuring their assistance The fact that neither at 
IJmbehtah or Nuckoor the Mehals of the Mahomedans were attacked, and that 
they did not unite with the townspeople in measures of resistance, tends 
much to confirm this general impression of the well-affected The Eanghurs 
in this part of the district seem decidedly hostile to anything short of Maho- 
medan supremacy, for unlike the improvident Goojui, then villages are genei- 
aUy populous and wealthy, so that plunder could hardly be then inducement to 
disaffection, and I could not but admire then bigoted daring, never deigning 
to ask for quartei, but turning at once upon their pursuers, though perhaps 
only wretchedly armed with a Qimdasah or some such weapon The 14th and 
other Iiiegulai Cavalry Eegiments have been, I believe, largely recruited from 
these, and the neighbouring villages in the Muzuffuinuggur District 
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16 The extiacts fiom Lieutenant Boisragon’s account -will show better 
than any leniaiks of mine the active and intelligent assistance invaiiably given 
by that officer to the civil authoiities, as also the lieaity co-operation of all 
the Euiopeans piesont, while it was a pleasuie to accompany tioops that ueie 
mvaiiably game day aftei day to undeitake the veiy heavy woik imposed upon 
them at this trying season ot the year 

17 Theiepoitof my transactions in the eastern poition of the distiict 
was sent in on the 7th of August 


APPENDICES 

Report or proceedings at Roorkle during the disturbances op 1S57 and 1858^ by 
Lieutenant-Colonel R Baird Smith, C B 

The following naiiative is piepaied in conformity uith the oiders of the 
Right Hon’ble the Goveinoi-Geneial as given in Oiiculai No 212, dated 30th 
Apiil 1858 

The state of feeling in the Native Aimy out of winch the niutmies giew 
was liist brought directly under my personal notice at the instance of certain 
enterprising merchants of Meerut and Delhi who, availing themselves of the 
facilities for transit supplied by the Ganges Canal, had entcied into large 
speculations m giain for the supply of the Military Bazaars at Euttehguih, 
Caiinpooi, Mynpoorec, &c The gram was ground into flour at the Canal mills, 
and tianspoited in boats to the points nearest to the stations mentioned TJndei 
date the 24ith April 1857, the Native Agent of the Navigation Department at 
Cawnpooi forwarded to Mr James Einn, the Superintendent, a lepoit stating 
that provision had been made for the tiansport of 1,000 niaunds ot flour to 
Cawnpooi, of which 200 maunds had aiiived and been olleied toi sale, that evil- 
disposed people bad however spread a lepoit among the sepojs that in grinding 
the grain at the Canal mills the bone dust of cows and sw'ino had been mixed 
with the fluui by order of Goveinment, and with the object of defiling Ilindoo 
and Mahomedan alike, that much excitement had been created and none of the 
flour sold, he thciefoie requested instructions how he w'as to act lie was in- 
formed in reply, that the Canal Officers had no concern cither with the mills oi 
the giain ground m them, that they were entirely m the hands oi Native con- 
tractors, with whom the proprietors of the giaiu made then own arrangements, 
and that the lopoit of any mteifcience of Goveinment w'lth the purity ot the 
flour was false, that he might give this assurance to all lequiiiug information, 
but no further steps need be taken in the matter 

On the same date that the above ciieumstanci s w'eio leported to me, I sent 
details of them to the late Mr Colvin, who coneiiiied with me in thinking that 
any further official iiiteifeience would not be expedient I certainly did not 
attach much signiflcance to the occurrence at the moment, and as it w'as 
known to me that the merchants had themselves superintended the grinding of 
the coin, I considered them to be the best agents to tiust so for the removal of 
the prejudice against it It was all disposed of ultimately, but not to the 
sepoys 

As the merchants engaged in these tiansactions had meant to cany gram 
to all the important cantonments in the Dooab, and had actually made consider- 
able pmebases for the purpose, I think it is a fan inference that they were 
entirely ignorant of any organized oi extensive conspiracy against the Govern- 
ment Considering the oidinaiy caution of Native tiadeis, it setms incredible 
that they would have staked eight or ten thousand rupees in speculations of 
which the failure was inevitable in the event of such a couspiiacy bieakuigout 
Although therefore these men may have been conscious of the general feeling 
of distrust and alienation between the Goveinment and the European commu- 
nity on the one hand, and the Native aimy on the other, yet it has always 
been my impiession that the actual outburst of the mutiny took them and 
then class almost as much by surprise as it did ourselves 
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In relation to tlie same point, I may mention lieie that almost up to tbe 
date ot tbe outbieak, village communities along the line of tbe Ganges Canal 
weie spontaneously enteiinginto contiacts foi vratei to extend ovei tbiee yeais, 
and taking upon tbemselves consideiable pecuniaiy obligations connected tbeie- 
witb After much enquiiy among Native officials whose subsequent conduct 
has placed then fidelity to Government beyond all question, I have been wholly 
unable to discover any satisfactoiy pi oof that tbe agiicultural cla^s with which 
this Depaitmentis so intimately connected had any knowledge that so teiiible 
a convulsion as the mutiny was impending 

So fai therefore as the conduct of tbe commeicial oi agiicultuial classes 
came undei my own observation, oi was open to my enquiues, it has led me to 
believe tliat as gieat classes they had no shaie in the machinations out of which 
the outbreak aiose, but to the day of its occuiieuce weie occupied with their 
own inteiests and woik 

It was befoie daybieak of the 12th of May 1857, that the fiist intelligence 
of the mutiny of the 10th at Meeiut and its disastrous lesults reached this 
station It came in the foim of an express message fiom Major Watei field, 
Assistant Adjutant-Geneial, to Captain E Eiasei, Commandant Sappers and 
Miners, directing tbe latter officer to pioceed w’lth bis regiment by forced marches 
to Meeiut, as ihe w'hole of the Native troops weie in open mutiny, and 
weie then supposed to have marched to Delhi with their aims The message 
was communicated to me at daybi eak, and I then suggested to Captain Fraser 
that instead of proceeding to Meeiut liy forced maiches and thus arriving with 
officers and men fatigued, it would be both quicker and better to drop down the 
Ganges Canal This being agreed to, measures weie at once conceited with 
Ml James Finn, the Superintendent of Navigation for collecting the boats re- 
quired, and by this officer’s indefatigable exeitions tlie whole number necessaiy 
for tbe legiment was equipped by noon 

Meanw'hile, a second message had arrived fiom Major Watei field convey- 
ing Major-Geneial Hewitt’s orders foi two Companies to be left in the Canton- 
ments at Rooikee, which w'as accordingly done, and at 2 p m of the 12tii, the 
bead-quaiteis and six companies embaikea wnth all then baggage and reached 
their destination in due course 

Aftei seeing the piepaiations for the Sappers faiily in piogiess, I wrote to 
Majoi Charles Reid, Commanding at Deyiah, to give him the intelligence of the 
mutiny, and to say that as I thought it probable bis coips would also be oideied 
into Meerut, I would have boats sufficient lor the tansport of 1,000 men wuth 
then baggage ready within forty-eight hours, and begged him, if so directed, to 
march on Roorkee and pioceed from thence by watei carnage to Meerut This 
lettei sent express gave tbe first intelligence of the mutiny at Deyiah, aud Major 
Reid at once agreed to the arrangements proposed should the Siimooi Battalion 
receive oiders to march 

Having thus disposed of matters connected with the movement of the only 
two legiments in this neighbour hood, it was necessary next to consider the posi- 
tion of the European community at Roorkee and the best means of providing for 
its security Though fai from anticipating at that moment the universality of 
the levolt, it was impossible to consider tbe successful mutiny of three regi- 
ments, tbe march ot the mutineers upon Delhi, with its probable lesults, and 
tbe events of the preceding three months at almost every laige mihtaiy station 
in this part ot the countiy, without feeling the gravest apprehension for the 
issues that might follow It seemed to me, therefore, prudent and right that 
the worst should be anticipated and provided foi, though possibly enough it 
might never happen 

The condition of the community heieat the time of the mutiny was ceitain- 
ly as defenceless as it W'ell could have been, numbeiiiig in all about 200 souls, 
of whom about ninety w^eie males fit to bear aims, and the lemaindei females 
and children, it did not include more than about thirty trained soldieis, of whom 
not one-fifth had ever seen any service The rest of* the men weie assistants 
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jind cleiks in the Civil offices at the station oi connected \i itli the Thomason 
College, all lived in houses scatteied ovei a laige aiea foimmg the Mihtaiy 
Cantonment and Civil Station as shown in the accompanying plan, and the 
only aims and ammunition available atthe moment weie thirty stand nith thiity 
lounds foi each nliidi had been supplied to Captain MacLagan by Captain Fra- 
sei foi the u-^e of the soldiei students of the Thomason College on the depai- 
tuie of the Sappeis and Mineis foi Meerut 

Considering the circumstances above desciibcd, it seemed that the safety of 
the community would be best seemed by providing a defensible post sufficicutlv 
large to contain the whole , by arming and stre igthenmg the same, in such 
ways as weie possible, by supplying it with proiisions , by oigauizing a good 
svstem of intelligence, and having the dilfeient loads of approach to the station 
watched, and bv obtaining a loseive supply of aims and ammunition sufficient 
foi the ivhole of the male inhabitants at the place 

In the woikshops at llooikee we possessed a place nitli consider.ible c.ipabi- 
lity for defence against infantiy, oi against any coup de main They weie 
quite untenable against aitilleiy, as the enclosing nails were too weak and 
thin to stand the file of even the lightest field guns, but it was hoped that 
aitillery would not bo brought against them, and on tiie whole they toimed a 
fai bettei post than any othei laige building at oui disposal I detei mined 
tbeiefoie at once to piepaie tliem for the leception of the community 

The annexed diagiam will show the gimeial plan and aiiangenumts of the 
shops, and lefeience to it will save the necessity for any detailed deseiiption ot 
them There was ,imple loom and verge enough within the nails for the 
decent accommodation of even a laiger paity than ouis, and it was only necessaiy 
to have the looms cleared out and filled \utb some comeniences requiicd for 
families and obildien 

Fiom a desne to avoid any unnecessaiy oi piematuie alaira, I gave my 
instiuctions confidentiallv to Lieutenant liailbe, Supeimtendcnt of tbe'Woik.- 
shops, and Mi James Finn, Suneimtendent of Matenals, to nbom the charge 
of the Commissauat and Intelligence Departments was entrusted , and most 
admirably neie they earned out by both these gentlemen 

Among the matenals foi the use of the foundiy in the shops were some 
old Sikh guns, the spoils of the Punjab campaign, much the woise foi near 
but still not unseiviceable Tliiee of these neie selected, and Lieutenant 
Baillie pioceeded at once to constiuct carnages foi them Tliev weie ot old 
Fiencb pattern and just too small lor six-pouiidei balls, but this difficultv nas 
got ovei in the fiist mst ince by picpaiing only giape and cauistei, and aftei- 
naids by casting balls specially toi them 

By nmlit-fall of the 12tli all needful arrangements bad been decided on, 
and a beginning made in caiiyiug them into eftect The 13 tli passed quietly 
ovei without our receiving aiiv furtliei intelligence fiom any quaitei of the 
piogiess of the mutiny, and with no signs of distuibance oi bad feeling among 
the sepoys m cantonments 

But about 1 A M , on the 14tb, I was roused fiom my bed to receive a 
repoit that one of the baiiacks foi the soldiei -students of the College was on 
tiie, and I pioceeded at once to the spot By the time I aiiived, the roof was 
bu'uing fieicelv Happily there nas little oi no wind, and the light gusts that 
occasionally rose came fiom the east and earned the flames and sparks an ay 
fiom the mass of buildings, all thatched, forming the baiiack squaie It was 
doubtless to this ciicumstaiice that the escape of the otliei buildings was due 
The file engines nere in full noik nlien I ariived , the Sappeis had been 
brought donn fiom then lines and were w'oi king the engines apparently nith 
good mil and zeal All effoits to extinijuisli the fire were honcyei useless, and 
the main object was to prevent its spreading This was effected, and the damage 
done was limited to one baiTack 
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On considering the eiicumstances connected with this fiie so far as they 
could be ascertained, it was quite clear to me that it was not accidental, and the 
painful conviction was felt thit we had among us the same destructive and 
mutinous spurt that had shown itself m like forms at other stations All sense 
of security foi piopeity was at an end, and it only remained tor us to take 
instantly such piecautionaiy measures as were in our power In the course of 
tlie 14th, theiefoie, the soldier students of the College were armed and foimed' 
into a guaid having its head-quarteis at the Model Room in the workshops 
A party of ofBceis undeitook mounted patrol duties, and from that time 
forward the station was tiaveised at uncertain hours of the night by guaids of 
hoise or foot No further attempts at ar-^on were ever made, and the single 
bauack destroyed lepiesents the whole loss to Government from the mutiny at 
this station 

On the 16th, I received orders from the Commander-in-Chief to assume 
Military command of the place and to detach at once to join his camp one of 
the two companies of Sapp is left here, foi warding with them a considerable 
eonvoy of Engineer stores Measures were at once taken to give effect to 
these orders 

It had now become necessary to obtain, by some means or other, arms and 
ammunition for the mam body of the community who were found to be 
almost entiiely destitute of them If our guns weie to be of any use to us, 
powder for them, of which we had not a gram, must also be obtained In the 
Magazine of the Sappers about 200 stand of spare aims, considerable quantities 
of spare musket ammunition, and about 211 barrels of ordnance powder used 
foi mining practice weie stored, and ol these I determined to take possession 
But before doing so, and with lefeience to the conviction which the recent case 
of aison had created legaiding the state of feeling among the men, it seemed 
to me expedient first to attach some officus to the detachments, on whose 
firmness, discretion, and personal infiuence I could rely With this view I 
appointed Captain Diummond, Superintendent, Noithein Division Ganges 
Canal, who formerly had charge of one of the companies and knew aU the 
older soldiers in it, to command the detachment, and Lieutenant Bingham, 
Headmaster of the Thomason College, who had been foi twenty years in the 
corps, and was iiniveisally respected by the Native Officeis and soldieis to act 
as Adjutant Both ofliceis moved into the lines and resided there perma- 
nently 

Orders were then sent to Mr Conductor Smith in charge of the Magazine 
to send down the aims, ammunition and ordnance powder to the workshops, 
and Lieutenant Baillie was instiucted to despatch carnage at once for them 
The first set of caits were loaded and despatched without the slightest diflS- 
culty The men seemed at first to consider the matter as one with which they 
had no concern, and a fan supply for the garrison was securely lodged in a 
temporary Magazine that had been prepared in the shops 

On the second set of caits being loaded, however a change had come over 
the feelings of the men They turned out tumultuously, and refused to allow 
any moie aims or ammunition to leave their Magazine As night had fallen, 
I diiected the caits to be left at the quarter guard, and next morning I rode 
up to the lines unarmed, and accompanied by a considerable body of sepovs, 
we sat down in the quaitei guard and explained the objects for which T wanted 
the arms and powder By this time rumours of large gatherings of Goopirs 
and other maiauding tubes, of which this neighbourhood is a principal seat, had 
become very rife, and I placed my desiie to have arms toi the Europeans 
ciiiefly on the ground of necessity fur being prepared against such attacks 
The men weie all perfectly civil and respectful, and the conversation ended in 
their withdi awing all opposition to tlie removal of the caits, which accord- 
ingly reached the workshops in the course of the morning, and all anxiety 
regarding a sufficient piovision of arms and ammunition tv as at an end 
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Satisfactory progress bad by tins date beon made m piepanng tbe irorb- 
sbops foi occupation, auangements foi supplies of provisions bad been complet- 
ed, and every load leading to tbe station was Mell uatcbed 

On tbe IGtli, tbe intelligence of the occupation of Dclbi by tbe Sleerut 
mutineeis and its tcniblo consequences iias received beie, and it seemed quite 
clear that tbe propei time bad aiiived foi tabmg the only step that remained 
for us by moving tbe whole community into tbe woibsbops 

In considciing tbe details of tins move, it was suggested to me by Captain 
MaeLagan that it would be a good plan to place tbe w bole of tbe College 
buildings under cbaige of the sepoys on tbe wifbdiawal of the Europeans 
flora them, and as tins seemed to me an excellent idea, oiders weic at once 
issued foi giving effect to it The sepoys weie informed tint it had now’ hc- 
como necessaiy to airange foi the defence of the station, and that rcljing on 
tbeir conduct and loyaltv I placed Ibe cantonments and college under tbeir 
ebaige, and diiccted them to piotcct the same from all inpiry Cnculai instrue- 
tions weie at tbe same time sent to all tbe inbalntants of Ibc station directing 
them to move into tbe workshops in the course of the day, taking with them 
such articles only as wcie indispensably necessary for them and their families 

Much excitement and alarm naturallv prevailed, but the movement into 
the shops w as effected with wondci fully little confusion, and by about Srai 
the whole European community, with the exception of tlic officers attached 
to tbe Sappeis, w'ho remained with their men, bad been collected within the 
walls, and quarters moderately comfortable and perfectly safe were occupied 
by tbe women and children 

A strong sepoy guaid under Lieutenant Eulfoid of Enginecis occupied the 
hall of the Thomason College The men wcio obedient, but then excitability 
was shown on tlio fust rounds of the Eutopean night pntiol, on lioaiiiig which 
approaching they suddenly flew to tlicir aims, beuan loading, and seemed to 
think they weie about to 1)0 attacked Eluding however that tbe patrol was 
fiiendly, the oxciteracut soon subsided and was not again shown 

Tbe collection of stoics to accompany the detachment undei orders to )om 
tbe Commandcr-in-Cbief’s camp having been completed, the company marched 
on tbe moi mng of tbe 18tb to Secnndeipoor, it being intended that it should 
pioceed ind Sahaiunpoor and Juggadne Theie were no dilhciiltics made by 
the men about mai clung, and they seemed all quite content to proceed to Eelhi 
The day passed quickly over, and the gaiuson of tlio workshops was oiganised 
and distiibuted at its different posts Enticncliments in fioiit of the gitenay 
were completed, and a gun was mounted on tho loof of tbe sheds near the gate, 
wheieby the mam stieet of the Native town of Roorkce was completely com- 
manded, and could if necessaiy bo swept with giape The budge also was 
seemed by tbe same means Tlio carnages foi the two othei guns weio 
completed, so that by the 18th oui force consisted of about ninety Europeans 
aimed with caibmes, and thiee guns The men weie of course wholly undis- 
ciplined, but they were all in excellent heart and quite piepaied, if needweic, to 
delend themselves and tbeir families as vigoiously as Englishmen usually do 

Tbe 18th was a dav of intense anxiety and gicat risk About noon a mes* 
sengei ariived flora Meeiut in the lines, and his auival was followed by an 
oufcbuist of weeping and w.iiling among tlio women of the legimeut, and of 
excitement and agitation among the men, tho effects ot which weie soon per- 
ceived by the Euiopeanofficeis About 3 P M Captain Diummond and Lieute- 
nant Bingham repoited to me that a lumour was cuueiit in the lines of tho 
whole coips at Meeiut having been destioyed by giape, and that so great was 
the excitement m consequence that they conceived an outbieak possible at any 
moment I stated that luniouis of this kind vvoio among the most likely 
means of agitation to he used by ill-disposed men among them, that I had ray- 
self a letter of the 16tb fiom the Adjutant, in which no allusion vvhatcvei was 
made to anv catastrophe on that date , the letter w as given to Captain Eiummond, 
and. he earned it to tbe lines w itb him, and explained its contents to tbe men 
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His personal influence and that of Lieutenant Bingham -were sufficient to 
pieyent any disturbance at the moment, but matters were so evidently neai a 
ciisis that I qmctly warned the officers of the garrison, and had all needful 
arrangements made to meet any sudden attack 

All was still however till about 10 p m , when a sowar arrived from Se- 
cundeipoor and lepoited to me that the detachment there was in open mutiny, 
had insisted on returning to B-oorkee to rejoin their comrades there They 
were now about four or five miles distant With this detachment there weie two 
officers, Lieutenants Pemberton and Jeffieys of Engineers, one Warrant Officer 
and two European Non-Oommissioned Officers The sowar infoimed me that 
he had seen the whole of the Europeans marching back with the men The' 
town of BiOoikee was greatly agitated, many of the inhabitants weie flying, 
and general alaim prevailed among the natives I immediately sent men out 
on the load by which the detachment was appioaching to watch its movements 
About half a mile fiom Eoorkee a side road diverges from the main line and, 
leading to the Guneshpooi budge across the Ganges canal, gives a diiect com- 
munication with the cantonment without passing through the town of Rooikee 
That the mutinous detachment should have left all its European Officers un- 
harmed and should he returning with them and the whole of the public stores 
under their charge seemed to indicate but little vuulence of spirit and I con- 
cluded that probably no attempt would be made that night, at any rate, to 
distuib the peace of the place It seemed farther probable that if the men 
were thus disposed, they would avoid the workshops and take the duect road to 
theu lines The videttes sent out to watch the detachment were instructed to 
forward instant intelligence of the line the company should take, and mean- 
while the gaiiison was held in readiness for service according to ciicumstances 

About midnight information was brought to me from the advanced posts 
that the detachment had turned off from the main load and was marching 
direct to cantonments so that all immediate risk of a collision was postponed 

On this I letuined from the gate guard to the Esplanade of the woikshops, 
and found tliere Captain Drummond, Lieutenant Bingham, and all the Euro- 
peans fiom cantonments Shortly afterwards Lieutenant Pemberton with his 
party reported themselves to me, and somewhat later Lieutenant Jeffieys ai lived 
m gainson. Prom these gentlemen I received statements of the progress of 
events outside the gaiiison during the night of the 18th 

Captain Diummond and Lieutenant Bingham slept in the quarter guard 
Before midnight they weie visited by the Native Officers and a party of the men 
who told them that they were certain of the destruction of the corps at Meerut, 
and that they weie determined generally no longer to seive Government, but 
that many among them, and the party then present in particular, were anxious 
to save the European Officers from harm, and had come to entreat them to leave 
the lines at once, that all remonstrance was a waste of time and added greatly 
to the risks of mishap, as theie were bad men among them who were then do- 
ing all in their power to provoke a collision in which the Europeans might be 
destroyed, hut that they were prepared to conduct them in safety to the work- 
shops After some conversation it became quite evident to Captain Drummond 
and Lieutenant Bingham that their longer presence was merely piovocative of 
evil, and they accordingly stated their readiness to leave Collecting fiom the 
barracks all the Europeans theie, the small party, consisting of ten oi twelve 
in all, was escorted by the Native Officeisand men, who weie observed to form a 
complete ciicle round them, beyond the college grounds and there they se- 
parated, the sepoys letuinmg to their lines Throughout, the bearing of the 
men was described as more than respectful, and no doubt was entertained by 
the officers that if they had been attacked the men with them would have pro- 
tected them at the risk of their own lives The party of Euiopeans as already 
mentioned reached the woikshops in safety about midnight 

Eiom Lieutenant Pemberton I learned the course of events with the de- 
tachment that had marched back from Secundeipoor The same messenger 
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that had brought tidings of the collision at Mccnit to Eoorkee continued his 
piogiess to Secuudeipooi and communicated the intelligenco to the detach- 
ment theie On leceiving it the men seem to have taken their decision at once 
to letuiu to Booikee, having piobably been lequcsted to do so by their com- 
lades theiG The Native Officeis communicated this decision to Lieutenant 
Pemheiton, and, m leply to liis lemonstianccs, only said that the detachment 
had detoimined to letuiu and uould obey no oideis to the contiaiy Tlie men 
immediately commenced to get the stoie carts ready foi the raaicli They 
maintained a pcifcctly inoffensive manner tmvards the Euiopeaus and between 
6 and 7 r m commenced their letiogiade maich On reaching the lines about 
midnight the Native Officeis icqucstcd Lieutenant Pemheiton and the other 
Europeans to leave at once, wliicli they accordingly did and joined us in the 
■workshops, beyond the walls of •which no European now remained 

I had a watch kept on the movements of the men in the lines throughout 
the night, and just before da^^ hi calc one of the scouts brought mo intelligence 
that a good deal of firing had bccu hcaid, that he thought some disturbance had 
broken out among the men themselves and that some were running awav 
I at once took measures for organising as strong a partj as could safely be 
spared from the garrison, about forty men, and attaching one gun to it, placed it 
undci command of Captain Maclagau and sent it at daj light to clear the lines 
and drive out any men who raiglit be found thoic On icaching tlic lines 
Captain Maclagan found that the mam body of the mutineers had fled before 
daylight toward the Ganges, that about fifty, including seicial Natno Officers, 
had remained in the hues, and it was then determination to icmaiii, and the 
collision this gave use to, that had caused the confusion icportcd to me by the 
scout The mutineers had seriously malticatcd them, had filed into them, 
slightly wounded the old Subadai wdiosc property to the ^alue of Rupees i,000 
they had pluiidcicd, tearing his gold necklace fiom his neck and Ins many 
medals fiom his breast The other officers had been only less hnishly used, the 
Magazine had been broken open, some camp equipage destrojed, but the bar- 
lacks were untouched Stiauge to say the sentry at the quarter guaid main- 
tained his post tluonghout the collision, and was found upon it when the 
gaiiison detachment occupied the lines The man was promoted to the rank 
of Havildai by the oidci of the Comraandei-in-Chief on the matter being le- 
poited to him 

Thus passed what T have ever consideicd as the real crisis of the mutiny 
foi the station Three hundred tiained soldiers like the Sappers might have 
been very dangerous foes to a body of about ninety men hampered by the charge 
of upwards of a hundred heliiless women and childicn They would novel 
have taken the workshops, I believe, but so much cover existed outside the 
walls for them that they w'ould doubtless have caused many deplorable casual- 
ties The station of Rooikec wutli all its public and private property outside 
the workshop walls was also teraporaiily at then mercy. Happily however 
they were considerably more afraid of us than we of them 

The men who were left, informed me that they fully expected us to attack 
them on the morning of the 19th, and knowung wo had three guns with abim- 
dance of “grape,” then hearts failed them and they fled 

Luring the progress of the mutiny I had been in fiequent coramiimca- 
tion with the residents of Sahaiunpooi w'ho were w^atchmg events here with 
deep and natural anxiety and was glad to bo able to send intelligence early on 
the 19th that for the moment at least our position w'as perfectly secure 

The mutinous sepoys having been traced across the Ganges and found to 
be making apparently for Oudh, there seemed little piobabilitv of then giving 
us any farther trouble, and attention could be given to the condition of the 
distiict around us which we had hitherto been compelled to neglect Almost 
simultaneously with the aiiival here of the news of the mutiny at Meeiut, 
there arrived rumours of risings of the Goojuis and other luaiauding tubes 
Then old instinct of plunder sprang up strong and active, the moment it was 
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conceived that oui lepiessive influence had passed away, and several instances 
of petty attacks on canal posts had been lepoited On the 15th an attempt 
was made to sack the laige town of Mungloui, and constant lumouis of de- 
signs against Rooikee weie brought in The object in aU. these attacks seemed 
to he merely plunder , they were in no way specially duectcd against Europeans 
01 against the Government, hut every laige town having piopeity oi wealth was 
threatened It was quite impracticable to take any active measuies against 
the marauders while our small foice was paialysed by the presence of the mu- 
tinous Sapper sepoys So soon howevei as they were disposed of, means were 
at once taken to le-estahlish order in the neighbouihoed The plan adopted, 
and followed throughout the period of the disturbances, was immediately 
to follow up any lumour of gatheimgs of marauders at particulai places 
by a visit of part of the garrison to such places Collisions were very rare 
and, the plunderers having been made to feel the efiects of such as took 
place as severely as possible, it was not long before we enjoyed comparative 
immunity from even the lepoits of then rumoured descents The system was 
comtoenccd on the 19th the same day that reheved us from the presence of the 
Sappers, and scarcely a day passed during the ensuing month that some part of 
the district was not visited by our patiols In some instances the townspeople 
themselves beat off the marauders, as on the 21st at Kunkull when eleven of 
the assailants were leported to have been killed, and on the 26th at Jowalla- 
pooi, both considerable towns neai Iluidwai About the same time a strong body 
of dacoits attacked the Ganges Canal liegulatois at Myapooi, with the evident 
•object of possessing themselves of the wood and non woik to make weapons 
They were very gallantly repulsed and a few of them killed by a paity of canal 
beldars led by the head mistree of the section, “ MooUah” by name, and weie 
effectually prevented from domg any mischief Had they succeeded in then 
attempt, we must have lost all command over the floods of the Ganges and it 
IS scarcely possible to exaggeiate the disastrous results that would have followed 
the unrestricted entrance of such vast volumes of watei into the Canal Channel 
I have always considered this feat of MooUah and his party to have been one 
of the most valuable that could have been performed, as it obviated the risk of 
the gravest damage being done to works which had cost Government very 
nearly a milhon sterling, and of deplorable consequences to Me and private 
property besides 

On the 23id, communication was opened with Sahaiunpooi by a party from, 
the garrison riding over to that station The road, usually covered with tra- 
vellers of different classes, was found utterly deserted On the 27th a party of 
eight or ten ofidoeis and volunteeis, with some aimed canal beldars and a few 
mounted foUowers, accompanied me on a patiol to tlie neighboui hood of Huid- 
war This was the first visit made by Euiopeans to those localities since the 
outbieak of the mutiny, and the leception given to the party by the inhabitants 
of Jowallpooi, Kunkull, and Huidwar, was to all outward appearance enthu- 
siastic, and their piofessions of loyalty to the Governnent were earnest and 
profuse I have never seen any reason since to question then perfect sincerity, 
and to the best of my knowledge and belief they have always behaved well 
Our visit had an excellent effect in le-assuimg the population, and satisfying 
them that the machinery of Government was not wholly out of gear among them 

It being considered very desirable to visit the southern portion of the dis- 
trict, and if possible to communicate with the isolated station of Mozuffeinug- 
gur, where it was known that two oi three ofdcers were maintaining a most 
piecarious position, a patrol left llooikee on the 1st June, and proceeded down 
the Ganges Canal to Jowlee about thiity miles Eoi about six miles north of 
this point the villagers had been actively destructive, and had done considerable' 
injury to the canal woiks, chiefly howevei by carrying off aU the non and 
wood they could, doubtless as m other instances to provide themselves with 
weapons Two villages had made themselves conspicuous in this plundering, 
and various articles of Government property having been found in them both 
were burned The immediate effect was to lead to very lai ge quantities of non 
that had been plundered by other villages from a fleet of canal boats, being 
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biouglit back seciefcly during tbe nigbt and deposited close to tbe canal Station 
bouse Tbe paity piocceded fiotn Jowlee to Mozuffeinuggur, and returned to 
Eooikee on the 4tb, having made a circuit through the Sahaiunpooi and 
Mozuffeinuggui districts of about seventy miles without meeting the slightest 
obstruction, though being forced to obseive that in the lattei distiict the people 
gave tliem no welcome but showed so far as they daicd that their leehngs weio 
hostile and bad 

Some anxiety was felt during the Eed, which was cclcbiatcd at this place 
on the 27th of May A foolish or malignant report had been circulated in the 
town that when the Mahomedans had all assembled at prayer it ivas my inten- 
tion to open the guns on them and destroy them And a counter report was 
curient among the European community that the Mahomedans meant to rise 
that day The fiist report I took means to have summarily contradicted and 
personally assured some of the most iiiflucnbal Mahomedans in the place that, 
if they conducted themselves loyally and quietly as they had hitherto done, 
they need have no fear of any bad treatment from the garrison, while to 
satisfy them that wo were able to protect oursohes against any rising, advantage 
was taken of the Queen’s Birthday to shew' them the guns and garnson in 
action by flung a royal salute and Q.fuc-de-joie, The Eed passed over with 
more than usual quietude 

On the Gth of June intelligence was received heio of three Europeans 
Mr. Sub-Conductor Stephens, his wife, and Corporal Bruce attached to the 
Eoiest Department, having made their escape from the Patlcc Dhoon, and being 
then in the hands of the Nawab of Nujjubabad wdio w'as represented as 
treating them with much kindness and hospitality As Bijnorc was at the 
time believed to be occupied by the Civil authoiitics no immediate anxiety 
regarding the safety of the party was entertained. But on the 11th, the whole 
of the Europeans from Bi 3 noio having aiiived in Boorkce, the position of 
Mr Stephens and his companions become veiy isolated and dangerous, and it 
was determined to make an effoit to lelievo them from it This duty was 
undeitakon by Captain A C Robertson, jH M ’s 8th Regiment, and Mr H. B 
Medlicott, Profcssoi of Geology in the Thomason College. The i3th of Juno 
was fixed for their departuic, and they were to have been escorted as far as 
Huidwar by a party of Rohilkund horse about thirty strong which had accom- 
panied Messrs Shakespeare and Palmer, C S , from Bijnoio On the afternoon 
of 13th, however, Mr Palmer reported to me that, on warning the men foi the 
expedition, the Native Officer in command informed him that they refused to 
move without an advance of two months’ pay 1 As they had very recently 
before received pay and were only requiicd to proceed to a place a single march 
off. Ml Palmer who mtended to accompany them very naturally concluded 
that an unreasonable demand of this kind indicated the prevalent spirit of 
mutiny among the men and sought my instructions. A number of ladies 
occupying my house at the time and the party being at dinner, I did not disturb 
them, but despatched a note to Lnmtenant Baillie m command of the artillery 
requesting him to get a gun ready for service, and to wain the garnson day 
guard with such othei Europeans as might bo in the workshops, for duty. 
Allowing sufficient time for propaiation, I then joined the detachment wuth 
Messrs Shakespeare and Palmer, marched into the sowm’s camp, disarmed them 
all, and made them piisoneis No disturbance was created and the station 
generally w'as not aware of the event tiU it had passed, so all alarm was avoided 
The matter was subsequently investigated, and some blame was attached by the 
Court Martial to Mi Palmer for piematuiely lepoiting the men in mutiny I 
thought however that Mi Palmer had acted very properly and had qmte 
sufficient grounds for his belief that the men woie just trying how fai they 
could go It was no time to trifle with any symptoms of a mutinous spint, 
and I thought it right to order the whole of the men out of the station withm 
twenty-four hours 

The defection of the expected escoit was not allowed howevci to interfere 
with the expedition of Captain Robertson and Mi Medlicott, wdio started the 
same evening for Huidwai provided with letters for Mr. Stephens and a veina- 
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cular demand fiom myself addiessed to the Nawab requuing him to delivei 
the Euiopoans to the officeis sent to them 

The jjaity ciossed the Ganges on the afternoon of the 14th Some armed 
Canal Beldais n^eie posted at the gh.lt on the left bank of the iivei, and a 
stiongei body of the same occupied a point in the foiest about ten oi eleven 
miles in advance, wheie a bivouac was established on the night of the 14th till 
the moon lose Then pushing foiwaid with a peisoual escoiL of twelve Canal 
sowais, Captain Bobeitson and jMi Medlicott reached the vicinity of Najeebabad 
about Sam I had instructed them to halt about two miles fiom the town and 
to send lorwaid a couple of sowais with the letteis This they did, and the 
demand was instantly complied with by the Nawab At 2 p m Mi Steplieus 
and Ins companions joined Captain Robertson on an elephant piovided by the 
Nawab, and the whole paity retiaced then steps towaids Rooikee which they 
safely reached on the 17th Up to the last the Nawab had behaved with 
umfoim kindness, and on their entire loute the paity had leceived all possible 
help fiom the vdlageis and such native officials as they came in contact with 

The whole expedition iias admiiably conducted by Captain E-obeitson and 
Ml Medlicott Then movements weie so lapid that no time was left to the ill- 
affected party among the Nawab’s adviseis to raise any obstacles to the deliveiy 
of the prisoneis, and it was most satisfactoiy to have had them lescued in this 
way 

Piom veiyneailv the commencement of the disturbances it became neces- 
saiy to lely on oui o\in exeitions for the collection of money fiom the distiict 
foi the support of the gaiiisoii and the maintenance of the works I was veiy 
anxious that the latter should not be wholly stopped, as bodies of men would 
then have been tin on n loose on tbe country without any legitimate means of 
subsistence, and providing them with at least partial employment inomised to 
be tbe best means of keeping them in oidei, and also of giving to the people 
geneially tbe impression that the niaobineiy of Government has still maintained 
among them This end n as attained in all the public establishments at this 
place, none of which ever wliolly suspended work Captain MacLagan earned 
on tbe duties of the College, Captain Drummond those of the Canal, the Woik- 
sbops undei Lieutenant Baiilie, and Mr J Watson gave employment to con- 
siderable numbers of mechanics, and, though in all tbe amount of woik done 
was necessarily contracted, it was still touud to be sufficient for the object in 
view No measures more iigoious than occasional visits to defaulting villages 
weie found necessai’y for the collection of the revenue, and the sums so col- 
lected with the occasional assistance of remittances fiom the Collector, Mi 
Spankie, sufficed for all oiu wants 

The defences of the woikshops bad been steadily extended and in- 
ciCased as time and means permitted A new enti enohraent was made in 
front of tlio mam guard, and in it were mounted on ganison carnages 
three old Ib-poundeis and an 8-mcb moitai The defect of flanking 
file m the long walls of the shops was supplied by projecting musket- 
pioof platforms as shown in the diagiam Loopholed nails weie built 
where required, and pabsades closed all open points Shot and shells weie cast 
toi tbe guns and mortars, and foi field jiuiposes two brass and two non mountain 
tiain guns with two 12-poundpi Howitzeis were veiy successfully cast and 
bored in tbe woiksbops The non guns were, I believe, the first of tbe kind cast 
in India A small body of sowais, foity in number, were laised among the 
well-disposed villages, and was very useful in escoit and patiol duties The 
Beldais of the Ganges Canal having shown an excellent spirit thiougbout, 
a company 100 strong was foi mod of selected men from among them, dulled, 
and armed with carbines About as many more were aimed with speais and 
formed into cantonment and c,ty guards for oidinaiy police puiposes Tbe 
ganison guards were regularly organised and permanent posts allotted to each 
Sucli inteiioi aiiangemeiits as tlie comfort and health of the community le- 
quiied weie made and maintained Binding tbe most usual and pernicious causes 
of alarm among the ganison uere unfounded lepoits of attacks fiom luthout 
A 100 
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and gioundlcss appichensions of ticaclicry witliin, it appealed to me tlial if 
infoimation as accuiafc as ciicumstances ivould pennit iieio ciiculated to all, a 
spdatue effect would be pi oduced It was at liist intended to do this meiely 
in niauuscnpt, but as means and laboi woie both aiailable fioni the College 
Pi ess, and at the time unemployed, they weie made use of Out of these cir- 
cuinstances aiose the little papei oallcd The TooiLfC Gannon Gazette 
desii’iied solelv foi the limited oh]ect above icfeircd to, and of which only sixty 
copies w^eie ])iinted The geneial management was placed in Captain 
JtacLagan’s hand, hut the piool‘> weie ini an ably read, and the local aiticles 
almost as mvaiiably wiittcn, by mvself so long as I lemamcd at Kooikee. I 
was made aivaie of but one indiscretion in the management, the gning of 
ceitain infoimation lelativc to the actual stiength of the foiee befoie Delhi, 
which should not have appealed, otlieiwisc, I belicic, the infoimation circulated 
was not only inoffensive but useful, and ceitainly the local object contemplated 
w^as well seivcd bv it, as, when people knew icgulailv what was going on about 
them, we weic singulailj fice fiom cvoij thing like panics oi extravagant 
alarms I have thought it light to allude biicflv to this matter, as I had of 
course no autboiitv foi the act of establishing a paper of the kind, and if there 
was any impiopiicty in it, icsponsibihty must bo exclusuclj mine 

Between June and Octobei but little occuiicd to vaiy the oidmary^ tenoi of 
gaiiisou life On the 22nd June a party' ol about 200 Gooiuis gathered at 
Mungloui to plundci that town Captain llobcitson, IIci Itfajesty’s 8th, and 
Lieutenant Peinhciton of Engmceis wcie sent with a small detachment of Sap- 
pcis to dispeise them The maiaudcis began to ictirc the moment they heaid 
of the appioach of the detachment, but Captain Bobortsou and Lieutenant 
Pembciton pushing on with only foiu Canal sowars as escort, dashed m among 
them, slew three, and captuicd eight The Goopiis wcic ludclv aimed with 
old matchlocks, spcais and the like, but the whole body fled m confusion then 
ns they c\ei did bctoio e\cn the smallest of our pai ties The eight piisoneis 
wcie tiled and hanged On the 2Gth I leceivcd oideis to piocccd to Delhi, 
and left on the 27th with a laigc comov of stoics foi the Dngineev paik, and 
600 Beldais to sene as Pionecis The command oi the ganison deiohed on 
the next scmoi oOicei, Captain II E Bcul, oOth Native Infantiy 

No active moiements ol any importance were made until the Idtli July, 
when a paity of officeis and voluiiteeis with a detachment of Sappers, a gun, 
and some Scikh tloiso pioccedcd uiidei command oi Cajitam MacLagau of En- 
ginecib to Futooah, a village in an island between the Bangunga and Ganges, 
wheie a laige body of iiiaiauduig Binjaiiis and otheis had concentrated, and 
liom whence they issued to plundei the ullages of the Ganges, Kliadn, caiiy- 
iiig off cattle and giain, and dining the inhabitants away fiom their homes 
The detachment was entiicly successful, dispeiscd the plundeieis, iccoieiing 
large stoics of giain, and about 300 head of cattle, with a numboi of prisoneis, 
the iingleadeis among whom were executed 

The paity retuiiicd on the IStli, and next day another detachment under 
Captain Bead with two guns pioceedcd to the lelicf of the towm of Deobund, 
Aihrcli had been kept loi some time previous in a state of siege by hordes of 
Goojuis and w as in great dangei A detachment of the Nusseoiee Battalion fiom 
Sahaiunpooi leinfoiced the llooikee party and a combined attack ended in the 
utter dispersion of the plundeieis With this affaii teiminatcd the necessity 
for aclive opeiatious on the eastcin side of the district The couutiy continu- 
ed perfectly quiet, revenue was paid in freely, and, on my return to Booikeo 
on the 29th September, I saw' no necessity for continuing longei the organisa- 
tion of the gaiiison It W'as accoidingly broken up on the 1st October, its 
membeis lesumed then ordinary duties, and tho station w'as fully le-occupied 
' Piecautions however weie taken to keep all defensive aiiangements in efficient 
Older in case of further disturbances Idle Bui opeans retained their arms A 
mouth’s supply of provisions w'as kept w'ltliin the workshops, and the ordnance 
was caiefully kept m condition foi immediate seivice It w'as thus possible at 
any moment, if need should be, to resume oui defensive position 
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The conduct of the whole gairison was thioughout self-ieliant, cool, reso- 
lute, and most exemj^laiy OflScers and men were alike ever leady for active 
work, and, weak though their numbers weie, the maintenance of the peace 
thioughout a large section of this district, the salvation of public property con- 
siderably above a milkon steilmg in value, of private pioperty of mateiial 
amount both in the station itself and in the native towns aiound it, and the 
support of the authority of the Government were among the results of them 
activity, courage, and devotion 

In compliance with the instructions contained in paragraph 7 of Cuculai

1 HAVE tlie lionm to supply the Nairative of events attending the out- 
bieakof distuibances in this distuct, as requiied by the Government Ciicular 
Oidei Iso 212 of the 30th A.pril last 

2 Although oulv foi tv miles from Meerut, we remained in profound igno- 
rance of the staithng occuiiences at Meeiut of the 10th of May 1857 until the 
13th, and even then it v'as only by native leport we leaint that some fright- 
ful calamity had befallen oui couuliymen at that station To put an end to 
the trying state of uncei taintyaiid alarm uhieh pervaded aU classes, I despatched 
sovais to Meeiut, and such was the condition of the eountiy, between 
Biinoui and that place, that tlie first communication, which the Jemadai of the 
Police station of Bvsooninh had with his head-quarteis, was by means of the 
sowais despatched by me at this time The whole of that part of the country 
was summing with Gooiuis and escaped convicts, who stopped and plundered 
eveij’^ one, not even spaiing the meanest tiavellei, and fortunate it was for us 
that they had at this time plenty to occupy them nearer home, and that the 
iivei, u Inch d unrig the fiist few days following the outbreak, was foidable at 
many points, suddenly rose, foi hcfoie the vast numbers of these mat audeis, 
who shortly aftci wauls appeared on the opposite bank, eager to pillage the 
iich mails of Daianuggiu and Dhunouiah, could cioss, I had been enabled to 
collect and guaid tlie boats on the Bynoui side, and make auangements for 
inescning this district from the tlueatened inioad 

3 On the 16(h, the sowais leturned from Meerut, bunging me letters 
confirming the native accounts and the tales told of all they had seen, and of 
the state of things iii the “ Dumdumah ” The news was immediately followed 
bv oveit acts of violence which until then had been averted The first case 
of highuav lobbeiy occuired on this day, being committed by the Goojuis of 
Jhal and Olcynda in open day, eight miles lioni Bijnoui , and this was immediately 
followed bv an attack on Shabazpooi Khuddei, a village inhabited by Powahs, 
a class of first-rate cultivatois, uhich was likewise pillaged by Goojuis 

4< On the 17th a a//, sent foi u aid to lay a ddk for Mr llobeit 

Cuirie, u ho Avas on his u ay to the lulls, was attacked and the money taken 
from him uithin a fciv miles of Bijnoui, and although measures weie taken 
which lesulted in the iraraediate scizuie of the parties concerned in this and in 
the case of highway lobbeiy, it was quite evident the evil Avas growing upon us, 
and it was necessaiy to adopt stiingent measures if Ave hoped to retain our 
authoiify I accordingly lequiied the pimcipal landholders to aid me to the 
best of their ability, and I also circulated a notice calling upon all militaiy men 
on leave at then homes in this distiict to come in and do service To these 
lequisitions the Chowdiees of Jluldom and Ta) poor instantly responded, and 
as the Police had been considciably stiengtliened and a few Non-Ooraraissioned 
Ofiiceis and men, chiefiy belonging to the luegular Cavahy, had come in, we 
felt piettA certain of being able to keep the district in hand 

6 But duiing this eventful month Avhen the minds of men were so unset- 
tled tliat the slightest thing affected them, alarm was taken at ciicumstances 
which in oidinaiy times Avould have pa'ssed unheeded Thus when on the 18th 
a companv of the 29th jMative Infaniry, en loute to rejoin their coips from 
duty at Sahaiunpooi, suddenly made their appearance without any intimation 
having been received, the feats of the people weie greatly excited, more especi- 
ally as the sepoys did not caie to conceal then anger at two untoward 
circumstances which had occuried in the Saharunpoor distiiot whilst on their 
uS 
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maich Tbe fust of these was the unfortunate lencouutei with the Siimoor 
13attalion on its way down the Ganges Canal to Meeiut, and the second, tlie 
loss of then baggage, upon Avhich a baud of Goojuis made a sudden descent, 
uounding some of then leai-guaid 

G Notwithstanding the dangeious mood in which they wcie, om position 
at this time was such that it w as simph a choice of evils, and as an inioad of the 
Goojuis was houily expected, I was uigent wnth the Soobadar to letain his 
company at Bijnoui foi the usual halting peiiod of twenty-foui houi s to enable me 
to obtain fiom Moiadabad the sanction of the Oommanding Oflicei of the 29th 
Natne Infanlrv, to then lemaimng foi a few days to assist us in our need At 
iiist I induced them with considerable difficulty to agico to this, but they 
suddenly changed thou minds, and when the pciraission fiom Moiadabad 
leached mo, they weie w'cll on their way to .join then comiades at that station 
One of the excuses they made for not remaining was that they weic short of 
ammunition, and wnth the teiupei they were in, it was cxtiemely foitunate for 
us that such w as the case 

7 On the 19th, the Moiadabad Jail was bioken, and as the woist pnson* 
eis connected with the Bijnour district w'cio impiisoncd tlicio, the return of 
many of them to then villages caused the greatest alarm and the roads became 
immediately extremely unsafe, and to add to the sense of insecuiity, about 300 
of the Sappers and Miners after mutinying at Tlooikee, suddenly made 
then appearance at Nu 3 ecbabad With these a negotiation was opened by 
Mahmood Khan (known as the Nawab of Kujeebabad), who, though he was 
anxious to aioid any disturbance at that iilacc, w as fayoi able, as appeared 
subsequently, to an attack being made on us at Bijnoui, and we so fully expect- 
ed then ariiial that we began to put the upper stoiy of my house into a state 
of defence 

8 Poitunatcly foi us the Sappers came to the dolcimination of making 
stiaight for Moiadabad, whcic they hoped to obtain ammunition and the 
assistance of the disaflectod men of tlie 29th Natiye Infautiv With tins yiew 
they maiched on the 21st to Nugeouah, where they pillaged the Tehseel 
Treasury of all it contained in cash, stamps, and opium, and after thiownng 

^ the whole town into confusion and loining the bad 
iaio 7 "o u characters of the place in looting the bazar and 
^C 5 ^0 0 mahajuns, they piocecded on to Dham- 

pool, wheic they hoped to repeat the outiage 

10,318 11 11 Jieio, howcvei, news of then approach had been 
received, and the tehseel being w’cll adapted foi 
defence, they were compelled to go away without seeming any tieasine In 
fact, the want of ammunition appeals to have increased then anxiety to join, as 
they supposed, the mutinous 29th Native Infantiy at Moiadabad, but this 
corps had not up to this time altogcthei tbiown off its allegiance, though it had 
been guilty of gross excess in releasing some men of the 20tb Native Infantiy, 
wdio had been confined in the jail at that station Unfoitunately foi the Sap- 
pers, the 29tb w'as on its good behavioui, and apparently anxious to make 
amends when the fugitives horn Booikee airived, and the lesult was that I had 
the satisfaction of learning that they had not long enjoyed then ill-gotten spoil , 
two companies of the 29th with some sowars and two guns having gone out 
against them, and after stripping off their legiroentals and lelievnng them of 
all then piopeity, had sent them adrift 

9 Whilst these events weio occuirmg elsewdiere, at Bijnoui itself we had 
much cause for anxiety, our jail having broken on the day when the Sappers 
entered Nugeena The jail, miseiably insecure and most inadequately guarded 
by sixteen men, contained at this time 341 piisoneis including those undei trial 
I had just finished laismg the outer wall thi ee feet, and inside alterations were m 
progress which aimed the prisoners with missiles, and about midday of the 21st 
they attacked the main gate, which they soon succeeded in removing from its 
binges It was clearly a pieconceited aifau, in w'hich the prisoners were encour- 
aged by the breaking of the Moiadabad Jail two days previously, whilst the 
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estieme alaim winch picvailed consequent on this and the presence of the muti- 
nous Sappeis in the distnct made the guaid acquiesce quietly in the attempt, 
which they believed it useless to oppose The consequence ot this feeling was 
that many of the guaid weie absent at the time ot the outbieak, having left 
tbeir muskets and ammunition in the guaid loom, neai the gate of the jail 
Of this ciicumstance the piisoneis weie evidently well awaie, for they at once 
bioke into this place, and theie secured eleven muskets and several pouches full 
of caitiidges When I aiiived on the sjiot, winch I did almost immediately, all 
fuitber egiess was stopped, some of the piisoneis being shot in the attempt, and 
Ml G Palniei, my Joint-Magistiate, coming up shortly afterwards mounted, 
I despatched him with the few sonais, wdio had by this time assembled to 
puisue the fugitives, and the result would have been most satisfactory, had not 
the piisoneis succeeded in getting on a sandbank in the uvei before a leinfoice- 
nient suflicient to seciiie them could aiiive, night favoiing their escape 

10 On this occasion 216 piisoneis escaped, seven were killed, and 126, of 
whom twehe were wounded, were le-captiiied oi prevented breaking out 

11 This pieconceitcd plan had, I have no doubt, for one of its objects the 
looting of the Ticasuiy, which was nithin a shoit distance, and I therefore at 
once decided to throw all the coin, except what was actually necessary for cui- 
lent expenses, down a well close at hand, the mouth of wdiich could be defended 
from the top of the Treasury building, and this I accordingly did, w'hilst Mi 
Palmei was in pursuit of the piisoneis, and had the satisfaction of finding that 
this measure had a most quieting effect, for all felt that we were altogether un- 
able to guard the ticasuie so long as it remained above ground 

12 After this the Goojurs of the Muirdawui Peigunnah commenced sys- 
tematic pluiideiing, and gieat excesses were committed all round Bi]noui, which 
I was utterly unable to prevent I had already called upon the principal men 
of the district to assist mo in picserving the peace, and to send me trustworthy 
men into Bijnoui, but hcfoic any of these ainved, on the very day the jail 
hioko and fortunately after the money was down the well, Mahmood Khan 
ariived w'lth a number of empty carts to cany off (as he told the Deputy Magis- 
tiate) the treasure to Nuieehabad, and he was much disconcerted when he learnt 
what had been done with it As we w'erc ignorant of the change of plan which 
had led the Sappers to go direct to kloiadabad, it may leadily bo conceived 
what great cause we had for anxiety at this time, for as the Ohowdiees of Hul- 
dour and Tajpooi had not then aiiived, I had no force to set off against the 
Pathans, who were evidently in an unsettled and dangerous state of mind The 
next two days passed off well, and then I had lotaineis of the chief Hindoo 
zemindars round me, and having raised some horse and made arrangements for 
the safety of the station, I felt myself in a position to act on the offensive 
Bunjaias* had to he dealt wnth in the neighbourhood of the jungles, Goojurs 
W'ere swarming all along the river and committing all soits of atrocities in con- 
ceit with their hicthrcn of the opposite bank, and the very troublesome and 
powder ful classes of Mcw’at'>es and Bilochees were in large numbers along the 
boundary ot tins and the Moiadabad district 

13 To check the outrages daily occuriing, I at this time appointed some 
of the most influential Mahomedans to responsible posts, hoping thus to retain 
them on the side of order, and as it was very necessary to strike a blow some- 
w'heie, I sent out all my available sowars under a Naib Ressaldar of the 1st 
Bengal Irregular Cavalry to save the town of Ohandpoor, which was seriously 
threatened, but the village at which the Mewatees had collected having been 
huint, the attack was averted and the south of the district restored to compara- 
tive quiet 

14 All this time I had been urging on the authorities at Meeiut, Bareilly, 
and Moradahad, to send me a tiustwoithy force, however small , for the new 
levies I had got together would cleat ly be of no use in the event of a detei- 
nuned attack, and on the 28th an efficient party of fourteen sowais, nearly all 
leave men, under command of a Eessaldai ot the Gwalioi Oontmgent, made 
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thou appearance and weie ‘'ollowed by twenty-five sowais of the new Morada- 
bad Levj^ and toity sepoys of the doubtful 29th Native Infantry 

16 The arrival of these men enabled me to depute ray Joint-Magistiate, 
Mr G Palmei, with the Tehseeldai of Bijnour and the vhole of the above 
sepoys, and thirty sowais nndei Bahadui All, the Gwahoi Contingent Bessaldai, 
to coerce a laige gathering of maiauders in the Mundawur Peigunnah, and ward 
off an attack which was threatening the town of Mundawnr and a laige village, 
Mahomedpoor, inhabited by wealthy Bishnoees I annex copy of the lepoit 
of Ml Palmei’s successful opeiations on this occasion The blow stiuck was a 
veiy important one, and bi ought the disturbeis of the peace in that pait of the 
distiict to their senses, and would have assisted materially in effecting a diver- 
sion in oui favoi, had not the occuiienees at Bareilly and Moiadabad necessitated 
the sudden lecall of the paity as noted below 

16 After the Nawab found his plans had miscariied, and that the loyal 
Uindoos weie ready to check any overt act of his, he was most urgent to be 
allowed to return to Nujeebabad, He consequently left on the 23id, but on the 
1st of June he le-appeaied unbidden, and accompanied by at least 200 well 
armed Pathan matchlockmen, and it was quite evident he felt it was merely 
a matter of a few days, and then he would be in possession of the district 
As his presence in this mood was far fiom agreeable, I induced him after some 
trouble to go to settle a matter with some Alewatees, a few miles off, and I fully 
anticipated during his absence to be able to do much towards restoring confi- 
dence, but all these hopes were blighted by the serious occuiiences elsewhere 
which followed quietly on each other at this time 

17 The first authentic report of the outbreak at Bareilly reached me on 
the 3rd of June, but it had been rumoured since the 1st, the bad news having 
flown with its usual rapidity I immediately sent out to leoall Mi Palmer 
and we at this time had a most gloomy prospect with a force of Pathans in the 
compound, against which we could not hope to stand, whilst a new danger exist- 
ed in the piesence of the sepoys of the 29th Native Infantiy, in whose fidelity 
ive could have no trust, as the regiment had distinctly given out that they could 
only remain loyal so long as the Baieillv Begiments did When communicat- 
ing this important intelligence, the Magistiate of Moiadabad informed me 
that then paity would probably have to fly on the night he wiote (the 2nd), and 
recommended me to make for Roorkee without attempting to hold on longer, as 
doing so would be utterly useless Mr Palmer came m at once, and on the 
amval of the sepoys, I got rid of them immediately before they had become 
aware of what had occuiied at Baieilly Their departure on the moimng of the 
6th was a gieat relief, for though we had others ready and willing to work us 
ill, there was some hope of talking them fan, and restiainmg them from pro- 
ceeding to extremity, but against a use of disciphned troops we should have 
been altogethei helpless 

18 During these last days, in addition to urging the Meerut authorities 
to send assistance, I had pointed out that there was treasure which they could 
have if thev would send foi it, and accordingly there being a great want of 
money at Meerut at this time. Lieutenant Gough with nineteen sowais of the 
lith Irregulars escorting twenty-two camels arrived for this purpose at Biinour 
on the 2nd of June 

19 At this time the direct road between Bijnour and Meerut was in the 
highest degree unsafe, and I was satisfied that tins small pai ty would never 
have been allowed to pass unmolested by the Goojurs, if they had not calculated 
upon pillaging the tieasure on the way back It was well known to all the 
country lound for what puipose this party had come, and had it been attempted 
to employ tins string of camels in the transporti I am quite sure there would 
have been opposition and nearly ceitam h ss on the road I accoidingly deter- 
mined to substitute elephants for camels, and in this manner, by making a 
forced march. Rupees 50,000 was safely conveyed to Meerut, and at the same 
time I wrote to the Assistant Adjutant General to the effect that, when I zepoi ted 
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a few days pieviously tlie danger to wliich my tieasuie was exposed, I had 
received no aid from any quartei, but that smce then assistance had leached 
me from Baieilly and Moiadabad, which had made me feel much moie at 
ease, but that I should be leady to make ovei the rest of my available cash, 
when a sufidcient foice was sent for it The fact was that when I wiote this, 
I was 111 gieat hope we should be able to weatliei the stoira, in which case 
money would have been of gieat importance to us on this side, and thinking I 
could keep it safely, I was indisposed to lun the iisk of sending it laden on 
camels insufficiently guarded 

20 Ml Saundeis’ lettei of the 2nd of June was the last communication 
I had fiom him The d4ks in every other direction had been for some time 
closed, and now we weie entiiely cut off from all knowledge of what was occui- 
iing at Moiadabad, though from what Mr Saundeis had wiitten, we could not 
but feel that Moradabad must have met the same fate as Baieilly The Irist 
positive information was conveyed in Major Wateifield’s of the 5th, ivhich 
reached me on the following day, and infoi med us that the Moradabad Civil 
Officeis had reached in safety, but that we were not to look for any assistance 
from Meerut, as they would have enough to do to hold their own 

21 Whilst matteis weie in this state, Mahmood Khan suddenly letuined 
from Jahanabad, m consequence of a report having reached him that I intended 
to make over the treasure to the Chowdiees of Huldour The idea had been 
started, but never seriously entertained, for the Eajpoots had expressed them- 
selves unable to protect it, and such a measure would at once have produced 
the crisis which it was of such vital importance to postpone as long as possible 

22 The animus shown by the Nawab in this instance, taken in connec- 
tion with all that was passing aiound us, proved clearly that he and his letaineis 
weie not to be trusted foi a moment, and that an outbreak might be preci- 
pitated by the smallest accident It was, theiefoie, highly necessary to keep 
biTTi in good humom’, and in effecting this the Suddei Ameen of Bijnour, Syed 
Ahmed Khau, afforded me the most valuable assistance This officer’s belief is 
that the Nawab had been so worked upon by the lepresentations ot his advi- 
sers that when m great alarm he hastened to see him on his sudden letuin, he 
(the Nawab) was fully prepared to commit himself openly, and even aftei lie 
had been pacified and assured that there was no intention to make over the 
tieasuie to the Haldour Chowdiees, he remained for the rest of the day in a 
very dogged and perverse humour, refusing to come to me though twice 
sent foi 

23 This was on the 7th of June, and in the evening of that day Ohowdiee 
Puitab Sing received authentic intelligence fiom Moiadabad of what had oc- 
curred thei e and at Bareilly, and it became clear that every Chiistian’s life was 
sought foi I also obtained information of an intended rising on the part of 
the Pathans on that mght, whilst it was confidently believed by the officials 
about me that the sepoys of the 29th, of whom we had got iid on the 5th, 
having been refused any shaie in the treasure pillaged at that station (Moiada- 
bad), and being twitted with having allowed the Bijnour Europeans and money 
to slip out of their hands, were on their way back to rectify their mistake 

24 As this was probable enough and the distance was not great, I deter- 
mined to send off Mrs Shakespeai and the rest of the party that night across 
the river I and Mr Palmer remaining to see what turn things would take , 
but as it was clear that to attempt to do this, without the knowledge and consent 
of the Nawab, would not only be impossible but probably occasion an outbreak, 
about midnight I sent the Sudder Ameen to Mahmood Khan to tell liim what 
was in contemplation On his asking to speak with the Nawab apart, the 
reply was that those about him were all Pathans, and had no seciets from each 
other, but on being pressed he went aside, ani when the Suddei Ameen told him 
of oui mtentions to send the rest of the party off at once and follow ouiselves 
afterwards, he replied that he could not longer answer for his followers, and that 
all must leave together, and he refused to come to me, saying he had already

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advised oui going, and liad notliing moie to say On hearing this I was satis- 
fied that theie was nothing to bo done but to quit the distiict, and as a last 
lesouice, T asked the loyal Hindoo Ohowdiees ot Huldoui and Tajpooi whether 
they could not manage to hold the district against the JSawab, and eventually, 
on then expiessing their utter inability to do so, I pievaded upon the Nawab to 
come to me about 2 AM of the 8th of June, and then infoimed him that 1 1 
had decided to see my wife and the lest of the paitv across the iivei, but 
hoped not to be absent for moie than ten days oi so, and that I trusted he ivould 
do his best to pieseive oidei duiing my absence, and at the same time, I 
gave him a papei stating that I made ovei the ziUah to him foi the present, 
and looked to him to keep all public and private piopeity safe until my return 
In this document I caiefully avoided giving the Nawab any authority to collect 
revenue, but I told him, as he would have to incur heavy charges, he uould be 
at liberty to expend money from the Tieasuiy, and all that would be required 
from him would be a regulai account In common with most Englishmen 
in the Noith-I^est Piovinces, I was in the belief that oui tioops had only to 
appeal befoie Delhi to ensure its fall, and when I calculated upon lotuining 
in ten days oi so, I fancied I was allowing a good margin The speedy lecap- 
tuie of Delhi would have at once dissipated all the Nawab’s hopes, and a 
small lehable force, which I fully calculated upon obtaining, would have brought 
us back in sufficient strength to enable us to hold oui own 

26 It was now about 3 A M in the morning, and everything was leady 
for a start, but on my looking round foi an escoit, I found that, though the 
compound was full of aimed men, none u ould accompany us, except a small 
party of sowars under Kootub-ood-deen, the Eessaldai, who had been sent to our 
aid liom Bareilly A few of my own souais started with us, but turned back 
from the liver The Thannadai of Bqnour with all the rest of the Bareilly and 
Moiadabad men, had already quitted the station bcfoie we left The Christian 
poition of OUI paity consisted of the following individuals —

26 My object was to leach Kooikec, distant about foity-three miles, 
befoie nightfall, but we were seiiously delayed in getting across* the liver, as 
oui departure was so sudden that I had been unable to make any previous 
arrangement about boats, which, to allow of then being more easily guaided,had 
been lun up a creek, and the consequence -was that we were obliged to make for 
Muzuffeinuggei instead, at which station we aiiived after a most trying 
march Heie doubts arose as to the fidelity of our escoit, and consequently, after 
resting one day, we marched to Rooikee with our party strengthened by twelve 
sowars of the 4th Irregulars, a paity of whom weie at tins time stationed at 
Muzuffernugger under the command of the Adjutant Lieutenant Smith "We 
arrived safely at Rooikee on the night of the 11th of June, and within a few 
days afterwards. Lieutenant Smitli was muideied by his men, whilst oui party 
of sowais were tiled foi mutinous conduct in refusing to obey orders, disaimed, 
and turned out of the cantonment 

27 As my only chance of being able to le-occupy my district, I now 
applied for a hundred of the Gooikhas, stationed at Sahaiunpooi, but it was not 
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found possible to spare a single man, and thus all hope of an immediate letnrn 
■was at an end I need not heie notice all the attempts that weie subsequently 
made to oigamze a sufficient foice, oi how the unexpected length of the cam- 
paign and the magnitude of the opeiations befoie Delhi, entiiely frustiated all 
oui plans It will suffice to notice in the continuation of this naiiative the 
most piomment eyents which occuiied in the Bi 3 noui district dniing oui 
absence fiom it 

28 But befoie doing so, it may be as well to give in this place a biief 
account of the antecedents of the family of Mahmood Khan, the so-called 
Kawab of Nujeebabad, to whom the distiict was made over at my depaituie 

29 The giandfatbei of Mahmood Khan was Nu-jeeb Khan, who was a 
retamei of Doondeh Khan, one of the Siidais of the Kutbaii Patbans and in 
1748 A D held cbaige of the Daiianuggei poition of the distiiot as a kind of 
Tehseeldar, and having maiiied his pation’s daughtei, obtained possession of 
what IS now compiised in the Bijnoui Distiict Within a few yeais aftei, he 
incieased his influence by the captuie of a noted dacoit in the Sahaiunpoor 
District, and obtained the title of Nuieeb-ood-Dowlah Ameer-ool-Oomiab 
In 1765 be built the town of Nujeebabad and the neighbouiing foit of 
Putthuiguih 

30 Nujeeb-ood-DowIah was succeeded in 1774 AD by bis son, Zabita 
Khan, but this individual was soon compelled by the Nawab Vizeer, Soojah- 
ood-Dowlah, to quit this side of the Ganges, and having subsequently obtained 
a portion of the Sahaiunpoor distiict m jagbire fiom Alumgeei II, he took 
up bis lesidence at Gbousguih in that zillah The son of Zabita Khan was 
Abdool Quadir, who put out the eyes of Shah Alum, and having been caught 
by the Mahiattas was impiisoned in an non cage and put to death by being 
deprived giadually of his limbs On this occuirmg, his biothei, Mooen-ood-deen, 
better known as Bumboo Khan, fled to the Punjab, from which, on the occupa- 
tion of the Delhi teiiitoiy by the British in 1803, he letuined and obtained a 
pension of Bupees 6,000 per mensem, with oiders at flrst to live at Baieilly, 
but on the lecommendation of the local authoiities he was allowed in 1812 to 
make Nujeebabad his place of residence 

31 After the death of Bumboo Khan, his sons, Mahmood Khan and 
Jallal-ood-deeD Khan, with whom we have now had to do, received a pension of 
Bupees 1,000 a month foi the suppoit of the family, many membeis of which 
attained to responsible posts under Government 

32 I now letuin to my nairative, which until our re-occupation of the 
distiict IS founded on the most trustworthy native mfoimation I have been 
able to obtain 

33 On the 8th of June, the day of oui departuie, Mahmood Khan pro- 
claimed himself in the following terms — “'Ihe people are God’s, the countiy 
the Padshah’s, and the older (or Government) Nawab Mahmood Khan’s,” lu 
which his own name was substituted for the “Company,” the usual pioclama- 
tion running thus The people are God’s, the countiy the Padshah’s, and the 
01 del (oi Government) the Siikar Company Bahadooi’s ” And with lefeience 
to this, I would heie lemaik that it is stiange such a style of pioclamation 
should have been allowed to have obtained thioughout the country foi half a 
centuiy (as I believe, will be found to have been the case) without any of oui 
native officials having brought to notice the misuse of the term “ Padshah,” which 
must undoubtedly have tended to keep alive in the minds of the people the 
idea that an Erapeioi at Delhi was still then luler and the Company only 
Teokadais oi faimers of the Government The announcement to which I refer 
is made on all occasions on wliicli any notice has to be given in public places, 
and would naturally pass unnoticed by an European even should he happen to 
be in a position to hear it 

34 One of the fiist things done by the Nawab was to take up the tiea- 
suie fiom the well and dispatch it to Nujeebabad, and then, having stopped the 
d(tks placed guards at all the ferries, and increased his forces as much as 
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possible, be proceeded to dispatch a confidential servant to Delhi to obtain 
autlioiity fi om the ex-King to bis bolding the distiict in bis name These 
pioceedings natuidlly alaimed the Hindoos, but inatteis did not leacb a ciicis 
until TJbmud-oolab, the Nawab’s nephew and Tcliseeldai of Nujeebaliad, came 
to open feud witli the Cliowdiees by marching in foice upon the town of Sbeie- 
tote, with a view to punishing Oomiao Sing of that place 

36 At this time amongst other acts of direct tieason towaids the Biitish 
Government, the Nan ah diiected the abolition of the established weights 
thioughout the district, oidaming that in futuic instead of the seei being held 
to weigh 80, its equivalent should be 100 tolalis, the form of the weight being 
alteied, and a stamp with these woids “ Mohui-i-Shahee” (impeiial stamp) 
being placed on each 

36 The Nawab’s party, howevei, found a dangcious opponent at the 
commencement of its lule in Maieh Khan, who being a noted Budmash had 
collected a laige numhd of bad cliaracters, and lo'-t no time in pillaging a 
wealthy Mahajan of Sheiekote All classes, except the worst, were at hist 
unanimous in then wnsli to deprive Maieh Khan ot this dangerous power, but 
IJhmud-oolah soon found it moie to his advantage to make a fiiend of him, as 
■w’lth his assistance the fall of the Hindoos would be more speedy 

37 On this coalition being efiected, there lemained no hope for the 
Hindoos except absolute subjection oi direct opposition, and the fate of Chowdree 
Oomiao Sing at Sheiekote, who tow'aids the end of July was compelled to fly, 
losing a large amount of property, clearly foieshadowed what they must all 
come to unless they stood by each othei A plan was, there foie, formed for 
attacking the Musulmans and tuinmg them out of Sheiekote, and this w'as so 
successfully managed that IJhmud-oolah after sustaining a complete defeat fled 
to Nujeebabad during the night of the 6th of August 

38 Whilst this was occurring at Sheiekote, Mahmood Khan lemained at 
Bijnoui with only a few followers, and the youngest of the Huldour Cliowdiees 
taking advantage of this, suddenly made his appeal ance on the moining of the 
6th August, and with the assistance of the Cliowdiees of Bqnour attacked the 
Nawab, who, finding himself unable to hold his own, fled piccipitately to 
Nuieebabad The result was that though the towm of Bijnoui was saved, all 
public and private pi opcity outside fell into the hands of the labblc, who had 
joined the Ohowdiees simply with the hope of plunder, and were altogether 
beyond control 

39 Koi some time after quitting the district I attempted to keep the 
Nawab to some extent straight, but eventually from the bad accounts winch 
reached me from time to time, and in consequence ot the Nawab’s detei mined 
silence, I came to the conclusion that it only remained to put the Naw ah’s 
authoiitv aside by a wuitten order, and consequently on the 7th August, I 
addressed the Ohowdiees directing them to consider themselves responsible for 
then respective properties, and the quiet of the district, torwaiding an intima- 
tion to this efifcct to the Naivab, and prohibiting him from leaving Nujeebabad 
01 inteifeiing any further in the management of allaiis, as he had so grossly 
exceeded the authority given him ou my departure My obj'ect in this w'as to 
strengthen the hands of the loyal Hindoos and leave the Nawab without excuse 
At the time of writing I was of course not aware of the events of the 6th and 
6th, which had given temporary success to the Hindoos, but on this favorable 
chanee being known, it became desirable to delegate the entire management of 
the district to Mahmood Balimut Khan, the Deputy Collector, and Syud 
TJhmud Khan, the Suddei Ameen, two ofiBceis who thioughout had proved 
themselves conspicuously loyal, and not having succeeded in quitting the district 
were available on the spot Under the authority thus conveyed, these ofliceis 
a'jsumcd charge on the 16th of August, and the daily reports for warded by 
them showed that they acted with zeal and judgment, but circumstances had 
just occuiied at Nugeena, which so much aggravated the ill feeling between the 
Hindoos and Musulmans that the Mahomedan flag was raised by the Nawab, 
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and tins a! tempt to lecorei onr lost prestige ■was brouglit to a sudden close by 
tbe advance of the Moosulmans to •^vitliin a few miles of Bijnoiu on the 23id 
of August A laige Jat village was then burnt and plundeied by them, and as 
theie was no suflScient body of Hindoos at IBijnoui to oppose them, the gieatei 
poition having gone to Hugeena, it was consideied hopeless to attempt to hold 
the place, and the Government officials above noted letiied to Huldoui, where 
they continued until after the fall of that place on the 27th idem In the 
meantime, the Musulmans under the oider of Ahmed-oollah had been to 
Nugeenah to punish the Hindoos theie, and on tins occasion theentiieMohullah 
of the Bisbnoees was sacked and burnt , after which an advance was made on 
Huldoui, where the Hindoos having gone out to meet then opponents sustained 
a complete defeat, and after letuing to the town weie only saved fiom total 
destruction by the breaking out of files m all directions, which pi evented the 
Musulmans fiom following tip the blow Ahmed-oollah then maiched to Bijnoui 
of which he took possession without opposition, the Jat Chowdiees having fled 
acioss the iiver The Chowdiee of Tajpooi, Pei tab Sing, also at this time 
quitted the distiict and went to Kant in Zillah Moiadabad and subsequently 
to Meeiut, wheie his folio weis did excellent seivice m taking out-post duty, 
and the Deputy Collector B-ahmut Khan and the Sudder Ameen, TJhmud Khan 
likewise took advantage of t!ie oppoitunity to effect their escape acioss the 
rivei 

40 On the depaituie of the Musulmans, the Hindoos again collected in 
force at Huldour and retaliated on then enemies by killing all that fell into 
their hands, but on the Musulmans again attacking the place, they were diiven 
to take sheltei in their dwelling-house which was foitunately stiong enough to 
enable them to hold out, though by this time they had lost two out of thiee of 
then own guns and one belonging to the Kant Chowdiee On the Musulmans 
letiiing, the Chowdiees took lefuge for a few days in the large village of Pheena 
belonging to their biethien, but they subsequently letuined to then own town 
where it suited the lebels to leave them unmolested pending an attempt which 
was now made to induce the Hindoos to acknowledge then’ authoiity 

41 In the hope of effecting an adjustment, it was proposed to appoint Jul- 
lal-ood-deen Khan, the younger Nawab, Plenipotentiaiy, but Ahmed-ullali was so 
opposed to this as detiacting fiom his authority that it was finally aiianged on the 
13th of September that a Council should be appointed consisting of IJhmud- 
oollah, Uhmudyai Klian (better known as Kullun Khan), Shuffee-oollah, Akhoon- 
ub-dool Bahman, and TJhmud Shah of Nujeebabad by whom matters weie to be 
lefeiied for final orders to Mahmood Khan, and an attempt was made by Sad- 
oollah Khan (late Moonsiflf of TJmiohah and father-in-law of Jullal-ood-deen) to 
induce the Chowdiees to meet him and come to settlement, but this fell to the 
ground, as the piincipal Hindoos would not meet him 

42 The fact was, the Hindoos were still bent on trying their strength once 
more with the Nawab and accordingly another fight took place on the 18th of 
September, which ending unfavorably as before, the Hindoos were again obliged 
to take refuge in Pheena This was followed by another attempt at reconcilia- 
tion, and Chowdree Bundheei Sing of Huldour met theNawab’s eldest son, but 
nothing could tempt the younger Chowdiees to jiut themselves in the power ot 
the Musulmans, and eventually in the end of September these two latter 
made then escape acioss the Ganges to Meerut 

43 About this time a most wanton massacre of unoffending Hindoos 
chiefly Putwaiees, was committed at Sheiekote, and the Musulmans so com- 
pletely asserted then supremacy that they were now all powerful throughout 
the distiict As was to be expected, however, disputes immediately arose as 
to the division of authority, the notorious Mareh Khan, backed by all the bad 
chaiacteis of the distiict, wishing to supersede TJhmud-oollah Khan’s authority 
altogether , but it was at last aiiauged that Mahmood Khan should have an 
allowance of Bupees 12,000 a month, that the Nugeena, Dhanpooi, and Chaud- 
poor Tehseels should be made over to Maieh Khan and Gliuzunpur Ah Khan 
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the Nawab’s eldest son, and Nu]ccbabad and Bijnoiu Tebseels put under 
TJhmud-oollab, Rupees 8,000 of the allowance to the Nawab being contiibuted 
by the foimci and the icniaindci bv the lattci This auangement continued 
in foicc until the 22nd of Rebruaiy 1858 

44 In the meantime Bhood Sing of Iluldoui, having leachcd Uloeiut, 
most uigoutly piesscd the feasibility of a rc-occupation of Bijnoui, and as we 
had at this time no foice available it was dcteimincd to send some tioops belong- 
ing to Rao Goolab Sing, a powciful zumindar of Kooteisii in the Bulurdslia- 
hui Distiict, who uitli the aid of Gooisahae, Nazim of Uussunpoor in Zillah 
Moiadabad, would, it was hoped, be stiong enough to lecovcr Bi 3 noui for us 

45 It was in the end of Octobei , when this move u as decided upon, but 
the Musulmans collecting at Chandpooi in great stiength, the Hindoos ueie 
nevei bold enough even to cntci the disliict, uhilst the lebcls, encouiaged by 
this, suiioundcd Rundheei Smg at Huldoiu, and after a gallant defence on 
his pait took him piisonci and sent him off to Nuiccbabad, uheie he nas kept, 
until our aiiival in A.piil, enabled liim to effect bis escape and join oui camp 

46 The piospect of the Musulmans was now consideicd so favoiablc that 
seveial noted rebels of the Moo/uflcinuggur anti Mceiut Distiicts c.vmc over 
and joined them, and amongst the lest came the noted Goojnr Chiefs, Kuddum 
Sing and Dulail Sing, the Cazee of Thannah Bhown, Inaiat Ah, and the outlaw 
Ruza Hussun, othcrn iso kiiou n as Ghootun Tliicc of the Delhi Pimccs (so 
called) also came oiei, and the ichcls now took it into then heads to make laids 
acioss the inei, uhich they did with some succcbs on seveial occasions 
Chootun blunt the ChowUee of Dhuiuinpooia, killing foiu Buikundazcs and 
caiiying off two hoiscs, Siidai Khan and Dulail Smg Gooiui suipiiscd a 
picket of our cat ah y at Runjcetpooi, and took anav hoises and accoutrements , 
Dalail Sing biiiut the Chowkees of Allahabas and Bhooknihaice , Cazee Inajat 
Ah pillaged the Police outposts of Niiabutpoor seizing two Buikundazcs, one 
of wliom was killed, and the othci made a Musuhnan , and, being cncouiaged 
by these petty affaiis, a considciablc foicc uith tuo guns undei Inayat Ah, 
Dulail Sing, and Chootun ciosscd on the 5th of Januai's 1858, and burnt the 
Thannah at Mceianpooi inoclaiming thcNanab, andicti eating to then ounside 
of the iivci befoie QUi tioops could inleiccpt them Tuo dais aftci this the 
lebels made a bimilai move in the cvtierac noith of the dibtiict, smpiising 
the Ganges Canal Choukec at Myapooi and cariying oft a lad cmplovcd in the 
El ccti 1 C Telegiaph Office and otlici Goi ci ament seivaiits Aftci burning the 
Bungalou,and pioclaiming the Nauab at Kunkhul and Iliuduai, they le- 
crossed the iivci, but uhen on the 9th emboldened by thou success they weie 
again lash enough to come oiei uudei Shuffee-oollah they ueie met and signally 
defeated by a small paity sent out fiom Rooikeo undei Captain Boisiagou 

47 This failuie had the effeot of dispcibing the rebels consideiablv> and 
TJhmudoollah to legain his influence gave out on the IGth of January that all 
lent-tiee holdings icsumed undei oui lulc uould be leleased, but this does not 
appear to have helped him much, and the disputes between the seieial leadeis 
ueie still so gieat, that a flesh auangement became absolutely ncecssaiy This 
was accoi dingly made on the 22nd of Pebiuaiy, and by it Mahmood Khan’s 
eldest son, Ghuzunfui Ah Khan, was declaied heii-appaicnt, the Nawab’s own 
allowance was leducod to Rupees 8,000 pei mensem, TJhmudoollah was nomi- 
nated to lepiesent the ISawab, Shufec-oolluh and Maieli Khan ueie mado 
Geneials and a jaghiie in the Sheiekote Peigunnah valuing Rupees 19,000 
pel annum was assigned to the latlei with an allowance of Rupees GOO a 
mouth, and a pioraise of fuither leward on the conquest of the Dooab being 
completed Kullun Khan was appointed Commandei-in-Chief, and stipends set 
a pait foi all memheis of the Nawab’s family, and an engagement taken flom 
Uhmud-oollah that he would not aspire to the Musnud oi inteiteie uith 
Ghuzunfur Ah Khan’s succession on the Nauab’s death 

48 But these idle di earns vreie not destined to leniain long unbroken, foi 
at this veiy time when in his wilful blindness and crass igiioiance the Musiil- 
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man was flatteiing himself in the belief that his power had the element of 
stability, a Biitish foice was collecting at Boorhee which in a few short days 
was to send high and low flying foi their lives fiom the distiict in which they 
had piesumed to exeicise their usuiped authoiity 

49 On the 17th of Apiil 18B8, all the ariangements being completed we 
ciossed fiom a little below Kunkhul near the head of the Ganges Canal into the 
Bijour Distiict, and within five days all then blight visions were dispelled and 
the rebels diiven homeless wandeieis :^’om the scene of then shoit-lived misrule 

60 Since the fight at Nugeena on the 21st of Apiil theie has not been 
the smallest show of opposition, and, though of course ciuelly shaken by what 
they have undeigone duiing ten months of violence and disoider, the people 
aie giadually regaining then confidence in our lule, but it will be long indeed 
befoie they can altogether lecover the shock they have sustained 

61 Having biought down the nariative to the date of oui le-enteiing 
M> report to Government, N w the district, it docs not appear necessaiy for me to

2 I left this place with the foice undei my command as per margin

I cuanged the dnection of my march and arrived 


at the village of “ Sheilchojwo) ah,” distant about half a mile fiom " Fiizulpoor” 
about 4 pm, finding that it was a Goojui village, I took the Pudhan as a 
prisoner with me , his village was quite empty 


3 1 had taken care that the tioops should be at the head of the column 

well in advance of the multifaiious crowd who followed nominally to aid, but 
in reality to look on and plunder 


4 'When about 700 yards from “Puzulpoor” I dispatched a Duffadar 
and eight sowais to a point on the extieme left of the village to reconnoitre, 
with 01 del s to intercept fugitives in that direction Immediately aftei they 
left me the alaim seems to have been given in the village a laige numbei of 
men, about 400 or 600, turned out with diums-beating, and from the flashing 
of their weapons apparently well armed their hue extended along the whole 
length of the village, and a tope of tiees on its right 


6 When we were about 350 yards distant they began to fire upon us, I 
immediately deployed the sepoys who advanced steadily supported on the light 
flank by the Cavalry in a column of threes When we got within 260 yards 
of the village, I received intelligence from my leconnoitering party on the 
flank that the rioters were beginning to lun , and by the time the sepoys were 
within 70 yaids of the tope (when I gave them the word to go in with a rush) 
there was not a man to oppose them 


6 As soon as I perceived that the Infantry no longer required immediate 
support, I directed the Bissaldar to gallop round the village to the right with 
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his sowais, which ho did reiy smaifcly taking up the icconnoilcring paity sent 
Iheie m the fiist instance, and by the time I emerged with the sepoys (who 
slaimished thiough the tope) on the othei side after filing the village, he met 
me having made the eiicuit of the whole and taken several prisoners 

7 I then pushed on with as many sonais as I could muster after the 
groups of aimdd men fljiug in all dnections , and succeeded in seeming a good 
numhei Meanwhile the sepoys had hied the two Jab villages of “ Bhoojpooi ” 
and ‘‘ Jehangeei pooi'’ on either side of Biizidpoor" and stiagglois in the leai 
the two Goojur villages of “ Shelhopoora'’ and “ Bossempoor ” 

8 Getting togethci what force I could I pushed on to the Cliohan 
village of Nai ampoor" for which many of the fugitives made in the fiist 
instance, by the time we leached it, was descitcd both by them and by 
its inhabitants These ciicumstances togethci nitli the quantities of gram 
and cattle in and about it satisfied me that its inhabitants had been shareis 
with their neighbouis in the lecent maraudings, and I accordingly burnt it 
down 

9 The sun was then setting, and it was n ith the utmost difficulty that 
oiu scattered forces were collected together , but we letuincd without accident 
by moonlight reaching jMundawui about 9 i> M 

10 I have reason to believe that about tnouty of the iiotcis wcie kiUcd 
chiefly by the sepoys The whole number of prisoners taken was thu’ty-two 
including the Pudhan of '' Shelhopooi a" and the two Pudhans of “ Fitsuljioor ” 

11 On our side the onlv sciious casualty was tlie loss of a souai’s hoiso 
uhich was disabled by a blon fiom a tulwar One sepoy of the 29th, 

IToImnncl icceived a slight tulwar wound on the foi e-finger, and the 
Subadar an in 3 ury on the forehead, not serious, fiom the icaiing of his horse 

12 I am much indebted to Piissaldar ” Bahadth Ah Khan" to Subadar 
SheiUi Bidaihux” to Torah Ah," Tohseeldar of Bijnoui, who accompanied 

the force, for their exertions on this and all occasions since uc left Bijnour, and 
last but not least, to “ Moonshcc, Mir Amannt Ah" of Mundawui, whose oxoi- 
tions in providing our Commissariat weie of the utmost use 

13 I annex a hst of Ike prisoners, of the villages burnt, and of the arms 
taken, the latter I have allowed to remain in the hands of the captois uith the 
exception of the guns and a “ r/i wwi” nliich I have letaincd for Government 
service, as also a pair of " Zimhooinls" which I took fiom the Pudhan of 
" JDieiee" on the previous day 

14 The exposuie and fatigue to which both men and horses were sub- 
3 ected yesterday, and the consequent illness of the Tehseeldai, the Bissaldar, 
and the Subadar have rendered it impossible to do anything to-day But I 
tiust that this seveie but well meiited punishment mil have taught the Jats 
(who have been the principal disturbers of the peace of this district) a lesson 
which they will not easily forget 

16 I very much icgret that the absence of any compact force after the 
dispersion of the rioters at Puzulpoor rendered it impossible for me to pioceed 
regularly to examine the othei villages , oi to prevent indisciimiuato pillage

2 The news of the Meeiut mutiny reached me, then in the snowy 
ranges of Guihwal, on 22nd May I hastened hack to Almorah, made what 
arrangements appeared advisable with Colonel McCausland, and then proceeded 
to Nainee Tal to do what was possible for the preservation of older at the foot 
of the hills, to get funds and piocuie supplies 

3 My applications to Baieilly and Moradabad for money were too late, 
the sepoys having detei rained upon pioteeting the treasuries for themselves, 
and no laigei sums could be taken out of them The Buheiee Tehseel Officers 
had helped themselves, and I got no money The Bunjarahs, collected in large 
numbers, had closed the roads m Uooderpoor, and all trade was at a stand-still 
I seemed as much gram as I could in the Bhabur, and awaited the course of 
events 

4 On the 1st June the Bareilly refugees reached Huldwanee, and those 
of Moradabad, who came to Nainee Tal, arrived at Kala Doongee on the 4th 
June All who started, except Sergeant Staples from Baieilly, reached the 
hills in safety, and fiom the 6th June we were, for nearly a month, cut off 
from all communication with the plains Eaily in July a ddk line was estab- 
lished across the hiUs thiough Mussooiee 

6 Soon after the 10th June, the most complete disorder prevailed in the 
plams, and large hordes of dacoits from Eampoor and the Moradabad district 
filled the Bhabui villages of lower Kota, they stole the cattle, removed 
thousands of maunds of grain, and did as much damage as possible Our 
strength at that time was not sufficient to protect the whole of the Bhabur , 
I therefore confined my efforts to the Cbukhata district in the vicinity of Huld- 
wanee The hill-cultivatois of the Bhabur returned to the hills after a few 
attempts at resistance, in which about twenty rebels were killed I could not 
offer any efficient lesistance, and the rebels having in a few days plundered 
the villages, the country was left a deseit 

6 On 27th June, the rebels again collected below upper Kota I sent a 
party under Dhun Sing to defend the place, but Mustoo Kban of the Eampoor 
teiiitoiy came with an overwhelming fbice of hoise and foot Dhun Sing and 
some others were killed, the Tehseel was plundered of the few rupees (about 
400) in deposit, and the rebels at once retired without destroying the villages 

7 About the middle of June the evil-disposed of the hill people, especi- 
ally on the holders of the plains, began to show that they were sensible of oui 
weakness, and as I had no district Police, I felt the necessity of resorting to 
extreme measures to pieseive order , foi I foresaw that if any part of the pro- 
vince became disorganized, our position at Nynee Tal would be most critical, 
and if one pergunnah got into disorder, the probability was others would soon 
have followed the example. 

8 As soon as I saw the danger alluded to above, I proclaimed Martial- 
Law in Kumaon In the first few cases of dacoity, I sentenced to long terms of 
imprisonment this was not sufficient, and I gave longer sentences, but without 
success, and at last I sentenced some dacoits to capital punishment This was 
made known throughout the province, the bad characters were frightened, the 
good men felt safe, and the country remained as peaceable as in former years 

9 It soon became evident after the ai rival of the Eohilcund refugees, 
that there was no prospect of immediate lelief. Our funds were alarmingly 
small, and we had then no prospect of assistance Mr Oolvin and I diew up 
a scale of allowances, by which we paid every European monthly Advances 
weie made on receipts, and nearly all have been adjusted 

10 The Eampooi Nawab did allm his power to preserve order in his own 
territories, and assist us , but from the information we received, it appeared 
quite possible, and even probable, that at the "Bukr Eed,” in the end of July, 
a disturbance might take place at Eampoor, and if the Nawab had been killed, 
tbe victorious party would at once have attacked us The presence of many 
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ladies and childien ^vould liare hampered us a good deal in the event 'of being 
attacked, and though that was only a chance, contingent on other events, I 
pieferied a timely, though it might he an unnecessaiy, lotieat to the cliance of 
a disci editable flight I accoidingly sent ovci the ladies and childien, about 
200, to Almoiah, and uhentheEed festival passed ovci they all leturned to 
'Nainee Tal this was the only occasion on which any body had to leave Kainee 
Tal fionjL fiist to last 

11 The Police sowais and buikundazes (belonging to the plains) lan 
away on 9th Septembei, and only hill burkundazcs lemained, but the Pohce 
stations at and neai Huldwanco ncie maintained till 17th Septembei , u hen a 
paity of lebels, mustciing about 1,000 hoise and foot, took possession of the 
place On the IStli, Captain Maxwell with a paity of Goorkhas, and about 
loity Cavaliy, composed of Offlceis and 8 Iiiegulars, defeated the rebels, 
killing about 160 of them Up to the beginning of Septembei the 6Gth 
Gooikhas and 8th Iiiegulai Caialiy had piotectcd JDLuldwaneo, but the climate 
became so dangeious after the laius ceased, I thought it iinpiiideut to risk the 
lives of such valuable men, and lecallcd them 

12 The Police aftci this ictiicd to the entrance to the hills, and kept 
parties moving about the lowei pait of the Iluldwanee distiict On the 6tli 
Octobei the lebels, in number about 6,000, again took possession of the jilace, 
it was not deemed advisable to attack them, and an attempt was made to entiap 
the cavahy poition of the foice Although we failed in secuiing the cavalry, 
we cieated such an alaiin that the lebels feaiing an attack, wcie seized with a 
panic duiing tlie night, cut then liecl-iopes, and vent ofl. belt ei -skelter, leaving 
their giain and some othei piopeity behind them One sowai iias caught next 
morning and hanged 

13 The unhealthy season had passed auav, and as we expected to hear 
of a foice enteiing llohilcund, I uigcd on Colonel McCauslaud the necessity of 
faking up a position at Ilulduauee, to piotoct that pait of the distiict, and bo 
leady to assist in the dcstiuction of the lebels, oi at any late to create a divei- 
sion The aiiival of the Kipal Contingent, and advanced state of the Kumaon 
levies, enabled us to occupy nulduaiiee, and leave at Naiueo Tal a paity strong 
enough to piotect the passes on the llampooi side, while Lieutenant Mclntvie’s 
young legiment iias available to take some of the Almoiah duties, and, if 
necessary, guaid the eastern passes 

Id On the 1st Januaiy the labels lieaiing of a supply of giain com- 
ing foi 0111 camp, made a night march fiom lloodeipooi and appeared befoie 
Hiildwaiiee about 9 am llie force under Captain Baugh defeated them, 
killing about fifty 

16 The impossibility of piociiiing more supplies of giain, and my stoie 
hating become exhausted, most of Captain Ciossman’s cavalry had been 
oideiod to Kasheepooi In the end of Januaiy they icturned, and Colonel 
McCausland came down with the Ilead-qu.iiteis of the 66th Gooikhas, and on 
1st Pebiuaiy we had about 1,000 infantiy, 250 cavahy, two 6-poundeis, and 
two mountain tiain guns 

16 Puzl Huq’s aimy of 4,600 with four guns moved up from the east* 
Kala Khan with 4,000 men and foiu guns advanced fiom Buheiee Puzl Iluq’s 
aimy encamped at Sanda, thiiteeii miles east, and Kala Khan’s took up a 
position sixteen mdes south of Iluldwanee They first intended attacking us 
in fiout and flank, and the ground uas so much in oui faioi ue lomamed quiet 
They then determined upon uniting forces and attacking us in fi ont , this was 
not desirable, and on 10th Pebiuaiy, Colonel McCausland attacked Kala 
Khan’s foice at Chuipooia The result has been noticed at length in Colonel 
McCauslancl’s despatch After the Chuipooia fight the rebels lost heart, and 
never again settled down in the Teiiai Peigunnahs 

17 A party once came to collect revenue in Kilpooiee, and put up at the 
Setaigunge Tehseel Captain Baugh was sent immediately out vith 250 
lufcinti’y and cavalry Mi Caitmchael, who had formerly charge of these

pergunnaliSj accompanied the detachment as Civil Officer, and by judicious 
management the rebels weie suriounded and destioyed 

18 In Januaiy, it became knoivn that a few of the Kali Kumaon people 
had joined the lehel camp, and I deputed Mi Colvin to that pait of the 
distiict Mr Colvin pi evented the contagion spieading — if it had any tendency 
to become more geneial, and kept the passes so well guaided that the rebels 
never attempted to approach the hills in the direction of Buimdeo 

19 When the aitilleiy company at Almoiah showed symptoms of 
disaffection in June, so many of them weie sent to jad that there was no loom 
At the same time there was such a panic among the Natives at Nainee Tal, 
that coolies were very scarce I took foity hill piisoneis from the jail, knocked 
off then lions and used them as coolies, without guards, on the xnomise that 
if they behaved well they should he leleased at the end of the year They 
worked on the loads, earned loads, on one occasion attacked a body of dacoits 
near Kala Doongee, killing several of them, and throughout behaved admii- 
ahly I therefore released them at the end of the year I considered it desirable 
that Mr. Colvin should he present at Almoiah, and sent him there m June, 
his presence maintained confidence among the people of the town, and he was 
ready to proceed in any direction wheie an officer’s presence might he required 

20 Ml Beckett kept the passes into the hills from Bijnour well 
guaided, and at once proceeded in any direction where attack was threatened 
In consequence of some evrl-disposed plain’s men attempting to create a dis- 
turbance at Sieenuggui, a company of Goorkhas was sent over for a short 
time from Almorah, hut with the exception of some dacoities in the eaily part 

* Guriwai mutiny. Ml Beckett’s district," like Kumaon, 

remained peifectly well-conducted and loyal In 
fact, with the few individual exceptions, the people of Kumaon and Guihwal 
have behaved very well They supplied coolies, gram and men, to protect 
the hye-passes , and the best evidence I can ottei of their loyalty and honesty 
IS the fact of remittances of Rupees 10 to 60,000 having passed through the 
hills from Mussooree to Almoiah in charge of a lew Ohupiassees 

21 Mr Batten was detained by me at Nainee Tal, as it was uncertain 
where I might go to, and the presence of one Civil Officer at the station was 
absolutely necessary to keep order, and carefully dispose of the numerous 
apphcations from all sides without delay 

22 Mr Alexander by applying to the Nawab of Rampoor received 
Rupees 64f,000 in Gold Mohuis, he also received about a lakh of rupees in the 
payment of revenue, and by granting bills on Moradabad The Raja of 
Guihwal lent a lakh of rupees, and we managed to pay our way on a limited 
scale, until better times admitted of tieasuie being sent us through Deyia 

23 I consider it proper to mention that I felt it incumbent on me to 
cancel an order given by the late Lieutenant-Governor, lequirmg all villagers 
to keep cattle out of then houses This created great disgust, and was so 
offensive to the hill people that I took upon myself to cancel it I wrote to 
the late Mi Colvin explaining the circumstances, and he approved of my 
proceeding I got no official approval, but it was conveyed (by kossid) in a 
small note from Mr Thornhill, then Secietaiy to Government, and I think 
subsequently in a letter written in Mi Mini’s hand-wiitmg, signed by the 
late Mr Colvin I have noticed this matter in order that 1 may not appear to 
have acted disrespectfully in having inteifeied with the late Lieutenant- 
Governor’s orders 

24 In conclusion, I would obseive, that the facts specified for report 
in the Circular under acknowledgment had no place in this province, which 
happily has no history to record , but I have in the absence of such facts given 
a brief account of what has occurred from the sad tidings of the mutiny first 
leaching Kumaon, to the defeat of the rebels by the Huldwanee force at 
Chuipooia, from which date we were never molested by any one

1 HAVE the honor to report officially, for the information of the Hon’ble 
the Lieutenant-Governor of the Cential Provinces, the measures taken by 
myself for the protection of the Banda District, and the circumstances vvliicii 
ultimately compelled me to abandon the station and distiicts 

2 On the news leacking me of the mutinies of Aleerut and Delhi, the 
Mensnres taken for tho protection neccssaiy ordcis weie issucd to ensuic tlie appre- 

of tiio Banda District hcDsion of the mutmceis, who, it was supposed, 

would be endeavouiing to reach tlieir homes I also lecoived from Mi Collector 
Loyd lists of the disbanded sepoys of the 19tb and Sdifh, belonging to the 
Banda and Humeerpooi Districts, and oideicd a stiict watch to be kept on 
any who returned to then homes 

3 As the rebellion spiead, I found it necessaij’^ to strengthen the police 
of the seveial thannahs, in oidei that the mam loads of the district and all 
the glAts on the Jumna might be stiictly guaided, and mutineeis and other 
disaffected parties be pievented fiom enteiing the distiict to stii up the spiiit 
of rebellion in Banda 

4 At all the entrances of the town of Banda sfiong bodies of police 
weie stationed, and on the roads fiom Humeerpoor and fiom Puttehpoor, 
strong horse patiols weie established 

6. At the bndge-of-boats at Cbilla Tara GlAt on the Jumna, I stationed 
Mahomed Sirdai Khan, with ordeis to co-opeiate with Hikmutoolla Khan, 
Deputy Collector of Puttehpooi, who had been stationed by the Magistiate of 
Puttehpooi midway between Puttehpoor and the Jumna, and to prevent the 
Glossing of any armed bodies, and to appiebend all suspected bad cbaiacters 
or mutineers 

6 The loads from Humeerpoor and Cbilla Tara, as also the town, were 
nightly pati oiled by Mi Assistant Magistiate Webster and myself, in whicli 
duty we weie assisted by Di Claike, Mr Biuce, and ceitain influential native 
gentlemen I fuithei gave permission to native gentlemen residents in the 
town, whom I would tiust, to laise bodies of armed letainers for their own 
defence I also allowed the tradesmen and shopkeepeis each to enteitain one 
or two men foi the defence of then shops m case of an attack fiom without. 

7 About the end of May, I took the farther precaution, with the con- 
sent of Major Ellis, Assistant Political Agent for Buudelkund, of inviting 
Bajdhur Killadai, who lives at Gouiiar, about ten miles fiom Banda, and tbe 
Pajas of Adjyguib and Cbiikaree, to send each a small foice of guns, match- 
lockmen and cavaliy to assist in the protection of tbe town and disfiict 
Pajdbur sent me 126 men and one gun, and the Ranee of Adjygurh sent two 
guns and about 200 matcblockraen and cavaliy The Baja of Cbiikaree 
expiessed bis inability to affoid any aid without raising new levies, which I 
of couise declined The Gouiiai and Adjygurh tioops made themselves veiy 
useful in feeding the Police Chowkees ot the town, and their presence (espe- 
cially of the guns) seived to keep om Native Infantiy detachment somewhat 
in awe, and did good seivice in lestoring confidence to tbe townspeople 

8 Eveiythmg went on q^uietly, the Couits were open and public woiks 
cairied on as usual, until we lett Banda, in spite of constant alaims and false 
leports, and veiy gieat excitement among tbe people. 
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9. I believe that, that people in the district knew nothing whatever of 
what was going on around them in other districts, and the fiist intimation 
they received of the lebellion as through the proclamations issued hy the 
North-Westein Government Those pioclamations set people enquiiing, and 
they veiy soon learned the tiuth 

10. The insuiiection commenced in the Banda Distiict in the villages 
Conimcuccmenfc and spread of tiio of Muika, in Pergunuah Bubeioo in Mow on the 

rebellion m tiie Banda District Jumna, and lu the Duiseuda Perguunah I first 

heard of the assembling of aimed men, of secret councils, and loudly uttering 
thieats fiom the I’eiguanahs This was in the beginning of June, and they 
were soon followed up by the mutineeis at Cawnpooi and Allahabad, before 
wbicb no actual outbreak or even a dacoitee had taken place in the Banda 
Distiict The released convicts from Allahabad and Oawnpoor however soon 
spread over the country and forced the GliJts on the Jumna, notwithstanding 
my previous precautions which had been moie for the purpose of apprehending 
fugitives, than toiesist aimed masses, and theinsuirection of the whole country 
followed too soon upon the disasters of Allahabad to allow of my strengthen- 
ing the Ghhts even if I had been able to do so The released convicts found 
the Banda people only too leady to join them The Tehseelee of Mow was 
first attacked and plundered by the Zemindars of Mow and the neighbour - 
ing villages, and the lecords torn up and distiibuted to the winds, in order, 
as they said, that no lecoid of then liabilities might remain to the new 
Government The Tehseelee and Thannah establishments did their best, but 
ueie overwhelmed by thousands, and compelled to seek safety in flight. The 
loss of the Kumasin, Buberoo, Simounee, and Pylanee Tehseelees soon followed 
in a like manuei I saw Tehseelee after Tehseelee going, and the waves of the 
rebellion rapidly appioaching Banda itself, and was totally helpless to prevent 
It The w'hole district went to the bad in less than a week The town and 
bazar of Eajapoor was saved fiom plunder by the merchants themselves, who 
assembled a large foice and repelled the repeated attacks of the surrounding 
villageis Mr Cockerell, Joint Magistrate, was stationed at Kiiwee, and gal- 
lantly did he, single handed, maintain his post, assisted in some measure, al- 
though lukewarmly, by Naiain Rao and Madho Rao He saved the Tehseelee 
of Tiihowan The Tehseelee of Budousa in the south of the distiict was saved 
by the good conduct of the Tliauabdai, Oosman Khan, who stood by his post, 
although abandoned by the Tehseeldar, until relieved by the Kir wee Raos 
The Tehseeldar of Seonda being on the south west coiner of the district 
remained intact, as also the Tehseelee of Pergunuah Banda, until the time of 
oui abandoning the district 


11 I must say in defence of the district, Police and Eevenue Establish- 
ment of Banda generally, that they lemained at their posts to the very last, 
and many of them were killed and wounded in defence of Government pro- 
perty. As foi the people, mined as they w^ere by over assessment and bad 
seasons, and half starving, still they wmuld I think not have risen in rebellion, 
if they had been left to themselves It wras only when excited by the reports 
from other distiicts, and heaiing of the excesses committed elsewhere, and of 
what w'as then supposed the total massacre of all Europeans at Allahabad, 
that they too came to the conclusion that the Biitish rule was at an end, and 
every man had best take caie of himself 

12. Banda Peigunnah and town still remained quiet for a few days. 

Measures taken to prevent mutinies aftci the district had slipped from my grasp In 
and roMhon at the station of Bm da, the Commencement of the rebellion I had in mv 
and for the safety of tlio treasure ^p^^lds of eight lakhs of lUpceS, includ- 

ing two lakhs subscription to the 5 per cent loan by Narain Rao and 
Madho Rao of Kii wee, which had just been paid Wishing to hold out as 
little inducement to the Native Infantry (3 Companies of the 1st Native 
Infantry) stationed at Banda as possible, I took advantage of the return 
detachment of the 66th Native Infantry to Oawnpoor, to send, under oideis 
of the Accountant, Noith-Westein Piovinces, all my spare cash to Euttchpoor 
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(t\ro lakhs and a half), and I also transmitted by the same oppoitunity two lakhs 
and twenty odd thousand old coins to Allahabad for tlie Calcutta Mint 
I’m these sums I duly leceived leceipts from the Collectors of those distiicts 
I shoitly afteiwaids, also undei oideis of the Accountant, Noith-'Wcstein Pro- 
vinces, tiansmitted 60, 000 to Nagode, under an escoit of the 1st Native In- 
fantiy It is a cunous featuie in the mutinies that these detachments under 
Native Officeis only should have so honorably acquitted themselves of then 
tiust only a few days before the outbieak at Cawnpooi. By the above means, 
and by paying up all pensions and salaries to the end of May, I induced my 
tieasuiy to two lakhs andabout Rupees 7,000, and hoping theieby to hold the 
detachment of tlie 1st Native Infantiy tiue by an exhibition of confidence, 
and at the same time to piotect it fiom the bands of insurgents who were sui- 
lounding bands, I placed the two lakhs in tumbrils and sent it up to the 
Native Infantiy lines It was undei then guard at the Tieasuiy, and I was 
entirely in then power They could have taken it away at any time, and I 
thought it just as well to tiy the only chance of keeping the tieasuie at 
Banda by placing it more diiectly under then charge The repoit of 
Lieutenant Bennett, the Oflicei Commanding the detachment at that time, in 
spite of mutinous conveisation and spii it sliown by individual seiiojsinthe 
town, was tliat he could most assuiedly depend on Ins men and that they 
were staunch 

13 One difficulty at Banda was that we liad no place of lefuge, and even 
if we had such a stronghold, we had no men to defend it I had cliosen the 
Jail, mounted two cannons, and stored giain and atta there for the puipose, 
but seciet agency was at woik, and we naiiowly escaped a mutiny of our own 
Nujeebs, they were told that the giain was only stored to be mixed with 
cow-bones foi then food I immediately paraded them, and told them any 
one was at liberty to resign w'ho was afiaid foi his caste, I dismissed four men, 
and warned the lest that severe punishment would be inflicted on any one who 
again was heal d to mention the subject We were compelled subsequently to 
abandon the Jail, owing to choleia having broken out very extensively 

14 Tw'o Mussulman pioclamations were fixed up in the City, calling 
Spread of tiio reLoiiion to tiic eta foi the massacie of tile Oliiistians , but no seiious 

tion alaira was given at the station of Banda until the 

Puttelipoor residents were compelled to take lefuge with us On the occa- 
sion of their leaching the Jumna on Monday, the 8tli June, a verbal message 
was sent in by Mahomed Siidai Khan, Deputy Collectoi, that the mutinous 
cavalry were crossing the iivei This verbal message was given to me in 
open Cutcheiiy by the sowai, and spread like wild fiie The budmashes lose 
in the city, and plundering commenced I immediately removed the ladies 
to Nawab All Bahadooi’s palace, and with the aid of my police quickly 
quieted the town The same evening the Futtehpooi gentlemen came into 
Banda, causing no little cuiiosity among the people IJnfoitunately Maho- 
med Sirdai Khan letuined with them to Banda, bunging in all the police and 
sowais, thus abandoning his post at Chilla Taia, and leaving the line of com- 
munication entirely open to the disaffected, and causing the villageis imme- 
diately to use in his leai, fortunately having first by my older broken up the 
budge of boats 

15 As it was of the utmost importance to guard Chilla Tara Ghdf, . 
with the greatest difficulty I induced the Gouriar tioops to consent to le- 
occupy the post They only proceeded however one march, and then pre- 
cipitately letieated marching thiough Banda back to their homes, without 
communicating with me at all I never saw them again. 

16 Meanwhile a few sowais had crossed the river at Chilla Tara and set 
up the green flag in the Mahomedan village of Chilla, which, with Muddun- 
poor and others and the villages of Lulowlee on the opposite bank in the 
Futtehpooi Distiiet, were most conspicuous in the rebellion and plundering 
of defenceless travellers Numerous reports, apparently well founded, also 
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reached me of mutineers maiclung to assist their hrethren at Banda A 
diffeient tone was soon manifest in the Police, they no longer obeyed ordeis 
with then usual alaciity, and not a single man, horse or foot, could be ob- 
tained foi extia levies. 


17. The ladies having been huiiiedly placed in the Nawab’s palace, and 
the lebellion thickening, in the absence of any more secure place, I thought 
it better to leave them theie, half of oui paity pioceedmg theie foi their pio- 
teetion, and half remaining with me in my house Mi Sheier and the 
gentlemen fiom Puttehpooi also eageily assisted me in patrolling the city at 
nights, and all other measuies adopted for the maintenance of older Unfor- 
tunately in going to the Nawab’s, although he was staunch enough, himself, 
we went into a nest of higotted Mahomedans and had chaiacteis belonging to 
the Nawab, whom he was unable to contiol, and who only waited then oppor- 
tunity to murder us Still wc imagined we could depend on his sepoys and some 
of our Nujeehs, of whom we kept our own guaid On the night of Piiday 
the 12rh, two bungalows wore filed , and meeting the general wish to he to- 
gethei, I also with Ihe lemaindei of the paity took up my quaiteis at night 
at the Nawab’s house, returning to my bungalow duiing the day In that 
house ne weie entirely in the hands of the Nawab, oi lather of his followers, 
and on looking more closely ovei the walled defences of the place, we found 
it utterly untenable against any foice of the enemy However once having 
sought his protection we could not withdraw, and as the plot thickened we 
did oui best to repair the walls and loophole bastions and such like, but it 
was useless — out enemies were within the walls, even more numeious than 
those outside , and we were obliged ourselves to keep nightly watch over oui 
little hand 


18 Matters remained apparently quiet until Sunday the Idjth, by which 
c.. . fo T time the detachment of the 1st Native Infantry 
nmyn lo aiono an a obtained coiiect information of the doings at 

Cawnpooi, and of the black tieacheiy of the Head-quaiteis of then regi- 
ment, with orders, I have no doubt, to do likewise It was on this veiy day 
also at 2 PM, that the detachment of the 53id Native Infantry at Humeeipooi, 
rose and muidered the Chi istians of that Station At Banda the same day, the se- 
poys of the 1st Native Infantry showed open mutiny and insuhoidination 
I was in need of cash, and my application to the Officer Commanding for one 
of the tumbrils under his guard was met with tlie leply, that the sepoys had 
insolently refused to give up a single lupee They also sent woid to my Jail 
Daiogah that the giain and atta stored in the Jail, and my two guns, which 
I had ordered to be taken to the Nawab’s palace, were not to leave the place, 
but were to be kept for their Souhadai’s orders, who was mai clung with troops 
to occupy Banda The 'scoundrel of a Jail Darogah and the gi eater part of 
the Nujeehs were also pi oved to be in league with them The Toomandai 
remained true, I had two days previously requested the Adjyguih force to 
take up their quarters aiound tlie Jail for its protection they veibally con- 
sented, but failed to attend to the requisition They weie evidently waiting at 
Banda, merely to see which hand got the uppermost, and to act accordingly 
Tlie 1st Native Infantiy had also possession of the Magazine, containing some 
80,000 rounds of ball cartridge, and three times that numbei of blank cai- 
tiidge Lieutenant Bennett reported his men as being utterly beyond control 
and refusing to obey any orders 


19 On consultation we resolved to try, with the aid of the Nawab and 
Mcisuies taken to suppress the Mn his ti’oops, 125 in number, to pioceed that evening 
‘‘“y (Sunday the 14ith) first repossess oui selves of the 

guns at the Jail, and then, with the assistance of the Adjygurh troops, force 
the sepoys of the 1st Native Infantry to give up the treasure and ammunition, 
and disarm them. There was not much hope of the plan succeeding, hut it 
was our only chance The gentlemen of Banda and Futtehpoor divided, half 
to accompany the force, the others remaining with the ladies. 
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20 The troops vreie diawn up in the Nawab’s court-yaid, and we were 

all leady to stait, uhen Mi Benjamme, Command- 
rmiuro to soppms the Mutmv NawaVs foi ces, as found to be in an unfit 

state to proeeed, and at my request the Nawab acquiesced in Lieutenant Ben- 
nett’s taking the command A large and tumultuous assembly of labble 
and townspeople had meanwhile assembled in the couit-\ard, and we were 
suriounded on all sides The moment was a critical one The Nauab’s 
sepoys, when fiist paiaded, bad exhibited a sullen and disorderly disposition, 
and when Lieutenant Bennett assumed the command, broke out into open 
mutiny and attacked that officer with then bayonets, shouting and Tocifeiating 
in the most outrageous maniiei Lieutenant Bennett’s coolness and coinage 
at that moment alone saved us fiom an insuriection inside of the couit-3mrd 
Had a shot been fiied, ox blood spilt, it would have been a signal foi a geneial 
massaeie of all the Christians therein assembled Lieutenant Bennett faced the 
mutinous sepoys, and stood his giound and reasoned uitli them, until I forced 
the Nawab in person to inteipose between them and Lieutenant Bennett The 
Nawab had been about to letiie, but I let him know, in unmistakeable terms, 
that he was lesponsible foi oui piotecfion within his own walls, and that what- 
evei happened afteiwaids he must at least release us from lus own sepoys, and 
clear the palace yard of the tumultuous assembly theiem collected. Tims 
warned, until the aid of his Moosahibs, paitly by force and paitly by leasoning, 
he managed to induce the scpois to leave the palace, and then speedily deal- 
ing away the ciou d closed the gates I must here beai witness that nothing 
could have been bettei than the bebaiioui of the Nawab and his Moosahibs 
up to tins time The Nawab’s sepoys maiched stiaight off to the Canton- 
ments of the 1st Native Infantij', singing the JaJtad, and calling upon all 
Musselmen to join them in exterminating the Peinnghces The sepojs of the 
1st, forewarned of what had been going on by a souai, losc and aimed them- 
selves, sounding the alaim. Ensign Clcik i ode down to tlie paiade ground, 
and it was a meicy he w-as not killed on the spot Tiio men told him to be off, 
asking jeeiingly wbeie Bennett Sahib and the Collectoi were, who were going 
to disaim them Ensign Cleik and Lieutenant Ei aser then joined us at the 
Nawab’s telling us of the outbreak of the sepoys 

21 It w'as hopeless for us to tiy any longei to resist Wc weic in a pa- 

, , ^ lace surioundeed by traitors, and unable to defend 

HeasonsforaWomngftoStaUon Tho NaWab’s SCpoyS, UpOU W hom he 

had avowedly depended foi oui pioteetion, had mutinied and joined the 1st 
Native Infantry also in open mutiny They had possession of two guns and 
the Magazine and Treasuie The Nujeebs sided with the sepojs I could no 
longer depend on my sow^ais oi police, as was proved immediately afterwards 
by those men with me, leaving me to a man Tbeie only remained the Ad- 
jygurli troops, who had, as noticed above, already given signs of their disin- 
clination to serve actively against the insui gents Wo weie quite helpless, 
and were accompanied by seventeen ladies, wmmen, and children I appealed 
to the Nawab, w^ho replied he could do no more foi us, that his sepoys had de- 
serted and mutinied, that he would himself stand and fight with us, but that 
he could not answer for our lives, or for the conduct of Ins followers and 
dependants To add to our difficulties, it was reported that tioops had been 
detached fiom Cawmpoor to occupy Banda, and had ciossed the Jumna The 
whole countiy round us was known to be in arms Oawmpoor, Euttebpoor, 
Allahabad, Humeeipoor, Mahoba, and Nowgong were all in the hands of the 
insurgents 

22. Under these ciicumstan ces it would have been madness to have re- 
mained at Banda and exposed our paity to almost 
certain death We could do nothing to stay the 
revolt, and opposed as the course was to my owm feelings, I was compelled to 
beat a retreat In less than half an hour we were in the saddle There was 
not a moment to lose Mr Webster, Assistant Magistrate, with a few Volun- 
teers, cleared the road from the palace, whilst I was collecting the women and 


Our rctreit 
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children, and we escaped with nothing hut the clothes on our hacks We left 
at 8 p M on the night of the 14ith of June, and matched the first night to 
Kallinger, thirty-six miles, and the next night to Nagode, thirty-six miles 
The people weie in two places inclined to lesist oui maich, hut we were too 
stiong a paity for villageis to attack with impunity, and they made no actual 
attempt We weie haidly out of the town when the whole cantonments were 
in a blaze, which lighted us on the load foi the first ten miles 

23 I had previously written to the Lieutenant-Goveinoi, N -W Pro- 
vinces, that unless speedily leintoiced by staunch tioops, we should not be 
able to hold our own at Banda The crisis came soonei than we anticipated 

24 I deeply legiet to lecoid the murder the next morning, 15th June, 
Murder of Jh CocUrcU, Joint Ml of Ml’ Ooclcerell, my Joint Magistrate, ou liis ai- 

gistrate, and others Tival fiom Xiiwee, and of Ml Benjamine, Mr 

Biuce, and Mi Loyd (Eurasians), and then families by the sepoys and fol- 
lowers of the Nawab The latter gentlemen had refused to accompany us, 
thinking the Nawah would protect them 

25 In the previous week I had repeatedly written to Mi Cockerell to 
come into Banda, hut he refused to abandon his post All honor and piaise 
he due to him At last peiceiving the utter hopelessness of his being of 
service at Kiiwee,’'and the imminent dangei to which he was exposed, I oidei- 
ed him to return, hut had leceived no leply On the Sunday afternoon I 
wrote, warning him of what was going on at Banda, and telling him to be 
very careful how he approached the place This letter unfortunately appeals 
not to have reached him At the moment of flight I had no one to send to 
wain him, and my letter to him the next morning from Kallingei was too late 
He lode into Banda the next morning with treasure, and hearing we had left 
he went stiaight to the Nawah, and was killed at the Nawah’s gateway I re- 
fiam from expressing any opinion as to the guilt of the Nawab himself in the 
Banda miiideis, leaving it for full enquiiy when Banda shall he le-occupied 

26 Eiom Nagode I went to llewah, and was aiianging with Lieutenant 

, W Oshoine to letuin to Banda with the Eewah 
cmp oreoocupy in i tioops, hut leccived ordeis to joiu the Head-quai- 

teis of the Division A second of a similar nature has been lately failed by 
disturbance in the Baja’s own elaqua I am most anxious to le-establish 
myself in the district, and am ready to do anything to promote that end, hut 
without some kind of force to back my authoiity, and to reduce the turbulent 
zemindars to oidei, I should he able to retain no hold on the district, and 
unable to issue the prompt punishment which so many rebels richly deserve 

27 I may add, that since leaving Banda I have heaid occasionally from 

m T, . , Nawab Ah Bahadoor, but I consider that his

conduct foi some days after we left to have been 
of so questionable a nature, and is, I may say, still so doubtful, that I have 
purposely refrained from holding any communication with him 

28 The burning of Cantonments and Civil lines was accompanied 

, by plunder of all the property they contained 

The stamps, opium, &c , la the tieasury weie plan- 
dered, and the Collector and Magistrate’s and Judge’s records thrown into a 
mass of confusion, but I believe not entirely destroyed. I had previously

11th Septembei 1857, closed with the withdiawal of the Biitisli officeis fiom 
Banda on the night of Sunday the 14th June, and an allusion to the repotted 
events at Banda of the following day I lesume the tale fiom that point, 
and shall divide my nanative into two paits, — I Relating w’hat took place 
in the district fiom the 16th June 1857 up to the date of our le-occupation

4 As it proved, w'e did not leave Binda too soon, foi we had not been 
E\cnts in tbo Bnndu district subse gone tw'cnty minutes when a detail of tlie 1st 

^uent to ibo retreat of British omccrs Native Iiifaiitiy marched down from the lines and 
posted themselves at the Nawab’s Cheela Ehanah, which we were obliged to 
pass on our road flora the Nawab’s palace, their object was to file on us as 
we passed, and intense was the rage they exhibited w’hen after w’aiting there a 
few minutes, they weie told we were gone The Magistrate’s Cleik, Mr. 
Duncan, was concealed in a diain close by, and saw’ what I now’ relate 

5 On the same night that the Bntish officers left Banda all the bun- 
Bnrmng and plunder of Canton galows in Oantonmcnts woic plundered and burnt 

to the giound, and Nawah All Bahadoor pro- 
claimed his own rule, — Kliitllulc Khoda Mull JBadsJia huhwn Eaicab Ah 
Rule of Nawah Ali Bahadoor pro Bahadoor ” and through the Government police 

made ariangements, winch saved the town from 
being plundered He gave out that the Collector and Magistrate had entrusted 
the district to his care, aud desiied all Goveinmcnt servants to remain at

Murder of Mr Joint Magistrate H the moining of tlus day that Ml Cockerell, the 
E Cockerell Joint Magistiate, lode into Banda from Kiiwee, 

and was murdeied at the Nawab’s gateway The followers and sepoys of the 
Nawab only have to answer for this outiage No mutineers of the 1st Native 
Infantry were near the spot at the time of the foul deed It does not appear 
however that the Nawab himself was an accomplice in the muidei He was, 
I believe, asleep at the time that Mr Cockerell came to his gateway and de- 
manded an interview He afterwards paid no honoi to the corpse, but allowed 
it to remain stripped and exposed all the day before his gateway, and at night 
it was dragged away by the sweepers and thrown to the dogs A few of those

The Tehseeldai Meer Durhat Ah was then seized and taken to the 

mutineeis and Adjyguih leaders, and made togive an 
account of his stewardship , and sentries were placed 
over the Tehseel Treasury The captuie of Mr 
Thomas Passanah, an East Indian, a pensioned 
Oleik of the Collector’s Office, shoi tly followed , hut the mutineers leleased 
him on 1ns pointing out his piopeity, which had been seized and taken posses- 
sion of by one Madhoiam, a budmash of Oawnpoor 

7 On the morning of the 16th June, Mr Biuce, in charge of the 
Murders of Messrs Bruce. Benja Nawab’s Villages, and liis aged mother , Captain 
mine, and Lojd, Mrs Bruce and Mrs Beiijamme, who Commanded the Nawab’s guaids, 
Benjamine Wife, and Ml Loyd, brother of Mrs Benja- 

mine, all East Indians, who refused to leave Banda with the British officers, 
thinking that the Nawab would protect them, were discovered by the muti- 
neers in the house of an old Arab, called Mugiibee Sahib The mutineers how- 
ever left them, on their giving up their arms and then money. Shortly after- 
wards a lot of bad characters and Mahomedans belonging to the Nawab came 
and dragged them out of the house, and murdered them on the Nawab’s 
parade ground Some of our mutineeis also joined m the dastardly deed, but 
the guilt lies principally at the dooi of those attached to the house of the 
ex-Nawab of Banda. Their bodies were stripped, thrown into a field, and 
left a prey to the vultures aud jackals The Nawab never attempted to save 
them, and that he might have done so, is proved by the fact of his having 
saved the paity of fugitives fiom Nowgong only a few days afterwards It 
IS not proved however that he was a consenting party to their murder The

several townspeople, all joined in the level, and great nas the anarchy of 
tbe season Govei nment stamped paper was lying all over the place, and 
opium was to be had foi the trouble of picking it up As much property 
was destroyed as plundered, and the robbers weie often robbed again by their 
stronger companions Tlie records both of the Oolloctoi’s and Judge’s

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murdered Mr Cockerell and others, were all re-entertained by the Nawah A 
Council was foimed of Muza Willayut Hussun, Mirza Imdad Ah Beg, Meer 
Inshalla, Mahomed Siidar Khan, Deputy Collector, and Meer Puiliut Ah, 
Tehseeldai, and Seth Oodey Kuin, the great Banker, who were ordered to 
cany on the government Of tliese Mahomed Siidar Khan was the most 
active member Mahomedan dates were introduced, and a Sindtistanee 
amuldaiee commenced. 

11 At this time I give Nawah Ah Bahadoor credit foi good intentions 

Character and sent.ments of Nawah ^t lieart He had fl Om hlS yOUth Up Wards COUrtcd 

Ah Bahadoor in the commencement English socicty, and was alwajs dcvoted to field 
of the reheihon sports and manly exercises He is a good shot 

with both iifle and pistol, a fiist-rate whip and a good plucky iider, and can 
undergo immense personal fatigue He possesses theiefoie many of the attri- 
butes, whicli would make a good leader in the rebel cause, hut he is utterly 
wanting in brains and judgment We could indeed have no better proof of his 
being a fool tlian that, notwithstanding the above propensities and the posses- 
sion of a good and extensive Stud and other establishments, and bis enjoying 
an annual pension of £40,000 sterling, he should still have turned lebel He 
thought of nothing but his women, his horses and his English fowling-pieces 
and rifles, and was evei a mere tool in the hands of others Essentially a 
man of pleasure, and incapable of transacting the most trifling public business, 
he was entiiely in the hands of those about him, and he acted by their advice 
His desire to do the best he could There wcie natuially great doubts to all at 
for himself under the circumstance that time, wbetlici the Biitish Government would 
ever again be restored, and the Nawab did the best be could to secure his own 
interests and the sovereignty of the country, which his ancestors had usurped. 
But I do not believe he nas himself at that time actuated by actively hostile 
feelings to the Biitish Government He possessed no resources, and had no 
power ID the country. He was threatened by the Bajas of Bundelkund, and 
by the surrounding villagers He had to make a power for himself and to le- 
establish ordei, and with that view he re-entertained all the old establishments, 
sent for the Government tieasuie from theModha Tehseelee Bupees 18,000 and 
appropriated it to his own uses, and commenced raising tioops and to cast 
guns I believe he would have been glad at that time to have seen us return 

12 It was different however with his people, and his immediate advisers.

Here stands the old fort of Kallinjui, impregnable and of immense historical 
importance in the eyes of the natives The Baja of Punna held this fortress 
for us, and he was shoitly joined by Lieutenant Remington of the 12th Bengal 
Native Infantry, who at gieat risk, and almost entirely cut of fiom the world, 
retained command there throughout the rebellion At Banda and in its neigh- 
bourhood the right of sovereignty was still disputed between the Nawab and 
Hhowa of Adjyguih, and they both sent out then officers with troops to col- 
lect the revenue, who committed much oppression and injury Gieat dis- 
order still prevailed, and little oi no revenue was collected. A naiiative of

population began to make themselves scarce They saw that the day of retii- 
bution so long delayed had at last arrived, and gieat was the tenor in the 
land.

Policy adopted ^ piompt aiid seveic impiession, which 

would stiike terioi into the minds of the evil- 
disposed, and at the same time disci imination was lequiied, in oidei to secure 
those who weie nell affected to oui side, and to le-assuie those who still 
doubted In a distiict wbeie so many bad so deeply committed themselves, 
it was impossible and uudesiiahle to punish all offendeis There was not a 
Tillage maiked in the map that had not moie oi less committed itself All 
Government seivants bad lived passive subjects, and almost all zealous 
servants undei the lebel Government. The lattei have of couise been hunted 
out and piosecuted with all seventy, but in dealing with the villages I deter- 
mined, 1st, to select three oi four in each peigunnah, the inhabitants of which 
bad most giossly and generally committed themselves, in using in lebellion. 
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and showing diiect hostihfy to the Biitish Goveinnient before we left Banda 
in June 1857, oi who had distinguished themselves m the puisuit and mal- 
treatment of European fugitives, oi uhoiefused to submit aftei our leturn, 
and to make the most seveie example possible of them by bmning then 
villages, destioying the Jiouses of the headmen, hanging and tiansporting 
the iingleadeis, and flogging otheis less deeply conceined , 2nclly, in all other 
cases unless attended with muidei, oi gieat violence, it was desiiable to 
encourage a compromise between the prosecutoi and defendants, and to accept 
restitution and compensation fiom the defendants 

42 Before I leached Banda, Majoi-Geneial Whitlock had sent out into 
Good Bcrvices rendered bj Major the distiict a stiong Eield Detachment ot European 
Dallas in the restoration of order and Native Infanti V, With Cavali V and EulOpean 

Hoise Aitilleiy, under the command ol the late lamented M.tjoi Dallas, of 
the 1st Madras Native Infantiy, a most deteimined and intelligent ofiicei, 
who fully undeistood the natuie of the duty on which he uas deputed, and 
who feaied not lesponsibility This column of demonstiation maiched by 
long and rapid maiches vid Buberoo, Tmdwaiee, and Ohilla Tara, back to 

Banda The villageis who piesented themselves

weie le-assuied, and every piecaution taken against 
plunder and unneeessaiy molestation The people flocked into the Biitish 
camp, bringing poultry and supplies, and showed a manifest pleasuie in 
seeing us back again They bitteily lued the leign of anarchy and militaiy 
despotism under the Nawab, and the geneiality weie doubtless tired of tbeir 
own excesses and the life of insecurity they had lived for so many months 
As soon as the novelty of being their oun masteis had passed awav, I believe 
the majority piayed foi our letuin At HuidowTee, a laige Mahomedan 
„ , , ^ , , village, belonging to the lebel Nawab, in which 

the spies said many lebel leadeis weie concealed , 
Major Dallas suriounded the village, but allowed only a ceitain nunibei ot 
men to accompany him inside He tlioioughly seal died the place and captuied 
a few lebels, one of whom, the Nawab’s piivate Moonshee, who was iiding 
a stolen oflicei’s horse, was hanged on the spot, and the others weie bi ought 
Severe examples made of tbo zcmin mto Banda foi ti lal The Villagers weie not molest- 
dars of Mouza Johurpoor g(j 'pjjg Villages of Banda and Joliuipoor on the 

banks of the Jumna were next pointed out to Majoi Dallas, as the terioi of the 
surrounding countiy All complainod of then exactions and maiauding, and all 
piayed foi their punishment They weie said to be still in foice in then villages, 
not yet convinced of oiu superiouty Majoi Dallas, with his usual good judg- 
ment, selected this as an opportunity for making an impiession on tlie evil-dis- 
posed He accoidingly, by a night surprize, suii ounded the village of Johuipooi 
The rebels immediately took to then boats on the iivei, and as they tiled to 
gain tho opposite hank, they were well punished with giape fiom the Hoise 
Artilleiy guns A few men weie caught lu the village, one of whom their 
leadei, who had set himself up as Raja of the country, was hanged foithwith, 
and the otheis were leleased aftei coipoial punishment The village was 
then burnt, and this nest of rohheis dispersed Great weie the manifestations 
of delight in the surrounding villages at this just and summaiy punishment 
of Johurpoor and Banda, and combined with the conciliatory measuies of 
Major Dallas in all other places, it had the veiy best effect, and that poition 
of tho district was conqueied I passed along the load fiom Ohilla Tai a to 
Banda, a few days aftei waids, with only foui Native sowais, and went into 
eveiy village near the load, and talked with the zemindars and people, and 
found not a sign of opposition or insult, in a countiy wheie tea days pievious- 
ly the sight of a white face would have been the signal for the instant death 
and dishonor of its ownei 

43 Eor a month I was busy in oiganizing a new Police, in tiacing the 
Proceedings during May coucealed icbcls, and making a few salntaiy ex-

APPENDIX A 
Peugunnah Cuiboo 

On the 8th of June, the escaped convicts from Allahabad entered this 
district by the Mow ferry, and fiist spread the news of rebellion and blood- 
shed The ciy was quickly taken up by the Boondelas, and the zemindais of 
villages Moio, JBoorubpiittaee and Munhvoar and a few others assembled and 
attacked the Tehseeldaiee at Mow, and were joined by the Thannah Police. 
The Tehseeldai, Thannadar, and their Omla, aftei being besieged for some days 
weie gallantly lesoued by Hingun Khan, Zemindar of Deea Ohukwa, Pergun- 
nah Puchim Sureera, Zillah Allahabad But the buildings weie dismantled 
and the Treasury containing Rupees 1,200 and all Goveinment property were 
plundered, and the records tom up and distributed to the winds The three 
villages above noted have been only paitly punished The collections were 
made by Naiaiu Rao’s Government tiuough their Tehsoeldar Nazii, Nubbee 
Khan, and tlieir troops committed much havoc in the pergunnah, which also 
suffeied severely fiom repeated passages of mutineer sepoys 
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The Eajapoor Roopoleeas behaved well and will be rewarded , they pre- 
served the Government Thannab and records, and also tliose of the Post 
Office The zemindais of Mouzah Muiioor also behaved well in supporting 
the Tehseeldar 

A band of rebels, under Punjab Sing and Deer Sing, Dewan Sirdars, a 
second time accompanied by zemindars oif Mow, Munkwai and Poorubputtaee, 
took forcible possession of this Tehseelee in September, after our return, but 
were quickly driven back by the Obutterpooi auxiliary levies, under Captain 
Griffin, who is now stationed at Rajapooi The villages in the southern 
portion of the pergunnali suffered very much from the ravages of bands of 
rebels for the lainy season of 1858, but it is now quite fiee fiom such vermin 

PEHGtriraAii Dueseotia 

The Tehseeldar of this Pergunnali, Shaikh Khadim Hossein, a resident of 
Oudh, bad long been attached to this peigunnah, and he had been excessively 
kind to the people, especially to the men of Kamasin,* whom he had assisted 
with charitable works in hard times and built tor them a well, and dug a tank 
at his own cost in the village 

When the waves of the rebellion approached Kamasin, he naturally looked 
for aid from his old fiiends, and they responded to the call, and came to protect 
the Tehseeldaiee Men of Sanda also came to assist On the 11th of June, 
the Kamasin men turned traitors, drove off the Sanda Zemindais, and -them- 
selves attacked and plundered the Thannahand Tehseeldaiee, robbed the Trea- 
sury containing about Rupees 4,000, destroyed the record, and dismantled the 
Government buildings They drove out the old Tehseeldar and his Omlah with 
nothing but the clothes on then backs The Tehseeldar fled to Sanda, where 
he found protection, and with the assistance of the zemindais of Sanda, and 
that of Ohilowlur he returned to Kamasin, fought the traitors, drove them out 
and burned their village Several Government servants were killed and 
wounded in the fight He then went to Knwee to ask the aid of Narain Rao, 
which being refused, he went to Banda, and aftei remaining there quietly for 
some time, finally joined me at Allahabad The Kamasin zemindaree has been 
confiscated, and the zemindars well punished. I made a most severe example 
of this village. The Paharee zemindars also behaved very badly, and plun- 
dered the Thannah and turned out the Police They have also been punished 
The Chillee Mull Zemindais gave succour and shelter to the fugitives from 
Kote Ekdalla. 

The Sanda and Chilowlur people have been rewarded 

The collections in this pergunnali were made by Narain Rao, whose forces 
committed much devastation in the villages, they were opposed by the Suidooa 
and Kamasin people, and both villages were destroyed. Othei villages weie 
also plundered and burned by Narain Rao 

Surdooa, a large kham village, behaved very well to the Government 
Ameen, but they and the surrounding villages moved in a body to attack and 
plunder the W'ealthy bazar of Rajapoor, but were brought off 

This pergunnah suffered from the repeated passages through it of bands 
of mutmeer soldiery 

Peegtjnnah Ougasee. 

On 9th of June, the Muika and Sungurra people rose in rebellion, and 
when the Tehseeldar went to restore order, they attacked him and drove him 
away He fled to Ougasee, and on 11th, returned to Bubeioo, the head- 
quarter of the Tehseelee He found it surrounded by Muika Sungurra and 
Bubeioo Zemindais On the 12th, they, plundered the Tehseelee and Treasuiy

containing Rupees 5,000 and some hundred, destroyed all the records, and , 
dismantled the building, and killed the Kaiinda of the village. The Tehseeldai 
and Police fled to Banda. 

The Muika men lemained in lehollion till our return, and committed 
expedition in eveiy diiection, on both sides of the liver, in connec* 
tion with the Suikundee people of the Puttehpooi distiict They were aluays 
notoiious foi then turbulence and contumacy, and maintained then old name 
in 1857-68 Both they and the Bubeioo men have been well punished This 
peigunnah was divided by Nawah All Bahadooi and Naiain Bao, and the col- 
lections weie made by both parties, under their lespective Tehseeldars, Moiey 
Punth and Jwalapeishaud. 

The family of the Oazee of Ougasee behaved well, in protecting and sup- 
porting the Tehseeldar, to tlie best of his abilitj’^ 

PnEGUNNAn SrWOUNEE 

Till the 10th of Juno 1857, this peigunnah was undisturbed The Johur- 
poor and Banda people then commenced open plunder. The men of Simreo 
■Wasilpoor followed suite The latter, however, came and offered then services 
to the Tehseeldai, which weie accepted No soonei, howcvmr, had they airived 
at Tindwaiee, the head-quartei of the Tehsoel, than they sent messengers to 
the Johuipoor people, telling them to come and aid in plundciing the Tehseeleo 
and village of Tinduaiee Some three oi foui thousand men of Johuipoor, 
Banda, Simiee and Wasilpooi, on the 11th dune, assembled at Tmdwaree 
They suiiounded the Tehseeldaiee, and bioakinginto it, plundeied the treasure 
to the amount of Rupees 3,600, destioyed the lecoids and burnt and sacked the 
village The Tehseeldai and Omlah and the Police neie compelled to conceal 
themselves Tlie Tehseeldar and a few Ohuprassees, however, remained at 
Tindwaiee till the l&th, when he was compelled to fly and letieatcd to Banda. 

I he zemindais of Puchneyee, a large kham village, behaved in an exactly 
similar manner to the Government Ameen and his office at that place The 
men of the above villages remained in open rebellion, until our return in 
April 1858, and they have committed incalculable mischief and injury on other 
villages in the peigunnah They have all been well punished, and then zcmin- 
daiee lights conflscated 

Muttra Peishaud, ex-Oanoongoe, and the zemindar of Jharec stood by 
the Tehseeldar, and have done good service They will be rewarded The col- 
lections in the peigunnah during the lebcllion were made by Nawab Ali 
Bahadooi, through his Tehseeldar, Mahomed Tuckee, a resident of Jais- 
Oudh All the Government Offices have been totally destioyed 

Pergunnah Pxlanee. 

Ptiraree, Ilurjha, Nanda Deo, Dipreree, and Pylanee threatened to attack 
the Tehseelee in the first instance, but were oveiiuled by others. Muddunpooi , 
Lusenda, Cliandioara, vmA Jnspoora, onCi Pipreiee commenced the rebellion, 
and were first and foremost in all marauding and plundering expeditions, in 
supporting the rebel Nawab and Nana of Bithooi, and in protracting hostility 
after our return They have all been severely punished Oomiao Sing of 
Sindhan Pullan and Sumud Khan of Budeygaon alone joined friendly to our 
Government and supported the Tehseeldar They have been leuarded. The 
collections in this Tehseelee weie made by Nawab All Bahadooi, through his 
Tehseeldai Mahomed Mosem 

The records have been almost all preserved, and but little damage was 
done to the Government buildings This was owing to the friendly offices of 
some of the resident and zemindars of Pylanee A few of the Omla also 
remained at Pylanee and looked after the duftui 

The Tehseeldar was driven out by his own Ohupiasees, who forced him to 
pay them all the money he had in the Government Treasury amounting to 
Rupees 379-12. 
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Pergunnah Tieohan 

In this pei’gunnah is situated Kiiwee, the head-quai’ter of the rebel 
Government of Narain Rao and Madho Rao, who diiectly they heard of 
Mr Cockerell’s death, and of the British officers having left Banda, assum ed 
the government, and impiisoned Akbui Ah, the Government TehseeJdai 
They then proclaimed themselves to be Peislma The instigator and sup- 
porter of the lebellion was their Kamdai, Radlia Gobind They of couise 
collected all the revenue , hut owing to the presence of their large forces, the 
vaiious villages of this peigunnah lemained quiet, and sutfeied less than in 
othei peigunnahs Abdool Shukooi was appointed then Tehseeldar On the 
suiiendei of Naiain Rao and Madho Rao, and the flight of their biave aimy 
under Radha Gobind and Golab Race befoie the Biitish foices, we took 
possession All then property has been conflscated, and the Tehseelee has 
lieen removed fiom Tnohan to Knwee, which aie about half a mile apait 
And the old fort of Tnohan, commonly known as the foit of the Sooikees 
has been blown up The palace of Naiain Rao is a foitified building, and is 
now gaiiisoned by Biitish troops Subsequently to the letieat of Naiain 
Rao’s rabble foice, the villages on the south of peigunnah Tnohan suffered 
very considerably from then ravages, and the plundering expedition of the 
rebel Sirdars, who ]oined Radha Gobind fiom Rewan The peigunnah is now, 
however, quite clear of those bands, who have been driven out by Biigadiei 
Gaipentei The lecoids of this pergunnah have been paitially pieseived The 
treasure was partly taken by Mr Oockeiell with him to Banda, where it was 
plundered to the amount of about Rupees 1,500 The lemaindei, about 
Rupees 443, was left at Kirwee, and appropriated by Narain Rao, from whom 
it has been recovered 

Peegennah Bedousa 

This pergunnah was first taken possession of by the Raja of Beronda, who 
yielded to the supeiioi foices of Naiain Rao The latter made the collection, 
through his Tehseeldai, Sooiaj-ood-deen. The Government Tehseeldar fled, and 
the Thannadai was turned out by Naiain Rao’s people The Adjyguih and 
Punnah and Ohukwa Rajas also made collections in this peigunnah The fort 
of Kallinjui was bravely held throughout by the Punnah tioops, under com- 
mand of Lieutenant Remington. The old fort of Maipa is also situated in 
this peigunnah, but no one took peimanent possession The fugitive officers 
from Nowgong were pursued and persecuted in this Peigunnah The villages 
of Jumwaia and Loiehta have paid the penalty Gooiha and Suiha weie 
also piominent in rebellion They both rose long befoie we left the district 
Some few people shelteied the European fugitives for a day oi two, and have 
been named for reward 

The pergunnah records have been partially preserved, and the Government 
buildings but little injuied The treasure, amounting to about Rupees 600, 
was taken by Mr. Cockerell to Banda, and was theie plundered 

Peegennah Banda 

The history of this peigunnah is included in the general report of the 
occuirences at Banda khas The collections were made by the Pundits of 
Jaloun, by Nawab All Bahadoor, and byDhowa of Adjyguih The Tehseeldar, 
Meer Purhut All, held on in his office until the Nawab became undoubtedly 
a rebel He then resigned, and was succeeded by Mohamed Abbass, ex-Govein- 
ment Tehsildar of Mowdha Meer Eurhut All, however, preserved all the 
lecoids, and kept a diary of events, which I have found very useful. He also 
preserved a strict account of all collections made by the Nawab 

The Nowgong fugitives passed tluough Pergunnah Banda Many villages 
proved hostile, and turned out to attack them, but otheis again behaved very 
well, and have been rewarded The Goera Mooglee zemindars distinguished 
themselves by taking piisoneis foui Biitish officers, and bringing them to the 
Nawab They have been heavily fined The Muttanud zemindars weie 
pie-eminent in then loyalty and protection of Europeans, and they ha\e 

Bll 
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leceived a liberal reward m the reduction of one-thud of tlieir jumma, and other 
piesents. The Gooreh and Jouiolia zenundais also suppoited tlie Goveinment, 
and a poition of tlieu revenue foi the past yeai ha\c been recommended foi 
remission 

The decisive action was fought in this peigunnah between the British 
forces and the lebels at Goera Mooglee 

The chief lefiactory villages are Ladai, Kimui, JBhmihanee, Ovhhura, 
Goera Mooglee, Kwhye and CInnberae, but they all settled down immediately 
on our letuin, except the Ludai people, of w'hom the Chief is one Butteh 
Sing, a most contumacious rascal, Icnoivn to mo as such long befoie the 
lebellion. 

Peegttnnah Seoxda. 

The collections in this distiict weic made duiing the icbellion by the 
Government Tehseeldai, Cbiiounjeclall, and paid to Nauab Ah Bahadoor up to 
the date of the battle of Banda The Tehseeldai and his Oralathen absconded. 
This peigunnah made itself chiefly remarkable foi the hostility exhibited to the 
fugitive British ofliceis fiom Now gang At Madhopoor they weie attacked, 
and an unfoitunate lady, ivho fell behind, was stiipped of her clothes and 
plundered, and the zemindars disputed among themselves who should be 
her husband In the midst of this rnalry, she was rescued by Nawab All 
Bahadooi, taken to Banda, and very kindlv treated both by him and his 
mothei, the Begum, and sent under escort to Nagodc The iillageis of Loatah 
and Kheiaw'ah and Nussoyneo and Goieepooiwab, also puisued and assaulted 
this unhappy band of fugitives, they have all been severely punished The 
laige kham village of Uttiuia also lose in rebellion, plundered the Gmern- 
ment cash box, severely malticatcd the Ameon, and destroved the Goveinment 
Kutchery They also joined tlie Adjjgmh lebels and plundeied in other 
villages They have met wnth their icward. LalLili Jadoiam and Kishen 
Ohund Sett aie the only landholders in this porgunnah who behaved w ell. They 
are Mushtiees and live in Banda khas 

The Adjyguih people disputed the light of this pergunnah with Nawab Ah 
Bahadooi, and also collected revenue. Tiie Bajas of Chiikaice and Punnah 
also made collections 

The Goveinment treasuie was looted by the Seonda, Nebalpooi, and Kul- 
laundraeepoor people, to the amount of llupces 598 

The Government buildings are not much damaged, and the recoids have 
been almost all picseived. 

There IS an old fort, situated in an island, in the iivei Kano, by name 
Banghu, which might prove a shelter for any band of desperadoes

Government Servants. 

Lalla Mebee JPershad — This lad, a resident of Banda, has only just left 
school, and a few days previously to the rebellion been appointed to officiate 
as Mudutgai at the Jcmadai’s Chokee of Kallinjur lie and the two men, 
whose names follow', weie the only men of the district who accompanied the 
British ofliceis in their letieat tiom the distuct. They made themselves of 
the greatest assistance, and lemamed and did excellent seivice with the 
Magistrate of Banda in the Allahabad distnct, tlnoughout the rebellion 
Debee Peishad has been lewaided with a permanent appointment in the 
Magistrate’s Couit, on a salary of Bupees 20 per mensem Tne tw'o buikun- 
dazes have been made sowais, and hoises have been piesented to them fiee 
of cost 

Sheo Churn Brahmin, Burhimdaz. — Vide above lemarks,

Mahomed Oosman Khan — Thannadai of Budousa This officer stood at 
his post until foiced to leave by Naiain Rao’s men, who took possession He 
3 omed me at Allahabad, as soon as he possibly could, and did good seivice in 
the ’Allahabad distiict He deseives a good reward He is now at his 
former post 

Slieilch Kliadim Ktisiin — Tehseeldai of Duisenda His good conduct has 
been nanated in the Appendix, under Peignnnah Duisenda 

Synd Ahler Ah — Tehseeldai of Tiiohan This officer was impiisoned 
by Naiain Bao, and very badly treated He used to send me detailed and 
correct information of all that occurred at Kiiwee, and as soon as ever he 
could effect his release, he joined me at Allahabad, and did good service in 
that district He returned to his foimer post on out le-occupation of the 
district of Banda, and has subsequently done excellent service with the force 
under Brigadier Carpenter, in September and October 1858 He is deserving 
of a good reward 

Mahomed Azim Khan — ^Thannadai of Kii wee This man did excellent 
service with poor Mi Cockerell, the Joint-Magistiate at Kiiwee, and has a 
certificate to that effect. He u as after wards compelled to take small service 
under Naiarn Rao’s government In consideration of his former service, I 
restored him to his appointment 

Kalee Chum — Tehseeldai of Budousa This man deserted his post before 
he was absolutely obliged to do so, but subsequently did good service uith 
some of Iris Oinla, under Lieutenant Remington at Kallinjui 

Mj' J a Lisle — Cleik of the Judge’s Office at Banda, joined me at 
Allahabad, and did good service in that distiict, going disguised into the 
rebels’ camp and bunging collect infoimation of then strength and intentions 
Since my return to Banda, I made him Kotwal of the town of Banda, and he 
has excited himself in a most piaiseworthy mannei in Jiunting out concealed 
lebels, and discovering hidden treasure and valuable property, and in getting 
infoimation of the rebel forces He has now reverted to his old post of 
Clerk in the Judge’s Office He should be rewarded 

Gholam Aheea Khan — This man did good service as Thannadai of Kriwee, 
after our letuin, and has been honorably mentioned by Biigadiei Caipentei, 
attached to wliose camp he gave gieat satisfaction He has been promoted to 
he Kotwal of Banda 

Lransoohh Kani Seth — Tieasuier of the Oollectoi’s Office Has done 
good service in sending me infoimation from Banda duiing the lebellion, and 
in getting excellent and tiustwoithy information legaiding the proceedings of 
the 1 ebels under the ex-ISTawab of Banda and Tantia Topee, before the fall 
of Calpee 

Persons not in the empeotment oe Government 
Chundoo Lai — Vakeel of Dewanny Couit at Banda Has done since our 
return excellent service as a volunteei under Captain Griffin, in command of 
the Chutturpooi Levies, and has been rewarded with a present of Rupees 200, 
and being one of the most able Vakeels at Banda, I have been able to promote 
him to the vacant post of Goveinment Vakeel 

Loorgapershad and Sheopershad — These two men have also done good 
service as volunteei s under Captain Griffin, and have been rewarded with 
presents of Rupees 50 each 

Munnee Lai Choiodiy — Of the town of Banda. Has been very useful in 
establishing d&,ks and getting infoimation of the movements of the rebels in 
Zillah Humeeipooi, immediately after our letuin to Banda. He also assisted 
in the escape of some Goveinment servants 

Loorgapershad Moohhtyor — Has also exerted himself in getting good in- 
foimation of the rebels and their movements 

Lalla Jado Kani — A zemindar in this district, who has stood by the 
Goveinment and been of the greatest assistance in le-establishing order in 
Pergunnah Seonda He will be lewaided with villages 
Kishen Chund Seth. — Ditto ditto. 
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Moorlee and other Zemindars of Muitound —Concealed and treated most 
hospitably tour Euiopean refugees foi some weeks, and steadily lefused all 
attempts of the Nawab and Ins people to give them up. Tiiey afterwards 
escoited them on then way to Nagode They have been liberally rew aided by 
Government with a peimanent reduction of one-third of the Government 
jumma and with other pecuniary lowards 

SheilJi FeioJch Khan and Ilohungoor Choioleedar —Of Odyepoorwa, Per- 
gunnah Banda, concealed and behaved well to Captain Scott and paity when 
hunted by the rebels They have been rewarded ivith pensions 

Ilohamed Ibrahim — Protected the unfoitunate Captain Benjamine and 
Ml Biuce and party for four days after the mutiny Tliey ha\e been 
rewarded with a village paying Rupees 1,000 and a piesentof Rupees 600 

Lalla Fande — Scveial times at gieat risk came fiom Banda to Allahabad 
and brought most detailed inloiniation of all that was going on lie also 
gave infoimation to the authoiitics of the lebels advancing to Kudjooa and 
of the lebels mo-ving on Caw n pool 

Ishee Sing and others. Zemindars of Sanda — Stood hv the Tehsceldar of 
the pel gunnah and fought in his aid at Kamasin, and piotected him and his 
Omla at the commencement of the rebellion. Since our return they have also 
supported the Tehseeldai They have been rewarded wuth the gift of Mouzah 
Bunthwiee, paying a 3 umma of Rupees 708 

Indul Sing and otheis, Zemindais of JUonsah Chilowler — Ditto ditto 
They have been rewarded wuth the gift of Mouzah Jammoo, paying a jumma 
of Rupees 2,050 

Math a Pershad, Ilaaf cedar — This man was of the greatest assistance 
to the Tehseeldai of Simounee, both at the lebcllionand since out return. He 
has been rewarded with the post of Canoongoc 

Dhooree Sing and otheis, of Injhoree, Pergnnnah Simounee — Stood by the 
Tehseeldai at the lebcllioa and fought on his side, and have also supported 
him since oui return They will bo lewaided witli a village 

Ngn Sing and Jonahir Sing, Zemindais of Bhioanecpooi — Piotected Mi. 
Lisle and his family duiing the rebellion They will be lew aided 

Zemindai of Kimar, Pergnnnah JBhudousar — Piotected and sheltered 
fugitive officers from Now^gong Will be lew aided 

Zemindars of Phutpooi a, Pci gunnah Bhudousa — Ditto ditto 
Jaoram Patucl Taiaput,of Nareynee, Pei gunnah Seonda — Protected and 
sheltered Euiopean fugitives Will be lew'arded 

Mingun Khan and Salar Khan, Zemindais of JDeea Chouhxoa, Pei gunnah 
Uthui bun, Zillah Allahabad — Gallantly rescued the Tehseeldai and Thanna- 
dai and Omla of Mow, when attacked and surrounded by rebels, and protected 
them throughout the rebellion 

Beneeram and others, of Boopoleea of Bajapoor, Pergnnnah Chihoo — 
These' men piotected the Tliannah and its lecoids, and Post Office records 
throughout the lebellion

Nahhative of events connected with the Mutiny at Hhmeeupooe 
Intioduction — All leeoids of every kind having been destroyed, it is very 
difficult to givm moie than an outline of what happened , but it is sufficiently 
evident that there had been a veiy uneasy feeling in the place for some time 
previous There had been outbieaks elsewhere, and news of them had arrived 
here, distmbing men’s minds, until at last we see in a most affecting memoran- 
dum left by the late Mi Loyd, wiitten a few days before helled, that he with 
the rest having heard false lepoits concerning Allahabad, where it was said, by 
sepoys who came thence, that every European was slaughtered, had made up 

their minds that their lace too was nearly run, and they were prepared for the 
worst ^11 
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2 Chnshan mltahitants at outbreah — ^The Christian inhabitants at that 

time in the place consisted of those 
shown in the margin, Mr Crawford 
having sent his wife and children to 
Ml Mayne at Banda on the first news 
of the coming storm , of all these but 
one, the eldest Miss Anderson, a giil 
of twelve or thirteen, escaped, and she 
as will be seen not without injury 

3 Freparahom made — Mr Loyd, on hearing of the distuihances else- 
where, sent to the Chiefs of Chirkharee, Behree, and Baonee, for assistance, 
and leceived 100 men and a gun from each , he also entertained 500 new levies, 
and collected in a Jemadar and ten chupiassees from every Tehseeldaree, as well 
as two Burkandazes from every Thmnah, of these he set pickets round the 
place to prevent any armed men from approaching the real danger, however, 
was from within, consequently these aiiangements were unavailing 

4 Signs of eml — The Zemindais of Bomeiee which forms part of 
Humeerpooi are Thakoois, and many sepoys, relatives of thens, came in relat- 
ing teriible tales of mutiny and bloodshed, which caused the zemindars of 
the two thokes, Danda andManjkhore, to hand themselves together for plunder, 
which they commenced early in June Some secuiity, however, seems to have 
been felt from the preparations made by the Collector , but on the 12th there 
was a meeting at the large house occupied by the Cbirkaree tioops, attended 
by the headmen of each hand of auxiliaries, the Subadai of the 56th Begi- 
ment on duty at the Treasury, and I believe by one or two of our own ofiicials 
The result was seen on the morrow, when the guaid refused to give up the keys 
when called on to do so, and tightened their waist bands foi action The 
chupraasee who brought this intelligence to Mi Loyd, had his badge taken 
away foi spreading such a report, though piomised a reward if it should really 
prove true That day, houever, passed off quietly 

5 The onthreah — Next morning some troopers arrived from Baonee, 
and a headman of the Nawab’s, Buheem-ood-din by name; who had come over- 
night, withdrew the guns which were posted in Mr Loyd’s compound, and 
turned them on the house, saying it was by his master’s orders, at the same 
time the neivs was brought that the piisoneis at the Jail had been released by 
some six oi seven sepoys, their guard being faithless and the gentlemen saw 
that the crisis was come In the early morning two officers of the 1st Begi- 
ment, Messrs Baikes and Browne, whose detachment had mutinied en route to 
Oral, had arrived as fugitives, and they with Messrs Loyd and Grant, who 
up to that time had refused to quit their post, although asked by the Collector 
of Banda to join him there, called for their horses, these were ready saddled 
under the charge of two sowars, who had also had some money made over 
them for the expenses of the road, but the wretches at this moment of extre- 
mity turned traitors, and themselves carried off the cattle, crying out to the 
mutineers then approaching that the “ Sahib log” were escaping 

6 The flight — There was now not a moment to be lost, and the fugitives 
hastened down the bank where an iron boat with a lad as boatman was ready, 
they with Mr. Loyd’s bearer, “ Poorun Kahar,” two orderly chuprassees, " Jug- 
bundun” and “Debee Sing,” and “Ajoodhia” Buikhandaz got in and pushed 
off, when half across the Jumna they were fired into from the bank, and the 
balls coming thick amongst them jumped into the water and swam to shore. 
Here they met with more bad treatment, for the men of Rampoor, near which 
village they landed, fell on them, plundered them of all they had and severely 
beat some. They then got separated , the natives managed at night to return 
to Humeerpoor, where they concealed themselves with friends until they could 
escape, the two officers of the 1st wandered towards Allahabad, Browne 
reached Puttehpoor in time to accompany Havelock in his glorious march 
(after which he too fell a victim to choleia), but Raikes perished from want on 
the way.

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7. Messrs Loyd Sf Grant's movements. — Messrs Loyd and Grant hid 
themsdres in the castor fields till evening, and then swimming with the cur- 
lent reached the Humeeipoor hanh, near the junction of the Betwa with the 
Jumna, three miles below the town , there they stayed for five days from the 
14th to the 19th, spending the day standing up to their necks in water amidst 
reeds, and by night only daiing to come to the shore. Luring this time it 
seems many were awaie ot their being concealed, and two men, Mr Loyd’s 
syce “ Pultoo,” and shepherd “ Munniah,” went and told Ilurreemohun, a Ben- 
galee writer in the Office, ivho thiough them and Milaff, a Zemindar of Tiihoso 
Bomeiee, kept them supplied with food, and, I believe, also sent them some 
clothes This action of his performed at some risk of his own life, at such a 
time, and for which he afterwards got ill-treated at the hands of the rebels, is 
deserving of all commendation, and I would recommend a giant of a handsome 
sum of money as a lewaid to the Baboo foi bis conduct, and another to be 
divided among those who weie instrumental in carrying his meiciful schemes 
into execution 

8 Fate of those left — Meanwhile at Ilumcorpoor much blood had been 
shed Messrs Murray and Orawfoid at tlic first outbreak liad with the Ander- 
son’s made for the house where the Ohiikaiee troops were, trusting to find 
shelter at their hands, but were instead butchered in cold blood. Mr. and Mis. 
Buntei seeing this fled and hid in a garden wheie they were discovered, taken 
to the Subadai, but on consenting to apostatize were given their lives, and 
going to the hospital, where the Sub-Assistant Surgeon was, thej’^ found with 
him the eldest Miss Anderson with her arm severely cut , they remained there 
till the 19th All the bungalows were meanwhile plundered and burnt 

9 The death of Messrs Grant and Loyd — On the evening of the 18th 
thiee Aliirs, Gungadeen Kullooah and Chitaia discoveied Mr Loyd’s place of 
concealment, and by Kullooah he sent his ring to Gunga Sahai, his Senshtadar, 
but the miscieant took it instead to the Subadar“Ali bux,” who had pro- 
claimed the Lellu dynasty, and himself its agent, on thus lecciviug news of 
the officeis being yet alive and neai, some of the sepoys vent down (there were 
in all sixty-six in Humeerpoor) and escoiled them up, baiefooted to a tree with- 
out the Outchery compound , they weio there bound and made to kneel, a volley 
followed. Ml Giant received a bullet in his biain and died instantly, Mi. 
Loyd three in his chest, and called out " Aie not the English troops yet come ?” 
when anothei volley completed the tiagedy 

10 Slaughtei of the Btintei Miss Anderson saved. — As, however, the 
officers weie being marched by the hospital. Mi Bunter came out and made a 
bow, he with his wife weie immediately cut down and Miss Anderson would 
have shared the same fate, but the rough hold they took caused the sewing of 
her wound to give way, and she fainted, so was left foi dead “Bamdeen,” 
“ Muthra Chowbey,” “Gobia Thakooi” zemindais, and “ Buddeia Koree,” 
"Munsookha,” and “Kashi,” cultivatois, hid her in a field, and carefully 
tended hei till she was lecoveied, and on the 15th September forwarded her in 
safety to Behaiee Sing, the Zemindar of Buireepal, whence she was sent to 
Cawnpooi, and eventually to her relatives at Monghyi Eor the zemindais 
I have separately lequested that the proprietary lights in the other Thokes be 
made ovei to them as a reward I would also request some pecuniary 
acknowledgment of the services of the cultivators 

11 Anarchy and moie blood — ^After the murder of the Europeans, 
anaichv was the order of the day, the mob and sepoys rushed up to the town, 
plundered every one they could lay their hands on, old scores were mped out 
in blood, and the Chiistian preacher, Jeremiah, with his whole family were slaugh- 
tered unresisting The Bengalee Baboos as wilting English were next attacked, 
and though they begged then lives, lost everything they possessed. To show 
to what an extent the lust of plunder ruled, there weie three boats of unaimed 
sepoys of the 44th and 67th Kegiments, those I believe who were disarmed at 
Agia, passing by on the 18th June, the guns weie turned on them and opened. 
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many were killed, the boats taken and the goods found in them made over to 
men of the auxiliaiy chiefs, the sepoys 'being left to get on their way as they 
best could. 

12 Treasury yilundered — Tlie sepoys and their auxiliaries now fell out 
about the money in the Treasuiy, which appears to have been Rupees 
1,49,695-3-11, and on the Subadar stating he meant to take it to Delhi, the 
Ohiikaiee leader declared it should not go without the Raja’s leave, this, 
however, seems to have been anticipated by the Subadar, as he had written for 
aid to Oawnpoor, and on the 20th a body of troopers came from the Nana, and 
silenced all opposition, they too had their turn of plundeiing the place, and on 
the 21st took the pioceeds with the treasure to Oawnpoor with them 

13 Jlule of Shez/c Waheedooziman, Amla's conduct — The Native De- 
puty Collector, Waheedoozuman, now tiied to lestore some soit of order, in 
virtue of diiections received, I believe, from tlie late Lieutenant-Goveinor, 
Noith-Western Provinces, but in a few days an Akhbar Nawis, or news-wiitei, 
came fiom the Nana nith an order to the Deputy to manage in his name, 
which was fully acted up to, for on the 1st July tlie Peishwa’s rule was pro- 
claimed, on the 3id anothei proclamation issued that Poonah and Sattaia 
has fallen and the English been exterminated, and on the 4th, all landholders 
weie ordered to pay their revenue to the Nana’s aeci edited agents The 
Amlahs, or native officials, almost to a man accepted the new older of things 
until the 15th, when heaiing of the British advance on Euttehpoor, they 
thought it time to look to their own interests, and many left foi then homes ; 
on the 21st or 22nd, heaiing of Oawnpoor being le-taken, and the rebel Nana 
fled, the Deputy Collector also absconded, and many others at the same time 
A few had left at the first outbreak, and so are clear, but the only one who 
remained and distinctly refused to serve the Nana was Bakee Lall, Tehsildar 
of Humeeipooi, and even he was persuaded to do so tempoiaiily as a measure 
of safety, but his papers and the Nana’s orders show how unwillingly he did so 

14 Conduct of the Zemzndais — Once more anarchy reigned in Humeer- 
poor, the Romeiee Zemindars levying black-mail on whom they pleased, and 
committing all kinds of violence , these men with the exception of Thoke 
Terose were tlie leaders in everything bad, and weie well backed up by those 
of Serowlee Buzooig and Khoord The Humeerpoor Zemindars seem to have 
behaved decidedly well, but are so weak and pooi as to have been able to do 
little On the 18th September, Beharee Sing, the Ohowdry of Burieepal, came 
over to establish order, but finding it a hopeless task, returned to his own 
village on the 20th 

15 Baonec management — ^The Baonee Nawab who lives at Kudowia 
near Humeerpoor itself had been asked to take charge of the one peigunnah 
of Humeerpoor Khas, and he now did so, appointing his own officers and 
managing it on behalf of Government ; his collections amounted to Rupees 
26,751-1 11, of winch he spent Rupees 17,835-1-2, and has since remitted the 
balance. Rupees 8,916-0-9, to me The place was again visited I believe by 
sepoys in the autumn, but they found little to repay them for them trouble, 
the town at all times very small having been nearly deserted 

16 GliirJcaree management — ^While this was going on at the Sudder 
Station, the pergunnahs were better off Mr Came, the Assistant at Mahoba, 
had fled to Clurkaiee, after a senes of adventuies with the Nowgong fugi- 
tives, during which the inhabitants of Baieeguih and Jeoraha fired on them, 
and compelled a change of route ; Mr Came himself, however, can give a far 
better account of this than I can, so I merely mention the general effect on 
the district, he with the sanction of higher authorities requested the Raja to 
take charge of it with the pxception of the Humeerpoor Peigunnah which was 
across the Betwa, and he did so The Pergunnahs of Raat, Jeitpoor, and 
Punwaiee, weie held by him throughout, and the noithern ones also for some 
time, but Mdhoba he never seems to have got possession of, the Chief of 
Goorseiai took it without any one’s orders, and managed it for his own 
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benefit , he was probably led to do so by its having formerly belonged to 
Jalown, but his doing so was an act of gratuitous rebellion on his part. I am 
not prepared to say what amount the Chukareo Kaja realized during the 
teim of his managementj as he has not yet furnished his accounts I believe, 
however, it was altogether about two and half lakhs, and that he is prepared 
to bung in a further bill against Government, notwithstanding all the esta- 
blishments were reduced, and most had received no pay on my taking charge 
since January. 

17 The Northern Vergimiah — In the end of J anuary and beginning of 
Pebiuary, the foit of Ohirkareo w'as itself beloagured, the town plundered 
and burnt by the forces of Tantia Topee aided by Despath , from that time till 
the battle of Banda, the Banda Nawab held Mowdha, the Malirattas Jellal- 
poor, realizing Rupees 241,683-6-0 there, and each in turn ravaged Soomeeipoor 
and the neighbouiing lands The Nana’s flag was hoisted in most villages, 
and eveij one again helped himself to what he could get at Seiowlce Buzoorg 
on the Jumna , batteries were thrown up and all passing boats plundered, and 
they even filed into the British ti oops on the other side the liver who came 
fiom Cawnpooi 

18 Ranee of Jeitpoor — I must not foigct to state that at the very 
commencement, the widow of Paieechut, the former rebel liaja of Jcitpoor 
and a pensioner of Rupees 1,200 a month fiom Government, setup herself 
again at Jeitpoor and appiopuatod the Tehseeldaieo funds, being joined by 
Bespath, a notorious murderer, and I believe a connexion of hers, as also by 
many other Takoors of the pergunnah , the Chiikarec troops, however, after 
eight days made her retire, and she is now I hear a fugitive at Tchioe Iter 
associate Bespath is still lu the Jcenjhun jungles near Jcitpoor, the leader of 
a band of dacoits 

19. Aitchon purchaser is ousted — I need scarcely say that the great 
feature in the lebcllion here has been the universal ousting of all bankers, 
buniyas, Maiwarees, &c , from landed piopeity in the district, by whatever 
means they acguiied it, whether at auction, by private sale or otherwise, and 
also that the larger communities have profited immensely byjthe time of anarchy, 
while many of the smaller ones have been ruined and dispersed those who were 
strong enough to plunder with impunity did so, the others w’ere the victims 
This, howevei, must have been equally the case all over the country , but it is 
strange that in no instance do the class so favored by our lulo, the bankers and 
other tiadeis, appeal to have been able to keep thoir owm in the struggle 

20 Conduct of the QlaiKarec Raja — As the neighbouring Native Chiefs 
had so much to do with the district, some notice of then behaviour seems to 
be called foi here The Chiikaree Raja managed the greater part as said 
for Government , that he is loyal there is no doubt , he has cast his all with us, 
and must be considered so , at the same time it is equally certain it was so to 
speak the lucky accident of Mi Came being there that made him so , that 
he w'as seriously displeased with Subdul Bowa for the leading part he took in 
the muider of the olficers at Humeeipoor is a fact, as also that he ultimately 
hung him for the same, but his doing so was for a long time doubtful, and 
w'hen the Subadar All Bus pioclairaed the King of Belhi, the Raja sent a 
letter to him giving in his allegiance, and requesting that all the domains for- 
merly held by his ancestor Chuttersal might be confirmed to him by loyal 
Sunnud There was, howevei, no immediate pressure on the Raja from 
without, and he must soon have seen that the British Star had not yet set , he 
was managing a paying district wutli the sanction of Government and the 
good counsel of Mr. Came, an old friend of his, with the knowledge that 
liaiing so long given him sheltei had maiked him as well inclined to our rule, 
must all have had their effect on Mr Carne’s first application he refused to 
take him in, saying he would finally answm in a fortnight, he was then un- 
doubtedly wavering, and it was that gentleman’s foicmg himself on his hospi- 
tality that must be considered the turning point to this Chief 
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21 The Hcmab of Baonee — Of tbe Nawab of Baonee, I cannot say 
as much j he sent Mr Loyd the aid lequiied under one “Khuda Bux,” who 
with his Yakeel Kirparam seems at once to have begun intiiguing, and on the 
morning of the outbreakj another officer, Rahemoollah, came fiom Kudowra 
(the Nawah’s lesidence), and aftei holding consultation turned the guns on the 
bungalow 

22. Bao of Bheree — Of the E-ao of Bheiee it is difiicult to speak, his 
men shaied in the atiocities with the lest, hut his leader, Mudaiee Dowa, has 
been killed fighting for the Baja of Chiikaiee, that this petty Chief lealized 
at fiist, I doubt not, hut he also afforded an asylum to some of oui officials, 
and save this, and his having been plundered himself I know little of his 
conduct Since my taking chaige on the 26th of June, he has been in every 
way actively loyal 

23 Othei' ‘petty Chiefs — Of the othei small semi-independent Jaghiiedais, 
I believe theie is nothing to say, save that they all collected what revenue 
thej'' could, and joined diffeient sides as it seemed to then advantage at dif- 
feient times the Saieela roan, honevei, as I was told by Mi Came, sent a 
message to the Chirkaiee Raja to divide the distiict with him, this Mi 
Caine said he heaid himself, and lepoited the fact to the Agent and the 
Commissioner 

24. Bi lUsh rule re-estahUshed — I would state that after the battle of 
Banda, Mi Came managed the Peigunnahs of Mowdha and Soomeeipoor 
fiom Banda, until after the taking of Calpee I was appointed Magistiate and 
Oollectoi, and on the 26th with Mi Giiffith, the Deputy Collectoi, ac- 
companied a foiee over and le-occupied the station again Mi MacMaghten 
fiom Buttehpoor had pieviously been there a day but left again 

25. Betoard to a lad recommended — In closing this lepoit, I would re- 
commend for leward in addition to those mentioned in paiagiaphs 7 and 10, 
the lad Binda, who ferried the officeis across the iivei , theie is some doubt 
what he afterwards did and what became of Mr Loyd’s box left on the boat, 
which can never be cleared up, but the service was one of much danger and, 
as any othei s pei formed in those times in aid of Englishmen, is deserving, 
I think, of recognition

NAEEA.TIVE OE EVENTS ATTENDING THE OUTBEEAK OE DISTUEBANCES AND THE 
BESTOEATION OE AHTHOEITT IN THE DIVISION OE JhANSIE IN 1857-58. 

On the death of Gungadhur Rao, the late Raja, in A D 1854, that 
State was annexed, and it and the Jaloun and Cliundeyiee districts weie 
formed into the Jhansie Superintendency under Captain Skene. 

2 A pension of Rupees 5,000 a month was granted to the Raja’s widow, 
Musumat Luchmee Baee, known as the Ranee of Jhansie. This sum she at 
first refused to receive, hut eventually did so Ten lakhs worth of piopeity, 
belonging to her late husband, was also made over to her, but she considered 
herself seriously aggrieved, in not being allowed to adopt a son to succeed 
Gungadhur Rao as Raja, appealed against the arrangements made for her 
support, and sent an agent to England to plead her cause, but without effect. 

3. At this time, however, the Ranee was obliged to smother her ill-will, 
hut it was increased by (what she conceived to be) various petty grievances 
and annoyances, as follows — 

4 Previous to November 1864, the slaughter of cattle was not permitted 
in Jliansie On the country coming under British lule, this restriction was ot 
course removed, upon which the Ranee petitioned against the practice, and 
caused the inhabitants of Jhansie to do the same The matter was referred to 
Government, and the slaughter of cattle was authoiitatively allowed. 
b13 
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6 Piivolous as it may appear, the establishment of public necessaiies 
was much objected to by the people of Jhansie, and the Ranee and hei adliei- 
ents took advantage of this to cicate fuither ill-feeling, by endeavouring to 
make it appear that the measuie tended to inteifeie with religion. 

6 The temple of Luclimee, situated outside the walls, to the east of 
Jhansie, had long been suppoited by the Native lulers of the countiy, and an 
ancestoi of Gungadhur Rao had made ovei the icvenue of tuo -villages foi its 
suppoit When he died, Captain Rrancis Goidon, Deputy Commissioner, le- 
commended that this airangoment should continue, but it was oideied that 
the villages should be lesumed This was strongly objected to by the Ranee, 
and the case again lefeired to Government, with the same result But befoie 
the resumption oidei could be caiiied out, the outbieak at Jhansie took place 

7 An ordei was passed, that the rents of the ullage of Surabuidab 
which was given rent-liee foi the repair and suppoit of a tomb of a nusliess 
oi the late Gungadhui Rao, should be paid to two of the late mistress’ female 
connections, named Motee and Nomuttun, instead of to the Ranee herself 
This oidei, although stiictly just, greatly iiirtated her, and on coming into 
powei, she revenged heisclt by impiisomng two men, named Mulharee and 
Gunput, in whose keeping Motee and Nouiuttun were, and the night befoie 
she (the Ranee) lied from the fort, at the taking of Jhansie by our forces, she 
put these men to death I myself saw them lying dead in nous, soon after 
they had been muideied 

8 The Puai Thakoois and Obarcedars of Oodgaon Nonere and Jigna, 
who aie men of influence, had lost then Oharce lights in several of their 
Tillages, and w'cre natuially discontented It is said the Ranee took advan- 
tage of this to piocuie a promise fiom them to join hei, should opportunity 
offei This much is ceitain, that they did join hei, and fought on her side, against 
oui Goveinment. 

9 It will thus be seen that the Elanee was m a state of mind, which 
made her ready to take advantage of any oppoitiinity of giatifying hei re- 
venge and of rocoveiing what wcie, in hei opinion, hei just lights, and, as her 
aftei-caieer show's, she, like many othei Mahiatta w'omen of lank, possessed 
a masculine spirit, well fitting uei to cany out hei designs 

10 In May 1857, there was a report spread in Jliansie, as in many 
othei places in India, that Goveinment had caused giound bones to be mixed 
in the flour sold in the bazais, the cow’s and pig’s fat had been used in mak- 
ing up the cailiidges served out to the troops, and that two regiments of 
sepoys had been blown away from guns at Calcutta Although every means 
was taken by the civil and military officer s to contradict these reports, yet, 
there is no doubt, but that they had then effect in unsettling people’s minds 

11 About this time a man named Chotajoo (agent of a Native Chief), 
informed Captain R Goidon that an adherent of the Ranee, named Bholanath, 
used to hold long puvate conferences w'lth the Native officers of the Jhansie 
troops, who frequently visited the Ranee’s palace, and that some treachery 
w'as intended No reliance however seems to have been placed on this inform- 
ation, and shortly after the troops having used the cartridges without de- 
mur, confldence in the sepoys appears to have been restored, for a time, amongst 
the ‘civil and military officers 

12 However Mr Scott, head wiitei in the Deputy Commissioner’s Office, 
who lived near the lines, and mixed much with natives, had much better inform- 
ation of what was going on, and placed his property in the keeping of a loyal 
native in the town of Jliansie He poisisted in avowing that he had good 
reason to know that a mutiny was intended, and that the Ranee and the 
troops were one His assertions appear to have had some w'eight, as great en- 
deavours w'eie made by the civil and military officers to ascertain the true 
feelings of the sepoys, who of course made great professions of loyalty , not- 
w'lthstanding which a feeling of uneasiness aiose, and three clerks of the Civil 
establishment fled tow'aids Saugoi, but W'eie ordeied back, and returned to 
Jhansie. 
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13 At tins time the Ranee obtained pei mission to enteitain a numbei 
of aimed men, as she said, foi her piotection 

14 Whilst the above was tlie state of affairs at Jhansie, the Ohundeyiee 
district was fast getting into disoidei 

15 About 200 yeais ago, the Bundelahs appear to have succeeded in 
oveithiowing the Mussulman authoiity in the pait of the countiy now known, 
as the Chundeyree district The first Raja was Ramsehae In the time of 
the 9th Raja, Ramchund (about A D 1764), the Peshwa wrested from the 
Clmndeyiee State the districts of Serai, Dukiani, and Balabehut, and in A D 
1802, Raja Ramchund, being incapacitated from age and ill-health, went on 
a pilgrimage, and made over the countiy to his eldest son, Pirji Paul, who was 
muideied the following year, and succeeded by his biothei. Raja Mooi 
Pylad This piince was a debauched sot, and theBundelah Thakoois did what 
they liked, and possessed themselves of the greater portion of the kingdom 
Continued acts of aggiession on tlie neighbouiing State of Gwalioi, for which 
no redress could be obtained, at last stiiied up Dowlut Rao Scindia to hostili- 
ties, and bis army, under Colonel Baptrste, took the fort of Talbehut Raja 
Moor Pylad, who was hated and despised, fled to Jhansie in A D 1812, and a 
negotiation was opened with Gwalior, and at first Moor Pylad was allowed 
Rupees 25,000 a year , but subsequently, in A D 1831, Colonel Baptiste, with 
the approval of the British Resident at Gwalior, made the “ Buttotab,” or 
partition, and, to speak generally, gave two shares of the foimei Chundeyree 
State to Scindia, and one share to Mooi Pylad, who was hencefoith styled the 
Raja of Banpooi, from a town in his share Moor Pylad then proceeded to 
take possession of all independent jaghiies in his sliare, which so exasperated 
the Thakoois of Palee, Jacklone, Naneckpooi, and others, that they rose in a 
body, devastated the countiy, and then piefeiied then complaint to Scindia, 
vlio decided that Moor Pylad’s one share should be divided into three, two of 
uhicli were to ho given to Mooi Pylad, and one to the Tliakoois The Raja 
agieed to this fresh sub-division, but disturbances again broke out, and a new 
“ Buttotab” was made, which, however, was much the same as the former 
one At last, in A D 1843, the worthless Mooi Pylad died, leaving his rem- 
nant of a kingdom to his son, Muidun Sing 

16 In A D 1844, Scindia’s portion of the Chun deyiee State was ceded 
to the British, as part security for the payment of the Gwalioi Contingent, 
and a Deputy Superintendent was appointed, who also had criminal juiisdie- 
tion in the Banpooi State 

17 About April 1857, Thakoor Jhoojar Sing, of Nanickpoor, died, and 
agreeably to the orders of Government, his tenure was resumed, and a settle- 
ment made ivith his heirs, instead of the thud part being given to the Raja 
of Banpoor, as it appears had been the custom agreeably to the “ Buttotab ” 
Upon this Raja Muidun Sing, of Banpoor, sent for the hen, Jowahir Sing, 
invested him with a “ pugree,” and advised him to collect his relations and 
retainers, and to go into rebellion, as the surest way to induce our Government 
to lestoie him his tenure, on the same terms as his father held it 

17-|. It also appears that the Raja was iiritated, by being refused by 
the Government ceitain honors, to which he considered himself entitled 

18 It will thus be seen, that, like the Ranee of Jhansie, the Raja of 
Banpooi had, what he considered, injuries to be lediesscd, and no doubt he 
also had the hope of regaining, on the expected otherthiow of our Govern- 
ment, the entile kingdom of Ohundeyiee, the ancient possession of his ances- 
tors, of which, as stated above, his father had been dispossessed by Scindia 

19 Duiing April, and part of May 1857, the Ohundeyiee district was, 
from unavoidable circumstances, in temporaiy chaige of Zain-ool-Abdeen Elian, 
Deputy Magistrate and Deputy Collector, — a man of lazy and feeble chaiactei 
and unfit foi any post of lesponsibility. 
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20 Eaily in May 1857, Gunoshjoo, son of Jowalui Sing, Tliakoor of 
Namknoor, piesented a petition to Zain-ool-Abdoen Khan, stating that Ins 
father was about to go into rebellion, but the Deputy Magistrate, uitli incon- 
ceivable folly, lefused to leceive the petition, because it was not written on 
stamp papei Gunesbjoo remained for two or three days about Zain-ool- 
Abdeen’s Oouit, endeavouring to got a healing, but in vain A feu dajs after 
Jowabii Sing and other Thakoois went into lebellion, and commenced 
plundeiing 

21 Lieutenant Ilamilton took charge of the distnct fiora Zain-ool- 
Abdeen Khan on the 24th May 1857, and Captain A 0. Goidon took charge 
fiom Lieutenant Hamilton on the 7th June 1857, and found the district in 
gieat disoidei 

22. We must now return to Jhansie On the 30th oi 31st May, the two 
Ml Andiews went to Captain 3? D Goidon, and iccotnmendcd that precau- 
tionary measures should bo taken legaiding the foit and magazine, as they 
ueie convinced the tioops would mutiny Captain P Gordon told them that 
he had lepiesented all this to Captain Skene, who uas of opinion that any 
move of tlie kind would bung on the mutiny at once, if such was to take 
place 

23 On the 1st June 1857, Captain Prancis Goidon, Deputy Commis- 
sionei of Jhansie, reported to Captain Skene, Superintendent, that he liad 
obtained tiustwoithy infoimation of an intended rising among some of the 
Puai Thakoois of the Kuirira Peigunnab, and that they intended making an 
attack on, and plundeiing the town of Kurriia, — tlie day fixed for winch uas

6 Nuks f the above infoimation, a detachment under Lieute- 

nSors 1 14ti. Irregular Ca nant Ryvcs, of tlic 12th Bengal Native Infantry, 
20 sounra J >air} of the Strength notcd lu tho mai gin, ivos maichcd 

fiom Jhansie on the 1st June, to take possession of the abandoned fort of 
Kuiriia, which step caused the Puar Thakoors to put off their attempt for a 
time 

24 On eithei the 1st or 2nd Juno, about 4 r nr , two bungalows in the 
cantonments of Jhansie weie set file to, and destroyed No tiace of the 
actual incendiaiies could be obtained, but the occuirence tended to increase 
the uneasy feeling legarding the disposition of the sepoys. 

26 On the 5th June, at about 3 oi 4 P ni , filing suddenly took place at 
the Star Port, in which were kept the magazine and treasuie, and the alarm 
was spiead tliat the sepoys had mutinied Upon this, with the exception of 
Captain Dunlop, Lieutenants Tayloi and Campbell, of Lieutenant Turnbull, 
attached to the survey, of Quartei -Master Seigeant Newton and familj’^, and 
of Conductor Reilly, all the Europeans and Anglo-Indians pioceeded to the 
toit, to place then families in safety Captain P Gordon ordered the police 
to gaiiison the foit, which they did Shoitly after, twelve sowais of the Iiregu- 
lai Cavalry came to the fort, uith a message from Captain Dunlop to the effect 
that only thirty-five, not all, of the sepoys had mutinied, and that those in the 
foit might return to tlieii houses This, however, was not done Captain 
Gordon then sent two oideily Jemadars to the Yakeels of tlie Tehiee and 
Duttia States, desiiing them to wiite to their lespectivo Governments foi help. 
At about 8 pm, another lettei was sent by Captain Dunlop to Captain Goidon, 
upon receiving whicb. Captains Skene and Gordon, and Doctoi MacEgan, 
ipturned to the cantonments, where Captain Dunlop was, and found tliat 
tbiityfive men of the 12th Bengal Native Infantry weie in open mutiny, and 
held possession of the Stai Eoit, which contained the magazine and tieasure. 
Upon this they returned to the foit at about 11 p M 

26 On the moining of the 6th June, Captains Skene and E Gordon 
again visited Captain Dunlop in the lines, but what passed between them is 
unknown Captain Skene then returned to the foit, as also did Captain 
Goidon, after breakfasting lu his own house, and writing letters to the Tehiee 
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and Dattia States, and to the Rao of Goorserai for assistance To none of 
these applications was any answer sent, although the Tehreeand Duttia States 
being close at hand, might easily have affoided it Captain Goidon also winte 
to diffeient Thakoois to make aiiangements foi holding Pichore, and to the 
Tehseeldai of Jhansie to laise men, which the lattei did, and tw^enty-four were 
posted at the gates of the foit About 2 p m , a note was leceived in the foit 
fiom Captain Dunlop, stating that he lequired some powdei and cannon balls , 
that the mutiny of his men was only paitial, and that he could quell it with 
tlie men who lemained faithful Captain P Goidon letused to send any 
cannon ammunition, and, as the lesult proved, he was light in doing so, foi it 
would aft eiwaids have been used by the mutineers against the Jhansie foit 
In tlie meantime illi Robeit Andiens, Deputy Collector, who had been sent 
to the Jail to bung <^he amnSunition theie into the foit, returned with but a 
small quantity, as the Jail guard, headed by Bukshish Ah, Jail Daiogah, 
having joined with the mutineeis, refused to allow him to lemove moie 

27 About this time a gieat number of people, amongst whom weie the 
Ranee’s principal adheients, mz , Jhurioo Koour, Khooda Buksh, &c , and beai- 
ing two flags, pioceeded fiom the town of Jhansie towards cantonments, and 
on then ariival at the lines, a man named Ahsan Ah, called all the Mussul- 
mans to prayeis, after which the whole foiee mutinied Two Havildais of the 
12th Bengal Native Infantiy, names unknown, alone lemained tiue, and stood 
by Captain Dunlop, and Lieutenants Tayloi, Campbell and Turnbell A body 
of mutineeis advanced against tins small paity, which defended itself, but 
ultimately all (Havildais included) weie shot down by the mutineers, except- 
ing Lieutenant Tayloi, who, although seveiely wounded, escaped on horseback 
to the Jhansie foit On his ariival there the fort gates were shut, and the walls 
manned by the Euiopeans, Anglo-Indians, some sepoys belonging to tlie Thakoor 
of Kuttehra, and a few Buikundauzes, who had not joined the mutineeis 
Rughonath Sing, Oobaieedai of Nonere, a poweiful Puar Chief, who receives 
a pension fiom Government, who was at that time piesent with Captain F 
Goidon, although called upon by that officei to stand by him, lefused to do 
so, and maiclied away with his men abandoning the gaiiison to then fate 
Conductor Reilly, who was in cantonments at the time of this ftist massacre, 
escaped to Buiwa Saugoi, and ultimately to the Noith-Westein Piovinces 
The Quaitei-Mastei Sergeant and his family weie also in the lines, but it is 
not deal whethei they were muideied at the same time as Captain Dunlop, or 
subsequently : however not one escaped 

28 Aftei this the mutineers and lebels released the piisoners fiom the Jail, 
and being joined by them and by the Jail guaid headed by Bukshish All, Jail 
Daiogah, set fiie to the Kutcheiiy, and some of the bungalows in cantonments 
They then enteied the town of Jhansie, without being opposed, and seized all Gov- 
einment seivants they could lay hands on, — amongst theiestAhmud Hussein, 
Tehseeldai of Jhansie, who had lendeied the Euiopeans eveiy assistance in his 
powei The mutineers, police. Custom’s Buikundauzes, piisoneis, and adheients 
of the Ranee, then pioceeded to attack .the toit, taking with them one gun 
Firing lasted till the niglit of the 6th June, when the mutineeis diew off, 
leaving a strong paity of the Ranee’s folio weis to surround the place till 
morning With them weie a few rautineei sepoys 

29 Duiing the night of the 6th June, a meeting was held between the 
mutineer Native officeis and the Kamdais of the Ranee of Jhansie, to settle to 
whom the goveinment of the countiy of Jhansie was to be made ovei, and 
what was to be done with the Euiopean olflceis and otheis in the foit. Some 
weie for letting the Europeans, &c , go, but this was overiuled by Bukshish 
All, jail Daiogah, and their death was decided on The question of the gov- 
ernment of tlie countiy was not settled, as the Ranee and mutineers could 
not come to teims The latter therefoie invited over from Oonao, — a village 
about twelve miles from Jhansie, — Sadashee Rao Naiain Paiolawala, aielation 
of the late Raja of Jhansie and a claimant of the Jhansie Raj, with a view to 
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settmo' him up in opposition to the Ranee, or of being enabled, by Ins com- 
petition, to duve a better baig.nn uitli liei He leacbed Jhansie on the 8th 
June, the date of the massacie, and encamped in the mutineei lines, close to 

the Stai Fort 

30 Between the night of the Gib and morning of the 7th June, the Bur- 

kundauzes and Thakoois who ueie piotecting the Euiopeans dcseited, cither 
tliiough feai oi disaffection A few seivants and otbeis remained The gar- 
iison pioposed to escape fiom the foitduiing the night, but daylight appioach- 
lug, the attempt was given up 

31 On the morning of the 7th June, Mr Scott and the two i\Ir. Purcells 
weie sent by Captain Skene to the Ilan'*e of Jhansie toicquest protection flora 
liei on then aiiival outside the foit They weie met by the Ranee’s tioops, 
and taken to hoi palace, from whence they were sent, by the P^anee’s outers, to 
tlie lines of the mutineeis, uliere they weie put to deatli Subsi'quently IMi 
Andiews, Principal Sudder Ameen, having leit the fort, uas seized, and 
killed by the Ranee’s own servants at the palace door In the meantime the 
Rcssaldai of tlie Iditli Iiregulai Cavahy, Eaiz All, wiote to the gairison 
to say that if they vacated tlie foil, thev would not be injuied, but no notice 
was taken of this communication Vanous letters weie also exchanged 
between the Ranee and Captains Skene and F. Goidon, but to w hat effect, 
cannot be ascei tamed 

32 About 2 PM, an attack was again made on the foi t, which lasted 
till evening None of the garrison were huit, and some of the rebels were 
killed. 


33 Duiing the night the Ranee gave the mutineers and rebels some 
guns, and the foit was again attacked by them on the morning of the 8th June 
Their escalade failed, the assailants being shot down by the gairison 


34 The mutineers, &c , still continued their attack, and towards the after- 
noon, got possession of the low ei w'oiks of the fort. Upon this some of tlie 
natives, who still lemained inside, attempted to open one of the gates, and let 
in the mutineeis The men most prominent in this tieacbery, and who be- 
longed to the Survey Department, weie immediately shot, oi cut down by 
Captains F Gordon and Buigess, but not befoie thev had mortally wounded 
Lieutenant Powis Sliortly after an iireparable misfoitune befel the garrison 
in the death of Captain Fiancis Goidou, who was shotthiough the head, while 
looking towards the rebels through a small wundow' over the foit gate Tins 
gallant gentleman and excellent officer, more foitunate in his death than were 


* „ „ , -ir , , r. . his unhappy companions, had fiom the first been 

tlie “life and soul of the gaiiison, * and his loss 
had a veiy injurious effect on the survivois 


35 Captain Skene having made a sign that the gariison wished to tieat, 
the rebels and mutineers collected neai the gate, and piomised, by the most 
s icied oaths, tliiough the medium of Saleh Mahomed, Native Doctoi, that the 
Europeans and Anglo-Indians should be allowed to depart in safety, on the 
condition of vacating the fort, and laying dow'n their aims These terms were 
unhappily agreed to, and the gates being thrown open, the gariison left the 
tort, and were immediately made prisoners by the rebels, &c , who bound the 
men The whole party weie then taken from the foit gate tliiough the town, 
towards the Star Fort, but on leachiug the JokhunBagli, just outside the city 
walls, some sowais brought a message fiom the Ressaldar, oideiing that all 
should be put to death Tlie servants, who had until then accompanied then 
raasteis, weie upon this put aside, and the gentlemen being separated from the 
ladies and childien, a general massacie took place Buksbish Ah, Jail Daio- 
gah, fiist cut down Captain Skene with his ow’n hand Mrs McEgan, attempt- 
ing to save liei husband, threw hei aims round him, but was beaten and 
pushed aside, and Doctoi McEgan was cut down and killed Mis McEgan 
cast herself on his body, and w'as there killed also Miss Biowne fell on liei 
knees befoie a sepoy, and begged for life, but was immediately cut down by 
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him I have no paiticulai’s regaiding the deaths of the rest of our unfor- 
^ ^ tunate couotiymen, and their wives and childien, 

^ee ppen I'c weie at onoe put to deatli in the Jokun 

Bagh, with the exception of Mis. Mutlow, wlio had concealed heiself in the 
town, disguised in Native appaiel She was subsequently lescued at the taking 
of Jhansie Mi Oiaufoid, an Anglo-Indian cleik, escaped out of the foit 
duiing the night of the 7th June, and ultimately made his way to the Sumptur 
State, from whence he was forwaided to Cawnpooi 

36 The bodies of oui country people were left exposed on the high road, 
where they \ieie muidered, for thiee davs, and were then tliiown, the men 
into one gravel pit, and the women and childien into anothei, and coveied ovei 

37 On the evening of the day of the massacie, pioclamation was made 
that — “The people aie God’s, the country is the King’s (Padshah’s) , and the 
two leligions govern.” 

38. In the meantime tlie detachment at Kurraia had also mutinied, and 
joined then comrades at Jhansie. Lieutenant Ryves escaped to Gwalior 

39 On the 9th June, there was a dispute as to who was to possess 
the Jhansie teiritory, the Ranee and Sadasheo Rao bidding against each 
other At last, on the Ranee paying down a laige sum, and piomising much 
more, the mutineeis made It ovei to hei, and proclamation was made that — 
“The people aie God’s, the countiy is the Padshah’s , and the Raj is Ranee 
Luchmee Baee’s ” She governed howevei on the part of her adopted son, a 
child of eight yeais, named Damodhur Rao 

40 On the 11th June the mutineeis left Jliansie for Delhi, accompanied 
by Bukshish Ah, Mahomed Buksh, Police Tomandar, many zillah and 
Customs Burkundazes and otheis 

41 On failing to get the mutineers to espouse his cause, Sadasheo Rao 
left Jhansie, and assembling some 300 men, on the 13th June, seized the fort 
of Kuiiara (thiity miles west of Jhansie), where he was joined by some Puar 
Thakoois. He turned out the Biitish native officials, appointed his own, 
levied money, and issued a proclamation, to the effect that “Mahaiaja 
Sadasheo Rao Naiam has seated himself on thethioneof Jhansie, at Kuiiara ” 
Shoitly after the Ranee sent some tioops against him, and he fled to Nuiwur, 
in Scindia’s teiiitory, fiom whence he was inveigled by the Banee into her 
powei. He was made prisoner at the taking of Jhansie, and has been trans- 
poi ted foi life 

42 The Ranee having seemed Jhansie and Kurrara, the other parts of 
the Jhansie distiict acknowledged her authority with very unimportant excep- 
tions Ml Tliornton, Deputy Collector, and Mr. Andrews, who were at 
Gurrota, however, managed to escape to Sumptur, through the assistance of 
the Malgoozar of Ashta, who assembling some forty men, escorted them 
theie in safety, for which they have been rewarded. 

43 The Ranee then sent agents to the Nana Sahib, levied troops, estab- 
lished a mint, and began stiengthening the fortifications of Jliansie and 
Kuirara. At the same time she endeavoured to keep terms with our Govern- 
ment, by wilting to the Commissioner of Jubbulpoor and to otheis, lament- 
ing the massacre of our countrymen, stating that she was in no way concern- 
ed in it, and declaring that she only held the Jhansie disiiict till oui 
Government could make aiiangements to re-occupy it Her chief adheients 
and suppoiters were Moro Bulwunt (hei fathei), Lulloo Bukshee (pay 
master), Juiroo Kooui, Kashenath, Tehseeldar ot Punwaho, Gungadhui, 
Luchmun Rao, Dewan, and Jowahii Sing of Kuttele, a Bondela Chiet The 
two first have been hanged, the thud was killed at the storm of Jhansie, and 
otheis aie still living and in rebellion 

44. Whilst the above events were talcing place at Jhansie, affairs weie 
rapidly appioaching a ciisis in the Jaloun district On the 6th June an 
expiess was received by the Officer Commanding the two Companies of the 
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63id Bengal Native Infantry at Oraie, stating that the artillery, and some of 
the infantry at Jhansie, had mutinied, and seized the Star Eoi t At this time 
the above two companies were about to he relieved by two others of the 6Gth 
Bengal Native Intantiy fiom Cawnpoor, icgarding which legiment tlie 
•bravest suspicions weie abroad The Deputy CommiS‘.ionei, Captain Blow ne, 
tin efore at once sent off the bulk of his tieasure (foui half Likhs) to Gw’dlioi, 
under tlie guaid of Lieutenant Tomkinson, and one liundied men of the u3id 
Bengal Native Infantiy, called in two Companies of the 1st Gwalior Regi- 
ment fioni Etawahj which, with some Mahratta lioise, leached Oiaie at 1 a 3l 
of the 7th June, and diiected the Oflicei Commanding the tw'o Companies of 
the 56th Bengal Native Infantiy to letrace his steps towaids Gawnpooi forth- 
with, which he did, and i cached Kalpee that night (6th), on wliicli same luglit 
also the Deputy Commissioner leceivcd intelligence of the outbicak at Cawm- 
pooi About this time also the Deputy Commissioner, Captain Blow no, 
received a note fiom Sheo Pershad, Deputy Collector at Kalpee, m wdiich he 
expiessed a desiie to deseit his post As Kalpee w'as a most impoitant point 
of communication over the Jumna, it was of the gieatcst impoi lance to hold 
it, and Lieutenant Lamb, Assistant Commissionei, volunteeiing to go tlieie, 
Captain Biowiie sent him, and at the same time sent an expiess to the Bnga- 
diei at Gwalioi, to send aid to Jhansie 

45 On Captain Cossciatt’s detachment joining him. Captain Browne 
intended to pioceed w'ltli it, and some Sumptur tioops and guns, to the lelief 
ot the Euiopeans at Jhansie, leaving the police at Oiaie, but on the 9th a 
letter w'as leceived from Mote, stating that all the Euiopeans in Jhansie had 
been killed , consequently C.iptain Biowne gave up his intention of pioceed- 
ing there The same day the men of the 63rd Bengal Native Infantry, 
lemaimng at Oiaie, deseited then officers, the Burkundazes of the Customs 
Department mutinied , and Captain Cosseiattt, who was at Koonch, lecened 
ordeis from his Commanding Officer to return to Etawah On tlie 10th, the 
two sons of the Gooiseiaie Chief, who had offeied C.iptam Biowne aid, w'hich 
he had accepted, arrived at Jaloun w’ltli a foice of several bundled men, and a 
few guns, and on the same day Captain Browne and Lieutenant Lamb also 
proceeded to that place, wlieie the former having met the sons, and assuied 
himself of then good intentions, addiessed a letter to their father, icqucstmg 
him to alToid every assistance in preserving order in the district 

46 Captain Biowne, Lieutenant Lamb and Captain Cosseratt’s party 
left Jaloun on the 11th or 12lh June, and next day peiwannahs weie addiessed 
in the name of the Goorseraie Chief, to the different Tehseeldais of the dis- 
trict, stating that the management of the district was entrusted to him, to 
whom all lepoits were to be sent On the Tehseeldar lefeiiing the matter to 
Captain Biowme, that officei passed on ordei, tliat the Jagbiiedai w'as not to 
have contiol of the district, w'hich wms to remain under Mi Passanah, Deputy 
Collector, who still lemained at Oiaie A copy of this order was sent to Mi 
Passanah by Lieutenant Biowne, who also stated tliat some w'oids had been 
interpolated in his Oordoo letter to the Gooiseiaie Chief After this Captain 
Browne left the district, and proceeded wuth his Assistant, Lieutenant Lamb, 
to Etawah, having ascertained on his way that Kuchw'aguih and the noithein 
part of Jaloun had become quite disoiganized, — the Customs Burkundazes 
having mutinied, the police loudly calling for then pay, and the petty Chiefs 
ready to use 

47 As stated above, the Jhansie mutineers left that place for Delhi on 
the 11th June On the IJtli they reached Mote (tlmty-live miles noith-east 
of Jhansie), and having plundeied the Tieasuiy, took awmy W'ltli them as a 
prisoner Neaz Ah, Deputy Collector On the 15th June, their advanced 
guard, consisting of six or eight sowais, leached Oiaie, and Messis Passanah 
and Griffiths, Deputy Gollectois, w'ho until then had remained there, left it 
in the night, and passed thiough Jaloun, where they met Sheo Ram Tantia, 
eldest son of Gooiseiaie Chief, w'ho shortly after assumed entire authority 
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over the Jaloun district Fiom Jaloun, Messis. Passanah and Griffiths made 
for Gwalioi , but on the 17th June they fell in with the hundred men of the 
63id Bengal Native Infantry, who had faithfully taken the Jaloun four-half 
lakhs of treasure to Gwalioi The men, it appears, had now mutinied, for they 
plundered the above two gentlemen, made them prisoners, and maiched to 
Jaloun, where, Mr Passanah says, they (the mutineeis) were received with 
great cordiality by Sheo Earn Tantia, the Gooiseiaie Oluef’s eldest son, who 
made over to them Eupees 1,400 of Government money, fiom the Tehseelee 
Tieasuiy, and bought from them Messrs Passanah and Griffiths’ horses, guns, 
&c Piom Jaloun, the above two gentlemen were taken to Oiaie, wheie they 
were released by the mutineers on the 21st J une, the lattei marehing thence for 
CaAvnpoor They weie howevei detained by a Sibundy guaid of the Gooi- 
seiaie Chief, and the headman made them over to the Gwalior Contingent, 
and 14th Cavalry mutineeis fiom Lullutpooi, who reached Oiaie the same 
day These mutineers however did not molest them, and let them go 

48 The two gentlemen remained at Oiaie, and Kesho Eao, the Gooi- 
seraie Chief, coming in person to Jaloun, sent them a kind letter and some 
money. 

49 Kesho Eao took upon himself the whole government of the country, 
save Kuchwagurh, which was taken possession of by Scindia, and Duboh taken 
by the Duttia State, collected revenue, gave villages in jaghire for military 
seivice, and established a mint It was also said that he intended placing one 
of his sons on the guddee of Jaloun, but of this there is no proof He at the 
same time wrote letters to the Commissioner of Jubbulpoor, stating that Cap- 
tain Browne had made him over the district, to take care of for the British 
Government, and that he (Kesho Eao) was acting accordingly 

60 Messrs Passanah and Griffiths remained about three weeks at Oraie 
unmolested , but on the 14th July, a few mutineeis having reached Oiaie, they 
were placed in great dangei, as the Jaghiiedais’ men would not assist them 
But they weie ultimately rescued by some of the well-disposed inhabitants of 
Oiaie On the 17th July Mi Passanah received a letter from the Gooiseraie 
Chief, stating that a force of the Nana’s was about to proceed from Cawnpoor 
to Jhansie, and advising him to keep out of the way, but the same day a 
party in the employ of Sheo Earn Tatia, the Chief’s son, who was at Kalpee, 
seized the two gentlemen and Mr Passanah’s family, placed them in two edits 
and took them all to Kalpee, to be forwarded to the Nana at Cawnpooi. On 
their way they met Sheo Earn Tatia, who would not listen to their remon- 
strances, and said he must obey the Nana’s oideis They were kept piisoners 
at Kalpee till Sheo Eam’s return, who then ordered them to be taken to the 
Nana at Cawnpoor, but on the 19th July, intelligence of the Nana’s defeat 
and flight from Cawnpoor reached Kalpee Sheo Earn Tatia then changed his 
tone and affected great kindness towards them, and Kesho Eao himself came 
over from Jaloun to visit them. In the meantime, the 42nd Bengal mutineers 
ai rived at Kalpee from Saugoi, and wished to get the gentlemen and their 
families into then hands, but Sheo Earn Tatia placed them in the fort and 
protected them, and ivhen the mutineers had gone, piovided a suitable convey- 
ance and sent them to a village named Choorkee, fifteen miles from Kalpee 
Mr Passanah having found means to communicate with General Neill at 
Cawnpooi, the General wrote to Sheo Earn Tatia to send the party to him , 
but the latter put off sending them for some time, under the excuse of the 
dangers of the road At last General Neill becoming peremptory, and the 
Nana having been defeated at Bithoor, Kesho Eao, the Goorseraie Chief, 
having furnished them vith money and conveyances, and having lestored two 
hoises belonging to Messis Passanah and Griffiths, the whole party started 
on the 2nd Septembei 1857 for Cawnpoor, where they aiiived in safety 

51 As stated above, the Gooiseiaio Chief, Kesho Eao, took the manage- 
ment of the whole of the Jaloun district (save Kuehwaguih and Peigunnah 
Duboh), letaining all oui district establishments. He and his family fixed 
their head-quaiters at Jaloun. The mutineeis of the Gwalior Contingent, 
b15 
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accompanied by Tantia Topee, aviived at Jaloun about tbc 29tb October. The 
Goorsmaie Chief icceived them — indeed be had not sufficient foico to resist, 
and prepaied to treat foi the possession of the Jaloun distnct , but Tanli.i 
Topee espoused the cause of the Taee Baee, daughter of a founei Chief of 
Jaloun, and the mutineeis at his instigation displaced Kesho Rao from the 
government, seized him and liis sons, tluew them into pnson, inflicted on 
themseveie bodily cbastisemeut and plundeied tliem of all their ivealth 
Tantia Topee caused the infant son of the Taee Baee to be placed on tlie 
Jaloun Guddeo, with Bisivas Rao as Managei, on the condition of the Taee 
Baee acknowledging tbe Nana, and of lici paying down a Luge sum, it is said 
one lakh, and liquidating the lemainder, two lakhs, tiom the Jaloun revenues 

52 In the meantime Kooei Sing of Jiigdcespoor and the dOth Bengal 
Native Infantiy had reached ICalpee on tbe 19th Oclobei , they neie in com- 
munication with the Gwalior mutineers at Jaloun, and on the 3rd November 
seized and imprisoned Sheo Ram Tatia, and on the 7th November wore joined, 
by the mutineeis fiom Gnalioi and maiched to attack Caivnpoor. 

53 The outbieak at Jhansic was of com sc soon known at Lullutpoor, 
and the Chundeyiee district rapullj' lell into gieatei disoidei than evu The 
Thakoois lO'^e in all diiections, commenced plundeimg, collected m laige 
bodies, pimcipally at Chundeyiee and Talbcbut and around Lullutpooi, and 
tbe Banpooi Raja who had been invited to Lullutpooi by Captain A C 
Goi don’s piedecessoi. Captain Hamilton, played a double game, for, while 
ostensibly piofessing loyalty to Goveinment and blaming the lebellious 
Thakoois, he was m leality at the head of the rising, and by the lltli and 12th 
June had occupied the ghats about Malthonewith stiongpaities of Ins match- 
lockmen lie also used lus utmost eudeavois to demoralize the sepoys of the 
wing of the 6th Gwalioi Regiment, intrigued with the Omlah, ot whom Ah 
lEossein, Seiishtadai, Sheikh Ilidajet Ah a writei, and Juswunt Smg, Cotwal, 
were in tbe habit of going to him at night, and opened a private camel ddk 
to Jbansie The Deputy Commissioner, Captain Goidon, was aware of tbe 
pait tbe Banpooi Raja was playing, but in tbe absence of leinforcemcnts, for 
wffiicb he had wiitten to Saugoi, and to Scindui’s Commander at Bsaugmb, 
be, Captain A C Goidon, could do nothing more tlian desire the Raja, if 
be were sinceie in bis professions, that be would obey oideis, and at once retire 
to bis own teiritoiy Tlie Raja however still continued to bang on at 
Lullutpoor, intriguing, till Captain A C Goidon declined all further intei views 
wuth him, and peiemptorily ordeied him to Banpoor Upon this the Raja 
left Lullutpooi and took up his position at a foit ol his own, called Mussowiah 
(foui miles flora the former place), where he had collected a strong force of 
Boondelas and some guns, and then sent a strong foice and two guns towards 
Chundeyiee, although Captain A C Goidon had foi bidden him to do so 

64 Aftei the Raja’s departure Captain A C Gordon was in hopes, that 
as the sepoys seemed loyal, a stand might be made till succour aiiived, and 
intended gaiiisomng the jail, but as the detachment bad no guns, whilst the 
lebels had many at Mussowiah, which they could bring against the jail, tbe 
idea was given up 

65 The Deputy Commissioner considering that with the lebels so close 
the Tieasuiy was in an unsafe situation, deteimined to show lus confidence in 
the sepoys, by having it removed into their lines foi security, which was done 
on the 11th June, and the tieasuie lodged in the quaiter guaid 

66 On the moining of the 12tli June, after a consultation wuth the 
Officei Commanding, Captain Sale, it was determined that the detachment 
could not hold Lullutpoor, and that the best plan would be to fall back on the 
Gwalior teiiitory towaids Esauguih The police had deseited then posts, 
and theie w'as no hope save in tbe sepoys, some of whom however on this day, 
foi the fiist time, showed a mutinous disposition, to winch they aie supposed 
to have been incited by forty sowars of the 14tli Iiiegular Cavaliy, who this 
morning airived fiom Nowgong, agieeably to a leqmsition of Captain Skene 
The native officeis weie sent for by Captain Sale and made acquainted with 
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tlie plan of falling back to Gwalior, to which they seemed to agiee As the 
amount of money in the Tieasuiy was small (Rupees 25,000), as it was not 
desiiablo that it should fall into the hands of the Raja, and as an induce- 
ment to the sepoys to abandon eveiything but then ammunition, and to 
^confiim waverers, Captain A G Goidon pioposed to distribute it among the 
detachment, whicli was done in Captain Sale’s presence, and it was explained 
to the sepoys that they were to consider it as a compensation foi then loss of 
propel ty 

57 As the officeis and the detachment were to start in the afternoon 
of the 12th June, leaving the station empty, and as the Raja’s men had 
pushed on to the bazar. Captain A C Goidon considered it advisable, foi the 
puipose of pieventing plundei, to make ovei the distiict to him (the Raja), 
who still piofessed friendship, to be held until oui Government could re-estab- 
lish then rule, and he gave the Raja a pei wanna to that effect, 

58 Slioitly after this, when all the officeis weie assembled at Captain 
Sale’s quaiteis, they weie informed that theie was great excitement in the 
lines, and that the men refused to maich, the officeis immediately proceeded 
to the lines and found two bodies of men collected, but without native officers 
these weie the bad men of the regiment, the lest kept out of the way Cap- 
tain Sale and Doctor O’Brien went to one party, and Captain Irwin and A O 
Gordon, Deputy Commissionei, to the other At fiist the men pietended that 
they could not raaicli on account of want of caiiiage, upon which Captain A 
C Goidon promised them carnage, and eveiy endeavour was made to induce 
them to match, but without avail, and at last they broke out into open mutiny , 
and when reminded that the treasure had been given to them as compensation 
for loss of propel ty, they replied that they considered it a gift from the King, 
and shouted — “We are servants of the King of Delhi, not a man of us will go 
with you, howevei we wont take your lives, but you must be off” Being 
thus compelled to leave, Captain Sale and Doctor O’Biien went on ahead, the 
remainder of the officers and ladies' pioceeded by the Saugoi road, but at 
the end of the bazar they fell in with some of the Raja’s men and were taken 
to Mussowrab, near which they were met by the Raja’s Kamdai, Doolaree Lall, 
with a paper guaranteeing them protection, which had been procured by Dr 
O’Brien. The Raja would not, howevei, see Captain A C Goidon 

59 On the 13th June the Raja moved into Lullutpooi, with alaige 
force and some guns, and tlie officers and ladies weie kept in tlie foit of Mus- 
sowrah as prisoners, although well treated in othei respects On the evening 
of the 14jth June, Doolaree Lall, Kamdai, and Sheikh Hidayet Ah (also 
called Mota Sheikh) came to Captain A C Goidon from the Raja, and read 
him a paper in the vernacular, telling him he must wiite and sign a similar 
one in English The paper was to the following effect — “ Owing to dacoities, 
bloodshed, &c , and the mutiny of the sepoys, I was unable to manage the 
ffistiict, and consequently I lianded over chaige to the Raja of Banpooi 
I affirm, agreeably to my religion, that I have wiitten this of mv own free 
will. Any British troops ai living in the district are to assist the Raja ” As 
Captain A C Goidon nas completely in the Raja’s powers, and as he felt 
that his refusal would piobably lead to the saciifice of the whole paity, he 
complied with the Raja’s demand, but as soon as he had an opportunity 
he communicated the facts of the case to Major Gaussen, who commanded 
the nearest military post. 

60 Duiing all the above transactions. Captain A C Gordon received no 
assistance fiom either ot the Deputy Collectors, Nissar Ahmed, or Zenoolah- 
deen Khan, nor fiom any other native official they all deseited him 

61 On the 15th June the paity weie sent from Mussowrah to Banpooi, 
where they arrived on the morning of the 16tb, and were visited in the course 


* The Lullutpoor pirtv consisted of Captain A C Goidon, Deputy Commissioner, Captain Sale, Commanding 
6tli Regiment Gwalior Infantry , Captain Irwin, Gtli ditto, Mrs Irwin and 2 cliildrcn. Doctor O’Brien, 6tli Rcgi 
ment, Gwalior Infantry , the Sergeant Mayor and his wife, Mr Vciiiei, Customs Depaitment, Captain Goidon’s two 
Madras sei vants 
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of the day by the R.ya’s Mnokhtai, Mahomed All, who, in consequence 
of Ins opposition to his mastei’s rebellious schemes, liad fallen into disgrace 
At 2 AM of the 17th, the paity were foiwaidcd to Tehiee, under a guaid of 
Banpoor men, and accompanied by a seirant of Mahomed Alli. The guaid 
left the pai ty at the Tehiee boundaiy, — the Jamnee nvei, — notwithstanding 
their remoiistiances, and the Euiopoans proceeded towards Tehree, accom- 
panied only by Mahomed All’s servants They had baiely gone a mile, 
when they wcie stopped by a paity of Tehiee troops, and peremptorily ordered 
to recross the iiver into Banpoor , these matchlockmcn stated that they had 
been expressly oideied to prevent the Euiopcans entciing the Tehiee State, 
and had been waiting at another fold After some delay, leave was obtained 
for the Euiopeans to send Mahomed Alli’s servant to Tehiee, to endeavour 
to procure permission for them to proceed theie After a delay of some hours 
this was granted, and shoitly after the paity arrived at Tehree, they were 
invited to take up then quarters in the house of Piem Naiain, the tutor of 
the young Eaja, to w'hose good offices Captain A G Gordon thinks they owe 
their admission to Tehiee, as the Banec’s Minister, Nut hay Khan, and others 
were strongly opposed to it The Tehiee authorities stated that they bad 
received no intimation from the Banpoor Raja of the approach of the Euro- 
peans, but this. Captain A C Gordon is of opinion, is untiue, and he thinks 
that there was a treacherous plan, previously arranged, between the Tehree 
and Banpoor authoiities, for the destruction of the paity, which w^as frustrated 
by the good faitli of Mahomed All and Piem Naiain. Both these men have 
been lewarded by Government 

62 The party lemained in Tehree in the house of Prem Narain till the 
2nd July, they weie well tieated, but never officially noticed by the Ranee, 
or hei chief advisei, Nuthay Khan, and all information, as to w’hat was going 
on, was carefully kept from them Captain A C. Gordon repeatedly requested 
that the paity might be forwarded to Saugoi, but he was continually put off 
by one excuse or other On the 30th June, a letter wiitten by me'* to the 
Ranee leached Tehree, on which the Tehiee authoiities promised to send the 
Europeans to Saugor by the Slialiguih road, under a strong guard At last, 
on the 2nd July, the party started under a Tehree guard for Shahguih, deserted 
by all the Omla and attendants, save Captain A 0 Gordon’s Madias servants, 
who still kept witli then mastei They aiiived at Shahguih on the 6th July, 
and the Raja of that place came out to meet them, received them in a most 
hospitable manner, and supplied all their w'ants. In the afternoon the Euro- 
peans returned the Rjja’s visit, on which occasion ho was profuse in his 
offers of service, and appeared to w'lsh them to remain his guests for some 
days On the 7tb July, tlie party had made eveiy preparation foi proceeding to 
Saugor, but on that day the Raja informed them of the mutiny winch had 
taken place, and of the impossibility of their proceeding there. He made 
great professions of friendship to oui Government, but said that ho expected 
Government would give him the Guriakotta district as a reward He left 
Shahgurh a day oi two after, to join his troops at Kutowi a. On the 10th 
July the Europeans weie informed by one of the Raja’s servants, Girdharee, 
that the Saugor mutineeis were rapidly advancing to Shahguih, and that 
their lives would be in danger if they did not immediately leave the place 
Shortly after, some of the mutineer Iiregular Oavaliy arrived, accompanied 
by the Raja, whom they had mot at Kutowia, and compelled to come 
with them The rest of the Saugor mutineers arrived in the couise of the 
day The Euiopeans were immediately sent to a gaiden house of the Raja, 
and moved about fiom village to village till the mutineers left, when they 
returned to Shahguih 

63 By this time the Raja of Shahgurh had already invaded the British’ 
district of Saugoi, and was a rebel, like the Banpoor Raja, with whom he 
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was la constant correspondence , but he still continued bis professions of 
loyalty to Captain A. 0 Gordon, piovided our Government would give him 
the Gurrakotta Peigunnali 

64) On the evening of the 18th Julv, the Raja filed a salute foi the 
supposed fall of Delhi, and next morning the Euiopeans were told they weie 
to start at once foi Saugor Dntil then they had leceived great kindness 
fiom the Raja, who no doubt saved them fiom the Saugor mutineeis, but 
fiom this time they expeiienced nothing hut ill-treatment They weie huiiied 
off without seeing the Raja, and made ovei as prisoners to a guaid, under 
his brother, Dewan Luchmun Sing, and occasionally exposed to very insult- 
ing treatment, being thieatened with hanging and fiogging Thakooi Luch- 
mun Sing, of Narhut, however, who pretended to have joined the iihels, but 
who had come into their camp to communicate nith Captain Gordon, on the 
'pait of Major Western, Deputy Commissionei of Saugor, pievailed on Dewan 
Luchmun Sing to apologize, and treat them better Shortly after Dewan 
Luchmun Sing left to attack the Biitish troops at B naika, by whom he was 
defeated, with tlie loss of a cannon, he himself being severely wounded 
Dpon this, the Europeans were sent to a place called Papeete, confined in a 
cow-shed, and insulted in eveiy way On the 26th July, Captain A, C Goidon 
was sent for by the Shahguih Raja, who stated that his troops had attacked 
our forces contraiy to his oideis, and that he was still anxious to be oui ally, 
but on the old condition, the gift of the Guiiakota Peigunnali, and that his 
gun should de restored to him he added that he gave oui Government eight 
days to considei liis teims, and if he received an unfavoiable reply, he should 
join the rebels He also promised to send the Europeans direct to Saugor, 
one of then party lemaining with him as a hostage for the return of his gun, 
and he finished by apologizing for the hardships they had suffeied TJpon 
this, Captain A. C Gordon gave the Raja a ceitificate, in which he mentioned 
the Raja’s kind treatment of the party at fiist, and that he had saved then 
lives from the mutineers, &c 

65 On the morning of the 27th July, the party started with a guard 
for Benaika, a town in the Saugor district Tiieii aims, ot which they had 
been deprived, had been restored to them After they had proceeded some 
distance, a Saugoi huikara, who accompanied them, told Captain A C Gordon 
that he suspected some treachery, as they were being taken off the propei road 
When about a coss fiom Benaika, tliey were met by three sowais, who demand- 
ed then weapons, saying they had been sent by the Raja to bring the paity 
back, and had been ordered to kill them if they did not obey The Shahgurh 
guard, consisting of thiity men, made no objection, indeed assisted the sowais 
On then wmy back, they halted at Zahmpooi, where the sowars again threat- 
ened the Euiopeans, and one of them drove his speai into the cheek-bone of 
Mr Veinei, of the Salt Department, inflicting a deep and dangerous wound 
On leaching Papeete, they met a party of the Raja’s tioops, and the sowais 
immediately made off Tlie Commander of these troops declared that the 
sowais had not been sent by the Raja to recall them, and sent off a messen- 
ger to him to state nhat had occurred The Raja ignored the whole proceed- 
ing, stating that the sowais were inhabitants of the Saugor distiict. 

66 I may heie remaik that Captain A C Gordon states, that all 
through the Banpooi, Teliree, and Shahguih States, the feeling against the 
people of the Salt Department is bitterly hostile 

67 On the 29th July, the whole party nas removed to Baretta, a foit in 
the middle of the jungle, and they were informed that the Raja could not 
send them to Saugoi, owing to the disturbed state of the country They 
lemained at Baietta until the end of their captivity, the 12th September 1857, 
during Avhicli time their treatment was woise than they had before experienced 
They were confined in two low, leaky rooms, sometimes ankle-deep in mud, 
situated in a small courtvai d, one side of which was occupied ,by the guard 
They liad no change of clothes, were not permitted to go any where without a 
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detail of the guard Their food was of the coarsest description— attn, rice and 
dal, like the usual faie of piisoncis in jail, tlie daily sum alloucd to suppoit 
fifteen people, being one rupee and two pice Captain A C. Gordon wrote to 
tlie Raja, ri'piesenting that their health was suffering from tins treatment, 
but no notice u as taken of his letter, and no change took place until veiy 
shoitly befoie tlieii departuie In the meantime several of the paity, parti- 
culaily Doctor O’Biien, who neaily died, suffered severely in health 

68 On the 7th Septembei 1857, Colonel Millar’s Madras Column liaving 
advanced to Dumoh, tiie Shahguih Raja became alaimed, and he sent for 
Captain A 0 Goidon to Shahguili, and, stating that he had made up Ins mind 
to send tlie whole paity into Saugoi in safety, expicssed a nish to be friendly 
to oui Government, on the foiiner conditions, and insisted on giving 200 
lupees as compensation to those who had been deprived of tbeir aims, which 
sum Captain A 0 Goidon afteiuards lodged in the Saugor Treasury with 
some othei articles, which had been forced on him by the Raja 

69 The party left Bnictta on the 12th, and reached Saugor in safety 
on the 14th September 1857 They had a most fortunate and nariow' escape, 
foi the Madras Column, to whose advance to Dumoh they ow'e their release, 
was obliged, in consequence of the mutiny of the 52nd Bengal Native Infan- 
try at Jubbulpooi, to fall back from Dumoh towaids Jubbulpooi on the 21st 
Septembei, only seven days aftei Captain A. C Goidon and his party reached 
Saugoi 

70 As stated above, the Raja of Banpoor with a large force and some 
guns went from Murrowiah to Lullutpoor on the 13th June, the day after the 
Euiopeans took shelter in the foimer place A quaircl arose between liim and 
tbe 6th Regiment Gwalioi mutineeisand sowars, legaiding the ti ensure which 
Captain A C Gordon had distiibuted to the lattei, the Rajo demanding a 
share which the mutineers refused The mutineers marched fiom Lullutpoor 
in the evening, and almost immediately aftci they left the place were attacked 
by the Raja’s followeis and otlior Boondelas, but beat them off with little loss 
to themselves, the Boondelas suffeiing seveiely Tlieso attacks were continued 
by the Boondelas until the mutineeis ciossed the Betwa iivei, noitli of Tal- 
behut, into the Jhausie distiict, the Boondelas always getting worsted The 
mutineers passed through Jhansio, wheie they were well received by the Ranee, 
feasted by hei foi thiee davs in the Jokun Bagb, and, as stated above, they 
leached Oiaie on the 21st June, fiom w'hich place they pioceeded to Kalpee 
and joined the othei mutineeis alieady tlieie 

71 The Raja of Banpooi was now^ in full possession of the Chundeyiee 
distiict, and appears to have been obeyed as well as Native Piinces usually 
aie He plundered all who were supposed to favor our Government, extorted 
money from the trading classes, raised icvenue, and established a cannon 
foundiy on the European principle, with an excellent boring appaiatus, at 
Banpooi ' The Teliseeldai of Lullutpoor, Hyat Ah tlie Seiishtadar, All 
Hosein, and Hidyat Ah, writer, all took service undei him 

72 Major Erskine, Commissioner of Jubbulpoor, having received a letter, 
dated 7th June, tiom Captain E Goidon, written from tbe fort at Jhansie, 
stating the danger he and the other officers were in, and another lettei, dated 
10th June, fiom Captain A C Gordon from Lullutpoor, stating that it was 
repotted that all the Euiopeans at Jhansie had been killed, oidered me on the 
20th June to pioceed on special duty fiom Jubbulpooi to Saugoi, and, joining 
Majoi Gaussen’s detachment of the Saugoi foicethen at Maltlione, to proceed 
to Chundeyiee and take general charge of that district, and should Captain 
Skene be alive and at liberty, to communicate with him and place myself 
under his oideis, but should he have been killed oi made prisoner, I was to 
take his place as Officiating Supeiintendent, and make the best arrangements 
to lestore order in the Chundeyiee, Jhansie, and Jaloun districts, and release 
the Euiopeans, &c. 

■'' On the ocrapition ot Banpoor hy Sir U Rose's iorce, it nas destroyed 
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73 I reached Saugor oa tlie 24th June, and there met a horse-keeper 
of Captain Skene’s, who had seen the massacie at Jhansie , and I also leceived 
authentic intelligence of the mutiny at Lullutpoor and flight of the Europeans 
fiom tliat place to Tehiee, On the 25th June I saw Biigadier Sage, Command- 
ing Saugor Division, and it was settled with him tliat I should at once join 
Major Gaussen’s detachment '(which had been reinforced, and was about 600 
stiong with two guns), that it should advance straight on Banpooi, and then 
pioceed to Lullutpooi, and afterwaids be guided by circumstances. I also 
wiote to the Banpoor Baja, that if beat once came in to me without com- 
mitting any act of hostility, no harm should befall him, that these were the 
only tei ms that would be offeied to him, that the maich of the detachment 
would not be stayed for any further negociation, and that if he did not come 
in he would be considered a public enemy 

74 On the evening of the 26th June intelligence was leceived at Saugor 
that pait of Major Gaussen’s detachment had mutinied and leleased some 
Boondela piisoners I accoidingly delayed my departure, and on the 29th 
June Biigadiei Sage, consideiing that the Saugor foice was in a mutinous state, 
oidered all the Europeans into the fort, and I accompanied them On the 
3rd July the Saugor troops broke out into open mutiny, and on the 12th July 
the part of Major Gaussen’s detachment which remained faithful leached 
Saugor from Malthone, having left the latter place on the 7th or 8th July. 

75 On the 7th oi 8th July, the Banpoor Boja took possession of the 
Saugoi Peigunnahs of Khemlassa and Koiae, and plundeied the tieasure in 
the lattei place, where he was joined by our Tehseeldar, who is still in rebellion. 
The gairioon of Saugor having been severely crippled by the mutiny of the 
greater pait of it, the Banpoor Baja lemained in possession of the noithein 
part of the Saugoi district, until the arrival of Sii H. Bose’s force at Bat- 
gurh and Saugoi in Januaiy 1868. 

76 Having been appointed to other duties, I left Saugor on the 13th 
July, and did not letuin till Eebiuary 1858 

77 As stated above, the Banee of Jhansie’s authority was established 
througliout the Jhansie distiict, veiy shortly after the massacre of the Euiopeans 
and departure of the mutineers The Tehree or Ooicha State, however, con- 
ceiving that the British authority might possibly be overthrown, never to be 
le-established, tliought a favorable opportunity had arrived, certainly for plun- 
der, and probably for aggrandizing itself from the former territoiies of oui 
Government It is to be observed also, that the gieater pait of the Jhansie 
territory had, generations ago, formed part of the Tehiee or Oorcha State, 
which was then pi obably the most powerful State in Bundelkund, but the 
Baja of that time having been defeated by the Mahrattas, was obliged to cede 
to them the part of his territory now included in Jhansie, which was formed 
into a petty Mahiatta sub-State, dependent on the Beishwa 

78 On the 10th August 1857, therefore, a Tehiee force took Mhow 
Baneepoor, and overran the thiee Peigunnahs of Mhow, Pundwaho and Gurrota, 
situated between the Betwa and Dessan riveis, plundered the mahajuns and 
cultivating classes to a great extent, drove off cattle, and in many instances 
burned down villages. The Tehree tioops then moved against Buiwa Saugor, 
which they took, and on the 3rd September 1857 sat down before and besieged 
Jhansie, under Nutteh Khan, the Minister, in person The siege continued till 
22nd October 1857, when, having been outwitted by the Banpoor Baja, who 
came to Jhansie and introduced provisions which were much needed, and hav- 
ing heard of the fall of Delhi, and knowing that the affairs of the British 
Government weie improving, Nuthay Khan raised the siege His tioops, 
however, had in the meantime inflicted great mjuiy on the agricultural popula- 
tion, to tlie east and south of Jhansie, plundeiing and driving off cattle as 
usual Dating all these proceedings, the Tehiee State lepiesented itself as our 
ally, and acting against the rebel Banee of Jhansie, but at the same time its 
Agents collected all the Government levenue of those paits of the Jhansie 
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distnct of wliicli it held possession, namely, Mliow, Pundwaho, Gurrota, and 
the east and south of Jhansie, to the amount of about two lakhs of rupees, 
which it has not yet repaid The mjuiy inflicted on the population by this in- 
vasion by the Teh ree State was reiy great, and it will belong before they le- 
cover from it, paiticulaily the loss ot their eattle 

79 In January 1858 the Ranee of Jhansie’s tioops, under Junnoo Baea, 
began to gain the ascendancy about Pundwaho and Mhow’ Eaneepoor, and 
on°the 1st Maich the Tehree troops were defeated, and expelled from all the 
Jhansie teintoiy hetw'een the Betw a and Dessan livers. The Ranee entered 
into close relations with the Nana, Tantia Topee, and the Banpoor Raja 

80 Thus at the beginning of 1858, the Jhansie Supeiintendency was held 
by the undei -mentioned lebels — 

Jhansie distiict (with few exceptions), by the Ranco of Jhansie. 

Jdloun (save Pergunnahs Duboh and Kuchwaguih), by the Tace Race for 
hei son 

Ohundeyree, by the Banpoor Raja, who also held the noith- west part of 
the Saugor distiict. 

The Pergunnah of Buhoh was held by the friendly Native State of Duttia 
and Kuchwaguih, by Seindia 

81 Sir H Rose having taken Rafgurh and defeated the lehels at 
Banodia in Januaiy 1858, the Banpoor R.ija abandoned Koiae and IChemlassa 
in the Saugoi distiict, and withdiew into the districts of Chundejrce and 
Banpooi Having taken Guuakotta, Sii Hugh advanced fiom Saugoi on the 
27th Pehruaiy , Captains Maclean, Ternan, and myself, having joined his 
force at that place on the previous day, agreeably to the ordei of Majoi Erskine, 
Oommissionei, Jubbulpoor, for the puipose of taking up oui appointments in 
the Jhansie Superiutendency 

82 The British foico loached Rajwas on the 1st March, and Sir Hugh 
Rose having ascei tamed that the Raja of Banpoor wutli a stiong foice held 
the Naihut pass, determined to make a feint in Ins diiection, and to foice tlie 
easier pass, that of Muddunpooi, which was held by the Shahgurh Raja’s 
tioops and the 52nd Bengal mutineers Tins was done on the Srd March, the 
enemy being defeated w'lth severe loss. Upon this tlie Raja of Banpoor 
abandoned the Naihut pass and fell back towaids Banpooi and Talbehut, both 
ot which places weie abandoned on Ibe appioacb of oui foices, the advance of 
winch under Majoi On readied Talbehut on the 13th Maich The adtninis- 
tiation of the Chundeyiee distiict, including Banpoor, was made ovei tem- 
poiarily to Captain Maclean, who estahlibhed tlianuahs ol Tehreo troops in 
different places Meanwdiile the siege of Cliundeyiee was being earned on by 
the 1st Biigado of Sii H Rose’s foice, under Biigadiei Stew^arl of the Bombay 
army, winch letaided the movement of the second Brigade Ohundejnee 
having been taken, the 2nd Biigade under Sir H Rose in person advanced on. 
Jhansie, which its cavaliy leached and suirounded on the night of the 20th 
March, the lemaining pait of the biigade ariiving next day. 

83 Sii H Rose having reconnoitied the enemy’s defences, opened three 
attacks to the south and east of the towm, winch w ith the foi t he completely 
invested with Ins cavaliy The othei brigade from Ohundeyree joined him 
before Jhansie on the 26th Maich On tlie 29th Maich intellnrence was re- 
ceived that Tantia Topee and the Banpoor and Shaliguih Eojas weie advanc- 
ing fiomMhow Eaneepoor, at the head of upwaids of 16,000 men, with the 
intention of lelieving Jhansie On the night of the 31st Maich, Tantia Topee 
ciossed the Betwa, and on the 1st April at dawm attacked Sii H Rose, who 
himself with the disposable poition of his 2nd Biigade (about 1,200) was diawn 
np in real of his camp He had sent a portion of the 1st Biigade undei Bii- 
gadier Stewait, Bombay Aimy, to take Tantia Topee in flank should oppoitunity 
offer The remaining pait of oui force kept up the siege and investnunt of 
Jhansie Tantia Topee w'as completely defeated, losing upwaids of 1,000 men 
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killed, and eighteen guns , his army fled in two bodies, one towaids Kalpee, the 
other towards Mhow Raneepooi, 

84 On the 3rd April the town of Jhansie was assaulted, and with the 
fort was completely in our possession by the night of the 6th April. At the 
beginning of the assault tbe Ranee retiied into the foit, which however she 
evacuated on the night of the 4th, and made off by Bandhere to Koonch and 
Kalpee Rrom the beginning to the end of the siege of Jhansie, the enemy’s 
loss could not have been less than between 3,000 and 4,000 men, exclusive of 
the battle of the Betwa 

86 On Jhansie falling, the foit of Kurrara, which until then had been 
held for the Ranee by a garrison of 2,000 men, was abandoned by them. 

86 Captain Maclean was put in chaige of the distiict, and proceeded to 
establish thannahs of men furnished by Native States and fuendly Thakoors, in 
that part of the district to the west of the Betwa. Shoitly after Major Orr’s 
Hyderabad Contingent was sent to tlie east of the Betwa to clear out the coun- 
try between that river and the Hessan, which that ojG&cer effectually accom- 
plished, and Captain Maclean then established his thannahs in that direction 
also 

87 Sir H Rose was detained at Jhansie some time, in consequence of 
its being supposed that the Kota lebels, who had been defeated by General 
Roberts, weie on their way towards this part of the country , but this being 
found not to be the ease, Sir H Rose with the greater pait of his foiee maiched 
from Jhansie in the Koonch diiection on the 26th Apul, leaving Colonel Liddell 
with a small force to hold Jhansie 

88. It not having been possible to spaie any regular troops to occupy 
the Chundeyiee district, disturbances soon broke out theie, and before our 
foices advanced from Jhansie, large bodies of lebels had assembled under the 
Rana and attacked our Tehseelee at Talbehut They were, howevei, beaten off 

89 On the 7th May, the foice under Sir H Rose attacked the muti- 
neers and rebels at Koonch, wheie they had taken up a stiong position. By 
a flank maich he succeeded in tuining their defences, and took the old foit, 
which rendered their position untenable They weie completely defeated, and 
lost about 350 killed, all mutineers, and nine guns, and fell back in great dis- 
oi der to Kalpee Koonch was occupied for us by 300 of the Goorseraie Chief’s 
tioops, and Sir H Rose again advanced towaids Kalpee on the 9th May 
Captain Ternan assumed charge of the Jaloun district at Koonch. 

90. The Taee Baee and hei followers came in and submitted to Captain 
Ternan, Deputy Commissioner of Jaloun, and to Sir R Hamilton, Agent, Gov- 
einor-Geneial at Oraie, on the 10th May, and Jaloun was occupied foi us 
by fuendly Thakoors 

91. On the 10th May, the Humeeipoor distiict was added to the Jhansie 
Superintendentship, and the whole foimed into a Commissionership 

92 On tlie 15th May, Sir H. Rose’s advanced brigade reached Goolow- 
lee on the Jumna, foui miles below Kalpee, wheie it was joined by the other 
biigade three days after On the 20th, the gai risen of Kalpee made an at- 
tack on our light, but were easily diiven back On the 22nd May, however, 
the enemy made a vtiy determined attack along our whole line, their infantry 
attacking our right in the lavines with great pertinacity, and their cavalry 
and some guns endeavoring to turn our left By about 1 pm, however, they 
weie entiiely diiven off, and suffered a heavy loss 

93 On the 23rd May, Sir H Rose attacked Kalpee which the enemy 
abandoned, and suffeied a loss of about 400 killed, and all then guns They 

. made off in the diiection of Gwalior, accompanied by the Ranee of Jhansie, 
Rao Sahib, and the Banda Nawab , but although, a pursuing column was sent 
after them, they weie not ovei taken 

94 As stated above, when Sir Hugh Rose advanced through Bundelkund 
to Kalpee, he had no troops he could spaie to occupy any of the country and 
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positions lie had passed through, save Jhansie itself. This unfortunate cir- 
cumstance soon produced its natural fiuit The rebels, who for a time had 
as It weie been stunned by the heavy blow at Jhansie, seeing no tioops, soon 
recovered confidence. The lebel Rajas of Banpoor and Shahguih, having 
shoitly before the affair at Koonch on the 7th May, doubled lound Sir H 
Rose’s riglit flank, reached their own teintones, which by the end of May 
veie in open rebellion, and the foit of Chundeyree was recaptured by the 
lebels Buijoie Sing, a lebel Thakoor of the Jaloun distiict, was in full acti- 
vity, plundeiing aiound Koonch , Mote, thiity-five miles fiom Jhansie, on the 
Kalpee road, and a Tehseelee station was taken, plundered and partially burned 
by the lebel Thakoors, '.Gumbeer Sing and Bebey Sing, on the 2Sid May, the 
veiy day Sir H Rose took Kalpee, and even eailiei than this, the Puar 
Thakoois, aiound Kurrara, had attacked Dinars, only sixteen miles from 
Jhansie In Kuchwagurh plundering had never altogethei ceased. 

95 On the 28th Apiil, having received intelligence of Buijore Sing’s 
outrages, I applied to Sir H Rose for a militaiy detachment to proceed 
against him, and he detailed Major On’s Hyderabad force for that purpose. 
Major Oil suipiised Burjore Sing at Belawan on the 31st May, killed about 
150 of his armed followeis, took all his baggage and dispersed his band, and 
in consequence other disaffected Thakoois of Bheyi, Ameta, and Buroda came 
in and submitted to me I then accompanied Major Oir’s foice to Mote, with 
the intention of proceeding against Gumbeer Sing and D.,bey Sing, between 
the Dessan and Betwa, which pait of the country was in great disorder , but 
on the 6th June we received news of the revolution at Gwalior, and the flight 
of Scindia to Agia, and on the 6th Major Orr received orders from Sir H 
Rose to proceed towards Gwalior ma Jhansie, towaids which latter place he 
marched on the 7th June, Sir H Rose having in the meantime marched 
dnect on Gwalior, leaving a garrison in Kalpee 

96. The 1 evolution in Gwalior had a ruinous effect on our endeavors to 
restore peace in the Jhansie division , within a week of the fact getting gener- 
ally known, nearly the whole of the country between the Betw'a and Dessan 
was up, and that to the south and west of Pichoie and Kuiiaia shortly fol- 
lowed As Sir H Rose’s foice passed through Jaloun and Kuchwagurh on its 
way to Gwalior, that part of the country remained quiet a short time longer, 
but when the tioops left, it rose like the rest 

97 At this time, the middle of June 1858, there wore in the whole 
Jhansie division, including Chundeyree, Jhansie, Jaloun, and Humeeipoor, only 
two military posts, one at .Ihansie under Colonel Liddell, consisting of 657 Rank 
and Pile, 3id Bombay European Infantry, 638, 2ith Bombay Native Infantry, 
34 Bhopal Native Artillery with thiee guns, 113 Hyderabad Cavalry and 
83 Sappeis — total 1,325 Rank and Pile, but amongst these were includ- 
ed the whole of the sick and wounded up to the taking of Jhansie of Sir H 
Rose’s force , and as the fort and town of Jhansie had to be guarded, there only 
remained foi duty 391 Rank and Pile of all arms. The othei post was at Kal- 
pee, consisting of 124 Royal Artillery, 417 Rank and Pile of H M ’s 5th 
Pusilieis, and 353 Rank and Pile of the 19th Madias Native Infantry — ’total 
894 Rank and Pile, but of these there only remained 614 Rank and Prle for 
duty, and as Kalpee was an important post, not much more than half of these 
weie disposable In the Chundeyree and Humeeipoor districts we had not a 
man 

98 On the 6th June Captain Maclean, who had been sent from Jhansie 
to take charge of the Cliundeyiee district, and who had with him only 150 
Gond police and some Tehree tioops, finding tliat his position at Lullutpooi 
was not tenable, fell back to Banpoor and from thence to Tehree Shortly 
iftei the whole of the distiict of Chundeyree, save the foit of that name 
which, having been re-occupied, was held for us by Scmdia’s troops, and Ban- 
pooi, fell into the hands of the lebels, and I placed Captain Maclean in 
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charge of the Jhausie district, as until regular forces vreie disposable, it u’as 
useless making any more attempts to leduce the Ohundeyree district to order 


99. The country between the Betwa and Dessan in the Jhansie distvict 
was overrun by about 2,000 rebels and 600 mutineers, pait of whom had come 
from the Humeeipooi distiicr The Rais of Gooiseiaie, Kesho Rae, alone held 
out foi us at Gooiseiaie in the north, while the Tehseeldar and Tliannadai of 
Mhow held out in the fort of that place in the south Tne lebels under Chuttui 
Sing, Bukht Sing of Alipoora, Kashenath, &c , besieged the Tehseeldar in 
the foit of Mhow on the 2l8t June On the 24th June the Tehseeldar and 
Thannadar having been treaclierously given up by their own men were put to 
death by the lebels three days after in cold blood I applied to Colonel Liddell tor 
tioops, but he stated that he could spare none fiom Jhansie I then, as Gwalioi 
had fallen, applied to Sir H Rose, who at first stated that none weie available, 

but shoitly aftei he sent a reinfoi cement as noted 
in the maigin to Jhansie, which leached that place 
on the 10th July On the 2nd July a militaiy de- 
tachment undei Captain Montriou, which I accom- 
panied, pioceeded to occupy Mote, which step was 
lendeied necessaiy by the rebels of Jaloun under 
Buijore Sing, Lowlut Sing, and otheis, and mutineeis fiom beyond the 
Jumna having again collected in great foiee and taken the lai ge town of 
Koonch, which until then liad been held for us by the son of the Rais of 
Goorseiaie, ivith 500 matchlockmen On the aiiival of Captain Montiiou’s 
detachment at Mote the Gooiseraie tioops again re-occupied it (Koonch), and 
the lebel Burjore Sing took up a strong position at Mhow Mahoni.

100 ’ On the 6th July 1858, the Banpoor Raja having pieviously opened 
negociations with Captain Maclean, gave himself up to Mi Thornton, Assist- 
ant Supeiintendent at Muirowia, but was shortly aftei allowed to return to 
the Chundeyiee district, wheie he continued intiiguing and collecting revenue 
till early in August, wlien he finally came in, and with the Shahguih Raja 
pioceeded undei an escort to Gwalioi 

101 Owing, notwithstanding fiequent requisitions on the part of the 
civil authoiities, to no active military opeiations being undertaken from Kal- 
pee, Kuchwaguih, and the west of the Jaloun distiict fell almost entiiely into 
the hands of the lehels headed by Burjore Sing and Dowlut Sing 

102 On the 19th July, Colonel Liddell sent 150 of the 24th Bombay 
Native Infautiy, hfty of the 3rd Bombay Euiopeans, and one gun acioss the 
Betwa to gariison Buiwa Saugor for the purpose of holding in check the 
rebels about Mhow Raueepooi, amounting to about 6,000 men oi moie, headed 
by Junnoo Baea, Cliuttur Sing, and Bukht Sing of Alipoora Ihe Besput 
of Jeitpoor had also bi ought them a considerable reinfoi cement fiom the Hu- 
meeipooi distiict. The Gooiseiaie Chief, however, still held out for us at 
Gooiseraie 

103 About this time, although the station ot Humeerpoor was held by a 
small detachment, yet there were no other tioops in the district, and Mi Biee- 
ling, the Deputy Commissioner, reported that in Pergunnali Mahoba, most of 
the Talookdais and Cbarecdais weie inarms against us, the collection were 
little or nothing, and that in Jeitpoor tlie case was much woise, the presence of 
the tioops of the Raja of Ohirkaree alone enabling the Tebseeldai to lemain at 
Ins post, but that bis being theie was useless, as even the neighbouring 
villages would not obey bis ordeis TheDesput also made an iiiuption fiom 
Mhow Raneepooi, and placed a gainson in Kasliipoora. 

104. Cn the 26th July 1858 an expiess ai lived from the Tebseeldai of 
Pichoie (tbiity-foui miles south-west of Jhansie), stating that the lebals undei 
Mnnsaiam (an adheient of the late Ranee of Jhansie), after taking the foit of 
Myapooi, and hanging some of oui police tliere, were advancing on the foit of 
Pichoie, lound which their cavaliy had placed pickets, and that he (the Teh- 
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'eeldai) expected to be attacked next day I immediately applied to Colonel 
Liddell for military aid, which he gave, and on the same evening a detach- 
ment, as noted in the margin, and accompanied by 
Native Captain Maclean, Deputy Commissionei, marched 
Infantry against the rebels and saved Pichore This lebels 

100 Gond Police detachment was subsequently reinforced, diove the 

altogether out 6f the west of Jhansie district, and having enabled Cap- 
tain Maclean to settle that part of the countiy, shortly after returned to 
Jliansie 

106 On the 25th July, I received an express from Captain Teinan, say- 
ing that the rebels were closing lound Jaloun, that no tioops would be sent 
to It fiom Kalpee, and asking me to apply foi a force from Jhansie to save it 
As Jaloun is seventy-six miles fiom Jhansie, and out of the ladius of operations 
of the Jhansie Biigade, which had ah eady enough on its hands, this could not be 
done, but I immediately repoited the state of affaiisto Goveiniuent, with the 
view of getting troops oidered theie from Kalpee, which was afceiwaids done, 
but in the meantime, the lebels under Buijore Sing, with some mutineeis grow- 
ing bold, from no military opeiations being undei taken against them, again 
attacked Koonch, only thirty-eight miles from Kalpee, drove out of it and de- 
feated the 500 men who, undei the son of tlie Gooiseraie Chief, held it foi us, 
killing upwards of thirty of them, including two officers, and taking two guns 
This had a veiy bad effect on the Jaloun distiict, and also on the nothern pait 
of the Jhansie distiict, its nortliern Thannah Pandokhur being driven in, and 
the Puais and other malcontents collected in small parties pieparatory to 
a use 

106 On the 2nd August, Jaloun was taken by the lebels, but hearing 
of the appioach of a pai ty of toops, as noted in the margin, winch had at last 

moved fiom Kalpee, they again abandoned it on 
180 of Madras Natno lu the 3id August , but not before they had deliber- 

ately put to death the Thanadar there The 
above detachment, undei Major Synge, lemained in 

gairison at Jaloun 

107 Colonel Liddell having oiganized a Pield Force of 700 men of all 
arms moved across the Betwa river, towaids Mhow Baneepooi, on the 11th 
August As Captain Maclean, the Deputy Commissionei, was still employed 
settling the countiy about Pichore and Kuiiaia, I accompanied Colonel Lid- 
dell On hearing of Colonel Liddell’s force having i cached Bum a Saugor, the 
lebels (save about 200 under Bukht Sing of Alipooia), abandoned Mhow 
Kaneepooi, and under Kashinath made for Guirota "When Colonel Liddell 
aiiived at Bijiguih fort, which he destroyed on the Idith August, the rebels 
having abandoned it Kashenath’s force bioke up, and the greater part fled 
acioss the Dessan into the Humeeipoor district. In the meantime, Kesho Rao 
of Gooiseiaie getting bold on our approach, attacked and dispersed the rebel 
bands of Debey Sing and Gumbeer Sing, and the Tehree troops (then act- 
ing as oui allies) drove Bukht Sing’s small paity out of Mhow Raneepoor. 
Within seven days after Colonel Liddell had crossed the Betwa, there was not 
an armed band of rebels left between the Dessan and the Betna 

108, When the first amnesty proclamation was originally published, the 
country between the Dessan and Betwa was in the hands of the rebels, and it 
could not be made known so extensively as was desiiable I therefore diiected 
the Tehseeldais to have it again published in every village, and to report to 
me that the oidei was earned out, this had a very good effect, for very 
shortly all the rebels of that part of the countiy, save proclaimed offenders, 
■vyeie induced to come in by Captain Maclean (who joined Colonel Liddell’s 
camp a few days aftei), and that officer was enabhd by gieat good manage- 
ment to settle that part of the countiy winch, notwithstanding the neigh- 
bour hood of large bodies of rebels in the Humeeipoor district, has lemained 
quite peaceful up to this day

109 On tlie lebels bieaking up. Colonel Liddell divided bis force into 
two parties , one undei Captain Thompson, 14tli Dragoons, took post at Guiiota, 
winch it leached on the S6th August, and the othei undei Colonel Liddell 
himself encamped at Mhow Raneepooi, where it aiiived on the 24th August 
with a view to inteicept the lehels whom, it uas supposed, Geneial Whitlock’s 
expected advance fiom Banda would diive hack on Colonel Liddell’s foice 

110 About the time that Colonel Liddell advanced from BurwaSaugoi, 
(13th August) Cliuttur Sing with a laige paity of lehels advanced against, 
and attacked Raat in the Humeeipooi distiict, which he took thiough the 
tieacheiy of those defending it, who gave up to him, the Tehseeldar, and 
Thaunadai, and Canoongoe, all of whom he caused to be put to death the next 
day. 

111 In the middle of August, a stiong detachment of the thiee aims 
was sent undei Captain Ashbuiuei, 3id Bombay Cavaliy, towaids Mhow, 
Malioni, and Koonch, to act against Buijoie Sing and to co-opeiate with the 
Kalpee foice. He effectually cleaied the Bandeie and Mote Peigunnalis ot 
Jhansie of lebels On the 4th Septemhei, Captain Ashbuinei attacked and 
diove Buijoie Sing out of MliowMahoni, killed loity of his men, and took his 
two guns and all his ammunition , and on the 5th Septemhei, Biigadier Mc- 
DulT, who had moved out of Kalpee, attacked and defeated a laige body of le- 
hels and mutineers at Suiawun, ten miles noith of Jaloun, killing about 150 
and taking one gun Captain Ashhuinei subsequently enteied Kuchwaguih, 
and his and Biigadiei McDulf’s foice effectually hioke up for a time the bands 
of lehels in the Jaloun distiict, and Captain Teinan was enabled to get tlie 
eastein pait into something like oidei, he had alieady most satisfactoiily 
settled the eastern pait 

112 Geneial Whitlock having advanced fiom Banda, was at Mahoha on 
the 4tli Septemhei, from whicli place he advanced to and clestioyed the aban- 
doned fort of Sieenuggur In the meantime, the lebels in the Humeeipoor 
distiict, being unopposed in the central peigunnalis, plundeied and committed 
outrages unchecked, and extended themselves along the east hank of the 
Dessan, fiom its junction with the Betwa to about Kashipooia On the 22nd 
Septemhei, Captain Thompson, 14th Diagoons, having agieeahly to oidei 
moved neaiei to Colonel Liddell, was encamped at Simeida, when Chuttur 
Sing with about 1,200 matclilockmen, some sowais and two guns suddenly 
folded the Dessau, which was very deep, and marching rapidly round Captain 
Tliompsoii’s left flank, took possession of the town and fort of Guiiota, seven 
miles fiom Simerda On the 23rd Septemhei, Captain Tliompson finding the 
loads so flooded and muddy that he could not move his guns, left them in 
camp uith a guaid, and taking with him fifty of the 3id Bombay Europeans, 
fifty of the 24th Bombay Native Infantry and fifty of the 14th Diagoons, 
folded the Lackara rivei, and attacked and diove Chuttui Sing out of Gur- 
lota, killing about sixty men, and taking his two guns, all his ammunition 
and much baggage Chuttur Sing immediately fled over the Dessan into the 
Ilumeerpoor distiict, towaids Jignee , but as Biigadiei Muiisey was at Baat 
on the 21st, his hand totally dispeised, and he himself went into concealment. 
It is not known where General Whitlock had in the meantime advanced in 
the dnection of Punwaiee, and all the rebels of the Humeeipooi district made 
towaids Jeitpoor in the south. 

113. At the end of August, Lieutenant Eenton, Deputy Commissioner 
of Cliundeyree, left Jhansie to take chaige of his district. He had with him 
only a few police, undei Captain Sneyd, but was to meet some 100 Bhopal 
sowais and 130 Bhopal Intantiy, near Banpooi, at which place I left it to his 
discietionto remain, until he had fuithei leinforcements, which I shoitly ex- 
pected, 01 to proceed to Lullutpoor On reaching Banpooi, Lieutenant Eenton 
procured liom the Tehiee State 700 matclilockmen and two guns, and feeling 
himself strong enough, pushed on with his united force to Lullutpoor, which 
he reached on the 28th August 1838, without opposition, although the rebels 
under tlie rebel Thakoors of Jacklone, Palee, and Namckpooi, weie assembled 
b18 
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jn consideiable numbeis some miles to the south of Lullutpoor He made 
hnoun to them the Wms of the first amnesty, but no one took advantage of 
It Ilowevei he succeeded in le-establishmg Ins thannahs in all paits of Ins 
distiict, save in the countiy aiound Jacklone, wheie the above Thakoois and 
their adherents still held out, and he was not strong enough to attack them 

114 About the 22nd September, being pi obably incited by the emissa- 
ries ot Tantia Topee, who was approaching Chundeyiee, the rebels, in the 
north of Ohundeyree, attacked, diove out and cut up several of the police in 
tlie thannahs of Talbehut and Bansee, making prisoner the Thannadai of the 
foimei place, whom they afterwards put to death On the 25th September 
Captain Benton received intelligence that they intended moving on Banpoor 
Ma Baai, and, knowing that in case the rebels got possession of Banpooi his 
letieat would be completely cut off should Tantia Topee enter the district, 
he determined to leave the Bhopal Infantry, 140 men, to hold Lullutpoor and 
march with the lest of his force, taking with him all the Office records, on 
Banpooi, against the rebels The Bhopal Infantry, however, mIio were new 
levies, refused to remain behind at Lullutpooi, which, under the ciicumstances, 
was in truth a veiy dangerous position, and ultimately Captain Benton entirely 
evacuated Lullutpooi and marched on Banpooi with his whole force. It was 
the monsoon, and towards evening heavy lain fell On ainving at Kullian- 
pooi at 8 PM, the whole country was a sheet of water, and all the iiveis 
between Kullianpoor and Banpooi became impassable Under these circum- 
stances, Lieutenant Benton determined to march back to Lullutpoor, but a 
fresh difficulty occurred, the Tehiee force refused to do so, and Captain Benton 
was obliged to return to his original intention ot going to Banpoor Next 
day the leai guard arrived and reported that the rebels had occupied Lullut- 
pooi The Bhopal Infantry also became disorderly, and a Jemadar and twenty 
menfieseited Captain Benton was detained at Kullianpoor by the liver 
three days, it became foidable on the morning of the 29th Septerabei, and he 
and his party under Captain Sneyd crossed it, but shortly after they had reached 
the other side they were attacked by the rebels who, however, neie beaten 
off with a loss on their (the rebels’) side of twenty or twenty-five men killed, 
who ueie cut up hy the Bhopal sowars under Captain Benton The same day 
Captain Benton with his party reached Banpoor, and was there joined by 
Lieutenant Turner with 100 sowars and 160 foot of the military police, whom 
I had sent to his assistance 

115 Aftei taking Esauguih in Scmdia’s territory, Tantia Topee divided 
his force into two nearly equal parts, of nhich one under the Nana’s nephew, 
the Bao Sahib, amounting exclusive of followers to 2,000 mutineers and 8 
01 9,000 armed rebels, a great piopoition of whom were mounted entered the 
south-west of the Jhansie district near Myapooi, and took Pichore on the 6th 
October, from which place all the Government establishments escaped, save 
some eight militaiy police who fell into the hands of the rebels Brom Pi- 
choie the rebels pushed on a party half-way to Kuirara, from which our 
Thannah and Tehseeldar weie withdrawn, hut getting some intelligence supposed 
to have been regarding the approach of Colonel Scudamore’s detachment 
from Gwalior, the rebel Bao suddenly marched his whole foice to Siiius GhS,t 
on the Betwa, thirty miles south-west of Jhansie, and crossing the river there, 
a difficult operation, wdiich took him four days, occupied Talbehut, where he 
was joined by all the Boondelas of the northern part of the Chundeyiee dis- 
tiict Although a favorable opportunity for attacking the rebels piesented 
itself while they were engaged in the passage of the iivei, yet Captain Ash- 
bmnei’s detachment being far north in Kuchwaguih, the garrison of Jhansie 
was not strong enough to take advantage of it. 

116 On the entry of the rebels into the Jhansie district, as it was sup- 
posed they might try and pass through it or tin eaten Jhansie, the Brigadier 
directed Colonel Liddell to concentrate his and Captain Thompson’s detach- 
ments at Mhow Baneepoor and to move with them towards Buiwa Saugor, 
leaving 100 of the 24th Bombay Native Infantry in the fort at Mhow. On 
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the withdrawal of the military detachment fiom Guriotaj 1 directed Captain 
Maclean to concentiate the 160 military police, which weie divided between 
Guriota and Punwaho, at Gooiseiaie, and sending Lieutenant Turner, Police 
Adjutant, to take command of them I ordeied him to keep his detachment 
moving about the two Tehseelees of Gurrota and Punwaho in one body, to 
give confidence to the well-affected, and to at once attack and dispeise any 
aimed lebel body that should daie to assemble Tins plan was very well earned 
out by Lieutenant Turner, and perfectly succeeded, for although there aie 
many disaffected Thakoois an those parts, not a man ventured to use, and on 
the occasion of Bukht Sing’s band venturing to cross the Dessan from the 
Humeerpooi district, from v/hich all General “Whitlock’s foice had moved 
southwards, towards Shaligurh, Lieutenant Turner attacked and defeated him 
on the 18th October, killing tluity-thiee -of his men 

117 On the 7th, 8th and 9th October, Tantia Topee, at the head of 
his division of the rebels, attacked Chundeyree, which was garrisoned by 
Scindid’s tioops, but was beaten off with some loss, and retreated to Seiae, ten 
miles south of Chundeyree, with the intention of crossing the Betwa to Lullut- 
pooi, for the purpose of attacking Tehiee 

118 On the 7th October, when the rebels under Rao Sahib were crossing 
the Betwa at Sir us Gbit, I received intelligence that it was the intention of 
Tantia and the Rao to unite then forces and fall on Tehiee I therefore sent 
an express to Lieutenant Fenton, who it will be lemembeied was at Banpooi, 
desiring him to march with all his police and civil establishments towards 
Buiwa Saugor, where it was probable he would meet Colonel Liddell’s detach- 
ment The latter officer however was delayed, and Lieutenant Fenton reached 
Buiwa Saugor on the 10th October. On the 11th October, agreeably to an 
aiiangement with Brigadier Ainslie, I, accompanied by Major Davis and some

Police Infantry 267 Liddell On 12th Octobei’ a detachment, under 

Bhopal Sowars 100 Captain Blytli, also joined US Our total strength 

at Burwa Saugor was then as per margin 

119 On reaching Buiwa Saugoi, I procured intelligence, that both the 

» 14 th Dragoons 75 Sahib and Tantia weie still some distance 

3rd Borah-ij Europeans 150 from Telirce, and proposed to Brigadier Ainslie 
sfd'^BoniMj^Cwirj ^50 Colonel Liddell’s force*’ should march direct 

Horse Artillery Battery of four on Pirteepooi, and thcie join the military police 

guns (Bombay) undei Majol Davis, and both united under the 

command of Colonel Liddell, advance and protect Tehree Biigadiei Ainslie 
appioved of my proposition, and directed Colonel Liddell to move on Piiteepoor, 
where he arrived on the 14th October, Captain Blyth’s detachment, the 
military police, under Major Davis, and myself, having arrived there the 
previous day, the 13th October. On the 16th October Colonel Liddell reached 
Dogoio, eighteen miles from Tehree, having headed the Rao Sahib and Tantia 
Topee, and rendered any attempt of theirs against Tehree hopeless, and on the 
l7th I lode in and visited the Raja, who with his minister was in great alarm, 
to reassure them I also prevailed on them to send out their forces and 
close the folds over the Jamnee rivei, along the southern part of its course, 
which indeed they had already partially done Colonel Liddell had already 
made his an angements most effectually foi watching the northein course of 
the Jamnee from Tehree to the Betwa. Tantia Topee’s escape eastward was 
therefore cut off. 

120 In the meantime, 136 military police and 110 Sikh police sowars, 
and seven camel guns, under Captain Owen, military police, accompanied by 
Captain Maclean, Deputy Commissioner, occupied Sums and Jirrar ghats over 
the Betwa, north of Tailbehut, and were supported by Colonel Scudamoie’s 
detachment at Duckrai, fifteen miles in then rear, which detachment, however, 
afterwards marched to Sirus ghat, and thus rendered the escape of the rebels 
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noitlnrard impossible. Brigadier Smitli watched the left bank of the Betwa 
towaids Cbundeyiee to the west. 

121 Tantia Topee with bis division, after liaving failed against Clmn- 
deyiee, and been beaten by pait of General MicbeTs force near Mugrowlee, 
crossed to the east of the Betwa and joined the Bao Sahib at Lullutpoor, 
about the 14ith October, having been joined by all the Thakoois and Boondelas 
of the Cbundeyiee disliict. Tantia and the Eao having halted theie two or three 
days, then marched with their united forces and alaige following of Boondelas, 
in a south-easteily direction towards Shahguih, but on the 18th October 
weie met by General Michel and defeated at Kujooiia, neai Sindwaho, with 
heavy loss in men and of all their guns The lebel aimy then fled noith to 
Talbehut, wheie pait ai lived on the 20th October, but finding their escape 
both east, noith, and west cut off, again doubled back to the south thiough the 
difficult and jungly country along the east bank of the Betwa, and escaped 
into the Saugor distiict between that iiver and General Michel, who had in 
the meantime advanced to the neighbouihood of Lullutpoor General 
Michel maiched in puisuit, and on the 7th November Colonel Liddell, accom- 
panied by Lieutenant Benton, enteied the Chundeyree district, which he is 
now engaged in leducing to order Some of the insurgents have submitted , 
but the Jacklone, Palee and Namckpoor Thakoors still hold out in the difficult 
country towaids Jacklone and Palee. 

122 Geneial Whitlock, after Tantia’s defeat by Geneial Michel, again 
marched into the Humeerpooi district, where he is now operating against the 
rebels about Jeitpooi, but the south of the district is still in great disoidcr 
The noithein part, however, is well in hand 

123 In the western pait of the Jaloun distiict, in consequence of the Kal- 
pee foice undertaking no active military operations, the rebel leaders, Buijoie 
Sing and Dowlut Sing, aie still in full activity, and occasionally threaten the 
northern pait of the poigunnah of Bandeie, belonging to the Jhansie district * 
The eastern partis completely reduced to older 

124 The Jhansie district is perfectly quiet, all orders aie obeyed, and 
tiavelleis can go anywhere unmolested 

126, Her Majesty’s Proclamation and Amnesty has been extensively 
circulated throughout the Jhansie division, and eveiy effort is being made to 
induce those concei ned to take advantage of it As yet, however, sufficient 
time has not elapsed foi it to have had any marked effect. 

126 Piom the foregoing nanative it will be seen that the conduct of the 
natives of the countiy m the three districts of Cliundeyiee, Jhansie and Jaloun, 
was very different. In Chundeyree the Thakoors and then followers bioke 
out into lebellion before the tioops at Lullutpoor showed any sign of disaffec- 
tion In Jhansie the adherents of the B-anee and some of the Thakoors rose 
simultaneously with the sepoys In Jaloun, on the contrary, the inhabitants 
of the country lemained generally peaceful, even after the tioops had mutinied 
and the Deputy Commissioner had left the district, and for a time submitted 
quietly to the Rais of Goorseiaie, Kesho Bao, to whom that officer had made 
ovei the charge of keeping the district in older 

127 The conduct of the amla and subordinate native officials was 
generally eithei bad oi neutial In Chundeyree, the Serishtadar and Tehseel- 
dai joined the Banpoor Raja, and became his chief officers foi the adminis- 
tiationof the distiict, — and the police with then officers, customs peons, the 
oideily chuprassees, and many otheis joined the insurgents. The tu o native 
Deputy Collectors, Zeinoolabdm Khan and Nissaiahmed, thiough fear ren- 
dered Captain A C Gordon no assistance, and finally abandoned him In 
Jhansie the Tehseeldar, Ahmed Hossein, exerted himself greatly, and lendeicd 
every assistance in his powei to our officeis unfoitunately he was for a time 
suspected and imprisoned, but his conduct has now been cleaied, and he has 


* The Kalpec force hag sjnco taken tkc field 
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been restoied to his appointment The criminal Serishtadar, Gopal Rao, also 
did good seivice, and lias been rewarded All the amla, both in the Superin- 
tendent’s and Deputy Commissioner’s Offices, quietly looked on, and took pait 
neither one way oi other, while Kasheenath, Teliseeldar of Punwaho, was, and 
IS one of the leaders of the rebels The police generally with their officers, 
and Bukshish All, Jail Daiogah at then head, the Customs peons, and most 
of the Chupiassees all joined the mutmeeis In Jaloun, the amla with few 
exceptions, do not appeal to have behaved disloyally to the Goveinment, but 
no opportunity of taking an active part piesented itself to them, as the countiy 
was as it were made over to Kesho Rao of Gooiseiaie Mahomed Hossein, 
Tehseeldar of Oraie, and Chiiagh All, Tehseeldai of Duboh, appeal to have 
behaved well , the latter assisted Mr and Mrs Martin to get away from Duboh. 
Narain Rao Eishnoo, Tehseeldar of Lahai, ultimately joined the rebels. 
Sheopershad, Deputy Collector at Kalpee, although well affected to our Gov- 
ernment, behaved with great cowardice 

1^8 I beg to bring to tbe notice of Government, the Rampooia Raja 
and the Ranee of Lahar in Kuchwaguih, and Rao Sinaput of Kutteia in 
Jhansie, the last gave both Captain Maclean and myself invaluable assistance, 
in inducing the rebels to accept the fiist Amnesty, and in settling the country 
between the Dessan and Betwa The loyal conduct of all three will foim the 
subject of a separate report 

129 I would also direct the favoiable consideration of Government to 
the good services of the following officers — 

Of Captain Ternan who, with the assistance of the military, has reduced the 
greater pait of his district to order, of Captain Maclean, through whose exer- 
tions the Jhansie district is now, and has been, for some time, perfectly peace- 
ful , this result could not of course have been obtained without the zealous and 
hearty co-opeiation of the Jhansie force, of Mr G H Fieeling, who, though 
from want of tioops and police he has not been able to reduce Ins whole dis- 
trict to Older, has been untiring in his exertions , and of Lieutenant Fenton, 
who, although obliged to abandon his district foi a time, made every effort 
with but very inadequate means to maintain his hold on it

4 The principal local actors in the distuibances of this district were 
the Goorsurai Chief, and the Taee Baee of Jaloun, Mahrattas of gieat in- 
fluence. 

5 At first the villagers appear to have taken little interest in the rebel 
movements, but gradually several leaders sprung up from among the Kuch- 
wahagar and other Thakoors of the district (the most notorious being Dowlut 
Singh of Indooikee), and at lengtli general anaichy pievailed. Among othei 
rebel Chiefs were the Raja of Bhudeck, and the Thakoor of Bellawan 

6 After noticing such rebels, I am glad to be able to bring to youi 
notice tbe loyalty of the Bampoora Raja, and of the Ranee of Luhur, their 
conduct will furnish subject foi a separate report 

7 The Amlab, with few exceptions, appear to liave been passive specta- 
tors of tbe rebellion, — some few again openly joining the rebels. The police 
behaved shamefully, and from the commencement took an active pait against 
the Government they seived 

8 The principal agent in these paits, or Nazim of the Nana of Bithooi, 
Mohumud Ishack, was stationed at Calpee He appears to have had jurisdic- 
tion also over this place, and of many villages round Cawnpore. He was for- 
merly, I am told, a Thannadai under our Government at Bithoor 

9 Upon the rebels being driven out of Calpee, many papers weie found 
showing that our own forms were observed in Civil Department as they ueie 
also kept up in appeaiance in the Mihtaiy Many of the papers thus taken 
relate to villages of Bhognee, Akburpoie, Sheikpooia, all villages in the 
Cawnpore distirct 

10 All these documents are being sorted, and will be sent to the 
Magistrates of the districts to which they lefer they contain information of 
purely local importance. 

11. In conclusion, I enclose a translation of Lieutenant Browne’s letter 
to the Gooisuiai Chief, making over the distiict to him 

12 The words in brackets “ in all departments” are said to have been 
interpolated, and are written above the line 

13 It uas upon the strength of this document that the Goorsurai 
Chief made himself for a time master of nearly the whole district, governing 
this through his own people, though letaining tbe district establishments till 
14th October 1857. 

14. The district was later invaded by Tanteeah Topee, who supported 
the claims of Taee Baee of Jaloun, and her agent Biswas Rao, to the detriment 
of the Goorsuiai Chief. Tanteeah Topee proclaimed the Peshwa as Chief Ruler 
of this part of India.

I HAVE the honor to acknowledge the receipt of youi letter No 38, dated 
28th instant, calling for a report on the conduct of the Amlah and Police of 
the Jaloun district at the time of the outbrealc 

2. There is a peculiaiity in the case of the Jaloun district that no local 
insurrection took place. The Jagliiredar of Goorsuiai was requested to afford 
aid in maintaining order, and his sons ai lived after the mutiny at Jhansi with 
an aimed force at Jaloun, and took advantage of a letter addressed to him by 
Lieutenant Browne, the Deputy Commissioner, to give out that the entire man- 
agement of the district was made over to the Jaghiiedar. Lieutenants Browme 
and Lamb left Oral on the 11th June last, and on the approach of the Jhansi 
mutineers, whose advance guard had arrived during the day, I and Mi. 
Griffiths, the Settlement Deputy Collector, left on the night of the 15th, but 
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we unfortunately fell into tlie hands of a company of the 63id Native 
Infantiy, which mutinied after escorting tieasuie from Oiai to Jaloun. 

3. We were brought prisoners to Orai on the 19th June, but released 
on the* 21st Pievious to my ariival the mutineeis from Jhansi and Nowgong 
had passed tluough Oiai, plundering, burning, and destroying all Goveinraent 
tieasuie, puhlie buildings, and the houses and property of the European and 
Christian inhabitants 

4i On being released by the mutineers of the 63rd Native Infantry, 
my party was seized by the seivants of the Goorsuiai Chief, and made over to 
the mutineeis fiom Lullutpoie, who ariived the next morning These al&o 
released us, and we went into a house in the town, entiiely destitute Many of 
the Sudder Amlah then came to me, and proffered assistance in clothes and 
small sums of money, which we wore fain to accept, to relieve our present 
wants Those foiemost in thus assisting my paity weie lieotee Ram, Naeb 
Seiishtadar of the Revenue Court, Kalka Persliaud, Seiishtadar, Reeaz-ood- 
deen, Naeh Serishtadai of the Eoujdaree, and Fycz-ood-deen, Nazii 

6 A few days after my return to Orai, several of the Amlah came and 
told me that the Chief had sent for them all, and as they uere afiaid of 
incuiiing his displeasure by a refusal, and the roads all lound were infested 
by 1 obbei s, they were piepaiing to go to Jaloun, as Biitish authority was 
entiiely subverted, and Kesho Rao had established himself, and enlisted some 
thousands of armed men I did not attempt to dissuade the Amlah All the 
Sudder Amlah went over, with the exception of Oomed Alee, Roznamciia 
Nawees, and Ronnuck Alee, Nukul Nawces, who started foi their liouses in 
Oudh , — the foimer was murdered, and the latter robbed Ramnaiaen, Izliai 
Nawees, who had obtained leave previous to the disturbance, also went auay 

6 In October last, I heard from Lieutenant Biowne that Keslio Rao 
would be treated as a rebel I then warned the Amlah from Caunpore that 
their remaining in Kesho Rao’s service would render them liable to punish- 
ment They then left Jaloun, some went to Rampore, some to the villages 
neai about Jaloun, and Reeaz-ood-deen went to me at Cawnpoie Others, as 
they found opportunity, followed, and Huibelas Rae, Revenue Seiishtadar, 
went to his home at Mynpoory, accompanied by his son Pearee Lall, Moiiuiir 

7 TJndei the above circumstances, I do not consider that the Amlah 
generally weie guilty of disloyalty to the British Government, the opportunity 
of taking an active part on the side of Government did not offei The excep- 
tion, as far as I am awaie, are Puzul Ahmed, Eoujdaree Moliafiz Duftur, who, 
I frequently heard, expressed satisfaction at the subversion of Biitishiule, and 
Moolchund, Mohurir, who took seivice under TaeeBeee, also Naiaen Rao, 
Roznamcha Nawees, who was made Naeb Tehseeldar of Oiai by Taee Baee. 

8 Vilayut Alee, a Mohurir of the Calpee Deputy Collectorship, was, I 
heard, known to speak against Government He never came to me, though he 
had several opportunities when I came to Calpee 

9 I now proceed to state what I know regarding the Tehseeldar of the 
district. 

10 Mohumud Hossein, Tehseeldar of Oiai, was very active before the 
outbreak at Orai, and was much trusted by Lieutenant Browne, who made over 
some valuable property to his keeping , and after leaving Orai, addressed him 
a perwana, if 1 recollect right, to try his utmost to save the Oulcheriy and 
records Mohumud Hossein told me that he would supply lussud, meet the 
mutineers, and with the view of saving the records, represent to them that 
they would be of great service in the leign of the King of Delhi He met 
the mutineers, but was plundered by them, and had to hide himself He 
started next day for Koodaiee, but was stopped by the zemindars of Etowiah, 
who plundered a great part of his property He however managed to save the 
property entrusted to him by Lieutenant Browne. He received an advance of 
1 believe, Rupees 2,000 for pay of the Seebundees enlisted by him. He is 
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employed as Tebseeldar in the Futtehpore district Lieutenant Browne, from 
Agra, expressed his great satisfaction at Mohumud Hossem’s conduct. 

‘ 11 Enayet Hossein, Tehseeldar of Jaloun, behaved in a very spirited 

manner in opposing the occupation of the Eort of Jaloun by the sons of the 
Chief, and when I passed through Jaloun on the night of the 15th June, 
he followed next morning, and met me at Suiavvan He went back, promising 
to join me again with as many chuprasees and burkund.izes as would come 
with him, and I have no doubt would have done so, but he was made prisoner 
by the Chief’s eldest son, Tanteeah, and made over by him to the mutineers 
of the 63rd Native Infantry, who took him to Cawnpore He then went 
and joined his father, Sudder Khan, who was Deputy Collector at Banda, and 
remained with him till the arrival of Biitish troops at Banda Suidar Khan’s 
conduct was considered disloyal 

12 Humeed-ood-Zuman, Tehseeldar of Attah, on the appioach of the 
mutineers, went and hid himself at Oral, and soon after went off to Hameer- 
pore, to join his father ‘Waheed-ood-Zuman, Deputy Collector The latter was 
pioclaimed a rebel, and both found their way to Rampoie, in Kohilkund, 
from which place the Tehseeldar sent me several urzees, and himsf'lf came 
over a few days before my leaving Cawnpore, but was appiehended under 
orders of Mr Sherer. I am not aware of the charge against him 

13 Gholam Hossein Khan, Tehseeldar of Madhogurh, behaved, to the 
best of my opinion, in a loyal manner, and exeited himself to prevent the people 
from rising in insurrection. He opened a coriespondence with me when I was 
in the disti let, and shortly after my arrival at Cawnpoie he arrived there 
He has been appointed a Tehseeldar in the Cawnpoie district. 

14 Mohumud Hossein, Tehse^^ldar of Madareepore, behaved loyally, 
and left the distiict shoitly aftei the insurrection, calling on me ai Oral He 
IS at Benares, from which place I received several urzees fiom him at Cawnpore. 

16. Cheragh Alee, Tehseeldar of Duboh, behaved weU, and assisted Mr 
Martin in getting away with Mrs Maitin fiom Duboh When the Banee 
of Jhansi established her authority m the pergunnah, he went away to a 
village named Chakee, then to Bhundere, after which he joined his brothei 
Nasir Ahmed, Deputy Collector of Chundeyree, and resided for some months 
at Kudowra. On reaching his home in the Euttehpore district he wiote to mo, 
and also came to Cawnpore He is now heie 

16 Sheo Pershaud was acting Tehseeldar of Koonch. Since the insur- 
rection he never communicated with me, and I have not heaid of his where- 
abouts He was called to account by Kesho Rao for Rupees 8,900, enbezzled 
from the tuhveel previous to the insurrection Sheo Peisaud must have been 
guilty of gross neglect on the matter, if not worse 

17 Narain Rao Vishnoo, who was Tehseeldar of Luiiui, is a Mahratta 
Pundit , he took service both under Kesho Rao and Taee Baee, and from all 
accounts was no well-wisher of Government. I hear he has now absconded 

18 Of the Thannadars I know peisonally only about a few, but I 
have ascertained from enquiry how the rest behaved. They generally showed 
no hostility towards our Government, but, like the Suddei Amlah, the greater 
number remained under the Gooisuiai Chief, and those in Kucliwahagar under 
the Gwalior Government 

19 Torab All, Thannadar of Jaloun, was in disfavor with Kesho Rao, 
fiom the opposition be offered Kunhye Lall, Thannadar of Suiawan, sent 
his resignation to Kesho Rao, and remained at Surawan , he frequently came 
to me duiing my stay in the district, with proffeis of seivice on the pait of 
the Jaghiiedai In August 1867, when I crossed the Jumna at Sarainee ghlt, 
he was with me, but I was obliged to return , he liowevei soon followed me to 
Cawnpoor, and has been with me since Bussunth Rao, Thannadai of Oalpee, 
IS said to have shown a disposition to disloyalty before the ariival of the 
mutineers at Oalpee, but he was seized by tlie rnutmeeis, and seveiely punished,

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and Iiad a very narrow escape for bis life , be went to Moradabad, and tbe 
Mao'istrate of Oawnpoor bas, on tbe information of Mr. Gritfitbs, applied for 
bis apprehension Kurrum Ahmed, Thaimadar of Oral, was plundered by tbe 
Jhansi mutineers, and went olf with Mobumud Hossein, Tebseeldai, to Ku- 
dowia, and thence to bis borne to Oudb. 

20 Mobumud Adil, Tliannadar of Bungra, turned a rebel, having, as 
stated in my letter of the 26tb instant, seized my nephew, and made him over 
to the mutineers, who bad captured me and my family. Application has been 
made by you for bis apprehension at Gwalior, where be was last seen. 

21. The remarks contained in tbe 18th paragraph of this letter apply 
generally to tbe suboidinate Tebseel Amlab and Tbannab Moburrirs and Jema- 
dars 

22. Of tbe buikundazes and cbuprasces, some of those at Oral joined 
tbe mutineeis in plundering tbe town, a few gave me all tbe assistance in 
their power, and tlie generality enteied tbe service of Kesbo Rao The burkun- 
dazes of Tbannabs Attah and* Bungra behaved violently in demanding tbeir 
pay from the Tebseeldar. 

23 Tlieie were some seventy or eighty burkundazes of tbe Bagree tribe, 
formeily dacoits by profession, employed in tbe distnct , these, after tbe out- 
bieak went off in a body to follow their old occupation. 

24< Tbe cbuprasees of tbe Customs line, which ran from Lubur to 
dbansi, turned rebels, and many of them joined tbe rautineeis, some took 
service under Kesbo Rao, and bis son Tanteea, who was at Calpee.

Having been desired by you to fuinisb a narrative of events attending 
the outbieak and distuibances in this distnct, witii reference to Mi Secretary 
Muir’s Circular letter No 212, dated 30th Apiil 1850, I have the honor to 
state, that an account of the outbieak, with my peisonal adventuies, and the 
conduct of Kesho Rao, Jaghiredar of Gooisuiai, and his son Sheo Ram Tanteea, 
who assumed possession of the distnct, will be found in tbe accompanying 
copy of my letter, dated*" 27 tb Maich last, to tbe address of Major Ellis, 
Political Assistant foi Bundelkund 

2 I also bad the honor of rcpoiting to you, in my letter, dated 29tb 
ultimo, the conduct of tlie Sudder and Motussil officers of the district 

3 To complete the nairative up to tbe time of expulsion of the rebels 
and mutmeeis tiom tbe distnct, I shall state what occurred after my leaving 
it for Cawnpooi, with some othei particulais 

4 Kesho Rao, and his fourth son, Seetaram Nana, continued to manage 
the gieatei poition of the district, compnsing tbe pergunnalis of Jaloun, Kun- 
nai, Oiai, and Koonch, fiom their station at Jaloun, uliile his eldest son, Sheo 
Ram Tanteea, remained at Calpee, in occupation of that poition which com- 
prised the foimei peigunnahs of Calpee and Atta 

6 The peigunnah of Duboh was first taken possession of by tbe rebel 
Ranee of Jliansi, immediately after the insuirectiou at Jhansi in the -month 
of June 1857 , but aftei the lapse of neaily two months, tbe Raja of Euteea 
expelled her seivants, and took possession ot it, appointing bis own amil, and 
occupying it with bis own troops, until the fall of Jhansi Tour piesence with 
the aimy at Jhansi will have made you acquainted with tbe particulars of the 
evacuation of Duboh by the delegates of the Dutteea Raja 

6 The peigunnahs of Indooikee and Madhogurb, called Kuchwahagar, 
having foimeily belonged to the Gwalior State, were, on the bieaking out of 
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the insurrection, taken possession of by the Maharaja Scindia. I am not 
well acquainted with the occurrences in that pait of the distiict, but the state- 
ment of Oomui Duraz All, Deputy Collector and Deputy Magistrate of Luhur, 
forwarded to you with Captain Pinkney’s letter No. 60 ot the 23id March 
last, gives some information 

7 The mutineeis of the Gwalior Contingent, accompanied by Tanteea 
Topee, the active emissary of the Bithooi Nana, ariived at Jaloun on or about 
the 29tb October last. Both Kesho Bao, and Taee Baee, granddaughter of a 
former Chief of Jaloun, weie piepared to tieat with them Tanteea Q’opee, it 
appears, had taken offence with the Goorsurai family, and favored the cause of 
the Baee The mutineers, at his instigation, displaced Kesho Rao, and seizing 
him and his sons, put them in confinement, and treated them with gieat 
indignity, subjecting them to severe bodily chastisement They placed the 
infant son of the Baee on the guddee, and proclaimed her authority through- 
out the district I hear she had promised the Nana three lakhs of rupees, 
of which she made up one lakh in cash and jewels, and promised to liquidate 
the remainder from the collections of the estate Bhaoo Biswas B/ao was 
appomted Kamdar oi Minister, and assumed the functions of that o£B.ce 

8 Previous to the arrival of the Gwalior mutineeis at Jaloun, Kooer 
Sing of Jugdeespooi, and the 4i0th Native Infantry, came to Calpee Banda 
on the 19th Octobei They had communication with the Gwalior mutineers, 
and on the 3id November seized and imprisoned Sheo Bam Tanteea at Calpee 
On the 7th November the Gwalior mutineers came in and coalesced with Kooer 
Sing and. the 40th Native Infantiy, and marched to attack Cawnpoor a short 
time after. 

9. Biswas Bao also came to Calpee with the mutineers, and remained 
here till the rebels leturned after then defeat at Cawnpoor on the 6th Decem- 
ber last, since which a Pundit, named Tanteea Gungoley, and one Mohumud 
Ishaq, exeicised j'oint autlioiity on the pait of the Nana, but the Tehseeldar 
Narain Bao, appointed by Biswas Bao, remained in office 

10 The rebels were joined by the Banee of Jhansi and Nawab of 
Banda, and the united forces are said to have amounted to about 10,000 men, 
horse and foot, when Sir Hugh Bose defeated them, and put them to flight, 
occupying Calpee on the 23rd ultimo. 

11 I left Cawnpoor on the 17 th, and joined the British camp near 
Calpee on the 22nd ultimo. 

12 I have only to add that when Lieutenant Brown, Deputy Commis- 
sioner, and Lieutenant Lamb, Assistant, left Oral on the 10th June 1857, a 
sense of duty prevented me from doing the same I anticipated that, after the 
Gwalior mutineeis had passed thiougli, I should be able, with tlie aid of the 
newly-raised levies, and of the Goorsuiai Chief, to lestore order in the dis- 
trict, and hoped to escape the mutineers by moving towaids the Gwalior 
frontier, as we had every assurance that the Gwalior Contingent would not 
join in the mutiny, but unfortunately my designs were frustrated, and myself 
and family, with Mr Griffiths, the Settlement Deputy Collectoi, had on 
several occasions the narrowest escape imaginable for our lives 

13 I lament to state that my poor mother, whom, from her inability 
to bear fatigue, I left concealed at Oiai, was, by the pusillanimity of some of 
my servants, brought back to my house, where she was discovered, and cruelly 
muidered by the Jliansi mutineers on the 17tli June 1867. 

14 Mr Homing, the Sub-Assistant Surgeon, who had come to Calpee 
in the hope of being concealed by some native of his acquaintance, was so 
hard-pressed by some budmashes of the town, that he wandered back to Oral 
in a state of distraction, was discovered by the mutineers, and put to death at 
the same time with my unfortunate mother. 

15 Ml Double, the Head Clerk of the Jaloun Office, also fell a victim, 
with Ills u ife and one female child, and bis mother -in-law, Mrs Pilkington 
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They disguised themselves as natives, and were concealed in the village of 
Kooeeah, and sought shelter in the ravines of the village Khurlca, close to the 
Betwa He was however discovered by some Mahomedans residing at Khurka, 
and betrayed by them On the requisition of the mutineers a paity was sent 
out by the Goorsurai Chief s son, and the whole family being captured, were 
made over to them From all accounts it appeals that the mutineers, after 
bringing them to ivithin three miles of Galpee, released them , they went a 
short distance off the load, and perished from heat and thirst 

16 Ml. Double’s son, about five years of age, was found aliveby a villager, 
who brought him within a shoi t distance of Galpee, and there left him , he 
was picked up in the town by a woman servant, and taken by her to Jhansi, 
where, after the capture of the city, the boy was found with Mrs Mutlow, 
and sent to Agra. I am trying to trace out the villains who betrayed and 
seized this unfoitunate family, and hope to succeed 


From — SiOD OouuR Dcraz Ali, Deputy Collector and Deputy Magistiate o£ the 
clistiict o£ Jaloun 

States he was a Deputy Gollector and Deputy Magistrate of Luhur, in 
Jaloun. He remained theie in durance during the insurrection, and owing to 
the general revolt of the country, ho could not secure a trustworthy man to 
convey the account of that place to the British authority He did send one 
Khoda Buksh, Burkundaz, belonging to the Gourt of Saugor and Jaloun, with 
some letters, but the man was made a piisoner by the Sbagurh Baja’s people, 
and was deprived of the papers he had in his possession, and none of his 
messengeis have leturned He also sent representations to Gaunpoor, but 
received no reply Lastly, he forwarded several petitions to the Secretary to 
Government, North-Westein Provinces, and received an answer, the copy of 
which IS herewith enclosed for your inspection States his ability to furnish 
all the facts respecting the revolt and insurrection in Jaloun, as soon as his 
Honor the Lieutenant-Goveinor shall call on him for a report, thinking that 
Government has little occasion at present to require it He avoids from 
enteiing into a detailed account, and contents himself with a concise narrative 
as follows — “ Subsequent to the insurrection at Jbansi, the men attached to 
the Gustoms Department assaulted the patrols, demanding then pay On my 
inteifeiing to prevent them, they prepared for lesistance, and thieatened to 
revenge themselves on me as well as the patrols, and to raise the Mahomedan 
flag The servants attached to the Griminal Gourt and to the Tehseel Office 
had also fallen from their allegiance to the British Government, which induced 
me not to take any forcible measuie against them They collected together, 
and were about to set fiie to my bungalow in open daylight, but I was pre- 
pared to oppose them with aimed burkundazes, nhich put a stop to their pro- 
ceeding The Patrol Officers of my distiict nalrowly escaped to Agia On 
the 14ith and 15th of June (last), Lieutenant Biowne, the Deputy Oommissioner, 
and his Oovenanted Assistant, accompanied by a company of sepoys of the 
Gwalior Oontingent, passed thiough my district on their way to Gnalior. I 
waited on them during the day, and found the sepoys who were with them in 
a mutinous state, and much annoyed at the recent occur lence at Jhansi (as 
having been unable to join with the mutineers at Jhansi) I could not give 
a whole account of the insuricction to the aforesaid officers, as they were 
surrounded bythesepois, in whose presence I did not think it advisable to 
reveal the whole matter The aforesaid officers sent a loobkaree and two 
letters to the Kamdais of Gwalior, directing them to afford me every assist- 
ance, and ordered me not to leave the place They proceeded to Agra via 
Btanah Subsequent to this the rebels of Jhansi visited Jaloun, committed 
depredations on Oiai, seized Mr G Passanah, set file to the records and bun- 
galow, and killed one or two gentlemen The Huchnaha, a tube, had given 
It out that the men belonging to various regiments had infoimed them of 
the existence of the Biitish Gouits, lecoids, bungalows, thannahs, and 
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Tebseelee Offices at Lea(?), and expressed tlieir intention of proceeding to 
plunder them. In the night time they set fire to the Magistiate’s Office, 
plundeied the Tehseel Office, and pulled down the bungalows On the 23id 
of June, one llao Luchmun Jiao Raja Ham came out as Subadar from Gwalior, 
but without any troops, and entei tamed the Kuchnahas, and oideied me to hold 
the Ouminal Couit, but made no promise of any lemuneration The people of 
tbe place weie in the habit of coming about me, with the evil intention of attack- 
ing me This Soubah’s coming out to Joloun pioved to be beneficial foi me, 
so that I was able to remain at my post at Luhui up to the 3id of June, but 
neitliei I nor the Soubah could take any propei measuie to lestoie the countiv 
to order, ouing to general insuriection, as I had insisted in upholding the 
Britisli supiemacy, and always told the people tliat the lebels nould be 
punished on the aiiival of the Biitish tioops in ashoit time I was consideied 
by them in the light of an enemy. In the month of Octobei, ulientlie mu- 
tineeis set out foi Cawnpooi, they determined to lay hold of me, consequently 
I was obliged to fly towaids Gwalioi with my family The Soubah was also 
obliged to abscond. The mutineers and Kuclinahas issued a notifica- 
tion, promising a reward for my appieliension , but I had the good luck 
to escape in safety. Kow I am at Gwalioi If Government be pleased to 
send me any oidei, it will safely leach me thiough the Cotwal of Old 
Gwalioi The peiitionei fuithei expresses his readiness to go to any place 
to whicli Government my think fit to send me Furthei, states his willingness 
tofuinish Government with different accounts of the acts of the insurgents 
in pillaging the villages, and plundeiing on the loads, at vai lous times as- 
saulting him, and in hoisting the Mahomedan flag, w'henevei they may call on 
bim for a report Hoping for a reply.”

1 HAVE the honor to acknowledge the receipt of youi letter No 93, dated 
IGtli instant, forwarding copy of a veinaculai roobkaiee Irom the Agent to 
the Goveinoi-Geneial foi Central India, and of a petition fiom the Mookhtar 
of Kisho llao, Jaghiiedai of Gooisuiai, and lequesting information legarding 
the conduct of the Jaghiredai during the insuirection 

2 To enable the Goveinor-Geneial to judge of the conduct of Kesho 
Eao, I shall narrate the ciicurastances under which he took possession of the 
Jaloun distiict, and liis subsequent pioceedings 

3 "When the troops at Jhansi mutinied at the commencement of the 
month of June last, Mr S Thointon, Deputy Magistiate of Mow Eaneepoor, 
took lefuge in the foit at Goorsurai, wdience he wuote me a lettei, saying that 
the Chief of Gooisurai w'as willing to afford assistance in pieseiving oider in 
the Jaloun district, if his aid ivould be acceptable This letter I showed to 
Lieutenant Biowme, Deputy Commissioner of Jaloun, who immediately ad- 
diessed a letter to the Jaghiredar, lequesting his aid 

4 On the 10th of June, two sons of the Jaghiredar ai rived at Jaloun, 
with, a force of several hundred men and a few guns Their passing within a 
few miles of Oiai, without communicating with the Distiict authoiities, looked 
suspicious, but Lieutenant Biowme maiched the same day to Jaloun, and the 
Jaghiiedii’s sons having assuied him of their good intentions. Lieutenant 
Brow'ne addiessed a lettei, requesting the Jaghiiedar to affoid eveiy assistance 
in pieserving older in the distiict. 

6 The next day perwannahs weio addiessed in the name of the Jaghire- 
dar, 01 one of his sons, to the diffeient Tehseeldais, stating that the manage- 
ment of the distiict was entiusted to him, and that in futuie they should send 
B 21 
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tlieir ippoits to him. Lieutenant Browne having marched from Jaloun, the 
Teliseeldar of tliat peigunnah referred to him for orders Tlie order passed 
on tlie Tehseeldai’s urzee was to the effect that the Jaglnredar was not autho- 
rized to assume control of the district, and that in his (Lieutenant Broune’s) 
absence, all the officeis of the distiict should act under my orders, and that a 
letter to that effect he addressed to the Jaglnredar. The Tehseeldar’s uizee 
was sent foi my infoimation by Lieutenant Biowne, who also stated that some 
wolds had been interpolated in his Ooidoo letter to the Jaghiiedar 

6 As I remained at Oral, the Jaghiredai’s younger son, Seetaiam Nunha, 
came to me on the 13th June. The mutineers were advancing fiom Jiiansi, 
and he said he would endeavour to come to some terms with them, to induce 
them to spare the recor'ls and buildings 

7 When the advance-guard of the mutineers, consisting of six or eight 
sowais, ariived at Oral, I and Mi Giifliths, Deputy Collector, h ft tliat station 
on the night of the 15th, and passed through Jaloun, w'hcre S.ieo Ham Tanteea, 
the Bao’s eldest son, met me, and spoke veiy fan , but the next day I heard 
that he expelled the Tehseeldaiee establishment, and took possession of the 
Jaloun foit, and assumed entiie authority in tlie district 

8 Having escaped the Jhansi mutineers, I was on the road to Gwalior, 
hut on tlie ]7th June unfortunately fell in w'lth a company of the 53id llegi- 
ment Native Infantry coming fiom that side, wdio plundered our property and 
made u& piisoners Tlie next day the mutineers marclied with us to Jaloun, 
wheie they were received with great cordiality by Sheo Ham Tanteea, the 
Jaghiredai’s eldest son 

9 As the mutineers declaied that, with the exception of cash, they 
would letuin the rest of our propeity on payment of Rupees 2,000, I entieated 
Sheo Bam Tanteea to advance the money, and make aiiangements with the 
mutineers for our release, as they consisted of only one company, and he had 
a laige foice under his command , but he refused to do so, though he made 
ovei about Rupees 1,400 of Government money, wdiich was in the Tehseeldaree 
Tieasuiy, to them, and bought our hoises, guns, &c,, for Rupees 1,200 fiom 
them 

10 Riom Jaloun the mutineers hi ought us on to Oral, luckily for us, 
the blood-thiisty party fiom Jhansi had passed through, and we weie released 
on the 21st June, when oui captois started for Cawnpoor It was then about 
2 A. M , and we intended to proceed southward , but having to pass by a 
guaid of Seebundees in the service of the Gooisuiai Jaglnredar, we wore in- 
tercepted by them, and by order of the headmen, detained in the seiai under 
a guaid of about 60 men The same dav another paity of mutineers, con 
sisting of foul companies of the Gwalioi Contingent, and some sow'ars of the 
14th Iiiegulai Cavalry, ariived at Oral, and we W'cre made over to them by 
the Jaghiiedai’s people. Some of the sowars who first came into the seiai 
levelled their carbines at me and Mi Griffiths, but were restrained by others, 
who proposed taking us to their Jemadar This man happened to be of a mild 
disposition, he spoke to us kindly, and persuaded the rest, that having spared 
their own officers, they should not take their lives after we had been leleased 
by anothei party 

11 Aftei we had been again set free we remained at Oiai, not knowing 
wheie to go, and having no means of travelling Some days after Kesho Rao, 
who had aiiived at Jaloun, sent me a kind lettei and some money, but 
though he appointed a Mookhtar to see me daily, he would not give a guard 
for oui protection 

3 2 It was generallv known that the Jaglnredar intended placing one of 
his sons on the guddee as Baja of Jaloun, but was afraid of the opposition of 
Taee Baee, wdiose pretensions were favored by a strong paity of the Jaloun 
Pundits He however commenced collecting the revenue, and levying con- 
tiibutions fiom all monied men by means of duiess and intimidation He 
established a mint at Jaloun, employed his own officers, and gave villages in

jagliire to a number of his supporters, chiefly Pundits, who enjoyed pension 
tiom Government. 

13 We were left unmolested for above three weeks, but on the 14ith 
July heard fiom several persons that a few mutineers had put up at the serai, 
who, having heard of our living at Oiai, talked of attacking and murdering 
us Next morning these men, who appeared to be Golundazes, six in number, 
accompanied by two men in the Jaghnedar’s service, named Shaadut Khan 
and Meea Khan, came to the dooi of the house we weie living in, and thieat- 
ened to kill us The doois however were secured, and we were well armed 
The two men above named and a few others were exciting the mutineers to 
force the door, or set fire to the house, but a number of people gathered 
round, who were well disposed towards us. We had sent to the Thannadai 
a Pundit appointed by the Jaghiredar for assistance, but received none from 
him, or any other of the Jaghiiedai’s men, though some two or thiee hundred 
weie piesent in tlie town. The mutineers kept threatening us for four hours, 
till our fiiends, seeing they could not be persuaded by entreaties, made a rush 
at them, brandishing their lattees and pelting them stones, and so drove them 
away 

14 On the 17th July I received a lettei from Kesho Kao, saying that a 
force of the Wauhas was about to pioceed from Cawnpooi to Jhansi, and ad- 
vising me to go to some village off the high road , but on the same day a 
party of about 300 men, m the employ of his son, Sheo Kam Tanteea, who was 
at Calpee, came and seized me, Mr Grifldths and my family, saying that they 
were servants of the Peshwa, and had been sent by him to take us to Oawn- 
pore Our whole paity, including my wife, sistei, five children, and two 
nephews, was placed upon two common carts, and marched off in the night 
toxvaids Calpee, to be sent on to the miscreant Nana, at whose hands we expect- 
ed no meicy 

15 At Attab, half-way to Calpee, which we reched in the morning, we 
met Sheo Kam Tanteea, who was going to Orai We begged hard not to be 
sent to the Nana, but he said he must obey the Nana’s orders, so we weie 
sent on m the afternoon, and reached Calpee in the evening. 

16 Sheo Earn went on to Oral, the Thannadai theie had got the 
names of seven of the men, who ueie foremost in beating off the mutmeeis 
uho came to murder us Sheo Ram ordered them to be apprehended, but 
only one, a cloth merchant, named Gunesh, was found, the rest having hid 
themselves on being thieatened by the Thannadai that they would be sent to 
Jaloun for having taken our part and assaulted the mutineers Gunesh was 
fined Rupees 60 for ,the imputed offence 

17. At Calpee we weie confined in the serai, and numerous guards 
placed over us, and at the gate, to prevent any one communicating with us 
Sheo Ram returned fiom Oiai in the night, and sent orders to the Subadai, 
commanding the escort, to take us on next morning to Cawnpoor. This man, 
who appealed well disposed towards us, told us that he would not proceed 
until he got a tent and more suitable conveyance for us , he even said that if 
be could possibly do so, he would take us to a place of safety 

18. Our march from Calpee being thus put off, on the 19th July in- 
telligence was received during the day of the Nana’s defeat and flight fiom 
Cawnpoor This brought about a total alteration in the conduct of Sheo Ram 
Tanteea, who called upon us, professing great fiiendship, but still acting with 
duplicity, concealed the defeat of the Nana, but sard that he had persuaded 
the Nana’s emissary to leave us for the present under his charge. Kesho Rao 
also came over from Jaloun, and spoke veiy kindly to us We were thus, by 
an unexpected turn of destiny, saved fiom a fiightful doom 

19 While we remained piisoneis in custody of Sheo Ram, the muti- 
neers of the 42nd Native Infantry ariived fiom Saugoi on the 22nd July 
They made enquiries about us, and we bad gieat feai of falling into then 
hands, but Sheo Ram got us into the fort and piotected us The mutineers 
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liavino- remained at Calpee, Slieo Ham provided us witli suitable conveyance, 
and sent us off to a village fifteen miles from Calpee 

20 While in the Calpee fort, though stiictly guarded, and prevented 
from writing, we managed to send off a man to give intelligence regarding us 
to General Neill at Cawhpoor The General, on hearing of our circumstances, 
% ery kindly sent a letter to Sheo Ham, desiring him to send us with a suitable 
escort to Cawnpoor, and also sent a letter to us, after which I kept up a cor- 
respondence with him 

21 Hor a long time the Jaghiredar objected to send us off, alleging the 
dangers of the load, but on receiving several peremptoiy letters fiom General 
Neiilj he agieed to let us go, and on the 11th August, we left the village of 
Choorkee, and arrived at Calpee. Sheo Ham detained us, saying there weie 
parties of mutineers at Bara and Obuchendee on the road side , but three of 
oui emissaries having returned fiom Cawnpoor on the 11th, 13tb, and 14th, 
and informed us to the contrary, we resolved on starting on the 16th. Sheo 
Ram appeared to assent, but on the evening of the 16th sent word to us that 
the British forces at Cawnpoor and Allahabad were annihilated, and the Nana’s 
rule again established, that he could not attend to the General’s requisitions, 
and acknowledged no other authoiity but that of the Nana, and that, instead 
of going to Cawnpooi, we must go back to Choorkee 

22 Some emissary of the Nana had arrived, and magnified the strength 
of that miscreant’s adherents, and Sheo Ham gave too willing a eai to his 
representations 

23 Soon after our return to Choorkee we heard that the mutineers and 
rebels, who had assembled at Bithoor, were beaten and dispersed General 
Neill again wrote peremptorily to Keslio Hao not to delay sending us over, 
and he also received your letter regarding us. Kesho Hao then made up his 
mind to let us go, furnished us with money and conveyances, and restored two 
hoises belonging to myself and Mr Giiffiths, which he had puichased from 
the mutineers, and without fuither hinderance, we started from Choorkee on 
the 31st August last, aud, after halting two days at Calpee, came on to 
Cawnpoor. 

24 Kesho Hao was evidently playing a double game , bis object was to 
secure the Baj of Jaloun, by adheiing to the interest of the diabolical Nana, 
but at the same time not to compromise himself with our Government, having 
a latent fear that Britisli rule might again be paramount, in which case the 
assistance he rendered my party would tell in his favoi The conduct how- 
evei of his eldest son, Sheo Bam Tanteea, to whom Calpee has been assigned, 
w as most flagrant 

25 While pretending that the guaids, who had us in custody, were 
servants of the Nana, Sheo Ham had the impudence to pi esent for mine ttnd 
Mr Griffith’s signature a document, purporting that he had rescued us from 
the Nana’s hands, and also from the mutineers Being completely m his 
power, we nere constrained to sign the paper, as it would had been impolitic 
at the time to let him see that his villainy was detected

requiimg an histoiical narrative of the events attending the mutinies and 
rebellion in 1857-68 in my division, I have the honor to report as follows —

2 Previous however to entering on the particulars, it will be proper for 
me to state that, when the mutinies broke out, I was Commissioner and 
Agent to the Lieutenant-Governor in the Division, then known as the Saugoi 
and Neibudda Teiritories, consisting of twelve distiicts, as pei maigin, with 

an aiea of 42,600 square miles, and yielding a 
land revenue of upwards of 46,00,000 Company’s 
Rupees , but, as the whole of these districts were 
under survey and settlement, the woik was too 
much for one Commissionei, and at my own re- 
quest, just before the Jhansi mutiny bioke out, the three first named distiicts, 
though not actually separated from my division (as they have since been by 
Government Orders No 493 of the 10th May 1868), were placed under the 
supervision of Captain Skene, then Superintendent of Jhansie, to whom neaily 
the full poweis of a Commissionei were given, and as the 4th district was, by 
General Older Governor -General, No 37, dated 15th Pebiuaiy 1868, transferred 
to tlie Political Department, 1 shall confine myself as much as possible to 
events which occuiied in my piesent division, consisting of eight districts, 
with an aiea of about 33,000 square miles, leaving the Commissioner of the 
new or Jhansi Division to lepoit on the districts transfeiied to him 

3 It will be proper here to state what tioops gaiiisoned the head- 
quarter stations ot my district when the mutinies 
broke out at Meerut, and I therefore give them foi 
easy refeience in the margin 

4. Till the mutinies at Delhi and Meerut 
occuired in May 1857, no country could have been 
in more profound peace than my division (now oflS.- 
cially styled the Jubbulpoor Division) was The 
whole was under survey, and everything vvas pi o- 
giessing foi a new and settlement of the land

6 It is true that, so far hack as January 1857, small wheaten cakes

body in the division, I believe, knew what it portended, or whence it came, 
and it appealed to have been little thought about, except that in the money 
market ot Saugor it is said to have had some slight effect in bill transactions 
I reported the matter to Government at the time, but even now it is a matter 
of doubt if the signal was understood by any one, or if it referred to the coming 
rebellion, though such is now the general opinion. 


April 1867. 

6 In April theie was some excitement amongst the Bengal troops 
regarding the introduction of the new cartridges at certain stations in the 
Presidency, but none of these cartridges reached my division, and the agita- 
tion was confined to the soldiers, to whom many false reports came by dfik, 
that the Government had a design on their religion, &c., and there can be no 
doubt emissaries were going about and letters passing between regiments, 
boding no good. 

May 1857. 

7 Target practice went on at Jubbulpoor as usual, even to the end of 
May, long alter the Delhi mutiny , and though some fancied they saw a change 
in the manner of the Natives, so lai back as the middle of May, I cannot say 
I did, nor do I believe such existed. 

8 Every caie was taken by the military authorities to disabuse the 
soldiers of the stories they heard, and it was early in May that stones were 
spread in Saugor, Dumoh, and Jubbulpoor to the effect that the ghee, atta, and

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suo-ar had been adulterated by order of Government with pig’s and covp’s blood 
and bone-dust, in ordei that all Hindoos and Mabomedans pai taking of them 
might lose their caste oi religion 

9. I issued a pioclamation explaining that all reports of the kind were 
false, and I lecommended Commanding Officers to have tbtir men’s provisions 
pui chased and examined by Committees of Native Officeis, and the atta to be 
giound in their presence This had a good elfect, and two oi thiee persons 
having been caught spieading false leports were well flogged 

10. On the 17th of May news reached Saugor and Jubbulpoor, and the 

of tho Meerut and Delhi mas next day Humoli, of the distressing mutinies, &c , 

3acrcsar^^es . at Mccrut and Delhi It did not appear to create 

any gieat excitement amongst the Natives, but a good deal of hoiror at the 
eiuelties was expressed by the sepoys and townspeople, and much alaim was, 
felt by many of the Europeans at all the stations Nothing how^ever occurred 
and the taiget practice of the 52nd went on as usual 

11 At 2 in the morning of the 19lh I was awoke by Mr Sleeman, 

„ . . ^ , Superintendent of the Thuggee Department, who 

irs pumcn u u poor informed me that the 62nd would rise at daybreak 

and murder every European He had heard this from Captain Vanrenen, 
Kevenue Surveyor, to whom it had been told by a Mr Campbell, one of his 
IJncovenanted Assistants. I hastily dressed and went over to Major Slee- 
man’s, wheie I w'as told all the European residents of the Station of Jubbulpoor 
w'cre assembling ready foi flight , but disbelieving the story, I counselled delay 
till some sign, at any rate, should be shown by the sepoys, who were perfectly 
quiet in their lines The officers of the regiment biought their wives and 
cbildien to Mr Slceman’s, and then went to their lines. Target practice 
took place as usual, and by suniise most of us were back in our ‘houses 

12 As the sepoys expressed extreme annoyance at the report, the 
Native Officeis begged an enquiry might bo made, and it was agreed that it 
should be conducted at my house. It was so on the 20tb, and it was proved 
that there was not the slightest foundation for the report. 

13. On the 22nd May, there was a good deal of exeitement at Jubbul- 
poor, and it was considered advisable that some place of rendezvous should be 
appointed, and a public building be selected as shelter in case of danger, and 
the Thugs’ Jail was talked of, and some arrangements for loopholing it and 
provisioning were made, but it was found too hot and too confined, and the 
idea was abandoned. 


June 1857. 

14 At all the stations everything was pietty quiet till the 5tli of Juno, 
when there w'as another panic at Jubbulpoor amongst some of the Europeans 
in consequence of Mr, Campbell again spreading a ffilse alarm. I ordered this 
person out of the station, and recommended more caution to others. 

16 Captain Pinkney, the Deputy Commissioner, and I resolved, that 
whatevei occurred we would not leave our posts, hut all ladies and children 
were recommended to leave the station and go to Calcutta or Nagpoor. 

16 I reported everything to Government, North-Western Provinces, 
and in reply received a note from Mr Colvin, the Lieutenant-Governor, dated 
the 30th May 1857, of which the Appendix marked A is an extract. 

17 On the 8th of June news of the mutiny at Jhansm reached Saugor, 

News of jimo«e mutiny nmvc= ^ rccGived a uoto by cxprcss from 

Captain E, Gordon, Deputy Commissioner of 
Jhansie, dated the 7th, written from the fort hut cheerfully, and hoping soon 
to be released > Poor fellow, he fought bravely, but was shot dead by a sepoy, 
and the next day the whole of theEuiopeans and Eurasians (m all seventy-six, 
see Appendix marked B) were most foully and treacherously murdered by the 
01 del of the Rani. . ^ 
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18. This sad news, coupled with the intelligence that the Raja of Ban- 
poor had assembled men at Lullutpooi, caused much excitement amongst the 
sepoys and Thakoors near Saugor, and at Juhbulpoor the sepoys were very 
uneasy, not apparently inclined to mutiny, hut expressing a fear of being dis- 
armed , and I therefore applied to Nagpoor for troops to come towards this as 
far as Seonee, but not to advance on Juhbulpoor without my order. 


After some delay a foice was ordered up, but in consequence of 
the discovery of a plot at Nagpoor, the troops 
weie recalled from the first march (13th June).

20 The two companies of the 31st Native Infantry on command at 
Dumoh were relieved about this time by two of the 42nd, and the latter were said 
of he disafiFected Both the sepoys at Juhbulpoor and Dumoh expressed great 
fears of being disarmed, and stated they were sure Emopeans were marching 
up for the purpose Tliey were told to send out men and see if such was the 
case, which they did, and after a time the 62nd men begged that Europeans 
might be sent to aid them in quelling any disturbances that might occur! 


21 The Deputy Commissioner of Ghundeyree had reported that the 
Conduct of Enja of Banpoor at Wing of the Gwalior Contingent stationed at 
LuUutpoor Lullutpooi (the head-quarter station of Chun- 

deyree) were not to be depended on, and that he doubted the loyalty of the 
Raja of Banpoor, who had been called there to assist the Deputy Commis- 
sioner, but had surrounded the station with this followers, consequently he 
requested tlie Biigadier Commanding at Saugor to send him troops, and I 
also urged this on Brigadier Sage. 

22. On the 13th June, one company of the 31st Bengal Native Infantry, 
, ^ ^ one Company of the 42od Bengal Native Infantry, 

roopsmnrc wars n u poor troop of the 3rd Irregular Cavaliy and two 

guns (with two European Artilleiymen to point them) left Saugor for Lullut- 
poor under command of Major Gaussen of the 42nd. About this time it was 
reported to me by the Deputy Commissioners of Dumoh and Saugor that the 
Baja of Shahgurh, whose principality borders on the north and west of these 
two districts, was raising soldiers and evidently making preparations for wai 


23 On the 14th some of the men of the 42nd Regiment reported 
Firot sign of mutiny in tiie 42nd that four of their sepoys had endeavoured to 

Ecgiiucnt prevent the detachment proceeding on its march 

Tliey were seized, tried by a Native Com t-Mai tial and found guilty, hut 
w^ere only sentenced to six months’ imprisonment with labor 

24 The excitement was so gieat amongst the men of the regiments 
that the Deputy Commissioner, veiy wisely, quietly sent the prisoners off to 
Hoshungabad under a Police guard, and they were safely lodged in jail there. 

25 Brigadier Sage posted mounted troopers of the 3rd Irregular Cavalry 
lound the cantonment of Saugor, and made them patrol night and day to 
prevent the sepoys attempting a rescue. 

26. The detachment intended for LuUutpoor reached Malthone, and 
more than once the European ofidcers who accompanied it were informed that 
the sepoys were counselling their murder 

27. On 01 about the 15th, whilst Lieutenant Miller, Adjutant of the 
Attempt on the hfo of tiie Adjutant 62nd Regiment, was inspecting the guaids of his 

of 62nd Native Infantry regiment at Jubbulpool, a sepoy in the ranks 

brought his musket down to the charge and made a thrust at the Adjutant, 
who foitunately escaped with a slight scratch. The Subadar-Major, who 
was standing in the rear, threw his arms round the man, and after a severe 
struggle, in which the Subadai-Major was wounded and risked his own life, 
the rascal was seemed and confined in the guard-room. There was some show 
of assistance towards the Adjutant, but more of sympathy with the prisoner. 
The Subadar-Major was rewarded by Government.

28 The sepoy was said to be triad, and, being pronounced so by the 
medical officer of the legiment, he was sent, under a guard of his own corps, 
to the Lunatic Asylum at Benares, which ho safely reached, and where, I 
believe, he was pionounced not mad, for he was hanged at Benares ! 

29 There can be no doubt that, had this wretch succeeded in his object 
of killing the Adjutant, tke greater part of the regiment, if not all, would 
have joined in a massacre of the Europeans. It was one of those many extia- 
ordinaiy escapes that have occuried in this mutiny. 

30 No attempt was made to release the prisoner, and the legiment 
lemained quiet. 

31. About the middle of this month plundciing commenced in the Saugoi 
district 

32 The Deputy Commissioner of Mundlah, Captain "Waddington, who 
had for several years been Adjutant of the 52nd Regiment, was said to have 
great influence with the regiment, and as the Licutenant-Govei nor had per- 
mitted Captain "Waddington to leside at Jubbulpooi, duiing the hot weather 
and rains, there being no house in Mundlah, I called him in. 


33 On the 16th the sad intelligence of the massacre at Jhansie, and on 
NcA\sof the mnssacro at jhutisto tlic 18th of the mutiny at Lullutpoor, reached 

and mutmi at Luiiutpoor received Saugot and Jubbulpoor, and ucv s of thc mutiny 

at Banda came at the same time The Banpoor Raja too had seized the district 
of Chundeyree, and confined the Euiopcan officeis. 


34' Captain E Pinkney, ray Deputy Commissioner at Jubbulpoor, at once 
volunteered to go to Saugor and oveitake Majoi Gaussen’s Detachment, pro- 
ceed with it, and endeavoi to restore order in Ohundej ree and Jhansie To this 
I consented, the countiy between Jubbulpoor and Saugor being then quiet

35 Rumouis of disaffection amongst the Native Chiefs in and around 

my division became life, and I theiefore lost no 
time in issuing orders to all my District Officers 
to raise extia Police, to watch all the Ghfi,ts on thc Neibudda, and to withdraw 
the ferry boats to the south bank, except at Mundlah and Jubbulpoor, nheie 
they weie to be kept on the noitli bank guarded 

36. I called on all the Native Chiefs and Jaghiredars within my division 
_ ^ to be loyal, and to laise small Contingents, and 

one or them near Jubbulpoor, Kao TJnrood Sing 
of Kymoiee, offered to furnish, and gave men to escoit Captain Pinkney 

37 This was done at once, and many Mahajuns and Malgoozais were 
called on to be faithful, and, if need be, to assist the Government with their 
Teomamy and Contingents 

38 The measure proved of much advantage, foi though the temporary 
extra Police and Contingents weie not much to be depended on, and some even 
joining the rebels, hundreds of aimed men were thus taken into Government 
pay, who otheiwise would have swelled the ranks of the enemy. 

39 I incieased the pay of the sowars, and ordered others to be raised 
This also pioved a very successful measure Many of these men have since 
done excellent service, and all have now been transferred to the Military Police 
Corps 


40 Major Gaussen’s Detachment arrived at Maltlione on the 18tb, and 
finding the passes to the north of it were held by large bodies of the Raja of 
Banpooi’s rebel troops, it was theicfoie halted to protect the northern frontier 
of the Saugor district, and keep the Banpoor Raja in check. 


41 Eoi this he did not consider his force strong enough , consequently 
Brigadier Sage ordered it to be stiengthened by 250 men of the 31st Native 
Infantry, 100 of the 42ad, and fifty more so wars of the 3id Ii regular 
Cavalry fiom Saugoi 
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42 On tins party joining Major Gaussen on the 23id June, he proceed-

43 Majoi Gaussen appiebended a messenger of the Banpoor Baja’s 
Eaja of Banpoor tampers nitii the With a lettei addressed to the detachment, telling 

them that the Boondelahs (of which tribe of Baj- 
poots the Baja is the head) were their fi lends, that the sepoys had acted well 
in lesisting our inteifeience with then leligion, and tliat as Government had 
tieated the Thakoois very badly, they would assist the sepoys 

44 Major Gaussen assembled the Native officers, and consulted them as 
to what answer should be sent. They at once wiote that they were faithful to 
then salt, and if the Baja sent any moie messengers they would be hanged 

45 On the 20th, Captain Clerk, Deputy Commissioner of Sconce, whom I 

„ , _ , , . , . „ had summoned to relieve Captain Pinkney, and had 

lelieved by sending Lieutenant Thomson, Assistant 
Commissionei, arrived and took charge of the district of Jubbulpooi, and'the 
next day Captain Pinkney started with his little Guard of Aheei Thakoors for 
Saugoi, and speedily leached it; in safety, but on the 25th Majoi Gaussen re-

47. Tlie good news now reached us of the Lullutpoor officers and ladies*^ 
iinpn onraent of tbc Lullutpoor being aliYC, but they Were at fil st Confined by tbe 

Indies niui ofTiccrs ' Banpoor Baja, who shortly aftei sent them to 

Teliiee, wbicb place they reached after many tiials and naiiow escapes, 
tliiougb the excellent conduct of Mobumed Ah Klian, Mookhtar of the B.ija of 
Banpoie At Teluee they were kindly treated thiough theinfluence of the young 
Ptaja of Oorcha’s tutoi, and again befiiended by Mohumed Ah Khan and 
Ills seivant, both of nliora have since been most handsomely leu aided by the 
Government. I may here mention, that the Teluee authoiities, at the request 
of the officeis, sent them towards Saugor, and on the way they weie seized 
and impiisuned by the rebel Baja ot Shahguih, who, aftei keeping them in 
a most wretched condition for throe months, allowing them meiely one anna 
a day each for food, sent them in to Saugoi, when I threatened to attack him 
■«ith the Kaniptee Movable Column in September 1857. 

48 Dacoities now were of daily occuirence in the nothern pait of the 

Pluudcnng in Saugor by Boondo SaUgOl district, OWing tO tllC inCUlSlons of the 

dreaded Boondelahs, who came fiom Ghundeyree 
and Shahgurh, and who were soon joined by the Narhut and other Thakoors 
in the Saugoi district The first took place on the 16th June 

49 On the 27th of June, Brigadier Sage, considering the conduct of 
Saugor residents take protection in the sepoys at Maltbone highly mutinous, and sus- 

pecting the troops in the Saugoi Oautonmeut, 
consulted with the senior officeis and beads of depaitments as to what should

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be done It T\as resolved to take possession of the old fort m tke town of 
Saugoi, which was used as an arsenal and niagazme, and gaiiisoned by sepoys 
tiom the cantonment 

60 It was of gieat consequence that this fort should not fall into the 
hands of the Native soldieiy oi the lehels, for independent of its largo stores, 
It was the only safe place foi the Euiopean and Chiistian residents, in the 
event of the mutiny oi the lehellion spieading 

51. Immediate steps weie therefore taken to lay in supplies and piepaie 
accommodation foi the Euiopean families The hulk of tlie treasuie was 
taken fiom the Deputy Commissionci’s Kucheiiy, and the whole of the ponder 
from the expense magazine, and lodged in the foi t. The same afternoon the 
Sepoy Guaid in the foit was, witliout pievious notice, lelieved by tnenty 
European aitilleiymen Notice nas also given at once to the Euiopean 
families, that piepaiation had been made in the foit for their leception, and 
neaily all took advantage of it that night. 

62 Oi del s weie then issued foi tlie whole of the tioops at Saugoi to 
he held in leadiness to maicli to Malthone. This ivas a luse. 

63 On the 29th June, while the neekly guaids weie being lelieved at 
Saugoi, the whole of the rest of the Euiopean artilleiymen with then guns 
weie quietly maiched into the fort, where they were at once joined by all the 
Euiopean officers and Christian lesidents, who had been pieviously named to 
pioceed there with a poition of their piopeity 

64i This being done, the Biigadier diiected the Native officers of the 
31st and 4i2nd Native Infantry, and of the 3id Iiiegulai Cavalry, to attend on 
him in the foit, and on then doing so, he informed them that, notwithstand- 
ing then pioraises of fidelity, there Iiad been a mutiny of a portion of each 
coips, that if they nislied to prove themselves true they must at once give up 
the bad men, and if they did not do so, he would not trust the Euiopean 
officeis to remain longer with traitors 

55 They expressed gieat icgret for what had happened, and they all

as amongst the majority of the Chiistian residents, theie was much excitement, 
hut the sepoys lemamed quiet, doing their duty as usual.

68 On the morning of the 1st July the portion of the 3id Ii regular 
42nd Nntuo Infantry nnd 3rd irre Cavalry lemaining at Saugoi’, With the exception 

gular Cnx airy mutiny at Saugor Of SOme of the NutlVC officei’S, and aboUt fifty 

sowais, broke out into open mutiny in the cantonments, went to the Musjid, 
and sharpened their swords 

69 At tlie same time Sheikh Ramzan, the senior Suhadai present with 
the 42nd Native Infantry, raised the Mahomedan flag, and called for followers 
by beat of drum He was joined by the whole of the 42nd, who remained in 
the station, by a few of the 31st, and by all the mutineers of the 3id Iire- 
guldi Cavalry, and the same day these mutinous troops and the bad characters 
of the Suddei Bazar and camp tollowers, plundeied and injured the property 
of most of the officeis’ houses in cantonments, but did not set fiie to them 

60 They also took away about Rupees 9,600 worth of copper and small 
silver com, which could not be removed from the Treasury for want of time 
and carriage 
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Alarm in Dnmoli 


61 On the 2nd July a poition of the mutmeeis went towaids Dumoh,

62 In Hoshungahad, which is my most westeily distiict, a plot was 
Plot discovered in Tiosiiungabad to discovcred to lob tile Teliseelt e Treasui y of Huida, 

rob the treasure at Hurda Nujeebs in charge of it wpie most muti- 

nous , but owing to the excellent, judicious, and brave conduct of the Deputy 
Magistiate (Muzbeei Jumeel) there, it was saved, and (about Rupees 30,000) 
sent into the Sudder Treasuiy, under a stiong Guard of Police, who lemained 
faithful. 

63 The Saugor mutiny cieated gieat alarm at Dumoh The hankeis 

hid their wealth on hearing of it, on the 2nd of 
July, and the Deputy Commissionei lesolved to 

lodge the tieasuie in the jail foit 

64 But to proceed with the Saugor mutiny The men sent out by the 
Farther p-irtiealars o£ tbo matmy 31st tO MaltboDG leheved the Light Cowpaaf of 

of Saugor troops regiment, which had been the most mutinous, 

and it letuined to Saugor Some of the men of this Company expiessed 
extreme contrition for their conduct, but about forty-five at once joined the 
mutineers of the 3rd Irregular Oavaliy and 42nd Native Infantiy. 

65 The men sent out by the 42nd Native Infantry on the same errand, 

, to hung in the bad men) were overtaken by some of the mutineers of 

that regiment and 3rd Irregulars and joined them, except six, who weie at 
once put to death by the mutineers 

66 Prom the 1st of July, Sheikh Ramzan, Subadar, 42nd Native 
Infantry, assumed the command in cantonments, and the title of “ General ” 

67 The mutmeeis seized the large saluting gun on the artillery lull, 
which had been left there when tlie lest of the guns were taken into the fort, 
and brought it down to the quarter guard of the 42nd, which the mutineers 
made their head-quarters 

68 The 31st Native Infantiy (except the forty-five men alluded to in 
Good conduct of tbo sist Nntivo paragraph 64) kept aloof from the mutmeeis The 

Infantry Native officers of this corps daily went to the 

fort, and the men protected and conveyed much of then officers’ property to 
them 

69 The 31st Native Infantry now requested permission to attack the 
mutineers This the Biigadiei sanctioned, but would not allow their European 
officers to accompany them however, a strong paity of the Customs Ohupias- 
sees, who had just been armed with muskets, were sent out by the Deputy Com- 
missioner, Major Western, to make a demonstiation in favor of the 31st, and 
were accompanied by the officers of the Customs Department, and by Captain 
Pinkney, who had not been able to pi oceed beyond Saugor in consequence of 
the mutiny at Malthone, and by Lieutenant Hamilton, the Assistant Commis- 
sioner 

70. The mutineers seeing they were about to be attacked, fired a round 
fight hetneen the sist and mnti sliot into the 3lst fi’om the saluting guu, and both 

regiments now kept up a desultoiy fire with their 
muskets nearly the whole day, but little damage was done on either side 

71 The next morning the mutineers, thinking the 31st would be aided 

by the artillery of the fort, left the station for 
the north in great haste, taking with them some 
conveyances belonging to the officers, but soon abandoned them on the road 

72. The Deputy Commissioner of Dumoh, as I stated in paragraph 63, 
Conduct of officers and men at resolved on placing his treasure in the jail fort 

when he heard ^of the mutiny of the 42nd The 
detachment of that corps at Dumoh were greatly excited, and plundering by 


Mutineers leave the statien 
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the Bundelahs fiom Shaguih had 3ust commenced The Deputy Commis- 
sioner, Lieutenant Nembhaid, on the 3td of July, on leceiving an expiess 
nom Saugor of the detachment of mutineeis being sent to Duraoh for his 
tieasuie, assembled the Euiopean Ofliceis (a Lieutenant and Ensign of the 
d2nd) and Native Ofliceis, and aftei consulting them, it was lesolved that 
they and the detacliment should all entei the jail foil and defend it against 
the mutineeis 

73 In the aftei noon a Ilavildar of the detachment, who was taking 
some money into Saugoi, retuined and stated that he had come on the muti- 
neeis, and that they would be at Dumoh eaily the next morning The tiea- 
suie uas at once sent into the Jail, the detachment are described to have 
been in a veiy excited and mutinous state, and once, dui ing the evening, 
lushed to then aims , but, some time after, uere quieted by Lieutenant Holt. 

74i The Jemadai of the detachment, and one oi two loyal Non-cora- 
missioned ofliceis, the same evening warned the European officers that their 
men ueie not to be depended on, and that certain dangei to the European 
officers would follow, should tliey enter the Jail, indeed, the officers had 
each and all convincing proofs, that if they entered the Jail that night, they 
would not leave It alive sucli u as their impression at any late And seeing 
Avhat had occuiied at Saugoi in tins regiment, and elscuhere in so many 
Coips, it IS not suipiising that, after consulting togethei, they should have 
left the station that night, u ith nothing but the clothes on their backs, and at 
the time most people thought that they were light, and they must not be 
judged by aftei events 

75 The officers and Mrs Holt lode direct to Nursingpoor (about seventy 
miles), where, aftei much sufF<-iing fiom wet and huugei on the load, they 
safely ai lived 

76 On the morning of the d-th the mutineers arrived at Dumoh from 
Saugoi The infantry poition vent to the Jail and demanded the tieasuie, 
which was refused by the Subadai-Major and Eunjeet Sing Havildai The 
cavaliy poition aie said to have searched for the ofliceis, with the intention 
of murdeiing them, but being unsuccessful, and finding the Subadar-Major 
and llunjeet Sing lesolute in not joining them, and in not giving up ilie 
tieasuie, the whole left the station and plundered some villages, but did no 
haiin in Dumoh. 

77 It impossible for me to say what the real intention of the Dumoh 
detacliment w.is Some think that they vishedtokeepthetieasurefoithem- 
selvt s, and not to share it vitli then biethren The Subadar-Major was a 
Maliomedan, and his family wcie at Saugor in the hands of the Biigadiei, who 
aiiested them, but he was old, and is said not to have had much influence 
with his men But Runjeet Sing was not only a fine gallant soldier, but had 
great influence, and to his excellent management, pluck in eveiy way, and 
loyalty, I ascribe the safety of the tieasuie, which was eventually made over 
to Captain Pinkney, as will be seen heieafter. 

78 Looking back at the whole matter a year after its occur rence, it is 
my impiessioti that though many of the men in this detachment were pro- 
bably bad, yet the body were not The whole have remained faithful to the 
State up to this time, and I am liappy to say that the old Subadai-Major and 
the gallant llunjeet Sing have been promoted by the Government foi their 
good conduct 

79 It was the impression of every one at Jubbulpoor that the 52nd

SrthetuTopeJfuT^^^^^^ the mutiny at Saugor, there w’as an unmistak- 

able change for the worse in the conduct of some 
of the men indeed, about the 3id of July, 1 think it was, three Companies took 
then muskets out of the Bells of Aims, with no good intentions, but they w'eie 
pacified Some of the neighbouiing Thakoois oi petty Chiefs too were said to be 
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about to rise and join the sepoys against us, and reports came from Saugor that 
the mutineers were going to take Jubhulpooi after "Dumoli All this being 
possible, and there being many ladies and Christian woman and children at 
Jubbulpore, it was proposed, on the morning of the 4tb July, that all females 
and children should at once leave the statiob for Nursingpoor, and prepar- 
ations were made accordingly, but seeing there was eveiy chance ot heavy 
rain shortly falling, and that the ladies and children would have much trouble 
on the road, which was heavy, and the Nerbudda to cross, and even if they 
safely leached Nuisingpoor they would have but poor accommodation, and, 
perhaps, not adequate protection if the Madias troops theie had to take the 
field, I settled with Colonel Jamieson, Commanding the 62nd and station, 
that it would be much bettei, in every way, and causeless alarm to the Na- 
tives of the town, who were loyal, if all the Christians assembled in the Agency 
House, which I occupied, and which could be blockaded and be made de- 
fensible in a short time against musketry, if all worked with a will 

80 It was necessary policy also to appear to place confidence in the 
Policy to put apparent trust m tiio sepoys, for had they seen we distrusted them, they 

sepoys at first assuiedly would not have allowed us to congregate, 

if they meant mischief We theiefore told the Native officers that we were 
afiaid of an attack fiom the Boondelahs and Saugor mutineers, and must 
barricade ourselves and have a guard from the regiment ' They apparently 
approved of this, and seemed pleased. 

81 At 2 P M. that day notice was sent round, and before 7 P M aU the 
Chnstians assemWed in tiie Jnbiiui Indies, gentlemen, and children were assembled in 

poor Agency House and barricaded the my llOUSe We Sat doWn tO dinner, forty-five adults, 

of whom ten were ladies, and theie were also fif- 
teen ohildien In the house there was no accommodation for the Sergeants 
and IJncovenanted members of the Service, but tempoiary arrangements were 
made foi them in the verandahs, and, eventually, in tents and out-houses, con- 
veniently near and within the intrencliments 

82 Pickets of sepoys were posted in the large compound, and the offi- 
cers, Sergeants and IJncovenanted, took it by turns to stand sentry at night all 
round the house. 

83 Doubtless, that night (which was a rainy one, and would have pre- 
vented the ladies travelling over the bad roads had the plan not been changed) 
was one of no small danger to the Euiopeans of Jubbulpoor, fora section 
of detei mined men might have shot us all from the large hall door as we 
sat at dinner but, thanks be to God, all passed off quietly, and, as the day 
dawned, the next morning we had some thousands of workmen busily engaged in 
barricading doors, filling bags and boxes with sand, and piling them up in the 
open verandahs and on the top of the house (a large pukka flat-roofed one) , 
otheis were bunging in supplies and stores of all kinds Every officer was 
told off to some particular work; some woiked hard with their own hands, 
otheis in super intending the fortifications, or stowing away, &c., supplies 

84. Two small old guns (dangerous to the gunners if fired ’) were dug 
up and placed in position, and the ladies employed themselves in making pow- 
der bags. 

85. In fact it was the most busy scene imaginable , but that night all 
sat down to dinner with some feeling of security • most of us with good appe- 
tites, and stout and thankful heaits. 

86 Por many days every one was busily engaged, the fortifications 
made rapid progress in strength and size The Sepoy Guards were gradually 
reduced, and at last were dispensed with, and with a large stock of ammunition, 
muskets, and our fowling-pieces we felt secuie from any attack, unless the 
enemy had guns I enclose a photograph, marked 0

cm dat.cs earned on as usual at the day in theii Offices as usual, and the Civil 

Jubbulpoor Administiation never flagged for a day, every 

thing in that lespeot was earned on as usual. Some of the officers and 
ladies spent a few liours of the day in then own houses, and a portion of our 
gariison weie allowed daily to take their iides oi drives as usual, some gen- 
tlemen geneially accompanying the ladies however with loaded levolveis.

88 I had in the end of Juno been invested, by the Governor-General,

reports reaching Nagpoor, the Commissioner and the Biigadier at Eamptee

three, in Jubbulpooi a few, in Mundlah many, in Saugoi seveial, in Dumoh 
neailv all, in Seonee none, and in Baitool the chief Malgoozars, Sheodeen 
and Bamdeen, were discovered intriguing and making aiiangements to laise 
the Gonds, but being detected in time, they weie tiled and sentenced to seven 
years’ imprisonment Every possible precaution was taken by all the District 
Officers and myself in offeiing advice, and in raising extra police, &c 


100. On or about the 9th of July the Tehseeldaiees and Thannahs of 

, , c Koiai and Benaika in Saugor weie attacked, and 

osso wo eisoeeesjn augor possession of, the formei by the Baja of 

Banpoor’s troops, and the lattei by tliose of the Shaguih B,aja 

101. The Tehseeldar of Koiai, Ahmud Buksh, and Peer All, a To- 
mundai of police, and most of the police, joined the rebels, and some of those 
at Benaika did the same. 

102 On the 9th a portion of the 31st Begiment Native Infantry, and 

Eeinforcements sent from Saugor to SOmC of the 3 ld Iliegular Oavaliy, WCIO Sent 

Major Gaussen, and the results fiom Saugoi to assist Majol Gausseu ou liis return 

fiom Malthone He arrived at Saugoi on the 12th the gi eater poition of 
the Native Officeis and men of the 4i2nd and 3id Irregular Cavalry, with 
Major Gaussen, had deserted, and as this officer retired, the Baja of Banpoor 
took possession of the northern portion of the district, and of course plunder- 
ing became general 

103 The police at Hurda in Hoshungabad bioke out into open mutiny. 
Mutiny of some police in Hosbnng^ but tlic Deputy ACagistiate, kliizheei Jumeel, kept 

bad and alarm in consequence a bold ffOUt, Uud they Were UUable tO do mucll 

harm there, although they attempted to raise the Mahomedan standard ; and 
seeing that they could not succeed, nine of tliem deseited, leaving their muskets 
Six men weie afterwards captured, and the lest have since been brought 
to trial Some hanged, and others impiisoned for life 

104i In Seonee, a laige commercial town in the Hoshungabad district, 
there was considerable alarm, when the false news of Holkai’s lebellion ai lived , 
but the Munsiff, Ully Hossein, who is an Assistant Magistrate, behaved 
admirably, and not only allayed the fears of the people, but kept the police to 
their allegiance. 

106 The Deputy Commissioner of Hoshungabad, Lieutenant J C Wood, 
sent out Mr J L Thornton, one of his Deputy Magistrates, to Sohagpoor, a 
large town with a fort in the heart of that portion of his district, where the 
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Oobareedars or petty Kajas bold tbeir jaglures. This officer had great influ- 
ence with them and with the police, and soon put down dacoities, which had 
commenced 

106 On the 8th of July, Colonel Durand and his paity arrived safely 

at Hoshungabad from Indore, and as Major

110 I called on the Officer Commanding at Jubbulpoor to send out 
troops to attack them, and on the 16th a party of the 52nd marched under an 
officer , and the Boondelahs hearing of it decamped, but only to return rein- 
foiced and to come on to the load at Mooiwara, where they stole the post 
hoises and stopped the up-countiy and Calcutta dilks. They then again took 
possession of the fort. 


Ill On leceipt of this intelligence I sent orders to Lieutenant Bailey, 
, , ,, , , Commanding a Company of the 60th Bengal Ifa- 

ercereta cn jnsan os royc Infantry (whicli I had previously brought 

from Nagode to Myhere on the Gieat Deccan Hoad to keep open the com- 
munication), to move down and attack the rebels, and at the same time I 
ordered a Company of the 62nd, under Lieutenants Barton and Cockburn at 
Saleemabad, also to move against the rebels , and I sent Lieutenant Baldwin, 
Assistant Commissionei of Jubbulpooi, as Civil Officer Botli detachments 
moved with the greatest alaciity, but Lieutenant Bailey arriving first, the 
rebels again fled, and I had the foit completely destroyed 


112 On the 26t]i more post hoises were stolen by the rebels, who hid 
piandonng put doivn in Jubbulpoor, themsclvcs lu the jungle, but froni this date 

and 52ud Kegiment kept quiet plundeiing ccased, and the distiict was kept in 

perfect peace by a legiment, which afterwards mutinied and joined the 
lebels 

113 By this measuie, viz , sending out parties of the 62nd, the chances 
against the Europeans, in case of a mutiny, w'eie greatly decreased, and the 
district was lestoied to order, till the mutiny occurred, when, as will be seen 
heieaftei, the 62nd stole out of the station in a dark night. 

114 I must here mention that the disturbances at Nagpoor having 
NngpoorWovabio Coiumu ordered to been quclled, and the sepoys of tile 52ud seeing 

Jubbulpoor, i,c themselves trusted, got over their feais of being 

disarmed , and the Europeans having been placed in a place of comparative 
safety in a case of mutiny, I requested the Commissioner and Brigadier of 
Nagpooi, if possible, to send us some leliable troops, and on the I7tli of July

Assistant Commissioner, accompanied the detachment Eiom this it will 
be seen that Biigadier Sage’s confidence in the 31st was so fai restoied, 
that he allowed officeis to accompany men on detached duty, but would 
not tiust the men inside the fort, oi allow the officeis to sleep in then houses 
in cantonments 

116 On the 21st the lebels near Benaika, having been leinfoiced fiom 
Sliahgurh, advanced with one gun to attack oui detachment, but they weie 
repulsed, and then gun (a laige brass one, belonging to the Shahguih Eaja) 
captured The Baja sent a messenger to say that he would give up the lady 
and officers in his power (those fiom Lullutpooi), and the detachment moved 
out to receive them, but were tieacheiously fiied on He then sent woid that 
be would exchange them for the gun, but this w'as evidently false , and as the 
Officer Commanding the detachment. Major Legal d of the 31st, did not think 
his detachment strong enough to attack the rebels, w'ho, he heaid, had been 
leinfoiced by some 1,000 men, he withdrew to Saugor, bunging in the cap- 
tured gun. 

117 About this time (20th), the Saugor district was nearly all in the 
Anarchy in Saugor and our loss of liauds of the enemy The foit of Bautguih, in the 

foils Kantgurh and Gurrakota west bordei , was taken possession ot (and our 

police partly driven out, and partly induced to join the rebels ) by the Nawab 
of Amapanee in Bhopal, and the fort at Gurrakota in the south was taken and 
occupied by the Shahguih troops 

118 At the same time the Raja of Banpooi, with fiom 12 to 1,400 men. 
Advance of Banpoor troops on Sau moved downfiomtlie noitli towaids Saugoi, and 

sor took up a very strong position at Nuiraulee, 

about twelve miles fiom Saugoi Port, and on the 26lh a portion of his 
tioops actually advanced to the cantonments and fired on an out-house of 
the artillery barracks, but on the troops in the station being sent against 
them, they decamped 

119 As Captain Pinkney could not get beyond Saugoi, and was of no 
Safety and recovery of Dumoh Fort use in his official capacity theie, and was, like the 

andtrcasuie lest, lu the foit, I lequested him to try and re- 

cover Dumoh and its treasuie, as the two weak Companies of the 42nd theie 
were not only holding the place, but had attacked and driven the rebels out of 
the town I requested Bngadiei Sage to give him some troops for this pur- 
pose, but Captain Pinkney anticipated my wishes , he obtained two Companies of 
the 31st, undei Captain Pinch, and two guns, and on arriving at Dumoh 
(foity-five miles from Saugoi) the detachment theie at once made over the foit 
and tieasuie to him The Subadai -Major of the 42nd, aided by the Moonsifif, 
w'hom Runjeet Sing, Havildai, took good care to keep in the foit with him, 
had managed to cany on duty in the town of Dumoh and a few miles around it, 
so far as to keep the prisoners in jail, the police at then posts, and to corre- 
spond with me. 

120. A portion of the party, with Captain Pinkney and Captain Pinch, 
Dumoh troops aiHckrekeis at Hm aided by the 42nd Detachment, then attacked 
^oreeah Hindoreeali, about twelve miles fiom Dumoh, the 

seat of the rebel Kishore Sing, who had been instigated by the Shahgurh Raja 
to attack Dumoh sometime before, and oui little force at Hindoieeah beat a 
large body behind stone walls, and killed many of them. 

121 On healing that Lieutenant Nembliard, the Deputy Commissioner 
Lieutenant Nemhimrd, Deputy Com of Diimoli, and his party had Safely reached 
missionei, again ordered to Dumoh NurSingpOOl, I Oldeied him Up tO JubbulpOOF, and 

after making such enquiiies as I thought proper legaiding his leaving his 
station, I Oldeied him at once to proceed and lelieve Captain Pinkney at 
Dumoh

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122 Lieutenant Nembliaxd arrived at Jubbulpooi on the 19tb July, and 
stalled, togetbei uith the two officers of the 42nd, on the 21st, escorted by a 
party of the 52nd. 

123 Lieutenant Nembliaid and his paity reached Lumoh (sixty-five

take two Companies of the 62nd Regiment, Bengal Native Infantry, with him, 
as It would give confidence to the coips, be a kind of guarantee for the good 
conduct of those of the regiment left at Jubbulpooi, and still luithei weaken 
the litter party At fiist he refused, but afterwaids consented 


132 1 urged on the Colonel that if a poi tion of the column, which I 

had increased by two Companies of the 28rh Madias Native Infantiy horn Nur- 
singpoor, was left at Jubbulpooi, It would make the place safe, but he positively 
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refused, saying it was tlie orders of Biigadier Prior that the column was 
not to be divided 


133 I bad, as tmII have been seen, weakened the 52nd greatly, 300 
No Madras troops to garrison Jub men weie on Icavp, and some 460 detached, so 

that not above 250 remained at Jubbulpoor 
The coips was behaving well, the two companies apparently eagerly joined the 
column, the police had been giea«^ly strengthened Major Sleeman, Geneial 
Supeiintendent lor the Suppiession of Thuggee, had a laige body of Nujeebs 
at the station, in whom he stated he had confidence, and the Euiopean lesidents, 
numbeiing in all some sixty or seventy men, had a safe place in my house 
Moi cover, Dumoh was being constantly attacked by large bodies of rebels 
with guns, and the officers there leported that the Bengal sepoys weie losing 
heart fiom constant fighting and no relief, and as Saugor was surrounded 
-with rebels, w'ho w'ould not believe we had reliable troops in India, I resolved 
on lequestmg Colonel Millar to march tow^aids Dumoh, 

134 On healing this. Major Sleeman, Major Gordon, Executive Engineer, 
Some officers protest against no and Captain Vanieuen, vehemently piotested 

troops being left at Jubbulpoor against the movc, dcclaiing that eveiy European

136 Mv own mind was made up, but I thought it bettei to call a meet- 
ing of the senior officeis on the subject, and the result was that the only actual 
dissenting voice to the march was Major Sleeman. 

136 I attach in the Appendix maiked H the opinions of the officers, 
as the question of the propriety of the column advancing has since been much 
talked of, and may not have been undeistood by all. 

137 I repoited this and everything else to Government, and Major 
Sleeman also wiote Tie lequested me to halt the column till an answer could 
be received, but of couise I declined, and I never heaid that he got an answer 
from Government I received no reply, nor did I expect one

140 Shortly after these two companies reached Kuttungee, the Senior 
Officer in Command, Lieutenant Oakes, leceived a most uigent call from Du- 
moh, and in consequence (in spite of lain, bad loads, and swollen iiveis) he 
marched in two days with liis detachment to Dumoh, and once or twice was 
engaged with the rebels near that place.

chiefs, witliout which the guns could never have moved, and I gave two yards 
of good wax-cloth to eveiy native soldiei to put undei and roll his bedding in. 

147 On the 20tli the column again maiched at daybreak, but bad bard-

able Column lieavily, aud nevei ceased foi seveial days The 

cavaliy and I leacbed the Heruu rivei, wlucli luns just below Kuttungee, 
about noon, and immediately commenced crossing the lapid and swollen stream, 
which was effected without any loss of life, and of but little baggage. Some 
of the hladias Infantiy crawled into camp during the day, and a few of the 
officers came up, buttbe guns and remainder of tlio infantiy and paik did not 
leacb us for some tbiee days duiing the whole of which time it lained 
148 I must here mention that, as the Madias sepoys’ tents could not be 
quickly enough ciossed, the sepoys of the 52nd detached at Kuttungee, who

149 Befoie ciossing this river, I heard that some of the lehels intended 
to come down fiom the Dumoh Distiict, and make inioads into Jubbulpoor, 
and I again lequested Colonel Millar to leave two guns and some infantiy on 
the Jubbulpoor side of the iivei, oi send them into Jubbulpooi itself, but he 
did not think himself authoiized to do so 

150 On the 25th the Rifle Company was sent off over the lulls towards 
Tejguih and Dumoh on the left flank of the column, hut weie oideied to le- 
joiu us at NotaU on the Beaimee iivei. 

151 On the 26th the column maiched as fai as Juheia during the day, 
seventeen miles, the guns being dragged tluough the mud by elephants, aud the 
same night a detachment was sent on to the Bearmee at Notali to seouie the 
boats, which the lebels had been endeavouiing to destioy.

in the month of September, Captain Moxon of the 62nd received intorrnation 
fiom the Pundit and scpoya of liis own legimeut, in whom he placed great 
confidence that mischief was biewing, tliat some of the sepoys weie conspiring 
with a pensioned lloja, named Shunkci Shah (a Gond), residing close to 
Jubbulpoor, to attack and murdei tiie Europeans, and though the measures 
weie not all completed, they rniglit be ere long. Ho informed Lieutenant 
Ealdwin, the Assistant Commissioner of this, and the latter made enquiry, 
hut at fii St thought the information false, however Captain Cleik, who had 
been out in the distiict, retut ned, and tuither enquiues weie made, which 
convinced him tliat a plot had existed between the Raja, some sepoys, and 
zemmdais, to attack the cantonments, kill the Europeans, and plunder the 
Tteasury and to in, &c , on the last day of the Mohuirum, and that the reasons 
for this not having been carried out were, Isthj, tliat the plotters weie doubtful 
how many of the 52aa woulljoin them; and, 2ndli/, tliat two zemmdais of 
the rebel party had refused to act But the enquin proved that at least eiglit 
or ten of the sepojs of the 62nd, tw'o of whom weie known to he very bad 
characteis, and who shoitlv aftci deseited w'lth thoir aims (and who are even 
now believed to be amongst tlie lebels lu Mundlah), weie in the habit of

163 Captain Clerk, acting on the information he had obtained (Seth 
Chief conspirators it Jubbulpoor Koosluil Cliund, being one of the lufoi mants, and 
ipprehendcci ^ iiiost loyal, though exacting, stingy baokei), on 

the 14tli of Septeinhei, accompanied by his Assistant, Captain Raldwm, and

165 This family weie tlie descendants of the Gond Rajas of Ins part 
of the country, and not only held jaghires in Jubbulpoor, but in Dumob, and 
weie kindly tieated by the European Officeis 


166 But I have been anticipating, for on leceiving news of Captain

167 In the Namawur Pergunnah of Hoshungabad, the Mehwatees of 
Rebellion in Namawur Pergunnah Sutwas had iiscu in rebellion, and a Maliratta 
of Hoabuiigibad Pundit of Sciudia’s teriitoiies had appealed with 
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other rebels, calling himself the Agent of Scindia, and hoisting the rebel * 
Mahiatta flag, taking possession ot Namawur and commenced collecting 
revenue, being at the same time joined by the mutinous police 


168 On the 2nd of this month, the Sohagpoor Thannah of Mundlah

70,000 of the tieasure, he leplied that he could not undertake it, unless the 
Movable Column accompanied him thiougli the most jungly portion of the 
road I theiefore lequested Colonel Millar with his column to see him through 
this part of the road, and on the 8th we matched with him, taking Rupees 
70,000 with us 


170 Lieutenant Dickens of the 31st was left with a portion of the 31st 
Bengal Native Infantiy at Dumoh 

171 We crossed the Copra river, and duly reached Bukheree, fourteen 
miles towards Saugoi , but before our tents could be pitched, the ram came 
down in toi rents, and ue could not move. 


172 On the 10th we heard of the Ramgurh mutineers having ascended 
Kews of mutineers from Bengal the gh§,ts, and that they Were likely to march on 
ascending ghfits Nagode, Rewali, and Jubbulpoor, and that the 

Rewah Raja could not oppose them, and had advised the Political Agent, 
Lieutenant Osborne, to leave his teiiitory 


173 I then asked Captain Pinch if be would take on the treasure to 

Saugoi, as we could not accompany him, but must 
return towaids Dumoh He declined, and we kept 
the treasure, but he crossed the iiver, and maiched alone towards Saugor with 
his detachment of the 31st, 42nd, and 3rd Iiiegular Cavaliy, and duly arrived

174 The rain continued to pour in torients, and our guns could not be

183 It was, honever, not consideied advisable to take any offensive 
measures against them, as it might have caused the murder of the two ofliceis 
on detached command at Saleemabad, and one (Lieutenant Macgiegoi) at 
Patun 

184 About 10 p M that night, the whole of the 62nd left at J uhbul- 
poor, with the exception of one Native Olficei and fifteen Rank and Pile, lose 
quietly in a body and left the station, taking with them then arms aud the 
ammunition in pouch, and mai clung by a circuitous route outside the city, 
went towaids Patun, one of our tehseelees on tlie Ileiun inei, where theie 
W'as a detachment of the coips under Lieutenant Macgiegoi, and where they 
expected some Thakoors with their follow eis to join them 

185 Directlv this became known, the hues, magazine, and propeity of 
the 52nd, which they had evidently in a panic left behind them, w'ere secuied 
by the Madias troops 

186 Expresses weie at once sent off to the ofiiceis at Saleemabad and 
Patun, w'aining them of what had occuried, and ordering them in to Jubbul- 
pooi at once 

187 Lieutenants Barton and Cockburn at Saleemabad told then Native 
Fscnpe of two officers of tbe 62ml Officers of wliat had occuiied, and at once mount- 

on detached command cd theii hoiscs Tlieii men expressed tlieii' icgiet 

at parting with these officers, and did not molest them, but said they must 
make the best of their way towards Delhi Some of them shook their officers 
by tl e hand, robbed the Tehseelee of tbe little money tliere was there, the 
Pay Havildar handing one of the officers of the balance of his pay, and marched 
off quietly towards Nagode The two officers safely leaching Jubbulpoor, 
and the men piocuiing carriage sent in the officeis’ baggage to Jubbulpooi 

188 Much less fortunate was Lieutenant Macgiegoi On the men, who

had a considerable quantity of ammunition. They did their utmost to get 
the Thakoors on the left hank of the Heiun to join them, but finding that the 
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cbief ones would not do so, tliey plundeied Patun and crossed the rivei, and 
having succeeded in getting a lebel Thakooi of Nursingpooi, named Miibhan 
Sing, and his followeis to join them, they after some delay maicbed towards 
Kuttungee, and were joined by the detachment of the coips theie (who also 
had a quantity of ammunition), except by the Mahomedan Jemadar in com- 
mand, who, though a drunken character, was a loyal and good soldier, and 
who went in to Jubbulpooi 


189 It was believed in Jubbul poor, and the sepoys said to themselves, 

^ that, on being loined by the Tliakoors, they would 

retura to Jabbulpoor, plundex the Tieasuiy and 
city, burn the cantonments, and muider the Euiopeans, but their hopes were 
disappointed, and they evidently feared the two guns at Jubbulpoor 

190 On the 18th I heaid of the mutiny of the 50th at Nagode, and 

immediately called in the detachment fiom Nur- 
^ ° ° singurh, believing that the 62nd would soon also 

mutiny 


191. On the evening of the 19tli the Nuismgurh party, which included 
Two Companies of tiie 52nd, the two Companies of the 52nd, leturned to Dumoh, 

tiio Mo\ able Column, aro disarmed and at 12 that night I received an expi’ess from 

Captain Cleik, telling me of the mutiny at Jubbulpoor, and stating that the 
Kagpoor Rifles with us were not to be trusted. I at once uent to Colonel 
Millar alid requested him to disarm the two Companies of the 52Qd with us, the 
fiist thing in the morning, and a consultation of some of the senior otflceis 
was held as to how this was to be done. 


192 At daybreak on the 20th orders were suddenly issued for the whole 
column to march out on the Saugor Road, on the pietence of attacking some 
rebels The 52ad Companies were ordered to form the Advance Guaid, and 
the Rifles the Rear Guard 

193 The 62nd men’s muskets were loaded, having only leturned from 
service at Nursingurli the evening before, and the Madias sepoys weie ordered 
to load. 

194< The column marched at once, the 62nd Companies leading by some 
200 paces, the two Companies of the 28th Madias Native Infantry heading the 
column, then the four guns, &c. 

196. On arriving at an open plain about three miles fiom Dumoh, the 
column was halted The guns deployed to the left, and being bid by the 28lli 
Companies, who also deployed, they were unlimbered and double shotted with 
canister. 

196. I then told the European gunners of the ruse • the 28th moved to 
the light, and the Colonel riding up to the 52nd for the first time told the 
oflaceis what was to be done The men weie oideied to pile aims, then 
officers then told them of what had occurred at Jubbulpoor, and that they 
must quietly give up their aims 

197 They weie taken by surprise and hesitated, but seeing the guns 
pointed at them with port-fires lighted, tliey with vehement expressions of 
loyalty and with much lamentation, piled aims, took off their pouches, and 
moved to the right 

198. Elephants were at once moved to the front, and on these the arms 
and accoutrements weie packed, and the column maiohed back to its old 
ground, where the baggage of the 62nd Companies was searched, and all arms 
found were taken possession of The Rifle Company (of the 1st Nagpooi 
Infantry) being the Rear Guaid, had never left the giound. 

199 Information had now been received by me of the mutiny of the 
Plans inconsequence of the state of 60rh and 62nd, and it wus belicved that the Tha-

200 I theiefoie held a Council of War on the 20tb, and the Column 
bein" much too small to hold both Jubbulpooi and Dumoh against a laige 
bodj^of mutineeis ard lebels, it was unanimously lesolved to give up Dumoh 
and letuin to Jubbulpooi The lesolution is appended and marked K 

201 I at once wiote to Kooui Shamleyjoo, the Punnah General tlien at 

„ , , , Hutta, to come and take chaige of the distnct 

imh authorities aini column inarches loi the Riilisli Govcinment, anci as uo cariiage 
vith tiensurefoi Juhhuipoor of any descliption could be piocuied except lor 

the tieasuie and a few recoids, I had the stamp papei buined , and the next 
moining, in spite of heavy lain, uemaiched to Ubhana, eleven miles towauls 
Jubbulpooi, taking with us the tieasuie (about Rupees 1,30,000) and the 
Tieasuiy accounts Kooui Shamleyjoo attended to my call, and enteied 
Dumoh tlie same day with two guns and a consideiable foice Tliedavuas 
veiy wet and the loads heavy, but by evening we all got into camp Lieute- 
nant Dickens with his party marched the same day for Saugor and leached 
It in due time, and the Dumoh Cnil Officeis accompanied us 

202 The next day (the 22nd) we marched with much difficulty to the 
Beaimee iivei, only thiee miles, and commenced ciossing the lapid and suollen 
stieam, but did not all get ovei till the afternoon of the 2dith. 

203 On the 25th at noon we again marched eleven miles, but the guns, 
tieasuie, and paik did not aiiive till veiy late at night 

204i Colonel Millar wislied to halt on the 26th, butluigedhim to 
maicli, and he did so in the day time 

205, The next morning (the 27th) Colonel Millai sent on the Gienadier 
Company of the 33id Madias Native Infantry and a few cavalrv, as an Advance 
Guaid undei Lieutenant Watson, and Majoi Jenkins, the Assistant Quartei- 
Mastei-Geneial, accompanied it, to secure the boats at Kuttungee on the Heiun 
iivei 

206 Just befoie day dawned when we weie dressing, two tioopeis of the 
Mutineeis and reijcis ud\ unco ugainst Advauctd Guard galloped back luto Camp, stating 

the Moi able Column, and the action -fimt ^ije advance had been attacked on the load 
by the 52nd, and that both the officers bad been shot dead No time 
was lost , we advanced (nith the two disaimed Companies of the 62nd well in 
tlieieai, and the Rifle Company of the 1st Nagpooi Iiiegulars foiming the 
Real Guaid), and bad haidly gone thiee miles u hen we met oui Advanced Guaid 
letieating, and they confii med the news brought by the troopeis The load 
was a hill pass, foi some eight miles thiough dense jungle, and when we had 
got to a small village named Gobi a, we met the body of the 52nd maiching on 
us in column of sections with colouis flying Tlie halt was sounded, tlie guns 
unlimbered, and a lound shot fiom one of oui 9-poundeis went iiglit thiough 
the enemy’s column, and being quickly followed by seveial rounds of grape, the 
mutineeis bioke to the iiglit and left into the jungle, which u'as so thick ue 
could baldly see them Tliey however opened a heavy fiie on us with mus- 
ketiy and matchloclcs, the balls falling thick amongst us Oui column letuined 
the file with giape and musketiy, but I lefer you to Colonel Millai’s de- 
spatch, which I append, uiaiked L Suffice it to say, that we giadually advanced, 
fighting fiom 6 A Ji till 2 pm, when we reached the open, the 62nd and 
about 1,000 lebels scattering to the light and left, 

207 The line of baggage was a veiy long one, but it was closed well 
up, and oui casualties weie but few (five in number), whilst that on the side of 
the enemy ivas about 100 The Rifles whom we had doubted came well to 
the flout, and on oui leaching the open about tuo miles fiom Kuttungee, they 
'kiimished, lulling seveial of the 62nd sepoys, chasing others up tlie steep 
lulls and bunging in thiee piisoneis, a Pay Havildai and a Sepoy of the 52iid, 
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and a Boondelah The troop of the 4tli Madras Oavaliy Tjehaved admiiably, 
following the sepoys of the 62 nd far up the hills, and killing several with 
then carbines. 


208 A Havildar and six sepoys of the Ilifles who seized the prisoners 
brought them to me, the lattei weie immediately hung, and I promoted the 
Havildai to the rank of Jemadar on the spot Thus the Rifles, though neaily 
all Oudh men, oi the descendants of Oudh men, pioved then loyalty, and up to 
this moment have, under their gallant ofidcer. Lieutenant Pereira, done 
excellent and constant good seivice. 

209 It was 3 P M when we reached the River Hei un (nine miles) from 

Major Jenims’ and Lientenant l^^^t Camp We had, liowever, not Only beaten 

Wnt'on’s wonderfni cscapp, and mui- off a foimidable enemy, but 3ust befoie we leached 
der of Lieutenant Matgicgor opgn, Major Jcnlcins and Lieutenant Watson

210 Just before we reached the iiver, howevei, I deeply legret to say

close prisoner fiom Patun by the 52nd, and had been shot by his own men 
early that morning His body was sent in and buried at Jubbulpooi 

211 It was nearly sunset befoie all were in camp, and all were hot and 
fatigued, the sun having shone brightly the whole day. 


212 The two disarmed companies of the 52nd came up shortly afterwards, 
Disarmed sorapanies of the 62nd and were kept in the seiai about a mile from our

missioner also sent 200 of the Customs Chupiassees under tlieir European 
Officers, but I regiet to say they found the place too strong and the attack 
Colonel Dalzell killed and Lieute failed Colonel Dalzoll was killed, and Lieutenant 
naiit Prior wounded Piioi’, the Exccutivo Engineer, badly wounded 

The party returned next day to Saugor.

225 On aiiiving at the old City of Hindia, on the left or south bank of 
the Neibudda, on the 12th, they found the rebels in great foice on the opposite 
bank The rebels at once commenced firing on oui tioops with their match- 
locks fiom behind walls and temples, which come down to the water’s edge, 
but on oui guns opening on them they soon dispeised. But as night was 
approaching, nothing moie could be done that day 

226 On the 12th the Hurda and Hoshungabad Police volunteeied to 
cross the rivei and attack the rebels if coveied by the fiie of our guns, and 
they did so The rebels and police were engaged for some time, the latter 
behaving veiy wtII, and succeeded in capfcuiing the piotendei, who was tiled 
and hanged the next day, when Lieutenant Wood, liis guns and Infantry had

227 The dfik takes a long time from Huida to Jubbulpoor, particularly 
when the roads aie heavy , but ou hearing that Lieutenant Wood intended 
attacking the stiong body of lebels with such a small party, I ordeied him on 
no account to cioss the river till lemforced, but my order did not reach him 
in time However, all went w'ell 

228. On the 6th and 7th I requested the Officer Commanding at Jubbul-

301 The attempt to catch Bahadoor Sing failed, but be was driven fur- 
ther eastward, and most of his followers deserted him On the 25th the 
Keddaipoor Police were le-established, the detachment halting there till the 
arrival of the Deputy Commissioner of Seonee with the lemaindei of the 
company. 

302 On the 27th Captain Waddington made another attack on the 
Deputj Commis 3 .oner o£ Mundlah rebels near, but they fled, and the Deputy Corn-

JTagpoor Irregular Infantry (commanded by Lieutenant Baiton, 52nd

303 Captain Waddington’s little aimy consisted of a few police, one 
company of Iiiegular Infantry and fifteen men of the 52nd, and on the 31st 
of December he started on his expedition through the hills and dense jungle 

304. But I must now state what w'as going on elsewhere.

310 On the 21st, tuo companies of the 33rd Madras Native Infantiv, 
two 6-poundeis, and a tioop of cavaliy were sent out by Biigadier A Law- 
lence tlien in command The guns opened on Koney, wheie the enemy weie 
assembled, and diove them out, and the cavaliy cmssing louer down, swept 
the plain at the foot of the lulls, diiving the enemy up to their fastnesses

311 Moie than tins, the officer in command of the party thought, 
could not he aclueved by the force undei his command, the position of the 
insui gents being on the top of a neaily pei pendicular hill coveied with bush 
jungle 

312 This lange of hills skirts the Herun for miles, with only one or two 
passes practicable foi footmen , but I saw the necessity for oui troops ascend- 
ing these lulls, and lequested Biigadiei Lawience to detach a party for this 
puipose to accompany the Deputy Commissionei, Captain Baldwin, and his 
lioise and foot police 

313 Accoidingly on the 21th, two detachments, the whole under the 
command ot Colonel Millai of the 33id Madias Native Infantiy, proceeded 
fiom Jubhulpooi, one diiect to Patun to attack the float of the enemy’s 
position, and the other to ascend the pass at Kuttungee 

314 The pass had been ascended in August 1857 by the Rifle Company 
of the Movable Column, and many bullocks and some horses had gone up 
It at the time, hut it was then not defended, and Colonel Millar consideied it 
highly dangeious to attempt it, as it was foi about 300 feet a flight of natuiai 
steps, and the enemy by raeiely rolling stones down it might occasion heavy 
loss to the ascending foice, and as the crest was held by the enemy with some 
Small guns, in a battery, Colonel Millai gave up the attempt and moved the 
pally Mith him down to the othei one at Patun 

315 On the 27th, our troops and police crossed the Herun, and saw 
the enemy in thousands on the lull, but some shrapnells from our twm guns 
made them run back, and the pass heie being considered bettei, Captain Bald- 
win with his police led the way up it, and was followed by the infantiy file- 
firing The men safely reached the top, hut pietty well blown, and the enemy 
foi a moment again appeared to feel confidence , but they weie suddenly 
gieatly astonished to see a tioop of Hyderabad Cavaliy dashing up the pass 
under then gallant Commandant and Adjutant, Captains Macmtire and Byall, 
who at once went at the enemy on the table-land, cutting up several aud diiving 
hack the lest 
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316 The police, and particularly then Jemadai Issaiee Persbaud, 
received and deseived great piaise, an*d on the top of the hill several of oui 
loyal Thakoors weie found leady to assist us with their Contingents 

317 Our guns weie left at the foot of the hills guaided by infantiy, 
but the troops who had ascended followed the enemy foi some distance How- 
ever as no watei foi man or horse was to be had, they descended by the steep 
“Durnaza” pass at Kuttungee, and the whole leturned to Jubbulpooi 

318. This little expedition had a most beneficial result, as it sliowed 
the lebels that their strongest position was not tenable against our ti oops, 
and they weie so awed that they have nevei given us tiouble fiom this bill 
since

330 On the 12th the Deputy Commissioner of Hoshungabad received 
two expresses from Nursingpooi, infoiraing him that 4*, 000 rebels from Baut- 
guih bad taken possession of Tendookheia in Nmsingpooi, and that they 
intended moving down to Hoshungabad 

331 This information made the Deputy Commissioner retrace his steps , 
hut his object had been effected as tbe dacoits had flea, and since that Namaour 
has been tianquil 

332 The neus sent to Hoshungabad fiom Nursingpoor was correct, for 
Bnutguiii and Bbopai rebels invade Oil tlic 9th about 4), 000 rebels fiom. Rautgurh and 

Kursingpoor District Bhopal, including 260 Pathan horse und^er Adul 

Mohummed Khan of Bhopal, Bulbhuddui Sing of Singpooi in Saugor, and 
othei leaders, aided by Delun Shah, Nuiuur Sing and others of Nursingpoor, 
attacked Tendookhera to the north of the Neihudda 


333 The police undei Binda Peishaud, and some matchlockmen under 
Bao Sooiut Sing of Jinjheia and Nizam Shah, for some time most gallantly 
defended the place, and not till many of them were killed, and the enemy 
became overwhelming did they retreat, fighting howevei all the time and kill- 
ing many of the enemy 

334i Bao Sooiut Sing’s fine pukka house was completely destroyed, 
and all his valuable piopeity plundeied, and the town and some villages weie 
burned , but the Deputy Commissionei, Captain Teinan, who was out with a 
detachment, advanced indeed, he had previously infoimed me that be thought 
it piobable an inioad might be made by these rebels who dreaded the 
appioacli of the tioops under Sii H Bose coming from Ipdoie, and I had in 
consequence sent him some ot the Hyderabad Cavahy under Captain Mae- 
intiie 

335 The tioops with Captain Ternan consisted of two companies of the 
Invaders of Nursingpoor district 28tli, tuo guns, two troops of the 2nd Hyderabad 

attacked and beaten bj our troops Cavaliy, some mounted and foot police, and some 
matchlockmen belonging to the Thakoors 

336 Tlie whole advanced by forced marches against tbe rebels, and tbe 
tioops fiom Saugor patrolling tbe road co-opeiating , tbe rebels fled towards 
Bautguib up the glAts. 

337 The cavalry under Captain Maemtue, along with Captain Ternan, 
Lieutenant Byall and Doctor Bradley, made a long maich, and dasking into 
the rebel village of Mundenpoov, befoie any one there was well awake, sur- 
prised all, captured some rebels (amongst whom weie a son and grandson of 
Delun Shah, the rebel-leader of 184i2, and also in this insuirection) and killed 
others Captain Ternan shot three himself, and Doctor Biadley diagged two, 
aimed cap d pie, fiom undei an eartlien jai This cleared the Chouipatta 
pergunnali of ail lebels ot any consequence 
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338 At the same time Mnbhan Sing, the most inveterate rebel m 
Nursingpooi, and the illegitimate son of a paidoned leader of the 42nd le- 
bellion, had aiianged to attack Saukul, on the south bank of the iivei, simul- 
taneously with the invasion of the Ghouipatta peigunnah, but I sent aid 
fiom Jubbulpooi in time, and frustiated tbe designs of the rebels 


339 Qn the 15th of Januaiy the Deputy Ooramissionei of Mundlali 
Deputy ComimssionerrciciicsMund leaclied the liead-quarteis of his district after 
hh but Ins force too small to do mucii dispei Sing all the 1 cbels ucav the Neibndda, but 

his force was veiy small, being only eighty-five bavonets of the 1st Nagpoor 
Iiregulai Infantry, fifteen of the 52nd Bengal Native Infantiy, and about 
thiity police aimed nith flint muskets, and his district being 8,900 square 
miles of hill and jungle, he could do but little beyond settling tbe immediate 
neighbourhood of Mundlali 


340 On the 19th of Januaiv Biigadier Sage placed the detachment 
Hebcis on Sangor and Nursingpoor On the Nuisingpooi load at the disposal ojf the

of attacking rebels who had assembled neai that road, but whenever tbe 
troops showed themselves the rebels fled 

341 As troops fiom Bombay weie about to enter the division and 

^'ew arrangements of c.a.i Officers pi’oceed to Jliansie, it became npcessaiy for me to 
consequent on tbo expectation of re- make aiiangemeuts to Send Civil Ofilcers to ac- 
corenug tbe Jbans.e o.stnct Company tbis foice Tlicse weie as follows — 

342 Captain Pinkney, Acting Judge at Jubbulpooi, to go to Jhansie as 
Supeiintendent, Captain Cleik to go to Jhansie as Deputy Commissioner, but 
so long as he was employed with his regiment. Captain Maclean, the Deputy 
Commissioner of Baitool, was to act for him, Captain Teinan, Deputy 
Commissioner of Nuisins:pooi, to go to Jaloun as Deputy Commissioner, 
Captain Nembhaid to b^ Deputy Coramissionei of Jubbulpooi , Captain Bald- 
win to act as Deputy Commissioner at Baitool, and Captain A C Gordon 
(who had escaped fiom Lullutpooi) to act as Deputy Commissionei at Nuising- 
pooi. These aiiangements were sanctioned by Goyeinment, and Lieutenant 
Nembhard took charge of Jubbulpoor on the 23id Januaiy, and Captains 
Baldwin and Gordon marched foi then lespectiye districts. 


343. On the 25tb of Januaiy the Deputy Commissionei of Saugor for 
Sir Hugh Rose nrrncsntnnd takes the fil st time received authentic information that 
Eautguib Sir H Rose’s Porce might be expected at Saugoi 

by the end of the month, but no indent oi call was sent foi supplies, and the 
tioops ariived at Rautgurh in the Saugor District the next day 

344 The fort of Rautguih was immediately attacked and was evacuated 
by the rebels on the 29th, when a gieat portion of the rebels escaped 

345 On the 31st a large body of rebels under the Banpoor Raja moved 

Sir H Rose uttuoks and defeats Bm to Burodeea and Jliillah, with the intention of

351 On the 1st of Debiuary the Deputy Commissioner of Saugoi was 
Difficulty m collecting supplies at lequested by General Rose oi Sii Robert Hamilton, 

Saugor for Sir H Hose Agent to the Govcinoi-Geneial for Cential India, 

to collect supplies of eveiy description for the foice This was no easy 
mattei in a countiy which had for some time been in the bands of the 
rebels and been greatly plundeied The consumption of giain alone 
in the camp was 1,735 maunds daily, and tliiity days’ supplies were required at 
once Howevei every exeitiou was made to collect supplies and to piovide 
caiiiage foi it. 

352 The 33rd Madias Native Infantry and two 6-pounders weie now 
33 rd siadros Nutive lufnntry luarcb lecalled by tlie Nagpoor authorities fiom my DlVl- 

rid Mundlab to Rnipoor in Eagpoor siou, as they weie requiied at Eaipoor in the 
Nagpool Division to quell a disturbance and small mutiny there, and on the 
1st of Febiuary they maiclied from Jubbulpooi via Mundlab I was glad of 
this move, for although the 33id was not going for seivice in Mundlab, yet its 
passing thiough the distiict, and the sight of two guns in the hills, would 
have a good moial effect 

353 On the 1st Pebruaiy Captain Gordon leceived charge of theNui- 
Captain Gordon receives cbargo of singpoor District wlien it was in peifect peace.

354 On the 3id the foice undei Sir H Rose ariived at Saugoi, and tlie 

few officpis, ladies, and families remaining in the 
foit left it, but pievious to this most liad taken 
up then lesidence in their own houses or had been sent into the distiict on 
duty 

355 I must heie give some desciiption of the 
foit of Saugoi, and how the Euiopeans weie ac- 
commodated in it.

Desciiption of Saugor fort and lioiv 
tbe garrison uere accommodated 


356 The fort of Saugoi was originally built by the Boondelahs in Chat- 
tel alsal’s time, but was impioved in the time of the Mahiatta Government, 
and since 1818 has been used by oiu Government as an aisenal It is an irie- 
gulai quadiangle, about 400 yaids long and 160 bioad, built on a rock, in the 
town, about one-half mile fiom the cantonments, bounded on thiee sides by 
the town, the houses being built close up to the walls, and on the fourth side 
by the beautiful lake, which is a mile in length and thiee-quartei of a mile in 
bieadtb The walls aie high and massive, but beiug veiy old are fai fiom 
stiong 

357. It IS commanded by a hill about half a mile off in the outskirts of 
the town, u hence it was batteied by the Mahiatta Aitilleiy many yeais ago 

358 The tonifications weie consideiably stiengthened by oidei of 
Biigadier Sage, and a large sum of money was expended on it Heavy guns 
and mortals weie mounted on eveiy side The inteiioi accommodation is 
native, except the powdei magazine, gun sheds and stoiehouses 

359 Pievious to the Euiopeans enteiiiig it, it was pietty well stocked 
with giain, &c , cattle, sheep, goats, &c , public and pin ate, weie accommo-

dated in^ houses outside the fort; and as the town was commanded by the 
fort, theie was no feai of a dearth of supplies, particulaily as all private stores 
and a merchant’s shop were also removed into the fort, and the supply of 
powder, arms, guns, and ammunition was large. 

360 Little arrangement however could be made for the accommodation 
of a large Christian population, a list of which is appended marked N. The 
buildings are low and confined, and not in good repair. 

361 A laige square building called the “ Lai Pittarab” was made over 
to the married officers and their families. It consisted of a square courtyard 
With long low verandahs on three sides, and had been long used by us as an 
Armoury, and was ill ventilated and not well adapted for Europeans The 
principal loom or “ Dalan” on tbe giound-floor was converted into a mess 
house, where the majority of the officers and their wives breakfasted and 
dined. 

362. The European artillerymen with their families, likewise the Con- 
ductois, Band-boys, clerks and others, were accommodated in gun sheds at 
the west end of the fort, and subsequently when cholera made its appearance, 
huts were erected on the trp of the gun sheds for the use of tbe men 


363 Brigadier Sage, with the Commissary of Ordnance and a few other 
officers, occupied a two-storied native building to tbe south-east 

364i The officers of the 42nd Native Infantiy occupied a shed to the 
south side of the fort, and the officers of the 31st lived in a native building 
situated over the gateway. 

365. Cooking sheds were elected on the north face of the fort, and the 
conseivancy arrangements were as good as circumstances would admit of, but 
so many human beings (for there were numerous Native servants in addition 
to the 370 Europeans) being crowded from the 27th of June into so confined 
a space, cholera, small-pox, diarrhoea and fevei broke out, on which arrange- 
ments were made to convert a part of a building called the “ Nuzzur Bagh,” 
about fifty yards outside the gate, into an hospital, one poition of which was 
made over to the officers, and another to tbe men The poor cbildien in the 
“Lai Pittarab” suffered most, four of them died, and the confinement injured 
otheis. 

366 The Deputy Commissioner and his Assistants held their Courts as 
usual, and conducted business in the “ Nuzzur Bagh ” 


367. The Civil and Military Officers were armed and embodied into three 
divisions, each division was out in its turn every thud night, performing 
sentry duty and patrolling All did then duty with alacrity and cheerful- 
ness throughout the rains, and I have been assured by the Deputy Commis- 
sioner that he does not recollect one quarrel or private misundei tending m the 
garrison 

368. It will be seen from this how much better off, in every respect, the 
Europeans were at Saugor than we were at Jubbulpoor At the former place 
they had a comparatively large and strong foit well stocked with guns, arms 
of all sorts and ammunition, a large number of able-bodied Europeans, besides 
a Company of European Artillery, and, afer a time, loyal troops. Whereas 
at Jubbulpoor we had only a large house (of eleven rooms and a verandah) 
and some out-houses, no cannon, but few Europeans, and no reliable troops 
till August 

369 On the 6th of February a small portion of General Whitlock’s 
Gencni Whitlock’s 1 st Brigade ar forco arrived at Jubbulpooi’, and the remainder of 
nves at Jubbulpoor jjjg Biigado followed in a few days.

370. On the 7th another large party of rebels 
attacked Saleemabad, but were diiven off with 
considerable loss.

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371 On the 9th Sir H Rose, leaving a few tioops in Saugor, marched 
s.rH birches to nnd tates ^nth the lest of his force against the mutineeis 

Gumkotta m Saugor of the 62nd and lebels in Guirakotta, and arriving 

before it on the 10th, were filed on fiom the fort General Rose not only 
leturned the fiie shaiply, but commenced ariangements for a siege, baton 
the night of the 11th, the enemy evacuated the fort and fled in the Shahgurh 
direction. They were overtaken by a column under the command of Captain 
Haie of the Hyderabad Contingent, and about 100 were cut up. 

372 When Sii H Rose airived at Saugor, the Banpoor rebels at once 

fled from Nurreaolee and Korai, and this enabled

Hhamonee and Punchumnugger all in the north, which weie held by the 
Shahghui lebels. 


373. The Central India Pield Porce returned to Saugor from Gurrakotta 
Sir H Rose returns to and baits at and halted there till supplies could be got ready, 

which, with the utmost exertions of the Deputy 
Commissioner and the whole of his establishment, were collected. 


374 On the 11th, the 4ith and 6th Madras Light Cavalry, which 
The 4tb and 6th Madras Ca\airy bad been Ordered to Allahabad, marched from 
leare Jubbuipoor for Allahabad Jubbulpoor, but had not got many maiclics when 

a telegram was received fiom the Secretaiy to Government, informing me that 
“the Nana” had ciossed into Bundelkund with a large force, consequently 
Geneial Whitlock oideied them to halt till his force could overtake them 


375. General Whitlock himself arrived at Jubbulpoor on tbe 3rd of 
General whitioek marches to Jub ^'ebiuary and informed me that his foice was sent 
buipoor, and a plan of operations is for seivice in my division, and that he was ready 
laid before him to undeitake any opeiations against the rebels I 

thought proper, and he wished me to state my plans, even to the strength of 
troops to be left at stations, and I consequently laid my plan befoie him, 
which was to maich in two columns by diffeient routes on Duraoh, clearing 
the lebels out as we went, leaving gaiiisons at Jubbulpoor and Dumoh, and 
then marching on Saugoi, — it is appended and maiked O, — and he informed 
me at first that he quite approved of my plan and would cany it out; but 
this he never did as will be seen hereafter. His leply is appended and 
marked P 


376. I believe it was in consequence of the news of the Nana coming 
General whrtioek’e foree leaves n^^o Bundelkund, General Whitlock determined 
Jubbulpoor and marches up the Deccan on taking the whole of lllS forCe With him, eXOept 

a small gaiiisonfor Jubbulpoor, and maiching up 
the Deccan Road as far as Jokai, joining the 4th and 6th Cavaliy on the way. 
I resolved some time befoie to accompany him, and on the 17th Pebruary we 
marched 


377 On the 19th I applied to General Whitlock to send a small body

sent along with the rifles and two guns) to remain at Sehora and Saleemabad, 
and that he would also leave some Hyderabad Cavalry on the load 
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378 We continued marching up the road, and on the 28th I reported

atuckrebois, but nitiionfc success Called Murdangurh, occupied by about 200 lebels, 
and as they had nevei been attacked, I was anxious tliat the Geneial should 
do so, and also dismantle the place. 


379. I also informed him that there was another place on our route, or 
veiy near it, named Manguih, the seat of a Gond lebel Raja, uho had no 
foil, but had made his house pietty stiong, and had about 500 aimed followeis 


380. I thought it particularly necessary that these lebels should be 
Commissioner’s rensons for wishing attacked as wc advanced, for independent of then 
rebels nttaoked, but they had no effect power of doing miscluef in Jubbulpoor when we 

had gone, they would, unless attacked, think we could not, oi dared not touch 
them The General’s reply is annexed and marked R, stating that he was 
adopting measures which he hoped would succeed in not only destroying the 
strongholds I lefeiied to, but in preventing the escape of the lebels 
However nothmg was done, neither were the strong places destroyed, noi the 
rebels once attacked between Jubbulpoor and Dumoh

General the advisability of attacking the rebels, who, as we advanced, meiely 
moved a short way right and left into the jungle, and I was most anxious to 
attack the noted rebel, Kishore Sing of Hindoreea, close to Dumoh , and the 
General in reply stated — “ Tour wishes shall meet with every attention in my 
power ” But nothing was done, and these rebels are yet at large, and never 
ceased plundering till veiy lately. 

384. But to prevent the threat of this part of the narrative being 
bioken, I have anticipated a little, and must now letuin to tlie chronological 
Older of this nariative. 


386. Sir Robert Hamilton, Agent to the Governor-General in Central 
Sir E Hamilton and Sir H Eoso India, had on the ariival of General Rose’s force 
refuse to leave any troops at Saugor at Saugor, Sent the 31st and 42nd Regiments 
and 3rd Irregular Cavalry out of that distiict to Sliahguih and in the 
Malthone diiection , and as I heard that General Rose intended leaving no 
troops at Saugor, I begged both to remember that without leaving troops in 
Saugor the place could not be considered “ relieved” or safe, but they informed 
me that they could not leave a man at Saugor. 

386. On the 23rd the Deputy Commissioner of Saugor reported supplies

down the seiai, the diiect road between Jubbulpoor 
and Dumoh was closed bv large bodies of rebels, and abont thirty mutineeis

quently as we advanced, I informed you wheie the rebels were, and that I 
wished them to be attacked and their stiongholds to be destroyed ; but for 
leasons unknown to me, but w'hicli I do not presume to question fora moment, 
we have passed all these places, and left the lebels intact On the 26th Pebru- 
ary, I furnished you with a copy of the letteis as per margin, stating that Sir 
H. Rose cannot leave any portion of lus force at Saugoi, which station must 
be occupied by a poition of youi foice, asking you to furnish it, and order- 
ing the 31st and 42nd Bengal Native Infantiy away. In reply, you stated 
in your letter No. 38, dated the 27th ultimo, that you could not afford to 
detach any infantry, but that your whole force was maiching on Saugor with 
dll expedition. 

“ I now learn that the foice will halt here until you return from Saugoi, 
and that no militaiy opeiations will take place duiing your absence, which 
will be piobably a week. 

“Without piesuming to question the expediency of your arrangements 
and disposition of troops, I think it is my duty to infoim you and to put it 
on record, that when I asked you to undertake ceitain operations on the road, 
1 was undei the impression that they could be undertaken without retarding 
the advance of your column, or at any rate that Mangurh and Putuiguih 
might be destroyed in a day , but these are, in my opinion, minor consider- 
ations, compaied with the safety of Saugoi and the peimanent le-occupation 
of Dumoll, and if your foice is not strong enough to accomplish all, I would 
urge the necessity of providing for the immediate safety of Saugor, after 
leaving a small body of tioops in the station oi foit of Dumoh 

“ I am informed that the small body of tioops left temporal ily at Sau- 
gor by General Sir H. Rose, will probably have uiaiched by this time, as they 
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were meiely left to escort some supplies to bis camp, and not as a garrisen. 

“ The ganison only consists of sixty-four European Gunners and c 
Bengal Native Infantiy.” 

394 The Geneial acknowledged the receipt of my lettei, and in peri 
assured me he could not divide his force, or undertake the expeditions

followed him and seized him He was a leadoi of note 111 the lebellion of 
1843, and liad been lekased He was now tried by the Deputy Commissioner 
(as Special Commissioner) and hanged This settled Nuisingpoor foi good, I 
hope, but we still w'ant the other leadei, MirbbanSing, whose father rebelled 
in 1843, and was long in jail 

433 Most ot the Chiefs and Malgoozais of Nursingpoor and some in 
condnetof local Chiefs and Mai Jubbulpoor and Saugoi* liave boliaved leinaikably 

well, and have been lecommended for lewaids by 
the Deputy Commissionei and myself, otheis have rebelled, and otlieis re- 
mained passive 

Concluding Rdmakks. 

434 Before the Distiicts of Chundeyree, Jliansie and Jaloun wero 
state of the Jubbulpoor Division on formed into a ncw divisiou, I bad the satisfaction 

lotb of Angnst I 808 pf jcnowing that General Rose’s admirable oper- 

ations had enabled Captain Pinkney toiccovei possession of allthiee districts, 
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and I can now 'With confidence and pleasure state, that peace is lestoied to 
my division of eight distiicts, for although we have some leadeis still at 
laige, their followers are but few, indeed, they aie not more foimidable now 
than oidinaiy dacoits, and they will, it is to be hoped, soon be hunted down, 
when the police have been dulled and properly oiganized, but until then, 
extia police (matchloekmen) must be letained. 

435, It will be observed that the rebellion never went south of the 


Ecbelhon did not extend to tho Neibudda, except the one attempt in Pergunnah

437. All these officers have done their duty thoioughly, and most of 
them are brought piominently forward in this Nan ative Many have acted 
as good soldieis as well as good Civilians, and it is difficult to select those who 
have done best but Captain Pinkney uas in numerous affairs with the enemy, 
and always in the van. He has been justly and well rewarded for his public 
conduct as a Civilian in being made Commissioner of Jhansie, and I am "happy 
It was in my power to bung him forward All deserve my thanks and a 
Government leward, the former they have most heartily, and the latter I hope 
to see given in increase of salaiy to the Deputy Commissionei s (who are 
underpaid and overworked), and also by some leceiving Bievet lank 

438. I must not omit the officers of the Customs Department. All the 
Europeans and most of the Natives did good service, particulaily in Saugor, 
where undei then gallant Collectoi, Mr. Bell, they took a pi eminent part in 
the defence of the foit and the attacks on the enemy in the field.

439 The Uncovenanted Cleiks and Assistants have done their duty well, 
and both at Saugoi and Jubbulpoor weie foimed into a military corps, taking 
sentiy duty at night, and many of them behaved with distinction. 

440 The Kative Umlahs in general have behaved with fidelity, and have 
conducted then duties as usual throughout the rebellion , the few exceptions 
aie mentioned in this Naiiative 

441 The police in some instances have behaved with much gallantly , 
hut in most cases with pusillanimity, and sometimes with cowardice, and even 
with tieachery The mounted police have behaved well, and I have incieased 
then pay fiom Rupees 16 to 20 a month 

442 What my own part in the suppression of this rebellion has been, 
I need not say beyond that it was most aiduous and trying for months I did 
not know what it was to have two horns of consecutive sleep, and from day- 
hieak till sunset I was busy. 

443. I have compiled this Nariative from the returns of the District 
Officeis and fiom my own private notes and oificial documents. It is tiuthful, 
and as it is so long, I have endeavouied to avoid comment or anecdote, which 
might have made it lead better I have omitted much detail, but I could not 
condense so much mattei into a smaller space than thirty-eight sheets of 
manuscript 

444 As far as possible, I have written it chionologically when such 
would not bieak the thread of any particular event or senes of events in a 
distiict, and I trust it will he found intelligible

Mx DEAu Ekskine, — With reference to my’ note of yesterday, and your 
reply in w'hich you state your intention of consulting with Colonel Millai, 
legaiding the halt at Jubbulpoor, or immediate advance, of the Madias 
Movable Column, I consider it my duty to lecoid, for 50 U 1 consideiation, and 
that of Colonel Millai, my firm conviction, founded not only on the conduct 
displayed by the great majority of the regiments of the Bengal Aimy, but on 
my knowledge of the feelings of the 52ud in paiticulai, that if the column 
leaves Jubbulpooi before some very decided success foi oui aims in the noith- 
w'est has been made manifest to the sepoys, they cannot, and will not, resist 
the summons to join the mutmeeis, and eniol themselves undei the lebel 
king It IS my opinion, that the whole column should halt heie, pending 
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the receipt of some authentic intelligence regai ding affairs in the noith-ivest, 
01 in the event of your deteimining on an immediate advance, that aiiange- 
ments should he made foi the piotection of the station and establishments, 
by leaving heie, under the command of Captain Vanrenen, of the Aitilleiy, 
two of the 9-pounder guns attached to the column, and a detail of Euro- 
peans to woik them. 

Two guns of the same calibre can be supplied to the column fiom the 
Saugor Magazine, without delay or inconvenience , wheieas, if we aie left to 
be tui lushed with guns from Kamptee, the mischief I anticipate will most 
probably occur befoie they can leach us You will be naturally an-^ious to 
ensure, as far as possible, the safety of the European residents of the station, 
and I am suie I need not dwell on the importance of protecting the valuable 
establishments heie located. 

You aie well aware of the great embari assment which a bieak-up of the 
Approver Establishment alone would entail on Government, and the unaided 
efifoits of my police would be quite insulficient to prevent their escape, should 
the mutineers think proper to release them 

I send you this in a demi-official shape, to obviate the necessity for its 
going through the Office, but you will accept it as my deliberate opinion on a 
public matter, and consequently consider it a public document.

respectfully lemonstiate against a pioceeding which will leave us in so un- 
protected a state, which may expose tins station to loss, and oui helpless 
women and children to certain destruction 

I consider that a calm and temperate explanation should be made both to 
the Oommissionei, Major Eiskine, and the Officei Commanding the Movable 
Column, with an earnest request that all the Madias tioops do not move on,

Gentlemen, — ^Tlie matter on which I wish to consult you to-day, is the 
advance or halt of the Movable Column. 

Owing to the mutmeeis and rebellion, the whole of the Jaloun, Jhansie, 
Chundeyiee, Saugoi and Dumoli Districts (with the exception of the town 
and fort of Saugoi and the same of Dumoh) have terapoiaiily been lost to us, 
and a state of fearful anaichy exists in all these distiicts 

In J ubbulpooi both mutiny and rebellion were expected, and at one time 
an invasion fiom Native States , but happily all these have been averted The 
62ad Regiment is behaving remaikably ordeily and quietly, and by three 
detachments of this corps having maiched into the district, all appeal ance 
of lebellion has been put down The roads in eveiy direction, with the ex- 
ception of that towards Saugor, aie open and perfectly safe, and so long as 
the 52nd leraains staunch, no one I beliete is afiaid of any leboUion here. 
The question therefore as far as regaids Jubbulpooi, is — is it safe to leave the 
station and district to the caie of the 52nd Native Infantiy, nhilst tho column 
advances ? 

The column was placed at my disposal to put down rebellion and mutiny 
in these teiiitories 

Ma 3 or Sleeman and Captain Vanrenen have recorded it, as their opinion, 
that Jubbulpoor, and paiticularly the Europeans, will be in great danger the 
moment tho column leaves this, and I believe theio are otliers nho think so, 
and that others do not share in this feeling The question is one of great 
moment, and I do not wish to decide it without fully heaung the opinions on 
both sides , and I therefore tiust that you mil either recoid youi opinions, or 
allow me to do so foi you. 

I have already stated that tho roads are open, and I particularly allude 
to the Deccan Road towards Mirzapoor and Nagpoor, so that those who may 
wish to send their families away, in the event of the column maiching, can do 
so with safety , but no doubt some cannot well afford to send their families to 
any gieat distance 

Colonel Millar is of opinion that the column is too small to be divided, 
and Bugadier Piior has expressed a hope that it may be kept together. 

The Rajas of Banpooi and Shahguih have threatened to combine their 
forces and attack Saugor. Brigadier Sage and his Europeans are in the fort 
of Saugor. lie has no troops available to send out, butlleain from Major 
"Vrestein, that the Biigadiei thinks he can hold the fort and town of Saugor 
against any attack for some time. 

From the Deputy Commissioner of Dumoh, I learn that Bugadier Sage 
has allowed the force now there (consisting of thiee companies of the 31st, 
two of the 42nd, eighty men of the 3rd Iiiegulai Cavaliy, and two 6-pounder 
guns worked by the 81st) to remain till the Movable Column reaches that 
station, and that this force IS ample to defend the loit, station and town of 
Dumoh. But it must be lemembered that when the Bugadier allowed this, 
he nas under the impression that Colonel Millar’s foice was adv^ancing, 
and if he now heais of its halting here, he may not deem himself justified in 
keeping the whole of his available infautiy at Dumoh fox any length of time.

As regards the danger to be apprehended from tbe chance of the 62nd 
Regiment mutinying, I consider tbe position in which the regiment is now 
placed almost a sufficient guarantee that tbe men will not mutiny , but I con- 
fess, as a stranger, I am hardly competent to give an opinion upon this subject 
If theie be any danger, the women and children ought immediately to be 
removed to Kamptee.

Having made myself acquainted with the opinions expressed on both sides 
of the question, as to whethei the column of troops which has just arrived at 
Jubbulpooi should halt at that station for its protection, oi proceed against 
the insurgents, I am clearly of opinion that it would be veiy unadvisable to 
lialt, and that such a pioceeding would produce in the minds of the sepoys of 
the 62nd Bengal Native Infantry a feeling of distrust, winch would in all 
probability produce the veiy evil which such measure is hoped to avert 

I am furthei of opinion, as it has hitheito been the belief of the men of 
the 62nd, that a poition of this regiment uas to accompany the column, 
that some small pait of the legiment, say one or two Companies, should join 
it , but as the advisability of such a measure must depend very much upon 
the temper of the Madias troops on this point, the opinion of the Officei Com- 
manding the Madias Column should of course have the gieatest weight

The objections uiged against the advance of the Madras Column are that, 
from the present state of alTaiisin the North-Western Provinces, from the spirit 
shown there by the great majoiity of the Bengal Aimy, and from the state 
of insuboidination in which tlie 52nd Bengal Native Infantry has been for some 
time past It is piobable, indeed most probable, that on the Madras Column 
advancing, the 52nd will mutiny, thus causing the sacrifice of the European 
residents, including the women and children, the loss of the Thuggee Estab- 
lishments, and the disorganization of the distiict. 

I am not auaie that the 52nd Bengal Native Infantry have as yet shown 
any insuboidination It is true that on one occasion, on tiie spieading of a 
false xeport of the ai rival of European troops, part of the sepoys rushed to 
then Bells of Aims, intending to take possession of their aims, which how- 
ever, on its being clearly explained that no Europeans were coming, they re- 
frained fiom doing As howevei I have lately been absent fiom Jubbulpoor, 
acts of insubordination may have occuiied of nhich I have no knowledge, but 
the particular acts should be stated 

In the present state of the Bengal Army, I do not think that any legi- 
ment which refiains from mutiny will do so thiougli pure feelings of loyalty 
if it does lefiain, it will be fiom local influences and self mteiest, and I think 
that these two causes will act sufllcicntly powerfully on the 52ad Bengal Native 
Infantry to prevent their mutinying When the "Madras Column advances, 
it null be by the Saugor R,oad, thus intercepting all communications between 
the 52nd Bengal Native Infantry and the Saugoi force, which lattei moreover 
has already acted against both mutineers and rebels, and has killed many of 
them If the 52nd, having mutinied, were to attempt to make off by the Mir- 
zapoor Road, they would have upwards of 250 miles to march, fiist through 
the Jubbulpoor District, in which their route would be througii a country in- 
tersected by many difficult streams and nullahs, and then through Natiie 
States presenting similar obstacles, of winch States the head of the most 
powerful one, the Raja of Rewah, is decidedly in favor of the Biitish Gov- 
ernment, and has already actively shown himself to be so. The Nuisingpooi 
Road IS closed by the Neibudda and the Madias force at Nuisingpooi. Re- 
garding the Nagpoor and Mundlah Roads, it is unnecessary to say anything 
The Madias Column, which foi the next month w'lll be at or near Damoli, 
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could, on tlie news of a mutiny, at once intercept tlie mutinous regiment on 
its attempt to move off The sepoys of the 52nd aie well acquainted with all 
these facts, and even if they were inclined to mutiny, I think the above 
leasons aie sufficiently weighty to pievent their doing so The sepoys of the 
62nd, once the Madias Column moves on, will clearly be satisfied that there is 
no intention of injuiing or disaiming them , and this cause for mutiny,' — 
which in the cases that have lately occurred seems to have been the moving 
one, — will no longei exist If the 52nd had intended to mutiny, they would 
have done so when the Madras Column left Seonee and before it arrived at the 
Nerbudda 

The fact of the English force having occupied Allahabad and Cawnpoor, 
must also be well known here 

It will thus he seen that, in my opinion, no danger will ensue to any one 
from the advance of the Madras Column, but even if theie weie a chance of 
danger, I think that the reasons foi an advance are so urgent that an advance 
ought to be made At piesent it is well known that the Saugor and Dumoh 
Districts aie lost, save the Suddei Stations those districts are in the posses- 
sion of the Shahgurh and Banpoor Bajas, who now threaten the forts and 
towns of Saugoi and Dumoh, while the Biitish forces at both places are 
unable to keep the field A Government in such a position cannot lemain 
inactive to do so, is to retrograde If immediate active operations are not 
taken, the insuiiection will undoubtedly spread and extend to the Jubbulpoor 
and Nmsingpoor Districts, and the Dumoh Detachment, which, when I last 
heard of it, had only forty rounds a gun, will be greatly endangered The ad- 
vance of the Madras Column to Dumoh and Saugor was publicly given out , 
and if it does not advance, it will be believed that Government have no troops 
and cannot act, and those Chiefs and others in oi near these teiiitoiies, now 
faithful or wavering, will be shaken in their allegiance, or pin the rebels 

The Madras Column will never be more than six forced maiches from 
Jubbulpoor, and if mutiny should occur theie, the column, even if the rivers 
were up, could be back again before much dangei was done, and in time to 
prevent the district using, and to take a revenge on the mutineers As the 
Agency House is well fortified against anything that could be brought against 
it save guns, and as there aie no guns that can be brought against 
it, the Euiopean residents could ceitainly hold out in it against the 62nd, 
which number less than 400 men at Jubbulpooi, until the Madras Column 
leturned. The roads to Hamptee and Euisingpoor are both open and quite 
safe, and these places of safety aie easily available for the ladies, women, and 
childien, and no consideration for their safety need hamper the military 
movements Many of the Thuggee piisoners and approvers are so old and 
infirm, that they are no longei dangei ous , those who are considered dangerous 
characters, could be sent to Kamptee and elsewhere, thus removing any appre- 
hension of then possible release.

At a Council of War, composed of Colonel Millar, Major Eiskine, Major 
Jenkins, Captain Ludlow, Captain Piuknev, and Lieutenant Nembhard, assem- 
bled at Dumoh on the 20tli September 1857, after disarming the two companies 
of the 62nd Bengal Native Inlantiy, which accompanied the Madias Eield 
Eoice, the Commissionei laid before the Council tno notes maiked A and B, 
and the following view of the state of affairs upon which the subjoined resolu- 
tions were agreed to

The Dumoh District is nearly all lying waste in consequence of the rebel- 
lion, and has been plundered from one end to the other by the rebels 
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Dumoli Klias is a laige open town forty-five miles fiom Saug n, and sixty- 
five fiom Jubbulpoor. It cannot be defended by 200 men without guns, and 
the Jail foitis commanded by a hill within 3 iujal shot The Jubbulpooi District 
has as yet in no ways suffeied from rebellion, and cultivation is going on as usual 
Jubbulpooi itself is a laige commeicial town and cantonment peifectly open, 
for the defence of which the 106 Infantiy and foity Sabies and two suns now 
tlieieare not sufficient It is also situated neai the noith bank of the Neibudda, 
and above mid-wav on the high road between Nagpoor and Miizapooi, wbicb 
is also the main dJk load between Calcutta and Bombay In the event of 
this distiict remaining staunch and unin 3 uied, forces operating to the south 
of Allahabad and Bundelkund will piobably be in a great part supplied nith 
Siam from this and the districts to the north of the Neibudda Although 
insuiiection has not actually as yet broken out in the Jubbulpooi Distiict, 
yet disaffection exists to a considerable extent, and only a few days ago a deep- 
laid conspiracy to murder the Euiopeans and raise the country was discovered 
by the Deputy Commissioner, Lieutenant Cleik, and happily nipped in the bud 
It is not impiobable but that the 60th and 52ad will 3 oin the Dinapoor mu- 
tineeis in an attempt to attack and plunder the town and distiict 

It thus becomes necessary to decide on the following points — 

Isif — Shall Dumoh be held or abandoned ? 


Unanimously determined that it shall be abandoned, that the Civil 
Officers and treasure shall accompany the Madras Column, which will leturn 
to defend Jubbulpooi , that the stamps be destroyed , and that, as it is impos- 
sible to lemove the records, only the Treasury Accounts be taken away The 
200 of the 31st Bengal Native Infantry, now gaiiisoning Dumoh, will letire 
to Saugoi and 30 in then bead-quaiteis 

2«cZ — How IS the Dumoh District to be temporarily disposed of? 

That Koour Shamlevjoo, an officer of the Punnab Ila 3 a, now bolding 
Hutta with a considerable force for the British Government, be lequested to 
take charge of the district, that the police hold the Jail and Jail Eoit until 
bis arrival, which will piobably be to-moriow, when they can follow the 31st 
to Saugor. 

di'd — What IS to be done with the disarmed men of the 52nd Bengal 
Native Infantry in camp ? 

As these men have up to this time acted against the rebels and behaved 
well, their lives would be greatly endangered by being left in this district 
disarmed , therefore it is the opinion of all, save Captain Ludlow, that they 
should accompany the Madras Column to Jubbulpoor Captain Ludlow is of 
opinion that they will encumber the Madias Column, and that they should be 
sent to Saugor with the 31st Bengal Native Infantry 

4ith — Shall the Eifles be disarmed ? 


As up to this time the llifles have behaved well, as the letters charging 
them with disaffection contain only assdtions without proofs or particulars, as 
disarming them, save for any grave leasons, may seriously compromise the 
Nagpooi authorities, it is unanimously decided that the Bifles be not as yet 
disarmed, but that they be well looked after , and in case of oui meeting muti- 
neers, the question of tlieir being disarmed be again considered

I HAVE the honoi. to leport, for the information of His Excellency the 
Commandei-in-Chief, that, thanks be to God, the Kamptee IMovable Column 
gained a complete and decisive victoiy over the mutineeis of the 52nd Bengal 
Native Infcintiy, numbeiing about 500 Rank and Eile, and 3,000 insurgent 
matchlockmen, on the 27th September 1857 

The 52nd Regiment Bengal Native Infanfiy having mutinied at Jub- 

bulpooi. It was decided that the Toun and District 
of Dumoh should be abandoned by regular tioops, 
and that the Movable Column under my command, 
strength as pel margin, having disairaed the de- 
tachment of the Bengal 62nd Native Infantiy seiv- 
ing with the column, and taking with it tiie 
Dumoh tieasme amounting to upwaids of a lakh 
of rupees, and the aims and ammunition of tlie 
disaimed men, should letiie to defend Jubbulpooi 

The column left Dumoh on the 21st instant, and after having been de- 
layed in mossing the Nowtah Rivei ioi thieo days, reached Singrampooi on 
the evening of the 2Gth September, wheie intelligence was lecened that the 
mutineeis 62nd Regiment Bengal Native Infantry, numbeiing about 500 
Rank and Pile, had taken up a position at Konee, on the nest of Herun 
iivei, about twelve miles below Kuttungee. 

As theie was a piobability that the mutineeis might seize and destroy 
the boats on the Herun at Kuttungee, on the road to Jubbulpoor, I despatched 
at 2 AM on the 27th instant, a paity under Lieutenant Watson, stiength 
1 Compmy 33rd Mndrns Nnfvo pci margin, to sccurc tlie boats abovc lefeiied 
infnntr\, twelve troopers 1 th Madras to Tliis party was accompanied by Majol Jeu- 

kins. Assistant Quartei -Mast ei -General 

At 5 AM on the 27th, just as tbe column was prepaiing to march, two 
tioopcis galloped into camp, with tlie intelligence that tlie advanced paity 
had been suipiised by the 62nd mutineeis, that the two ofidceis had been 
killed, and the paity retreating on our camp I foithwith gave the order to 
maich, and pushed on tbiougli a jungly countiy with a party and took pos- 
session of the village of Gobia, about tliiee miles in advance of Singrampoor, 
and which commands the mouth of the pass, and to the noith of winch the 
giound IS open I uaited tlieie a shoit time for the guns and mam body to 
join me Shortly after the guns came up, the 52nd Bengal Native Infantry 
weie seen maiciiing along the load in column of sections Two guns wore 
fired into them, on nliicli they left the load and advanced against us in the 
jungle on both sides, accompanied by the matchlockmen As the position 
the guns at fiist took up was too much exposed to file liom the jungle, and 
the enemy ncie evidently endeavouiing to steal lound our flanks, I letiied 
about 200 yards close to the village and took up a moie favorable position, 
wheie the ground was a little moie open. I kept the guns on the road, occu- 
pied the village and the jungle light and left with my infantry, and posted 
the cavalry in leai of the left, wheie the ground was open Aftci a busk 
fire, which lasted foi about half au hour, the enemy weie diiven back The 
baggage having now closed up, I placed tiie treasure guarded by the 33id in 
leai of the guns Tliiew out a strong body of skirmisheis fiom the 23id on 
the light, a little in front of the leading gun, and anothei line of skirmisheis 
from the 28th and 33id on the left, leaving one company of the 28th with 
the paik, and the Rifles to protect the baggage and rear In this order we 
advanced slowly thiough three oi foui miles of very jungly countiy, driving

our guns 

On reaching the open country neai Kuttungee, I pushed on the cavalry 
to feel for the enemy, viho weie discoveied making off up the lulls with their 
baggage in leai of the town Piom the natuie of the ground the cavalry 
could not follow them, and befoie the infantiy aiiived the gieater number had 
effected their escape The Bifles and parties fiom the 28th and 33rd liowevei 
succeeded in killing some, and taking a few prisoneis on the hill, and also in 
the town, who weie after waids hanged 

On our appioaching Kuttungee we were agieeably sui prised bv Major 
Jenkins and Lieutenant "Watson riding np to the column, they had succeeded 
in cutting then way thiougli the ambuscade in the dark, and had concealed 
themselves on the lulls until the advance ot the column enabled them to 
rejoin us Lieutenant Watson, I regret, was wounded on the cheek by a 
musket ball, and knocked off lus hoise His escape was most miiaculous 
Major Jenkins’ charger had two bullets thiough him, and is not likely to 
survive 

At the entiance to the town was found lying on the public road the body 
of Captain Macgiegor, of the 62nd Regiment Bengal Native Infantiy, with 
his tliioat cut, a shot in lus breast, and a bayonet wound in lus bodv, whom 
the mutineers, having made piisoner on the occasion of their mutiny, had 
murdered at 3 A M befoie they proceeded to attack us. 

My movements duiing the above operations weie much hampered by 
having to keep an eye on the 120 disarmed men of the 52nd Bengal Native 
Infantiy, who accompanied the column, and by the tieasuie, laige amount of 
baggage, and people letiung with us fiom Dumoh 

The whole force behaved well, and proved incontestably that the Madras 
sepoy has no sympathy with the Bengal mutineei. 

The cavalry were very forward in puisuit of the enemy, and followed 
them up the side of the hill, captuiing some of then baggage 

The Rifle Company of the 1st Nagpoor Ii regular Infantry were veiy 
active in ascending the lull, and captured a Color Havildar of the 52nd Bengal 
Native Infantiy, who was one of the chief ringleaders of the mutiny. I enclose 
Lieutenant Pereira’s report on this subject, and beg to inform you that the 
Commissioner has promoted the Havildar therein mentioned to Jemadai, and 
that I have promoted the two sepoys to Havildars. 

I feel much indebted to all the European ofdcers, and the conduct of 
tile European gunners was most exemplary. 

I beg to add, that I received every assistance from Captain Ludlow, Eield 
Engineer, and fiom Captain Hariison, Officiating Sub-Assistant Commissary 
General, who acted as my Staff, and from Captain Pinkney, SHh Regiment 
Madras Native Infantiy, Deputy Commissioner, who was constantly with me, 
and whose knowledge of the localities enabled him to be of great service. 

I enclose a medical return of casualties.

Memorandum of the state of Distiicts in the Juhhulpoor Division, Wi Fehiiary 1858 

Seoneb 

Perfectly quiet, was for a short time troubled by rebels from Juhhulpoor 
and Mundlah. Gairison — ^A Company of Nagpooi Infantry 

Mendla-H. 

The whole of the petty Cliiefs aie in rebellion Their followeis are 
chiefly Gonds, most of them armed with matchlocks They have their head- 
quarteis at Sohagpoor, Ramgurh, and Shaipoor. At the two formei places 
there are small but stiong forts, and each fort has a few small guns Nearly 
the whole country IS a wild and hilly jungle A small native force fiom the 
Nagpooi Pi evinces lately went to Sohagpoor and attacked it; but owing to 
the trails of both guns bieaking, the officer in command withdrew and returned 
to Raipoor A Company of Nagpoor Irregular Infantry is at present stationed 
at Mundlah with the Deputy Commissioner. 
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JUBnUIiPOOTl. 

Witli the exception of the part of the district immediately around the 
town, and also the open plain to the west of the town and lying between it, 
the Neibudda and Herun nveis, known as the Huvilee, has been neaily devas- 
tated by local lebels, and also by the invasion of others from Nuisingpoor, 
Dumoh and Mundlah The open country has been neaily cleared of theso 
scoundrels, but they he concealed as yet in considerable bodies in the thick 
jungly hills to the light and left of the Deccan (or Mirzapooi) load, and 
threaten to cut off the postal communication between Jubbulpooi and Mirzapoor 
w'henever tioops aie withdrawn fiom the road, and the only town of note 
which has escaped plunder on this road, is Sehoia, near to which a small body 
of tioops has been kept on the move, and owing to these anangements the 
postal communication has lately been re-opened with Bewah and the north- 
west The force now on the road consists of one company of the 26th Madias 
Native Infantry, two weak companies of the 28th Madias Native Infantry, 
two 9-pounders of the Horse Field Battery, and Captain Macintiie’s squadron 
of the Hydeiabad Cavalry This load luns through the pergunnahs of 
Jubbulpooi, Sehoia and Saleemabad, all of whioh are infested with rebels in 
the hilly parts Tlie Kuttungee peigunnah (to the north of the iiver Hcrnn) 
IS also infested with lebels, and the w'hole of it is hilly and jungly The 
direct load to Dumoh and Saugoi runs thiough this wild tract. The former 
garrison of Jubbulpooi consisted of the 52nd Bengal Native Infantry, and 
there are still 120 disarmed men of this regiment in the station. 

Nag ODE 

Tins distiiot IS composed of foui Native States under British arrangement, 

, Nagodc (or Oochevia), Sohawul, Myhere and Bijiiagogurh The former 
State IS paitially disturbed by some of the suboidinate Oobaieedars or Sirdars, 
but to no gieat extent Tbe 2nd is quiet The Chief of the 3rd is a hoy at 
school at Agia, but his uncles rose in lebellion. At my request (when wo 
had no available tioops), the Raja of Rewah attacked the fort and walled 
town of Mvlieie, which the Chief’s uncles had seized, and succeeded in taking 
both, but the chief rebels escaped, and aio still at large with a few armed 
followers. The Chief of the 4th (Bijiragoguih) rose in open rebellion, killed 
oui Native Civil Officeis attaehed to him, raised an armj’-, strengthened his 
forts, stole oui dhks and dJk hoises, posted detachments on the Deccan Road 
Avhich luns thiough his estate, attacked our detachment on the load, in which 
fight be was defeated and lost t\i o guns, and for months succeeded in closing 
the road But lately the Raja of Rewah has, at my request (made when we 
liad no tioops to detach), taken his two foits, nearly all his guns, ammunition, 
&c , but the Chief escaped to the jungles, and will no doubt cause much 
trouble, and will endeavor to legain his jaghiie (which I have confiscated) 
when no longei protected by tioops The Rewah Raja has done us good 
seivice, but his nobles aie not to be depended on, and mil not, I am assured 
by the Political Agent, believe that we have any European tioops or leliable 
force, and aie inflated mth piide at then own prowess The Raja is foi the 
present gaiiisoning the Mvhoie and Bijiragogurh forts for us, and also 
guarding the Deccan Road from Chaka to the Kuttra Pass A legiment of 
Bengal Native Infantiy was stationed atNagode, but mutinied. 

Dtjmou 

Tins distiiot has been overiun and plundered chiefly by followers and 
solduis of the lebel Rnja of Shahgurh, and also by local rebels who joined 
him It was found impossible to retain ebarge of tins district after the 
mutiny of the 50th and 62nd Regiments, Bengal Native Infantry, as theia 
were no available tioops, and it must eithei have been left to anarchy or made 
over to the chaige of some Native Chief. I adopted the latter course, and 
made it over to the Raja of Punnah, who holds it foi ns and will deliver it 
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over to us ulien called on to do so The gaiuson in peaceful times was only 
two companies of infantry, an obviously inadequate foice to lestore older and 
piotect It now. 

' Sawgoii 

"With the exception of the fort and town of Saugor, the whole distiict 
was oveiiun and plundeied by local lebels, andfiom without, and the old foits 
in the inteiioi taken fiom our police The 62nd mutineeis also are still lu the 
jungles in the distiict, and until the aiiival of Geneial Rose’s toice, every- 
thing was in a state of anaichy, but as Geneial Rose will, I believe, quell 
all piescnt distuibancos, though he will not leave reliable tioops theie, I teai, 
I need onlv say that the foimer gaiiison consisted of one company and 
Battery of Euiopean Aitilleiy, one legiment of Oavaliy and two regiments of 
Infantry, minus tuo companies at Dumoh, and that of these theie now le- 
mains the Euiopean company of Aitillery (weak), some 160 of the 3id Iire- 
gulai Cavaliy, some 700 ot the 31st Regiment Native Infantiy, and 200 of 
the 42ud, all aimed

Not in our possession. Erom the foregoing it will be seen that eveiy 
poihon of my division to the south of the Neibudda is now in peifect peace, 
but that the distiicts to the noith of the iiver aie moie or less distuibed, and 
that tliiee last named have no Government at all. 

In my opinion, the first thing to bo done after leaving a proper gairison 
at Jubbulpoor is to attack the Jubbulpoor rebels and le-occupy Bumob, and 
that this should be done by two columns, one (the main one) proceeding up 
the Deccan Road as far as Jokaie', attacking the rebels wherever they may be 
found and dcstioying their strongholds, and giving the Rewah Raja’s rabble 
troops an opportunity of seeing a fine strong foice of Euiopeans and guns 
This column should then take the load from Jokaie to Dumoh. 


The 2nd, a smaller column, should advance diiect on Dumoh via Kut- 
tungoe, attacking the rebels on the way, and halt there till the ai rival of 
the main column, when aftei leaving an adequate gariison it should proceed 
to Saugoi, and tlicncc as circumstances may require In tins way we should, I 
think, clear the division of minor rebels and restore eonfideiice, leaving the 
leaders to be hunted down by the police when deserted by then followers. 

If any portion of tlio force letiuns to Jubbulpoor, part might come by 
Dumoh and the rest by Nursingpoor

3 The detachment of Native Infantry, comprising almost the whole 
of the 60th Regiment, which I think essential to leave at Jubbulpoor, com- 
pletely Clippies me in that aim, and I must add to the above, four guns of 
the Bullock Battery and a detachment of Irregular Horse. 

4. The direct route to Saugor by Duraoh can be shortly mai died over 
by a large body of Euiopean Artillery, with a portion of guns which have 
been ordered to move with all expedition to Jubbulpoor, but I consider from 
the many communications I have had with yourself, as well as from the vaii- 
ous letters which you have permitted me to peruse fiom officers in your De- 
partment, that the present movement of my column on Jokaie would bo 
attended with the most important results by affording a display of the com- 
bined force before the Rewah Raja

In acknowledging the receipt of your letters No. 131 and 132 of the 
19th and 20th instant, I beg to state that I consider the measuie therein sug- 
gested as most desiiable, and had I time, and troops sufficient to enable mo 
to detach a portion to carry into effect the proposed work, I would willingly 
give this assistance, but it is quite out of my power for the piesent 

Since the leceipt of your communication of the 19th instant, I have 
learnt fiom an officer piesent at the destiuction of the fort at Ramnuggui, 
that it has been so effectually demolished that it can no longer afford shelter 
for the rebels, and I have lecommended Lieutenant Peieiiaof theNagpoor Iiie- 
gulai Rifle Company to avail himself of the first opportunity of destroying 
the fort at Bhatgaon I have oidered him to be supplied with powder for 
the purpose, and on the aiiival of the guns fiom Jubbulpooi, theie will be 
no difficulty in levelling it to the ground in a few houis 

I peifectly concur with you that a free communication between Jubbul- 
poor and Miizapooi is a measure of such importance, that it would be wrong 
to run the slightest risk of its being again closed Erom conversation with 
yourself, as well as the officer who has been employed on this duty, I am satis- 
fied that the presence of troops is required to accomplish this measuie, I have 
therefore placed myself in communication with Biigadier Prior, Commanding 
the Nagpooi force, and recommended strongly that the two companies of the 
28th Regiment Native Infantry now heie be not withdrawn. 

The Rifle Company should be also retained, and I have ordered two guns 
from Jubbulpoor, and I have left behind thuty-five Rank and Pile of the 
Hyderabad Irregular Cavaliy.

1 HaVve leceivecl the Circular Oideis of Government, Noith-Westein 
Province'^, No 212, dated 30th Apiil 1858, and have the honor to transmit 
a lepoit of the nature called foi 

2 No disturbances have taken place in Nimar, although, a mutiny 
Qccmied on the northern boundary at Indore and Mhow, and one was with 
great danger and difficulty suppiessed at Asseeigurh in the southern pait of 
the province We passed howevei through much excitement and some danger, 
vhich I shall endeavour concisely to relate 

3 The year 1857 opened in Nimar by a general distribution of small 
cakes, which were passed on fiom village to village The same I am aware 
has occurred all over Northern Indra, and has been spoken of as havrng been 
a signal foi the disturbances which took place later in the year At the 
time they appeared rn Nimar, they were eveiywffiere brought from the direc- 
tion of Indoie That city was at the time subjected to a severe visitation 
of cholera, and numbers of inhabitants died daily It was at that time un- 
derstood by the people in Nimar, and is still believed, that the cakes of wheat 
weio despatched from Indoie after the performance over them of incantations 
that would ensure the pestilence accompanying them The cakes did not come 
straight from north to south, for they weie received at Bujengghui, more 
than half-way between Indoie and Gwalior, on the 9th February, but had 
been distributed at Mundlaisei on the I2th January This habit of passing 
on cei tarn holy and unholy things is not unknown in Nimar When small- 
pox breaks out in a village, a goat is procured, a cocoanut tied to its neck, 
and it IS taken by the chowkidai to the first village on the road to Mundatta 
it IS not allowed to enter the town, but is taken by a villager to the next 
hamlet, and so passed on without rest to its destination 

4 During April and May, the cultivators of Peigunnahs Buiwai and 
Dhuigaum combined together not to cultivate their land unless Government 
rescinded certain rules of forest conservancy, which had been enforced wuth a 
view to stopping the reckless waste of timbei wdiich has existed for years, and 
to a great extent still takes place They would not listen to reason rvith me , 
they were equally impracticable with Colonel Durand at Indore, where they 
proceeded in a body of some four hundred persons 

5 When the events at Meerut and Delhi became known. Colonel 
Durand WTote to me to make some arrangement, by wdrich we might have no 
local quail els on our hands to add to the general difficulties I commissioned 
my sheiistadai to meet some of the patells, and an arrangement w'as come 
to for one year, and the question has so rested since, though it will have to be 
discussed at some future time 

6 There were some dangerous men amongst the people concerned in 
this combination, and I do not now know how fai a knowledge of what was 
coming may have influenced the movement , certainly no such spirit of opposi- 
tion has been shown for several years before by the cultivators of Bur war oi 
Dhurgaum 

7 When the mutinies commenced, hopes were still cherished that this 
pait of India might escape, but the mutinies at Nusseeiabad and Neemuch 
convinced all that w'e must take our share of the evil, and what few piepaia- 
tions we could make were undertaken The jail (which is an old native fort) 
was put in some state of defence The tieasuie was removed to it, and it was 
appointed a general place of rendezvous A detachment of Bheel Corps, and 
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police lioise and foot, Tvas told off fox sex vice in tlie neigliboxuliood in case 
of distuibance, and was kept with caxiiage complete leady to move at a 
moment’s notice 

8 Matteis continued thus, tbe distiict remaining peifectly quiet, until 
news ai lived of the mutiny of tbe fiist Hyderabad Cavaliy at Auiungabad, 
accompanied by a lepoit that they weie marching north vid Borehanpooi 

9 On the morning of 21st of June, I maiched from Mundlaisei with 
about thiity mounted policemen, with oidexs to raise wdiat foice I could and 
oppose the passage of the 1st Hyderabad Cavaliy and the Gwalior Contin- 
gent tioops at Asseei and Boiehanpooi, if they attempted to pass through 
Nimai xo the north 

10 The project seemed almost hopeless , by that time news of the disas- 
ters in the noith-west had spread throughout the country, and though none 
of the Nimaiees seemed anvious to take advantage of the times to cieate any 
disturbance, none on the othei hand were willing to take seivice under a 
Government in difficulties 

11 I detei mined to proceed at once to the Pass of the Cattee Ghatee, a 
spot where the high road from the Deccan to Indore, and Hoshungabad, 
defiles through the Santpooia Mountains The pass xvas so narrow that I 
found no difficulty in putting a gateway in it, and tea aces, giv ng cover to 
musketij’’ defenders, were earned along the hill side, so as to make the post a 
most difficult one to force An old gun, xvhich lay in the fort of Khundwah, 
was bi ought up and mounted on cait wheels 

12 Whilst these preparations were going on, every exertion was made to 
collect men, the regular police from all tiie neighbouring thanahs was called 
to the pass, and the thanadais were instructed to collect villagers to cany on 
the duty as a temporary measure 

13 By great exertions 400 men were brought together by the srxth 
day of my occupatron of the post, and we contrnued untrl the end of June to 
watch the detachments of the Gwalror Contrngent, who, from my lufoimatron, 
I knew had an understanding with Smdia’s tioops at Borehanpooi, and only 
waited an opportunity to break into open rebellion 

14 In the meantime all had gone on quietly at Mundlaisei, where I had 
left Ml S Nahei, the Deputy Collector, in charge But on the 2nd news 
came in of the mutiny at Mhow, and the retreat of those Europeans from 
Indore wdio escaped the massacre at that place I shall not attempt to narrate 
what occurred at Mundlaisei, but shall content myself wuth submitting Mr 
Nailer’s report, and as it has already been forwarded to Government, the reply 
shall be annexed 

15 I w'as most anxious not to leave my post at the Cattee Ghatee, but 
on the 4th I leceived letters from Mundlaisei, sajung that if I did not rejoin 
the rest of the Europeans they would all be sacrificed, as my authority alone 
kept the police to then duty 

16 The universal opinion then throughout the country was, that Holkar 
had ordered the attack on the Indore Residency, and the police at Mundlaisei 
weie all under the impression that they would be immediately attacked by 
Holkar ’s tioops from Maheswei, situated only five miles from Mundlaisei 

VI Most reluctantly then I made over the post at Cattee Ghatee to the 
Deputj’' Collector, Mahomed Ball Khan, and proceeded by forced marches to 
look aftei the European families and the head-quarters station 

18 The families I met near Dhuigaum marching to meet me, and I 
immediately determined to place them in the foit of Poonassa, a small complete 
fort in the jungle, and on no load likely to be tiaveised by detachments of 
mutinous tioops At Dhuigaum I had learned that the tieasuie W'as all safe, 
and had made arrangements lor its transport to Poonassa

19 I remained at Poonassa until the 10th July, leceiving satisfactoiy 
repoits fiom the whole distiicts On that date I had the pleasure of seeing 
the last of the treasure aiiive m safety, and by that time the place was put in a 
position of defence 

30 The mutmeeis fioin Mhow had in the meantime maiched north, but 
the dangei fiom Assoerguih continued the same On the 10th I marched to 
Khundwah, en route to my post at the Cattee Ghatee, andtheie received the 
good news that a detachment of Bombay Infanhy and ELydeiabad Cavalry had 
arrived at Asseerguih, and wcie about to disarm the mutinous troops at that 
place A few houis aftei infoi matron was loceived of the successful result of 
the undei taking 

21 Asseerguih was then occupied by troops on whom reliance could be 
placed, so I took immediate measures to place the families and tieasuie in that 
toitiess, and I myself proceeded south to give aid in bunging up the column of 
Bombay tioops, which was moving from Auiungabad undei Biigadiei Stuait 

33 I must not omit to mention that, on making the families ovei to my 
care. Mi S Nahei, the Deputy Collector, returned to Mundlaiser, and continued 
at his post thioughout the lains 

23 It nas the 17th of July when Bugadiei Stuait’s column enteied the 
southern limits of Nimai , it was a difficult matter to find provision and fodder 
at that season of the year, but from Brigadier Stuait’s lettei and the rejil}’’ of 
Government, copies of which I annex, you will perceive that arrangements, 
made by the civil authorities gave full satisfaction 

24 Whilst passing through the Nimai District fiom Borehanpoor to 
Simrole, the column was never on any occasion detained by difficulties on the 
roads, and in fact the halting ground was usually reached by 8 am , but from 
Simrole into Mhow, a distance of about eleven miles, took the aitilleiy (aided 
by sixty fiesh horses fioiu the Bengal Battery) twelve hours to accomplish 

25 This fact will, I trust, be home in mind when the Government of 
India have again time to bestow attention to the means of internal communica- 
tion in Central India 

26 The Bombay column reached Mhow on the 2nd August, and fiom 
that time all immediate danger of disturbances in Niraai ceased, and we con- 
gratulated ourselves on the province having escaped fiom the disasters wdiich 
have overtaken nearly the whole of the Noith-AYestein Provinces, and almost 
all the detached districts in Oential India No Govei nment treasure has been 
lost in Nimai, and no injury whatsoever has befallen public oi piivate piopeity 

27 Nimar was protected by a detachment of the Malwa Bheel Corps, and 
by the Nimar Police Corps, horse and foot, the conduct of these tioops has been 
very similar They have on no occasion shown any spirit oi bravery which wmuld 
peimit me to bung then services to your notice lor reward , but on the other 
hand, they have never foi a moment showm any signs of tieacheiy, or mutiny, 
and have thioughout the disturbances behaved in an orderly arid obedient manner 

28 It remains for me to bring to your notice the conduct of my Assistants 
during the rvhole period of the disturbances 

29 Ml S Naher, the Deputy Collector, in charge of the Suddei Station 
and Tieasuiy, is the only European Assistant in this Office The consequence 
is, that he constantly finds himself in charge of the Agency, and is obliged to 
take upon himself veiy considerable responsibility During the late disturb- 
ances in Central India, 1 w'as constantly called into the districts at a shoit 
notice, on which occasions I used to leave Mr Nahei in charge of my Office 
Mr Nahei ’s pay is but Rupees 350 a month, and is not, I think, an adequate 
remuneration for the responsible duties he is called upon to perform Mr 
Naher enteied the Government service in 1845 He has been in receipt of 
Rupees 200 a month since 1850, and of Rupees 250 since April 1853, now 
upw'aids of five years During the period he has served in Nimai, I have found 
him an able, zealous, and active Assistant, and I beg most eai nestly to recom-

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mend him to you for an inciease of salary Mr Naher was forced to send his 
family to Bombay during the disturbances, and this has been a heavy drain on 
his small allowance 

30 Mahomed Lall Khan, the Deputy Collector of Khundwab, afforded 
me throughout the whole of the tiying period Ave have passed through, the 
most able and eneigetic assistance, and showed that personal biavery which 
was to be expected fiom an old soldier of the State Lall Khan, besides his 
lank as Deputy Collectoi, holds the fiist position amongst the Mahomedan 
gentlemen in Nimar I am about to submit his name to you for pension, and 
shall in so doing detail his services, Aihich extend over forty-nine yeais, but I 
Avish to state in this communication that his conduct has, in my opinion, been 
unexceptionable, and deserving of the favoiable notice of Government 

31 Ashiuf All Khan, Sheiistadar of my Office, and Bunkut Eao, head 
Kaicoon of Public Works, Avere my Personal Assistants, and accompanied me 
eveiywheie duiingthe period in question 

32 Lalla Billas Boy was Jail Daiogah, and keiit the piisoneis in order 
with great judgment and energy 

33 Naiain Sing, Mahalkuiiy of Pundania, and Nanoo Bam, Mahalkurry 
of Boostumpooi, shoAved great coinage and devotion 

34 Zein-allah-deen Khan, Kamasdai of Bahadurpoor, behaA’ed in eveiy 
respect to my satisfaction 

35 The same is the case Avith TJmiut Bao, Kamasdar of BuiAiai 

36 Govind Bao Guness, Kamasdar of Pergunnah Maunpoor, shoved 
himself a faithful and cool-headed servant, and on the fiist breaking out of 
the lebelhon at Dhai, AA'as most useful in convoying information to Colonel 
Dm and, AvhoAias then in MIioav. 

37 I would also beg to recommend Gnnput Bao, Karcoon of Asseei, 
Avho made himself very valuable m piocuiing infoimation 

38 I ti ust that some notice maybe taken of the above-mentioned per- 
sons, whom I have selected fiorn amongst a veiy large establishment from my 
being ceitam of their raeiitorious behavioui. Then salaries are as below

With reference to the late march of the Field Foice undei my command, 
I have much pleasuie in bunging prominently to your notice the very gieat 
assistance which I invaiiably received from Captain Keatinge, Political Agent, 
Nimar, dining the whole time that he accompanied the force 

2 This oflScei joined me at Edulabad, and from that day up to the date 
of our ariival here, he worked most indefatigably both night and day to make 
all difficulties easj'', duiing the time that we traversed Captain Keatinge’s 
districts We found that supplies had been laid in for us m abundance at 
eveiy halting place, and nearly the whole ivay from Aseeigurh to Simrole, we 
had the advantage of an excellent load, which much accelerated oui progress 

3 Captain Keatmge’s arrangements for crossing the force over the 
Nerbudda were most satisfactory, and deserve my best thanks At 7 a m on 
the morning of the 27th July, the left wing of Her Majesty’s 14th Light 
Dragoons reached the left bank of the river , and by mid-day, men, horses, 
and baggage had been passed ovei by means of both a ford and a feiry, and 
then camp pitched. Within twenty-four hours afterwards, the whole of 
numbei 4 Light Field Battery had crossed the feiry, and three days sufficed 
to place the whole force on the right bank 

4 I have entered thus into detail, as I think it but just to Captain 
"Keatinge to acknowledge the valuable assistance he has rendered on this 
occasion , and I beg to thank you for having deputed so able and energetic an 
officer to accompany the force

No 105j d'lted Mundlaiser, 21tb July 1857 

From — S J Nahek, Esq , Deputy Collectoi and Joint-Magistrate, Nimar, 

To — Captain It H Keatinge, Political Assistant, Nimai, Mundlaisei 

Finding that you have not placed on lecoid the cause of nay leaving the 
Fort of Mundlaisei on the evening of the 3rd July, and it having come to my 
knowledge that my name has been coupled with those who did not behave avell 
on that occasion, I am compelled, much against my inclination, to lay befoie 
you this biief account of what occuiied fiom the 1st July until oui meeting 
with you at Soolgaum on the 5th 

2 On the afternoon of the 1st July, Mis Keatinge received a letter fiom 
Captain Gumming, to the effect that heavy filing had been heaid fiom thence 
in the diiection of Mhow That same night a sowai, ivho had been statiuiied 
neai Mhow, brought me news of the disturbance at Indoie, but being all 
hearsay and picked up fiom travellers, it was such as I thought could not be 
lelied on, I therefore started off two moie sowai s for Mhow, and an electric 
telegraph message to Ackberpoor for Colonel Duiand, the former returned 
the following day, and in leply to a note from me to the signaller, I was 
informed that communication with Indore had ceased from 8 o’clock that 
morning 

3 On the 2nd, one of the sowai s above alluded to, came in wuth a 
frightful account of what had occurred, inasmuch that all had been killed at 
Indoie, with the exception of Colonel Duiand, who had escaped with two guns 
towards Sehore, wounded in the aim, and that the Euiopeans at Mhow had 
taken to the fort On hearing this, I thought it advisable to remove the 
Europeans into the foit here, the only place of security, and where oui trea- 
sury had been placed, as you are aware, after which I proceeded to get in 
burkundazes and half the detachment of Bheels About this time the Jemadai 
of horse, by name Mahmood Khan, bi ought me intelligence of Holkai’s 
having turned against us, and that the fathei of one of our sowars, a gunner 
at Mahaisei, had come over expressly to acquaint him of an attack to be made 
on us at 3 o’clock the following morning On hearing this, I had the small 

* gate barricaded, got more buikundazes in, and manned the walls for a fight 
I then spoke to the Subadar of the Bheels and others, giving them every 
encouiagement, and promised them Bupees 25 for every man they shot, but 
perceiving (foi it was quite evident, and noticed by more than one) that the 
spirit of fighting was not in them, I sent them out to relieve the several out- 
posts occupied by buikundazes, whom I got into the fort in then stead The 
night passed over without an attack as you aie aware An electric telegi aph 
message was received by me this day, I believe from the Commander -in-Chief, 
Bombay, requesting further particulars of the Mhow outbreak, as it was then 
supposed, which I foi warded from Kusiawud This papei is, I believe, with 
you, and is probably a reply to the message I desiied to be foi warded to Colonel 
Duiand, informing him of what I had heaid of the outbieak at Indoie 

4 During the greatei part of the night of the 2nd, and day of the 3rd, 
guns were heaid in the direction of Mhow, the Bheels became pressing for 
pay, asking at the same time foi one month’s back pay , some of the buikun- 
dazes refused to fight inside, and every repoit brought in only tended to cause 
still gt eater alarm During the afternoon a lettei by coolie reached the Post 
Office, bearing on its face the signatuie of Captain Fenwick of Indore to his 
sou at Bomba)’’ This, as you are awaie, was opened , and on perusal was found 
to contain an account of the death of every individual at Indore, where 
then bodies had been seen, and how Colonel Duiand had been followed up to 
Dew Guauareea, and was cut down by a sowar With such rumours afloat, 
guns filing at intervals the whole night, and the greater part of the following 
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day j burkundazes refusing to fight inside, and then Jemadar haying, as he 
said, no confidence in them, and the biaveiy of the Bheels very questionable , 
I asked, as you aie aware. Mis Keatinge to cioss the iivei with the othei 
Europeans, as I wished to be left alone in the foit This she repeatedly refused 
to do with the othei dwo gentlemen, in whose management she said she had no 
confidence , and as matteis seemed to be growing woise, I at once decided on 
removing the tieasuie, and maichmg down to Dlioolias The necessaiy oideis 
weie given by me to the Jemadars and Subadar, who left appaiently as if to 
cany them out, but to my surpiise very shoitly after the Jemadai of Horse 
with the Dufiadai came back to all appeal ance in great haste, and repox ted that 
the Bheels had lefused to leave the place , that they were coming into the foit, 
and that if I did not take gieat caie there would be, as he termed it, a “dunga ” 
Placed as I was with ladies and children, and two Euiopean gentlemen m my 
charge, I could not help feeling I should only be endangering then lives by my 
remaining any longer, I theiefoie consideied it advisable (and, if lequiied, can 
piove it was so) to leave the fort, making over chaige to the two Jemadai s, and the 
Subadar with his armed paity crossed the iiver, staying the whole night on the 
opposite side, and the following morning (4th) marched to Kusiawud, which, as 
you aie aware, is four miles from this, there we lemamed until evening, when, 
on receipt of youi letter to Mis Keatinge, desiimg us to join you, we started 
for Kanapooi Previous howevei to oui leaving it was reported to me that all 
the ladies and children of Surdaipoor had been killed , Lieutenant Hutchinson, 
a prisoner, and Captain Gumming, a fugitive The following afternoon (5th) we, 
as jmu aie awaie, met you at Soolgaum, from whence on the morning of the 
6th we left for Poonassa On the afternoon (2 o’clock) of the 7th, I received 
your instiuctions to return to Mundlaisei, and at 3 I was in my saddle I 
arrived at Kheiry Gh^t at 10 o’clock the same evening, and after tiavellmg 
the whole night reached this between 9 and 10 the following morning (8th) as 
you aie aware I have evei since been at my post

2 In reply, T am directed to state that His Lordship in Council concurs 
in the opinion expressed by you, that no blame appears to be imputable to that 
gentleman 


Special Naueative, Judicial Department, No 15, dated Fort William, 15th 

August 1857 

The effects of the disturbances in the North-AVest Provinces began very 
soon to be felt in the Lower Provinces of Bengal, and although nowhere had 
any disposition been evinced by the people to sympathise with the mutmeeis 
and insurgents, the Lieutenant-Governor could not be without more than usual 
anxiety to be coiiectly and constantly infoimed of the state of feeling through- 
out the country, and with this object a Circular was issued on the 23id May 
1857, requesting all Commissioneis to send in reports on the state of the popu- 
lar feeling and conditions of their districts, and to instruct all Magistrates to 
do the same direct to the Government 

2 For convenience of consideiation, and to prevent confusion as well as 
unnecessaiy repetition, the events will be narrated in connection with the 
divisions in which they occurred, commencing with the provinces of Bahai, and 
concluding with the non-iegulation provinces 
B 40 
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3 PctifHa Diwsio?? —During the eaily pait of June, consideiable excite- 
ment IS leported to have pi evaded thioughout the pi evinces of Behar, in 
consequence of the geneial spiead of a belief, inculcated by designing peisons, 
that the Government contemplated an active inteifeience with the leligious 
customs of the people 

4 A similar delusion existed m the same province some two yeais since, 
to leinove which active and ajipaiently successful measuies weie taken, 11111011 
aie already known to the Goveinment of India 

5 The feelings lefei led to did not, however, lead to any active demon- 
strations of disaffection, oi any oveit acts of levolt before the 13th of June , 

6 The vaiious Magistiates thioughout the division repoited the existence 
of general tianquillity, but stated that the safety of the piovmce depended on 
the fidelity of the Native Coips at Dinapooi, that the Mahomedan population 
w'as thoioughly disaffected, and that, in the event of any distuibance occuiiing 
at the head-quaiteis of the division, they feaied the lapid extension of revolt, 
and its inevitable lesults, throughout the piovince 

7 Piecaiitionaiy measures were adopted by adding to the police foice in 
Behai, by carefully watching and regulating the GhAtb, by guarding the fion- 
tieis of the neighbouring disaffected districts, and in some stations by appoint- 
ing places of rendezvous for the European residents, so as, in the event of the 
occuiience of disturbances, to have a known and combined plan of action 

8 The tieasuie at An ah and Chupiah was removed to Patna, placed 
under the charge of a guard of Captain Rattray’s Sikhs, and a portion of it 
shipped to Calcutta 

9 A Volunteer Guard was formed at Patna, measures were taken to 
defend the Oollectoiate and Opium Godown, and six companies of the Sikh 
Police Battalion at Sooree were marched lapidly to Patna, which they reached 
on the 7th of June, and where they have since continued to lendei valuable 
and efficient service 

10 The Rajas of Bettiah and Hutwah addressed letters expressive of 
loyalty and affection towards the Goveinment, and placed men and elephants 
at the disposal of the local authoiities of then districts, to assist in the main- 
tenance of Older and tranquillity For’ these acts and expressions of good-w'ill 
and loyaltj’', the thanks of the Lieutenant-Goveinoi were communicated to 
those gentlemen 

11 Towards the middle of the month a panic prevailed in Chuprah and 
Airah, consequent on the occuiiences at Goiuckpoor, Azimghur, and other 
places adjoining, and most of the European residents, and persons connected 
with the railway, took lefuge in Dinapooi 

12 The Magistrates and the greater number of the civil officers lemained 
steadily at their posts, and by their personal exertions, aided perhaps by a Cir- 
cular fiom the Commissioner of Patna, confidence was lapidly lestoied and the 
fugitives returned 

13 At Gya considerable apprehension prevailed from the unprotected 
state of a laige amount of tieasuie in the Oollectoiate, the presence in that 
populous city of a considerable number of bad chaiacteis, and the existence, 
111 the heait of the place, of a large jail, filled with desperate luffians under a 
Guaid of Nujeebs, who weie believed to be staunch and trustworthy only so 
long as the Dinapooi sepoys remained quiet 

14 A guard of European soldiers, chiefly from Her Majesty’s 64th Regi- 
ment, soon lestoied public confidence, the wealthy native residents no longer 
feaied being subjected to lawless violence, and the bad chaiacteis of the city 
weie overawed 

15 As it was deemed necessary to place an officer of standing and expe- 
rience in charge of this very important Magistracy, Mr A Money, the Officiat- 
ing Collector, was diiected, on the 20th of June, to assume charge of that office 
in addition to his own duties. 
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16 On tlie niglit of tlie 13tli of Jane, a Nujeeb of the Bebar Station. 
Guaids at Patna was detected m an attempt to tamper wicb the Sikhs of the 
Police Corps, and to excite them to mutiny 

17 In consequence of these Sikhs not being soldiers in the legal accepta- 
tion of the teim, the Nujeeb was not amenable to Act XIV of 1857 The 
Coinmissionei and Magistiate of Patna were, theiefore, appointed special Com- 
missioneis foi the district of Patna to tiy and punish all offences and offenders 
cited in the Act lefeued to 

18 By them he was tiled, convicted, and sentenced to death, and the 
sentence was executed at once 

19 Each of the thiee Sikhs, ivho appiehended the tiaitoi, was publicly 
presented with a leward of Bupees 50 

20 On the 13th of June, the Commissionei repoited that thiee sepoys 
of the Behai Station Guaids peifoimed a signal act of fidelity by sunendeiing 
voluntarily to him a lettei received fiom sepoys at Dinapooi, uiging the Behai 
Guaids to mutiny, and to seize the treasuie at Patna befoie the ariival of the 
Sikhs For this act of fidelity, perfoimed at a ciitical moment, the Commis- 
sionei piesented the faithful Nujeebs with a sum of two hundred lupees each, 
in the piesence of then own corps and of the Sikhs, who weie addies'sed by 
Mr Tayler on the occasion 

21 It became known to the Lieutenant-Governor fiom piivate sources 
that, on the 21st of June, the Commissionei of Patna had caused the foui 
leading membeis of the Wahabee sect ot Mahomedans in that city to be 
ai rested, and that the same officer had taken steps to disaim the population of 
the city, neither of which impoitant ciicumstances was commumcated to the 
Government at the time of then occurrence 

22 The attention of the Commissioner was dnected to his loose, desul- 
tory, and incomplete manner of lepoiting to the Government, and as the next 
day’s ddk brought no further intelligence of the dangeious and extiaordinary 
steps he was taking, and as his lepoit when leceived contained none of the 
detailed infoimation lequned, the displeasure of the Lieutenant-Goveinoi was 
communicated to Mi Taylei, and he was enjoined to keep the Government 
regularly, carefully, and piomptly infoimed of all his pioceedmgs 

23 The Commissioner ultimately repoited that he could obtain no actual 
evidence of the connection of the Wahabee gentlemen whom he had airested 
with tieasonable piactices, that the evidence against them was that of an 
untiustwoithy informer, ivho produced letters to substantiate his charge, of 
which one only was genuine , and that his statements regarding the distiibution 
of money, the entertainment of fighting men, and other preparations foi revolt, 
proved collect from subsequent discoveries 

24 The fanatical devotion of the Wahabees to their spiritual leadeis, 
their abnegation of self, and their mode of confidential communication with each 
othei without written documents, lendei it difficult to produce legal proof of 
then machinations, while then fidelity to one another is pioof against tempta- 
tion. 

25 The Commissionei, therefore, thought it politic to detain the princi- 
pal Wahabee gentlemen as hostages for the good behaviour of the sect, which 
is said to be numeious and peculiarly formidable fiom its organization, and to 
be ready to merge all its diffeiences with other Mahomedans to join in a ciusade 
against the Chiistians 

26 They wei e lodged in the Circuit House and all their comforts attended 
to, and they professed to be obliged to the Commissionei for placing them m 
a position in which no blame could attach to them for any events that might 
occur in the city, 

27 Few, if any, arms weie found in the search, and none in the houses 
of the Wahabees , but, in consequence of the oidex for disarming, a large 
amount of aims was produced 
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28 All inliabitants were warned to remain at borne after 9 o’clock 
at nigbt 

29 About tbe same time tbe Court Gusbt Darogab, Moulavee Mebdee, 
was ai rested on strong suspicion of collusion witb tbe disaffected 

30 On tbe 29tb of June tbe Commissionei reported that be bad, on tbe 
morning of tbe 23id of tbe same month, leceived an e\piess fiom tbe Magis- 
trate of Tirboot, intimating tlie aiiest, m veiy suspicious ciicumstances, of a 
Police Jemadai, named Wans All, wbo was seized in tbe middle of tbe nigbt 
by tbe Assistant Magistiate, Mi Bobeitson 

31 Tbis man’s piopeity i\as packed in carts, and bis borse m as ready 
saddled 

32 In bis possession weie found numeious letteis fiom Moulavee Ah 
Kuireem said to attoid inteiiial evidence of that individual’s being engaged in a 
seciet conspiiacy 

33 Some of tbe lettois lefeired to were sent to tbe Commissioner, and 
be bas been directed to forward copies of tbcm to Calcutta 

34 Immediate steps weie taken to aiiest Moulavee All Kuireem at bis 
bouse at Doomree, wbeie tbe Commissioner knew bim to be 

35 Tbe aiiest was entiusted to tbe Magistrate and Dewan Mowla Buksb 
Tbe foimei was accompanied by Captain Eattiay as a volunteei 

36 Tbe Moulavee bad fled sboitly befoie tbe Magistiate searched bis 
bouse, and although puisued by Mi. Lowis and bis Nazii in an ekka, 
escaped, tbe Commissionei suspected fiom tbe Nazir playing false 

37 The Moulavee’s bouse was found to be piepared against surpiize , and 
as tbe evidence of bis being engaged in a dangeious conspiracy seemed to tbe 
Commissioner undoubted, bis pioperty was attached and a rew'aid of two 
thousand lupees was ofieied for bis appiebension Both measuies w'ere appiov ed 
by tbe Lieutenant-Goveinoi 

38 Tbe Moulavee is still at laige 

39 Tbe Darogab, AVaiis All, was supposed to be related to tbe Eoyal 
Family of Delhi, and to have been employed as a spy 

40 This man is known to have been banged on tbe 6tb of July, but 
tbe ofticial repoit of bis tiial and execution w’as not received, for some time subse- 
quent to the period embraced in this repoit 

41 Tbe next event of importance was an attempted insurrection in tbe 
city of Patna on the night of tbe 3id of July, in which Dr Lyell, tbe Principal 
Assistant to the Opium Agent, lost bis life At about 8 pm of tbe evening 
in question, 200 men with flags, music and guns, broke into tbe premises of tbe 
Homan Catholic Mission Immediately on bearing of tbe disturbance, Di 
Lyell, accompanied by nine Sikhs, proceeded to the spot He unhappily 
cantered on ahead of bis supports, W'as shot, and bis body mangled before bis 
men could overtake him Di Lyell’s body was recoveied immediately^, and the 
rebels dispersed upon the appioacb of the troops to tbe scene of tbe disturbance 

42 The Magistrate with Captain Rattray, Adjutant Campbell, and a 
strong detachment of Sikhs proceeded to tbe spot at once, and fifty Nujeebs 
fiom tbe Godown Guaid marched quickly to tbe same place 

43 The Court Gusbt of tbe Western Tbannab, Syud-ood-deen, w'as feai- 
fully hacked, but survived He killed one lebel before he was W'ounded, and a 
teeka sowar, named Peer Beg, severely wounded another, wbo was taken into 
custody 

44 It was said to have been clearly a religious demonstration , green flags 
with insciiptions wmie said to have been carried , tbe ciy of Deen-Deen raised, 
and tbe property of tbe Catholic Mission destroyed, while nothing was stolen 
or removed 

Tbe portion of tbe report relating to tbe green flags w'as bowevei subse- 
quently proved to have been mcoiiect,* 
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45 Thirty of the men concerned in the distuihance were arrested and tried 
by the Commissioner and Mr Lyell Fouiteen of them including Peer Ah, a 
Mussulman bookseller, said to be the man who shot Dr Lyell, were condemned 
to death, and executed on the same day The remaining sixteen were sentenced 
to ten years’ imprisonment One of the leaders was the jemadai of a wealthy 
banker, who Avas subsequently airested and tiled for haibourmg a deserter of 
the late 37th Native Infantry He Avas howevei acquitted by the Session Judge, 
who reported the evidence to have been altogether unsatisfactoiy 

46 Intimation of the intended outbreak was sent to the Commissioner 
by the father of one of the leading Wahabees in custody, and was communicated 
to the Magistrate, but fiom some misapprehension on the pait of the lattei 
officer, no notice Avas taken of it For this and other errois the Magistrate 
was removed from office 

47 Mr Tayler reported that the enquiry was ably and zealously con- 
ducted by DeAvan MoAvla Buksh 

48 Peer Ah, the principal in the not, and the man who shot Dr Lyell, 
was temporarily reprieved by the Commissionei in the hope of obtaining addi- 
tional information from him, but he was defiant to the last, and as nothing 
could be elicited from him, he was also hanged In character, appearance, and 
manners he Avas desciibed by the Commissionei as a brutal but brave fanatic 

49 His correspondence proved him to have been in communication Avith 
Mussee-ool Zuman of Cawnpoor ever since the annexation of Oudh, and shoAved 
that a secret conspiracy had existed foi some time in Patna, earned on under 
instiuctions fiom the North-West, for some great ulterior purpose 

50 The house of Peer All was razed’ to the ground, and a post placed on 
the site with an inscription telling of the ciime and fate of the oAvnei, and his 
accomplices 

51 These measures seem to have produced good results, and Avith occa- 
sional slight alarms, the city and distiict lemained peifectly tianquil to the 
date embiaced in this narrative 

52 Several sepoys, deseiters from regiments which had mutinied and 
been guilty of acts of violence, were tried, convicted, and executed during the 
month of June and the early pait of July 

53 It was known that many sepoys belonging to the disbanded corps

fantry tried nnder Act XVII of 1857 bv the Judgo Districts, Uud Avere believed to be slcullcing 

of Patna, and executed on the same date l^o^eS 

54 From the impossibility of obtaining descriptive rolls of them, oi of 
otherwise identifying them, feiv were caught and brought to trial. 

55 Subsequently it was said that, on healing of the rewards offered for 
their captuie, and the measures taken to bring them to justice, most of them 
had again abandoned the district 

56 During the month it was reported to the Hon’ble the Lieutenant- 
Governoi that Major Holmes, Commanding the 12th I C, had proclaimed 
Maitial-Law in the districts of Tirhoot, Chumpaiun, and Saiun, and had assumed 
military command of the said districts 

57 The act was disavowed by this Government as unathorized and illegal, 
and the Magistrates concerned weie simply directed to pay no attention to it, 
but not to act in any Avay calculated to place any slight or contempt on Major 
Holmes, who was lespected as an active, zealous and useful officer 

58 The above includes eveiy fact of any impoitance bearing on the levolt 
and its effects in Behar 

59 That profound uneasiness prevailed, that the Mussulmans generally 
were badly disposed , that the oidinaiy police agency was altogether unequal 
to the demands of the emergency, and that the tranquillity of the province

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depended entnely on the fidelity of the tioops at Dinapooi, aie, biiefly, the 
sum of the lesults of the levolt to the 11th of July, the period embiaced in 
this nariative 

60 With legaid to the conduct of the public officeis of the division, 
I 1 egret to have to repoit that the censure of this Goveinment was repeatedly 
conveyed to the Commissioner of Patna foi the meagieness and unsatisfactory 
natuie of his lepoits, for the lepeated non-fulfilment of his leiterated promises 
to furnish detailed infoimation of important acts and events, many of which 
are to the present houi unexplained, foi his keeping the Government com- 
pletely in the dark as to the grounds and intentions of some acts of a very 
questionable nature, as regards then piudence, legality and necessity, and for 
his inattention generally to the uigent directions of the Hon’ble the Lieute- 
nant-Governor to keep him quickly, fully, and ciicumstantially informed of 
every event of consequence at this important crisis 

61 The Collectoi of Chupiah was censured foi quitting his post unneces- 
sarily in a panic, and exhibiting a discreditable amount of pusillanimity in 
his proceedings 

62 The conduct of Messrs Wake, McDonnell, and Lynch has been most 
satisfactory, and so has that of Dewan Mowla Buskh, Deputy Magistrate of 
Patna 

63 The foiraer have exhibited proofs of activity, courage, and constancy 
in remaining at then posts when abandoned by others, that are worthy of 
all praise 

64 The conduct of all other officers in the division has been satisfactory, 
but does not call for paiticulai remark 

65 With the exception of the Rajas of Bettiah and Hukwah, no Native 
Chief has come foi ward to aid the Government 

66 Mr Gaistin, a Road Officei at Chupiah, was appointed Deputy Magis- 
trate of Buxai, and Mi Ewen McDonnell, of the Opium Depaitment, was 
nominated to assist the Magistrate of Chuprah at Ins own request 

67 The Commissioner reported that he continued to receive assurances 
of friendship and fidelity to the British Goveinment fiom various native gentle- 
men, and among them Baboo Koui Sing of Aiiah He mentioned that 
intimation had been sent to him from several quarters of the suspicious con- 
duct and infidelity of this man, but that he attached no credit to them, from 
the reliance he placed in the private assurances that Kour Sing sent to hum of 
his great personal legaid for the Commissioner and attachment to the Govern- 
ment To put him to the proof however. Mi Tayler sent his native agent to 
him, intimating the suspicions enter tamed against him, and directing him to 
repair in peison to Patna to give an account of himself The native agent 
was at the same time diiected to scrutinize everything connected with and 
about K.OU1 Sing, and to submit a confidential repoit legaiding it to the Com- 
missioner The lepoit was favorable to Koui Sing, who either cajoled or 
deceived the agent employed by the Commissioner Koui Sing did not, how- 
evei make his appearance at Patna 

68 Bliaugalpoo7 Division — During the period under review, the whole 
of this division remained perfectly tranquil and undisturbed At Monghyr 
panic prevailed on several occasions, but from no tangible oi W'ell defined causes 

69 On the 11th of July, the Officiating Magistrate repoited having 
discovered traces of a plot which he believed to have been hatching since the 
beginning of the mutinies, and in connection with w'hich an insuiiection was 
planned, in conceit with the disaffected Mussulmans of Patna 

70 Two of the piincipal Mahomedans of Monghyi w^eie sent to the 
Commissioner of Bhaugalpoor for tiial, the result of wffiich measure will be 
duly reported hereafter 

71 Rajslialiye Division — The peace of the Rajshahye Division was also 
undisturbed, and theie weie no evidences in any part of it of sympathy with 
the mutinies, or of the contemplation of acts of lawlessness 
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*72 A little uneasiness was felt at one oi two stations, which quickly passed, 
away Some appiehensions weie experienced legaidmg the behaviour of the 73id 
Native Infantry at Julpigoiee, the Commissioner issued a few simple legulations 
foi the guidance of Magistiates, the Editor of a native paper at Rungpooi 
published a false report of a mutiny at Julpigooiee, which he contradicted, and 
expressed contrition for, and a meeting of zemindais and other inhabitants of 
the Zillah of Rajshahye forwarded to the Goveinment of India certain resolu- 
tions, expressing loyalty and detei mination to aid the Government in the main- 
tenance of 01 del, foi which the acknowledgments of the Right Hon’ble the 
Governor -Geneial of India in Council weie leturned 

73 But dwan Division — This division has likewise been peifectly undis- 
turbed groundless panic exhibited itself occasionally, and subsided spontaneously 
when the rumours on -which it was based proved to be untiue 

74 At Midnapoor a Jail Buikundaz, who attempted to excite mutiny 
in the Shekel wattee Battalion, was handed over to a military tiibunal, tried, 
found guilty, and hanged 

75 The Officiating Magistrate of Midnapooi illegally and weakly, upon 
the uigent solicitation of the Officei Commanding the Shekawattee Battalion, 
sent away two sepoys of that corps, notorious bad chaiacteis, who weie in 
confinement on a chaige of aggravated assault with intention to muidei 

76 Ceitain sepoys of the legiment interceded with then Colonel foi the 
pardon of the offenders, and the Officiating Magistrate yielding to the solicit- 
ations of Colonel Foistei, sent the men under escort towards then homes near 
Delhi, without subjecting them to tiial 

77 The men were brought back to Buidvan fiom beyond Ranigunge, but 
wmre finally liberated under the orders of the Goveinment of India, as the 
woid of the Government for then lelease had been practically given The 
displeasure and disapproval of the Goveinment weie communicated to the Offi- 
ciating Magistrate, and the extreme impiopuety of his ill-judged proceeding 
pointed out to him 

78 The only other occuirence in this division m any way connected with 
the levolt which IS deserving of notice, was the presentation of petition from 
ceitain landholdeis and others in the Hooghly Distiict, pointing out the de- 
fenceless state of the district against the possible attacks of marauding sepoj's, 
the inadequacy of the existing police to contend with them, and the advisability 
of entertaining a force from the Agoiee and Gwallah classes — Lattials by pro- 
fession and not such cowards as the Buikundazes 

79 The entertainment of a small experimental force at the Sudder Sta- 
tion of the classes mentioned was sanctioned to be extended hereafter should 
it prove successful. 

80 Nuddea Division — Considerable disquietude has, at times, prevailed 
in some parts of this division, but no open acts of violence have been committed 
At the Presidency, panics have prevailed among both Europeans and Natives , 
various Legislative Acts suited to the existing emeigencies have been passed , 
different public bodies and private individuals have submitted addresses of 
loyalty and good-will to the Goveinment, and a Corps of Volunteer Guards has 
been formed , but as all of these occurrences are already known to the Govern- 
ment of India, and as most of them have been effected in direct communication 
with the supreme authorities, it is not deemed necessary to record them in this 
nariative 

81 In Moorshedabad everything was perfectly tranquil to the 22nd of 
June, and the general feelings of the people lepoited to be hostile to the 
mutiiieeis and then proceedings 

82 A few seditious placards were posted up in the city, and groundless 
lumouis were spread of the existence of an uneasy spirit among the Sonthals 
A panic occurred at Beihampoor on the 23rd of June, in consequence of an 
ungrounded belief that the twm regiments at that station had mutinied The 
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Nawab Nazim assisted tlie authoiities on this occasion, and the fear passed 
away as soon as it was proved to be causeless. Detachments of Her Majesty’s 
84th and 36th Eegiments were sent to Borhampoor, w’hose progress was greatly 
assisted by His Highness the Nawab Nazim Since then, puWic confidence at 
Moorshedabad has lemained unshaken 

83 A sowar and seven deseiteis from the 43rd Native Infantry were 
anested at Beihampoor, the foimei foi attempting to tamper with the ti oops 
at the station, the latter for desertion 

84 All were tiled, found guilty, and sentenced to tiansportation for life 
They have since been sent to Ahpoor 

85 In Nuddea nothing jiarticulai has occuired The native inhabitants 
of Santipoor sent in a loyal petition to the Government, which was suitably 
acknowledged 

86 Exaggerated rumours of the number of sepoj-- deserters supposed to 
be Avandering about the country having caused alaim, an exact list was obtained, 
which showed them to be few in number, when all fear ceased 

87 At Jessoie, the Jemadar and some of the Guard of Nujeobs, attached 
to the Dacoity Gommissionei’s Establishment, weie repoited by the Deputy 
Magistiate serving on the same establishment to be disaffected They weie 
arrested, and tiied by the Judge as Special Commissioner. The result of the 
tiial belongs to a subsequent period Their plot included an intention of 
murdeiing the Magistrate of Jessoie and llie Dacoity Commissioner at 
Hooghly 

88 At Baraset fears existed of the intention of mischief on thepaitof 
the numerous Ferazees inhabiting the distuct They were repoited to hold 
nightly meetings, but no oveit act of violence of any desciiptioii uas committed 
by them during the peiiod under leview 

89 A few deserters w'ere arrested in this district, and sent into Barrack- 

poor 

90 In Calcutta, the Volunteer Guards were rendered subject to civil 
authority 111 all matters i elating to pati oiling and pickets, and the cariying 
of aims in the public streets, except by those having authoiity, was piohibited 
All aims other than those issued to the Volunteer Guards weie called in 

91 In Howrah and the 24-Peigunnahs nothing occuired to distuib the 
public peace 

92 The police thiougbout the division were sticngthened The largest 
additions being, for obvious reasons, 'made to the foice in the 24-Peigunnahs 

93 Dacca Division — Nothing occurred in this division desei ving of record 
A veiy foolish and groundless panic existed at Dacca, which was quickly dispelled 
by the judicious conduct of the civil authorities at the station 

94 The subsequent arrival of apaity of one bundled seamen from the 
Zenohia and Pnnjanh, vfith. tw'o aimed pinnaces, has lestoied and maintained 
the public confidence 

96 The Commissioner reported the existence of another numerous sect 
of Mahomedans similar to the Feiazees with a mischievous and disaffected 
person, named Keiamut All, as then leader. 

96 He 15 believed to be a native of Jampoor, and there is an influential 
priest of that name at the place mentioned, but the identity of the individuals 
has not been established. 

97 The displeasuie of the Government was communicated to the Com- 
missioner of this division foi being absent fiom his post at such a time, and for 
delegating a portion of the duties of his office to a subordinate in his establish- 
ment 

98 Chittagong Division — In this division the most peifect tianquilhty 
prevailed, and the inhabitants generally w'eie believed to be well-disposed 
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99 At Cliittagong itself a groundless panic prevailed, wliicli extended 
to Tippeiali It was founded on the presumed disloyalty of the detachment of 
the 34th Native Infantry at the former station The three lakhs of treasure 
in the Collector ate of Chittagong were quietly shipped in the Steamer Prose) - 
pine on the 2nd of July, and all alarm has since disappeared 

100 The Officiating Magistrate of Tipperah for warded an application to 
the Naja of Tipperah for 200 or 300 of his troops to defend the district in 
case of need This measure was very properly disallowed, and disapproved by 
the Officiating Commissioner of Chittagong 

101 The conduct of the officers at Tipperah, who aided instead of allaying 
the foolish panic, was visited with the displeasure of the Lieutenant-Governor 

102 The judicious pi oceedmgs of Mr Chapman, rvho assumed charge of the 
Commissioner’s office in the indisposition of Mi Steer, were approved by His 
Honoi 

103 Cuttach Division — This division was undisturbed, and the Rath 
Jattia at Pooiee, at which some disbanded Hindoo sepoys were present, passed 
off with the most perfect quietude. 

104 The mutiny seems to be unknown and unfelt in Oiissa 

105 A proposal to disarm the pilgrims was disallowed 


Non-Regulation Provinces 

106 Assam — In Assam nothing whatever had occurred to show that the 
spirit of revolt had extended to that province 

107 The Local Corps have expressed loyalty and attachment to the Gov- 
ernment, which has been suitably acknowledged 

108 The men of the Kookie Levy had volunteered to become a general 
Service Corps, and Cachai was in every respect tranquil 

109 In the Cossiah and Jynteah Hills a tendency to squabble among 
themselves had been exhibited by the Local Chiefs, but it had no connection 
whatever with the revolt, and is not therefore further noticed here 

110 Mr Allen, the Special Commissioner at Cheira, had applied for the 
services of two additional European ofiicers to do duty with the Sylhet Light 
Infantry Battalion, and recommends that two guns and a Howitzer be attached 
to the Corps, with an European Artillery instiuctoi 

111 Darjeeling — At Darjeeling, in consequence of the proximity of the 
73id Native Infantry at Julpigoorie, and a belief, which the Superintendent believes 
to be groundless, that the Sappers were untrustworthy, every proper precaution 
w'as taken to guard the station and its approaches Extra policemen engaged 
at the expense of the house and landholders, and the station guns were placed 
under the charge of European soldiers belonging to the Convalescent Depot 

112 A Havildar and two sepoys of the sappers were tired by the 
Superintendent under Act XVII of 1857 for using mutinous language, and one 
of the sepoys was sentenced to three years’ imprisonment in iions without 
labour He was sent to Alipooi, and the sepoy of the 73rd, who was the informer

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against them, was bi ought to the favorable notice of the Goveinment of 
India 

113 The muidei of an invalid officer created some alarm among the 
lesidents atthe time, but the mattei had no connection whatevei with the 
levolt 

114 Foi the prompt trial of criminal cases, the Superintendent was vest- 
ed with the powers of a Sessions J udge 

115 Sonthal Pei gunnahs — In the Sonthal Pei gunnahs, so fai as the people 
aie concerned, all remained perfectly quiet, the Sonthals being peaceably engaged 
in then agiicultuial pursuits 

116 A leport that there was a bad feeling among them, upon careful in- 
vestigation, proved to be entiiely gioundless 

117 At Rohmi three troopers of the 5th Irregular Cavalry made a 
sudden and savage attack upon their officeis, while the latter weie sitting unarmed 
befoie then mess bungalow The Adjutant, Sn Norman Leslie, was killed, 
and the Commanding Officer and Suigeon, who beat off the assailants with 
chans, weie seveiely wounded 

118 The murderers were discoveied chiefly through the activity and zeal 
of the Wooidie-Major, and being convicted by a Court-Mai tial of Native 
Officeis, were executed in piesence of their own regiment, and of a detachment 
of the 32nd Native Infantiy 

119 A lewaid of Bupees 1,000, offeied by the Commissioner of the Son- 
thal Pei gunnahs foi the discoveiy of the assassins, was, to the extent of Bupees 
900, divided between thiee tioopeis who aided in the discoveiy and convic- 
tion of the offenders The Wooidie-Majoi positively declined receiving any 
portion of the reward, and was strongly recommended to be presented "with a 
handsome swoid and belt 

120 I he Sikh Police Corps at Sooree volunteeied thiough their Com- 
manding Officer to proceed anywheie by forced marches, to punish the ene- 
mies of the State, stipulating only that they should be treated and regarded 
as European soldiers They were thanked for their loyalty and devotion, and 
the gieatei pait of the legiment was sent to Patna, where it has done, and is 
doing excellent service 

121 Chota Nagpooi — The south-western frontier remained perfectly 
quiet Uneasiness existed at Banchi from the presence of a detachment of the 
7th Native Infantry fiom Dinapoor, but this being sent away, confidence was 
restored 

122. The Bamghur Battalion was believed to be staunch , but as some 
feelings upon the subject of the cartridges had ciept in among them, it was sup- 
posed that, in the event of trial, they were more likelj’’ to fraternize with, than 
to oppose their Dinapoor comrades 

123 Their gunners were not considered trustworthy by their own Com- 
mander, but there were none otheis to replace them, and no European Infantry 
could be spared foi either Chota Nagpoor or Hazaieebaugh 

124 Certain proceedings of the Zemindar of Janncondi and the Baja of 
Bairabhoom were regarded with suspicion, but they evidently had no connec- 
tion whatever with the revolt, 
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125 The best founded fears weie entertained at Hazai eebaugli, where 
there was a lakh of rupees in the Treasury, and wheie there were two jails 
containing 900 piisoners, guaided by two companies of the 8th Native Infantry 
at Dinapoor 

126 It was not supposed that they would bieak out so long as tlie regi- 
ments at Dmapooi lemamed quiet, and as no European troops could be spared 
foi the station, the police foice was inci eased Small additions were also made 
in other divisions of the South-West Erontier Agency, and up to the 11th of 
July there was not the slightest appearance of revolt or insubordination any 
where 

127 The people weie quiet and contented, the soldiers orderly and 
obedient 

127 A Ar? acan — In the Pi evince of Airacan nothing having the smallest 
semblance of sympathy with, oi knowledge of, the revolt occurred 

128 General matters — On the 19th of June, in accordance with the 
oiders communicated from the Government of India on the 18th of the same 
month, instructions were issued to the cml authorities in all the river stations, 
diiecting them on no account to detain steamers a moment longei than was 
necessaiy to land or take in tieasure, othei cargo or passengers 

129 They weie likewise directed to recommend the European Officers 
of Government and Euiopean residents generally to piovide for the safety of 
then families in places of security, so as to remove them from possible exposuie 
to violence, and to prevent their hampering the movements of those who might 
be required to act offensively oi defensively in the suppression of disorder, and 
the piotection of the public and private pioperty entrusted to them 

130 It was likewise intimated that free downward passages would be 
granted to ladies and children in all Government steamers 

131. A prohibition against ladies and childien proceeding to the noith- 
west during the existing disturbances, was pi omulgated at the same 
time 


132 On the 26th of June urgent instructions were issued to all officers 
on the Gland Trunk Road to be on the aleit, to keep their police in full vigour 
and activity, and to spare no effort to secure the safety and openness of this 
great and important line of communication 

133 It was intimated to the same officers that all measures suggested by 
them for 'increasing the efficiency of their police would meet with immediate 
attention 

134 A company of Captain Rattray’s Sikhs was sent to Raneegunge 
for the protection of that station, and to patrol the Grand Trunk Road as fai as 
the Burrakui iiver 

135 On the l7th of June, the Lieutenant-Governor addressed a commu- 
nication to the Government of India in the Military Department, suggesting 
the tiial of mutineers and deserters by the officers of the districts through which 
they were believed to be passing on then way to their homes His Honor 
suggested that it would be desirable to have them summarily dealt with, and 
that immediate means should be provided for their trial and punishment in the 
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disfciictsin wliichtliey miglitbe found, so tliat sentence of death might be passed, 
and earned into immediate execution by the local officeis against any man 
identified as having belonged to, oi being piesent with, a legiment in mutiny at

136 Conclusion — This bungs the nairative of events in the various 
provinces subject to the Government of Bengal down to the 11th of July last 
Nothing has been introduced into the lecord which had not a healing upon the 
mutiny and its consequences All minor and subsidiary matteis unconnected 
with the revolt have been omitted 


Special Narrative, Goverxsient or Bengal, Judicial, No 17, dated SIst August 1857 

During the period between the 11th and 18th July, peace and order pre- 
vailed throughout the Lowei Provinces, alarm and excitement having diminished 
in some, and altogether disappeared in other distiicts 

2 Patna Division — The Patna Division still continued to aflfoid the most 
anxiety, although no actual fresh acts of revolt occuiied in it 

3 It was not until the 14th that the Commissionei furnished a detailed 
leport of the outbreak of the 3rd, in which Dr Lyell lost his life His leport, 
howevei, diffeiied little in essentials from the detached statements previously 
submitted 

4 The rebels, vaiiously estimated at fiom SO to 200 persons, assembled 
at the house of a Mahomedan book-seller, named Peei Ah Khan, and thence 
proceeded to the Roman Catholic Chuich with two laige flags, a drum beating, 
and cnes of Ah ' All ' 

5 The priest whom they probably intended to niuider foitunately escaped, 
when they came out of the Mission premises, i eiterating then cnes, and calhng 
on the people to assist them. 

6 The death of Di Lyell and other ciicumstances connected with the 
distuibance -sveie as pieviously naiiated 

7 It was ascei tamed, howevei, that theie had been no flung fiom the 
houses, and the city lemained peifectly quiet after the dispersion of the iioters 

8 One of the i ebels, who was wounded the next morning, made disclosures 
which led to the airest of the iioteis 

9 This man stated that a plot had been in existence foi some months, 
and that men were regulaily paid, and money distributed to excite the people to 
fight foi lehgion and the Padshah of Delhi 

10 The letteis found in Peei Ah’s house disclosed an organized Mussul- 
man conspiiacy to re-establish Mahomedan supiemacy, and to oveithiow the 
Biitish Government, copies of these letteis have already been forwaided to the 
Government of India 

11. The trial and execution of the i ebels took place as mentioned m my 
previous lettei 
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12 Imam-ood-deeti, the wounded man, was slowly lecoveiing when the 
Commissionei wiote, and continued to afford useful infoimation 

13 One of Peel All’s con espondents is a man of some consequence at 
Lucknow, hence the suspicion that the Patna outbreak was connected with, oi 
diiected fiom Oudh 

14 Of the thiity-six men aiiested, sixteen undeiwent capital punishment, 
including their leaclei, Peei Ah, and the lemaindei w'eie sentenced to \arious 
teimsof impiisonment, with the exception of two w'ho weie acquitted, theie 
being no pi oof of their pai ticipation m the guilt of the lest 

15 Wans All, the Police Jemadai, and Peer All at the time of then exe- 
cution lequested the money they had about them to be given to a faqueei — a 
lequest w^hich was not complied with Some of those who weie hanged exhibited 
the feelings of men who deem themselves maitj’-rs, the majoiity weie silent and 
undemonstiative 

16 The Kotegusht Daiogah, Sheikh Sjmd Udm, who was lecoveiing from 
his w'ounds, was piesented wuth a lewaid of Pupees 300, and promoted as a 
supeinumeiaiy fiom the 3rd to the 2nd Grade 

17 A Jemadai and a Havildai of the 53id Native Infantry, which mutinied 
at Cawnpooi, w'eie lepoited by the Sessions Judge at Patna to have been tried 
and found guilty by him on the 30th of June, and to have been executed undei 
his w'aiiant on the same date 

IS The Assistant Adjutant-Geneial at Dinapoor attempted to stay the 
execution, but very piopeily was not listened to by the Sessions Judge 

19 The Wahabee leaders still continued under surveillance, the trial of 
the Banker, Lootf All Khan, was postponed by the Sessions Judge to peimit of 
his obtaining evidence from Benares as to whethei the man harboured by the 
Bankei was really a deseitei from the late 37th Native Infantiy , the Magistrate’s 
Nazii had not been brought to trial, and Ah Kurieem was still at large in the 
period embraced in this lepoit 

20 The Commissioner was authoiized to raise a body of armed sowais to 
act as patrols, and stabling foi then accommodation on the paiade-ground was 
sanctioned 

21 Poi the moie certain detection and appiehension of mutineeis and 
deseiteis, five Christian subordinates on salaiies of Kupees 20 a month, with 
five chuppiasies attached to each, Aveie engaged to w’atch the principal ghatds 
leading fiom the An ah and Chupiah Districts 

22 None weie however appiehended, the executions in Patna having 
2 iiobably rendered them cautious in exposing themselves to the risk of capture 

23 The Magistrate of Patna lepoited, on the 18th of July, that the city 
appeared perfectly quiet, the shops were open, and the inhabitants, if possible, 
moie respectful in demeanoui than usual 

24 Sai un — The Magistrate of Saiun described his district as tranquil, the 
people being busily employed in cultivation, and the price of grain reduced 
horn the favorable prospects of the season 

2 5 The Magistrate of Sai un ha^ ing pi eviously bi ought pi ominently to the 
notice of the Government the good conduct and efforts of Lalla Ishen Dyal, the 
Acting Darogah, and Shewchuin Shukal, the Jemadai of the Suddei Thannah, 
the former was promoted to a Sujreinumei ary 2nd Class Daiogahship, and the 
latter rewarded with a gift of B,upees 200 

26 Shahabad — The Magistrate of Shahabad intimated that his district 
remained undisturbed , that he had not been successful in the capture of muti- 
neeis and deserters , and that the influential zemindars of his district had not 
given him the slightest aid 

27 While endeavouring to keep up appearances in sending in numbers of 
sepoys on leave, not one deserter had been apprehended by their assistance, nor 
had any intimation of then presence been given by the landholders referiod to 

b43 
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28 The Magisfciate paifciculaily biought to notice the conduct of the Eaja 
of Doomiaon and'of Baboo Kowi Sing as capable fioin their gieat local influ* 
ence of giving him the gieatest assistance, while without that aid he could get 
no infoiination 

29 He consideied them guilty of neglect, and the lattei liable to parti- 
culai suspicion fiom the numeious lepoits spiead legaiding him since the begin- 
ning ot the outbieak, and his pecnhai position as the ruined owner of vast 
estates, who would become supreme in the distiict on the occuiience of disoider, 
but who, so long as law and oidei pie vailed, could barely find the means to 
pay the inteiest of his debts 

30 Ml Wake continued to watch him nairowly, and tho Commissioner 
summoned him to Patna, but he pleaded sickness as an evcuse for not obeying 
the injunction, and was repoited to have said that he would not go to Patna, and 
■ttould lesist if sent foi 

31 The Comnnssionei had alieady taken steps in the niattoi, and was 
lequested to lepoit to the Goveinment the eailiest intelligence of the lesult of 
lus communication tilth the zemindai in question 

32 Chumjmtun — The Joint-Magistiate of Chumparun lepoited his dis- 
tiict to be peaceable He mentioned that choleia had bioken out among the 
Ghuikas pioceeding to Goiuckpoie, and that many of them had died in conse- 
quence The Ghuikas weie to have crossed the Little Gunduk on the 18th 
of July 

33 Behai — The Magistiate of Behar lepoited all quiet, and that the 
e\tra piecautions taken had stopped dacoities and common thefts 

34 The suspicions of the Gommissionei legarding the hostile picpaiations 
of a wealthy lesident, named Modenaiain Sing, veie aftcrwaids held by that 
officei to have no sufficient foundation to act upon 

35 The Magistiate of Behai iias diiected to fuinish a special repoit of 
the grounds of lelease of a peison supposed to be Ah Kuiieem, sent down from 
Beiiaies foi identifacation, on the suspicion of his being the Ah Kuneem of 
Patna There weie suspicious ciicumstances regaidmg him, which requiied 
investigation, paiticulaily as, although a hlahomedan, he had attempted to 
peisonate a Hindu 

36 An 111 gent request was submitted by the late Principal Assistant to 
the Opium Agent, Di Lyell, foi aims andothei means of defending the Opium 
Agency, in -which theie -weie neilj’- two millions and a half of public property. 
The request therein made -was complied with as far as ivas practicable 

37 Bhaugiil'pooi Division — In all parts of the Bhaugulpooi Division per- 
fect tranquillity existed 

38 The Gommissionei reported that he had dismissed the case against 
the two Mahomedans sent down fiom Monghyr by the Officiating Magistrate, 
as it appeared to him to be a gross and glaring fabiication on the part of a 
doubtful Christian convert, Enayut Hossem, avhom the Commissioner considered 
the worst character in the district 

39 The Commissioner deemed the Officiating Magistrate to have exhibited 
a great -want of judicial acumen, and directed him at once to proceed to 
Hooghly, to the Magistracy of which he had already been some time appointed, 
making over charge of the Magistracy of Monghyr to the Officiating Collector, 
Ml 'W Tucker Of this measure the approval of the Lieutenant-Goveinor 
was communicated to Mi Yule 

40 Bajshahye — In the Rajshahye Division all was peaceable and orderly- 

41 At Julpigoiee two men weie arrested by the Joint-Magistiate for 
tampeiing with the sepoys of the 73id Native Infantij’- and sent to Rungpooi fox 
tiial 

42 An insubordinate tioopei of the 11th Tiiegulai Cavalry -was con-. 
-Victed of riotouq conduct, and sentenced to a year’s imprisonment

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43 Dtnagepoor — In the Dinagepoor District a Peeiazee Moulavie and 
otheis of the same sect had spiead lepoits of the intention of the Government 
forcibly to convert native children to Chiistianity, which leports had caused 
many of the children in the Vernacular School at Mutthooiapoor to he with- 
diarvn 

44 Oideis were gnen to try and punish all persons spreading such false 
and mischievous lepoits, and to examine all persons wandering about as 
fakeeis and leligious mendicants, who aie believed to be the bearers of intelli- 
gence from all parts of India 

45 They are said to cany letters in the bamboo which eveiy such person 
is aimed with, and the sticks in question weie oidered to be examined to see that 
no treasonable coiiespondence was concealed m them 

46 Dacca Division — The Dacca Division was tianquil throughout 

47 An extiaguard for the city at a cost of Rupees 94 monthly was recom- 
mended to the Government of India for sanction 

48 Chittagong and Cuttach Divisions — The Chittagong and Cuttack 
Divisions shared in the geneial tranquillity 

49 Nuddea Division — In the Nuddea Division theie was no disturbance 
of any kind connected with the revolt 

50 Fears were entertained for Moorshedabad, which proved to be ground- 
less At that place the only occur lence deserving of record was the detection of 
a sepoy of the late 37th Native Infantry by a trooper of the 11th Iiiegular 
Cavahy 

51- This deserter fiom a regiment which had mutinied was tried and 
sentenced to transportation for life 

52, Baiaset — In the Baraset District an uneasy feeling regarding the 
Mussulman population existed, but no act of revolt was committed 

53 Bauaclpooi — The Officer Commanding the Barrackpoor Division 
requested the CO- opeiation of the civil authorities in disarming the inhabitants 
of the villages near and around Barrackpoor, but as no grounds showing the 
necessity for such a proceeding were advanced, the authorities referred to were 
requested to state the reasons on which then proposal was based 

54 A religious proclamation purporting to announce the advent of Emam 
Mehdee and the approach of the Day of Judgment was circulated among the 
inhabitants of Jingeigatchea near Jessoie by a Police Jemadar, named Maho- 
med All, who came to Calcutta in charge of elephants fiom Dacca 

55 No importance was attached to it by the Commissioner, but further 
enquiry regarding it was diiected to be instituted 

56 Calcutta — At the Presidency arrangements were made to prepare the 
Town Hall, the Free School, the Pleadeis’ Chambers in the Sudder Court and the 
Lower Oiphan School at Khidderpooi, for the reception of the European troops 

57 Bui divan Division — The Burdwan Division was no exception to the 
rule of order and tranquillity 

58 Beeihhoom — Doubts weie entertained by the Judge of Beeibhoom of 
the fidelity of the troop of sowars attached to the Police Battalion, in conse- 
quence of then being Mussulmans chiefly recruited near Delhi and Futteghui 

59 Captain Rattray believed the troop to be perfectly loyal, and was of 
opinion that, in the event of then exhibiting any signs of disaffection, the 
officer in command would have ample means of coercing them 

60 Non-i egulaiion disticts — In Assam, Aiiacan, Darjeeling, the Cossiah 
Hills, and Cachai all was reported to be quiet 

61 S W Fiontier — In the South-West Fiontiei Agency peace w as yet 
unbroken, and the visit of the zemindars referred to in the former narrative 
sfiown to be for the purpose of negotiating a maiiiage between the two families 
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63 At Chyebassa a small tempoiaiy police foice at a montb^ cost oi 
Eupees 34 was smictioned A Buikundaz Gum d at Oontani GlAt in Pei guunab 
Palamow was also sanctioned at an outlay of Eupees 21 a month 

63 Sonthal Pergunnahs — In the Sonthal Peigunnahs all was quiet 

64 An application was addiessed to the Govei nment of India in the 
■Mihtaiy Department to place a few elephante at the disposal of the Officer 
Commanding the left wing of the Bengal Police Battalion to facilitate the 
movements of his men duiing the lains 

65 General— On the 30th of June, the Lieutenaiit-Governoi submitted 
to the' Goveinment of India a minute uigmg the immediate adoption of so 
much of his pioposal of the 30tli of Apiil 1856, foi the improvement ot the 
police of the Lower Pi evinces as would enable him, in evistmg (urcunistances, 
to stiengthen the police of the Piovmce of Behai, and of the Giand Trunk 
Eoad to meet the urgent necessities of the piesent state of aliaiis 

66 The icisons for this lequisition weie stated in the minute, and the 
o-ist of the measuie was an addition to the numbei and pay of the Uncownanted 
Deputy Magistrates, so os to obtain the services of a large numbei of English- 
men in thole offices, and to place a small and manageable district under the 
charge of each, as well as, at the same time, to inciease the numbers, and to 
improve the position and prospects of the native police 

67 The zeal, efficiency, and public spirit of Messis Lynch and Vincent 
were brought prominently to the notice of the Goveinment of India, those 
officers liCLVing continued jit tlieii posts fl-nd done good seivice in spite of side- 
ness— which valuable aid the Lieutenant-Goveinoi had not the powei to reward 
adequately and promptly under the existing system 

68 The piesent staff of lohable Deputy Magistrates of expeuence was 
stated to be baiely equal to the ordinal y zillah duties rcquiied fiom them , and 
fiesh men of a fit stamp were not to be obtained at the low scale of lemuner- 
ation then allowed 

69 On the 17th of July, the provisional sanction of the Goveinment of 
India was communicated, authoiizing the improvement of the Civil Police in 

the districts of Behar'”' by changing the 
sirai°'' designation of Mohuiii to that of Naib 

Bimuguiiioor Daiogah , by laising tlieii salaries to Eu- 

pees 40, 35, and 30 monthl}’-, by raising 
the salaries of the Jemadais to Rupees 20, 15, and 10 in the same piopoitions , 
and by raising the pay of the Buikundazes to Eupees 6 and 5 a month m the 
pioportion of one-fouith of the foimei to three-fouiths of the latter 

70 The Lieutenant-Goveinor was likewise empowered to reward for parti- 
cularly distinguished services , Police Daiogahs not eligible for piomotion to 
Deputy Magistracies, by special salaries of Rupees 200 and 150 a month, the 
number so promoted not to exceed three of each class 

71, The appointment of twenty additional members of the Suboidinate 

Executive Establishment to be employed as 
Deputy iMagistiates oi Deputy Collectors, 
oi in both capacities in the province of 
Behai and on the Grand Trunk Eoad, was 
gi anted, togethei with the general recon- 
struction of the service on the footing 
noted in the margin 

72 The Lieutenant-Goveinoi was not 
to consider himself bound to promote the 
present membeis of the executive service 
to the higher salaries, which Aveie sanc- 
tioned foi the purpose of atti acting to the 
service men of the highest qualifications capable of controlling and directing 
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the police, and of maintaining oider in the distiicts mentioned At the same 
time those now in the seivice deserving of advancement weie not to be deprived 
of it, should the Lieutenant-Goveinor consider them fit foi pi emotion 

73 These ariangements weie to be considered as temporaiy and liable 
to revision heieaftei, and weie to be lepoited foi sanction as made 

74 The Lieutenant-Goveinoi was also authoiized to appoint Honoiary 
ISfagisti ates in Behai fiom among the lespectable and influential residents of 
the province, gentlemen so appointed exercising the poweis of Assistant 
Magistrates 

75 A proposal was submitted by Lieutenant- Colonel Unyvett through 
the Chief Engineei for the safeguard of the feiiy across the Soane on the 
setting in of the periodical lains Sanction was given to the proposal as far as 
it could be complied with 

76 The above statement includes every circumstance of interest and 
impoitance connected with the levolt dmmg the week ending on the 18th July 
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In the division noted in the margin 
nothing whatever occurred to distuib the 
peace oi to show the extension of mutiny 
or disaffection, and no cases undei the 
lecent regulations weie tried. 


2 Patna Division — The pi evince of Behai, as usual, occupies the most 
pi eminent position, not so much from any fiesh acts of levolts, as from the lesults 
of the trials and fuithei proceedings connected with events already reported 

3 A proposal was leceived from the Commissionei of Patna on the 15th 
of July, recommending extension of the police throughout Behai to arrest muti- 
iieeis and deserters, and to prevent then committing such acts of violence and 
lapine, as a disbanded and rebellious soidieiy freed from the restraints of disci- 
pline might be expected to indulge in 

4 Foi political reasons, Mr Tajder, believing in the leligious element 
of the existing disturbances, deemed it expedient to reciuit his foice fiom the 
Gowallas, Dosads, and similar castes, to the exclusion generally during the 
present tioubles of Mahomedans and Hindus of high caste Christians, 
European and Eurasian, weie to be enrolled wherever procurable, and it was 
suggested that each Magistrate and Deputy Magistrate should raise the foot- 
men in his own district, while the horsemen, 200 in number, weie to be en- 
1 oiled in Patna, and oigaiiized under the personal supervision of the Commis- 


sioner 


5 Those who could bring good horses were to receive Rupees 20 a 
month, the rest weie to be provided with hoises at the cost of the Government, 
the value of which was to be gradually lecovered fiom then pay An advance 
of funds foi the purchase of hoises was solicited 

6 All weie to be drilled and to be subjected to a rough semi-militaiy state 

7 Previous to this application, au- 
thority was given to the Commis- 
sioner to laise a force of the strength, 
noted in the margin, for each Sudder 
Station 
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8 To the proposal above detailed, the sanction of the Government of 
India was accorded on the 22nd of July The anangement was to be consi- 
dered temporary, the horse and foot veie to be paid at such rates as would 
secure the services of reliable men, and the Commissioner was called upon to 
submit at once a definite scheme as to the constitution and cost of the proposed 
Police Corps, and the mannei in which it is intended to be officered and dulled 
d41 



9 Oa tlie 19fcli July, Mr Taylei sent a moie detailed report iviiicli con- 
tained a few paiticulais not pre\iou&Iy communicated legaidiug the not of the 
third of the same month 

10 The parties chiefly implicated weie men said to be Sunnees and 
Hindus, the Wahabees having no connection with the outbiealc as a sect 

11 The wounded rebel, Imam-ood-deen, was promised by the Commis- 
sioner that his life should be spared as a lewaid for the information given by 
him The inscription in the flag captured was that used by the Wahabees 

12 Ml Taylei also lepoited that the Police Jemadai, Wans All, was 
earnestly desiious of ascei taming if there weie any way in winch his life could 
be spaied 

The Commissionei’s reply and common taiy aie given in Ins own W'oids — 

“I told him I will make a baigam with you, give me thiee lives and I will 
give you, youis 

“He then told me all the names that I all eady knew, but could disclose 
nothing fuithei, at least wnth any pi oof in suppoit 

“ He was evidently not sufficiently clevei to be All Kinreem’s confedeiate ” 

13 On the 21st of July, Mi Taylei tiansmitted a continuation of his 
nairative of the 19 th 

He stated that wan ants were out foi nearly fifty men, peisons said to have 
been either directly concerned in the late outbieak, oi to form part of the 
several gangs leceiving pay from dilfeient parties as a letamei foi rebellion 

14 Imam-ood-deen, the informer, had received the title of Daiogah, and 
All Kuiieem was fo have been elected luler of the piovmce, but in consequence 
of his absence on the night of the not, Kasim Shere was chosen as his sub- 
stitute A hoise was piovided for him, but he declined the perilous distinction 
while the gatheung was so scanty Kassim Sheie is a zemmdai living some 
twenty-four miles fiom Patna, and measuies ha\e been taken to ariest him 

15 The Dinapooi sepoys weie said by the same mformei to have consent- 
ed to the coiispiiacy, but to have differed with the townspeople as to the day 
foi the levolt, the sepoys wishing foi Sunday, the Mahomedans foi Friday, their 
own sacied day The lattei w'as selected 

16 Seveial othei of the conspiratois subsequently seized were said to 
have confiimed all these paiticulais, and th» Commissioiiei found all Imam- 
ood-deen’s statements veiihed by collateral pi oof 

IT Ml Tayler pioposed keeping the prisoners last ai rested until moie of 
then number were secured, as by confionting them with each othei, much useful 
mfoimation w^as obtained 

IS On the 14th the Commissioner received a letter fiom Loid H H 
Biowne, Officiating Magistiale of Monghyr, with a copy of a Persian lettei 
diiected to All Kassim, the Magistiate’s Nazii , this letter contained most 
treasonable matter, but wns at once pionounced to be a foigery 

The Commissionei of Baugulpoor dismissed the case as already recoided, 

19 On the 15th anothei lebel was caught, who made fuithor disclosuies, 
which it was not deemed expedient by Mi Tayler to detail The Commissionei 
contented himself wnth the expi ession of a belief that it wmuld be satisfactoiy 
to the Government to know that, as fai as could then be ascei tamed, the scheme 
of the tiaitois had been fiustiated, then plot disclosed, and the actors w'eie 
being hunted ovei the couutiy 

20 The city of Patna was said never to have been so quiet before , not a 
soul ivas to be seen in the stieets aftei 9 o’clock, and the executions and 
pursuit of all bad and suspicious chaiacteis had, to a gieat extent, cleaied the 
city of them 

21 Mr Taylei expiessed his acknowledgments to the Euiopean and 
Em as^n community foi, with a few exceptions, affoidmg their active aid m 
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Patrolling tlae city dunng the nights nndei the command of Major Nation 
■which pioceedings have tended much towaids the establishment and maintenance 
of ordei 

Mr Tayler repoited that all the public officers, "with one oi two exceptions, 
had cordially and usefully co-operated in the measures adopted for the public 
safety, and several independent gentlemen had furnished valuable information 

22 The following respectable native residents weie pi eminently men' 
tioned as giving aid — 

Maharaja Bhoop Sing Ultaff Hossein 

Wilayat AU Khan Roy Hoiiolusshen 

Shaikh Ruzah Hossein Bahoo Chooneelall 

Several others -were said to have tendered their services, and expiessed then 
■willingness to be of use 

Wilayat Ah Khan was reported to be deseiving of special recognition, 
and recommended for a dress of honour and the title of Bahadooi 

Dewan Mowla Buksh was also prominently piaised, and recommended for 
an increase of pay and a sword of honor 

Hedayat Ah, a Subadar in Captain Rattray’s Crops, was considered deserv- 
ing of a marked token of approval, and a separate report was promised in 
his case 

23 On the 24th of July, the Commissioner repoited the acquittal of the 
Banker, Lootf Ah Khan, by the Sessions Judge, and complained of the Judge’s 
having lefused to postpone the tiial on his (Mi Taylei’s) requisition, to enable 
him to procure and produce further evidence for the prosecution 

24 On the 25th, Mr Tayler sent a further communication, solicitmg the 
advice and instructions of the Hon’ble the Lieutenant-Governor on the piopiiety 
of detaining Lootf Ah Khan on a charge of participation, or at least a guilty 
knowledge of the late conspiracy and -outbreak, as he had been acquitted of that 
of harbouring a mutineer 

25 The reasons assigned for recommending this measure w^eie that a 
leading rebel, named Guseeta, who had been hanged, was at the time of the 
outbreak a Jemadar in Lootf Ah Khan’s service, that anothei piincipal in the 
not, also named Guseeta, had formerly been a seivant of the Banker’s, and his 
mother was still ayah in Lootf Ah’s zenanah , that Sekimoolah, the uncle of 
the deserter, Mohubbut, who had been capitally sentenced, was in the same 
service, and had received his nephew, who had openly boasted of his paitiupa- 
tion in the Benares mutiny The infeience of the Commissioner was that all tins 
could not have occurred without the privity, if not connivance, of the master, 
and that the servants would not have dared to take pait in open revolt, if then 
master had been loyal and well affected. 

26. Mr Tayler believed that some wealthy person must have been con- 
cerned in the conspiiacy from its being known that many men had been paid 
and retained for direct purposes of treason, and that an example was required 
from among the wealthy and inhuential classes 

27 Many circumstances had, by this time, combined to render the Lieu- 
tenant- Governor distrustful of Ml Tayler’s judgment, and doubtful of the justice 
and propriety of his measures Hence his recommendations in favour of parti- 
cular persons were not hastily acted upon, and the Lieutenant-Goveinoi declined 
to advise on the subject of Lootf Ah’s prosecution, until he had received the 
record of the trial, which was called for from the Judge 

28 On the 25th of July, the Sessions Judge, Mr R N Faiquhaison, 
reported that he had tried, under Act XVII of 1857, Azim Khan, Jemadar of 
the 37th Native Infantry, committed by the Deputy Magistrate of Baih The 
prisoner was convicted on his own showing of being a deserter from his corps 
after it had mutinied at Benares, and was sentenced to death on the 15th 
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29 On the 14th and 23id of the same month, Moohabut Ali, a sepoy of 
the 37th Native Infantiy, committed by the Commissionei was tried by Mr 
Faiquharson foi lebellion, was convicted and executed 

30 On the 23id and 24th, the Banker, Lootf All Khan, committed by 
Mr Taylei was tiled foi knowingly haibouung the desertei, Moohabut All, and 
was acquitted from insufficiency of proof 

31 The Commissionei was stated to have taken advantage of an oppor- 
tunity of fuinishing supplementaiy evidence in suppoit of his chaige, and at 
the last moment demanded a fuither postponement to pioduce additional wit- 
nesses to prove the fact of harbouring a rebel against the piisonei 

32 This the J udge declined to comply with, fi om the unsatisfactory grounds 
on which it was based 

33 The Government Pleadei was employed to conduct the case on the 
second day of tiial, and befoie the defence was commenced, uiged stiongly a 
day’s postponement to bung additional witnesses to prove that the desertei was 
leally in the seivice of Lootf Ah Khan, but his reasons foi desiiing to defer the 
trial were deemed utterly unsatisfactory by the Judge, who peiemptoiily declin- 
ed a postponement, and ordered the trial to proceed 

34 In lepoiting his lefusal, Mr. Farquharson stated that he acted in the 
mannei mentioned, notwithstanding a warning from the Commissioner that he 
incuired great responsibility in so doing 

S'! In those circumstances, and from not knowing what steps the Com- 
missioner might take to throw discredit on his proceedings, the Judge sent down 
the entire case and coiiespondeuceonthe subject, directing attention to the loose 
way in which it was forwarded for tiial, and the in tei mediate remarks of the 
Commissionei on the weight he considered due to the evidence for the prose- 
cution With these papers Mi Farquharson transmitted several private letters 
sent to him by the Commissioner, in which, with a very indecent disregard of 
ordinary pi opr letj’-, Mr Taylei had continued duiing the trial to endeavour to 
influence the miud of the Judge, and almost to urge him to condemn the 
prisoner 

36 Ml Far quhai son mentions reports being current that some of the men, 
punished as being concerned in the city outbreak, were convicted by the Com- 
missioner, presided over by Mi Tayler, on evidence less reliable than that which 
he had rejected in Lootf All Khan’s case The Judge was not in the least 
cognizant of what the evidence was, but considered it his duty to report the 
common opinion on the subject, for the Government to take such steps as might 
be thought fit to test the truth of statements damaging to the civil services 
and to the European character at large 

37 Ml Farquhaison felt the more induced to adopt this step, from the 
fact of the Commissioner’s having disregarded the instructions of the Govern- 
ment of the 11th July 1857, and persisted in himself conducting trials notwith- 
standing the presence of the Judge Among them w'as the trial and condemna- 
tion to death of a trooper of Captain Rattray’s regiment, since the receipt of 
the letter referred to 

38 On the 21st of July a petrtion, addiessed to the Lreutenant-Governor, 
was received fiom Lootf Ah Khan through Mr Fagan, a Barrister of the 
Supreme Court, complainrng of the loss and indignity to which he had been 
subjected by imprisonment, stating that he rvas not made aware of the grounds 
of suspicion against him, that he was a loyal and well affected subject of the 
Government, that his interests and inclinations were alike opposed to lebellion 
and in favor of peace and older, and that the pioceedings weie instigated by the 
enmity of Yelayat Hossein Khan, his nephew, with Avhom he was on bad terms, 
and between him and whom there had been hostile litigation in the Local and 
Suddei Courts 

39 He prayed for release in bail, and that he might have a fan and open 

trial 
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40 The petition was transmitted to the Cominissionei of Patna, with an 
expiession of the Lieutenant-Goveinoi’s having no doubt that eveij’’ caie had 
been taken by Mi Tayler not to subject the jietitioner to any unnecessaiy in- 
dignity 01 disadvantage dining his detention in jail, and pending his trial befoie 
the Sessions Judge An eaily lepoit of the lesult of the tiial was again called 
foi, and a copy of the letter, tiansmitting the petition to the Commissionei, was 
furnished to Mi Pagan, the petilionei’s Counsel 

41 On the 25th, Mi Taylei replied that Lootf All Khan was aiiested by 
the Magistiate undei his (the Commiss onei’s) oideis, that he passed the first 
night of his impiisonment in a loom in the Magistrate’s house , that he was 
taken to jail the next day, that no oideis legarding his ac( ommodation and 
tieatmeiit while theie weie issued by him, that on the 9th he was committed 
foi tiial befoie the Judge, by whom he had been acquitted, although theie weie 
othei giave piesuinpfcions of ciiminality against him, that the declaration of the 
chaiges being instigated by his nephew, Velayat All Khan, was convenient , 
that the two weie undoubtedly at enmitj’-, but that he believed Velayat Ah to be 
too honoi able and straightfoiwaid to stoop to bung false oi unfounded chaiges 
against his uncle, although he Avould not hesitate to give tiue infoimation 
against him 

42 These cases are i elated somewhat in detail in consequence of then 
impoitant healings on lecent events in Behai 

43 The w’eekly lepoits of all the Magistrates in the pi ovince indicated 
the existence of geneial tranquillity 

44 At Gya, m caipenter was tried and executed foi attempting to tampei 
wnth the Sikhs, and at Aiiah, a mutineer w'as appiehended with aims in his 
hands, tiied and hanged 

45 Bhangulpoor Division — In the Bhaugulpooi Division the only occur- 
lence necessaiy to note was the tiial on the 22nd of July of a deserter fiom 
the 37th Native Infantry, who was sentenced to death, but repiieved by the 
Magistiate on account of his youth, pending a reference to the Government of 
India 

46 Nudclea Division — At Berhampoor, several gentlemen tendered their 
sei vices as volunteeis thiough Colonel Hannyngton The offer of service wms 
accepted by the Government of India 

47 The Judge of Mooishedabad was reported to have sentenced a deserter 
from the 37th Native Infantry to transportation foi life instead of to death, in 
consequence of no aims oi plundered property being found in his possession 

48 From the trial of the Nnjeebs in Jessore reported in the previous 
narrative, it appealed that several discharged sepoys were entertained on the 
Dacoity Commissioner’s Establishment A few of them w'eie disbanded sepej’^s 
of the late 19th Native Infantry, who were at once discharged and sent away 

49 At the Presidency considerable alarm prevailed in consequence of 
the belief that a laige amount of arms had been purchased by natives, and 
were concealed in the city The Commissioner of Police was directed to insti- 
tute caieful enquiry into the matter, when it was found that the rumours on 
the subject were gieatly exaggerated 

A Bill IS now under the consideration of the Legislature for the licensing 
of aims 

50 Assam — The acknowledgments of the Right Hon’ble the Govei nor- 
General of India were communicated to the native officers and men of the 
1st Assam Light Infantry for the expression of then fidelity and readiness 
to proceed against the enemies of the State 

51 General — Intimation was received from the Government of India 
that the Steamer Ji«mna fitted as a gun-boat, with two aimed boats in tow, was 
proceeding to Allahabad

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>52 One of the lattei manned by Emopean seamen, with a howitzei, was 
to be left at Patna to act on shore oi afloat, as the Commissionei might cletei- 
mine 


Special Naihiatitl GovERN3IE^T of Bengal, Judicial, No 19, dated 2oth August 1857 

Behai — During the week included in this statement, the Native Coips at 
Dinapooi, the 7th, 8th, and 40th Native Infantry mutinied, and ciossing the 
Soane made then i\ay unopposed to Auah There they weie ]oined bj'- Baboo 
Kooar Sing, a well known zemindai of that district, with alaige following , they 
plundeied the Tieasury, destioyed the public and piivate piopeity at the station, 
and beleagueied the residents in a house foitified by Ml Boyle, Civil Engineer 
of the East Indian Railway With the officeis m question were a paity of 
fifty Sikhs of Captain Rattiay’s Regiment 

2 The particulars of the revolt at Dinapooi, of the unopposed escape of 
the mutineers, and of the disaflection of the 12th Ii regular Cavalry, atSegowlee, 
with the murder of then officeis, have not been repoted m detail to this Govein- 
ment They have doubtless been made known to the Government of India m 
the Military Department 

3 Then effects, increased by the most untoward proceedings on the part of 
the Commissioner of Patna, have been very disastrous as regards the province 
of Behai and the South-West Fiontier Agency, and have fulfilled the evils 
prognosticated fiom the occurrence of so untoward an event 

4 At 1 o’clock on Saturday, the 25th of July, the Commissioner of 
Patna received an intimation of the i evolt at Dinapooi He immediately assem- 
bled all the lesidents, and every defensive precaution was taken m case the 
mutineers should maich to Patna 

5 They did not approach that city which remained perfectly tranquil 

6 Mr Tayler made anangements likewise to aid in the relief of Ariah, 
but as the mutiny of the Iiiegulai Cavalry disarranged his plans, it was aban- 
doned, and the offensive operations were left entirely to the military authorities 

7 The mutineers of the Irregular Cavalry after murdering their own 
officers, attacked the houses of the Deputy Magistrate and Sub-Deputy Opium 
Agent at Sewan 

Messrs Lynch and McDonnell escaped with difficulty, and the rebels weie 
lepoited to have marched m ‘he direction of Azimghui, where there was a 
detachment of their own corps 

8 On the 1st of August, the Commissionei lepoi ted that he had received no 
authentic oi reliable infoi matron from Shahabad, although he had offered large 
le wards for intelligence 

9 The rebels had complete possession of the Gfiftt on the Soane, and 
weie said to be in force either at Aiiah or Jugdispooi 

10 The Raja of Dooiuiaon was said to have joined them, and as the 
Commissionei considered the crisis to be grave and imminent, and that it was 
necessary to concentrate the whole strength of the province at Dinapooi and 
Patna, and to strike a blow at Shahabad, he ordered all the out-stations to be 
abandoned, and the officeis in chaige of them to fall back on Patna 

11 The consequences of this fatal and ill-judged step wdl be detailed in 
my next narrative to the peiiod embraced m which they belong 

12 At the time this oidei was issued, all was reported to be undisturbed 
at Chupiah, Mozuffeipoor, and Gya Chumparun had been le-occupied by the 
Magistrate, and was in a state of renewed tranquillity 

13 I n a continuation of his nai ratrve, furnished by Mr Tayler, the conduct 
of Messrs Wake, MacDonnell, Lynch, Lindsay, and some others was bi ought 
to the favorable notice of the Government, and a strong belief was expressed 
in the loyalty and good faith of Baboo Kooar Sing The thanks of the Govein- 
ment were letuined to all the English gentlemen mentioned by Mi Tajler 
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14 In lefeiiin^ to the pioclamation of Maitial Law by the late llajoi 
Holmes, the Commissionei adclmitted that, although he knew that officei to 
have acted illegally, he lefiained intentionally from noticing it, feeling that 
“hoA\evei the foi ui<ilities of civilized society might be violated, the essentials of 
all society, life, piopeity, and ordei weie most effectually pi eserved by the 
militaiy despotism thus established, and that the end fully justified the means ” 

15 The displeasui e of the Lieutenant-Goveinor was communicated to the 
Commissionei foi concealing, oi conniving at the concealment fiom his siiperiois 
of that which ought to be made known to them, and ivhich was withheld fiom 
a fanciful notion of his own as to whether oi not then knowledge and possible 
inteifeience was likely to be attended with advantage oi the contrary At 
the time Major Holmes declaied Maitial Laiv in Behai, nothing whatever had 
occuiied to justify that step, and the moment it was known by the Government, 
his act w'as set aside and cancelled 


16 Neat the end of July, the Commissionei reported that he had tried 
foul Native tioopeis of Captain Rattray’s Corps, and that one of them, having 
been convicted of treason and gioss breach of trust, was hanged 

17 Mr Taylei ivas diiected to submit his proceedings m all the cases 
tiled, in which the piisoneis had been sentenced capitally by him 

18 Oideis Aveie sent up to make aiiangements foi the defence of the 
Opium Godown at Patna 

19 Immediately after the mutiny of the 12th Iiiegulais at Segowlee, 
and the consequent tempoiaiy abandonment of the station of Moteehaiee, the 
Raja of Bettiah reported the cii cumstances direct to the Government, men- 
tioned that he ivas engaged in pacifying the people around him, and in prevent- 
ing further mischief He requested that steps might be taken to protect them, 
and sent infoimation of the revolt by express and by djk to the Commissioner 
of Patna, and the Magistrates of Saiun and Chumpaiun 

20 For these acts of loyalty, the personal acknowledgments of the 
Lieuteuant-Goveinor were letuiued to the Mahaiaja 

21 On the 30th of July Maitial Law was declared in the following 
districts constituting the Patna Division, viz — 

Shababad Saiun 

Patna Chumpanin 

Bcbni Tnhoot 


In these districts the functions of the ordinary Criminal Courts of judicatuie 
Avei e suspended in respect of heinous offences 

22 On the 31st of the same month, the Right Hon’ble the Goveinoi- 
Geneial of India m Council extended to the whole of the Lower Provinces 
of the Presidency of Bengal the operation of Act No XVI of 1857, entitled 
“an Act to make tempoiaiy provision foi the trial and punishment of heinous 
offences in certain districts ” 


23 The Commissioners noted in the margin were appointed under the 

Act, and provision was

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25 On the 30tli, a mutineer of the 37th Native Infantry, named 
Dabeedun Panday, vas summaidy tiied, and executed at Chumpaiun 

2G The Officiating Magisti ate of Tiihoot lepoi ted that his distiict was 
perfectly tianquil, and suggested the immediate leoccupation of Segowlee to 
pi event imoads fiom the Teiai 

27 He mentioned that up to the 9th of July, seven deserteis, six fiom 
the 43id Light Infantiy at Baiiackpooi, and one fiom the Golundauz at 
Allahabad, weie hanged, and two fiom the 43i<l Light Infantry sentenced to 
ti anspoi tation foi life 

28 He also stated that the detachment of the 12th Iiregulai Cavalry at 
hlozufferpooi was staunch, and that he had implicit confidence in then Hessaldai, 
Juiieep Khan 

29 He was lebuked foi placing confidence in those who had shown 
themselves utteily undeseiving of it, as such misplaced tius:; might pioduce 
evil effects 

30 The Officiating Judge of Sarun asseited that the residents of that 
station had abandoned it on the occupation of Aligunge by the mutineeis of 
the 12th Iriegulars, and that they intended to le-occupy it as soon as it w'as 
safe to do so 

31 The Joint-Magistiate of Chumpaiun leported that, on the mutiny of 
the 12th Iiiegulais being communicated to him by the Hegimental Moonshee, 
he had abandoned the station and taken lefuge at an Indigo Factoiy some 
miles fiom it 


32 The Officiating Magistiate ot Gya suggested that, in the absence of 
legimental mustei-iolls, mutmeeis and deseiteis might be identified fiom 
desciiptive lolls furnished fiom the Collectoiates thiough which the family 
lemittances w'ere made This he believed to be additionally nccessaiy on 
account of the sympathies of the people of Behai wuth the mutmeeis, and the 
difficulty of tiacing and aiiesting those who letuined to then villages The 
plan was appioved and communicated to the Magistiates and Collectois of —

33 On the 2Sth of July, the Officiating Magistrate of Behai lepoited 
that the mutiny at Dinapooi had tin own the place into a feiment, that nothing 
was to be feared fi om the towmspeople, but that the leal danger lay in the 
possibility of the Dinapoor mutmeeis, and those fiom Monghyr and Bowsee, 
should they levolt, passing thiough and attacking Gya 

34 The Magistrate pioposed meeting them with forty -five English 
soldiers, 100 Sikhs, and forty Nujeebs, eithei in the neighbouihood of Gj'a, oi 
of defending the tieasuie in a pucka house wnth the above foice, if the 
mutmeeis weie m too gieat numbei to be opposed mthe open field The district 
was said to be disaffected throughout Many of the sepoys of the Sth Native 
Infantry belonged to it, and the Magistiate had no doubt that the mutmeeis 
w'ould find plenty of sympathizeis if disoider once began He therefoie 
stiongly uiged the detachment of more European soldieis to so impoitant 
a place as Gya, if they could possibly be spaied 

35 Rajshaliye — ^The Kajshahye Division continued peifectly tranquil 
A conspiracy to muidei the officeis at mess w'as leported to have been discovei- 
ed at Julpigoii, and six moie sepoys of the 73id Native Infantiy w’eie aiiested 
and sent to Calcutta foi tiial by Couit-Maitial 

36 Theie w’ere obviously no means of seeming adequate punishment by 
tiial at Julpigoii 

37 Bhaugulpoor Division — In the Bhaugulpoor Division much alarm 
Avas caused by the Dinapooi mutmieis, but no acts of levolt occuired during the 
Aveek embraced m this repert, 
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38 Nuddea Division — In the 24-Peigunnahs piecautioDS were taken to 
pieserve the peace duiing the approaching Mahomedan festivals the selling of 
aims was caiefully watched, and no inteiiuption of peace had occuired, or was, 
m the belief of the M agistrates, likely to occur 

39 At Moorshedabad, Nuddea, Jessoie, and Baiaset all was tianqil A 
disbanded sepoy of the late 19th Native Infantiy was committed at the Sub- 
Division of Aurangabad for using seditious language 

40 At the Presidency caieful search was made foi concealed aims, and 
enquny was instituted as to the amount of aims and munitions of wai recently 
sold to natives by European Piims They appear to have been considerable, 
but by no means to the extent that was supposed , and as the Native gun- 
smiths voluntarily surrendered then stock to the Commissionei of Police, and 
efficient measures were taken foi the protection of the city during the approach- 
ing Mahomedan festivals, no danger was apprehended on the account referred to 

41 The Commissionei of Police reported that the gun and pistol barrels 
sold from the Arsenal as old iron weie so imperfectly destroyed as to be sus- 
ceptible of again being used as fiie-aims Directions were given so to destroy 
them, as to lender them useless foi conversion into offensive weapons 

42 As great alarm existed in the Mahomedan community on account of 
absurd rumours regarding violent measures that were to be adopted towards 
them during then festival, the Magistiates were diiected to point out the 
groundless nature of the reports, and to disabuse the people of then delusions 
The pimcipal Mahomedan gentlemen were also requested to do the same 

43 Cliota Nagpooi — In the South-West Frontier Agency nothing 
occur led to disturb the general tranquillity 

The detachment of the 8th Native Infantiy at Hazareebaugh was sus- 
pected, but had not at this time revolted 

44 Conclusion — In the remaining divisions of the Bengal Presidency, 
nothing whatever occur led deserving notice as connected with the revolt 
Profound tranquillity prevailed throughout 


Special Narrative, Judicial, No 20, dated Fort Williaji, 29th August 1857 
Fiom Znd to 87/5 August 1857 inclusive 

Behai Division — The chief incidents of the week in this division were the 
abandonment of the various out-stations under instructions fiom the Commis- 
sioner and the gallant defence of the An ah band 

2 The Commissioner reported on the 26th of July that he had released 
the Wahabee Moulavi Ouleyai Ah from surveillance, taking from him secuiity 
to axipeai, if required 

3 The person in question was said to be the man of least consequence 
among the Wahabees, and it was stated that nothing had transpired in any way 
to implicate him in treasonable designs 

4 Mr Tayler was again informed that the Government were entirely 
Ignorant of the reasons of this man’s imprisonment, and he was requested to 
supply the omission at his earliest convenience 

5 On the 3rd of August, the Commissioner was called upon to explain 
why he had tired and condemned to death a trooper of Captain Battiay’s 
Cavalry after the receipt of the orders of the llth of July, directing that when 
the Judge was present aU such cases should be tried by that officer 

Pending the receipt of Mr Tayler’s explanation, he was prohibited from 
holding any further trials under Act XVII of 1857 

6. On the 31st of July, Mr Tayler submitted a copy of a minute drawn 
up by him to show that, as Europeans aie scatteied in small numbeis ovei several 
districts with no adequate protection, nothing but murder and disaster could 
be expected 
b46 
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7 In these circumstances, he consideied concentration an impel ative 
necessity, and the only means of lecoveiing our position He had, theiefore, 
authorized all the officials of the- districts to fall back on Patna 

8 Those of Chuprah had already been at Bankipoor for some days, and 
had made an unsuccessful attempt to return to their station, having been 
compelled to retrace then steps on account of the defeat of the force sent to 
lelieve Airah 

9 The Commissioner trusted that the Government would approve the 
measures taken by him, as he considered that it was justified by its objects, 
whatever might be the temporal y confusion caused by it 

10 This minute was received on the 4th of August, and on the 5th it was 
intimated to Mr Tayler that his proceedings were wholly disapjjioved , that 
the piecepitate flight fiom two stations, Mozufleipooi and Gya, was scandalous 
and disgi aceful to the British name, inasmuch as they were not menaced with 
immediate attack, and one of them had a large number of a\ailable English 
settleis near the station, while the other possessed a garrison and other means 
of defence 

11 The statement of the Commissioner that he had ‘authorized’ the 
officials of the district to come to Patna was questioned, because authorization 
implies the e'^istence of a discretionary power, wdiile the copy of the orders 
issued to the Magistrate and Collector of Gya, which had reached the Lieute- 
nant-Governor, proved that the abandonment of that station was commanded, 
and left no option to the authorities, as the expression used by Mi Tayler "was 
intended to convey 

12 All that was necessary was to grant permission to officers to retire 
when their position was no longer tenable, leaving them to exercise then ow n 
discretion and judgments in the matter 

13 The difficulty of letnevmg such an erroi w’as pointed out to Mr. Taylei, 
and he was directed, if it were still practicable, to cause all the authorities to 
return immediately to their respective posts, and to intimate to them the pro- 
bable early issue of oideis by the Government of India, placing all officeis w-hose 
employment has ceased owing to the present disturbances, on out of employ 
allowance 

14 On the 31st of July the Lieutenant-Governor received a telegraphic 
message from Gya, announcing that the civil officeis of the district weie about 
to abandon the station and all in it, including the large amount of cash in the 
Treasury 

15 As it was known that, up to the previous day, the residents were fully 
prepared to repel attack and to defend themselves, haiing foitj’^-five European 
soldiers and 100 Sikhs, AVith Sheigotty and its little garrison close at hand, 
and as there was no enemy in sight, the measui e was not only unintelligible, 
but the Lieutenant-Governoi was disposed to blame very sevei ely the appa- 
rently injudicious and pusillanimous conduct of the English officers in question, 
and a message was sent after them to that effect 

16 It appealed however from the letter of Mr Tayler above referred to, 
which w^as not received until the 4th of August, that this unfortunate, unneces- 
sary, ill-judged, and perhaps disastrous step, was adopted in consequence of 
direct 01 dels from Mr Taylei himself, and that under the influence of a local 
panic, he had actually directed the abandonment of all the stations in his 
division 

17 This act was strongly disapproved and designated as not merely 
injudicious but disgraceful 

In the case of Gya it was utterly without excuse oi palliation The Com- 
missioner was, therefore, directed at once to revoke' his orders, and was informed 
that at Gya the courage and judgment of Mr Money, the Officiating Collector 
and Magistrate, and of Mr Hollings, Sub-Deputy Opium Agent, had probably 
saved the town, the Treasury, and the district. 
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18 Aftei the evidence thus afforded of Mr Tayler’s haste and want ot 
judgment, following many other causes of dissatisfaction, the Lieutenant-Goveinoi 
consideied it no longei safe to continue that officer in charge of the Com- 
missionership He was accoidmgly diiected to make overcharge of the office to 
Ml Faiquharson, pending the completion of othei arrangements then in 
piogiess 

19 At the same time a minute fiom the Lieutenant-Goveinor was sub- 
mitted to the Government of India, showing that Mi Tayler had long been a 
souice of much anxiety to His Honoi As Commissioner of Revenue, the 
Board complained of his unsatisfactoiy method of conducting his duties, and 
intimated that, unless his conduct towards them changed they could not conti- 
nue to woik with him In the matter of raising funds foi an Industrial Insti- 
tution at Patna, Mr Taylei had excited much dissatisfaction and scandal in his 
division, which was still under enquiry when the present trouble began At 
such a time the Lieutenant-Goveinor wasnatuially anxious to avoid any change 
in the head executive office of the district, and endeavoured by constant watch- 
fulness and the aid of the Electric Telegraph, so to shape the couise of the Com- 
missionei as to turn his undoubted intelligence, activity, eneigy, and local 
knowledge to good account But the concealment of his acts and inten- 
tions, for the avowed purpose of carrying out such of his views as he thought 
the Lieutenant-Goi ernor would disapprove , his constant, indelicate, and illegal 
interference with the course of justice , his Avilful disobedience of an older in- 
volving life and death, and his mixing himself up with the opeiations of the 
Police Magistrate and Public Prosecutor against peisons whom he subse- 
quently ti led as a J udge in the last resoi t, created such scandal and public dis- 
content, as to lender it necessary to prohibit his again tijungany such cases By 
his whole line of conduct he had iiritated men’s mind, and engendered a feeling of 
insecuiity among the respectable portion of the inhabitants to such extent, 
coupled with his questionable pioceedings in the mattei of the Industrial School, 
as to lendei it impossible for the Lieutenant-Governor to trust him to call upon 
the zemmdais, w'ltli the authority he ought to have possessed, to assist in keep- 
ing the peace m their distiicts All those culpable and reprehensible proceed- 
ings were ciownedby a final act of deploiable want of judgment and discie- 
tion, no less than oidenng the abandonment of all stations in his district under 
the influence of a panic, as discreditable as it has proved disastious This 
combination of grave causes of dissatisfaction rendei ed it absolutely necessary 
to remove Mi Taylei from his appointment of Commissioner of Patna 

20 The com age and good conduct of Messrs Money and Hollings had, it 
was hoped, saved the station of Gya fiom the certain loss of neaily eight* 
lakhs ot rupees, besides much public and private piopeity, and had pi evented the 
lelease of liaaiij’’ bundled desperate chaiacteism the jail, conjoined to the iisk of 
the whole distiict being thrown into anarchy and contusion. 

This hope w’as, unhappily, not fully realized, as will be i elated heieafter. 

21 In this serious emergency, with the whole district in a state of dis- 
oiganizntion, and at a time wdien a new Geneial Officei (Sir J Outram) unac- 
quainted with that part of the country was about to take command of the Divi- 
sion, the Lieutenant-Goveinoi consideied that it would require the best exeitions 
of the best man available to restoie oidel and confidence among the people, and 
that, at such a crisis, it would be politic to render the Commissioner independent 
of the Boaid, and place him in diiect communication with the Government on 
all subjects 

For these purposes Mr Samuells, nominally officiating as Commissionei of 
Cuttack, but actually an Officiating Judge in the Sudder Couit, was selected by 
the Lieutenant-Goveinor foi the office, and diiected to proceed at once to join 
the appointment of Officiating Commissioner of Patna 

22 It was understood that the appomtilient was to be tempoiarj^ and 
A\as to cease when the condition of the countiy no longer rendered it neces«aiy 
It w'as also recommended that, in consideration of the heavy lesponsibilities 
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thro-\vn upon Mi Samuells, and Ins extended powers as exeicismg the full 
authoiity of the Suddei Board, he should be subjected to no loss of allowances, 
othei than would have occuired had he lemained in his piesent position 

23 So much intrigue and party spn it wcie known to have been engen- 
dered among the natives of Patna and its neighbomhood, including the 
principal native officeis, and so much of peisonal enmity had grown up among 
them, that it was desuable that Mi Samuells should, if possible, ha\e the 
assistance of a respectable and tiustwoithy native subordinate, who, though 
acquainted with men and things in the distiicts of the Patna Division, should 
not have had an opportunity of personally mixing in the pievalent local disputes 

24 These qualifications weie united in the peison of Moonshee Ameer Ah, 
a membei of a highly lespectable family in the town of Baih, m the Patna 
district, a Vakeel of the Sudder Court in large and lucrative practice, and 
for many years confidentially employed by the Government as their Vakeel in 
lesumption suits before the Special Comniissioneis 

25 Moonshee Ameer Ah had already, waiving all consideration of possi- 
ble loss of practice, ofiered his services in any way in which it might be thought 
he could be useful , and his professional standing and reputation, his large income 
from pratice in the Suddei Court, and his acknowledged meat fiunished, as it 
seemed, a very sufficient guarantee foi his fidelity He was known to have 
extensive acquaintance with afiaiis in the Patna Division, and great weight 
and influence among the principal zemindars , and being a man of sense, judg- 
ment and expeaence, he was assuredly capable of rendeang Mi Samuells very 
useful assistance if he should leally be inclined to do good, while the character 
of Ml Samuells himself rendered it veiy impiobable that ho would be able to 
mislead him even if so disposed 

2G Accordingly, with Mr Samuells’ full concurrence and approbation, 
3Ioonshee Ameer Ah was, on the 6 th August, appointed Special Assistant to 
the Commissioner of Patna The salary oT Rupees 700 per mensem, which 
was the highest that the Lieutenant-Governoi had power to assign to him, 
was avonedly a very imperfect compensation for the loss of practice he must 
undergo during his temporary absence from the Suddei Couit, but he was grati- 
fied by the title of Khan Bahadoor, and was also, in oidei to give him a position 
and consideiation in the Division, appointed a Deputy Magistrate in all the 
districts of the Patna Division 

27 The appointment has been a good deal cavilled at in the newspapers, 
but'the staple reasons assigned for objecting to it have alvays been fresh, that 
Ameer Ah was a native, and secondly, that he was a Mahomedan To persons 
of any sense and knowledge of affairs, it cannot be needful to offei any refuta- 
tion of objections so founded They come fiom a class of persons who have 
made themselves ridiculous in the piesent day by supposing and suggesting 
that, both in regard to civil and mihtaiy operations, we can and ought to act in 
future by European agency alone, without reposing any trust oi confidence on 
native aid, a thing impossible even if it were desuable, and who aie ignoiant 
or forgetful that even in the midst of all the infamous tieacheiy, cowardice and 
cruelty by which so many of our Indian fellow subjects have disgraced their 
name and nation, theie have been not a few signal instances of courage, fidelity 
and humanity on the part of both Mahomedaiis and Hindoos , and that on moie 
than one occasion natives of both religions have lemained to face danger in 
defending stations and positions unoccupied or abandoned by Europeans, and 
have evinced a loyalty and constancy in the service of the Biitish Government 
which it would be as impohtic as ungrateful to oveilook oi to under v'alue 

28 On the 5th of August, a full report was received fiom the Magistrate 
of Chumpaiun regarding the mutiny at Segowlee 

29 Major and Mis Holmes were cruelly muideied while taking then 
evening drive Doctor and Mis Gainei with one of then childien weie killed 
in then bungalow, the other, a little girl, escaped notice, and was taken caie of 
by the Tehseeldai of Segowlee 
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Mi Bennettj tlie Deputy Postmaster of Segovrlee, was slain, and !Majov 
and Mrs Holmes were both decapitated 

30 The bodies of Major and Mrs Holmes and of Mr Bennett weie 
brought into Moteharee by the police, those of Dr Garner and his family 
were burnt in his bungalow 

31 In consequence of the utterly defenceless state of the station, and the 
piobability that the mutmeeis, being close at hand, would make their way to 
Motehaiee, the Civil OfScers with then families abandoned it and retired to a 
neighbouiing Indigo Factory on the 24th of July, but veiy speedily returned 

32 The mutmeeis were 200 in number, with 150 followers, two elephants, 
and palanquin carnages , and they stated that they were pioceeding on duty 
to Sewan by order of Major Holmes They crossed the Gunduck at Gobmd- 
gunge on the 24th and 26th, and on the 26th the Magistrate returned to the 
Sudder Station 

33 In the peculiar circumstances of the case, the conduct of the Magis- 
tiate. Ml H C Baikes, was approved in leaving and returning to his station 
It was satisfactory to find afterwards that he refused again to abandon it even 
on receipt of the Commissioner’s order 

34 On the 1st August the Magistrate of Behar repoited that, under 
oideis from the Commissioner of Patna, communicated through the Magistrate 
of that place, of which a copy was foiwaided, the station of Gya was aban- 
doned at 5 p M of the day mentioned 

35. The treasure was left, theie being no means of carrying it, and 
the charge of the station was made over to the Daiogah and the Subadai of 
the Nujeebs About the same time and under the same orders, the out-stations 
of Sheigotty and Nowadah were in like manner abandoned by the Civil Officers, 
as indeed, with two exceptions, was every civil station m the Patna Division 
After the Civil Officers of Gj'a had proceeded for three miles on the road to 
Patna, Mr A Money and Mi Hollings, the Sub-Deputy Opium Agent, rode 
back, found all quiet, and took possession again of the station The respect- 
able inhabitants expressed great joy on the occasion, and a deputation of the 
pi lests waited on Mr Money the next morning, promising assistance towards 
the maintenance of order 

36 The only attack then anticipated was from the Hazaieebaugh muti 
neeis, and the possibility of the Mussulmans’ using during Bukr Eed 

37 But Messrs Money and Hollings lesolved to hold on as long as 
possible, and only to letire in case of absolute necessity 

38 On the 2nd, Mi, Money called in a detachment of the 64th Foot, 
which was on its way eastward, to enable him to send away the treasure undei 
then escort, it necessary He also reported the abandonment of the Electric 
Telegraph Station at Sheigotty, and stated that the Nujeebs were well behaved, 
the town quiet, the Gaiwals unwilling to afford an 7 aid, as they lelied on then 
part of the town being considered sacred by the sepoys, and that his scruples 
at ultimately abandoning the place, should such a measure be forced upon him, 
were lessened by the indifference of the townspeople about assisting in the 
maintenance of order 

39 On the 3id, intimation having been received from Dinapoor of the 
intention of Kooer Sing to despatch one of the mutinous regiments to Gya, 
it was resolved to abandon that station in the afternoon of the same day, as it 
was considered impossible to defend it with only eighty men, the detachment 
of the 64th then there The seven lakhs of treasure were taken, and the paity 
fell back to the Grand Trunk Eoad 

40 On the 5th, the Magistrate reported the safe arrival of the party at 
Bar a, where they halted for twelve hours 

41 A night attack had previously been made on the party, apparently 
by prisoners and Nujeebs, and shots fired on both sides The attack was easily 

b47 
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repelled, but se\eial of the assailants iveie killed befoie their defeat was 
eflected 

The twenty ISTujeebs who accompanied the Magish ate weie disaimed and 
sent back 

42 Befoie the paity left the station the piisoners had been leleased, and 
Mr Money naiiowly escaped capture by them, having only had time to mount 
his horse and gallop ofij leaving evei^'thing behind him 

43 On the 6th the paity with the treasuie leached Chumpaian, and ex- 
pected to be at Buihee that evening, wheie they intended to halt for a few 
houis to lefiesh the men and cattle, both of whom weie much knocked up 
Piom this place Mi Money again sent a detailed explanation of his reasons foi 
having letuined to Gya on the 1st, and again abandoned it on the 5th 

44 Previous to this, the Lieutenant-Goveinoi had communicated in the 

strongest terms his approval of the com age and good conduct of Messis Money 
and Holhngs in having returned to Gya, notwithstanding the Commissionei’s 
ill-advised oidei to abandon it, and had given instiuctions for them to fall back, 
if such a step was forced upon them, by the Grand Trunk Road rather than to 
Patna ' 

45 Ml Hollings had also been immediately appointed a Deputy Magis- 
trate of the district, m older, as in the case of Mi E Macdonnell at Chuppia, 
to turn his valuable services to the best account 

46 The Judge of Behai lepoited, under date the 2nd of August, that he, 
with the tioops and other residents of the station, had abandoned Gya, as 
alieady stated, by order of the Commissioner 

47 Mr Tiottei was informed that the order of the Commissioner had 
been disapproved and set aside, and he was directed to return to his post, with 
as many of the officials as he could collect, as early as possible 

48 He and all other officers in a similar position were informed of the 
probability of their being placed on out of employ allowances, as long as they 
were absent fiom their stations, and consequently unable to dischaige their 
official duties 

49 On the 5th of August the Deputy Magistrate of Sheigotty reported 
his having abandoned his station in consequence of a message from the Magis- 
trate of Behai It was his intention to have fallen back only as far as Burhee 
or Bagoda, hut finding those stations deserted, he had retreated to Raneegunge 

50 Ml Davis was ordered to return immediately with the party sent 
up to lestoie the line of telegraph 

51 The Deputy Magistrate of Howadah also abandoned his station under 
the same oideis of the Commissioner of Patna, and similar instructions were 
issued to him 

52 Lieutenant Staunton at Shergotty was vested with powers under Sec- 
tion 1, Act XVII of 1857, to try all persons amenable to the Articles of War 
for nati\e tioops for mutiny and desertion 

53 On the 30th of July, Shah Kubeerooddeen Ahmed, an influential 
landholder of Sasseram, reported that much alarm prevailed in the town and 
distiict in consequence of the disturbances at Arrah, and enquired how he 
could be uxeful, and what he should do at such a juncture 

54 He was informed in reply that he should exert his great and known 
influence in causing laige numbers to refrain from conspiiing against the Gov- 
ernment, and in directing thou efibits towards the pieseivation of peace 

55 He was reminded of his obligations as a loyal and dutiful servant of 
the Goreinment in maintaining order, wns told that there w'as piobably 
no pel son in the province of Behai to rvhose earnest advice and remonstrances 
the Mussulmans of that district Mould so readily listen, or against whose strong 
remonstrances and dissuasions they 'svould be so unwilling to act, the futility of 
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lesistance to, and tlie hopelessness of ultimate success against, the Butish Govern- 
ment were indicated as being cei tainly known to a man of his intelligence, and 
he was exhoited to intimate to all ovei whom he possessed influence, and to be 
assured himself that honoi and lewaid would acciue to all for seiving the 
Government faithfully at the present time, in proportion to to extent of their 
services in the cause of order and loyalty On the other hand, he was assured 
that neutrality, lukewaimnes'^, or open hostility towards the Government, would 
as certainly meet with then deserts in regard to those who are known to possess 
and failed to exert the power of aiding the cause of law and order 

56 This correspondence was forwarded to the Government of India, point- 
ing out that the critical nature of the times rendered it justifiable that all 
lukew'^aimness, passive countenance of rebellion, and omission to exeit the autho- 
rity they are knowm to possess over their retainers — restraining them fiom joining 
in acts of rebellion — should be visited, by legal enactment, on all influential land- 
holders by fine oi forfeiture 

67 Otherwise, by doing nothing openly to aid rebellion, and simply refiain- 
ing from any exeitions by which the success of rebels against the Goveinment could 
be hindered, such persons, although no w'ell- wishers to the Goveinment, would 
hope to escape all punishment upon the lestoiation of order and tranquillity 

58 Shah Kubeei-ood-deen subsequently stated that he had taken active 
steps to maintain Older and pi otect public and private property, and eainesily 
begged for Euiopean troops to defeat and disperse the mutineeis and robbers 

59 He was encouraged to persevere in his loyal and laudable exertions, 
and w'as infoimed that large reinforcements were proceeding rapidly to the scene 
of disturbance to punish tiaitois and restore order 

60 Qliota Nagpoor Division — During the period embraced in this 
nanative, the detachment of the 8th Native Infantry at Hazareebaugh, the 
head-quarters, and artillery of the Bamghur Battalion at Dorundah, and a 
detachment of the same corps at Puiulia mutinied This revolt was entirely a 
result of the mutiny at Dinapoor 

61 In all of those places they released the prisoners, plundered the Trea- 
suries, earned ofl? the ammunition in the magazines, and destroy ed as much 
public and private property as they could lay hands on They would doubtless 
also have added murder of the Euiopean officers and residents to then other 
Climes, had they not escaped m time 

62 The troops at Hazareebaugh mutinied on the afternoon of the 30th of 
July The officeis present at the station fled to Bagoda, and thence came on to 
Baneegunge, with the exception of Captain W H Oakes, who was holding 
sessions at Hazareebaugh, and made his way to Banchi 

63 Major Simpson, the Principal Assistant Commissioner at Hazaieebaugln 
was directed to return to his station, as quickly as possible, to use every exertion 
to restore confidence and order, and to lefiain from spi eading panic, as he 
appeared to have done on the Grand Trunk Bead 

64 On the 5th of August, Captain Dalton, Officiating Commissioner of 
Chota Nagpoor, submitted a detailed report of the mutiny at Dorundah 

65 From this it appeared that a detachment of the Bamghui Begiment 
wnth two guns, under the command of Lieutenant Graham, were marching to 
Hazareebaugh to attack the two companies of the 8th Native Infantry at that 
station On the road they heard of the Hazareebaugh mutiny, and broke out in 
open revolt themselves, seizing the guns, ammunitions, and four elephants, the 
private property of Captain Dalton, and in spite of Lieutenant Graham’s orders 
and the expostulations of then native officeis, marched back to Banchi wnth 
avowed hostile intentions towards the Euiopean residents there 

66 On their approaching Banchi, it was evident that the Avhole corps 
would follow then example The station was abandoned by all the Euiopean 
Officers at the latest moment to which it was safe to remain, and the step was 
taken with much reluctance 
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67 The rebels reached the station an hour aftei the depaiture of Captain 
Dalton, buint the bungalows of Captains Oakes and Moncneff, leleased the 
pusoneis, tired cannon shots at and damaged the chuich, and then effected a 
junction with the rest of the Corps at Dorundah 

68 It was feaied that attempts would be made on Chyebassa and Sum- 
bulpoor, where theie were detachments of the regiment, and it was lecom- 
mended that the latter should be quickly lemfoiced by Madias troops fiom 
Cuttack to pi event the post load to Bombay from being closed 

69 The cavaliy portion of the force is reported to have behaved well 
The troopeis undei Jemadai Ameadeen Khan having held to Lieutenant 
Giaham and accompanied him to Hazaieebaugh, and the remainder being 
evpected to lejoin Colonel Robbins as soon as they could find the means of 
doing so 

70 A few men and two native officers of the Infantry foice had alieady 
joined at Hazareebaugh 

71 Immediately on reaching Hazaieebaugh, Captain Dalton bad e\ei ted 
himself torestoie order With the small force at his command, he had lecovered 
a large quantity of plundered property, had recaptuied a number of prisoners 
and apprehended some bad characters, had reopened the Courts, and caused 
business to be resumed in the bazais. 


72 The Ramghur Raja had visited Captain Dalton, and had placed at 
his diS 2 iosal some forty or fifty aimed men, who were employed as picquets and 
in guarding the bazaar The Raja expressed a stiong desire to see a regiment 
of Europeans again at Hazareebaugh The proposal was most strongly recom- 
mended by the Officiating Commissioner

73 The few sowars in the vicinity were all called in and employed in 

guarding the Jail, Captain Davies, in the absence of 
Maior Simpson, was placed in charge of the Office 
of Principal Assistant Commissioner Captain Oakes 
continued to perfoim his own duties of Assistant 
Commissioner, and the officers of the Ramghui 
Local Force, noted in the margin, were present

74 The thanks of the Lieutenant-Governor were communicated to Captain 
Dalton foi the highly creditable manner in which he and the officers with him 
had remained at their posts as long as it was possible to do so, and had subse- 
quently re-occupied and attempted to restore order at Hazaieebaugh 

76 The acknowledgments and high approval of his lojml conducts were 
also communicated by the Lieutenant-Governor, through Captain Dalton, to 
the Raja of Ramghur 

7 6 The mutineers had not succeeded in inducing any infl.uential persons 
of the district to join them, and the Commissioner believe the Native Chiefs 
generally to be staunch and faithful 


77 The treasure abandoned at Doiundah was believed to amount to 
about a lakh and twenty-five thousand lupees, with stamps and postage labels to 
the value of about Rupees 12,000, and three maunds of opium 

78 The treasure lost at Hazareebaugh amounted to —

83 At Serajgunge, a supply of aims, with a couple of 31b Howntzers and 
a provision of ammunition, w’ere allo’sved to Messis Barry and Compan}', who 
had engaged a small paity of European seamen to protect their factoiies and 
pioperty 

84 In the Nuddea Divisions, the Native Troops at Beihampoor, con-, 

sisting of the 63id Native Infantiy and the greater part of the 11th Inegulai 
Cavalry, Avere disarmed, wnth the aid of Her Majesty’s 90th Foot The cataliy 
exhibited a strong spirit of insubordination, and weie deprived, in addition, 
of their horses ’ 

85 It AA'as reported that the sepoys who had been disarmed, Aveie making 
enquiiy as to the arms procuiable in the citj'^, as in the eA*ent of then being ob- 
tained, it Avas the deteimination of a portion of them to desert, which they 
were afiaid to do Avithout aims 

86 As an additional measuie of precaution, theiefoie, the city Avas dis- 
armed also Avith the aid of a portion of the 90th Regiment 

The arms taken weie sent to Calcutta 

87 At Jessore, the two Nujeebs sentenced to tianspoitation for life, 
committed suicide in their solitaiy cell on the evening pieccding the day on 
which they Aveie to have been sent to Allipoor One of them had belonged to 
the 19tli Native Infantiy at the time of its disbandment 

88 At the Piesidency all w^as peifectly quiet, and the Bukir Ead passed 
off without the remotest semblance of distmbance 

The sale of copper caps and arms to natives by some of the Euiopean 
Firms of Calcutta was pi evented 

89 In the Rajshahye Division uneasiness still continued to be felt 
on account of the 73rd Native Infantiy, and of the small detachment of 
the 11th Iiiegular Cavaliy quarteied at Julpigoree Both corps Avere, 
how'evei, obedient and ordeily 

90 The Magistiate of Rungpoor, having reported that his penvannahs 
wmie tieated Avith contempt by the Soubah of Mynpooree, was directed, m ex- 
isting circumstances, not to call upon the Booteah Chiefs to aid his police 

91 The Darogah of Myagunge w'as committed for using highly treason- 
able language in the presence of ceitain sepoys of the 73id Native Infantry, 
Avhich had been reported by Gunga Dhux Misser, a Naik in the 2nd Company 
of that legiment 

92 In the Bhaugulpoor Division, the Commissioner appealed strongly 
against the order to depiive the Squadron, 200 stiong, of the 5th Ii regular 
CaA’^alry at that station of then arras on the following grounds — It Avould be 
impossible to disarm the scattered troops in the interior, and it might exasperate 
the 32nd Native Infantiy at BoAA^see, and the other detachments in the Sontlml 
Pergunnahs, as well as cause them to mutiny, and thus lead to the murder of all 

e48 
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Euiopean Officeis m the district to whotn no succour could be sent In any 
event, it would be a paitial and ineffective measu’-e, seeing that any amount of 
aims might readily and quickly be obtained at Monghyr, the Comniissionei , 
theiefoie, earnestly hoped that the older might be counteimanded 

93 Mr Yule’s lepiesentation was referred to the Government of India for 
orders, and ultimately the disarming was not can led into effect 

94 In the Divisions above mentioned, no prisoneis were tried under 
Act XVII of 1857 

95 The presence of fifty men of the 5th Fusiliers at Monghyr had re- 
stored confidence, and alleged panic in the ba 2 ar 

96 Respecting the Burdwan Division, the probability of an immediate 
mutiny of the Shekawattee Battalion at Midnapoor was made knov n to the Gov- 
ernment of India, and the seiious consequences likely to result from such an 
event in a Bengal district close to Calcutta were refeired to A mutiny at 
Midnapooi would be certain to spread to Bancoorah 

97 The Magistrate of Bancoorah applied for a detachment of European 
soldiers to be sent to protect that station from an evpected attack of the muti- 
neers of the Ramghui Battalion, but none could be spared 

98 The urgent necessity of sending even ever so small a force of Euro- 
pean tioops to piotect the railway station and coal mines of Raneegunge 
was earnestly impressed on the Government of India, and the request has since 
been complied with 

99 Intimation was received of the removal of the Baioda Telegraph 
station to Buihee 

100 With reference to paragraph 53 of my narrative of 21st instant, the 
military authorities at Barrackpoor reported that the object of ajiplying for 
permission to disarm the inhabitants of the villages m the neighbourhood of 
Baiiackpooi was to prevent the native soldiers procuring aims in the case of 
an emente of sepoys at that station 

101 As there is now a Bill before the Legislative Council upon the sub- 
ject of arms and disai ming generally, it was considered advisable that this ap- 
plication should await the promulgation of the law on the subject 

102 As soon as the mutiny of the detachment of the 8th Native Infantry 
at Bazareebaugh was known, the civil authorities at Beeibhoom and Nya 
Doomka, and the Ofiicei Commanding the portion of the Police Battalion at 
Sooiee, were warned to be on the aleit, as the behavioui of the troops at 
Berhampoor and Bowsee was considered doubtful If an outbieak occurred 
among them, it was deemed probable that some of the mutineers would make 
for Bhaugulpoor and others for the Grand Trunk Road — hence the caution 
issued 

103 General — Resolution No 1359, being an extract from the Proceed- 
ings of the Right Hon’ble the Governor-General in Council in the Home 
Department, containing detailed instructions on the subject of the exercise of 
their powers by civil officers in the apprehension and trial of mutineers, 
deseiteis, and rebels, was communicated to all officers serving under this 
Government, whom it concerned, on the 7th of August 

104 The object of the Resolution was to save the innocent and those who 
from particular acts of humanity or other vise, were desening of clemency from 
the just punishment of those whose misconduct, stained by the most sanguinaiy, 
atiocities, rendered them liable to, and deserving of, the extieme penalty of 
the laiv 

105 An application was made fiom the Military Department of the Gov- 
ernment of India on the 6th of August to ascertain if the civil authorities 
were able to supply rations to the Madras Native Aitilleiy, Cavalry, and Infan- 
tiy, on their march fiom Raneegunge to Allahabad 
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106 It was intimated m reply that on the Giand Trunk Road all above 
Govindpooi had been abandoned, and that there were no civil authorities to 
furnish supplies 

107 Even at Raneegunge and Govmdpoor it was doubtful if supplies could 
be obtained foi any large body of tioops, as the lesouices of the Joint-Magistrates 
had already been severely taxed in providing foi the wants of detachments which 
had alieady gone and were still going up It was theiefore deemed advisable 
that the Commissariat should make its own airangements and not lely on the 
aid of the civil authorities at present 

108 On the 4th of August, it was suggested to the Goveinment of India 
by the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, that it might be easy and expedient 
thiough the civil and military authorities on the North-East Frontier and at 
Munipore to raise a very useful body of Munipooiees and Cacharees for geneial 
seivice If authorized, the Lieutenant-Goveinor could, with the aid of Mi 
Allen, a Member of the Sudder Boaid now on deputation at Cherra, arrange 
with the local authorities for the raising of a body of two oi mnie thousand men 
from the warlike tribes in that pait of India The body so laised to be assem- 
bled at Cherra or Sylhet for the purpose of being organized 

109 The proposal was sanctioned by the Government of India, subsidiary 
arrangements foi the organization weie to be made by His Excellency the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and it was intimated that Colonel Jenkins would be requested 
thiough His Excellency to laise one or two corps for general service among 
the warlike tubes boideiing on Assam 

110 Colonel Hannyngton recommends the raising of a regiment of Son- 
thals, the men of which tube, although small, were very hardy and brave, and 
lightly equipped would make excellent skirmishers They could be moved ra- 
pidly, and were lemaikable foi their fidelity, honesty, and other good qualities 

111 The pioposal was referred to the Commissioner of the Sonthal Pei- 
gunnahs for early report 

112 The Ofiiciating Commissioner of Anacaii was requested to repoit 
upon the feasibility of raising Mugh Regiment in that province foi geneial 
seivice 

113 A proposal for raising a force fiom among the warlike tubes of the 
South-Western Frontier was suggested by Rai Tarrucknath Sein, additional 
P S Ameen of the 24-Peigunnahs, who had much experience of that 
part of the countiy, and believed that hardy, serviceable, and tiustwoithy 
men might, with the aid of the Chiefs, be enlisted in the Bancooiah and 
Singhbhoom jungles The proposal was submitted to the Commissionei of 
Bui d wan for lepoit, and Rai Tarruknath Sein was sent up to communicate 
personally with that officer on the subject 

114 As soon as the Dinapoor and Hazareebaugh mutinies were known, 
additional measuies weie taken for the protection of the Giand Trunk Road A 
portion of the Police Corps at Sooree was moved up as rapidly as possible, and 
a Company of Her Majesty’s 35 th Regiment was sent by rail to Raneegunge 

115 Orders were issued to the civil authorities to collect quickly carriage 
for the Madras tioops about to march up the Grand Trunk Road 

' 116 Instructions were given to the heads of the various public offices 
connected with this Goveinment m Calcutta to grant leave to members of the 
Volunteer Guaids when required for military duty 

117 It was intimated to the Lieutenant-Govei noi that His Excellency 
the Commander-in-Chief would be requested to nominate two officeisto do duty 
with the Sylhet Light Infantry Battalion, but it was not deemed desirable to 
furnish guns to any Native Corps without an Aitilleiy Officer to command, and 
a detail of artilleiymen to work them, neither of which could, at piesent, be 
supplied

2 On the evening of Saturday, the 26th of July, "Mr "Wake received an 
express from Dinapoor, warning him that distuibances were expected on that 
day, but conveying no further information 

3 On the morning of the following day, Sunday, the 26th, a sowar 
posted by the Magistrate at Koila Ghat on the Soane, lode in and reported 
that numbeis of sepoys had ciossed and moie were crossing the iiver 

4< It was found that Mr Palm, the Railway Engineer, stationed at the 
ghS,t had, the night befoie, sent for the boats to the Arrah side befoie he left, 
but had not destioyed them as he had promised to do The policemen believed 
to have abandoned then posts on the fiist alarm. 

5 The police left the city on the same day, and the Magistrate failed in 
consequence to ascei tain the foice of the mutineeis Thinking it unadvisable 
to abandon the station with the small foice at his command, and the residents 
and others willing to stand by him, especially as the rebels might be few in 
numbei, the Magistrate, with the remainder of his party, went into a small 
bungalow, which had previously been foitified by Mr Boyle 

6 A supply of atta and grain for a few days at short rations was laid in, 
with a plentiful stock of water for the Euiopeans, The Sikhs, however, had 
only a few day’s water, and from the shortness of the notice, the merest neces- 
saiies only weie taken into the entienchment 

7 This did not give the gallant gariison much concern, as they expected 
the rebels to be followed up immediately 

8 On Mondaj’’, the ‘’7 th of July, at 8 in the morning, the insurgent 
sepoys, consisting of the 7th, 8th, and 40th Native Infantry, leached the station, 
and having leleased the prisoners rushed to the Collectoiate, where they were 
joined by the detachment in duty of the Behar Station Guards, they plundered 
the Tieasuiy of cash amounting to Rupees 85,000 

9 They then attacked the bungalow on all sides, but being met by a 
steady well-diiected fire, they occupied the out-houses, and Mi Boyle’s house 
which was only distant sixty yards, and from these places and the cover afforded 
by the numeious tiees in the compound, they kept up a galling and incessant 
file duiing the whole day 

10 'Ihe mutineers were joined by a number of Kooar Sing’s men, and 
repeatedly declaied that they were acting under his orders 

11 This arch-rebel soon appeared on the scene, and subsequently con- 
ducted the siege in person 

12 Repeated attempts by heavy bribes to induce the Sikhs to prove 
traitors, although uiged thiough their own countrymen, failed utteily The 
proposals were treated with deiision, and these gallant soldiers remained tiue 
and steady 

13 On the 28th, two small cannons opened fire on the bungalow, one of 
them with 4tt) shot They were daily diiected to what were cmisidered the 
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■vv^ealcest points of the little foi ti ess, and at length the largest of the "uns as 
placed on the loof of Mi Boyle’s house ° 

14 This completely commanded the bungalow, and nothing but the 
cowaidice, want of unanimity, and ignoiance of the enemy pi evented the entire 
destiuction of the little fortress 

14^ The siege lasted a week, duiing which time eveiy stratagem vas 
emplo^md in vain The guns Aveie at first filed as often as shot could be 
prepared, ammunition being at that time deficient, and incessant assaults weie 
made against the bungalow The Sikhs weie not only peifectly cool and 
steady, but by untiring labour met and pievented eveiy thieatened disastei 

15 When the supply of water ran short, they dug a well of foui feet 
diametei to a depth of eighteen feet m less than twelve hours Breaches in the 
woiks weie at once repaired and rendered stronger than before, and as the siege 
was protracted, the defences became strongei When the want of animal food 
was felt, a night sally was made and four sheep weie brought in As soon as 
the enemy were discoveied to be mining, a countermine was sunk 

16 On the 30th the relieving force fiom Dinapooi was defeated by the 
rebels 

IT' The next day the rebels returned, proclaimed then victory, and offered 
the Sikhs, the women and the childien (of whom there were fortunately none), 
their lives and liberty, if the Government officeis were given up 

18 On the Isl of August, all the garrison weie offered their lives with 
leave to proceed to Calcutta on condition of surrendering their arms 

19 On the 2nd the sepoys marched away to meet Majoi Eyie’s force, and 
being defeated abandoned the station 

20 On the same night the gariison went forth and found that the mine 
had reached their foundations, and that the powder to blow them up was at 
hand The enemy had almost reached the counteimine , but as their powdei 
was bad, then chance of success fiom this means was doubtful 

21 The gun on Mi Boyle’s house was captured and brought in 

22 During the siege, one Sikh was severely wounded, and others were 
slightly contused 

23 The conspicuous gallanti y and exertions of Messrs Boyle and Colvin 
weie prominently noticed by the Magistrate, and an earnest appeal was made 
for the signal reward of the biave and devoted band of Sikhs 

24 The Commissioner waimly seconded the proposal, recommending that 
the thanks of the Government should be given to the gariison, and in paiticiilai 
to Messrs Wake and Boyle, that the Native OfiSceis of the Sikhs should be 
immediately promoted, and a gratuity of twelve months’ pay be granted to the 
men 

25 The latter was given by the Commissioner in anticipation of sanction, 
and Mr Tayler mentioned that the Sikhs would be gratified by the giant of a 
medal 

26 The Commissioner sketched a plan of military operations for the 
le-occuption of the Grand Trunk Road, the reduction of Jugdispooi, if it would 
not occupy too much time, and the subsequent march of Major Eyie’s column 
to the North-West Provinces, if no longer lequiied 

27. This plan was not adopted, but Kooar Sing’s stronghold at Jugdis- 
pooi was captured and destroyed by Major Eyie as will be narrated hereaftei 

28 Mr Tayler, in anticipation of the sanction of the Government, autho- 
rized the removal of the officeis and establishments of Ariah to Buxar, a step 
which had previously been uiged by the Judge and Magistrate, on the ground 
that there was nothing to preserve in Airah, and that it would lequiie a militaiy 
force to protect it, while Buxar could easily be lendered defensible, and its valu- 
able stud was of great importance. This measure was not approved, and orders 
were sent up foi the Arrah officials to stand fast 
B 49 
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29 Patna, Cliupra, and Mozufferpooi were lepoited by the Coniimssioner 
to be perfectly quiet, the latter stations being about to be reoccupied imme- 
diately 

30 On the 18th of August, the Commissioner submitted a memorandum 
on the le-occupation of Gya, on the giound of Major Eyre’s victory at An ah, 
the removal of the temptation in the shape of the treasure, and the ai rival of 
European troops at Bhaugulpoor to disarm, or overaAve the 5th Irregulai 
Cavalry It was 2 i’oposed to send 150 Sikhs and forty-five European soldiers, 
and the Judge and othei Euiopean residents with Mr Skip with Tayler, as 
Officiating Magistiate, Aveie to accompany the foice 

31 On the 11th of August, Mi Tayler submitted a detailed report on 
the state of the seveial distiicts of his division 

32 The Chupia Officers had left Patna on the previous day by the 
Jumna Steamer to reoccupy that station, in Avhich order has been preserved 
duiing the interiegnum by Cazee Ramzan Ah, who had been authorized by the 
Commissioner to exercise Magisterial powers until the i eturn of the constituted 
authorities All Avas well at Mozufferpoor, and the iehe\ing force stiengthened 
by fifty of the noAV police and sowars lecently raised was to march for Gya on 
the folloAving day 

33 The unexpected success of Major Eyre at Arr ih Avas said to have 
changed the face of affairs, and to have relieved Behar of all immediate danger 

34 A mysterious allusion was made to certain mi'-givings of the loj’^al and 
faithful Raja of Bettiah, respecting matteis which he AA'as unAVilhng to put to 
pajier, and Avhich he sent his DeAA'an to Patna to communicate personally 

35 The DoomraAV Raja Avas reported by Mr 'Wake to have joined 
Kooar Sing, and as fears seemed to be entertained of reinforcements being 
sent dowm the Gogra by the enemy, ordeis Avere sent to Buxar for one of the 
steamers lymg there to watch the mouth of the Gogra, and intercept any force 
sent doAvn by that river 

36 On the 12th, the Commissioner reported the arrival of the armed boats 
placed at his disposal, referred to in a former nanative 

37 On the same date the Commissioner Avas diiected to ascertain and 
report in whose zemindary Avas the bridge at Bilhistee, Avhich the villageis in 
the neighbouihood w^ere seen in the act of destroying lor the purpose of retaid- 
ing the advance of Major Eyre’s force 

38 On the 13th, Mr Tayler forwarded copy of a communication fiom 
Majoi Nation, bunging to notice the good and faithful conduct of a guard of 
one Duffadai and seventeen Nujeebs of his regiment, who were escorting caits 
and bullocks fiom Gya to Benaies 

39 They Avere stopped by a party of armed villagers, when the carters 
lan aAvay Avith the carts and bullocks, the Naib Nazii of the Gya Collector fled 
also, and the Nujeebs feignmg to agiee to join Kooar Sing, carried with them 
the Naib Nazu’s box supposed to contain money, and joined the head-quarters 
of their OAvn corps 

40 The box Avas made over to the Commissioner unopened 

41 On the 13th, Mi Parquharson reported having received chaige of the 
Office of Commissioner of the Patna Division from Mr Tayler, pending the 
aiiival of Ml Samuells then shortly expected. 

42 An ordei Avas communicated to Mr Parquharson through Mr Yule 
to keep the civilians at Arrah if possible, and to offer a rewaid of Rupees 10,000 
for the appiehension of Kooai Smg 

43 The offer of reward was at once proclaimed throughout the division 

44 The foice for the relief and re-occupation of Gya, consisting of 150 
Sikhs undei Captain Rattiay, and thiity-seven of Her Majesty’s 84th under 
Lieutenant Whitlock, with Messis Trotter, SkipAvith Tayler, and other officeis, 
was reported to have staited on the evemng of the 12th 
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45 Special instructions were given by Mr Farquharson to the Officiating 
Magistiate to exercise modeiation in punishing evil-doers, and great care in 
bunging to justice only those cleaily proved to be guilty 

46 He was diiected, in all difficulties, to consult Mr Trotter and Captain 
Hattray, and to submit daily repoits of his proceedings 

47 With leference to financial matteis, Raja Hetnarain Sing was directed 
to provide Mr Tayler with such funds as he might require for payment of 
salaries and current expenses 

48 An intention was expressed of restoring their arms to the Nujeebs 
ostensibly as a reward foi the fidelity of those at Mozufferpoor, but no official 
report had been received of the disarming of the eoips Mr Tayler, in a demi- 
official communication, had stated that he had deprived the Nujeebs of their 
aims, but had assigned no reason for the step 

49 Several of the Tiihoot planters had not returned to their factories 
Majoi Eyie, with a force of 400 Euiopeans, 200 Seikhs, and three guns, was 
advancing cautiously on Jugdespoor 

50 Baboo Nundeput of Mozufferpoor was lepoited to have presented a 
thousand lupees to the Nujeebs of that station, and the townspeople weie 
said to be willing to contribute to reward them foi having saved the place from 
anarchy and destiuction 

51 Fuither enquiiy was diiected into this matter, and early report 
called for 

52 Ml Farquharson promised to forward immediate reports of all occui- 
lences of inteiest, and strongly advised the guarding of the mouth of the Gogra 
by a steamei, ivith the destiuction of the mud foits on its banks 

53 The lecommendations and proceedings of the officei in charge of the 
duties of Commissioner were approved, with the exception of the proposal to 
keep a steamer at the mouth of the Gogra, legarding which a report fiom Mr 
Samuells was awaited before the issue of ordeis 

54 With respect to the special reports of distiict officers, the Joint- Magis- 
trate of Chumparun intimated that he had declined to abandon his station on 
the leceipb of Mr Taylei’s oidei, as he saw no sufficient reason to justify such 
a step He caught and hanged a trooper of the 12th, who had been engaged in 
the attempt to cause disturbances at Mozufferpooi 

55 Ml Raikes complained of a detachment of the 5th Ii regular having 
been sent by order of the Major-Geneial Commanding the Dinapoor Division, 
on the recommendation of the civil authorities from Chuppra to Segowlee, 
without wiitten orders or instiuctions of any kind 

56 These men excited alarm in the distuct, and fraternized with the 
mutineers from Mozufferpoor The Joint-Magistrate very properly refused 
te pel mit them to cross the Gunduck, and they were ultimately recalled by the 
Military authorities 

57 The circumstance was at once reported to the Government of India, 
and the proceedings of Mr Raikes were approved by the Lieutenant-Governoi 

58 Ml Tiottei, the Judge of Behai, reported the humiliation which he 
had felt in obeying the older of Mr Tayler, and his remonstrance against it, 
which led to the leiteiation of the order m a more positive foim At the 
eleventh hour Mr Tayler changed his plans, abandoned the piinciple of concen- 
tration, and diiected our advance on Gya, which was commenced, but as the 
station had, in the meantime, fallen, it was not deemed prudent or proper to 
continue it The Judge and his party, therefore, fell back on Patna 

59 Mr Trotter was infoimed that he was justified in his line of pioceed- 
ing on the cncumstances mentioned, and ordered to rejoin his station with all 
other officials as eaily as possible The legiet of the Lieutenant-Goveinor was 
communicated to him that the remainder of the paity had not followed the 
example of Messrs Money and Hollings at the same time His Honor did not 
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blame Mi Trotter for not adopting the bolder couise, acting as lie did undei 
the shameful older of Mr Tayler 

60 Mr Money, the Officiating Collector and Magistiate of Behai, reached 
Baneegunge safely -nith the tieasuie fioitt Gya, ivlnch was bi ought down by 
rail, and made ovei to the general Tieasmy 

61 Ml Money Avas ordeied to pioceed at once to Calcutta to communi- 
cate peisonally with the Lieutenant-Goveinoi 

62 The Officiating Judge of Sarun lepoited his having left his station to 
escort his wife to Dinapoor, and his having leturned on the following day This 
proceeding Avas not appioved 

63 Mr Lautour, the Collectoi and Officiating Magistiate of Tirhoot, 
lepoited that he had, in obedience to the older of Mi Taylei, after failing to 
peisuade the othei residents to remain, left his station for Dinapoor, but on 
ariiving at the latter place he did not agree Avitli Mi Tayler, and consideiing it 
his duty to protect the Government piopeity, and all who Aveie Avell disposed 
in his district, he returned Avithout orders, and again took chaige of the station. 

64 He found Tiihoot perfectly quiet, and on the 9th reported that he 
had posted strong guards at thegliAts, that the Nujeobs had behaved well 
throughout, that Mi Eaikes Avas holding his own at Motiharee, that his 
presence had reassured the people, and that ho considered Kooar Sing’s defeat 
to have removed all danger from Behai 

65 On the 17th, Mi Lautour notified the arrival of the Baia of Dur- 
bungah at his estate, and mentioned that the Daiogah of Durbungah reported 
the Baja’s people to be stopping boats and committing petty acts of oppression 
The Baja’s Dewan was sent for, and Avould be held responsible, if the acts of 
oppression complained of Avoie proven The Baja himself W'as stated to be 
entirely in the hands of his Amlah, and to bo too indolent to attend to his own 
affairs 

66 The second defeat of Kooai Sing and the destruction of his palace at 
Jugdispooi, was lapidly restoring confidence among such of the people as 
believe the Government of the country to have been endangered, 

67 The surplus treasure at Tii hoot had been diposed of, par tly by send- 
ing Bupees 50,000 to Motiharee foi opium advances, and in part to the 
mahajuns of the city in exchange for drafts in Patna and Calcutta The 
balance kept was Bupees 30,000 

68 No disturbances were anticipated at the Moliuium, and with a Amry 
feAA exceptions, the planters had letuined to then factories 

69 Great distress from the dearness of food prevailed among the poorer 
classes, but the prospects of the season were fan. 

70 Some of the planters in the district Avere said to be indifferent to 
being appointed Honorary Magistrates 

71. On the 1 7th a A'einacular petition was received from Fuzzul Huq of 
Mozufferpooi, stating that the departure of the European officers and residents 
had caused much alarm As soon as they had left, the Bessaldar and soAvars 
of the 12th Iriegulai Cavaliy broke into open mutiny, arrested a Thannadar 
and some Burkundazes, and attacked the Treasury Prom this they Aveie re- 
pulsed by the Nujeebs AAuth the aid of the Nazirs of the Collectoiate and Fouz- 
dary Courts and 100 or 200 peons They were also driven aAA^ay by the same 
agency from the jail and GoAeinment officers 

72 On the same day the soAvais are said to haA'e attempted to plunder 
the piopeity of some of the merchants in the town, when, after a fight, in wdiicli 
one man Avas killed, they AAmie finally driven off 

73 Before leaving the station they plundered the residences of the Judge 
and the Collector, removing valuable hoises and othei property 

74 A Thannah J emadai , named Ohoonee Lall, and four oi five of the neAV 
police sowais recently leciuited, joined the mutineers and fled with them 
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75 The inhabitants who had left the station in the beginning had all 
letuined to it 

76 This petition was lefeiied to the Commissioner of Patna to ascertain 
what had really occuried at Mozafferpoor aftei the abandonment of the station 
by the authoiities, and to bung to notice those who have done good seivice, and 
weie entitled to leward, and to suggest what rewaids would be most suitable 
and acceptable 

77 On the 8th, Shah Kubeei-ood-deen Ahmed of Sasseiam wiote to the 
Secretary to the Government of India, stating that 2,000 of the lebels fiom 
Allah have attaclsed and plundered Sasseiam, destroying all they could lay hands 
on , that he fought a battle of six houis with them, hilling twenty and wound- 
ing many more , that his own loss was two oi thiee wounded, and that his 
people had seized a few of the lebels 

78 He mentioned that the mutineeis had lobbed the mail, burnt some of 
the papeis contained in it, and scatteied the rest about He collected all he 
could find and sent them on to Sheigotty 

79 The rebels were said to have gone off towards Miizapoor. 

80 The Shah, whose really loyal conduct had in the meantime been fully 
ascertained, was thanked coidially for the excellent and loyal conduct he had 
displayed, was assuied that it would be neither neglected noi foi gotten by the 
Government, and was encouiaged to send the earhest possible intelligence of all 
occuirences in the district direct to the Government 

81 The Shah’s letter was foi warded to the Commissioner to ascertain 
what really took place on the occasion refeiied to, and what part had been 
taken by the Shah in quelling the distuibance 

82 On uhe 10th a telegiaphic report was received from Shergotty, 
announcing that no mail had been received from Benaies since the 6th, that the 
mail had been stopped and its contents destroyed at Sasseiam on the 7th, that 
the driver had been severely maltreated, and the Post Office Dflk bungalow 
and Deputy Collector’s house had been burnt by the mutineers, consistirg, it 
W'as believed, of two regiments of Native Infantry 

83 A Telegraph Chupprasee reported the wire to be cut in many places 
at and beyond Sasseram The peon, had much difficulty in getting along, as 
the villagers plundered every one they caught, and the whole district was in a 
distuibed state 

84 The police had abandoned the Grand Trunk Boad between Mudden- 
poor and Benares, and the mutineers marching leisurely, destroying as they 
advanced, were supposed to be marching to Miizapooi 

85 The Sub-Deputy Opium Agent at Allegunge was compelled to 
abandon his post on the 26th of July by the mutineers of the 12th Ii regular 
Cavalry As already related, he barely had time to escape with life His 
office records were destroyed, and hrs Treasury plundered of Bupees 3,500 

86 The Deputy Magistrate of Shergotty returned to his post on the 
11th of August 

87 The Officiating Magistrate of Behar was informed of the steps taken 
to relieve Gya, and directed with all other officers to rejoin with the least 
possible delay 

88 On the 15th a communication was received from Baja Jey Peikas 
Sing of Deo, proclaiming Ins loyalty and good faith, referring to the misrule 
and destruction caused by the abandonment of the district, and declaring that 
he had used every exertion to prevent mischief, protect the property of the 
Government, accelerate and secure the transmission of the post, and restore 
order 

89. He was informed in reply that he had been somewhat tardy in the 
expression of his loyalty He was reminded of his duties to the State as an 
influential landlord, and of the utter futility of the rebels and mutineers 
attempting to resist the Government 
b61 
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90 If he had leally exeited himself as he stated, he would secme the 
appioval and highest coiisideiation of the Government, and he was stiongly 
ui^ed to act vigoiously in the maintenance of older and in piotecting the load 
fiom Shergotty to Baioon 

91 Fiom Airah, the latest intelligence duiing the week was to the effect 
that Majoi Eyie was appioaching Jugdespooi with eveij’- cam to avoid the 
chance of failuie, and eveiy piospect of success He ultimately stoimed the 
field works of the lebels, and pin sued them to the very walls of the palace of 
Kooai Sing at Jugdespooi, which w'as piecipitately abandoned and imme- 
diately taken possession of 

92 Befoie leaving the place, Majoi Eyie blew up the buildings, including 
a new temple, lecently built by Kooai Sing 

93 Fiom the constant expiessions of loyalty leceived fiom this indivi- 
dual to the veiy last moment, and his known paitiality foi Euiopean society, 
it was difiicult to believe that he meditated tieason, notwithstanding the stiong 
luinouis to that effect 

94 It was mentioned in a foimer naira tive that the Commissionei had 
deputed a confidential agent to visit Kooai Sing, to intimate to him the sus- 
picions entei tamed against him, and to diiect him to lepair without delay to 
Patna to rendei a peisonal account of himself 

95 Syud Azim-udeen Hossein, the Deputy Collectoi of An ah, was the 
agent employed 

96 He visited the tiaitoious lebel, and found him lying on a bed, plead- 
ing estieme sickness, old age, and infiimity, as pi eventing obedience to the 
01 del of the Commissionei to pioceed to Patna He was profuse in his 
expiessions of loyalty and good-will, maintained that it was difficult and dangeious 
foi him to ariest mutineeis and deseiteis, utterly denied having any intention 
of acting wuth disloyalty, pleaded old age and infiimity in excuse of his not 
being personally active in the cause of oidei, and pledged himself to lepaii to 
Patna as soon as his health would peimit, and the Biahmins could find a 
piojntious day foi the journey 

97 The seciet enquiry made on his estate did not elicit infoimation as to 
the Baboo’s having made any prepaiations foi revolt, nor did theie appeal to 
be leason to suppose that his people weie paiticulaily disaffected 

98 It was well known that they would follow him as then feudal Chief- 
tain in the eient of his laising the standard of lebellion, but beyond this 
nothing w'as ascertained 

99 Syed Azim-udeen Hossein sbaied in the defence of Mi Boyle’s 
foi ti ess as previously mentioned, and it has since been reported that he has, 
throughout the Shahabad disturbances, conducted himself with regular loyalty, 
courage, and judgment, so as to have impressed Major Eyie and the other 
Civil and Military Officers with a high opinion of his abihty and fidelity 

100 The Deputy Magistrate of Baih, Mi A^incent, communicated his 
having entered into negotiations with the Eajpoots of Bamnuggui to secure 
then sei vices in maintaining the tranquillity of the neighbourhood, on condition 
of the Bamnuggui Deaiali being conferred on them as ajaghne, in reward of 
then services to the Government at the piesent juncture 

101 This unauthorized and possibly embaiiassnig act of a subordinate 
officer was entirely and emphatically disapproved He w'as dnected at once to 
cancel it, and although every credit was allowmd to his being actuated by good 
intentions, he was directed to temper his zeal with discietion to abandon 
at once all independent action except in case of real necessity, and to regulate 
his course strictly by, and under, the directions of the Commissioner of the 
Division 

102 As soon as it became known to the Lieiitenant-Goveinoi that the 
pay of the police and other establishments on the Grand Tiunk Hoad was 
consideiably in aiieai, orders ueie issued to pay up the men 
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103 BJimigul;poov JDimsion — Oa lieaiing of the mutiny of the Diaapoor 
Bngade, and the levolt of the 12th Iiregular Cavaliy, the Commissionei of 
the Bhaugulpooi* Division, who had pieviously deemed the piesence of Emopeau 
soldiers umiecessaiy, detained 100 men of the 6th Eusilieis at Bhaugulpooi*, 
and caused fifty of the same corps to be sent to Monghyi. 

101) The fidelity of the 5th Irregulars and 32nd Native Infantry could 
no longer he relied on, and the security of the two stations mentioned was 
not only essential to the free navigation of the Ganges, but w as absolutely 
1 f quisite to prevent the disoiganization of the whole countiy between Raj- 
mehal and Patna The tioops at Berhampoor had not at that time been 
disarmed. 

105 The 63id was known to be a disaffected corps, and aftei the murder 
of Major Holmes by men who up to that moment had exhibited loyalty and 
devotion, it uas manifest that no Mussulman tioopeis could be trusted, and 
that the 11th as well as the 5th Cavalry only bided their time to join in the 
general tieacheiy and revolt of then faithless and lebellious class elsewhere 

106 Hence, the change in the Commissionei's views legaiding the 
necessity of entrusting the safe custody of the two most impoitant stations in 
his Division to European troops 

107 On the 18th of August, Mr Yule, wnth an escort of thirty troopers 
of the 5th Irregulars, accompanied by four gentlemen, proceeded to Purneah to 
lemove the treasure from that station The Collector had reported the 
amount to be considerable, but it was found to be so much leduced by heavy 
drafts as not to need removal Mr Yule and his paity thereupon returned 
at once to Bhaugulpooi, which he reached on the 13th. 

108 On the evening of the Iditli he was awoke after midnight by a report 
fiom Major Macdonald, the Officer Commanding the 5tb, to the effect that his 
men were eithei leaving oi had left the station The European soldiers were 
immediately placed under arms, and every precaution was taken to prevent 
mischief. 

109 A few troopers remained staunch 

110. An immediate report of the occurrence wms made to Sir James 
Outiam, who was then at the Ghat, 'but he left the matter entirely in the 
hands of the Commissioner As the mutineers were mounted, had an hour’s 
start, and had made off in the direction of Bowsee, it wms considered useless 
to attempt a pursuit. Expresses were sent off to Bowsee, Deoghur, and 
Monghyr to give notice of what had occurred, and a belief was entertained 
that the mutineers would take the road by Eutooria to Shergotty and Gya 

111 They plundered the letter bags which were in transit md Soone 
to Behai 

112 Great fears w’ere entertarned of the safety of the officers of the 
32nd at Bowsee and the peace of the district 

113 The better class of landowners were called upon to exert themselves 
in pieseiving tranquillity, and in arresting mutineers and deserters. 

114 Escaped convicts from Gya were said to be causing mischief in the 
Monghyi District, and the Piincipal Sudder Ameen was sent out after them 

115 On the 16th the mutineers were telegraphed to have passed Bowsee, 
and Colonel Burney had sent some of his men in pursuit of them. No damage 
was done. The troopers w^eie marching by Rohnee to Ariab 

116 Tlie remainder of the division was tranquil Eears at first pre- 
vailed at Purneah, Monghyi, and elsewhere, but the peace of these districts 
was not otherwise disturbed 

117 The sentence of the sepoy, who was reprieved by the Magistrate 
pending a reference to the Government of India, was commuted by the Right 
Hon’ble the Governor -General to transportation for life. It was at the same 
time intimated that tne postponement of the execution was considered to be 
injudicious 
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118 No persons were tried under Act XVII of 1857 duiing the week 
in the Bliaugulpooi Division. 

119 The temporal y entertainment of fifty-foui extra burkundazes for 
Zillah Purneah was sanctioned 

120 jRajsJiahye Dimsion — The Commissioner of the Eajshahye Division 
repoited all quiet within his 3 urisdiction, and that up to the last letuin lecoivcd 
hy him, the mutiny at Dmapooi, and disarming of the tioops at Beihampoor, 
had pioduced no bad effects on the 73id at Julpigoiee 

321 The Magistiate of Rajshahye reported having received an expiess 
from the Assistant Magistrate at Jungipooi, conveying a telegraphic message 
fiom the Commissioner of Bhaugulpoor, to the effect that boats with armed 
men had passed Monghyi on the pievious day. 

122 Intimation was at once sent to all stations on the Ganges and to 
the eastwaid, to the Comraissionei of Police in Calcutta, to the Conimissionei s 
of Nuddea and Dacca, and to the Commandeis ot iiver steamers to keep a 
strict M atch for them 

123 The Magistrate of Bun gpoor reported that the state of matteis at 
Julpigoiee was most unsatisfactoiy, and that he believed the sepoys to be in 
communication with the Booteahs 

124i On the 15th the same officer submitted tlie following account of a 
distuihance at Julpigoree Thiee sepoys of the 73rd were plotting the destruc- 
tion of the European officers at that station. They mentioned the matter to a 
Havildai, who, on pietence of joining them, went into his hut, bi ought out a 
loaded musket and shot the iingleader thiough the head, killing him on the 
spot The two others fled into their huts, uheie they weie appiehended. 

126 A more detailed report of the occurience was called for. 

126 The rest of the district was quite quiet. 

127 Theie were no trials in the division under Act XVII of 1857 

128 Nuddea Division — In the Nuddea Division all was tianquil and 
undistuibed. 

129 Baboo Issur Chunder Ghosal, Deputy Magistrate of Santipoor, 
offered to accompany any European Corps to the Upper Provinces as inteipie- 
ter. He was thanked foi his zeal, and told that he was moie useful at his 
piesent post 

130 He subsequently stated that many of his countrymen were willing 
to take active service in the existing state ot the country, and pioposed the 
raising of militia corps fiom among the Chooais and Lattcals of Bengal The 
suggestion was suitably acknowledged, and is under consideiation. 

131 At the Presidency peace was unbioken, and the peiiodical panics 
appealed to have ceased On the recommendation of the Gommissionei of 
Police, two light field pieces, with ammunition, were placed in the Police com- 
pound, several of the Police officers having been artiUeiy soldiers, and willing 
to serve the guns, as well as to instinct others in doing so 

132 The same ofdcer reported that numerous small parties of up- 
countiymen had lately been seen by persons who have recently travelled down 
the Gland Tiunk Boad to pioceed in a southerly direction. 

133 Enquiry has been instituted as to the coirectuess of the rumour, 
and the cause of the movement at the present season 

134 Burdwmi Division — The Commissioner of Burdwan intimated that 
duiing the week nothing that could in any way be associated with the levolt 
had occuiied in his division. 

135 The Magistiate of Beeibhoom reported the recapture of seven of 
the liberated convicts from Hazaieebaugh. 

136 The Officiating Magistrate of Midnapoor brought to notice that, in 
consequence of the mutiny ot the Bamghur Battalion, he had disarmed and 
detained a party of that corps, which was returning to Ohybassa from having 
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escorted prisoners to Alipoor The detacliment consisted of a Havildar, two 
NaikSj and eiglit sepoys The oiders of the Government of India were 
requested as to the disposal of these men 

137 The same officer sent a report fiom Captain Sissmoie, stating that 
he with his wife and children was at Serai Kela undei the protection of the 
Eaja, who had promised to escort them to Raneegunge 

138 The Darogah of Raipoor reported the levolt at Puiulea, and his 
apprehension of an outhieak among the Ghooars in the neighbourhood 

139 The appointment of an Euiopean Deputy Magistrate at Guibettah 
was strongly urged 

110 Oiders were sent to the Daiogah of Raipoor to consider himself 
temporarily under the Magistracy of Midnapoor to send in the escaped con- 
victs captured by him, and to report constantly to the Magistrate of Midna- 
pooi, who was armed with discretionaiy power to send extra buikundazes 
to liaipooi if necessary 

110|^ The town of Midnapoor was nearly deserted fiom fear of the 
Shekan attee Battalion, but as soon as it was known that the corps in question 
had received oideis to match, many of the inhabitants returned. 

111 The Deputy Magistrate of Guibettah reported his sub-division to 
be in gieat alarm fiom the revolt at Purulea 

112 The Joint-Magistrate of B-aneegunge reported his sub-di vision to 
be perfectly quiet, but intimated that some excitement prevailed in conse- 
quence of the anaichy and confusion existing in the Manbhoom District 

113 The same officsr sent down correspondence from the Magistrate of 
Bancooiah, reporting the existence of consideiable alarm in the minds of the 
authorities from the expected mutiny of the Shekawattee Battalion 

111 A laige force of Europeans with guns was asked foi. The She- 
kawattees did not mutiny, and the Europeans were not sent, as there were 
none to spaie. 

115 Authority was given to the Joint-Magistrate of Raneegunge to 
entertain tempoiaiily twelve extra buikundazes to collect caits and supplies 
for the troops marching up the Grand Tiunk Road. 

116. The Civil Surgeon of Bancooiah was reported to have left his 
station without leave on the afternoon of the 6th of August He was called 
upon to explain his reason for so doing 
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117. In the divisiCns and dis- 
tricts noted in the margin, the pub- 
lic tiauquillity was entirely unaffected 
by the revolt 

118 In consequence of the perilous position in which the Euiopean 
Officers at Julpigoree were supposed to be in, orders were sent to the 
Commissionei of Assam to make such airangements as he might deem 
most prudent to secure their safety in ease of need, and instructions 
weie sent to Darjeeling to hold two guns and all available Europeans in 
leadiness to march on Julpigoree on the requisition of Colonel Sherei 

149 The Volunteers at Dacca were placed under the command of Major 
Smith, Superintendent of the Elephant Keddahs, and were famished with arms 
and ammunition from the Arsenal of Eoit William. 


150 The aiiangements which had been sanctioned for raising a body of 
Munnipooiies and Cacharees, as well as^a regiment from the warlike tribes 
- boideiing on Assam, were carried out. 

161 South~West Frontier — On the 18th of August, Martial Law was 
proclaimed by the Lieutenant-Governor in the districts forming the Chota 
Nagpooi Division,'^^! — 
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The functions of the ordinary Criminal Courts were thereby suspended lu 
respect of heinous offences. 

152 The proposal to raise a Police Corps of hillmen for maintaining 
order and tranquillity in the Chota Nagpoor Division was sanctioned by the 
Government of India, and Rae Taiknath Sen proceeded to Raneegunge to 
communicate with the Commissioner. 

153 The Officiating Commissionei, Captain Dalton, reported on the 13th 
that he had deemed it necessary to fall back from Hazareebaugh on Bagoda, as 
the former station was not safe without an additional foice. He had left all 
in good ordei, and hoped to be able to advance again, as soon as he was re- 
inforced. 

154) He has informed that the moment the artillery, hourly expected 
from Madias, arrived, a force consisting of European Infantry, Madias 
Aitilleiy, Cavalry, and sepoys would be sent up in two columns to restore 
order on the South-West Prontier The maich of the force was necessarily 
delayed for want of artillery, as without guns it was not deemed right to send 
any force to reduce the Dorundah mutineers One column was to maich by 
the Giand Trunk Road to Burhi and Hazareebaugh, the other to proceed by 
Puiuha and Ranchi Captain Moncrieff, who possesses an intimate knowledge 
of the loads in the district, volunteered to accompany the force. A hope was 
expressed that Captain Dalton would be able to hold his own until this force 
was available 

166 In a detailed narrative of the occurrence in this Division submitted 
to the Government of India on the 12th instant, the services of Pergunnait 
Juggut Paulin arresting the progress of the mutineers of the 8th Native 
Infantiy at Pittoria were prominently noticed 

150 As they were of a remarkable and distinguished character, and had 
in all human piobability saved the lives of the whole of the European Officers 
on their retreat from Ranchi to Hazareebaugh, a special report of all the 
circumstances connected with them was called for from the Officiating Com- 
missioner, in order that they might receive suitable acknowledgments from the 
Government. 

167 In the meantime Captain Dalton was directed to express to the 
Pergunnait the very high sense entertained by the Government of his con- 
spicuous loyalty and devotion. 

158 The Raja of Ramguih was thanked for his loyalty, and was in- 
formed that leinforcements would shoitly be sent to restore older at Hazaree- 
baugh. 

169 On the 14th Captain Dalton, having heard that reinforcements 
were to be sent up immediately, intimated his intention to return to Hazaiee- 
bagh the next day with a party of Sikhs. 

160 As the object of the relieving force was not only to reoccupy Chota 
Nagpoor, but to punish the Dorundah mutineers. Captain Dalton suggested 
that a sufficiently stiong detachment should be sent to Hazareebaugh to cut 
off the Ramghur rebels in any attempt they might make to join Kooar Sing, 
This individual was known to be anxious to obtain the Dorundah guns, and 
the leader ot the Ramghur mutineeis. Jemadar Madho Sing, was in league 
with him. 

161. If the rebels attempted to escape through his territory, the Com- 
missioner had great hopes that the SirgOoja Chief would fall upon them with 
the whole ot his force, which he bad promised to have ready for any 
emergency 

162 The Assistant Magistrate of Govindpoor was authorized to enter- 
tain an additional police ot thiity burkundazes to aid in captuung the 
escaped convicts from the Chofa Nagpoor Jails. 
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1 163 General — Arrangements were made for the distribution of the 
L ft Wing of Captain Rattray’s Police Corps, so as to defend the Grand Tiunk 
Road, keep open the communication to Benares, and afford aid towards the 
• maintenance of order at Hazaieebaugh until the relieving column marched up. 

164'. The Police Corps, on their tnaich from Sooree, escorted the treasure 
at Beerbhoom safely to Raneegunge, whence it was brought to Calcutta. 

164-t. In consequence of reports regarding disaffection supposed to exist 
amono- the Mussulman tioopers attached to the cavalry portion of the Police 
Coips^ a conlidential report was called for from Lieutenant Baker, the Officer 
in command of the Left Wing. The result of the enquny was that no signs 
of disaffection had been shown, but that as, at such a time, it was difficult to 
know who were well or ill affected, the strictest watch would he kept on the 
actions of the troopers, and immediate steps be taken to deprive them of the 
means of causing mischief the moment the necessity arose. 

165. The steps taken to re-open the telegraphic communication with 
Benaies, and to restore the postal communication, are already known to the 
Government of India. 

166 Orders were issued, as directed by the Right Hon’ble the Governor- 
General, to prevent the transport of saltpetre to the westward or north-west- 
ward, either in boats or otherwise throughout the divisions of Bhaugulpoor 
and Patna, and due notice was given that all found in transit in that direction 
would either be confiscated or destroyed. 

167. In consequence of misconceptions existing on the subject of the 
effects of the declaration of Martial Law, and of the extension of Act XVI of 
,1857 in the 3 Uiisdiction of the ordinary Criminal Courts of the districts to 
’which those measures applied, an explanatory circular was issued on the 15th 
of August. In this it was intimated that the declaration of Martial Law in 
no wise affected the executive functions of the Magistrate, and restricted his 
judicial poweis only in respect to heinous offences. Heinous offenders, it was 
intimated, were to be committed for trial before a Commissioner appointed 
under Section 7 of Act XIV of 1857. All other crimes and misdemeanors 
were punishable, as heretofore, by the Magistrate. 

168. In districts not under Martial Law, but to which Act XVI of 1857 
had been extended, the powers, both executive and judicial, of the Magistrate 
remained unchanged , but when a Commissioner under the Act above mentioned 
was appointed, all cases arising out of, or connected with, the revolt and disturb- 
ances were to be committed for trial to the said Commissioner, and all other 
cases to the Sessions Judge. 

169 As regards the higlier Criminal Courts, it was ruled that their 
functions were suspended by the declaration of Martial Law, and that all 
■heinous offenders were to be tried by the Commissioners appointed under 
•Act XIV of 1857. 

170 In other districts the extension of Act XVI of the same year has not 
necessarily any effect on the jurisdiction of Sessions Judges, but in all dis- 
rtiicts to which that Act has been extended, the Sessions Judges have been 
vested with powers under Act XVI, and it was stated to be the wish of the 
Government that all cases arising out of, or connected with, the disturbed state 
of the country should be tried by them in their capacity of Commissioners, 
and ail other cases in ordinary course in their capacity of Sessions Judges. 

171. It was intimated that vernacular proceedings and depositions were 

not required in cases tried by Commissioneis under Act XIV of 1857, but* 
full notes of the trial weie to be taken by the Commissioner in English and 
preserved for futwa references. ° 

172. Monthly returns in a form communicated were ordered to be 
furnished to the Government of all trials held under Act XIV of 1867. 
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No 22j doited Foit Wilham, 5th September 1857 
Special Nahrati\e (Judicial) trov ICth to 22\d August I^cLusnI 

Beliar — The most piominent incidents of this iveek in the Patna Division 
weie the le-occupation of Gya and Chupiah, the dispeision of Kooai Sing’s force 
on the fall of Jugdespooi, and the giqdual settling down of the piovmces 
after the ciisis it had gone thiough 

2 Upon the stiong lecommcndation of this Govcinment, as a special 
acknowledgment of the signal services peiformed by them in circumstances 
of consideiable difficulty and danger, in opposition to the unqualified Older of 
the highest executive officer in the diMsion, Messis. Money and lEollings 
■were lewaided substantially. 

3 The natuie of the services icfeiied to has been so fully detailed'^in 
former nairatives as to render it unnecessaiy to lepeat tbem here 

4. In Ml Money’s case, the offices of Magistiate and Collector weie to 
be united at Gya as soon as a vacancy occuiiod in the former, and a consolidat- 
ed salary of Rupees 2,000 was to be assigned to the conjoined appointment 

5. As Mr Hollings bad already attained the highest office he could bold 
111 the Opium Agency, and as his time was not fully occupied at all season by 
bis opium duties, he u as appointed a Deputy Magistrate and Deputy Collector 
in Behai, as well as Sub-Deputy Opium Agent, and his emoluments weie 
inci eased from Rupees 750 to 1,000 a month. 

6 Intimation was received of tlio concmrence of the Right Ilon’hle the 
Goveinoi-Geneial in Council in the lemoval of Mr. IV Taylei, and the 
airangements made in consequence for reasons aheady naiiated at length 

7 Gya was leoccupied on the morning of the 16th of August without 
opposition All the Government offices and most of the records had been 
destioyed. Some of the accounts luld been picsoivcd by tlic Amlali at tbcir 
own houses, where they had been taken prior to the outbicak The residences 
of the lesidcnts had been plundered, and all the mischief was caused by the 
released convicts fiom the Jail and the bad character in the Jail, ulio left the 
town as soon as the relieving force appioached, 

8 No other enemy appears to have approached the place, and thcio can 
now be no doubt that its tranquillity would have been undisturbed butfoi Mr 
Taylei ’s Older Many of the inhabitants letuined at once, the police were 
recalled, the bad characters disappeared, and order was in rapid course of 
complete lestoiation 

9 A party of fifty Nujeebs was sent out, under Mi. Colin Lindsay of the 
Civil Service, to relieve the Tetah Sub-Deputy Opium Agency which was report- 
ed to be besieged, and holding out against a large body of rebels It uas 
defended by a few of the opium guards. On ai living at Jehanabad, midway 
between Patna and Gya, IMi Lindsay attacked a ullage, in which there were 
260 aimed men and defeated them, killing seven, wounding five, and capturing 
nine, who were immediately made over to the Gya authorities for trial. 

10 The Nujeebs were reported to have behaved admirably., the Daiogah 
of Jehanabad lost a leg in the fight, and Mr. Lindsay burnt the village Mr. 
Lindsay was aecompanied by Mr Whitcombo of the Railway Department 
The defeated rebels retired to othei villages to obtain reinforcements and to 
return, so a paitj of twenty-five Nujeebs was ordered to remain at Jehanabad 

11. The names of the Darogah and of the zemindaiy in which the 
village was situated weie called for, and Mr Lindsav, whose spurted conduct 
was duly acknowledged, was recommended to be cautions in so serious a pro- 
ceeding as the buining of villages, wffiich might bo occupied by armed men 
without the consent or participation of the principal inhabitants. The 
acknowledgments of the Government wcie letuined to Mr ‘Whitcombe, and a 
return was lequested of all Nujeebs desciving of reward for conspicuous 
gallantly " —
